ficax per exempla) Theſe two (Guides are like the two 
Pillars that condutted the Iſraelites through the Deſart ; 
and indeed, they are both ſo needful, that without them,we 


all never attain to the Land of Promiſe, the Canaan of 
'ppineſs. And as Hiſtory is neceſſary to all F4 


chiefly to thoſe who are ſet upon the Pinacte of 'Ho- 
nour, whoſe ations are obvious to all eyes, and obnoxious to 
all mens cenſures ; who being placed upon Watch-T owers, 
had need of better eyes, and a longer perſpettive then thoſe 
who live below ; Now Hiſtory is the Perſpective that lets 
them ſee the danger a far off: Had it not been for the know- 
ledg of Hiſtory, Laacullus the Roman had never ſubdued 
Mithridates the King of Pontus ; nor had Xanthippus the 
Lacedemonian overthrown the Romans ; whereas before 
this,theCarthaginian Commanders, for want of Hiſtorical 
Knowledge, were ſtill worſted by the Roman Armies. In 
Hiſtories great Men will find what uncertainty and vanity 
there s in outward ſplendor ; what it is that makes true 
and genuine Nobility , and diſcriminates it youu that 
which 1s ſuppofititions and adulterate; and it wil ſhew them 


that there 1s no confidence to be given- to humane ſtrength, 
Policy, nor Actions.

great the account is we are to make up,of ſo many Hours, Dayes 
and Tears ſpent, cither idlely, or wickedly, or impertinently; and 
how uncomfortable muſt the end of thoſe be , who ſpendtheir 
dayeslike Sardanapalns, or Hogges rather, in eating, drinking, 
ſleeping and playing , having no remorſe with Titus for ſo ma- 
ny days and years which they have loſt, wherein they have done 
no good, but like fruitleſs Fig. trees cumber the ground : When 
I conſidered, I ſay, theſe things, Iadventured rather to under- 
take this Task, then wich Solomons Sluggard to fold my armes, 
to ſleep and ſlumber away the ſhort remainder of my Dayes in 
Idleneſſe, or vain and ſintull Pleaſures ; There are above three 
parts already of the Glaſſe of my Life run out, being now almoſt 
62 years of age, I deſirethat the fourth part may not be worſe, 


for that were (defivere in Piſcem) to look likea Syren or Mex-

maid, to begin in the Spirn, and end inthe Fleſh, with the foo- 
liſh Galatians ; I ſhall be loath todegenerate with Hercules , of 
whom the Poct ſpeaks :

I have been hitherto a carefull diſpenſer of my time, and a 
Niggard of my dayes,baving imployed as few of them as I could 
in Idleneſſe, and even from my youth T have been more conver- 
ſant among the dead then the living, though I have ſeemed to 
ſame of Epicurus his  ſwiniſh Schollays , no betterthen one of 
thofe mad men in the Goſpell, who dwelt among the Graves 3 
yet: I have found more true content among theſe Dead men 
then ever Icquld enjoy among the /awing. But why ſhould I call 
thoſe deed, who are now wore alive in their Works, then when 
they were alive in their Badzes,having attained to that life com- 
mended by the Orator (De quis wulla nuqueam conticeſcet e195, 
gue memoria wigebit ſeculorum omninm, quam ipſe eternitas ſem- 
per intxebitur) | have been contene hitherto, rather to con- 
verſe in the Storcall School of Zeno, then in the voluptuous 
Garden of Epicarss ; and with Ceſar (Equitare per Britannos 
Scaticue pati prainas) then with Flarur, enrſare per tenebras, 


Pilices 
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pulices pati rotundos ) But let men {pend their days as they liſt, 
or as their good and bad Genizs induceth chem, | am ſure, thar 
they who have imployed their time in doing good according 
to their Calling , ſhall finde true content and comfort on their 
death-beds , when they are departing hence, to him that ſent 
them hither; and who will exa& a ſtri& account of their time 
ſpent. Whereas the others muſt needs ar their departure be 
accompanied with grief 'and horrour, remembring the preti- 


ous houres and years they have mil-ſpent, ſaying with old 
Ewander , 


( O mibt preteritos referat ſi Jupiter annos | ) 


Which the Poets did clegantly and wittily expreſs unto us, 
by ſhewing that none went over the River Styx into the 
Elyſran Fields , but ſuch as had Charon far their Pilot z that is, 
The comfort and joy of a good conſcience, which will never 
prove the guide or companion of pleaſure and fin. 

Some tell me,that it 15 now time tor Meto give off writing, be- 
ing old, and having the burthen of 62 years on my back. To 
whom I anſwer, That my age as yet (bleſſed be God) isto me 
no burthen ; as it is to ſome who finde it heavier then Arne was 
to Enceladus. I caimot accuſe my age, as he ſaid : ( Nibhil ba- 
beo quod accuſem Senefiutem mean. ) But I may ſay with the old 
Ttalians in the Poet ——— Nee tards ſenefius 

(Debilitat wires animi, mmtdtve wigorem 
and to whom God hath'given,cradam wiridemq; ſeneFam,a vivid 
and vegit old age, heexpetts of rhem more fcuit in that age ; 
who is ſo apt*to write or ſpeak as he who hath experience with 


maturity of Judgement, Wiſdome and learning ? © which can- 
trot bein young men; (Temeritas florentis etatis , prudentia, 
SexeFutis) 'young men may be fit in che great Ship of a Com- 
monwealth, to hale the Ropes, to hoiſe the Sailes, to draw the 
Pump, to weigh the Anchor, and roclamber up the Maſts ; 


- but old menareficreſt to ſit ar the Stern, to Steer the Ship, and 


toketep her from falling on the rocks and quick-ſands. Wine 
15ever beſt when it's old , and Fruits are ſweeteſt when ripeſt. 
Yoting men are for attion, Old men for dircQion ; young men 
may ſeefarther, but old'men can judge better; the one may have 
a quicker Corporal, but the other bath a nimbler Mentall fight : 
Try  Sravoing thug dpyeray dfv Baime. Therefore Tſocrates, Pla- 
tv, Homer, -'Hefiod , - Sophocles, Ambroſe, Auguſtin, and many 
more, wrote toft of their excellent Works in their old age. So

jy were weakneſs in me to claw the Reader with flattering 
tearms for his approbation or favourable cenſure of thele my 
pains, andto beg his good word for my good will in compi- 


ling this Epiteme; for he that is Learned, Judicious, and In- 


enuous, cannot ſpeak ill of what is meant well, nor dilſcom- 
mend his pains that are undertaken for a Publick benefit ; as 


. forthe carping Mome who hath a ſting with the Waſp, butno 


honey with the Bee , who can be content to take his calc, and 
carp at other mens pains, which every Dunce can doe, being 
farre more eaſic to play the Mome then the Mime, to reprehend, 
then to imitate; as for ſuch, Iſay, they can no moreretrain 
their tongues from carping and reproving even thoſe things 
they know not, then Rats and Mice can forbear gnawing of 
Books and Papers they underſtand not ; which doth argue 
want,both of judgment, learning,and ingenuity; for the inſepe- 
rable companions of Momxs,are Pride and Envy : Lafinels and 
Ignorance his Parents , which the Poets wittily expreſſed, by 
making him the Son of Night and Slumber. 

I will not here digreſs into the commendation of Hiſtory , 
which Telly cals the Light of Truth, the Witneſs of times , the 
Miſtreſs9t Life, the Meſſenger of Antiquity, and the Remem- 
brancer of Life, It is indeed one of the moſt delightfull. and 
profitable imploy ments of a mans life, to read Hiſtories, which 
ſtirs up men to vertue, and deterrs from, vice, whilſt they read 
how the one-is rewarded, and'the other ;puniſhed; it makes 
a man ſerviceable, both to the Church and State ; it. is a Study 
fit for Divines to.illuſtrate and confirm their DoArins, whilſt 
they exhort to Vertue, and dehort from Vice; it ſhews them alſo 
the increaſe ang decreaſe of Religion, with the divers concomir 
tants thereof; it's fit for the Lawyer, to ſhew him the original, 
diyerſities , and changes of Laws and\Governments; for the 
lame cauſe it is a fit ſtudie forall Princes, Magiſtrates, and. Pgr 
lititians, without which their Government will be but. lame ; 
and no leſs neceſlary is it to Soldiers , | eſpecially; to; Comman- 
ders and Captains, where they may ſee the divers caules,eventy; 
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_ theſe, he became fo expert.z Soldier, that in a ſhort time he 0- 


verrun a great part of Africa and Afta.So Ceſar was animated by 
reading the Life of Alexander, to undertake his great exploits. 
Plutarch tels us that Paul Amilins who ſubdued Perſes the Ma- 
cedonian King , ſpent all his idle time in reading of Hiſtories, 
which made: him ſo good a Soldier. Charles the Great was ſo 
affe&ed with Hiſtories, that uſually as he fat at dinner and ſu p- 
per he cauſed them to be read to him. And Alexander Sewe- 
rs never undertook any great Aion , till firſt he had conſul- 
ted with Hiſtorians. And becauſe of the great benefit which re- 
dounds to a Kingdome or State by Hiſtory, we read how anti- 
ently Hiſtories have been honored. Polybins that wrote the 
Roman Hiſtory,and their Wars with the Cartbaginians,was ho- 


/nored at Megalopelis with a Statuc on a high Pillar : - The Hi- 
ſtory of Tacitus is commanded by Tacims the Emperor to be 
placed in all Libraries, and leſt it ſhould periſh, he cauſed it e- | 


very year to be written ten times over. Pompey the great hono- 
red Theophanes the Hiſtorian with the Priviledges of the City 
of Rome. Titus Veſpaſian beſtowed great wealth and honors 
on Joſephus the Jewiſh Hiſtorian, whoſe Statue was eredted at 
Kome: And ſodid Julian the Apoſtate upon Aurelins Vifdor, 
the Roman Hiſtoriographer. The AXgyptiaus who were care- 
full to preſerve their Hiſtories and antient Monuments, ſlight- 
ed the Grectans for their negle& herein, accounting them no 
better then children. And we read of Alphonſus King of Arra- 
gon, that be doated upon Livies Hiſtory. But how needfull 


Hiſtory is for Governors and Princes, let Claudian ſpeak in his - 


own Language to Honori#ethe Emperor.

Hiſtory isalſo uſefull to Oratorie, as Txuly often ſheweth; 

without which an Orator either in perſwading or diſlwading, 
will prove defeQive. It is alſo neceſſary for School. Maſters; 
therefore Quintilian will have Pudagogues to read Hiſtory to 
their Schollars, whereby they may have matter for their Exer- 
ciſcs and Ocations: To bebrief, Hiſtory hath this prehemi- 
rience above Oratory and Poetry, that Oratory bath been re- 
zeced by the Lacedemontans; Poetry by Plato, Tertullian and 0- 
thers, as two pernicious inſtruments in a Commonwealth, to 
pervert mens minds; but Hiſtory was never yet rejected by any; 
andhow can it, abounding with ſo much profitand pleaſure 
for what can be more profitable then to learn Wiſdom by 0+ 
ther mens follies, to get experience by cther po: coſt and la- 
bours, and to be lafe by other mens dangers ( F wlix quem faci- 
unt aliena pericula cautum.)) Hiſtory is likea watch-Tower on 
which we may lee dangers a farre off, and ſo avoid them ; and 
what can be more pleaſant then to ſee a Tragedie ated to the 
life; which onely is to be ſeen in Hiſtory ; for here we ſhall 
{ee the whole world, buras a Stage on which men of all ſorts 
have atcd their parts; Princes, Prelats, Peſants of all ages ating 
the ſame things, onthe ſame Stage 3 who after they have laid a- 
fide their diſcriminating Vizards , and perſonating garments, 
they areallalike , as they were before they put them on : For 
Kings and beggers have the ſame way of coming in, and the 
ſame way of going out : Mors Sceptraligonibus equat : Diogines 
cannot diſtinguiſh King Philips skull from the reſt; nor is there 
any differencein Carons Boat, between the greateſt and the mea- 
neſt; all muſt Row therealike. 

This Hiſtory which I have compiled out of many Writers, 
contains all the moſt memorable paſſages and events which 
have been [Recorded fince the ſecond Macedonian War,in which 
that Kingdom ended about the year of the World 3790. and 
the 155 Olympiadafter the building of the City, Azno.593. a+ 
bout 250:years before Chriſts Nativity ; where Sir Walter 
eoncludes his Hiſtory ;' ſo that from that time till this are about 
1900 years; in all which ſpace you ſhall ſee upon the ſame 
Theater of the World, the ſame T ragedies of Wars, Plagues, 
Famins, -Oppreſſions,' Tyratinics, Thefts, Murthers, Fires, 
Eacth-quakes,. Inundations}, | Maſlacres, Raines of Caſiles, 
W414 (ba) Temples, 
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Temples, Palaces, Detolation of Countreys, Kingdoms and 
Commonwealths, Devaſtation of Towns and Cities, Alterati- 
on of Laws and Governments, Tranſportation of Colonies of 
men, women, and children, from one place to another ; I fay 
you ſhall ſee the ſame Tragedies (with {ome variation of Cir- 
cumſtances) reiterated by different Actors , ſucceeding each o- 
ther in their Generations:If you ask me to what purpoſe have all 
theſeſtirs continually bin,and yet are ſtil in theWorld;Tanſwer, 
to no other purpoſe, but that inſatiable,covetous,and ambitious 
Mindes may have more of this earthly Turt to crawl and domi- 
nier upon (asif they wanted elbow-room ) and ſome more 
clods of carth , whereof a little will content them , when their 
vaſt and ambitious thoughts are laid as low as their carcaſſes ; 
then ſhall a ſhort andnarrow Coffin contain thole , whom one 

or more Kingdoms will not content : Within how little room 
was that Pel/zan Youth ſhut up, whom one. World could 
not ſatisfic : Ecgg vix 1otam Herenles implevit Urnan, the huge 
body of Hercules did ſcarce fill an Urn , when he was burned to 
alhes.

water, for butterflies, nutſhels, toies, and babies of clours, with 
children, ſaving that Majora Iudimus, ©» grandioribus pili, "we 
ſport our ſelves, and trifle away our time with greater bables 
then they do; fo that we dolittle better then gather peble 
ſtones with Calignla and his Army, and hunt all our days after 
flies with Nomtias: and when we have toiled our ſelves in vain, 
we may fay with Peter, That we have labourcd all night, but 
have got nothing, - In Lucia when Mercury lifted'up Charon 
tothe top of Parxaſſus, which they placed upon Ofſa,, Pelyon, 
and other high hills, he ſaw.from thence mor oz Tupony & ye 
ooy Tapane Ter Bior, &c. a various and confuſed multitude , [Whoſe 


life was full of troubles, ſome failing, ſametighting, others . 


pleading, ſome ploughing ,, ſome hoarding up their: moneys, 
and others begging : the houſes looked like mole hills, and: che 
men like Emmets, the Cities ſeem'd to him like :bee- hives, 
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wherein each Bee had a ſting, wherewith they did nothing bur | 


ſting one another;ſome domineering like Hornets, carrying and 
pulling the weaker ; ſome like Waſps, others as Drones ; round 


about them did flie , hopes, fears, madneſs, covetouſnels, an- 
ger, hatred, beſides multitudes of diſeaſes; as Fevers,Conſump- 
tions, Inflammations,Swords, Theeves, Judges, Tyrants, and 


ſo forth, '#9 & apy: #61969 ; If (faith he) Men would'in time ac- 


knowledge themſelves to be Mortall, and that after they had fi- 
niſhed their ſhort pilgrimage here, they muſt forſake all terrene 
things; and awake out of their ſſeep, having been ina Dream, 
and would live more prudently and circumſpe&aly, they would 
beleſs troubled inthe hour of death, and not depart howling 
and weeping to Charon, as they uſe todo : but the Poet Bucha- 
nan tels us, in few words, mens vanity mn this point,

And bow the things 
we negle&are truely ſatisfaftory and eternall, whilſt we with 
ZX/ops.Frog and Mouſe, fight eagerly for nothing; Death, that 
great Kite, which isſtill hovering over our heads, comes and 
carries us all away in his talons. Why ſhould we dream of long 
continuance here, when we ſee the great Empires, Monarchies, 
States, Cities, and Magnificent Buildings of former times, all 
fallen into duſt and nothing, Nunc ſegetes ubi Troja fuit, Troy is 
a cornfield; Jeruſalem a heap of ſtones, In eternos collapſa cine- 
res, ſaith Hierom, fallen into perpetual aſbes ; and Rome is ruine 
according to the old Propheſie, Puyn per pn "Eotlei, of which 
Bellay the FrenchrPoet ſings, as he is tranſlated by Spencer. 


Thou ſtranger which for Rowe in Rome here ſeek'ſt, 
And nought of Rome in Rome perceiv'it at all;

of bumane affairs,even in their greateſt glory,have-induced many

Power, and to deſcend to amean, yet a more fecure condition of 
life ; ſo that Diocleſtan preferred his Garden of Pothearbs to all 
the Roman honors.

in the Monaſtery of St. Lawrence in the Eſcuriel, five miles from - 
Madrid : Andit's no wonder that Princes and great Men many 
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k times are out of love with their own greatneſle, if we conſider 
F theperpetuall anxieties, feares, cares, jealoufies,diſcontents and 
, | dangers they are ſubjeQto;ſo that King Antigonxs truly told his 
F ' ſon, Ifthe knew with what cares and troubles his Crown was ftuf- 
%. _ fed, he wouldnoteake it »p if he found it onthe groxnd: there.

fore it is ſaid of Pytbagoras, whoſe Soule had lodged in ſo many 
Bodies, T hat be lived happier when he was a Frog, then when he 
wasa King ; the high Hills, not che low vallies, are moſt wea- 
ther-beaten, as the Poet tells us.

The compendiouſneſle* of this Chronological Hiftory, or 
Hiſtoricall Chronologie ( call it which you wil, for it containes 
both)wil be uſeful and acceptable to moſt ſorts of men:!:1.' To 
thoſe who have no time norLeſure by reaſon of their other ſtu- 
diesor employmentsin the world, toread; over the many Yo- 
lunes of Hiſtories which haye been written: In reading of this, 
they (hal not need ſpend much time, which is but ſhort;and'eve- 
ry wiſe man wil be willing to husband it as well as he can. 2. To 
thoſe who have no Patienceto dwell cod long upon. prolix and 
tedious HyFories, from reading of which many are deterred, as 
growing weary betore they be half way, deſpairing evet to: at- 

tain 
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tain the end of their journey. And indeed it's no wonder when 
we conſider that Ars longa, wits brevis, that our lite is a ſhort 
Winters day,in which wee are to goea great and tedious jour- 
ncy, and therefore had need to make the more haſte; a man ſhall 
arrive ſooner into the Harbour in a ſmal Pinnace, then in a great 
Ship. Ic's better and healthier to rife with an appetite from a 
ſhort dinner, then with a ſurfeiting or faſtidious ſtomach from a 
cedious Feaſt. 3. To them who have already read the Hiſtories 
at large, who commonly loath to read them over again, to them 
[ ay;this Book will be as a Table, Index, or Remembrancer, to 
put them in mind ofthe chict things they had heretofore read; 
{o that here they may have a ſhort Collation after a long Feaſt, 
4. To thoſe allo ( Quibus res angnita domi) who either cannot 
becauſe of their narrow Means; or will not becaule of their nar- 
row Minds, part with too much money on Books; in this, they - 
that cannot reach to the price of a Jong Gown , may buy a ſhort 
Cloak. Laſtly, This benefit will accrew to all men who read 
this Hiſtory, that they-ſhall buy at a far cheaper rate the Expe- 
riences of others Recorded here, then they can buy their own ; 
for they that live long and travel far, pay ſoundly for their ex- 
perience ; but they whoread Hiſtories enjoy the experienceof 
all that lived before, which is far greater and much cheaper. 

[ have for the greater caſe of the Reader, ſubjoyned a Chrono- 
lugieto this Hiſtorie, wherein as ina ſmall Map may be ſeen the 
chick memorable Paſſages that have fallen out in the World, 
ſince the Overthrow of the Macedonian Kingdom , till theſe pre- 
teat Times, Hiftery, indeed, is the Body, but Chronologie 
the Soul of Hzflorical Knowledge; for Hiſtory without Chro- 
nologie, or a Relation of things paſt, without mentioning the 
Times in which they were Acted, is like a Lump or Embryo 
without. articulation, or a Carcaſs without Life, I have not di- 
geſted this Chronologieas others do, according to each particu- 
lar year, but have reduced the whole time into ſo many Pecads 
ar Tens, ſo that weſeeatone view what hath fallen out eve 
ten years; Which way ismore ready to be found, and more ca- 
fic torhe Readers memory. Beſides, I finde much difference 
among Chroxelogers, and much iincertainty in their Compurati- 
on of years; it1s not yet agreed what year of the World Chriſt 
was born in,there being four or five years difference in the Com. 
Putation ;. gor can GChronologers yet agree when the World be- 
gan : It js ordinartly Recorded that Fulins Ceſar Reigned five 
years; whereas in triuth:his Reigne laſted not above three'years 
and 8 months; ſo thatthere are wanting of five years,almoſt 16 


months ; 
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months; for the firſt year of his Reigne contained but 6 months 
and a few days ; and hisfifth year but 2 months 15 days; for he 
was murthered the 15 of March : {o that Emergent years, wherein 
Computations take beginning from ſome memorable Emergent | 
Accident, fall out ſome times in the middle, ſometimes near the 
end of the Tropicall year, ſo thata partis uſed for the whole 
year; Beſides, there is no certaintie when the Olympicks and the 
Citie of Kome had their true beginning, and yet our Computati- | 
on dependeth upon them. The Julian yearalſo which we uſe, 
is longer then the Tropical or CeleStial by eleven Horary Scru- | 
ples, whereof each Hour containeth 60. the Ara of Nabonaſſar 
in the ſpace of 1 460 Fulian years,gaineth one whole year;ſo that 
1460 Jalian,make 1461 Nabonaſſarian years, becauſe thele years 
conſiſt of 365 days, withour Intercalation of the remaining 6 
hours, which every fourth year makes a day; and as there be 
divers Computations of years, fo they have divers initiations,the 
Olympiads take their beginning from the New Moon next the 
Summer Solſtice , the year of Iphitus contained 10 Olympiads, 
or 40 of our years : the threetold Seleucidan Computation, hath 
different beginnings; for that which is called the Fudaical,,be- 
gins the 1 3 of March, the Alexandrean or Antiochian , takes be- 
ginning in Autumn; the Chaldean in the ſubſequent Spring ; {o 
that the Antiocbian Year begins in the middle way between the 
Fudaical and Chaldaical. The Dionyſian Ag yptian Computa- 
tion begins the 25 of March, the Macchabean the 24 of Nowem- 
ber ; the Spaniſb begins the 1 of Fanuary, but6 years later then 
the Julian, becauſe it was brought into Spain 6 years later then 
into other places : The Computation from the Conſulſbip of 
Auguſtus, begins the 22 of September ; the Afiac Erais two- 
fold, one begins the 2 of Seprember, when Augnſius at Adtinm 
defeated Antony ; the other begins che 29 of Auguſt of the next 
following year ; to wit, from the taking of Alexandria, and the. 
death of Cleopatra: the Stone) begins the 14 
of February, when OGavins was ſtiled Auguſtus by the Senat. 
Dioclefian Era begins the 29 of Auguſt, which is yet in uſe a- 
mong the Ethiopian Chriſtians ; the Hegira or Arabic and Tur- 
k:/b Computation begins the 16 of July, in the year of Chriſt 
6:23 andconſiſts of Luxzary years ; the Pages or Perſian 
Arabegins the 16 of June, Anno Chrifti 632, Theſe and ma- 
ny more differences may be ſcen in Scaliger, Calwiſins, Helwicus, 
Petavins, Genebrard, and other Chronolopers.

of their calling (except of ſome that are more famous )to avoid 

rolixitie, and that rhe Book might not lwel-to9big ; There are 
alio ſome Paſlages touched in the Chronology , which were omit- 
red in the'Hiſtory 3 and what is. either. wanting or brief in the 
Chronologie, will be found moretally in the Hiſtory , that there 
might be no defeC&1in both rogerher , chough the one may ſeem 
to be lame without the other, 

Laſtly, | have inthis Work pErformed the part of an Hiſtori- 
an, not of an Orator ,, or Tragedian. Two things are commen.- 
dable in an Hiſtorian, to wit, brevity and ſimplicity; brevity to 
diſtinguiſh Hiſtory from: Oratory ;. ſemplicity of words and phbra- 
ſes, todiſcrimioate it from Trogedies, in which bigh and lofty 
Expreſſrons are uſed ro-move the AﬀeQions, In Hiſtory nothing 
1s aimed at but a bare narration of things a&ed, or words ſpoken, 
which ought to be delivered without the painting of Tropes and 
lacivious dreſſings of luxuriant phraſes , which oftentime adul- 
terate the Truth 3 whereas ſhe ſhould be naked without any gor- 
dious attire, or gawdy trappings, forſuch are fora wauton cour- 
teſan; not for a mode$t matron « Therefore Alcibrades confeſleth 
that he could never give cred/t to the Poliſhed and painted 

eeches of Pericles; and could never but give credit to the fim- 
ple and naked Expreſſrons of Socrates, "Hiſtory then is to be 
{ought for , not in the delightful Cave or Grove of the Muſes, 
but in that deep andhorrid well where rmb hy hidf6long ; 
yet E denie not but an honeſt woman may be comly attzred, and 
Hiftoricall narrations may be {weetned with lome Oratoreall 
Flowres, but Ne quid nimms: in this the Hiftorzan who writes at 
large , muſt be very {paring , much more he who writes an E- 
pitome. Perhaps ſome will obze& to me, that S.Hierom com- 
mends Livie for his Milkie Rivers of Eloquence, the Flowres of 
NeSar,. the Marrow of Honey, and the Attic junkets thatare in 
him, To whoml anſwer, That S. Hierom in this Commen- 
dation looked upon the Orations and Speeches {ct down in that 
Hiſtory , rather then on the Hiſtorical Narrations themſelves ; 
Now in theſe ſpeeches Scaliger oblerves , that Liwieplayes the 
Poet rather then the Hiſtorian,in faſtning ſuch Eloquent ſpeech- 
es on thoſe who were never guilty of them. OS 

Toconclude all, I wiſh that Gentlemen who read Hiſtories, 


may receive the ſame benefit in the cure of their ſpiritual mala-

Lyſias who took upon him the goyernment of the young King, invades 14-290 
dea with anarmy of 100. thouſand , Foot, 20000. Horle, and 32. Elephants, 
he takes in BetFura, then beſiegeth Jeruſalem , but hearing that Philip ( whom 
Epiphanes on his death-bed had appointed governour) was now fetled in 4#- 
t:och, and meant to rule the kingdome, cauleth the young King to make peace 
with the Tewes, which was performed, and 1udas proclaimed Preſident, who put 


. to death Menelars the prieſt, the chict plotter and cauſe of theſe laſt warres; to 


whom ſucceeded Alcimms in the prieſthoodg: but two years after the death of Epr- 
phanes, *Evpator and Lyſias were both ſlain by their owne ſervants, after that 
their army had eveltedeo Demetris, the ſon of Seleucus, who being an hoſtage 
at Rome, came ſuddenly into Syria, and ſciſed upon T, ropplis and claimed the 30 
kingaome in the right of his Father Seleuc#s, who- came by the elder ſon of Ax- 
tiochus the great. In the mean while 4lcimms accuſed Indas of rebellion, and cau- 
ſed Demetrims to ſend an army under his condutt-and Nicaners againſt 1udas ; this 
army udas overthrew, and ſo was made high prieſt by the people, and then 
enters into league with the Remans, but the next year he was overthrowne in 2 
bartell by Bacchides and' ſlain; whoſe death was the occaſion of much miſery 
and oppreſſion in Iudea. His people for whom he had done ſo much,treacherouſly 
forfoek and left him to be ſacrificed by his enemies, and ſo multitudes Alocked 
to Bacchides, who by him being put into offices, ulcd all the cruelty they could up- 
on the friends and followers of 1udas.

Ptolemy was much incenſed agairiſt Alexander his ſon in law for his tyrannic 
and diſfolute like. Wherefore hecomes into Syria with a great army, pretending 
he meantto defend Alexander againſt his enemies , the gates of the cities arc 
opencd to hum, fo that all the ſea coaſt even to Selexcia is delivered up.to him, 
then having taken his daughter Cleopatra, and beſtowed her upon Demetrins, he 
entred Amtroch'and put both the Crownes of Syya and Egypt on his head. Alex- 
ander brings an army out of Czlic:a, but is overcome and flyeth to Arabia; all 
his ſouldiers revolting to Demetrixe, Zabatel or Drocles a prince of that countrey, 
cut off his head,” and ſent itto Pro/exwy, who not long after dyed, whileſt the 
Chirurgians were curing of the wound he had received in his head. Hee 
reigned thirty five years, to whom ſucceeded his younger brother” King of 
Cyrene.

Thethird and laſt Carthaginian warre was occaſioned by the difference be- 392 J 


tween Maſaniſſaand Carthage about ſome lands. The #omans would have recon- 
ciled the difference, and Maſan:ſſa was willing for peace ſake to yeeld up his right. 
Bur ſuch was the pride of Carthage, that they would hearken to no teaſon: beſides, 
againſt the articles of peace, they had prepared an army and fleet. Giſco, Amil- 
cars (on, was a great ſtickler,and cauſe of this war, and ſo incenſcd the people 
onts. 
The Rowan Senat was much exaſperated againſt Carthage,yet by the perſwaſion of 
P, Cor. Naſica, ten Ambaſladours are (ent thither 'to try, if they would hearken 
to reaſon ; the wars in Spaiy/ at this time, made the Romans the lefle willing to 
quarrell with Carthage, The Ambaſſadors returning to Rome acquainted the 
Senat with the preparations of Carthage both by land and ſea; wherefore war 
is denounced againſt Cartheges and it was debated in the Senar, whether that city 
ſhould be utterly deſtroyed or not. Naſica would haye it reſerved,ſhewing it ſuited 
B 2 nor 
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A M not with policy to deſtroy that place, which exercited the Koman forces, and 

+ £22 keptthcir armes from ruſting; nor was1t conſonantto the clemency of Rome, to 
deſtroy and undoe ſuch multitudes of people. Bur Cato told the Senat, that fo 
long as Carthage ſtood, Rome could never be {ccure and quiet 3 this opinion pre- 
vailed. As ſoon as the war was E_—_— Frica ſubmirted preſently, and ſo 
did Carthage,delivering up their ſhips and townes, which L, Martims, and M. Man- 

{5 Conluls, burned in the fight of Carthage. Then command was given that 
all the chief citizens ſhould depart from Carthage, and build them a city 10 
miles off frem the ſea. This command was reje&ted, and fo they all reſolved ro 
defend themſelves and city z upon this the Conluls ſet down before. it,, and ono - 
all ſides ſo befiege ir, that no proviſion of corne could be brought into. it, ma- 
ny skirmiſhes , afſaults, and eruptions there were, in which the Romans were 
ſometimes worſted ; ſometimes the Carthaginiens : this war was managed chiefly 
by P. Scipio Amilianus, the ſon of Amilins, but adopted by Swpro the fon 
of that Scipio who overthrew Hannibal. This P. Scipio Amilins had done good ſer- 

' vice in Spain; where he obtained a murall or wall crowne, and being Tribune of 
the ſouldiers, advanced the Roman cauſe much in Africa. He was chofen Can- * 
ſul younger then was uſuall. Afterthe Carthaginians both men and: women 
had fovghn ſtoutly in their owne defencezat laſt they yeelded. The women had 
ſhewed ſuch courage that they cur off their hair, and made ropes thereof for the 20 
warlike engines. £42 | | 

This city had ſtood 900 years, it was 24 miles in compaſſe : the caſtle: called 
Byrſa, held out ſometime atter the city was taken. Thus laſt Carthagiman wat: 
fell outin the 604 year of Rome, the 52 year after rhe ſecond Punick war, and 
laſted 4. years : they procured their own deſtruction by tending an army againſt 
their articles of peace of 58000 men in Maſaniſſa's country, which army was de+ 
ſtroyed by famine, aridthe forces of that old King, for he was 94 years old 
when he dyed, at 86 he had a ſon, and uſed to goe bare-headed in all weathers.. 
Before the city was taken Scipro gave way to all that would to be gone: 59 
thouſand departed. Aſdrubal ſubtnirred himielfe to the Conſuls mercy, but his 30 
wife with her two children flung themſelves into the fire, which burned for 17. 
dayes together, beforc it could be quenched. When Scipr0{aw Carthage on fire, 
he wept, repeating thar- verſe, ia dies vemiet cum fato Trois peribit, and pres 
ſaging that the like calamity might befall Rome it ſelf; as it did under Torclathe 
Goth, 700 years after. Maſayiſſa's kingdome was parted between his three ſons 
Myc'ple, Gulnſſa,and Manaſtabelis,by the adviſe of Sc1pio,who by the old King was 
choſen arbitrator for that purpoſe.

TH ſame year proved fatall as well ro Corinth, as it did to Carthage. The 
Achzans and Boetians 50. years after Greece was made free by Tir. Flami- 
nie, rebelled againſt the Romans, to whom the Spartans had complained of the 
wrongs done them by the Acheans: Ambaſſadors are ſent from Rome to Greece 
to diflolye the confederacy of the Achaans, and to reſtore every towne to its li- 50 
berty ; which ſo madded the Achaans that they fell upon the Spartan agents, 
plundred themyand being fled intothe Roman Ambaſſadors lodgings for ſanctu- 
ary,yere thence violently drawn out & beat, ſotharthe Ambailadors themſelves 
were in ſome —_ Critolaws the Achean pretor gathers great forces together 
which Mere/lws who then had the charge of Macedonia uickly diſpcrſedand lew, 4 
the Pretor himſelf in bis flight was drowned inthe fords, Diews the next Pre- 
ror 
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tor undertook the war , againſt whom L. Mummixs the Conſul marcheth with 
23000 foot, 3000 and 500 horſe: the Achazans had not about 14000 foot, and 
600 horle, who were quickly cut off by the Romans in the pretence of their 
wives and children. 1:5 having firſt killed his owne wite, poiſoned him- 
(elfe. Mere/zzs had taken in Thebes and Megara, and was now la: ing fiege to Co- 
rinch:but Mazmins ſends him into Macedon,and fits down betore Corinth, which 
at laſt he took by ſtore and burned: all were pur to the {word except women 
and children, which were openly ſold in the marker. The chiete ornaments and 
monuments of this rich city, were tranſported to Rome, ſuch abundance of gold, 
10 filver, and brafle ſtatues were melted in that conflagration, that meeting all roge- 
ther made up a mixt mettle called the Corinthian brafle,and of greater eſteem at 
Rome then gold. All the other cities were by the Conſul difarmed and unwal- 
led. And fo now ended the liberty of Greece, which became a province, and had 
a Pretor ſent from Rome, being called the Pretor of Achaia,not of Greece,becauſe 
Achaia had the principality when Greece was ſubdued. This fell out the 160, 3928, 
Olympiad. 952, years after the building of Corinth by Aales fon of xyip- 
oICS » 
After theſe great vitories over Carthage and Achaia, the Romans by degrees 
falling trom their maſculine vertues, gave themlelves over to calc, luxury and 
20 magnificent buildings. In Aſia, Egypr, and Syria, both princes and people 
became extreme ciffolute and protane. In Egypt after the death of Philometor 
Phyſcon,ſo called from gx» the great gut ( becaulc he had fo greata belly that 
he could not ſtand or walk withour a ſtaffe)- ſucceeded King, and called himſelf 
Prolomie Energetes, but by the Alexandrians he was named and that deſervedly 
Ke:pyims for his wicked lite : he had a good {choole-maſter, to wit, Ariſtarchus 
the Samothracian,a famous Grammarian ; and he wrote ſome books himl(elte; 
+ Hurt became ſuch atyrant, that his ſubje&s weary of his cruelties fell upon his 
| houſe, and burned itto the ground: he fled away in the dark to Cyprus, Cleo- 
* para his wife and ſiſter is proclaimed Queen of Egypt; upon this Phyſcon diyor- 
3occth her, and marries with his owne daughter ; he murthers his ſon which he 
had by her, and ſends his head, hands and feet, for a preſcnt to the mother 
whom he-reſolves to periecute with open war : here we may ſce what diffe- 
rence there was between this monſter, and his brother Phzlomeror, who kindly 
entertained 0x7as the high pricſtsſon, and gave him leave to ere& in Heliopolis 
a Temple, no lefſe magnificentthen that of ſeruſalem, and puniſhed the Samari- 
tans for building a Temple at Garizim contrary tothe Law of Moſes: 
Demetrius Nicanorthe ſon of Demetrius, having recovered his fathers king- 
dome of Syria, he cauſed Joxathas the prieſt and captain of the Jewes, to give 
off the ſiege of Sion; and permitted to him the I — of Samaria, Ga- 
qolilee, and joppe: but he became inſolent with roo much proſperity; he disban- 
ded his old native ſouldiers,and retained the Mercenaries, which give offence to 
D:odotwe his Generall, who perceiving how divers cities weary of the _— cru 
elty beganto fall off from him, cauſed Aztiochns the ſon of Alexander, who was 
the ſon of Ep:phanes, to be ſent for out of Arabia, and ſers him up, having in 
a bartell overthrown Demetrius, and driven him into Cilicia, He imployes the 
help of the two brothers Jonathas, and Simon, who had done good ſervice for 
Demetrivs at Antioch,and by their afſiſtance he drives out of Gaza, Bethzura,and 3330; 
all Galilee, Demerrins his commanders. In the mean while Joxathas fortifies Ju- 
dea, and renewes the Covenant with the Romans and Spartans. But Diodotss 
* SOotherways called Tryphon,defirous to be King himſelf, reſolves to make away with 
young Antrochus, and fearing the —— of Jonathas, whole affetion was

overthem. In the meantime D-metrins ſuffering Tryphon for a while to reign 1n 
Syria,made war againſt the Parthians,who under M:thridates ticir King, had ſub- 
dued the Bactrians, Medes,and OETOE—m—_y their Monarchy from the hill 
Caucaſus to Euphrates. Therefore Demetrius by the help of the Perſtans,Grecks, 
Elimzans, and Bactrians, did in divers batrels overcome the Parthians : bur ar 


length under pretence of peace he was taken and carried inthe fight of thoſe cities 16 


which had revolted from him, to be laughed at: then he was tent ro Hyrcania 
where he was well uſcd. 

7 ryphors luxurious life and government began to be weariſome to his foul- 
diers; therefore they fell off from him to Cleopatra the wite of Demetrius , ſhe 
was then at Seleucia with her ſons, and imployed Arrrochns the brother of her 
captive husband,to purſue T; ryphon with an army; which he did in hope to get both 
the kingdome and the Queen to boot. He overthrowes Tryphon.drives him out of 
upper Syria,and ſhuts him up within the Caſtle Dora, Bur eicaping thence to Apa- 
mea he was flain, having reigned 3 yearsin Syria. Anticchus torgetfull of the alli- 


ſtance he hadfrom Son the Jew,againſt his encmy,ſcnt Cendebens to ſubdue Ju- 20 


dea,but $:mon overthrew him, having ſent againſt him an army of 200co men un- 
der the condudt of his two ſons [#dz5,and John,ſo that Cendebers was forced to flic 
into the Caſtle Cedro: but Simen was treacheroufly murthered at a feaſt, by his 
ſon in law Prolomie whom he had made governour of Jericho. Simons wifc 
and two ſons were alſo put in chains ; Hircanus or John the third ſon eſcaped by 
times, who ſucceeded to his father and drove the parricide out of Judea., Upon 
the death of Simon, Antiochns Soter,( fo called from prelerving of Syria, and Se- 
detes from his country) beſieged Jeruſalem, and in it Hyrcanns, ſo that there was 
great famine inthe city, being the 7'*- year wherein the land reſted from tillage. 


And the feaſt of Tabernacles being come, Hyreanus obtained truce for ſeven dayes 30 


or Antiochuw,who ſent thither alſo tothe feaſt buls with guilt hornes, gold and 
ſilver goblets full of ſpices : and made a great feaſt for the ſouldiers,whercfore he 
was call Pius.

Demetrius ſer preſently upon 
Ptolomy, bur withall loſt his owne Kingdome of Syria ; for firſt the Antiochians, 
10 then the Apamenians, and ar laſt all the other Cities wearied with Dexverriss his 
Parthian intolencies fell away from him. Ptolemy underſtanding, that his Siſter 
Cleopatra had fled with the chief wealth of Egypt to Demerrins her fon in law 
into $yr/a; ſends one Z-b:na 2 young man home to Pretarchus a Merchant, 
with an Army to conquer Syria, pretending that he was the adopted ſon of King 
Anuehns: the Syrians were gladro accept of any King, rather then endurethe 
cruelties of D:metrins, admitted this Zeb:na, calling him by the name of Alex- 
ander ; in the mean while the Parthian King ſent the corps of Antrochns in a fil- 
ver coffinto be interred by Alexander, who expreſſing much ſorrow (as if it had 
been true) obtained the love of the people. Demetrius being overcome by Alex-

40 Sedetes; hee ſubdued Idumea, and torced it to receive Circumciſion, hee pulled 
down the Temple of Samaria, which had ſtood 2co years, and was built under 
Alexander. He made Antiochus Gryphus leave the ſiege of Jeruſalem which hee 
had begun, this Gryphus was like to be poyſoned by his mother Cleoparra out of 
a deſire toreign alone which defire made her betray her husband Demerrins, 
and murther her eldeſt ſon.Gryphus had ſecretinformation of the poiſon prepared 
for him, which when it was preſented by his mother to him, he cauſed her to 
drink it up' her ſelf, and {9 thee p:riſhed by her owne device. After this Antiochus 3s S. 
Gryphus reigned 8 yeares peaceably, till he atrempred ro poiſan his Brother An- 
. tochus Cy71icenns of the fame morher, but begot of his Uncle Antiochus Sedetes, 
50 theſe two brothers quarrelled ſo long about the kingdome of Syria till they 
| were bothlaine, Gryphus by Heradian, CyJicenus by Selencns, the ſonne of 
Gryphus. In-the meane while Ptolemy King of Egypr dyeth having reigned 
29 yeares; the governmert of Egypt was left to his wife, and to one of 
his tonnes. |

with him, whoſe bodies were flung into Tibris, the body of Tiber:ns lay unburiedz

him from Antiochus Sedetes,. that the Senat might diſtribute them tothe beſt de- 
ſerving ſouldiers, whereas other Generalls nfed ro-<dnceal their preſems tent them 
from Princes.

3o000 Jews, feeding the captives with the fleſh of their {laine countrymen, after, 
this hee took Gadays, Amathvus, and Ga, hee had divers encounters with Deme- 
trius, and was oftentimes troubled with the faQtions, and conſpiraces of the Jews 
againſt him,80o of the rebels he cauſed to be crucified whileſt hee was feaſting 
with his Concubincs , and baniſhed 8000 of them. He ſubdued many places in Sy- 
ria, Idumea & Phenicia, then having fallen into a quartane agye of three years con-

"Then did Philzp enjoy Syria alone, but not long, for Antiocbus Dionyſins having 


ſciſed upon Damalcus, endeavoured to get the kingdome of Cocloſyria from his 
brother Philip, bur whileſt he was making warre upon Aretas King of Arabia, 
Phil:p invaded Damaſcus, and thought to carry it by treaſon, but was diſap- 
pointed,in the interim, Antiochus fighting againſt the Arabians was killed. 
Aretas challengeth Cocloſyria , and overcomes Alexander King of the Jewes near 
Adid. About this time Appin brother of Lathurus by a concubine died, and left1o 
by his laſt will tothe Romans the kingdome of Cyrenc, ſo that part of Lybia was 
made a province. X 
About the time that Hyrcanns beſieged Samaria , the Romans overthrew Tu- 
gurtha and ſeiſed upon Numidia. Thus Ingurtha was Maſaniſſa's Grandchilde, 
but adopted by Mycipſa. He made warre upon his brother —_— and kil- 
led him : the like fact he. intended againſt the other brother Adherbales, bur 
he fled to Rome; wherefore Ingurtha ſends thither by his Legats a great ſum 
of money to draw the Senat to conſent, that the kingdome between him and 
Adherbales might be divided. Legats with M. Scavrus are ſent. But the Ro- 
mans perceiving 1»gurtha's cunning and bribery , in corrupting. their legats, 2@ 
denounce war againſt him as a Paricige. Calphurzixs Beſtia the Conſul is ſentin- 
ro Numidia, but the crafty King bought his peace, and ſeemingly ſubmitted 
himſelfe. He is ſent for by the Senat, and upon the publick faith repaires thi- 
ther ; in the interim he contarh Maſiva competitor of rhe kingdome, being the 
nephew —_—_ to be murthered; wherefore Sp. Albinns is ſent over with 
anarmy, which the King corrupts with his gold, hereupon the army makes a 
voluntary flight, and gives him the victory; Merellus to revenge this diſho- 
nour, fals upon the King in carneſt, being no waycs moved either with bribes, 
threats or prayers, waſts and plunders all his countrey, {ciſeth upon- his capitall 
townes, and drives him quite out of his Kingdome, purſuing him through Mas- 30 
ritania and Getulia, Ar laſt Marins is ſent, who being an upſtart himlelf rai- 
ſedan army of the meaner ſort, and with incredible valour took Capſa acity 
environed with ſands and ſerpents.He took alſo Molucha built upon a rocky hil,and 
inacceſſible. Shortly after he overthrowes not only 1»gartha, but alſo Boc- 
chus king of Mauritania, who laid claim to Numidia as being next in bloud: 
this Bocchus had in his army 60000 horſe; the ag continued three dayes : 
at laſt by the help of a great ſtorme of raine, which ſo moiſtned the African 
targets and weapons that they were made unſerviceable, the Romans preyai- 
led. This battel] was fought near Cirthathe ancient towne and court of Maſa- 
»iſſa. Bocchns to ingratiate himſelf with the Romans , catched Iugurth# by a 40 
trainand delivered him by Sylla the Legat to Marius. Ar lait this crafty King,wha 
wontto ſay, that it were an caſie thing to ſell Rome if there were a buyer 
was carryed chained in Triumph with his two ſons before Marixe his Chariot, 
preſently after,was ſtrangled in priſon. Marizs was the firſt that ever entred the 
Senat ina triumphant garment: he was continued divers years in his office be- 
cauſe of the Cimbrick war. | : 
The Cimbrians having much of their country overflowed by the ſea, were for- 
ced to ſeek out new plantations. They firſt fall upon Illyria where they over- 
(threw Papyrins Carbo the Conſul : then they ſend a Petition to S:lanus thar the 
might have leave to plant themſelves ſome where ; their requeſt being t—_ 50 
they reſolve to plant themſelves by force of armes : therefore they fall furiouſly” * 
fd upon Silanus, then upon Marlins, then upon Cepio, and overthrew all their 
three armies. Then the Tigurivs overcame L, Caſſius the Conſul upon the borders 
ofthe Allobroges*or Savoyens. Anrelius Scaurss alſo was beat with his army b 
the Cimbrians, and himſelt killed by King Belus for difſwading him to paſſe 
the Alpes, ſaying the Romans were invincible, Ar the river Rhodanus C, Man- 
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lis, and 2. Servilins Cepio, were defeated by the Cimbrians, $0000 Romans 
were lain, beſides 40000 pages, and drudges who carried wood and water for 
the army. Cep79 is condemned at Rome for his temerity to be ſtrangled, and 
flung over the Scale Gemonie, and his whole eſtate confiſcated ; his daughters 
died all miſcrably after they had bcenabulcd , this judgement fell on Cepio for 
his ſacriledge upon the Temple of Toloſa. The Cimbrians having waſted all 
about Rhodanus, and the Pyrenzans entred Spain, but were driven out by the 
Celtiberians: Then returning into France, they joyned their forces with the 
Teutones, and having divided their army into three parts, haſte ro croſſe the 
to Alpes; Marivs being now Conſul the third time, fets upon the Teutones at 
the foot of the Alpes. His army being pinched with thirſt, complained to him, 
who told them if they were men, they would fight for the river, which was now 
in the poſſcfſion of the enemy; upon this they tell furiouſly on the Teutones, bear 
them, and got the river, drinking almoſt as much bloud as water.Of the Teurtones * 
and Ambrones were ſlain 200000 beſides goooo taken, icarſe 3000 eſcaped. 
Tentobodus their Generall was ſlain: the women petitioned for their lives, which 
being refuſed, they firſt daſh our their childrens brains, then they hang them- 
{clves.

20enter [taly : againſt whom Marizs being now the fitt time created Conſul is ſent. 

He taking his opportunity with the advantage of the ſun aadwinde , being affiſted 
by - his torces, falls upon them unawares , and routs them; 140000 of them 
were lain, 60000 taken. Marizs by this victory was honoured with the Cons 
ſulſlip the ſixttimez thus the Cimbrians invincible elſewhere, were eaſily 
conquered in Italy, being ſoftned by the delights thereof. The Cimbrian women 
deſpairing of mercy, killed one another. Mar:s his triumph was accompanied 
with a ſad dyſaſter ; for Publicins Malleolus murthred his mother z for which 
wickedneſle he was the firſt that was ſowed in a ſack and flung into the ſea : 
this Cimbrick war continued 8. years. Strabo thinks theſe Cimbri to be from 
othe Cimmerii, and others, that both are from Gomer the ſonne of Japhet : the Teu- 


tones were Weſtphalians as Melanchthop gathers out of Tacitss and Ptolemie.The 
Ambrones dwelt neare the Rhene. 


About this time the ,Thracians ſometimes the Macedonian tributaries rebelled, 
waſting Theſlalic, and Dalmaria, even to the Adriatic ſea. The Scordiſci a people 
moſt fierce in Thracia,ſaith Florus, (but Stadinus will have them a people in Gallia 
upon Iſter) totally routed the army of Portius Cato, Didius beatthem home a- 
gain into Thracia, Druſius confined them within Danybius. Minnatins waſted 
them along the river Hebrus, in which many of them were drowned, the yce de- 
cciving them. Piſo went as far as Caucaſus and Rhodope. Curio centred Dacis 
400n the North fide of Danubius. Zncullus marched to Tanais, and the lake Mxo- 
tis. Theſc Barbarians were deſtroyed with fire and ſword ; many of the cap- 
_ were left alive in miſery and pain , having their hands and feet cnr 

Licinius Narya Prxtor of Sicily, about this time, gave occaſion to the ſlaves to 
break out again intoan open warre. He was commanded to ſet all the Ingenuiat 
liberty, becauſe of the Cimbrian wars ,which he refuſed to doe ; whereupon 30 
ſlaves began the rebellion, and grew quickly into a great body, againſt whom 
Titiniss 4 Captain of the high way-men was ſent ; whom the ſlaves flew: and being 
increaſed to 6000 made one Selvins a Soothſayer their King:then they lay ſiege to 
50 Morgantina, and beat off Licinins as he was comming to raiſe the ſiege; Salvins 

ſecing the Romans run away, made proclamation, that none ſhould be killed who 
flung gown his armes, whereupon he was ſupplyed with ſufficient armes. Arhenio 
a Cilician Aſtrologer, and captain of the whole legion, joynes himfelfe ro Sa/- 
Vius who cals himſelfe now T ryphon, and makes his regall ſear at Tricala, which

Mariss hitherto the pillar , now the caterpillar of- his country, ſheathes 
*the conquering ſword of Rome into her own bowels, which he had un- 
ſheathed againſt her enemies: Having got himſelf to be made Conſull the fixr 
time by bribcry and Apulcius Saturnmws Tribune, he endeavoured to renew the 20 
Agrarian lawes,purpoely to bring down the nobility, which were a fore in his 
eye that was an upſtart, or new man. He cauſed A. Nomins the competitor of 
Saturninusto be murthered, and Metellus Numidicss to be baniſhed, to the 
oreat grief of all the nobility : and becauſe he was afraid that Memmius would 
be choſen Conſull, Satwrninns by his procurement, cauſed him to be murther- 
ed. Glancia, who aimed at the Conſulſhip,was a main man for Satwrninss, the 
Senat and people inraged at theſe murthers, made ſuch a tumult in the forums, 
that they fell ro skirmiſhing, Marivs fided with the ſtrongeſt party, which was 
the Senat,and drove Saturnmnus into the Capitoll where he was beficged, and the 
Conduit pipes which conveyed water thither cut off; Sat#rninus openly pro- 39 
feſſed, that Marins was the cauſe of all the trouble. Upon his ſubmiſhon he 
with his complices were reccived into the Cur/a: bur the people breaking in fu- 
riouſly fell upon Saturninus,and tore him in pieces with Sawfeius and Tabjenus, 
Glancia was drawn out of Claudiws his houſe, and ſlain. Cx. Dolobells with 
L. Geganivs as they thoughtto elcape through the hearb market, were killed 
alſo. Theſe incendiaries being flain and their eſtates confiſcated, Cato and 
Pompey motioned that Meellus ſhould be recalled home , but they were oppo- 
ſed by Marius, and Furiys the Tribune, and honeſt R»tilins was baniſhed into 
Smyrna,where he ſpent his rime in _— 

Merelius being brought back into the city with great honour, fo difconten- 40 
ted Mariss, that he went to Mzthridates king of Pontus , to incenſe him againſt 
the Romans. This was the ſonne of that Mithridates, who for his ſervice a- 
gainſt Arſtenins, was rewarded by the Roman Senat with Phrygia the greater. 
When he was young he uſed ſo many Antidotes fearing the treachery of his 
governours, that when he was old, he could, not poyſon himſclfe. He ſpent 7. 
years rogerher in hunting, never all that time entring into any houſe ſo fear- 
full he was to be murthered: but when he came to reign, he enlarged his Do- 
minion by ſubduing the Scythians, and driving Ari#barJazes the Romans 
friend out of Cappadocia, whom $Sy//a reſtored again: he ſpake 22 lan- 
gUages. 

Livins Druſus Tribune of — ſtirred up the Tralians againſt Rome, 70 
they being denyed the priviledges of the city, and underſtanding Dr»ſss their 
patron was privately murthered, fell upon C. Servilixs the pretor, who was ſent 
as a Legattrothe Picentes, Samnites and others, and flew him with divers other 
Romans. Hereupon Cy. Pempeins the Pretor was ſent againſt the Picentes,with 
an army which was beat by them. So was Jzl. Ceſar by the Samnites. Rutili- 
*; the Conſul was flain | with 8000 Romans by the Maſt, which ſlaughter

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was overthrown by the Veſtini, but Ceſar having renewed his forces {ub- 
dued the Samnites and Lucanians : upon newes of rhis victory the Senat pur 
off their Souldiers caſſock which they had put onin -the beginning of this war, 


F and was their habit of mourning, and betock themſelves again tO the gowne. 
* Afﬀeer this Marius puts 6000 Marſians to the ſword, and ditarmes 7009, Sylla 
, raiſeth the ſiege trom Aeſcrina where the Romans were ſhut up. Pompey over- 


threw the Picentes. Theſe good {ucceſſes made the Senat put on their Laticla- 
vis or white coatcs imbroidered with ſtuds of purple reſembling broad nail- 

1@ heads; Cato overcame the Etruſci, Plotzus the Vmbri. rompey took the. rich 
city Aſculus, killed 18co00 Marſians, took 3000 priſoners, and drove 4000 to 
the mountains where they died in the ſnow and yce. The Picentes were utterly 
defeated; whoſe General! Indacrl:xs poyloned himſelf. 


Martins repayed with the overthrow of 8000. Marſ1ans. Cep:o with his army 


Poſt humins Albinus Sylla's Legat was ina tumult murthered by the ſouldiers A. UW, 


which occaſioned the dearth of 1 $000 Samnites. Cato for extolling his owne acti- 
ons above thoſe of Marims, was knocked down by Marivs his fon. C: Gabinins 
is killed. The Veſtini arid Marrucini are plundred, Pompedivns and Obſidins 
Italian Commanders with their whole army are overthrown by Pompeys Legar 
Sulpicins at Aſculus. Pompey cauſed all the commanders to be whipped and be- 
20 heated, and the ſervants to be fold: At Rome the Senat and Roman Knights 
fell out about the Agrarian lawes. Zivius the Tribune threated Cepio with 
death for reſiſting him, and beat Phzlip the C onſul. Bur ſhortly after was 
ſo wounded in a tumulr, thar he was carryed home half dead. Yalidus was 
ſtabbed with a knife ; Phrlip and Cepio were tuſpetted for this murther. 
Mithridates upon theſe troubles in Italy, takes occaſion to invade Paphlago- 
nia, Galatia, and Cappadocia, threatens alſo Birhynia , and ftirres up all the 
Eaſt againſt the Romans: Sy/la then befieging Nola, 1s choſen to goe againſt 
Nithridates, but he reſolved ro rake Nola firſt, whereupon Mariss. being 
now 70 years old, by the help of S»lp:t:us the Tribune, obtained the charge of 
3othis Mithridatick war, and got the a& for Sy{ato be repealed. The Tribune not 
content with this, kils Sy{la's ſon inlaw,. and ſends to Sy4a to * deliver up his 
Commiſhon and the army : Sy/la in a rage haſtneth to Rome, skirmiſheth with 
the faction of Maris and Swlpifivs, and drives them our of the city. Marius 
both father and ſon with 10 mere are by the Senat denounced enemies to the 
State z Swlpitins was betrayed by his ſervant, anc. killed; the ſervant demanding 
his reward, was made free; but for his treachery to his maſter was fl 
downe trom the Tarpeian rock. Marius the ſon goeth over to Africk, old 
Maris hiding himſelf in ſome Mariſhes, was by the Minturnians condemned to 
die, but the executioner being de:crred by the majeſty of the man, returnes 
40 without doing him any hurt. So he failes overto his fon into Africa. Sy/ls 
reignes at Rome; his Colleague &. Pompeins Conſul is flain by Cn. Pompeius 
the Proconſul, for Ananda mas. army from him. - | 
M:thr, dates in the mean time ſubdueth Phrygia and Aſia, and cauſcthall the 
Romans that wete found in Afia to be ſlain in one day; The city Rhodus held 
out for the Romans, and beat Mithridates by ſea. He ſends Archelass into 
Greece with anarmy of 120000 men, who ſubdue Achaia and Athens. Bur 
whileſt Sy{/a was about to raiſe the lege from Athens, the fire of diſcord 
breaks out again at Rome under Corr, Cinye and Cx. Offavins Conſuls. Cinnd 
would have:Marizs, and the others baniſhed by Sylla to be recalled , herein 
50 Oftavins reſiſts him, and drives him out of the city, Marivs in the interim

Anton;ns was pr 


perceived itto be his brother, and with grief ſtabbed himſeife over his bro- 


thers body, ſo both were burned together in the ſame pile. Czna and Marivs 


divide their army imo four parts, two whereof were commitred to Sertorins 
and Carbs: after many $skirmiſhes and much fJaughter, C:a is received in- 


tothe city, and after him Marivs. Pompey 1s ſtruck dead with a thunderclap, 
his army deſtroyed by the plague. Odavins is murthered, and his head ex- 
oſed to the publick view before the Roſtra or pleading place, which was a great 
uilding within the forum Romanuem, and in ita pulpit called Reſtra beſet with 


ſented upon Maris his table ; C. Ceſar, and Fimbria were murthered in their 10 
owne cloſets at home. Craſſus both the father and ſonne were {lain in the 
ſight of each other. Bebizs and Numitor were dragged by the hangmen through 
the Forum. Catulus killed himſelfe. Mers/a, who was made Jwprters pricſt, be- 
ſprinkled his Idoll with his owne bloud: no rich man at that time could eſcape. 
Cinna and Marius create each other Conſul, without calling the Comitia or 
Parliament. Bur ſhortly after Maris dieth, being diſtracted in minde. In 
theſe troubles many of the nobility fled to Sy/la in Achaia and Aſia, who had 
recovered Athens from MZzthridates, and had killed above 200000 of his men, 
and had taken' near as many priſoners. 

L..Fliccns ſucceeds Sylla, he was hated of the army for his covetouſneſſe, 29 
and ſlain by C. Fimbria who ſucceeded him. This had good ſucceſle againſt 
Mzthridates,took Pergamus, and almoſt had taken the King in it. He overthew 
Llion the towne ; and recovered a great part of Aſia from Mithridates. Sylla 
in the interim overthrew the Thracians waſting Macedonia. Cinna and Papirins 
Carbo made themſelves Conſuls for two years : L. Yalerins Flaccus, and other 
peaceable men, ſent to Syllato have peace eſtabliſhed , but Crmne raiſed an ar- 
my: and as he was forcing the ſouldiers to goc on ſhip-board at Ancona was 
ſtoned to death : then Carbo was Conſul alone. Sy/la took Alta,Bithynia, and 
Cappadocia from Mithridates. Fimbria being forlaken by his army which 
went to Sy/la, made his owne ſervant to kill him. Sy//a returnes this anſwer 30 
by the Legats to the Senat, that he would ſubmit, conditionally the citizens 
baniſhed by C:izz« might be reſtored. This was reſiſted by taftious Carbo and 
his crew. Sylla's Legars who were ſent with articles of peace, were abuſcd by 
the Conſuls Narbonus and Gorn. Scipio Aftaticus, both whom Sy/la overcame 
near Capua, and let Scipio goe without any hurt. So moderate was he both in 
his victories over his country men, and carefull rather tro ſubdue the common 
enemy, then to revenge particular wrongs ; Pempey the ſon of him who took 4ſ- 
ery (ven raiſed an army of Voluntcirs, joyncd him felfe with Sy//a, and fo 
did all the Nobility. 

Young Mariss and Carbs, Conſuls, ro be revenged on the Senat ſiding now 49 
with Sy/lz, beſetthe Curia with ſouldiers under Damaſippus the Pretor , and 
killed every one as he came out, and murthers were committed every where 
in the city. Pontius Teleſinvs Generall of the Samnites, with an army of 40000 
fought ſo with Sy//aat the port Collina, that the city was in danger to kave 
been deſtroyed utterly ; for he ſaid that Italy ſhould never want wolves to de- 
vour their liberties, untill the wood that ſheltred them were cut down. The fight 


- continued till it was paſt midnight, at laſt the Samnites retreated, and Telefpnns 


the aext morning was found gaſping for life z whoſe head Sy/la cauſcd to be 
carryed about Przneſte where Marius was; who now deſpairing tryed to 
eſcape, but was prevented and flain. Then Sy/la obtaincd the title of Happy, it 5g 
there be happineſſe in ſhedding of bloud, for he ſlew above 70000 in his wars 
againſt Maris and Teleſinus, by Metellus, Lucullus and the Servilis he over- 
threw the armies of Carbo. He killed 8000 of thoſe that yeelded to him, 2008 
of thoſe that were Proſcripti (whols goods were confiicated , and the perſons 
themſelves rd be banithed) ſuffred death. Marivs his brother was murthered 
degrees, firſt having his hands and feet cur off, then his cycs pur our ; he - 
le 
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20broiles at Rome were preſaged by fire from Heaven , by

40 50000 men, at laſt hee tooke it, and in it Cleopatra Selexe, bei 
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led all the Preneſtinians., he killed Carbo in Sicilie and many other cructt a&ts* A. A. 


hee did, then he was made Dietator ; none having had this honour till now, 
ſince Hannibals departure out of Italy, which was 120 yeares ſpace: he had #4 
faſces or bundles of rods with axes carried betore him, hee weakened the [rt- 
buniciall power, by debarring them from making Lawes and publick ſpeeches. 
Hee filled up the Senat with Knights ; and killed his friend Lucretizs Aſella 
for offcring withour his conſent to demand the Conſulfhip: he encrealed the 
Colledges of Prieſts and Augures to 15. hee fold the goods of the banifhed 
and debartcd their children of all honours; hce rooke Nola, and divided the 


1olands of the Samnites, among 47. Regions. . By Cn. Pompeje he overcame and 


flew Domitizs that was banithed; and Jarbas king of Numidia z hee was ſevere 
againſt the baniſhed and thoſe thar received them, that Baſt:athe wite of Metel- 
ls refuſed to let him in though diſguiſed , wherefore he flew himſelte,befprink- 
ling his unthankfull gate wit his owne bloud, ar Jaſt being» flighte:| by the 
people and Senat having laid downe his Didtatorſhip 2 yeares atter he dyed at 
Cume_ of the lowſie diſeaſe , and his was burned honqurab'y in the 
campus Martirzs. M. Lepidus would have repealed all his a&ts ; bur by Catalus 
his fellow Conſul hee was baniſhed Italy, and dyed in Sardinia. About this 
time the Roman Capitol, and the Delphic Temple were burned. Theſe Civill 
unuſuall haile and 
ſtormes, by the running of Sheep and Oxen out of their ſtables and folds to the 
hils and woods, by bloud guſhing our of bread ,» and by the unuſuall howling of 
dogs,and great Earthquakes.

and Antiochus in another, Tygranes King of Armenia is ſent for, Mithridates 
not being able to aſſiſt them, becauſe of his warres with the Romans , and Prole- 
my King of Egypt they durſt not truſt, as aiming at Syria himſelfe. Therefore 
having Tubdued the Gordycans, Atropatenians, and Meſopotamians, crofſerh 
Euphrates and ſciſeth upon Syria and Phenicia, hee beſiegeth Prolemais with 


ng baniſhed 
out of Syria, whom hee flew. Antiochus was driven to a corner of Cilicia, 


and Tigranes poſleſſed the greater part of Syria for 18 yrares together, in whoſe 


time there periſhed by Earth-quakes there 17000 men,and many towns, a preſage 
of the great change that was at for the whole kingdome of the Selencide, was 
ſeiſed upon by the Romans, 


Alexandra AleXanders widow now reigned ih Paleftine under whom the 


Phariſces were ſo powerfull, thatthey ruled all and put many good mentodeath, 
who did not favour their faftion. Alexanders eldeſt jon Hyrcanns was then High 
Prieſt. Ariffobulas the younger had no command, the Queen ſent rich preſents to 


$50 Tigranes whileſt he lay before Ptolemais/by which-means ſhee kept her countrey in 


quietneſle 9 yeares, bur whileſt ſhe lay ſick, Ar;fobu{us ſeiſeth upon divers Towns 


and Forts, and ſo makes himſclfe King, cauſing Hyrcanws to content himſelfe with 
the Prieſt-hood. 


In Egyt Lathyrus being dead, another Ptolemy ſucceeds: He was accounted 


ry lon of Lathyrys by a Concubine. Ptolemy the ion of Alexander was with Syl- 


» whom he made King of Alexandria , bur the Citizens not induring his _ 
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lency killed him the 19 day of his reigne; his brother ſucceeds, and hum they ba- 
niſhed; at laſt Araleres who called himiclfe Bacchus ſucceeded, tamous in nothing 
but in luxury, and piping,for which he was called Aulctes, 

The valianteſt of all thoſe whom Sy/la proſcribed was &. Serterias, 
whoſe valour was known both in Africk.abe Baleares and the Fortunate Iſlands, 
at laſt Spaine under him rebelled ; hee overthrew LZ, Marlins Proconlul of 
Gallia, and M. Antonie Legar, | by Hirtuleims the Queſtor ; hee took in many 
townes , and threatned- Italy it ſelfe. - But 9, Merellus Ps overthrew 
Hirtuleirs his Army in Betica now called Granata or Granada z and Yompey 
(who being as yet but Queſtor, was honoured with Conſular authority, a-z0 
thing not uſuall ) recovered Galliaz ſhortly after Sertorivs overcame both 
Metellus and Perpenna , who within a while lay lege to the Towne Cala- 
gurium ; which made Seytorins jealcus of his triends, many of whom hee 
put to the ſword upon ſuſpicion of treaſon. Mzithridates upon this enters in- 
to league with Ser:orins by whoſe helpe hee overthrew M. Aurelius Cotta the 
Conſul ncer Chalcedon, 120co Romans were loſt in the Sea fight, 5000 in 
the land skirmiſh.Merelus and Pompey were fain.to give over the ſiege of Ca- 
lagurium : ar laſt Sertor:us being betrayed by ſome of Antonies and Perpenna's fil- 
eitives was flaine at a feaſt, this Perpenya and Mars were afterward de- 
ſtroyed with their Armics by Pompey , who recovered Spain after 10 years 2g 
war by the Roman Commanders ſtriving for maſtery. Calagurium was ſtarved 
and at laſt burned. 

The Spartick war followes immediately upon the Sertorian, one Spartacws a 
Thracian ſouldier, then a highway-man, at laſt a Gladiator or Fencer, with 74. 
more Fencers being ſhut up in Capua by Lentulus, broke looſe , and berake 
themſelves to the hill Veſuvius, then Claudius P alcher belets them round, bur 
they ſuddenly fell upon Claudzns his campe and ſurpriſed ir; the like they did 
to P. Yorenus Pretor, or chiefe Juſtice , then they overrun Campania plunder- 
ing all, even Nola and Nuceria, Thurus and Metapontum, thei! 7 ar in- 
creaſed dayly, malecontents from all places flocking to them, for want of bettckgg 
arms they made themſelves Targets of twigs covered with beaſts skinnes and 
{words,and darts of the priſoners 1ron fetters,they quickly alſo horſed themſelves, 
their Captaine Spartacus had the Faſces carried before him, which were taken 
from the Pretors. Theſe Rebels overcame both Lentulss and Caſsrus, and intended 
tofall upon Rome;but M. Licinims Craſſus firſt overthrew 30000 of the Gaules and 
Germans, who afliſted Spartacns, then he fell upon Spartacus his owne Army and 
killed 60000 fugitivesztook 6000 priſoners,the reſt that thought to eſcape to Sicily 
for want of ſhipping, were ſcifed upon, and killed with Spartacus their Captain, 

The war was ſcarce ended, when the Romans were forced to ſend an Army to 
ſuppreſle the Dardanians and Scordilci(a people of Pannonia, ſome ſay of Thra- 40 
cia) who overrun Macedonia ; theſe Scordiici uſed to drinke out of dead mens 
Skuls , againſt theſe Ap. Claudius was fent,and Curio Seribonins : ſhips are alſo rig- 

cd out to-{uppreſle the Cilician Pyrates who much infeſted the Sea. P. Serwilzms 

bdued Cilicia and Pamphilia, took the chief Towns of Lycia,and overcame the 
Ifauri, whence he was called Iſawricus ; theſe Iſauri are at the foot of Mount 
Taurus;the firſt Roman that paſſed this Mountain was this Servilivs.Cononixs the 
Proconſul conquered Dalmaria and after 2 years ſiege tooke Solone a great City. 
| Mithridates having broke the league he made with Sylla, invaded Cappa- 
docia by Tygranes his ſon inlaw: againſt him the two Conſuls Licinivs Lucufus 
and Aurelius Cotta are (ent. Cotta was worſted and driven into Chalcedon. 59 
Mzthridates removes thence and fits downe before Cyzicum a rich and popular 
City inan Ifland of the ſame name within the Propontis, ſo called from the 
King CyF:cus whom Ylyſſes killed ; this place was an inlet to Afta, but Lecullus 
comes and raiſcth the ſi. ge, and drives fim into Byzantiurg, Mithridates loſt 
then alſo his ficer of 100 ſhips, with all his provifion and furniture; and it's

Mithridates though thus weakened will not yeeld bur ſtirs up the Armenians, I- 
berians, Caſpians and Albanians againſt Zucu{zs, who had now ſentto the Se- 
nat his Laureart Letters in token of victory ;z for ſo Conquerors ule to doe, 
Rich Lucullns,Craſſns,and Cx. Pompejns were now Conſuls: they reſtored the 
Tribunitian power againe, which Sy{fa had weakned. Corta a Intle before had 
advanced the order of Knighthood ; at that time CA. Tel. Cicero being Queſtor 
drove Yerres Pretor of. Sicily out of his place by his eloquence, accuſing him of 
oppreſſion: And ſuch corruption was at Rome, that L., Gellizs and C. Lentulus 


30 Cenlors, removed 64 Senators from their places. Lncullus inthe interim reco- 


vers Paphlagonia and Bithynia : invades Pontus,takes the two chief Cities there- 
of, kills 30000 of Mithridates his Army, and purſues him to Comana : the crafty 
King to. hinder the Romans from purſuing him, cauſed money and rich things to 
be ſtrawed in the way, and ſo with 2000 horle he eſcaped to Tigranes, who did 
not admit him into his preſence , -but gave order hee ſhould bee uſed like a 
King. | 

ebridetes now deſpairing of himſelf, ſent Bocchus his Evneuch to his Pa- 
Jace, to kill all his wives ſiſters, and Concubines, which being done, the Go- 
vernours of almoſt all the Garrifons fell off from him to Lucullms, to whom La- 


20 chares Mithridates his {onne- ſent a crowne of gold : hee tooke divers Sea rowns, 


hee purſues Tygranes and defears his army for refuſing to deliver up Mnthridates 
and overthrowes 300000 men being invited by the Grecians, he beficgeth and 
raketh Tygranocerta lately built : he makes Anrrochws the lonne of C17 ycenus 
*King of Syria. Mithridates flies to Pontus; Tygranes into the remoteſt 
parts of Armenia ; whom Zucx\us could not purſue becauſe of the winter, bur 
upon a mutiny in Lucu/{us his Army tor want of pay, the fouldiers refuſed to 
march.

500 drachms : whercupon he obtained pardon , and the Government of the 
greater Armenia, conditionally that he did ſurrender all his late conquered coun- 
tries. He ſurrendred all Syria, from Euphrates.tothe Sea, which he had taken 
from Antiochus Enſebes. Y oung Tigranes obtained the leſſer Armenia which he 
did not long enjoy ; for whileſt he was conſpiring with the Parthians againſt his 
Father, hee was apprehended by rhe Romans, led intriumph, anddycd in pri- 
ſon. Pompey haying built Nicopolis in the leſſer Armenia, he beſtowes the

3 90g. Shortly after this Catalin with Lentulus, Cethegws, and many other diſcon- 
tented Gentlemen conſpire againſt the State. Cicero that year was made Conſul, 
who by his induſtry detected the plot, and by his cloquence overthrew it. 
Lentulus with ſore noble men are apprehended, impriſoned, and executed by 
the Conſuls command, and Cato's perſwaſton , though Ceſar ſpoke againft it. 
Catilin being driven out of the City,railed an army in Italy, which was deſtroyed, 29 
and he fighting ſtoutly was killed. In this interim M1thridates was betrayed by his 
ſonne Pharnaces who had got the Armies good will; he fearing to be delivered up 
by his ſon to the Romans, attempted to poyſon himlelfe, but could not, being his 
body was ſo uſed to antidotes. W hich is no wonder, for we read of ſome who have 
fed altogether on poyſon,andcould not eat any other food.Galen ſpeaks of an old \ 
woman at Athens who lived altogether on Hemlock ; and Albertus Magnus knew a 
maid whoſe ordinary dyct were Spiders. But M:thridates did by the ſword, which 
hecould not by poylſon : he was 6g years old when he killed himſelfe, he reigned 
57. Pharnaces by ſending his fathers corps tothe enemy, obtained the Kingdome 
of Boſphorus, 

Antipater the Idumean abour this time fomenting the diſcord between Hyrca- 
nns and his brother Ariſtobulus about the kingdome of Judea, had drawn thi- 
ther 50000 men under Aretas King of Arabia Nabathea, he overthrows Ariſtobu- 
lus ina bartell and ſhuts him up within Jeruſalem, during the Gege, Oxias that 
holy man was ſtoned to death by the beſtegers,becaule he would not pray for their 
ſucceſle : thereſore God puniſhed them with famine. Ar:ſtobulus procured M. 
Scanrys for 400 talents to raiſe the fiege : he purſues them in the flight and kills 
7000 of them, among the reſt Antipaters brother who had raiſed the warre. 
Pompey was now at Damaſcus taken lately from Areats by Metellus and Lollj- 
#s Legats or Lievetenants Generall to Pompey. Ar:ſtobulus preſents Pompey with 40 
the golden Vine worth 50o talents: the Romans thought that the Jewes in 
honour of Bacchus kept this Vine. Pompey having heard both the brothers plead 
diſmiſſed them with a promiſe that he would ſhortly viſit them, as ſoone as 
he had ſetled the Nabathean affaires; but wa ey {ciſeth onthe Caſtles,and to 
ſhelter himſelf from Pompey, whoſe anger by this meanes he had procuged,haſt- 
ened to Jeruſalem, bur tearing leſt Pompey who was now marching after him 
through the woods of Jericho, ſhould overtake him, ſubmitted himſelfe, and 
obtained pardon, Gabiniws is ſentto Jeruſalem to receive the moneys , but is 
kept out by the ſouldiers , wherefore Ariftobulus is ſecured, and Jeruſalem 
belieged. Piſo Pompey's Legar is received into the City and Palace, bur is kept 50 
out of the Temple by the Garriſon of Mount Sion. Which hee beſic wh

| —_ having cleared the Sea of Pyrats, overthrown Mithridates, ſubdued 91 
Armema, and all the neighbour Nations to Egypt, beſtowed Gallogrecia or3 F 
Gallatia 'on Dejotarss , Paphlagonia on Azrains, Colch on Ariflarchns, and 
10 16090 talents on the Armies : returnsto Rome, where with great {o!emnity and 
gratulations,he obtains the name of Pompey the great, he enters into a League with 
Ceſar , who having conquered Luſitani4in his Pretorſhip was now Conlul , and 
with M. Craſſus, theſe three divided the Senat imo factions, onely Cats 
with a few others preferred the publick good rotheir owne private intereſts, 
Ceſar promotes the Agrarian Lawes, by which the Publick Lands are aſ- 
ſigned to the common people, and 20000 men are ſent to plant, Gicero 
is baniſhed, his goods plundered , and his houle pulled dewne by the means 
of P. Clodws a rich, but a wicked man, who was found in womens ap- 913+ 
parell in the ſolemnitics of Bona Dea. He by bribery having got himlelfe 
50 to bee made Tribune, never reſted till Cicero was baniſhed, who with 
Ceſat accuſed him for murthering Lents/ns and Cethegus , when he was Con- 
. ſal ; thus Cicere was forced in the night ume to depart the City, and returned 
not in 16 moneths, after which time he returned,and was received with great joy. 
About this time Clodius the Tribune got an Aro paſſe againſt Cyprus,cthat 
the wealth thereof ſhould be brought into the publick treaſure : this he did to be 
revenged on the King of Cyprus, who refuſed ta ranfome Cledius when herero- 
forc he was taken pritoner by the Pyrats : the King hearing of this Act poyioned 
himſelfe. Cato is imployed 1n this bufineſſe, who brings with him tro Rome all 
the wealth of Cyprus. Prolemy had nothing left him now but Egypt, his bros 
30 ther being dead, and Cyprus loſt ; therefore labours carneſtly, to make the Ro» 
mans his friends: but his power was ſo {mall at home that he could not fave one 
Roman, who had ignorantly killed a Cart (a facred creature among the Egyp- 
tians) from puniſhment: art laſt for his exaRions hee was drivenout of his King- 
dame by the Alexandrians , who crowned Beremice his eldeſt daughter, though 
he had ſons, becauſe ſhee only was legitimate, this Queen ſhortly aftbs her mar- 
riage ſtzangles Cybrofa#es her husband for his ſordid baſeneſle ; and marries with 
Archelaws, who called himſclf the ſon of M1thridates , whereas he was indeed the 
ſon of that 4rchelaws who warred with Sy/la-in Greece.

50 Legions for 5 years, and to ſtrengthen himſclfe the better, beſtowes his daughter | 

Isha upon Pompey, He overthrew 47000 Helvetians, who not content with 
their owne habitations, burnt downe their owne walls , and ſtrive to ob+ 
tain new Plantations. After this Ceſar overthrowes Arioviſtss Kitg of the 
Germans, who refuſed to come to him being ſent for, ſaying he was 2 better man 
then Czſar, and refuſed to out of Gallia, ſhewing that Ceſsr had no more 
power to meddle with his affaires, then hee had to meddlle with —_—_ 
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anſwer of the Kings ſo diſmayed the ſouldiers, that eventhe chicfeſt and ſtouteſt 
of the maine body began to make their laſt wills: but Ceſar bravely rouſed 
their drooping ſpirits by his cloquence: Ar10v137us did ſo beſer his ar- 
my round with wagons and carts , that no hope there was of flight , multitudes 
of women were imployed, with their cries and ſtretched out armes to diflwade 
the ſouldiers from cowa:diſc,the Germans came in {o faſt upon the Romans that 
they had noulc of their darts,but fell ro their {words hand to hand : the Germans 
detended their heads with their Targets, but the Romans fell fo furiouſly on, that 
they plucked their Targets out of their hands, which cauſed the Germans to flye 3 
in which flight multitudes were killed; Ar10v1ſt#s ecaped over the river Rhene,but 10 
one of his daughters was taken. 

The Belge tearing the loſle of their liberty, raiſed an Army of 272000 men, 
with whom Ceſar would not encounter but broke them with delays, and weakened 
them with often skirmiſhes ; in which he had alwayes the better: he ſubdued 
the Soiſſons inthe Province of Rhemes: with the Bellovaci or people of Beau- 
vais and the Ambiani alſo, or people of Amiens in Picardie. Thete gave Ce- 
ſar hoſtages for their fidelity : bur the Nervii or thoſe about Tornay, with the 
Aduatici about Beaumont were not ſo cafily maſtered , their liberty was not loſt, 
without theloſle of much bloud, both ot the Romans and of their own : the 


.Veragri and Seduni inhabiting the Alpes did much trouble Servius Galba his 20 


Winter quarters; after Ceſar was gone into Italy, Galbs was lett there for to 


ſecure the paſſages for Mcrchamts that travelled that way. He by a ſudden ir- 
ruption put the enemy to flight: Ceſar ſuppoling Gall;a had been quiet, march- 
eth into Illyricum ; the countrey being commanded to victual! his Army, rai- 
ſed great Forces againſt him, and were afſiſted by the Ofifini, Lexobii, Morini, 
and others inhabiting the Sea coaſt of Britaine and Normandic, they alſo ſend 
for aid out of great Britaine over againſt them: it behoved theretore Ceſar to 
provide ſhipping, which he did ; and though hee was much croſſed both with 
the tides and windes, and unſerviceableneſle of his ſhips , yet partly by the Ro- 
man. valour, partly by the ſtratagem of ſharp hookes faſtned ro long poles laid 30 
athwart, by which the ropes of the crofſe malits was cut, ſo that the failes fell 
down, and could doe no ſervice to the enemy , Ceſar got the victory. About the 
ſame tume ©, Titurius Sabinws ſubdued the Eburones , orthe peop'e of Ex- 
reux, and. P. Craſw maſtered Gaſconia not without —_ expence of 
bloud. . - _ 
The yeare following Pompey and Craſſus being Conſuls again, the Germans 
paſſed over with a great Army,the Rhene, but were ſo defeated, that there per- 
iſhed of them partly by the ſword, partly by ſubmerſion* in the river 430000 ; 
then did Ceſar make a bridge over the Rhene , and drove the Suevi into their 
woods and bogges, in this interim Cato ay, Y atinins obtained the 4g 
Pretorſhip which he ſued for, endeavoured to hinder the paſſing of that A by 
which Pompey was made Governour of Spain, Czſar of Gallia and Germany, 
and Craſius of Syria for 5 years: but the Act paſſed, Cato was laid in chains,and 
this Triymvirat ruledall in Rome. Gabinixs is ſent againſt the Parthians, with 
order to reſtore Prolemy to his kingdome, and put out Archelaws whom the 
Egyptians had choſen for their King. Prolemy remunerates Gabinins with the 
_ of Egypt, puts Berenice to death, with the wealthieſt men of his king- 
ome. 
Ceſar paſſed over the Sga into great Britain;whoſe ſudden arrivall ſo affrighted 
the Inhabirants, that they preſently delivered up tohim their armes and hoſtages; 50 
hee did not march far at this time into the Iſland , becauſe a great part of his 
Fleet was caſt away in a ſtorm, but the ſecond zime he came over , hee increaſed 
both his Fleet and Army, and drove the Britains all the way before him cven 
intothe Calydonian woods in Scotland: he laid in chaines Crngatoriges one of 
their Kings and ſo returned with a great booty ; in the mean while Ariſtobulus e- 


icaped out of priſon, and makes new work for Gabinins by ſciling upon a Fort 
which 
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which he could not hold above two dayes. Wherefore he was apprehended 
and ſent back again ro Rome with his ſonne Artigonus: but Alexander the 
ſonne of Ar:ſtobulus raiſed ſuddenly an Army in Judea and encountred with 
Gabinins , but hee loſt the day, and withall 10000 Jewes: Gabinrus having 
ſetled Judea, went againſt the Nabatheans, -and defeated them. Bur hee was 
accuſed ar Rome for letting goe Mithridates and Orſanes the fonnes of Phra- 
ates , who being baniſhed by their brother 0rodes, fled rothe Romans for pro- 
tection, but he-was bribed; and ſo gave out thatthele two had made a private e- 
[cape ; he was alſo accuſed by Cicero lately returned from his banſhment, that 
10 hee had oppreſſed Syria with covetous exa&tions, and had re-eſtabliſhed Prolc- 
my without command from the People, contrary to $:bylla's oracles. Pompey and 
Ceſar rooke Gabinins his part, and made Ciceroto defend him, whoin he had before 
accuſed, ſo that he got the name of Txaz-ſ/nge, or rurne-coat. Gabinius notwith- 
ſtanding was con fone by the people, and*. M. Licmnius Craſſus put in his 
lace. 
: Craſſns more covetous then his Predeceflor, robbed the Temple of Jeruſalem 
of 10000 talents, and a golden beam weighing 300 mine. Every mina weighs 
12 ounces and a hal which was more then the Roman pound, by 4. drachmes , 
«+ Hee invadedthe Parthians, having no Commiſhon trom Rome, and plunder- 
20 cd Meſopotarnia. Orodes ſentto know why hee broke the peace, hee anſwer- 
ed, that Seleucia his chicfe City ſhould know the reaſon. Hereupon orodes 
ſends to keep — the ſonne of T yr from aiding Craſſ»s, who paſ- 
ſing over Euphrates being warned to the contrary was circumvented by the 
Parthians who laid an ambuſh for him z there was killed the ſonne of Craſſus 
a gallant young man, with many Senators and Conſular men ; ar laſt Creges 
was taken by Swrenas the Parthian Generall and killed ; they powred melted 
gold into his motuh, to ſhew his coverouſneſſe , for he was wont to ſay, he was a 
oor man thar could not maintaince an Army inthe field : ſome of the Romans e- 
icaped to Carrz a City in Meſopotamia _ Edeſſa, where Caracalla aliodiecd. 
30 Caſiius Longinus having recolle&ed the diſperſed Forces quelled the inſurre- 
ions of Syria and Judea upon this oyerthrow,he defeated Antiochns Comagenus 
and beat the Parthian Army from Antiochia, having flaine their two chiete 
Commanders, 0ſaces and Pacor#s, Cicero had now an Army in Cilicia, his own 
Province,where he tooke in the City Pindeviffus ſhewing that he deſerved to bee.x;g fam t. 
called P:ndeviſſinss,as Scipio to be called Africanus,how ever, he was called Impe- 2. pit 10. 
rator or Lord Generall. 
Whileſt the ſtate of things went thus inthe caſt; Ceſar inthe weſt was much 
vexed by the Gaules; Ambiorix their Generall had circumyented Corra and 
 Sabinus Ceſars Legats and by the helpe of the Eburones, and Advatrci,overthrew * 
- 4©the whole Roman Legion, then joining themſelves to the Nervii, ſet upon Q, 
Cicero's winter quarters, and beſieged him: he preſently by a letter tyed to x rag 
lin implores Ceſars help,who returns him an anſwer in Greek faſtned to the loope 
or ſtring of the dart, which the bearer fling within the Fort, The Gaules bcin 
60 thouſand ſtrong, left the ſiege, when they heard of Ceſars coming and ma 
directly againſt him, hee by a counterfeit flight drawes them to a place of diſad- 
vantage, where he killed multitudes of them, and difarmed the reſt. Labienus 0- 
vercame the Treviri and flew Induciomarns their Leader,Ceſar fearing the reyolt ,

ders, Pompey rotake off the envy of his greatneſſe,choſe &.Scrp1o tor his colleague. 10 
Cicero pleaded for Milo, but not ſo relolutely as he was wont, becauſe Pompey had 
filled the room with armed men. Milo was baniſhed and retired himſelte ro Mar- 
eiles, 
Ceſar was forced to be abſent from the City, becauſe of the Gaulcs rebellions 
and conſpiracies, therefore Pompey paſt an Act , that Ceſar ſhould not be pre- 
judiced in his Conſulſhip, though in this he was thwarted by M.Cato: yet Pompey 
made Mercellus Conſul ; and Curio Tribune,Ceſars greateſt enemics : the Gaules 
thinking that Cſars imploymentsat home would keep him from coming to the 
Army, began againe to ſtruggle fortheir liberty, the Carnutes now called Char- 
tres, fell firſt upon the Roman Factours, killed them ; and ſciſed onthetr Eſtates. 2v 


This murder being committed at Genabum, which ſome think to be Orleans, 0- 


thers Gian about Sun-riſing,the report of it came by Poſt that Evening to Avernz 
now called Auvergne,which is 140.miles diſtant, Yercingitorix Celtiilns his ſon, 
whoſe Father ruled over all the Gaules, raiſed a mighty Army out of divers 
countreys.preſſing all ſorts of men to take up Armes under paine of death. Ceſar 
hearing of this preparation , reſolves with all ſpecd to prevent the uniting of the 
encmics Forces. Hee placeth rong Garriſons in all parts bordering upon - enc- 
my ; through ſnowie Mountaines he marcheth imo the bounds of Auvergne, and 
had gotall his Legions together,before the enemic knew of his coming, hetook in 
three great townes at one clap. 

At thattime Avaricum now called Chaſtcau neuſt or Bourges en Berrie was 2 
ſtrong city and chicf of the Bituriges ; Ceſars ſouldiers being inraged , that the 
Gauls had burnt down 19 towns round about, purpolcly to ſtarve the Romans, laid 
ficge tothat city.;took ir by ſtorm; and put all to the ſword,men,women, and chil- 


dren of 40000 ſcarce 800 eſcaped, who went to Yercingitorix, After this Ceſar 
divided his Army , foure Legions hee ſent againſt the Parifians and Senones |, 
whoſe fore-fathers under Brenan their leader,burnt Rome, and beficged the Ca- 
pitol, fix legions he condudteth himſelfe againſt rhe Auverni, or Auvergne, and 
fits downe before Gergobia now Clermont in Auvergne, within this ſtrong ci- 
- were 80000 men, Here Ceſar loſt 46 Centurions, by the temerity ot his40 
ouldicrs venturing too haſtily upon the enemy. The Hedui whoſe countrey now 
is poſſeſſed by the Burgundions, fell off from the Romans, who for their fide+ 
lity were wont to call them brethren. Whercupon Ceſar ſends into Germany 
beyond the Rhene for a ſupply of Horſe and Foot, by whoſe helpe hee over- 
came Yercingtorix , who alfſted the Hedui, then he beftegeth Alexia, a city, 
now a Village in the Dutchie of Burgundic called Aliſe, and by famine 
forced them. to ſurrender. There were now flockt together of Gaules 
240000 Foot and 8000 Horſe, which vaſt Army after many dayes fight was 
overthrown by Ceſar. *Yercingetorix,beholding trom the Towne.: this great de- 
7s of his Army, ſurrenders all,and ſo the Hedui return again to the Roman obe- 50 
ence. 
_ Labienus had now ſubdued the Parifians. Ceſar inthe interim marcheth a- 
=_ the Bellovaci, a people that lived about Baycux, and ſubdues them. O- 
ers being weary of warre ſubmit now themſclves to rhe Romans. Uxellodunum 
called Cadenac in Quercy held out againſt Ceſar till thirſt forced them to yeeld, 
for there was bur one ſpring of water that ſerved the Town , which Caſar cut 
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ter this he placerh Garriſons every where, ſo that partly with tear , partly with 
fair words he brought all Gallia in ſubjeion. Abour this time died Ztolemy 
Auletes King of Egyptin the 29 year of his reign, tro whom tucceeded Prolemy 
Dionyſins the laſt King of Egypt , he was now 13 years old,and married his fiſter 
Cleopatra, who afterward marrycd with M. Antony.

ey might doe the ſame. This was held reaſonable by Cri, but Pompey's 
Fo ide would not aſſent ; wherefore c_ is commanded to repair to Rome, 
35 a private man, and to petition for what hee defired, and'if he did not. by a 
certain day deliver up his rmy,he ſhould be proclaimed enemy tothe State. Ce- 
ſar knowing that Pompey ruled the Senart, and that Marcellus, Lentulus, and Ca. 
to his morrtall enemics meant to bring all his a&tions in queſtion if he ſhould come 
to Roe as a private nahi , refulerh ro lay down his Commiſſion: therefore is 
by Marcellus and Lentulus Conſuls, denounced enemy to'the State, and.comman- 
ded not to paſſe the river Rubicon now called Rugum, which divided Italy from

and cauſed by the ambition of Pompey , who retained his Armies in Spain all 
the three years ſpace that he ruled in Rome, and yet could not endure that Ceſar 
ſhould enjoy the like e— he was favoured by the Senat, Ceſar by the 
onthe juſtice of theircauſe, but neither of them had any 
goodneſle or juſtice, who did ſacrifice their countreys fafery to their private 
quarrels. Ceſar paſſerh qyer Rubicon, and comes to Ariminum, where he ac- 
uaints the 5 Cohorts he had with him to be his Guard, of his wrongs, and 
he meant to reſtore the Tribunes that were baniſhed, theſe five Cohortes were 
half a Legion, which conſiſted of ten Cohortes,cvery Cohors of three Maniples, 
and each Maniple of two Centuries or 200. ſo his guard confiſted now of 3000 
men. 
The firſt Towne Ceſar tooke was Auximum or Oftmum : which ſoterrified 
Rome , that Marcellus and Lemtulns the Conſuls with the reſt of the Magiſtrates 


50 forſooke the city. Inthe interim Ceſartakes 7 Cohortes which were at Sulmo

A, M, Greece. Ceſ«r diſpatcheth letters to ſeverall places of Iraly , complaining of 
Pompey, and deſiring he might be brought to anſwer Ceſars accuſations , hee 
defired the quarrell might be ended without ———— for that cid, hee 
attempted to ſurpriſe Pompey in Brunduſium, but though he tet guards upon the 
harbour, yet Pompey eſcaped by night z therefore Ceſar repaires to Rome, be- 
ing now {ecure, enters the Senat, ſhews how he is forced ro take up Armes in 
his owne defence. Then hee (cifeth _= the Treaſury, which Pompey in his 
ſudden flight neglected ; and having broken open the doores he taketh 4135 4. 
weight of Gold, and almoſt gocogo [. weight of filyer : thencc he goeth to his 
* Legions at Ariminum , and from thence over the Alpes to Maſlylia , which x6 
ſhut the gates againſt him. Hee gives charge ro Trebonius with three Legions 
to take in that city, then he haſtes ro Spain, which was now ſubje&ro L. Afra- 
nius, M.Petrejus,and M. Yarro, Pompey s three Ge neralls. Theſe in divers barrells he 
overcame Afranins Petrejms. and M. Farroin the further Spaine yeclded , and 
delivered up his Legions to Ceſar. Cato was driven out of Sicilia by Caro, 
Cotts out of Sardinia by Yalerims ; Tubero out of Africa by Yarrus. Mal- 
ſylia alſo ſubmitteth , which 1s plundered of all,excepr life-and liberty, 

Pompey was now Miſter ot the Seazand gave a check to Ceſars victories, for OfFa- 
wins & Libo Pompey's Legats did circumvent Dolobella and Antonin that were for 
Ceſar, and who were appointed by him to guard the mouth of the Hadriatick Sea. 2g 
C. Artonins held the Curicttic or Corcyrcan ſhoare, but ſubmitted, and yeelded 
up- 15 Cohortes to 0Zaviws his Fleet. Libo drove Dolobelia from Illyricum or 
Daimartia : the Ships alſo that Baſil ſent to help Antonins were catchcd by the 
Pompejan Cilicians , with a new trick of ropes made like gins hid under the 
water. Curioalſo Ceſars Legar, after he had overthrown Yarres in Africa, loſt 
both hiniſelfe and Ceſars Army, in a raſh battel] with 1»be King of Mauritania. 
Pompey choſe Epirus, now Albania, a countrey famous for good horſes , to be 
the ſcat of the war: and Ceſar having made all the Provinces ſure behinde 
him, makes all the ſpeed hee can to encounter with Pompey, therefore ventures 
in a ſmall Pinnace to croſſe the Sea in the midſt of Winter, and in a ſtorm; 3@ 
whercin he ſhewed more courage then the fearfull Shipmaſter, whom he checks 
for his timidity : Fear not (ſaith he) thou carryeſt Ceſar. When he came on ſhoary 
and had gathered his Forces together, being impatient of delayes, uſed all means 
poſſible by plundering of Towns, and raking in Forts, ro draw Pompey to a bat- 
tle, which he warily avoided , hoping by rergiverſation to break the courage 
of Ceſars Army, but —_— ſouldiers did interpret his procraſtination, cow- 
ardiſe : ſo that Ceſar ſaid truly when hee went to Spaine, that he went againſt 
an Army without a Captain: but when he came into Epirus, that he went a- 
gainſt a Captaine without an Army , for his ſouldiers were young gallants, and 
raw in military affaires. Some skirmiſhes there were between the two Armies, 40 
Ceſar. tell upon Torquatus and his Legion, being in Garriſon, Pompey came with 
his whole body to reſcue him. Whercupon Ceſar left the ſiege to encounter 
with Pompey, T orquatns follows him from his Garriſon in the reare , bur Ceſars 
Souldiers perceiving their danger, betooke themſelves to their heels; ſo that 
Ceſar could by no meancs bln er their flight: and if Pompey had nor 
recalled his army from the purſuit, hee had got the day, and the quarrel! 
had been ended , which made Ceſar ſay, that Pompey knew not how to con- 
quer. Many Roman Knights were knights were killed,with 30 Centurions, and 
4000 common ſouldiers. «+ G: 

Upon this defeat , Ceſar makes haſt through Epirus into Theſſalia in Greece, 0 
famous for the _ warre againſt Ivpiter; and there chooſeth the Pharſali: ? 
an fields called alſo Philippici from therown Phelippi cloſe by) for his campa- 
nia. Pompey follows after, whoſe Army conſiſted of 40000 Foot, in the jo 
wing were 7000 horſe ; inthe right 5000, beſides the Auxiliary Forces of the 
Eaſt, with the Nobility, Senators, Pretorian and Conſular men. Ceſar had 


not above 30000 Foot, and 1009 horſe, but ſtout ſouldiers all. The barrel! con-

10 him, and his Father , therefore he came firſt ro Larifla, then by Sea to; Mity- 


lene; thence he failed with his wite Corzelia into Egypr, the baſe King ſends tro 
receive Pompey into his own Ship, and a warrant there to kill tum,being perſwaded 
thereto by Pothinus the Eunuch, and his Tutor, by Theodorus allo, and Achil= 
les his Generall , for they feared that Pompeys intertainment would draw all the 
Roman Forces thither, thercfore 4ch:1/as and S:pt:mus now 2 Colonell, but here- 
tofore a.

Ceſar upon his returne ro Rome, was honoured with four triumphs, anſwering 
kis four conqueſts of Gallia, Egypr,Pontus,and Africa,he made a ſumpruous feaſt, 
and exhibited magnificent ſhews,he pardoned A. Marcellus upon the Senars intrea- 
ty,and called him home from his baniſhment,for which AR of clemency he is _ 
ly commended by Cicero in his incomparable oration for A. Marcellus, bus before 
ke could retarne he was murthered by Magi#s his client at Athens. After the war 
waserded a liſt was taken of the citizens, and there were not found above 350000 
whereas tour years before,abour the beginning of the wat, there were reckoned a- 


bove 400000 citizens. Ceſar was now made Conſul rhe fourth time, He prepares 10 


for Spain againſt Pompey's two ſonnes, Cn. and Sext»s,but both their Fleerts were 
ſpoiled at Sea, after divers townes were taken by both fides, a great batrell was 


fought near the ciry Munda, wherein Ceſar et firſt was defeateo, bur _ a freſh 
encounter he got the day. Cy. Pompejus fled into Munda,but Ceſar making a ram- 


pire of dead bodies, took the town, Pompey fled, but was overtaken and killed by 
Ceronius ,/the younger brother eſcaped. T. Labienns that had done ſo much good 
ſervice in Gallia for Ceſar,bur now adhering to Pompey's faction, was ſlain, 

The civill war being every where compoſed, and Ceſar returning from Spain was 
honoured with the fifthtriumph, the title of pater patrie,and of perpetuall Djtta- 


zor,and that he ſhould be i#p2: 4 4owa@-, that is, Holy or inviolable, but he conti- 30 


nued_.not long in honour ; for he returned from Spain to Rome in Octeber, and a- 
bout the 14es vor midſt of the next March he was flaine ; this was not above five 
months. His great honours, felicity , and pride had ptocured him envy : for 
when the Fithers before the Temple of Fexws came to confer theſe honours on 
him, the fare ſtill in his chair of ſtate, and did nor ſtand up, as hee ought : and 
though he refuſed to wear the crown which M; Antenie pur- on his head, in the 
Lupercall ſolemnitics, but ſent it to Tupiter in the Capitol : yer when one had 
placed a crown on the head of his Image , hee was content it ſhould remaine 
there, wherefore he thruſt the two Tribunes out of their office, for queſtioning 


the manthar crowned his image. A plot being then contrived by M. Brutus, C. 39 


Tribonins, C, Caſiins, D. Brutus his favourite, and ſome others, he was murthered 
in the Curia ot Pompey, having reccived 23. wounds,whereof the ſecond was on- 
ly mortall which'he had in his breſt, his murtherers fled ro the Capitoll, reſolved 
to make ana of Oblivion, ro fling Ceſars body into the Tibris,and to ſeiſe u 

on his cſtate,but they feared the greatneſle of Antonius and Lepidus.Such was t 

tragicall Cataſtrophre of this brave Commander z who had fought fifty- pirched 
bartels with the common cnemics of Rome, beſides his many victories in thecivill 
war.He made many wholeſome Laws, he reformed the Roman Calender by the 
help of Soſi genes the Mathematician of A4lexaxdria, he not onely conquered his 


enemies, but his paſſions alſo, in ad vancing his greateſt adverſaries ro honours 40 


and places of truit. When he took Pompey's cabinet at Pharſalia, and Scipio's at 
Thapſus, he burned all their Letters without looking into any one of them. Hee 
who was carried ſo often intriumphant Chariots, and whom no forraigne force 
could fubdue , is now conquered by a few traitors at home, and carried by three 
of his mcancſt ſervants. So horrid was this murther, thar the Sun is ſaid to hide his 
face from it, byan eclipſe: and fo far was his death the cauſe of peace , as his 
enemies thought, that it preſently occaſioned more civill wars; and ſolittle were 


his enemies ſecured by his murther, that none of all theſe traitors outlived him a- 
boye three years, but all periſhed miſerably, yer deſervedly, even ſome of them 


with the ſame {word that wounded him ; he was 56 years old when he died.

Riſt obulus being ſent back in chains to Rome, Ceſar in hatred tro Pompey ſets 
To him free, and gives him the command of two Legions, bur being in the way 
ſciſed upon, by the Pompejans he was poiſoned, and leſt his fonne Alexander 


ſhould make any trouble in Iudea, his head 1s cur off by Scipio Pompey's Fa- 
ther in law at Ant:och : bur after the death of Pompey, Hyrcanns and Antipa- 
ter did good ſervice for Ceſar in Egypt, in helping to ſubdue Ptolemy. Where- 
fore Hyreanss is eſtabliſhed in the Pontificat, and Axtipater is made Governour 
of Palcſtina , whole ſonne Phaſelus is ſer over Ieruſalem, and Herod the other 
ſonne over. Galilec. This Herod cauſed EFechias the bigh way man, with many 
others to be fſlaine, which fo offended rhe 970 Elders, that they ſent our their 
warrants to bring him to juſtice tor medling with their authority, hee by the 
20counſelil of his Father Atipater, gets him a ſtrong guard of Souldiers, to 
awe the great Councell of the 70. which made old Simeon (called the juſt,) 
riſe up and tell the Councell that Herod deſerved death, for this his preſump- 
tion. . Which ſo incenſed Herod againſt them, that hee never was at quiet, 
till hee had quitc overthrowne that Councell, - which hee did, as foone as hee 
was made King, and killed allthe 70 except old Sizre0n, who cicaped, being 
preſeryed by God, to receive Chriſt in his armes, and to propheſic of his Salya- 
tion, 

At Rome C, 0avins Ceſars nephew by his fifters Daughter 4tia, or Accia, 


being adopted by his Uncles laſt will, and conſtituted heir rog9 parts of his eſtare, hen 


30 which was called Heres ex dodrante, reſolves to revenge his Uncles death, hee 
was now about 19 yeares old, and of ſuch parts and hopes, that Ceſar meant to 
have made him his Colleague in the Getic and Parthian warre : the, ſouldiers be» 
ein to flockro him amaine, from all parts, both becauſe of their affeRion. 
to Ceſar, and that they ſaw the brave diſpoſition of 0&avins, and becauſe

Tighted , and thar in ſcorn he was called childe, ſent Cornelis a Centurion with 


400 ſouldiers to the Senat, to demand the Conſulſhip for 0avius in the name 
of the whole Army : the Senat ſeeming averſe was threarned by Cornelius, who 
drew his ſword, and told them , that 1t they would not yeceld ro Of#avizs his 
requeſt, the ſword ſhould force them ; the meſſengers returning to Octavins 
without ſatisfaction, hee by Letters invites Antonize and Lepids into Italy with 
their Forces, who being united into a body, fir downe before Rome, whereupon 
otavins is preſently made Conſul,who baniſherh all that had any hand in Ceſars 
death, and accuſeth Caſſius with the two Brut: of his murther. Plancus Brutus his 
Colleague, and Aſinims Pollio a great Anti-pompejan deliver up both their Ar- 109 
mies to Antonius, D. Brutns is forſaken by Plaxcus and his ſouldiers, and 1s killed 
by Antonins. 

Lepidus and Antonius being both proclaimed enemies by the Senat, and Odt«- 
wins (lighted as was ſaid, they had no other way to ſave themſelves but by uni- 
ting their Forces, therefore 0&awms imbraceth the occaſion , and cloſeth with 
Antony, who otherways was reſolved to join his Forces with Brutus and Caſ- 
ſims who had the command of 17 Legions, but 0&avivs unworthily baniſherh 
Cicero the eloquent mouth of that glorious City , leaving him as a prey to 
Antoxins his ſworne enemy, who ſent ſome of his troopers to murther him,which 
they did;and placed his head and right hand on the Koſtra,to the great grief of the 20 
city, Fulvia Antonies wife , abuſed the head with all kinde of indignities. In 
that proſciption of theſe Triumviri were baniſhed beſides knights 130. Senators, 
and not onely Cicero,but all his family alſo: but Cicers's ſonne was recalled, 

Caſſins in the meane time poſleſſerh Syria, and vexcs Judca with taxes, Mal;- 
chus who had poyſoned Antipater, is b his ſonne Herod flaine, Hyrcanss not 
daring to revenge this death of his friend Malichus,then Caſe takes Rhodes, and 
Brutys (ubducs the Lycii, then they paſſe over with their army to Macedonia 
where neer Phil;ppy Catavins and Amtony fight with them, this ſecond bartell was 
fought with various ſucceſſe,in that farall ficld; the wing in which Brut#s was, had 
the better of 0&#avivs, then ſick and not in the camp, but Caſſius his wing was 30 
defeated, who fearing Brutus had beenin the like condition, forced his own ſer- 
vant to kill him, the fouldier whom Caſſi#s had ſent to bring tidings to Brutes, 
returning too late, found his Generall dcad on the ground , wherefore accuſing 
his ſlowneſſe to be the cauſc of Caſſins his death, fell upon his own ſword. Bru- 
tus a few dayes after fought againe; bur as his dearth and overthrow were fore- 
told by his evill Genius the _ before, ſo it came to paſſe, For ſeeing his Ar- 
my bed, he thruſt Srraros {word through his left fide, and ſo died immedi- 
atcly. Here died the ſons of Cato, Hortenſins, Lucullns, Druſus, Livius, Quintilins, 
Paris s,and many more brave men. 

Sextusthe ſon of great Pompey at this time returning from Spain, firſt ſeiſed upon 40 
Meſſana, then upon all Sicily,tco whom there was great concourſe both from Italy, 
and from the Brutian Army. The Scnat had reſtored him to his Fathers eſtate, 
and made him Admirall of the Seas, when the Pompejan faction preyailed, now 
hee receives all fugitives and flaves, and with Piracics infeſts the Sea , which his 

Father had cleared, Antonns ſtayes to ſettle the Tranſmarine Provinces, Otevi- 
#5 returnes to Italy, which he Gades full of tumults. For Fulvia Antonies wife 
ſtirred up the old touldiers againſt him , and L. Antonius the Conſul, Markes bro- 
ther accuſed alſo Ceſar to the ſouldiers of his unjuſt dealing with them, and ha- 
ving raiſed an Army , marcheth to Peruſia, at this day Perut a city in Hetruria: 
in which Ceſar heficgeth him, who being forced by famine yeeldeth : and obtains 56 
his life,ſo did Fulvia, and Plancys, and all the ſouldiers upon- ſubmiſſion obraine 
pardon,only the town was thrown down; & ſo this war ended without bloudſhed. 

Embaſſadors from all parts repair to M. Antozy in Bithynia ; among the reſt 
were the prime men of the Jews , with an accuſation againſt Phaſelus and Herod: 
tor incroaching upon Hyrcanss his Government, and bo baniſhing unjuſtly Ax- 


H1gonus the ſon. of Ariſtebulss : but Herod prevented them by bribing Antowins, 
and 
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and by the marrying of Hyrcaxus his Neece, and (0 he obrained the title of T e&- A. M. 
trarch:. at Tyrus the Jews arc ſome put to death, ſome impriſoned by Antony, for 5931- 
accuſing Herod again: bur the next year Artigonss taking occafion of Antonres 
dallying with Cleopatra Queen of Egypt , calls into Syria Pacorrs the ſonne of 
orodes King of Parthia, who with torce and fraud ſeiſed upon y"canns,and Pha- 
ſelss. Herd prevented the plot laid againſt him - the Par:hians took and plun- 
dered Jeruſalem, and then delivered itover to 4nt/gonus, who cut off H yrcanus 
his cares, that he might be incapable of the j-rieſthood. Phaſelus daſhed our his 
own braines, to prevent the tortures intended by his enemie. Herodbeing we:

Sextus Pompejus had now got all Sicily, and hindred proviſion from coming 
ro Rome, therefore upon the defire of the people , Ceſar and Antowy conclude 
204 peace with him z and permitred him the Government of Sicilia and Achaja , 
and withall recalled divers of the Nobility f:om baniſhment : bur this peace held 
not long, for Pompey contrary to the Articles of peace entertained fugitives, and 
Ceſar received* Mena who revolted from Pompey with 60 Ships. Him 04G av:us 
made Admirall of the ſame Fleet againſt Pompey, who had filled the Sea with 
Pyrats: a great battell was fought at Sea; butatier Ceſar had got the berter, hee 
loſt many of his Ships by a ſtorm on Sylacxum upon the coaſt of Calabria, a 
place infamous for Shipwracks : Ceſar had alſo a ſecond loſle necr Tauromenuum Naufragum 
a Towne in Sicily ; he loſt alſo divers Ships , ſome whereof where burned by Sofacomn- 
eMena who revolted to Pompey, the ſame runnigado revoltcd again to Ceſar with 6-43: 
306 Triremes who gave him his life, but never mpnoye him any more: in the laſt 
Sea fight againſt Pompey, Agrippe 7 ag Admurall took and ſunk 103 Ships,of

Pompeys, who hardly eſcaped to Afia with 17. where by command from a. 
Antony,Titins flew him.

49 and having laid hold on the Eagle, puts ſpur to his horſe, and carries it to his 
owne camp, upon this his Army falls upon Lepidvs his quarters, whoſe Soul- 
diers after ſome {mall skirmithes revolts to Ceſar; Lepidus being forſaken puts 
off his Generalls habit called Paludamentum or Chlamys, and in mourning 
ſubmits himſelf ro Ceſar,who gave him his life and goods,but degraded him from 
his honcr and charge, and then baniſhed him. Ceſr now having 44 Legions un- 
der his command, which began to mutiny about their pay, he diſcharged 20000 of 
them,reſtored zco00 ſlaves totheir maſters,and crucified 6000 who were maſter- 
lefle : then hee returnes to Rome, where he is honoured with the lefſer tri- 
umph or ovatio, ſo called from «vis the Sheepe, facrifited then by the

[Udea, Galilee and Samaria, were now in a combuſtion, becauſe Herod an Idu- 

mean had got the Kingdome.Herod finding ſmall aid in-Antonies Legats,makeS 20 
a jouthey to Antony himſclfe, who at that time beſieged Samoſara, atown upon 
Euphrates, and afſiſteth him to take it, whereupon he obtaines two Legions un- 
der the command of Soſixs, ro ſubdue Jeruſalem. Withtheſe he revengeth the 
death of his brother 7oſeph, and of his ſix Cohortes who were overthrowne b 
Machera ; which gave occaſion to the Galileans to drown all they found of Herod, 
faftion inthe Seaof Tyberias, and becauſe Pappus had killed his brother Joſeph, 
and Antigonws cut off Lis head : Therefore Herod having overcome the Galile- 
ans cuts off the head of Pappms, and ſends it to Pharoras his younger brother : 
Afer this he beſiegeth Jeruſalem with 11 Legions and 6000 horſe; belides the 
Syrian Auxiliarics : the 'Jews ſtifly held out againſt the beſiegers, and would 30 
not be adviſed by Sameas a prime man 1n the Sanhedrin to ſubmit ro Herod, till = 
firſt the lowet city and outward Court of the Temple were taken, and at laſt 
the reſt of the City and Temple was ſtormed,upon the Faſt day the rages ſoul- 
dicrs ſpared neither man,woman, nor childe , io that Herod was forced to hire 
them to give off, asking thern whether they meantto make him a King of bare 
walls : Herod had uſed all the meanes he could to make that ſtifie-necked people 
accept him for their King ; hee beſieged them in three Sabbaricall years, when 
they could receive no fruites of the earth for their releife ; he married with Ma- 
riamne the daughter of Alexander Antigonws his brother, he profeſſed the Jewiſh 
Religion, he promiſed them all the happineſſe they could defire under any Kang ; 40 
but all this could not move them : ſo at laſt hee obtained by force which hee 
could not by intreaty that kingdome, which ar firſt after the captivity was ruled by 
Zorobabel, Nehemias, and other Princes,after them by Pricſts, and the 70 Elders, 
and at laſt by the Aſſamoneans 126 years, 

Antony by the perſwaſions and bribes of Hered, firſt crucified Antigonws and 
then beheaded him ; and becauſe he knew there would be ſmall ſecurity for him, 
{o long as any were left alive, that might claime title tothe Kingdome, hee in- 
vited Hyrcanws home from Babylon , Herod made great ſhew of love to him, in 
proffering a fhare of the Government, in calling him Father , and uſing him 
with all civility, till he had ſer himſelte faſt in the ſaddle, and then deſtroyes him ; 50 
he highly eſteemed Pol{zo the Phariſec,and Samias his Diſciple, wwo prime men of 
the councel , becauſe they counſclled the Jews to ſubmit to Herod, hee beſtowes 
upon Henanelns the Pontificat z but upon the intreatic of Alexandra, ( whom 
notwithſtanding he ſtill ſuſpected and perſecuted) he took it fxom him, and con- 
terred it on Ariſtobulus Mariamnes brother ; but being jealous of him alſo, 


in the ſccond year of his Pontificat he drowned him, for whileft hce was 
| (wim- 
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that he held ſecret intelligence with Malichas King of Arabia : w 
40 he wrote him a letter upon the importunity of his daughter Alexaxdra, only that 
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ſwimming, Herod cauſed two that were ſwimming with him,as it we:e in ſport, toA4. 


hold his head under the water,rill he was ſtifled; of this A/exandra complained, and 
ſo did Cleopatra who defired a patt ofthe kingdome of Judea; but #crod with his 
bribes pacified Antony, and fruſtrated C leopatra,whom he would have killed, had 
hee not been difſwaded by his triends. . | 

M. Antony having wholly devoted himſelfe to Cleopatra, and to all licentiouſC. 
neſſe,and putt up with pride, wealth,and flartery,begins todeſpile 0&tawime.he puts 
away Octavia his fiſter,he refuſerh to part with his rriumyirar though the time was 
expired , hee calls himſelfe Father Zrber, he defires that Egypt and all the Pro- 


Io vinces even to Euphrates may be conferred on his two fonnes by Cleopatra.Ceſar 


underſtanding of this after his returning into the City, upon the conqueſt of Dal- 
matia,and Pannonia,perſwades the people to make war againſt A.toxy and Cleo- 

atra, which. was eatily affented to ; therefore he was made Conſul the third time, 
fi Colleague was Meſſala Corvinw. Antony having ſubdued Artabanes king 
of Armenia, and having forced him to deliver up his treaſure, which was very 
oreat, was now full of money, yer Ceſar exceeded him in number of Ships, of 
good Commanders and ſouldicrs. Plances, Delobella and Domitizs revolted to 
Ceſar. M. Agrippa inthe ſight of Aztonies Fleet took Leucas a townin Leuca- 
dia, Patrz a City in Achaja ( tamous for the Martyrdome of St. Andrew) and 


20 Corinthalſo. The two Flects fought at Actium a promontorie in Epirus, where |. 


Avguſtus after this built a town and called it _ from his victory; the fight 
laſted doubtfull two houres,at laſt Cleopatratakes her flight with 60 ſail. Antony 
follows after ; the ſoudiers ſeeing this, ſubmitted tro 0avins, who pardoned 
them. - The ſame ſucceſle he had by land againſt Antony the next yeer. Ceſar per- 
ſued Amtony and Cleopatra into Alexandria, the war 15 renewed , but Antonies 
Fleet revolting z his foot Forces being beaten, and at laſt all his horfe defeated, 
he fled intothe Palace, and run him ſelfe through with his own ſword, and then 
fell into the armes of Cleopatra,whom he thought had been killed, and in her bo- 
ſome breathed out his ſpirit: the Queen courted Auguſt#s with preſents, and 


3othinking to gain his love,betrayed to him Peſuſeum necr Arabia Petrea, but feari 


thar Ceſar would carry her in triumph ; ſeeing A/exandriaand all was loſt, ſhee 
poyloned her ſelf by applying an Afſpe to her Breaſt, thus ended the Civill War. 
Herod in this meane time being incenſea againſt the Arabians , for killin 
his Embaſfadours, raiſeth a great Army, and in two bartels utterly defeats them: 
then hearing of Aztonies death and overthrow, he was much perplexed: fearing 
leſt Ceſar would unthrone him, for aflilting of Aztony therefore he reſolves to 
repairto him; and to make his peace if poſſible z but doubrſhg leſt Hyrcanus 
might ſtep- into the throne in his abſence, he puts him to death _ ſuſpition 
ereas indeed 


he would permit him being now $0 years old , to end his dayes quietly 1n his 
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countrey, ſeeing he could notin his owne by reaſon of Herods jcaloulic over him : 
ſo Herod having ſecured all at home,repaires to Ceſar at Rhodes, ro whom ſub- 
mitting himſelte,and promiſing him the ſame meaſure of ſervice and love he ſhew- 
ed to Antony.,and preſenting him with 800 talents, he was received into fayour , 


and the kingdome confirmed on him-- 43943: 


Ceſar returning into the City obtained 3 triumphs, the Illyrian, Naval, an 
Egyptian. M. Lepidns the Triumvirs ſonne for offering to ratle a new warre is 
pur to death; fo all things in the Roman Empire being now compoſed, which

Spaine which had been vexed with 200 years war, and all other places ſubmit- 
ted to Auguſtus: the Parthians alſo ſent back ro him-the Roman Enfignes , 


Which were taken by Orodes from Craſſus, and by Phraates from —_—_ the 
cmp.c 
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Temp!e of anus which had ſtood open 2co yeares, was now ſhut by Augnſtus 
being 36 yeares older, it was now ſhut a ſecond time in his reign, after the ſub- 
duingof the Cantabrians and Aſtures in Spain, and of the Salaſhans in Inſubria, 
that part of Italy where Millan now ſtands, Egypt which had ſto04 almoſt 300 
years under the Prolemres or Lagide,ſocalled from Lagus father of the firſt Prole- 
mey,yeclded her neck to the Roman yoake; this generall peace gave way for the 
birth of the prince of peace now at hand; who came in the fulncſle of time to de- 
ſtroy idolatry, which was now at the hight; for at Rome the Pantheon or Temple 


tat for all Gods. At Epheſus, Nicea, Nicomedia,& Pergamus. Temples were

dedicated to [vlrws and Auguſtus, at Epheſus, the city of Rome is made a goddeſle, x9 


and ſacrifices offered to her ; a theater was creed art Jeruſalem, and the holy 
city polluted with the yanities and profanencfle of the Gentiles, as ſword-play- 
ing and ſtage-playing. Herod upon ſuſpition murthers his vertuous wite Mari- 
amne , and-his mother in law Atrxanara, with the Sanhedrin of the 72 Senators, 
and ſers up the golden eagle over the porch of the Temple. 

Auguſtus took order tor furniſhing the city yeerly with corn, from Egypt he 
ſent honeſt and able Proconſulc into all the Provinces, he reformed the Senat, 
and reduced the number of Senatorsto 600, Hee gave order to the Prieſts to 
tranſcribe the genuine Bookes of the Sibyls, and to burne the ſuppolititious: he 


overthrew the houſe of Yeadrus Pollio, for teeding his lampreys with mens fleſh: _ 


hee maintained a ſtrong guard over himſelfe, to prevent the miſchievous plots 
of male-contents, who deſired to build themſclves upon the ruines of the State;for 
ſo many conſpiracies were intended againſt him,that he ſometimes reſolved to be- 
take himſelf to a private life. Yet of his guard he maintained bur three cohortes 
within the city. He gave liberty tothe Jews cvery where in Aſia and Cyrenc, 
ro uſe their own religion. He was fo grieved for the lofle of Yarws with his three le- 
gions in Germany;tha: ſometimes he would bear his head againſt the wall, crying 
out O Yarns,reſtore the Legions. He would not be called Domnus,or Lord by any. 

Herod rebuilt Samaria and called it Sebaſte from Auguſtns,he beautified Twrris 


Stratoxia and called it Ceſariazhe erected many Towers, and placed Garriſons in 38 


them to keep the Jews from rebelling, he furniſhed the country with corn from E- 
oypt,in time of famine, he marries the daughter of S:mwox Boethns , and beſtowes 
on hum the Prieſthood , Fe builds a Temple to n= near Panea, by the ſprings 
of Jordan, and to keep the Jews from ſtirring at this Idolatry, he remits to them 
the third part of their tribute, and to make ſome ſhew of picty in the midſt of his 
impierics, inthe 18 year of his reign, he inlargeth the Temple with a magnifi- 
cent build ng call&d the Court of the Gentle), becauſe they mightenter thither, ir 
was 100 Cubits long, and 120 high with large porches,and marble pillars,the out- 
ward work was 8 ycars in building,a year and 5 months more were ſpent in the in- 
ward ornaments ; it was finiſhed the 28 year of his reign, 9 yeares * 

aſſumed the Temple of his body in the Virgines wombthe had 9 wives and many 
children ; he murthered his two ſons Ar:ſtobulws and Alexander being fallly accu- 
ſed by Salome his ſiſter, and Antipater their brother by the fathers ſide, which 
Amipater was afterward alſo put to death by Herod : thus was he the butcher of 
Hyrcanus his father in law, of Alexandra his mother in law,of Mariampe his wife 
and of his own 3 ſons, ſo that as A»guſtns ſaid , it had beene better to be Herods 
ſwine,then his ſon. 

Whileſt Herod is thus raging againſt his own bowels, our bleſſed Redeemer 
Jeſus Chiiſt is born of a pure Virgine ; the report of whoſe birth did ſo trouble 
Herod, that he cauſed all the Bethlemitiſh children under two years old to be mur- 
thered; and before the expirationof the ſame year he died, being tortured ſolo 
with his rotten body, crawling with wormes before his death,that he would h__ 
killed himſelfe, had he not been prevented by his friends, he dyed the 70 yeare of 
his age, andthe 34 of his reign; having 5 dayes before murthered his wicked ſon 
Antipater,he left the kingdometo Archelazs and the Tetrarchie to Herod Antipas, 


but A»guſtus divided the kingdome into twoparts, to Archelaus he gave one parr,

Agrippe Anguſt us his ſon in law by the helpof T iberizs Nero, and Druſus Ger- 
maxicus brought under the Germans, Pannonians, Dalmatians, and Rhetians, A4- 
grippe being dead, Trberixs is made tellow Tribune with A»g»ſts,bur being offen- 
Ned at the ſhining vertues of C4jws and Zacizs, having asked leave of Ceſar,went to 
Rhodes,where he remained 8 years : theſe two Cajws and Lucius were Auguſtus his 
nephews. Druſ#s & Tiberius were his ſons in law. Pruſzs dyed inthe 30 year of his 
life : Trberius ufidertook his charge in Germany, which he made a ſtipendiary pro- 
vince. Cajus Ceſar _—_— his nephew by L:via being wounded in Armenia, 
where he ſpent moſt of his time , returned in his old age to Italy, where he dyed 
20at Lycia or Limyra, his brother Lucis in his journey to Spain dyed at Maſlylia, 

Tiberius therefore with his brother Agrippe are adopted by Auguſtus: but Agrip- 
pa was afterward rejected, ſo in Tiberius alone remained the hope of ſucceſſion, he 
ſubducd utterly the Dalmatians, Marcomans, Pannonians,and other barbarous na- 
tions : but 2uintilins Yarns being too ſecure was defeated by the Germans, under 
Arminius their Captain; which overthrow ſo troubled Aves ws,that he appointed 
watch and ward over all the city,and our of ſorrow ſuffered his hairs and beard ro 
overgrow, yet this Arminius was quelled by Tiber;ns,who beyond the Rhene de- 
ſtroycd all with fire and ſword. 

Anguſtus ſends his nephew Germanicus the ſon of Dr»ſ#s into Germany,and ap- 
Zopoints T iberivs for Tllyricum, but at Nola falling fick he recals Tiberizs now in his 
journey,with whom he had ſecret conference a long time. He deſired his friends to 

ive him a Plazadite,if he had ated his part wel on the ſtage of Morrality;ſo having 
Fid farewell to Liv14 his wife , who (as it's thought) poyſoned him with figs, he 


departed the 76 year of his lite,the 57 year of his Empire, 8 44 years after the A- 3985; 
tian war. He was a moderate wiſe,and fortunate Prince; he addedtothe Empire 7.C.766. 
pt, Pannonia, Aquitania, Rhetia,the Vindelici neighbours of Rhetia, with all z, C. 24; 


the Sea ports of Pontus: he ſubdued the Germans, the Daci: he recovered Ar- 
menia from the Parthians ; he was honoured with gifts from Scythia and Judia : 
he. made Galatia a Province; he made Rome marble,which before was brick; he 
go creed a ſtately porch and Bibliothec in his Palatine houſe ; he appointed warch- 
men, who all ni fo went abour, to __—_— city from firing : he wentinto all the 
Provinces himſelf except Africa and Sardinia: he def id the title of Lord,and 
lighted all Libels caſt our againſt kim. He was mercifull ro his enemies, for hee 
made Cornelius Conſul, though he plotted ro murther him. He loved Mecenas 
deerly, even when he called him carzifex or Butcher, and upon that word from 
him roſe up, and would not pronounce the ſentence of condemnation againſt ſome 
traitors. He was modeſt in apparell , wearing no other, bur what his wife, ſiſter, 
daughters and neeces made. He was temperate in his dyet, ſparing in wine, an 
honourer and lover of learning, he was a good ſcholar himſelf, and wrote divers 
5o radars, he left a aan. whole Empire.a liſt of all the ſouldiers in pay, of 
the money in the treaſury, and of the ſums that were due. -He erected an Altar 
in the Capitoll (to God the firſt begotten) ſending to the Pythian oracle to know 
of his ſuccefſour ; he was anſwered, that an Hebrew child ſtopped his mouth, and 
commanded him to return again to hell. Whereupon the Gentile oracles cealcd, 
rp giving place to light. In the 42 year,or as others ſay in the 41.year of his 
reign Chriſt was OT Quirinss, or as the Evangeliſt ſaith, Cyren1us being Pre- 
fident of Syria, who was afterward ſent to confilcate Archelaws his goods _ 
reigne 
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reigned in Judea,Idumea, and Samaria, as his brothet Herod Amipas in Galilee 
and Perza:their mother was Marthace a Samaritan. Phil;p was Tetrarch of Tra- 
chonitis and Baranza. 

The inſurrection of the Jews againſt Archelaus, gave occaſion to Tudas, Simon 
and other ampitious ſpirits,under p__s of liberty to ſet up a King of their own, 
but they were quickly ſuppreſled y Quaintilius Yarus who afterward was killed in 
Germany;he with three legions,and Arabians Auxiliaries appeaſed them,and cru- 
cified about 2000 of the rebels. Much about this time Chriſt being 12. yeares of 
age diſputed with the Doctors in the Temple, 1udes a Galitean becauſe of the Ro- 
man taxes perſwaded the Jews to deny the pa yment thereof , reaching thar they ; , 
were a free people,and that no morrall ſhould call himſelf Prince or Lord. Hence 
began the Se& of the Zelotes , which maintained this dodrine with their lives , 
forcing men by the ſword to embrace it , in maintaining of which they were fa 
ſtiffe,that no torments could force them nor their children to recant.

temporary,then premeditate counſels. Our of his pretended modeſty, he would not 
at firſt be called Emperor, nor Pater Patrie, and becauſe he knew that the armics 49 
would have had Germanicusto be Emperor,which he modeſtly refuſed, he ſubmits 
ted himſelf to the Senates eleRionzhe _ by injurious language,ſaying that in 4 
free State tongues ſhouldbe free.

dome of Cappadocia after the death of old Archelass into the form of a Province. © 
The fourth year of Tiberius, Germanicws triumphed over divers German nations, 
between the Rhene and Albis nowcalled Elbe or Elve ;  Dr»ſus Ceſars ſoniis ſent 
to Germany to be trained up in the wars, and to appeaſe the Germans, now at civil 
wars amongſt themſelves. Ar this time 12 cities of Aſia were overthrown with 


earthquakes ; of thele he repaired Philadelphia, Magneſia, and Apollonia. Ger- 
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manicus inthe Eaſt endeavoured to re-enthrone Yonon the Parthian,thruſt our by Ax. Mund?

rary death, and (elf-murther. Dolobefa defired and deſerved the honour of artri- 
umph, for {upprefling Tacfaronas, who by the help of the King of the Garaman- 
tes, committed great outrages in Africa z but Sejanus denyed him this honour , 

ho and conferred it on Tunivs Bleſus, his uncle, who had not defeated and killed the 
enemy as Dolobella did: he countenanceth and rewardeth informers, he animates 
the ſon to accuſe the father. 2, Yibins Cerenus was fallly accuſed by his own ſon, 
thar he meant to raiſe war in Gallia, and to deſtroy the Prince. Cerrlius Cornutus 
once Pretor, being alſo falſly accuſed of ſending many to raiſe a rebellion , killed 
himſelf. Cremutius C ordus was accuſed for prayling M. Brutus in his Annales 
which he publiſhed, and for ſaying that Caſſius was thelaſt of the Romans, who 
after he had clecred him ſelf, wenr out of the Senate and ended his life by abſti- 
nence. Order was given by the Senate that the Aediles ſhould burn his books, 
which notwithſtanding were pteſerved.

Tiberius commending the goodneſlc of the Apples that were {ct down be- 


fore him,gave one of them to his daughter 1n law, which ſhe would not taſte, but 


d&clivercd it to one of the waters. 


Ceſar pretending to_gedicate a Temple to [= mod at Capua, and another to 
Aneruſtrs at Nola,renfoved to Campania,purpoſely to be far trom the City,that ſo 


the ſuſpition of his cfuelties and gone might be concealed,in reipect of place, 
though not of deeds : that he might make his majeſty more terrible by that great 
diſtance ; and to avoid his mothers company, whom he had made his colleague in xg 
his government : therefore he ſhut him {c|f upin the Iſle of _ » Where hee 
ſtayed not long, being recalled by the people thence,upon the fal of an Amphithea- 
ter at Fidenz, where 500co men were lain, He having ſhewed himlelte to the 
people, returned again tothe.Ifland, where he remained 11. years, in all which 
time there were no Preſidents of the Provinces, nor Tribunes of the ſouldicrs 
changed. Spain and Syria were ſome years without Couſular Legats,or Leivete- 
nant Depurtes, he ſuffered Artabayws the Parthian to poſlefle Armemia,the Dact- 
ans and Sarmatians to waſt Mefia and the Germans to ſpoil Gallia, to the great 
diſhonour and danger of the Empire. 

The beginning of the year was polluted by the ſhameleſſe murther of Titus, , 
$ab11.u5 an hcnorable Cert'eman,for his affe&tionto Germaniews,and his family,he 
was er:trapped by Lat:arrs and others to ſpeake ſome words in commendation of 
Germay ics, the aſfiictions of whoſe family he bewayled ; as alſo the miſgoyern- 
ment of Sejazns. Vpon this heis preſently accuſed, condemned, and haled to Ti- 
beris with his garment turned over his head, where he was drowned, though his 
dog inthe water ſtrove to keep his maſters body from ſinking,bur in vain,this was 
done-on tlie Calends of January : not long after died 1u{:4 Auguſta, or Livia Ti- 
berins his mother ; who neither did viſit her in her fickneſſe,nor with his preſence 
honour her tunerall, on which he would ſuffer no coſt to be beſtowed as the Senar 
had intended;ſhe being gone who held in the exorbirances of Tiberius and Sejanns, 30 
now a gate is opencd for all wickednefſe and oppreſſion. Men durſt nor viſit or 
confer withtheir neighbours and friends, for tear of ſuſpition. Agr:ppina is accuſed 
of plotting with the Army, wherefore ſhe is baniſhed, her cye beat out by a Cen- 
turion, and at laſt famiſhed ro death. Nero and Druſus herſons arc alſo accuſed as 
encmics, and both ſtarved with hunger , Nero in Pontia an Ifland in the Tyrrhen 


Sca,and _— in the Palace. 
Whileſtthe world groanes under the tyranny of Tiberivs, Tohn Baptift rhe ſon 


* of Zacharias the High Prieſt preacheth repentance to the Jewes, and baptizeth 


them,ſhewing that the Lambe of God was comming to take away the ſinnes of the 
world, 8 who ſhould baptize them with water and with the Holy Ghoſt. Then he 40 
baptizeth Chriſt in Jordan,who being declared by the voice of God from heaven, 
and by the fitting of the Holy Ghoſt upon him in the form of a dove, was carried , 
into the wildernefle to be tempted by Satan, whom having foiled he goeth to Ga- 
lilee, and chooſeth his Diſciples, with whom he goeth to Cana, and there at a mar- 
riage turncth water into wine : thence to Jeruſalem, and at the Feaſt of Eaſter 
purgettithe Temple of buyers and ſellers: from thence he goeth again into Gali- 
lee,when he underſtood that John was caſt into priſon by Herod Antipes , for re- 
proving his inceſt with his brother Philips wite , taxing the ingratitude of his 
country,he gocth to Capernaum,where he heals a Rulers ſon, Peters mother in 
law, with many others,thence going about into other Titics, he preacherththe Go» 
ipcll,and worketh miracles. 

The next year he went up to the Feaſt of Eaſter : then he cured him that lay at 
the pool of Betheſda 38 years. He vindicates his Diſciples from breaking the Sab- 
bath.He ſends abroad his Apoſtles to preach and cure diſcaſes, He heals the Cen- 
turions ſervant,and reſtores the widows ſon at Naim to life : ſo he did the daugh- 
ter of 7a;7%s,he caſterh out divels,and rebuketh the windes.In the mean time Herod 


atthe intreaty of Herodras,bcheaderh Tohn Bapriſt, for which cruelty he was juſtly 
puniſhed 
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puniſhed with the terrour of an evill conſcience, thinking Chriſt had been then ri- Az. Mundi

Butthe miracles at his death, and his glorious 
Reſurrection the 3. day, his 40 days converſation with his Diiciples, and his a- 
ſcenſion to heaven, ſhew;thar he was a king indeed ; but not of this world. There- 
fore the better toadvance his Ipirituall kingdome, eleven days after his aicention,

At Rome ſuch cruclties were exerciſed by Sejanws, that many brgve men killed 
themſelves : his flatterers ſacrificed to him,as well as to Tiberizs, and (wore by his 
Genius, So great was his power,that Tiberi#s grew jealous of him; therefore he 
ſent letters privately tothe Senat,to impriſon Sejaxus, which was done according- 
'£ by Regulus the Conſul, and Laco captain of the watch, His Images are broken 


4o down and melted. He was flung down from the top of the Gemonian ladders, and 


his body dragged up and down the ſtreets by the people z days rogether: his chil- 
dren were condemned todie. His daughter which was promiſed to C/and/us his 
ſon,is firſt defloured by the hangman, then ſtrangled, tor it was not lawfull to pur 
a virgin to death. All his friends were cither ſlain, or baniſhed, or diſgraced ; and 
his body flung at laſt into Tibris. After his death Tiberivs was more crucll then be- 
fore, by which it appeared that Sejaxws was but the inſtrument of his cruelty, The 
Statue of liberty notwithſtanding is erected in the Forum 3 a prelage that Rome 
ſhould be ere long freed from Tehlerins his tyranny z who being delired by Gallas 
Aſinins whom he had condemned to dy.,that he would haſten his death he anſwer-

reatlove the City boreto Germanicss _ by Piſo, whoſe death was much- 
Cd by the Romans. His parents and brothers were- murthered by Tiberiss. 
It was ſaid of Calignla,that he was a good ſervant, bur a bad maſter ; for he was 
very obſequious to Tiberius. Ar firſt he ſhewed ſome tokens of goodnefle by cal- 
ling home the baniſhed and condemned Cirtizens,and freely pardoning them. By 
giving full power tothe Senat ro determine all matters without appeal to him. He 
{lighted the information of a plot intended againſt him;ſaying, he fearedno plots, 
having never wronged any man hitherto. He baniſhed Antipas to Liqns with his 
concubin Herodias,being accuſed of oppreſſion by Agrippa. 

Bur he was an enemy to Chriſt, in perſecuting him in his members;whom Tibe- 36 
rius would have honotred as a God, when he defired the Senat to admit him a- 
mong their Gods. Cajws alſo commanded his own image, with thoſeot the heathen 
Gods to be erected in the Temple of Jeruſalem.He perſecuted theJews,&rejeted 
their Petition,and Philo their agent : he beſtowed on Herod Agrippa golden fet- 
ters in lieu of his iron ones,becaulſc he wiſhed the ſudden death of Tiber:#s who im- 
priſoned him, and the ſucceſſion of Caligula, then made him king over Philips 
and Ly finias tetrarchy : he eres a temple to himſelf, and in it his own image, 
which he clothed dayly inthe ſame habit he went in himſelf: he would make ſhew 
of conference with 1»p:ter, as if he had been his equall. He appointed Pricſts and 
ſolemne ſacrifices for himſclf .He commanded Petron:us Preſident of Judzato de- 46 
dicate the Temple of Jeruſalem to his deity : which upon the Jews importunity 
Petroxins refuſcd to doe ; wherefore he is condemned todye by Cajws. But before 
he heard of this ſentence Cajus was flain. He threatned deſtruction torhe Jews of 
Alexardria being accuſed by Appion the Grammarian, but Philo pleaded tor their 
innocency, and comforted them with the afſurance of Gods affiſtance when mans 
help is turtheſt off, which fell out to'be true upon the death of this monter, who 
ſpared not his own brother T:berins, whom he murthers treacherouſly by a Tri-

It off at one blow. Whoſe common phraſe was, Let thems hate _ they fear me. He 
complained that in his time there were no publick calamities,as-fire,peſtilence, fas

Hee made the great Aquedudts called from him Aque Claudie, fur- 
niſhing the City with water, whoſe ſprings were 40-miles off. Bur he was unhap- 
py in his wife Meſſalina, an inſatiable beaſt, committing uncleannefte withour 
ſh: mc or moderation with people of both ſexes: which occaſioned Clandivs to give 
himſelf alſo to unlawfull pleaſures and luſts : and whileſt he was art Oſtia with his 
Concubines, ſhe at Rome publickly marryed with C. $i4z4s : for which cauſe hee 
put her to death: and withall aboliſhed all ſtrange religions in Iraly,and fupprefled 
the Druides,and advanced the ancient Aruſpices. | 

In Parthia were great civill wars. Gotharces intending to kill his brother Aria» 
barns invaded the kingdome, The Parthians fearing his cruelty ſet up his othier 
brother Bardaxes ; who having raiſed an army meant to march as ſoon as he 
had taken Seleucia, which he was then befieging : But in the mean while Go» 
tharFes ſtrengthened himſelfe , and Meherdetes King of Aflyria did feiſe upon 
Armenia. Bur ſhortly after common danger made the brothers friends. B4rdawes 
is hindred by Yib:45 Marſus Legat of Syria, from Armenia: he was afterward 
killed by his own followers,as he was hunting. . GotharFes for his riotouſnefle is 
hated of the Parthians, who weary of his tyranny,ſend private petitions to C/a- 
4:5, belceching him tocſtabliſh Meherdates the fon of Phraates, in his Fathers 3g

' which is the age of a man ; yet Clandias cauſed ghem to be proclaimed ſixty cight, 


others ſay ſixty three years after they had been ated by Avgufws. Abour this 
time Clardrms placeth a King over the Cheruſci, a people in Germany,who was 
deſcended of Arminius, but bred in Italy. He ſends Corbuloto ſuppreſle the re- 
belling Frifians. The Hed in Gallia (now the ſeat of the Burgundians) had the 
priviledge of Senators in Rome. The army being purged and muſtered, which was 
called in Rome condere Inſtrum , and was performed every fift year, there were 
found at this time 69 hundred, and 44 thouſand Citizens. Mefaliza being dead, 4g 
Claudixs his tree men ruled there; chiefly Poſidio his Eunuch, Polybins,whom he 
ſer berween the Conſuls; Pafas,whom he honoured with Pretorian robes, and 
Narciſſus his Secretary. When he complained of the poverty of his Exchequer, it 
was anſwered, that he ſhould be rich cnough, if his Zeberrs or Free-men would 
admit him into their company. Theſe tyranniſed over the people, and cauſed the 
old man to fall in love with his brothers daughter 7#{;ja Agrippina. Pallas the 
maker of this inceſtuous match having had the uſe of her body, cauſed Claudivs to 
adopt her ſon by Domitins Aenobarbus;he was called Nero, 8 became both ſon and ; 
ſon in law to Clandius, tothe overthrow of Germanicus, whom he ___ of Meſſas | 
lina. This Agrippina ſent a Colonic tothat Ciry of the Ybi3, which trom her was... 
called Colonia Agrippin:. Upon a fecond tumult of the people for want of corn, e 
Claudins hardly eſcaped with his life. In his reign, faith Pliny,was feen the Pha 
ix in Egypt; but Tacitss will haveitin the reign of Tiberius, which was the 34 
year of Chriſt, ſhortly after his reſurreion, who is the true Phoenix, Bur 
I have elſewhere proved that the Phanix is no fabulous bird.

- The Jews and Samari- 
tans inveterare enemies, were/animated by their Governours, Cumaxus prefident 
of judza, and Felrx of Samaria, ro moleſt cach other by inroades, which they 
did, ſometimes ſpoiling and killing each other in ambuſhes , ſometimes in open 
battell. Bur 2adyaras rhe Governour of Syria {crthe Province at quietneſle, 


10 and revenged the death of the Roman ſouldiers,then being authoriſed by Clandins 


ro puniſh the Procurators if guilty. He condemned Cumanws, but advanced Felix 
into the Tribunall among the Judges, though both were equally guilty, Cuma- 
us is {ent tro Rome with Ananias the High Prieſt, and Ananus the Captain, 
Claudins the 12 year of his reign beſtowed Iurea and Trachonitis on Agrip- 
p4 the younger.

He removed Pal/as her ta- 
vorite, and match maker with Clad: ws, from all Government ;'and being jealous 
of Britannics the true ſon of Claudius, who was now 14 years old, and of a to- 
wardly diſpoſition, and whom Agripp/na threatned to eſtabliſh tn the On 
Nero by the help of Locuſta a naughty woman, poyloned him; who falling dowt 
dead at thedrinking thereof,made all at the table amazed : but Mero,as if he knew 
nothing,gave out that he was ſubject to the Falling ſickneſle; Burt the ſame night 


he cauicd his body to be burned , and tobe buricd in Camps Martires , at which 20 


time there were tuch ſtorms and ſhowres, that the people took this for an evill 
preſage : he rewarded Locuſta, Then he went about in ſervill apparell, among the 
bawdy houſes, where he received many a knock,which he bore patiently, becauſe 
he would not diſcover himſelf. He allowed to YValerins Maſſala, and other decayed 
gentlemen yearly ſtipends. Wars between the Romans and the Parthians increaſed 
dayly, under Domtins Corbulus about Armenia, which had been conquered by 
Lucullus and Pomp:y, but now fallen off, Ar laſt Tiridates King thereof was 
by the help of Antiochus Comager us, and Pharaſmenus forced to yeeld to Cor- 
bulo after he had taken Aitaxata the chickte City, and evencd it with the 
round. 
n After this Nero being taken withthe love of Poppes firſt made her his Con- 
cubine (her husband Salvizs 0tho conſenting toit) then he marryed her, having 
firſt murthered his own wife 0&av1a the daughter of Claudius. About this time 
the Friſian Embaſſadours at Rome, perceiving [that in Pompeys Amphitheater 
the Embaſſadours of thoſe Nations who were faithfull to Rome, ſat among the 
Senators ; they alſo ſat down, ſaying that no nation was more faithfull ro Rome 
then the German, which was taken well by the ſpectators. About the ſame time 
alſo the Hermunduri quarrelling with the Carti, both being German people a» 
bout Salt pits, the- Catti were overthrown. Poppea often ſolicited Nero to

make away his mother, as if ſhe intended his death. Therefore he pur her'in a ſhip 40 


that could cafily fall a ſunder inthe Sea ; but having eſcaped that danger, he cau- 
ſed Anicetws his freed man to murther her.

Ne- 
ro alſo was the firſt that perſecuted the Chriſtians openly in the 10 year of his 
reign. Paul is accuſed by the Jews before the Deputy of Achaja, and is by him 
abſolyed. From thence he went to Epheſus , then to Jeruſalem, and then at An- 
tioch be told Peter, that none ſhould be compelled to Spoon who had ſub- 
mitted themſelves to Chriſt : having confirmed the Diſciples through Galatia 
and Phrygia,he returneth to Epheſus where he layeth his hands on the 12 men 
whom Apolcs had baptized ; and they ; with firy tongues. Then he diſputed 
in the ſchool of Tyrannss, _ handkerchers and aprons he wrought mira- 
cles confirming the Goſpell in Aha. So that the books of Exorciſts were burned, 
and the worſhip of D:ans at Epheſus overthtowne ; ar which Demerrivs the 
Silver-ſmirh ſtormed, and raiſed a tumulr, out okwhich Pa#/ eſcaped,and went 
to Macedonia, leaving there Timothy,to whom he wrote an Epiſtle, and another

Jeruſalem 30 years. Ananias being depoſed for his lewdneſſe, Agrippa (ets up Teſs 
the ſon of Damnens, ahd ſhortly after another Feſus ſonne of Gamaliel, which 
cauſed civill quarrels, Albinus governed Tudea a while ryrannically , ro whom 34 
ſucceeded Geſſius Florns, as great an oppreſſour as the former ; who laughed ar 
the Iews Petition which they preferred ro Gallus Deputy of Syria, againſt him. 
Florns exaſperated the Iews by his ſacriledge, and they him by railing and upbraid- 
ing ſpeeches, denying to deliver up the chief authors as was demanaged , where- 
fore the ſouldicrs plundered the city and killed divers. The Iewes finding no re- 
dreſle of their opprefſions, about the 12 year of Neyo,fell upon the caſtle Maſſada, 
and killed all the Romans in it. Zl/eaFer Nephew of Anne the High Prieſt who 
mocked Chriſt, perſwaded the Prieſts not td ſacrifice any more for Ceſar. Agrip- 
p4's garriſon of korſe is driven out of the city,and the Roman Garriſon contrary co 
taith and promiſe murthered. Ananias the Prieſt, with divers others are killed for 3® 
perſwading-them to moderation. Upon the ſabbath day 20000 TIews are lain ar 
Ceſarea. Art Alexandria 50000 Iews were deſtroyed 3 the Greeks and the Syrians 


' that dwelt among the Jews went to wrack. Thus beganthe war that utterly ruined 


the Jewiſh nation, preſaged ſome yeers before by the Sword comet hanging over 
the city a whole year;by a ſudden light that ſhincd in the Temple tor halt an hower 


at Eaſter; by the brazen caſt gate of the Temple, which flew open of it ſelf, and a 
voice was heard, ſaying : Depart hence, Armed men were ſcen in the air. One Feſus 
the ſon of Ananus tor divers yearscryed out woe to Teruſalem, and with this woe in 
his mouth he dyed. 
Gallus Govyernour of Syria, came afore Jeruſalem withan Army, but was repul- 46 
ſed with the loſſe of 5000 foot, and 1000 horſe. The Jews encouraged with this 
ſucceſle,leavy new Forces,chooſe new Commanders, and commir the care of both 
Galilces ro Ananvs the Pricft, and Toſephus the ſon of Matthias, But the Chriſti- 
ans got our of Judea by times, fearing the ſudden ruine of that countrey. Yeſpa- 
ſtan famous for his ſucceſſe in Britanny and Germany, is ſent by Nero into Syria. 
His ſon Tituswas his Legat or Deputy. Sepphoris the chiete city of Galilee , 
opened their gates to Yeſpaſian: there quickly he got an army of 60000 our 
ot Agypt, Syria, and the neighbouring places. 7 oſephs Forces being too weake 
to make refiſtance, Gadara is taken, then Japha where 15000 Galileans are ſlain, 
the Samaritans on Mount Garizim are defeated by Sextus Cerealis , where the 50 
loſt 11000 and 600.

When the ſouldiers demanded of him a donative, he anſwered thar, 
Hee uſed to chooſe, not to buy ſouldiers, Which ſpeech was very diſtaſttull,for the 
3oſouldicrs uſcd to receive from their Generalls donatives or military rewards, 
which was cither Adorea a meaſure of corn, or a chain, or abraceler, or horſe- 


trappings , or haſta para, a ſpear withour an iron point z or cl{c garlands. There- 
fore as Galba was never too well loved by the ſouldiers , ſo now hee is extreamly 


hated ; and ſo muchthe more, becauſe he was now altogether ruled by Cornelius 
Laco, Ti. Vinins, and Tcelus, all three infamous , the firſt for / ma the ſecond for 
covetouſneſle, and the third for fluggiſhneſle. Theſe three in ſcorn were called Gal- 
ba's pedagogues or tutors. He was ſlain by the ſouldiers inthe Forum, as hee 
came to appeaſe the tumulr of 0tho's Legions, who would have himto be Em- 
perour, His head was cut off by a private fouldier, and carrye& about on a pole, 
4O that Otho might ſce it ; but be deſired rather to ſee the head of Licinins i 
whorn Galba had adopted, and — to have made him his ſuccefſour in the 
Empire, This head alſo was brought to othos and Galba's three tutors were 
killed, Thus ended Galba being 73 years old, and having reigned 7 months:the. 
Senat would have erected a ſtatue tor him , but Yeſpſian hindered it , becauſe 
he had heard that Galba had employed ſome ſouldiers ro murther him in Indea. 
0tho ſucceeded, but reigned nor above three months, he perceiving that Galb« 
preferred Piſo to him ; partly by bribes, partly by fair words, induced the ſouldi- 
ers being angry with Galba,to murther him, and then to conter the Empire on him- 
ſelf. - Bur ſhortly after hearing thar Yitellius was made Emperor in Germany by 
50 his ſouldiers : he reſolved to end the controverfic ina battell. Three bartels were 
fought, in which 0tho had the better : . But in the fourth he was defeated; and 
then our of impatience, he ſlew himſelf, the 38 year of his age, to the grear grict of 
the people , who had great hopes of his good government. He was ſo well be- 
loved of his ſouldiers,that divers of them, looking on his dead body killed them- 
ſelves:in his younger years(its thought)he was Nero's Caramir, 8 rival for Poppes. 
Anlns Vitellius returning vitorto Rome, was ſaluted Emperor by the Senar. 
In his younger dayes Tiberius made uſe of him for his body, Cajus for his skill in 
| charioting 
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icing. He was ſo poor, when 


LAWS. be was ſentto Galbato Germany, that he was fain toler our his houſe and ro ſhut 
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up his wifc and children in a hired chamber : he was ſo kinde tothe ſoulciers, that 
they choſe him Emperour, but when he was viewing the dead bodies in the camp 
where Orho's army was defeated, he ler fall an unſavoury word more —_—_ 

to the car. then the dead carcaſſes were tothe eye : A ſlain enemy ſmels well, but 4 
citizen better, He made himſelf perperuall Conſul : he was a notorious glutton. 
His brother Y:te/lins beſtowed a ſupper on him, at which beſides other cheer there « 
were 7000 birds and 2000 fiſhes. He barborouſly murthered Sabinns Yeſpaſtens 
brother, with all the Flavians inthe Temple of the Capitol], by ſerting it on fire 19 
whileſt they were in it; wherefore the Syrian, and Pannonian, and M x(1an ſouldicrs 

fel off trom him to Feſpaſian. As the Spaniſh had done before ro Galba,the Pretori- 
anto Otho, and and the German to Vitellius; who had uſed all meancs poſhble to 
keep the fouldiers faſt to him , bur in vain z wherefore ſeeing himſelf circumven- 
red by bis enemies, and forſaken by his friends, he hid himſelf, in the palace, bur 
being drawn out thence, was carried about naked , with his hands bound behinde 
him, and with the point of a ſword his chin held up, that all might ſee his impu- 
dent face, which the people defaced with dungand dirt, and ſo is dragged tothe 
Gemonian ladders, and « we is beat to death with innumerable blowes. Having 
lived 57 years, and reigned 8 moneths, he with his ſon and brother are drowned in3® 
Tiber. 

In this civill war Cremona was burnt and ſackt after it had ſtood 286 years, 
no thing was left untouched, but the Temple of Mephitis or goddeflſe of ſtink, 
which ſtood without the wall. In the ciry were killed 50000. In Iudza fire 
and ſword raged every where, chiefly at Icruſalem.. One Fohannes ſonne of 
Livins, and one Simon, two (editious ring; leaders filled the Temple with bloud 
and dcad bodies. 4. 5s underſtanding the good ſucceſſe his Army had in 
Iraly againſt the Vitcllians, made haſt homeward, and leaves his ſon Titvs, with 
ſome choice Regiments to ſubdue Ieruſalem; almoſt ſubdued by inteſtine 
Wwarss : 

The ſhort but furious ſtorm of civill war being overblown , there ſucceeds a 
ſudden ſerenity under Flavins Veſpaſianus,who had been Deputy in Germany un- 
der Claudius: and had fought 30 barrels with the Britains, One time being in Ne« 
ro's company he was like to have been killed by him, becauſe he gave no better car 
ro his muſick whileſt he was ſinging : as he was concealing of himſelf from Nero's 
fury, the government of Iudza, with an army is conferred on him. Whileſt 0rho 
and Vitel{;us were tearing the Roman State in peeces, he was incouraged by his 
friends ro undertake the Empire, which he refuſed, till Tiberins Alexander preſi- 
dent of Egypt,had revolted to him with his Legions;whoſe example others follew- 
ed : and ſoar laſt being perſwaded by Mxciapus promiſing him the aid of his Army, 40 
he reſolved to venture : the armies of Egypt, udza,Syria,ſiear allegiance to him, 
Sohemus, Amiechus, Agrippa, all powerfull Princes and Commanders ; Queen 
Berenice a\ſo with all the Provinces of Afiaand Achaia proffer their afliſtance , be- 
fides he is animated by the prieſts, Aruſpices, and divers prodigies, chicfly of a ' 
cypreſle tree which fell down, and the next day roſe up again of it ſelf in his ground, 
more green and fragrant then before. Antonins primws alfo a ſtour Commander 
under Galba, having the command of the 5. Legion, ſubmits to Yeſpaſien,with ma- 
ny other Legions, Fulius Sabinus who had named himſelf _ ay hid 9 ycars 
together under ground in a cave with his wife, by whom he had two ſons, this vain 
man withan army of male-contents,ſer upon the Sequanians, andis beat by them 50 
in his flight he ſet the village on fire,where he hid him ſelf a while, ſo that it was 
rage. c had burnt himſelf, till now that he was found, and put to death for 
olly, | 

Terulalem inthe mean time is torn with three faftions, to wit, of Simons and 

Fohns who had the wals and city, and of E/eaFars in the Temple. Which Fohn 
ot poſleſſion of, by mm off EleaFars Forces. Titus ſat down before the wzls; 


the beficgers made divers fallics, but were ſtill beat back with loſſe - the $amine 
within 
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within was great; for being the time of unlcavened bread, mulritudes of people Ar. Mundt 
had flocked thither, So great was the famine,that from the midſt of Aprill ro the W/W 
firſt of July, there dyed within the wals above 70o00co : ſome were glad to eat 
their own execrements, ſome their own children. Many fled out of the city, of 
which number 200: in one night had their _—_— ript by the ſouldicrs, thinking 
they had hid their gold there. Ar laſt the city being intrenched round about was 
taken'the 8. of Auguſt. And two dayes after the Temple(which Tix#s would have 
ſaved but could not)was burned with multitudes of people in it. In one porch there 
were burned 6000. there dycd inall 11 hundred 1000, Of C3prives there were 
totaken 97000 as Foſephus who was preſent, witneſſeth. Titzs levelled all with the , 
ground, except a few towers, which hee ler ſtand to witneſle to poſterity, 
the ſtrength ot thar place. He burned and deſtroyed by wild beaſts 2500 Cap- 
nUVCcs. 4 
Titus returning to Rome had the honour of a Triumph beſtowed on his father 
and him:in this triumph was carrycd the golden table,8& golden candleftick and the 
Law,which was laid up afrerward inthe palace. The two chicf actors in the rebelli- 
on.$.m0x and Fohn,were both beheaded in the Forum.Cec:lius Baſſus took the two 
caſtles Herodion and Macherus, _—_ by ſtorm, partly by ſurrender. He few 
300Sthat fled into the woods: all the land of Judza was told by Ceſar, except 
20 Emaus, which was beſtowed upon 800 ſouldiers for their habitation. The di- 
drachma or 15 /. of our money, which by the law was payable to the Temple by 
every Jew above 20 years old, is commanded to be brought every year into rhe 
Capitoll - the caſtle Mafſada which held outlaſt, under Eleazer nephew of F#- 
das Galileus, who had 1000 ſouldiers in it, was let on fire by Flaw: Sylva; the 
garriſon within being deſperate killed one another,except ſome children, and rwo 
women that hid themſelves. So likewiſe divers Jews having fled to Egypt, ſuffer- 
ed all kind of tortures rather then they would acknowledge Ceſar for their Lord, 
who were notwithſtanding ſlaves to their own wills and wickednefſe. This obſti- 
nacy made Yeſpaſian deſtroy theJewiſhTemple at Heliopolis,which had ſtood 333 
Zoyears, fince it was built by 0xias.The Jews of Cyrene being ſeduced by one Fone- 
thas animpoſtor incurred the diſpleature of Catullws the Governour , who ſlew 
3000 of them; and accuſed as many more of rebellion both at Rome and Alexan- 
dria amongſt whom was Foſephus the hiſtorian, bur this tyrant miſerably died 
ſhortly after. | 

The Alani, a people originally Scythian, about this time breaking through the 
Caſpian ſtraigths, which are narrow paſlages eight miles in length through rocks, 
bur icarſe CSreoeh ofa cart. Fall upon Media and Armenia with tire and {word, 
ſo that Tiridates king of Armenia hardly eſcaped. Yeſpaſian denycd to aid the 
Parthians inthis caſe, being they were not under the protein of Rome. King 

40 Y ologeſes in his letter to Yeſpaſian cals himlſelfe king of kings. Which vain title 
Veſpaſiax reproves not, but returns it modeſtly to him in his anſwer. Now was 
Achaja, Licia, Rhodus, ByJantium, Samos, Thracia, Cilicia, Comagene made Pro- 
vinces. In his time divers Citjes were overthrown with carthquakes, which he re- 
ſtored. Not long before his death appeared a Comer, which ke merrily ſaid por- 
tended not his death, but rather the Parthian Kings,who wore long hair. 

Veſpaſian was a wiſe and moderate Prince. He ſer all things aright which were a- 
miſle. In his time the Temple of Fanxs is ſhut, which is now the {ixt time, ſince the 
beginning of Rome. In 120triumphs,never was it known that the Father and ſon 
triumphed in the ſame chariot till now. Neither fince the beginning of the Em- 

50 pire, had any Emperor a ſon which ſuccceded him, till Yeſpaſian. He paſſed by 
many wrongs, he never delighted in any mans death, but ſometimes wept, when 
the lentence of death was pronounced, He loved learned men , and appointed 
ycerly ſtipends our of the Exchequer for Rhetoricians of both languages. He 
placed many Garriſons in Cappadocia to keep out the incurſions of barbarous na- 
tons : by day he ſuffered the gates of his Palace to ſtand open without any guard. 
He was not moved with the icoffs of Demetrins Cynicus,bur ſlighted them,layings 
T uſe not to kill barking dogs, Only he was taxed for uſing ſo many wayes to raiſe

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4n.Muidj money, which he excuſed, by ſhewing how the Treaſures had been exhauſted by 
LS. the looinele of his predeceſiors : which mide him (ell parcons ſometimes, and uſe 
| his officers like ſpunges. When Tus reproved him for laying a tax upon urine, 
holding the money to ais noſe, he rold him that the money did not (ſmell, though 
the urine did. In his time L:zs Biſhop of Rome was martyred. He dyed of a flux, 
but would dyc ſtanding, it became an Emperor, he was 69 years old. 

Titns called alio $7 , the delight of mankinde, from his goodneſle ſo 

A. C. $0, named, was excellent both in literature and armes ; inall vertucs he exceeded his 

- father. In his younger years he was riotouſly and wantonly given, ſpending 

. much time idlely with Queen Berexice, that many were afraid he would have x9 
proved another Nero; bur on a ſudden he fo reformed himſelf and his Court, that 
he put away Berenice,and all about him that were lewdly afte&ed. He never took 
any thing by oppreſſion, and yetno Prince more munificent, He never ſuffered 
any Petitioner to depart without hope, ſaying : No man ought to depart ont of the 
Princes preſence with a ſad countenance. He confirmed all fayours granted by his 
ſuperiors to any, by one Edit. Whereas the former Emperors gave new Parents 
for every particular favour, as if they had been the firſt doners. One night ar = 
per calling to mind that he had not granted any favour that day, to any man, 
cryes out: Alas friends we have leſt a day. He was ſo mild that not = did he 
pardon two-prime men, that conſpired againſt him; bur at a publick ſhew he made 3© 
them ſit down by him, and calling for a tword, to try the edge of it, delivers it 
firſt tothe one, then to the other ; ſaying : Powers are given by fate, and in vaine 
doe men attempt any great attion, ont of fear to loſe, or hope 10 obtain. When he 
underſtood that his Frother Domitian intended treaſon againſt him, he told him 
weeping, that he needed not ſeek to obtain that by treachery, which he was to have of 
him willingly, and the rather becauſe he had already mode him his colleagne inthe 
Empire. He baniſhed all informers;z and relieved thoſe that were oppreſled , 
chicfly thoſe of Herculanum and Pompeii, which two zownes were overthrown 
with an Earthquake and the eruption of the hill Veſuvius, which in 7:t#s his time 
Aamed our 3 dayes and nights together. Where the older Plizy loſt his life in 30 
eaten too nere to ſearch the cauſe. The aſhes of this burning darkened the 
Sun, and were carryed as far as Rome, Africa, Syria, and Egypt. T:tus tothe 

reat grief of all good men dyed ſhortly aftcr, the Provinces grieving as if they

Flavins Demitianws making more haſt then good ſpeed to be Emperor, cauſed 
his brother to be ſtretched out for dead, beforethe breath was out of his body. In 
the beginning of his Government, he gave himſelf to catching and killing of gnats 
and flics, aSit he had wanted imployment: ſo'that one asking if Ceſar had any 
company with him, it was anſwered by YVibins Criſpae, not ſo much as a flye. He re- 40 
pudiated his wife, and then received her again. There was in him a ſtrange med- 
ly of vice and vertue; till at Jaſt his vices prevailed. He forbad the gelding of boys; 
he ſuppreſſed private ſtage-playes and Libels, puniſhing the Libellers. He thruſt 
Cecilins Rufinus out of the Senat becauſe he delighted in dancing, He ſuffered not 
whores toinherit: he puniſhed informers,ſaying ; 1hat not to puniſh ſuch, were to 
ncourage them. He was at firſt liberall and abhorred baſencſſe : he was fo skilfull 
in arching, that Fe could ſhoot his arrowes between ones fingers ſtretched out,and | 
not hurt t em. He was carefull in repairing of decayed Liberarics, and ſupplying 
of them with coppies from Alexandria and clſewhere.But he was of a crucll and 
herce nature,given to luſt alſo and wantonneſſe , which he ſhewed in his younger 50 

years,whileft his father and brother were abſent in Judxa,torthen he uſed to com- 
mit adultery with noble mens wives. 

Aſtrologers had torctold Demitian,that he ſhould be murthered;which made kim 
herce, and ſuſpitious of almoſt every man, He never loved any man but in ſherw, 
_ " =_ was ſuch, that with Caligula he aſſumed the title of Lord and God. 
ew tred tothe Je ws, made him rage alſo againſt Chriſtians, for under him was 

ccond perſecution, in which Fehr the Evangeliſt was baniſhed to the Ile 
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killed. He either baniſhed, or diſgraced, or murthered the prime mcn of the Se- 
nat. He flew his ncereſt kinſ{men, upon pretence that they favoured Chriſtianiry, 
Under bim Clemens loſt his life ; Fon followed thundering for 8 months, 
ſo often, that he cryed out, Let it new ftrike, whom it will, The Capitoll with 
therops of {ome other buildings, and his own chamber were thunder-ſtruck, His 
treaſury being exhauſted, he gave himſelf to rapine and extortion. He intended 
once to- have disbanded divers regiments and garriſons, to leſſen his charges, bur 
x0 fearing the incurſion of barbarous nations, he changed his minde , relolving to 
' maintain them with the ſpoil of +his people. He fo affrighted the Senators, that he 
ot from them a great ſum of money ; tor he invited them to a funerall ſupper, at 
which all the waiters and ſervants were {0 _ {ed with viſard;that in their gaſtly 
Jooks they repreſented Hobgoblins and Gho ts; which ſo affrighted the Senators 
that they looked tor preſent death. He committed inceſt with his brother Tirks his 
daughter Fulia. L. Antonius who had the charge of-High Germany, being pro- 
voked. by his wicked life, and ſome diſtaſtfull language, revolted ; but Domitian 
having overthrown him by Norbanns Appins, and L. Maximus, grew more in- 
ſolent and cruell then ever. It's thought that he poyſoned that excellent man Fu- 
20 livs Agricola, father in law to Tacitss thehiſtorian ; though he ſeemed to be ſor 
for his death. This. Agricola ſubdued the Britains, and by his fleet was the firſt 
Jn it to be an Ifland. He alſo ſubdued the Orcades : for which goo 
ervices he was highly extolled by the propreens Domitiss his falſe conqueits,and 
reall triumph were cryed down; for though his armies were bear in Meta, Dacia, 
Germany, and Pannonia, yet he bragged that he had ſubdued his enemies, and hi- 
red divers multitudes,which gave our they were his captives, tothe end he mighr 
obtain atriumph:this love of the people haſtned Agricola's death. 

Domitian being hated of all men, was murthered by Parthenins his chamber- 


lain, Stephes his Steward,and Domitia his wife, wholoved Pars the Stage-player * 00 7+ 


30 better then her husband : theſe hired ſome freed men, who with many wounds 
killed him. Doxpitia found in his cloſer a liſt of divers whom Domitian meant to 
murther, among which'ſhe found her own name; but before he was killed, Nery= 
wa's friends had got his conſent to accept of the Empire, leſt the ſouldicrs ſhould 
mutiny : he reigned 15 years, and lived 45. The © Senat ordered that his body 
ſhould not be carryed in a bed or kearſe, but in a comman beer,and that his name 
ſhould be every where razed. His death was foretold by Proculus in Germany : 
and the ſame houre that Domitian was killed at Rome, Apolionius(at Epheſus )gor 
up on a high ſtone, and cryed our, ſaying ; Well done Stephen, kill the mur- 
therer, Notlong before his death, a Crow upon the Capitoll ſpoke in Greeks, alt 
ſhall be well. In Domitiax's time, the Pits out of Scythia ſerled themſelves in 

Scotland. Dionyſius the Arcopagite preached the Goſpell to the Parifians, Then 
did the Ebionites or Pythagorian Chriſtians, (commanding abſtinence from all 

| fleſh, and confounding Law with Goſpell,) begs to broach their hereſies, as alſo 
he nol urging community of wives. Theſe Tertullian cals the Patriarchs *

Traitors, perceiving how necdfull a ſtout, and ſtrong bodyed man was to rule ; he 
a his own kindred publickly adopted Tr4jaz a Spaniard to be his heir 

ſucceſſour, preferring vertue to kindred or country : x an Trajan is firſt 
made Ceſar, then Emperour, with him he lived 3 months. He dycd ofa Feaver 
the 65 year of his life, having reigned one year and 4 moneths. His death was 
accom- 
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 accompanyed with an Eclipſe of the Sun. Cor. Tacitas commended him in a Fune- An. Mundi 
rall oration. | | | LLVWYN 
M. Fipins Trajar us being at Colen received the Enſignes of the Empire ſent4 0 6 9+ 
him from Rome. He was a man endowed with piety, witdom, valour, and all 0- 
ther princely vertues z and a great lover of learned men. He delivered his ſword 
to the Captain of the Guard,willing him 70 «ſe it for him,if he 41d well, but againſt 
him if otherwiſe. He told the Senat one day that he had a command ſent him . 
from Jupiter to maintain the ancient religions of Rome,which were now weakned 
by the increaſing of Chriſtianity, tor many of their Temples lay deſolate,and few 
10 ſacrifices were offered. Therefore now began a new perſecution againſt Chriſti- 
ans. $:meon the ſon of Cleophas our Saviours kiniman, and Biſhop of Jeruſalem, 
was there.crucified being 120 years 0.d, — Biſhop of Antioch, at Rome g 79; 
was flung tothe wild Beaſts. "Clemens Bilhop of Rome, whom Paul mentions in 
his Epiſtle to the Philippians, was beheaded; though ſome think he ſuffered before 
this time. Tra jan did not directly perſecute the Chriſtians for their Religion, but 
becauſe they were accuſed for Magicians in that they wrought ſo many miracles. 
2. Becauſe they had their meetings and conventicles, againſt which ſevere laws 
were made. 3.Becauſe they had ſo many jars and contentions a_ themſelves, 
by which they might occaſion commotionsin the City ; and indeed theſe jars 
20 were cauſcd by the | een Yer Plizy the younger Proconſul then of Bithy- 
nia in his Epiſtle ro Trajay, writes that he found no fault in Chriſtians, bur only 
thar they met to ſing hymnesto Chriſt before day, whom they worthipped for 
the# God. And that they bound themſclves by Sacraments not to ſteal, or com- 
mit adultery, or any ſuch wickedneſſe. Therefore Tr4jan wrote back , that ſuch as 
were accuſed ſhould be ſpared if they would worſhip the Roman Gods. By which 
the heat of perſecution was abated, Abour this time dyed Fohn the Apoſtle being 
nigh 100 =y of age. 
Trajas had 5 years war with Decibalus King of Dacia, which now is Tranſyl- - 
vania and Nalachia. This war began in Dom:tiaps [time, at laſt Trajan ſubdued 
30 the Daci, bur with greatloſſe, for there wanted linnen tobind up the wounds of 
thoſe that wers hurt , ſo that Trajes was fain to tear his own robes. Dec:balus 
being killed, the countrey beyond the Rhene was made a Province. In his time 
Arabia Petr ea was taken. At Rome Tr4jan exhibited ſports or {pectacles,whercin 
300co wild beaſts were ſlain, and as many gladiators did fight. He made war 
upon Armenia and Parthia, becauſe the Armenian held his crown of the Parthi- 
an, and not of him. He recovered Armenia, and killed Pharnaces their King. 
Divers kings did homage to him. He ſubdued a great part of Perſia,with Baby- 
lon, Seleucia, Edefla and Cteſiphon. He made Afſyria, Armenia, and Meſo 
potamia Provinces. He built a Fleet in the red Sea, to goe for Judza; therefore 49 8 12 
gothe Senar gave him the title of Oprimws : and appointed himas many triumphs as : 
he pleaſed : but Tr4jay was puniſhed at Antioch with an Earthquake, for mur- 
thering of 1gxatizs biſhop thereof, multitudes of people were deſtroyed there. The 
city being then full, becauſe of the Emperors aboad there, Tr4jan having eſcaped 
_— of a window, was {o affrighted, that for a great while, he durſt not Iye with- 
in doores. 
"The next ſpring Tr4jan renews the Parthian war, and tht he might incourage 
his ſouldiers, he went on foot before them. Burt as he was preparing for his 
voyage many ary tell off from him; diversof his Garriſons deſtroyed. A- 
gainſt theſe rebels Lucius Qpretus,and Maximus, arc ſent, Maxime is killed. Ls- 
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SZ 50ciws recovers Niſibis and Edefla. Selexciis taken by his Deputies, and burned. 


He ſer a King over the Parthians, Bur as he was fighting againſt the Agarers his 
Army was forced to give off, being beaten with thunder, lightning, Jon. whirle- 

windes. He was infeſted with ſwarmes of flies, that he could not keep them off _ 
from his meat and drink. Shortly after this he fell ſick, being poyſoned, and dy-4 08 8 
ed in Cilicia the 64 year of his age , having reigned 19 years 6 months and 15 

days. After whoſe death, the Parthians returned to their own Government. He 


erected many ſtately buildings at Rome, ſetting his name every where,for which 
cauſe he was in (coffe called Wall-flewer. F. 3 About 
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As. Mund: Abour the 18 year of Tr4jaz, the Jews began again to rebell: in Cyrenethey 
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murther Greeks and Romans promilcuoully : the like rhey did in Egypt and A- 
lexandria. In Cyprus they ſlew about 240000. they cut many by the middle,and 
many they flung to wilde hls and ſuch was their madneſle, that they cat mans 
Aeſh; But they were ſhortly after ſubdued by Lucius and Turban: and it was 
made death fora Jew ro enter Cyprus. So barbarous were theſe Jews, that they 
girded themſelves with the guts yer blecding of thoſe they flew, and clothed 
themſelves with their $kins. The aſhes of Trajans body wore iranflated from that 
rown of Cilicia where he dycd,called Silinus, and from him Trajanopolis, and 
broght ro Rome with great ſolemnity,where he was burice alone, being againſt xg 
the laws of the 12 Tables for any to be buried in the City, His aſhes were buried 
under that magnificent pillar which he cauſed to be erected the 15 year of his 
reign, with his ſtatue on the top thereof. This pillaris yet exrant , andin ſtcad of 
T+4an now ſtands S. Peter in braſle richly gilt, by Sixr#s 9#:ntw then biſhop of 
Rome. Trajan after his death was defiled; and called Dacieus from his vitories 
over the Daci, which were engraven on his pillar. The Senat uſed to ſalute every 
Emperor newly made with theſe words: Happier then Auguſtus, better then 
Trajan. 

p. eAlins Adrianus, the ſon of Adrian the Senator, who was couſin german to 


A.C. 118.Trajan, was by him adopted, or at leaſt given out ſo by Plotina Trajans witc,and , q 


was now Governour of Syria,who for his own worth and neerneſſe to Trajan,was 
ſaluted Emperor:that he might not be kept back from Rome, he quitted all beyond 
Euphrates, contenting himlelf with the ancient bounds of the Empire. He ſent 
for Fulixs Severus out of Britain into Syria to chaſtiſc the turbulent Jews,whoſe 
Capiain Bexcochad, that is, the fon of the Star (alluding to that Prophefie, A Star 
ſhall ariſe out of Facob) called himſelf the Meſſs,to make his power the greater. 
He held in Judza for ſome years 50 caſtles, 980 Villages , and fortified the 
town Bethoron, whence he ſallied out divers times upon the Romans. But Advi- 
an returning into Syria bcſiged Bethoron 3 years and a half : ar laſt took ir 
by ſtorm, and in it Captain Bencochab, but A tr Benco7ba the ſon of a Lye, as the 3g 
deluded Jews nov called him. The number of them thar dyed by the plague,fa- 
mine and ſword, was 500coo men. This fellow was a pcſtilent enemy of the 


Chriſtians, murthering them, where ever he found them. But Hadrian rebuilt Hic- 


ruſalem, and called it «Al: by his name, in which he permitted Chriſtians to 
dwell, but not the Jews;yea he made it death for any jew,cither togoe neer it, or 


. tolook on it: only ſuch as paid a great ſum of money,were permitted to goe thi- 


ther and bewaile it. The Temple of Fupiter Caprtolinus was now built , where 
Salomons Temple ſtood. Therefore the town was now called Zliaa Capitolina. 
The Jews alſo were forbidto circumciſe themſelves : all their ſtrong Forts were 
oacrthrown. 40 
Adrian being confirmed in the Empire, he made away thoſe whoſe greatneſle 
he ſuſpected, chiefly Celſns, Nigrinus, Palme, and Lucixs, being four eminent 
Conſular men. Having quictcd all in the Eaſt, returns ro Kome, and remirs 
mary debts due tothe Exchequer, and withall the ſum of money which was uſed 
to be preſented tothe Vietor called aurum coronarinm, in licu of the golden coro- 
nets, which of old they wont to give him. Pſamatoſſeris whom Tr41jan had made 
king of Parthia was flighted by them, and ſo by Hadrian was made king of the 
next bordering countries. He was very courteous, affable, and familiar with his 
friends.chiefly when they were fick. He ſtill kept the ſouldiers in exerciſe, ever 
in time of peace, and uicd to feed with-them on cheeſe, lard, and puſes ; which .. 
wasa drink made of vinegar and water. In this he imitated Scrpro eAmilianns, 90 
Meaeiins, and Trajan. more deſirous of peace then war,and finding the Bri- 
tains ſtill moleſted by the Scors and Picts,he Guile a wall 80 miles long, to keep 
them our. He killed his crabbed wife, for ſaying ſhee had taken a conrſe, that hee 
ſhould never have any children to the deſtruition of maxkinde. He killed alſo 4 pol- 
ledorss an Architc& for finding fault with his errours in building. He was of a 


various yetcunning and diſſembling nature, He ſcldome kept his promiſe, He 
was 
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was ſtill inquiſitive of mens ſecrets, he was alſo laſciviouſly oiven, but quick wit- An. Mundt 
ted, and ready at anſwers. He had $kill almoſt in all Arts; and had a rare CFWYNJ 


memory,and a (trong body ; for he uſed to goe aboutthe Provinces on foot, and 
to outwalk his followers. He reduced all Manufactures into Companies or Cor- 
porations. He could not indure thatany ſhould profeſſe an Art, wherein he 'was 
not exquiſite, and therefore would hire ſome for money to give off their profe(- 
ſion. He would goe bare headed inthe coldeſt weather. He loved his horle Bory- 
fthenes ſo well, that he erected a monument for him, w:th an Epitaph. He was 
affable to the meaneſt. He was carcfull of the poor, and would not ſuffer Ma- 


10ſters citherto kill, or (ell their flaves to Fencers nor Panders. He adyance4 what 


he could the Romiſh ſuperſtition, bur perſecuted the Chriſtian religion. Which 
Ariſlides the Philoſopher, and 2yadratus the Biſhop, both Athenians, defended 
by their apologies : whereby his rigour was ſomewhart —_— He had adop- 
ted e/flivs whom he called Ceſar before he was Emperor, but he died ; rhere- 
fore he made Awrelins Antonins his ſucceſſor; called afterward P:ns for reſcuing

divers Senators from the fury of Adrian, who killed Servianws his fiſters hus- 


band, and his nephew _ for _— fault with his adopting of Antonius,

When Sexw1anme was to dye, he prayed that Adrian might with for death,and nor 
obtaine itz which fell out to be ſo, for he was tortured with a lingring dileafe, that 


20 he wiſhed his friends to kill him, and offered divers times to kill him(elf , had he 


not been hindred,; at laſt, he deſtroyed himſelf with abſtinence , diſputing and 


doubting whither his ſoul ſhould goe z hecryecd out againſt Phyſitians, ſaying, 4 I © 4+ 


Many Phyſitians had killed the King : His bones were laid up inthat great building 
erected by him,and called Moles Adriani, now the caſtle of S. Angelo.He lived 72 

ears, and reigned 21 and 11 months. S:milis the captain of his guard, having got 
a ro us, the remainder of his life privately in the country , lived there 7 
yeares, after he had reſigned his place; and cauſed this _—_ to be en- 


graven on his rombe: Here lyeth Sumilis who ſpent many yeares but lived on« 
ty ſeven. 


30 In Aarians time lived the heretick Caypocrates,author of the Adamites and Gno- 


ſticks, fo called from their ſuppoſed knowledge above others. Under him alſo was 
Exſtachium called Placidvs before his baptiſm, martyred; he had done good 
ſervice under & 78 againſt the Jews ,and under Tr4ja» againſt the Daci. He 
was firſt caſt to the Lions, but they ſpared him, at laſt he was burned in a hot bra- 
ſen Bull. In his time was Nicomedia overthrown with an Earthquake, ſo were 
Nicopolis, Nicza, and Czlarea, He called the city Uſcudumain Myſia, from 
lys owne name Adrianopolis, To vex the Jews he ſet oyer one of the gates of A- 
liathe picture of a Hog , a creature hated by them, and by which he would re- 
preſent their hoggith qualities ; then it was as ſome think that the candidates of 


49the Empire, began to be called Ceſrs; though ſome were called ſo before. 


And about this time Aquila of Pontus was converted to Chriſtianity ; but 
being reproved for *pending too much time in Aſtrology : he circumciſed 


—_ and became a Jew, and tranſlated the Bible in Greeke, but cor- 
ruptly,

Ntonivs was ſurnamed Pius by the Senat, for his adts of piety in building of4 1 0 9. 
Temples, advancing of Prieſts, honoring of learning, affigning large Sala-4+C+ 139+ 


ries throughout the Provinces to Philoſophers and Rhetoricians; in ſparing and 
pardoning all criminals in the beginning of his reign, ſaying z that he ought nor 
to begin Is reign with bloud; in preſerving Adr/an from killing of him cltc,and 
in mantaining the Empire in peace and plenty all his life. He was a juſt, __ mw 
carne 
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learned Prince, who as he advanced men of parts, ſo he hated idle drones, 
e Artiſts by abridging them of their maintenance. 


i{ius: Only out of the common crror of theſe 
Chriſtians: Yet he was content totolerate 
of Fuſtin Martyr and others. He honoured 
the Senate, and they him. not give way that all the Acts of Adrian 
ſhould be repealed : there wa e Senator in all his time baniſhed, namely 
Atilins Trajanus who for afte&ting to be King was proſcribed by the Senat; He 
forbad burying of the dead within cities. His aboad was moſt in the city, for the 
greater caſe of Embaſſadors : he ſeldom made progreſſes,ſhewing how chargeable x g 
and troubleſome the Princ: s removal!l was tothe country though his attendants 
were but few. | 

Antoninus his father Aurelins was a Tranſalpin Gaul, Arrins Antoninus his 

Grandfather by the mother had been twice Conlul. He was come!y in his perſo- 
nage, bur more in his conditions. So great was his authority that the Indians, 
Bacrians, and Hircanians made him judge of their differences. He appealed all 
{cditicn;,not with cruelty but gravity : he quicted the Jewes, Britains, Mores,Da- 
ci and Germans. He placed a King over the Lazi a people in Scythia. He kept off 
by his bare letters the Parthian King from Armenia. In no Princes tume was there 
Icſſe bloud ſhed then in his, whoſe ſaying was the ſame with that of Scipio's: , q 
1 had rather ſave one ſubjett, then kill 10000 exemies. In times of dearth he rch- 
ved the poor out of his own ſtore. When he came to ſce Omules his houſc,he in- 
quired whence he had his marble pillars. 0mulus anſwered, that in another mans 
houſe he ſhould be both deaf and dumb z with which anſwer he was well pleaſcd.. 
He rebuilt divers towns overthrown with Earthquakes, 

In his time Pope Sixtus ſuffered Martyrdome , not by any edi& from the 
Prince, but by the malice of the Senat againſt Chriſtianity. Then ſprung up Ya- 
lentinus the Leverick, with his ſpawn of "Canites, Sethites,and Ophutes,or Snake- 
worſhippers. As alſo Cerdoy and his ſcholar Marcion whom Pelycarpus called the 
divels ff begotten ſonne: and Apelles who gave Chriſt a {ideriall or acriall body. 39 
Pope Teleſphorns with ſome others were martyred. So was his ſucceſſor Pope Hi- 
ginins., Antoxinns dyed the 70 year of his lifc,and 23 of his Empire. In histime 
was ſcen in Arabia a mained Serpent, which cat up his own tail; 4 Lions ſo tame 
chat they ſuffered themſelves to bee taken; and barly grew upon ſome 
trecs. 

Marcus Antoninus A being adopted by P:ws & approved by the Senat, 
ſucceeded Emperor, to whom he joins h's brother Lucius Yerws as his Colleague; 
ſo now two Emperors reign together. Marcus was every way an excellent Prince, 
both for armes, and learning ; whouſed to frequent the Philoſophy Schooles, 
after he was Emperor : but Zucius was given to delights and luxury ; which Mar- 4g 
cus by his —_— covercd as much as he could ; and leſt his vices ſhould be 
too much obſerved, living in Rome in the cyc of the world , he got him tounder- 
take the Parthian war againſt Yologeſus, who had defeated the Roman Army, 
and moleſted Syria; but Zucizs at Antioch and Daphne,gave him ſelf over whole- 
ly to his pleaſures,and committed the carc of the war to his Deputies , amon 
which Avidins Caſſius defeated Yologeſus, took Seleucia upon Hydaſpes wir 
400000 men,and burned the town : hetook alſo Cteſiphon,and demoliſhed Y olo- 
Leſs his houſes, 

The Parthian war being ended, and Armenia ſetled, Lucius after 5 years re- 
turnes to Rome, where with his brother he was carryed in triumph. He brought 
from Parthia not only Mimicks, Stage-players, Fidlers, and Jugglers great ſtore, 5® 
but the Plaguetoo; which at Babylon brake out of a golden cheſt : which a ſoul 
dicr took out of Apollo's Temple, when the cheſt was opened ſuch a peſtiferous 
vapour burſt forth, as multitudes were infected by it. At Rome they dicd ſo faſt, 
thatthe dead were carryed out by cart-loades. After this Marcus and Lucius goc 
againſt the Germans z who had all conſpired againſt the Roman Empire z | 
when they came to Aquilcja, Embaſſadors met them from all parts pn

He was indeed another Num 
times, he did not much fayour

He pardoned Aztioch, and the 
othier cities thar adhered to him : he was highly beloved of all the Eaſt parts. E-

yed ſuddenly neer the hill Taurus,whom the Emperor commended and concealed 
her taults, for by her means be got the Empire z therefore being wiſhed by ſome

ſtore her dowry. Ar Athens be gave annuall ſtipends to profeſſours of all ſciences, 
at Rome he gav#gowns to the ſouldiers, ſaying thoſe citics flouriſhed moſt where = 
Philoſophers were rulers, or rulers Phil He was much addicted ro Sto« 
icall Philoſophy,he was very moderate both in rewards and puniſhments. He was 
never withour 200d Lawyers about him z he defired to hear what the people ſaid of 
him,thar he might amend what was amifle. He hated cruelty, therefore would not 
fuffer the gladiarors to fight with ſharp ſwotds. He thought i more reaſonable that 
he follow the advice of his friends being many, then that they ſhould fol- 
low his being but one, He ſuffered nor men and women to bath togetherznor did 
gy on riding ox, coaching within cities, he was ſtill preſent ar their Parliaments; 
never departed till the fathers gave him leave. 
The Sarmarians, Marcomans and their neighbours rebclled again 3 ſo that Mar- - 
cus was fainto be there in perſon. After rhree years war he fabded them, ſhortly415t. | 
after he fell ſick, and dycd the 19 year of his Empire, of his life the 58; to the A.C+ 181, 
grear grief ot all good men, a happy Emperor, had he becenchildlefſe, for hi8 fon 
C was a wicked Prince, When Marcss was asked to whom he would re- 
commend his ſon, anſwered: it he be good to God and you.

Lucian 
the great enemy bt Chriſtiauity, was then torn by dogs. Then Montanns the he- 

rerique with his Maximilla and Priſcilla, began to divulge their falſe PRs " 
theſe were the authors of rhe Caraphrygian hereriques, which lived about Phry- 
gia, Montanns called himſelt rhe Paraclet that was promiſed. Tatianus then liv'd; 
he was father of the Encratites,that is continent, tor they abhorred marriage and 
wine, hence they arecalled Aquarii and: Hydro-paraſta:e, with divers other here- 
tiqucs. Then was Pope Anicetus martyred and Sotey his ſucceſfor,. with many other xg 
Chriſtians, e 

4151. Commodus ſucceeded, who by reaſon of his witked conditions and his mothers 

A. C.181. looſeneſſe, was thought to be the ſonne of a Swordeplayer, rather then -of Vers, 
ſech an excellent Farher, and this ſuſpicion grew the rather, becauſe he delighted 
much in-{word-playing, even openly upon the Theater, andin the Amphithearers 
he uſed ro fight with wild Beaſts. He murthered many of the Senators, and ſuch 
as excelled iN vertue and nobility; he ſhewed his cruelty at 12 years of age in cau- 
ſing the man that was waſhing him inthe warm bath ro be flung into the fiery fur- 
nace, becauſe the water in which he waſhed was hotter then ordinarily. He gave 
himſelfe ro all kind of luxury and uncleannefſe. He ſer none but the worſt men o-, , 
ver the Provinces. He became (o hatefull, thar his own fiſter Zuc:{{a conſpired his 
death, with @1adratus, and Tarentenus captain of the guard 's Claudins Pompeja- 
aus who was imploycd to kill him, comming into his chamber drew his ſword, 
ſaying, this ſword the Senat ſends you. Bur before he could doe any thing , hee 
with the reſt of the conſpirators were laid hold on and killed, LZucilla was firſt 
baniſhed, then executed. So was Criſpins Augu#ta, and the whole family of the 
Quintil:ans with many more; ſ 

After this Commodus was wary into what company he came , he would ſuffer 
none to ſpeak to him, buf by Perennivs captain of the Guard , who knowing the 
length of his Maſters foot, counſelled him to take his pleaſures , and hee would 3g 
look ro the m2naging of affaires. In his time Y#lpivs Marcellus 'overthrew thoſe 
Britains thar came over Adrians wall. The plague was ſo hot at Rome that there 
dycd oftentimes 2000 a day. Commodus inthe interim with 300 Concubins,and 
300 Sodomires inthe Palace gave himſelf to feaſting and riotouſneſſe, But Peren- 
ins having got the power into his hands, made his ſonnes Generals over the Illy- 
rian armies, and got them with bribes toalienare the ſouldiers from the Emper. 
or, whom he mcant himſelf ro marther. This plot was dete&ted by one inthe ha- 
bir of a Philoſopher ; who witha ſtaffe in his hand, and a powch hanging from his 
ſhoulder, being half naked, runs ro Commodusas he was fitting in the Theater,and 
tels him it was not a fit time for him to ſolace himſelf with publick ſhewes , when qo 
Perennins his naked {word was hanging over him. Perenniss preſently cauſed the 
man to be apprehended,and burned for a mad dangerous fellow,Bur afterward mo- 
ny was brought to Commodus having the image of Perennius, Hereupon com- 
mand was privately given to cut off Perexnins and his ſon, which was done accor- 
dingly.Bur Cleaner a worſe favourite ſucceeded. He of a ſervant became the Cap- 
tain of the Guard,and High Chamberlain to Commodss, who did what he conld ro 
alemate both the ſouldiers and people from the Emperor, he expolcd all places of 
honorand truſt to ſale, He both called home the baniſhed, and preferred them to 
great places. He kiiled Byrrus who had marryed Commodns his fiſter , becauſe he 
complained to hisbrother that Cleanderaftefted rhe Empire, He murthered allo 5, 
many others, that difliked his ways, Commodus inthe mean while gave himſelfe ro 
his pleaſures taking nonotice of his favourites oppreſſions, 

One rime whileſt Commodus in the Suburbs was ſporting and delight- 
ing, himſelf, the people in a tumultuous way came with .a petition againſt 
Cleaxder , tor buying up all the corne , which occaſioned both the plague 
and famine at Rome , Cleander commanded the. _ to fall upon them, who 


killed and wounded many of the unarmed multitude driving them _ 
the

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| the city gates, the people within fall on the fouldiers, and whit with ſtones from An. Mundi 

the tops of the houſes, whar by other means,mulritudes of them were killed,thec's CWO 
ty being all in an uproar, Faailla the Emperors eldeſt lifter came weeping, and 
rearing her hair and garments to the Emperor, telling him that he and his Empire 
would be ſuddenly ruined if Cleander and his compliccs were not puniſhed , the 
Emperor having underſtood rhe truth of things, which had been concealed from 
him till now, ſent preſently for Cleander, whole head being cut off, he cauſed to 
be ſer ona high pole, and ſhewed to the peoplegar f1yht of which they were appea» 
ſed , and the {ouldicrs that fought for him, affrighted. Such was the peoples ha- 

Io x0 tred againſt Cleander, that they murthered all his friends and children with their 
mothers, and having dragged their bodies through the ſtreets, flung them into 
privies. It's ſaid that Cleandey begor thoſe children of Commodys his concubins. 
Then the Emperor though fearfull of plots returns to the city, 

In his time many monſters were born, the Temple of Peace into which many 
rich men had ſent their wealth for ſecurity, was burnedto the ground; this was 
held a ſad preſage of wars and miſeries, which fell out true, for many ſtately cdi- 
fices in thecity were conſumed with fires ſo was the Temple of Veſta, the Pal- 
ladium that was brought from Troy and kepr hid all this while, was now ſeene 
whileſt the Yeſtall Nuns did reſcue it from the flames, and carryed it publickly 

20 20to the Emperors Court, He no wayes troubled with theſe diſaſters runs on in 
his vaincourſes, and would in ſtead of Commodns be called Hercules AmaX onins 
Exſuperans, and preſented himſelf ro the people inthe Lions skin, and carrying 
Hercules his club.He changed the names of the months, & called them by his own 
names and titles. He cauſed his ſtatues to beſet up,which after his death the peo» 
ple overthrew, and ſer upthe ſtatue of liberty. He fought openly in the Amphi- 
theaters with wild Beaſts, which he cauſed ro be brought thither from all parts - 
he killed 100 lions, ſo skilfull he was in arching that he never miſſed. He thewed 
himſelf one time naked among the-gladiators, ſometimes he would ſhew himſelfe 
in womens apparell ; he cauled al the criples ab@ut the Ciry to be aſſembled in 
30 30 one place, and cloathing them like Gyants repreſenting ſerpents feet; he played the 
part of Fupiter, ſhooting at them his arrows. He had fer downe in a booke the 
names of thoſe he meant to murther, among which was Marcia his concubine, for 
giving of him good counſell , Zetus Captain of the Guard,with many other rich 
men, whoſe wealth he meant to beſtow upon his ſouldiers and gladiarors, bur the 
book being found Marcia poylons him, and left it might fail, Narciſſus {trangled 
himsz the Senat upon the report of his death, proclaims him an enemy to God 
and men, razeth hisname,and throws down his Statues, 

The Capitoll in his time was ſet on fire by thunder , in which the Bibloethec

Ommedns being dead, it was divulged abroad by Martia, Letus, and Ele- 
416 4- ( tus who was Hoh Chamberlain, that the Prince dyed of an __—_ L 
A. C. 194 to which he was ſubject in his drunkenneſſe. And they reſolve to fix the 19 


Empire on Pablius Helwvins Pertinax who had been Conſul and Governour of 
Mwzſia,Dacia, and Syria. He was an Italian born, a brave Commander, and one 
of thole to whom Marcus committed the care of his ſon Commodus. In the night 
time Letus,Elef7us, and ſome others brought news to Pertizax, being in his bed, 
of the death of Commedas, and that he was fitteſt in reſpec of his age, valor and 
good ſervices to the State ; he at firſt feared they came to mock, and then to mur- 
ther him z but finding their ſincerity, accepts their counſell and advice,Zetws and 
Ele us prepare the Army to receive Pertizax, who no ſooner came, but he was 
with joyfull acclamations ſaluted Emperor and Auguſtus by the people firſt, then 
by the {ouldicrs: and ſo having takenthe Oath of allegiance, they follow the Em- 2g 
peror to his Palace with bayes on their heads. The next morning Pertinax went 
tothe Senat ; but would not have the fire or other cnſignes of Principality carryed 
before lim , till he obtained the Senats approbation, which he doubted, being of 
mean parentage in compariſon of the former Emperors : but the whole Senat 
unaminouſly {alutes him Emperor, which honour he defired to avoid, beſceching 
the Fathers that they would confer it on Glabrio the nobleſt of all the Parricii. Bur 
Glabris refuſed it,ſo that Pertinax was forced to fit down in the chair of ſtate, who 
having made a ſpeech,and offered ſacrifice went home. 

Ar thc bruit of Pertinax his being Emperor, all -u men rejoyced, the barba- 
rous Nations ſent Embaſſadours to congratulate. The people found that he would 3 
prove a Father more then an Emperor. For he bound up the hands of the ſoul- 
dicrs from plundering and robbing ; he beſtowed all the waſt ground in Italy 
on thoſe that would take paines to improve them. He ſold the goods of 
Crmmedus with his boys and Concubines, and the money he raiſed by the ſale 
(which was great) he beſtowed on the ſouldiers for a donative. He leflened the 
Emperors charges, cutting off ſuperfluous rm He ſhewed himſelf mild and 
affablc to all;he would not have the Senat call his ſon Ceſar till he deſerved it. Bur 
he was not ſo bountifull as affable. The ſouldiers repine at his ſtriftneſſe , being 
accuſtomed to rapine, oppreſſion, and luſt, Wherefore they reſolve to make 
him away ; and chooſe another : Therefore they ſuddenly ruſh into the Pallace z 46 
the good old Emperor was wiſhed by his friends to fly and hide himſelf, till the 
people were in condition to reſcue him, which te thought did not confiſt with his 
honour, but contiding in his owne worth and innocency, preſented himſelt ro the 
ſouldiers, whom by his grave ſpeech and preſence he ſo moyed , that they were 
turning back, till one more bloudy then the reſt, thruſt his ſpear into his breſt, who 
praying to Fupiter the revenger, and covering his face with his robe fell downe 
dead, having received many wounds. Some thinke that Le!vs who made him 
E mperor gave him his deaths wound, He lived 67 yeares, and reigned almoſt 
3 months : the Senat deified him z and buried him honourably. 

Did'us Fulianws nobly born, and very rich, but ambitious, bought the Empire gg 
which the ſouldiers profered to ell ro him that gave moſt. Flaviss Sulpitianus Fa- 
therin law to Pertixax offered a large ſum for it,which they refuſed, becauſe of his 
aftinity with Pertizax.T heretoreFulian by them is choſen,who promiſcth to ſet up 
again all the ſtatues of Commodus which were caſt down,and to give them the ſame 
priviledges they had under him : wherefore they gave him the name of Commo- 
dus, they conv eyed him to his Court, through the itreers, but covered their heads 


with their targets, becaule of the ſtones lung on them from the tops of the houſes; 
the 
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the people, in ſtead of acclamations, ſaluted him and them with imprecations, for An. Mun# 
buying and ſelling the Empire. Did#xs gave himſelf wholly to his pleaſures and C&W 
riotouineſſe ; hee failed alſo in his promiſes rothe ſouldiers, for he could not 
pay the promiſed ſum, out of the treaſure which was exhauſted by Commodus, 
- nor outof his own Eſtate, which came thort of what he bragged's therefore the 
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ſouldiers began to diſlike him : the people did continually rail at him ; and ſends 
to Nigerthen Conſul and Governour of Syria, that he would accept the Em- 
pire. He bcing in good hope to obtain what was proferred ( ſeeing that Didias 
was hated both by the people and ſculdiers) aſſembles the Syrian Army , which

He diſtributes large gifts among the and fouldiers, makes 
large promiſes of his good Government, bur ſome of the old Senators ſuſpeRed 
the Fox. Who having ſtayed a whilc in the City, prepares to march intothe Eaſt 
againſt Niger, who was ſporting-himſelfe at Antioch. Greart 10NsS are 
made both by Sea and Land. But fearing leſt A/binus then Governour of the 
Britains , who was a Patrician and Commander of warlike Nations not far from 
Italy, might in his abſence invade the Empire, thoughtit his beſt way to invite 
him by his letters, to ſhare with him in the Government , and to commit the care

tear his robes, and run fiiriouſly upon his ſouldiers with his naked ſword, as they 
were flying away, or clſc he had loſt the day. Albj»us is brought to him ſorely 
wounded, Arwy head he cauſed to be cut off, and ſent to Rome with lerters, expo- 
ſtulating with the Senar for their affetionto his enemy: many of his favourers 
both in Spain and France he pur to death,and intiched his coffers with their confiſ- 
cated eſtates. H& murthered withour any inditement 43 of the Nobility:he caſt Nar- x g 
ciſſus tothe Lyons for ſtrangling of Commodus,whom in hatred of the Senar,he ſti- 
led God:he calls himſelf the ſon of Marcus,and brother of Commedus, and called his 
ſon Baſſianns by the name of Antoninus. He extinguiſhed Alb:9us his whole race. 
W hileſt Severns was buſic in theſe civill wars, the Parthians ſeiſed upon Me- 
ſoporamia, againſt them he ſends a great Army, takes Seleucia ahd Babylon; and 
Cteſiphon alſo, where the Parthian Kings uſed to wing, and in it 100000 men, 
but for want of proviſion he was fain to quit this place again. He laid fiege alſo 
to Atra a ſtrong and well walled City in Mcſopotamia ſtanding on a high hill, 
but by reaſon the place was ſo ſtrong, the Inhabitants ſo reſolute,the air ſo intem- 
perate, and the fickneſſe in the Army ſo great, he was forced to raiſe the ſiege. In ag 
this expedition he kils Letvs for being roo well beloved of the ſouldiers, as alſo 
wins Criſps for reciting ſome verſes in Virgil, which he thought reflected on 
im: Many other brave men he put to death on frivolous pretences, Plautianus was 
his great favorite,without whom he ated not any thing ; this man being raiſed 
from nothing tothar greatneſſe,that he ruled all, even the Emperor himſclt;made 
it death for any man to look on him whileſt he paſſed through the ſtreets. People 
were commanded to ſwear by his fortune. Severas honoured his daughter Plautills 
with the marriage of his own ſon Antoxinus , more wealth was beſtowed on the 
Bride,then might ſuffice 50 queens: his ambition was ſuch that he aimed to be Em- 
peror, therefore imployes one Satwrninus a Tribune, to murther him and his ſon 30 
Amtoninus in their chambers ; but Satwrninns dilcovered the Plot to Severns, 
 Plamtianus is ſent for, hoping the Princes had been diſpatched , bur found them 
both alive, who having accuſed and reproved him, cauſed him inſtantly ro 
be ſlain. Plawtills is baniſhed with her child , and afterward both killed by 
Antoninus who with his brother Geta,began already to tyranniſe over the pegple. 
Severus his Government was ſo rigid and cruell, that he was truly calle (= 
verns, and Pertinax, He was a great puniſher of theeves and robbers ; he flun 
to the wild Beaſts one Balas'a Ea ain of the High-way-men. His laſt EeXPe- 
dition he makes into Britain,where he loſt, partly by the unwholeſomencſle of the 
waters, and partly by the Caledonii about 50000 men. Bur he at laſt{forced them 40 
to Jay down arms: his ſon riding behind him, had almoſt killed him,if he had not 
lookt back, and with his ſtern looks affrighted him,whom he only at that time re-

He likewiſe ſlew his fathers Phyſitians, 
for preſerving him (olongalive : he was called Caracal{a from the barbarian gar-

and ſhewing him that he might lawfully doe ir, being Emperor, who was 30 giue 
laws, not to recejve any.

2a people between Syria and Meſopotamia , - he caſt him into priſen, and ſciſed on 
his countrey.The Armenians fell from him. He would doe any ſervill work with 
the ſouldiers, he lighted the Senat : he coyned falſe mony,and offered the ſword 
that killed hus brother to Serapi the Aigyprian God, which ſword afterward was 
melted with lightning, He took great pleaſure in fencing,and killing of wild beaſts. 
In France he cauſed many officers to be put to death. In Germany he killed ma- 
ny thouſands, and thencalled himſelf Germanicss. Tn Afia he fell upon the Par- 
ans, pretending that Art«banss had denyed to marry his daughter to him accor.. 
ding to promiſe, and took the city Arbela in Perſia, and overthrew the Par- 
thian Kings Sepulchers, caſting away their bones. At aft amongſt his own ſoul- 
diers, whom he ſo much truſted, as hee was cafing of him ſelfe, betweene Cane 
and Edeſla, he is ſlaine by Macrinus whom he had made captain of the Guards 
The Emperor having received letters from Rome, as he was at his ſports,gav® 
theniito Macrinus toread, among theſe he found one , written by ſome ſoorh- 
ſayers tothe Prince, wiſhing him to.beware of Macrinss, for he aimed ar —_

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45 Mardi Empi «s knowing in what danger he was, if Baſſiannsſhould know 
"mga of EN hener bee S One Marnalis to kill him x which he did ; the ſouldiers pur- 
ſued this Martialis on horſe back as he was flying , and with their arrows ſhot 
4188. him dead. AMacrinus hearing that the Emperor was flain, came weeping over the 
4G. 21% dead corps, as if he had known nothing. Serapron of Alexandria foretold 
that Macrinus ſhould ſuccecd to Baſſianus, this Serapiow Antoninus killed at- 
ter the lions had ſpared him. He lived 29 years, and reigned 6 years two moneths. 

In Caracall.'s time the Tertullianiſts zſprung up who taught the traduction 
of ſoules, and thar after death they were converted into divels. Origen (called 
Adamantinus for his indefatigable pains, ) writes divers books, and vitits the Sec 10 
of Rome. The Chriſtians enjoy reſt from perſecution,for Antoninws had ſucked 
the breaſts of a Chriſtian,who in his ow promiſed much goodnefle, and was {o 
tender hearted,that he wept, when he heard of any that were to be flung to wild 
beaſts ; but when he was Emperor, God made him a ſcourge tothe Romans who 
had ſhed the innocent bloud of many Chriſtians. = : 

Opilins Macrinns an African , as untoward in conditions, as he was in counte- 
nance, was made Emperor by the Syrian Armies, and confirmed by the Sena, 
not out of any affe@tion to him, bur out of hatred to Baſſ64-»5, being guilty, both 
of paricide. inceſt, and all kind of wickednefle. He made war with the Parthians, 
bur being worſted was fain to buy his peace z that he might give himielf over tg 
his pleaſures at Antioch, whence he baniſhed Ful:a Auguſta tor ſome harſh words 
ſhe had let fall againſt him, and afterward procured her death: as he did of all 0- 
thers who repined at his birth and Government. For his cruelty he was called Ma- 
cellians from macellum a ſhambles, for his houſe was little better. Therefore for 
his cruelty, voluptuouſneſſe, and parcimony toward the ſouldiers , he was hated 
by them. He uſcd to burn adulterers alive,binding faſt their bodies rogether, He 
incloſed two ſouldiers into two oxen,their heads ſticking out, that they mighr ſpeak 
and breath,& ſothere they remained till they dyed : for a rape committed on their 
hoſteſſe. He called Driadumenms his ſon, Antoninuskuowing how grateful that name 
wasto the ſouldiers,8 made him Ceſar,and his colleague in the Empire. But Meſia 
Fmlia's ſiſter, which was the wife of Severws,had rwo daughters Soemw Concubine 

of Baſſianws,who of her begot Hel:ogabalus and Mammea,the mother of Alexander, 
Severus begot of her by Yarius Marcellus, This Meſia by bribing the ſouldiers , 
ot them to fall off from Macrizusto her fon Hel:ogabalus. Macrinus ſent Fuliantg 

, how both the mother and ſon, but the ſouldiers killedF»u/z4n,8& adhered to Heli- 
ogabaius,yhereupon a bartell was fought,in which both Macrinus and his ſon were 
{lain. He uſed to puniſh informers with death,if they failed in theirproofs,if not, he 
rewarded them; bur ſtill with diſgrace : he lived 54 years, and reigned 14 months« 

Varins Antonints Heliogabalus was elected _ ror,with no leſle ni fo then 
rejeted with indignation. He was called Yar:us becauſe ſome think YFarins Mar- 40 
cellus was his father ; Antoninnus from Baſſianns,who by Seems was ſaid to be his 
father, and Hel;ogabalus, or as it is in ancient coines Elagabalss,from the name of 
the Idol, whoſe Frieſt he was, either from the Hebrew El-Gebal,the God Gebal,or 
from 'H the ſun, and the Syriac Gabal,which fignifieth Bounds or Confnes.,be- 
cauſe the Sun bounds or confines the year,by his motion in the Ecliptick. This Idol 
was a ſtatue of a triangular figure, repreſenting the Sun whoſe Prieſt he was. He 
loved his mother ſo well, that he was altogether ruled by her. He ſet up the ſer- 
vice of his Syrian God upon Mount Palatine, intending to have him worſhipped 
every where. He expoſed all honours to ſale. He put Pomponins Baſſns and many 
other worthy men to death, for prying into his manners. He marrycd Baſſus his 50 
wife, theg repudiated her for having one ſpet in her fair body. Then he marryed 
with Aquila Severa a veſtall Virgin, and afterward marryed himſelfro men, as if 
he had becna woman.

Mn4# 
with lefſe then 10000 Camels: he ſpent Whole dayes rogether among roſes and vw W Yd 
ſweet oyntments : he ſent yearly prelents to his flatterers, to wit, veſlels fall of 
ſnakes and ſcorpions, and boxes full of flies, calling them tame Bees: he wore no 
ſhoes but what were beſet with rich jewels : he uſed to have tame Lions and Leo- 
pards at his table : he marryed his Idol of the Sun to the Palladium or Image of 
Pallas, which he cauſed to be brought into his chamber ; then divorced them be- 
cauſe ſhe was armed, and made a match between his Idol and Yranie, which re- 
preſented the Moon z which Idol was conſecrated by D:do,and held in much ye- 
10 neration by. the Africans z this Y74anza had a great dowry conferred on her; and 
' Feſtivalldayes appointed throughall Italy for joy of this marriage betweene the 
Sun and Moon. This Image of the Sun he tranſlated from the City, into the 
Temple. which he built in the Suburbs, with great ſolemnity he himielfe going 
backward before the Chariots, cauſing all the way to be ſtrowed with the duſt of 
gold; then aſſembling multitudes of people together from a high rower, he flung 
_ down amongſt them gold and filver plate,and other rich things, which occaſioned 
* a great deſtruction, people treading down one anather. | 
When Heliogabalns (aw that the Senats afte&tion was more ſet upon Alexander 
his couſin German, whom they had made Ceſar, then on himſelf; he adopts him, 
20 but ſhortly after repenting, indeavoured to murther him, becauſe he would nor 

follow and approve of his wicked courſes 3 wherefore the ſouldiers intended to 

cut off this young Sardanapalns, for fo they called him yer for this time they

He 4+ C+ 223» 
countenanced Chriſtians, His mother was a Chriſtian, and agreat lover of ori- 

40gen. He was much addicted tolcarning and learned men. He kept the ſouldiers 
in awe by paying them duly , and disbanding the refractory, ſomerimes by 
whole Legions together, knowing that poverty made ſouldiers deſperate, and due 
Pay kept them in awe, He ſuffered none of Helrogabalss his preferring to ſtay 
in their places : and never beltowed. preferment but on thoſe that ſeemed ro 
be unwilling, He cared not for rich apparell, ſaying that Principality conſiſted in 
verine , not in ornaments, He was milde, curteous, and affable. He would have 
had all offices, trades, and callings, maſters and ſervants, towear diſtin& appa- 
rell, He _—_— all Cirics demoliſhed with Earth- quakes , but would beſtow 
no gold on Temples; ſhewing that it was needleſſe there. He forbad the uſe or abuſe

Artaxerxesthe Perſian Kirg came into the field witha mighty Army in Which 
were 7cc Elephants, 1800 hooked Chariots, He having ſu ued the Parthian ,6 
King Artabaz.us, and united both Kingdomes : he demanded reſtitution of all the 
Afiatick countries, which of old belonged tothe Perſian Monarchy. Severws re- 
turned him this anſwer, that he were beſt make much of whar he had in poſleſſi- 
on,and not meddle with the Roman confines, leſt he buy his demanded purchaſe 
at too dear a rate. T his aniwer not being ſatisfactory, but injuries increaſing day- 
ly , a battell was fought , in which the Romans took 300 Elephants, 200 Cha- 
riots.and defeated 100 and80 thouſand horſe,and Meſopotamia was recovered;the 
Perſians redeemed their Captives, and never durſt in qo years ſpace takethe field 
again: the Romansalſo loſt many of their men in this barrell. They had alſo good 
ſucceſle in Armenia, Mauritania,and Illyricum. The cnernics lands were beſtowed 29 
on the ſouldiers that were left to guard the borders, and on their ſonnes, if they 
proved ſouldiers. After this, = Severws had quelled the rebelling Germans, 
and had commanded the disbanding of ſome ſed:tious Legions, he was murther- 
ed with his mother Mammaa by the German ſouldicrs who could not indure tobe 
curbed, having injoyed ſo rei liberty under Helogabalss : this murther was 
commirted by the inſtigation of Maximinue that barbarous Thracian, pretending 
that his exaCtions upon the Provinces, cauſed by his coverous mother, were in- 
ſupportable .

Pope 
Call;ſius was flung into a deep well and drowned. Calepedius the Presbyter 
then ſuffered; ſo did RR a learned Chriſtian, Under Vlpian Governour 


of the City , the Se&t of Valcſians then flouriſhed ; who after the example 
of Origen gelded themſelves z therefore were called Eunuchs: then was 0ri- 
gen excommunicate for his errors. Cecilia the Virgin was then martyred.

| Aximinus a Thracian, whoſe father was a Goth, and his mother an Alan, 40 2 6. 
or Scythian, was the firſt that withour the Senars decree, by-the ſouldiers A.C. 2 36, 


was made Emperor; to whom he joined his ſon for his Colleague - he be- 


10 ing conſcicus of his mean parentage,hated the Sepat and Nobility, whom he mur- 
thered at his pleaſure, andall thoſe that knew his originall : he murthered ar one 
rime 4000, at another time in Germany beyond the Rhene, hee plundered and 
burned the countrey for 400 miles together, killing multitudes of people : thence 
he intended to make war againſt the Sarmarians, and to reduce all thoſe Northern 
countries to the Roman obedience ; but neither the Romans nor Armies could in- 
dure his cruelty ; therefore in Africa the ſouldiers in a ſudden tumult made old 
Gordianzs being now 80 years of age Emperor, againſt his will, he was Deputy 
Conſul of Africa, thearmy having killed Max1minus his Procurator, put upon 
Gordian the Imperiall robe, and ſaluted him with his ſon by the name of Augu- 

46/{*s : he was brought ro Carthage in great pope, whence he wrote to the Se- 
nat, how he was forcibly cleted Emperor. The 
approved his cle&ion,gave order to deſtroy all Maximians his friends;they declare 
him and his ſon enemies to the State; and Letters are directed to all'the Pro 
vinces, to ſhake off their allegiance : which inraged Maximinus : he bribed the 
fonldiers, and makes haſt for Rome. 

- Capellianus a Commander under Maximinnus in Africa, raiſed an army againſt 
Gordianus, The old Emperor ſends his ſon with ſufficient forces ro encounter 
him: the skirmiſh was hot, in which young Gordian was killed; as ſoone as the 
Father hears of his ſons death, knowing rhe. cruelty and ſtrength of Maximinus, 
$o 2nd the perfidioufneſfe with the weakneflſe of the Africans, he ſtrangles himſelf, 
Then did Capellianus cither baniſh- or murther all that were of Gordianns his fide. 
He robs the Temples, plunders the cities, and gives the ſpoile to rhe ſouldiers - 
when the Senat heard of this,they erected two Emperors,to wit, Max:mus Papienus 
the city Captain , and Clodius Balbinus, of an ancient and noble Family , to 
whom they join the young nephew-of Gerdian by his ſiſter. Maximus marched 
forth with an army, Balbinus ſtayed in the city to appeaſe the tumults ; for 
the Senators fell upon the Pretorian guard for prying into their ſecrets, and 
the Guard fall upon the people; fire and {word rageth through the city, nei- 
ther could the tumult be appeaſed till young Gordian was preſented ro the 
oPÞco le. | | 

' " So Maximinus had entred Italy, hisarmy was pinched with tamine, all the 
proviſion of the countrey being carried into ſtrong Towns and Garrifons. Aqui- 
leja ſhuts the gates againſt him + he beficgerth.ix round ; bur the Inhabirants made 
ſtour reſiſtance, continually annoying the ſouldiers with darts, ſtones, fire-brands, 
burning pitchand brimſtone , and when their _—_ grew uſeleſle for want of 
ſtrings or cords, the women made ſtrings of their hairs. Max1minns being mad 
thar he could doe no good upon the town , :thinkirg ir had been rhe lafinefſe or 
cowardiſe of the ſouldiers, put many of the Commanders to death, which fo exa-

Maximus and Balbinss ſtriving for ſuperiority, the former ſtanding upon his ya- 


lour, the latter on his nobility, gave occaſion to the ſouldiers who loved neither of 26 


Whereupon Gord:- 
ants is proclaimed Auguſtus _y years old, or as others fay 16, His ſhort 
reign was preſaged by a great earthquake, and ſuch an eclipſe of the Sun, that they 
were fainto burn candles by day: he ſuppreſſed the fation of Africa raiſed a- 
oinſt himby Sabinianus; then marryed with the daughter of Aſitheus a wiſe 
and learned man, whoſe adviſe he alwayes uſed. After this he openeth the Temple 
of Fanus, and denounceth war againſt Sapores the Parthian King, who had inva- 
ded Meſopotamia, He goeth into Mzfia, ſubdues his enemies in Thracia , drives 
the Perfians out of Antiochia, and takes many other rownes from ghe enemy: he

Miſithens his father in law, he was ſlighted by the army for his yourh,and one Phi- 
lip is appointed to be his tutor,and Governorzwho inſulting over the young Prince, 
firſt thruſt him quite out of Government , then gave way to murther him, which 
was done by nine afſaſinats, who all of them afterward flew themſelves , with the 
ſame ſwords that murthered the,r Lord. This was the end of Gordran the third, in 
the 20 or 22 year of his age, having reigned 6 years. This priviledge the Senat be. 
ſtowed upon his family that none of rhem ſhould bee called ro publick offices or 
imvloyments againſt their wills, This Epitaph was ſet up for him on the confines

Philip the Arabian of obſcure parentage ſucceeded with his ſon Satarxings , 
whom*now he cals Philip : he made peace withthe Perſian, built Philippopolis in 
Arabia, made a great Pan for water beyond Tibris where water was ſcarſe, and 
celebrated the thouſand mu of thecity with ſecular ſports, in which were ſhewed 
ro the people all ſorts of wild beaſts, as Lions, Leopards, Tigers, Elephants, 8c. 
which Gord/an had provided for his Perſian triumph. Bur ſuch multitudes of 
torches there were in the night time that a great part of the city rook fire; Philip 
was the firſt Emperor that was 
till he had publickly made confeſſion of his former fins, his ſon was ſo grave, that 
he was never obſerved ro laugh. Philip having ſent Decius againſt hs rebelling 
Pannonians,was by him ftript both of his life and Empire. For Philip hearing thar 
Decrus was made Emperor by the Pannonian ſouldiers, lefr his ſon in the ciry, and 
marcherh againſt him withan army, the battell was fought at Yerons,in which Phi- 
lip is ſlain and his army defeated z upon the news of this, his ſon is ſlain at Rome 
og cs years old, they reigned 6 years, 

About this time the Arabian herefic, concerning the dying or ſleeping of the 
ſouls with their bodies,andtheir riſing againthe laſt day,was refured by a Synod 
held in Arabia,and by origen who diſputed againſt them. Then did Cyprian ſuc- 
cced Donarss in the Biſhoprick of Carthage : who ſcoffingly was nicknamed 
Caprianby his adverſarics. The Chriſtians in Alexandria, are perſecuted, the 
reſt, 4polionia the Virgin, who ſuffered all her teeth to be bear out, her jaws bro- 
ken,and at Jaſt to be burned, rather then ſhe would blaſpheme.

Senat. In their reign wasa great pet ſecution. Babylas was martyred at Antioch, Alex- CHW 
ander at Jeruſalem, Fabianus at Rome, all Biſhops. Babylas cid firſt (ee his 3 ſonnes 
martyred, exhorting them to conſtancie, then ſuffered himſelf, his wife looking 
on, who buryed their dead bodies. He had wars with the Goths or Getes of whom y 2 2 2: 
he killed 30000. bur ſhortly atrer his ſonne was killed, and he himſelte driven by 4.c,252. 
the Goths into a lake where he was drowned, nor could his body bee found after- 
ward : they reigned two years. In the great and leventh perſecution, which was a« 
bout their time, Paul.Cand afrer his example others retired for ſecurity into the wil- 

10derneſſe , whence begun the order of Anachorites to increale , then alſo did Gre- 
gorins Thaumaturgus retire into the defarr. | 

Gallns atterthe death of Dccius and his fon was choſen Emperor by the ſouldi- 
ers and confirmed by the Senat. Ir's thought that thcy both loſt their lives by his 
treachery : he concluded a diſhonourable peace with the Goths, making him. 
ſclfe their Penſioner : then he went ro Rome with his ſon Yoluſiapns whom hee 
made Ceſar, and his Colleague in the Empire : hee adopted Decivs his other 
{onne, and then murthered him : his cruelty againſt Chriſtians, and his care- 
lefſe government drew in the Scythians, Gorhs, Burgundians, and Perſians, who 
waſted the borders of the Empire lying ncer them : beſides the plague from Erhi- 

20008 raged x5 years throughthe Empirc. Emilienus Generall to Gallus, in one bat- 
tell deteated the Goths. Whereupon he was made Emperor by the ſouldiers,which 
Gallus underſtandin2,marched with his ſon againſt him;bur they were both ſlain in 4224; 
the ſecond year of their reign,and Emilienss 3 months atrer was killed by his ſoul- AC254 
diers in the 40 year of his age. 

Abour this time Nowatus and his (caries lived, who called themſelves Cathay, 
that is, Puritans, they denyed hope of pardon to thoſe thar fe!l in time of perſe- 
cution: he was condemned by a £ nod of 60 Biſhops called by Pope Cornelins; 
and ſo he was by Cyprian and by the Biſhops of Africa, Sabelus then taught rhar 
there was bur one perſon of the Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, 0rigen abour this 

zotimedied being 6$ years old, who ar Alexandria had indured divers torrures for 
Ciriſt, ar laſt offercd incenſe to the Idol, ro avoid rhe abuſing of his body by a 
Þlack more, tor which ta& he ſpent the reſt of his time in weeping, and filence, 
refuſing ro Preach of write any more : not long before this, in the time of De- 
cius ſeven young men at Epheſus, ro avoid the perſecution fled into a cave, 
where being ſhut up by their perſecutors, lept in the Lord ; hence they were cal- 
led The ſeven ſleepers; then Pronins Biſhop ot Smyrna, Agatha the Virgin,and ma- 
ny others were martyred;Pope Cornelius alſo ſuffered martyrdom abour that time, : 
Lucius Valerianus being pow aged is made Emperor in Rhetia + his (on Gallie. © * 2 N 
aus is made Ceſar. Valerian had gone with much credit through all degrees of {-©+ 361, 
49 honor, at firſt he was a great friend of the Chriſtians,till he was perverted by a cer. 
tain Magician of Egypc - who brought himro exerciſe diabokicall arts,to ſacri- 
fice men and children, and perſecute the Chriſtians. For which impictics the 
whole Empire js puniſhed withfamine,plagues and war; the Scythians and Marco- 
mans breakin upon Macedonia and Greece : the Goths and Burgundians upon I- 
taly,the Scythians and Perſians rage in Aſia, Yalerian having left the Govern 
ment of the Weſt to Gallzenus, anexpedition into the Eat zgainſt the Per- 
fians who had taken Antiochia and Czſarca : he did what he could to keep out 
the Scythians, bur in vain, for they brake in with ſuch multitudes , that they 
burne and (ackr Trapezus; Chalcedon,Nicomedia, Nicza,and many other towns, 
5ocarrying away infinite booties and numbers of people. Ar laſt finding his army wa- 
ſted with ficknefſe, and that he was not able to encounter with Sapores the Perſian, 
he offered to buy his , but Macrines his Zgyprian witch , who had 1n- 
ceaſed him againſt the Chriſtians, betrayes him to Sapores, who ſo long as hee 
lived uſed him as his foot-ſtoole when he took horſe, at laſt flead him alive; his 
ſonne Gallienss deificd him after his death, whom he neglected in his life. For he 
rejoyced when he heard his Father was dead ; that being freed from a cenſor,

The Gauls & Germans were driven out of Italy,with their Emperor by Gallienss, 
Ingeniins is overthrown by him at Murſia, and whole Cities left deſolate. R Mig 
nts is defeated alſo by Gallienns,and P:ſo in Theflaly by Yalens, is killed and he by 
the ſouldiers ſhortly after. Awrel:us in Illyricum oyerthrowes Macrienns , who 


* came hither out of Aſia with 44000 men : he with his ſon Afacrinus were both 


killed, and 30000 of his ſouldiers became priſoners to Aurelius, His other ſon 19 


Onietns and Baliſta, were defeated and flain by Odenatus. Thus was Macrianus 

uniſhed with his two ſons, for his treachery againſt Yalerian,and the Chriſtians: 
and Gallienns for his favour to them began again to flouriſh : he proclaimed peace 
through all the Provinces,and permitted Chriſtians to have their meetings intheir 
Cameteria, eAmilianus Governour of Egypt and Thebazs for his cruelty againſt 
Chriſtians,was in a c6nfli raken priſoner by Theodotus , Gallienus his Generall, 
ſentto Rome, and there ſtrangled in priſon: he had been made Emperor by the 
ſouldiers, who ſo tyranniſed that Dr0nyſivs Biſhop of Alexandria,was glad to fly 
with many more tothe Defſarts of Arabia: where in ſtead of preaching, he ſpent 
his time in writing. Casſolexs brother to Theodorus defeared Trebellzus,whom the 2 
Iſaurians a people in the lefler Afia had made Emperor. Yet henceforth they ſhook 
off the Roman yoak, truſting tothe naturall ſtrength of their country, more then 
totheir men. 

In Gallienss his time Po#thumus rebelled in Gallia, and armed the Franci a peo- 
ple neer the Rhene, not known or named before this time in any Hiſtorian, He 
nn with great moderation for 16 years, at laſt was ſlain by his ſouldiers.

ple of D:ana; Sicilia by the flaves; Gallia and Spain by the Francs. Sa/ontnus 


Gallienus his ſon is killed by Poſthumins , and Gallzenus himſelf wounded ; his fa«- - 


ther 2 priſoner and flave in Perſia, Yer for all this Galemzs muſt triumph ar 
Rome over the Perſians by whom his father was beaten; ſo that ſcoffingly a- 
mong the Perſian captives at Rome, inquiry was made for Yalerian the Em- 
perour, | 

The valour and fidelity of 0denatus, Generall of Gallienus in the Eaſt, is re- 
markablez for when all ſeemed to be loſt, he raiſethan army, takes in Niſibis 
and Meſopotamia, defeates Sapores, and makes him fly, ſciſcth on all his treaſures 


and Concubines, ſends the captive Perſian Nobility ro Rome, to be inſulted o- , 


ver z in requittall of which good ſervice, he makes 0denarus his Colleague, in 
his Empire, cals him pore 2g and on his money ſtampr his vitorics. In the 
mean while the Scythians returning home wichrhcir booties and captives , were 
moſt 'of them drowned by ſhipwrack. And ſuch is the uncertainty of military fe- 
licity, that Odenatus by the treachery of Meonins his couſin germanis lain with 
his ſorne Herodes; and Meoniws ſhortly after by the ſouldiers. Zenobia the 
maſculine wife of 0den4tas undertook the Government in her childrens minority, 
ſo Cy: that ſhe kept all about her in ſubjeRion: So was Poſthwmins after 
all his good ſervices flain in Gallia by Lolianvs, and he by Yidorinus, the ſon of

the incurſions of the Barbarians, Yi&orinus a brave Emperor, but given to wo- 
men,'is murthered by the means of a womanthe wife of Attitianus, whom he 
loved. Marins a Blackſmith is made Emperor, and the third day after was 
murthered by his ſervant. Then was Tetricss made Emperor by Yi&orina, He 
-_ 4 a noble extraQtion, and Governour of Gaſconie : Nis ſon Tetricus is made

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among divers of his ridiculous Adts, this is one; hecauſed a certiin fellow for ſel> An. Mundi 
ling glaſſe jewels in ſtead of rrue,to be brought tothe place, where he was tobe caſt CLYWWW 


to the Lions; bur inſtead of a Lion, he lets a Capon out of the coop upon him, 
whileſt the people ſtood wondering at. this toy, he cauſcdthis to be proclaimed: 
the cheater is cheated. His careleſneſlſe drew Aureolus with an Army of Rhe- 
rians and Pannonians towards Rome , w hom Gall:exxs met and drove him into 
Millainz having defeated his Army. But Gall:enzs was not long atter by Martia- 
nusand Herachanns murthered inthe dark, as he ſuddenly ran out of his tent,up- 
on a noiſe that the enemy was breaking in upon him. Amureo/us was guilty of this 


ro murther; for he deviced letters in which were writtenthe names of the Tribunes 


and chief Captaines of Galrenus his Army whom he meant to ſlay , theſe Let- 
ters were ſecretly flung over the wall, and taken up, as if they had been loſt by 
chance. By this device Gall:enus was ſuſpected, and fo murthered, having reigned 
9 years alone, and 6 with his Father. He was deihed by his ſucceſſor Claud:vs 
but vilified by the Senar, who decreed that his friends and courtiers ſhould bee 
flung down'the Gemonian ladders,and prayed the internal] Gods, rhat his place 
might be among the wicked. 

Gallienns was a wicked Prince yet mild towards the Chriſtians, who put an end 
to the perfecution by his Father Yalerian, under whom Pope X:itus was mar- 


20tyred ; Cyprian beheaded z and S. Lawrence the Deacon, broyled. About this time

was the great diſpute concerning rebaptization. Cyprian made hereticall baptiſm 
void. The Biſhops of Rome held itto be good 3 andſo did Dionyſins of Alexan- 
dria z only he made void the Baptiſm of thoſe hereticks which denyed the Tri- 
nity. He alſo refuted the Millenaries opinion of Chrifts 1000 years reign. About 
this time ſprung up the Angel-worſhippers, called 4»gel:c/, who were quickly 
extinguiſhed , and the 4Apoſtolici, who held it fin to poſleſſe either goods or wives: 
then was Samoſatenus who denyed Chriſts Divinity,condemned by the Synod at 
Antiochia: and depoſed afterward by Azrelian.

go Benacus. The Goths, and Scythians, tothe number of 300 and 20000. fall _=_ 


divers parts of the Empire, at ſucha time whenthe Romans had neither offen- 
ſive nor defenſive Armes, when Terricus had all Gallia and Spain, the chicte 
ſtrength of the Commonwealth, when Zexobr« had al the Archers with her,yer the 
Barbarians were ſtill putto the worſt both at Melia, Martianopolis, Byzantium 
and Theſſalonica.Multitudes of them fled to the hill Hemus,where withour purſu- 
ing of 2 $M dyed of the plague and famine. The Romans carcleſlely 
buſied about their plunder, loſt 2000 of their men by the Scythians in their flight, 
_ ng upon the Romans; bur this loſs was repayed with the {laughter of 50000 
ans. 

Abour this time Zexobia Queen of Palimyrena a Town and Countrey of Sy+ 
ria, raiſed an Army of $0000 againſt Egypt, and cauſed the Egyptians to receive 
a Garriſon; but Probus Admirall of thote Seas under Claudius drove out the 
Garriſon againe, and withan Army of Egyptians and Africans , defeated the 
Palmyrenians ; but ſhortly after being betrayed by T1wogenes the Egyptian, he 
killed himſelf. The Scyrhiahs invaded Crete and Cyprus, but could doe no good 
by reaſon of the ſickaeſſe that followed them ; of which Claudius dyed at Sirmi-

He kept the ſouldiers in ſuch awe, that they durſt not quar- 
rell, nor be ſcen in Taverns, nor ſuffered to ſtcal or rob the leaſt thing without 
puniſhment. He recovered all the Roman bounds invaded by the Barbarians, He

Aurelianus was elected Emperor by the ſouldiers ; he had given _ proof of

overcame the Marcomans, and in 3 great barrels, to wit, at Placentia, at the river ,, 


Metaurus and inthe Fields of Ticinum now called Papia in Inſubria. But not with- 
out great loſſe of the Romans, who A ſo much on his valour, that they 
thought it needleſſe to implore the help of the Gods. He returnes ro Rome and 
appcaſeth the City ſeditions, having pur to death the chief incendiaries, and ſome 
Senators too,for {mall offences,taking the witneſle of one mean man againſt them. 
He inlarged and ſtrengthened the Roman wals, ſo that now they were 50 miles in 
andrea” He marcherh againſt Zenobia, now Queen of Egypt, and of the Eaſt z 
in the way he had many skirmiſhes with the Barbarians. Thyana ſhut the gates 
againſt him, whereat he vowed he would not leave one dog alive in the town; yet 


when it was betrayed, he ſpared it, killing onely the Dogs for his oaths ſake, and 30 


the Traitour, ſaying : He that was n0t farthfull to his countrey, would be faith. 
fullto none: then he recovers Antiochia, and afterward defeates Zenot;a, ( after 
the Roman Horſe had fled) by the Foot incouraged to fight, by a divine 
—_— So at laſt Zenobja being diſcomfited , hee centers Enuſſa vieo- 
riouſly, 

Hnckics having quietcd the Syrians, Perſians, Saracens, Armenians,and Egypti- 
ng Palmyra,and in it Zenobia, whom he had already overthrown in bar- 
tels.She finding the rownin danger, makes an cſcape, toward Perſia upon Dromo- 
daries, but is overtaken and brought back to Arelian, who reſerves her and her 
children for the triumph. He ſpared the town, but ſlew Longinus- the Philoſo- 
_ and the other Aurhors of this war. Having pacified che Eaſt, he returns to 

urope 3 where he ſubdues the Carpi, in the nmhean time the Pa'myrians rebell, 
fills the Garriſon, and delivers Achilles to his enemy. Avrelian upon this re- 
turns in fury, levels the town with the ground, and kils men, women, and chil- 
dren. Then returning to the Weſt, he makes Egypt quiet; thence he marcherh 
againſt Tetricus in Gallia, who delivers up his Army, which he could not rule to 
Avrelian ;, ſome of theſe Legions he ſubdued,the reſt ſubmirred to kim. So having 

uiered Eaſt aud Weſt, he 1s carryed in triumph through Rome,and was the firſt 

worethe Diadem with Robes all of gold and rich ſtones. After Zewobia had 

—_ led in «riumph with her children, they were permitted to live privately at 
Rome. 

In his time the coyners of falſe money, fearing to ſuffer, rebelled, and raiſed an 
army of 7600 inthe city; whom Aurelian overthrew, and cruelly uſed. He con- 
demned alſo many of the Nobility. He removed the Roman Garriſons out of Da- 
cia which he could not keep, and placed them in Mzſia. He increaſed the citic 

roviſions, he made an ampeſty or act of Oblivion, and put Yowne all informers. 
He puniſhed exaGting and corrupt Officers moſt rigorouſly. He was richio gold

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and jewels, which he laid up in the Temple of the Sun. Arlaſt having denounced 4». Mundi 
war againſt the Perſians, in the way betweene Heraclea and Byzantium, hee LFWNJg 
was murthered by his Secretary Mneſtews,, who fearing to be queſtioned for ſome 42 4 &* 
bribes he had taken, and for exaction,counterfeited the princes hand, and ſent a- 4+C+276» 
broad among the {ouldiers the names of thoſe whom Yaler:ay meant to cut off, 
but falſely. The (ouldiers __ to be true, plotted his death. Bur when 
truth was diſcovered,/aleriay was honoured with a Temple,and Mxetews flung to 
the wild beaſts. 
In his time Samoſatexxs Biſhop of Antioch, was maintained in his hereſic by 
10 Zenobia, then Queene of all thar Countrey. Whileſt 4urel:an was purting pento 
r to ſubſcribe an edict againſt the Chriſtians, his armes were taken and thaken 
with ſuch a ſudden palſie, that he could not write. Nowdyed Plotinns the Phi- 
loſopher, and Porphyrie his ſcholar, firſt a Chriſtian, afterwards becomes the bir- 
ter enemy of Chriſt, againſt whom the eight, or (with others) the ninth perſecu- 
tion was raiſed, in which Pope Felix was martyred. Now the Manichees (pread, 
and Manes their Patron is flead alive bythe Perſian King , for undertaking ro 
cure his ſick ſon with his prayers, which he could not doc,for the child dyed. In 
the Sca of Antioch Domxus ſucceeded to Samoſatenus,and to him Times. Aureli- 
an reigned 6 years. 
20 To him ſucceeded Claudiws Tacitus, choſen by the Senar, ſix moneths after Au- 
relians death ; for all that time the ſouldiers refuſed to chooſe any, leaving the c- 
le&ion to the Senat, . at which all good men rejoyced. But he reigned not much 
above ſix months, tor he dycd of a feaver, ſome ſay he was killed by the ſouldiers, 
' being 66 years of age. He was an excellent Governour : he conſed a golden ſta- 
rue to be erected to Awrelian, and put to death all that had a hand in his murther : 
his brother Florianwe ſucceeded as heir, without conſent of Senat or Army , + 7 4 7. 
wherefore he continued not much above twomoneths, for underſtanding that Pro- 4.C, 277; 
bus was choſen Emperor by the Armies,and was marching againſt rem fell into 
a deep melancholy, and killed himſelf , others ſay, he was killed by his Guard, 
30 being 23 years old. He affected the Empire, which his brother Tacitas refuſed ;

Fred 2 night to paſſe, in which he did not cither read or write ſomewhat : He was 
roo good tor the Romans to enjoy long. 
Aurelius Probus ſucceeded, being a good man both in name and life. He was an 4 2 4 7+ 
Hungarian born, and ſon of Max:ms the Tribune. T he ſouldiers made him Em- 4+ C. 277: 
ror againſt his will ; and when it was SI that none ſhould be choſen 
4© but he that was valiant, juſt, holy, modeſt, and milde,all crycd out with one voice, 
God ſave Auguſtus Probus, He was made a Tribune, before he had a beard : he 
executed juſtice on thoſe that plotted the death of Aureliax and Tacitss: but ſpared 
them that followed Florian,becauſc he was the Princes brother, and notyrant: he 
drove the Germans out of Gaul, recovered fromthem 60 Cines,& killed almoſt 
400000 Barbarians.9 German petty kings humbly ſubmirred, and fell far at his 
feet. He —__— the Getes and Sarmatians : then marching intorhe Eaſt, he 
Cleared thole countries of oppreſſion, robbers,and high way men: he made peace 
with the Perſians. And tranflated 100000 Baſtarni (a people of Sarmaria) into 
the Roman Territories: he ſuppreſſed the Vandals and others who rebelled : hee 
gooverthrew Satzrninus Warden ofthe Eaſt Matches. Him the Egyptians againſt 
his will ſaluted Emperor. Probu; ſent him mild Letters,and promiſes of pardon,burt 
the ſouldiers would not truſt him z wherefore he was fain to ſubdue hum by force 
of armes ; whom he overthrew in divers barrels, at laſt beſieged him, whom the 
ſouldiers took and flew, though againſt Probus his will. He overcame alſo Pro- 
c#lus whom the Gaules had ſalured Emperor. And h_ the great Drinker, 
called therefore the Hanging Tankart: this man was imployed by Avrelian, to 
entertain Embaſladours purpoſely to fox them, that -

like drones, and to feed upon the ſweat of other mens labours, therefore 
he imployed them in making vineyards throughout Gallia, Pannonia and Mzſia: 
and as he was imploying them to drainthe fens of Syrmium,whete he was born, 
there he was murthered, having fled into a tower,but to no purpoſe. He reigned a- 
bout 6. years,and lived 75. | | | 

Thus ended that good Emperor, whoſe Epitaph was this: Here lieth Probus ,, 

* the Emperor, truly Probus, or good. Conqueror of the Barbarians , Conqueror of 
the Tyrants. Aﬀer his death the ſouldiers grew exorbitant,taking on them the full 
power tochooſe the Emperor,which the Senat out of coyetouſneſle, or cowardile, 
or factions,neglected. In his time Trophimw and others were martyred at Anti- 
och. Pope Emtychianws who had buryed with his own hands 42 Martyrs, ſuffered 
martyrdom himſelf. | 

Cars Captain of the Guard ſucceeded. Rim Probus had recommended to the Se- 
nat for a brave man. He ſuppreſſed the Sarmatians,making irruptions upon Panno- 
nia and Thracia,and made them quiet after he had killed 16000 of them,and taken 
priloners 20000, Hee had two ſonnes, Carinus and Numerianus,thele he named 2g 
Ceſars: he commits to Carinws (a wild young man) the charge of Galliaz and 
takes Nymerianws a \olid and eloquent Prince alongſt with him into the Perſian 
War. Heenters Meſopotamia with a great Army, and takes it. Then march- 
eth along to Ctefiphon without reſiſtance , and obtaines the title of Imperator = 
Perſicus. But having paſſed beyond the bounds of the Empire, he was ſtruck 
with thunder, and dycd ſuddenly in his Pavilion, His beſt ſfonne Numeri- 
anus was ſubject to ſoar Eyes , which now ware ſo weake with weeping, that 
hee was carryed in a Litter. Aris Aper his Father in law, aiming to be Em- 
peror himſelte ; murthers N»merianws, and conceals the fat, giving out that he 
could not come abroad becauſe of his foare eyes ; bur the ſmell of the dead car- 2g 
kafle revealed the murther, whereupon Dvoclerian is choſen Emperor by the 
Army ; 'and Aper laine by the ſaid D:#cletian ; ſorhe Druide told him, that he 
ſhould be Emperor when he killed the Boar z which now was fulfilled : for Aper is 
a Boar. 

Carinw the other ſonne, and another Heliogabalus for wickedneſſe , hearing 
his Father and Brother to bee dead, grew worle then before. Hee over- 
threw and killed F#liaz and his Army, who aimed at the Empire. In divers 
battels he with ſtood Dzocletian. Ar laſt hee was killed by his own ſouldiers. 
He did fo degenerate from his Fathers vertues, that he denyed him to be his 
ſon. Numerian was a good Poet, and like to prove an excellent Prince. Thus ,g 
Cars and his two ſonnes reigned about two yeares, Cars lived 43 yeares.

Theſe toure thus divided 
the Empire between them. Maximianus Herculens obrained Italy and Africe Con- — bs

Pontus. Diocletian undertook the reſt, By marriages theſe grear Commanders u- © * * 
nited themſelves , for Diocletian beſtowed his daughter Yaleria upon Maxi- 
minus, Max. Herculeus gave his daughter in law T heodora to C onjtantins, 
10 Diocletian ſubdues Egypt, and in it Achillexs who called himſelte Emperor, 
whom hee condemnes to the wilde Beaſts. Unwalls Alexandria, over- 
throwes Coptus and Prolemais , and puniſheth multicudes with perſecutionor 
death, 
Maximinus _ is ſent againſt the Perſians, by whom hee firſt was beaten. 
Wherefore was harſhly uſed by Diocletian , when he came ro meer him, for he 
ſuffered him in his purple robe to run before his chariot amile or two. Ar laſt 
having recruited his army with old ſouldiers, marcheththrough Armenia againſt 
the Parthians; falls ſuddenly upon Narſ#s the the Perſian King, wounds him, and 
drives him to the mountaines, and takes his wites, children, Nobility, priſoners ; 
20and plunders his Palace and treaſure : and if Diocletian hal not hindred him, he 
had made Perfia a province. Yet the Romans gor five countreys beyond Tigris, 
ſo that the paſſing beyond the old bounds of Euphrates was nor alwayes untor- 
tunate ro the Romans : as the ancient Oracles forerold : becauſe though M.Craſ- 
ſus, Valerian, and ſome others miſcarried ; yer + Trajan, Odenatis, Carus, Pro- 
bas, andthis Maximinus Galerins, had good ſucceſſe. Carauſins invaded Britain, 
which he held 6 years,rill he was traiterouſly killed by his Colleague Aletus,whom 
in 4 years ſpace Conſftantius by Aſclepedat us captain of his Guard,overthrew, and 
added Britain again to the Empire, 
© About this umethe Marcomans and Carpi were conquered again z in the mean 
30 while the city was well governed, for all oppreſſions and wickedneſle were ſe- 
verely puniſhed : the poore was provided for with corn, and ſtipends were duly 
paid. Bur Dyocletiax gave himſelt roexcefle in wearing cloth of gold, in treading 
upon filk and purple carpets, beſet with pretious ſtones, In cauting himſelfe ro be 
called God, and to be adored after the manner of Caligula,and Domitian.So Her- 
culeus gave himſelf over to all licentiouſmeſle , being a manof as ſtern a counte- FOE, 
nance as conditions. Theſe Emperors triumphed at Rome, where the wives,fiſters, _ 4 ” 
and childrenof king Narſns were led before the charior,Conftantins in iGallia Bel-" "OO ky 
gica did then wage war againſt the Alemans,whoafrter he had by them beendriven 
into the town, where he was taken up by ropes over the wall,(the gates of Lingon 
40or Cangreſlc being (hur) killed 5 houres after, when his army was come, about 
40000 Alemans. 
The Empire flouriſhed all this while, Rome, Carthage, Milan, and Nicome- 4.C.306, 
dia were fenced with new wals ; and the barbarous Nations feared the Romans. 
Bur Diocletian abour the 19 year of his reign with Maximianus, began to rage a- 
ainſt rhe Chriſtians, beginning firſt with the ſouldiers whom they caſheered, and 
ome they ſlew. Then publick edits are made for pulling downe the Chriſtian 
churches, for burning their Bibles , for degrading of ſuch as were in honour,and 
inſlaving ſuch as were free. All Biſhops and Paſtors of Churches , who would 
not deny Chriſt, or offer incenſe to Idols, were commanded +5 be ſlain. Then pro- 
50 miſcuouſly the ſword raged againſt all forts of Chriſtians, More cruell were theſe 
men, then the wilde beaſts, who oftentimes ſpared thoſe , whom they - murthered 
with all kind of tortures , which malice could device. Coſmns and Damianus af- 
ter all ſorts of rorments, at laſt were beheaded with three more of their brethren. 
Sebaſtianus 2 Commander inthe army,was firſt wounded with many arrowes, at- 
terward recovering was whipt to 7e. None were ſuffered ro draw water , nor 
i their corn, till they had offered incenſe to the Idol. Pope Cj#s ſuffered 
artyrdome, (o did that Noble Roman Gabizins, with his daughter —_— _ 
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"An. Murdl whole Legion of Chriſtiars atter two decimarions, were all at laſt cut off by the 
LAS command of Maximianus, So were the two Capraines, Cerion and Yidor with 
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their Troopes. Marcellus the Centurion with his 12 ſonnes were martyred , and 
© were Zenoche Tribune with all his ſouldiers - with many other brave men and 
women. In a church of Bithynia, on the day of Chriſts Nativity were burned mul- 
titudes of people. In one month there dyed 17000 Martyrs. In Egypt theredyed 
by Martyrdome 144©0001n ten years ſpace , beſides 70000 baniſhed, No leſle 
cruelty was uſed in Africa, againſt thoſe who would not be Traditores, that is 
would not deliver up their Bibles ro be burned. In France among many other 
Martyrs, YVi&orinus Biſhop of Poyriers ſuffered, In Spain Yincentins the Dea- 10 
con. Oſius Biſhop of Corduba, and many more; Agnes, Eucratis,the two Enlale, 
with divers other Virgins ſhewed more then humane courage in ſuffering uns 
ſpeakable tortures ; whereas Pope Marcellinus fainted as Peter did betore 
him. 
4 Diocletian and Maximianns being ſatiated with innocent bloud , tortured with 
30 _ Ciſcaſes, and an evill conſcience , fc]l madde, and ſo both in one day reſigned up 
their Empire, being content to live privately; Diocletian was then at Nicomedia, 
Hercslens at Millain. This betook himſelf into Lucania, the other to his native ſoil 
at Salonz. Both ragipg, that they could not with all their cruelty ſuppreſle the re - 
ligon and name of Chriſtianity, Diocletian poyſoned or ſtabbed himſelf, being 68 29 
years old. Maximiaxns dyed of a loathſome and torturing dilcaſe in his bowels in 
the 68 year alſo of his age. 
Conſtantins Chlorus, and Galerius Maximinus, are declared Emperors. Con- 
ſtantius was tavourable ro the Chriſtians, a Prince of an excellent remper, who 
cared not for wealth , holding himſclfe ſufficiently rich , it his ſubje&s were 
rich. When Diocletiay upbraided him for his poverty,he preſently gathered great 
ſtore of wealth,which having ſhewed, he reſtored again to the right owners. He was 
the ſon of Eatropins,a noble Roman,and of Claudia daughter of Claudins Auguſtus, 
Though Italy, Africk, Gallia, Germany & Britain were allotted ro him for his thare 
of the Empircy yet he contented himſelf with Gallia alone 5 which hee ruled with 30 
good laws and moderation: 
Galerins was 2 good ſouldier, and a handſome man, born in Dacia, of mean pa- 
rentage, for his father was a husbandman,and he himſelfe a Cow-heard, whence 
he was called __ Hee gave out that his mother had begort him of a 
Dragon, as 0lympiadid Alexander, He was indeed a Dragon to the Chriſtians, 
for is perſecution was the bloudieſt of all, to prevent which, multitudes of peo- 
ple fled to defart places and rocks, Uybanw prefident of Paleſtina put Appianus 
and Edeſivs his brother with many others to cruell deaths. But he himſelf was by 
Maximinus, (whoſe cruell commands he ſo readily obeyed ) ſentenced to death, 
But Firmilianus worſe then he, yaged over dead carcaſſes, denying them buriall.z zo 
which inhumanity the very Gentiles abhorred,when they ſaw wi de beaſts and birds 
carrying away mens limbes. When the triends of Pamphilus faw, that lis bod 
and 12 others lay four dayes in the ſtreets untouched by any beaſt, took the bold- 
neſſe ro bury them. And Firmilianns fhortly after ſheathed the ſame ſword in 
his own bowels, which he unſheathed againſt Chriſtians, ſo fierce was this Dragon 
againſt all thar profeſſed Chriſt, within his Dominions of Palcſtina, Egypt, Syria, 
Meſapotamia, Pontus, Cappadocia,and Bithynin,thar he burned a whoſe towne of 
Chriſtians at onetime. The Governour of Provinces proffering rewards to thoſe 
that ſhould find out new tortures. 

About rhe 8, year of this bloudy Tragedy, both Judges and Torturers began to 50 
grow weary of acting, forthey perceived that Chriſtians ran as cheerfully ro Mar- 
tyrdome , as the Romans did to a May-game. 1 hereforc the tyrants tearing that 
their cities would be left deſolate, were contented to put out onely one eye, and 
to break one of the confeflors thighs, and to condemne them ro work in mines. 
Many Biſhops and Presbyrers ſuffered martyrcome intheſe times. But Conſtan- 
Fins was a friend to the Chriſtians, whro did nor {uffer under him , bur in the two

Maximinus having alſo obtained the Government of Italy, appoiats two Ceſafs, 
$everiis for Iraiy, and Max:mrans his fiſters fon for the Eaſt, both being Hiyrians, 
He kept Conſtantine by him as an hoſtage,uncer pretence of rel;gior. For hee ſaw 
in hiea though a childe, more then 2 manly (pirit, Therefore he 1aceavoured to ex- 
ſe him to danger, ſometimes wiſhing him.to fight with ſome barbarian, or with 
10a Lion. Bur he perceiving his life aimed ar,fled,and to retard rhe purſuers, killed all 
the Poſt-horſes that hee, found in the way : and fo came fate to Britain, where 
hee found his aged Father fickly, who dyed not long after ar Yorke 
the 13 yearc of lus reign, the 63 of his life. Hee was deified by the Ro- 

mans. | 

The Pr#torian ſouldiers at Rome being bribed, declare Maxentirs the ſon of 
Herculeus Emperor. Upon this Hereulers makes haſte for Rome, hoping to bee 
re-inveſted in the Empire, which he unwillingly loſt ; ro that purpoſe writes let- 
ters to Diecletian, that he would reaſſume again his command and dignity, who 
returnes this anſwer, that he found more pleaſure in planting his por-hearbs, then 
ever he did inruling over the Romans. Bur Severus Ceſar is ſent by Galerins ro 
Rome, to appeale the Pretorians, and Maxentins, He fits downe with his army 
before the city : bur his ſouldiers forſake him, and join with Maxenrins, Severus 
a to Ravenna: but Maximranus cunningly inticed him to come 


forth , whom he carrics to Rome, where he is put to death, Aﬀter this Max:mi- 
4n#5 in 2 full aſſembly went about ro diſcover his ſonnes nakednefle , and to ſhew 


' his whole body cat up with Vermine. Hee was told by his Phyfitians (many of 


how weake he was, and unfit for Government , but for his labour he was 


tailed at by the ſouldiers.Thence he went ro Gallia to Conſtantine, ro whom hee 


had given his —_— Fauſta in marriage; pretending that hee was baniſhed

Abour this time Licinins the Dacian was made Emperor by Galerius, who dy- 42 $0. 
ed ſhortly atter, having reigned Emperor 13 years. For having lett Licinins ro 4.C.310. 


rule the Illyrians and Thracians , hee went ro Rome to ſuppreſſe Maxemtins , 
but finding him ſtrongly maintained by the ſouldiers, whom he bribed , and 
fedring his own ſouldicrs would be bribed ro betray him, departed. out of Italy, 


40 and ſhortly after died of an uncurable wound, his genitals veing putrefied, and 


whom he killed out of impatience of his paincs) that his diſeaſe was incurable : 
he finding himſelfe checkt in conſcience tor murthering ſo many Chriſtians, re- , 
pealed his edits againſt them, fer them all ar liberty , and recommended himſelf 
to their prayers, and ſo dyed. Abour theſe times Pope Marcellinns, Serena Dio- 
clet ians wite, S. Catharine, Lucianus who was the ſeventh that turned the Bible 
into Greek,and many mere ſuffered martyrdome.

nian as ſome think, but a Britain, he with Maxentins, Licinins, and Maxti- 

minu; ruled the Empire. Alexander who had then a command in Afric, xg 
would have bcen a fift Emperor, he was a Pannonian, and of mean parentagegbut 
Rufus Voluſianus being ſent by Maxentius did quickly ſuppreſle him. So Africa 
was now expoſed tothe fury of Maxentivs who raged in Carthage, and all about 
with fire and ſword. Art firſt he ſhewed ſome favour to Chriſtians , bur being 
confirmed in his Empire, he perſecuted them with as greatfury, as ever did his 
predeceſſors. Neither Virgins nor Matrons could eſcape the fury of his luſt, but 
tuch as fled, or dyed. He abuſed many noble women,and then ſent them back to 
their husbands. He itudyed magick,and to that purpoſe he cut up the bowels of di- 
vers childfen,and ript up the bellies of many mothers, | | 

After the Eaſt had reſted a while from perſecution, upon the recantation of a9 
Gallerius his ſucceſſor, Max1minus fell with freſh fury on the Chriſtians, imputing 
to them all the miſeries that had fallen on the Empire ; and recriminating them 
with pollutions and abominations whereof they were no way guilty ; he com- 
mands all the Idol Temples to be repaired , their ſacrifices renewed, and the 
Chriſtian religion to be quite baniſhed. Bur by Divine Juſtice ircame ro paſſe, 
that plagues, tamine, and unuſuall diſeaſes never raged in the world fo much as 
now, that Chriſtians are perſecuted, who notwithſtanding the miſeries they indu- 
red did ſhew the fruires of their Religion, by burying the dead bodies of their 
enemics, which lay ſcattered up and down the ſtreers. But the Armenians by force 
of armes compelled Maxentins to permit them the free exercile of Chriſtian re- 30 
ligion. Afﬀer this Maxentius exerciſed his cruell and barbarous nature againſt the 
Nobility of Rome and Italy,which Conftantene underſtanding,reſolves to caſe the 
Empire of ſuch a tyrant. Wherefore having quieted Gallia, to-make himſelf the 
ſtronger, he marrycth his ſiſter to Licinius ; Diocletian was invited by theſe two 
Emperors tothe wedding ; but he excuſed himſelf by reaſon of his age and weak- 
as. Upon this denyall he receiverh menacing letters, ſhewing'thar he favoured 
Maximinns and Maxentins, whereupon he fearing ſome diſgracefull death, poy- 
ſoncd himſelf, as was ſaid. He was an ambitious and proud man,as may be ſcen by 
aſſuming to himſelf Divine honors, and by changing the ancient compuration of 
years, cauſing the accompt begin from the firſt year of his reign , this was called yg 
e£ra Drocletiant,and continued 248 yeares, Yet hee was a fearfull man, chiefly 
- thunder and lightning , with which notwithſtanding his Palace was ſet an 

re. 

Conſtantine haſtneth to Rome, the noiſe of whoſe approach affrighted Maxen- 
tins.Yetan Army is ſentto retard Conftentines march,at Verona the two Armies 
meet: Maxentzxs loſt the day z who was little troubled, cither at the loſs of his 
Army, orthediſaſter of his father ; ar laſt with much adoe, he ventures with a 
freſh Army againſt Conſtantrne, g miles from the'City, who obraines a ſecond 
victory ; Maxentius flying back to.Rome, and entring upon a bridge of boates, 
over the river, his horle ſtumbled,and he fell intothe water, where he was drown- 50 
ed with the _—_— his armour, and ſearſe could his body be found inthe-raud. 
The ſame fate'befell his guard-and Counters. Thus dyed he in the 6. year of his 
reign. His Armie conliſted of 170000 Foot, and 18000 Horſe, whereas Con- 

antines were not half ſo many. The report of this overthrow was not at firſt 
leeved inthe City, till Maxentivs his head was brought in upon a pole; then 
'thcrewas great joy ; for both Senators and people were delivered from the mal: 
{acre intended by the Pratorian Guard ypon them ; which murther was plotted

® Onſtantinie was the ſonne of Conſtantins Chlorus, and Helena,not a Bithy-

for this put to the ſword, and deſtroyed their fortifications. 


Whileſt Coxſtantive was in doubt whether he thould go againſt Maxentins ot not, 


there appearcd to him about noon,the f12n of the C rofle in the air, and on it theſe 


words ingraven,/z this thon ſhal overcome:which {1gn the next night Chriſt himſelf 


confirmed by his own preſence to Conſtantine, bidding him make uſe of this ſign 
againſt his enemy, Upon this victory edicts are ſent abroad forthe free exerciſe 
of Chriſtian religion. Maximinwus in the caſt hearing of his fellow tyrants death, our 
of fcar deliſted trom perſecuting of the Chriſtians, yer he did not permit their aſ- 
ro ſemblics. Bur Zicinizs in a ſhort time delivered theChurch from this oppreſſor;tor 
underſtanding that his ſouldiers had forſaken him ; he purſues him from Illyricum 
to Thracia,and from thence to Cilicia, where he ſhuts him up withinTharſus;there 
he dyed the third ycar of his reign, of a loathſome diſcaſc ;- in which hee loſt his 
fight, and his body ſtunk like a dead carkafle, before hee was dead. Thus the 
Church is freed of ſeven tyrants, to wit, Diocletian, Maximianus, Galerins Max- 
iminus, Maxentins, Valerius Maximinns, Severus, Galcrius his Colleague , and 


Alexander tyrant of Africa, there remaines only Licinins with his Collcagues;bur 


Licinius giving too much heed to Magicians and Soothſayers, began firſt to in- 
26 hibit the mecting of Biſhops ; then prohibited women to come to Church, 
commanding them to be inſtructed at home by thoſe of their own ſex, ſhortly af- 
ter he ſhuts up all the Churches, caſheers all Chriſtians in his Armies,and baniſh- 
eth them from his Court, Ar laſt he entbrewed his ſword with the bloud of Bi- 
ſhops, He overthrew the Church Amaſena in Pontus, and cur ſome Conteſlors in 
peeces,then flung them intg the Sea. He hated learning,and ſcholars, chiefly Law- 
yers and Philoſophers, caffing letters the poyſon and plague of the State. He was 
friendly to none, except to husbandmen , from whom he deſcended, and footh- 
ſayers, who ſoothed him up with promiſes of great happinefle. Yet this was com- 
mendable 1n him, that he kept the buldiers in good ins 5. z that he hated catamites 
4o and flarterers, calling them the rats and moths of the Palace. Many Chriſtians fled 
to Conſtantine, who both maintained Chriſtianity and learning, being a (cholar 
himfclte. He aboliſhed the puniſhment of crucifixion, and breaking ot legs. He 
ſupprefſed all oppreſſion and tyranny ; he wrote kinde letters to Licinius , 
deliring him.to bee favourable to Chriſtians, according tothe league made be- 
tween them : he was proudly anſwered,that he had no reaſon to meddle with his 
part of the Empire. Whereupon Conſtantine with his ſon Criſpss, marched a- 

inſt Licinins in Thracja, where neer Odrifla, {ince called Adrianopolis, he de- 
Seed him; from thence Licinins flyes to Bythinia in Aſia, and raiſeth a new ar- 

, Which Conflaytine overthrew by the power of Chriſt, the repreſentation of 
40 whole Croſſe he carryed ftill in his Banners, and on his Coin. 

Licinins ſends his wife Conſtantines fiſter to procure his pardon, which was 
granted, conditionally; that he ſhould live privately with' his wife at Theſlalos 
nica. 'But Yelews whom Licinivs had choſen for his Colleague, was put to 
death by Conftentine. Zoſimus writes; that Conſtantine not only pardoned, bur 
alſo received him again as Co-Emperor, and named his ſonne Liciniayss tel- 
low Ceſar, and (ucceſſour with his owne ſonnes o_ and Conſtantive, Bur fix 

earc9 after, this peace was broken, and Lictivs driven out of Thracia into 
Chalcedon, where he choſe Martinianss for his Ca. And as Exſebius writes, 
they were both overthrown by Conſtantine, who having received his imperts 
5oall robe ſent by his wife , pardoned him again , and ſent him to Theſlalonica, 

whereupon new commotions raiſed by him and his Colleague Martivianss , 

they were both pur to death. Licinivs reigned about 15 years, and lived almoſt 

60. About theſe times the Chriſtian Religion was much prop ated through 

Scotland, by meanes of the Britaines who fled thither to ayoid the fury of D40- 

cletian.

(Ge Religion lifteth up her head, rhe Temples are opened for rhe 
© Þ truc God, at whoſe preſence Idolatry like Dagon falls to 
the ground ; Biſhops and Doctors,chicfly thoſe that ſuffered are highly rewarded; 
controverſies are filenced ; therefore Conſtantine gives ,order for calling of 
Councels, and will himſelfe hear the difference between Cecilian and Donatss, 
by his Deputics who abſolve Cecilian and condemne the turbulent « 196 of Do- 
natus, and his ſet. Conſtantine compelled no man to embrace Chriſtianity , yet 
ſuffered none to commit Idolatry : he would have Chriſt to be profeſſed Gui Y$ a0 
not by conſtraint. He will not uſe that bloudy courſe againſt Pagans which they 5 
uſcd againſt Chriſtians. Furious reformers of Religion, are the ſucceſſors of Dz- 
scletiax, not of Conſtantine. But this fair day of the Churches peace was quickly 
overcaſt by the black cloud of Arianiſme, which like a ſparkle being kindled ar 
Alexandria by Arius Presbyter, there did ſpread it ſelfe ſoon after into a flame 
through Egypt, Lybia, and the reſt of the world. The Emperour willing to 
_ this fire berimes, ſends 0ſins Biſhop of Corduba, with letters, , deſiring 
them 10 ſtudy more piety, and leſſe controverſie, leſt they become a mocking ſtock to 
A.C.325+ the Infidels.But ſecing he could not thus prevail, he cals a Councell at Nicea in Bi- 
. thynia of 318 Biſhops, beſides innumerable Presbyters and Deacons. Sylveſter gg 
the Pope by reaſon of his age could not be there, bur ſent his Deputies, Conſtan- 

, tine f1tring down in his gilded Throne, exhorted them, to decide the controyer- 
ſie by Scripture, andto lay afide all emulation and ſtrife, In the end Arius is con» 
demned and baniſhed , and the eternall conſubſtanriality of the Son of God with 
his Father is confirmed. The controverſie alſo about Eaſter is aboliſhed, and'ir 
1s commanded to be,kept, the firſt ſunday ſtill, after the EquinoGtiall full Moog, 
and not with the Jewes, the 14 day of the Moon. All other controverſics between 
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the Biſhops he ended by flinging the papers in the fire. He commanded the Lords 4x. Mundi 
day to be obſerved, he put downe the Gladzators, and would nor ſuffer any Chri- ,gyyy 
ſtian to be flave to a Jew. He did nor permitthe Governours of Provinces to in- 

frmge the Biſhops Decrees and Carons. He cauſed the Church goods to be re- 

ſtored, which were held by the ciry, and many otherexcellent las he made in fa. 

your of Teſtators, Orphans, and Virgins. He alwayes heard Sermons itanding, 
acknowledging thereby what reverence was due to Gods Word; 

After the overthrow of Aris, Conſtantine cclcbrates the 20 yeare of his reigne, 
and entertaines the Biſhops witha great Feaſt, on whom he beſtowed gifts. Hee 

10 kiſſed the ſcars of Paphnutins Biſhop of Thebais, and of Sp:ri4ion biſhop of Cy- 
, Calling them bleſſed that were wounded for Chriſt, It was this Paphnutius 
that ſtood up inthe 'Councell in defence of the marryed Clergy. Conftantine re- 
proved Areſtns biſhop of the Novarians, for denying ihe Communion to thoſe 
thar had fallen, and wiſhed him 70 ſet up 4 ladder, and climbe up himfelfe alone to 
heaven, Bur the Arians did not ceaſe ro ſpew our their malice againſt rhe Or- 
thodox, by falſe accuſations, whereas other wayes they could not hurt them. In 
the mean time Conſtartine gives order to. pull down the chappell of Yexus, buir 
over the Holy Sepulchre, and in lieu thereof ro erect a Temple to our Saviour ; 
and a town, which he called new Jeruſalem. His mother Helena built churches in 
2othe' places of Chriſts Nativity and Aſcenſion. Shee ſearched and tound the Holy 
Croſle, by which miracles were wrought. At laſt having done much gcod,the dyed 
being $0 years old. 

Criſpus was Conftantines eldeſt ſon, who being falſely accuſed by his ſtepmo. 
ther Fau#a, that he would have raviſhed her, # by kis Fathers command put to 
death, and ſhe afterward being found guilty of this murther, is killed in a ſcalding 
bath. Hee cauſed alſo Licinranxs his fiſters ſon to be ſlain. Then he repaires and 
beautifies Byzantium, and cals it from his own name Conflantinople, and having 
eranſlared thicker many Noble Families,and wealth frem Rome,and ere&ied mag- 
nificent buildings and Temples there, it was called new Rome : he buildes again 

3o the wals which, by Severus 130 yeares before were thrown down; and gives the 
ſame priviledges to new Rome, whichold Rome had, This he did in hatred to 
Romes greatneſle and Idolatry ; and becauſe this city lay fit tor the ſuppre fling 
the Goths ,* and Sarmatians : but it was impolitickly done to weaken the old 

fear ofthe Empire, and Italy which lay ſo fit for Dominion, He adorned allo Nt- 
comedia, Hebron, and Antiochia and other places. He cauſed Idolatry to be ſup- 
eſſed, and Idols ro be thrown downe, and hereticall conventicles to be aboliſhed: 
{ubdued the Scythians and made them tributaries, and likewiſe the S2uro- 
mat or Sarmatians, Indians, Ethiopians, and Perſians honour him with pre- 
ſents. Hormiſdas the Perſian king fled to him tor aid. He upon ſpleen of his No- 

4 bility was pat by his right,being rhe eldeſt ſon,and caſt in chains, the younger bro- 
ther was made king : but Hormiſdas wite delivered him,by ſending him a tiſh,and 
init a file; wheremth he filed off his fetters, and in the clothes oPan Eunuch paſled 
unknown through the drunken guard z and {o got to Armenia,and from thence had 
a conyoy to Conſtantine : who had ſent to Sapores the old Perſtan King to (urcealc 
perſecuting the chriſtians,as he did;zupon the inſtigarion of Jews and Magitians, be

Conftantine in his latter dayes began ro waver, for the Arian fation wrought 
uport his ſiſter Conſtantia, the wite of Licivins, and ſhe upon him,ro recall 47:48 
from baniſhment. Zuſebivs alſo biſhop of Nicomedia, with other Arians fallly 

Joaccuſed Athanaſius ſucceſſour ro Alexander in Alexandria, and ina councell held 
ar'Tyrus condemned him, with Z»fachias biſhop of Antioch, whom they tally 
accuſed of adultery. Arhaxaſins is baniſhed to Treviri, but by a Synod of 80 br 
ſhops in Egypt, he is abſolved from the Arians unjuſt ſentence, who condemned 
Him for a magirian : bur Arivs having fraudulently ſubſcribed and ſworne to the 
Niceancreed, having another under his arm, was received by the Emperor , 
ordet given to Alexander biſhop of Conſtantinople to receive hum publickly in- 4 3 0 6.

Conſtantine had three ſonnes beſides Criſpus whom the ſtepmother Fauſta the 
daughter of Maxentius murthered; that her own ſonnes might ſucceed z rhe el- 
deſt Conſtantinns was made iCeſar the 10 year of his Fathers reigne z Con5tans 
the ſecond lon in the 20 year , and Conſtantins the youngeſt in the 39. In licu 
of Criſpus unjuſtly lain, and much lamented by Helena his Grandmother, and the 
whole city. The good old Emperor having celebrated the marriage of his ſonne 10 
4307. Conitantins, and anſwered the Embaſſadours of India and Iberia, as he was going 
A.C.337. againſt the Perſians, and was baptized in the Suburbs of Nicomedia, deparred 
this life the 63 of his age,and the 32 years of his Empire. His death was foretold by 
a comer, his body was interred with great ſolemnity in the Apoſtles Church 
which he built at Conſtantinople. He was much lamented by the Romans, ſuch 
was his piety that he taught his armiesto pray, and gave them a ſet forme of his 
own making. He cauſed his Image to be ſtamprt on his coin, in the geſture of one 
kneeling and praying to Chriſt : In his time Meletius biſhop, for his miſdemean- 
ours was degraded,and then out of ſpleen became Arian, Clodomerus King of the 
Francs invaded Gallia,the two Feaſts of cxaltation and'invention of the Crofle were 26 
inſtituted. The Iriſh are converted by the preaching of St. Patrick. Chriſtianity in» 
creaſeth in India, Iberia and Armenia. 
Conitantine a little before his death, upon the importunity of the ſouldiers made 
Dalmatins his brothers ſonne Ceſar alſo, but by the ſame ſouldiers he was oppreſ- 
ſed, and ſo the Empire was divided betyyeene the three brothers. Conſtantine the 
cldeſt had for his var Spain, Gallia the Alpes and Britain, Conftans ( whom 
others call Conſtantius confounding the names)had Italy, Afric,Grecia,and Illyri» 
cum- Conſtantius or Conſtans obtainedthe Eaſt. Conſtantine having reſtored A- 
thanaſins, as his father had ordered , quarrelled with his brother abour Italy and 
4310. Atric, and was overthrown by Conſtans his army z having received many wounds 30 
A. C. 340,45 heefell from his horſe neer Aquileja, and is flung into the river Alfa, the 3 year 
of his reign, the 25 of his age. Conſtans was at firſt a valiant and juſt Emperor, 
bur afrer growing gowty, he began laſcvious and cruell. Hee ſubdued the Francs 
oppreſſing Gallia - he maintained Athanaſius and the Nicean creed : but one day 
as he was hunting, Chreſtivs, Marcellizns and Magnentins, conſpire againſt him, 
and murther him. Ungratefull Magzeztins forgot that one time Conſtans ſaved 
his life, by caſting his robe over him, when the ſouldiers would have killed him. 
4320. Conſtaxs dyed the 13 year . of his reign, he had been Ceſar 3 years before his fathers 
A. C. 350, death, he was 27 years old, ſome ſay-30. Magnentins made himſelte Emperor of 
the Eaſt. Yetranius Generall of the Illyrian and Pannonian Forces, invaded the 40 
Emprire on that fide, but Conſtantins bs an eloquent ſpeech hee made rg both 
the armies ready*o fight, made Yetranins lay down his command, the 10 month 
after he had taken ir up, and content himſelfe witha private life. At Rome Nepo- 
tianus fiſters ſonne of Conſtantine the Great , having laine + the Governour 
of the city is made Emperor in ſuch a tumult, that the ſtreets ranne with 
—_ » andallplaces were filled with dead bodies. The Perſians alſo invaded the 
mpire, 
Conſtantins finding how unable he was alone to manage the Empire , makes 
Gallas his couſen German Ceſe, and marrycthto him Conſtantine his fiſter, who 
had been marryed to Annibatianus Governour of Armenia. Magnentins alſo makes 50 
his kinſman Decentius Ceſar, beyond the Alpes. Theſe baving many times $kir- 
miſhed, ar laſt encountred with all their ſtrength neer Murſia, where Magnentivs 
the Gaul isdefeared, having loſt 36000 men, and Conſtantivs 30000. This vitory 
was deer bought, for by the loſle of ſo many men, the | Empire was much weak- 
63: ned, fo that the barbarous Nations could not be kept out. Magnentins fled to 
4323. Lions, where he killed himſclfe with his own ſword , the 4 yeare of his Empire 5 
A.C. 353. and about the 50 of his age, Decentins hearing of his overthrow and death, ſtrang-

led himſelf. Gallus Ceſar quieted the Jewes who would have made them a new A#.M 247 
King z he killed many thouſand of them, and burned Celarea,and Tiberias. This Lu 
Galins was of a fierce and bloudy diſpoſition ; ſo was his wite. They cauled many 
innocent men to be murthered,upon falſe accuſations of informers, the thought ſhe 
might doe any-thing,being the Emperors ſiſter. But they both were invited by 
Aattering letters to come to Conſtantins, She teared her brothers cruelty, yet ad- 
ventured to ſee him ; but having come to Bithynia, ſhe fell fick of a Feaver and , 7 2 4, 
dyed,Gallus was apprehendedar Pola atown of Iſtria, where he was acculed of all ;, Cc, 354, 
his crueltieshe laid the blame of al upon his wite;but there he was beheaded,the 4, 

10 year of his tyranny, 

Silvanns was choſen in his room by Conxſraatiusz he was a Gaul by birth , bur 
of an aſpiring nature, who aiming roo high was killed by the ſouldiers , within 
a month of his advancement. Conſtantins having now no Competitor , begins 
to exerciſe his cruelty,accuſing many , as if guilty of plotting with AMagnentims 
Gallus, and Sy{vanus againſt him. He baniſherh allo many Orthodox Biſhops. And 
becauſe the Francs, Alemans, Saxons,and Quadi made irruptions upon Gallia, he 
choſe Claudius Fulianus the brother of Gallus, and having tent tor him trom A- 
thens, makes him Ceſar : and gave him command over the Tranſalpin coun- 
tries, he ſubdued the barbarous Nations thereabout ; and took king Chonodema» 

2071%s priſoner : and regained the ancient bounds of the Empire. He rook alſo pri- 
ſoner Badomarins chicf King of the Alemans. He defeated the Saxons and Qua- 
di; upon this he is proclaimed Auguſtus by the Army. Conſta.11ms by Embal- 
ſadours counſells Yim to content himſelte with the uitle of Ceſar; who replyes 
that he will be no leſſe officious and obedient, under the high title of Angaſtus 
then before. 

Conſtantius overcame the Sarmatians, who had over run Illyricum,but having 
no ſucceſle againſt the Perſians , and underſtanding that F«{za» was marching 
againſt him with an Army,out of impatience and long watchings, fell into a vio- 
lent feaver and dyed,at Meſocrene neer the foot of mount Taurus, having reigned 

3024 years, 8 alone, 16 with his brother & Magnentius.He had foug hr 9 bartels with 
the Perſians, but with little ſucceſſe : the laſt was loſt by the wilfulneſle of his ſoul- 
diers, He was a good archer, temperatin dyet and fleep,a good ſcholar ; and one 
that could indure hardlabour. Not much given to venery,contenting himlielt with 
his wives,chicfly Euſebia. Hee favoured the Arians, being induced thereto by the 
ſame Presbyter that wrought upon Great —— ſiſter. He was 41 years old 
when he dycd;his genius that was wont tobe cheerfull with him, a little before his 
ficknetle looked fad upon him. ; 

In his time Athanaſius was much vexed by the Arian Biſhops,for returning to 
his charge without Epiſcopall approbation ; for bringing into the Church the 

go word Conſubſtantiall not found in Scripture. Heto avoid Conſtantia his tury, 
flies to Pope Fulrus at Rome ; in his abſence one George fits down in his chair 

at Alexandria: and EZuſeb14s at Antioch in a converticle of 80 biſhops,expls the 
word In poſſeſſeth the chair of Conſtantinople,which belonged to 
Paxlxs the true biſhop. But after his death Pawl is received again by the Catho- 
licks , but Macedonixs is ordained by the Arians, and ratified by the Emperor , 
who ſent Hermogeses with ſome Forces to thruſt out Paxl. Bur the people killed 
the captain, and burned downe his houſe. For this ſedition the city 1s fined, Paul 
baniſhed, and Macedonivs with the loſſe of 3000 citizens gets up into the chair. 
By the favour of Copſtans and Pope Fulivs, Athanaſius returnes to Alexandria, 
Jeand is baniſhed the third time, being accuſed for converting the Poors corn to 
his own uſe. He flies to Conſtance,and defires a free Synod, His fellow-lufferer 
Paul , by the Arians malice periſhed in his cxile : and Macedoniss himlclte, 
who held the Holy Ghoſt robe the ſervant only of the Father, and the Sonne, 
was ſhortly expelled by the Arians, becauſe he would not call the Son of God a 
creature, 
Conſtens calls a Synod of 300 Weſterns ,and 800 Eaſtern Biſhops at Sardica 


in Thracia, in which Athanaſivs is abſolved by the Weſtern biſhops, and 1s a- 
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ain reſtores to his charge, to the grief of the Eaſtern Cleargy : but Conſtars. be- 
dead , Conſtantius was much abuſed by the Arian biſhops , chiefly by Y«- 
ho prayed with Conſtaxt:us, whileſt his Army was fighting with Mag- 
nentius, and got him the firſt news of the vitory z he with divers others, ſtill 
waited on the Emperor, ſoliciting him agaii ſt the Catholicks ; whom George 
at Alexandria did cagerly perſecute. Photinus biſhop of Syrmium is condemned 
by a Councell held there, for giving Chriſt no other beginning but from Mary. 
tins and his ſcholar Eunomns, diſſent in this from the Arians in denying 


Chriſt to be like his Father. A Synod is-called by 


which Pope LZiberins, Hilarins biſhop of Poytures wit 
for not {ub(cribing tothe unjuſt ſentence . ar Athanaſius. But the Arians diſ- 
ſenting among themſelves,8 with the Ort of 
Synod at Ariminum in Italy of 4co biſhops. Bur there could be no reconciliati- 
on. Whcrcupon a Synod is called at Seleucia, in which much digladiation there 
was about the word *& or like, whether was meant the fimilitude of eſſence 
or of will. Burnothing could be agreed upon, wherefore the Arians fly to Con- 
ſtantinople, and forced many Orthodox biſhops to receive that fallacious Symbol, 
which was compiled in the Synod of Seleucia, in which the word «ſia, or ſub- 
ſtance was pur out,and concluded that the Son was like the Father,and that he was 
not a creature like other creatures : but ſome who refuſcd to ſubſcribe were baniſh- 2g 
ed. Hilarins is ſent back to France,as being found too hard a diſpurant for the ea- =

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Lavins Claudius, Fulianusthe ſonne of Cexſtantins Conſtantine the Greats 
brother, whoſe mother was Baſilins a Noble Lady.In his youth he was bred 
a Chriſtian under the biſhop of Nicomedia, and tor his pregnant wit and c- 
loquence was made reader in the church. He was ſtudious and expert in the 
Greek tongue. Bur being too familiar with Libanins the Sophiſter , with Fam» go 
blicus, Maximns, and other Philoſophers, hee became a heathen, a | 
rſecutor of Chriſtians, and a right Apoſtate, He uſed to diffame great Con- 
Renrine calling him an innovator and diſturber of the ancient lawes. He put none 
to deach for religion, but pretended other cauſes : hee ſhut up all ſchools of learn- 
ing among Chriſtians, knowing that learning was an enemy to Gentiliſm, He 
opened the Idolatrous Temples, and commanded facrifices thereto be offered. 
He ſtampt upon his coin Fupner, ſetting the crown on his head; Pallas putting 
on his cloak, and Mercury giving him the ſcepter. He robbed the church of 
her revenues, telling the Clergy that they ſhould be the fitrer for heaven, becauſe 
ir 1s written, Bleſſed be the poore. He iuffered no milita 
on Chriſtians. He writ invectives againſt Chriſtian 
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magician, 2

Delphic Temple alſo, was much abour this time overthrown with thunder and WW NJ 
earthquakes, as Fulian was ſending thitherto know by the Oracle whar ſucceſſe 

he ſhould have againR the Perſians. Ir had been overthtown before and ſpoiled 

4 times, namely by the Phlegians. 2.by Xerxes his ſouldiers. 3-by the #hocenſes 

4. by Brennus, bur ſtil] it was rebuiltagain by the overthroy of theſe ryyo Tem- 

ples, Judaiſm, and Gentiliſm were deadly wounded. 

It's recorded of Fulian (whom Athanaſins called acloud ſoon vaniſhing) that 
in privatc he put divers Chriſtians to death for their religion: aniong the reſt 

10 Artemins Governour of Egypt, which made the Alcxandrians fall furiouſly up- 
on George their Arian Biſhop, and murther him; 'This George had uſcd toin- 
vcigh bitterly againſt them, ro make ſport with the skuls of the murthered Ca- 
tholicks ; tricks fitter for a Turkiſh turbant,then a Biſhops miter. F#lianthrear- 
ned to revenge this murther of George, but was taken off with fair words, and 
the Perſian war : which he was preparing for. Underſtanding that Apolo could 
utter no Oracle, becauſe the chriſtians had buryed ſome of their Martyrs neere 
to. him, he cauſed their bodies and reliques to be removed, the people inthe 
interim ſinging that of the Pſalmiſt: Confonnded bee all they that worſhip 
graven Images, At which Fulian was - vexcd inwardly, but could not helpe 

201t, but vowed to ſacrifice the bloud of chr:ſtians to his Gods, if he preyailed 
againſt the Perſians. About this time alſo Apolls's Temple at Rothe was burned 
down. 

Sapores who was made King before he was born,24 years of age, made irrupti- 
ons upon the Empire. Fu{ran with 65000 ſouldiers rooke divers Forts and 
Towns from the Perſian, and waſted all Affyria. Having croſſed the river Ti- 
gris, he burnt his boars, as if he had conquered all : bur being brought intoan 
ambuſh by a fugitive, where he was beſet with famine and Perfian armies,was 
ſhot in the liver , by anunknown hand, he in a rage flinging the bloud of his 
wound in the air, cries out , Thow haZ# overcome mee © Galilean, and ſodyed 

3ZOthe 31 year of age, having reigned alone 1 year, 8 months, and 10 yeares with 
Conſtantius. His wife was Helena great Conſtantins daughter, of whom hee had 
no children, her Matrix being Ar cop by Euſebia the Empreſle, ſo hee dyed 
childlefſe. Mari biſhop of Chalcedon was blind , whom F«{:a» mockingly told 
him,that he could nor have ſo much as eyes from his Chriſt. 1 thank Chriſt for it 
(faith he) for "ig ſhall not ſee thee, who art the great plague of the world. Atha- 
waſins after the death of George was reſtored againe to Alexandria, bur pre- 
ſently was forced to hide himſelf a while from F#lrax's fury ; in which time 
he compiled his excellent Symbol. Na/anJen wiites of Ful:4n, that he was 
unſtable in his head, cycs, and feet; art firſt he exhorred them to agree a- 

40 mong themſelves, and not to trouble themſelves with points of Religion, 
but to let every one enjoy his owne opinion. He reſtored tothe Donatiſts their 
churches again. x 

Fovinian or Fovianiucceeded, he was choſen for his fathers ſake YVaronianms ag 3 3 2, 
Noble Pannonian, and who had done good ſervice. Foviniar was a good chri- 4, c, 363 
ſtian, a bountifull Prince, and a handſome man. He was forced upon the ill fuc- 
ceſle of Fulian ro make a diſhonourable peace withthe Perſian, upon thele arti- 
cles. 1, That five regions beyond Tigris with ſome caſtles ſhould be ſurrender- 
ed to the Perfian. 2. Thar Nifibis and Singara, which the Romans held ever 
ſince Mithridates till now, ſhould be delivered tothe PerTian, bur nor the inhabi- 

5Otants. 3. Thatthe Romans ſhould notaid Arſaces King of Armenia the greater 
againſt the Perſians; this Article was hard, being this King was alwayes faith- 
full ro the Romans z bur they were forced to yeeld, becauſe the Army was 
much weakened with famine and war in that hoſtile and barren- countrey. Hee 
would not take upon him the Empire, till the whole Army had declared them- 
ſelves Chriſtians, for many of them in F»l:ans time had apoſtatiſed, He thut up 

al the Idol Temples again,and reſtored the true worſhipof God, with the churches 
revenues, and Yalentimian(who had been baniſhed ) to his former charge - the 
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hattruth in Religion which he was to follow. Upon this Athanaſius 
cals a Synod at Alexandria,where the ſum of the Catholick Faith was compiled, 
and ſentto the Emperour. ballet | 

Asthe Emperor was returning from Perſia, the Semt- Arias Macedonian he- 
retickes met him, crying out againſt the Arians, and ſtriving to infinuate them- 
ſelves into his favour, bur he rejected them, profeſſing that hee would give no 
ear tocontertions. Acacrns the great Arian, Biſhop of Czſarea, who had been 
a great ſtickler for Arianiſm, is now (bur hypocritically) content to ſubſcribe to 
the Niczan Creed in the Councell of Antioch held by Mele:zns Biſhop there, who 10 
was lately returned from exile : his example was followed by divers other Ari- 
an bithops, more out of fear tothe Emperour, then loye to the truth. Fows- 
ziay could abide no diſputes in Religion, but advanced thoſe who were mode- 
rate and peaceable men. He dycd in Illyricum ſuddenly of a ſurfeit the 8 month 
of his Empire, and of his age the 33 year.In his time Yiphilas the Arian Biſhop 
of the Goths found out the Gothic letters, and was the firſt who turned the Bi- 
ble into the Gothic tongue. He was interred neer tothe Capitol, and his ob- 
ſequies kept in Pannonia , before his death a comet appeared, and the Library at 
Antioch was burned. 

Valept:nan the firſt ſucceeded, he had been Tribune of the fouldiers under 29 
Fulian, who caſheered him for ſtriking a heathen Prieſt , that beſprinkled him 
with Holy water in the Church porch , as Fulian was ſacrificing to his Idol. Bur 
Fovinian reſtored him. He was a Pannonian born, his fathers name was Gratian, 
who was ſo ſtrong that five ſouldiers could not with all their ſtrength wring a 
rope out of his hand, which he had then to ſell. The Army urged Yalenwnian 
to choole a conſort; one told him,thar if he loved his kindred, he had a brother, if 
the State, he ſhould ſeck out ſome other. This ſpeech angered him z bur hee {aid 
nothing till he came to Conſtantinople, and then pronounced Yalens Co-Em- 
peror - no man daring to oppoſe him, they two depoſed moſt of Fuliaps officers. 
About this time the barbarous Nations on all fides invaded the Empire,the Picts 


Saxones, Scots, and Attacots, (a Nation in the South of Scotland, or North of 


England) fell upon the Britaines, the Perſians on Armenia, the Alemans on 
Gallia, the Sarmartians on Pannonia, the Goths on Thracia,and the Mauriſci on 
Africa. Upon this Yalentiviaz ſcts up his ſeat at Millan, Yalers at Conſtantino» 
ple, where he was infeted. by Eudoxws the Arian biſhop, from thence he remo- 
ved to Antioch, where he caſt the Catholicks out of their churches. Petronixs 
his Father in law did ſo pole the people with extortions that they ſer up one Pro. 
cop1u to be Emperor of Conſtantinople, Armies are raiſed,and Bithynia is taken. 
The Thracians and Goths are invitcd to fide with them. The poſthume daughter 
of Conſraxt-ws, the Emperor is carrycd about the Army,as if this new Emperor 
intended her-good : C/Fycws is taken ; but when Procopius ſhould have fought 
with Yalexs, his ſouldiers forſook him,and he was brought to Yalens, who gave 
order hee ſhould loſe his head, and be quratered, many alſo of his {ide ſuffered 
with him : thus cndcd that ciyill broil. 

Ar this time a great ſchiſm was in Rome,about the ele&ion of the Pope Dama- 


ſws and Yrſicianss ſtriving for it z the fation was ſo great, that many were killed; 


at laſt Damaſus carrycdit, He was the firſt that authoriſed the Latin Verſion 
before the Greck: but the Clergy retained their old Pſalmes, he cauſed the 
Creed of Conſtantinople to be ſung in ſtead of the Nicen. Lucifer biſhop of Sar- 
dinia brought a ſchiſm into the church, for refuſing to admit thoſe Arians into 50 


the Prieſthood,who had renounced their errours. Ambroſe then tranſlated fr 
the Greek into the Latin church the nging of hymnes ” Anti-hymnes , he nw 


made biſhop, being Governour of Millan,for he being commande by Yalentivian 
to ſuppreſle the ſedition that was riſen about the eleRion, he himſclfe was cleted 


by the approbation of all. 


After Yalentiniay had ſuppreſſed the Alemans, and was recovered from a de- 


AcC. 397, iperate ficknelle, he named his young ſonne Gratians; Emperor: ſo now are 


three 
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three Emperours. Hee began ro be a rigorous punniſher of every ſmall offence 4n.. Mun; 
in the Army. He ſuppreſſed the Scors arid Pits incurſions upon the Britains: C&W 
whom ſtill they vexed in the Romans abſence. He ſubdued the Randen the Ale- 
man, and fortified the Rhene. Yalexs alſo ſuppreſled the Perfiatis, and killed their 
King Arſaces. At Rome Maximinns rageth upon all forts of people. One Theo- 
dorus at Antioch forerold that the foure firſt letters of his name did belong to 
Gratians ſucceſlour, meaning Theodofins, but this Theodorus with ſome other Ma- 
thematicians were burned, and divers Philoſophers beheaded, Famblicns poyſon- 
ed himfclte. For Yalens rathly condemned all ſuch learning, not diſcrumina- 

toting between good and bad, nocent and innocent.:. In the Weſt Yalentinian: did 

©* ſo oppreſſe the people with taxes and tributes, that the Mauritanians rebelled 
and made one Frrmus their Emperour, whom in. divers battels Theodoſins defea- 
ted, This Fjrmus flying to the neighbor king 1gmaJares for help,bur finding none, 
killed himfelf. The Quadi alſo rebelled becauſe Garriſons were placed beyond Iſt- 
her, and Gabinins the king was ſlain by Cedeſiyes Perce at 2 feaſt treacheroully, 
therefore they fell upon Pannonia, and had almoſt taken the daughter of Conſten- 
tius, who was going to be marryed to Gratran, if- Mefala Governour of Panno- 
nia had not/by poſt brought her back to Syrmiums The Sarmartians alſo breake - 
qut, but they were ſo beaten by Theodoſins then a young man that they were for- 

20ccd to beg for pardon and peace from Yalentiniay, exculing themſelyes,that this 
inſurrection was not cauſed by the Nobility,but by the countrey people,who were 
angry atthe new creed Garrilons,/alentinies in a violent nallca reproved them 
for this frivolous excuſe, and their ingratitude,and upon the-vehement ſtirring of 
his ſpirit fell into a Feaver,and within few dayes dyed, having reigned about 15 
years,and lived 55. 
., Falentinian had two wives, Severathe mother of Gratian, and F»ſtina mother 
of Yalentinian the ſecond. This being as yer: but 4 yeares old is made Emperor, 
of that part, by the Army which might be indangered without a head , tceing 
Valens and Gratian were far off, __ could not help them. So he is Emperor of 

30 Italy, and Afric, and Illyricum.. In the mean while the Hunns an unknown peo- 
plc beyond Mzotis towards the trozen Sea, having no ſetled aboad,nor houles, 
nor lands, but livedin waines, made a ſudden incurſion upon the Confines of 
Iſther: {othat the Goths and Scyrhians implore Yalens for aid. He unwiſcly re- 
ccives thele barbarians within the Roman territories , who being pinched with 
Famine, in grear multitudes paſſe over the Danow, and enters Thracia with thezr 
Armes,: which they were commanded todeliver up, when they petitioned for 
help : but M«x/2244 and the other Roman Governours were carclefle.Yalens was 
forced to leavethe Perſian war, and to aid Thracia, which was oppreſſed by the 
 Goths, to whole aſſiſtance there did flock all ſorts of diſcontented perſons : be- 

40 ſides as. Gratiay was coming with an Army toaid his Uncle Yaleas, he was ſetup- 
.on by the Aleman frros, Tor Gratiap defeated and killed 40000 of them./alens 
.unwilling that Gratjan ſhould have any ſhare of his vitory, would nor ſtay for his 
Aſſiſtance, bur ventured with his Army upon the Goths, Alans, and-Hunns , who 
defeated him, and at laſt burned him ina cottage whither he had retired, to drefle 
his wound he received by an arrow. He lived almoſt 50 yeares, and reigned a- 
bout 14. This, next to that of Cannz, was the greateſt blow thac ever the Romans 
had the'Goths alſoloſt aboundance of men,both in this batrell, and intheir ficge 
of Adrianapolis; hec was a cruell and an illiterate prince , who could indure 
any religion except the Orthodox. W hich againſt his brothers will he perſecuted. 

50 As he'was ſubſcribing an cdi& for baniſhing of Baſil out of Czſarea, his arm was 
taken with ſuch a ſhaking,that he was forced todeliſt. He cruelly cauſed to be 
burned inaſhip 80 Orthodox men, that were ſentto petition for the free exerciſe 
of their faith. About this time dyed Athanaſius, having beene biſhop of Alexan- 
dria 46 years. In the time of Conftantins he hid himſelte 6 years in a dark cave , 
where he ſaw not the Sunall the time of Felian,he hid himſelf in Alexandria, un- 
der Yalens he lay hid/4 months in his fathers tomb. To him ſucceeded Peter , but 
becauſe he was Onthodox,/ alens thruſt him our,and ſet up Lacixs the _— 6 
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of Gratianus, Theodofius, Arcadius, Honorius, and Theodofius the younger.

A. C, ;79( Dy the death of Yalens called home the baniſhed Catholicks. He would 


neither rake the title nor habit of the High Prieſt,as others uſed to doe. He ; , | 
was moderate in his ſleep, dict, and delights. He permitted liberty of conſcience, : 
exceptto the Manichees, Eunomians and Photinians: he ſent for Theodoſims out of : 
Spain, and made him Co-Emperor,by whom he ſubdued the Alans, Hunns, and 
Gaths, Nations not touched by Alexander, and he overthrew them ar ſuch a time, 
when the Roman army was almoſt loſt, and when the enemy had furniſhed them- 
felves with the Roman horſe and arms. Gratian reigned with his Father Yalentinr- | 
435% an8years,with his Uncle and brother three, with the ſame brother and Theodoſius | 
4.C.380. four, with theſe and Arcadins 6 moneths.T — was baptized at Theſlalonica, 
and aftcr his great victory in Thracia which he ſet free,entred Conſtantinople, 
and was made Emperor. ; 2D 
Yalens had placed in divers towns of Afia, the ſons of the chief Barbarians to 
be civilized wl educated. Theſe underſtanding of the great overthrow of their 
countrymen, reſolved to ſacrifice to their Ghoſts, theſe towns they dwelt in; but 
were prevented by Fuli#s who had the charge of them : for one day he aſſembled 
them all rogether,as if hee meant to reward them, and ſuddenly by the ſouldiers 
kid in ambuſh, ſlew them. Theedofius made much of the Fugitives, and mixed 
them with his own ſouldiers. He wasa Prince endowed with as many vertues 
as ever any, and nothing inferiour ro Tr4ja# his countryman, from whom he 
derived his pedegreez but hee exceeded Trajay in being more temperate , 
and lefſe ambitious. His diet was fimple, his apparell was plaine like others, 2g 
his modeſty was ſuch, that hee forbid the marriage of couſin germans. He 
was an enemy to all laſciviouſncſſe, not ſuffering women ro play or ſing ar 
Feaſts, He was learned, wiſc, diligent, ſober, a hater of Cinna, Marins, Sylla, 
and ſuch like tyrants. He overthrew Idolatry , and eſtabliſhed the true religion, 
Gratian began to grow carcleſſe , and to prefer the Alans before the Roman 
ſouldiers, ſo that hee became hatefull ro them. Maxrmws Theodoſins his fellow foul- 
dier, angry that no honour was conferred on him, in Britain made himſelf Em- 
4353+ perour, then paſſing over into France, Gratians ſouldiers being angry with him, 
A. C. 383. entertained Maximws for their Generall, who driving him to Lions, killed him, 
having lived 28 years. He wasa good Oratour, whoſe Epiſtle to S. Ambroſe, , © 
wherein hee proteſſeth the Nicen Faith is yet extant. In his time Audevs in Sy- __ 
ria, taught that God had a humane ſhape , his ſcholars were called Andean; 
and Anthropomorphites, To thele were coctancall the Meſſalians, called ZEwchites 
and Enthuſiaſts, avho bragged much of prayer,and of the Spirit, in the i nterim li- 
ving anidlc life, -_ lranus then lived in Spain, who renewed the herefic of 
the Gnoſtics, he with his followers were baniſhed out of Spain, and in Gallia be- 
ng brought before Maximus Emperour there were puniſhed with death. The Mefſ- 
ans or Euchites were called Yalentiniani,becaulc in his time they firſt a cd. 


Figilantius and Fovinianas hereticks affirmed, thar all fins were equall. The Sa- 
racens and Gothes turn Chriſtians, but withall, Arians. Theodoſius cals a Sy- 
nod at Conſtantinople, where Macedomns is condemned, and the Divinity of the ” 
Holy Ghoſt afſerted,then was the title of Patriarch firſt mentioned, and given to 
the tour chief Byhops. 

Gratiay being dead, Theodoſins choſe his brother Yalentivianthe ſecond, yet a 
child for his colleague.

IO Theedoſins his preparation , forſakes the Alpes, and by a naval expedition, in- 


trends to prevent the enemy z Theodoſins unexpectedly paſlerh the Alpes now 0: 

n, falleth upon Aquileja, where Maximus thought himſelfe ſecure, rakes him, 
and kills him. Andragathins hearing that Maximus was flain,flings himſelf over- 
board into the Sea. So Yalentinian recovered Italy and his Empire, and by the 
per{waſton of Theodofins embraceth the Catholick Faith. Theodoſpus in his victo- 
ry ſhewed great clemency in ſparing Symmachus and others of Maximns his 
faction. Y:#or Maximus his ſonne Generall df the French Forces was now dead, 
whereupon Yalentinian repaires thither, and governed Gallia about 5 yeares. 
Theedoſius goeth to Rome, and there ſhuts up the Idol Temples, and retormes 


20 many abules. Yalentinian atlaſt by Exgenms his Secretary, and Arbogaſtss the 


Goth, Generall of his French Armies, was ſtrangled at Vienna; becauſe hee 
had caſheered Arbogaſtus upon ſuſpicion of treaſon. He told Yalextinian to his 
face, that hee recerved no preferment from him, nor had hee power to caſheer bins, 
and ſo pur himſclt our, and killed his Lord. 

Arbogaſtus preſuming on the ſouldiers favour raiſed a great Army , and de- 
clares Engenins Emperour, who unwillingly accepted itz knowing hee ſhould 
bee Emperour but in Title. Theſe two intended to re-eſtabliſh Idolatry : bur 
Theedoſtus hearing of theſe great preparations, betakes himſelfe to his prayers, 
then marcheth with his ſmall army againſt the enemy, carrying the Crofle for 


30 his ſtandard. Avbetios with a part of the enemics Forces went over to him.In 


the heat of the battell, a ſudden whirlewinde fell upon the enemy , and beat the 
darts againſt themſelves. Upon this the whole Army ſubmitted to Theods- 
fins, for whom the Heavens did fight. Eugenins fell flatat the Emperors feer, 
but was killed by the ſouldiers. Arbogaſtus killed himſelfe . Theodoſins returning 


victorious to Rome, declares his ſon Hoxorius Emperor, and appoints Stz{ico for 


his Tutor. He perceiving how unwilling the Romans were to leave their old I- 
dolatry, under which they had Aouriſhed 1200 eares, ſciſeth upon all the re- 
venues that belonged tothe Prieſts and tothe Idols , and ſo Idolatry began to 
decay : and the poor in ſtead of Idols were relieved : yet Gentiliſm could not be &s 

Whileſt Theodoſivs was at Millan in a popular tumult, at Theſſalonica, Yide- 
ricus the Governour there was killed. Upon this the Emperor in anger ſentthi- 
ther ſome Troopes to revenge his death, theſe killed about 7000 men. Ambroſe 
Biſhop of Millan, hearing of this, debarred Theodofins from the Communion , 
who publikely acknowledging his errour, ſhewed ſerious repentance, and made a 
a law that go dayes ſhould intercede betweenthe ſentence and execution. For 
Theedoſins though an excellent Prince, yet was oftentimes raſh and rigid in pu- 
niſhing, as may bee ſcene in the Antiochians whom he cauſed to bee plundered 
and inflaved , for breaking downe the ſtatue of Placilla the Empreſle. . Yet 
was afterward pacified by Flavianws the Biſhop, and ſo hee was recon- 
ciled ro the Byzantines for pulling downe the Jewes Synagogues, and by 
S. Ambroſe perſwaded to chruſ them our of all Cities into the Suburbs. After 
this good Prince had reigned 16 years, he dyed at Millan, the 50, others ſay the 
65 year of his age, and left the Empire to his two ſons, his body was buryed at 
Conſtantinople. 

The Goths not long before Theedoſins choſe 
name, who perſccuted the Chriſtians, Afterward he

The Helvidians or Anti- 
dicomarianits lived about theſetimes z then alſo ceaſed the Olympiads, and the 
Indiftions were inſtiruted, 7ſdigerdes perſecures the Chriſtians in Perſia. Gregory 
Naz:anFen ſurrendred for peace ſake his Biſhoprick of Conſtantinople , ro whom 
ſucceeded Nefarins who aboliſhed private conteffion, upon an abule offered by a 
Deacon to a Noble woman : a Synod was held at Conſtantinople, and another by 
Damaſis at Rome. £7 

Atter Theodoſius, Arcadins ſucceeded in the Eaſt, Howorins in the Weſt. Theſe 
two were bred under Ayſeniusa Roman Deacon, whom Theodoſins one day com- 10 
ing into the ſchoole reproved, tor ſuffering his ſonnes to fir, whileſt hee ſtood 
teaching them z therefore he made them ſtand up, and him ſer down,charging him 
to whip them when they deſerved. This Arſenivs might have had any preterment 
trom his ſcholars, bur hee refuſed all, and lived an Eremit. They had two Govern- 
ours intheir minority, Arcadius had Reffinus a Gaul and a wicked man;Honorius 
had Srlico: to Gildo was committed Africa, Ruffinus drew Alaricus the Goth in- 
to Greece, where he commitred many — Stilico marryed with Serena , the 
daughter of Theodoſins his brother,of her he had a daughter Mary by name, whom 
he marrycd with Honorins. Then (ends Captain Giza with an army to Arcadins, in 
whoſe preſence they kill Ruffinns. So Stilico was rid of a corrivall. Gildo by defrau- 29 
ding the ſouldiers of their pay,cauſed them to rebell, hoping thereby to be Emper- 


* our. Bur him alſo Stilico deſtwoycd by the help of his brother Maſce/Xel,who hated 


Gildo his brother ,for ſome wrones received from him,therefore he oycrthrows him 
in a battell,and drives him to ſelf-murther. Afterward MaſcelFel by Stilico's trea- 
chery was drowned in the river. 3] 
The two Emperors having now got ſome breath after theſe rumults, in imi« 
ration of their Father, command all Idolatrous temples ro be overthrown, and the 
gladiators to be aboliſhed. Chryſoſtom was then ſent for to be Biſhop of Conſtan- 
tinople ; who reproved Gains to his face for aiming at the Empirez and cn- 
deavouring ts overthrow Extropius who fucceeded to Ruffinus in the Emperours 30 
favour : Gainas conſpiring with his countryman Tribigildus,began to make ſhew 
of a civill war. Tribigildus waſtes many places in the provinces, againſt him Gai- 
24s is lent, who of purpoſe increaſeth the feare , and labours with Arcading 
to baniſh or put to death Entropins for his own ſecurity. So Ga4inas a Goth 
and Arian is received within the Gay, deſires to exerciſe publikely the Arian 
hereſie, telling the Emperor that it did not ſtand with his honour, that he who 
was the Roman Generall ſhould exerciſe his Religion without the wals. But Chry- 
ſo#tome refiſted him, telling him of his ingratefulneſſe,and turbulent nature, But 
the Traitor intends to invade the city and Empire,wheretore under pretence of re- 
creating himſclf,removes into the countrey, carrying ſome Forces with him , and gg 
leaving ſome in the city to a for him. Burt whileſt they thought to ſurpriſe the 
City in the nighr,there appeared a guard about the Tower,as if they had been angels, 
For Arcadius not doubting of treachery, placed no guards in the city.Bur ſome ar- 
mour which he was conveying away being found, Gaizas is proclaimed traitor,and 
all the Goths inthe ciry, were by the inraged multitude murthered z even thoſe 
70cothar had taken ſanuary in the Temple. Then Travitras being made Generall, 
overthrew Gainas ina Sca fight, and drove him home into his owne country , 
—_ at laſt the king of the Hunns overthrew in a battell, and then pur him to 
cath. | 
The Alaniabour this time made inroades upon the Empire. Stilico the Van- 50 
Call gor the good-will both of the Roman and Barbarian ſouldiers. He kept ſe- 
cret correſpondency with the enemies of the Empire, and endeayoured to ſet the 
two brothers Emperors at variance. He imployed A/aricus to ſeiſe upon Illyricum, 
and all this was to make his own ſon Eucherivs Emperour. Hee imployed alfo 
his countreymen the Vandals, with the Alans, Sueves, Goths, and Huns againſt 
Gallia and Germany. The Vandals under Croſcss their Generall did much havock 
an Gallia, 4laricus king of the Viſi-goths, or Weſtern Goths, drove the Alans 


and 
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and Sueves with the Vandals thence into Spaine. St:lico's ambition was raiſed by An. Mundi 
the great victory he got over the Scythians, of which 200coo under their king "NJ 
Rhadagaiſns break in upon Iraly,having laid waſt many townes by rhe way, Hee 
yowed the bloud of Chriſtians for a ſacrifice tro his gods, Bur Srilico fo thut him 
up within the barren hils of Feſulz, thar they conſumed away with the plague and 
tamine, their king was laid in irons, and ſtrangled , and they were ſold by flocks 
like ſheep,a crown then could buy a whole flock; bur they dyed ſhort)y after. In the 
mean while Arcadixs dyeth,being 31 years old, having reigned 14 years alone, and 4 3 7 8. 
x3 with his Father. His Empreſle Endoxadycd alittle before, having a dead child 4+C+ 480, 
x0 in her womb, 
In his time the Monkes who in Diocletian's perſecution began, were increaſed 
to great numbers : they perſecuted TheophilusBiſhop of Alexandria, for deny- 
ing to God a humane ſhape, this Theophilus was an enemy to Chryſoſtome, becauſe 
hee befriended the Monkes which he had excommunicated, for commending Ori- 
gens bookes. Chryſoſtome ſtood for Origen, whom Epiphanius Biſhop of Salamis 
in Cyprus reſiſted condemning theſe bookes, which Methodins Biſhop of Lycia, 
then ot Tyrus, compared to the Syrenes for their many allegories. Epiphanins 
was reproved by the Monkes for condemning theſe bookes betore a Councell was 
called, and fo as he was returning home dyed by the way. Chryſofteme for being 
2000 frec in his ſpeech, chiefly againſt Eudoxa the Empereſſe, whom he calls Hero- 
dias, inveighing bitterly againſt her and her ſtatue which was creed neere the 
Church upona marble pillar, at whichthe Stage players uſed to at. Hee thruſt 
out alſo 13 Biſhops; and reproved the Monkes for comming into cities z re- 
fuſing to converſe or cat with any of them. Hereupon hee is baniſhed , bur by 
the importunity of the people recalled againz yer could hee not refrain from 
inveighing againſt Zxdoxa, which made Arcadiss being uxorious baniſh him the 
ſecond time , then he dyed on the borders of Armenia, a year before the death 
of Arsadius, two years before Rome was taken by Alaricus, But Pope Innocentis 
v5 excommunicated the Emperour and the Eaſtern Churches for condemning of 
30 Chryſoſtome, 
Arcadius left one ſonne Theodoſius behinde him, « child of $ years, tothe tuitt- 
on of 1ſdigerdes king of Perſia, hopeing by this meanes that the Perfians would 
forbcare to moleſt the kings pupill by incurſions on his territories. He was 4a 
milde and religious Prince,well educatedlby his ſiſter Pu#lcheria,who in his mino- 
rity ruled the Empire with great commendation. Abour this time a certain pa- 
ralytick Jew by baptiſm was recovered, and Marwtha Biſhop in Meſopotamia 
by his prayers freed Iſdigerdes from his continuall head-ach, and his ſonne from 
the evill ſpirit with which he was poſſeſſed,ſo thatthe king was like ro turn Chri- 
ſian had not his Magi hindred him. | 
49 The ſame year that young Theodoſius began his reign, Honorius underſtanding 
of Stilico's treaſons cauſed him to be put to death at Ravenna with his confederats. 
Stilico's daughter that was marryed to Honoriwe, is reſtored to her mother Sere- 
ua, His ſonne Ewcheriwns is executed at Rome, and the wiyes and children of the 
Goths are by the inraged ſouldicrs through all the rownes of Italy murthered. © _

Honorius continuing in his obſtinacy ſent for the Huns ro :affiſt him, and 
remitted to Conſtantine the Tyrant , all the Territories beyond the Alpes, __ 
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An. Mundi did the Britaines, Celtze, and A@morici recover their liberty, by expelling all the 
LPS Roman Officers. Alaricus beliegeth Rome againe, and forceth rhe citizens to

make Attalastheir Governour Ceſar, and to join their Forces with him againſt 
Hoenorius. Butthe Army of Atrtalus which hce ſent to ſubdue Africa , was cut 
off by Heraclianus Governour there under Honorins, Alaricus would willingly 
have made peace with Honorius, and to that purpoſe ſent divers Embaſhes , 
but Honorins had vowed the contrary. Attalus with a great Army drew neer Ra- 
venna where Honorins was, which ſo affrighted him, that hee profferred ro make 
Attalus his colleague, which he retuſed, in a proud and ſcornfull way z whereupon 
Alaricus deveſted Attalus of all his honour, and princely ornaments , which hee x9 
ſent to Honorins, hoping thereby that hee would hearkento peace. Bur $4r#s and 
Fovins the two great Commanders of Honorins his Armics,would nor give way to 
any peace. Wherefore Alaricus by treaſon takes Rome, and ſackes ir z when the 


A,C.310. ewes thereof came to Honorins, that Rome was taken, he thought the eager

had ſpoke of his great Cock, which hee named Rome. Alaricss gave order 
none ſhould be ſlain who took Sanctuary : bur he could not keep the ſouldiers from 
pillaging and _— So great was the famine in Rome before ir was betrayed, 
that the people defired a price might bee fer upon mens fleſh. Alaricas ſtayed 
not inthe city above three days, for he feared leſt Theodoſins Honorins his brothers 
ſonne, might be coming with his Eaſtern army, wherefore having waſted Iraly, as 36 
he = paſſing over into Sicily, dyed ſuddenly,to whom ſucceeded his kinſman A4- 
tanlphus. 

This Atanlphns marryed with Placidia Honorins his ſiſter, who by her allure- 
ments was perſwaded to make peace, and goe into Spaine, that Honorivs might 
ſuppreſle the new upſtart tyrants, which invaded the Empire, to wit, Con#tantine, 
Conitans, Gerontius, Tovinus, Sebaſtian, Sarus, ani others. Which was effected 
by the meancs of Conſtantivs and Yulphilas his Generall, Conflantine at Arela- 
tum is befieged,raken, and flain by Conſtantivs : his ſonne ConZans is killed by 
Gerontizs, and hee by his own ſouldiers : Fovinus allo is flain. Attalus is carryed 
away with the Goths into Spaine, and being takenat Sea, had his head cut off, He- 30 
raclianus with a great flect entred upon Italy, bur being beaten back as hee was 
landing, returnes to Carthage, where hee is {lain by the louldier. About this time 
Conftantius recovered Gallia from the Goths. Arhaulphus for defiring to make 
peace with Honorivs is killed in Spaine by his ſouldiers : and fo was his ſucceſſor 
Sugericus,tor the ſame cauſe. After whom Mallia was elefed by the Goths, to

In the interim the Vandals and Suevi did continually war with 49 
the Goths,to the great advantage of the Romans, But the Burgundians bin grie= 
vouſly oppreſſed by Uptarss king of the Huns , reſolve to ſerve Chriſt , and fo 
having received baptiſm, they fall ſuddenly upon the Huns, and in one bartell 
o 30000 of them, Since which time they conſtantly maintained the Chriſtian re- 

ligion, 

In the Eaſt Bayaayes the Perſian, uponthe inftigation of his Maei perſecuted 
the Chriſtians, which 1ſdigerdes ws Th me and ng Theodoſius dr not re- 
ſtore thoſe that fled to him, hee is threatned with war: but Ardaburivs the Em- 
_ Generall defeated the Perfian Armies, and flew 10000 of their prime ſoul- 

iers,which oy called immortall, to0000 Saracens being ſuddenly taken with a 50

—_ tear, as they were flying from the Romans over Euphrates were drowned. 
he news of this detcat was by Paladivs in three dayes ſpace brought from Meſo«

Abou t theſe tianes lived Pelagius the great patron of free-will, Helvidius alſo 
Augen;and Brnoſus hereticks. From Atulphus the Spaniards reckon their kings,

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for before him Spain ws poſſeſſed by Vandals, Alans, and Sueves. The French 45; 
begin their Chronicles from Faremnnd their firſt king,and General of the Francks: WYWw 


F aſconia'is ſocalled from the Viſigoths which drove out thence the Vandals; A- 
lans and Sueves into Spain,and 19 years after they drove the Vandals, thence in- 
ro Africa, they alſo overthrew the Alans and Sueves,and reigned thete abour 386 
yeares, untill they were deſtroyed by the Mores. Iznocentins the firſt drove he 
Novatians out of Rome. The Britains being forſaken by the Romans, became a 
prey to the Scots and Picts; from whoſe oppreſſions that they might be delivered, 
they invited rotheir own deſtruction the Saxons or Angles our of Germany, The 
16 Gaules alſo ſhook off this: Roman yoak, and called in the Francks, whileſt Alari- 
45 was raging in Italy, Palkadius by Pope Celeftine is ſent into Scotland , to 
convert them from the Pelagian hereſie. Ho was the firſt Biſhop there, betore him 
chat Churclvwas governed by Monks. Abour theſe times dyed S; Hierome in 
Bethlem- 91 yeares old, and about 11 or 12 years atter, S. Auguſtine in Hippo in 
the 76 year of his 2ge,the 40 of his Biſhoprick; The Univerfity of Bononia is inſti- 
ruted by Theodoſins.

The Jewes zbout this time were driven out of Alexandria, and thoſe 
of Crete being deluded by a falle Moſ's, who perſwaded many of them to leape 
into the Sea, promiſing he would div:de it-for them , as thetrue Moſes once did, 
were drowned,and the rcit being wiſer were converted. 

The Goths being gone, Arr:/a layeth ſiege to Aquileja, which hee took and 0+ 
10 verthrew, with Millan, Ticinum, and Vincentia: the Veneti or Heneti, a people 
of Paphlagonia, ſeated neer the Hadriatic, for fear of Att/{« fled into thoſe lit- 


tle Iſlands of the Sea, and laid the foundation of Venice. Pope Leo ſo pacifted # 4 ? 4+ 


Attila, that he went not turther,but returned with his army inco Gallia , where 
hee was defeated by Thurſimnndus,and fo retreated intoScythia, where he dyed in 
his marriage bed : for though he had many wives, yet he would marry with Hil- 
dico a young maid and daughter of the King of Bactria, that night being infla- 
med with wine and Yer, he ſurrendred his bloudy foul, being choaked with 
bloud in his ſleep which guſhed out of his mouth in great aboundance. Not long 
after Yalentinian was murthered by Max;mus who was then a great man at Rome, 
20and whoſe wife Yalentenian had abuſed by ſending her husbands ring to her 
which he in ſport pulled off from his finger, ſhe thinking it had been her husbands 
pleaſure to repair tothe Court, we king the was raviſhed by the Prince, To be 
revenged of this wrong, Maxrmm alcniates YValentinians affection from Actin, 
as if hee aimed at the Empire. Whereupon Aetizs who had done him ſo much

The Acephali were the Entychian.ſpaune, who held that Chriſt 
was to be worſhipped bur in one nature,which was made up of the divinity and hu- 
manity, 
Mtion ſucceeded to Theedoſime, he was a Thracian by birth, and the Gene- 
rall of Theedofivs his Army in Atrica againſt Genſericws, and in Syria againſt 
the Perſians. Pulcheria being now a Virgin of 50 years, advanced him tothe Em- 
'pire, and marryecd with him conditionally,thar he ſhould make no uſe of her bed, 
tor the meantto dyea Virgin. He had been taken heretofore a priſoner in Africa 
by Genſericus, ro whom hee {wore that if ever he were Emperor, he would hold 
perperuall peace with the Vandals, For when he was ſleeping among the reſt of 


gothe captives in the field , Ge» ſericus abſcrved how an Eagle ipread her wings 0- 


ver his face to keep him from the Sun, which he rooke as a preſage of his tu- 
ture Empire. Therefore diſmiſſed him, on the condition above ſaid; which he 
obſerved, holding it unlawfull for a publick perſon to breake the Oath he made 
when he was a private man. That he might put an end tothe quarrels of the Ma- 
cedonians,Arians, Neſtorians, and Eutychians, which had now troubled the world 
150 years, he cals a generall Councell at Chalcedon,in which he was prelent with 
6co and 30 Biſhops. Here Dioſcorns of Alexandria was condemned;and it was de- 
termined, that in Chriſt remained the two natures without contuſion, muration, 
diviſion or ſeparation, unitcd in one perſon. | 

The quarrell was no ſooner ended, bur upſtarts another between the two Patri- 
archs of Rome and Conſtantinople about the primacy; Leo challenging the head- 
ſhip over all Churches. The Councell gave to Conſtantinople an equall ſhare 
with Rome. Inthe mean while Att:{s was waſting all the Weſterne Empire. 
Earthquakes every where, and flaſhes of lightning in the air. Leo diſliked the 
definition of the Councell, and impugned it with publick and private Epiltles 
written tothe Churches. Yalentinian and Actins being killed , the Barbarians

Polleſling both wife and 
Empire together by force of armes. But when fooliſhly hee had diſcovered to 
the Empercfle, that hee was the cauſe of Yalentinians death z ſhee deſiring to bee 
revenged , invited Genſericus out of Africa by private letters. Genſericns glad 
of this occaſion, haſtens to Rome with a great Fleet. Maximus being unprovided, 
thought to eſcape by flight,bur his own fouldiers ſtoned him to death- The Prin- 
ces flye away,the City is delivered to Genſtricws, which the ſouldiers for 14 dayecs 106 
together ſpoil and plunder,carrying away the rich ſtatues and ornaments thereof, 
with the plate which Titus brought from Jeruſalem z this plate _ after- 
ward, having recovered Africa, ſent to Conſtantinople, and by Fuſt:nian it was 
remitted to Jeruſalem : the City alſo in many places was fired ; but conſecrated 
places upon the intreaty of Leo were ſpared, much of the ſpoil was caſt away by 
thipwrack,as they returned home. WE? 

The tyrant carryed with him to Africa Endoxia with her two daughters , 
which ſhee bare to Yalentinian, Placidia, and Galla, Eudocia, with many more 
Captives. Hee marryed Endociato his ſonne Hunnericus ; Plactdiato Olybrius 
a Roman Senator. Others write that Gexſericns to appeaſe Martianns who was 29 
moved for the loſſe Rome had ſuffered ſent, ro him Placidia with her mother ; | 
but before they came Martiaz was dead, and ſo Leo had them. Gallia now is di- 
vided among the Burgundians, Goths, and Francks. Buton a ſudden Avitms 
whom Maxim: had made his Generall invaded the Empire of France, which he 
was forced to lay down again,and to accept of the Biſhopwrick of Placentia. But

Leo ſucceeded to Martianus, hee was a Thracian, and had beene a Tribune of 
the ſouldiers, he was the firſt Emperor that was crowned by a Patriarch, Anato- 30 
lizs was the Biſhops name that crowned him. Hee maintained the Chalcedon 
Faith z and puniſhed the Alexandrians for murthering Proteyis their Biſhop, He 
made Majorinus Generall of his Forces, and ſent him to govern the Weſt, which 
he did for 4 ycars, at laſt was killed by Ricimzers, whom hee had invited with 
his Army to expell the: Alans our of Gallia, Leo made a league with the O- 
ſtrogoths, who drove Hernaczs the ſonne of Attila into Scythia, and the Sueves 
out of Spaine. Ardaricws King of the Gepidz, a people among the Getz, the 
firſt who freed himſclfe from the flavery of p/4m His ſonnes, received Dacia 
from Leo. The Goths had Pannonia, a part of the Alans had the lower Mzſia, 
After Majoranus, Severus reigned 3 yeares, under him Ricimer defeated the A- 40 
lans, breaking in upon Iraly, and killed Bewrgns their King. By a Candle left 
burning inthe Forum careleflely, Conſtantinople took fire, which could not be 
quenched in 4 dayes. Antioch, Gallia, and others parts were ſhaken with Earth- 
quakes, which occaſioned Mamertus Biſhop of Vienna to inſtitute larger Litanies, 
which afterward were wont to be ſung ſtill the ſixt week after Eaſter. Severus 
being killed by Ricimer the Goth Anthemins is ſent to Italy by Leo, upon the 
intreaty of the Romans, his daughter Ricemey marryed, and ſo was quict a while. 


* A+ C:465:]n the mean time Genſcricus 15 defeated in a Sea fight. Leo's Fleet was 1000 and 


100 ſhips; bur ſhortly after, Baſiliſcus the brother of Yerins Auguſts, ( whom 
Leo upon the recotnamendation of his two great Generalls Aſpar and Ardabutius 50 
both Arians, had made Admirall) treacherouſly loſt this Fleet to the Vandals 

Baſiliſcus being an Eutychian, and willing to pleaſe his two Patrons , that the 
Arian herelie might flouriſh. Ricemer alſo the Arian beſiegeth his Father in law 
Anthems in Rome, which hee took, and then murthered him , having reigned

To Olybrizs ſucceeded Glycerias at Ravenna; he bribed the Goths to keep out 
of Italy, and ſo did Leo to keep them off from Greece. Whothortly after dycd of 
a looſeneſſe, having reigned 17 yeares, Hee named F#l;#s Nepos tor the weſtern 
Empire, who comming to Italy by Sea, removed Ghcerius after he had reigned 
5 yeares, and made him a Biſhop in Dalmatia. In Leo's time Childericus King 
of the Francs, was baniſhed by the people (for his inſolency) into Thuringia , 
Io and by them «Agi/dius a Roman Commander is choſen : but 8 years after Ch:/de- 
ric returnes, and is received again, whoſe reign afterward was more moderate. 
The name of France was given to all that part which Merovnus held. Aboutthis 
time dyed Pope Leo, to whom ſucceeded Hilaricus: And at Conſtantinople to 
Genandins fucceeded Acacins, Studins a Conſular man ſet up an order of watch- 
ing Monkes who were to ſing divine Service, and to watch by turnes night and 
day: in Conſtantinople. There a certain painter repreſented Chriſt in the form 
of Fupiter, whereupon his hand withered. FYeſuwvins brake out into great 
flames, with the aſhes whercof many countreys were covered: in memory of 
which, an annuall ſolemnity was ordained to bee kept at Conſtantinople. Ety- 
20 ches and Dioſcorys refuſing to ſand to the decrees of the Councell of Chalcedon, 
divided themſelves into divers ſets; the two chiefe were the Facobites, ſo called 
from Facob the Syrian, and the Heſitantes or Diacrinoment , which doubted 
whether or not they ſhould receive the ſaid Synod. The Rogation ſolemnity 
was then inſtiruted by Mamercus Biſhop of Vienna: In which the time was ſpent 
in faſting, praying, ſinging, and weeping, it was occaſioned by the Earthquakes 
of Vienna, and the irruption of Wolves and other wild Beaſts into the City, 
which deſtoyed many people : then did Rabb; Fonathan perfet the Thalmud of 
Jeruſalem. 
 Lev's Nephew being dead inhis infancy, deformed Zens Leo's ſonin law, 2 
30 Cilician of obſcure parentage, and father to the foreſaid Infant, ſucceeds in the 
Eaſtern Empire, and Nepos in the Weſtern, whom Oreſtes drove into Dalma- 
tia,as Nepos had done Glycerins before. Nepos his ſonne called Momyllus, is made 
Auguſtus, and for his ſmall ſtature is named Auguſtulus, Bur hee ſhortly afcer is 
baniſhed by Odoacer King of the Heruli, who being called in-by the fiends of 
Nepos, overrun all Italy, flew 0reſtes at Placentia,and took Rome ; which is now 
the 4 time it is taken. 1. By the Gaules. 2. By the Goths in the time of Hono- 
rius, .3. By the Vandalsin Martians time. 4. Now by the Heruli. And 5. it 
was afterward taken by Attila, In the reigne of F«ſtiniaw, as wee ſhall 
ſee, Odoacer named himſelfe King of Italy, aboliſhed the Conſular dignity, 
4®tranſferred the ſeat of his Kingdome to Ravenna, and ſo that glorious Em- 
pire which began in A»guftus cnded in Auguſfulus, 522 years fince Augyfus 
Ceſar. 


In the Eaſt Bafiliſens brother to Yerinathe Empereſſe, made war againft Zens, A©C-476; 
ſhee anirfiating her brother againſt her ſon in law, Zexo being a coward,fled with 


his wife Ariadzeto Ifauri neer mount Taurus in Cilicia, where hee was born 


there he lived one year and 8 moneths. In the meane titae Baſiliſcus as bad as 


Zens, advanced the Eutychian herefic, and forced Acacivs to fide with him a- 
gainſt the Councell of Chalcedon. But within two yeares his Army under Har- 


wmatss fell off to Zexv, againſt whom they were ſent, and. brought him back to 
50Conſtahtinople, who ſent away Baſi/iſcus with his wife and children to 3 Caſtle 


in Cappadocia, whete they periſhed with famine. In Baſi/iſcas his time, the Li- 
brary of ByXantium took fire, in which 120000 bookes were burned. Zeno be- 
ing nothing berttered by theſe troubles, names for Czfar Baſiliſcens ſonne to Har- 
matus the traitor z hee firſt kills Hermatus the father, not daring totruſt him who 
betrayed: his Maſter, then after hee had named his ſonne Ceſar, according to his

Mundi 
mins Patriarch of Conſtantinople, retuſed to crown him, till he had ſubſcribed tg CW 
the councell of. Chalcedon : which in policy he did , ſhewing great juſtice inthe. 
beginning of his reign z.in abrogating thoſe ads by whiclitaxes were raiſed by un- 
lawfull waycs, as of -publick ftewes, and.ſuch like z he baniſhed all informers 
from' the city , .and. would ſuffct no offices to bee bought and ſold.” He baniſhed 
Longinws, Zeno's brother, tor aſpiring to the Empire, at laſt ſlew him for arm- 
ing the Iſauri againſt him. Hee torced the Arabians who had overrun Meſo« 
potamia and Paleſtina,to make peace with him. He rook Amida fromCabades the 
xo Perſian King. Whom his ſubjects impriſoned for making it lawfull that 
wives ſhould be common, Bur his wife got him to be diſmiſſed by proſtituting -* 
her body tothe Goal Keeper. He ſhortly atter recovered his power, and became 
a good friend torhe' Chriſtians, Bur killed his brother who had reigned 2 years. 

Anaſtaſius being ſetled in the Empire, beganto ſhew himlſelte in his true colours 
being, diiguiſed before. He demands back his hand-writing , by which hee had 
promiſed-never,to moleſt the Orthodox protefſours. He baniſheth Zuphemins,and 
{cts, up Macedoning in his place, from whom violently hee extorted his hand- 
writing, and then baniſhed him, advancing Timothens his flatterer, and Pander. 
Hee baniſhed alſo the chief of the Orthodox Clergy. He built a wall 280 fur- 

201ongs diſtant from Conſtantinople,to keep off the barbarous incurfions of the In- 
habitants about Pontus,Colchis and Mzotis. But he could nor keep out Yitalianus 
rhe Thracian with his Myſians and Scythians from plundering the countrey all a- 
bout Byzantium;who alio beſet the City with a Fleer of Ships. Bur Anaftaſns ſent 
Martinss Captain of his guard with an army againſt bim, and by burning glafſes, 
which Proclus the Mathematictan had made et all the enemies ſhips on fire: yer he 
was fain to begge for peace, which was granted conditionally, that the Orthodox 
Biſhops which Azaſtaſius baniſhed, be recalled home ; and that a Synod bee cal» 
led. Which was affented to, and Yitalianus is made muſter maſter of Thracia, 
and rewarded with a great ſumme of gold. Pope Hormiſdes ſent to 7 
39 about this Synod, but upon ſome diſcontents,or miſcarriage ofthe Legars; they 
were {ent privately away, with command notto return any,more into Greece. 50 
little hope there was of a Synod. F lavianus Biſhop of Antioch was aſſaulted by the 
Eutychian Monks,becauſe he would not abjure the Councell of Chalcedon,but the 
townſmen tell upon the Monks, killed many of them, and drove many into the ri- 
ver Orontes, when they were drowned. Hereupon Flawvianvs is baniſhed againe, 
and the Eutychian Severss ſet in his chair, who being incenſed againſt the Monks 

of Syriafor aiding Flavianus,he flew 300 of them,and would not ſuffer them to be 

burycd. Anaitaſis adding tothe hymne of the Trinity theſe words, who was cru- . 
cified for #5; as it he meant,that the deity was crucified,occaſioned ſuch atumulrt in 
40 = Propeyma he could icarſe appeaſe them, though he layed down his crown be- 
ore them.

Clodoveus then King of France, partly by the inſtigation of his 
wife, a Burgundian,and partly becauſe of his vow which he made,became a Chri- 
ſtian, for hc yowed ſoto be, if be obtained the viory over the Alemans, which 
hee had, He overcame alſo Gundebaldn; of Burgundy, and Theodoricns the Goth 
King of. Aquitania, ſo having inlarged the bounds of France, he ſet up his Court 
at Paris, he was angry with Anaſtafms for diverting the Bulgarians, (a 'people . 

5Ounheatrd of till now) trom Illyricum, and Thracia,where they were (cating them- 
ſelves, and ſent them into the Weſtern Provinces. Theſe Theodoricus overthrew, 
and added Syrmium with Pannonia to his Dominion, _—_— made Clods- 
veus a Patrician, and named him Azg»ſtus,whence great jealouttes arole between 
Clodovens and Theodoricus,and then wars in which 30000 Francks were killed by 
the Goths.

| ded conſpired with Andrew the Chamberlain, and Theocritns againſt Fuitings , 
bur theplor being diſcovered, they were all three ſlain. Amantivs had dreamed 2 30 
43889. little betore this, that he was deyoured by a great hogge, F»ſtin to fhew his zeale 
H. C.519.to the Councell of Chalcedon, called his wife Duprcrna by rhe name of Exphe- 
mis the martyr, in whoſe church that Councell was held. He recall'd the Catho- 
licks from baniſhmenr, exiled the Arians and Eutychians, thruſt Severus from his 
Biſhoprick of Antioch, and condemned him to loſe his blaſphemous tongue.

Cabades the Perſian king having wars with F»ſtin, he hired for gold Zeliobes 
— King of the Huns, to affiſt hm, Who being invited by the Perſian for a greater 40 
ſumme fo: iook Tuſtin, and aſſiſted the Perfian. 1uſtin by his lerters acquainted Ca- 
bades how this diſhoneſt King had ſerved him, who could not deny, but hee had 
received the money, whereat Cabades being incenſed flew him, and many more of 
the Huns with him, which had not chapes by flight; (there were 20000 of them) 
and peace was made with 1#ſtin for his ſincerity , which laſted nor long: for

Shce alſo pur to deathrhree prime men of the 
Goths,for telling young Alar:cus, that it ſtood nor with the greatneſle of a Prince 
co bee under the inothers ferula, But ſhee for her good will towards her ſonne 
and couſin, loſt her lifez tor by command of Theodatus ſhee was ſtrangled in a 
bath. But Exdoxia daughter to Yalentinianthe third ſo inſtructed her ſonne 
Childericus, that hee having obtained the kingdom of the Vandalsin Atrica, by 
the death of Tharſimund, broke the Oath which his Father made him ſweare, ro 
perſecute the carholicks, and hearkening to his mother, called home all the ba- 
niſhed Biſhops. 1»ſtin in the mean time having reigned g yeares, and lived 77 dy- 

20cd of grief, for the overthrow of Antiochia by Earthquake, in which Exphraſixs 
the Bithop, with millions of people periſhed , foure moneths before his dearth hee 
nominated his ſiſters ſonne, 1»#in:a Emperour. In his time the Manichees were 
utterly deſtroyed by King Cabades in Perſia, becauſe they poyſoned his fon Pha- 
tuarſas with their herefies, and were tampering with him, to bring innovations in- 
to the kingdom.C/odovejws tour ſonnes divided the kingdom amongſt them,and to 
entertain peace with Alamaticus the ſon of Alarinus they marry their ſiſter Clotild4 
to him. Alaricus 2 King of Spain, and Aquitain marryed with Amalaſintha 
daughter to Theodoricus King of Italy. Shee was learned in the Greeke and 
Larin rongues, belides divers vulgar languages z whereas 1##in the Emperour 

30 could neither write nor read. Alamaricus marryed withTotr:illa the daughter of king 
Clogovejus, whom hee uſed roughly for holding firm to the Catholick Religion, 
which cauſed a warre between Childebertus (who ſucceeded Clodowvens) and Al- 
maricus, who here loſt his life. S. Benedif inſtituted the order of the Benedittin 
monkes. Slavia people of Scythia invaded Iftria and the borders of Venetia 
theſe in the time of Mavritizs tranſplanted themſelves into Bohemia and Polonias 
The Hiſtrians upon the comming of theſe Slavonians removed to the Iſle Ca- 
praria or Aegilon in the Tuſcan Sea, abounding in Goates z here they builr Juſti- 
nopolis. The Longobards invade Pannonia, whence they drive out the Huns and 
Oſtrogoths, Theedoricus reſtores Spain and Aquitania to his Nephew Amalari-

Inſtinian ſucceeded, a Catholick Prince, learned and fortunate, by reaſon of his 4 4 9 + - 
good Commanders , but coyetous and wretched, extorting great ſummes from A:C, 5273 
the people, which he ſpent on his buildings and ſouldiers. He fo broke rhe Perfian 
with that war which 1uſtin began thar he forced Coſyoes the ſon of Cabades to ſuc for 
peace. He flew alſo therebellions Jews, hee cauſed Tribonianss and other Law- 
yers to abbreviate and reduce into method, the old lawes confuſed and diſperſed 
in many volumes. Whence we have the Codex, the Digeſts and Inſtitutions. The 
reſt of Antioch is overthrown with a new carrhquake, and ina dangerous ſedition 

50at Conſtantinople above 30000 were flaine. For Hypatius Pompejus and Probus 
coufin germans, and th. Nephews of Anaſrafius, being armed by the people who 
were weary of 1uſtizian's taxes, invaded the Empire, firſt pillaging for five dayes 
together, all that were loyall ro 7uſtinian. But Hippatins and' Pompejus were both

ned Anthimus the Patriarch of herefic, and having got Mennato ſucceed him,dy. 
ed ſhortly atter at Byzantium, ro whom by the appointment of Theodatus Silve.- 
rius (ucceeds. Rebifarins rakes Naples, upon which Theedatus is {lain at Ravenna 
by his ſouldiers for his careleſneſſe, and ſo hee was punithed for the murther 
of Amalaſventa his couſin german, Yitiges is made King by rhe Goths. Beliſa- 
rius was invited to Rome by the citizens, who takes it and repaires the 
the Italians fall off every day to Beliſarins; Yitiges joining with the Francs, raiſeth 
an Army of 150000 men, laycth fſicgero Rome, Bel:ſarivs ſtoutly defends it, ſo 
that 3@000 Goths were at this ſiege deftroyed in one day. The fiege laſted a. 
bove a year, in which time there were 69 skirmiſhes, and the Goths at laſt driven 
from the ſiege. Pope Silverius being accuſed of treachery is by Iuſtinian's com- 
mand baniſhed into Pontia an Ifland in the Tyrrhen Sea, called Porce. In whoſe 

lace Beliſariss ſets up Yigilins, and then raiſeth the ſiege before Ariminum. Bur

1nſtinian 
who interceded for the life of H:ldericus, finding his requeſt lighted, and Hi 
dericus murthered inthe priſon, ſent Beliſarins with an Army, who drove Gilimer

on the Burgundians. 50000 dyed of the plague at Picenum, and fo great was the Ze 


famine, that mothers cat their children. Thus famine dgpve the Francs back again 
into Gallia z wherefore Yitiges being in great ſtraights, ſolicited Coſrves the Per- 
ſian ro make warre upon the Emperour, who otherwayes was like to bring all 
his Forces into Italy. But inthe meane while Beliſari# rooke Ravenna, Y:tiges 
ſubmits to him ; the Goths proffered to Beliſarins the Empire of Italy, which he 
refuſed, and retorning home upon F#;#;n1ans command,carryed with him Y7tiges. 
In whoſe ſtead the Goths beyond Padua ſer up Theudibaldus, who having ſcarſe 
reigned a year, was killed. Araricus ſucceeded, who was {lain ſhortly after; then To- 
zilas was made King, He thruſts the Romans our of Ravenna, and overthrowes 


them ina pitcht bartell. 


Beliſarius upon his returne is imployed in Syria and Perſia againſt Coſroes, a? 


which time the plague ſo ragethat Conſtantinople , that there dyed 10000 a 
day. Coſroes burnes Seleucia and divers other cities, In Italy Neapolis is reco- 
covered by the diligence of the Goths. The Garriſon is friendly diſmiſſed, and 
the Inhabitants almoſt ſtarved, are kindly uſed. So ſtri was the Diſcipline of the 
Army, thatTotilas executed a kinſman of his for lying with a maid,whoſe whole 
eſtate he beſtowed on her. Italy being in danger to be loſt again, Beliſarius is cal- 
led back from Perſia, and ſent to Italy, where hee could doe bur little good, be- 
cauſe the 01d ſouldiers were cither al gone,or elſe they were grown ſtubborn. T here- 


fore Torilas takes Rome again, being betrayed, and almoſt all ſtarved, and over- 56 


throwes ſome parts of the walls, bur abſtained from ſlaughter. In England 
occa King of Cantium having invited the Saxons againſt Arthur King of the 
Britaines, was diſappointed ; for they were not permitted to land, wherefore they 
take pay under the French King. Serditivs King of the South» Saxons, ſeifeth on 
the Ifte of Wight,which he beſtowed upon St»ffa and Whitgar, who deſtroyed the 
old Britains.Whitgar called the Caſtle thereWhirgarsburg,now briefly Garesburg.

fore this, $»jon being then king of the Danes, they under their Caprain A!boi- 

us , onthe borders of Pannonia overcame Cunimundus Kingot the Gepidz, ro 

whom Syrmium and much of Dalmatia was ſubje&. Siwrtly after Narſes whom 

Fuſtinian (ent to Italy in ſtead of Beliſarins ſends for theſe who did him good 4522. 

xolervice in ſubduing rhe Goths: in a ſhort while after Totilas in Tuſcia was. over- ,, c, 552, 
thrown and killed. So Rome and Italy became ſubject again to Fu#inian,from 
whence the remainder of the Goths were quite expulſed , who choſe Tejas for 
their King. He _ raigned one year, was ina bartell overthrown at Cumez, and 
flaine,The 22 year of the Gothic war. Aligernus Captain of the Cumzan Garri- 
ſon, yeelded himſelfe ra " pre Shortly after the Francs and Alemans, as they 
entered into Italy, and fell to plundering, were ſer upon, ſtript of all rheir booty, 
and of 30000 Scairs 5000 returned home, the reſt being conſumed by the ſword 
and the plague. So Italy being quiered, and Coſroes forced by many lofles to 
ſuc for peace, both Rome and Conſtantinople were ſhaken with earthquakes, 

20 upon which follows the plague, which ſwept away multitudes of people : 1nſtiniarn 
laying afide his Crown, beſtowed the money onthe poore, which was wont to 
be imployed on ſports andplayes. He made a law againſt Sodomites, puniſhing 
mo with the loſl: of their genitals, and ſacriligious perſons with the lofle of their 

ands, 
Beliſarius though now aged, yet was imployed againſt the Huns,who had broke 
in upon Cherſoneſus and |, 6=4 theſe alſo he overthrew, and cleared the Em- 
pire of them. Bur after all his good ſervices, upon ſuſpicion of treaſon hee was 
impriſoned, ,ſome ſay hee was forced to begge for almes z but hee being found in- 
nocent, was reſtored to his wealthand honours,and two yeares after dyed in peace. 

30 Inſtinian alſo dyed the ſame yeare, having reigned 3$ yeares and 7 months. In his 45355 
time the fifth generall Councell was called at Conſtantinople; in which Theogo- , = - 55, 
74s Biſhop of Mapſveſta in Cilicia, Theodoyitus Biſhop of Cyprus, and [bas Bi- 
ſhop of Edeſſ were condemned, which had moved many dangerous diſputations 
{avoring of Neſtorianiſm , Origen was alſo condemned, though Yig:liusrhe Pope 
would not be preſent or give his aſſent, for which cauſe hee was baniſhed, but re- 
called by Narſes the Evnuch , and in his return dyed of the ſtone in Sicily. In 
this Councell alſo were condemned the two Originiſts, Didymss and Exagrivs, 
for teaching that the ſoules were extant before the bodies, that the Divels ſhould 
bee ſaved, and that the paines of hell were nor cternall, 1»ſtinias occaſioned 

go much barbarouſneſle and ignorance in his time, by converting the ſalaries allowed 
for maintenance of ſchooles and learning, to his owne uſe z he ſpent vaſt ſunumes 
in building - the chicfeſt whereof was the Temple of S. Sophia, dedicated to the 
eternall wiſdome of the Father. Hee held before hee dycd, that Chriſts body was 
immorrall and incapable of ſuffering fromthe time of his birth - which opinion 
he forced upon all men, and becauſe Exrychivs the Patriarch of —_— 
would not give his aſſent toit, hee was baniſhed, and Tohannes Scholaſticss ſubiti- 
ruted in his place, In his time David an Indian king , upon a vitory hee had 
over the Homeritsa people of Erhiopia, becamea Chriſtian,and had a Biſhop with 
ſome Monkes ſent into his country, two of theſe Monkes brought heme wich 

5othem Silk-wormes, which were before unknown tothe Romarks, and ſo they learn- 
ed to make ſilk ſtuffes, which they were wont to buy ready made, hitherro. As 

; T»ftinas had commanded Chriſts Nativity to bee kept, ſo did Iuſtinian feftuns oc- 
earſus Simeonis imemulie, the purification ot Mary,and afterward Maxritivs her ſleep 
or death. Then did the Ayares a people of the Huns obtain from Iuftinian a place in 
Pannonia to inhabit, upon the removing of the Longobards from thence into Ita- 
ly. Gethes King of the Heruli, Gords King of the Huns, Abaſgi and divers other 
pcople upon Tanais become Chriſtians. The Sarmarians and their new King [nliay

A. C. 568. thither they came accompanyed with the Saxons and other Nations, leaving Pan- 


nonia tothe Huns, bnt conditionally, thar'f things fell not out to their mindes in 
Iraly, they might injoy againe their old habitations. ' This migtation of the Lom- 
bards into Italy was preſaged by the ruſhing of armed men in the air. Narſes having

: To Alboinps ſucceeded Clephus, who having reigned tyrannically '2 yeare and 
6 months, was murthered by one of his fervan s. After him the Longobards 
chole them Dukes,as they were wont. Theſe ſubdued a grear part of Italy, and 
made warres upon Gallia, theſc laſted 10 yeares, till one of them fell off to Lop- 
inxs the Exarch. About this time the peace was broken by 1»ſtin with the Perſian 
tor he with heldthe payment of 500 /, weight of gold which hee uſed ro pay to 
16Coſroes. He armed Arethas the Erhiopian King againſt the Parthians, and ks. 
| took 2lfothe protection of Armenia the greater, Martianns Inſtins Generall, de- 
feated the Perfian,and beſieged Niſibis; ur Inſtin moſt fool.thly rook away Mar- 
t14anus commiſhon, and ſubſtituted Acaciws as great a coward as himſelfe. This 
made the Army in a rage give eff the fiege, which the Perſian perceiving ; pre- 
ſently Hormiſdas the lonne of Coſroes., ſends Ardamanes with new Forces , which 
far and neer waſted the Eaſtern Empire ; ſothar Sophia the wife of 1ujtin (who 
was now become phrenetick upon his bad ſucceſſe) was forced to ſue tor peace. 
In;tin being recovered, by the adyice of his wife made Tiberins a Thracian, bur 
a good ſouldicr, his ſucceſlour, ro whom hee gave many wholeſome admonitions, 
20in which hee ſhewed himſelfe a bertex Counſellonr, then an Emperor. And fo 
© grieving at his own follics and miſcarriages dyed the 13 yeare of his reigne. In his 
time Cantabria was ſubdued by the Viſtgoths, who having overthrownthe Suc- 
yi, made Toletum their Regall Sear. In France there were civill warres between 
the four ſonnes of Clotharins, Two French Bilhops Sagitarins and Salonins were 
degraded in the councell of Lyons, for arming themſelves like ſouldiers, and * 
going tothe wars; but upon their appeal tro Pope 19hn they were reſtored, yetatter- 
ward continuing in their lewd courles they were Carbdes again inthe Councel of 
Cabilon. Herebertus or Charibertws, the ſon of Lotharins or Clotharins King of 
Paris,for putting bis wife away unjuſtly, & committing inceſt with his rwo ſiſters, 
36 Was excommunicated by Gerwanss Bithop of Paris, and ſuddenly atter dyed. 
Tiberivs Conitantinus was made Co-emperor with 1#ſt:» before his death, and 
was crowned with his ivife 4»ſtaſia by Extychivs the Patriarch, He was a juſt, 
milde and bountifull Emperor, chiefly tothe poore, witom Sophia rhe Empreſle 
reproved,as being roo prodigall z he anſwers, that hee ſhould never want wealth on 
earth, as long as hee laid np treaſures in beaven by relieving the ous For as hee 
cauſed a marble ſtone to be taken up, on which was ingraven the crofſe , count- 
ing it unchriſtian like totread upon it, hee found many talents of gold buryed 
there, Hee was alſo informcd of the great treaſure which Narſes had hid z with 
this wealth he relieved the poore, and made war againſt the Perſians which had 
4o broke in upon Armenia, and recovered all that had been loſt under 1»ſtinias and 
Iuſtin, Coſroes being aged and grieving for his loſſes dyed and made a Law thar 
no Perfian King hercatter ſhould make war againſt the Romans. Tberi»s having 
found ſuch good ſervice from Mavritivs in this laſt Perſian warre, beſtowed his 
a, ary Conſtantina on him, and having crowned them both,made him his tuc- 
our in the Empire; He (hewed himſelte ſo gratious to the captives , that hee 
ſent them home without any ranſome. He releived the Romans with corn from 
Egypt, when they were almoſt famiſhed, and ready to ſurrender to the Longo- 
bards, or long bearded Barbarians, who were grown very inſolent, becauſe Tbe- 
rixs was wholely cmployed about the Perſian war.

ropolis. Hormiſdas being angry with Baras his Generall,(who had ſubdued the 30 
Turks, and made them tributaries to Perſia)baniſheth him to Colchis,where Ba= = 
ras was again overthrown by Romanus Manritins his Prator. Upon this Hormiſdas 
takes away the Generals place from him, and in a ſcoffe ſends him a womans gar- 
ment. Baras to be revenged of this diſgrace,faines letters as from the King written 
to the armies, in which he upbraided them for their cowardiſe & effeminateneſſe, 
and withdrawes alſoa good part of theirpay. The ſouldiers thinking theſe let- 
ters to be reall, ſwear fealty to Baras. ale kl a great man whom H ormiſda had 
put in irons was ſer at liberty by his brother Bafta;, who ſeiſe on the King, and 
impriſon him. Theſe having called a Parliament; condemne the King 
as unworthy of Government, becauſe of his cruelty, and needlefle wars, beſides ,, 
his other crimes. Hereupon he is depoſed, impriſoned, and cxoculated , his wife, 
and ſon whom he appointed his ſucceſſour, both put to death, and his ſon Coſ- 
roes whom he hated is made King, This new King uſed his Father at firſt very 
kindely, but being exaſperated by his railing language continually againſt him , 
at laſt commanded him to be cudgelled to death. This fat made him odious to his 
people,who fel from him to Baras.Hereupon Coſroes flyes away on poſt Horſes to 
the Roman camp: He was received by Probus the Patrician, and recommended to 
Manritins, whom he animates againſt Baras, Narſes is ſent with the Army, who 
overthrowes Baras: beſides many thouſand Perſians that were flaine, 6000 were 
taken priſoners, Coſroes is reſtored to his kingdome; whoputs all the captives to 50 
the ſword, except the Turkes who are ſent tothe Emperour at Byzantium , and 
ſo in the 8 year of Mavritivs a generall peace is. concluded in the Eaſt. But the 
wars with Cagazss King of the Avaresis not yctat an end. Many doubtfull bat- 
tels are fought betwixt them. And many inrodes are made by the.Sclavi.But Mau- 
ritius inthe 16 year of his reign removed Caganus out of Thracia by this trick. 
He faigned ſome letters and ſent them to moe the Pretor, who was then be- 
licgedin acaſtle by Caganss;he wiſheth him to hold out the fiege,for the Barbarian 
ſhould 
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ſhould be forced to remove ſuddenly ; becauſe the Fleet which hee had ſent to fn. Mand! 


waſte his coaſt, had alrcady made great havock in his countrey ; Chaganus ha- WY WNW 


ving intercepted theſe letrers, and ſuppoſing them to be true, raiſed the ſiege and 
marched homeward. Bur for 6 yeares atter there were continual! wars ; fothar 
Chaganns (ackt 40 cities of Dalmatia, Mavr7tzus out of covctoutneſſe,and the bad 
counſell of Comment:olns , gave way that Caganns ſhould take many of his ſoul- 
diers priſoners, bccauſe they refuſed to contribute towards the charges of their 
armes and clothes, yet tooke 12000 captives, whom hee offered to releaſe 
for a {mall ſum, which Maur:tius out of hatred and avarice refuſed to pay. Where- 
Io fore Chaganss in a rage put them all tothe ſword,and would not depart thence,till 


he had received a great ſum of gold. 


Mauritins was {o little ſenſible of what he had done, that he abſolyed Commen- 
tiolus, when hee was accuſcd as the chief actor in this treachery , and his ac- 
cuſors were puniſhed ; which ſo incenſed the people, that they flung ſtones at the 
Emperor as he was going tothe Church. He had after this ſome victories over the 
Avares. But ſhortly after a Monke running with a naked ſword through the 
ſtreets cryeth out, Mauritius ſhall ſhortly be killed with the yon A comet burned 
for whole 6 moneths. At laſt his heart ſmore him, for the murther of the ſouldi- 


ers, and deſired that he mighr be prayed for, In his flcep hee thought that hee 


2oſtood before Chriſts Tribunall, where he was asked,whether he would be puniſhed 


here or hereafter: he anſwered here Lord, and fo he was by Phocas ;,, of whom he 
underſtood by Philippicns, that he was a raſh young fellow, but unconſiderable , 
and a coward; then ſaid Manritivs: rf a coward, then a murtherer. This Phocas was 
a Centurion, he had been Yeoman of the ſtirrop to Priſcrs the Patrician z bur 
now a great ſtickler againſt Maur:tivs his government. Who uſed his army un- 
dicreedy and rigidly, abridging them ot their pay;and refuſing to let them have 
any proviſion but what they thould rake from i enemy , and therefore wilied 
them ro take up their Winter quarters among the Slavonians. Upon this the 
Army did mutiny, and lifting up Phocas ona Targer, as the cuſtome was , they 
ſalute him Emperour z Peter Maxritizs his brother who had charge of the Army 1s 
forced toflye. In Conſtantinople they would have made Theodoſins the ſon of 
Manritins, or elle Theodoſins his father inlaw Germanicus Emperor 5 but Mauri- 
ztius had already impriſoned Philippicus who marrycd his own fiſter, upon luſpi- 
cion, He cudgelled his ſonne. Germazx:cns took ſanctuary in a Church, whence 
Mauritius would have pulled him out, but the uprore ſo increaſed , that hee is 
driven our of the City z Phoras is received, who having 1{worne to maintaine 
the Orthodox Religion, is crownedby-Cr1acs the patriarch.

And not content with this, he {ends the Sclavi to plunder. and waſte 4g 
the Roman territories, whom Manritins by his General Commentiolus ſuppreſieds 
and recovered all the Raman priſoners, and the booty. Hormiſdas the Perſjan 
King ſlighting his fathers command, makes wars upon the Romans. Againſt him 
Marritius ſends Philippicus, on whom he beſtowed his fiſter in marriage. The 
Roman Army had rejected their Generall Priſcus for his inſolency, and choſen 
Germanus, but by the intreaty and eloquence of Gregory ; they received. Philippye 
cus for their Generall, who had good ſucceſle againſt the Medes and Perſians, but 
Martyropolis was betrayed to the Perſian by Sirtz the Decurion, whereupon Com- 
mentiolus is ſent in Phil:ppicus his place. He overthrowes the Perfianneer _— 
ropolis. Hormiſdas being angry with Baras his Generall.(who had ſubdued the 30 
Turks, 2nd made them tributaries to Perſta)baniſheth him to Colchis,where Ba- = 
745 was again overthrown by Romanus Mauritius his Pretor. Upon this Hormiſdas 
takes away the Generals place from him, and in a ſcoffe ſends him a womans gar- 
ment. Baras to be revenged of this diſgrace,faines letters as from the King written 
to the armies, in which he upbraided them for their cowardiſe & cffeminateneſſe, 
and withdrawes alſo a good part of their Pay. The ſouldiers thinking theſe let- 
tersto be reall,ſwear fealty to Baras. Bynodves a great man whom H ormiſda had 
put in irons was ſer at liberty by his brother Bafta;, who ſeiſe on the King, and 
impriſon him. Theſe having called a Parliament z condemne the King 
as unworthy of Government, becauſe of his cruelty, and needlefle wars, beſides 
his other crimes. Hereupon he is depoſed, impriſoned, and exoculated, his wife, 
and ſon whom he appointed his ſucceſſour, both put to death, and his ſon Coſ- 
roes whom he hated is made King. This new King uſed his Father at firſt very 
kindely, but being exaſperated by his railing language continually againſt him , 
at laſt commanded him to be cudgelled to death. This fa&t made him odious to his 
people,who fel from him to Bares.Hereupon Coſroes flyes away on poſt Horſes to 
the Roman camp: He was received by Probus the Patrician, and recommended to 
Manritins , whom he animates againſt Baras, Narſes is ſent with the Army, who 
overthrowes Baras : beſides many thouſand Perſians that were flaine, 6000 were 
taken priſoners. Coſyoes is reſtored to his kingdome; who puts all the captives to 50 
the ſword, except the Turkes who are ſent tothe Emperour ar Byzantium , and 
{oin the 8 year of Mauritius a generall peace is. concluded in the Eaſt. But the 
wars with Caganss King of the Avares is not yetatanend, Many doubtfull bat- 
tels are fought betwixt them. And many inrodes are made by the Sclavi.But Mas- 
ritins inthe 16 year of his reign remoyed Caganus out of Thracia by this trick. 
He faigned ſome letters and ſent them to m_o the Prztor, who was then be- 
licgedin acaſtle by Caganus;he wiſheth him to hold our the liege,for the Redo 
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ſhould be forced to remove ſuddenly ; becauſe the Fleet which hee had ſent to 4. Mend! 
waſte his coaſt, had already made great havock in his countrey ; Chaganus ha- WY WW 
ving intercepted theſe letters, and ſuppoſing them to be true, raiſed the fiege and 
marched homeward. Bur for 6 yearcs atter there were continual! wars ; tfothar 
Chaganns ſackt 40 cities of Dalmatia, Mavr7tins out of coverouſneſſe,and the bad 
counſel! of Commentolns , gave way that Caganns ſhould take many of his ſoul- 
diers priſoners, bccauſe they refuſed to contribute towards the charges of their 
armes and clothes, yet tooke 12000 captives, whom hee offercd to releaſe 
for a ſmall ſum, which Mawr:tizs out of hatred and ayarice refuſed to pay. Where- 
Io fore Chaganss in a rage put them all tothe ſword,and would not depart thence,rill 
he had received a great ſum of gold. 

Mauritins was 1{o little ſenſible of what he had done, that he abſolved Commen- 
tiolus, when hce was accuſcd as the chief actor in this treachery , and his ac- 
cuſors were puniſhed ; which ſo incenſcd the people, that they flung ſtones at the 
Emperor as he was going tothe Church, He had after this ſome victories over the 
Avares. But ſhortly after a Monke running with a naked ſword through the 
ſtreets cryeth out, Mauritius ſhal ſhortly be killed with the moe A comet burned 
for whole 6 moneths. At laſt his heart ſmore him, for the murther of the ſouldi- 
ers, and deſired that he might be prayed for, In his flcep hee thought that hee 

2oſtood before Chriſts Tribunall, where he was asked,wherher nc would be puniſhed 
here or hereafter: he anſwered here Lord, and fo he was by Phocas ;, of whom he 
underſtood by Philippicns, that he was a raſh young fellow, but unconſiderable , 
and a coward; then ſaid Manritivs: rf 4 coward, then a martherer, This Phocas was 
a Centurion, he had been Yeoman of the ſtirrop to Priſcrs the Patrician z bur 
now a great ſtickler againſt Maurrtivs his government. Who uſed his army un- 
diſcreetly and rigidly, abridging them of their pay;and retuſing to let them have 
any proviſion but what they ſhould rake from the enemy , and therefore wilicd 
them to take up their Winter quarters among the Slavonians. Upon this the 
Army did mutiny, and lifting up Phocas ona Target, as the cuſtome was, they 
26 ſalute him Emperour z Peter Mauritins his brother who had charge of the Army 1s 
forced roflye. In Conſtantinop!e they would have made Theodoſins the ſon of 
Mauritius, or elſe Theodoſins his father inlawy Germanicus Emperor 5 but Mauri- 
ztius had already impriſoned Philippicus who marrycd his own fiſter, upon luſpt- 
cion. Hecudgelled his ſonne. Germazx:cns took ſanctuary in a Church, whence 
Manritins would have pulled him out, but the uprore ſo increaſed , that hee is 
driven our of the City z Phoras is received , who having {worne to maintaine 
the Orthodox Religion, is crownedby-Cr1acss the patriarch. 5 dayes after Mau- 
ritius is purſucd by Phocas and taken at Chalcedon,where hee fell fick. In the 
preſence of Fhocas, Manritins his two younger ſonnes are flain, then his 3 daugh- 
goters, at laſt ConFantiza their mother and daughter of Tiberivs, though ſome write 
that the mother and 3 daughters having taken ſandtuary, were not beheaded till 
5 _ after. Brt Manritizs having icen the execution of his ſons,and his owne 
at hand,cries out : Fuſt art thou © Lord, and righteous are thy judgements : and (0 
ſubmitted his neck to the ſword. After their heads were cur off, their bodies were 
left onthe ſhore for the gazing objects of the people*, but at laſt they were bury- 
ed in the Church by acertain Eunuch. The eldeſt ſonne Theodoſine was fled to 
the Perſians by his Fathers advice: but he was ſo eagerly purſued , that he was 
overtaken, and by a command from Phocas, ſlain alſo. Shortly after Germanws 
Is killed, and his daughter the wife of Theodofius 3 and at laſt all that had any re- 4 5 7 2, 
$5olation to Mavritivs even his youngelt child of all, which was but an Infant, ,, c, 604, 
and whom the Nurſe would have ſaved, by offering her owne to dearh , 
_u_ Manritins refuſed. He reigned 20 yeares, three moneths, and ſome odde

In his time the Saxons being weary of the Longobards Government, returned to 
their own countrey, which was now poſſeſſed by the Suevi, between whom there 
aroſe ſuch a quarrell about the removing of the Sueves; that 20000 were killed, 


The Lombards after they had bin ruled 10 years by Dukes,they choſe them a King 
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whom they named Flavims, becauſe this was an honourable name among the 


. yo qt , on him they conferred the halte of their goods, that hee might main- 
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taine the greater ſtate. Aſanriti's hired Childebertus the French King, to op- 
poſe him , which cauſed great troubles in Lombardy. Such inundations 
of waters there were in Italy, that Tibris overflowed the wals, a great Dragon 
ſwimmed through the city downe towards the Sea, upon which followed the 
plague, whereot Pope Pe/agius dyed : this fickneſle laſted many yeares. Grego- 
rizs is made Pope ; who by letters deſired Manrit: not toconfirm this election, 
but this honour was forced on him 3 and not without cauſe was he called great, it 
we conſider cither his doErine, or life. Hee appointed Litanies _ that x6 
plague, which ſwept away in an houres ſpace 80 people. Gregory ſent Auſtin 
with ſome other Monks to.inſtruct the Saxons in the Chriſtian Faith, who had 
now been ſetled 150 yeares in England. Antioch 61 yeares after the former 
earthquake was ſhaken again, in which there dyed 60000 people. G rage Biſhop 
of that City was ſtrangely preſerved, for no ſooner was he gone out of the houſe, 
but itimmediately fell down : Fohn Patriarch of Byzantium aſſumed the title of 
oecumenicall Biſhop z which Antichriſtian _=_ in him Gregory _— reproved. 
In Spain Ricaredws the ſonne of King Lebnigiidius who killed his fon tor __y a 
Catholick, drove the Arian hercfic out of Spain, and obtained the title of Catho- 
lick King. He overthrew 6co00 French, who had broke inupon _—_ Hee 26 
was both a good and fortunate Prince, who having reigned 15 years dyed at To- 
letum. Such was the ignorance of that age, that neither the Latin tongue at Con- 
tantinople, nor the Greek at Rome was underſtood. _— King of France 
was flaine by his ſubjects, at the perſwaſton of his wite Fredegunda, for his 
cruclries, and hereſics ; a Synod of 62 Biſhops in Toledo is held againſt Arianiſm. 
With Religion, lcarning flouriſhed in theſe South parts of England , till Charles 
the great, who ſent for Beda's ſcholars hence totcachin France and Italy. The 
Slavi ſct themſelves in Iſtria and Dalmatia, which from them is called Slavonia : 
Gregory calls himſelfe the ſervant of ſervants. He introduceth many ceremonies, 
ſets up divers Monaſteries, one in his own houſe,and fix in Sicily,and ſends abroad 30 
many Apoſtles to preach the Goſpell.Columbanxs out of Ircland preacheth ro the 


Picts, 
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The affairs of the Empire under Phocas and Heraclius, 2. Of Mahomet and 
the Saracens. 3. Of the Chnrch and divers Forraign paſſages of theſe times, 
Hoces who murthered his Maſter, and by ſcdition z got the Empire, byty- gg 
P ranny maintainesit. But not long ; for fel tyranniſed not much above 7 
yeares. That Army of his which murthered Mauritims is overthrowne by 
Coſroes, And hee who cut off the head of his Maſter, had his own head at laſt cut 
oft with his armes and genitals. Not onely he, but the whole Empire ſuffers, for 
his cruell paricide. The Perſians ſubdue Phenicia, Syria, and Paleſtina , they 
walſt Galaua, Paphlagonia, and Cappadocia, In Europe the Avares overrunne 
Thracia,and kill every where the Roman Legions, In Antioch the Jews murther 
the Chriſtians, and among the reft Anaſtaſins their Patriarch , whoſe body they 
burned. The Jewes for theſe outrages are condemned to loſe firſt their gent- 
tals, then their heads. Phocas was a notorious drunkard, who being taxed by ſome 58 
tor that vice, rageth on the people murthering multitudes of them : but tyrann 
1s ſhort-lived : therefore He#aclins Governour of Afric, enters intoa league wi 
Priſcus and Gregoras Patricians, that hee who firſt did diſpatch Phocas, ſhould be 
Emperour, Heraclins the ſonne of this Heraclius, by a Fleet of Ships obraines 
Conſtantinople. Photius a Noble man,whoſe wife Phecas had abuſcs, breakes into 
the Palace,flings down Phocas from his thrown, lays him in Irons, and brings him 
io Heracliws, who kicking him with his heels, cauſcd his genitalls with m_ p- 
c

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"abuſed ſo many women to be cut off, and ar laſt his head ; {ome (ay he was burned An.

in a braſle furnace. It's remarkable that of all Phocas his Army,which conſented to wf WY. 


the death of Mawritivs , there are bur two left alive, in- lefle then 8 yeares 
ſpace. 
F Cajon King of the Avares enters Lombardy, kills Pinay king Agilulphus 
his Generall, and beftegeth Forojulium,and takes it by the treachery of Romilds 
the wife of Giſ#l/phus, to whom hee Journ marriage. Gagazs hating tht trea- 
chery and leachery of Romilda, pertormed his promile for one nighs; and lay 
with her, then he delivered her tothe luſt of his ſouldiers , who having' abuſed 
10 her, thruſt a long pole through her. Bur her daughters more mobo the 
mother, preſerved their chaſtity, by keeping in their breſts the Acth of chickens; 
which putrefying with heat, ſo ſtunk that no {ouldier could come neer them, who 
thought that all the women of Lombardy had ſmelled thus ranck. About this 
rime the Sclavi ſhake off the tyrannicall yoke which the Huns and Avares ( now 
called by one name Hungarians )had laid on them; and made one Samon a French 
Merchant their King, under whorh they defeated the Huns in a bartell. Agilulphas 
Duke of Taurinum in Lombardy is choſen King by Theudolinda (the widow of 
the former King Awtharus) whom ſhe marryed,and made a good Chriſtian ; her 
Gregory had by his letters ſeaſoned with the Catholick Religion. This King made 
20 peace with France,and withthe Exarch,8 cauſed al Church Lands to be reſtored, 
' which had been taken away. In Spain Yittericus obtained the kingdome by mur- 
thering the ſonne of Recaredws the former king, and he himſelfe 1n the 7 year of his 
reign was murthered by his own ſubje&s at a feaſt. Grndemarys that followed 
reigned 2 yeares, and Seſibutms his ſucceſſour 8 yeares. Pope Gregory dyed the 2 
eare of Phocas, to whom ſucceeded Sabrni4nws, and after him, Boniface the third, 
who obtained of Phocas,that Rome ſhould be the head of all other Churches. He 
was willing to comply with the Pope, knowing how conducible this was to his af- 
faires z Boniface the third, 8 months after this dyed, to whom ſucceeded Boniface 
the fourth, who turned the Pantheum dedicated of old to all the Gods,to a Church 
3odcdicated to Mary and all the Saints.Coſroes took Jeruſalem from the Romans,and 
. © Carryed away the Crofle to Perfis with many thouſand Chriſtians. About theſe 
times the uſe of clocks and bels yas found our. The Roman government was quite 
extinguiſhed in Spain by Se King there, 


Her aclizs a Patrician,and lonne of Heyaclian or Heyaclius Governour of Africa, 45 $97 
is made Emperour by the Senat and Army, He with his wife Fabia Eudoxiawere 4:C.6191 


crowned by Sergizs the Patriarch. He indeayourcd firſt to make peace with the 
Perſian, bur could not, except he would reje& Chriſt and worſhip the Sun. In 
the interim the Jewes inſult overthe Chriſtians, having bought frona Coſroes their 
conqueror 90000 of them, which they barbaroully murthered, Sn be- 
40 ing taken, the Perſians ſeiſe next upon Alexandria, Egypt, and Li a, ſubduing 
all ro Erhiopia, abour the 6 yeare of Heraclias, and inthe 7 they trooke Carthage: 
and at the ſame time Caganxs was pillaging Thracia. Atthe ſame time alſo Fo« 
hannes Limigius {ucceſlour to Smaragaxs inthe Exarchar, and after him Eleuthe- 
ri%s for their tyranny in Italy are flaine by the ſouldiers. Heraclivs who could not 
make peace with Coſroes, makes it with Caganws ; and ſo removes his Eur 
Armies tothe caſt: Exhorting them ro remember the wrongs done to Chriſti- 
anity by Coſr oes. They firſt enter Armenia, and defeat Sab«rvs the enemies Ge- 
nerall there. Inthe 1 3, year of his reign he marcherh through the heart of Perſia, 
killing many thouſand of Perſians,and overthrowing their groves, and fire which 
5othey worſhipped. He had ſo many captives, that in Albania where he wintered, he 
' ſuffered 50000to eſcape.

Abour this time appeared Mahowet the Saracen, being left a poot orphan , he 4+ C+ 633+ 


marryed his rich miſtreſſe Chadige, whom hee made belceve that his falling fick- 
nefle was bur a conſternation of his mind, procceding from the ſight of the An- 
gel Gabriel, who uſed to appear rohinz: which lye was confirmed by Sergizs the 
Monk, who was baniſhed our of Byzantium for his Neſtorianiſm by whole help 
and of an umpoſtor Jew, hee compiled a mir ot errours out of Chriſtian,

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Jewiſh and Heatheniſh writers, which he called Alcoran, wherein hee denyes 
Chriſts Divinity, and the Trinity ; approving Circumciſion and Polygamie.

Ceſroes mad at the ſucceſle of Heraclius, plunders all 
the Chriſtian churches of his Dominions, and forces them to embrace Neſtori- 
aniſm, already profeſſed by the Armenians and Georgians. Hee invites the Bul- 

arians, Avares, Gepidz,and Sclavi to invade Conſtantinople, Herarclins hear-

AC, 626, ng of this,calls in the Chazari or Turkes to the number of 40000, Byzantium r0 
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is beſieged by the Barbarians, who ten dayes after were forced to flye. Heraclius 
marchethas tarre as Ninive, where he defeates the encmie, kills RaJates their 
Generall, and many of their prime men.Coſroes ſhuts himlelf up in Seleucia,and 
fends Spartarinsto kill Chardarigas, who with Sarbarus befiegeth Chalcedon, 
becauſe hee ſuſpected that hee entertained correſpondence with Heracliys, This 
buſinefſe of killing Chardarigas was diſcovered, at which the Perſians were diſ- 
contented, and the rather becauſe Coſroes refuſed to hearken to any peace with 
Ceſar. Gundabundas a Colonell to Sabares revolts to the Romans; many of the 
Commanders fals off to Siroes the Kings cldeſt fonne, whom he meantto dif-in- 
herit, and to crown Merdaces his ſon, by another venter. Upon this Heraclins 29 
and S#roes conclude a peace ; whercin it was agreed thar all places and captives 
ſhould be reſtored. S#roes the new choſen king purlues his father , overtakes 


A. C. 628, him inhis flight, and layes himin irons, then thewing him his gold and jewels;

which he had bought at ſo deare a rate from the Romans, by the loſſe of ſo much 
blood, he leftthem with him to feed upon, for he was was kept 5 days withour 
food ; then having ſeen Merdaces whom he deſigned for his ſucceſſor, with his 
other ſonnes murthered before his face, by Syroes command he was ſhot to death 
with arrowes, and fo he loſt both his crownand life by the Romans; of whom he 
had received both. Thus the captives 8 plunderings being reſtored on both fides, 
the Crofle and Zacharias Biſhop of Jeruſalem,then a captive, were reſtored. Hera- 39 
clius inthe 7 year of this war,returncd in a triumphant chariotto Jeruſalem bear- * 
ivg the Crofle in his hand ; upon this was inſtituted the feaſt of the exaltation of 
the Croſle, | | 
Herachus underſtanding by the Aſtronomers that his Empire ſhould bee laid 
waſt, by thoſe of the circumciſion, he thought the Jews had been 'meant , and 
not the Saracens: wherefore hee forces them to embrace the Chriſtiag profeſſi- 
on; and thoſe that refuſed he baniſhed our of his Duinaignscoltnantng them 
not tocome within z miles of Jeruſalem.

To Lotherins ſuc- 
ceeded Dagobertus in Auſtraſia, Neuſtriaang Burgundy: , His other fonne Ari- 
bertus ſucceeded in Aquatania. ;Rupertys on, Roberts Bilhop of Woorms firſt then 
of Ratisbone converted Theodon Duke of Bavaria to the Chriſtian faich; Zup4s Lupus Bis 
being baniſhed by Lotharins baptizeth Duke:Boſon in Auſtria, The Neſtozian he: ſhop, 
40 refie by means of Coſroes ſpreads far in the Faſt, and continues to this day, whoſe 
Patriarch reſides in Mozall or Seleucia of the Parthians.

1s martyred. Chilenus a Scotch man converted tothe Faith the Atrebates or 
people of- Arois, about Arras. The Univerſity of Cambridge was erefted by 
King Sigebert, or as ſome will have it repaired or inlarged by him , but founded 
5oby Cantaber King of Spain many yeares before, when hee lived berein exile, Cyr4s 
the laſt Biſhop of Alexandria ſaye one, a Monotholir; paid ro the Saracens tor 3 
yearsanannuall penfion, and ſo long Egypt injoyed treedome of religion. bur when 
Heraclins refuſed to allowit the Saracens ſubded it, Herac(ius was the lait clective 
Emperour , after him it became hereditary. The Saracens feiſe on Perfia,which had 
continued inthe race of Artaxerxes 413 years;that is from Artabanws the laſt Par- 
thian king till Hormiſdas 2 the laſt Perſian king. Dagobertus king of France crets

4612. Onſtans the ſecond ſon of Conſtantine the ſecond ſucceeded. He was a Mo- 
AC. 642, ( nothclite,and a perſecutor of Orthodox men. By Theodorus Caltiopas the 
Exarch,Pope Martin was (ciſed upon, ard ſent tothis Conſtans who baniſh- 
ed him into Cheriona where hee was ſtarved-rodeath, becauſc he condemned the 
Monothelites in a Synod held by hit, in whoſe chair he fer up Ewgenizs, He mur- 
thered his brother Theodoſins, tov h a Clergy man , with the horrour of which 
murther he was ſo affrightcd in his lleep (or ke dreamed that his brother preſented 
him witha cup full of bloud) that he reſolved ro'rransfet his ſcar from thence to 3q 
Rome, ſaying,the Mother deſerves more honour then the davghter,burt he was diſſwa- 
ded by his wite,children, & friends. Yer he went over into ltaly,and made war upon 
Romoaldus king of the Longobards : from' whom hee rooke ſome rowns in Apulia, 
and was fet down before Beneventum , but hearing that Grimoaldus Prince there- 
of was comming to raiſe the ſiege, Ceſar removed ro Naples , and there being 
beaten by Romoaldss he marchcrh ro Rome. Pope Yitalianus with all the Clergy 
and people met him, A cloak interwoven with gold was by Conftans preſented to 
S. Peter which hee had better been without, For Ceſar robbed the Churches and 
City too of all their braſſe ornaments, for 't 2 dayes together, and ſtript the Pan- 
theon that was covered with brafſe, then he laid heavy taxes upon Sicily,Calabria, 40 
Sardinia,and Afric,and who did not pay, had cither their wives or children taken 
from them. Sothat he was laden with the curſes of the Sicilian women, and un- 
der this burthen hee dyed, bcing ſtifled in a ſcalding bath the 27 yeare of his 
reign. 
4639. In the 11 year of Conſftans his Empire there rained aſhes, upon which followed 
A. C. 669.2 cruel plagueza Ghoſt was ſeen to knock at mens doors, and asoften as he knocked 
{0 often there dyed ſome out of that houſe ; a year before his death,Sapor Govern- 
our of Armenia who revolted to Muhavias had his brains daſhed out againſt a wall 
by his horſe. In his time Homar having built a Moſcu ar Jeruſalem was fabbed by a 
Perſian, to whom ſucceeded Hoymanus, who defeated Gregory the Patrician in A- 50 
frica, having rebelled againſt Conſftans, and ſo impoſed a tribute on thar part of 
Africa. The next year which was the ſeventh of Conftans Mwhavias in a Fleet of 
x 700 ſhips invaded _ and took Conſtantia the Metropolis of that Iſlind. He 
conquered alſo. the Iſland Aradus after much oppofiition. Conſtantinople was 
delivered from a fiege by rwo ſonnes of a certainTrumperer,who broke their priſon 
doores,flew Amiras and ſer the Flect on fire, but Muhavias prepared 4 new Fleet 
with which hee beat Conſtantines ncer Phenice a harbour of Lycia, the Sea was

He ſubdued Haly and his tation, by intercepting the waters,ſo that 
being tormented with thirſt rhey ſubmicred in the 15 yeare of Conftance, Pope Yj- 
zalianus brought the uſe of Organs into the Church, Z/;g1ns Biſhop of Nowio mas 
gum converted Flanders to Chriſt, Zechius a Croatian, by birtha Sclavonian, ha- 
ving committed murther at home,fled into Bohemia, and rhere planted, His bro- 
ther Lechus planted in Polonia, fo called from pole which in Sclavonic fignifies a 
plainor champion countrey. The poſterity of Zechins planted Moravia and Lu- 
fatia- But Ruſſia and Pomerania were peopled by the children of Lechws. Sigeber- 
tus in France, fearing hee ſhould be childlefle made Hildebert fon of Grimealdns 
his ſucceſſour, But beyond hope ny ot a ſonne, whom he called Dagobert , 

ws, and then dyed. Grimoaldus having 
fhaved Dagobert (ent him into Scotland, and made his own ſonne Hildebert king. 
The French hating this treachery, ſues him before C/odoveins, who impriſoned 
him, thruſts out Hildebert, and fets up his own ſonne Hildericus King of the Aus 
ſtraſii. Clodeverns ſpoiledall the Sepulchers of the Martyrs,of their wealth, which 
his Father Dagobert had beſtowed on them z and diſtributes all tothe poore, Bur 
to make amends hee exempts the Monaſtery of St. Deans neer Paris , which his 
Father had builr, from the Iuriſdiction of the Biſhops. To him ſucceeded Ebrunnus; 
abour this time the French Kings growing diflolure and carelefſe, left the mana- 
ging of the kingdome to the Governours of the Palace.

AJomon the fourth from Mahomet much 
weakened the Empire, Theodiſcus a Greek Biſhop of Hiſpalis or Sivill, was un- 
biſhopped for corcupting 1ſodores workes, wherefore he becomes an Arabian he- 
retick, indeteſtarion of this wickedneſle, rhe primacy of the Church of Spaine is 
tranflated from Hiſpalis to Toledo, Exgenivs the firſt, ordained that Biſhops 
ſhould have peculiar priſons for Delinquent Clergy men. Cindaſuindss king of 
Spain, repairesthe Churches which were demoliſhed by the hereticks, Peter ſuc- 
ccedeth to Paul in the ſeat of Conſtantinople. To Pope Exgenins who fate almoſt 
3 yeares ſucceeded Yitalins who was Pope 14 years - trom the firſt year of Clota- 
ris which was the 662 yeare of Chriſt,rillthe 750 which is about 90 yeares, to 
40 wir, till Pjpin the Father of Charles the Great,the Major Domns or Steward of the

and preſenting thernſclyes to the people bur once a year. The Saracens under Mv+

peror in his Fathers time. He overcame & ſlew MeFenrius the Armenian whom the 
Sicilian Legions had ſaluted Emperor.Conſtanine the Patrician,and al that affiſted 
MeFentins were taken by the help of Theodoras Calliopa the Exarch,and-puniſhed: 
5othe Eaſtern Princes, would have had Tiberins and Heraclins Conſtantines two bro- 
thers tobe crowned, deſiring a Trinity of Governours onearth, as there was in 
heaven. Conſtantine making ſheny as if he aſſented,ſent for thele Princes,and flew 
them as ſedirious perſons, and made his brothers uncapable of the Empire, by cut- 
ting off their Noles. The Saracens in the meantime waſte Africa,and cook $0000 
priloners. They take alſo Syracuſe , they beſieged Byzantium 7 yeares, in which 
time they loſt many ſhips and men,and were ar laſt forced to return home,in which 
return they loſt by a ſudden ſtorm all their ſhips, bur this lofſe they repaired, and

ſcovia - againſt theſe Conſtantine marcheth with an Army,which made the Bulga- 
rians keep themſelves within their trenches. This war was Ike to hold; Ceſar be- 
ing troubled with the Gout,went to the baths of Meſembra,a o in Thracia. His 
ſouldiersthinking that hee had fled tor fear, began all ro fly, which the enemy per- 
ceiving,purſued and killed multitudes of them : and ſubdued the Sclayonians; Con- 
ſtantine was torced to pay them atribute , that they mighr not annoy the Roman 
territories. About this tirne d uchavias Prince of the Saracens, to whonr” ſuc- 2© 
cceded his ſon GrFilans, 
Conſtantins care now was , having peace abroad, to quiet all controverſies in 
4653» the Churchalſo: therefore cals a Synod at Conſtantinople of 28 Biſhops. This 
AC. 680, was the ſixt Oecumenicall Councell,in which the five former were confirmed, and 
the Monothelites condemned for hereticks : among which were Sergius, Pyrrhus, 
Cyrus, Paulus, Petrus and Pope Hoxorins, who lived in the time of Heraclius. Bur 
ſome excuſe him in that he held there were not in Chriſt two contrary wills. Thes- 
phanes the Abbot was made Biſhop of Antioch, Alexandria and Jeruſalem, ſent 
no Biſhops, being now in the pofleſhon of the Saracens. Pope Agathohis Le- | 
gats had the chict place in the Councell next the Emperour. Who eaſed Rome of 36 
the money which was wont to be paid to the Emperour, for the Popes ordination, 
but conditionally,thar the Pope ſhould not be conſecrate without the Emperors de- 
cree. The Biſhop of Ravenna is commanded to receive his ordination from Rome, 
which hitherto he negleed, preſuming on the greatneſſe of the Exarchs. 
In Coxſtantins time Partharis king of the Longobards, after the death of Gr}. 
moaldus is called home from his banithmenr, and is made King, Bamba King of 
Spain, having reigned 10 years with great commendation, and after hee had ſub. 
ducd the Saracen Pyrats on the Coaſt, became a Monk. Hildericus or Childeri.. 
cus the French King, for cauſing Bod:/o a noble man to be whipped , was with 
his wife great (with child) killed by this Bodilo, as hee was hunting 3 and ſo Theo- 40 
doricus, who had been thruſt into a Monaſtery , was called to the Scepter, To 
Adeodatus ſucceeded Donnns who was Pope five years, his ſucceſſour was Avaths 
who ſate two yeares. Under him began the fixt generall Councell held in Conſtan- 
tinople, but it ended under Pope Leo the ſccond,who fate not aboye 10 moneths, 
Ar this Synod the Popes Legat celebrated the Maſſe inthe Latin rongue be. 
fore the Emperour and people in the great Church of S. Sophia in Conftantino- 
ple. In this Synod the Monothelits were confuted out of the writings of the Greek 
and Latin Fathers. 
Ceſarea Queen of Perſia with her husband and 40000 Perfians are baptized þt 
Conſtantinople. This Pope Leo brought into the maſſe the holy kiſle or of- 50 
culnm pacis. In Spain to Bamba ſucceeded Eringins, in that time Maildulphns a 
a Scotchman, was a famous profeſſour of Greck and Latintongues in England, 
To Leo ſucceeded Beneditt the ſecond , who was Pope 10 moneths, who ſent 
Chilianus ro preach the Goſpell in Germany, chiefly in Franconia. His ſvcceſ- 
ſour Fohan the fifth, was Pope 1 year. He ordained that the Pope ſhould bee con- 
ſecrared in the Church of Lateran by the Biſhops of Oſtia,Portunus,and Velirer- 
num, which cuſtome yer continues, whereas before, he was only carried ro Sr. 
Peters 
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Peters chaire where hee fate while Abdrmelech King of the Saracens, recovers An. Mundi 
Perſia, Meſopotamia, Armen{a,and Hircania,hiving overcome his two enemies, M#- WL Wo 
#ar in Per{is;and Sa:d in Meſopotamia. Conon in the Popedome fucceeded to lohn, 
and fate 11 months. Conſtantine reigned 17 yeares. | 
Fuſtinian the ſecond ſucceeded Conſtantine, fon of Anaſtaſia the Empreſſe. He 4 6 6 6. 
by Leontius his Generall ſubdued divers Nations in the Eaſt, whileſt the Saracens 4. C. 695. 
were at difference among themſelves : for Abd melech had great warres with the 
Kings of Perſia and Arabia, whom he ſubdued, ard {o h- put an end co the Ma- 
humetan civill warre, In the 5 year of F»uſtizian, with whom the Saracens made 
Io peace, by reſtoring ro him Africa, and paying dayly 1090 peeces of filyer,with one 
tervant and one horſe, conditiorally that Fuſtinian would cleer Libanus and the 
adjacent Mountaines of all the Mardaites, which much infeſted the Arabian ci- 
tics, But in ſo doing Ceſar weakened the Empire, for fo long as thefe Mardaites 
heid the Mahumerans play,they troubled nor the Empire , but when they were 
removed, the Saracens power increaſed. Hee alſo weakned himſelte by breaking 
the ſecond yeare of his reign the league, which his Father made with the Bulgart- 
ans. Ar firſt he had the better, but afterward, he loſt his Army, and was forced 
to flye almoſt alone to Byzantium, In the 7 year of hits reign, having entertained 
30000 Sclavi, and truſting to his power, brokethe peace with the Saracens, pre- 
20tending that the money which was paid him for a tribute, was nor (tampr with his 
Image. The Saracens calling upon God the revenger of perjurics, and carrying 
on the top of a ſpeare in ſtead of a Banner the Articles of peace, fell uponthe Ro- 
man Army and routed them, The Sclavonian Generall having firſt revolred 
with 20000 to the enemy, who corrupted him with money, Fuſtinian hard- 
ly eſcaped, who comming to Leucate, commanded the remainders of the 
Sclavi to be killed and flung into the Sea. After this the Agarens made havock of 
the fo oman Provinces, and Sabbatizs the Armenian Prztor, delivered up Armenia 
to them. 
The Arabians overrun Africa, to whom Sergius rhe Patrician betrayed the city 
zo Lazica. But Fohn brother to the Emperour Leontius recovered Africa again,and 
drove out the Saracens, This Leontivs had been impriſoned 2 yeares by Thes- 
doſins and Stephanus the Emperours favorites, but having cſcaped out of priſon, 
was by the Patriarchs help made Emperour. He cut off 1#itinian's noſe, and 
baniſhed him to Cherſoneſus, having reigned-10 yearess The two ſycophants 
Theodoſius and Stephanus, were by his command dragged through the ſtreets , by 
ropes taſtned rotheir feer, and afterward were burnt, Leontizs after three yeares 
reign was by Tiberius Apſimarus (whom his Army had made Emperour, upon his 
return from Africa) ſeryed,as he ſerved Fuſtinian, for he cut off his Nole, and 
then thruſt him into a monaſtery : then he {ent his brother Heraclins into Syria 
4o againſt rhe Saracens, who tooke and ſlew of rhe enemies about 200000, The Ar- 
menian Princes killed their Agaren Governours, and returned to the Roman 0- 
bedience, But Mahumet Prince of the Arabians, ſubdued the Armenians again 
and burncd their princes alive. Yet in Cilicia he was defeated by Heraclivs who roo 
multitudes of the Saracens priſoners, and ſent them to his brother Abiſmarus for 
ſlaves, whoabour this time {ſent Theophyladt into Italy as ſucceſſour roFobn in the 
Exarchat. After this Fuſtinian eicaped out of priſon, and marryed with Thes- 
dora the (iſter of Chaganss, with whom hee lived a whole yeare in Phanogoria a 
rown of Sarmatia, Bur the Barbarian king being corrupted with gold from Ab1ſ- 
warns, promiſed to betray him, which hee cadercading by his wite, fled to Tre- g, c 403; 
5obellis the Bulgarian king, by whoſe Armes hee was reſtored, the 10 yeare of his 
baniſhmenr. The third day after he laid ſiege ro Byzantium , by ſome fluces of 
water which he opened, he got within the crown. Ab1ſmarns fled, but was overtaken 
and brought back, multitudes of the people who bad abuſed Ceſar with ill lan= 
guage as hee lay before the City, were {laine. Leontins and Abiſmarys being 1n 
x ons tell flat at the Emperours tcer, who troad ontheir necks, the people crying 
out : Thou ſbalt walk upon the Aſpe, and the Baſilick, and then they were both be- 
headed. Callinicus rhe Biſhop had both his eyes thruſt our, and was POIs ro

t. Abiſmarns had reigned 7 yeares. It's {aid of

edin a ſtorm, that if God would preſerve him then, he would ſhew nomercy to 
his enemies.  #o 
Things thus ſetled, King Trebellis being honourably rewarded was diſmiſſed ; 
but afterward F*ſtinian quarrelled with | about the extent of their borders : 

the Bulgarians being ſuddenly ſet upon by the Imperialiſts,Aed tothe mountains, 
whence afterward perce:ving the Greeks to be ſecure, came down and made ſuch xg 
laughter among them, that F#3tiniax in haſt got on ſhipboard, and returned 
wich diſhonour to Conſtantinople. Afterward hee ſent an Army againſt the 
Cherſonzans, among whom he had been exiled. They in the beginning of his 
delignes would have deſtroyed him ; therefore he cauſerh them to be cruelly mur- 
thered, and their Grandces to be burned : and delighted himſelfe to ſee 73000 of 
thcir youths drowned in a ſtorm. The Cherſonzi being thus barbarouſly uſed, 
and their childrens heads by F#ſtiaaz's command daſhed againſt the wals, im- 
plore aid from the Chazari, and perſwade Philip Bardanes, lately returned from 
baniſhment, and made Admirall of the Seas, to invade the Empire , with him 
joines Elras the Prator, whoſe children Fuſtiniav murthered in their mothers ,, 
breaſts, and marryed her to an Indian cook. Bardanes with E1:as riſe againſt 
the tyrant, who was now in Amaftris a town of Paphlagonia, which Z/:45 took, 
and init F»ſt1nian, whoſe head he cut off with his own hands ; and flew his ſonne 
Tiberins whom he begot of Theodora, and had made his colleague in the Empire. 
This wasthe laſt of Heraclins his race, who of all the Emperours had the hap- 
pineſic alone, to have a fixt ſucceſſour of his own bloud. Fuſtinian reigned 7 
years after his baniſhment, He was nicknamed Rhimotmerus from his cut noſe 5 
his tongue alſo was cut out by Leontins after he had been animated by the Aſtro- 
logians, and Calinicus the Biſhop ( whom Fuſtinian had firſt deſigned for the 
flaughter) to invade the Empire, In his time a Synod was held inthe palace cal- 3q 
led Trullus of Conſtantinople, wherein Clergy men are ordained to retaine 
their wives. Pope Sergins who ſucceeded Conon oppoſed this Synod, wherefore 
Fuſtinian commands him to be brought ro Conſtantinople; bur in vain,for the Ar- 
my at Ravenna rcſiſted,and did nor iuffer the Pope to be touched. Beſides Kilianus 
that was ſent to.convert the Franconians in Germany,who was murthered there. 
W:gbertns with diyers other preachers from England, were ſent tg convert the Fri- 
lians, Danes, Saxons and others. 

Ar this time Cuntberts the ſonne of Bertarins was King of Lombardy. Him 
Alchiſn: Duke of Trent, whom Cauntberins ſavedwhen his Father Bartarins would 
have killed him, drove him out of his kingdome. But A/chiſus tyrannifing over jg 
the Clergy, was hated, and Cznibert is reſtored;who defeated Alc ;ſus in a barrel], 
and then cut off his head and teet.To Cnnibert ſucceeded his young ſon Ludbert ; 
whom he recommended to the care of Duke Aſprandus. But Regnibert Duke of 
Taurinum made war ard overthrew the young King with his Governor Aſpran« 

ans; and'ſo made himfelfe King. He dyeth within one yeare of his reign, to 
whom ſucceeded his ſonae Ar:pertss the ſecond, who reigned 12 yeares. He kil- 
led the lawfull heirs. Lnudbert, whoſe Governour Aſprandus fied into Bayana, 
where helived in cxile 9 ycares: then being aſſiſted b Dithbertus Duke of Ba- 
varia , hee returnesto Lombardy, where he overthrowes in a great battell Ari-

So now the Saracens poſſeſle Spaire, and drive the remain- 
ing Goths ro Biſcay and the Pyrenzan hils, and the Aſtures, whole Captain Pe- 
lagins was the firſt King there, In France Pip11ws Duke of Oftrafia was Maſter 
oft the Palace under Theodoricws, Cl/odovews and Child. bertusthe French Kings , 
10 whoſe power he exerciſed ; he made Lamber:us Biſhop of T rajetum, or Urrichr, 
who enveyecd againſt Alpaida Pipins concubine, of who he had Caro/us May- 
ztellus. She cauſed her brother Dodox-to murther the biſhop, to expiate which 
wickedneſle ſhee ereQed 4 Colledge of Canons; but the murthe-er was eat up with 
vermine, the ſtink of whoſe body was to 0.:10us, that he was flung and drowned 
in the river Mola. Egicas King of Spain was like ro be murthered by the Jews, 
which was the cauſe of their hard uſage there, as is ſaid. Sergwms was Pope 13 
ycares, he added divers Litanics to the Maſſe, His ſuccefſour was Fo## the f1xt, 
who late 3 yeares. 
Paulus Ana7ar of Heracleain Magna Gregta is choſen the firſt Duke of Ve- 
20 nice under At:ſmarus 252 yearcs ſince the — of that-Ciry. The Egypti- 
ans fall off quite from the Empire, and chooſe themſelves a King, whom they 
call Caliph. Afric which was recovered by Beliſarins from the Vandals,and had 
continued fince ſubje& ro the Romans 170 yeares, is now poſlefled by the Sa- 
racens. The Weſt Goths had now reigned in Spain 256 years, but(as is {aid)alrea- 
dy, are driven into corners, which is 246 years fince by the Huns they were thruſt 
out of Scythia. So the Saracens have now all Spain (except. Gallicia rhe ſeat of 
the Aſtures and Cantabrianrs) which they injoycd 800 yeares together. ,The Vi- 
ſigoths yer poſſefle Aquitania, but ten yearcs hence they are driveniout by Earo- 
lus Martellss, Y it1ſathe ſonne of Eg1cas King of Spain, orders the Clergy to 
30 keep what Concubines they will, and forbids them to.obey the Pope, hid king 
of Arabia deſtroyes the Chriſtian church at Damaſcus, commanding the Ara- 
bick rongue to be uſed in ſtead of Greek, To Pope Fohn lucceeded Zoſimms for 29 
dayes,and after him Conftantinus 7 years, whom Fuitinian in Nicomedia hono- 
rably uſcth,to whom hee confeſſed his finnes , and received abfolution, lying 
proſtrate at the Popes feet. He was the firſt Emperour that ever kifled the Popes 
Feet. 
Philippicus Bardanes having murthered Fuſtinian, obtaineth the Empire for 
2 yeares and 9 months. The Pope rejects himas an hereticall Emperour, for he 
abrogated the ſixt Synod, and reeſtabliſhed the Monothelttes, upon the requeſt 
goof that Monkiſh Aſtrologer who foretold him, he ſhould be Em:perour. Cyrus 
the Patriarch is depoſed by him, and one Fohy an heretick ts advanced, He pro- 
digally exhauſted the treaſures which were left by his predeceſfors, ſuffering in 
the interim Thracia to be exhauſted by the Bulgarians, and Alia by rhe Saracens: 
wherefore he was hated by his Peeres, two of which, to wit, Theodorws and 
Buramphus deprived him of his cyes, as hee was repoſing himſelfe after dinner, _ 
this was done by the advice of Artemins the chief Secretary; who the next day4685. 
is proclaimed Emperour. Pope Cop(tantine, ablolves the Emperours ſubjects 4. C,7t5. 
from their allegiance to him. Artemijus or Anaſtaſius the iccond reigned one year 
and 3 months. Hee prepares a great Flcet againſtthe Saracens, and rakes order 
Jothat Byzantium be turmſhed with 3 yeares provifion.

Governour of Albania in F«ſti#1ax's time, and ſubdued rhe Abalſgi a people 

of Scythia.Now in the beginning of his Empire he is exerciſed by the Sara- 
cens, who with a Fleet of 3000 thips beſiege Conſtantinople almolt z years, but 
of this great number ſcarſe 5 eſcapeq, but were all conſumed with famine, plague 
warre, thunder, ſtormes, and arrificiall fires in the water. The Bulgarians alone , 
killed 22000 of them, as they were plundering of the countrey. - In the meane 
while Sergins Pretor of Sictha, with one Gregory,aime atthe Empire, but they 
were quickly ſuppreſſed by Leo; Gregory was killed, Sergius upon ſubmithon lis 
pardoned. Leo in his third year overthrew Nicetas Xylinites and feile upon his 
whole eſtate for aſſiſting Artemivs (who was now baniſhed in Theflalonica) to 
recover the Empire... Artemivs with his Bulgarian Forces arrive at Byzantium, 
hoping the wy had been for him, bur finding it otherwayes, rhe Bulgarians for 
money betray him to Leo,who put him,with all that were of his plot, tothe ſword. 
The plague ar this time was ſo hot at Rome and Byzantium , that it conſumed 
300000 Inhabitants. Tybri overflowed the wals of Rome : the Jews were a- 39 
gain deluded by a falſe Meſſias, a Syrian born. Which cauſed Leo to force bap- = 
tilme upon them, for which ſome of them were ſo deſperate , that they burned 
themſelves with their families. One Radbodus a German Prince and H:athen, as 
he was rcady to be baptized, asked whether there were moſt of his Anceſtors in 
heaven or in hell, it was anſwered in hell ; with that he pulled his foot out of the 
water, ſaying : 1 will rather follow many then a few, but within three dayes 
after he dyed - So GrFid a Saracen Prince was perſwaded by a Jewiſh Ims 
poltour.; that hee ſhould raigne a long time, 1f hee would abolith the Im- 
ages 'of Chriſt, and of the Saints, which he went about to doe, but dycd the next

Leo inthe 10 yeare of his reign commanded all Images to be aboliſhed. Philip- wa 
picus Bardanes had commanded the ſame before, but was reſiſted by Pope Con- 
ffantine, as Leo is now by Pope Gregory the ſecond, who would not ſuffer any 
tribure to be payed to the Emperour out of Rome and Italy, becauſe he took up- 
on himto alter religion. This gave occaſion of great troubles in Italy,betrween 
the Pope and the Exarch, till it came tothar paſſe , that the Emperor loſt all his 
power1n Italy, and had almoſt loſt it in Byzantium; for not onely were his offi- 
cers murthered by the tumultuous multitude , but the City alſo was affaulted with 

new Fleers of Saracens and others, which were forced with lofſe to be'gone. Leo , 
depoſcth Germanss the Patriarch and other Biſhops, for reſifting his command 50 
about the Images, and ſets-up ge Patriarch, whom Gregory inthe Synod 
which he aſſembled condemneth, and then dycth the 16 yeare of his Popedome, 
to whom ſucceeded Gregory the third, no lefſe zealous for Images then his pre- 
deceſlour, againſt whom Leo ſenta Flect of ſhips, which miſcarryed in a ſtorme. 
Upon thisthe Pope cals a Councell, and excommunicartes all enemies to Image- 
worſhip. This ſo inraged Lev that he did cruelly put to death divers learned 
men and others, who diſtiked his proceedings againſt Images.

He was ſuſpected to be a Neſtorian, Whileſt he was imployed in the Saracen 
war, Artabeſ4ns his ſiſters husband, by the aid of Anaſtaſius the Patriarch, fer 
up the Images in Byzantium again, and for this cauſe was ſaluted Emperour by 
the p:ople; which cauſed three yeares wars. In the end Conſtantine took Arta- 
baſdus and his ſon, theſc he blinded. Anaitaſins the Patriarch he cauled to be car-

Cenſtantine cals a - jw at Conſtantinople, in which were preſent 338 Bi- 
ſhops, who condemned Image-worſhip. This Councell he named the ſeventh 
Occumenicall, notwithſtanding the Popes oppoſition. He was not content to de- 3g 
moliſh ſtarues and Images , but violates the Temple of Zuphemia the Martyr, in. * 
finging her odorifcrous bones into the Sea, which being driven by the wind to 
the Ifle Lemnos, were taken up and brou hr back to Chalcedon. He drew Ste- 
phcn the Monk out of his cloyſter , becauſe hee raught men to deſpiſe worldly 
greatnefle, He killed and baniſhed many of his Grandces z he madeall men ſwear 
againſt worſhipping of Images. Conſtantine the Patriarch who ſucceeded to 
Anaſtaſins, was accuſed of ſecret plotting and correſpondency with the baniſhed 
Princes,for which cauſc he was baniſhed, and then baſely murthered. It was trea- 
fon to ſay, Mother of God help #5: orto watch att mbes of the dead. He 
took ſome townes of Armenia from the Saracens, and filled Byzantium againe 40 
with Armenians and Syrians, which had beene almoſt exhauſted of people by 
the plague. In the 22 of his reign he tooke occaſion-ro quarrell with the Bulga- 
rians, whileſt they were intanglcd with civill diſcords z he defeated Zeletimes 
their new King, who was therefore murthered by his people, and ſhortly after his 
lucceſſour $4b.7u5 was baniſhed for deſiring peace : but the Emperour comming 
upon them with new Forces, made them ſue for peace, which they obtained: bur 
Telerichastheir King reſolved to breake it, by aſſaulting ſuddenly the Roman 
Forces. For: that purpoſe an ambuſh is laid, which was diſcovered to Ceſar by 
ſome of the Bulgarian Nobles. He without ſhedding of bloud ſciſed on the am- 
buſh, and rook all that lay in it.

In Spain to Alphon- 
ſus ſucceeded, his ſonne Fro0/45, wi.o overthrew F«Xaphu a Prince of the Sa- 
racens on the borders of Gallicea, af;er which time Spain was ng more tribu- 
tary to Mircmalinus the Babylonian. For Abderamen thruſt out Fu\aphas 
and made himſelf king of Corduba. The Saracens were nov diſtracted into tacti- 
ons, ſo that their Dominion was divided among divers. Abubales had Perſia, 
Sal:mus Egypt, Habdallas Syria, who having killed the other two obtained x9 
the whole Empire of the Saracens 21 years, He laid heavy taxes on the Chriſtians 
and favoured the Jewes, yet permitted the Antiochians to chooſe them a new 
Patriarch, kaving becn 40 yeares without one. He puniſhed 16 of the Perſian 
Magi, for offering by the vertue of certaine inchantments to flye in the aire, 
whence they fell down and hurt themſelves. Habdal/rs Prince of Arabia dyed 
the ſame month that Conſtantine did. The ſame year Adetgiſus ſonne of Deſe- 
derius King of Lombardy fled to the Emperour Charles the Great, having in- 
vaded his Fathers kingdome, which had continued 206 yeares. Charles was 
ſer on by Pope Hadrian, becauſe Deſiderins laidclaim to all the lands granted 
by Pipinto the Roman Church. And Charles had devorced his wite Bey- 
tha the daughter of Deſiderins, which made him a greater ſtranger then before, 
to the Lombards ; wherefore paſſing over the Alpes with his Army, he gave 29 
battell ro Deſiderius, whom he defeated, and drove into Ticinum , at laſt rooke 
him upon ſurrender of the town, whom he ſent with his witc into France, for 
his ſonne Adelgiſus was gone to Conſtantinople. So Charles obtaines all Ita- 
ly except Neapolis, and the Provinces belonging to Sicily. He reſtores ro 
| Pope Hadriay. the Exarchat and Pentapolis. Who having called a Synod makes 
A. C. 775+ Charles a Patrician, and power is given him to inveſt Biſhops, Two years be- 
forc this Italian war, the French made war upon the Saxons, as yet hetthen 
Idolaters, who exerciſed Charles hisarmes 33 yeares. The Church was much 
bcholding to theſe two Princes, Pipin and Charles, for their munificence to- 
wards her, for propagating Chriſtianity, and ſuppreſſing Heatheniſm, Judaiſm, ,, 
and hercfies, for a ſetled Parliament in Paris, the work of P:pin, who was the* 
firſt that brought the uſe of Organs into the Weſtern Church,after he had been 
preſented whh one from the Eaſtern Emperor; he alſo brought into the Gallican 
Church,the regulated muſick of Rome, tor before him, the French muſick was 
confuſed,and inharmonious.,

A. C775. Eo the fourth ſucceeded to his Father Copronymus. Hee was alſo called 
Porphyrogenitus, becauſe in his childhood hee was made Co-emperour 
with his Father, and was clothed with a' purple robe. He baniſhed his 

brother Nicephorys with divers more, upon ſuſpition, that he aimed at the Em- 
pire. By his preſwaſion Telerichns King of Bulgaria being baniſhed by his own 
lubjes, was baptized, and marryed with Irenes couſin german, then hee was 
made a Patrician. Leo was perlwaded to make his young ſonne Conflantine 50 
Co-cmperour with him. Hee had warres with the Saracens in Syria, where 
hee killed 5 of their Amiras, and 6000 Arabians. Hee removed the Jaco- 
bite Syrians into Thracia, By this war he exaſperated the Mahumetans, ſothat 
they overrun Aſia, bur all proviſion being conveyed into ſtrong towns, they 
were faine to return home without effecting any great matter. Mabdy con- 
trary to his oath perſecuted the Chriſtian within his Dominion, ſo that di- 
vers tuffered Martyrdome. Leo periecuted and puniſhed the [mage-wor- 
thippers 
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ſhippers as his Father did. The fit yeare of his reigne, hee woules needs An. Mund? 
ſer upon his head the Sacred Crowne beſer with rich jewells fvhich Mau- CA NIg 
ricins had dedicated in the Church of S. $9ph14 upon rhe wearing of thig#7 53 0+ 
Crowne , his head ſwelled with carbuncles, then he fe!l intoa violent feaver at A.C.780;

Charles the ſon of Piprn ſucceeded proſperovſly in his wars againſt the Saxons; 
Weſtphalians, Huns, Angarians;Heſſians. Rodgzndws the Longobard with divers 0- 
thers. 1n all his conqueſts he ſertles Chriſtianity. He gave many honors,and crea- 
ted many Nobles, of ſuch as bad done him good ſervice. He had alſo good 
to ſucceſſe in Spaine againſt the Infidels, but in his rerurn ke loſt the greateſt part of 

his Army among the Pyrenzan hils, the Vaſcones being berrer acquainted with 
thoſe places deceived them, and cuc rhem off. Herein were flaine Eginhardus, 
Anſhelmss, Roland, and many more of his chick commanders. The Saxons un-' 
der Witskwndus their Generall oftentimes rebelled,and were ſtill ſubdued,they were 
ſupplyed ill with Auxiliaries of Danes, and Vandals, bur at laſt W/tikundus was 
baptized in the year of Chriſt 785: Charles crecte1 the Biſhopricks of Paderborn, 
Minden, and Oſnaburg in Germany, Abour this time X:weniss the firſt King of 
Navar dyed,to whom ſucceeded GarJicas Ennicus, who relieved Pampilona, and 
rook many caſtles and garriſons from che Moores, One Leſcus was the firſt that 
20 taught the Polonians about this rime to (hooe horſes. | 

Irene Leo's widow, with her young ſonne Conſtantine rule the Enipire, She was 
a great: defender of Images; Having underſtood that her husbands brother had 
plotted treaſon againſt her, ſhee cauſed rhem robe ihaven,and then made Prieſts 
of them, and baniſhed all thoſe that favoured.chem, To make her ſopnes Em- 
pire the more firme, ſhee contracts him ro Charles the Grears daughter, tor thar 
purpoſe ſends E/iſeusrhe Eunuch to inſtruR her in the Greek tongue and cuſtoms; 
Shee overthrew in divers bartels Elp:dins Pretor of Sicilia, and forced him to 
flye over tothe Saracens in Africa, becauſe he would have ſet up Nicephorns 
Conſtantines Uncle: Shee let the Saracens enjoy Afric quictly, being afraid of 
30their power, and made the Empire tributary ro Aaronthe Saracen Prince. Paul 
the Patriarch repenting that he had withſtood Image-Worſhip, enters into a 
Monaſtery ; Taraſi#s his ſucceſlour adviſeth Trexe to call a generall Synod,which 
was done by Pope Adrians aſſiſtance, whoſe Legats were there. The place was 
firſt at Byzantium, then Nicea of Bithynia. In this 7 generall Councell was 
undone whatſoever had been done by Leo 1ſaurus, and his ſonne and grandchild 
concerning mong of Images. The 6 yeare of herreign a great commoti- 
on was raiſed, which difturbed the proceedings of the Synod, ſo that the Bi- 
ſhops being 350 in all were forced to riſe : the Empreſſe making ſhewof an ex- 
pedition againſt the Saracens, demands all the armesof thoſe wlio were of the 
gocontrary fide and enemies to Images, which when ſhee had gorten ſhee baniſh- 
eth them all from the city, and arms her own party,and calls the Councell again, 
the $ year of her reign at Nicza, [mage Worſhip is their concluded,and by her au- 
thority confirmed, 

After this ſhee diflolves the contra made between her ſonne and Rhotilde, 
and made him againſt his willto marry with one Mary an Armenian. She ſends 
alſo Adalgiſas the. ſonne of Deſiderivs, with ſome Commanders to make new 
ſtirres in Lombardy againſt Charles; becauſe hee had ſeiſed upon the Duke- 
dome of Beneventurms But Adalgiſus is overthrown by the French and Lom- 
bards in a battell, wherein he was taken and pur to death. Conſtantine per- 
5oceiving that his mother did what ſhe lifted, and was altogether ruled by Srau- 
ratius a Patrician; and that hee being the lawfull heire, angl now of ycares 
ſufficient to rule the State,' was lighted, and kept like a child under the f - 
rula, reſolves to 'take the government upon himſelfe. Bur ſhee on the other 
ſide will not part with any ſhare of her power, keepes her ſonne at home 
under correction being 2o yeares of age; baniſheth all who adhere ro him, and 
makes the ſouldicrs ſweare fidelity ro her alone, and not ro acknowledge any 
power mn him whileſt (he was alive. Burt the Armenian Armics were —

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" "An, Murdiin their loyalty to ConFantine , and would not acknowledge the mothers ſ0- 

WW Ir yeraignty , whoſe example moved other ſouldiers, againſt their oath, to fall off 

from the Empreſſe. Therefore Conſtantine by their helpe rakes the reines in 

his owne hand, commands Stauratins to forbeare meddling with State affaires, 

and confines his mother to her palace at Eleutherium , which ſhee had lately 

built, in which ſhee was entertained with all princely reſpec, and the next year 

he intending an expedition into Bulgaria,and another intro Arabia, reſtores her a- 
gain ro her former power; which when ſhee had obrained, ſhe fell ro vex and 10 

puniſh all his friends and acquaintance; hee makes an expedition wro Bulga- 

ria, but with ill ſucceſſe, for his army was defeated, and his chiefeſt Nobility et- 

ther killed or taken priloners. Upon ſuſpition of treaſon, hee cauſed his three 

Lncles Nicephorns,Chriſtephorus,and Nicetusto be apprehended,znd their cys to be 

ut out, which cruclty made him to be hated,chiefly ofthe Armenians,and to make 

Fife e the more odious hee puts away his wite Mary, pretending ſhee would 

have poyſoned him, whereas it was known ſhe was a yertuous and religious Lady: 

then he 2x0 puft up for ſome good ſucceſle he had lately againſt the Saracens, 

rakes one Theodate a Virgin out of the Nunnery,and makes her his Emprefſe, which 

iucenſed the Monks againſt him,who accuſed him of bigamy, for which he baniſhed

Conſtantine makes a ſecond expedition into Bulgaria, to take off (if he could) 20

AHARLES having obtained the name of Great for his con- 
queſts over the Saracens, Saxons, Danes and many other bar- 
barous Nations, is brought to Rome by Pope Leo,who having 30 
beene conderaned to priſon, and to loſe his eyes for ſome © 
crimes obje&ted againſt him, eſcaped out of priſon, and cither 
by miracle reccived his fight again, or clſc hee did not torally 

15” loſe it, thewxecutioner taking piry on him. Charles was at 
Paderborn in Saxony with his Army, when the Pope came z who made no delay 
ro follow his ghoſtly Fathers condu&t to the Imperiall City with his Army, where 
having called a Synod tocxamine the crimes objeed againſt the oy he was 
told, that the Biſhop of Rome was not to be judged by any man, And therefore no 
crime being there alleadged againſt him, hee cleared himſelfe by his owne oath,and 
ſo was abſolved, and placed again, tothe great griefe of his enemies, in his pontifi- g0 
call chair. To requite this favour of Charles, in S. Peters Church upon Chriſtmas 
and the people with loud acclamations, ſaying : Long life aud vitory to Charles 

Auguſtus , crowned by God, the Great, the Peace-maker, Emperonr of the Romans. 

Hence came the cuſtome,that the Weſtern Emperours received their Crowns from 

the Popes, For the Eaſtern Emperours had been now for a long time flighted at 

Rome, ever ſince they oppoſed Images. Charles now intends to ſubdue Sicily,bur is 

retarded by Irenes Emhaſſadors,who promiſed marriage with her;this Embaſſie was 

acceptable to Charles, who hoped by this marriage to unite the rwo Empires again. 

Bur Aetivsthe Eunuch, who endeavoured to have his brother Leo chen Governor 59 

of Thracia and Macedonia to be Emperour, marred this match;and he was alſo de- 

ceived, for Nicephoyns (as we have ſaid) obtained the Empire. 

Nicephorus a perfidious and covetous man, ſpared not thoſe by whoſe helpe hee 
obtained the Empire. Hee got by his taire promiſes Bardarzs the Patrician whom 
the Eaſtern people had proclaimed Auguſtus, to relinquiſh his title, ſwearing hee 
ſhould receive no prejudice by ir z no ſooner had Bardare deveſted himſeife, and 
entred of his owne accord into a Monaſtery, but Nicephorus under hand cauſed his 
eycs 
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eyes to bee thruſt our, and then wept, 35 if this kad been done without his know- 47. Malt 
ledge. Then hee makes Stawratias rhe tonne (for the father was dead) his Co» WWW 
Emperour, and ſhortly afrer fighting againſt the Saracens, hee loſt the barre!],nar- —- 
—_ eſcaping himſelfe, He fortifieth- Ancyra of Galatia, and other townes to 

keep off the Saracens incurſions but baſely hee made himſfelfe, his ſonne, and his 

Empire triburaries to the Mahomctans, who under Aarox being 300co00 ſtrong, 

overrun Romania. Hee promiſed to pay yearly 300000 peeces of filyer tor the 

Empire, aud 3000 for himſelfe and his 6. : binding himſclfe alſo notto repait 

the Forts demoliſhed by the Arabians, Bur ſhortly after Nicephorns as his man- 
10 ner was broke the league; which brought the Saracens upon Cyprus,who overthrew 

the Churches of that Iſland, and drove out the inhabitants : they alſo invaded 

Rhodes, but could not rake the town, having loſt their Fleer in a ſtorm, Shortly 

atter Aaron dycth, ro whom ſucceeds his fonne Mahomet , hee had civill warres 

with his brother which, was pernicious to the Chriſtians and Arabians of thoſe 

places, many Churches and Monaſteries were deſtroyed. Inthe interim Nicepho- 

rns gives himſclte ro wanronneſle, hee abuſeth ro Ladies of great beauty , and

Nicephorus fearing Charles his increaſing greatneſſe ſends Embaſſadors to prot- 4.c, $10; 
2ofcr him kaly, except ſo muchas lay upon the Sea between Naples and Sipontum —©* 
' *or Siponio in theApulia. He deſired ghey two might live as brothers,that one might 

injoy the Eaſt, the other the Weſt. It was alſo covenanted that Venice which Pa 
now ſtood 350 yeares, ſhould be free from þoth the Einpiregs. Yet this ſame year 
they drew won torres, both the Grecian and French Forces; for they had 
expelled Fohn their Duke :whom Nicephorus would have forced again upon them: 
Bur the French under Pipinus were ſent by Charles'to aſſiſt the Yenetians. Who 
finding Obelerius the Tribune thruſt our ofthe City, for fayouring the French, 
fell fowle upon the Venitians, but having loſt many of his men, and done no good, 
was forced to make a diſhonourable retreat to Ravenna : yet Charles ſuffered the 
30 Greckes to enjoy Venice. Nicephorss the 9 yeare of his reign invades. Bulgaria, to 
be reycaged on Cruxnvs king thereof, who. had ſeiſed upon the fouldiers pay by 
the way, 2s it was conveying from the Emperour to the camp. Hee had allo taken 
Sardica, and killed many 1co0o Romans. Bur was wilting t6 make his peace jwirh 
Nicephorus, and to give (atisfadtion ; which proffer was rejected, and an. army is 
ſent to waſt Bulgaria. But ſuddenly in the night Crunnus tals upon his camp, made 
pre ſlaughter among the Romans, and killed Nicephorus himſelfe in. his pavil- 
ton, whoſe head Crunnus faſtned on a long pole,and carryed it abour, Moſt of the 
Nobility were ſlain,all the arms and the imperial wealth in the Camp were carryed 
eway z Stauratius Celar reccived a wound in his neck, and fled ro Byzantium , 
go where many who hated the ſbnne of Nicephorus, intended to make Cxropalates 
husband of Procopia Stauratins his fiſter Emperour. Michael Caropalates perceivin 
the peoples inclination towards him, and fearing leſt bee ſhould bee prevente 
procured alſo the ſouldiers good will, ſo the next day the Senart being called, ghe 
was ſaluted Emperor the third month after the death of Nitephorus, Stayratins 
hearing the acclamations of the people, put on a Monks habir,in which 3 months 
after he dyed of his wound, which did ſtink and feſter. X 
Michael being {etled deſired the friendſhip of Charles and Pope Leo, propound- 
ing a matchberween his ſon and one of Charles his daughter, After this he led an 
Army againſt the Bulgariahs,but with ill ſuccefſe,tor the Barbarians prevailed, who 
50waſted Thrac;a and Macedonia, and droye the Chriſtians.out of Bercea and An- 
chialum z many imputing theſe miſeries ro Image-worſhip, and wiſhing that the 
ſonnes of Copronymas were ſent for out of Pangrmus,to tree the Empire from the 
Barbarians : theſe Michael puniſhed with baniſhment, and the loſle of their eyes: 
Crunnus propounded peace to Michael on this condition, that he might enjoy the 
ancient bounds of Bulgaria, and have liberty to receive fugitives ; which bei 
denyed hitm, hee tals upon Meſembria,and by the help of a certaih Arabick Chri- 
ſtiaa , whom Achae! had defrauded of his pay , tooke it, and in ir much n_ 
| | ures 
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ture. Shortly after he gave ſuch an overthrow ro Michaels Army, that he having 
joſt all, and in deſpaire ever to recruit again, fled and changed his robes with a 
Mcnks habit, and left the Empire to Leothe Armenian. a. a4 Michaels 
ſonne, being already called Emperour, had his geniralls cur off, and hee with his 
mother Procopia and brothers were baniſhed. Nicephorns reigned g yeares. Stay- 
ratius the younger one year, and Michael falmoſt 2 yeares, The Danes afore 
this had invaded England, and catrryed away great booties , they were called 
Normans, a generall name to all the Northern people, their King Godefrid had 
warres with Charles, with whom hee quarrelled tor invading the Nordalbing 
Saxons, now called Holſatians. Two years after Godefrid with 200 ſhips arrived in xg 
Friſia, where having ſubdued the Friſons in a batre!l, impoſerh a tribute upon 
them : but before hce could entourter with Charles, hee was killed by a ſouldier. 
To him ſucceeded Hemizgis his brothers ſonne, the ſame yeare that Pipinus 
king of Italy, Chazles his cldeſt fonne who beat the Beneventins, and Venetian 
Cap:aines, departed this life z when upon the reſtoring of Venice to Nicepho- 
rus, peace was concluded berwcen the Greeks and Francs. The next year peace 
was concluded between the Francs and Danes, Hemingss ſent him divers preſents 
and then dyed, to whom ſucceeded Sigefridus and 4nilo, who both were flain 
in battell, and 11000 with them of the Danes z; Ha7ald and Reginfrid obtained 
Denmark the ſame time that Michael got the Empire of Byzantium, But theſe , , 
brothers were driven out of their kingdome by another faction, who had lived 
in exile among the Suiones now called Swedes. This fell out the ſame yeare 
that Ch-rles dyed of a Feaver and Pleurifie the 72 yeare of his age, having 
been King of France 47. of Italy 42. and Emperour 14. yeares. Hee was ho- 
hourably burycd at Aquiſgranum, now called Aix, (where he dyed) in our Lady 
Church built by himſelfe. He was a wiſe, valourous, learned and fortunate Prince, 
He built divers religious houſes, Churches and Colleages, hee inſtituted the 12 
Peeres of France. He built a moſt ſumptuous bridge over the Rhene neer Mintz. 
This bridge was counted halfe a mile in length, ten yeares were ſpent in build- 
ing it: which a yearc beforc his death was burned downe, ſome ſay by caſualty, 30 
others by Ricolphus the Archbiſhop, becauſe in the night time many robberies 
were committed there. He gave Teutonick names, (that being his own tongue) 
to the windes and moneths, Hee appointed proper Leſſons tor cach Feſtivall 
day, to be read in Churches. He was canonizcd by Pope Alexander at the de- 
fire of Frederic the firſt Emperourz and a hymne appointed to be ſung to him 
at Aix. He ſubducd the greateſt part of France, of Spain, of Italy , beſides 
Pannoma, Saxony, Kiſtria, Dacia, Liburni Dalmaria, and many barbarous Na- 
tions. The Greeks with preſents ſou yt friendſhip, ſo did Aaron Prince 
of the Saracens, who ſent him an Elephant, a rich clock, and other Princely 
gifts, He bequeathed by his laſt will ah his treaſures on charitable and pious go 
uſes. Hee never miſcarricd bur that time he returned from his victory over the 
Moores in Spain, for as he was comming downe the Pyrenzzan mountaines hee 
loſt his Army , by the treachery of the Vaſcons, 9s we have ſhewed. 23 Me- 
tropolitan Churches inherited his treaſures ; ro wit, Rome, Ravenna, Millan, Fri- 
uli, Gradus, Colen, Mintz, Saltsburg, Rowen, Trevers, Sens of old Senones, Vi- 
ſontium or Biſontium, Lions, Rhemes, Arles, Vienna, Tarentaſia, Ebrodunum, 
or Yuerdon, Burdeaux, Turones or Tuo!s, Bituriges. Charles bad four wives, 
I. Hermingardss daughter to a King of Lombardy, whom lice put away. 
2, Hildegardis daughter to Godefrid Duke of Alemans, who bore to him 3 ſons, 
Charles, Pipin, and Lodovic,and four daughters. 3. Faitrada a French Lady,50 
4+» Lnitgaraaan Aleman.By his Concubines he had other children, one of them 
called Prpinzwho was crooked, with ſome others plotted treaſon againſt him, which 
he preyented, and caſt his ſon into a Monaſtery. Among his three ſons lawfully 
begorten he divided his Empire,to Pipin he gave Italy, to Charles Germany, 10 
Ludovic France and hither Spain, but Pipin and Charles dyed before their Father. 
P:pin left once ſon Bernhardws and 5 daughters. Charles dyed the yeare after his 
brother,having ſubdued the Sorabi a people in Luſaria, and killed heir King Mt. 
loducts, ; Afrer 
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After the death of Charles the Great's two ſonnes, the Saracens and Moores in- 4x. Mnnd* 
vaded Iraly, Charles ſends his Grandchilde Bernard»s, who tooke from them Ni- W Wg 
cea in Gallia of Narbon, and Cenrumcelle in Hetruria, which fome thinke to be _ 
Civita vechia, Pope Levthe third, after he was reſtoted by Charles,ſare 16 years, 
ſo inall he was Pope 26 yeares. Egbert ſubdued all the South part of Great Bri- 
rain, and ordained it ſhould be eyer after called England. In Charles his time 
1co00 Saxons with their wives and children are planted in Brabant and Flan- 
ders, and many Flemings are ſent into Saxony. The 12 Peeres of France 
which Charles inſtituted were 3 Archbiſhops, 1 ot Rhemes, 2 of Laudon,or Laon, 

10 3 of Lingon orLangres. Theſe were alſo-Dukes : three Bithops; and Counts or 
Earles: 1. of Belloyacum or Beauvais in Piccardy. 2, Of Novionor Noyonin 
Piccardy ſikewiſe, 3. Of Catalaunum or Chalon inthe Duichy of Burgundy, 
The fix of the Laity were 1 three Dukes, 1. of Burgundy, 2. of Normaidy, 
3. of Aquitan or Gaſcony. Then 3 Earles: 1, of Flanders, 2, of Tholouſc, 
3. of Campania, which at this day arechanged according to the pleaſure of the 
King. Among other Nations ſubje& to Charles, England alſo ſubmitted to him, 
who ſent thither G#:/do to ſubdue it. The clock and candleſticks which the Perſian 
king ſent to Charles he beſtowed upon our Lady Church at Aquiſgranum or Aix 
in Province. The Saracen King of Gallicca being ſubdued by Charles, received 

2othe Chriſtian Faith. The Northern people that moleſted the Chriſtians in Ire- 
land are driven out by the Scots. Crunass the Bulgarian King was not con» 
tented to carry about Nicephorws his head on a pole, but hee alſo at laſt 
made a cup o& it to drink in. Charles erected 9 Cathedrall Churches, to 
wit, Monſter, Winden, . Oinaburg, Brem, Paderburn, Verden , Hamberg, 
Hildemen and Halberſtad in Saxony. Heuſed to have read to himin ſupper 
time S, Auſtin of the Ciry of God, He cauſed Paulus Diaconns write the lives of the 
Sants, 
In the Eaſt to Michael ſncceeded Leothe fifth. Hee ſubdued Cr»xnus that 
was now putt up with ſo many victories, and gave him a deadly wound by an 

30 arrow, who after this victory over Cr#waus, commanded the abolition of Im- 
ages, baniſhed Nicephorus the Patriarch , for withſtanding his edit , and ict 
up Theodatns in his roome. Michael Balbus conſpired againſt him : for 
which trcafon hee is condemned to bee burned , but by the intreaty of his 

reſſe hee pur off the execution to his owne deſtruion, till the folemniry 

of Chriſts Nativity was paſſed. In the meane while hee kept the key of the 
priſon: bur in the night time not being able to ſleep, hee riferh and goerh 
into the priſon, where hee ſeeth Balbss ſleeping ſoundly upon the bed, and 
Papias his Keeper lying on the ground. Ar which Les was much moved, 

* and with his hand gave threatning ſignes, for Papias affeRion to his priſoner : 

40 one of the watchmen upon Leo's departure awaked Papias, and told him of the 
Emperours being there, and of his anger z hee awakes Balbss and tells him 
what had happened : upon this they tell the Aſſafinats , that they muſt dif- 
patch the Emperour quickly , or clſc Balb»s who was condemned, would dife 
cover them. They being aftrighted atrhis, without delay yu on Prieſts habit, 
and joine themſelves with the finging men in the Quire, kaving their ſwords 
under their garments, ſo while the Empcrour was ſinging Divine Hymnes, wy 
the reſt they fall upon him, cuts off his head and hand ,, then run into the 
breaks off the ferters from Balbus, and proclaimes hin Emperour : then crowns 
him in the fame Chappell where Leo was killed : they baniſh his wife,and 4 fons, 

50after their privy members were cut off; Zeo reigned 7 years and 5 months,

The affaires of the Empire under Ludovic ad Lotharius, in the Weſt, under Mi- 
chael Balbus, Theodofius, Theodora, Michacl the ſecond,in the Eaſt, 2.For- 
raign affaires of thoſe ttmes and of the Church. 


2 month after his fathers dcath , removes from Aquitain to Aix ; where 

hee began his reign. He renewes the league with Leo the Emperour of x96 
Byzantium. Pope Leo being dead ſucceeds Stephen the fifth, who crowned Ln- 
dovic at Rhemes the third yeare of his reign. To Srephen who late but 4 months 
ſucceeded Paſchalis who was Pope 7 yeares. Ludovic was like to be killed by the 
fall of a potch or gallery at Aix, by which fall hee was hurt in his body , and 
mortified in his minde. At the ſame time Sclaomirus King of the Eaſtern Sclavo- 
nians revolted from him , and Bernhard in Italy raiſed an Army againſt him, 
But when Ludovic was marching with his Forces againſt Berzhard, his ſouldiers 
forſooke him, and ſo he ſurrendered himſelfe ro his Uncle. Zudowvic having af- 
ſembled a Councell at Aix, condemnes the chief authours of Bernhard ſedition ; 
the Clergy men he puniſherh with degtadartion, and the Laity with loſſe of their, g 
eycs, and both with baniſhment. Among theſe were Arſelmas Biſhop of Millan, 
and Theodulphus biſhop of Orleans or Aurelia. Bernhardus a few dayes after hee 
had loſt his eycs dyed,which made Ludovic grieve for h's raſh ſentence. Not long 
atter this Irmengardi his wite dyed, by her he had 3 ſons, Lotharivs, Pipinus, and 
Ludovic : but the loſle of his wite was w—_m 1 0 6 the regaining of a loſt _ 
dome : for Sclaomir was brought captive, who not being able to excuſe his rebel-, 
lion,is deveſted of his kingdome, | 

Ludevic after this marrycd with one Fudithe, a Bavarian and his neer kinſwor 
man, this marciage coſt Frederic biſhop of Utrecht his life, for he ſpoke againſt it, 
as unlawfull, whereupon F#ditha ſent tome Afſaſinats who murthered him ar the 3a 
Altar. Aboutthe 7 ycare of his reigne, he had a cruell warre with Zuidevicus 
King of Hungary; which war ended with the death of Luidevicus. Bernhard 
King of Italy being dead in the monaſtery, where his Uncle put him, Zotharins 
is made King of Italy, and Czfar by his father Ludovic, who marrycd to him 
Irmengardi; the daughter of one Hugs. Afterward he ſent him into Italy, and 
defires Paſchalis the Pope to proclaume him Emperour. T his Paſchalis was elected 
Pope by the Romans, without the Emperours knowledge; at which he was diſ- 
aq but quickly pacified again by the Popes excuſe : who purged himſelfe 

y oath, that hee had no hand in the murther of the Emperors ſervants at Rome. 
To Poſchalis ſucceeded Eugenius the ſecond who fate 4 yeares, and then gave 49 
place to Gregory the fourth, who late 16 yeares, 

In L«dbvic's time the Danes by Etbs Archbiſhop of Rhemes were converted 
to —_— who cauſed Heraldus (that was latcly after his baniſhment, ſer- 
led againin Denmark by Czſar's means) to be baptized at Mintz, with a great 
multitude of Danes. About the time that Ranimir ſucceſſour to Alphonſus in 
Spaine obtained a great victory of the Saracens, wherein were ſlaine 40000 Bar- 
barians: bur this joy laſted nor long , for the Dane was expelled by Godefrids 
ſonnes; the Saracens out of Spaine waſted Barcinone or Barcellone in Arragon 
row, but in Aquitain of old: the Bulgarians plundered Pannonia ; for which 
cauſe many of their Commanders and Officers tor their negle& were caſhee red. 50 
The ſpoile that was done by the Saracens in Spain is repayd by Boniface Earl of 
Corſica who plunders the coaſts of -Africa, and doth not ſuffer the Saracens to 
ſettle their wealth in Sicily , Which they tooke lately from the Governour there- 
of under Balbus, Lndovic was ſevere againſt the rich apparell of the Clergy. 
Bur the Nobility perce:ving that hee was altogether ruled by his wife Fnditha , 
they ſtir up Pip; King of Aquitania againſt his Father, as unworthy to reigne 
any longer z with him in this conſpiracy Lothariss is joined., lately come out of 
Italy, 


'B Udovie (called the godly from his bounty tothe Clergy and the poor, ) about 


_ 
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 Jraly. Fuditha is commanded from the Court, and the Emperour himſelfe 4x. Mun 4 
is threarned to be put intoa Monaltery, bur the. controverfie was quickly taken LW 
vp, the Emperour and his ſonnes are reconciled ; the Authours of the rebelli- 
on are ſhut up in Moraſteries, F«ditha is abſolved , and reſtored to her dignity 
again, and Ludovic to his Empire by the Germans help. Barnhard Earle of 
Barcilona who was accuſed of adultery with her, ( which was the maine cauſe 
af this rebellion of the ſonnes agai:.ſt he tarher ) profferred to vindicate his inno- 
cency by his [word ; bur no adverſary being f_ ace cleared himfelfe by gath, 
and 1s allo reſtored to his honor. Pipiz would not give his conſent to this, wherefore 

10 hee is confined to Aque in Aragan :- but he eſcaped thence into Gafcony. Which 
when his father underſtood, hee commanded that Pp: ſhould be ſecured at Tre- 
vers ; but he havirg made his party in Gaſcony ſtrong, and his brothers being 
animated by bad Counlcllours ia joine with him, they reſolve to take armes,and 
ro force their father to give over the Empire, the rather becauſe they thought his 
love was altogether ſet,on Charles the balde, his ſonne by Fedirha. Wirh thele 
Pope Gregory the fourth combines, threatning to excommunicate the Emperor, 
out of a grudge, becauſe Lndovic commanded that the Popes cleftion ſhould nar 
be valid, unlefle it were examined and contirmed hy his Legat. Ar length both Ar- 
mies meet neer to Baſil, ready to fight, bur the Pope cunningly goe:h over to 

20 Ludovic, pretending toreconcile him to his ſonaes, but indeed to protract time, 
that the Emperours army might be wrought vpon 5 followers, to fall off to his 
ſonnes: which partly by promiſes, partly by tlircatnings was eficcted. Ludgvic 
being thus forlaken, went oyer to tus ſorines camp. koping. to he kindly uſed by 
them, bur he was put in priſon, and his power wreſted from, him. This pnnatu- 
rall ta& was ſo odious to Yarinus and Bernhardus , that they ſend Latharins 2 
challenge, either to ſer his father ar libenty,or elſe to fight with eigher of them, He 
laid the fault upon the Biſhops, and ſo leaving his Father in Rs of St. 
Dennis, retires to Burgundy , where he beginsto fortific himſelfe, and to raiſe 
arms: in the meane while Lsdovic by the help of his friends is reſtored againe 

30to his right, and Lothcrizs being foriaken by his brothers, Lydowie and Pipin, 
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came humbly to his father and tubmitred humſelfe ro his TTY » who haying 


ſharply reproved him, gives him the oath of allegiance, which hg togk, and then 
returned to Italy. Zxdevic ſtopped all paſſages rowards Italy, that none might 
come thence into Germany without his knowledge. Ebbo that converted t 
Dares with divers othcr Biſhops are degraded , and baniſhed for their {-digiqus 
counſels, the rclt of the evill ebunſellours are purſued by Divine juſtice , for in 
the ſpace of 7 weekes the plague ſwept them all away, in whole deſtruton L#- 
dcyic rejoyced not, but prayed for them. P-pin the fitih yeare after he was repoſ- 
feſt in hus power was ſtruck with an untimely death, which was uſhered by a co- 
go mer, at the ſight of this Zydovic preſaged tome evill comming , wheretore hee 
by alms giving and prayers labours to divert Gods anger. 
Afterthis, by the pcriwaſion of Fuditha, hee divides his Dominions among 
his ſonnes, To Lotharizs he gives the Empire, with Italy, and the South part of 
France, eyentothe riyer Maa. T he reſt of France he beſtowes on Chorles the 
Balde F«414hs's ſonne, and to Lxdevic he bequeathed Germapy 3 who not con- 
rented with his portion, aid clam to all beyond the Rhene, and 1o began to make 
new commarions. Auguſtus kaſtning to appeaſe them is forewarned by a ter- 
rible eclipſe of the ſyn, that the light of the Empire ſhould be removed,whuch fell 
out true the lame month. For the Emperor dyed of grict, and ofan Inpoſthume | 
50 neer Mintz the 64 year of his life,the 28 of bis Empite.Drogo his brother Biſhop4 $ 1 0 | 
of Merz in Lorrain,ſometime the Capitol City of Auſtraſia, performed his fune- 4+ C. $40- 
rals there wkh great ſolemnity. 
Michael Balbas a Phrygian born, a defender of hercfies, a hater of diſpurations, 
a countenancer of all Religions, adenyer of the Reſurreftion, and of Divels, a 
maintainer of whoredomes, a rejeter of lawfull oaths, the fink of all wicked- 
nefle : as he nefariouſly got the Eaſtern Empire, ſo he ruled it, or rather mil- 


ruled Rt, He was called Balbns from his ſtammering tongue. He could yan 
re 
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As. C brit read nor write, and therefore ſuffered no chilcrento be taught to read, left they 
WY ns ſhould be learneder then himſelfe. One Thom#s who called himlelte Conſtantine, 
2 Tribune, and who had defcared the Hagarins, ſtrove to be Emperour z there- 
fore with a great army beficgeth Byzantium : bur Winter comming on he was 
forced to raiſe the ſicge,and return the next ;{pring. Many encounters he had with 
Balbw-:but at laſt by « 4 help of the Bulgarians Thomas is defeated, 8 flyes to Adri- 
anopolis where he was apprehended,upon the ſurrender of the City by farnine,and 
tortured to death,his hands and feet being firſt cur off. Perinthus the Metropolis of 
Thracia,called alſo Heraclea from Heraclins, held out a great while againſt Balbus 
in defence of Thcmas. Sodid alſo Panium, but they were at laſt raken. In the x9 
82 3. meane while the Agarens of Spain ſeiſe upon Crete,and there ſettle, having made 
82 8. ſlaves of the Iflanders. The Saracens of Atric invade Sicily,which they took by the 
treachery of one E uphemine gyheom the Prator of the Iſland ſhould have executed 
for the abuſing of a Nun;Ba/bs ſtrove to recover thele,but was ſtill beat off with 
lofſe. Dalmatia likewiſe ſhook off the Graecian yoak,and became a kingdom. Thus 
$29. the Eaſtern Empire being torn, Ba/bws dyed of a Phrenſte and Strangury , or as 
ſome ſay of a Bloudy flux, having reigned 8 yeares. 
To him ſuccecded Theophilus his ſon, who juſtly puniſhed the murtherers of 
Leo Armenins, though they advanced his father Baltms from the priſon to the 
Throne. He puniſhed his wifes brother for building ſo cloſe to a widows houſe, 25 
that he ſtopt up her windowes. Many other acts of juſtice he did; and was a great 
enemiec to Images. He burncd off the __ of one _—_— a Monk, for painting 
or colouring of Images. He confeſſed that he never had to doe with any woman 
but his own wifc,except one Lady,for which hee was forry. He was a great lover 
of Muſick. With divers ſucceſſe he made excurfions upon the Arabians. He took 
Sozopetra in Syria, Am:ra's native place, in requitall of which Amira took A- 
morya -in Phrygia (whence —_ derived his pedigree) killed many thous 
$41- Afſandsinit, and 1tmpriſoned the Nobility, whom Theophilus would have ranlomed, 
but could not, whereupon with griete hee fell ſick and dyed the 13 yeare of 
his reign, the next yeare after Ludowic's deceaſe , but before his death hee 39 
had overcome and ſtain Theopbebus whom the Perſian Army of 30009 men had 
named Empcrour. 

Inthereign of theſe Emperours Garſias King of Navar dyed, to whom after 
4 years interregnnm {ucceeded Ennicus who was anointed King. The Bulgarians 
had received the Chriſtian Faith the former age, but were ſince returned to Gen- 

tiliſm,they are made Chriſtians again under Ludovic. A.C.817.afterward An.$60 
they were totally converted under Theodora. Near Tulle in Belgica a maid lived 
3 years without meat or drink. The Paulicians then fouriſhed in Phrygia and 
Lycaonia,theſe were a new ſc of Manichees patcht up of Judaiſm,Gentiliſm,and 
Chriſt.aniſm;theſe were favored by Balbws,By the $kil of George a Venctian Prieſt, 40 
at the-.charges of Ludovic water Organs were made at Aix. Ludovic parted with his 

' right of cle&ion of the Popes and confirmed the Emperors former grants to them, 
S. Marks body is tranſlated from Alexandria by Sea to Venice, to which a mag- 
nificent Church is ereted. The Feaſt of all Saints which had been 220 years 
before this time, obſerved in Rome, is now by Ludovic impoſcd upon France 
and Germany : the Saracens plunder in Italy, and rob the Vatican at Rome, 
but in their returne they made ſhipwrack. Alphonſs the third firnamed the Great, 
_ in Spain, Egbert in England, Kenneththe ſecond ſon of Alpinxs in Scot- 

and. 

To Ludevic ſucceeded his ſonne Lotharivs in the Empire. He would have ſub- 50 
jefed his brothers to him, as Empcrour, and attempted ro deprive them of their 
inheritance z making Ludovic to content himſelf with Bavaria,and Charles with 
Gaſcony, which they muſt hold of him in Fee. Theſe ſcorning to be ſubje& 
to their brother, and to looſe their Patrimony , underſtanding alſo that 
hee had raiſed an Army againſt them , reſolve tojoin their Forces together, and 
to withſtand Zotharims : a bloudy bartell is fought ncer Antifſfiodorum or Acxcr 
in Province,in this conflict above 100000 men were flain, on both ſides. Lotharins 

loſt 


loſt welnigh all his Army,and he was fainto fly to Aix,where he recruits his army; 4», Chriſt 
the next year his brothers meet him again in the field;bur lus ſouldiers being mind- LSWIS 
full of their laſt great defeat, forſook him, ſo that he was forced io fiye again. Yet 
doth not mean to give over, but recolle&s his Forces,and encampeth neer Matiicon 
atown in Burgundy, thither his brothers came with their Army ; as they were 
ready to fight, the Peers of the Empire did ſo mediate between them, that Ludovis 
thould have Germany for his ſhare, Charles ſhould injoy France , and Lotharius 
Italy with the Empire, and ſo much of Germany as lay betweenthe two rivers , 
the Rhene and Moſell, hence the countrey was called trom Letharivs Lotharin- 
togia. Pipin the ſonne of P,pin had Aquitania, which Charles not long after aim- 
ed at, not without great loſe of his men, yer at Jaſt by force he got it, and ſhur up 
Pipins two ſons,to wit, Pipin and Charles into two Monafteries, whence they made 
an eſcape, but were brought back at Jaſt. Ludovic Germaniczs beſtowed on Charles 
the Archbiſhoprick of Mints.Chayles killed alſo Bernbard,his mothers favourite of 
old. Ludovic Germanicus ſubdued the Aborriti a people w—— upon Bulga» 
ria,and killed their King,who was the cauſe of their revolt,and ſet Dukes or Go- 
vernours over them. He cauſed 15 Bohemian Dukes to be baprized, and brought 
all their countrey in ſubjection. 
About this time, the Normans with a great Fleet plundred the coaſt of France, 
#Oard bythe river of Loire entred into the bowels of the countrey as farre as 
Paris. King Charles not being able to force them, periwaded them by mony 
to be gone our of his Kingdome. They had firſt infeſted te Spanuth thoare,bur 
were beat off by King Ranimirws, they moleſted alſo England, Friland, and Sax- 
ony, they overthrew Hamburg, which Charles the Great built as a bulwark ro keep 
them our. Atlaſt they took the Ifle Valacra,and called it Scland: fo atter they had 
done much miſchict abroad,and had vexed France 20 years,they returned to Den- 
mark laden with gold, where they deſtroyed one another with civill wars. Lorha- 
rius the Emperour underſtanding that the Romans had a mindeto deliver up the 
City to the Greck es bs made a journey thither ; puniſhed the authors 
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30 of this plot, changed the Magiſtrates and reaſſumed his ancient right in confirm- 


ing the Popes clection. Returning trom Italy, he divides his Kingdomes amo 
his 3 fonnes, He declares Lsdovic Emperour and Lord of Italy. Hee placet 
Charles in: that part of France which of old was called Gallia Narbonentis, and 
Braccata, containing Languecoc,Provence and Dalphine. Lotharins the youngeit 

\ bs ſetledin Lothoringia or Lorrain: ſo being weary of the world, and lorry for 
the great mortality tha. was in all his Nominions by the plague, willing allo to 
expliate his rebel!1on againſt hs farther ; layethalide his Empire, and entereth in- 
to a Monaſtery callcd Brumia n-er Trevers, wherethe next yeare after hee dyed, 
having reigned 15 yeares. Hi. fonne Charles did not live long after his father. 

40 Lothar:s having put away his wite Di:berga, marryed his Concubine Baldrads 
the Biſhop of Coleos fitter, wiie:efore he was excommunicate by the Pope, which 
colt him a journey to Rom« wii: e he obtained abſolurion. raen having aſſiſted his 
b: other in ſupp:efſing the Saracens, in his return homeward he dyed of the plague 
at Placentia having loſt a great part of his Army.T his Lotharins had two ſons by 
his Conctbine; Lorharinsthe third. and Hugo Duke of Lorrain. Ludovicws Ger-Y6 g, 
manicxs had tong wars with the Sorabi, Bohemians,and Marcomans. He had three 
ſons, Carolomanns the etdſt who dyed of an Apop'exic , Charles furnamed the 
grofle and Ludovic.

50 Inthercign of Lotharivs the Arabian Mores plundered the coaft of Campania, 
leiſed upon Beneventum, ſackt Caffinum and pillaged the Suburbs of Rome: then 
was Sergins the ſecond Pope, before his Popedom he was called 0s pore: or Swines 
face, of which being athamed hce change name to $ergius, whence it came 
to be a cuſtome afterward for every Popeto change his name. He (ate 3 yeares, 
to whom ſucceeded Leo the fourth , who fortified the City againſt the, Saracens, 
and by the help of the Neapolitans and Cajetans overthrew their fleet. The Iflan- 
ders of Corfica and Sardina, wei foiced to leave their habitation to the A 
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An chriſt and to dwell at Rome, Leo was the hit that forbid laymen to be in the Quire at 
Maſſe time. He cauſed Cloyſters or Schooles to be built neer the Churches, Leo 
ſac $ yeares , to him ſucceeded Bexed:the third, who fare 2 yeares. After 
whom fate Nicholaus the firſt g yeats. He excommunicated Lotharinus. In Spain 
Hal&araeman thethird,and after him his ſon Mahomet reigned, who 3 times per- 
ſecuted the Chriſtians. The Saracens take theTſle Lipara, and in it they found 

the reliques of S. Bartholomew, which they abule and dilperle. 

At Conſtantinople Theodora the wife of Theophilus the Emperor , reigned in 
her ſon Michae!'s his minority. She was given to Images,therctore repeals the acts 
of Theophilus againſt them, depoſeth Foha the Patriarch, and ſets up Methodius, 19 
who being acculed of whoredome,cleered his innocency by ſhewing tothe Judges 
his ſhrunk and drycd genitals. The Bulgarians rebell againſt Bogores their king, 
for being a Chriſtian, but hee overcame them in a battell, and by Theodora 
obtained the inlargement of his territories. The Paulician Manichees, fell off 
totally from the Arabians, and infeſted the Provinces of the Empire with 
many incuſions.” About this time Godal:ſcus the Monk miſ-underſtanding 
St. Auſftins Dotrine of Predeſtination, taught that God abſolutely decreed 
the ſalvation and damnation of men ; and that Chriſt did not dye for all. Af- 
ter Hincmarus Biſhop of Rhemes, and Rabanys Biſhop of Mints had 1efu- 
ted him, Lodovic drove him out of Germany. Then lived Ertelwoolph King 2g 
of England, who made his Kingdome tributary tothe Pope. Kenneth the great 
in Scotland was yet alive. He by a ſtratagem of fiſh skins,with which in the night 
he was clothed,and ſpeaking through a bugles horn , incouraged his Nobles to 

ive baitell the next day tothe Pits which they did according!y, ſuppoſing they 
Fad been warned by an Angell;and obtaincd ſuch a victory as quite extinguithed 
the Pits Nation. * 

Michael baving ſhut up his mother in a Monaſtery, undertakes the Eaſterne 
Empire. He wasa drunken foole, a flave to his pleaſures, his belly, and his flar- 
terers, hee ſpent the whole treaſure his mother The odora left, upon his luxu 
and pleaſures, and at laſt was fainto make money of his robes and houſhold. 30 
ſtuffe. He wastwice defeated by the Saracens : ba his Uncle Petronas gave 
them ſuch an overthrow, that nice killed their King Amirus, and tooke his | Aut 
priſonner: bur after Petronas was dead, the Saracens tooke head again, and ſciſed 
on the Cyclades Iſlands, and with their incurſions infeſted the Greekes in Sy- 
ria, Michael beſiegeth the City Samoſata in Syria, but was beat off with almoſk 
the loſle of his lite. Hee made Bardas his Uncle by the mother, Cafſar, and 
committed all to his managing. This Bards advanced learning, by erecting 
Schooles, and profeſſours of all Arts, ro whom hee allowed good maintenance. 
Hee made great uſe of one Leoalearned man, who in the Iſle Andros had bcen 
taught Rhetorick, Arithmetick and Philoſophy by Michael Pſellus, Amirumnes a0 
the Saracen Prince offered to Theophilus this Michael's father , a great ſumme of 
money, if he would part with Leo, to teach the Sciences in his Dominions : but 
Theophilus conſidering the pu happineſle and honour that learning brought to 
Greece, and unwilling the Agarens ſhould out ſtripthe Grecians in knowledge, 
would not part with Leo whom hee made Biſhop of Theſlalonica, which dignity 
hee loſt under Theodora, for ſubſcribing againſt Images. - But Bardas for his Bi- 
ſhoprick , gave him the Maſterſhip of all the Colleges which hee creed. 
This ſame Berdas was excommunicate by Igxatins the Patriarch for devorcing 
his wife. Burt hee thruſt 7gwativs our of his place, and ſet up Photius a learned 
man: whoſe B.bliothec and Nomocanon are yet extant, with Balſomors 50 
Notes. 

In this Emperours time the Roſſi or Roxolani, whom art this day wee call 
Moſcs and Molcovites, inhabiting the North fide of Taurus.with a Fleet invade 
the Euxin Sea, and lay fiege to Byzantium, but were forced to return by ſtorm 
weather,without cftefing any thing. Michael grew every day worſe and worle 
and ſtill more ſottiſt : one time being in his ſports,news were brovght him that 
the Beacons were on fire, which ſignified the Saracens: had invaded the Em-

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plic. H: cauſed the watchmen and Beacons to be removed , kat his {port might 4, Chr./t: 


receive no interruption. He mocked all reverend ceremonies in tke Church, cau CLAW 


ſing them to beacted inan Apiſh way, by hiſtrionicall young fellows. Hz had 
railed one Baſilizs an Horſe-courſer, to be maſter of his horſe ; he was a poor ex- 


ile; bur ſaid to be deſcended from the ancient family of the Arſacide. He was ſo S 6 E: 


well beloved by M:chael, that he heard his falſe accuſarions againſt Bardas, whom 
hee ſuffered ro be murthered in his own ſight, becauſe he uſed ro reprove him for 


his fooleries. Then he marrics this Baſiliz's ro Endecia his owne Concubine, and ' 


proclaimes him Czfar , in his mad humour he uſed ro cut off the noſes or hands 


10and heads roo ſometime of his moſt familiar friends, in ſporr. The new Caefar 


fearing leſt he might be thus uſed, endeavours roprevent ir, by the death of the 
tyrant, Which was haſtned by this occaſion. A certain waterman highly exrolling 
and flattering the Emperour, was by him clothed with the purple robe, then turn- 
ing to Baſilins (who trowned to ſee this fight) Have not I power (faith he) to make 
this man an Emperour as well as thee? Baſel;us tearing thar M:chael mizhrt {peake

dovic the third, and Carolus Craſſus in the Weſt,and of Balilius 1 the Eaft, 
2. Of forrain affaires of theſe times. 


Vaovic the ſecond Lotharins his eldeſt ſonne was made Co- emperour with 

his Father, hce with the help of his brother LZotharius ſtourlv oppoſed rhe 

Saracens at Beneventum : bur having loſt a great part ofthe Army by fick- 
neſſe, he left che defence of the rown to Ade/ziſns Prince of S:ilernum,who in rhe 
Emperours abſence revolted ro the Greeks, with all the towns of Samnium,Cam- 
pania and Lucania. Ludovic to be revenged of this treachery, rerurnes into Ita- 
ly, and recovered the revolted rownes, even'Capua at laſt which had made long 
reſiſtance, and drives the Saracens out of Campania. Bur hee ſhewed himſelte a 
weak Prince, in ſuffering himfelfe to be deluded and perſwaded by Adelg:fus, to 
disband his Army ; which when hee had done, Adelz:ſus with fire and fword fer 
upon his Palace having no ſufficient guard, and forced him to ſweare that hee 
would never come again within the confines of Beneventnm, andthat hee would 


40 not revenge this wrong. But Ludovic was ablolved ſhortly atter by the Pope from 


this forced oath, and ſo comming upon Adelgrſus with an Army, drove him out 
of Italy into Corſica,and puniſhed hs triends that remained. So having ſetled I- 


taly, he dyed ar Millan the 20 year of his reign, without iſſue male, which miniſtred $ 7 5, 


occaſion of quarrell for the Empire , betweene his Uncle Charles ſurnamed the 
Balde king,ot France, and Ludovic king of Germany.

a plot of his Grandecs againſt him, Hee anveſts his three ſonnces Conſtantine, _

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An. Chriſti and Alexander with the Imperiall Enſignes : Of his fourth ſon Stephen hee made 
WWW2 Clergy man.Againſt the Eaſtern Agarens hce fought with good ſuccelſe, and 0-

verrun all Afiacvento Euphrates, where hee tooke in many Caſtles , and fo re- 


turned in triumph to new Rome. Hee reſtores Photivs againe to his Patriarchar, 
Ignatins being cead ; and yet Photins for oppoſing Images had beene condemned 
by a Synod at Conſtantinople. Baſilius by Nicephorns Phocas drove out of Apu- 
lia (which with ſome other places adjacert belonged upon agreement to the Greek 
Empire) the Carthaginian Saracens which had invaded it, and rook Ragufium (a 10 
city in Sclavon'a, where Epidaurus of old ſtood) from them, by the help of Zu- 
dovicthe ſecond Emperour, and of the Venetians. Hee overthrew the Saracens 

wer at Sea, and converted many Jewes to Chriſtianity, to the profeſſion of 
which he perſwaded alſo rhe Rofſi:and ſo he did the Bulgarians, whoſe King having 
entred into a Monaſtery, delivered the government to his ſonne z but ſhortly after 
perceiving that he was falling back to Gentililm, reaſſumes his own power, depo» 
ſeth his ſonne, and puls our his eyes, and then makes his other ſonne King, Baſs- 
lizs alſo overthrew the Mahumetans, and flew Chriſechires their Prince, who had 
invaded the Greek Territories. Hee tooke in C #larea of Cappadocia, and Jaid 
waſte many of the countreys of the Agarens. The Saracens of Tarſis with-their 
Amires wrote defying letters to Baſilins ſhewing that neither he, nor the ſonne of 
Mary ſhould be able to breake his power : againſt theſe Bragadoces Andrew a20 
Scythian and Patrician is ſent, who ſo quelled them, that few of all that bragging 
Army were left - but Andrew is depoſed for not taking in of Tarſus, and Stypejo- 
ts, whoſe tongue was nimbler than his hand,was ſent. He carcleſlely fate down be- 
fore the wals,and neglected to intrench himſelf,herefore he was ſuddenly ſurpriſed 
by the Saracen horle, 

Ladovic and Baſil joining their Forces together ſuppreſſed the Weſtern Aga- 
rens, and tooke the Sultan priſoner , who being brought in triumph ro Capua, 
and ſuddenly laughing at the yolubility of the chariot wheeles, was asked why he 
laughed, he anſwered, that he ſaw inthe whirling abour of the wheeles, the Symbol 
of humane inconſtancy. For this ſaying Ludovic re ceived him into favour, bur hee 39 
was deluded by him, when he perſwaded him to tranſplant to ſome other places 
the chicfe families of Beneventum and Capua, to prevent inſurrections,then he in- 
formed thoſe againſt whom hee gave this advice, that Ludovic meant to remove 
them, whereupon they fell off from him, and carrycd back the Sultan into Afri- 
ca, yet at laſt they were forced to ſubmit to Ladovic. Baſil haying reigned 20 years, 
one day in his hunting was wounded by a Stagge, of which wound he dycd- the 
Stapge got him by the girdle on his horns, a Courtier for drawing his {word to 
Cut the girdle, was unjuſtly put to death, as if hee intended to kill the Emperour. 
Alce left behinde him three | wk above named, the fourth Conſtantine was dead, 
his daughters hee ſhutup in Monaſteries. Abour theſe times ſome write that Pope 49 
Foax the woman lived, whom ſome call Fohn the ſeventh, ſome Foh» the eight, 
Nicolaus the firſt fate 9 years,to him ſucceeded Adrian the ſecond, who was Pope 
5 years. Photivs the Patriarch calls a Synod at Byzantium againſt Pope Nicolavs, 
upon this a ſchiſm is made between the Greeke and Latine Churches ; and then 
openly the proceſſon of the Holy Ghoſt is oppoſed by the Greekes. Cyrillus and 
Methodins preach to the Sclavonians, and Dalmatians. Pope Adrian the ſecond 
wasthe firſt that crowned Elfred the fixt King of England. Then was the Uni- 
verlity of Oxford exeed, where 3 Colleges were built by the King. Some think 
the foundation of this Academy was laid in the Britains time in Wiltsſhire, and 
from thence tranſlated by Elfredto Oxford. In Scotland reigned Donadus the fifth, 50 
who overthrew the remainders of the fugitive Pics aſſiſted by the Engliſh,and not 
long after was overthrown himſelfe, in another bartell by the Englith. His ſuc- 
cellour Conſtantine the ſecond defcared the Dancs in Fife, and in a ſecond bat- 
tell was defeated by them. 

Charles the Bald Grandchilde to Charles the Grear, ſucceeded in the Empire, 
ro Ludovic, He by bribes got the Popes good will, and therefore was preferred 
to his clder brother Ludovic, who centred upon France in his brothers abſence,

Carolus the third firnamed Craſſo or Groſſe, the youngeſt ſonne of Ludovic 
the ſecond King of Germany, obtained the Empire trom the poſterity of Ludo- 
vic the third,he was brother to Ludovic the French King(who dycd a year after his 
eldeſt brother Caroloman)and great grand childe to Charles the Great, His two bro- 
thers being dead, all Germany, Italy, and France did now belong ro him: He was 
forced tolet the Normans quietly injoy that part of France called Normandy from 
them: and upon Godefrid the Norman he beſtowes Frifia with the daughter of 

50 Lotharius. His brother Ludovic rooke a part of Lorrain from the French: He 
defeated 5000 Normans neer Scaldis, and was defeated by them in Saxony having 
loſt 12 Earles, and 2 Biſhops, among which was Duke Br#nno the builder of 
Brunſwick, His brother Cayo/oman dyed of the Palfics This Charles the Groflc 
overthrew Hugo and Boſongwho laid claim to the Kingdome of France. He thruſt 
out Hwugo's eyes, and clapt him up ina Monaſtery. He drove Beſon out of Vienna; 
| then poſted ro Rome where hee was crowned by Fohn the eight. Ludovic bee 
ing dead , the Normans rage with fire and ſword in Germany , they plundet 
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An. Chriſt: Urrichr, Collen, Trevers (whoſe Biſhops they ſlew) with many other townes. Lu- 
we deovic's only fonne at Ratisbone falling from a window broke his neck. Charles 
having made peace with Godefrid King of the Danes or the Normans, he cauſed 
him t0 be baptized. Pope Fohn the eight having fate 10 yeares was poyſoned, 
and then knockrt in the head, his ſucceflor Martin the ſecond {at not much above one 
yeare. Fido Earle of Tuſcia, and Duke of Spoleto being guilty of treaſon, to a- 
void puniſhment, cals into Italy the Mautiranian Saracens againſt hun. Charles 
ſends his Kinſman Berergarius, who overthrowes YVido. Heearlaſt cleered him- 10 
ſelf by oath of the treaſon objz&ed againſt him , and (o 1s received again into 
Charles his favour, Careleman the ſonne of Balbus is wounded by a Boare as he * 
was huntirg, which coſt him his life. Charles after mach hapvinefſe, and many 
* vidtorics, was faine to come under the tuition of his brothers ſonne Arnulphus, 
whom the Francs, Saxons, Bavarians, and other Germans mace their King ar 
Francfurt. Becauſe Charles bad caſt off his chaſte and lawfull wife, and had gi- 
vea to0 much advantages to the Normans enemies of his Kingdome: therefote 
finding all lus friends toforſake him, he ſent preſents ro Armulphus defiring forme 
maintenance tor his life, which he obrained,and the next year dyed, baving reigned 
almoſt g yeares. 

In his time Rollon being ſerled in Neuſtria or Normandy bordering on the Bri- 
tans, and Gallicocean , the capitall City whereof is Rothomagum or Roan, re- 20 
ceived the Chriſtian Faith, and with it Charles rhe Simples ( or 5s others ſay) 
Charles the Groſles daughter in marriage, and a new name alſo, for he was named 
Rupert, from whom deſcended the Norman Dukes, among whom was Richard 
the ſecond, who by his ſword conquered Apulia, Calabria and Siciha, having dri- 
ven out thence the Greeks and Saracens. This Carolss Craſſus had for wife Richare 
dis daughter to the King of Scotland.

Craſſus; for Ar, bu was of the fourth degree from him, or his Nephews 
Nephew, that is,the ſonne of Caro/omanns Germanicns by a Concubine He 
ſucceeded his Uncle Craſſ#s, who had a ſonne called Bernhard, by a concubine : 
and Ludovic Balbss had a poſthume ſonne named Charles, but theſe were paſſed 

. by, and the French choole for their King 0ds or 0rho the Earl of Paris, who 
had ftontly defended the Ciry againſt the Normans, Him Arnulphns Permitted 
to be King, conditionally that hee did homage and fealty to him -- the Italians 

choſe tor their King Berengarins the tonne of Eberhard, Diike of Fruali: others 

choſe Y:do Duke of Spoletrum, who deteated Berengarrns in a bartell, and forced 
him to flyc to Arnulphus,  /:ds having got the Empire of Italy, enjoyed it bur 

3 years.

Arnulphus is forced to make another journey into Iraly againſt Lambert, who 
was crowned by Pope Formoſns. He layeth ficge before Rome, and enters it by

walls, and the Watch thinking that they were comming to aflault runne away :

In his 
minority there were many civill broiles.- Zuendebold Arnulphns his baſtard was 
killed by his own ſubjects whileſt hee was ſtriving to reduce them to his obedi- 
ence. Lbus the Emperour for a great ſumme of money made France tributary 
tothe Hungarians, who upon this becoming inſolent fall with fire and ſword upon. go 
the Italian citics beyond Padua. Ludovic the ſonne of Boſon drove Berengarius 
our of Jtaly into Bavaria,and upon this disbands his army thinking all was ſate,but 
Verona which favoured Berengarins calls him again into Italy, who comming 
ſuddenly with his Army inthe night ſeiſech upon Ludovic, and deprives him 
both of his eyes and kingdome: ſo Berengarizs is ſaluted Emperour. About 
this time Nicolas the Patriarch excommunicates Leo the Greek Emperor for his 
fourth marriage ; Nicolaus was entreated to abſolve him, Hut would not, where- 
fore Leo depoleth him, and ſends him into a Monaſtery,and then ſets up Enthymi- 
us Sincellus in his room. After Leo's death , his brother Alexander governed the 
Empire,or rather neglected it,giving himſelf ro voluptuouſneſſe & gormandiſing, 50 
He thoughtto haveemaſculated his pupil, but he was hindred by death,for having 
overcharged himſelf with,coo much meat and drink, as he was taking horſe hee 
broke a vein,ſo that he dyed bleeding. 

In Germany there were civill wars alſo in Ludovic's time z for Adelbert Earl 
of Bamberg, for 7 yeers ſtood out in rebcllion againſt the Emperour, the Biſhop 
of Mitzburg, and Conradss Earl of Eaſt Franconic,oppoſed Adelbert or Albert,who 
in this expedition loſt his two brothers,whicrefore to be revenged he treacherouſly

30 Romanss the Admirall having removed Conſtantines mother from the govern. 


ment and mued her up ina Monaſtery, he marryeth his daughter to him, and then 
ſcrting him aſide, makes himſelfe and his own ſonnes Emperors,and ſo ruled the 
Empire 26 yeares, but at laſt hee was taken by his ſons and baniſhed. Thele ſons 
Conſtantine \ciſeth upon whom he ſhaveth and makes Prieſts of them: and then 
ruled all alone. He recovered in Italy from the Lombards Beneventum. Hee had 
no luck againſt the Saracens. He quieted the Turkes with money which he could 
not doe with armes, and converted many of them to Chriſt, at laſt he was poy- 
ſoned by his owne ſonne Romanus, after he had reigned 54. years, 13 with his ta- 
ther, Uncle and Mother, 26 with Romapxs his father in Law, and 15 years alone :

The race of Charles the Great having now failed ; Conradus Duke of Eaſt 
Franconi (his ſonne that was killed by Adelbertus) is by the Peeres of the Em- 
pire made Emperour, Againſt him conſpire Aran!phus Duke of Bavaria, Giſel- 
bert Duke of Lorrain, and Burghard Duke of Sucvia, who ſend for Carolus Poſt- 
humas out of France, with whom Henry the ſon of 0tho joyns his Forces. This 
difſenſion had broke our into a civill war, but that the eruption of the Hungari- 
ans into Germany hindred it; theſe came with their whole ſtrength upon Bavaria, 
but were defeated by Duke 4rnn{phns, with whom having made their peace,they 2g 
fell upon Italy : where they were overcome by money, not by armes,and ſothey 
return to-Germany,making havock of all betorethem, ſo that Conradas was faine 
to buy his peace, 6 payment of an annuall penſion. After this he proicribes his 
enemies, and drives Armulphus out of Bavaria, who returns thither again, afterthe 
Emperours death. He beheaded the two brothers of the Duke of Lorrain: hee 
ſuſpected the greatneſſe of Hezry the fon of 0rho Duke of Saxony, and the ra- 
ther becauſe he was one of thoſe who had formerly conſpired againſt him , there- 
fore he imployed Hatro the Biſhop of Mintz tocatch him 4 Hatte by a golden chain 
thoughtro have intrapped him, or elſe by Conradue his army to force him;but Hen- 
ry very wiſely avoided the treachery, and fortunately detcated the Army.

After this 0th0 with 32 Legions enters France, and ers Ludowic their King ar 
liberty, who was confined tor hanging up Herebert his fathers enemy, and for kil- 
ling William of Normandy. Shortly after this 0tho made wars with the Danes, 
whom he cauſcd with their King Harald to embrace Chriſtianity, which Harald 
afterward was depoſed for his] government by his own ſon Sen: who deſtroy- 
ed Religion again,for which he was highly beloved of his people, and 3 times by 
10 them redeemed from the pyrats,who had taken him. 
Shortly after this Lorharims Hugo's ſonne dyed of a Phrenfie in Italy. Beren- 
garins his Governour belieged his widow Adetheide daughterto King Rodulphus 
and heir of Italy : the Queen with Pope Agaperus the ſecond, implore 0tho's felp, 
who {ends his lon Lu:r-ulphns, and comes after himſelfe with a greater Army. 
Berengarius and Albert or Albericus, are thrnſt out of their kingdome. Adelherde 
is ſer at liberty, and marryed tothe Emperour. The daughters of Berengarins 
are ſent into .Germany : then Conradws ©tho's ſon in law is made Governour of 
Italy, who having taken Berengarins with his ſon conveys them into Germany : 
but La uthulphys or Ludolphns Otho's (on diſliked his fathers marriage : and Con- 
20 radns Ro the Emperour not well pleaſed with his ſervice in bringing Berenga- 
rius into Germany, wherctore they two conſpire againſt 0+h03 and Bereagarivs 
having {worn fealty to the Emperovr is ſent back to Italy. Burt Aquileia and Ve- 
rona are aſſigned tor Hemry 0thv's brother ; this diflenſfion coſt much bloud 
but Coaradss by (urrendering Mintz to 0150, was made friends with his father 
in law : Ludolphas hav ng (cited upon Bavaria, ſeated himſelfe in Ratisbone ; 
where he was ſo ſtrictly belteged , that being pinched with famine, was forced in 
a poore hibitto ſubmit hunicit and to beg for pardon, which was granted him by 
his father,bur he was ſharply reproved by Heary his Uncle. 
After this the Hungarians o - were brought into Germany by the rebels,com- g 5 5; 
30 mitred many outrages, but neer Auguſta 100000 of rhem were overthrown by | 
cight Legions of Othos; Conradus who had heretoforecalled them in was flaine 
in this conflict. The Sclavi alſoat this time were deftroyed in Germany, Her- a 
mannus Bilingus received from 0thothe Dukedome of Luneburg. So after that 
Otho had overcome his brother Tangnuarans, and ſubdued the Bohemians, Hun- 
garians, and detcated the con{piracy of his brother Henry with his complices z 
and had torccd H:go Capetss karle of Paris to reſtore France to Ludvire, in 
which expedition he loſt his Englith Lady Ed:tha: and after hee had broken the 
ſtrength of Berergar;vs in Ttaly , and delivered the captive Queene Adelheide 
whom he marrycd: after ie bac. broken the plot of his ſonne Ludo/phus,and his 
go ſonne in law Conradzr, Atrer he had vanquithed the Danes, and bythe help of 
Adaldagus Bilhop of Hamberg, had converted them to Chriſtianity, and fetled 
3 Biſhopricks amongſt them: after he had overcome the Heneti, and brought 
them alſo to Chriſtianity : atter all theſe noble exploits and good ſucceſſe, hee 
is viſited with an aftuction, as it were with ſome water to temper his wine, in the 
death of his ſonne K»ds/phus , who had done: him good ſervice in Iraly a- 
gainſt Berengarins , his body was honourably buryed by William his brother 
Biſhop of Mintz inthe Church of St. Alban. Ludolphus and William were Otho's 
ſons by 'Editha. 
The death of Ludolphus occaſioned Berengarins to flic out again, (ng. 6 
5Othereto by my Fohnthe twelfth: ſothat 0tho is called again into Italy z bur be- 
fore he went, he called a Diet or Parliament at Ratisbone, where he declared his 
ſon Otho being 7 ycares old Emperour, and committed his education to William 
his brother; upon this he enters Italy, rakesin Ticinum and the ovther Townes, 
prog Berengatsus, and inthe way enters Rome, where he is by Pope Fohn {a- g 6 2; 
ured Emperor,and all both Senat and people take the oath of allegiance : after this 
lice purſueth Berengar:us, whom kc tooke priſoner,and brought himto Germany, 


where hee was condemned to perpetuall impriſonment in Bamberg, or" 
O y 
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"An. Chriſt: dycd, with his wife. In the mean while the Pope repenting of what he had done, 

Lu RLcals Aibertns the fon of Berengarins into the City z whereupon 9tho makes ano- 
ther journcy to Rome ; the report of whoſe march made the Pope and Albertus 
to flye: the Citizens take the Oath of allegiance the ſecond time ro ortho, and 
ſweare never to create any Pope without the Emperours conſent, Withall he cals 

963. a Synod here, in which Pope Fohn the twelfth, for his pertidiouſneſſe and other 
crimes is depoſed: and Leothe eight is ſer up in his roome , who confirmed the 
Emperours aſſent in the election of Popes, with Anathema to thoſe that ſhould x0 
oppole this decree. O1ho alſo ſwore not to order any thing in the Ciry without 
the Popes aſſent, which oath ſome think to be ſuppoſititious, but when rho was 
gone,the Romans being corrupted by Albertus call home Pope Fohn, and depole 
Leo: after the death of Fohn one Benedict is cholen. 

Otho hearing of the Romans revolt, returnes again with his Army, and befie- 
geth the City ſo cloſe, that they were forced by famine to yecld. Pope Benedie# 
is baniſhed and committed tothe cuſtody of Ada/dagms biſhop of Hamburg, where 
he dyed: fo Italy after 60 yeares trouble under divers Lords is ſetled by 0tho, 
Pope Leo being dead, the Romans defirethe Emperour to name his fucceſſour,he 
names Fohn the thirteenth, whom they preſently impriſoned. Upon this 0thoin 
a- rage rerurnes to Rome, ſets up again the Pope, hangs thirteen of the prime 
Genkown of his impriſonment , whips the City Governour , ſers him on an 20 
Af with his Face backward, and condemnes him to perpetuall impriſonment , 
then becauſe he meant to ſtay ſometime in the City,the berter to ſettle the people, 
he ſends for his ſonne 0#ho, and there cauſcrh him to bee declared Emperour. - 

Nicephorus of Conſtantinople ſent ro 0tho to renew the old league berween his 
Anceſtors, & the French Emperors;tothat purpoſe 0:h0 demands Theophaniathe 
daughter of Romanws, and daughter in law to Nicephorus for a wite to his ſon 
which the Grecks refuſed,and iffronted his Embaſſadours,wherefore he pillageth 
Calabra and Apulia, and at laſt in ſpite of them carryed away Theophania,and 
married her to his ſon, then rerurns into Germany z where he makes one Her- 
waxnus Duke of Saxony,a man of mean extraction, but had done Orho good ſer- 4g 
vice z and had faithfully governed Saxony in his abſence. He beſtowes on him 
the inhcritance of the Marquifle of Steden there. The laſt Duke of this race was 
taken by Henry the fourth, and impriſoned, where he dycd without ifſue-male. 
Then 0:ho among the Heneri cre&ts the Biſhopricks of Aldeburg,Havelburg and 
Brandeburg, and ſubje&s them to the Metropolitan of Hamburg. Amongſt the 
Sorabi he makes biſhopricks of Magdeburg, Merſburg, Cicen, and Wiſnen. Ar 
laſt he dyed ſuddenly of an Apoplexy the 37 yeare of his reign being begun, 
He was burycd at Magdeburg : alittle before his death, Harte Biſhop of Mintz, 
who ſucceeded William the Emperours fon, was eat up by rats, for deluding the 
poore people whom he burned ina barn, calling them the rats of a common- go 
wealth. ortho by Adelheide had 3 ſonnes, Henry, Brwno,and 0tho his ſucceſſour, 
and one daughter Adelheide, whom he marrycd to Hugh Capet Earl of Paris,and 
King of France. Orho founded a Church in Denmark called from his name 0- 
your / or Othoaia, In his time Pope Fohz the fourteenth called a great bell by his 

own name, whence came the cuſtome of naming and baptizing bells. About theſe 
rimes the Univerſity of Loyan is founded by Fohn Duke of Brabant. Parnaſſus 
a City in Lombardy is overthrown by the Neighbours, and all the Inhabitants 
killed, for maintaining the herefic of the Anthropomorphites,they who recanted 
their herche were ſpared, and permitted to build Crema, a town hard by. Sre- 
phen the firſt King of Hungary, for his picty was canoniſed, William the ſe- 50 
cond Duke of Normandy was killed by Ro{o: ſhortly after that Dukedome was 
turnedinto an Earldome, and ſcifed upon by the French Kings, which mini- 
fſtred occafion of long warre betweene France and England. Ethelſta King 
of England got from ortho Conſtantines (word, in the hilts of which was 
one of the nailes that faſtned Chriſt ro the-Croflſe. He obtained alſo the Lance 
_ which his fide was picrced, a peece ofthe Croſſe, and of the Crowne of 
Orns. 
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Romanus the younger having poyſoned his father Conitantine , reigned in An. Chriſt 
Conſtantinople 13 ycares, 10 ycares whileſt his father was alive, and 3 yeares CHW YA 


alone. Hee was much addicted to luxury and wantonneſſe, therefore was ſur- 
named the Childe, Nicephorns Phocas his Generall took Candace the chieftown 


of Crete, whence the whole Ifland is called Candy, and expelled all the Saracens, 961; 


Hce beat alſo the Saracens in Syria, Ar laſt Romanw having ſpoiled -his body 
with luſt and glottony, dyed, being 24 years old, a childe both in years and man- 
ners. His firſt wite was Berta Hwugo's daughter King of Italy: his ſecond Theo- 


phania of whom he had Baſiland Conſtartine,and one daughter Theodora who mar- 9 6 3 


IOricd to Zimiſca, who afterward was made Emperour. 

To Pope Anaſtaſius the third, ſucceeded Lands who fare 6 moneths. Afﬀer 
him came Fohnthe tenth 13 yeares, then Leo the ninth followed 7 moneths. Af- 
ter Leo,Stephen (are 1 moneth. Foh» the eleventh , his ſucceſſour 4 yeares. Leo 
the ſeventh followed 3 yearcs. Then came Stephen the ninth or eight 3 yeares. 
Martinus the third ſucceeded 3 yeares whoſe ſucceſſour was Agapetss the ſecond 

yeares. To him ſucceeded Foh» the twelfth 9 years, then Leo the eight x year. 
Fohnthe twelfth rerurning from his banichment ſate 3 moneths. Benedii# the fifth 
{ct up by the Romans againſt Zeothe eight, was Pope 2 months. Leo being re- 
ſtored fate 8 moneths : ro him ſucceeded Fohnthe thirteenth, who ſate almoſt $ 

20yeares. In Scotland a great Army of Danes were defeated by means of one Hay 
a country man and his two ſons ;, the Scots at firſt were forced to flye being over- 
powered by the Danes , bur this Hay with his two ſons being at plough, mer them 
in a narrow lanc,and upbraiding their cowardiſc,made then for thame return,who 
fell with that violence on the Danes, that they utterly deſtroyed them. Hay 
was rewarded with as much land as a Falcon could flye over at one flight, 
which was 6 miles in length. Whence came the noble tamily of the Hays, whoſe 
chick is Earl of Arroll,

The Eaſtern affaires under Nicephorus Phocas, Zimiſces, Baſilius,4nd Conſtan- 
tine. 2, Of the Weſtern under Otho the ſecond. 3. Of the Turks,and ſome other 
2 paſoages of thoſe times. 


Omanws being dead and his two ſonnes Conitantine and Baſil , as yer too 
24 young to meddle with publick affaires, Nicephorus Phocas is by the Ea- 
ſtern Army declared Emperour, He marryed with Theophania the wi- 
dow of Remanus, He defeated the Saracens in Cilccia recovered much of Afia 
40 and Syria, and took in Antiochia the Metropolis : bur by Sca his ſuccefle was not 
ſo good, for Manuel his Admirallloſt his Fleet and Army, and was taken him- 
ſelte by the Saracens. Bringes the Chamberlainthought ro have beene Emper- 
our,and tothat purpoſe was incouraged by Zimiſces Generall of the Land Forces, 
to look after it; but he was hatcd by the people, therefore Nicephorns carryed its 
Polyeuttus the Patriarch would have diſſolved the Emperors marriage with Thes- 
o_”. pretending a ſpirituall affinity, becauſe hee had been Godfather to one of 
ier children; but inthe Synod which was called for that purpoſe, it was conclu» 
ded, that the Emperours marriage could not be hindred by tuch affinity, This 
Nicephorus was a good fenkiinr bad 2 bad Emperour, tor he g_ the peo- 
50ple with heavy taxes, pinched them with hunger by ingroſling the corn, and ral- 
ling the price thereot. He abaſedthe coin, and yet railed the value of ir. Where- 
fore knowing how hatefull he was to the people for his covetouſneſſe, and bad 
ſucceſle his Fleet had in Sicily, being ſpoiled upon the Syrtes by the raſhneſle of 
young Manvel the Patrician z hee = an high wall to be built round abour his 
Palace ; butthat could not ſave him ; for ſoon after the wall was finiſhed, although 
| he kept the keys of the gates himſelfe, yet he was found out by Zimiſce and the 0+ 
ther conſpirators, who being pulled up in baskets, got over the wall,and _ 
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arch in it, 

N/cephorus being —_— invades the Empire, whom Polyenetus 
the Patriarch would not crown, till he had clecrcd himſelfe of the murther,and 
baniſhed Theophania, (whom others call Theodora) and allthe reſt of the con- 
ſpirato:s, and till he had repeated Nicephorus his Ac concerning the eleftion of 
Biihops, to wit, that none be choſen Biſhops without the Emperours conſent: all 
this being performed by Z:1m1iſces, and having ſworn that he did not touch Nice- 

horus,He was crowned by the Patriarch, who abut a month after dyed,to whom 
ſucceeded Baſilrus the Monk. Zimiſces obtained a great victory over the Sara- 
cens as they were beſieging Antiochia, He made peace with 0tho by ſending 20 
him his wite T/ boephance who was crowned at Rome by PopeFo4nthe fourteenth, 
He made Baſil and Conſtantine the ſonnes of Romanws, conlorts with him in the 
Empire. He ſubducd the Roflians and Bulgarians, by Bardas Sclerus his wifes 
brother, who tooke the Bulgarian King priſoner, and made them ſuc for peace, 
After which victory he rode intoConſtantinople in a triumphant manner,carrying 
in waggons the plunder of Bulgaria, and the Image of the Virgin Mary with grear 
ſolcmnity, He cauſed ſtamp upon his gold and filver coin, this inſcription, Feſ#s 
Chriſt King of Kings: at laſt having reigned almoſt 7 yeares, he was poyloned 
by Baſil his Chamberlain, for reproving his covetouſneſle,and threatning to take 
his place from him. Zim:ſces favoured rhe Manichees, and called them out of A- 2g 
ſ1a into Europe. 

About thele times M#i-/{azs Prince of Poland received the Chriſtian Faith, and 
was baptized: from which year the Polonians began their Calender. Harald King 
of Denmark with his wife and ſonne Szeno are baptized; who before worthippe 
Chriſt and Idols together, now they flung away x ur Idols being induced there- 


to by mogy man, who carryed betore the King a burning Iron in his 


hand, without hurt. Edgar King of old Albion (as be was ſtiled then) perceiving 
how England was obnoxious to forraign invaſions,as firſt by the Romans,and then 

ſo often by the Danes and others; for want of ſhipping, cauleth a great 
Navy to be built, which like wals ſhould ſecure his Kingdome. Egbert had yo 
builr {ome {t;ips before,and 3o years after him A/fred,but they were cither diſuſed 

or conſumed by the enemy. 

Othothe ſecond being twice declared Emperour in his fathers time, once at Aix 
and the ſecond timeat Rome, is by a!l received, after his fathers death, except 
by Henry Duke of Bavaria his couſin german, who by the help of ſome Biſhops, 
cauſed himiclfe at Ratisbone to be proclaimed Emperour. 0rho ſummons him 
to ſhew cauſe why he aſſumed that title, he percciving his owne errour, and 
how few came to aid him, layeth aſide his claime , and ſubmits himſelfe ro the 
Emperour, who gave him his life, but baniſhed him, and beſtowed the govern- 
ment of Bavaria upon Otho Duke of Suevia, his nephew by his brother Zx- 59 
dolphns. He cauſed alio Harold the Dane, Meſico the Polonian, and Boleſlars the 
Bohemian, who had entred into league with Herry, to lay downe their Arms. But 
whileſt 0:hois thus imployed, Lotharims the French King by force of armes la- 
boureth to regain Lorrain. tho marcheth againſt him with an Army, atthe re- 
port of whoſe approach Lotharims flyes ; upon this 0rho purſues him , waſting 
and burning all before him, eventothe walls of Paris, then having burned the 
ſuburbs, retreats with his Army homewards, Lotharins purſueth him in the rear; 

many 
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many of 0tho's touldiers were drowned in the river Axona, and many hee loſt at 4», Chriſt 
Arduenga : and if he had not made the more haſt, he had tallen intorhe hands of WW Nl 
the French. Yer ſhortly after peace is made, and Lorrain is reſtored ro 0rho,though 
the French Pcers ſtormed ar it, Some parts of the country the Emperor afligns ro 
the Biſhops of Collen and Leege; the reſt he beſtows on Charles the brother of Lo- 
tharius, conditionally that he ſhould hold ic in fee of the Empzrour, as a Province 
of Germany. 
Things ar home being thus compoſed, 0tho intends an expedition againſt the 
Greeks and Saracens. In his minority he had done his Father good ſervice in A- 
1opulia and Calabria, againſt the Greeks: whom he drove our thence : bur whileſt 
bo is buſie ar home, the Grecks by the help of the Saracens of Sicily, under 
Baſil and Conſtantine recover thelic countreys again, being loſt by Nicephorss. 
Othorto regain them raiſerh a great Army of Germans and Italians, which under 
Otho Puke cf Suevia expelled the Greeks out of their Garrifors of Iſtria and 
Dalmatia, Ar Beneventum a great bartell is foughr, in which 0:ho was defeared, 
and he himſelf hardly eſcaped: tor he flung away tus arms and clothes,that he mighr 
runne the more nimbly towards the Bay of Tarentum, where his wife Theopha- 
ia was, but before he could get to the rown , he was intercepted by the Saras 
cens, and ſo was fain to leap into the Sea, and there was taken by the enemies 
20 ſhips, who nor knowing him, let him goe again for a peece of money, fo he came g $ 2, 
ſate home; where he raiſeth a new Army, and returneth into Italy, to fight the | 
Saracens, whoſe Forces he utterly deſtroyed ,, after the bartell he puniſherh the 
Roman and Beneventan ſouldiers , who treacherouſly forſooke him in_the firſt 
conflict; the chick Romans he pur tothe {word ata Feaſt, and the Beneventins he 
puniſhed by the torall deſtruction of their City which he levelled withthe ground. g $ 34 
Shortly after he dyed at Rome, having reigneg 10 years,and was buryed in St. Pe- 
ters Church ina porphyrie tomb. | 
About this time Adelbert Biſhop of Prague being weary of the Bohemians, 
went down to Pannonia, and baptized Geiſa King ot Hungariaz thence he went 
30to preach in Boruſſia, where hee was torn in peeces by the Barbarians. To Pope 
Fohn the fifteenth ſucceeded Bened7d the fifth or fisth one year;he was ſtarved ro 
death inthe caſtle of St, Angelo, His ſycccflour was Donnus the ſecond, one year. 
Boniface the ſeventh followed who fate 7 monerths. Benedit# the ſixth or ſeventh 
his ſucceſſour ſate 8 yeares, Srephen King of Hungarice {ends ro Pope Benedict 
to have the title and Crowne of.a King conferred on him, which bh obtained; 
bur this favour was denyed to Mrecrſlans Duke of Polonia, who ſent to BeneditF 
the Biſhop of Cracovia- St. Edward the ſonne of Edgar King of England, and a 
hopetull Prince was murthered by his ftep-mother ro adyance her owne ſonne 
Ethelred, whoſe Kingdome layd in bloud profpercd not, but became tributa 
40 to the Danes; who laid heavy and yearly raxcs upon the land , before whic 
time impofitions called then Dane-gelt were ,not known in England. Otho had 
by Theophania Ortho the third, yet a childez Hugo or Ulricus Marquifle of 
Saxony, and 5 daughters. 02ho's minority occalioned new troubles in the Em- 
Ire. 
: Z imiſces being poyſoned by Baſil the Eunuch, the Eaſtern Empire came to Ba- 9 7 5, 
fil and Conſtantine the ſonnes of Romanzs the vounger. Conſtantine was more ad- 
difted to his pleaſures,then ro government. Baſil being 20 years old ; and Conſtan- 
tine the 17. began to manage publike affairs by the advice of Baſil the Eunuch. He 
recalled his mother Theophania to the Court, being baniſhed thence. Fearing 
5othe greatneſle of Bardas Sclerus, ſo called from his harth or hard diſpoſition, who 9213s, 
had done in the Eaſt great ſcrvice, he tooke much ot his power and command 
from him, making him content with the government of Meſopotamia. But hee 
would not be content to be thus affronted, therefore railerh all the power he had 
in the Eaſt againſt Baſil, defears his Army, and takes in Nicza the Metropolis 
of Birhynia : upon this Phocas Bardas is fenc for from his baniſhment,and is made 
Generall of all the Forces of the two Caſars. He in a Duell having wounded 
Sclerss, pur to flight all his diſturbed Legions. Sclerns was tain to flye to _—_ 
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=: the Sultan of Babylon;bur being 2ccuſed of treachery, he was impriſoned : So Baſil 

——_— being freed _ civill wars, denn ro recover Calabria, and Apulia, 7 "on 4 
nias dowry. Otho in the ſixth yeare of his reign, marcheth inro Iraly with a great 
Army, to defend his wites dowry. In the firſt confl:& he defeared the Greeks and 
Saracens, in rhe ſecond he was defeated, as we have (vid. Abour this time 0laws 
King of Noraway converted his country to Chriſtianity,and ſent ſhortly after ſome 
to convert Iſland. | ; 

Baſil underſtanding that George Lord of the inward Iberia, had invaded the 16 
bounds of the Empire, ſends an Army againſt him, and torceth him to buy his 

ace fora great ſumme z till payment of which he gave his ſon as hoſtage, but 
afterward ſtood not ro his promile ; therefore ' Bafil's Army fell upon him, 
and utterly defeated his Forces, Hee ſubdued alſo the Saracens in Sy. 
ria and Phenicia. Shortly after he and the Bulgarians fell at variance for ſome 
wrongs offcred by them to the Greeks. About which time the regall family of 
Bulgaria ended in Peter who was now dead, Thereupon 4 brothers of an ancicnt 
family ſtrove for the principaliry : Three of theſe failed by death, rhe fourth $4» 
wel by name, taking advantage of the civill wars of Greece inyades divers of 
their towns which he rooke. Baſil upon this undertakes anexpedition' againſt Bul- 
garia, where his Army miſcarryed by the treachery of his Oocmanthes. And 
withall Phocas who before had defeated Sclerns, now rebels againſt Baſel. For he 29 
finding himſeclfe flighted by Baſil, whom hee had delivered from ſo great an 
enemy, invades the Empire ; but hee was overthrowne in divers bartels, and 
at laſt dyed ſuddenly. Baſil alſo had good fucceſle againſt the Bulgarians, 
by the induſtry of his Generall {rawws. He took ſorne rownes beyond Mount Hes 
mus,and the nexr year he invaded Bulgaria hinfelf, and rebuilt the Greck Gariſons 
in Theſſalia that had beene demoliſhed , about the time that Yeremundus 
King of Spaine had overthrowne Almanſor Lord of the Corduban Sara- 
CENS. 

Samuel King of Bulgaria could nor be quiet from moleſting the Greeks, where- 
fore Baſil inthe 38 year of his reign ſuddenly falling behinde the Garritons that 30 
kept the narrow paſſages between the hils, put them to flight, and withall rooke* 
15000 Bulgarians , whoſe cyes hee thruſt our, leaving onely for every hundreth 
a Captain with one eye, to conduct the reſt, theſe hee ſent ro Samwel, who be- 
ing affrigred of ſo many calamitous people , became ſuddenly veriiginous, and 
within two dayes dyed. His couſin German Blad:ſiabusto be revenged , raiſed an 
Army, #burt thus alſo was defeated, and he himſelfe lain, fo at laſt Bulgaria was to- 
tally wbduecd, and the chicf Nobility was tranſported to Conſtantinople. Hercupon 
—_ after the Crabits and Syrmium the chicfe Ciry of Pannonia ſubmitted to 

#lar. 

Art the ſame time the Turkes, a race of Hunns inhabiting the North fide of go 
Caucaſus, were ſent for, and imployed by Mahomet, Sultan of Perfis and Media 
againſt the Perfians , who were animated by Inargns ( who was of the bloud 
royall of Perſia) to rebell, and vindicate their liberty , from the Saracen yoake. 
Coſroes then had Bardas Selerus with many other Chriſtian ſouldicrs, he promiſed 
ro ſer them at liberty, if they did detearthe Perfians, which they weur! x did.So 
Sclerus having obtained the victory, returnes to the Chriſtians, and joines him- 
ſcltc to Bardas Phocas, who was « conteſting with Baſil for the Empire. He 
cunningly ſent his ſonne Rowarns as 4 fugitive to afliſt Baſil, whileſt he himſclfe 
ſtayed with Phocas, to the endthar if Baſil prevailed , Romanus his ſonne might 
procure his Fathers pardon, if Phoces prevailed , that then hee might obraine his 50 
{ons pardon. Baſil having got the victory, Romanns who was now become his 
favourite, perſwades him to remove the Eunuch Baſil, (by whoſe meanes Ze- 
miſces was murthered) from all government being he was hated by the people; . 
this was accordingly done, Zemiſces ſhortly atter dyed of gricte., Phocas 
alio dyed ſuddenly. Sclerss by his ſonnes mcanes is made the chicte Steward of 
the Palace, But before came ro Byzantum , hee loſt his Eye-ſight with age. 

The Prince of Iberia being now dead, Baſil ſeiſerh npon it. He recovered alſo 


Media 
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Media and Chazaria the 4 yeare of his Empire, and made the Princes of Tripoli, 4».Chriftt 
Damaſcus, and others who were plundering the Territories of Antioch, ro become CLWAYJ 
his tributaries, thus being puft up with vi&ories and wealth ( for he had heaped 
ro gether 200000 talents ot gold, beſides jewels, pearles, and an infinite maſle of 
filvcr) hee began to flight both citizens and ſouldiers, and ro accountot learning 
as athing uſeleſle , which made him more feared then loved of his people. So 
intending to recover Sicily from the Saracens,ſends his Fleet before with a purpole x 9 2 57 
to follow himſelf, but his journey was hindered by death.He bad lived and reigned | 
72 years, 50 alone,and the reſt of the time he was Co-cmperour with his Father ; 

10 then with Nrcephorms,and after him with Zrmiſces. 

Afrer the death ot Baſilizs his younger brother Conſtantine ruled the Empire 3 
years,by others rather then by himiclt, &or he could icarie ſpare fo much time 
trom whoring,drinking,dicing, hunting,and Stage playing, Under him divers towns 
of Syria and Phenicia, re-aſſumed their liberty, and killed their garriſons. He ſent 
twice to {uppreſle the Saracens in Italy. and Sicily, bur did no good. Yet by his 
Generall Conſtantinus Diogenes, Governour of Syrmium and Bulgaria', hee 
drove away the Scythians beyond Iſther. The Governour of Samos over- 
threw the Saracen Fleet which had waſted the Cyclades. Hee cauſed Ro- 
manus Argyrus to marry his daughter Zoe, having raken his furmer wife 1 02 $; 

20 from him , whom hee ſhaved, and puc into a Moniltery; bur the third day at- 
ter the marriage, he died the 70 yeare of his Jife - ' in his haſt and furie he uſed 
to kill or blind his chicfe Courticrs, and then to weep and repent when it was to09 

lare. | 

Coſroes the Saracen being dead , Mahomer his ſucceſſour infcriour in ſtrength 
to Piſafirizs Prince of the Babylonian Arabians, was fain to call in the Turkes 
(as we have ſaid) for his affiſtance - by whoſe help he overcame the Babyloni- 
ans and Indians : but having other enemies to buckle with , he was loath to let | 
the Turkes goe home, till they had done the reſt of his work ; therefore hee de+- 
raines them 1n Perfis, and beſers the river Araxes(oyer which they were to pals) 

39 with ſtrong guards, The Turkes were highly incenſed, that they ſhould be forci- 
bly kept from their native countrey by hum who quietly injoyed his own country 
by their meanes : wheretore in arage they forſooke him, and being about 3000 
rooke poſſeſſion ;of the mountaines,and fell ro-plundering the Saracens. Mahowet 
to drive them out of their ſtrong holds ſends 20000 men, who were put to flight - 
by Tangrolipex Mucaletus the | uriſh Prince. The Sultan .inraged ar this diſgrace, 
blindes many of the Capraines who were ſent againſt the Turkes, and fo terrified 
his Army with threatnings, thatmoſt of them tell off trom him ro the Turkes, 
The Sultan to be revenged raiſerhan Army of 500000 men, who were all defeat- 
ed by the Turkes. So Araxes being now made paſſable , the Turkes came

In Germany Henry the 
Bavarian returning from baniſhment, after the death of 0tho Suevicws, not oncly 
recovered Bavaria,but aimed alſo at the Empire. | 

W hen 0tho was come to yeares of diſcretion, he falls upon letling the Empire : 
in the interim Lotharizs was forced by death, to give off his challenge of Lorrain, 
His ſonne ſurvived his Farher bur one year : Charles alſo dyed , the brother of x9 
Letharins, as he was challenging the kingdome of France, which Hugh Capet 
Earle of Paris invaded and obtained now the whole race of. Charles being ex- 
tint. This Hugh began the third race of the French Kings which hath laſted 
till this day -: the firſt race began in Merophews or Clodovens,and endedin Hulde- 
ricws.\ The ſecond which began in Pipiz and ended in this Ludowic the laſt, Hu- 
g0 acknowledged 0tho tor Emperour,and permits 0:0 the {on of Charles 70 en- 
joy Lorrain as in fee from the Emperour. Burt debarres him from his right in 
France. 

Otho having ſetled Germany, bends his whole ſtrength to appeaſe the diſtra- 
ions of Rome and Italy. Therefore underſtanding that Creſcext:45 did domi- 29 
neer in Rome, and had thruſt outthe Pope , he marcheth thicker with his Ar- ' 
my, bur in the way at Ravenna, newes came to him that the Pope was dead , 
wherefore he appoints for his ſucceſſour Brunzo his kinſman, ſon to Ortho, Duke 
of Suevia, and nephew to Ludolphus, whoſe name was changed to Gregory the 
fifth. He 15 ſent before to ns Emperour with his Army followes, who be- 
ing let intothe City, pardons Creſcent:us upon his ſubmiſſion,and then is crowned 
Emperour by the Pope. Allthings being there ictled, he marcheth back toward 
Germany, but he was not gone far, when Creſcentizs thruſts out Gregory, and lets 
up Fohannes Placentinus a wealthy man, and withall fortificth the City with Bul- 
warkes againſt a fiege. Hee ſhuts himſelfe up within that ſtrong and ſpacious 30 
building called then Moles Hadriani, being his buriall place, then the rower of Cre- 
ſcemtius, now the caſtle of St. Angelo. 0Otho hearing of this, returnes toRome, 
the Citizens open the gates, preſuming on pardon, which was promiſed to Cre- 
ſentins, 14 he did deliver up his ſtrong hold, which he did ; bur the promiſe was 
not kept, for Creſcextiz being carryed on a jade throughthe City, with his face 
backward, and torn by the people, was at laſt hanged with 12 more of his aſloci- 
ates, Fohannes Placentinus had his noſe cut off , and his cycs put out, and then 
was flung down headlong from the Capitol: the other Senators that were ac- 
ceſlary to this plot 0rho baniſhed into Saxony. Upon this ſedirion it was agreed 
berween the Emperour and Pope, thatthe Germans alone ſhould have power to go 
chooſe their Emperour, and & Pope to confirme the Election, When hee is 
choſen he wasto be called Czfar, when confirmed by the Pope, Auguſtus. By 
which meanesall factions both in Italy and France, for the imperiall place and 
dignity ſhould be prevented. And Italy with Germany ſhould be the ſtronger u- 
nited againſt the incurſions of Saracens, Turkes, and other barbarous Nations. 
This would be a meanes alſo ro quietthe Italian Princes , who fell out among 
themſelves, and ambiriouſly ſtriving for the Empire deſtroyed one another,and 
chiefly by this the Popes power was bridled, who tooke upon him to nominate 
Emperours, which cauſed much bloud thed. There were 7 electors appointed 
to avoid contuſion and quarrels, towit, 3 Biſhops of Mintz, Colon, and Tre- 50 
vers, and 4 ſecular Princes, the Palſgrave, Duke of Saxony , Marqueſle of 
Brandeburg, and King of Bohemia: but whether theſe were ordained then by 
otho oratterward, when the Empire was in the Family of the Sucyi, is uncer- 
taine. 

ortho Faving ſetled the Empire , undertakes a pilgrimage to the bones of Adel- 
bert in Polonia, where being magnificently entertained by Boleſlaus Duke of 
Poland, by way of recompence, hee named him King : and ere&cd there an

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Archbiſhoprick at Gneſnau, under which were Crocovia, Colberge, and Vioti- 4z.Chr:/#s 
ſlaen, Suffragans. He was forced to make a new journey to Rome, to appeale LY WW 
the commotions there raiſed by the Pope, for being excluded trom the Emperors 
ele&tion. There he fell in love with the widow of Creſcext:ius pretending to marry 
her, but when ſhe perceived, that hee meant no ſuch thing, upon his returning to 
Germany, ſhe preſents him with a paire of poyſoned Gloves, which killed him x © 9 x, 
the 3o yeare of his age, of his Empire the 19. He dyed childlefle, his tormer wite 
Maty,daughter to the king of Arras on,he cauſed to be burned,becaulc the had falſe- 
ly accuſed and cauſed to be put todeath a yourg Noble man, with whom ſhee 

to was in love, for that he would not pollute the Emperours bed at her inſtigation; 
to be revenged of him, ſhe accuſeth him as it he meant to ravith her, where- 
uporrhe was condemned and executed. But his wife thortly after to prove his in- 
nocency, carryed in her hand a burning iron witkout hurt: Which induced 
Otho to doe juſtice on his perfidious Empreſle. 0:h0's bowels were interred at 
Auguſtaor Ausburg, by Henry of Bavaria his ſuccefſour,who beſtowed on them 
a marble tomb : his body was buryed at Aix. He was a prince indowed with fo 
much wiſdome, learning and piety , that hee was called the wonder of the 
World, 

In otho's time are recorded ſtrange prodigics , as uncouth earthquakes andg g 5, 

20 Comets, ſhowres of wheat and little fiſhes our of the clouds. In Sicily neer &+ 
tna were heard ſtrange cryes and yellings, which were then ſuppoſed to be the 
complaifrs of tormented {oules in purgatory,whence the teaft ot All ſouls was or-9 9 7+ 
dained. Fire brake out of the river Rhene which burned down the netgibouring 
villages. Great Froſts in the midſt of ſummer, which deſtroyed graflc and corn, 
whereupon tollowed plagues and famine , ard the eruption of the Sclavonians 
upon Saxony. Ylogdommrius Duke of Ruſſiais made a Chriſtian. 

To Benedidt ſucceeded Fohan the fourteenth, who was Pope 3 months,and then 
was impriſoned ; whereupon Boxiface the ſixth was re-inthroned, and late foure 
months, his tucceſſour Fohn the fifteenth ſare 8 moneths :. ro him ſucceeded Fohn 

gothe {ixtecnth; who was Pope 10 ycares. Gregory the fifth his ſuccet{our 2 yeares. 
Fohn the ſeventeenth a Greek and Magician,thruſt out Gregory for 10 months, but 
was himlſelte deprived both of his dignity, eyes, and life by 0tho, and Gregory 
reſtored, rowhom ſucceeded Cerebertus or Sylveſter the ſecond, a Mathemart- 
cian and Philolopher, and therefore in that rude age, he was thoughtto bee a 
witch. He was firſt Archbiſhop of Rhemes , then of Ravenna, laſtly of Rome, 
where he fate 4 years. | 

Much about the ſame time the Empire of Germany, the kingdom of France, 
Poland, Hungary, and Bohemia were eſtabliſhed ; ar.d the kingdome of the A- 
rabians in Corduba which had continued 300 yeares, had its period : and thenx 99 6, 

40 began the Hebrew tongue to flouriſh there , under &. Feſeph, who turned the 
rags into Arabick, theu an Academy of Saracens was erected at Ba- 

ylon. 

In England the Danes were generally maſſacred for their intolerable tyranny 
and opprefſions, whereupon Swarn King of Denmark armed with rage and 
power, came with a great Fleer, and conquered this land, drove King Erhelred 
to Normandy, but uponthe death of Swa-ye he was called home ; whole Forces 
Knnute or Canutus Swaines ſonne defeated. Erhelred being dead, his tonne Ea- 
muzd Ironſide fought divers battels with rhe Dares, not without good ſucceſle, 
till at laſt he was betrayed and utterly defeated , and fo Cannes obtained the 

50 Kingdome, Burt neither Swaine nor his ſonne Canin; had {uch good ſuccefle in 
Scotland, for in two ſeverall battels they were worſted : in the firſt Swarme was 
utterly defeated,and hardly eſcaped with his lite:in tne tecond Canuz was to weak- 
ned, that hee was forced to ſue for peace, in which it was agreed,that the Danes 
ſhould depart Scotland, and that neirher Scots nor Danes ſhould moleſt one 4- 
nother, during the lives of Mrcolumbas the Scots King, and Swaine the Dane. 

Yet this Mrllcolumbus or Malcolme, whom the Danes could not hurt was after- 


ward murtheted by ſome of his own ſubjects in his bed, becauſe of fome _

fions commirted, or art leaſt permitted by him ypon bis Nobility 3 but ven- 


 geance purſued the murtherers immediarely after , even the ſame night; for ha- 


ving miſtaken their way in the ſnow, they fell into alake, in which they were 
all drowned, men and horſe, as they were flying away, the ice breaking under 
them. 

Otho the third being dead without children, Henry the ſecond ſucceeded : hee 
was Duke of Bavaria, a Saxon by bloud, but a Bavarian by birth - He was the ne- 
phew of 0rho the firſt by his brother. In the beginning of his reign he was oppo- 
{ed by Erhard, Marquiſe of Saxony, whom Lotharins and Benno Dukes of 
Saxony killed. Heary alſo Marquifſe of Auſtria, with his: brother Brwnne Bi- 19 
ſhop of Ausburg made inſurrections againſt him , bur they were quickly ſuppreſ- 
ſed. So having ſerled things at home he went againſt the Heneri, who hadfallen 
oft irom Chriſtianity, which they had imbraced in 0tho the firſts time, and were 
now become heathen Idolaters, having firſt deſtroyed their Churches, and mur- 
thered their Biſhops. But Henry brought them again under the obedience of Chriſt, 
and made them rebuild their Churches, then he endowed the Biſhopricks with 
new revencus, chiefly that of Marburg, to which he aſſkgged agrear part of rhe 
Earldome of Marburg. Having ſubducd the Heneti, he made wars upon the two 
Boleſlaii, the one king of Poland, the other Duke of Bohemia: theſe having 
flowen our into op-n hoſtility againſt him, he cauſed to ſubmit ro his obedience, 29 
and ro doe him homage. He converted alſo the Earldome of yrs (Earle 
Rinold being dead without children) into a Biſhoprick, and ſo inricheFand ho- 
nourecd it, that hee madethe chicf Princes of Germany the Biſhop of Bamburgs 
Vaſlals, and to doe him fealry, fo that the Electors as yer hold of him in Fee, 
whatſoever they enjoy as Eleftors. He ſuppreſied alſo the inſurrection of Hepry, 
and Theodoricus brothers ro Cunegunda his wife, who ſtormed becaule they could 
not <njoy their ſiſters eſtate being now dead, and which the Emperour had diſtri 
bured among the Clergy men. Theſe two brothers raiſed an Army againſt him 5 
invaded and took Ausburg, then thruſt Branzo the Emperors brother thence 3 
but the Emperour overthrew them both in a batrel), and depoſed Henry from his 30 
Dukedome,yet afterward upon ſubmiſion, reſtored him. 

Hermannis Duke of Sucvia being dead, he made Erneſtus husband to Giſel his 
couſin ——_— Duke thereof, and ſo having ſerled the troubles of Germany, he 
addrefles himſelfe for Italy, to take poſictſion thereof as Emperor, to ſuppreſle 
the Greeks and Saracens « by and to ſubdue Arduinus whom the Biſhops and 
Nobility had proclaimed Emperour at Millan,who in two great battels was over- 
thrown by the Emperour and flaine. Henry was taken priſoner himſelfe, but ha- 

vigg deceived his Keepers, leapt down 'from the wall , and ſo broke his thigh, 
which made him halt ever after, whence he was called Henry the lame. After this 
victory he was crowned Emperour by Pope Benedif?. After this hee marcheth go 
towards Apulia and Calabria, againſt the Greeks and Saracens, who were ſtrug- 
ling for thar part of Italy, a fhare whereof William Duke of Normandy had ta- 
ken from them under 0thothe third,and at laſt that whole country of Magna Gre- 
cia became ſubject ro the Normans. But at this time Henry ſubdued both the 
Greeks and Saracens, and tooke from them their New Troy, which the Grecks 
had lately built in Apulia; inthar ſame place where anciently Hannibals campe 
lay. This was the third journey that Henry made into Italy, and the laſt. In his re- 
turn homeward, he had conference with Robert King of France, about (ctling the 
State and Church : and to that purpoſe they appointed to give the Pope a meeting 
at Ticinum, bur death prevented this, for the next yeare after he dyed ar Gro- 50 
ning the 52 yeare of his life, and was buryed in his own Church of Bamburg. 
Hee reigned 22 yeares. Being childleſle , hee nominated Conradus for his 
ſucceſſour, Hee was a pious and a munificent Prince who, (as they ſay*) lived 
papently chaſt with Cunigznda, though marrycd. Hence hee was called 
aint. 

In his life time he had many wars with the Polonians, Bohemians, Italians,Ruſ- 
fans, Grecks and Saracens, in all which he had good ſucceſſe, He had a dangewous 

war 
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ar with Baldwin Earle of Flanders about the Dukedome of Lorrain, which he 4#.C hrift® 


gave away after the death of Duke 0rho, ro Godefrid Prince of Arduenna: but YYWN# 


Henry by the helpe of Robert King of France, and Richard Duke of Normandy 
took Gant and waſted Flanders, ſo that Baldwin was fain to fubmit, who recei« 
ved in Fee from the Emperour, the Ifle of Zeland, with the City Valentina. In 
the time of this Hexyy, the Turkes twoke Jeruſalem trom the Saracens, and over« 
threw the Temple which Conſtantrne had built there. The King of Denmark wich 
a great train went to Rome, to intreat the Pope that the Churches of his king- 
dome might be exempted from the juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop of Hamburg - 
10 the Pope promiſed to ſend a Cardinall thither, for that purpoſe, but nothing was 
done in that matter till Gyegory the ſeventh, who ſubjected all rhe Churches of 
Denmark, Swerhland and Noraway to the biſhop of Breme. The Tranfilyant- 
ans by the meancs of Srephen King of Hungary received the Chriſtian Faith: for 
he rooke Givla with his wife and children priſoners, who being releaſed were all 
baptized. Cazutus King of Denmark ayd England, obrained alſo the kingdome 
of Norraway. Rainimir the fonne of Senitins Major was firſt King of Arra- 
gon. To Sylveſter ſucceeded Pope Foh the ſeventeenth or eighteenth, who fare 
4 moneths : his ſucceſlour Fohz the nineteenth ſare 4 yearcs, ro whom ſucceeded 
Sergius the fourth, who was Pope two yeares. Benedict the ſeventh or cight fate 11 
2Oycares: and ſo many yeares (ate his ſucceſſour Foh» the nineteenth or tweatyeth, 
Canntus King of England marryed Emme widow to king Ethelred, He went a- 
bout to extirpare thoſe of the royall bloud of England , therefore ſent away the 
two ſonnes of the late king Edmund, and his brother, to be murthered abroadzbur 
they were by divine providence preſerved. Hee went to Rome, and freed 
the Saxon Schoole which the Kingg of England had ercRed there, from all im- 
poſition, 


From the Saxons the Empire of the Welt is tranſlated to the Francs in the per- 1 02 4: 


ſonof Conradys the ſecond, who is called Salicus becauſe the country of Franco- 
nia was called Salia, from the river Sala, whence came the Salique law, with the 


3© French, which by the Salii or Francs were driven out of Franconia. The Em- 


pire continued in the Saxon Family about 100 years; this Conradss was de» 
fcended of the ancient Gibelins in Franconia, Hee marryed with Gifil Hemry 
the Emperours kinlwoman by whom hee had a ſonne called alſo Henry. In the 
beginning of his reign he was threatned with wars by his coufin german, and 
competitor for the api, Fone the younger. By Erne#us alſo the Emperors 
ſonne in law, by Frederic of Lorrain , by Boleſlans King of Poland, and Ro- 
bert King of France, bur all theſe clouds he dilpelled by his wiſdom and dexterous 
carriage, 

The third yeare of his Empire he prepares an Army for Italy, ro quiet the 
4ocommotions there : and withall holds a Parliament ar Aix,wherc he declares his 
ſonne his ſucceflour : whom 3 yeares after he made Duke of Bavaria, Duke 
Henry brother of $. C#nig#nds being dead. Hee cauſed thoſe of Papia who 
had demoliſhed his Palace to rebuild ir, hee quiered the people of Ravenng, 
who would have driven him out of the City, and rewarded a fouldier who for 


kim had loſt aleg in that skirmich,with a boot full of ſilver. From thence he went 1 © 2 64 


tro Rome, where he was crowned Emperor by Pope Fohn, and was conducted to 
his chamber by two Kings,namely Cannt»s King of England, and Rodslphns king 
of Burgundy. At Rome two ſouldicrs falling out about an Oxc hide, the one being 
an Iralian,the other a German, raiſed ſuch a rumult that many were ſlain in it, the 
5o Romans being worſted, were tain to beg pardon bare footed with ropes abour their 

necks; whichthey obtained. Conradus beſtowed Apulia upon the Normans to be 
_ _y them in fee of the Emperour for the defence thereof againſt the 
Greeks, 

Whileſt Conradus was in Italy, Frederic of Lorrain, Cuno of Wormatia , and 
Erneſtus of Alemannia Dukes conſpired againſt himz but Frederic. dyerh be- 
tore the plot came to maturity. Cuno was glad rodemoliſhall his fortifications to 
olein the Emperours favour. Erneftus having pillaged Alfatiaand Burgundy was 

at 


- 
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at laſt torſaken by his touldiers, and fo yeclded himſclfe a pritoner , bur afterward 
flying out againe, was ſo horly purſned by the Emperours guard that they inclo- 
[1 {cd him within a wood, and flew him. About this time Comradnus brought Mi- 
| ſeco the Polonian in ſubjeRion, who had _ his brother 0rho out of the king- 
dome by the means of Giſel the Empriſſe , he was reconciled ro Conradus , and 
IO 32. was reſtored ro the third part of Poland. He quiered alſo rhe Francs, French, 
and Bohemians and Stephen King of Hungary, who made war upon Conradus tor 
the Dukedome of Bavaria, which he claimed as his ſonnes right, being the childe 
of Henry the Saints ſiſter : but the war ended by the death of Emericns Stephens 
ſonnc. IO 
Rodnlphns King of Burgundy by his will bequeathed his kingdome to Conra- 
1035, Aus. but Othonephewto Rodulphns by his ſiſter laid claim to it, and thought by 
| the ſword to obrain ir, bur he loſt both it and his life to boot, being killed in the 
bartel], and ſo Burgundy was made a Province of the Empire , having continued 
a kingdome, from the death of Carolus Calvus 144 years. It was made a king- 
dome under Arnulphus,it was afterward parted into the Durchy,which the Emper- 
our retained, and the county which fell to the King of France, this Rodulphbus who 
g4ve it away was the tenth and laſt king. 
After Conradys by his ſonne Henry had ſubdued the Bohemians, he marryed him 
to Cnnelindadaughter of Canutus king of England and Denmark;ſhe being brought ,, 
ro bed of a daughter to him, dyed in Italy, and was buryed in Limburg , at x 
time the biſhop of Millan with ſome other biſhops of Lombardy, raiſcd a faction 
againſt the Emperour, which he ſuppreſt by taking in of Millan, Parma, and the 0- 
ther rebellious rowns, and by baniſhing the ſeditious biſhops. Sohaving quieted 
Lombardy, he returnes to Germany, and puts4is ſonne in poſſcſſhon of Burgundy, 
 _ MHermanyus Duke of Suevia being dead of the plague in Italy, the Emperour be- 
10739. ſtowsthat Dukedome on Otho nephew to 0rho the third, Emperour by his fiſter, 
at laſt he dycd ſuddenly at Utricht in Frifia the 15 yeare of his reign, the year be- 
fore dyed St. Cunignnd, and St. Stephen, king of Hungary .Conradns was a valiant 
and wiſe Prince, he ſhewed princely magnanimity in his warre againſt Mzsſeco 36 
king of Poland, whom 7Ydalricus the Bohemian rooke priſoner, when hee fled to 
him for ſhelter. The Emperour hating the treachery of him that did betray 
his rruſt, would not countenance the T raitour , nor receive the King as a pri- 
ſoner. Hee was buryed at Spire in the Church which he built himſclt. 

About this time in Ferdinand the Great, were united the kingdomes of Caſtil, 
Navar, and Legido, by the marriage of San#iathe onely ſiſter and heir of Yere- 
»und, and at laſt Aragon alſo by the death of Ramiryus his baſe brother. In Eng- 
land to Camus ſucceeded his fonne Harald, who reigned bur 4 yeares, in which 
time hee baniſhed his ſtepmorher Zxme, and pur out the eyes of Alfred her ſonne 
by Erhelred,and caſt him into a loathſome priſon, where he dyed. In Scotland ki 40 
Dozald did homage to Canutus for Cumberland, Hee was murthered b Macherh 
his couſin german, who got himſelfe to be proclaimed king. The Danes had ſo ma» 
ny overthrowes in Scotland,that they vowed never to returne thither in a hoftile 
manner,for not onely were they deſtroyed by the ſword, but many of them were 
poyloned with the juice of ſeeds o f Solanum ſomniferum, an hearb we call Night- 
ihade mingled with their bread and wine.

0nitantine the Greek Emperour being dead, Romanss the third , called 
( Argyropolus,. from his too great bounty, or rather -prodigality, ſucceeded. 
10 Hee to ingratiate himſelfe with the people took off the tribute, which 
they called allelengium, impoſed on all rich men by Bafil. This was to bee paid 
by wealthy men tothe children of thoſe ſouldiers which had dyed inthe warres to 
confirme his title. He put away his wife, and married with barren Zoe the daugh- 
ter of C#n#antine, (he being 50 yeares old, and he 60. He inriched the biſhops 
who had bcen beggered before: and baniſhed Theodera Zoes (iſtFr into an Iland 
upon ſuſpition : and ſent Conſtantine Diogenes for affefting the Empire into 2 
ſtrong tower, where he killed himſelfe by leaping from a high window , leſt he 
ſhould be forced to diſcover others that were of the plot with him. He beat the 
Saracens at Sca,but was beat by them on the land : for as hee was ſtriving to reco- 
20 Ver the townes of Syria, which his predeceſſour had careleflely loſt, he was over- 
come and forccd to flye to Antioch ; whereas hce might have had theſe rownes 
without loſle of bloud, had hee hearkened toreaſon _ then to ambition, whileſt 
he ſt:ived to extortthat by force, which was proffercd in love, yet by the help of 
Amuras of Tripolis , who had fallen off from the Egyptians, he tooke in rwo 
caſt)es in Syria: but conld doe no good againſt the Saracens in Sicily nor againſt 
the Normans in Apulia being wided by Conradus Ceſar. Under him George Ma- 
niaces took Edefla by ſtorm, where ' Am the Epiſtle which as they ſay Chriit 
wrote with his owne hand to King Atgaras, he ſent itzto Conſtantinople:bur ſhort- 
ly after this Romanus by exactions oppreſſed the people : and becaule hee could 
30not make his old barren wife fruitfull, hee begin to flight her, ar which the libi- 
dinous woman being impatient, began to dote upon Michael! the Paphlagonian. 
This the Emperour ſuſpected, but Michael by oaths denyed there was any af- 
tection betweene Zoe and him, for which perjury he was taken with the Falling- 
ſickneſſe,which abated Romans his ſuſpition z for hee thoughtthat Zoe could not 
affect one troubled with that diſcaſe : but at laſt Romans was poyſoned by Zoe, 
and being one day inthe bath, the adulterer held downe his head inthe water, till 
hee was almoſt ſtifled, and then being laid in his bed,dyed immediately , having 
reigned 5 yeares,and 6 moneths, ro whom by Zoes help ſucceeded Michael, 
Michael for his adultery and murther is rewarded with the Eaitern Empire, at 
40 firſt he ſhewed himſelfe a good Governour, but not ſo good a Scholar as his pres 
deceſlour, who was skilled inthe Greek rongue, in Philoſophy, and inthe laws. 
All the while that Michael was Emperour, his Dominions were vexed with co- 
mets, plagues, ficcity, ſterility, carthquakes and locuſts, which ſo devoured the 
fruites of the earth, that the Inhabitants were faine to change their habitatidns: 
theſe locuſts were by a ſtrong winde carryed into the Helleſpont,and there drown- 
ed, bur after they were left dry upon the ſhoare, they revived, and for 3 yeares 
together waſted Thracia, tillar laſt they were deſtroyed at Pergamus. Ar firſt 
Michael made much of Zoe, till hee was throughly ſerled, afterward he kept her 
up ſoclolc, thar all þer ſervants were. removed from her, and none ſuffered to 
30ſec her, or ſpeak with her, bur by leave of the Captaine of the watch,who exami- 
ned the cauſe of theircomming. Some thinke Michael was viſited with an cvill 
ſpirit, which to palliate, he called the Falling ſickneſſe. Hee made three yeares 
peace with the Amiras of ts widow. Under him George Maniaces by the help 
of France recovered all Sicily from the Saracens , after they had poſleſt it 23 * 
yeares, who were at Civill warres among themſclyes, Burt Stephen fooliſhly ler 
the Sultan eſcape, for which being ſharply reproved by Maniaces, hee was accuſed 
by Stephen as if be had aimed atthe Empire. Upon this George is R— 
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As. hpjfphand Stephen made Governour of Sicil , Who in a ſhort-time loſt it all againe z 
L » 


Michael falling into an Hydropſie,and'ſo unfit for government,and being touched 
in conſcience tor his murther and adultery, entred into a Monaſtery, where hee 
dyed, having firſnamed for his ſucceſſour Michael Calaphates, his nephew by his 
ſifcr, be reigned 7 yeares. In his time a Thracian woman killed a certain ſtran- 
ger with his own {word, for offering to raviſh her, which fa&t was ſo approved 
by the T hracians, that they crowned her with garlands, and flung out tus body 
into the ſtreets, who as a ſe}f-murtherer lay there unburyed. 

- Michael Calaphate; the ſonne of Stephen who loſt Sicily, was adopted ſucceſſor 


by Paphlago,and confirmed by Zoe, who made him ſwear, he would be faithfull 10 


and'loving to her, but he quickly forgot his oath and duty. For he baniſhed Zoe, 
and depolcd his Vncle Fohn from his Government, by whoſc help he obtained the 
Empire,when he tell on his knees to Zoe,beſceching herto confirm Xichael's adop- 
tion: He emaſculated moſt of his kindred: bur for this his inſolency, the people of 
ConſtantinoplEroſc in armes againſt him.calls home Zoe with her fiſter Theodora, 
mzakes them lay downe their monaſticall habit, and afſume the imperiall; in 
the tymylt 5000 Citizens were flaine by the Pratorian Guard, yet the Citizens 
prevailed who thruſt Michael: with his uncle Copftaztize imo a Monaſtery , 
and then put our their eyes, and drove them out of the City, Not long after 


old Zoe marrycd againe to Conſtantine Monomachns whoſe former wite was 20 


the nephew of Romanus Aregyropolns, him Michael had baniſhed upon 1uſpition 
of his roo much familiarity with Zoe. But now hee is called home, with 
his wife Sclerena : fo now the Empire is guided by one man and three wo- 
men. 

This Conſtantine Moxomachus is confirmed in the Empire, which he much weak- 
ned by his prodigall waſting of the treaſure, which made him lay heavy taxes 
on the borderersot the Empire, to keep off forraigners, but the borderers grew 
carcleſle, and let all break in that would , when > 02 ſaw the treaſure exhauſted , 
and the burthen lye on them, . thgy knew their condition could not be worſe under 
ſtrangers. Mzrchael Goyernourot Dyrrachium,(now Durazzo a City in Mace- 
donia on the Adriatic,) under Moyomachns was killed with 4cooo ſouldiers by 
the Scythians, who had waſted the Triballians and Servians people-in Mefia join- 
ing upon Pontus. George Manaces, was animated by his Army to invade the 
Empire, which he did ; but he was flaine in Bulgariaz though his Army had the

better of the Imperialiſts.and fo this war-ended. Leo Torencins kinſman to Moxo- * 


machus did alſo enter in competition for the Empire, which Monomachns percei- 
ving, cauſed him to be ſhaved with intent to put him ina Monaſtery. Burt hee be- 
ing well beloved by the Macedonians, was received at Adrianopolis, where hee 
quickly raiſed an Army, with which hee beſiegeth Byzantium, and had taken it, 


bur that he was dull and neglected his opportunity , permitting the Emperours yg 


Forces to increaſe, by which indivers battels he was overthrowne , and at Jaſt 
taken alive by his enemies, whothruſt out his eyes. Yladomirns Prince of Ruſſia, 
for having had one of his men killed at Byzantium in aquarrell, raiſed an Army 
of 10coco, which in boats made of one peece of timber', called Monoxyla hee 
brought atore Conſtantinople; conditions of peace were offered him , which hee 


" retuicd, therefore his Army and Fleet in Gods juſt judgements were utterly 0- 


verthrown. The Boffini a people of the Eaſt, were ſubdued by Monomachas. 
Art this time the Turkes were grown ſo ſtrong, having, taken Babylon, and 
ubducd Media, that they ſend-an Embaſſiero the Emperopr Monomarhns offering 


to-make a Jeague with him , conditionally that he will become tributary ro the 59 


Sultan, bur the Embaſſadour was flighted, and ſent back without any anſwer 
whereupon'the 'Turkes overrun the Eaſtern Provinces, 'even'to the Sea Coaſt of 
Byzantium, where they encatnpe over againſt the City. ' MHonomachus had lately 
dubducd thePazinacz a people of Seythia' and having converted themro Chri- 
Kianity, placed them NS he ſejds 15606 of theſeto Iberi# ro fight a- 
gainſt the Tourkes 5 who hat raken*Lipiritae, the Tberian King priſoner , and 
made hin {wear never to raiſe aries Fran the Sultan any more. Bur theſc 
_— | | Pazinac# 
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Pazinacz would go no further then Chryſopolis, therefore they ſwim their horſes 4»; Chriſti 
over:the Helleſpont, and join themſelves to theit country men , waſting Thra- CLHWNJY 


cia, Macedonia, and other parts necer Conſtantinople : at laſt, after divers skir- 
miſhes, they make a league for 3o yeares : inthe meane time the Turkes make ha- 
vock of all withour control ; for the borders lay open, being the Garriſons were 
diſcharged for want of pay. Bur the Turkiſh conqueſts were a little topped by 
a victory obtained againſt them by the Preſident of Media, and by the ci- 


vill warre that fell out betwcene the Siltan of Perſia and his brother 4- 
braham. 


10 Monomachus being long troubled with the Gowr, fell at laſt into a Pleuriſie and 1 0 5 4+ 


dyed, _ reigned almoſt 13 yeares. He left the Empire to Theodera Zoe's 
ſiſter, who dyednort long before, being 70 yeares old, Shee reigned alone almoſt 
2 yeares - {0 finding her ſelte aged and ſickly, by the intreaty of the Peers, ſhe 


names Michael Stratroticus tor her ſucceſſourand then dyed. To Pope Fohn the 19 5 5+ 


ninctcenth or twentyeth ſucceeded Bened:d# the cight or ninth, who fate 1 3 yeares. 
Bur his chair was invaded by Sylvefer the third, who ſate one moneth, and then 
was forced toſurrender his pontificate to Bened;# again,and in this ſchiſm Gregory 
the ſixth is choſen, who fate 2 years: ſo that now Rome is like the three-headed 
Cerberus. After them came Clemens the ſecond, who ſate 9 moneths:and after him 
20 Damaſcus the ſecond, who was Pope 23 dayes; then came Leo the ninth, who ſate 
5 ycares. About theſe times Caſymir of a Monk and Deacon became K'ng of Po- 
land,bcing the next heir, with whoſe orders and vowes the Pope diſpenſed*Queen 
Rax4a the mother of this Caſimir,for her miſ-government was tainto flye from the 
fury of the people, with this her young ſonne ; for not onely had ſhee incenſed 
her own ſubjects, bur the Ruſſians alſo who broke in upon the North , and the 
Bohemians who pillaged the South part of Poland. In memory of this diſ- 
penlation given to Cafimir, the Polonian Knights, at certain ſolemnities in the 
Church uſe to weare long white ſurpluſles, after the manner of Prieſts and Dea- 
cons; the Plcbeians were taxed bythe Poll to pay yearcly one penny towards 
zothe maintenance of a perperuall light in Saint Peters Church : they were 
- injoyned to bee ſhaved on the crowne like Monkes, and to weare ſhorr 
uire. 

Berengarius the Archdeacon broached his dodtine againſt Tranſubſtantiation, 
which afterward he recanted, whether willingly or by torce, is doubrfull. The 
dignity of Cardinalls began abour this timeto be in requeſt. At Rome was tcund 
a Gyants body uncorrupted, which being ſer up right, was higher then the- Ciry 
walls : Its Epitaph was this, Here lyeth Pallas the ſonne of Exyanaer, killed by 
Twrnus his Lance, The Hungarians fell off again to Pelagianiſm, and killed the 
Clergy : but Axdrew the fourth King of Hungary, made it death for any man in 
40 his Kingdome to profeſle Paganiſm. 

In England Hardiknut fon of Knut by Querne Emme ſucceeded to Harold, 
whoſe body he cauſed to be untombed, the head ſtruck off, and flung into the 
Thames. He puniſheth ſuch as were guilty of the death of Alfred lis brother 
by the mother. Hee offended the whole State by grievous taxes 3 he called home 
Edward his other halfte brother out of Normandy ; then dycd ſuddenly the {c- 
cond year of his reign : and in him end:d the Daniſh Kingdome in England, ha- 
ving laſted bur 26 yeares under theſe 3 laſt Kings. Edward the Confeſſour 


is crowned, He was ſon of Ehelred, and is commended for his gentlenefle, con- 1 0 4 2+ 


tinency, _— who with his touch cured certain diſcaſes. Yet the Earl God- 
50w:# made infurrectiors againſt him, becauſe hee favoured the French too much 
that were about him,being led altogether by them : till ar laſt hee made his peace 
with the Kingz whereupon the French forſook both Court and Kingdome: which 


occaſioned the firſt diffezence with France. This Prince having reigned 24 yeares106 5. 


dyed, his corps was interred in the Church of Weſtminſter , which hee had 
founded alittle before. In Scotland Macherhns having treacherouſly murthered 
Duxcan,imvaded the Kingdome, and tor 17 years poſſeſſed it, untill M:{co- 
s the {lain Kings ſonne being afliſted by King Edwerd of Englang wich 
10009 men,recovercd it from Macberhus, P 3 Cxare 
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Te troubleſome affaires of the Weſt, under Henry the third, aud Henry the 
fourth. 2. The affaires of Italy, Spain, Portugal, Sicily, 3. The Popes of 
thoſe times, 


ed ro his Father Conradus, againſt him Yrat:ſians king of Bohemia made 
warre by the aſſiſtance of Peter King of Hungary ; in this warre Hemry 10 
loſt the chief Commanders of his firſt Army. His expednion againſt the Bohemians 
was fruſtrated, becauſe they had ſtopped all the paſſages and high-wayes by cur- 
ting downe the woodes. But in his ſecond expedition hee torced them to ſub- 
mit, and to pay the annyall tribute which they had refuſed. Hee had another war 
againſt the Hungarians, who had depoſed King Peter grandchilde to Srephey for 
being roo favourable to ſtrangers, and for mainraining of Chriſtian Religion : 
bur pretending his miſ-governmentz 0Ovo was the King they et up againſt him, 
Henry employes Leopold Marquiſle of Auſtria , who having recovered a great 
part of Hungary, forced this new King to beg tor peace and pardon, which was 
oranted him - bur afterward falſifying his oath and promiſe, hee renewed the war 20 
in which hee was utterly defeated , pur to flight, and at laſt being apprehended, 
was brought to Peter, and was by the icntence of the Peceres of Hungary 
beheaded. But Peter would not bee induced to forſake Chriſtianity and 
to profeſſe Paganiſme , wherefore the Hungarians conſpired againſt him, and 
ſent for his kinſman Andrew whom they had baniſhed ; him they made King , and 
put out Peters eycs,who ſhortly after dyed at Alba Regia. 

Atrer this Henry marryed with Agnes the daughter. ot Williaw Prince of Pifta« 
via : hee rejefted the Mufitians and Players that cameto the wedding , think- 
ing theſe foolerics farre below his imperiall gravity : but hee could not enjo 
peace long; for Godefrid Duke of Lorrain entred into league with the Pack 30 
king, and with Baldwin of Flanders, to expcll his brother Gortello out of his 
part of the Dukedome, that ſo hee might injoy all alone - this ſo incenſed Henry 
that hee cauled him to bee apprehended and impriſoned, yet upon his ſubmiſſ- 
on hee ler him goe, and ſent him with aid to Pope Leo the ninth againſt the 
Normans. Inthe meane while BexediG the ninth, Sylveſter the third,and Gregory 
the fixth. Anti-Popes made ſuch ſtirs in Rome and Italy, that the Emperor was 
forced to repaire thither, and to call a Synod at Sutrinum nor far from Rome. In 
this Bexed:c?, who had ſer up his reſidence in the Palace of Lateran,Sylveſler at S, 
Peters, and Gregory at S. Marks, were all three depoſed, and Sindeger or Suideger 
Biſhop of Bamburg was cle&ed,who was named afterward: Clemens the ſecond. 40 
In this Synod alſo was confirmed the former AR, that no Pope ſhould be choſen 
without the Emperors conſent, | | 

After this Hepry being crowned Emperour by this Clement, marcheth with 
his Army into the farther part of Italy, ro compoſe the differences betweene the 
Normans and Lombards, ſome whereof were yet remaining there : ſo all things 
there being ſerled, Hee returnes for Germany ; but before hee could get out 
of Italy Pope Clement the ſecond is poyſoned, and immediately after him 
Pope r Sade. wh therefore hee was faine to chooſe Pope Leo the ninth , who 
was the third hee choſe before his depen from Italy. This Leo being af- 
terward to ſtay in Rome, accompanies the Emperour into Germany , where in 56 
the Councell at Mints aſſembled there by Henry; the Pope was forced to 
_ and give way to the Biſhop of the place, who claimed ir as his 

ues | 

After Henry returned from. Italy, hee made. an expedition into Hungary, as 
gainſt Andrew their King, to revenge the death af Petey, bir. hee had: no ſucceſſe 
in this interpriſe: onely Andrew the King was. flaine by a.fall from his horſe, 
and tzode under foot. Hee, baniſhed Conradas of Bayaria, for his mif-govern- 
ment 


H-: the third, firnamed the Black, from the colour of his hair, ſucceed- 
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ment, and for entering into league with the Hungarians, who at laſt made their 4», 
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him with Auxiliaries upon all occaſions, Conradus dycd in his exile-: where- 
upon Henry made his young fonne Henry the fourth Duke of Bavaria, being bur 
2 yeares old, and got him to bee declared Emperour, Then hee ſent back Pope 
Leo into Italy wth an Army under the conduct of Godefrid Duke of Lorrain 
to ſuppreſſe rhe Normans, whoat firſt were put ro flight, but recolleRing their 
diſperied Forces overcame their overcommers. Shortly after Gedefrid marryed , © 
with Beatrix the widow of Boniface Marquiſe of Tuſcia in Italy , Henry ſuſpe- 

10 ting that Godefrid (whoſe Faith was wavering, and ſpirit ambitious )by this mar- 
riage aimed at the Empirc, returnes with an Army into Italy to pur a ſtop 
to Godefrids intentions; 1n the interim hee crownes his ſonne at Aix, bei 
4 yeares old. Hee ſtayed a yeare in Italy,where having ſetled all things hee in- x g 
vades the Sclavi of Lufatia,by whom his army was totally routed, mi ſhortly 
afrcr dycd of grief,after he had lived qo years,and reigned 17: he was buryed at Spi- 
ra neer his Father Conradus,he was a good and mild Prince:his firſt wife was daugh- 
ter to the King of England, who dycd childlefſe. His ſecond wife Agnes bore him 
Henry the fourth. | 

This Henry the fourth was 7 yeates old, when his Father dyed', who 

20 committed to his wife the care ot this Prince : and his education to Conree 
dus a Nable man of Suevia, Shee was alſo truſted with the Government of the 
Empire, which prudently ſhee. managed for 5 yeares ſpace + bur afterward be. 
ing depoſed by the plot of ſome Princes in Saxony, ſhee lived privately in a Mo- 
naſtery, The young Emperour is conveyed fraudulently into Saxony by the Biſhop 
of Colen. Ecbert Marquifle of Saxony, and-0rto the Crna who lately had obrainy 
ed Bayaria of the Empreſſe, pretending that they would breed the youth in Mili- 
tary Diſcipline, and State affairs which he could not learne under his mother, but 
rather efteminateneſs; whereas indeed their aime was;cither to procure to themlelves 
the Empire, or at leaſt the adminiſtration thereof during the childes minority. 

30 In the interim the. ſouldiers grew licentious and outrageous for want of diſci- 
pline, and having got to themſelyes a fir Captaine 0770 the brother, begor of 
William Marquiſe of Thuringia by 2 Concubine, they began to rob and plunder 
Saxony, this theeviſh Army of robbers was at laſt defeated by Bruno and Ecbere 
brothers, Marquiſſes of Saxony, being afliſted by the Emperours Forces,the batrell 
was tought above Mecsburg, where the young Emperour was placed alittle way off 
from the Army, as a terrour to the enemyzand a ſpeRatour of the victory. In this 
conflict Bruno was (laine, and ſs was Otto the ring-leader of the robbers, whoſe in- 
herirance in Thuringia was ſciſed on by Ecbert Marquiſſe of Saxony, whoereRed a 
Colledge of Canons at Naumburg,and tranſlated thither trom Cyzicum, the Ept-

Henry being 13 yeares of age, undertooke the managing of the State 
and firſt hee affiſted Salowm9» his kinſman King of Hungary , againſt Bels who 
thruſt him out of his kingdome - this Bela's Army Henry overthrew, and re- 
eſtabliſhed Salomon in his kingdome : then hee waged warre againſt the Sclavi of 
Luſatia with good ſucceſſe ; but the Saxons ſtorming that the Empire ſhould 
bee any where, except among themſelves conſpired againſt the young Emiper- 
our , the authour of this conſpiracy was Ortho Duke of Bavaria, whom a little 
before Henry had ſent into Italy with the Biſhops of Colen and Trent, to confirm 
the Iralians intheir allegiance to the Emperour, and to demand the ordinaty tri- 

59 bute, 0tho by infinuating himſelfe with the Princes of Italy , brought a ſuſpition 
upon himſelfe, that hee aimed atthe Empire. The chicfe ators with him itt 
this conſpiracy were the Biſhops of Magdeburg and Halberftad, with ſome Dukes 
and Marquiſſes. But he quickly overthrew their Forces by the help of R2dulphas 
of Sucvia,and others: This Rodulphns being defirous to take up the differences, and 
end the war, interpoſed himſelfe as a Mediator between the Emperour and them;but 
they rejecting all meancs of reconciliation, were apprehended and impriſoned —_ 
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victed of treaſon againſt che Emperours life, wheretore hee loſt Bavaria : which 
cauſed him to raiſe new Forces againſt Henry out of Saxony and other 
laccs. | 

: Pope Gregory the ſeventh, called Hildebrand before, was choſen without the 
Emperours conlent againſt the ancient lawes of cletion, Henry to bee revenged 
of this wrong ; raiſerh an Army , but hee was pacified by Gregoyy for the pre- 
ſent, whonor long after makes a decree , that hencetorth the Emperour ſhould 
have no handin the Popes ele@ion, and withall cites Henry ro make his appear- 
ance in the Court of Kome, to anſwer to ſuchthings as ſhould bee objected a- 
gainſt him, concerning his wicked life and fimoniacall practiſes in permitring all 
Biſhopricks and Church-dignitics ro be bought and ſold. Ar this the Biſhops 
of Germany ſtormed, but the Saxons were glad, who aſſiſt the Pope againſt 
Henry. Hee therefore to clecre himſclie repaires ro Rome in the midſt of 
Winter, that the ſentence of excommunication againſt him might bee taken 
off, Hce was forced to ſtay from morning to evening bare-foor, and withour 
any food before the Popes Palace , ere hee could bee admitted into his 
preſence, which was nor till the fourth day after, rhen being admitted, and ſharply 
reproved by the Pope, hee is injoyncd rodiſmiſſe his Army, to forbeare medling 2@ 
any more with the government of the Empire, or elſe to hold it of the open 
withall rocall a Parliament. The more fierce was Gregory againſt him, becauſe 
hee had called a Synod at Wormes: wherein Gregory was condemned of 
Simonie. To cleare himſelf of which he took the Sacrament, imprecating againſt 
gimſelf ſudden death, it hee were guilty of the crime of Simonie, and wiſhing the 
Empcrour to doe the like, which he refuſed, affirming that he would make it ap- 
pear inthe Parliament, how he had diſcharged his duty in managing the Empire. 

Bur the Pope fearing leſt Henry ſhould gather ſtrength again, and revenge 
the affronts pur upon hum, ſends his Decree to bee proclaimed in Germany , 
whereby Henry is excommunicate, and by the inſtigation of the Saxons a crown 39 
of gold is ſent ro Redulphus Duke of Suevia, with this inſcription ; The rock gave 
to Peter, and Pererio Rodulphus the Diadem. Rodulphus upon the perfwaſions of 
the Biſhops of Mints and Colen, that hee was bound to obey the Pope and.not 
ro keepe Faith to him who was excommunicate z accepts the Title of Czſar , 
and is crowned at Mintsz and fo takes pofſefſion of the Empire, forgetting 
what favours hee had received heretofore from the Emperour. Then he prepares 
an Army againſt him, —_— on his owne and the Saxons power, with whom 
joined divers Biſhops and Dukes, Bur the Francs and others abhorring this 
perfidiouſneſte; under Duke Godefridus Bilionens in the Emperours abſence at 
Rome, raiſe an Army to defend his right. Henry underſtanding by the Biſhop 40 
of Strasburg what was done, ſteales away out oft Rome, ſends a new Duke in- 
to Suevia, drives Kodulphus his Garriſons out of Mints , encounters with 
the Saxons in nine ſeverall bartrells, in the fourth whereof Rodulphus is de» 
feated, deadly wounded, and his arme cut off; which when it was preſent- 
ed to him as hee was dying, conteſſed that with this hand he had confirmed his 
faith ro Henry which he falfihed, and fo accufing the Biſhops for their wicked 
counſels, dyed. W hen it was told the Emperour that Rodulphns was richly inromb- 
ed. 1 envy not that honour to him (faith he) but wiſh that all my enemies were thus 
entombed. 

Rodulphus being flaine Henry converts all his force and fu ainſt the Pope, 50 
from whom hee meant to hiovee his rights , which hee had imveded, bur mY 
hee calls a Synod at Brixia , whercin hee cauſeth Gregory ro be excomunicate and 
depoſed, and impriſoned inthe Caſtle of St, Angelo, having named for his ſuc- 
ceſſour Clement Biſhop of Ravenna : whom hee brought to Rome after rwo years 
lege, and there placed him being conſecrated in the Pontificall chair, and was by 
the fame Pope declared Emperour, and crowned with his wife Bertha. In this 
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Lorrain Emperour by the Popes command. He fought with Henry, and over- 
came him neere the town of Wurceburg: bur hee was quickly driven thence in- 
to Saxony, where he thought to reaew the warre, but was forlaken by his 
ſouldiers. Hee at laſt by the fall of a gate which hee was befieging was1088, 
ſlaine with many others. After him Ecbers Marquiſle of Saxony las F the 
Empire: bur hee ſhortly afier was flaine by Herry's guard in a Mill, whither 
he had fled. Thus the fury of the Saxons was by ſo many bad ſucceſſes ſome- 
10 what abated; bur the Popes indignation increaſed : for Urban the ſecond, ſtir- 
red up againſt Henry, his ſonne Conradus by his firſt wife; who by his fa- 
ther bad beene made Governour of Italy, bur he being taken away by untimely 
death, Paſchalis the ſecond ſets up his other ſonne Henry againit him whom 
his Father had named his ſucceſſour in the Empire. Hee by the help of the 
Saxons, wrung the Empire from his Farher, whom tte Bithop of Mints inx x @5; 
the preſence of his ſonne diſgracefully deveſted of all his imperiall ornaments, 
But whileſt the old man went about to raiſe new Forces to revenge this 1 1 06, 
wrong , he dyed at Leodium the 56 yeare of his age, and the 49 of his 
reigns whoſe Body was not buryed in 5 yeares ſpace after his death, ar laſt 
20it was removed from Leodium to Spira, where it was intombed neer his Fa- 
ther. This war againſt Herry laſted 3$ yeares from the time he went out of 
Rome till he dyed, He had rwo wives, by the firſt he had Comrades, who having 
marryed Rogers daughter of Normindy,called himiclt King of Iraly,burt ſhortly 
atter dyed,and was burycd at Florence He had another ſon Henry the fitth , who 
fucceeded him. 4 
In Hexrythe fourths time divers Biſhops & Princes of Germany made an expedi- 
tion into the Holy land,but with ill ſucceſſe, for moſt of them were deſtzoyed by the 
Turks & Saraccns,for of 7000 (carſe 2000 returned home. In Spain A»ful king of 
Gallicia after ſome years fiege took from the Saracens there greateſt City Toledo, 
30 and there eſtabliſhed the Chriſtian Religion. This age produced the Carthuſtans 
by Bruns of Colen: and the Ciſtertians by Robert Abbar of Moliſmum : the old 
Benedittines were much degenerated from the rules of their Anceſtors. We ſhewed 
before that the Normans had taken Apulia from the Greeks z William the for? of 
Tancredus was the firſt Prince there;then Droge,to whom ſucceeded Hunfrid. After 


him came Robert Wiſcardus,who were all brothers : this Robert helped the pgs 1074: :

againſt the Empe:our,and ſubdued Calabria with Sicily, whereupon Gregory : 
ſeventh excommunicated him ;, but afterward he ſubmitted to the Pope, and was 1 © S 0» 
contented to hold theſe Provincesin fee of the Church, paying a yearly revenew 
tothe Pope. The next year Rohert with 15000 overthrew Alex14s the Greek Em- 
40 perours great Army of 100 and 70000. Hereupon Alexiws for a great ſumme of 
money procures Herry the fourth to invade Roberts Territories, bur he imployes 
the money againſt Pope Gregory the ſeventh, whom he ſhuts up in priſonz takes poſ= 
Gon of the Palace of Lateran where he placerth Guibert the Anti- Pope. Rabert re- 
turning with his Army,drives home the Emperour to Germany, puniſherh the re- 
bellious City, ſets Gregory fiee,and brings him to Salernum where he dyed: andr o8g, 
ſhortly after tollowed the death of R oberr,who left the Dukedomes of Calabna and 
Apulia to his ſon R ogeriae. | 
Abour theſe times Henry by extraftiona French man having marryed Thereſia 1 1 0 0 
the daughter of Aiphoxſwe the ſixth King of Caſtile, with her gorthe Earldome ot 
50 Luſitania or Portugali. He by his valour drove outand ſubdued the Saracens,/and 
ſo obtained the principality of Luſirania,which was the beginning of the kingdom 
of Portugal: The Temple of the holy Scpulchre,which was demoliſhed by Sulran 
Caliph, 15 rebuilt by the permiffion of Daver Caliph of Egypr,at the coſt of Mono- 
chus and Arpyropilus. The Vandals and Sclavi having killed Gottſchalus their 
Goycrnour with all religious perſons they revolt again to Paganilm, which is now 


the third time. The Church ſervice or Liturgy in Spain was compiled by S. 
Leander 
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expedition Henry correRted the Normans for aſſiſting the Pope. But the Saxons 4n.Chrit 
after Rodulphas his death renew their Forces, and make Hermanus Prince of CY WNG 
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Peter an Eremit, and afterward a Captain in the Holy War, was the firſt that 
raughtto pray upon beads. The Dukedome of Bohemia is now erected into a 
Kingdome : he Yratiflaus becauſe he ſubdued Leopold Marquiſſe of Auſtria, is 
by Hernry the Emperour at Mintz declared King, and crowned by Grlbert Arch- 
biſhop of Trevers. The Italians by the perſwaſton of Pope Y:&or invaded Africa, 
where they killed 100000 Saracens, and overthrew their chief Cities, Abſtinence 
from fleſh on Saturdayes is injoyned by Gregory the ſeventh. The States of Ve- 
nice and Genua contend for the maſtery of the Sea, both of them having done 
good ſervice for the Holy War. Bur at laſt the Venetians obtaine the totall com- 19 
mand of the Sea. Roger Duke of Normandy was the firſt King of Sicily , 
Apulia and Calabria: ro whom ſucceeded his ſonne Wiltiam furnamed the 
Wicked. 

To Pope Leothe ninth ſucceded Yidorthe ſecond,2 years after him came}Srepher 
the ſeventh, by ſome the 9 ,by others the 10, he was brother to. Gorfrid of Lorrain. 
He being ſent to Byzantium cals a Synod,at which becauſe the Emperor and Patri- 
arch would not be preſent the Cardinal departed, & with Apoſtolicall indignation, 
beat the duſt from his Sandals, he was choſen Pope atter this without the Emperors 
ſuffrage : and ſubjected the Church of Millanto the See of Rome, having been in- 
dependent 2co yeares. He fate but 7 months, to him ſucceeded Bened:d the ninth 29 
or tenth, who having ſate 9 months, was thruſt out by Gerard Biſhop of Florence, 
called N:colaws the ſecond, though ſome make theſe two diſtin men..He cauſed 

Berengarins openly confeſle that the true body of Chriſt was catcn in the Sacra» 
ment, which opinion was confirmed by Lanfram as, who wrote Bookes to this 

urpoſe. He was Pope 3 yeares, to whom ſucceeded Alexanderthe ſecond, who 
Jud been Biſhop of Luca: againſt him was ſect up Cad#l«s Biſhop of Parma, who 
comming twice to Rome with a great Army, thought to obtain . > Pontificate by 
force, but could not. Alexander fate 11 years, his ſucceſlour was Gregory the 
ſeventh,who was Pope 12 years. He could ſhake fire out of his fleeves when hee 
was angry: he inhibited the marriage of Clergy men,which Henry the fourth com- 30 
manded ; inthoſe dayes marryed Clerks were called Henrician hereticks. Againſt 
this Gregory Henry advancedto the chair one Guabert or Grlbert,aſluming the name 
of Clemens the third, who was Pope (but not without oppoſition) 17 years: after 
him came Y:&or the third, who ſate one year, and then was poyſoned, to whom 
ſucceeded Yrbasn the ſecond, who fate 13 years. He animated the weſtern Princes 
to undertake the Holy War.

Nobility; he being very aged, beſides his want of skill, the Army choſe Iſazew 50

Comnenwus ſucceeded, who firſt depofed the Patriarch that advanced him, then 
fals upon the Church revenues, to fill up his exhauſted t-caſure, He made warre 
upon the Hungarians, arid Boflam, and forced them to beg tor peace. One time as 
he was hunting, he was fo affrighted with the fight of an horrible Boare ( which 

10 ſome thinke was an apparition) and with fudden lightning and thunder that he 
tell from his horſe, atter hee had reigned 2 yeares, and 3 months , and having 
religned the Empire to Conſtantine Dncas,he betooke himtelt to a private lite. 

Ducas was {o covetous that to {pare charges he disbanded a great part of his Ar- 
my.,and garriſons,giving thereby boldneſlc tothe neighbouring Nations to invade 
that little of the Empire which was lett z whereupon the Uzzi a people of Scyrhia, 
being 60000 in number paſt over the Iſther, and invaded Macedonia and Greece. 
Dxcas beiug deſtitute of ſouldiers tor want of pay , beraxes himlelte to prayers 
and tears,by which armes God was overcome, who tent a plague among the Uzzi, ;  g 4; 
which ſwept away moſt of them : the remnant were deſtroyed by the Bulgarians: 

20thele calamitics were forewarned by an earthquake, which overthrew divers houſes 
and Temples : there ſhined alſo a Comer as big as the Moon at the tull, bur as the 
Moon increaſed, this decreaſed and vanithed. Duc as advanced Fohannes Xiphili- 
pus of Trapezuntium to the Patriarchate,afftirming that he had rather obrain ho- 
nor by ſcholars then by ſouldiers. Having reigned 7 yeares and 6 months, he dyed 
of a lingring diſcaſc in the 61 year of his reign: he recommended the Empire to 
his wife Endocra, whom he cauſed to (weare that ſhee would never marry :gain, 
nor lcave the Empire to any, except to his three ſons, Michael, Andronins, and 
Conſtantine. Shee therefore undertook the Government, bur finding thatthe Em- 
pire was much weakened,and the enemies thereof increafing dayly, and thar there 
20 Were need of a ſtronger defender then her ſelf, reſolves to break her oath, and fo 
marrycth 7 months after her husbands death with R omanus Diogenes, a good foul- 
dier, who became Emperour ſhortly after. 
Drogenes againſt his promiſc made to Endecia, excludes her out of the Govern- 
ment, and undertakes the Empire alone, that he might without oppoſition reco- 
ver the honour of the Eaftern -mpire, almoſt 1ſt, by reaſon the Turkes had in- 
vaded Aſia, which they were like ro carry cleer away having no Garrifons to re- 
fiſt them. Therefore he marcheth into Aſia againſt the Forces of Aſpaſales Ca- 
Liph of Babylon, whoſc ſeat was now in Perſis, he by his Sultans had fent two 
Armies, one into Cappadocia which he waſted, the other into Syria : with thefe 
© D10genes encoumters, deteates them, takes Hierapolis and Alepus, and feiferh on 
their plunder, which they had laid up in Neoczicara. His next expedition was 
into Cappadecta, where he had divers encounters with the Barbarians, who by 
the help of the Armenians overthrew the greateſt part of them. After this pre 
{uming on his good ſuccefle,, he would needs fight with AF» the Sukan,who of- 
tered him honourable conditions of peace,bur he rejected them. He fought ſtout- 
ly with the Turkes, then towards the Evening returned into his Camp: Androni- 
cs the brother of Conſtavtine Ducas, ſuppoſing Diogenes had fled; withdrawes 
his Forcesfaddenly, and leaves him for a prey to his enemy : bur bee perceiving 
how he was betrayed, refobves to fight again notwithſtanding, which: he did cou- 
50ragioully, and killed many of the Turkes, but at laſt by the tall of his horſe which 
was wounded, he wastaken by the enemy and brought to the Sulran, who firſt 
troad upon hus neck,. and theri commilcrating his cate, uſed him with all reſpect, 
and having made- a league with him, after he had honoured him with divers rich 
relents, he lets him goe homie , where hee found! harder uſage; for bein 
by Zxdoira and her children, in his abſence, the” Empire was conterre 
on, Atichael thi cldcfk fon of Direas,. who belieged Drogeves in Aden , _ 
caule 
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; cauſed him to deliver up the towne, 


upon aſſurance that hee ſhould receive no 
thruſt out his cyes, his head for want 
of good looking to putrified, and ſo he dyed, having reigned almoſt 4 years. 

] o him M:chael ſucceeded, whoſe firname was Parapinacins from pinatinm the 
fourth part of medymnws, which was a meaſure equall almoſt to two of our buſhels, 
becaulc in his time was a great famine, in which this meaſure of corn was ſold at a 
&cer rate. A little before this famine was born a monſter with Goats feer, and 
one cyc in his forehead, upon which followed a y=ur lague. This Michael gave 
himſclfe more to ſtudy then to government, under Pſelius the Philoſopher whoſe 
Arithmetick is yet extant z hence it came to paſle that the Eaſtern Empire was ru- 10 
incd for want of a good Emperour. For the Turkes ſubdued all the _—_— 
about Pontus, and creed a Kingdome, called yet Turcomania. Towards the 
Weſt the Croats or Heneti overrun all the countrey even to Byzantium , and at 
laſt ſeated themſelves in that part of Illyris or Pannonia, which of old was cal- 
led Liburnia now Croatia. The Crabats or Scrvians infeſted Bulgaria. The Em- 
pire being thus without a guide, Nicephorus Botontates , who was deſcended of 
Nuephorus Phocas, enters into a league with the Turkes of Afia, and Nicepho- 
11s Briennics Duke of Dyrrachium ſets up a new Kingdome in Thracia, Botoni- 
ates at the ſame time poſſeſſeth Nicza. Brienniae 1s overthrowne by Ruſe- 
lus Latinss , wherefore Botontates growing potent by the Turks power, made 20 
Michael give vp his Empire which he did willingly,and entred into a Monaſtery , 
with his wife Mary, hav.ng reigned almoſt 7 yeares. In the Patriarchat to learned 
Xiphilinus ſucceeded Coſmus a dunce. 

Botoniates ſucceeds in. the Empire, who firſt of all ſuppreſſeth Briennius and 
kills him, then he defeats Conitantine Ducas , the ſonne of Michael whom the 
Army had proclaimed Emperor at Chryſopolis : but the brothers Alexit con- 
ſpired againſt Botoniates, and by the help of the French beſiege Conſtantinople, 
which having taken, they raged promiſcuouſly upon all ages and ſexes, Then 
they thruſt Beroniates into a Monaſtery, after he had reigned 3 yeares. So the 
Empire is divided among the brothers. Alexims he had the imperiall title and 39 
power , his brother 1ſaacizs by a new name 1s called Sebaftocrator: the third 
called Adrian,is named Protoſcbaztes , and the youngeſt Sebaſtos, Theſe four 
divided alſo the revenues of the Empire amongſt *them, ſo that there were nor 
meanes left for the Emperour to reſiſt an enemic. 

Alexius wanting money fell to exaQtions and rapine, in ſtead of gold and fil- 
ver coin, hec made uſe ot braſle, yet would have all his taxes and tributes to bee 
paid in __ Necr Epidamnum he received a great overthrow by the Normans 
under Duke Robert, He loſt the Iflands of Chius, Lesbus, Samus and Rhodes 
to the Turkes, under their Captain Zacchabrs , who alſorooke fromthe Greekes 
Creetand Cyprus. Alexius alſo had warres with-the Bolini who overthrew 40 
him, and made him buy his peace, by aſſigning them ſome lands to dwell in. He 
was alſo defcated by Gedefrid of Bullion in his _— into the Holy land: 
he lived 70 yecares, and reigned 37- alittle before his death all his friends forſook 
him,ſo finding himſelf ſlighted,dyed withgricf, having firſt named his ſon Fohs 
Emperour. His body was was: without any ſolemnity : he was Co-Emperour 
with Henry the fourth. 

Intheſe Emperours time the Holy war was undertakan by Gedefrid Duke of 
Lorrain with his brothers Z»ſtachins and Baldwin, by Robert of Normandy, 
Hugh brother to Philip the French King,with divers others, Peter the Eremit had 

undertaken an expedition before this, but with ill ſucceſſe, his Army ,which con- 50 
ſiſted of 40000, came tonothing, for they were utterly deſtroyed by Solyman 
the Turk, afterthey had ſuffered much by the Bulgarians, in their march to- 
wards Aſia; there were alſo before Godefrids two other Armies ſent, theſe 
were defeated by the Hungarians: but Godefrid had better ſucceſſe , who having 
ſold his patrimony, the Dukedome of Lorrain to the Biſhop of Leodium, ſpent 
it all uponthis expedition, which he undegtooke about the middle of a_ 


hurt, but Michael againſt his oath 
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" und arrived with his whole Army before the end of that year 'at Conſtantinople, 4».Chriſt 
He muſtered his Army at.Chalcedon now called Scutari, and found thatit conſi- YY WWW 
ſted of 600009 Foor, and 199000 horſe, their badge was a red Crofle on their ” 
ſhoulder. The Turks had fubducd all from Pontus to the Helleſpont in the ſpace 
of 40 yeares z the Greeks and Saracens being driven out thence; and both the Ca- 
liphs of Babylon and Egypt much weakened,they had alſo ſubdued Palcſtina, and 
taken in Foruipnens: bur this they did not enjoy aboye 8 yeares, for it was retaken a- 
gain by the Saracens. k 
The firſt conflict the Chriſtians had was at Nicza, with So/yman the Turkiſh 
10 Sultan, and firſt of that name, whole great Army they overthrew, and after 26 
dayes ſiege took the town, and in it the Sulran Solymans wite, In4 yeares ſpace 
they ſubdued Lycaonia, Cilicia, Syria, Meſopotamia, and Comagena, all the 
Turkes being cither deſtroyed or fled : theſe vittories fo affrighted the Saracens, 
that the Calypha of Egypt, by Embaſladours was glad to ſue for peace. They 
beſieged Antioch and atter 9g months took it. But the Sultan Belch;acor ſent an 
other Army of Perſians, who beſieged the Chriſtians within the City, fo thar 
they were pinched with famine ; the Greek Army ſent by Alexis to raite the 
fiege,durſtnot venture upon ſo numerous an Army of Saracens, wheretore the 
weſtern Chriſtians within perceiving they were in a deſperate condition made a 
20 furious ſally upon the enemy, whom they roured and put tothe flight, Tiie $a- 
racens loſt here above 100000, but the Chriſtians ſhortly after this victory 12ſt 
5©0co by the plague ; at laſt they beſtege Jeruſalem naw;in the Saracens pol- ; © g g, 
fion; and after 38 dayes ſiege took it, not. without much dithculty, tor they 
were {o famiſhed , that they went praying tor 8 daycs together bare foored 
about the walls, and at length were animated to fall on agam by 2 glittering 
Target which they ſaw in the air over Mount Sion. The Cuy being take, 
and ſo much bleud ſhed, that it came uptothic horſes knees; Godefr:d viho firit 
ſcaled the walls, was by generall content made King ; but he would neither 
take the Title nor Crowne in that place, where our Saviour had been crowned 
3ewith Thornes,where hee had ſuffered death, and ſo much diſtonour , ycr there 
he eſtabliſhed the foundation of a new Kingdome,which the Saracens poſleficed a- 
bout 360-yeares. | 
Baldwin the Kings brother was now in poſſefſion of Cilicia, . Comagena , 
and Meſopotamia, and was honoured with the Title of Earl of EdeJa which 
is 4 City in Comagena called Rages in Tobias's Hiſtory , at this day it is 
named Orpha. Taacredss nephew to Gwſcardus by his ſiſter, obtained the 1 1 00, 
Government of Tibcrias... Bognundys Prince of Tarentum, who was one 
of the undertakers of this expedition, got the government of Antioch : 
But this yeare proved fatalt to many Princes, for Gedefrid King of Jeruialem 
godyed, having reigned one year. Boemnndus Duke of Antioch was taken by the 
Turkes, whom 'Taxcredus Earl of Tibcrias ſucceeded. William Rufus King of 
England was kilted by chance. Hepry of Lovan was {lain in running a tilt, Briti- 
= —_ Bohenua was murthered by a high way robber as he was returning 
om hunting. 1 40%: 
To- King Tedeftid ſucceeded his brother Baldwin Earle of Edeſſa. He by 
the help of the Fleet of Genua took Czſarea of Paleſtine, Prolemais, Tripolis, 
and. Berythus, with other rawnes, the third-part of whichs aſſigned tothe Ge- 
nuans. Apameaalio and: Laodiceatownes of Syria, were-taken about that time, 
and {o was Carrz 'ob Mefoporamia by Beozund (who had! been ranſomed) and 
goTanoredus. Bur they loſtir agaid, whileſtrhoy were ſtriving for the ſuperiority of 
it, Hereupon- Beemnnd returnesto Italy: but having ' married with Conftovtrs 
the daughtor of Zhilip King of Ecance, he rerurns to Antioch. Robert Earl of Flan- 
ders with Eftachnivs the brother, goe back again/to their owne« countries. 
Baldwin having takea the IMe-Pharos in Egypt, after he:hud raligned 18 years

ſtirured rhe order of the Knights of St. Fohn of Jeruſalem, afterward of Rhodes: 
theſe were to wait upon the King in his expeditions againſt the common enemy, 
to-defend and enlarge the bounds of C hriſtianity ; to cleare all the wayes of Pil- 
orims to Jeruſalem from theeves and robbers. Theſe did good ſervice whileſt they 
were aſſiſted by Chriſtian Princes , but being forſaken by them, they were for- 
ced to give up Rhodes to the Turke, and to containe themſclves within the 
{mall confices of Malta. After them ſprung up two other Orders of ſacred Knight- 
hood : to wir, the Temp'ars and Teutonics, the Templars had one Hugo De Pa- 
ganis, and Ganufred for there Authours : theſe ſeated themſelves in Jeruſalem, 
and were to guard the pilgrims from the Seca fide to Jeruſalem, and back againe, 10 
Burt in procefle of time they diſperſed themſelves into all parts of Chriſtendome, 
aiming at nothing but wealth, greatneſle, and luxury, being quitc degenerate from 
their firſt inſtitution z ſo that the Chriſtian Princes having aforchand plotted their 
deſtruction did ſuddenly at once extirpate them, after they had continued about 
200 ycarcs, in the reigne 'of Henry the ſeventh Emperour. The chiefe Maſter of 
rhis Order had his ſear at Jeruſalem, The Teutonics from their profeſſon and 
Symbole were called Marians , their beginning was at Prolcmais in the time of 
Henry the fixth Emperour , where certaine rich Citizens of Lubec and Breme 
builr a large Hoſpitall for ſtrangers who ſhould be of that Order, from thence plan- 
tations were derived into Germany z their firſt Maſter was one Hepry ——_ 20 
Theſe Colonies growing numerous and wealthy,in the time of Frederic the (econd, 
ſubducd Pruſſia and Livonia, and kept our the barbarous Nations from theſe parts: 
bur when theſe Knights grew looſe, effeminate, and carelefle, Prufſia and Livonia 
were torne from the Empire. King Baldwin having defeated the Turkes at Da- 
maſcus, and the Saracens of Egypr, and taken in Tyrus, dycdin the 13 yearc of 
his reign. 

Baldwin being dead, the Princes fell at variance among themſelves, which 
increaſed the ſtrength and courage of their enemies. Fulco fon in law to Baldwin 
is made king, in whoſe time there was nothing but civill jarres abour the princi- 
_ of Antioch : he having reigned 11 years dyed at Ptolemais, by a fall from his 39 

orſc in hunting,leaving two young ſons Baldwin and Almericas, 

Baldwin was aſſiſted by Conradus the Emperour by land, and Lews the French 
King by Sea. But Corradus having loſt his Army in the fiege of Damaſcus and 
Aſcalon returnes home. Baldwin having ar laſt taken Aſcalon, dyed at Bery- 
thus the 24 ycare of his reigne : to whom ſucceeded his brother Almericss, he 
invaded Egypt, and fought with Saracon the Sultan, who had driven the Caliph 
out of Egypt. Hee had warres alſo with his ſucceſſour Saladiz, but with no 
ſucceſle. Almericus dyed the 12 yeare of his reigne, leaving a young ſon Bald- 
win, who being leprovs, and deſpairing of ever having children , made Baldwin 
ſonne of William Marquifle of Montferrat, his Gſters fone, his ſucceſſour, whom 40 
Gnido his Father in law poyſoned, that hee with his wife Siby#s might obrainc 
the Kingdome , whereupon Raimsndus the young Kings tutor made warre againſt 
Gnido, hee to ſtrengthen his cauſe drawes Saladixe out of Egypt, which was the 0- 
verthrow of that kingdome of Jeruſalem, for hee rook upon ſurrender Prolemais, 

Aſotus, Berythus, and Aſcalon : and aftcrone moneths liege Jeruſalem, 88 yeares 

after it was taken by Godefrid. 's 
Sitylla with her foure children were killed in the tumult , her fiſter 1ſabells 
the wite of Humfredas Toronius was carryed away. by Conradus ' Marquiſſe of 

Montfcrrar, hoping in her right to obtaine the kingdome 2: but hee was mnr- 

thered, and Henry Earle of Campania and Lord © Tyrus, marryed with 1ſ« 50 

bella, bur refuſed the title of King of Jeruſalem, | becauſe Guido Zuſignanss 2 

French man laid claime to it in the right of Sybillas children; whoſe Father in 

law hee was. He helped Richard King of England with money when he was about 

to recoverthe Chriſtians loſſes in Aſia, and forthis.mony Cyprus: was pawned or 
fold ro Guido, after Richard had ſeiſed on the Ifland and had taken Alexiss 
Commnenus priſoner. His poſterity held Cyprus till the death of Facobns Luſignenss, 
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the laſt King, and then it came into rhe pcfſzfhon of rhe Venetians. For his 4#;Chriſt 
Widow being a Venetian borne, and roo weake ro buckle with the power of CHW 
the Turkes, reſigned it to the Venetians: who held it almoſt roo yeares pay- 
ing a yearely tribute of 40oco Crownes ro the Egyprian, and atter ro the 
Turkiſh Sultan. Burt they loſt it to Muſtapha Generall cf the Turkes under 
Selymns the ſecond : As for the Kingdome of Jeruſalem, Fohn De Breen 
was the laſt Chriſtian King thereof in Syria or Palcſtine, whote daughter Teo- 
land marryed to Fredric Emperour and King of Naples, who in herright called 
himſclf King of Jeruſalem, which title the King of Spain retaines as being King of 
Naples. 
my In this. Holy Warre the Venetians,Gcnuans, and Piſans did much good ſervice 
by Sca,and inriched themſelves with the ſpoils of Syria : the Genuans commanded 
the Agcan, Boſphorus, Helleſpont, Thracian and Euxin Sea z rhe Venetians were 
malters of Creete, Peloponneſus,the Cyclades, Theflalonica, and Iiles of the Io- 
nian Seas; theſe two States having oppreſſed the Piſans; contended long 
about the maſtery of the Sea with various ſucceſle, till ar Jaſt at Me- 
thon the Genuans were overthrowne, and io the Venetians became abſolute 
Matters, 
About this time began the Kingdome of Portugal in A/phonſus the ſonne 
200f Henry Earl of Lorrain. This Henry marryed with Tareſia the daughter of Al- 
phonſus the fixth king of Spain, who took Tolerum from the Saracens, Henry 
obtained Portugall for his wites portion, whoſe ſonne Alphonſas was con- 
rent at firſt with the Title of Duke: but having ſubdued the Saracens, 
hee was faluted King by the ſouldicrs. The Monaſtery of Clarevall was 
erected and S. Barnard made the firſt Abbot thereof, S. Agnes inſtitured her | 
_ ry Nuns at Jeruſalem, 0tho Biſhop of Bamberg converted Pomeraniato 1{x 0 5; * 
the Faith, 
In England King Harald was affaulted by his younger brother TouZ#ain and 
Harfager King ot Norway, both by Sea and Land; but theſe both were {laine, : 
30and Harald obrained the victory. Shortly after William Duke of Normandy, * 06 Jo 
pretending a right tothe Crowne of England, by the laſt Will of King Edward 3 © 6 64 
his kinſman, landed in Suſſex, where a bloudy battell was fought, in which Ha+ 
rold was {laine, and with him almoſt 6x thouſand Engliſh; and ſoended the Sa- 
x0n line, about 500 years after the firſt comming in of Hengiſt. William was re- 
ceived into Londonand crowned on Chriſtmas day at Weſtminſter by Aldred 
Archbifhop of York the next ſpring Willram rerurnes to Normandy to fertle 
his affaires there, and rakes with him the chiefe of the Engliſh Nobility : fearing 
leſt they might revolt in his abſence. Upon his return there were divers diſcon- 
tents and rebellions at Exeter, Oxford, and chiefly inthe Ngrth, the Nobility be. 
ging diſcontented with Williams bounty towards the French: bur hee ſubdued them x 07 42 
al}, and defeared alſo atterward another rebellion in the Iſle of Ely. Prince Edgar 
Williams competitor, with many of the Engliſh Nobility were fled to Scotland , 
who were protected by King Malcolin : whereupon YY:lam with a puiflant Ar- 
my enters Scotland, where both Kings conclude a peace. Edgar ſubmits, and 
is reſtored to grace, and a faire maintenance. Koger Fi:ts- Auber with many others 1 07 83 
conſpire againſt William 5 bur the fire was diſcovered before the flame broke 
out, and {© the plor vaniſhed ; after this the king in the 13 yeare of his reign 
ſubdues Wales. In Normandy his fon Robert rebels againſt him,which drew /Y/illt- 
am over thither with an Army, Robert lying in ambuſh with 2000 men, fell upon 
5o*he King, defeared his Forces, unhorſed the King himſclfe, and wounded him in E 
the arme, but hee was cured at Rouen, and reconciled to his ſonne , who rehbells 1 0 8 ©: 
the ſecond time : and upon his fathers arrivall, ſubmits againe to him ar Bur- 
deaux : but Y/illiam brings him into England, and employes him againſt the | 
Scots : for now the league was broken berweene the two kings. After this1 08 24: 
his ſonne Henry, and Lowis the French kings eldeft ſonne fell our at Cheſle, 


and wounded cach other, which occaſioned a Warre berweene the two Fane : 
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An. Chriſtithe French with Robert invade Normandy , YYilliam enters France, and ar 
ACGSWY Rouen is reconciled the third time to his ſonne Robert + a ſhort peace was made, 


which was quickly broken: for YYill;am refuſerh ro doe homage for the king- 
dome ot England, though hee was content'for Normandy. The French 
king mocking him for his great belly, made YY:lliam enter France againe, 
where at Mantz he was hurt, and thence conveyed fick ro Rouen, and lo 
ended his Warre, YYilliam changed the lawes, and puts them in French, al- 
ters the tenures : bur the cuſtomes of Kent we re preſerved by the mediation of 
the Archbiſhop Stigand. Hee fſeiſed on all the Forreſts and Chaſes of the 
kingdome. Hee diſ-peopled for 30 miles ſpace the countrey of Hamſhire on to 
the Sea coaſt, and made it a Forreſt. Hee ſeiſed uponthe Plate, Jewels, 
and Treaſures of the Monaſterics , pretending that the rebells had hid their 
wealth there as in priviledged places : he relyed much upon the advice of Lanfraxc 
an Itali n born, and Archbiſhop of Canterbury, he dycd at Rohan the 74 yeare 
of his age, and 21 of his reigne: his Corps lay three dayes negleRed , till 
his youngeſt ſonne Herry had it conveyed to the Abbey of Cane, where it could 
not bee interred, untill the ground wherein hee lay was purchaſed. To Robers 
his eldeſt ſonne hee lett the Dukedome of Normandy, to Y/Yilliam his third 
ſonne England; to Henry the youngeſt , his treaſure with an yearely penſion - 
his ſecond ſonne Richard was (laine by a ſtagge in the Forreſt ; where YYlliam 1g 
the ſecond alſo was flaine by an arrow, and Richard the ſfonne of Robert Duke 
of Normandy broke his neck. Hee erected ſeven Abbycs of Monkes, and 6 .of 
Nuns,beſides his munificence to 9 Abbies 8 1 Nunnery in Normandy.In England 
he founded one Abbey where he fought his firſt battel],and rwo Nunnerics, one at 
Hinching-brooke in Huntingdonſhire, and the other at Armthewt in Cumber- 
land. 
William the ſecond ſucceeded , who was faine to make an agreement with his 
elder brother Rebert, who challenged the Crowne in right of Primogeniture, 
by paying to him 3000 Markes per 4nmwm* Odo Biſhop of Bayeux, with divers 
of the Nobility, conſpire againſt Y/iU/;aw, and invites Robert into England , but 39 
the King by _— the people ro him, and by granting them many freedomes, 
diſappointed the plor, takes in divers Forts; which his enemics had poſſeſſed againſt 
him, and tranſports an Army into Normandy, where hee tooke many places from 
Robert, though aſſiſted by the French - at laſt a peace is made betweene them , 
that the Surviver of either of them ſhould ſucceed to the rule both of England 
and Normandy. After this /Y:lliam afliſts Robert, againſt his brother Henry, 
who had taken the Fort of Mount Mxchel, for not repayment of the money 
which Henry had lent Robert againſt YYi/liam: the King was like to have been 
raken priſoner, as hee was alone on the Sca ſhoare neer the Fort, had not reſcue 
come the ſooner, for his horſe being loſt, hee defends himſelfe with the ſaddle yo 
from the darts ſhot at him: at laſt Heyy is reconciled with his brothers, and 
was allowed to hold in morgage the Countrey of Conftantixe, till the money was 
payed - -but when theday came, for want of payment Rebert is impriſoned, and 
forced to renouncethe Countrey of Conſtantine, This was after Roberts re- 
turne from Scotland, who was imployed there againſt Malcoline. After this 
Robert raiſeth Forces to recover the Caſtle of Dampfront in Normandy taken 
by Hezry, and inveighes againſt YYilliam for underhand dealing, bur he paſſeth 
oyer with an Army into Normandy , and fees the French King to forbeare aid 
ro Duke Robert, Hee thereupon made his peace with Y7iUliam: who upon his 
return made warre upon Scotland, and Wales, in Walcs the Earle of Shrewl: 50 
bury uſed much cruelty, but was afterward ſhot in the eyes, and tumbled into 
the Sea. Robert of Moubcrry raiſed a ſedition againſt YYilliaw which was by 
his diligence ſoon ended. Robert being dead in the Holy expedition, King Y/Y:4- 
tam obtaines Normandy, and ſo became more inſolent, laying heavy taxes on 
his a0; 15. Biſhopricks vacanr,that hee might receive their revenuecs,taking 


money of the Jewes,and ſclling all ſpirituall preterments,which hee profuſely ſpent 
on 
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\ on buildings,and on the French to keep them quiet;he makes another expedition ift- An.Chriſf 
ro Normandy againſt Conte de la Fleſche, who had ſurpriſed the City of Mains, CFWW 
him he takcs pritoner, and after releaſes him: at laſt hee was thot by Walter , x 9 0: 
Terell a Norman in the new Forreſt, being 43 yearcs old, and having reigned 
12 years. 

In Scotland M{colin or Milcolumbus firnamed Canmore, reigned; He broughr 
in thetitles of Dukes, Marquiſles, Earles, Barons and Knights. The Nobility 
before were called Thanes. He entertained Prince Edgar with his mother and 
ſiſters, and divers of the Engliſh Nobility, which fledro him from the tyranny 

10of Williim the Conquerour. He marryed Maygaret eldeſt ſiſterro Edgar: then 
many Engliſh planted themſelves in Scotland. In the midſt of Stanmore was c- 
reed a Crofle of ſtone called Recrofle or King-crofle, with the King of En- 
glands ſtarue and armes onthe one fide, and the King of Scotlands on the other: 

This Crofle divided the two kingdomes. He ecrefted the Churches of Durham 
and Dunfermling. He delivered Edgar to Y/ill:aw, but upon honourable tearms. 
He was threatned with a civill warre at home by the Moravians, Rofſians, Ca- 
thaneſians and Iſlanders; but the quarrell was compoſed by the mediation of the 
Clergy. The inſurrection in Galloway was ſupprefled by one YYalter, whom 
for his good (ervice the King made chief Steward of Scotland : whence the fir- 

20name of Stewarts had its originall. He erefted two Bithopricks,to wit, of Murry 
and Cathneſle.He aboliſhed that barbarous law of Eugeri#s,which authouriſed the 
new marryed Brides to proſtitute their Virginity to their Lords. As Malcolme 
was belicging Anwik Caſtle which /Y/illram Rufus had irpriled , hee was 
flaice by one Robert Mowbray, who delivering the Caſtle keyesto the King on 
the point of his lance, runne him through the eye z hereupon Mowbray was 
called Percie, of whom are the Earles of Northumberland. Prince Edwardin 
revenging his Fathers death was alſo ſlain ; this double lofſe was the cauſe of queen 
Margarets death. He reiged 36 youn his body with his ſons were tranſlated from 
the Abbey of Tinmouth, to the Church of Duntermling. 

30 Art Romic to Urban the ſecond, ſucceeds Paſchalts the ſecond, who fate 18 years: 
he called a Councel at Latcran: in which he anthemariſeth Henry the fourth g 
another Councell he calleth at Florence againſt Fl#entinws Biſhop thereof, for 
holding that Antichriſt was then borne. He cauſed Henry the fifth, 1n his Fathers 
lite time call a Synod at Northuſen in Thuringia againſt Simony and the marryed 
Clergy. The Synod called at Trecafſina in France, was called by Paſchals tor the 
ſame end, he cals alſo another Synod at Lateran , in which he excommunicates 
Henry the fitth, tor medling with inveſtitures of Biſhops. In Paſchals his time were 
3 ſclulmaricall Popes, 
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The Weſtern affairs under Henry the fifth, and Lothatius Duke of Saxony. 
2. The Eaſtern nnder Calojohannes. 3. The affairs of France, Spain, England, 
Scotland, Deamark,e7c. with the Popes of thoſe ties. 


Enry the fourth being dead, but not buryed (for his body - 4 the Popes 
jo Fo oomnnns, lay five yeares without ſepulture) Henry the fifth, his ſonne 


ſucceeded. Hee firſt puniſheth Henry Duke of Lorrain, Robert Earlex x 0g; - 
of Flanders , with Colen, Norinburg, and ſome other cities, who were fai | 
full to Henry the fourth : then he affiſts 4/mus King of Hungary againſt Colowey. 
Shortly after hce made war upon the Polonians , for denying to Pay the ac- 
cuſtomed tribute to the Emperour ; bur the Bohemians his Auxiliaries fal- 


ling off from him, he loſt the tell, and was forcedto give off the fiege of Glo- 
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An. Chriſt: gove, and to make his peace with the Polonian. In the fifth yeare of his 
ALWYMS reigne hee entereth Italy with an Army, ro regaine his right of inveſtiture

of biſhops and Abbots by the croficr ſtaff and ring. A right which the 
German Emperours have obtained for above 300 yeares, ever fince Charles 
the Grearz on the other fide Paſchalis claimed that right as belonging to the 
Clergy and pcople of Rome : and whereupon Henry befiegeth the City, rakes 
ir, and init the Pope and Cardinalls: which hee impriſoned , till his privie 
ledges were confirmed 5 which being done, and crowned Emperour, hee re- 
rurns in:o Germany , where hee beſtowes an honourable funerall on his: Fa- 
ther ar Spire, but the Clergy ſtorming at the P pes conceflions, and Henry's 10 
pongr in Ecclefiiſtick digrities, they cauſe him to repeale his tormer grants, 
and to excommunicate' Henry for his Simony, and withall chey ſtir up the Saxons 
to rebell, by the Bifhop of Mims , who travelled through Saxony incouraging 
the people to joine with Zothariws their Duke, Rodulphns Marquifſe of Bran- 
deburg , and Sigefrid Palatin of Saxony. ( whole |f: the Emperour had late- - 
ly ſpared ) with divers «thers fide with Zotharims, But Hewry in agreat bartell 
overthrew all thele Forces, and flew Srgefrid : atrer this victory hee marry- 
ed with Mathilaiss the King of Englands daughter at Mints, where Duke 
Lotharms in ſackc!orh ſubmitted himſeli© ro rhe Emperour, who pardons 
him. 20 
But Lotharizs ſhortly after this , forgertull of his pardon, with the Biſhop 
of Halberſtad, raile new tumults, and with a great Army of Saxons, cn- 
countered with the Emperour in the County oft Mansfield, and deteared him: 
in this corflit Hugerws Earl of Mansfield Henry's chiete Generall was laine, 
anc hee himſelte was forced to flye, and ro remove as farre as hee could 
from the tury of -bis domeſtick encmics. Hee gocth into Italy, being ſenc 
for to take poſſeſſion of the inheritantance of Mathildis widow , who was 
ſiſter to Ecbert Marquifſe of Saxony. This ycare was terrible by reaſon of 
ſtrange thunderings, earthquakes , and apparitions in the aire. Paſcals hear- 
ing that Henry was marching rowards Rome, went into Apulia , where hee 30 
raiſeth an Army of Normans, with which as ſoone as hee came to Rome, 
hee dyed, ro whom ſucceeded Fohan Cajetan, who tooke the name of Gela- 
ſims the ſecond. Hee retuled to ablolve Henry from his ſentence of excom- 
munication, Wacrefore hecis depoſed, and one Berdinws or (as ſome call him) 
Mavritins a Spaniard is made Anti-Pope, whom afrerward Cal:xtus who ſuc- 
ceeded, Gelaſins rooke priſoner, and banithed; having excommunicated the Em- 
perour again z wierefore hee is forced to returne into Germany, with a reſolution 
to puniſh Mints for the perfidiouineſle of their Biſhop ; bur hee durſt not, becauſe 
hee underitood that the Saxons were making new preparations againſt him by 
the Popes inſtigation. Gelaſens nor being ſuffered to live at Rome, retires him- 40 
ſelfe into France, where hee dyed the firſt year of his Pontificare, and there Gu:do 
of Vienna called Califiss the third , is made Pope by the Cardinals at Cluni- 
acum ; whorcfuſed the Pontifical habir,vill the Romans had confirmed his cle- 
ion, Hee continuing the Papall hatred againſt Czſar, at Sutrium ſciſerh 
on Berd:/nus the Arti-Pope, who having fct him on a Camell, leads him to 
—m_ in triumph , where being difgracetfully uſed, hee is thruſt into a Mona- 
ery. 

The Emperour finding himſelfe too weake to refiſt the Popes power, being 
backr by France, Italy, the Normans, Saxons and others , is perſwaded by 
his Pecres to yeeld, and to refign againe the inveſtiture of Biſhops , and ele&t- 59 
on-of Prieſts ro: the Pope, which hee did : and this agreement was publiquely 
prociaimed at Wormes with great acclamations of rhe people, who hoped by 
this tor perperuall ſerenity. In the meane while Rogeriws Prince of Sicily, flight- 
ing the rours threats and exhortations, invades Apulia and Calabria, in the 
abſence of Duke Y/illiam , by the inſtigation of Cal;ftus rhe Pope, the Venc- 
tians drive the Babylonian Turkes from the ficge of Joppe, and after 4 months 


ſicge 
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fiege take in Tyrus the Metropolis of Phcenicia, having firſt covenanted with 4».Chrift 
William. Viceroy of- Paleſtine, that they ſhould enjoy the third part of CLYWW 
the- Maritime, townes they tooke in. Shortly after the Pope dyech; Henry bs 
having compoled the troubles in Belgium raiſed by Lothar:ws of Saxony , 
having alſo aided Herry the king of England, his Father in law againſt Lowzs 
the French king, he makes a journey to Urtrich, to ſettle the diſorders of that1 1 2 5. 
lace, where he fell ſick and dyed the 19 year of his reign. In his time 0tho Bi- 
thop of Bamberge converted Pomerania to the Chriſtian Faith; Merry dying 
childlefſe, left Franconia to Conradwus of Suevia, who after Lotharine was Emper- 
100ur, he repaired the City of Norica,and built a Monaſtery to S. 4eg:d:ws, which he 
greatly inriched. 
Lotharius Duke of Saxony was made Emperour*by. the inſtigation of the 1 1 2 Fo 
Pope, and Saxons, who were willing to aſſume their ancient dignity and 
power. Conradus Henry the fitth ſiſters ſonne, who had got Franconia by Henry 
the fifth , as his Father had obtained Suevia by Henry the fourth, challenged 
the Erhpire in right of his mother; yet Lotharins carrycd it. Conradus 
_ to prevent Lotharins, haſtneth for Italy ro obtaine the Popes confirma- 
tion, having ſecured Ulma, Norimberg, and Auſpurg for him, bur he ſpoiled 
his cauſe by invading of Lombardy , and accepting there of a Crowne from 
2othe Archbiſhop of Millan, thnugh it was bur of iron; for Pope Honorins 
excommunicates hims ſo that he was forccd to forlake Italy ; but when 
hee returned to Germany, hee found the Cities which he had fortified ; 
all ſurrendrcd to Lotharins, whereupen finding all helpe failed him, by the 
mediation of S. Ber#hara who flouriſhed at that time, he was reconciled to Ls- 
tharins, 
Lotharins being ſetled, upon the requeſt of Pope Innocent the ſecond, he came 1 1 3 2- 
with an Army into Italy, to ſupprefle the faction at Rome, which had ſer up 
Anacletns an Anti-Pope : when 6 came, the tation fled, and he was crowned 
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Empcrour by /nnecext, whom he brought back tothe Ciry,being driven out by a 
30 prevailing party. Zotherius demanded the Emperours rights back again from 


Innocext,' but being diſſwaded by the Pope and S: Bernhard whom hee 
brought with him, to claime that which had cauſed ſo much trouble and 
bloudihed , lets fall his c.emand. Afterthis, he made a ſecond expedition in- 
to Italy againſt Koger King of Sicily, 'who had invaded the Churches lands, 
Wherctore having paſſed the Apenius without reſiſtance, hetakes in Ancona, x x 3 7. 
Spolcrum, and other towns, and by the help of the Piſan Fleet purſues Roger 
by Sea and Land, ſo that he was forced to abandon Italy : which ar laſt bein 
ſerlcd the government of Apulia was committed to &egrinaldus, and of Thul* 
cia to Hepry his {on in law, but as he was returning into Germany, through ' 

4othe groves of Trent, hee fell fick in a poore cortage, and dycd the 13 year of his 
reign, and was buryed in a Monaſtery of Saxony, called trom him Lotharis Ca+ 
aria, 

Before this laſt expedition into Italy, LZotharivs pacitied the troubles of Den- 
mark, which were occafioned by Magnus King Nicolaus his fonne, who* 
had murthered Cannrus his couſin German. Ericus brother to this Canutss im- 
plored the Emperours aid againſt the murtherer, who with his Army quieted 
the Cimbrians a while z but after hee was gone Ericus with, his Forces 
which conſiſted moſt in horſe , fel] ſuddenly on Magnus his quarters, kills 
him with moſt of the Daniſh Nobility. Shortly after Nichelaus Father to 

$o Magnns was murthered with his guard in his own Palace; by this' meanes 
Ericus obtained the kingdome of Denmark. Lothariws authoriſed Yernerins 
to gather ogether and to teach the Roman Lawes, which had been negleted 
above 600 years, Rome and Bononia were the places appointed for this read- 
ing. About this time alſo Gratian the Monk compiled together the Popes 
Decrees, to which many additions have been made by the ſubſequent Popes. 
From hence ſprung up the Canoniſts and Schoolemen z, the one maintained 
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'4», Chriſt the Popes Bierarchy, the other his Doctrine , which Schoole dofrine was 
1m try. db Frederic the firſts time by Lombard, called the Ma- 
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ſter of the Sentences, on whom Thomas, Scotus, and innumerable Schoole- 
men hive commenied. Letharias had by his wife R:xa one ſonne, who dyed 
young, and two daughters, the one he marryed to Heyry the proud Duke of Ba- 
varia, to whom he gave Saxony, the other he beſtowed on Lovs the bearded Earl 
of Turingia. | | 

In France to Hugh Capet ſucceeded his ſonne Rebeyt , who built many 
Churches and Monaſteries : he reigned after his Fathers death 36 years : to him 
ſucceeded his ſonne Henry the firſt, who placed Willram the baſtard ſonne 10 
of Rebert Dike of Normandy in his Fathers inheritance, having flain 30coo 
Normans, he dyed the 28 yeare of his reign, whole ſonne #h:/ip a childe 
ſucceeded, Baldwin Earle of Flanders was his Governour. He was excommu- 
nicite by -ope /rbaz, for repudiating his wite,. and marrying another, but 
two yeares after, he was abſolved and reconciled, he reigned 49 yu©®) ro 
him ſucceeded Lows the fixth ſurnamed the Groſſe : for tome difference be- 
tween him and the Archbiſhop of Rhemes , he would be anointed at Orleans, 
and crowned by the Biſhop of Senon. He law 5 Popes in France, to wit, Yrbay, 
Paſchalis, Gelaſns, Calrxtus, and Innocents. He reigned 30 years , the Monaſtery 
of Clareyall was cre&cd in his time, the firſt Abbat whereot was S. Bernhard, 26 

Alphonſus the ſeventh was called Emperour of Spaine, by his death the 
kingdomes of Legio.and Caſtile were divided in his two fornes Saxdt145 and 
Ferdinandas , in his time the Arabians mm Spaine called Almohades, would 
{uffer no Chriſtians to live amongſt them under pain of death. The ninth 
gencrall Councell, and firſt among the Latines called the Lateran of goo 
Biſhops and. Prieſts was held, abour the recovering of the Holy Land from the 
Saracens and Turkes. The Synod of Rhemes was ſummoned by Ge/aſias and held 
by Cal:xtus againſt Simony.inthis the Emperour was excommunicate. And coun- 
cel alſo was held at,Neapoli in'Samaria for reforming of Manners. Lov is excom- 
municate by Stephen bithop of Paris, for invading the Churches rights. Af- 3g 
ter which hee lived not: long ,. beſides he loſt his ſonne Philip as hee was 
riding through Paris in his regall ornaments, by a fall from his horſe, by which 
he dyed iuddenly. One Tamdemns authour of the Adamites, ſeduced many 
people at Antwerp; againſt whom was ſet up Noyrbertws biſhop of that place, who 
was authour of that order which was called Premom ſtratenſis; . from the place 
where hee retired him ſelfe. In a Synod held in France, it was ordained 
that the Knights Templars. ſhould weare a white cloak, of which order there 
were not at firft above nine; bur in the ſpace of 50 yeares they grew to be 


'300; abounding in wealth, beſides innumerable inferiour brethren, which they 


called ſervants; their office was to detend the high-wayes and pilgrims to- go 
wards or from Jeruſalem, -asthe Knights of Saint Foh» wereto provide lodgings 
and uſc hoſpitality. 

In the Eaſt to cAlexims Commenns whileſt he was yet alive ſucceeded his 
bonne Calojohannes, a better and greater man then his Father ; for hee ſub- 
dued the Turkes in Afia, the Scythians and Tartars in Europe , who had 
{warmed like Locuſts into Thracia and Macedonia in time the of Alexims 
Comnenus, Theic Calojohannes drove out, he ſuppreſſed alſ® the Huns 


pes25c0510r. ncer Belgradum : a place famous for the ſlaughter of the French by the Hun- 


garians, *as they were marching towards the Holy Land. He ſent Embaſſs- 
dours to congratulate Lorharims his viftory againſt Rogerivs, whom he drove 50 
out of Apulia, He afterward entred into league with Conradus Suevns, He 
was a rich Prince in money ; therefore bought Anyoch for a great ſumme 
from Ramund Prince thereof, finding ſome reſiſtance as he went to take 
poſicſhon, hee waſted Syria: he tooke Soſopolis the ſtrong City of Pamphi- 
lia by a ſtratagem , conn his men to ride as necre as they could to the 
Workes, and; let flic their arrowes at the Garriſon, and then to runne away 

towards 
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"rowards the Woodes, purpoſely. to toll the Garriſon from their ſtrong hold, 4n.Chriſtt 
which was done accordingly, and ſo the Grecians wheeling about entred CYWW 


the Towne. He tooke Caſtamon from the Perſarmentans, and returned with 
triumph to Byzantium ; but this-happinefle laſted not long , tor ſhortly af- 
ter Taniſmanins the Turk, and then Mahwmert recovered what they had loſt, 
and Gangra to boot with the ſtrong Ciry Pontus : at laſt, as hee was hunt-' 
ing of the wilde Boare in Cllicia , - he hurt his left hand with one of the 
poyſoned arrowes which tell our of his quiver, whereby it ganerened, 
and his whole body was infefted, fo he dyed the 25 yeare of his reigne. 

10 The Phylitians would have had his hand cut off, bur hee refuſed., ſaying , 
One "handed Caſar was not fit to governe the World, He had four ſonnes, 
two dycd before hims of the other two, he choſe Manuel the younger, 
to ſucceed him, finding Tſaacins the elder of roo harih and fierce a na- 
ture to governe, About this time dyed Fohn 4 Stampis , who had lived a- 
bove 360 yeares, for he was a ſouldier under Cares the Great,and dyed under 
Lovithe Grofle, 


In England Henry the firſt ſirnamed Beavclerke for his: learning , the x x 06; 


youngeſt lonne of William the firſt, was crowned-after his brothers death , 
Robert being then in Apulia: hee recalls 4»ſe/me Archbiſhop , furniſheth the 
20 vacant Biſhopricks with fit men, relieves the Laity of their preſſures, and 
puniſherh the Miniſters for their exa&tions. Ralph Biſhop of Durrham is 
impriſoned for his cvill counſells ro the late King: the Court is reformed, 
the lights in the night are reſtored , which were forbidden by W:llium atter 
the coverfes bell, He marryed Mande' daughter 'to ' Margaret late Queen 
of Scots, and Neece to. Edward Atheling : Pur Robert having teturfied in- 
to Normandy , arrives at Port{ſmonth with a ſtrong ' Army * to recover the 
Crowne: the Armics being ready to encounter, for ayoiding bloud a peace 
was Cconcluced, that Henry ſhould be King during his lite, paying to KRa- 
bert 3000, markes per. annum. 2, That - Robert ſurviving thould ſucceed. 
30 3. That all, Rbertr's friends ſhould bee pardoned. After Roberts departure 
Henry aſſumes the inveſtitures of Biſhops , which Anſe/mws oppoſed ; Hepry 
ſends to the Pope Paſcat;s'to let him know the collation off church dignities 
was derived to. him from his predeceſſours. Anſelme oppofteth the Ambaſla- 
dours at Rome, wherefore hee is baniſhed : bur by rhe a perſwaſtons 
Anſelme is reſtored, and the King forbeares to meddle with the Church. In 
the interim KRobere de Beleſme Earle of Saiisbury fortifies his Caftles, and 
combines with the Welch againſt the King, but in-'30 dayes his-caſtles were 
retaken, and- his complices ſcattered, . and the Earle baniſhed into Nor- 
mandy, where combining with 1W:#:am Earle of Mortaigue, he commits ma- 
4©ny outrages, Robert conmving at'the ſame, and afterward _ with theſe 
Earles, raiſed Forces againſt King Henry, who being invited over by rhe Not- 
mans weary of Roberts oppreflions, and incouraged by Pope Paſca , fights 
againſt his brother and detcars him ,'\-then brings Robert Jo to England, 
commits him to the caſtle of Cardiffe,- where hee lived 26 yeares, his cycs 


were put out for attempting an eſcape: ſo Henry afrer his brothers deatht x06. 


became abſolute Duke of Normandy : - hee kept good correfpondency with 
Scotland, and France; hee ſent into Wales a colony of Flemmings, which 
much inteſted rhis countrey : he had ſome debate with the Earl of Flanders , 
about the payment of a penfion, which'the Earl claimed , but the debate was 
50more verball then reall. ' But after this Zewi the Grofle , had ſorhe quarrels 
with him about the Dutchy of Normandy , which was intertained by the 
quarrcll between the Pope, and Herry the fifth Emperor. The King of England 
having marrycd Maude his daughter ro him, animares him againſt the French, 
who ſupported the Pope againſt -him ; but by the mediation of the French 
King Lovs, the Emperour ſubmits ro the Pope: all differences are taken up 


berweene thim and Lows; fo that the King of England was diſappointed z 
yet 
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Am. Chrifti yet hee continues his quarrel! with Lov, for procuring Fulke Earle of An- 
LS. geou to ſeize upon the countrey of Mayne, and — Baldwin as is ſaid 
againſt him for with holding his Penſion which was paid by the conquer- 
our onely to Baldwin the fifth Earle of Flanders during his life, and was u 
on courteſie continued by ſucceeding kings. But Henry beat the French, and 
- at laſt they were reconciled, Afterttis the Welth rebelled, and _ ſubducd by 
him : but hee was much afflited for the loſſe of William the young Prince, 
who was crowned returning to England , with many perſons of honour, and 
their attendants to the number of 1340, beſides 50 Mariners: Atrer this 
the Emperour being dead , Henry marryes his daughter Maude to Geffery Plan« 10 
zagenet the ſonne of Foulke, Earle of Aniov, by whom ſhee had three ſonnes, 
Henry who was King after Stephen, Geffery and William, The firſt Parliament 
Henry eſtabliſhed in Salisbury conſiſting of the three Eſtates : abour 5 yeares 
after the death of Anſelme. Ralph Biſhop of Rocheſter , is made Archbi- 
ſhop by-the King, and gives him his inveſtiture, but 7hwyfton the Kings 
Chaplaine , who was deſigned for Yorke, refuſeth to ſweare obedience to 
Canterbury,appcales to the Pope, who abſolves him, inveſts him, . and gives 
him the Pall: the king is forced ro ſubinit in this alſo ro the Pope - ar laſt 
having reigned 35 yeares, he ſurfeted on a Lamprey, and dyed, he was buryed 
in the Abby of Reading , which he had founded, He erefted rwo Biſhopricks 29 
of Ely and of Carlyle : and founded the »Monaſteries of Circeſter, Reading 
and Shyrborne, Hee compounded withPricſts tor annuall Penſions ro keep 
their wives. He levyed but two taxes on his people, the one was to maintain 
his wars againſt France, the other to preferre his daughters marriage with the 
Emperour : in hin ended the iſſue males of the Conqueror. He built the mannor 
of Woodſtock,and incloſed the Park with a ſtone wall; = 
In Scotland Malcolme being dead, the Crowne was uſurped by Doxald, who 
was afliſted for that end by the king of Norreway , which fo exaſperated the 
peopic, that they ſent for Duncan Malcolmes ſonne out of England , upon whoſe 
approach Donald fled, being forſaken by his people, the ſixth moneth after hee 30 
had invaded the kingdome, Neither did Divncay continue long, for his govern= 
ment was ſo harſh that hee was hated by his people; upon which Donald got 
Makpender Earle of Mermes to murther him , and then returning from baniſh- 
ment, invaded the Crowne = bur in the third yeare of this ſecond invaſion 
hee was taken and impriſoned, where he firſt loſt his eyes, then his life. To this 
Donald Malcolmes brother ſucceeds Edgar Malcolwes ſonne, who lived peaceably 
9 years, he built the Monaftery of Coldingam, whodying without iſſue, his bro- 
ther Alexander ſucceeded. This king in the very beginning of his reign,was afſaul- 
ted by an Army of the diſcontented yourh of the kingdom,whom he defeated near 
the river of Spza. Afterward hee was aſſaulted in-the night as he was aſleep, 40 
by ſome aſſaſinates, who were letin by one of the groomes of his bed-cham- 
ber;bur he ſuddenly awaked,flew to his ſword, killed the groom, and fix of the aſlaſi- 
nats, and fo hotly perſued the reſt;that few of them eſcaped, After this delivery he 
built the Church of St. Michael at Scone. —_s alſo eſcaped drowning in a 
ſtormez he erefted a Church to St. Columbus, and inriched the Church of Sr: 
Andrews. He dyed without iſſue 3 ro whom ſuceceded his brother David; who 
gave bimſelf ro building and repairing of Churches and Monaſteries,he built Holy 
rood houſe, with 9 other Abbeys, and two Nunneries, one at Carlile, the other 
at Berwick, and two Abbeys near New-Caſtle.To the 6 former Biſhopricks, he 
added four more,to wit, Roſs, Breichin, Dunkeld, and Dunblanc, allowing them 56 
large revenues our of the Crowne Lands, by which hee impoveriſhed his ſuc- 
ru hay Hee poſleſſed Huntington, beſides Northumberland , Cumber and 
Weſtmerland: Hee walled Carlile : and had ſome quarrels with king Stephen of 
England, which were ſhortly after compoſed. Maxde the Empretle ſent het 
ſonne Henry (who ſucceeded Stephen afterward) to receive the order of knight- 
hood from king David his great Uncle, whole cldeſt ſonne Prince Henry of 
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Scotland dyed, to the great griefe of the kingdome, his eldeſt ſonne Mal- 4x, Chriſti 
colme David cauſed to bce declared Prince of Scotland, and made Willram WY Ng 
his ſecond {onne Earl of Northumberland : art laſt D.wid dyed hc 29 yeare of his 
reign: ; 
In Rome to Paſchalis who ſate 18 ytares, ſucceeded Ge/aſius rhe ſecond one 
yearez Berdinus called Gregory the eight was Anti Pope. « To Gelaſius ſuc- 
ceeded Cal:xtws rhe ſecond five yeares : his ſuccefiour was Honorius the (e- 
cond five yeares - his Anti-Pope was Celeſtinus the ſecond. To Honerius ſuc* 
ceeded Innocent the ſecond 14 yeares. When hee came into France , the 
x0 Parifizn Jewes preſented ro him the Volume of the Law wrapped up in 4 
rich cover of cloth; ro whom hee ſaid: Almighty God, remove the waile 
from your hearts: He anncims at Remes Lov the younger King of France.

the Romans till the Empire was tranſlated to Greece,and then it was under 
the Greek Emperour till being weary of their oppreflions, they ca.led 1n 
the Saracens, whole Calipha they choſe for : heir Governour, and fo thaked off 
the Grecian yoke; this Caliph was deicended from Mahomet the Impoſtour , and 
30 different both in Government and protefſion from that other Caliph of Babylon. 
The laſt Caliph of Agyprt being much troubled by Almeriwss , who in the king- 
dome of Icrutalem fuccceded B.u/dwin, craved aid from the Sultan of Syria, who 
fent thither Sarraco with an Army which overthrew Americas, and drove the 
Chriſtians quite out of Agypr, this being done he ſuddenly icited upon the Ca- 
liph, Shen he impriſoned, and daſht our his brains, and then makes himſelt king 
ot Agypr,to whom {ucceeded Salid/z his nephew by his brother. He overthrew 
the Chriſtians in Syria and Paleſtine, and brought their kingdom of Teruſalem ro 
nothing .To him ſucceeded his b: other,whotec poſterity reigned nll Melechſala, he 
finding his beſt and oldeſt (ouldiers almoſt quite extin<t by reafon of his continuall 
40 wars with the Chriſtians, and not daring to confide in the treacherous and effemi- 
nate Egyptians, buyes of the Tartars,who had lately broke into Alia through the 
Caſpian Straigh:s,and had ſubdued the Cappadocians , where of old dwelr rhe 
Colchi, !beri, and Albani along the Euxin Sca (atthis day they are named Men- 
>rellins, Georgians , and Siberians) he bu, cs I ſay of the 1artars their captive 
| ny them into Egyprt,& trains then vp in Mihary ditcipline,by their 
help he overcame Lewors the French king at Damnia, in Xgypr, which was the 
old Hel:opel;s or Pcluſinrn, takes hum pritoner, and deſtroyes his brother Roberr, 
with his Forces, who was got farther into Agypt, tor this good ſervice Melechſa- 
la,choſe out of them a guard for his own body, but rot long atter he was mur- 
50 thered, by this new guard, who ſeiſed onthe kingdome atter it had been pofletſcd 
by the poſterity of 3arracon about 100 yeares. 

T hele ſlaves having now made themlelves kings, choſe Alcair of old called 
Memphis or Babylon, for the ſear of their kingdome : the country our of which 
they came is now called Cercafſia, the inhabiramts are of the Greek Religion with 
thc Muſcovires and Raxolans, their children were wontto be fold, and by Mer- 


chanis tranſported by Sea to Alexandria, and thence ro Memphis, where abju- 
ing 


\ Frer Agypt had been ſubdued by Au2»ſtus Ceſar, it remained fubjeR to 
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AnChriſt: juring Chriſtian Religion, ; they were ſentto ſchoole to be inſtrued in the Ma- 
WAI. humets Religion, and then were trained up in Military affaires , and ſo were im- 
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ployed inthe wars, which cuſtome the Turkes learned, in making of their Jani- 
{aries; theſe were called Mamaluchs, which fignificth circumcited. None were 
admitted either to the regall or equeſtrall dignity in Egypt, but thoſe that were 
thus born, and educated, fo that neither the Mamaluchs children did inherit their 
fathers equeſtrall, nor the Sultans children,the regall honor. The firſt ſlave rhar ob- 
tained the kingdome was Turquemenius, he was intituled the Sultan, and fo were 
all the ſucceeding Kings, as before they were called Caliphs. This new Sul- 
tan releaſed King Lews trom his impriſoment,and grew lo infolent and imperi- k9 
ous over his fellow ſlaves; that he was murthered by Corhws, who for this fact 
was ſaluted king bythe Army of flaves, and was after he had overcome the 
Tartars, lain by Bendocader, who ſucceed: d. He drove the Chriſtians out of 
Syria, and recovered Antioch, After he had much waſted Armenia, he was 
poyſoned at Damaſcus. Melechſait ſucceeded, whom E | pr ra out of his throne 
and murthered. He rook from the Chriſtians Tripolis, Sidon, Beritus,and Tyre 
and razed them, ſo made them unulefull for the Chriſtians, he was murther- 
ed by one of his guard in the camp, his ſucceſſour Me/echſeraph , or Yſtrephus 
tooke Ptolemais the laſt Chriſtian rowne, and razedit to the ground. He was 
murthered by his guard, as he was hunting, to him ſucceeded Melechnaſar , and 29 
after this Melechadel, with divers others , till Caithbe:zs, whoſe names are (carſe 
known,much leſſe their ations. This Caithbejws was a great ſcourge to the 
Turkes under BajsZet the ſecond, whom he overthrew in two great batrels, hits 
ſonne Mahomet ſucceeded contrary to their cuſtome , therefore he was depoſed, 
and upon this aroſe divers fations in the Court : ſo that in three yeares were 
five Sultans, the two laſt were Campſon, Gaurus, who —_— 16 yeares, at 
laſt ſiding with the Perſian againſt the Turk, Selzmw the firſt was overthrown 
and ſlain in the bartell. The laſt was Tonombeizs , whom Selimws overthrew, 
rooke priſoner, and hanged him up in the gate of Memphis, ſo ended the Ma- 
maluchs kingdome , having continued 260 years. Egypt linte that time remains 30 
a province tothe Turks. 

Conradusthe Emperor before his death named Frederic the firſt,called Barbaroſſe 
and Aenobarbus from his read beard, for his ſucceſſor, though he had a fon of his 
own now at years atthis time Hexry of Auſtria,and Hepry of Saxony his ſonne in 
law did contend for the Dukedome of Bavyary. This controverſie was fo taken up 
by the Emperor, that Hezry of Auſtria was honoured with the title of Duke, who 
before was but a Marquiſſe ; and had wirhall a pait of Bavaria affigned to him. He 
held aDyct at Mersburg,where he compoſed the difference between Canutus the fon 
of Magnns, Sneno the fon of Ericus, and Wooldemarns the ſon of Canutus whom 
Magnus {lew, which three contended for the kingdome of Denmark- there it was 49 
agreed that Sens ſhould hold the kingdom of the Emperor,Canuns of Sueno, and 
Y Yoldemar ſhould be bound to appear ſuch a day inthe high Court: fo Frederic 
having in ſome ſort quicted Germany, he makes an expedition into Iraly,being cal- 
led upon by the baniſhed Apulians, and ſome Cities of Lombardy, which were 
oppreſſed by the Millanois , who aimed at a Soveraign Dominion. He uſed great 
ſeverity againſt Verona for excluding him the gates.becauſe he was not as yer con- 
firmed by the Pope. Millan for atime ſubmitted to him, then having croſſed the 
Appenin,he enters Rome, wherc he is crowned by Adrian the fourth, not withour 
great rumults and oppoſition of the people, ſo that he was forced to fight within the 
City in his own defence , inthis conflict many were taken and flain, and many go 
drowned in Tiber. After this he returned into Germany, where he compoſed the 
difference between Arnold Biſhop of Mints, and Hermanthe Palatin; the Bi- 
ſhop he ſpared becauſe of his age,and order,being a Church-man, but hee cauſed 
Hermas tor troubling Germany with a needlefle war, to carry a dog upon his 
ſhoulders, holding him by the hindmoſt legs before all the people z which then 
was accounted a great puniſhment, Hee cauſed alſo Bol:ſlans K ing of Poland to 


Pay 
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pay a fine or mul , for negleQing to bring into the Emperiall Exchequer his An. Chr ſt} 
yearly tr:bute, 

Bur whileſt the Fmperour was imployed at home, the Millanois made new work 
for him abroad, by oppreſſing their reighbour Cities, and drawing many into 
their rebellion ; with whom Pope Adrian conſpired , who alſo exaſperated 
Frederick by (ending him word,that the Empire was at his diſpoſing, togiveit, to 
whom he goon wherefore he thought it time now, to look to himſelf, therefore 
with an Army he paſſeth over the Alpes, falls upon Millan which hee took b 
ſtorm, and was about to deſtroy ir, but upon the ſubmiſſion of the citizens, wi 

TO naked ſword about their necks, and crofles on their breaſts, falling downe at his 
feet, he {pared it, yt he impoſed on them a mulct of gooo markes, and injoined 
them to build him a Palacefſin the city, and reſign overtothe Empire their coin, * * 5 3 
harbours, and cuſtomes,and withallto repair the towns of Cumz and Lauda,which 
they had ſpoiled. Bur (carce was Frederic gone thence into Burgundy, when the Mil- 
lanois enter into a new confederacy with other cities, with W:{l:am of Sicily, and 
a great number of Cardinals, animating the Pope to excommunicate him, becauſe 
he made the Biſhops to doe him homage, for their tempozalties , which he affirm- 
cd weic given him by the bounty of his predeceſſors, hereupon-the Millanois ſtone 
Frederic's Embaiſadours, and intend by ſome aſſafhnares which they had hired ci- 

20 ther to poylon or ſtab him z wherefore he enters Italy again, overthrows Crema, 

a confederate city with Millan, fights with the Millanois army, defeats them,and 
beli: geth their city. 4dr:4x in the mean while as he was preparing the thunder of 
EXCOLNMunication againſt him, is choaked with a flye in his drink, and ſodyed: but 
betore his death he bound 14 Cardinals by an oath, notto chooſe any man Pope 
but him who would oppoſe Czſar and maintain the cauſe of Millan, and of Y/:{- 
l:am the Sicilan. Hence two Popes are choſen, one Ro/and named: Alexander * 1 5 0 
the third : by the Millan fation, the other 0:Fav4an named Yiefor by the Emper- 
ours ſide, to whom were joined the kings of England, Denmark, Hungary and 

20 Bohemia: a Synod is called at Papia, where Alexander 1s cited to appear; he con- 

?  demnes that Councell,and refuſeth to come, affirming himſelfe to be above Coun- 
cels; he excommunicates alſo Frederic for holding with Yi&#or, and procures the 
greater part of italy and France to fide with him : upon this Frederic tals again up- 
on Millan turiouſly,takes it by ſtorm, overthrowerh it to the ground, and ſoweth alt 
on 1t, then the chick actours of this laſt rebellion were condemned 'and beheaded, x x 6 24 
the reſt wandering up and down in Italy,and deſtitute of all help and comfort,ſet up = 
a new ordei called H nmiliatr. 

Fope Alexander inthe mean time was not idle, but drew France, Spaine, and 
England to his party. Venctians alſo with Padua, Verona, and others places join 
with him againſt #rederic. The Romans call home Alexander , the townes of 

40 Lombardy cait out the Emperours garriſons, and all arm againſt him. In the in- 
terim Y26tor the Anti-Pope dyed at Luca; in whoſe place was ſubſtituted one G#1do 
of Crema, who takes the name of Paſcalis. Frederic is torced to return againe into 
Italy, where having croſſedthe Pope, he rakes Ancona z encounters with the 
Roman army at Tuſculum, where they loſt 15000, He enters the city; Alexan- 
der flyes, and Paſcals is placed in the Palace of Lateran the Romans take the 
oath of allegiance to Frederic. Burt he loſt divers principall men in this fighr, 
beſides there dyed of the plague the Biſhops of Colen, Ratisbone, and Spire, 
with Frederic the ſonne of Conradss Czlar, and divers other prime Commanders z 
this loſs with the aews of the Greek Emperour,who had promiſed aid to Alexander 

5oconditionally , that he-would reſtore to him the Weſtern Diadem, and the jea- 
loufic he had of the Italian treacheries, made him to returne in haſt ro Ger 
many. 

r Wb this time ; after Y Valdemar had killed Sueno,the murtherer of Canutws he 

obtained the Kingdome of Denmark ; and made divers expeditions againſt the 

Sclavi, who with their Piracies infeſted the Danith Iſlands. He brought Niclotws 


Duke of the Sclavi into great ſtraights, that he was &gcedrto deſtroy many m—_

An. Chriſt: owne townes Henricus Leo. And Alberts Urſuzs waſted moſt of his countrey 
WR > and peopled it with Flemings, Hollanders, and Friſlanders, who erc&ed divers 
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Churches there. Roſtoch was built by Pri2n1ſlaws ſonne of Niclotws, Waldemer 0- 
vercame the Rugi. Ericws King of the Sueci ſubdued the Finlanders. The Mer- 
chants of Breme and Lub:c, by their arms brought the Livonians to Chri- 
ſtianiry. Dantſick is built by the Danes in the mour of the 11ycr Viſtula. In 
Italy the rebels by the aſſiſtance of Alexander and the Greek Emperour, rebuild 
Millan, they build alſo another City, which from the Popes name, they called 
Alexandria;and peopled it with 150000 men. Frederic ro hinder the Popes pro- 


ccedings, prepares a fift expedition into Italy, after he had demoliſhed the wals and 10 


fortifications of Mints, which had latcly murthered their Biſhop Arnoldus, and had 
baniſhed Chriſt:ianwe his ſucceſſour: for Conradus the Popes Biſhop of Mints, was 
joined with Alexander, and mainly oppoled the Emperour, who ſent Chriztiauus 
the baniſhed Biſhop into Italy, He did good-ſervice there for Frederic, in recover- 
ing Ancona a Sea town, from the Greeks. The third year afrer he came thither, 
by the addition of Czſars Forces he beſieged Alexandria, which held the Czſa- 
rians play a long time to their great loſle, Whereiore hee was forced ro make 
peace with them : and ſo disbands imprudently a great part of his Army, where- 
upon the Lombards revolt again: Frederic 1s tain toſcnd back for.his disban- 


ded men; and becauſe the power of Henricus Leo was great in Germany , as20 


being Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, having alſo conquered the country of the 
Sclavi, and beiug likewiſc in league with Waldemar King of Denmark , having 
beſides done good ſervice at Jeruſalem: the Emperour earneſtly implores his 
help, which hce favouring the Pontifician party , denyed, pretending that hee 
was aged and infirme of body. Frederic was vexed at this denyall, yet ven- 
tured uponthe Ligurians, and was by the treachery of the Brixians overthrown, 
His Eagle is taken, and he knockt, downe from his horle, being miſled 5 dayes, it 
was thought generally, that ke was dead, but the fift day he ſhewed himſelfe at Ti- 
cinum, where the Biſhops all proteſted to forſake him, 1t he did not ſubmit tothe 
Pope: . | 

g the mean time Alexander miftruſting the Romans, fled to Venice in a 
Sea mans habit. orto Frederic's ſon with a Fleet of 50 thips purſues him. The 
Venetians in defence of the Pope, encounters with 07to, defeats him, takes 48 of 
his ſhips, the other two being ſunk, and carrycs him priſoner to Venice, The 
Pope to reward this good ſervice, beſtowes on the City a ring of gold, with which 
they ſhould eſpouſe the Sea tothem, which cuſtome is yearly oblerved upon A- 
icenſion day by caſting a ring into the Sea. Frederic having loſt both his tons, the 
one by death, rhe other by captivity, finding alſothar his enemies increaſed both 
in number and power , and that he was not able to help the afflicted Chriſtians 
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30 


in Aſtaz in this turbulent Condition of the Weſt, reſolves by the advice of his 40 


friends to agree with the Pope, who would condeſcend to no agreement, till 
Frederic ſhould come, and falling downe at the Popes feer, ſhould petition for 
abſolution: then that hee ſhould quier Iraly, and lead his Army into Aſia. 
Frederic having conſented, repaires to Venice; and arthe Gates of S. Marks falls 
down at the Popes Feer, wr {ers his foot on his neck, ſaying : thou ſhalt walk 
upon the Baſilisk and Aſpe, and upon the Lion, and the Dragoa thou ſhalt tread. 
Frederick xeplycd : not 10 thee bat to Peter, Yes ſaith the Pope , both tro me and 10 
Peter. 

The Pope having honoured Venice with many priviledges, returnes after 18 


years watsinto Rome,where he calls a Synod , in which he afſumes the power of 50 


canonizing of Saints, to him and-his ſucceſſours alone. The Waldenſes there are 
condemnedand decreed, thatthey ſhould be ſuppreſſed by force of Armes. Peter 
Lombard is unjuſtly condemned of hereſte, concerning the Trinity, It was alſo 
decreed that none ſhould be held for Pope , but he who was choſen by the major

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+ Frederick returns to Germeny, to fit himſelf for his 4fatick expeditions to 
tharend he calls a [2jer at Bamberg, where he accuſeth Hemricas Leo of Trea- 
fon, condemns, and proſcribes him, commanding the neighbourmy Princes to 
invade his Caſtles and Dommtons; he gave away Saxony to Bernard of Anhalt, 
* and Bavaria to Otto of Wittelſbach, tor their good ſervice to him : yet Leo by 
the means of Henry King of England, his father-in-law, obtained fo much of 


his land 
poſleſſe. The Duke of Bohemia for his good ſervicero Frederick at Millan, 
obtained thetitle of King, or at leaſt a confirmation of it. Some think the 
1o ſeven Eleftors had their original at this time. Ir is certain, that betore this,the 
Marqueſle of Brandebarg and Palatine of Rhene were of ſmall account, and 
Bobenria but a Dukedome. After this, Frederick declared his ſon Henry,Ceſar,by 
girding his fword to him. In the Diet at Mextz the next year, Pope Lucize 
the 3. and Frederick quarrelled about the Kowar Conſuls, whom the Pope 
would have aboliſhed, and therefore was thruſt out of Rome by the Citizens ; 
they quarrelled alſo about the Principality of Maulds or Mathildis, which 
Ceſar challenged as given to the Empire, the Pope as due to the Church; be- 
fides Ceſar choſe Rodolphas for Biſhop of Trevers , but the Pope ſet up Yolomea- 
r#s being nominated by the greater part of the Canons; therefore Lucixs re- 
20 fuſeth to confirm Henry in his Regalities, except his father would give over 
the Empire. At 1://an the marriage was celebrated between Heary Fredericks 
ſon, and Conſtantia the daughter of William King of Sicily, by which means 
Apnlia and Srcily returned again to the Empire : This Henry eſcaped a great 
danger at Frford : for as he was compoſing a difference between Conradus of 
Mentz,, and the Lantgrave of —_— the floor of the chamber yeelded, 
where they with many others were ; four Earls, and divers Gentlemen fell 
down into ainke or privy, where they had an uncleanly death. Pope Lucivs 
dicd at Verons, to whom ſucceeded Urbana, called Turbanws, from diſturbing 
the peace of 7taly, in raiſing his Country-men the Lowbards againſt Frederick , 
20 whom he was about to excommunicate, but that death prevented it : Some 
think he died for grief at the lofſe of Jernſalem. To Urban ſucceeded Gregory 
the 8, who died at Piſa the 57. day of his Pontificats his ſucceſſor was Clement 
the 3. who by his Edict urgeth the Holy-war againſt the Sarazers, for Saladin 
the Sultan of Agypt had taken five and twenty Cities from the Principalit 
of Antioch, which City alſo had been loſt by the corruption of the Patriarc 
who was bribed , had not the unexpected arrival of the Sicilian fleet under 
William hindred it, 

The Chriſtians having loſt all in Syria and — Tripoli,Tyrus and 
Antioch, having loſt their Army, and the Crofle, the Templers and Hoſpitalers 
40 being ſlain by Saladine,and Jeruſalem furrendred: Frederick,aſliſted by Richard 
of Fnglandand Philip of France, prepares an expedition intoSyrza; therefore 
advancing the Crofle, he gathered an Army of 30000. 1/aarizs the Eaſtern 
Emperor made ſome reſiſtance, fearing leſt Fredericks intent might be to ſub- 
due the Greciansz but afterward underſtanding the truth, he furniſheth him 
with ſhipping and proviſion : he paſſed over the Propontis into Afa, but the 
French and Engl. ſbfupply could not come ſoon _ , being hindred by 
ſtorms. Frederick recovered Cilicia,and killed multitudes of Turks at 7coniune 
which he took, & upon the Sultans ſubmiſſion reſtored itz then he drove Sala- 
dines forces out of Armenia s but unhappily as he went into the river Serra, or 
50 as ſome call it Cyduxs, toſwim, he was carried away by the ſtream, and with 
much difhculty drawn out by the ſouldiers, he remained ſpeechlefſe for three 
dayes and ſodied, having reigned 38. years: he was a valiant Prince, but full of 
troubles; by the father he was of the Gzbeline race, and of the Grelphs by the 
mother ; he was buried by his ſon Frederick in Tyr#s, who undertook the re- 
mainder of the war, + his Army to Antioch, and thereleft a ſtrong 
Garriſon; thence he went to Laodicea,ready to reyolt to the Sarazer, which he

ain from Frederick as now the Dukes of Brun/wichand Laneburg do 
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An. Chriſti pacified, and fortified, he took alſo Berythws and other Towns, then went to 


WYW relieve Ptolemais, where he diced of a 
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peſtilent Fever., and moſt of his Army. 
By his ſecond wite Beatrix,Frederick had five ſons, Henry his ſucceſſor, Frederick, 
of whom I ſpake now , 0tto Earle of Burgundy, Conradus Duke of Snevia, and 
Philip Duke of Tuſcia , who reigned after his brother Henry. Its written of 
Barbaroſſa, he ſo much honoured Pope Urban, that he lighted from his horſe 
when herid to meet him, and held the Popes ſtirrop; but afterward he raiſed 
the cruel faction in 1taly between the Pontificians which they called Guelps,and 
the Cel(arians called Gibellins, from the two families in Germany, between 
which of old was deadly feud : ſhortly after his death the third Holy-war 10 
ended, about which time two Orders of Knighthood were made in Spain, 
the one of Calatarava, the other of S. Jago or James; but I inde that theſe Or- 
ders were more ancient, for Santis King of Toledo inſtituted the Knighthood 
of Calatrava, An. 1130. fo called from the Province where they were ſetled; 
their garment was black, and on it a red-crofſe : The Order of S. James was 
much more ancient, being by King Ramiro inſtituted when he deteated the 
Moors at Compeſtella; at which time St. James of Compeſtella was honoured with 
_ priviledges, and great riches, their Enſign was a Red-croſle in form of a 
ſword. 

About theſe times Petrus Aboilardas or Alardus , broched niany dangerous 20 
errors in Divinity, againſt whom under Lewis the younger , a Councel is 
held at Sexon. From Petrus de Bruis ſprang up the ys called Sacra- 
mentarians. Gilbertus Porretanus Biſhop of PoiGFou was depoſed for denying the 
Divine-Eflence tobe God, but upon his recantation he was reſtored. The 
Archbiſhoprick of Lisbox in Portugal is erected, and the four Archbiſhopricks 
in Ireland, to wit, Armagh,Dublin,Caſſils, and Touman. By Pope Adrian, William 
is crowned King of both Sicilies,which he holds in fee, then began Sicily to be 
called Peters-Patrimony. Livonia or Lifland is converted to the Faith by 
S. Menardus, who by Pope 4lexnderthe 3. is made Biſhop there , where now 
is K:gathe Metropolis. . 

Much about this time alſo, the Tarterians, a mighty and warlike people,but 
without ſctled habitation , wandring up and-down the vaſt Northern Coun- 
tries of Furope and Aſra, being ſubject at firſt to that great Lord called Vncan 
or Presbyter- john, to whom they paid the tenth of their Beaſts for tribute; but 
he fearing their multitudes which daily increaſed, reſolves to diſperſe them 
into divers Countries , which ſo diſpleaſed them, that they forſook their for- 
mer places, and went further North, refuſing to pay any more tribute to Vn- 
cam; then they choſe for their King one Cingis Can, who in a ſhort time grew 
ſogreat, that they ſubdued nine Provinces next them, and at laſt came upon 
Uncant with a great Army, and ſlew him, and ſo C:ngis poſlefled his ſtate, and zo 
daughter too, which Uxcaw refuſed to beſtow upon him in marriage , when he 
defired ts the ſucceflors of this Cingis waxed fo potent, that they over-run 
the great Country of Cathaia, waſting many times the Nominions of the 
Turks, Muſcovites, Polonians, Hungarians and others, of whoſe antiquities and 
ations I dare not ſpeak , becauſe for the moſt part fabulous and uncertain: 
They areof different Religions, ſome Chriſtians, ſome Mahumetans, and 

ſome Pagans. About this time, a certain mad Sardinian lived a long time 1n 
woodsand deſarts among the Deer, feeding on grafſe, and walking upon all 
tour like beaſts; one day as the King of that Iſland was hunting, he was taken 
and brought to his parents, who would neither ſpeak to them, nor taſte either 50 
of bread or wine, but eat grafle; in the night he made an eſcape to the woods, 
and was never afterward ſeen. The Order of Heremites, called Williamites 
from William iDuke of Glaſcony their author, ſprung up at this time, they wer® 
to follow the rules of S. Anſtine, The eleventh General Councel, and ſecond 
of the Latives, was held inthe Latheran by Pope Alexander; there the Wat 
den/es fo called from #aldoof Lions, are condemned, and the Popes elett ”

The affairs of France, Spain, Denmark, Conſtantinople, 
Rome, England and Scotland, in theſe times , with divers other paſſages: 

3. Henry the 6. Emperor, | 


TO Celojohannes in the Eaſt, ſucceeded Manuel Commenus, a perfidious; 
30 turbulent, and unhappy Prince. Conradus theEmperot of the Weſtand 
A. he, married two ſiſters: yet by his treacherie and conſpiracie with the 
Saracens, the Armies of Frederick and Lewis the French king were overthrownz 
for Conradur having crofled the Thractais 'Boſphorns, entred Aſsz, where he was 
promiſed to be furniſhed with all neceſlaries by the Greeks, who both de- 
ceived him, and betrayed all his counſels to the Sultan of Icon, whereby 
the German army was ſpoiled with famine and the ſword, and unknown dan- 
gcrous wayes : 'wher the Emperour was forced to bring away the re- 
mainders of his army, and to ſend Frederick, his brothers ſon poſt, to acquaint 
the French army who were going to Iconinm, of the Greeks treacherie; for 
40 they had ſuborned ſome to rel] the French, that conmm was delivered up to 
the Germans, purpoſely to bring them to the ſame miſerie : it was ſaid that the 
Greeks mingled chalk and lime with their flower, by which they poyſoned the 
Latines. Conradus (tayed a while at Epheſus; The French at the river Meander 
were beaten by the Turks. Roger the Sicilian; to revenge the Latines wrongs, 
with a Fleet of ſhips takes Coreyra, and waſtesall the Greek coaſt. At laſt Con- 
radus and the French arrive at Syria; Lewis baſteneth to Ju4ee. Conradus be- 
ing brought to Ptolomais, and thence to Jernſaleni, gave way to befiege Pamaſ- 
ces, which coſt the Latines much blood; for having taken the ſuburbs, the 
City was upon ſurrender, nll the Pririces began toquarrel who ſhould be go- 
$0 vernour; the old ſouldiers perceiving that 7heodoricns of Flanders was like to 
carry it, removed their camp to the other fide of the City,and ſo permitted the 
inhabirants of the ſuburbs to ger within Damaſcus, which ſo angred the Em- 
peror, that he left the ſiege; and'returned home by Conſtantinople inglorioully: 
the French followed the next Spring, and were like to be ſurpriſed by the 
Greeks, had not AKoger encountred with Michael Paleologus, Mannels chict

linus Earl of Edej/a,as he was at ſtool, was ſurpriſed and impriſoned, Noradinus 
made excurfions upon Antioch. Marnel the Greek Emperor obtains Edeſſe 
from Baldwin the 3. and within a loſt it to Noradine, Raimmundus Prince of 
Antioch is ſlain by Noradine, whoſe widow Reinold of Caſtle married, and with; 
her obtained Antioch : He ſuppreſicd the high-way robbers of Cilicia; and for 25 
want of his pay from the Greek Czſar,plunders Cyprus and afterward to pre- 
vent a greater war,ſubmits to Manuel. The Templers and Hoſpitallers,though 
much inriched with booties, deny to pay their Tenths any more to the Patri- 
arch of Jeriſalem, _— for mony procured immunity at the Cqurt of Roe. 
In Manzels time lived Exſtathins, Homers Interpreter,and Biſhop of Theſſalonica, 
who mantully reſlilted Manuel, Rong to corrupt the Chriſtian doctrine 
with ſoine points of Mahumetaniſme. As this Emperor had many faults, yet 
ſome good things he had in him ; for he was very bountifull, in forcing ulſhis 
treaſures upon the Sultan of tropnium, when he was in want of money, ( but I 
ſhould rather. call this .prodigality : ). He was alſo tender-hearted; for not 39 
only ſent 'he Greek Chyrurgions to cure his ſon-in-law, Baldwiz 3. king. of 


did uſe to-foment and bind up the Kings broken arm : He ſhewed alſo his 
piety, before his death, in repenting that he had entertained Aſtrologers, or 
hearkned to their predictions, finding them by experience to be falſe and de- 
luſorie, for they had promiſed that he ſhould live fourteen years longer then 
hedid, therefore by- his hand-writing he condemned their impoſturesz he 
reigned 38 years, and died the brig of his age; alittle before his death he 
reſigned his Empire, and imbraced the Monaſtical life z he had two wives,one 
was Conradys Ceſars wites fiſter, the other was daughter to Kaimund Prince of 40 
Antioch, of whom he had Alexizs his ſucceſſor. 

This Alexizs was betrothed to Anna daughter of Lewis the French king, 
which exaſperated the Greeks, fearing the Latines would become too great 
in Byzantium : therefore they ſend for Andronicas the couſin-german of Ale- 
xims, living in exile among the Turks in Chaldea; he raiſeth an Army, which 
he brings in view of Byzantium, having firſt overthrown the forces of Prote- 
Jjebaſtus, who undertook the proteCtion of the young Ceſar; afterward Andro- 
cus puts out his eyes, and impriſoned him : So being admitted to the go+ 
vernment, he thruſts out all the Latines,and many of them he murthers ; then 
undertakes the protection of Alexius, whom he carried on his ſhoulders to the 50 
Clurch to be crowned; then having removed all that might oppoſe him out 
of the way, he accuſeth Xene, 4lexins his mother, of treaſon, as 1t ſhe had plot- 
ed with Bela king of Hungary againſt the State, and ſo ſtrangles her ſhortly 
after he ſtrangles the young Emperor, being but fifteen years old, and having 
__ but three, whoſe body being wrapped up in lead was let down into 
the ſca, 
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old,and he an aged man, He took Nicea and Pruſta, exerciling all kind of cru- 
. elty on his enemies who had fled thither. Alexms, Manuels Nephew, and the 
Latine ſouldiers flie to Wil/;zam king of Sicily, who to revenge the wrongs re- 
ceived from Andronicus, took Theſſalonica & Dyrrachium, uſing all kind of cru- 
elties againſt the Citizens. In the mean time Ardronicus rageth like a ſavage 
beaſt at Byzantiu”r,upon the m_ and thedead alſo, cauſing then to be drag- 
out of their graves : Underſtanding that one whoſe nanie began with 
7 theſe letters, 7.5. was to be his ſucceſſor, and that it was 1ſaacius Angelus, he 
ſent one to kill him , who was killed by him s whereupon Angelus fearing the 
cruelty of Andronicus, fled into the Temple; the people immediately in a 
at tumult ſalute him Emperor. Androniczs perceiving that he was hated 
y the people, forſaken by his ſouldiers, and purſued aherby William of Sicily, 
he thought to _ by ſea, but conld not by reaſon of the ſtorms; therefore 
% he is laid hold on, brought back to the City, ſet with his face backwards on a 
: lean ſcabbed Camel, his right hand being cut off,and one of his eyes thruſt out, 
Y at laſt is brought upon a theater, where he is hang'd by the feet upon two poſts, 
2 and there by the enraged multitude is torne in peeces by pincers and fleſh- 
= 20 hooks, hecrying out in the mean while, Lord be merciful! and, Why do you 
* bruiſe the broken reed ! So he died after two years reign, and in him ended the 
Comment. 

Iſaacins Angelus by the popular faction is made Emperor : he at firſt com- 
plicd with the people, and eaſed them of many burthensz he overthrew the 
Sicilian fleet ſeng againſt him, and took the two chief Commanders Richard 
and Baldwin; but undeaſtanding that King William was preparing another 
Fleet for revenge, he made his peace with him : He was much troubled with 
two falſe 4/exii, who called themſelves the ſons of Manxel; but having ſup= 
| prefſled them, he gave himſelf to luxury, wantonneſſe, and oppreſſion. He had 
30 111 ſuccefle againſt the Myſfans or Wallachians, who rebelled againſt him : He 
= ftrovetohinder Barbarofſs s march through Thracia, but ſo doing he procured 
his anger, to his great loſſe : He ſent a Fleet to regain __ from Tſaacins 
Commenus the Tyrant, but with no ſucceſſe : He committed ſacriledge in rob- 
ing the Churches. At laſt he was ſeiſed upon by his own brother Alexins A4n- 
gelxs, (whom he had redeemed from the Turks with much gold, and made 
him his Conſort in the Empire) and was by him deprived both of his eyes and 
government, the 10.year of his reign, being deluded by the Aſtrologers, who 
made him believe that he ſhould reign two and thirty years: His fon long 
jm got him out of priſon, who upon the change of aire and diet ſhortly after 
 godicd. |

having blinded his brother, invades the Empire; but as he was riding in tri- 
umph with the Crown on his head, the Imperial horſe (having more wit then 
the people that choſe this Tyrant) flung him down, with which fall the Crown 
broke, an ill preſage. He gave himſelf to rioting and tyrannie: hethreatned 
to kill /[-xi5 the younger, ſon to Iſaacins, who therefore fled to Venite, where 
he procured the Venetian and French afhiſtance. Ar that time Boniface Mar- 
quiſle of 1/ontferrat, Baldwin Earl of Flanders, with divers other Commanders, 
were mct at Venice, to have their aſſiſtance in their expedition to Aſa, which 

50 was promiſed with a great ſum of mony, conditionally that they would affiſt 
the Republike to beliege the Town Jadera, that had revolted from thein to 
the Hungarians, which accordingly was performed. In the mean time Alexius 
arrives,complaining of his Uncles tyrannie,his Fathers impriſonment, and his 
own baniſhment; promiſing them great matters, if they would aid him to put 
down the T'vrant; | .

Andronicus having murthered Alexias, reigns alone, and marries with Anna An.Chriſti 
or Agnes who had been betrothed to Alexiws, being as yet but eleven years WW Wu 


1193, 
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Alexins Angelus, who changed his fir-name, and would be called Commenus; x1 095, 
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Upon this a Fleet is prepared of two hundred and fifty ſhips, in 


WY which were thirty thouſand Foot , and a thouſand Curiſers. Alex:#s the 


1204. 


Tyrant, in the interim, ſuffers his Towns to be taken in the Eaſt by the 
Sultan of Tconinm, and his Armies to be beat by the Schythians and Wal- 
lachians, The Venetian fleet ſets faile from Dalmatia , and arrives into 
the Bay of Byzantium, having broken the Iron-chain which ſecured the 
Bay : Upon this , the Tyrant robbed the Emperours Tombes, and fled 
with a great treaſure of golC' having reigned eight yeares, The City- 
gatesare opened to the beliegers, and the Citizens adore their old Emperor, 


whom the Latines had delivered out of priſon and re-inſtalled : but the peo- I0 


ple deſire that young Alexizs mighr be joyned with his father 7ſaaciws;; this 
was granted, conditionally that the old man would ratihe his ſons promiſes to 
them : but the people murmured and fretted, that ſo much treaſure ſhould be 

iven to the Latinesas was promiſed, 'crying out,that the Empire was pawned 
- a Child, to a proud and covetous Nation z hereupon the Latines being in- 
cenſed fall to plundring, not ſparivg the Churches,they ſet on fire the Saracens 
Synagogue, by which a great part of the City was burned; there isno end of 
their exactions: The two Emperors (ate ſtill, permitting their deliverers to pay 
themſelves; whereupon the enraged multitude, by the inſtigation of Alexizs 


Ducss aſtout man, met together in the great Church, railing againſt both the 4; 


Czfars, calling them evil Angels,and threatening to chooſe another Emperor ; 
in the interim old Jſaacins dieth , and one Nicolas Canabus 1s named Emperor : 
Alexins apon this ſends back for Boniface the Marquis, and the Latines, to put 
down this new Tyrant. Ducas (firnamed Murzuffus, from his hanging-brows) 
comes privately to Alexius, counſels him to flie betimes from the fury of the 
people, and therefore gets him to come out of the palace, pretending that he 
would protect himz but he preſently thruſts him into a dark dungeon,and then 
ſtrangles him the 7. moneth of his reign, and withall drawes Canabus out of 
the Temple: for ſome time he defended the City againſt the beſiegers; at 


length he goeth out to treat with them, but was beat back with loſe; he , 


ſuſtained the ſiege a while, bur finding the City unable to hold out, he gets a- 
way, the 76.day of his government,carrying with him Enphroſinerhe Empreſs, 
and her daughter Fudocia,with whom he was in tove. Theodorus Laſcaris ſon- 
in-law to Alexinus Commenns fled likewiſe. At laſt the Grecians fall to petition 
for quarter, ſubmitting themſelves to rhe Latines, who uſed them with all 
kind of rigor and tyrannie. Thus the chief Grecians departing out of the City, 
and the reſt yielding themſelves, Byzantinm and its Provinces fall now into the 
powerof the Latines. After this, 1Murzuffus or Murziphlus is apprehended in 
Peloponneſus, brought to Byzantium, where his eyes were thruſt out, and he 


flung down from a high tower by the Latines; the people raged on the dead yo 


carkaſle, tearing it in peeces. 

The City being taken, fifteen men are ſelefted who ſhould name the Em- 

ror : the YVenetians were to name a Patriarch of their own Nation, if ſo be 
the Empire ſhould not fall to them : So the Earls of Flanders and $. Pau! named 
five men apeece, Moxtferrat and the Allobroges as many more, the Venetians 
name the reſt; the ſuffrages fell to Baldwin Earl of Flanders,to whom was given 
the half of the Cities, of the Provinces, Tributes, and other things which they 
had conqueſted in the war. Thus the City being ſetled, they march into Thra- 
cia, Where all places between Byzantium and Adrianopolis are.ſurrendred. 


Baldwin to gratifie his fellows, declares Boniface the Marquis King of 1heſ/aly, 55 


and beſtowes the Iſle of Crete ( which Boniface had got as a gift from Alexis 
Angelus, and which he willingly reſigned) upon the Venetians ; this occaſioned 
the emulation betwixt the Yenetians and Genuojs. So now the Eaſtern Empire 


is transferred from the Greeks to the French.

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In France, to Lewis the Grofle ſucceeded Lewis the 7. called the Younger : 4n.Chriſti 
he married with Alrenorathe daughter of #i//;am Duke of Gaſcoign. He made WWII 
his expedition into Paleſtina, where he loſt his Army by the Greeks perfidi- 7 37: 
ouſnetle (as we have ſaid) after a years (tay he returns,and divorceth Alienoraz x 1 47: 
then marrieth with 2/ery, or as ſome call her Beatrix, daughter to pays: 7 
Emperor of Spain, and Alienora (as is already ſaid) marricd with Henry Duke x 1 5 0, 
of Normandy and King of England. This Lewis died at Paris the 44. year of his 
reign, To him ſucceeded Philip,called 4rguſtzs, and 4deodatus : he was made 1180. 
King in bis fathers life-time : He baniſhed rhe Jewes out of Frances and with 

10 Kichard of England went to Paleſtina, where with the confederate Princes he 1191. 
took Acona, and returns the fame year into France: He had five years war with 
Richard of England: he obtained two victorics,one over the Engliſh at Poifox, 
another over Otho the Emperor in Flanders; he died the 43. year of his reign 
after his fathers death. In his time was held a Synod at Paris, in which the 
Clergy parted with their Tythes, for promoting the war againſt Saladine the 
Turk : he much enlarged and teautiticd Paris. In his time a cuſtome aroſe 
in France, that when any Prieſt was dying, he laid on his breaſt a paper 
containing the true faith of the Refarrettion , becauſe at that time 
ſome made queſtion of it. *Then alſo did ſome Citizens of Brexe and Lubec 

20 ſet up the Order of the Marian fouldiers at Ptolomais, after the form of 
the Teutonick order, which two are by ſome confounded : Colonies of 
them were tranſlated into Germany, to ſubdue the Sclavi and other Northerr 
infdels. | 

In England, after the death of King Henry, Steven Earle of Boloigne, ſonne 

and heire-apparent of Stephen Earle of Bloys, and'of Adela the Conquerors 
daughter, made himſelf King, albeit he had ſolemnly vowed to King Henry 
to further the ſucceſſion of Manld the Emprefle', and Henry*s daughter. 
He ſeiſed on the treaſure of his unkle'King Henry, and diſperſt it amon 

ſuch as he knew would ftand him in need. He created divers Noblemen ueS. 

20 Knights, and releaſed the Dane-gilt, cauſing ſome rigorous lawes to be 
mitigared : He much advanced the Clergie with priviledges and immuni- 
ries, IT —_ from the Temporal Magiſtrate : he ere&ted many Forts 
and Caſtles : » gun all Cxmberland to David King of Scots and uncle to 
Mauld the Empreſle , that he ſhould not help her to recover her right; he 
alſo made Davids eldeſt fon Earle of Huntington ; yet not long after (in 
her quarrel ) he waſted the North with fire and ſword, till he was forced 
with lofle to retreat by Thurſton Archbiſhop bf Tork. In the ſixth year of his 
reigne, Manld, with her baſe-brother Robert Earle of Glouceſter, landed with 
an Army, which was much increaſed by the accefle of Engliſh and'Welſh : 

40 the King with his Army encounters the Empreſle z a bloody battell was 
fought, in the end the King is taken, being forſaken by his common- 
ſouidiers, and ſent to the Caſtle of Briſtol, and after three moneths ſet at 
liberty, to free the Earle of Gloceſter who was taken priſoner. The Empreſle 
is received into London, where ſhe was like to be ſurpriſed, for refuſing 
to reſtore EE lawes ; therefore ſhe ſuddenly flies to Oxford, where 
ſhe is unexpectedly befieged; but cloathing herſelf, with her chiefeſt com- 
plices, in white, ſhe eſcaped by the benefit of the ſnow, and got away in a 
ſhip to wor? þ After this was } pan In the 17. yeare of this Kings reign

;- her eldeſt fon married Elianor (as was faid a 
PoiGou. This Henry was enCouraged to invade England, which was his due 
in the right of higmother ; He therefore arrives with his Army, whom King 
Steven encounters , whoſe only ſonne Exſtace was unfortunately drowned, 
which cauſed a, peace; for Steven being childlefſe, adopted Hemry, and pro- 
clanned him heir-apparent to the Crown : the Prince returns to Normandy, 
and 
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and the next yeare after King Steven died, the nineteenth yeare of his 

Reigne : he was buried in the Abbey, of Feverſhamw in Kent, which he 

go founded. And ſo in Henry, the Saxon blood is again reſtored to the 
rown. 

As Henry was beſieging one of his Caſtles in Normandy, which was ſur- 
priſed by the French, newes came to him of King Stevens death : He was 
adviſed to raiſe the ſiege, and haſten for England; but he reſolves not to 
ſtirre till he had taken the Caſtle, which upon this was ſurrendred : then 
he ſailes into England, and is crowned. He reformed the Common-lawes, 
and divided the Kingdome into fixe Circuits , appointing Judges twice x, 
every your to ride theſe Circuits, He baniſhed the ſtrangers, who had 
flocked hither in great multitudes, and ſuch of the Nobility as had ad- 
hered too much to King Steven - He cauſed moſt of the Inland-caſtles 
to be demoliſhed : He feiſed on all Crown-lands which had been alicna- 
ted, and reſumes into his own hands Cumberland, Northumberland, and 
Huntington : He married Geoffery one of his youngeſt ſonnes, to Conſtance 
daughter of Conacc#s Duke of Britany, by whom he had that Dutchy; 
his youngeſt ſonne married with Adela King Lewis of France his daughter 
and he beſtowed his daughter Man/d on Henry Duke of Saxony, about 
which time died the Empreſle his mother. He never ſuffered his Souldiers 20 
to be idle, but did till exerciſe them at home or abroad. In the 19. year 
of his Reigne, he failed into Ireland, and made himſelfe by his Victories 
Lord of that Country. He cauſed his eldeſt Son Henry, and his wite Margaret 
the French Kings daughter, to be Crowned twice; himſelf, the ſecond time, 
ſerving as a Sewer at his Sons table; who then bragged, That hjs Father 
was but the Son of an Empreſſe, but himſelfe the Son both of a King and Queen. 

His ſonnes Henry, Geoffery , and John, with the Earles of Leiceſter and 
Cheſter, and Williams King of Scots, took part with the French againſt him; 
yet Henry prevailed, and P—_ his Sonnes and Lords for this rebellion. 
Prince Henry died before his Father, and Joh was poyſoned by a Monk. 30 
The rebellions of his Sonnes put him into a Feaver, which killed him in 
four dayes : He died in Normandy, the five and twentieth yeare of his 
Reigne , and was buried at Founteverard jn France. He was a fortunate, 
wiſe, and valiant Prince : -but unhappy in his Childrens rebellion 3 his 
vain dotage on Roſamond, whom he loved above his chaſte wife Elinor; 
and in his quarrel with Thomas Becket Lord Chancellour, and Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, who would not be inveſted by the King , but went to 
Rome , and received his Pall from 71ocent the ſecond , and was made a 
Legate : at his return, he ſurrenders his Chancellorſhip and Greart-ſeale to 
the King, not ſhewing him any reaſon why he did ſo. Upon this diſcord yo 
between Henry and Thomas , the Clergic grew infolent without controll; 
whereupon the King calls a Parliament , in which King Stevens Law for 
excmpting the Clergie from the Temporal power, 1s aboliſhed, by the con- 
ſent of the Biſhops, even of Becket himſelf at laſt, but with much adoe z who 
after he had ſworne to allow this at, yet relapſes, and obtaines the Popes 
pardon for this {in of his : hereupon the King ſeiſeth upon all Beckets:Tem- 
poral lands, and demands an account of 30000 marks, which he had in his 
Chancellorſhip turned to his own uſe : This Becket refuſed to doe, and went 
privately to Rome after whom the King ſends letters to the Pope, complain- 
ing of Becket ;, but the Pope took his part,aad threatned the King with excom- 5* 
municatijon,unleſle he were reſtored. In the interim he is recommended to the 
Abbot of Pontinyack in France, to whom the King ſent to have Becket turned 
out, and withall forbids acceſſe from the Pope into Fngland, Beckets friends 
alſo are baniſhed : The Abbot fearing the Kings diſpleaſure, perſwades Thomss 
ro leave his houſe 3 then did Lewis the French king procure him better enter- 

tainment, 
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ment, and animated the Pope againſt King Herry; who fails over into France, 
and in the French Kings preſence proffered to reſtore Thomas and his friends, 
if he would take the former oath and ſubſcribe; which he utterly refuſed to 
except he might adde this exception, Salvo honore Dei which highly 
__ the King, who returns into Frgl/and: two Legats with an Inter- 
di 
to conferre again with Becket, who was ſtill the ſame man; ſothe King was 
forced to reſtore him. The young King Henry was alſo offended with him, 
for refuſing to abſolve the four Biſhops whom he had ſuſpended for perform- 
16 ing the ſolemnities to him without his leave, and ſo was confined to his houſe 
in Canterbury; but within foure dayes after, Becket was murthered by foure 
aſſaſinates in his own Church, for which the Pope accuſeth the King, and en- 
zoyns him to war three years in perſon in Paleſtina, but this he redeemed by 
erefting three Religious houſesz he viſited Beckets ſhrine, walking bare- 
footed from London to Canterbury as he was enjoined, and there was whipped 
by all the Monks ; the four murtherers died miſerably in-exile, within tour 
cares. 
: Richard firnamed Conr-de-Lion, king Henry the 2. his eldeſt ſon now living, 
ſucceeded his father : he firſt of all enlargeth Queen Eleanor his mother, who 
20 had been reſtrained by Henry, for diſliking his wantonneſle with Roſamond. 
She governed the kingdom, till her Son came home from Normandy : ſhe ſet 
at liberty priſoners for ſmall offences, and Paid many of their ſmall debts: in 
this her ſon Richard did imitate her, pardoning ordinary offences, and freeing 
all his debtors. He made his brother John Earl of Lancaſter, and married him 
to the Earl of Gloceſters heirez he gave him alſo Nottingham, Devonſhire, and 
Cornwal; but he proved unthankfull, in affefting the Crown. This Richard 
in a ſhort time by his bounty exhauſted all his fathers treaſures. He was per- 
ſwaded by the Pope,to accompany in perſon Frederickthe Emperor and Philip 
Angnſtus of France, into the Holy-land; Sicily is the place appointed for their 
30 meeting : And becauſe he would not be burthenſome to his peopleyzin taxing 
them, he ſold his Forts of Barwick and Roxburgh tothe Scots King for 10000). 
he ſold alſo the Earldom of Durham to the Biſhops he made ſale alſo of divers 
Honours and Manors. Having fitted himſelf for this expedition, he commits 
' the government of the Kingdome to William Longchamp Biſhop of Ely, who 
ſhortly afrer was made the Popes Legate. Then he failed to Cyprus, being 
driven thither by tempeſt s which he won,and ſold to the Templars for 30000 
marks : Thence he ſail'd into Sicily, where he diſcontented Philip the French 
king, becauſe he denied him a ſhare in his conqueſt of Cyprus, being he was ab- 
ſent when it was raken, and becauſe their covenant of equal-ſharing extended 
40 only tothe Holy-land ; yet they agreed for the preſent, and proceeded to- 
gether in their journey, having good ſucceſle againſt the Turks; they took 
many Towns and Forts, and among the reſt Acorn, where Richard pull'd down 
the Banner of Archduke Leopold (et on the walls, ſaying, that his own Banger 
ſhould be firſt ſet up, ſeeing he firſt entred the Citys at this Philip was much 
diſpleaſed again with Richard, ſo that he returned in a rage home, carry- 
ing with him the Forces that belonged to the Emperor and to Leopold : 
King Richard notwithſtanding, by the help of ſome Chriſtian Princes with 
him, perſued his victories againſt the Twrks;and then returned to Cyprus, which 
{ the won fromthe Templars, and exchanged it for Jeruſalem, with Guido or Guy 
50 $0 of Leſingham, the laſt Chriſtian king, whence Richard was (tiled King of Jeruſa- 
| ler. In the mean while, the Biſhop of Fly (ſon of a Cow-herd) did fo tyranniſe 
over the kingdome in his ProteCtorſhip, that he became odious : wherefore 
perceiving how he was hated, went diſguiſed in a womans habit to Dover, 
purpoſing, to leave the kingdome; bur he was diſcovered, and by the people

Aquileia and Venice,and by ſwimming ſaved his lite 3 he was ſhortly after taken 
priſoner by Leopold in Auſtria, and ſold ta the Emperor Henry the 6, for 60000 
marks, from whom he ranſomed hitmſclfe for 100000 pounds : then he rides 
toNormandy,raiſeth an army,and revengeth himfelt upon the French king, 
n this mean while his brother _- repaires to him, with humble ſubmiſſion 
and acknowledgment of his difloyalty,laying the fault thereof upon Ely's mil- 
governments hereupon Joh is received into the Kings favour. Richard,upon 
his return, ranſacked the Monaſteries, taxed the people, and reſumed all the 
Mannors, Caſtles, and Offices he had fold, into his hands, to pay his ranſome, 
8ccoo.l. whereof he paid, the reſt was diſcharged by Leopold, whom the Pop 
excommunicates for making Kichard a priſoner, after his good ſervice in = 
Holy-war. He cauſed himſelf to be again crowned King; then tranſports an 
Army into France, where at the Caſtle of Chalows neer to Lymois he was ſhot 
with an arrow, of which he died within three _— the 9g. year of his reign 3 
but before he died, he won the Caſtle, cauſing all to be put to the ſword ex 
cept the malefactor, whom he pardoned. In the pans of this Kings reign, 29 
Robin-Hood and Litile-John robbed-and ſpoiled many rich miſcrs and uſerers; 
but Kobin being betrayed bled himfelf to death, fo his theeviſh rout was dif- 
rſed. King Kichard was buried at F oxteverard in France, at his fathers feet : 
he left three parts of his treaſure to his brother Johz, and the fourth to his 
ſervants. 

In Scotland, to David fucceeded his grandchild Aalcolmr, againſt whom 
Sumerled Thane or Earl of Argite.rebclled, whoſe Army was defeated, and he 
driven into Ireland by Gilchriſtins Earl of Angus, King Henry of England, for- 
getfall of his oath which he made to king Pavid when he knighted him, that 
he would never trouble him nor his poſteritic for thoſe lands he held in Erg- 33 
land, took the juriſdiction of Carliſle from the Archbiſhop of Glaſco z, then he 
cauſed this young Kingto ſwear him fealtic at Cheſter, and carried him againſt 
his will over with him into Fraxce, thereby to keep the Scots from invading 
England, and to bring Malcolm in diſlike with the French king. At his return 
into Scotland, he endeavoured to pacihe the oftended Nobility, excuſing him- 
ſelf; that whar he did in afſenting to king Henry's demands, was by force; and 
ſo they were pacified for the preſent. After this, Malcolm is invited by Henry 
tothe Parhament at Tork, where he is accuſed for aſliſting the French; there- 
fore his lands in Freland were forfeited ro the Crown : upon his return home- 
ward, the people were ſo incenſed, that they had almoſt | ſeiſed on him in his 42 
houſe at Berth : He complained to his Nobility, how he had been circumvent- 
ed by Henry, wherefore a war is proclaimed 3 the two Armies met at Carliſle; 
but to avoid blood-ſhedding, Henry was contented to leave Cumberland and 
Huntington to Malcolm, and only take Northumberland from him ; to which 
Malcolm againſt the mind of his Peers aflented, and therefore was deſpiſed by 
them : Upon this the country of Ga//oway rebels, but in three battels they were 
defeated by Gilchriſt Earl of Angaus. The Moravian rebellion was worſe, in 
which the Kings forces were beaten firſt ; Hut anew Army being ſent, the Mo- 
ravians were quelled, and moſt of they killed or fled, Swmerled took occafion 

1163. by theſe tumults, to invade the ſea-coaſt with an Army, having the affiſtance 55 
of malecontents; but he was apprehended, and his forces defeated, The Par- 
l:ament propoſcth a marriage for the King, being now 22 years of age; but 
he refuſeth to marry at all, preferring Celibateto the marricd life,and FA 


abroad;he gave himſelf to repairing and building of Religious houſes, and died

that he had provided an heire for the Crown, Soall being quiet at home and £ 
ſhortly after, the 25 year of his age, having reigned aboye 12 years, :

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To Mucolm ſucceeded his brother William. He is called upon by king Henry An.Chriſt . 
todo homage for Cumberland and Huntington ; for that cauſe he repairs to him, 4 
and withall remands Northumberland as his due. Henry promiſed to fatisfic him 
the next Parliament, at which he was deſired to be preſent : thither when he 
came, Henry going over to France with his Army,takes:i{/:am with him againſt 
his will : having ſtayed there ſome time, with much adoe he got leave to go 
for Scotland, whither when he arrived, he fals to ſettle the kingdome, and to 
build forts : then he ſends Embaſſadors to Henry, to demand Northumberland : 
Henry being bulie in the French war,was content to part with a ſhare of North- 

10 b:mberland, but not with all; afterward this ſhare cauſed a new war, for #l- 
liam demanded the reſt, and Henry was ſorry for giving ſo much; Armies are 
raiſed, and incurſions made on both fides; at laſt they came to a- parley, in 
which William anexpectedly was ſurpriſed by 400 horſe in ambuſh, which he 
thought to have been Scots, and carried into France, Having ſtaid there ſome 
time, he ranſoins himſclt, by delivering unto the Engliſh four garriſons, viz. 
Edinburgh, Sterlin, Roſburgh, and Barwick, with fifteen hoſtages, till the ſum 
agreed upon was paid; 1n the mean time-he is diſmiſſed, who being returned 
home, he with his Nobility {wear fealty to the King of England, till theſe gar- 
riſons were redeemed; then he quiets the tumults at home. King Henry de- 

20 mands, that the Biſhops of Scotland ſhould acknowledge the Archbiſhop of 
Tork tor their Metropolitan, which they refuſed ro do, for this cauſe they com- 
plained to Pope Alexander 3. who freed the Scotiſh Piſhops from ſubjeCtion to 
the Engliſh yoke. Shortly after this, Gilchriſt kills his wite the Kings ſiſter, for 
being found in adultery : heis ſummoned to appeare to anſwer for this mur- 
ther, who refuſerh, therefore is proſcribed, his houſes pull'd down, and his 
whole eſtate forteited : Some years after this, the King returning from Murry, 
where he overthrew Donald Ezan that had rebelled there, meets with Gilchriſt 
inthe habit of a begger, whom demanding what he was, fell flat at the Kings 
feet,confeſhing his miſerable condition ; at which the King being moved with 

30 pity, conſidering his former greatnetle and good ſervices, reſtored him to his 
ancient honours and eſtate. 


King Richard having ſucceeded Henry, and preparing for his Eaſtern expe- 
dition, ſends home the Scots hoſtages, and reſtores to W{l;amt his three garri- 
ſons, ( for Edinburgh-Caſtle was redeemed before, upon the payment of the 
fourth part of the ranſome ) he frees him alſo and his ſucceſſors from all bar- 
gains and covenants made with king Herry; in requital of which favour, W:l- 
liam {ends him towards his charges in the — 10000 marks, and ſent his 


brother David Earl of Huntington to wait on king Richard, who in his return 
from Syria was ſhipwracked, fold by the Egiptians, bought by the Venetians, 
40 and ſent home the 4. year after his departure from Scotland. King Kichard alſo 
being returned, was viſited by king W:{liaz and his brother, with a preſent of 
2000 marks : here Willian £1 lick, and it was rumoured through Scotland 
that he was dead ;- which gave occaſion to Harald Earl of Orkney and Cathneſſe, 

to pick a quarrel with the Biſhop of Cathreſſe, and then tothruſt out his eyes, 
and cut out his tongue; but //:/liam being returned, he cauſed Harald to be 
apprehended and hanged, having firſt put our his eyes, and emaſculared all his

King John of Fngland quarreled with YVVill:am, for ruling to aid him a- 
ga1nſt Phil;p the French king; therefore began to erect a garriſon over againſt

In Romegto Clemens 3. ſucceeded Celeſtine 3. who fate 4 years and 7 moneths: 


he excommunicated all France for king Phzlrps divorce, who had repudiated 
his wife Gelberga; he confirmed the Teutonick Order, preſcribing to them 
the rule of S. Auguſtine, with a white-garment and black-croſle, injoyning 
them to ſay in 24 houres, the Lords Prayer, Creed, and Ave Maria, 200 times, 
To — ſucceeded Imnocent 3. who fate 18 years and 7 moneths : He ſent 
fome 
preferred Mahumetaniſme to Chriſtianiſme 5 ſome thiok this was done after- 
ward by Innocent 4. He alſo procured Livoniato imbrace the Chriſtian faith; 
under him was held the 12. Oecumenical Councel at Laterar, at which were 
preſent two Patriarchs, of Conſtantinople and Jeruſalem, ſeventy Archbiſhops, 
four hundred Biſhops, twelve Abbots, and cight hundred Priors; in this 
Synod the word Tranſubſtantiation was confirmed. About this time ſprang 
up the Order of Predicants by Dowinicws the Spaniard, of which are recorded 
to have been 4143 Monaſterics : the Minorites Order by Francis the Italian, 
of theſe were 90000. in Platina's time : the Carmelites, bo Albert Patriarch of 
Jeruſalem; the Eremites Order alſo of S. Auſtin, & the Order of the Holy-Trinity, 
In Germany, Henry 6. ſucceeded to his father Barbaroſ/a, whoſe wite Conſtance 
daughter to Roger king of Sicily , was married out of a Monaſtery; by her 
Sicily was annexed to the Empire : when ſhe was fifty years old , ſhe was 
brought to bed at Panormws of Frederick 2. in a publike Chappel which Henry 
had built to that purpoſe , that it might be ſeen the child was not ſuppolititi- 
ous. He was reliſted in the beginning of his reign, by the Biſhops of Colen and 
Liege, with whom the Burgundians (1ded, but they were quickly ſuppreſfled by 


Henry, after he had put the Biſhop of Liege todeath, who was more active a- 3 


gainſt him then the other. After many conflicts, he quicted the $;eilians and 
Apulians who would have revolted from him, and put divers of their ring- 
leaders to exquiſite torments, fleaing ſome of them alive, blinding others, and 
thruſting ſharp pikes through them; ſome that aimed ro be Kings, he crowned 
with Iron-crowns red-hot : for this cauſe he was named Henricus Aſper, Henry 
the rough or ſharp. In 7taly he placed new Governours, to keep them from 
rebellion : Being well uſed at Cremona and Bononia, he gave them power to 
coin their own mony. The death of Saladine, (who cauſed his ſhirt to be car- 
ried in his funeral, with this acclamation, Here 3s all that js left of the great Con- 
queror of the Faſt 1.) gave hopes to Henry of ſome good to be done in Syria; 
therefore he prepares an expedition, and to that purpoſe ſends great forces 
before, under the Biſhop of Mentz and divers other Commanders, whotook 
Joppefrom the Saracens,and fortified divers Towns : bur as Henry was coming 
afrer with his ſupplies, he fell ſick of a feaver at Meſſana, where he died; ſomc 
think he was poyſoned by his wife, for his adulteriesz he was buried at P- 
now in a Porphyrie tomb, having reigned ſomwhat above ſeven years : his 
ſon Frederick was now five years old , whom he committed to the care of his 
brother Philip; him he had made Governor of Hetruria, and married him to 
irene the ſiſter of Alexi#s the Greek Emperor. Henry's death hindred the Chri- 
ſtians progreſle in Syr1a. 

In Spain, the Numidians, Moors, and Africans, being arrived in great flects, 
ſect upon Alphonſas king of Caſtile, whom they overthrew, and laid waſte his 
country, ſo that the French were afraid they would paſſe over the Pyrenean 
hills thither : this expedition of the Moors into Spain, was occaſioned by the 
Danes, Friſlanders,and Hollanders, who m ſeveral flects ſet upon and waſted the 
coaſt of Barbary : in revenge whereof, the 2100s fell upon Spair. .

2727) He report of Henry's death being come, Philip haſteth from 
V£ Hetruria into Germany, ſending the Peers of the Empire 
before, deſiring them to fulfill the will of the deceaſed 
Emperour, in confirming his ſons Succeſſion,and his own 
Proteforſhips but Pope Innocent by his Legats ſent to 
the Princes to reſcind the will of Herry, and to reject Phi- 
lip from the Government of the Empire, for he hated 
Frederickand his race,and (o he did Ph/ip,for curbing the 
Popes power in Italy : therefore he is excommunicated, and the Biſhop of 
Sutrie that abſolved him degraded upon the Popes inſtigation. Many voted 
for Bertholdws D. of Loringia : but the King of Bohemia, D. of Saxon,Marqueſs 
of Myſnia and Bavare, with others 1n Parhament declared Philip Emperour; 
which Bertholdws perceiving, and that his power was too weak to reſiſt , 

ielded to Philip ; upon this the Pope inſtigates the Princes to confer the 

mpire upon 0ttothe ſon of Henricws Leo, and withall excommunicates Philip, 
which made the Bohemian and other Princes to fall off z hereupon Otto is

{lain. Philips body was buried & Bamberg, and from thence tranſlated to 
Spire by Frederick the Second his wite Irene dyed ſhortly after with grief. 

Otto ſucceeded to Philip, for ſo they had'covenanted, that 0tto ſhould not 
meddle with the Empire whileſt Philip fived; but he did not enjoy it long ;; 
quietly, for ſhorfly afttr he had been crown'd by Pope traocertthe fecond at 
Kome, (where his Gold prevailed more then his Sword ) there aroſe a quarrel 
about the Principality of 2/a«4, ſometime the wife of Henry the Fourth; this 
ſhe had bequeathed on the Church 6f Rome, but the Emperours (tilt claumed 
it as their due; therefore 0tto reſolves to recover by Armes both that Mar- 
quiſat and the other Territories with-held from Frederick the Second's Tu- 
tors. At this reſolution of Otto's, Pope Innocent was highly offended, and 
becauſe he would not leave off his claim, he is excommunicated; therefore 
Otto ſets Guards upon the Pope, fuftermg none to have acceſs to him , which 
cauſed ſuch a tumult in the City, that Otto, not without great ſlaughter, was 2, 
fain to flie thence into Lombardy, where he collefts his Forces and invades 
Romandiola, Tuſcia, and the Marquiſat of Ancona; thence he marched into 
Apnliato recover what the Pope had detained from the Empire : in the mean 
ſeaſon the Popes curſe is publiſhed in Germeny, and the Princes are deſired to 
thruſt the Excommunicate Emperour out of his Government, Hence ariſcth 
a new War, which drew 0tto home out of #aly, ſome do fide with him, but 
more with the Pope; hereupon the chief German Princes, with the Bohe- 
mian, ſend fbr Frederick the Second out of Sicily, remembring the promiſe 
they had made to Herry his father, about ſerling his ſon in the Empire. Fre- 
derick comes into Alſatia; Otto with his Army prepares to encounter him, but x 
molt of his Souldiers forſook him, fo that he returns into Spain Frederick in 
the interim takes in all upon the Kine, then being crowned at Aix, he makes 
a League with Philip the French King; the King of England afliſts Otto with 
men and money ; upon this the War 15 renewed; but it laſted not long, for 
Otto beirig defeated by the French, and forſaken by his men, reſigned up his 
Empire the fourth year after he had undertaken it, and five years after this 
reſignation died of the bloody Flux, and was buried at Bruſwrge. 

In theſe Civil wars of Germdry,the Marqueſs of Brandenburg drew the 8clavi 
to rebell againſt Cannes King of Denmark, Peter Biſhop of Roſehild arrived 
in the Oder with an Army, which he landed in the Marquiſats a bloody Pat- 4 
tel is fought, and he taken priſoner, but eſcaped, and with another Army de- 
feated the Marqueſs as he was plundring of Sclavia, and took divers places in 
Holſatia from Adolphis the Earl who aided the Marqueſs : At laſt Labec being 
taken by Valdemarns D. of Sleſvic who aſſiſted Peter, Hamburg is ſurpriſed by 
him, and in it Adolphas. Canntws being dead, Valdemor the ſecond is ſaluted at 
Labec, King of Denyzark and Sclavia, and Lord of Nordalbingia. Adolphas fot 
his ranfome delivers up the ſtrotg Fort of Lavenbarg to the King, 

About the ſame time Phrlip of France recovered all Normandy again, the 


were reckoned twelve Dukes, fix whereof were Kings of England. Odoacer 50 
King of Bohemia, for ſiding with the Pope, is depoſed by Otto the Emperour 
ar the Dyet of Norimberg, and his ſon ſer up in his place. 

The Waldenſes, called commonly the poor men of Lions, Albigenſes and 
Beggini, were bufie about theſe rites in oppoſing the corruptions of Rome, 
againſt whom the Dominicans and Franciſcans were imployed by Argu-

Friſlanders , and Auſtrians were making an Expedition againſt them, but 
changing their mind, they aſſiſted Spain _—_ the Moores or King of Ac- 
rocco, Peter King of Arragon loſt his life in afliſting the Albigenſes. 

Frederick having ſetled Germany,and annexed again Belgium and Lorain to the 
Empire, was fain to be crowned the ſecond time at 4ix, and to take a ſolemn 
Oath to the Pope, that he would raiſe all the ſtrength he could to recover the 
Holy-Land; for which purpoſe alſo he aſſembled the Councel of Lateran, and 
promiſed to declare Frederick Emperour; but before this could be performed, 

10 Innocent died at Peruſium,as he was going to compoſe the War between the 
Piſans and Genuois : At laſt Innocents promile was performed by his Succeſ- 
ſor Honorizs. After this, Frederick returns to Ttaly, to take order with the 
Tuſcians and Apnlians, who by the aſſiſtance of the Biſhops, had invaded and 
—_ the Emperours Tetritories z theſe he ſubdued, and removed the Bi- 

ops out of their places, which fled to the Pope for remedy, who deſired 
Frederick to reſtore them 3 which he refuſing, and withall inveighing againſt 
the s pride, covetouſneſs, and frauds, gave occaſion of new troubles, by 
whichall italy banded againſt the Emperour,and at laſt the French were called 
in to the Kingdom of Naples, (theſe troubles were preſaged by Earth-quakes, 

20 and blood mingled with duſt, out of the clouds, at Rome. The Emperour is 
excommunicate 3 the Sicilians take up Armes againſt Frederick, having ſhaken 
oft his Government,therefore Fredericks forced to leave 1taly,and to paſs over

at Wurceburg,and made his ſonHenry by Conſtantia his Colleague in the Empire,

Maſter of the Horſe; the charge of Ttaly was committed to Reinold D. of 
Spoletum : but becauſe Frederick took not his leave of the Pope, nor expiated 
his crimes, contemning as it werethe Popes curſe, he commanded the _ 
Armies not tofollow , or to obey him, and withall layeth hold on the King- 
dom of Naples, and fills all 7taly with troubles : Frederick notwithſtanding for- 
tificth Joppe, and forceth the Sultan to reſtore Jer alem, Bethleem, & Nazareth, 
This Erennws or Bregna had married Mary the daughter of 4lmaricus __ 
of Cyprus and Jernſalem,and with her received the Title of King : he did good 19 
ſervice in Aſrazbut being forſaken of Andrew King of Hungary, who having 
waſhed himſelf three times in Jordan, thought he had ſufficiently paid his 
vow, returns home with his Army : being (I fay) thus forſaken, and hope- 
leſs ro recover Paleſtina, he intrencheth himſelf berween Ce/aria and the 
hill Caiaphi, and grew ſo ſtrong with the continual aid of Pilgrims, that he 
much infeſted the Parbarians; then having got a Fleet of Ships, he ſailes to 
Danriata(of old Heliopolis) in Zgypt, breaks down the Chain which kept off 
Ships from entring N:/{zs, and at laſt, not without much labour and blood took 
the Barbarians ſtrongeſt Hold. Here Saphadings was ſlain 5 his ſon wanting 
proviſion, retreats from the place with his Army. Conradin the Sultan of Da- 2: 
maſcus and Jeruſalem, and the ſon of Saphadin, offers conditions of peace, and 
promiſeth reſtitution cf the Croſs, and all that the Chriſtians had Joſt in = 
or Phenicia;, this was liked by all the Latines, except by Pelagizs the Cardinal, 
who would yield tono tearmsrill Egypt were firſt fabdaed : At this, Conradin 
in a rage demoliſheth the wallsand chief buildings of Jernjalem, Ceſaria, and 
other places, that they might not be ſerviceable to the Chriſtians, who loſt 
many men by the Plague and Famine; at laſt, Damiata after a years ſiege and 
a half, istaken ; Pelagrzs claims it as the Popes due; King Brennws retires to 
Ptolemais, "who with much intreaty of the Princes returns 3 Pelagizs the 
Lepat urgeth the ſubduing of Egypt, and firſt of the regal Ciry Cayre, whom 20 


Brennus reliſteth, alledging they came not for Fg Us but for recovering the 


Holy-Land ; but the Legat would have his will; therefore commands Lodo- 
vick of Bavariato go before, and the reſt to follow, threatning to curſe thoſe 
that obeyed him not; about 70009. went for fear of his curſe 5 no ſooner had 
they pitched their Tents about ten miles from the City Cayre, when the Nile is 
let in upon them, many were drowned, and the reſt forced to forſake 
Damiata, ad to' leave Feypts the Sultan of Damaſcus made Truce with 
them for ten years 3 upon this Brennw repairs to the Pope for new ſupplies. 
Abour theſe times, W# aldemar the ſecond, King, of Denmark, was ſurpriſed 
and carried away with his Son by Henry Earle of Serinum , whoſe Wife the 40 
King had. abuſed whileſt Hewry was abſent at the holy War, notwithſtand- 
ing he had intruſted her withthe King, hoping ſhe could not have been any 
where ſo fate. This King having recovered by his Armies, 'and ſubdued the 
Sclavian coaſt of the Baltick Sea, and having regained Hamburegh from 0tts 
the fourth, was in his ſJeep ſeized upon by ws: An carried away in a Ship, and 
impriſoned in the Caſtle of Daneberg; ſothat two years after he was forced to 
ranſome himſelf with 35. Talents of Silver; ſo he recoveted his Kingdome, 
butin the interim loſt the'Town of Vandalia, which revolted from him. 
Frederick having returned from Af/a, ſhewed that he was not dead , as was 
given out, purpoſely to encourage Brennws to invade Apulia and Calabria, be- 50 
10g the Lands of one dead in Excommunication. Frederick lands in Sicily, and 
overthrows ina Battle the forces of his Father in law , and reconciles himſelf 
to Pope Gregory, who had been driven out of Rowe by the People for his exa- 
Ctions, 'and was indigent of money's therefore the Emperour by Leopold of 
Auſtria {ends him a great ſumme., and upon that he is Abſolved and entertain- 
cd by the Pope: So they joyn their forces together againſt the Rebels _ 
| HeretiCKs, 
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 Hereticks, raging on them with Fire and Sword; Frederick on the Meſſanians An.Chriſti, 
in Sicily, Gregory on the Tentonsz who being again purſued by the Romans, 
aiming at their antient liberty , ſtoutly defended himſelf : At Reatun a 
bloody bartel is fought, in which 3ccoo. were ſlaine : After this, he ſends his 
Preachers about for raiſing of men and money again for the Holy Land. A 
great Army is raiſed under T hbeobald King of Navarre and other Commanders; 
They march by land,ſuffering much hardfhip and loſle by the way ; but ſhort- 
ly after they were come to Ptolemais, the Turks Army overthrew them, fo 
= few eſcaped, who returned home with diſhonour. 

10 About this time Ferdinand King of Caſtile took Hiſpalis and Corduba from 
the Sarazens 5 and James King of Arragon, Valentia and Majorca, driving the 
Barbarians into Africa: And about the ſametime did Henry rebel againſt his 
Father Frederick, whom he alſo would have poyſoned as {ome think, v 
ſuſpition that he loved his Son Conradus begot of Jole the Queen of Jeruſalem, 
better then him. The ſame year, Frederick married 1/abel Siſter ro King Henry 
the Third of England; then did Pope Gregory ſet forth his Decretals : Freds. 
rick preparethan Army to chaſtiſe the Lowbards, chiefly the rebellious Milla 
20is;, but the inſolencies committed againſt the Hungarians by Frederick of 
Auſtria , who deſpiſed the Emperours Summons, cauſed him to raiſe his $i 

20 from before Mil/ain and return home, where he ſtript the Auſtrian of all 
his power and bands; then renews his quarrel with the Mil/anoir, whom he 
ſubdued, and took in Sardinia ſubject of old to Sicily : The Pope challengeth 
Sardinia as a part of the Churches Patrimohy ; Frederick refuſeth ,ſhew ingit 
belonged to the Empire, the Priviledges of which he was bound by Oath to 
maintain 5 upon this Frederick is accurſed for an Heretick, and an Enemy of 
the Church : He on the other fide, by Letters to the Chriſtian Kings excufeth 
himſelf, and accuſeth Gregory of high crimes, whom the Roxrans upon hope 
of gain by his preſence, received again into the City : Then did Gregory 
ſtrengthen himſclfby the Venetians and Gernois, who had contended long for 

30 the Dominion of the Sea 3; between them he made a League for Nine years, 
that they might be the better ableto affiſt him againſt Frederick: Healſo in- 
vites Lewis the French King to take upon him the Empire, which he refuſethz 
yet afterward both Lew of France and Heyry of England fell foule with Frede- 
rick, for imploying the Earle of 7olonſe his forces againſt Raimmnd Farle of 
Province,who was Father in Law to both Kings: however, Frederick was preva- 
lent againſt the Pope by Land, and againſt the YVenetians at Sea; onely Ferraris 
was recovered by Gregory.Such confuſion was then in 7taly,that the Emperour 
could ſcarce know who were for him, who were againſt hims x ew a he 
brought in for diſtinCtions ſake the Barbarous names of Guelphs and Gibellins, 

40 which two Families had heretofore quarrelled in Germany ;, the Czfarians are 
named Gibellins, the Pontificians Gzelphs ; theſe two faftions fill all places of 
Italy with blood, moſt Towns fell off from the Pope, even Rome was ready to 
forſake him , but that he in a ſolemne {application cauſed the heads of the 
two Apoſtles Peter and Pax to be carried through the City , to move the 

ple to commileration. 

Frederick in the mean ſpace takes Beneventum by ſtorm, and overthrows its 
he drives the BenediGines out of their Monaſtery at Caſſinum, and gives Nu- 
ceria in Apulia to the Sarazens ( whom he drove out of Sicily : ) He fals ſud- 

denly upon Ravenna and ſubdues it. Upon this Gregory cals a Synod at Late- 
| go ran fr depoling of Frederick, who by his Letters tothe Princes ſhewed , that 
both the time, place, and perſons, and other circumſtances were for Gregories 
advantage, but all to his prejudice; therefore he ſhuts up all paſſages to Rome 
both by Sea and Land, and intercepts ſome Cardina)s going thither, whom 
he impriſoned, with divers Biſhops; which ſo grieved Gregory, that he fell ſick 
anddied, the 15. year of his Pontificat, andalmoſt” 100. of his life. Then did 
Faventia after a long fiege yield to Frederick: his two ſons, Conradus and

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| An.Chriſti. Henry drove the Tartars from Danubins; theſc had plundred Poland, Hungaria,8& 
| <Y'> Silefta; the Church wants a Po for twenty one moneths, in which vacancie 
Frederick removes the Univerlity of Bononia into Padua; at laſt the Empe- 
rour by the intreaty of Baldwin, who had left Aſa, and of Raimmmnd the Toloſan, 
being both now in 7taly, diſmiſleth the impriſoned Biſhops and Cardinals, 
wiſhing them to chooſe a new Pope, which they neglectig to doe, were for- 
ced by Fredericks Armes, and Lewis the French Kings threatnings ; at length 
Innocent the Fourth is choſen at Anagnia, now called Campagnia di Roma, he 
I 2 4 5» pretending that Frederick meant to kill him, fled to Genua from Rome , and 
| then by Sea into Lions; in the interim , the Romans overthrew Fredericks 1, 
| Garriſons, and in a Skirmiſh one like unto the Emperour was killed , where- 
| upon it was rumoured that Frederick, was killed, which cauſed many to fall off 
| from his Faction. 
| The Pope in this mean while chooſeth new Cardinals,whom he honoureth 
| with Scarlet Garments and Hats; then he fals with his Curſes upon Frede- 
rick, and invites the Germans to chooſe Henry Lantgrave of Thuringia for 
their Emperour , which was hindred by Fredericks Armies; this not ſucceed- 
ing, the Pope cals a general Council at Lions, there Petrus de Vineis with 
1245. =. bo ſtoutly pleaded for Frederick, yet notwithſtanding he is anathemati- 
zed : But to ſhew how much heflighted this Curſe, he fals upon oppreſling 
the Mil/anois againz but finding divers of the Princes to forſake him as an Ex- ©© 
communicate Rok, he promiſeth the Pope to maintaine the Holy War, if 
he would abſolve him and ſettle his Son Conradas in the Empire , which by 
him was refuſed; of this Frederick complains to the Princes, but Innocent 
proceeds in ſolliciting Herry to accept the Empire, which he did at laſt, whom 
Conradys Fredericks Son oppoſeth with an Army; but his Commanders being 
bribed forſook him, ſo that he was fain to return with diſhonour to his Father: 
after this, the Lantgrave by the help of the Biſhops,playes the Emperour , and 
as he was going to receive his Inauguration at Vlza,was ſet upon by Conradur; 
the Landgrave had the better, but a Reſerve of 15000 Conradus had laid in 49 
Ambuſh , breaking out ſuddenly on the Lantgrave, defeated his Army, 
in which he received a wound, _ of that died ſhortly after. 
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F -& Innocent being much troubled at this, ſends his Oratours abroad to ſollicite 
| +/* thePrincestoriſe unanimouſly againſt Frederick, and withall ſends a great 
| Summe of money to Will;amr Earle of Hol/and, to raiſe an Army and to invade 
the Empire, but the money was intercepted by Fredericks Friends; yet by the 
diligence of Conradus Biſhop of Culler, and the ocher Prelates of Germany, as 
alſo by the continuall preaching of the Franciſcans and Dominicans, infinite 
ſummes were raiſed for Wil/iam, with which he raiſed an Army that drove 
Conradus King of the Romans quite out of Germany ; wherefore Frederick 
reſolves to go into Burgundy, that from thence he might ſend forces againſt 
Lions where the Pope was; but in his journey he was {tayed by Parma,which 
thruſt the gates againſt him; he reſolves not to ſtir till he had takenit, but 
the ſiege laſted a whole year, in which time he builds a new town cloſe by it, 
which he called Y;@oria, and cauſed new Coyn to be ſtampt in honour of /:- 
Hor the Martyr, to whom he vowed to build a Temple, if he ſubdued the 
City : He had there three Sons with him, Herzry the younger whom he crea- 
ted Vice-Roy of Italy, Frederick the baſtard Prince of Antioch and Governour 
of Tuſcia , and Henſins King of Sardinia; he had alſo received Elephants 
and ſome other wilde beaſts out of Africa, with theſe he made publick ſhews 50 
at an unſcaſonabletime, and ſpent his treafure vainly; fo that he was faine 
to turn his new ſtampt Gold into Learher money, promiſing to repay it again 
in Gold : The Citizens of Parma proffered to ſurrender upon Articles,which 
were denyed them by Frederick; wiſhing them in ſcorn to eat ſparingly, and 
make much of their proviſion, for that ſhould be the laſt that ever they 
ſhould cat 3 this ſo exaſperated them, that deſperately they falley out upon 
the 
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his Army) whom they defeat and put toflight, ſeiſe upon 150co. Horle, and 
cut Thaddews the General in pieces, and the new City Vidoria they overthrow 
and level with the ground. 

}4 il/iam of Holland in the mean ſpace, deſirous to be conſl, ecrated, laid fiege 
to ix, the Dukes of Saxony and Bavaria were againſt him; but che had the 
Biſhop of Coler, with the reſt of the Clergy, for him, whoſe Armes and purſes 
were at his command; by their help, and by an inundatjon of water, the City

uniſhment, or elſe mad for being accuſed, beat out his own brains a- 
gainſt a pillar. In the mean while Frederick begins to prevail again; he drove 
William back into Holand; he fubjefted Parma, being (ſecure,with other Cities 
in /taly. People began to murmure, that the Popes perſecuting of Frederick, 
kept him from Aſa, where all was now in danger to be loſt, many revolted 
from Chriſt to Mahwmet : Hereupon Innocent is defired to receive Frederick 

20 into favour again, that he might heal theſe ſores of Chriſtendome, or elſe that 
he ſhould be gone from Lions, but he remained incxorable; and therefore 
ſends to the King of England to have Burdeaxx for his reſidence, being he was 
baniſhed from his own Church. In this mean ſeaſon Frederick died in Apulia, 
of poyſon, as ſome think, of a Feaver, ſay others; and to haſten his death the 
ſooner, his Baſtard-ſon Aaxfred (tifled him with his pillow ; he died the 38. 
year of his Emprre, and the 54. of hisage; by his Will he left a great treaſure 
towards the holy Warrz he was buried at Pazormus in a Tomb of Porphyrie, 
on Manfreds charges, to avoid the ſuſpition of murder. 

p He wasa Prince eminent both in vertue and vice : he was a good Scholler 

7 ©. 30 andLinguiſtz he cauſed Ariſtotle, Galen, Prolowy, and Avicenna to be tranfla- 
red into Latine out of the Greek and Arabick; heereted an Univerſity at 
Naples, corrected many of the Laws, and was a lover of learned men : he had 
three wives, the firſt was Conſtantia Queen of Arragon, of whom he had Henry 
the elder Duke of S»evia and King of the Romanes ; the other was Jole,Bregna's 
daughter King of Jer»ſalemr, whence the Title of King of Jeruſalem was an- 
nexed tothe Kings of Sicily and Naples, of her he had Conradus, on whom 
Frederick. conferred the titles of his brother Herry, and bequeathed him Sicily 
and Naples : The third was King Johns daughter of England, of whom he had 
Henry the younger : he had alſo, beſides divers daughters, baſtard-ſons; 2an- 

40 fred prince of Tarentum, who ſtifled him for giving away Naples from him 
Henſou King of Sardinia, whom the Bonarians killed, being ſhut upin an iron

and the Scythians deſtroy one another. Henry, Baldwins brother, (ucceeds in 
the Empire: and Boniface the Marquis having loſt moſt of his Townes , ſhuts 
himſelf up in *heſſalonica. Miſerable was the condition of Greece at this 
time, men devouring, one another, as Wolves do ſheep. 

In the Eaſt,Pr#ſa, Nicha, Smyrna, E bes, and divers other places, with the z5 
Lydians, ſubmitted themiclves to Theodorns Laſcaris, who having got toge- 
ther a Fleet of Ships, ſubdued divers lfJands. David and A4lex»r,brothers, the 
Nephews of Andronicus ſometimes Tyrant, Aldobrandinus the Italian, and the 
Gennois who took Crete, tore away divers limbs from the Greek Empire, Henry 
made peace with the Bulgarians, and married with the prince of Bulgaria's 
daughter; fo returning with his Army to Byzantiw, he fortified the City, 
where having left a Garriſon, went to The//alonica, where the Marquis of 
Montsferrat was, whom he made King there; and then returned to Conſtan- 
tinople; where he died the 11. year of his Reign, having betrothed his daugh- 
ter Jolanta to Petrus Antiſcedorenſis, who in her right claimed the Empire, and 20 
then he went to Kome to be crowned by the Pope. In the mean time Theodo- 
rus Laſcaris, who had overthrown the Turks in a great battel, and killed the 
Sultan with his own hand, made hiinſelf Emperour at Nicha, and: ſeiſed upon 
Fpirus and Dyrrachinni, that he might ſhut up the Emperours paſlage in his 
return to the City ; he beſieged the Tower, but to no purpoſe ; ſo he promi- 
ſed toraiſe the ſiege, if Theodorus would give him the publike Faith for his 
fate departure, which he did accordingly; but as the Emperour was paſſing 
through the Woods of Theſſaly, he was treacheroufly apprehended by ſome 
Forces in ambuſh, which brought him to Theodorus, by whom he was condem- 


ned, impriſoned in a Joathſome Dungeon, and two years after beheaded ; his ,; 
widow ruled the Empire in the mean ſpace, till her ſon Robert was returned 
from France; becauſe he could not come by Sca to the City,the Enemy having 
ſhut up all paſſages, he makes a long journey through Panonia and Myſoa, 


When he had got the Empire, he admits Martirms Michael, the Venetian 
Pretor, oub of his love tothe people, to be his Colleague in the Empire; but 
helived not long, ſor he died in Acbaia, as he was returning after his inaugu- 
. Tation,fiom Rome's his ſon Baldwin was as yet too young for Goyernment,and 
the Lajcarins with the Comnins were bulie 1n uſing all means poflible ro reco- 
ver the City; which danger the Venetians perceiving, entred into a League 
with the one to deſtroy the other; therefore they adviſed the young Empe- 4: 
rour to marry with the daughter of Alexins Commenus; but the French Pecrs 
fearing a change of Government in a Grecian affinity, rejefted this wholſome 
advice, and by rhe ſuggeſtion of Pope Gregory, they made a match between 
the young, Emperour to 1/artha the daughter of Brennus King of Jeruſalem, 
whole ſiſter, or (as others ſay) daughter Jole, Frederick married. So long as 
Brennus lived, Baldwin was ſtrong enough for his enemies 3 but after his death 
the enemies increaſing, and his treaſures being ſpent, which ſhould have main- 
tained the Venetian Fleet, he was forced to repair into 1taly, hoping for aide 
from Frederick (then before Parma) and the Pope, but both failed him; yet 
when he heard of the death of Theodorns Laſcarrs, he took courage, and re- 5: 
turned to Conftantinople, hoping to _ his enemies 3 but Michael Paleologss 
forced him into the City, which he beſieged, and at laſt by treachery took; 
Baldwin e(caped narrowly in the night,and got jnto 7taly by Exripns & Enbol:, 
then in the Venetian poſleſſion. Thus was Copanting le loſt by Baldwin 
the ſecond, the 60. year after it had been poſleſle by Baldwin the firl(t. 


Theodorus Laſcaris Emperour of Nicha, having deteated the Turkiſh __

tines, and then dyed ; whole ſon Theodorns Laſcaris ſucceeded, who died the 
fourth year of his Empire, being 36.years old, and left a ſon, John by name, of 
6, years old, to ſucceed him 3 but Michael Paleologus uſurping the Empire, 
thruſt out the eyes of this young Emperor, whoſe tuition he had undertaken;

and ſo being now ten years of age, loſt both his eyes and Empire at once. 


fortins, General of the Catholike Forces, gave, divers defeats to the Albigenſes, 
and at laſt was killed at the fiege of Tholow/e, which was given him by the La- 
teran Councel as a reward. This war was renewed by K.Lewis the 8.and deter- 
mined by his ſon St. Lewis, who cauſed Earl Raimond at Paris to abjure their 
opinionsz and they he beſtowed his daughter, with the Earldome of 1 holouſe 


upon Alphonſo the brother of St. Lewis. The Fngl:ſb were beat out of Rochel, - 


and a great part of Go cony, by Lewis the 8. who returning from his Albigen- 
fan Expedition, died the fourth year of his reign, whoſe ſon Lewis the 9, was 


20 crowned at Khemes the ſame year, the 12, year of hisage; he for his good life 


was canonized by Boniface the 8.and called Lew#s the Saint : he ſubdued in the 
begining of his reign Theobald Earl of Campaina,and Hugh Earl of Marchiazthen 
having made peace, and being recovered of a dangerous ſickneſs, he raiſeth an 
Army, and under the ſign of the Croſs faileth into Egypt, obtains a Vittory, 
and withall Damiataz thence he marcheth to Cayre, and was in a fair poflibi- 
lity to havetaken it, the Calyph Forces being much weakned : but by reaſon 
of the unwholſome vapours of thoſe Mariſh places, the Peſtilence grew fo 
violent in the French Army, that multitudes died ; ſo that the King being de- 
feated, and taken priſoner, was forced toyield to ſuch conditions as pleaſed 


30 the enemy, to wit, that Dam? *t4 ſhould be reſtored, with the captives on both 


ſides, a great ſum of money be —-_ to wit, 8 000. Marks of gold, 
and truce made for 10. year», io the King and Army were diſmiſfed : The 
Kings intention was to have recovered Jeruſalem from the Parthians, who be- 
ing beat out of their own Countrey by the Tartars, entred Syrie, took Jeruſa- 
ler, and deſtroyed it, abuſing and polluting the Temple of the Holy Sepul- 
chre. This King was very devout and religious, cauting publike Gilling and 

rayers through all his Dominions, when France was viſited with the Plague : 
he redeemed the Holy Reliques of Chriſts Paſſion, among which was the 
Crown of Thorns, from the Venetians, to whom Baldwin had pawned them 


40 for a great ſum of money, to be imployed againſt the Greeks, which incenſed 


them exceedingly againſt the Latines, ſtorming that thoſe Reliques ſhould be 
flefled, ns 4 and fold by them, whereas they had been fo carefully kept 
y the Grecian Princes ſo many years.

In France, Philrp raiſed an Army againſt the Albigenſes, who were defended 
by the King of Arragon,and Raimond Earl of Tholowſe.In this war,Simon Mont-

WY TY» hurt.

About theſe times the Tartars, under thecondut of their King Horcottas, 
did in great ſwarmes enter Aſia and Exrope, they ſubdued Perſes, and all the 
Countries between that and Tanais; at length they over-ran Poland and Hun- 
gary, even to Auſtria : upon this, Pope Innocent ſends ſome choiſe Franciſcans 
and Dominicans, to try if they could bring theſe Barbarians to the know- 
ledge of Chriſt, which they d1 — ſo that their new King ago, or 
Meto, was baptized : Halon, King Meto's brother, having defeated the Turks, 
recovers Syria, and was in poſſibility to have ſetled the Chriſtians again in 1c 
Jeruſalem, had not their own diſcords hindred, and his departure thence; 
for at that time his brother eto died, and he was called away to inherit the 
Kingdome. 

In Denmark to Waldemar the 3. ſucceeded Fricxs, whoſe brother Abel was 
made Duke of Jutia; this Fricss, as he was preparing to chaſtiſe Lxbeck and . 
Hazzburg, who had entred into: confederacie againſt him g was treacheroul] 
murthered by his brother Abel, who having reigned two years, was in Gods 
Juſt judgement flain by the Friſones 1n-a tamullt, as he was Taifing an Army 

ainſt them,for refuſing to ſubmit to his unjuſt exaGtions. To him ſucceeded 
chr opher, the third brother « againſt him his ſubjeRts rebelled, and threw 2c 
down his Caſtles and Houſes; he impriſoned his Archbiſhop, for which his 
Kimgdome was under the Popes curſe nine years. | 

Poland at this'time was afflifted with Civil Warrs : for Corradus and Henry 
the two Tutors of young Boleſ/ans the King, ſtrove for the Principality; divers 
battels were fought, till at length Conradus the Kings Uncle prevailed ; but 
the Queen and her ſon were more inclined to Henry; wherefore Corradns 
ſeiſeth on the King, and ſhuts him up in a Monaſtery, where he made an 
eſcape, having intoxicated his Keepers with wine, and fo betakes himſelf to 
Henry, who with mach trouble fetled him again 1n his /Kingdome, both the 
Tutors ſubmirting. In the interim, the Tartars break ih upon Poland;deſtroy- 3 
ing all with fire and ſword; fo that the King with his witefled into Hwngary 
to his Father-in-law ; but he alſo by the ſame ſtorm was driven out of his 

Countrey: which fell likewiſe upon Sileſia and Moravia. Boleſians was glad to 
hide himſelf in a Caſtle ; in the mean while, the ſon of Herry the Kings Tu- 
tor, upon the death of his Father, who wasflain in the war, takes 10n 
of Poland, whom Conradns, Boleſlans his Uncle, drove out ; but he did not en- 
zoy the kingdome long, for he grew odious to the peopke, for laying heavy 
taxes on them, that a way was made for Boleſ/aus to rerurn, who upon the 
death of Conradus, which fell ont ſhortly after, poſſefled the Kingdome 
aietly, 
T In : neland, John Plantagenet, youngeſt ſon of King Henry the 2. PAT. 
to Richard, albeit Arthur Plantagenet his Nephew, and ſon to Geoffrey his elder 
brother was then living, whom Phzlip the ſecond King of France animated 
and aſſiſted with men and — againſt King John, ſo that in a ſhort time 
Arthur levied a puifant Army, and invaded Normendy, where he took divers 
ſtrong places ; at length King John came over with a ſtrong Army,and fought 
divers battels with his Nephew ; after which they came to an agreement,and 
a place was concluded, but ſhortly after interrupted by the French King, who 
with amore numerous Army enters Normandy, and depopulates it: _— 
for want of money and courage gave way to the French Vitories, till the ,. 
people cryed out on him, and furniſhed him with a large tax, every luſty man 
proftering his ſervice; upon this an Army is raiſed and tranſported into Not- 
mandy, where cruel battels were fought, and the French defeated 5 Arthur the 
kings Nephew, and rightful heir, was taken priſoner, and ſent to the Caſtle 
of Roan; where upon hope to eſcape, he leaped from the Walls, a was 
rown 
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drowned in the Ditch. The next year following the French king pretending An.Chriſti 

title to that Dutchy, invaded it with ſuch a power and fury, that the whole WW 
Countrey,to avoid deſolation,ſubjected it ſclt to lnm. Shortly after this, Pope 
Innocent the third quarrelled with king john, about the eleftion of the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury ; for upon the death of Hubert, St. Anſtins Monks there 
without the kings conſent elected Raynold a brother of their own, of whom 
they took an Oath to repair to Roxee for his inveſture and pall : the King be- 
ing diſpleaſed at this, they eleCt John Gray Bithop of Norwich, in whoſe behalf 
the King ſent to the Pope, intreating him to ratifie this laſt choyce; but the 
10 Popeſlighted the Kings Letters, and confirmed the firſt eleftion; yet under- 
ſtanding thar divers of the Monks diſliked the firſt election, becauſe it was 
done in the night, adviſed the Monks to elect Stever Langton the Cardinal of 
Chryſogone,whichwas doneaccordingly,albeit the K.prohibited the choice,who 
ſtorming that he was thus lighted, writes to the Pope, that he would not from 
thenceforth ſuffer him or his Kingdom to be thus enſlaved to Rome: The Pope 
anſwers, that the ele&tion ſhould ſtand, requiring the King to give him quiet 
poſſeſſion,and to recall the baniſhed Monks, and authoriſed 4.Biſbops to inter- 
did the King and K _—_ if he did not obey; the King upon this ſeiſed on 
theſe Biſhops lands and goods, promiſing to do the like to all that ſhould have 
20 any recourſe to Romwezwherefore the Pope ſends his twoLegats, Pandulphas and 
Dur.mt,wiſhing the King to ſubmit himſclf to the Pope,and to be reconciled to 
the four Piſhops, and the Monks of St. Auſtin, which he was willing to do, 
conditionally that he might not allow the Cardinals eleftion ; upon this the 
Legats pronounce the Popes Curſe againſt the king, abſolving his Subjects 
from their allegiance, and withall gave his Crown to /þ/ip the French king : 
this fulmination the King ſlighted ; and to confront the Pope, he enters Scot- 
lind with a great Army, becauſe King Alexander the ſecond had fided with 
the Pope, and entertained divers of his rebellious Clergy; the Scottiſh xing 
to avoid further trouble, reconciled himſelt to King john. King Philip of 
30 France having now ſome pretence to war upon England, provides a great 
Army, but 300. of his Ships laden with Victuals were ſurpriſed by xing 
hn, (o his hopes failed him : but the Pope purſued the King ſoca h with 


0 r 
ſh Thunder-bolts, that he was fain at laſt on his knees, before Par \ #5, tO 
confeſs his diſobedience to the Pope; and craving pardeht, by a publike In- 
ſtrument under his hand and ſeale reſigned his Crown tothe pope,which Par 
dulphus kept four dayes for the Popes uſe, and then gave the Crown to King 
John and h1s herrs, reſerving a tenure thereof to the Church of Rome, with an 
1tinual Tribute of 1000. Marks, 7000. for England, and 300o. for Ireland, 
Many of the _— upon this revolt from the King, and flie over to France, 


40 to aſſiſt Philip again him, who was making preparations for his ſon Lewis to 
invade Fneland; which he did, and was like to have carried it, had not the 
pope required Philip and his ſon Lewis to deliſt from all hoſtility againſt that 
Crown which was holden of the See of Rome : this injunction the French 
King refuſed to obey wherefore the Pope ſends Gallo the Cardinal of Saint 
Martins hither, who accurſed Philip, Lewis, and the Engliſh that ſided with 
them : Hereupon the common Souldiers forſook their Leaders, and went 
home, and divers of the Countrey people tell ro robbing and plundring the 
houſes of the Nobility and Gentry that were accurſed; which cauſed them, 
being deſtitvte of means,and forfaken of their friends, to ſubmit to King Joby, 

50 who pardoned them, and reſtored them to their Honours and Lands; and ſo 
after this followed peace. The Pope ſhortly after, in the Councel of Lateran, 
publiſhed, that the tenure of England was to be of the Church of Rome. At the. 
ſame time 0tho the Emperour, Peter King of Arragon, and Raymund Earl of 
Tholouſe, with ſome other princes, were excommunicated for hereſie; as was 
pretended, but indeed to ſubject their temporalties to the Pope; and there- 


fore it was decreed, that no man ſhould be made Emperour, untill he had 
Rh * ſworn 
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An.Chrjjtt. ſworn his homage to the yope. But the Clergy was never heartily reconci- 
led to King fohr, againſt whom they ſtill bore a private grudge; therefore 
in the Abbey of Swinſtedneer Lincoln he was poyſoned by a Monk of Saint 
Bernards Order, who to make ſure work, drank fir{t tothe King, and poy- 
ſoned himſelf for company;ſomethink he died of a ſurteit of peaches and new 
Ale. King John reigned 17. years, and was buried at Wmcheſter. In the 7, 
year of his reign he went into Ireland, and reduced that revolted people to his 
obedience. In the 9. year he renews the Londoners Charter for the annual 
elefting of a Maior and two Sheriffs. The next year London-Bridge was built. 
He had two ſons, Henry, who ſucceeded him, and Richard Earl of Cornwal and 10 
King of the Romans. His three daughters were, Joan the eldeſt, married to A- 
lexander the ſecond, King of Scots 3 Elranor, wite to Simon Earl of Leiceſter; 
and 7ſabe[the youngeit, who was married to the Emperour. 

Henry, King, Johns ſon, was crowned at the age of 9. years, whoſe ProteCtor 
was the Earl of Glonceſter, In this Kings minority, the French invade this 
Kingdome, with whom the Welch take part; but the Protector ſtoutly op- 
poſed them : The Pope in the mean time thunders out his curſes and Ex- 
communications againſt the French, and their adherents : At this, Prince 
Lewis deſiſted from Armes, but his father Ph:l:p ſhipped new Forces to aide 
his Son. Hwgh de Burgh Maſter of the Cinque-Ports rigs out a Fleet, and beats 25 
the French ; wherefore Prince Lewis makes peace with the Englith, and for a 
ſum of money received, he ſurrenders all the Forts and Towns he had taken , 
and returns to France. Upon his —_— a Parliament is called, in which 
King Edwards Laws were eſtabliſhed, and the grand Charter, or Magna Charta, 


the Wardſhips and Marriages of Wards granted of old to King Fdgar and Ed- 
ward the Confellor, were revived, and a voluntary Tax given to the King for 
railing of Forces to be conducted by Richard Earl of Cornwal, the Kings bro- 
ther, for recovering of Poyteers and Gaſcoign again from the French z which 
Provniices were ſhoitly = recovered by the ſame Kchard, but invaded 
again, and taken by the French, and re-taken afterward by the ſaid Richard 20 


the ſecond time; at laſt a peace 1s made between the two Kings. After this 
the Barons of England were diſcontent with _ Henry, tor applying himſelf 
meerly to ſtrangers, and neglecting themz which error the King perceiving, 
he reconciled himſelf to his Nobles, and rcfumed the Earldom of Cheſter into 
his own hands, John Scot the Earl thereof being dead without ifſue male; the 
four daughters of this Earl were, by way of exchange, enriched with other 
Territories and Honours. Prince Fdward, the Kings ſon, is married to Elianor 
the King of Spains ſiſter, on whom he beſtowed Guiar, Ireland, Cheſter and 
W ales; theſe two laſt dignities he annexed to the eldeſt ſons of the Engliſh 
Kings. Not long after a Scholler in 0xford intended to murther the King, 40 
but miſſed him, for that night he lodged not in his uſual bed-chambers ſo the 
Traitor was apprehended and put to death. In the 24. year of Heary's reign, 
Lewjs the 9. invadeth Gian, againſt whom King Herry carried over an Army 3

I Scotland, toting William ſucceeded his fon Alexander 16. years old.z ht 
being invited into Ereland by the oppreſled Clergy under king jobr, falls u p= 
on the Royaliſts and their Lands with fire and ſword, King Jobs in requital 
enters Scotland, waſting all before him in Lothian, Alexander was deterred 
by the Popes curſe, from affiſting Prince Lewis of France againſt King John, 
who had now reſigned his Kingdome to the: See of Rowe; therefore he re- 
1o turns to Scotland, but with great difficulty, king {0b having cauſed the Brid- 
gesover Trent to be broken down; but his death (by poylon,) did facili- 
tate Alexanders rerurn,who being abſolyed by the Popes Legat from his curſe, 
makes peace with King Henry Of England, whom the Pope had now eftabli- 
ſhed inhis Kingdome. The Scots reftore Carlile which they had taken in the 
former war, ind the Ergliſþ ſurrender Berwick. The Legat by his excomtiia- 
nication raiſeth a great ſum of money from the Seotiſ Clergy, who joynin 
with the Clergy of England, ſend Meſlengers to Rowe with complaints S_ 
the Legates ſordid and unjuſt carriage, on whom the Pope ſet a great fine.

Power 1s given tothe Archbiſhop of Ments to 
conſecrate the kings of Bohemia, which continued long, till one of them ſold 
that priviledge tothe Church of Prague. To Gregory lucceeded Celeſtine the 4, 
who fate but 18.dayes; then followed the vacancy of one year nine moneths, 
in which time S. Ferdinand drives the Moors almolt quite out of Spain; having 
obtained both the kingdome of Caſtile and Legion, with Corduba and Hiſpalis, 
he erects the Univerſity of Salmatica. Innocent the 4. is choſen Pope; he fate 1;

But Manfred aiming at the Empire of 
Italy and Sicaly, poyſoned Conradas, four years after his Fathers death; a juſt 
reward for him, who had cauſed his younger brother Herry, and his ſon Fre- 
derick to be murthered : Manfred alſo commanded Conradinus, the ſon of 
Conradws,to be poyſoned, having undertaken his tuition z and then fals upon 
the Towns of 4 and of the kingdome of Naples, which he took from the 
Pope, and ſo made himſelf King, grving out that Conradinys was dead, but 
was not : After this he ſeiſethupon Sicily, and to make himſelfe the ſtronger 
againſt the Popes power, he makes a match between Peter the ſon of James K. 
of Arragon, and his daughter Conſtantia, Upon this, Urban the 4. Alexanders 
ſacceſlor, curſeth Manfred, and armeth Charls of Anjou, brother to Lewjs the 
French king, who encountring with Manfred, defeats and kills him, and fo 
obtains both kingdomes, paying to the Pope fourty thouſand Crownes 
early. 
: - — IT being now of years, and having raiſed an Army of Germans, 
with whom divers Italian Townes joyned : Conradwe alſo, his brother, Prince 
of Antioch, helped him to recover Sicily z, the Sarazens likewiſe afliſted him; 
all Sicily yielded, except Panormw, Mejfena, and Syracuſa. Conradinws after 
this, fighting with Charles, is defeated and taken, and ſo was Frederick Duke 
of Atria, both whom upon the Popes per{waſjon he cauſed to be beheaded;

T hus Charles loſt Sicily quite, who though he raiſed a war againſt the 
Arragonians, yet they kept the Iſland till his Race was wholly extinguiſhed, 
and then they vbtained al{o the kingdome of Naples, being invited thither by 
Joan the widow : And thence alſo the French were quite excluded. After- 
ward Ferdinand king of Arragon dying without ifſue Male, left theſe king- 
domes to Charles the 5. his Grandchild by his Daughter. 
William the Emperour being flair, ashe was preparing an Army againſt the 
Friſlanderg, Germany was divided into Fattions about a new Emperour; ſome 
20 were for Richard Earl of Cornwal, k. John of Englands ſon, others for Alphonſws 
king of Caſtile, both had made parties by giving large bribes,and both are no- 
minateds A:chard, by the Biſhops of Mentz, Colen, and the Palatine ; but he 
being too eager and violent againſt thoſe that were for Alphonſxs,and having 
run himſelf out of all his monies by his too much bounty,.is forſaken of his 
own party, and ſo forced to return to England. Alphon/ws being ſent for into 
Germany by his own party, to wit, by the Biſhop of Trevers, the Duke of 
Saxony, Marqueſs of Brandenburg, and king of Bobemia; but _— more 
in Mathematicks then in Dominions, and being fearful to meddle with the 
diſtracted eſtate of Germany, ſtaid fo long in France, that he loſt both the Em- 
30 pire and his own kingdome, which his ſon Sarcin feiſed on; therefore he re- 
turnsdiſcontented to $7v4l, where with grief he died, having advanced the 
knowledge of Phyſick and Aſtronomy, to his great charges, and the benefit 
of poſterity ; for he ſpent above 400co. Crowns in compiling of his Tables, 
and interpreting of Arabick, and other books into Latine. 

Germany being, _— to every great mans violence, for want of a Head, 
and both Fredericks faftion and the Popes were ſo ſtrong there, that no man 
durſt venture to meddle with the Imperial Government : Pope Gregory is at 
laſt moved with the afflitions and complaints of that Countrey, ſo that he 
gives order to the Electors to chooſe them a king of the Romans, otherwiſe 

40 he would provide one for them : When they met at Franckfort, they unani- 
mouſly pitched upon Rodulphus of Habſpurg, who was then beſieging of Baſ!; 
upon the news of his Ele(tion, which at firſt he did hardly believe, he makes 
peace with the Baſlians, repairs to Aix, where he is crowned with his wite 
Ann. As ſoon as he was ſetled, he applyes himſelf to compoſe the differen- 
ces of Germany complaint was made againſt 0ttocar king of Bohemia, for in- 
vading and- ſeifing upon Auſtria. The Hungarians had invaded the lower,and 
the Bavarians upper Auſtria; their opprefſions were ſuch, that the people 
reſolved to invite thither, either Henry Marqueſs of Myſnia, the husband of 
Conſtarca, who was liſter to Frederick the laſt, or elſe one of his two fons. 

30 Wenceſlans king of Bohemia perceiving this, married his ſon Ottocar to Marga- 
ret the Widow, who had born two ſons to Henry, Frederick, the Emperours 
ſon : Upon this Match, 0ttocar pretending a Title, invades Auſtria, which he 
did not long: enjoy, for Kodolphus the Emperour overthrew him, brought 
him on his knees, and took Auſrria from him, which he beſtowed on his: fon 
Albertus, whoſe poſterity hath poſſeſſed it till this time. But not long after, 
Ottocar {corning that he thould be thus uſed by Rodolphnr,who had I vo 

en 
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An.Chriſti. been his ſervant, being alſo inſtigated Dy his wite Curiganda, (for he had un- 

VN juſtly repudiated Margaret) ſecretly raiſeth ro0co men, and with monies tries 
to corrupt the Peers to forſake Ceſar; but the buſineſs could not be {o cloſely 
carried as he ſuppoſed; for Rodolphns with an Army of Germans and Hunga- 
rians beat Oftocar, whom a common Souldier killed after he was taken, be- 
cauſe he had killed a brother of this Souldiers, In this Batte) the Emperor was 
beaten down from his horſe, yet recovered, and 14090. wereſlain ; preſently 
after this Moravia is ſubdued. A new League is made between Ceſar and the 
Queen of Bohemia, that Ceſars daughter ſhould marry with Werceſlas the ſon 
of Ottocar, and ſo heſhould hold Boherria in fee of the Emperour. : 

After this, Re/ph forceth the Bernens, Helvetians, and Burgundians to ſubmit 
to him, and having in fourteen ſeveral Battels got the berter ſtill, he is 
honoured with the Title of VICToR1lous; In Thuringia and the neigh- 
bouring places hepulled down 66. Caſtles of the Rebels; He reigned 18. 
years, in all that time he never ſaw 1taly, aftirming that the former Emperours 
went thither rejoycing, but returned ſorrowing : He beſtowed Komandiola 
upon the Pope; He fold to the Bononians, Florentines, Gennojs, and Lucans 
their liberty be gold z Hedeſtroyed all the High-way Robbers in Germany, 
29. he put to death at one time. There was one who reſembled ſomewhat 
Frederick, Duke of Suevia, who was beheaded with Conradinus:; this fellow 2; 
began to draw people into Rebellion, ſo that the Emperour being afraid, left 
oft the ſiege of Columbaria, and made ſhew as it he would ſubmir to this new 
Ceſar, whoſe knavery when he found out, he cauſed him to be burnt alive. 
But the Pope fearing his greatneſs, renewes the Decree for recovering the 
Holy-kand, which was almoſt gone, for in three years after it was all ſwal- 
lowed up by the Zgyptzans. He alſo et out an Edict for the defence of 7taly, 
the Sea-coaſt of which, for want of Garriſons, was expoſed to Piracies. Ano- 
ther order he publiſheth for expelling the French and Spaniards out of Sicily 
and Naples; and if the Emperour made not haſte to reform theſe diſorders, he 
threatens to invade Hetruria and the Exarchal or Romandiola in Picemm, Fla- 
minia, and Amiliaz he allowed alſo for the holy Knights, the fourth*part of * 
the yearly Revenues ; but Ralph not being willing to quarrel with the Pope, 
parted with the Fxarchal, as we ſaid. 

Ralph the Emperour being aged and ſickly, calls a Diet of the Princes, 
wherein he moved that his Ba Albert nighe be his Succeflor ; but not pre- 
vailing, and finding himſelf ill-diſpoſed, removes from Frankfort towards 
Spire, ſaying, Let ws go to the other Emperonrs, and ſodied by the way, the 19. 

ear of his Reign, and was buricd at Spire, neer Philip of Swevia. He had by 
bis wife Anna, Albert Duke of Auſtria, Ralph Duke of Suevia, with divers other 
ſons and daughters : In his time Ptolenrais was onely left to the Chriſtians, a- ys 
bout which, whilſt the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, the kings of Cyprus and Sicily, 
the Hoſpitallers, Templars, and Teutonick Knights ſtrived for fuperiority, 
Sultan Azelech Sapherates (that is to ſay, the illuſtrious King) belieged it two 
moneths, the Chriſtians within not being able to hold out longer, got away 
privately by Sea, and ſo the Town was utterly c_—_——_— 196, years after the 
Conqueſt by Godfrey of Bul/oign; ſo that in Aſia, onely Cilicia, now called Ar- 
menia minor, retained the Chriſtian Profeſſion. A main caufe of our loſles in 
Phenicia, and the Levant, was the quarrel between the Yenetians and Genuois, 
upon ſuſpition that Philip of Montferrat Governour of Acre or Ptolemais was 
more favourable to the Yenetians then the Genwois : There was alſo in the 55 
Town a Church of Saint Saba, for which they ſtrove; the Pope underſtand- 
ing this difference, decreed that the Church ſhould be common to them both 
whereupon the Geruois got into it firſt, filled it with Souldiers, and turned it 
into a Garriſon : The Vernetians hearing of this, in a rage parted from Tyre 
with three Gallics, cnter forcibly the Port of Acre, break down the Chain, 
and burns 23. Ships with two Gallies of the Genzozs ;; afterward they over- 
throw 
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throw the Church, affirming that the Geruois had profaned it : Ogtheſe fmall I 
beginnings, ſprung that war, which held ſo long, in which many cruel Battels 
were fought, the YVenetians at firſt being ſuperiors, by the afliſtance of the 
Piſans, and of their own Forces. 

In France S. Lewis reforms the Laws and the Judges; ordaines that alt blaſ- 
phemers and profane ſwearers by Gods Name,ſhould be burnt in the forchead 
with a hot iron, wiſhing he might be ſo burnt himſelf, conditionally he might 
purge his kingdome of that hainous ſin : He built and finiſhed divers Reli- 
gious Houſes, as that of the Jacobins at Paris, of the Cordaliers, of the Carthu- 

x0 ſeas, and others : he married his ſon Philip to the Infanta Flizabeth, daughter 
to James king of Arragon ; he reconciled the difference that was between the 
children of Margaret Counteſs of Flanders. Having ſetled his kingdome and 
houſe, he goeth on Ship-board at Afarſles,with his three ſons, Philip, John and 
Peter, and ſets ſaile for Carthage, where he takes divers Ships in the Port, and 
ſinks the reſt, and then laid fiegetothe City ; a furious battel was fought be- 
tween the French and Moors, which continued doubtful a great while, at laſt 
a party of the French Army getting between the City and the Moors, ſeiſed 
on the Caſtle, and took it 5 the Moors having loſt their Fort, and being aflaul- 
red on both ſides, ſubmitted, and were received to mercy by Lewis, and ſothe 

20 Town was ſurrendred. After this, the French Army marcheth towards Twnis, 
the Royal City ar that time, with an intent to take it : The king of Tunis en- 
counters them with his Army in the way 3 a Battel is fought, in which 10000. 
Moors are killed, and the whole Army defeated, and ſo he marcheth to the 
City, which he beſteged 6. moneths fo cloſe, that no proviſion could come 
thitherz the Citizens begin to think of a ſurrender, and were beginning to 
Article, when the Plague ſeiſeth upon the French Camp, fo that .many died 
every day, among the reſt, Prince Johx,. who from this {ad unfortunate acci- 
dent was named Triſtar,he was born whilſt his Father was a priſoner in Egypt 
and Saint Lewis himſelf, to the great grief of his Army, and of all good men, 

30 died in the Camp of a Flux, the 25. of Auguſt; after whoſe death the king of 

 - Sicily arrived betore-Twnis with a great Army, to the comfort of the French, 
much dejetted for, the loſs of their good king, Hemry alſo Earl of Cornwal 
ſhortly after arrived with a great Fleet, hoping to finde Saint Lewis alive,that 
they two night joyn their Forces with Prince Edward of England, for reco- 
pay of Syria, Tunis being now beſieged by Italians, French, and Engliſh 
both by Sea and Land, the Moors within, who uſed to make daily fallies be- 
fore, do now begin to faint and yield; the Chriſtians being weary and ſickly, 

ielded to a peace, that the hb king ſhould permit the Goſpel to be 
ly taught through all his Dominions, andthat he ſhould pay yearly to 

40 the king of Sicily 40000, Ducats , which was the ſum due from Sicily to the 
Pope: After this,the Chriſtians reſolve to go for Sicily, there to refreſh them- - 
ſelves with the change of aire,but they were furpriſed| by the way with ſuch a 
ſtorm, that all their Ships were ſcattered ſundry wayes, and many. of them 
funk and torn; beſides, the Plague was ſo hot amongft them, that they re- 
ſolved every man to his,own home, and to give off their voyage mtended for 

the Holy-Land. | 

To Saint Lewis ſucceeded his ſon Philipthe third, firnamed the Bgld : the 

next ”_ after his return from A4frick he was crowned at Rhemes; he made 

Guy Earl of Flanders in place of his brother, whodied in Sicily. The Queen- 

50 Mother following the eps of her Husband Saint Lewis, gave her ſelf wholly 
to deyotion, and tounded in the Suburbs of Paris a Covent of the Order of St. 
Francis. The King made himſelf Lord of Tholouſe, the Heirs thereof being 
dead. His eldeſt ſon Lewis was poiſoned by his Chamberlain Peter de la Broche 
who accuſed the Queen, Philips ſecond wife, of the murther, as if ſhe had 
done it, that her children might ſacceed tothe Crown : The King ſends toan 
old Wizard in Brabant, famous for divination, who excuſed the Queen, -— 
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An,Chriſti. laid the blawe on L Broche, whom upon this he cauſed to be hanged. He re.

duced the Gaſcoigns : He raiſed a great Army againſt Arragon, whoſe Kin 
Peter had ſeiſed upon Sicily, and was excommunicate by the Pope, and his 
kingdome beſtowed on Philip Valois, king Philips ſon. At the ſiege of Cernndg, 
which Philip took , Peter was killed; but Roger Admiral of the Arragoniax 
Fleet falls unexpeCtedly on the French, as _—_ removing thence, becauſe 
of the Plague, and ſets both the Town and Fleet on fire, an@ſo they make 
their way through the Pyren#ean Straits with their ſwords, Philip at this news 
fell ſick and died at Perpinianum,or Parpignan,and was buricd at S.Denis, This 
yeat was famous for the death of three Kings, namely, of Charles King of $i- 10 
cily, Peter King of Arragon, and Philip King of France. He _ above 15, 
years; he left two ſons behind him by his firſt wife 1/abel the daughter of Ar- 
ragon,to wit,Philip the Fair,his Succeſſour,and Charles Valois;of his ſecond wife 
Mary the Brabantine,, heleft Lewis alive. 

Philip the Fair had almoſt continual wars with. England and Flanders, that 
were Confederates : by his brother Charles Valoishe defeated the Forcesof Ed- 
ward the Second, and recovered Gaſcoign. Guy Farl of Flanders, whotook 
part with Fdward, was overthrown with him at Tue by the ſame Valois, and 
caried priſoner to Paris with his two ſons. After this the Flemrings rebel againſt 
the K. and defeat his Army at Courtrayz but two years after, they fought again 29 
at Andomaropolrs, and were beaten by the King : Then there was a peace con- 


cluded between them. This Phlip tor refuſing to undertake the Holy War, 


was accurſed by Boniface the 8.but his Succeſſour Pope Benedi@ abfolved him. 
Clemens the 5. who tranſjated his ſeat to Avinion,where it continued 70.years 
conſpired with this Philip againſt the Templars, whom they deſtroyed, and 


beſtowed their wealth on the Hoſpitallers, except what t up in their 


butthe French recovered ſome part of their honour loſt at Curtray, by 


Exchequers. He fixed the Parliament, which before was ambulatory,at paris, 
and built the great Hall of his Palace, wirh other convenient rooms for that 
purpoſe; and at the requeſt of the Normans, he granted them a Parliament at 
Ronen their capital City, which fits twiceyearly, in the Spring and Autumn 


0 
for ſix weeks at atime. About this time Queen Jane founded the Colledge of 
Navarre. King Philp, after he had been royally entertaingd in Flanders, with 
all the coſt and _— that could be deviſed ; left fuch Governours be- 


hind him, who did fo tax and oppreſs the people, that they reſolve to ſhake 
off the French yoak; to that purpoſea cruel maſlacre was committed on them 
at Bruges in their beds at night; and all the Gentry of Flanders, with the peo- 
ple, arm themſelves againſt the king, who was raiſmg an Army of 24000. to 
ruine Flanders, and was on his march as far as Doway; but being diſſwaded 
his fiſter,king Edwards wife, upon his inſtigation, who was loath that Flanders 
ſhould be ſwallowed up by the French, Philip returns back with a part of his 4 
Army,leaving the reſt to Garriſon the frontier Towns : but he could not be at 
quiet with himſelf, till he had revenged this murther of his Subje&s upon the 
Flemings:;therfore under the-c6mand of the E.of Artois he ſends a great Army 
a_ them who turiouſly and fooliſhly fet upon their Trenches, where the 
Flemings held them play ſo long,ril a great part of theiy Army wheeled abouta 
private way, and fel] upon the Rear of the French, whom they ſo diſordered, 
that 12cgo. Horſe and Foot were ſlain, beſides many priſoners; Count Artois 
with many of the Nobility, were killed, over whoſe dead bodies, chiefly of 
the Earls, the enemy barbaroufly inſulted. Upon this defeat, the king fends 
old Gay their Count, to ſee if he.could perſwade them to ſubmit upon hope 57 
andpromife of pardon ; but they would not yield ; and withall, being puft 
up with their Vittory, they invade the Coumey of Henawlt ; but they were 
beat back from thence. The French king ſends for 6. Gallies from' Gena, re- 
folving to beat the Flemings both by Sea and Land; but they being not w 
daunted, make excurſions as far as 4rr95, fetting fire on the Suburbs ? 
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courage them; therefore they refolve with freſh Forces to aflault the French 
againz which they did with ſuch fury, that Yalois took his heels, but the king 
with his Army fought ſtoutly, and got the Vidtory, with the loſs of 6000. Fle- 
mings on the place; among which was found the body of William, ſon to Guy 
Count of Flanders. This defeat made the Flemings ſubmit to peace, which was 
concluded upon this condition, that 200000. Crowns ſhould be paid to the 
* French king, and Flanders reſtored to Robert, Guy's eldeſt ſon, for the Father 
10 was dead in France, | 
About this time, Ca//2# the Tartarian Prince, who was become Chriſtian, 
having defeated the Perſ#ans, and chaſed the Sultan our of Syria, writes to the 
Pope and French king tor their aide, and alliance with the Latine Princes, for 
recovering of Jeruſalem : Upon this, Pope, Boniface the 8. ſends menacing 
Letters to Philip, to promote with all ſpeed this Expedition : which Letters 
the king (lighted, and withall imprifoned the Biſhop of Palmiers (which place 
he had lately erected into a Biſhoprick for the Province of Narbor) for hold- 
ing correſpondency with the Pope againſt him; and forbids any of his 
Clergy to repair to the Councel which the Pope had calld : Hereupon he is 
20 excommunicated, and his Subjects abſolved from their Allegiance; ſothat 
the king was forced to ſet the Biſhop at liberty. But Bonif.ce not yet contented 
ſtirs up Albert Duke of Auſtria, eletted Emperour, to invade France; but he 
ſtirred not: He ſolliciteth alſo the king of F=2land, but he could not, being 
imployed in his Scottiſh wars. Phrl:;p ſends an Embaſſador to the Pope to be 
reconciled 3 the French Clergy ſend alſo three Deputies in their riames to ex- 
caſe theirnot waiting on his Holineſs at the Councel ; In the mean while the 
Pope was -ſciſed. on at 4nagnis, a City of Abruzzo, by Sciarra Coloneſs,” 4 Ban» 


ſhortly after, This Phrlip afterward being preſent with the Kings of Fngland 
30 and Arragonat the Popes Coronation in L7ons,was like tobe ſmothered by the 
fall ofa wall, which killed-and hurt many, among the reſt Joh Duke of Brit- 
tain was flain. The: Templars were accuſed by this King and the Pope, of 
hainous cximes, and of keeping correſpondency with the Turks and Sarazensz 
therefore were condemned to be burnt alive : The great Maſter, with his 
brethren, proteſted before God at their death, thar os were free from the 
crimes,objected againſt them.

The Hoſpitallers being enriched with 
the Templars Eſtates, raiſed a great Army, with which they took the Iſle of 
49 Rhodes from the /Turks.

on : This made the King comply with France and Scotland for aide, He 1t+ 
figns Normandy, with the Lordſhips of Arjou, Poytiers, and Mayr, to Lewis; i 
licu of this, Herry is made Duke of Gyan, for which he was to do his homage: 
He alſo procures two Bulls from Roxee, by which he and all others that had 
{wor to maintain the late Laws,were abſolved.; notwithſtanding the twelve 
Peers went on in reforming abuſes, and removing from their charge fuch Of- 
ficers as the King had placed. The king publiſheth, the Papes Bulls, counter- 
mandeth the Authority of the twelve Pecrs, and makes the Londoners fweat 
to afliſt him.

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Aliens, who had Offices there. The Lords of the Kings Councel gave order dn.Chruſt 
for reſtitution of the Aliens goods ; but the Barons retuſed to obey : At laſt 
theſe differences were referred to the judgement of Saint Lewis, whoſe ſen- 
tence was, that the twelye Peers thould lole their authority, and none ſhould 
rule but the King, T his ſentence, as partiall, is rejected by the Barons, who 
repair again to the Marches of I# ales, and levy a new Army in their march 
toward London, they plunder and burn the houſes of Sir Roger Mortimer, who 
counſelled the King to withſtand them.

10 ory, they are zoytully received at London ; and rwo Conſtables elefted by 
ſome Citizens gathered a multitude together, who ſpoiled the houſes of Ki- 
chard King of the Romans, lately returned from Germany, whom the Barons 
forced to {wear to maintain their cauſe : But now he becomes their enemy, 
who before was mediating a peace, The King in the interim ſurpriſeth Nor- 
thampton, and in it Sir Peter Montfort, and Simon, Leiceſters eldeſt fon, who 
had raiſed an Army thereabout for the Barons. Another Battel after this 
was fought neer Lewis in S»ſſex, where the King with his brother Richard, 
Prince Edward, with many Knights and Gentlemen are taken priſoners, and 
more then 20cco. {]ain. After this, a peace 1s made, and agreed that the King 

20 ſhould confirm the twelve Peers authority 5 which being granted, the two 
Kings are ſet at liberty, and their two ſons left for Hoſtages with the Barons, 
who ſend them to Dover Caſtle. Then didthe King call a Parliament,in which 
he (wore to maintain the Barons rights, untill they ſhould be reformed, if any 
thing were amiſs. Hereupon the Princes were enlarged. Shortly after the 
two DE of the Faction, Lo and Gloxceſter, did jarre about theſe Ordi- 

- nances. Prmce Edward,upon this, with Glouceſter, Warrein, and Sir Roger Mor- 
timer raiſed anzw Army ; Leiceſter did the like; a cruel Bartel 1s fought at 
Fverſham in Worceſterſhire, in which the Barons are diſcomfited : Here $1»:0 
Earl of Leiceſter, with his eldeſt ſon, and Sir Hzgh Spencer, with many other 

30 prime men were {lain ; the Earls carkaſs was inhumanely mangled by the 
Souldiers, who cut off his head, hands, feet, and privy members. Upon this 
Victory, the King calls a Parliament, in which he recovers his former power, 
and the Barons utterly loſt theirs : The King alſo inſtigated by his brother 
Richard, reſolved to conſume London with fire; but the Citizens came humb- 
ly ſubmitting their lands, goods, and lives to his mercy ; but he was fo im- 
placable, that he would not hearken to them, nor to any for them, till at laſt 
the Prince mediated in their behalf, and ſo the King was content with a fine 
of one thouſand Marks; he pardoned alſo the Cinque-ports, for their rob- 
bing at Sea, during the troubles. But the Earl of Gloxce/ter, who by his revolt 

40 from the Barons, bad furthered the kings good ſucceſs, being ſlighted for all 
his good ſervice, grew deſperate,goerh to London,and there the raſcality flock 
to him, and having committed divers m—_—_ falls _ the Kings houſe at 
Weſtminſter, which they ranſack and plunder ; but the Prince again inter- 
ceded both for the Earl, and the other offenders: The Earle delirous to 
be imployed, requeſts that he might be ſent with an Army to the Holy-Land, 
which was granted, becauſe the K. was willing to be rid of him; but heuſing 
too long delayes, loſt this opportunity, which was laid hold upon by Prince 
Edward, who condudted the Army into the Holy-Land, where he did brave 
ſervice, and raiſed the ſiege of Acon; he was traiteroully weunded with a 

$0 poiſoned knife by a Sarazen, but recovered. His Couſin Her, ſon tothe king 

of the Romans, was ſlain in the Church of Yiterbo in time of divine Service, by 
his own couſin-german Guy de Montfort ſon to Simeon Earl of Leiceſter, in re- 
venge of his fathers death : king Richard died ſhortly after; and thenext year 
following k. Henry the 3. departed this life, the 65. year of his age, and the 57. 
of his reign; he had by his wife Elinor 6. ſons, whereof two ſurvived him, Ed- 
ward and Edmund; and two daughters, Margaret, wife tothe king of Scots, and 


Beatrice, who married John the firſt D. of Brittain: To

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An.Chriſti, To Henry ſacceeds his Son Edward, being now it Syria, who three years 
WY » after his departure from Fngland, begins his voyage homewards; he lands in 
Sicily, where he is royall y teaſted by Charles King thereof; he isalſo in 7taly 
honourably uſed by the Po and Princes; and in France entertained by Phil; 
the third, ro whom he did homage for his lands held of that Crowns at Jaſ 
arrives in England after (1x years from his ſetting out : Alexander King of 
Scots, and John Duke of Brittain were preſent at his Coronation : He began 
betimes to clip the Clergies wINs, by cauſing the Statute of 2ortmrain to be 
enacted, againſt which afterward the Clergy petitioned the King , when they 
had raiſed him a great ſum of money , but they werenot heard: heabridged 15 
alſo divers Monalteries of their Liberties , and took from the Abbot of Weſt. 
minſter the Return of Writs granted him by King Henry the 3. He reſolves 
to ſubducWales which had alwayes been a recepracle for the Engliſh Rebels:he 
ſummons Leolin their Prince to be preſent at the Parliament who refuſed, 
therefore he enters Wales with fire and ſword , and forceth Leolin to ſuc for 
peace, which he had, paying a Fine of 500co lib. and 1000 lib. per ann. but 
withall delivers him Elrmor, Simon Monforts daughter Earle of Leiceſter, with 
whom he was in love, ſhe comming from France was taken at Sea; yet for all 
this, within three years he rebels again with his brother David, on whom the 
King had beſtowed divers graces; an Army 1s raiſed againſt him, Leol:# is ſlain 20 
in the battell, and his head .is ſent to King Edward, who cauſed itto be 
crowned with Ivie, and ſet upon the Tower of London : thus ends the laſt of 
the Welch Princes ; his brother David is apprehended, drawn at a horſes tail 
about the City of Sbrewsbury, then beheoldol, his heart and bowels burnt, his 
hcad ſent to the Tower, and his four quarters to Briſtol, Northampton , Tork, 
and Wincheſter. In this interim Alphonſ#s the Kings eldeſt Son twelve years 
old dyeth, ſo Edward born at Carnarvan is heir of the Crown, and firſt of the 
Engliſh who was ſtiled Prince of Wales. After this, King Edward at the death 
of Philip thc Bold, paſſes over into France, thereto do homage to the new 
King Philip the fourth for Aquitainz then he reconciles the King of Arragon 39 
and Sicily in Spain, and redeems Cha#les Prince of Achaia(Son to King Charles 
of Sicily) priſoner in Arragon for 30000 lb. After three years and fix months 
being abroad, he returns into-Frgland, calls a Parliament , reforms divers 
abuſes, and enricheth himſelf with Fines laid upon corrupt Officers and 
Judges; he baniſheth the Jews ſerxfeth upon their eſtates, for which the King- 
dome gave him a fifteenth, and the Clergy a tenth z many other ſupplies of 
money he had in his time, henew coyned all the old money which had been 
defaced by the Jews, for which two hundred ninety ſeven ſuffered at one 
time in London. He was choſen Arbitrator by the Scots, who were diyided 
about the true ſucceſſor of = Alexander: and as he was going Northward, 4: 
his vertuous Queen Elinor dyed, who Rad ſucked (as ſome write) the poyſon 
out of his wound given him by the Sarazer. Whereupon he returns with the 
Corps to Ie fiminſter, he cauſed Crofles to be erected at Stamford , Waltham, 
IWeſt-cheap, Charing, and elſewhere in memory of her, with her ſtatue thereon, 
Atter this, he retarns to the North, and by his means Baliol is made 
Ling of Scots, who afterward upon an affroat offered him in the Court of 
Pnglind, defies King Edward, ſoa long War begins; King Edwardenters intoa 
League with Gny Earle of Flanders, with Adolph the Emperour, to whom he 
ſends 15000 [tb. to recover his lands m France, and with other Princes; ſo he | 
ſends ati Army into Frazce, where all his Territories are forftited and feiſed ,; | 
upon for refuſing to come and do his homage.

His brother Edmond in the mean while dyed at Byor, having 
beſieged Burdeauzx a long time tono purpoſe : upon this news the King calls a 
Parliament, in which he defires his Lords to goto Gaſcoign, which they re- 
fuſed, except he went in perſon, which he could not do, becauſe he was tyed 
toaſhſt Guy Earle of Flanders, whoſe Daughter the French King kept as a 
priſoner in Par is, for that Guy was to marry her to King Edwards Son : Beſides 
the French King falls upon Flanders with an Army of 6ocoo and wins many 
Towns : King Edward upon this paſſeth over into Flanders with 500 Sail, and 
10 and 18000 men, but was —_— of the Emperours afliſtance, and fo 
could do little good for Guy : He ſtaid that Winter in Gant, where he loſt 
many of his men whom the Gartois killed in a mutiny , and Edward himſelf 
hardly eſcaped ; therefore he is forced to make peace with the French king 
for two years, andto leave Guy to himſelf, whofhortly after was carried pri- 
ſoner to Parjs,where he dyed (as ſome think) and his Danghter of grief.

ately returned from England, with his 
Lady King Hemries ſiſter, and a great Engliſh train : but the arrival of Acho 
King of Norway, with 120 ſhips cauſed the King to be ſet at liberty , and the 
Lords to be pardoned; for then was notime toquarrel, when the common 
Enemy was ſo near. 'This Acho pretending right to ſome of the Scottiſh

came ſafe home to Norweys ſhortly after this King Acho died of grief; his Son 
Magnus was glad to i 7 0 © the Scots, and reſign all his right in the 
Weſtern Iſlands, for which he was to.receive 4000 marks preſentlyand a hun- 
dred marks yearly,befides a match is made between Margaret King Alexanders 
daughter, and Hangonan King Magus his Son: about this time King Alexander

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An.Chriſtj, bat he was not ſuffered to enter the Kingdome, and anſwer was made him, 
WY thatthe King would himſelf raiſe money, and fend-Souldiers to Syria; there- 
fore an Army is ſent under the Earles of Carrie and Athol tothe French King 
Lewis,& to the Pope a thouſand marks. Not long after,the King loſt his wife, 
and both his ſons; firſt David, and then Alexander, who had married the Farl 
of Flanders daughter : Margaret alſo his, daughter the Queen of Norway 
died, who left one daughter,called the Maid of Norway,By his ſecond wife the 
Earl of P1vex his daughter in France, he had no iſſue; tor the ſame year of his 
ſecond marriage, he fell from his Horſe neer K:#gorne, and dycd the five and 
forticth yeer of his Age, and the ſeven and thirtieth of his Reigne 3 his death ;, 
was much lamented both for his good Laws, and his juſt government. 
After Alexanders death, Six Governours are ſet over the Kingdome, three 
for the South-ſide, and three for the North-fzde of Forth. In the mean time, 
King Edward finding an opportunity tounite the two kingdomes, ſends Am- 
baſladours into Scotland, with Propolitions of a match between his Son and 
the Maid of Norway, Inheritrix of Scotland; the match is agreed on, and Am- 
baſladours ſent to Norway to bring away the. young Queen ; but ſhe was dead 
before they came, tothe great trouble of England, and almoſt the ryine of

but Robert the moſt affeftions , and both ſtrong parties to fide with them ; 
Bruce had lands in England, Balliol1n France and both had'great poſſeſſions in 

| Scotland: Toavoid civil wars, the.controverlie; by generall conſent is xeferred 
to king Edward of England, both, becauſe of. his fathers afte&tion and alliance 
to Scotland, and of his own defire to have renewed this affinity with a new 
match : King Fdwardupon this comes to Barwirk, cals the Nobility thither, 
not as Subjects, but as Friends z they ſent their Deputies He firſt ſwears the 
Competitors to ſtand to their award, then he ſwears the Peers to him 
that ſhould be named king this oath he cauſed to be ratified by their Hands 
and Scals; then he chooſcth out twelve prime'men of Scotland,as many of Eng- 2:

in Parliament : Ballio] was called upon to anſwer to his accuſation , and to 
come down to the Bar, ( for he fate nextthe king) at which indignity hefo 
ſtormed, that he went home, cals a Parliament, at which were preſent Amba{- 
ſadors from France, deſiring a renovation. of the old League; and alſo from 
England,demanding afliſtance againſt the French according to their allegiance. | 
The French League was preferredand renewed, being at that time of five hun- 
dred years continuance and the Engliſh allegiance rejedted, as being extorted , 
from a king without conſent of his Parliament. Upon this, a defiance is ſcot 
toking Edward,who having a Fleet ready, mtended for France, ſends it to Scoi- 
Lind, which the Scots overthtew inthe tnonth of the-river toward Barwick:

Upon this Edinburgh and Sterlin are ſurrendered; at laſt, Baliol ſubmits him- 
ſelf and kingdome to Edward: who ſends him by ſea into England, and cauſeth 
the Scots Lords to ſwear Fealty again to him : Balliol is umpriſoned, the 
fourth year after he was crowned, but upon the Popes intreaty is ſent into 
France, whither king Edwardalſo went witha great army. In this mean ſpace 
ohn Cumin Earle of Buchan is ſent by the Scots with forces into Exeland, who 
10 with Fire and Sword fall upon Cumberland and Northumberland; Walls alſo, a 
private man, but well deſcended, ofa high ſpirit, and ſtrong body, pittying his 
countries ſad condition, gathers an army together , and aflaults the Engliſh 
Garriſons beyond Forth, which he took in; then tights Craſſingham ( whom 
king Edward had left to be Treaſurer of ScotlandYdefeats his forces by Sterlin, 
and with his army enters England, where he ſtayed without oppoſition three 
moneths, and returns home with much bootie. Upon the report of theſe pro- 
ceedings , King Edward haſteneth out of France, raiſeth a great army, and 
marcheth to St ammor or Stainſmoores the Engliſh ſeeing the carriage of Wallas 
and his Captains, with the order of his army, which conſiſted of 30000. re- 
20 treated without fighting z Wallas fearing ſome treachery did not purſue 3 - 
Hereupon, the Scots Lords who held for King Edward, envying Wallas his va- 
lour and ſuccefle, gave out that he aimed to be King himſelf, and that it were 
better for the Scots to be ſubject ro King Edward, then toa new upſtart; be- 
ſides, the Scots army began to mutiny among themſelves, which was the cauſe 
of their overthrow {ix miles from Sterlizg; in which confli& .ten thouſand 
Scots wereſlaine : Wallas upon this diſmitleth his forces, and king Edward re- 
turns into Fngland. The Scots that ſtood upon their liberty, ſend to Kin 
Philip of France to mediate for a peace with King Edward, which was grant 
F for ſeven moneths; during which time, the Ambaſſadors that were ſent to 
> 20 Pope Boniface the eighth were intercepted by the Engliſh and impriſoned 5 
by this with ſome other wrongs incenſed the Scots again, who drove all the En- 
* gliſh, and Scots that were tor King Edward, out of their Garriſons : another 
” army isſent into Scotland, which being divided into three bodies, were all 
three defeated in one day by an army of eight thouſand Scotsz which ſo en- 
raged King Edward, that heraiſed the greateſt army that eyer was raiſed by 
him; herigs out alſoa great Fleet, and ſo invades Scotland by Sea and Land :

In Rome, Alexander the Fourth was Pope ſix years; in whoſe time Daniel 
Duke of Kſſza made the Popes Legate i Polonia believe, that he and his 
Countrey would be of the Kowziſh communion, and would maintain the Chri- 
{tian Religion againſt the Tartars, whoſe power was grown formidable to the 
Chriſtian Princes; but as ſoon as he obtained what he ſought for, to wit, the 
Crown and Title of King, he continued in the Greek communion. To Alex- 
ander ſacceeded Urban the fourth, a Coblers fon ; he fate three years; he or- 
dained Corpus Chriſti day : In his time Byzantium was taken with eight hun- 
dred men, by Palzologrus, from the Latines, in whoſe Family it continued al- 20 
moſt two hundred years, till it was taken by Mahumet the Turk. To Urban 
ſucceeded Clemens the fourth 5 he was Pope three years, and had two daugh- 
ters by his wife, who was now dead. After two years and nine moneths va- 
cancy Gregory the tenth was cletted, who fate four years; he ordained the 
uſe of the Conclave in the EleCtion of the Pope, to prevent future vacancies; 
For the Cardinals muſt not go out of the Conclave, till they have choſen a 
Pope: He ordained in the Councel of Lions, that none ſhould undertake the 
charge of a Parochial Church, till he was five and twenty years old. About 
this time died Thomas Aquimas, being fifty years of age; and the Whipping 
Hereticks aroſe, who preferred their Whipping to Martyrdome. Pope 1nno- 33 
cent the fifth ſucceeded, he fate f1x moneths; he was the firſt Pope of the Pre- 
dicants Order. Adrian the fifth ſucceeded, who ſate but one moneth and nine 
dayes; hedicd beforehis Conſecration, and revoked the Decree of the Con- 
clave, which revocation was confirmed by his Succeſſor John the one and 
twentieth; and ſo without the Conclave were eletted Nicholas the third, Mar- 
tin the fourth, Honorius the fourth,Nrcholans the fourth, Celeſtine the fifth,who 
renewed.the Conclave, and Bonifacerthe eighth confirms it. John the twenty 
one, oras ſome ſay, twenty two, fate eight moneths : To him ſucceeded N:- 
cholazs the third, who ſate thtee years, eight moneths : In his time the Turks, 
after they had been ſuppreſled by the Tartar, gather new ſtrength,and inyade 45 
the remainders of the Greek Empire. Pope Martin the fourth ſucceeded four 
years. Honorius the fourth followed two years; he confirmed the Carmelite: 
Order, and turned their p—_— coats into white; and confirmed al- 
ſo the Order of S. Auſtins Eremites. Honorins the fourth ſucceeded , and 
ſatetwoyears : In his time Rodulphns the Emperour ſubdued the Helvetian!, 
who before were ſubjects to the Earl of Savoy. Nicholaus the fourth ſucceeded 
four years; he was the firſt Pope of the Franciſcans, To bim Celeſtine the fifth 
ſucceeded five moneths, who was deluded by a voice through a Cane, as if it 
had been from Heaven,willing him to reſign his Pontificat to Boniface; he de- |

the ſtrects of Paris were overflowed with the Sein,fo that there was no paſlag® 


through them without boats ; He put on both the Pontifical and Fre, y

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, habit, cauſing two {words to be carried before him. The Tartars imbrace Ma- 
2 humetaniſm, and fo loſt both Chriſtianity, and Aſa together. Hence the 0#- 
tomans began toflouriſh. Selymus the Turk married with the daughter of the 
Prince of the Precopit Tartars, who ſeated themſelves in Taxrica Cherſone- 
ſus. This Match produced Solymar. And much about the riſing of the 0tto- 
man Family, aroſe the Houle of Auftria.

; N the Eaſt, Michael Paleologus having blinded Johannes Laſcarws, invaded 
{20 IR Empire, and drove the French out of Zyzantivm ; he gayg Pers or Ga- 
lata, over-again(t Byzantium, to the Gernois for their good Þ:vice. AZar 
tines Sultan of 1conium being driven out of his Kingdome by the Tartars, fled 
 trothis Michael. Twenty thouſand Bulgarians invade Thracia, and plunder it. 
* TheSultan of 7coninw, whom Michael had kept 1n ſtrait cuſtody, eſcaped by 
help of the Scythians. The Sultan of Egypt and Arabia having the Helleſpont 
open, carries away many of the Scythian tlaves, about Tanais and Meotis, into 
Egypt, by whoſe hclp he drove the remaining Latines out of the Eaſt. Michael 
to {ſtrengthen himſclt by the Pope and 7taliar Princes, againſt his enemies, re- 

pairs to the-Councel of Lions ( leaving his ſon Andronicus to rule the Empire

| * LatineChurches: butupon his return home, he was hated for yielding tothe

gainſt the Turks : Theſe 4lani being impatient of the flavery they were in 
> underthe Scythian Tartars, repair in great multitudes to Ardronicus, for ſome 
20 new habitations within his Dominionsz Theſe he armed againſt the Turks in 
* Aſia, by whom they were defeated; and fo —_ as eſcaped the Turks fury, 


's * ſavedthemſelves over-againſt Lesbos on the coaſt of Greece. Rogerins Laxrea, 
p > Admiral of the Arragonian or Spaniſh Fleet, againſt the French in Sicily, was 
d invited by Andronicus with his Fleet againſt the Turks. He gets leave of the 
, * Arragonian, having made peace with the French, to:go with his Colleague 
d Piringerins Terza. Andronicus, to make them both the more cordial to hun, 
h creates Rogerins, Ceſar; and Piringerius, the great Duke : Theſe did beat the 


Turks in divers battels, but for want of pay they became enemies, and fell to 
_ the Greek Territories. Kogerixs is killed in the tumult, and his Col- 


ot 60 50 league was taken afterward by the Genuois, who {tript him both of his Admi- 
ps ralty and life. The Catalani, deſcended of the ancient Catti and Alani, much 
in infeſted Ardronicxs, againſt whom he raiſeth an Army of Thracians and Mace- 
d donians; but he was put to the worſe, and forced to flie. Theſe Catalans,by the 
ne help of the Turks, waſted Macedon, and without them over-run Theſſaly 5 
00 thence pafling into Feotio and Attica, ſurpriſed Athens and Thebes, where they

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AnEbriſti- Avthis time John Prince of Theſſaly dycd without ſue, having lived three 
ears with his wife rene, the baſtard of Anadronicws the Emperour ; and fo the 
dominion of the Angeli ceaſed im Theſſaly, Epirms, and Z#tolia, a part of which 
-returned tothe Emperour, and thereſt the Princes and the Catalanxs tore ayay, 
-Someof the Twrks who turned Chriſtians, went tothe Prince of Servie : the 
reſt made a league with Andronicws, for a fafe convoy to the Heleſpont, and 
from thence to Cher/oneſus with their booties z but the Emperor kept not 
promiſe with them, and ſo they were cut oft by the Genuan and Bulgarian 
torces; for which perfidiouſne(le the Turks were enraged againſt the Chri- 
ſtians in Aſa. In the mean while Maria Domicil/a,who by right of blood claim- 1g 
ed title to Jeruſalem, religns ber right to Charles King of Sicily, — Hugh 
- King of Cyprus claimed it. The Armenian Chriſtians being deſerted by the 
Tartars, were miſerably butchered and deſtroyed by the Turks : The falling 
off of the Tartars from the Chriſtians and Chriſtianity, and their civil wars 
among themſelves, gave oppornmity to the Egyptians under Melech- Meſſor 
to beltege and take Tripoli, which they burned, and in it killed feyen thouſand 
Chriſtians. His ſonne Seriphas, about three years after, took Ptolemajs with 
6200c0. horſe, and 1400co. foot : there were ſlain of the Chriſtians 3coco. 
the reſt that eſcaped were drowned with ſtorms,except a few which recovered 
Cypras. Tyrag, $1don, Berit#s, and whatſocver the Chriſtians had in Syria was 
deſtroged. Bis Seriphws afterward , as he was poureng a Ficet to invade 
Cypras,was munthered by his own Captains, who tell at variance among them- 
ſelves. Cat.anm the ſon of 4rcon Prince of Tartary,was invited by the Sarazens 
to embrace Mahumetaniſme: which he did for a while to obtain his ends 
therefore permitted the Chriſtian churches ro be deſtroyed : but when be bad 
mcreaſed his wealth and power,he fell upon the Mahumetans and killed them: 
upon this Melech Naſor the Tyrant of Egypt fights him but he, though al- 
molt defeated, ſocarricd himſelf, _>P he left 20000 —_— dead on the 
ace, and drove the Sultan mto Baldac or Babylon of Egypt. This wittory gave 
pe ſhort breathing to the Chnithan aftairs. : has , ba 
The Greck Church was now divided into three Faftionsz ſome holding 
with Beew the Patriarch of the Latine profeſſion, ſome with Joſeph the other 
Patriarch who was put out, and ſome with Arſenius who was dead. W here- 
upon to quiet all, An4roncas makes Gregory of Cyprus Patriarch 3 Becas and 
the Pontifician party arc baniſhed ; Gregory alſo ſhortly after ts depoſed, and 
Athanaſius the Eremite js ſubſtiruted, who becauſe he ſent every Biſhop home 
to look to his own flock, foure years after he alſo is depoſed, and driven into 
thedefarts. Andronicus by evil counſel deſtroyed the Grecian fleet as uſcleſle, 
being now afttanced by marnageto Spain, which had the kingdome of Sicilj ; 
butthe want of a ficct gave occaſion for all pirats to plunderthe Greek coaſts, p 
The7enetians of Byzantium pretending ſome lofles they received by Andre 
#icrs, plundred both by land and fea; which gave occation to 0thaman a petty 
Prince in Carmania, (but ofan active ſpirit,and ſtrong body ) toraiſe an army 
againſt the Chriſtians ſo that he with other Turkiſh Commanders divided 
a great patt-of the Greek Empire amongſt them. In the battel that was fought» 
in Ch:rſoneſus berween the Greeks and 1arks, forthe booties whichthe Txrks 
carried from Greece under the ſafe conduct of Andronicns, his ſon Aichael lots 
the day, and withall the Imperial ornaments, which the Tarky difgracetu] 
nſed. They brake mto Thracia with ſuch multitudes, that they phndredital 
fo that in'two years the Byzamtimes durſt not go out of their gates : The molt £ 
of the Cities of Bzthinia are taken by Ottoman, who makes Prufea the capital 
city of his new-ereted Monarchy ; ſo the Chriſtian Empire inthe Eaft is but 
ameer Sreliton, The calamities that fell on this Empire by the Tawks, were 
preſaged by frequent earthquakes, comets and ecclipſes in the ſunand moon 
Andronieusiyed till he was ſeventy years of age, and ſaw notoplyithete pub- 
like calamities, but alſo the private miſcries of his own family ; hor has form! 
an 
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and grandchildren preved both flagitious, and fattious againſt each other 


and grandchild to this Andronicxs the elder, thruſt his grandfather, being al- 
moſt blind with age and ſorrow, into a Monaſtery, where he dyed; Michaef 
the father of this younger 4ndronicus, was dead before; Mannel the other 
ſonne of this Aichaet, was killed by the City-guard, whilſt in the night he 
went to find out this difſolute brother Andronicus the younger. 
Cazanus the Tartar ( as we ſaid ) having beaten the Egyptian Sultan, was 
maſter of Aſia. He was by profeſtion a Chriſtian , and therefore married the 
10 King of Armenia's daughter. Finding that his Kinſman Caydon was railing a 
Faction in Perſfa, ſends Ambaſladors to the Pope and French king, for a union 
with the Latine Princes, towards the regaining of tht Holy-Land. But he 
committed a great error, when he mtruſted Caycaphus a Saracen fugitive with 
the government of Daxraſcus, having been governour before in that place 
under che Egyptian : for this Saracen revolted from him,and brought all $yriz 
into the obzdience of the Egyptian Sultan. And ſo now the thouſand yeares 
arcended, in which the Church did reign with Chriſt; for Mabumets religion 
prevailed fo faſt,that it drove Chriſtianity out of the Eaſt. The Armenians and 


, &8Þ_ 20 fell ſick. The ptian Sultan carried away all proviſions trom the Chriſtian 
| quarters, and poiſoned the grafle and fodder. After the death of Cazams, his 
brother Camparda turned Mahumetan; and fo the Trks oyer-ran all, even to 
the gates of Byzantium. | 
Michazl Paleologus father to Andronicus the younger, being in Theſſaly, and 
underſtanding how his younger ſon Afaxxel! was killed, died for griefe. Old 
Knaronicus , tecerving continual complaints againſt the oppreſions of his 
dchild the younger Andronices, was reſolved to impriſon him : which 
x. by the Patriarch, fled to Adrianopolis; and by the help of 
John Cantacuzenns,and$yrgiannes the baſtard ſon of Corſtantine,and grandchild 
30 of old Ardronicus, who was now hated for the continual taxes which he was 
forced to lay on the people againſt the Turks, raiſed an Army againſt his 
Grandfather : therefore young Andronicas, promifing exemption from all 
taxes, drew almoſt all Thracia and Macedon to (ide with him ; fo that the old 
man was glad to content himſelfe with Byzantiuzz, and a part of Macedon, 
leaving the reſt to his grandchild. Upon this rent, the T#rks build ſhips, with 
which —a 6 infeſt the coaſts of Thrace and Macedon. Wherefore old Androwicus, 
to furnith himſelf with mohy agatnft them, was forced to (ell the ornaments 
of the antient Emperors. But Syrgrarmes, _—_ he was not Colleague 
with young Andronicxs in the Empire, flies to the old man, and puts himin 
40 hope to'Tecover all again. Young Andronicxs at this raiſeth an Army , and 
brings it to the gates of Byzartinm, pretending his grandfather was dead; and 
to dehiver his mother Xene, whom Conſtantine the Deſpot or Lord had carried 
away by ſhip from Theſſalonica to Byzantium, and there impriſoned her : But 
her delivery cauſed a new peace3and the rather, becauſe Ph:lade/phia was now 
beſieged by the Twxrks. Young Andronicus is now crowned and made Conſort 
ofthe Empire with the old mans but Syrgianes is impriſoned and plundred. 
In the; jnterim, Ottoman ſubdues almoſt all Bythinia; who having reigned 
98 years, died, and was buried in a Silver-tomb by his fon 0rcanes, after he 
taken Proſe by famine. After this, young Andronicus defirous to rei 
$0 alone, makesa league with Michael tor Lord of Bulgaria, with whom 
marrieth his ſiſter, purpoſely to defeat the old man, which they did by the hel 
oftheir Captains, who worſhipped the riling Sun : Conſtantinople io bemnyet 
the old Emperor ſeifed upon, and by the advice of Nzphos the Patriarch is 
depoſed, who with griefloſt his eye- aght. Young Andronicws makes an expe= 
dition into Aſa againſt Orcanes,w was wounded in the foot;and ſhame: 
fully loſt his army to the Turks : After this he tell deſperately ſick, upon a " 
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and moſt ungracious to himſelf; for Andronicus the younger, ſonne to Mich 


Cyprians endeavoured to recover Syria, but could donothing,becauſe Cuz.ns 
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—_—_— he took after bathing. The report of his death thruſt che vId Emperor into a 
Monaſtery in Byzantinxr;where Theodorws Synadenus made him abjure his Em- 
pire,and change his name from Andronicxs to Antonius. But young Andronicus 
reeovers,and was invited by theBxlgarian againſt the Tribal/z,but refuſed to go, 
being content tofſJeep in a whole skin. This Bulgarian Lord had married 4n- 
dronicus his ſiſter (as was ſaid) and therefore put away his other wife, ſiſter to 
the King of Serviaz whereupon this King made war upon the Bulgarian,thruſt 
him out of his principality, and put Alexander his kinſman in his place. 
About this time, 0rcanes the Turk took Nice of Bythinia, atter a long fiege. 
In the midi(t of theſe miſeries, old 4ndronics dyed in his Covent, the 50. year jg 
of his reign. Young Arndronicus makes war upon Alexander the Bulgarian, who 
defeats him, and havifig cooped him up with the remainder of his Brcoigabes 
pitty on ſo many Chriſtians, and profters peace upon promiſe of future mo- 
deration. After this, Syrgiannes 15 accuſed of treaſon, but eſcapes,and with the 
Triballi invades Macedonia, Andronicus not able to ſuppreſs him by force,mur- 
thers him by an aflaſinate: the Triballian Prince being bribed by the Emperor 
makes peace with him,and fo Macedon returns again tothe obedience of Ceſar. 
The Genmois in Peru were grown fo (trong, that they flighted Andronicus. Ca- 

. tanes a Genuan fſciſeth upon My:iene, but not long after Andronicas recovers 
it, having brought the Phoceans into ſubjection. T he Scythians beyond I/ther 20 
overrun Thracia, and carri:d away for {Javes 30000. Greeks and Turks. Orcanes 
did lie in wait to ſurpriſe Byz artinmbut Cantacuzenus with 70 Greek horſmen 
overthrew a great number of the Turkiſh infantry. Andronicus calls m the 
Turks upon the 1yrians,who had offended him : And whilſt he is ſubduing 
Aetolia and Epirus (which ſhortly after he loſt) Orcanes takes Nicomedia of By- 
thinia, and ſo the next year, the Turks without reſiftance overrun Thracia;, a 
while after they paſlc over the Helleſpont , .and by the help of Solimran, Orcanes 
his eldeſt ſon, took it. Shortly after, Andronicxs died of the Spleen, being 45 
years old,and having reigned-20, He left two ſons by his wife Anne the Almain, 
mo S& Mannel, over whom he appointed governor John Cantacuzenus, whom 39 


e made (wear to be faithful in preſerving the Empire to his young pupitions; 


but he ſhortly after tergot his oath,ſ)ighted the youngCeſar,and to make him- 
{clf great, humoured the Greek Princes, and married his daughter to Orcan the 
Turkiſh Sultan, Orcaves having reigned 3o years, died. 

In Hungary, K.Ladiſims with Boleſians had ſcarce driven out the Tartars,who 
had overrun Hu1gary and Polim4; when the people, who hated the tyrannical 
deportment of Ladi/{arr, chooſe tor their King Andrew, called Venetns, from his 
mother and education, being, Venetian: he was grandchild of K. Andrew by his 
ſon Steven. After the death of this Andrew Venetus, Charls Nephew to Clandns 
of Sicily, Robert Uncle to Charls,and Wenceſlaus the Bohemian, became Compe- 40 
titors for the kingdom : but the Peeres choſe Otto the Bavarian, who being 
taken by the Tranſelvanian,eſcaped by the help of his wife,and returned home: 
Albert eſtabliſheth Charls in the kingdome , who baniſhed many of the Nobi- 
lity, and fo he prevailed over his Competitors. 

In Poland was the like conteſtation : For to K. Boleſlaws ſucceeded Leſcus 
Niger, who had ſubdued the Jazyges and Rvuſrians, and his Competitor Conre- 
dus Maſovins, whom divers of the Nobility had choſen for their King;.:T his 
Leſcus died without iſſue; wherefore Boleflaus Maſovins, Henry Vretiſlawe, and 
Ladiſlaus Loticus brother to Leſcus, ſtrove for the ſucceſſion. Jn the mean 
while, Wenceſiaus the Bohemian invaded the Territories of Cracovia and Sen 50 
domir1a, in right of the Queen, who had bequeathed theinto him z the Tartars 
fall upon ſome other places of that diſtrafted kingdom: in theſe tumults,Herry 
Vretiſ:ave dieth, and Primiſ/ans 1s choſen King by the Polanders, who lived not 
above ſeven moneths after. Then was Ladiſ/ans choſen :- but he who with ſo 
much toile and trouble got the kingdome, with too much eaſe and luxury lot 


itz for the Peers depoſed him, and conferred the kingdome upon Wenteſiaus 
the Bohemian. | In 
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In Denmark, Ericus the (ixth , Grandchild to Waldemar by his fon Chriſto- an.Chriſt, 


pher, was treacherouſly murthered, to whom ſucceeded his fn Ericus the (e- 
venth, being a child ; in his minority, the Kingdome was well governed by 
Agnes of Brandenburg and the Nobility. The Kings murtherers were all bani- 
ſhed; Pyrats ſeverely puniſhed ; the Holſatians and Vandals reconciled; the 
Territories of Koſtoch, and other places over-gainſt Denmark, reduced into 
the Kings obedicnce. This Fricns afterward became tyrannical and facrilegi- 
ous, who for his wicked lite, and the whoredomes he committed upon divers 
Noble Matrons, was murthered in a Barn, where he was found ſleeping, by 
10 ſeven aflaſinats, who gave him ſeventy wounds. He married his Daughter 

Sophia to Waldemar King of Swethland, who for inceſt with his fiſter was driven 
out of his kingdome; ro whom ſucceeded his brother Ladiſlavs. To Ericus 
the ſeventh in Dermark ſucceeded Ericxs the eighth, who obtained ſome Vi- 
Qories againſt the Textones 3 He died without itlue, _ reigned three and 
and thirty years. To him ſucceeded his brother Chriſtopher, an unfortunate 
and + Prince, a hater of his Nobility, and an oppreſſor of the people ; 
for which he was driven twice out of his kingdome. He pawned to the Hol- 
ſatians all Scanin, who upon this aimed at the whole kingdome, which the 
Danes perceiving, called home again king Chriſtopher, whom they had bani« 
20 ſhed, and let looſe his ſon Ericxs, whom tor his bad government with his fa- 
ther they had impriſoned; but ſhortly after both the father and ſon died. 
Magnus the king of Swethland redeemed Scania from the Holſatians for (c- 
venty thouſand Marks of (ilver. Waldemar, _ Cbriſtophers other ſon, was 
declared king but he was not as yet returned from the Emperours Court z 
during which time, the Holſatians feiſed upon Jutia, but their chief Comman- 
ders were in one night ſurpriſed in their Garriſon, and murthered by the 
Danes : Upon this the new king Waldemar returned home. 

In the Low-Countries, Joh» Duke of Brabant buyeth the Earldome of Ne- 
monrs and Dutchy of Limburg. The Earl of Geldre next heir oppoſeth. A war 
30 followeth, in which neer Colex, the Earl is defeated, and taken priſoner, with 
the Biſhop of Coler, Adolph of Naſſovia,and Henry of Lucelburg. The Earl of Gel- 
dre, apon renouncing of the Dukedome, is releaſed. Henry's fon married the 
Duke of Brabants daughter, and with her had the Earldome, Not long after, 
John was lain in Tornament, 

Holland, called by the Romans, Batavia, in the time of Charles the Great, was 
over-run by the Dares; but about this time Florentizs the fifth was Earl of 
that Province, who was treacheroufly murthered by ſome male-contents, as 
he was Hawking, becauſe he had made a league with France, to the prejudice 
of Guy Earl of Flanders, and the King of England; the murtherers cut off his 


> 49 hands, andgavehim twoand twenty wounds. Before him were fixteen Earls, 


the firſt was Diderics a good man, who ſtoutly repreſſed the Normar invaſions 
to him ſucceeded Didericxs the ſecond, of whom no memorable act 1s extant; 
Arnolphws followed, who had long wars with the Friſlanders, in which he, 
with the moſt of his Nobility were ({lain. His ſon Didericas or Thedoricus the 
third ſucceeded, who had wars with the Friſlanders , whom the Biſhop of 
Dtricht aſſiſted againſt the Ear], whom at laſt he defeated. His ſon Thedoricus 
the fourth ſucceeded ; he unwittingly killed the Biſhop of Colens brother z in 
revenge of which, the Earl being fied, two of the chief Nobility of Hol/and 
were murthered by thoſe of Colen : To requite this murther, the Earl burned 


* 50all the Ships of Cole and Leege which were then in Dort, and impriſoned the 


Merchants : Upon this, the Enemy ſeiſe upon Dort; the Earl gets into the 
Town in the dark ; a doubtful skirmiſh was fought, in which the Earl at laſt 
had the better; but in the morning he was wounded by one of the enemies in 
the thigh, and died within two dayes after. His brother Florentins the firlt 
ſucceeded, againſt whom the Biſhop of Colen and Leege, with ſome neigbour- 
ing Princes, raiſed a great Army, ſeven and twenty thouſand of _ _ 
own 
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neer Dort, and the reſt ſlain by the Earls Forces ; 


WWW After four years peace, his former enemies 'renew their Forces, and in- 
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vade Holland again , and were overthrown again : Bur whilſt the Earl with 
ſome Troops were ſecurely refreſhing themſelves neer the 2/oſe, Alrad brother 
to the Duke of Lorain with freſh Forces falls upon the Ear], whom they killed 
with two thouſand and fix hundred of his men. This murther was afterward 
repaid by the Citizens of Dort, who killed all the murtherers. The Earls 
widow, Gertrudis, during his ſons minority, for two years ruled the State. She 
married Kobert the Friſlander, ſo called, becauſe he with his wife ruled Holand, 
which was then called F riſes this Robert was ſon to Baldwin Earl of Flanders, 10 
againſt whom Wiliam Biſhop of Utricht raiſed a war, which ruined Holland. 
Henry the fourth Emperour beſtowed this Province upon W:{l;am, who to ob- 
tain itthe eaſier, procured Godfrey (from his low ſtature and crookednefs, cal- 
led Gibber) Duke of Lorain, to afliſt him, who with a great Army overthrew 
the Hollanders, and drove Robert with his wife and children into Flanders; fo 
by the Biſhop of Utricht,Godfrey was made Protector of Hel/and. After this, he 
falls upon the Weſt-Friſlanders with fire and ſword, and m a Battel kills eight 
thouſand of them ; but afterward, as he was on the cloſe-ſtoole at Antwerp, he 
was murthered;his death was ſhortly after accompanied with the Biſhops, who 
was a great Favourite of Henry the 4. and an enemy to Heildebrand. Didericus 29 
the fifth, ſon to Florentixs, being now of age, is aſſiſted by Robert Friſlander,and 
the Flandrians, to recover his Fathers Province : Him the Biſhop of Utricht op- 
poſcd with an Army, afſiſted by Conradus the Szeve, whom the Emperour had 
made Earl of Hol/and; but they were both defeated by Didericus,and forced to 
reſign their claim to him the right owner. His fon Florentius the ſecond 
ſucceeded,a peaceable and juſt Prince,who died in the prime of his years z to 
whom ſucceeded Didericus the ſixth, who was forced by Herry the fifth to 
hold Holland im Fee of the Empire : He aimed to be Earl of Flanders,but miſled 
of it. He twice ſubdued the Weſt-Friſlanders;, then his brother Florentius ta- 
king part with Friſ/a, was the occaſion of much blood-ſhed. Ar laſt Lotharins 30 
the Emperour reconciled the two brothers. Florentius afterward was mur- 
thered. Didericus had ſome controverlie with the Flandrians,about the I{lands 
of Zeland, but he died before the controverlie was ended. To him ſucceeded 
Florentius the third, who married the daughter of Henry Prince of Scotland ; 
he had ſome conteſtation with the Biſhop of Utricht, but the Emperour Bar- 
baroſſa reconciled them : He had wars alſo with the Friſ#ans, and did good 
ſervice under Barbaroſſa, who by the Holand ſhips brake in upon Damiata or 
Peluſinmr. Having ruled Hol/and three and thirty years, he died in the Holy- 
War, and was buricd neer Barbaroſſa m Antioch, whoſe ſon Theodoricus hs 
ſeventh ſucceeded ; He had wars with his brother William about Friſiand; the 40 
quarrel at laſt was compoſed, by afligning Eaſt-Friſ/and to William : He had 
wars alſo with Flanders, and a controverſie with the Duke of Geldre about the 
election of the Biſhop of UVtrichtz the matter was referred to the Pope, who 
made the Earl Protector of the Biſhoprick, till a new Biſhop was choſen. He 
had alſo wars with the Duke of Lorain, whoſe woods he cut down and bur- 
ned, and carried the Dukes brothers away priſoners : but Lorain, by the help 
of Colen, Limburg, and Flanders, ſet upon the Earl of Holland, and took him 
priſoner. In the mean while,the Biſhop of Vtricht fell upon Geldre and Holland 
with fire and ſword; but ſhortly after, the Duke, the Earl, and the Biſhop 
were made friends. Then the Earl died, having ruled Hol/ard thirteen years 50 
to whom ſucceeded his brother William, who was oppoſed by the Ear! of 
Loſſen, whom he defeated.Then underſtanding that Malcolm King of Scotland 
his Uncle was dead, and that he thought himſelf next Heir, repairs into Scot- 
land with a great Fleet, where he found a party to Jjoyn with himz but per- 
ceiving what great oppoſition he was like to have, and that the Earl of Loſer 
had invaded Holand in his abſence, returns home, and drives out his enemy, 
haying 
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having ruled ninetcen years, he died, to whom ſucceeded his ſon Floren- An.Chriſti. 
tins the fourthz he was father to Wil/iam King of the Romans, and to Mar. Ye 
garet, who had at one birth 365. children ; he was-imployed with the 7 2 3* 
Dukcs cf Brabant and Cleve, by the Pope and Emperour, to ſuppreſs the Hea- 
then Idolatrie that was begun to ſpread in thoſe parts; He was killed in a 
Torneament by Claremontainus. To whom ſucceeded V7i//;anr the ſecond his 
ſon , bang 11x —_ old. His Protector was 0th» his Uncle Piſhop of U- 22 35+ 
tricht. The Earl on his wedding-day was like tobe burned with his wife, for 
the houſe took fire ſuddenly, fo that it was burnt down, with divers in it, and 
10 much Plate and Jewels. About twenty years of age, Frederick the ſecond be- 
ing excommunicate, he accepts the Imperial Crown; he removed his Court 
from Harlem to the Hagxe, and built the Palace there : He had Wars with the 
Flandrians about the Ile Walacria of Zeland, which they claimed as their 
Iſland ; A battel is fought, in which the -lemings were overthrown, drowned 
andilain. After this, Charles of Anjou, brother to King Lewis of F rance,renews 
the quarrel in behalf of the Flemings, having received Hanonia as a reward 
for his afſiſtancez but W3iam drove him out thence; and then a peace is 
made with Flanders. After this, being at Utricht, he is wounded in the head 
with a ſtone which was _—_ him, forthe Friars, and thoſe of Utricht ha- 
20ted him; and as he was making an Expedition againſt the Friſlanders, who 
had rebelled, he and his horſe were both drowned, the ice breaking under 
them; and_being found, was cut in pieces by the Friſlanders : He had been 


King ofthe Romans ſeven you To him ſucceeded Florentins the fifth; in his _ > * © 
minority were great troubles between Hol/and and Tricht; as ſoon as he was 
of age, he made an Expedition againſt the Friſſanders in revenge of his fathers 
death; thoſe he ſubdued z about which time many Towns of Friſiand were | , 8 ” 


drowned by an inundation : Then alſo was Zeland united to Holland by mar- 
riage of Guy the Earl of Flanders daughter with Florentizs : He was one of 
thoſe Comperitors with Baliol for the Crown of Scotland, being deſcended 
20 from Ada wife to Florentins the third, and daughter of Henry Prince of $Scot- 
' land; but by the adviceof King Edward, he fold his Title for a ſumme of 
money : he had wars with the Fle-rings, and for making peace with France he 
was murthered (as was ſaid.) To him ſucceeded John the firſt his ſon, whoſe 
protection the Earl of Cleveundertook 5 but he was put out of this Office; by 
{obn Earl of Hannonia. About this time great troubles fell out between Hol- \ / 
land and Utricht. Middleburg alſo in Zeland was beſieged by the Flandrians. 
The young Earl of Ho//and having married King Edwards daughter of Eng- 
land,was much carried away by his Favourite Wolfardus,who cauſed him to in- 
fringe the Liberties of Dort, upon which aroſe a Civil War : Dozt will not 
40 loſe her priviledges; therefore the Earl befiegeth it, but is beat off with loſs. 
Wolfardus is fo hated by the people, that they hanged him by a long rope ont 
of a high window, where he was —_ oned, diſgracetuſly abuſing and - 
wounding his body. The Weſt-friſlanders being wearied with a continual 1298. 
war, ſubmitted to Hel/and, which overthrew their Caſtles, and ſeiſed upon 
half their goods. After this, the Earl died, not without ſulpition of poyſon, 
to whom (becauſe he wanted iſſue) ſucceeded Johr of Hannoria, fon of King 
Williams (iſter. 
About this time the Switzers or Helvetians began to Cantonize themſelves; 
they for their = ſervice in 1taly againſt the Sarazens, were permitted by 
«0 the Pope and the Emperour Ludovic, ſon to Charles the Great, to live after 
their own Lawesz which liberty they enjoyed till 7taly and the neighbourin 
Countries were diſtracted by the Guelphs and Gibellines 5 then Barbaroſſa ook 
them into the proteftion of the Empire; but when the Houſe of Arſtria be- 
gan to oppreſs them, andinfringe their Laws, they revolted, and vindicated 1 307, 
their ancient Liberties, which they maintain tothis day. The three Cantons 
that firſt reyolted, were Switz ( whence —p the reſt are called $witzers ) Ury, 
| e and 
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Ys ligion ; bur Friburg, Baſel, Bernu, Zurich, and Schaffouz are Calviniſts; the 0- 
ther two, Glaris and Appentzel profeſs both Religions.

CHAP. V. 


1. The affairs of Germany #nder Adolphus, Albertus, Henry the ſeventh, 10 
ed Ludovic of Bavaria. 2. The affairs of Sicily, Naples, Florence, Rome, 
and Millain, and other parts of Italy, with the adjacent Countries, from the year 
12992, till 1347. 


Dolphus of Nafſovia,Kinſman to Gerhard Biſhop of Mertz,1s by his means 
AA vedared Emperour : Count Palatine ſtood for Albertus of Auſtria, but 

could not prevail,and was hated for this ever after 7 the Biſhops Fadti- 
on, whoſe creature Adolphus was he toſtrengthen himſelt in the Empire,de- 
fires to marry his ſon to Albertus the Auſtriar, which motion is rejected; 1, 
whereupon a war is raiſed between Adolphus and A4lvertus, both for this re- 
pulſe, and becauſe the Emperour had bought the Principality of Thuringia 
with the money which he received of King Edward of England, vu _—_ 
that he would affiſt him and Guy of Flanders againſt the - ds oy but he 
failed both 5 wherefore both (having made peace with the French) became 
His enemics. The German Princes ſcorned that their Emperor ſhould become 
a mercenary Souldier tothe Engl, Kingdome; and the Thuringians ſtormed 
that they ſhould be bought and fold. Albertzs of Anftria ſhewed that he had 
reaſon to ſerve the French, if the Emperour would abaſe himſelf to ſerve the 
Engliſh : Hereupon forces are raiſed againſt Adolphus, whom the ſame Biſhop 5 
of Meniz that made him Emperour, depoſeth, and ſetteth up againſt him 


Albert of _— with whom the Princes joyn 3 onely the Duke of Bavaria, 


and Rodolphns Count Palatine, who was ſon-in-law to Adolphus, adhered to 
him, Neer Spira the battel is fought ; Adolphe too baſtily with his Horſe, 
before the Foot came up, fell upon the Auſtrians, who had the advantage of 
the ground and Sun; The Adolphians are defeated, and Adolphus himſelf 
wounded in the eye, and beat down from his horſe z whom as he was riſin 
again from the ground, Albertus runs into the neck, and kills him, the cighth 
year of his Empire; he was buried at Spire. 

Pope Boniface the eighth , who ſpeaking through a long Cane in the wall, ;; 
had made Celeſtine lay down his Pontificat, endeavoured to make peace be- 
tween the French and Arragonians,perſwading James to reſtore Sicily to Charls 
the Lame; but Frederick, brother to James, came in the interim with a Fleet 
from Spaix into Sicily, and is ſaluted King by the people. When James was 
dead, Avbert, ſon to Charles the Lame, came over into Szcily, and took Catana; 
bur the Sicilians, who favoured the Spaniards more then the French, in a Sea- 
fight defeat Philip, the brother of Robert, whom they took and impriſoned. 
Frederick recovers In a ſhort time both Sicily and Calabria in Hetruria, The 
Genuois were ſo incenſed againſt the Piſa, that they ſunk great ſhips in the 
mouth of the R 1vex, to hinder their Navigation : About which time , there 
were ſuch fearful Earth-quakes, that the Pope being at Maſs, was forced to 
give off, and run out of the Church into a ſmall Cottage, fearing the earth 
would open ; then alſo appeared a Comet. The Gibellznes and Guelphs now 
raged in 1taly, but under new names, of White and Black ; the Gibell;nes were 
named White, whom the Florentines drove out of their City , with Dante 
the Poct. The Pope, to be out of danger, removed bis Sext to Avexion 
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in France, which Clement the fixth bought ; the Italian affairs he committed to 


the care of three Cardinal3; the Popes abodein France was ſeventy years, in 


which time divers Schiſmss were in the Church;the 7talians chooſing a Pope of 


their Nation, and the French of theirs. This time the 7talians called the ſeven. 
ty years Captivity of Babel. | | 
Albertws having {hin Adolphws, is made Emperour; fach was the concourſe 
of people to ſee him), that the Duke of Saxony was ſqueezed to death with 
the preſs. He reconciled himfelf with 0tto Duke of Bavaria, whoſe Unkle he 
had killed : But this friendſ{Imp laſted not long, for 0tto being called to be 
IO King of Hungary tell upon Syr:4 but ſhortly after, 0tto is by the Hungarians 
baniſhed. Alberts defires to be confirmed by the Pope in his Em pire, which 
mo refuſed todo, ſhewing by the Crown on his bead z andthe (word by 
his ſide, that he was both Pope and Emperour himſelf; yet ſhortly after in ha- 
tred of Philip the Fair,he declared hnn Emperor,and withall conferred on him 
the title of France: but Philipto elude the Popes fury,beſtowed in marriage his 
daughter Blanca upon Ralph Alberts Sonzthis Albert made his Son Ralph King of 
Bohemia,Wenceſiaus the (cvengh being in a tumult flain in Aoravia; but Ralph in 
the very beginning of his Reign,was murthered in his chamber;#exry Duke of 
Carinthia, and Son in law to Wenceſiaxs the lixth, having ſeized on the King- 
20 dome, notwithſtanding that Frederick, Alberts other Son was clected King by 
the Peers. Albert had wars with 0tto of Bavaria, whom Conradus Biſhop of 
S$altsburg aſſiſted, and withall ſoendangered the _—_— lite with a poyſoned 
cup, that had he not vomited preſently, he had dyed; yet he never 
throughly recovered. Afterward the ſame Emperor was lain, and cut in 
means of the Duke of Carinthia , whillt Albert was making war 
againſt Frederick of Mſ#a, which Country he aimed at, as being a convenient 
inlet to Bohemia. This Frederick was Son to Albert Earle of Thuringia,a wicked 
man, who would have murthered his wife, daughter to Frederick the ſecond, 
Emperor, being animated thereto by a harlot whom he doted on: Alberts Lady 
50 fled to ſave her life, and as ſhe kifled her Son Frederick in her flight, whom ſhe 
bore to this Albert, in her paſiton ſhe bit his cheek, the mark whereof he (till 
retained. Dietricas Marqueſs of Myfia, Alberts brother, commiſerating this 
diſconſolate Lady, gave her entertainment, and made her Son Frederick his 
heir to Mypa, at which Albert the Father ſtormed,and caufed this his Son to be 
impriſoned a whole year, till by the favour of his Keepers who pitied his caſe, 
he was let go. After this his Father Albert dyed miſerably. Frederick ſubdued 
all his enemies at laſt, and among the reſt Albert the Emperor, and fo obtained 
both the Earldome of Thuringia, and the Marquiſar of Myſ#7z. The Emperor 
was ſet upon firſt by Jobx his brothers Son, whom he had removed for his 
4© looſelife from the government of Sxevia. This John gave the firſt blow, 
thruſting his Dagger in the Emperors throat; after him came others who clave 
his head in the middle, and others gave him divers wounds in the breaſt 3 he 
dyed the tenth year of his Empire. k 
Albertws being dead, Philip the Fair of France was now in hope tobe Eni- 
perot , having To Pope within his Dominions 3 wherefore by his brother 
Charles Valoiſe, he raiſeth an Army : but the Pope conſidering how dangerous 
the tranſlation of the Empire might prove tothe 7talian Princes, ſends ſ& 
cretly to the ſeven Eleftors to haſten the election of a German Emperor, which 
was tes accordingly; and Henry Earl of Lucelburg was choſen upon the com- 
50 mendations of his brother Baldwin Archbiſhop of Trevers; the Pope by his 
Legats declares him Emperor, conditionally that within two years he would 
repair to 7taly, and there compoſe the long differences with which it was al- 
molt rained. 2 he to that purpoſe ſets himſelf, bur firſt reſolves to ſettle 
Germany; therefore he confirms Frederick the Sonne of - Albert in his 
poſſeſſion of Auſtria, conditionally that he would refign his right in 
Bohemia, which when he had aſlented = the Emperor by a” 
| EL rs 
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An.Chriſti. Eleors, depoſed Henry the Carinthian, and made his own ſon John King , 
a=T ma ing _— ahnebeeh the daughter of Wenceſ/ans the eldeft, and wg, by 
Ralphthe Emperor. Henry after this , compoſed the wars of Myſa or Myſine 
ſothat Frederick ſhould content himſelf with Thuringis and Myſ#a, and ſhould 
leave the lower L#/atiato the Bohemtians : ſo Germany being quieted, he raiſeth 
an Army for 7taly; bur firſt he performs the Funeral ceremonies to Albert and 
Adolph, whoſe bodies he tranſlated to Spire, and declared all thoſe to be 
Traitors who had a hand in the murther of Albert, all which dyed mi- 
ferably. ; 

In Hal moſt of the Ciſalpin Cities had changed their Governoursz the $ca- 10 
ligers had ſeiſed on Yerrona , the Paſjerins on Mantxa, the Carrarians on Padua, 
the Venetians on Ferrara, and the Florentines on Piſtormme; in Millain the Turri- 
ans chief of the Guelphs under Guido had ſuppretied the Gibel/ins, and driven 
out thence Matthew the Viſcount , who com _ tothe Emperor, being on 
his march towards Mi//air, he re{tores them both to their ancient patrimony 
and ſets the City at liberty ; but becauſe Henry placed Matthew on his right 
hand, and Gxido on his left , as he was going to receive his iron Crown , Guido 
raiſeth a tumult in the City which had indangered the Emperor, but that 
Matthew ſuddenly raiſed all his friends, and by the help of the German forces 
fell upon the Twrrians, and drove them out of the City; the charge of which 2c 
was ſolely committed to Matthew. Cremona, Phacenza, Parma, Papia, and 
Brixinn, who favoured the Guelphs, were reduced by Ce/ar, to whom the Cre- 
2onians with ropes abour their necks acknow! err fault, and paid their 
Fine. Brixium alſo was puniſhed with a mult, and demolition of their walls; 
we one Theobald who had cauſed them to rebel,” was torn in peeces by 

orſcs. 

Lombardy and other places being ſetled , Henry goeth for Genza, and from 
thence by $ca to P7/e, the Army he ſent by land towards Kowe, where the two 
families ofthe Urſrm and Columni tor three months together skirmiſhed daily, 
that the ftreets ran with blood; Robert King of Apulia fon to Charles the tame, 3* 
aided the Wyy/@r- agairiſt the Gibel/ins who ſtood for Ceſar, and ſtrove to keep 
him gut of the Guy, but the Columns prevailed and brought him in, where he 
was crowned the'third time with much difficulty and relutancy of the Car- - 
dinal Legats. Ceſar: after his Coronation made haſte out of that turbulent 
City, and fatal tothe German Emperors : he made a League with Frederick of 
Sicily, who then had war with Robert of Apulia : the Florextines with the Bo- 
nonians,Ferrarians,and other Cities held out againſt the Emperor, who burned 
their fields and proviſion, that they might for want be forced toyeeld the 
{ooner : He ſummoneth Robert to appear and anſwer to his accuſations, but he 
refuſed to-come, and ſo is condemned of Treaſon and Rebellion, his Arms are 4c 
torn,and his right and name of Kingtaken away. 'This ſentence Pope Clenrent 
thortly after repealed, asmay be ſeen in his Conſtitutions called Clewentines, 
ſet forth by his ſucceſſor John the 23. Herry having laid fiege to Florence, and 
preparing to go againſt Robert upon the invitation of the Neapolitan, is poy- 
ſoned by one Bernard a predicant Friar, being hired thereto by the Floren- 
tines; the murtherer, who poyſonedthe cup}, or as ſome ſay the Saceramental 

1313- bread, wasflia'd alive. Henries body two yearsafter his death was tranflatedto 
Piſe: the Florentines im thee battels weredefeated by the Piſans, who ſtood for 
Ce/arand the Gibe//ins; wherefore: the ts and King Robert, offended at 
this ſucceſs, give their afſiſtance to the Guelphs,whoſe Army Matthew Viſcount 59 
of M:{ajn defeated : Hereupon he isexcommunicated by Vaſco the Cardinal, 
and Legate to the Pope yet his ſons had good ſucceſsagainſt the Guelphs, not- 
withſtanding the aid' they, had: of! the Neapolitans: under Robert, of the 
mu under Philip Valoiſe, and of: the Germans under Herry Iduko: of 

uſtria, | 
John. after-his fathers death raiſedi an. Army», and: confirmed the Cafarian 
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forces in my : He enlarged alſo Bohemiz by the addition of Lyſatie, and a 
great part of Sileſia; which Country lying between Polend and Bohemia, fell 
off from both, and made themſelves free; but having abuſed their freedome 
with inteſtine broils, the Bohemians ſubdued them : This John was afterward 
killed in the batrel of Creſsy,in which were ſlain alſo Charles Yaloiſe,and thirry 
thouſand French. 

After the death of Henry the ſeventh, the _ wanted an head fourteen 
months,becauſe of the rent among the Electors; for the Biſhop of Mertz and of 
Trevers, with the Marqueſs of Brandenburg ſtood for Ladovic of Bavaria; but 
10 the Biſhop of Coler, the Palſgrave, and Duke of Saxony, were for Frederick of 

Auſtria : both were crownedz Ludovic at Aix the ordinary place, by the Biſhop 

of Mentz and Trevers, whoſe office was not to conſecratez Frederick at Bonnox 

which was not the ordinary place of Coronation, by the Biſhop of Coler, 
whoſe charge it was to conſecrate the elefted Emperor : the King of Bohenria 
with his caſting voice, conferred the right title on Lxdovic; yet to avoid jar 
the Eleftors, by the Popes advice, were content that both ſhould be call 

Emperors, and both equally rule together, as of old, M. Antonizs and L.Verns, 

Valentinian and Valens , Gratian and Theodoſixs, with many others, reigned to- 

gether as Colleagues. Ludovic thruſt his brother Ralph the Palſgraveout of his 
20 inheritance, becauſe he preferred Frederick to him; This Ralph afterwards 

dyed in Exgl/and, But theſe two Emperors could not agretz Germany is divided 

into two fattions, which laſt eight yearsz theſe troubjes were preſaged by a 

Comet,and accompanied with famine and mortality : five ſeveral battels were 

fought; the rwo greateſt were, that at Fſling in Suevia, which was befieged 
Frederick for adhering to Ludovic ;, in this conflict many of the Nobility were 
flain and taken on both ſides, for the victory inclined to neither, however the 
fiege wasraiſed. The other great battel was fought near 14»/dorffe in Bavaria, 
which Frederick, had invaded with ten thouſand. Hungarians, and twenty 

thoufand Anſtrians: Ludovie meets him with the ſtrength of Bohemiz, and 
30 the neighbouring parts great flaughter is committed on both ſides at laſt the 
Hungarians are forced to giveground, and though the Auſtrianhorſe held out 
a white longer, yet they yeeld at length 5 Frederick, with his brother Henry are 
taken priſoners; three years was this Emperor detained a priſoner, then was 
fet at iberty;, conditionally that he would be content with the baretitle of 
Emperor whilft he lived, burſhould not not meddle with the Government, 
nor enter into-Italy : Seven years after he dyed, his brother was releafed by 
reſtoring of fome Towns and Forts in Moravie, which in this War the An- 
ftrians had taken from the Bohemians. 
After this victory of Ludovic, Pope John the 22. or 23. accuſeth him for 
40 aiding Galeacins of Millain againſt the Gwelphs, and for exerciſing hisEniperial 
right without the Popes confirmation 5 his anfwer was, that as ſoon as he was 
elected, he was to admigiſterjuſtice, and to defend Galeacizs, who hada juſt 
cauſe; upon this L cis condemned by the Pope asan heretick , and the 
ſentence declaredagainſt him at Avenion, for maintaining that the Pope was 
notto meddle with ſecular affairs. Leopoldus brother to Frederick, whoccame 
notin time to-aid him, doch much hurt in Alſatisand Helvetia , afterward he 
became madand dyed. John King of Bohemia, and Charles King of Hungary, 
with Otto Fredericks other brother over-run Auſtri2; ſhortly after Otto dyed, 
and fo did Predevick, being confumed' by a Love-porion. Four years after the 
$0 victory, Lxdovic marcheth into 7taly to eſtabliſh the Gibe//-r faftion, the chief 
of which wore Galtacins and his four brothers, Joh», Mark, Lnchin, and

From Albertwt' $ootus : this; King' Robert, the Pope, andthe Florentines, 

who had beer moleſted by Caſf#ucins, a great friend of the Galeacii, entre 

Inw a League, with'whom the FrenchRing joyned, in hatred to the Emperor, 

rwre-oflablifi>xhe Grelphs in-1tolptthe Gibelins underſtanding that Philip grew” 
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peror to haſten into 7tady , who did ſo; he was met at Verona by Mark, who 
complained of his brother Galeaciws, that he did aflume the fole command 
over Milain, infringing their liberties. This accuſation Ludovic put off, till a 
more convenient time : in the interim he goeth to Melain, where he is pom- 
pouſly received by Galeaciws,and in the Church of S. Ambroſe receives his Iron- 
crown from the Biſhop of Aretin a great Gibel/ine, Here was preſent at that 
time Caixs Scaliger, with a thouſand Horſe and ſome Foot-companies, to wait 
on the Emperor; who having heard. his accuſation and Marks againſt Gale- 
acizs, underſtanding alſo that the MiV/anojs would pay his Army, if their Re- 
publike might be free,and having intercepted ſome Letters of Galeacizs enter- 
raining correſpondency with the Pope, he puts him with Luchin and John his 
brothers, his ſon .4cti#s, and ſome others in cloſe priſon; Then-were choſen 
four and twenty men out of every Tribe or Ward to rule the Commonwealth. 
And ſo having left Montfortivs with ſome German forces to guard the City, 
Ludovic paſleth into Hetruria, and ſo to Kome, where he complains to the 
Cardinals and Senate of the wrongs done him by Pope John 22. withall he 
makes one Peter Corbarixs a Franciſcan, Antipope, y whom he and his wife 
Margaret Lady of Holland and Friſiand, are crowned in the Yaticar. But no

many, where having aflembled the Peers, he makes confeſsion of his faith, as

ſtice and tyrannie, deſiring the continuance of their allegiance to him: withall 
he uſerh the belt means he could to. be reconciled to Pope Benedi# the ninth, 
rs ſacceſlor; who ſent him word, that he could not abſolve him, being 

indered by the Kings of tr.ce and Naples. :Lxdovic, to be revenged on 
the French king , who ſollicited the Pope to make him Lieutenant of 1taly, 
Joins himſelf in league to King Edward of England, to the great prejudice of 
France, which was waſted by their forces. Wherefore the French King cun- 
ningly got the Emperors wite to take him off from the Engliſh, aſſuring him 
by oath'and promiſe-that he would reconcile him tothe Pope, which he did

About this time the Florentines being oppreſſed by Caſtrutins and their 
own civil diſcords, yielded themſelves to Charles Duke of Calabria, ſon to R1- 
30 bert King of Naples. Lndovic Gonzag: invaded the Dominion of AMantrg, has 

ving ki] Paſirinu Lord thereof. Cains Scaliger, Lord of Verona, having ta- 
ken in Padxa, and Tarviſium, from the Carrarii, died, whoſe ſon Maſtines ſuc- 
ceeded. Galeacins alſo died with grief having loſt his fathers Principality by 
Caſtrutizs Duke of Luca, and Lord of Piſe and Piſtoriums, whom the Pope ex- 
communicated, as he was riding in triumph into Lxca for his Victory over Pi- 
ſtorinm, upon which he died with grief, and his children ſtript of their inheri- 
tance by the Emperour, who had tor Caſtrutizs ſake incurred the Popes dif- 
pleaſure. Maſtinus Scaliger to his fathers inheritance added Yicetia, Brixia, 

Bergonms, Parma, and Luca, and aimed alſoat Yexice, which was his undoing 
40 for the Venetians took from him Padua and Tarviſium. Luchinus the Vicount 
ſtript him of Brixia and Bergomns. Benedit the eleventh ſends his Legat to pa- 
cifie the tumults in Roxze, where by his command Francis Petrarch the Poet 1s 
carried in pomp tothe Capitol, and there crowned with Bayes.

The Kingdome of Naples at this time was in trouble ; for King Robert

had yielded her ſelf, by his command is ſtifled with a pillow held on her face, 
Three years after 0:0 eſcaped out of priſon, and recovers Naples; but ſhortly 
after died. Lewis of Anjon, by the help of Cl:went the ſeventh, raiſcd 30cco. 
inen, with which he makes war againſt Charles two years together , takes in 
Tarentum, with ſome other places, and was like to carry the whole kingdome 
but being poiſoned by a draught of infeCted water, died; and fo the Army, ,, 
and withall the kir gdome fell to Charles without blood-ſhed, who ſhortly at- 
ter is called back into Hungary againſt Sigiſmmmd, where he is treacherouf] 
killed by the Queen widow. His ſon Ladiſ/aus took Rome twice, being divi- 
ded into factions. Againſt him, 4/exander the fifth/and the Florentines call in 
Lewis of Anjor, ſon to the former, who defeats Ladiſ/aus;, but afterward An- 
Jon was worſted, and the Florentines forced to make peace on diſadvantagious 
tearms. Ladiſlans 1s poiſoned at Rome, to him ſucceeded his fiſter Joar in the 
kingdome, who adopred Alphonſns,king Ferdinands ſon of Arragon, and after- 
ward diſ{-inhcrited him,ſhe promiſeth the kingdome to Lewis of Anjou,grand- 
child to the firſt Lewis : Hereupon a war 1s raiſed between Abboans and 20 
Lewis, m which Alphonſns at laſt got the victory, and left the poſſeſiion of the 
kingdome to his baſe ſon Ferdinand, Lewis, by Joans conſent, makes his bro- 
ther Renatus Heir tothe Crown 3 but ſhe dyinghe loſt his right. His ſon John 
was defeated at Troy. Renatus the father conferred his right upon his brother 
Charles his fon, who was onely left alive of the ſtack of Anjor; he left his 
Tight « will to Lewis the 11. of France. Charles the eighth, the ſon of 
Lewis, by claiming his Right, occaſioned great wars between Arragon and 
France, |; 

Rome, im the Popes abſence, is torn in ſunder by the Colunmii and Urſoni. 
One Nicho/ans a Scrivener did fo infinuate himſelf into the fooliſh multitude, 40 
by his wit, that he made them beleeve they might recover the Cities ancient 
Monarchy, by adhering to him 5 whereupon he took upon him the Titles of 
Anguſtus, Severnc,and Clemens ; then feiſeth upon the Capitol; multitudes both 
of the City, and abroad, adhere to him : he ſends his Edidts to the Italian 
Princes to ſubmit themſclves to him; he ſends to the Pope to repair into the 
City within the prefixed time of a year, orelſe to loſe his Pontificat ; he com- 
mands the ſeven Eleftors, and other Princes of Germany to wait on him,or elſe 
he would proceed againſt their contumacy ; but the next year this ſhort-lived 
Emperour was by the Popes forces driven out of Rome and Italy, and after- 
ward being apprehended, was ſent in chaines to the Pope. About this time 50 
the Peſtilence ſo raged through Europe, that it ſwept away, the third part of 
mankind : The Jews were accuſed and burned for infefting the Springs.

Fter the death of Androxicus ſenior the ſon of Michael, the Palcologi be 
Ae to reign at Byzantium, which race continued 121. years. Androni- 

cus junior oo 1s already ſaid) depoſed his Grandfather, reigned 
eight years, and left Jo2r Cantacuzenus Tutor to his two ſons, John Paleologes 
and Mannel. Sixteen years after Cantacuzenxs was driven out, — Pale 
ologws reigned ſeven and twenty years, whofe ſucceſſor was Marnel; he ruled 
four and thirty years, to whom ſuceeded his ſon John ſeven and twenty years, 
whoſe Succeſſor was Conſtantine the eighth and laſt, for in the eight year of 
his reign Conſtantinople was taken by the Turks. 


20 Cantacuzens, for his ambition in aiming at the Empire, is baniſhed; where- 


upon he raiſed an Army, with which he vexed John,and his Mother a widow; 
five years together 3 at laſt took Byzantium by treachery, and made himſelf 
Emperour, and John his Colleague, on whom he beſtowed his daughter in 
marriage; but he diſliking his father-in-law's greatneſs, fled to Tenedos to 
raiſe Forces againſt him, and procured Francis Cataluſcns the Genuan to afliſt 
him, for whoſe ſervice he gave him the Iſle Lesbos with Mitylene, which his 
poſterity held till Mahumet the ſecond. Cantacuzenus in the interim enters 
into league with the YVeretians, Catalanians, and King of Sicily againſt the 
Genuois, A war is begun, the Gennois in a Sea-fight at Scutar, between By- 


20 Zantium and Chalcedon, get the Victory, under Awriz Admiral of their Fleet 3 


but the next year the Genuors at Corſica are overthrown by Piſanus the Venetiar: 
who ſunk one and forty of their Gallies. After this 4ur:« renewes his Fleet, 
and fights Piſanus neer Peloponneſns,defeats and takes him priſoner with 5co0o. 
more, whom he carrieth in triumph into Genxa, Upon this Cantacuzenus re- 
mits the Empire to his eldeſt ſon Andronicus, and (huts himſelf up in a Mona- 
ſtery. His youngeſt ſon Manxe! he makes Deſpot, and Governour of Sparte in 
Laconia : His daughter he had married before to,0rchanes the Turk; but An- 
dronicus is driven out of his Empire by Paleologus, and flies to Rhodes, hoping 
to finde affiſtance of the great Maſter 5 but failing of this he repaires to 


40 his brother at Peloponneſus , where he ſpent the reſt of his lite in pri- 


vate. 

John having obtained the Empire, or ſhadow of it rather, went to 7taly 
for aſſiſtance, bh being ſlighted there, returns to Byzantium and ſceing he 
could not maintain himſelf againſt the Bulgarian and Servian Forces in 
Armes againſt him, he makes a league with Amwrathes, to whole protection 
he both ſubmits himſelf and Kingdome, promiling a yearly tribute, for the 
payment whereof he delivers his youngeſt ſon Theodorns as hoſtage : By this 
means the Greek Emperours became Vaſlals to the Turk. John, in his 
abſence had made his eldeſt ſonne Ardronicus Governour of the Em- 


* $0 Pirez and his other ſonne Emanzel, Ruler of Theſſalonica. Andronicus was 


accuſed of Treaſon, as if he had conſpired with Anmrathes his ſonne to kill 
the Emperour; therefore with ſcalding Vinegar his eyes were put out. 
Bajazet ſent Theodorus into Peloponneſus, —_ put the Cantacuzent to 
death, Blinde Andronicus, having recovered a little ſight, complains of 
his father and brother to Bajazet, who thruſt both the Father and the 


ſonne into a dark Dungeon, and 7 8 the Empire on Andveniens Z

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An.Cbriſti, but three years after Fmannel eſcaped out of priſon, and by the help of Bo. 
WY Ww jazet thruſt him from his government , and ſent him bound with his fon Johr:

Emanuel having profferred a yearly tribute of three millions of Crowns 


to Bajazet, obtaines the Kingdome he is enjoyned to deliver up Philadelphia 
which had been divers times belicged mm vain,to give hoſtages,and to bind him- 
{elf by oath toaid the Turks with Auxiliaries upon all occafions, But not tong 
after, John the ſon of Andronicas accuſeth his Uncle to Bajazet , and alienates 
him fo from Emanuel, that be befieged\Byzantinm,and ſeeing he could not take 
it by force,reſolves to = it by famine;but the ſudden breaking in of Tamerlan 1g 
the Scythian, diverted him from his enterprife. Emmannel intending for Italy 
to procure men and money of the Latine Princes agamft the Tzrks, leaves 
John the ſon of Andronicus governour of the Kingdome in bis abſence; 
tor he was now out of the Txrks favour, for complying ſecretly with his 
brother : Theodoras, the other brother, tearing left Bejazet would Shan taken 
Byzantium, when he lay before it , fold Argos and Nanplixms to the Venetians, 
and Sparta to the Khodians ;, But the Twrks afterward deſtroyed Argos, and 
Sparta returned to the Palzologi. T his Emannel had feven fons, by his Twrkiſb 
wife, widow to the King of Trapeznntum 5, John his ſucceſlour , Andronicas 
govemour of Theſſalonia , which he after ſold to the Feretians, and fo in 20 
Peloponeſws obtained Mantinea of his brothers; His third fon was Michael; 
the tourth Theodorus Prince of Peloponeſus, he ftrove with his brother John 
for the Empire, choolmg Amwrathes tor Arbitrator; the fifth Demetrins, He 
took from the Albans Peloponneſus by the Turks help, for which he paid a 
yearly tribute of fifteen thoufand Crowns, at laft he yeelded himſelf and 
Sparta to Mahumet ; The fixth Thomas, who after Byzantium was taken , 
and Peloponneſis lol(t, lived obfcurely in Kome ; The feventh Conſtantine, ſuc- 
ceeded John in the Empire. 

About theſe times Greece was tom m peeces by the Venetians, Gennor, 
Neapolitans, Spaniards, Bulgarians , and Servians, or Triballians, every one of 31 
theſe ſnatching away a ſhare of that wretched Country 3 not long after the /e- 
netians loſt Athens to Antonins the fon of Reinerins the F lorentine:T he widow of 
this A»thony after her husbands death, bought the Principality from AMxhumet, 
and falling in love with a Venetian Merchant ( who for her fake poyſoned his 
fmrmer wite) made him Prince, who being accuſed by the Gentry of Athen: 
for Tyranny , is by Mahumet commanded to beflain , and his wife alſo, and 
then commands the Preſident of 4 heſſaly totake pofieflion of Athens; which 
afterward, becauſe of the often feditions of the Citizens, he deſtroyed with its 
Tower, and fo endeth this famous City for Arts and Arms, having 
flouriſhed from Solo to this Mahumret two thouſand years : now 1t 15 49 
a poor Fiſher-rown. Theodorus Fmranuels fourth ſon kept out the Twrks by 
land from Peloponneſus by building a wall in 1/#hwws reaching between 
the 1onian and A'gean Seas, where ſtood the two Cities Corinth and Me 

ard. 

, To Fmranzel ſucceeded his eldeſt fon John, whobeing ſtript of all power 
could a(t nothing memorable; he went tothe Councel of Florence,and rily 
after his return dyed, to whom fucceeded Conſtantine the ſeventh his gel 
brother. He had done good ſervice againſt the Turks before he was Emperor; 
but when Ammrathes had taken Heraclea, he was forced to fubmit to the Con- 
queror,and to beat down the wall again of Peloponneſus, which afterwaxdthe 5 
Venetians (et up, but Mahumet totally overthrew it. In him ended the Greek 
Empire, Byzantiuxr being taken by Mabunet. | 

The Turks, originally Schytians, or Sarmatians, who had broke 1nto 44 
through the Caſpran ſtraits, and had ferved Heraclixs againſt the Perſians, who 
afterward ſerved the Perſcans, and ſubdued them, . and withall. xeceived 
from their conquered ſubjeCts Mahumetaniſare : whomafterwards the onal 
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much weakned ; but after their departure; the Tarks recovered all that they 
had loſt in Aſa, and much more, dividing themſelves into divers Tetrarchies 
according totheir Families, of which the four chief were, the 4//zmebei, Cande- 

i Caramanus, and Ottomans. The firſt poſſeſſed Cappadocia with Armenia 
the lefſe; The ſ:zcond had the Country S1#ope about Pontus; The Carmans 
had Cilicia, and the Ottomans Bithinia,and the Country about 0/ymrprus : but in 
time Mahumet the Ottoman (ſwallowed up the Candelorians and Caramans 
Countries, who fled to the Aſſimbeans for help ;, of theſe came Uſſumcaſſancs 
who ſubdued the Kingdome of Perſia, and had long wars withthe Ottomans, 


10 as we ſhall ſee hereafter. The occalion of the quarrel were Hali and Homar, 


the two Interpreters of Mahumets Alcoran;The Ottomans followedHali,the reſt 
Homar. The rſt Ottoman began to flouriſh about the year 1300. and reigned 
ewenty nine years3 He was the ſon of Orthogulies, chicf of the Ogncian family, 
and was called 0tteman from a ſmall Town of Galatia, named Ottomanzicunt, 
He took Natolia and Ancyrain Phrygia , Sinope in Galatia, where King Mithri- 
dates was born and buried, and Sebaſtia in Cappadocia, it is at this day called 
Siva ; He ſubdued alſo Pruſ/a the Metropolis of Bythina, and there made his 
reſidence, though ſome adicribe this to his ſon Orchanes, A little before his 
death, eight rhouſand Twrks brake into Exrope, having paſſed the Hel/eſpont, 


20 and joyned themſelves. with the Catal/arj, Ottorran left three fonss, the 


youngeſt Orchanes, (the othex two brothers being ſhain,) ſucceeded, = 
Orchanes ſubdued Myſta, Lydia, Lycaonia, Phrygia,and Caria, extending his 
conqueſt to the Hel/eſpont and Exim ſea, whillt Cantacuzenns, and the 
Paleologi are ſtriving for maſtery; ſome think he was ſlain by an arrow at the 
ſiege of Pruſia, others that he was killed in a battell againſt the Tartars, Some 
write he reigned twoand thirty years, others but twoand twenty. To him 
ſucceeded Ammwrathes the firſt, whoſe elder brother Solymar, that firſt of the 
Turks entred Europe with an Army, was dead ofa fall from his horſe, as he was 
courſing an Hare. This Ammrathes overcame the Triballiarft , enemiesto the 
Greeks, and took in divers Towns of 7hraciaz multitudes of Chriſtians fled 
into Adrianopolis, whom he beſieged and took. Then deſirous to tranſport 
them into Aſ#a, he was adviſed by his Prieſts to pick out every fifth man that 
was moſt handſome and ſound ; theſe were diſtributed among the Turks, to 
lean their diſcipline and exerciſes, and after three years to be brought tothe 
Port and made Jariſars, in which confiſteth the Twrkiſ ſtrength againſt Chri- 
ſtendome. He makes Adrianopolis the feat of his Kingdome. He plunders 
Macedonia,and gives the booty to his Souldiersz but underſtanding that the 
Myſians artd Triballians had raiſed a great — againſt him, was reſolved to 
reſtore to the Greeks their Cities again, and to return into 4a, had not 


20 the Earthquake which overthrew the walls of many Townes, invited 


the Twrkes to poſſeſs them. He falls upon the Tribal as they were in drink, 
and ſubdues them. S»/man King of Myſia, to pacific Amurathes, beſtows 
his daughter on him, the other he marrieth to Andronirys the fon of 
Thn, who became ſtipendary and tributary to the $S»/tan. After this, 
Ammrathes fabdues the Governours of Affs who had revolted from him. 
Whilſt he with Job» the Emperour were abſent in Af, his ſon Sanzes, with 
Andronicus Johns ſon , combine againſt their Fathers, who were rewarded 
both with the loſle of their eyes. Amwrathes at laſt ſubdued Lararss the 
Deſpot of Servia or Tribal/ia, and put him in priſon : to revenge this 


, wrong, a ſervant of Lazarws faining himſelf a fugitive, got acceſs to the 


Sultan, whom preſently he run through with his ſword; and ſo dyed 
Anurathes , after he had fought ſeven and thirty Battels, and-reigned two 
and thirty years, ſome ſay but three and twenty. His ſonne Bajazet fuc- 


Bajazet the firſt , with ſtrangling his brother Jagupe, begins his Reign: 
he enters with a great Army the Bwgarian and Servian Countries, called 
Ft 2 anciently 
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An.Chriſti. anciently Myſfa and Triballia, along Iſther to the Pontic ſea, and defeats 


fs 
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Marcus the Deſpot with all the Nobility, and fo rangeth through lricurr, 
Macedonia and Albania, even to Hxngary without oppoſition, driving thence 
multitudes of Chriſtians,and infinite ſtore of plunder. Shortly after, he over- 
runs Theſſaly and Thrace, even to Boſphorus , then deſtroyes the Suburbs of 
Eyzant inn, and ſo aftrighteth John Paleologws, that he is forced to ſeek out aid 
of the French; Charles the ſixth then reigning, ſends John Earl of Nzvern his 
Couſin-german, who afterward got the Dutchy of Burgundy with an Army to 
aſſiſt $ig7/mumd King of Hungary againſt the common enemy z divers Princes 
of France and Germany accompanied John. After they had joyned their 15 
forces with Sigiſmnnd, they march through Servia, and obtained ſome inal] 
victories by the way. Then they laid ſiege to Nicopolis, which gave time to 
Bajazet to arm himſelf, who having _— together two hundred thou- 
ſand, ſent before eight thouſand light horſemen , which the French ſet upon, 
and after them the Hungarians and Germans ; but on a ſudden they were en- 
compalled with the whole Twrk# Army. The French firſt go to wrack ;, the 
Hungarians (ecing the French horſe returning without their Riders, betake 
themſelves to their heels;Sigiſmmndeſcapes to Byzantium in a Galley; John and 
divers others are taken, ſome whereot were cut in peeces by Bajazets Com- 
mand; John with five others were ranſomed for two hundred thouſand 2: 
Crowns,which was paid by James Prince of Mytilene. John upon his return or- 
dained the Order of the Golden-Fleece, in memory of his baniſhment in that 
Country where the Golden-Flecce was found by jaſo, and where Peter and 
Andrew the Apoſtles preached : T heir garment 1s of crimſon Velvet, with a 
Mantle of the ſame lined with white, and richly embroidered round about 
with a border of Flames and Fleeces; the Hood alſo is of crimſon Velvet, the 
Collar of gold, the Toiſon or Fleece hanging thereat, either in memory of 
f- ons, or of Gideons Fleece. Some think this order was inſtituted afterward 
y Philip Duke ob Burgundy and Earl of Flanders in the year 1429, having a 
rcſolution to conquer the Holy-Land, 30 

Bajazet after this victory returns to the ſiege of Conſtantinople, which he 
was forced to give over, upon the entring of Tazerlan into Aſia, having 
four hundred thouſand horſe, and fix hundred thouſand foot. This ſamerlay, 
called by the Greeks Timyres, was a Citizen of Samarcanda Metropolis of the 
Zagatains mn Tartary. He entring Aſra takes in ſome Towns of Armenia, and ſets 
on fire $ultania called of old Tygranocerta ſometime the ſeat of the Perſian 
Kings. So having croſled a rates, he enters Cappadocia where he took 
Sebaſtia now called Snias, and in it puttodeath Orthobules Bajazets ſon. He 
cauied his horſe to tread todeath all the Captives, being innumerable. Bajazet 
with a great Army met him at mount Ste//a, where Pompy overthrew A 40 
thridates, at the foot of Antitawrus, a cruel battel is fought, in which a hundred 
and forty thouſand were ſlain; Bajazet is taken, his horſe being ſhot under 
him with many arrows, who being brought to Tamerlar was fhut up in a iron 
Cage,which was in derilion carried through 4ſa,and madeTamerlans footſtool 
when he took horſe:thus was the murtherer of his brother uſed,and that cruel 
Butcher of Chriſtians two yearsago, when he defeated the French and Hunga- 
rians. Atlaſt perceiving how he was made the ſcorn of the world, and forced 
to Eat the ſcraps that were flung rom Tawerlrns table like a dog, and ſeeing 
his Concubines abuſed in his preſence, chicfly his beloved Wife, the daughter 
of Lazarus the Deſpot , out of impatience eth out his brains againſt the 59 
Iron grates of his Cage, and ſo dyed, being unwilling to be carried alive in 
triumph to Samarcanda, 

After this victory Tamerlay baving paſled over Taurus, enters Meſopotamia, 
ſubduing all beforc him even to the Syrian ſea. He defeated the Egyptian 
Sultan,not far from Peluſinam. All the Cities of Syria, even Damaſcus at laſt 
yeclded to him. His cuſtome was to preſent a white Flag the firſt day _ 
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he ſate down before any place, the next day a red one, and the thirda black ; 


the fir{t did ſignifie mercy , the ſecond puniſhment , and the third death to 
thoſe that held out three dayes againſt him. So having glutted himſelf with 


ſpoils and- victories, and' the plague raging in his Army upon the defarts of 
Egypt, he retums 1n triumph to Samarcanda, where he died; he'reigned forty 
years, and Bajazet 24.others ſay 26. What Tamerlan ſuddenly got, was as ſud- 


denly loſt by his ſons, in their mutual quarrels. Bajazet left five fons; the firſt 
Joſhua, who ſeiſed on the Dominion by the help of the Souldiers, and four 
years after was killed by his brother Mulſuman, whom ſome call Solyman. 


10 This fought with his other brother Moyſes,whomTamerlan had taken priſoner, 


and ſet at hberty. This Moyſes was overcome by  Mulſauman:, but atrerward 
for his inſolent government he is depoſed, and delivered by the army to 
Moyſes, who put him to death. Moyſes afterward for his tyrannie is delivered 
to his other brother M2humet, who ſtrangles him, and imprifons the other 
brother Muſtapha for aiming at the Empire. But the Greeks g1VveE to Baiazet 
two ſons only, to wit Celebinus and Muſtapha. 

Scandia or Scandinavia, from whence of old iſſued out upon the Roman 
Empire, Swedes, Normans, Vandals and Goths, contains now three Kingdomes, 
Swethland, Denmark, and Norway : Swethland is the ancienter, giving original 


2» tothe Kings of Denmark,and Norway; for Dan the firſt king of Denmark,which 


30 


from him was called Danie,was the ſon of Humel the ſixteenth King of Swede; 
but there had been five and twenty Kings in Sweden, before there was 
dny King in Norway. Halandand others who ſucceeded him were but petty 
Kings, Harald the firſt was the firſt Monarch there, Sweden was governed by 
its own Kings, till Erichſon (otherwiſe Szeck) King of Sweden and Norway was 
depoſed by bis ſabjects, and Albert Duke: of Megapolis his (iſters ſonne made 
King, who oppreſling the Nobility, and filling the kingdome with Germans, 
the Peers fell off from him to Margaret Queen of Denmark and Norway, who 
was then in arms againſt Albert, and fo the three kingdoms were united ; ill 
the Kings _ to deſpiſe the Swedes, and commit all power to the Dares ; 
whereupon the Swedes and Norwegians choſe Charls the ſon of Canutws,a Noble 
man of Swethl and, for their King : but the Norwegians being enticed by Chri- 


ſtiern the firſt, King of Denmark, ſubmitted to the Danes.

In Swethland, Guſtavws the firſt deſcended from the ancient Swediſh kings,

freed his country from the Daniſh yoke; in thankful remembrance of which * 


benefit, his poſterity are allowed by the Swedes to inherit the kingdome. The 
firſt Chriſtian King of Swethland was Biornwsz before whom though they 
reckon an hundred Kings, yet are their ſtories ſo defective, that moſt of their 
names and ations are buried in oblivion. This Biorzws lived about the year 
816. in the time of Lewis ſon to Charls the Great, The next we find after him 
is Ericus Sanus, whom they reckon their 124. King. After him the poſterity 
of Swercherus and Ericws reigned by turns : for Swercherws king of hs Goths 
and Swedes, being murthered by his own ſervant, Eric#s obtained the king- 
dome by his worth and proweſle ; He made good lawes, converted the Fin- 
landers to Chriſt, and governed his kingdom in peace and juſtices yer he was 
murthered by his Nobility. To whom ſucceeded Charls the ſon of Swercherns, 


| after he hadreigned two years overthe Oſtrogoths,who fell off from the Swedes

for choofing Fricxs to be their King after whoſe death he governed both 
kingdoms erght years : but _ hated for his affe&tion to the Dawes, he 
was murthered Canntus the lonne of Ericus SanGFus , who believed that 
Charls had conſpired with the Dares to murther his father : He died in the 
= 1168. Cauntxs ſucceeded, the ſon of Ericus Sanus, who died with grief 

murthering Charls, in the year 1192. Suercherus the ſon of Charls ſucceed- 
ed; He intended to revenge his fathers death upon the ity of Canntus , 
but his Daniſh forces were overthrown, and he in another battel was killed by 
his ſabje&ts, 4.1219, Ericus the ſonne of Canntys, havipg eſcaped the fury of 


Smercherus, 
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An.Chrifti Suerchers, _ 6 ycarsand died, 4.1216. His fon John, a youth of great 


1412, 


hopes, died the third year of his reign. Ericxs Balbxs, great grandchild to 
Fricus Sanus, ſncnndads His kin{man Carntxs conſpired againſt him, and 
drove him out of his kingdome; but he raiſed an army, defeated and killed 
Canntus, and returned in peace to his kingdom; He ſubdued and conyerted 
the Taveſti;, by the help of Birgerzs Prince of the 0ſtrogoths, and then died, 
an.1250.. 

Valdemarws the ſon of Birgerus was choſen King in his fathers abſence, who 
retuming from the Taveſtiz —— the kingdome, as being rather due to 
him then to his ſon 3 but was reſiſted by the Army, and contented to be Tutor 19 
or Protector during his ſons minority. Valdemar atter his fathers death, by the 
inſtigation of his Daniſh wife, tyrannizeth over his brothers, for which he is 
depoſed by the Swedes,and (tript alſo of the kingdom of the Goths.His brother 
Magnws Ladolws ſucceeded, 47.1276. who rook his brother Valdemar priſoner, 
and fo the quarrel about the dominion ended; He murthered at a feaſt the 
chief men amongſt the Folchungi : then giving himſelf todevorion and works 
of picty, died. Brigers his ſon ſucceeded, an.1282. the murtherer of his bro- 
thers, whom he accuſed of treaſon : they to defend themſelves, raiſcd an 
army againſt this Tyrant, and took him priſoncr; afterward reconciling him- 
ſelftorhem, invites them toa teaſt, and treacherouſly layeth hold on them 4, 
and puts them in a dungeon, where they periſhed with (tench and famine, 

( for he flung the keyes of the priſon into the deep river hard by, that none 


- might have accefle to help them ) upon this his ſubjetts take arms and drive 


him out of his kiagdome into Dezmark, where he dicd miſerably with his 
wife. Magnws Smcech fon of Ericws, killed by his brother Birgerss, fucceeded 
41.1319. He wasa wicked and libidinous Prince : In his wars againſt Norway 
he was taken priſoner by Haquin the Norwegian king, from whom being de- 
livered he fled into Dexmark; there he proſcribes all the Swediſh Peers; which 
they {lighting, call in 4lbert the Megapolitan, whom by publike conſent they 
confirmed in the kingdom at Stockholm He proffers reconciliation to Magn, 20 
which he reje&ted, preferring war to peace ; wherefore he is taken priſoner, 
and kept in cuſtody ſeven yeares, till he was freed by his ſon Haquin. Albert 
afterward began toſlight the Swedes, therefore is lighted by them, and in his 
wars with Margaret Queen of Denmark, is taken and detained ſeven yearcs a 
priſoner, at laſt is forced to abſolve the Swedes from their allegiance, ar.1394. 
Margaret the Dane, wife to Haquin king of Norway ſucceeds, and is now Lady 
of three kingdoms; A magnanimous Princeſſe but covetous, and one that 
made no bones to break oaths and promiſes; ſhe committed the chief places 
of truſt to the enemies of nnkies and out of hatred to the Swedes left them 
and made her reſidence in Denmark, having firſt procured the kingdome to 49 
Ericws her Nephew by her ſiſter, ſhe died, and was buried at Flexsburgh 
an.l412. 

— [NP » Waldemar the third , whom they reckon their 94. King, ſuc- 
ceeds his father Chriſtopher; he was firnamed the Reprobate,for his wicked life, 
In the begining ofhis reign, 4.1340. he cuningly got the poſleſſion of Scanis 
from King Magnss, and his Caſtles which were kept by the Germans. The 
next year he invaded Onlandand Gothind,having (lain in that 500.in this 2000. ' 
and loſt them both again the ſame yeare. He found his kingdom much im- 
poveriſhed and waſted by foraign incurſions, but he left it rich and flouriſh- 
ing: He was a cruel Tyrant againſt his Nobility , which he endeavoured to 50 
extinguiſh, therefore they rebelled againſt him; but his daughter 
Margaret Queen of the three kingdomes afterward ſeverely puniſhed thoſe 
rebellious Lords. This Waldemar being threatened with an Interdi& by 
the Pope for his tyrannie and perfidiouſneſle, returns this Anſwer :

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Waldemar King of Denmark to the Pope of Rome; ſends greeting. We have 
our nature from God, aur Kingdome from our Subjes, wealth from our Parents, 
and our _ from thy Predeceſſors, which if thou wilt not let us enjoy qitiet ly, we 
ſend it back again by theſe preſents.

He died, Az. 1375. To him ſucceeded his daughter Afargavet, who by her 
father had Denmark; by herhusband Haquir, the fon of Magnus Smeee, or 
Smeg, Swetblend and Norway : She xei 32.years after her husbands death; 
ſhe finiſhed the war begun by Haquire againit Albert King of Sweden, whom the 
took priſoner with his ſon Erices, and his father Duke of Megopolis, with the 

10 Earl of Hol/atie, and many Barons, Albert after fix years captivity, is let free 
on condition to pay 60000. Marks for his ranfome, or to deliver up the City 
Holme, or elſe to return a priſoner 5 Holme upon his Letters is delivered ups 
and fo the three kingdomes are united; and it is agreed, that inthe election 
of the King, the Swedes and Danes ſhould have the firſt ſuffrage by turns; but 
the Danes not content with the firſt ſuffrage in the eleftion of Ericus, they 
challenged it alſo in the election of Chriſtopher, which ſo offended the Swedes, 
that they choſe them a King of their own, Charles the ſon of Canutus. Marga- 
ret being childleſs, (for her ſon 0laxs was dead) ſhe ſends for Fricus her Ne- 
phew out of Pomerania, and makes him King at fifteen years of age; ſo they 

20 reigned together till the died. He married Philippe the King of Fnelands 
daughter, At laſt Margaret died, and was richly entombed at K»/childz, 
An.

ow being dead, divers of the Electors make void Charles his Election 
as fraudulent ; wherefore in the Dyet of Frank fort, Mentz., Palſgrave, Saxon, 
and Brandeburg profler the Empire to King Edward the third of England,who 
had lately beat the French and Scots; but he prudently conſidering the dit- 
ficulties of that great place, and the danger his own Kingdome might incur by 
40 the French and Scots in his abſence, waved that proffer : Then they invited 
Frederick Marqueſs of Ayſzia, a rich and potent Prince z but he refuſed the 
motion, knowing that he could not enjoy the Empire (being Charles was al- 
ready choſen) without much trouble; therefore Charles preſents Frederick, 
with a gift of 10000. Marks. The Electors at laſt ſet up Gunter Earl of Swarce- 
burg in Thuringia, who came with an Army to Frankfort, whither Charles alfo 
came with his Forces, but refuſed to hazard all his fortunes upon one bat- 
tel, therefore labours to undermine his enemy without ſhedding of blood; 
whereupon he makes his peace with the ſons of Ludovic his Predeceſlor, whoſe 
lands be had ſpoiled with fire and ſword; then he marrieth the Pal/graves 
dayghter,and to gat the Houſe of Bavaria to ſtand for him : Healſo by a Phy- 
heian poiſons Gunter, who diedthe ſixth moneth after his Eletion z but Char/s 
1s Content to pa tohis Heirs in recompenſe of their fathers loſſes and char- 
Les, 22000 Marks of filver , and withall ro _ overto them two Townes 
in Tharingia ; healſo brought back the publike Mart to Frank fort, which he 
had thence tranſlated to Mentsz : and ſo at laſt Charles obtaines the Empire a- 
not without much bribing.

Charles im his younger dayes was educated in France with King Charles; 
therefore brought many French cuſtoms into Germany, and parted with the 
rights of the kingdom of Arles to the French, ro the great detriment of the 
Empire. This Arles 18 the chief city of Narbon, which 'the Burgundians made 
the metropolis of their kingdome in this three famous Councels have been 
held: Charles alſo to weaken the greatneſle of the German Princes, armed di- 
vers Cities againſt them with immunities and priviledges ; he inlarged Bohe- 
mia with _ and L»ſatia, and made divers Countries thereabout feudatory 
to Bohemia. He made John and Albert, Princes of the Henets on' the Balrick ſea, 
Dukes of the Empire. He advanced the power of the Senate in Norimbergh, 10 
which had hitherto been oppreſled by the popular fury. Being invited by 
divers Letters from Petrarch and others, to ſettle the tumalts of Rome, he re- 
pairs thither; After he had been crowned at 7/ain with iron,is there crowned 
with gold. There he ſtaycd but a ſhort while, for ſo he had promiſed by the 
Cardinals to Pope Innocent 6. leſt his long abode there might weaken the 
Popes power,and cauſe alterations. At Mzlain he made Galeacins and Barnabas 
the Vicounts, Vicars or Lieutenants of the Empire 1n Liguria. This Galeacius 
was a great Lover of Learning; therefore by the advice of Pctrarch erected a 
Library , having before inſtituted a famous Colledge, in which his ſon John 
Galeacins allowed large ſtipends to Baldus and the two Raphaels to read the 20 
Law, to Marſ#lirs to protcfic phylick, and to Emanuel Chryſoloras to read the 
Greek tongue. 

Charles having returned into Germany, calls a Diet of the Princes, where he 
contracts and digeſts all the ancient rights, cuſtoms, priviledges and conſtitu- 
tions belonging to the Empire, into an Epitome and method : this was called 
Lex Carolina, & Aurea bulla, the golden Patent. This contains all the rites and 
lawes concerning the Emperors election, and ſhewes how far each Princes au- 
thority extends 3 By this all contentions about the Emperors ele&ion are cut 
off, and each Prince confined within his own bounds. "This Patent or Bul was 
made and proclaimed at Norimbergh. After this Diet , Charles repairs to Pope 35 
Urban 5. at Avenion, whole ſtirrop he held, and followed him on fout. Then 
dedicated the reſt of his life to works of charity and piety; To ſetling of 
Bohemia, where he inſticutcd the Univerſity of Prague, end enriched divers 
Monaſteries and Colledges of Canons. Ar laſt he laboured with the Pope and 
Cardinals, alſo with the Eleftors by great ſums of mony, for his ſon Wenceſlaus 
to be his ſucceſior, whom with much ado he got to be crowned, and then 
within two years after dyed, having reigned fince the death of Gunter 28 years, 
in all 31. | 

About this time, the Dakedome of Gelder fell from Reynold for want of 
iſſue male, to #/7//:2-2 Earl of Julia, who married his daughter Mary.” After- 49 
ward, for want of iflue, #729 of Monts ſeiſed upon both Gelder and Falia; 
and becauſe Arnold of Fgmont laid claim to Gelder, Gerard the ſon of William 
gave up his right to Charles Duke of Burgundy. Not long after rhis, Cleve 
fell to the Earles of Marca, for want of iſſue male. Bxrgundy was then in 
the poſſeſhon of Philip the , "brother to Charles the fifth of France, 
who beſtowed Burgzndy on hit, that he might the more eaſily obtain the 
marriage of Margaret of Flanders.) This Dutchy fell to John Father of Philip, 
by the death of 0tto Duke of Burgundy. Brabant was in controverfie be- 
tween Ienceſiaus of Lucelburgh, and Lewis Earle of Flanders, in right of 
their Wives ; Lewis prevailed} and left to his daughter Margaret , who 50 
married with Philip the Bold, Flanders, Artois, the County of , Ni- 


vern, Rethelin, Salina, and Mechlin. Philip leſt Flanders, Burgundy, and Artois 
to his ſon John; Brabant and Lucelburgh to his ſon Antony ; to his third ſon 
Philip, Nivern and Rethelin, Antonies (on 
Uniyerlity of Lovair. 


John Duke of Brabant , founded the 
The 
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 _ TheEmperor Charles having fold and given away ſo many Towns, lands Ani 
and priviledges from the Expire, much weakned it ; his chief care was to en- 
rich and honour Bohemrias he carried to Prague (which he had beautified and 
enlarged)the Lance with which Chriſts fide was pierced,the Nails,the ſponge, 
and part of theCroſs, with the ſword of Charles the Great}, and a Tooth of 
Job Raptiſt, which the Pope had honoured with a ſolemn Holy-day. He gave 
tothe eldeſt of his Predeceſlours fons the Principality of Upper-Zavaria , ro 
bis other ſon Brandeburg , to Wiliam the third fon Holland and Hannonia , to 
Margaret the widow their mother a yearly _— : but ſhe diſcontented for 

10 the loſs of Holland, —_— it again from her fon William, which he refuſed; 
upon this a war is raiſed , and a cruel battel fought between the Mather and 
Son ; at laſt Hannonia is given tothe Empreſs for her life , after whoſe death 
William grew diſtratted, and fo continued many years, Charles before his 

death divided Bohemia into twelve Counties, and aboltſhed the new ſctt 
of #hippers, he bought the Marquifat of Brundebrrg from the poſte- 
rity of Bavare, and beſtowed it on his ſonne Sigiſamnd : when he (ent 
his ſonne #erceſlans to be chriſtened at 4ix, he ſent with him his weight 
in gold, to make him the more welcome to the Yirgin-Maryz at two 
yeares old he gave him the Crowne of Bohemia; at fifteen he made him 

20 Avgnſius; having promiſed to each Elefor a hundred thouſand Crowns, for 

ment of which he made oyer to them the publike tributes of the Empire: 

wc married bis ſon Sigiſawnd to Mary the daughter of Hangary, therefore ſent 
him thither to be educated in the language and cuſtome of rhe Country , in 
hope that he ſhould be King he made Lunenburg a Dutchy, and puniſhed 
thoſe that impriſoned any Clergy-men. 

About this time, the Yeretians and the Genwois quarrelled, becauſe Pettrinns 
King of Cypres at his Coronation, had preferred the Yenetians to the Genuois, 
whereupon Cyprus is waſted , and Tamaguſte taken by the Gernois. Shortly

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City was fo vilited with the plague, that in one Pariſh in the ſpace of four 
months, there dyed three thouſand five hundred : about which time was found 
out by Bertholdus Niger a Monk , the diabolical art of ſhooting with Guns, 
worſe then the plague : The Yenetians were the firſt that made uſe of them 
againſt the Genuois, The people being impatient of ſuch a Tyrant, notwith- 
ſtanding his ſtrong guards, which he was ſtil changing out of jealouſie and fear, 
ſciſed upon him, and impriſoned him four months at Pragse: at laſt, by much 
intreaty he was permitted by the Senate to bathe himſelf, and to away 
the filth of his body ; in the mean while having retired a little towards the 19 
bank of the River to cool himſelf, he ſpies a fiſherboat, into which he leaps, 
being naked, and his naked waſher,S»ſax by name, with him, and ſo eſcapesto 
the new Tower on the River, where he 1s defended by his brother John Mar. 
queſs of Luſatia, and Procopizes the Moravian : but he was nevera whit bet- 
tered by his impriſonment, for he made as much uſe of his Goflip the Hang- 
man as Lien, and was not aſhamed to uſe S»ſan for his concubine; ſo that the 
people being enraged againſt him , ſent for his brother Sigiſmeund who was 
now King of Hungary, his father in law being dead, and his Competitor Charles 
of Naples ſlain; but he was run ſo much in debtgthat he was forced to mortgage 
the Marquiſat of Brandeburg to his Couſin-germans, Jodocus and Procopixs 1 
Marquiſes of Moravia : this is that Sig/ſmmmmnd whom Bajazet overthrew with 
the French; he upon the invitation of the Bohemians, enters the Country with 
an Army , ſciſeth on his brother, and carrieth him to Vienna to Albert of 
Auſtrianotwithſtanding the oppoſition made by John his brother, andProcopize 
his Couſin-german : this Albert was ſon in law to Sigi/mnd. Ludovic of 
Anſtria was lain by the Switzers. 

IFenceſlans willing to eſcape, promiſed great matters to a Fiſher-man , who 
uſed to bring the _ ſometimes ſmall Fiſhes, out of pity : this Fiſher- 
nan by the help of a long ſtring got him into his Boat, and brought him 
to Vicegrad, whence he got away in a Beggers habit to Prague, where having 3 
got within the Caſtle, cries out , He wasthe King, and wiſhed all Royaliſts 
ro afhſt him z upon this, above twenty repaire tohim, and ſeiſe upon the 
Governour, whom they put in irons : Then did Wenceſlaws force him to 
write Letters, and to ſeal them with his own Seal, inviting divers Magiſtrates 
into the Caſtle, who not dreaming of the Kings being there, were by his 
command apprehended and put to death : the Fiſherman was Knighted. Then 
to ſtrengthen himſclf, he marrieth with Sophia the daughter of John Duke of 
Bavaria ; but the Eleftors perceiving that he grew rather worſe then better, did 
ire depoſe him from the Empire , having reigned two and twenty 
years after the death of his tather Charlehe was fitty ſeven years old when he jc 
dyed, bcing taken with an Apoplexie at dinner, when news were brought 
him that the people wete in Arms, had lain the Senate, and were now com- 
ming towards the Cattle. 

Among, other wrongs done by him to the Empire, the ſelling away of 
the Principality of Milan, was not the leaſt 5; for- whereas till now the Go- 
vernours of Mil/az were the —_ Lieutenants and Deputies, John Gs 
leacius the Viſcount, for a ſum of money, is made Duke and abſolute Lord 
for him and his polterity , and the Cap with the Scepter are ſent him from 
Wenceſlaws. Under his father Charles the Empire was weakned by great quat- 
rels and wars between the Earles of Wirtenberg', .and the Cities of $evia: 50 
In the firſt combat three Earles, ſeventy two Knights, with divers Barons 
were ſlain by the Cities : but in the ſecond conflict the Gities tipon the 
Rhine, and thoſe of Swevia who had joyned their forces, were defeated by the 
Wirtenbergians and Bavariansbut ngt without great loſle on this fide;for there 
were ſlain four Earls,ſfixty Knights, and a multitude of common ſouldiers.: the 
Helgetians had better ſucceſs againſt Leopold the third of Auſtria , whom in3 
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great battel they defeated and flew , ſothat the Princes were forced to yeeld 
to the SwitZers. 

The great quarrel berween the Yenetiens and Geywois fell out upon this 
occaſion. The rwo brothers Andronicus and Maxxel ſtrove for the Greek 
Empire Andronicus the elder claimed it by right of pri iture, Manxel 
the youngerdy his fathers laſt will, who bequeathed it to him : With 4 
dronicus Gennois ſided, with Atannel the Venetiens. The one beſtows 
the Iſle Texedos on the Genuois, the other on the Yenetians, who preſently 
ſeiſed on it, lying in the mouth of the Heleſpont, convenient for Trade. 
10 Upon this , Legats are ſent from Gexue to Venice , demanding reſtitution of 
the Iſland z the Venetions refuſed, affirming they had it of him who had moſt 
right to it : wherefore the Gexnois ſent a Fleet of ten Gallics under Arne 
Strupa to Tenedos , which took ſome of the Yeretian Ships and burned them, 
but could do no good upon the Fort, _— ſtrongly manned ; therefore 
they went to infeſt the Yeretian Iflands in the #gean Sea; hereupon the 
Venetians rig out a Fleet, and the Gexnois add ten Callics more to their 
Fleet under Lewis Fliſcus, who meeting the Venetians, tell unadviſedly 
with five of his Gallies upon them before the reſt could comeup; a cruel 
conflict enſues, in which = were killed on both fides; at laſt the five 
20 Genuoy Gallies were taken, the reſt eſcaped fave one which fell upon a 
rocke, and was ſunke : The Gernois qr es, the overthrow , were ſolici- 
tous for Fawanguſta in Cypras , which they had taken from the King of that 
Ilang, fearing leſt the Yenetians would ſeiſe on it, or aſliſt the King to re- 
cover it, therefore they ſend one of the Gallics that eſcaped thither with 
Arms and Men; the other three were committed to the charge of Peter 
Picconns,, with command to repair to their other Fleet 3 with this Peter ſails 
into the Adriatic ſea, where hedid much annoy the Verectians, who enter 
into a league with Berrabos Prince of Millar, knowing that he being a 
voir co to Genua, could much annoy them, and hinder proviſions 
from them by land out of Gala, and all commerce thence; they wiſely 
alſo make a league with King of Cyprus, angry with the Genuois 
for the loſſle of Famanguſts : the Genuois being much troubled at this 
league of the Yenetians with the Millanois, which would hinder all Trade 
with Galli, 1 and beſides force them to employ their men in 
Land-ſervice, which they ſhould ſend abroad to Sea; they reſolve to 
make a league with Hewxry the Fmeperovr, being offended with Venice 
for Wiricuw, which they took from him : They alſo ſend Legats to 
the Patriarch of Aquiles, from whom the Yenetians had taken Triol:;, 
and to Francis Carrarie Prince of Padxa, on whom Yenice did ſtill in- 
40 croach. 

The Legats of Gena complain to the Emperour of the wrongs done by 
the Vewetiaxs to the Empire ; of their inſolencies in waintaming the younger 
brother againſt the elder, and in ſeifing upon Texedos,and that their aim was to 
invadethe Empire : Henry anſwers them, That the Turkiſh wars kept him off 
from puniſhing the Yevetians, yet as ſoon as the ſeaſon of the year permitted, 
he would either come or ſend an Army againſt hm. With this anſwer the 
Gennois were pleaſed ; therefore they cauſe two and twenty great Ships to 
be built ; and becauſe the Aarie, chiefly Lembas and Pagnanus had done good 
ſervice berctofore againſt Venice; they pitch upon Lucianus Anria , whom 

make Admiral of their Fleet, call home all that had been pro- 
bed or baniſhed for robbing in the high-wayes. In the meane while, 
Dominicws Fregoſus Governour of Genus, is removed by a contrary faction 
from his place, and Nicolavs Goarcus made Governour : ſhortly after, all 


the Fregoſax family are baniſhed the City 5 Dominic Fregoſus and Peter im- 
but Petereſcaped. The King —_— who had lately married his 

s of Millar, attempted _—_ 
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An.Chriſti help of five Venetian Gallies to take Famanguſte, but the Garriſon within © 
. had notice of the plot, and prevented it by their vigilancie. Arurs Strupa 
having returned with his ten Gallies from the #gean Sea, Lucianus- Auria 
is ſent intothe Adriatic with two and twenty Saile; which much annoyed 
the YVenetians. In the interim, the Emperours Army enters into the 
Teritory 'of Friol;; Francis Carraria beſets Tarviſium with Horſe and Foot 
the Towne held out a while, but feeing no ſuccour come from Venice, 
yeelded themſelves to the Emperour, by the permiſſion of Francis. The 
/enetians upon this, began to deſpaire of their Townes in 1/iricun 
and Friolis but they were more folicitous after their Sea affaires; there- 15 
fore having riggd out twenty Gallies fraighted with five hundred Soul- 
diers, beſides Mariners, under Vi@or Piſanus : Lucianus encounters with 
them near Poſ/la; rhe tight continued long and doubrfull, the greateſt 
ſlaughter was on the Venetian ſide, which ſo heartened Lucian, that he 
pull'd off his Helmet, hoping the victory had been got, and in the in- 
terim was ſh-t through the head, and ſo dyed inſtantly : They that were 
next to him, for feare leſt the Souldiers ſhould be diſheartned, or the 
Enemy encouraged, convey him aſide, and place another in his Arms 
where he ſtood. YiFor held out as long as he conld, at length having 
loſt fifteen Gallies, flyeth backe to Venice with the remainder of his 20 
Fleet. 

The news of this victory wrought great joy in Gere, which was quickly 
quailed by the report of the Emperours death, ro whom they appointed 
yearly ſupplications at the Altar of Joh» the Evangeliſt in St. - Georges 
Church, with yearly ſalaries out of the publike Treaſure to his ſon and 
poſterity. Then they make Peter Auria their Admiral , who repaires with 
one Galley onely to the Fleet in the Adriatic. The Venetians were much 
troubled for their loſſes, therefore they ſend to Bernabos to invade the 
Genuojs by land, they _ be forced to call home their Fleet out of 
the Adriatic. Barnabos raiſeth an _— invades the Territories of Genua 33 
with ſuch celerity , that they plundered about the City before they had news 
of his comming: he ſeifed alſo on divers Citizens, who were that time of 
theyear in their Country houſes. The City was in a great fear and uproar; 
Nicolaus the governour fearing leſt his adverſaries would take occaſion to 
thruſt him out of his tau! > » commands that none ſhould take up 
Arms but thoſe whom he truſted; and then having paid a great ſumme of 
money, Eaſcth the Statg of the Enemy, and prevents ſedition againſt him- 
{elf : In the mean while the YVenetiars ſend nine Gallies to moleſt the coaſts 
of Genna, which plundered ſome ſmall Iſlands, and Sea-rowns of the Enemy. 
The Genuo0is upon this rig out nine Gallies, becauſe they would not call 49 
home their Fleet out of the Adriatic. The Yenetians perceiving this, ſet ſail 
preſently to their If]ands in the Ag#ar Sea 3 and the Gennois milling the 
Enemy , fail immediately to Petrns Aurid in the Adriatic, ſo that now th 
make up thirty Gallies beſides other veſlels for carriage, by which Venice 1s 
ſhut up. 

— a a mile from Venice on the Adriatic ſhore, ſtands the-Church of 
St. Nicolas, which fenced them with a ſtrong wall, and a deep ditch; along the 
ſhore were divers forts : hither Peter came with his Fleet to ſtraiten the 
Enemy ; having landed his men , he falls on the wall before the Church, and 
with much loſlc gains it,and with it the Church. Then he comes to the Town 50 
called Clodia Feſſa, at this day Chiogia, with his Fleetz Francis marched along 
the ſhore with his Land-forces. The Venetians had filled the Towne with 
hired Souldiers. Peter and Francis with all their Forces fall to ſtorming 
of the Towne, which was ſtrongly defended by the Souldiers, with much ex- 
pence of blood on both ſides; at laſt the Towneſ-men being wearied out, 


and ovcr-powered with multitudes, delivered up the Town and —_ 
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The Venetians hearing of thisloſs, and calling to mind the loſs of Tar- 4#.Chriſti, 
wiſtur, and of their Fleets, the exhauſting of their Treaſure, the want WWW 
of commerce and decay of trade; with the ſmall hopes they had in Ber- 
#nabor , they ſend Letters to Peter in Clodiz, to intreat for peace, alledging 
to him the inconſtancy of Fortune, the good that Gexa ſhould get by this 
peace, 'and'the glory that Petey had purchaſed to the Genuois, it making 
Venice fue for peace, which had hitherto been ſo often victorious, and 
had never been forced in ſeven hundred yeares till now, to ſue for peace. 
Peter replies, that he was not ignorant either of the inconſtancie of 

x0 Fortune, or of their ancient greatneſs, but that now they muſt conſider 
not what they have been, but what they are , and that the conquered 
mult accept of ſuch a peace as pleaſeth x Conquerour to give; but the 
conditions were ſuch , that the Ven&ian Senate rejeted them with 
{come , _ all extremities of warre to ſuch unjuſt conditions of 
peace; therefore they. reſolve to ſend Legates to Bernabos, complaining 
of the miſeries they were driven to, and that they had no other hope 
left but m him, who by his Land-forces waſting the confines of Genna , 
_ occaſion the calling home of their Fleet : So the Komanes by in- 
vading the Carthaginians drew Halciar out of Sicily, and Aznibal out 
20 of Italy > Upon this Bernabos aflures them, that he will not faile them im 
this their extremity, and therefore preſently hireth three thouſand horſe- 
men, Who had been high-way robbers, theſe ſuddenly make inroads up- 
on the Gennan Territories, which ſo affrighted the Countrey-people, that 
ſome fled into the hills, ſome into the Citiess the Gennois preſently put 
themſelves in Armes, with a reſolution to aflault theſe Robbers, which 
when they: perceived, they reſolve to be gone, but ambuſhes are laid for 
them, and all by-wayes and Groves are intercepted, ſo that few of theſe 
Robbers efcaped alive : In memory of this defeat an annual ſupplication is 
_ at S. Georges Church, | 
.In the mean while Peter ſhut up the Adriatick, ſo that Venice was in —_ 
to be ſtarved for want of proviſion. Af:vel the ſon of Calciannes, the VenM- 
ans friend, beſiegeth Per the Gennan Colony by Bizantinm 5 whereupon the 
Genuois ſend Nicholaus Marcus with three Gallies thither,but the ſiege was rai- 
ſed before they came; in the way Nicholaus meets with ſome Greek Gallies, 
and beats them. The Yenetians underſtanding that the Gennozs were careleſs 
and ſecure in Clodia, and that moſt of their Fleet were ſent abroad, they in the 
dead ofthenight go toClodia in ſmal boats, and were ſcaling the walls, but 
were diſcovered by the claſhing of their armour, and ſo forced to retura with 
ſomeloſs. Upon the coming back of the Genuan Fleet to Clodia, one of their 
40 Gallies appproaching too neer Saint Georges Church, within halfe a mile of 
Venice, ſtack faſt as the Sea cbbed, and was ſeifed on by the Venetian 
Boats; they loſt alſo to the Venetians a great Ship go laden, as the 
was riding at Anchor neer Rhodes, The Venetians reſolve to try once 
more with Gena, for their lives and liberties ; therefore privately th 
Prepare a. Fleet of three and thirty Gallies, within their Arſenal; wit 
Other Veſſels of burthen, intending if they could not maſter the enemy, 
to tranſport themſelves into Candy with their wealth and Families ; for 
effecting of this work, becauſe the Treafure was exhauſted , many pri- 
vate rich-men cheeretully brought in their Gold and Silver to the Se- 
50 Pate, for which piety they were made Senators. Andrew Contarenus then 
e of: Venice, an expert Sea-man , with -the greateſt part of the Se- 
nate, and four of the Nobility, arrive at Clodia in the night unexpedtedly; 
the Genzozs then had inthe Harbor nine and twenty Gallies, the reſt were dif- 
perſedin the Adriaticks the fight begins with exhortations, Peter wiſhing the 
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Genuois to remember their former ſucceſſes. Andrew defiring the Yenetians 
to fight for their liberty, for their parents, wives, children and countrey : the 
skirmiſh was doubtful a great while ; bur the Vexetians at laſt were worlted 
and forced to flie back to Venice - the Genwois ſuppoling the enemy had been 
totally defeated and diſheartened, ſecure, and negletted to guard the 
Clodian Harbour ; Upon this the Yenetiars finding that ſome Keels of their 
great Ships which the Genxo7s had burned, were ſunk in the mouth of che 
Harbour, reſolve tofink ſome more filled with ſtones, in the ſame place, fo 
that the Genuan Fleet could not get out : the Yerctians having done this , 
they gave a great ſhout, at which the Genuans were amazed, not dreaming 10 
the Venetian Fleet had been fo neer ; therefore they get preſently on 
Ship-board, intending to fight the enemy; but as they were ſailing out of the 
Harbour, their Ships ſtuck on th&#ſunk veſlels, and could go no turtherz fo 
they perceived their errour, of which they repeated, but too late : thoſe in 
Genuanot knowing of this {tratagem in the Adriatick, had ſent thirteen more 
Gallies under Math. Marrufws tojoyn with Peter,who finding bis Fleet uſeleſs, 
that he could not get out, expoſcth his Forces on the ſhore, and made excur- 
ſions upon the enemies Territoriesz but as he was Leong the Caſtle Brow- 
dulum, he was ſhot in the head, and fo died ; yet the Caſtle was taken by the 
Genuois, who underſtanding of their diſaſters in the Adriatick, were much 4g 
grieved, knowing that their treaſury was exhauſted, and that the _ 
enemy would not reſt here ; therefore they chooſe Gaſper Sprnole, a brave 
man, for their Governour, who prepares to encounter the Venetians by 
land. 

Venice having loſt almoſt three years the poſlcefiion of the u Sea, 
which now they had recovered , reſolve to beliege Clodies, being 
by the Plebeians, and women, whobrought in their Plate and Jewels ; their 
Army ſits down between Brondulxm and Clodiz, to hinder all proviſion from 


- the Clodians. Spinolz who was now come to Cloata, fearing the Joſs of Bron- 


axlunr, made a bridge to relieve it, and percerring the enemy advancing to- 30 
wirds him, exhorts his Souldiers to be couragious, a bloody batrel in 
which the Genuans being defeared , flie diſorderly back to Ciadia5 in this 
fight many were drowned, the Bridge which they had lately made 
breaking under them with their weight. The Yenetians baving thus de- 
feated t a7 bes to the Giege of Brondulum, which y yick 
ded; then they beliege Clodis by Sea and Land : The Gerais were much 
diſheartened, having no Land-Army, nor any by Sea, but their thirteen 
Gallies under Marryfass , who durit not come neer to Clodies, for fear of 
the Venetian Fleet 5 and ſuſpetting that Bermabos with an Army would 
Invade their Countrey, they build a Tower five miles off from the City 4 
in a narrow paſſage, to keep off Bernabos. Marrufys mects at Sipontun 
fix Venetian Gallics, and twelve Ships of burthen, theſe he ſets upon 
and bumes, and takes the Admirall Thadews, whom he fends priſoner 
to Gena, and makes his way through fourty Venetian Gallics. Jari 
with five Gallies is ſent from Gerua to joyne with Matthew , but 
could not get to Clodia, by reafon of the enemies Fleet ; in the interim Ber- 
#abo; had fent ſome Troops of horſe to plunder the Gernoir Coumtrey , but 
they were beat back with loſs. 

The Clodians having now ſuſtained fix moneths ſiege, and being forced 
for want of food to cat dogsand cats, and finding all paſlages Grab re 56 
hef ſhut by Sea and land, deliver up the Town to the Venetians, who 
fent the chiete priſoners to #enice 3 the Genaxoir were known from others 
by pronouncing caps inftead of capre, and were detained 5 the eſt 
were ſet free. After this the Venetians take my, FU 

Pola, 
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Pola, with other Towns and Caſtles they had loſt. The Gennois perceiving 
that they were all bent upon their Land-ſervice, and negleted the Sea, rig 
out thirteen new Gallies, appointing no Admiral, but that each Captain 
ſhould be Admiral by turns for ſome dayes. Theſe are commanded into the 
Adriatick to joyn with Matthew 3 they much annoyed the Yenetians, But Ni- 
colaus Goarcus Prince of Genua , underſtanding that Peter Fregoſics his enemy, 
who had eſcaped out of priſon, had raiſed Forces and joyned himſelf with 
Bernabos againſt him and the State, ſends for Spinulz and Marulxs to come 
home with ſome part of their Fleet : Theſe having ſet their Forces on ſhore, 

IO Peter with his Companies run away. After this, the Yenetians by land, the 
Genmnois by ſea, do much annoy each other. Vpon this, Amatus the 7. Prince of 
Sav Ar ama to reconcile theſe twoStates; to this purpoſe Ambaſſadors 
are ſent to him from both, to whom the Prince makes a ſpeech in commenda- 
tion of pcace and concord, of the miſchief of war, and of the vanity in ſtrivin 
for a barrew I{]land with the expence of ſo much blood and treaſure. At laff 
it was agreed that both States ſhould renounce their claim to the Iſle 7; enedos, 
ſeeing there could be no peace fo long as either of them poſlefled it; The 
Biſhop of Aquileia was toenjoy his righe in Friwl; : ſothe peace is concluded, 
the fourth year of this war. The Genuan Flzet is called home from the Advi- 

20 atick : The Venetians ſend to the governour of Texedos, to come away with 
hisgarriſon, and to ſlight the caſtle; which he refuling to doe, the Gennojs 
were permitted toſtorm the caſtle, and todemolith it.

E will now ſpeak alittle of the Popes of theſe times. To Boriface 
þ \ K/ the 8. ſucceeded Benedi@ 10. ſome ſay 11. he fate eight moneths and 


| ſeventeendayes; He excommunicated all thoſe who had a hand in 
the death of his Predeceflor ; he reconciled James and Peter de Colona (whom 
his Predeceſlor had degraded from their Cardinalſhip) tothe Church again ; 
40 he abſolved alſo the French king, whom Boniface had excommunicated, and 
his kingdome from the interdict. About this time 0ttomar laid the founda- 
tion of the Turkiſh Empire 5 which Nation had been now five hundred years 
in Aſa, but without a Monarchy till now. About the ſame time alſo, Flevins 
Melfenſis in the Kingdome of Naples, found out the uſe of the Load-ſtone, 
and Mariners Compaſſe, To Benedi& ſuccceded Clemens the fifth , of 
Burdeaux he (ate eight years and ten moneths; he had been Archbiſhop of 
Burdeaux : This was he that tranſlated his feat to Averion, where his fuc- 
ceſſors continued ſeventy years, till Gregory the 11. Jt was at his Coronation, 
that the wall fel] down, which killed the Duke of Britain with many others; 
50 the Popes Crown fell from his head, by which he loſt a Carbuncle worth 6000 
Florens. He made 26 Cardinals, among which were Jemes and Peter de Colong, 
whom Boniface had degraded. He confirmed the King of Arragon in the king- 
dome of Sardinia. In the Councel of Lions ( which was the 15 gen. Counce) 
he condemned the Begards & Begxins, who denyed the Popes power, and hel 
that man might be more in this life then Chriſt was, and rhat one may 
be without fin. He aboliſhed the Templarswho had ſtood 184 years; in his = 
Philip 
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| He confþrmed theOrderof Saint Briget, At thistime John the French kin 


Philipthe Fair baniſhed the Jewes out of Frances 7. years after Lewis Utinus re- 
ceived them again.Khodes is taken after 4.years fiege from the Turk. The pain- 
red Hotſe of Comſturtinople,to the great terrour of the people,neighed twice in 
one t. John King of Armenia lett his Kingdom to his brother,and became a 
Minorite. Clemens cenfirms the Untverlity of Orleans, which Philip erefted, To 
Clement facceed John the 22. who fate nineteen years and four moneths; he 
ereted the Arch-bilhoprick pf 2oledo, under whom he appointed fix Suffra- 
ans : He et up in Pori#gal 4 new Order of Knights, ms alſo in Algarbia, cal- 
led the Knights of Jeſus Chriſt, on whom the Templars eſtates there were be- 
ſtowed, to reliſt the Sarazers : He fect out the Conſtitutions called Fxtrava- 10 
ganter : He _—_— the Ave-Mary Bel to be rung three times a day, towards 
the evening : He maintained that the departed ſouls reſted in certain recep- 
tacles, in which they had not the vifien of God, till the Reſurrettion ; this 
opinion he retrafted upon a Decree of the Facultic of Paris : He canonized 
Thomas Aqzinas : He confirmed Burgundian Colledge in Paris, *erefted by 
Joan wife to Philip, the fifth daughter to the Earl of Fxrgmady : In his time 
Alphonſus the eleventh king of Spar, by the affiſtance of A!phonſus the fourth 
king of Portveal, his father-in-law, overthrew the king of A7crocco, and five 
other barbarous Princes, befides 45cccc Sarazens, with the loſs of 20 Chriſti- 
ans onely. The Pleflean Colledge at Par7s 1s erected by Godfrey Pleſſy. The 25 
Earl of Eurbon 15 made a Duke. Uladi//ans recerveth the Crown at Cracovia 
from the Pope, whoſe predeceſiors, for the murther of $tanilaxs, had loſt it. 
Againſt this Pope was ſet up Nicholars the fifth, by Ludovic the Emperour, 
who having ſatc three yeares and three moneths, died in priſon at A- 
VEenion, 

To John ſucceeded in the Popedome Benedi@ the eleventh or twelfth ; he 
fate ſcyen years three moneths : He founded the Colledge and Temple of the 
Bernardines at Paris: he ſet out aDecretal, thwarting his Predecefſors OPt- 
nion concerning the departed iouls; In his time two other Colledges were 
built at Paris, to wit, the Colledge of Eduen by Bertrandys Biſhop of Edxa, and 30 
the Colledge of 1 wron by Burgolus Archbiſbop of Twrow. The Sultan of Egypt 


, committed the cuſtody of Chriſts Sepulchre un Jeruſalem to cight Franciſcan 


Friars. To EencdiG ſucceeded Clemens the {1xth,who fate ten years fix months: 
He ſent into G-rmany to have war none the Turks, promiſing 
indulgance to.all thatſhould contrabute rowards that war , and beſides, 1- 
berty to cat eggs and milk upon all falting dayes, except Lent ; this priviledge 
was procured by the Biſhops of Trever:and Colen,to their Dioceſs; but becauſe 
the Biſhop of 1ertz rehuied to give aide, hisDiocels was denied this privi- 
Icdge, ſo that yo this time they cat yo eggs on faſting dayes. Clemens nd a" 
the Jubileetoecach fifticth year, and aboliſhed the Whippers : In his time rhe 46 
Dclphmat'of Verne is (old troPhil.Yatois for 4200) Crowns by Prince Humbert 
who became a Dominican, upon this condition, that the French kings eldeſt 
ſon ſhould be called the De/pbznr, and that Humbert for his life ſhould be al- 
lowed yearly 40000, Florens. About this time in Frence was inſtituted the 
koighthood of the Star, and mm Eng/axd the knighthood of the Garter. This 
Clemens Was3.gieat enemy to:Ladovir the Emperor. To him ſucceeded Jnno- 
cext the ſixth, who ſate nine years exght monerths; he reconciled the Kings 
of France and Ergland:he ratifies the Univerfity and Archbiſhoprick of Prague 
in Botumia, excited by Charlerthe fourth. About this tame Jobn Wickliff began

ſucceeded Gregory. the eleventh,who fate ſeven years two moneths; he brought WY 


back bis Chair from 4venion to Rome, upon the revolting of his Towns in 
Ttaly. Charles the. wiſe about this time ordained, that the ſons and heirs of the 
French Kings, ſhould be crowned and conſecrated at. fouzteen years of age. 
John Galleacius having bought the Dukedome of Millan from Wenceſigys, 90k 
away Verona and Vixcentia from the Scaligers Padua, Tarviſfum, and other 
Towns from the Cararians, and ſubdued Trent, Perſinxr, and other places; he 
defeated alſo the Florentines, with their Auxiliaries the French. The Polan- 
10 ders yy gco. years, even till the death of Caſemir the Great, had enjoyed their 
own Kings and Princes, that is till the year 1370. except Is enceſlaus the Bobe- 
mian; but now Caſimir dying without flue male, Ludovic the Hungarian, and 
his ſon-in-law UVladiſians Jagellothe Lituanian obtained that Crown, which his 
poſterity enjoy till this day. After this Gregory had returned mto 1tely, there 
aroſe a great Schiſme in the Church, for the 1talians choſe an Italian Pope, to 
wit, Urban.z the French choſe a Frenchman, Clezzent the ſeventh, who. betook 
himſelf to Avenion; this (chiſme laſted 36. years, even till the Councel of 
Conſtance. To Clement ſucceeded Benedi@ the 13. of Arraggn, who fate in 4ve- 
ion. About thirty. years after Urban the 7talian Cardinal choſe Boniface the 
,o ninth, I»nocent the ſeventh , Gregory the twelfths France, Spain, Fngland 
and Scotland followed the French Pope, Haly and other places the Ita- 


lian. 

To Gregory ſucceeded Urban the {1xth a Neapolitane,who fate eleven years, 
he appointed the Feaſt of the Viſitation of our Lady; In-his time Jege//o Prince 
of Litxania, after the death of Ludovic King of Hungary and Polonia, whoſe 
daughter he married 3 he imbraceth Chriſtianity, and is crowned Kiug of Po- 
land in. Cracovia, and is named Uladiſiaxs 3, his Countrey Ljtnania was the laſt 
in Exrope that received Chriſtianity. Great conteſtation aroſe berween Joby: 
the fixſt King of Caſti/c and Legian who had mprried the daughter of Ferdinand 
King of Portugel, and Johx the baſtard of this Ferdinaxd, abouc the Crown of 
Portugal, a? mg Baſtard in the end carried it, and of a Monk became 
aKing. This Pope allowed and confirmed the Monkiſh Orger of Jeſuites, ſo 
called for often uling the Name of IE s us. John Columbanus and Francis 


Vincentias of Seva were the firſt Authors of this Order, they wore a white 
coat, girt with a leather girdle, and a cloak of fine wool! over their coat; they 
went footed,only t ed wooden foles. Charles the (ixth of France re- 
duced the many Lillies in his Armes to three : In his minority the Cler 
loſt their Tithes, which were employed upon the wars. The Univerity of 
Cracovia is inſtituted by King Jas and confirmed by the Pope. Profetlors 
4g were brought from Prague, they Were maintained out of the Cuſtomes and 
Tole of Salt. Two Colledges were erected, one for Divines and Philoſophers, 
the other for Lawyers and Phyſicians. To Urbax ſucceeded Boniface the 9. 
fourteen years eleven moneths3 this Pope 1njoyned the Anuates,or one years 
fruits of Benefices, to be paid intothe Apoltolical Treaſure towards the wars 
againſt theInfidels. About this time Exanxel Chryſoloras, by the Popes allow- 
ance, brought back into 7taly the Greck Tongue, which had been baniſhed 
thence 7QC. Years, The Univerſity of Erfurd is erected, and four Colledges 
more at Paris. At Avenion to Clement the 7. ſucceeded Benedi& the 13. Anti- 
pope, who was depoſed by the Synod of Paris.

he was defeated and driven into Brabant. After this the Earl had wars with 
the Biſhop of Utricht, in which the Biſhop was killed, and another ſubſtitu- 
ted in his place. Art laſt the Earle deſirous to live quiet, beſtowed Holand 
upon hiseldeſt ſon, and Zeland upon William, and ſo went back to Hanonie 
or Nervia, but his tranquility was interrupted by the wars of Flanders with , 
Philip of France; for the Earl of Artois, ſon-in-law to this Hanonian, had in- 
volved himſelf in this war, in which he loſt his life; The Flandrians having 
defeated the French, invaded Hanonia, becauſe it fided with the French; 
whereupon Holand, to help the Hanoniar, and to call back the Flandrian 
Forces thence, falls upon. Flanders : under the condutt of William , the 
Flandrians in the interim invaded Walachria, William is forced to encounter 
them; but his ſucceſs failed, for he was defeated, and hardly eſcaped to Aid- 
dleburgh, which he was alſo forced to quit to the Fleming, whohad now got 
all Walachria, onely Zirizea remained, which was a ſhelter for William; this 


Town held out a fiege, and at Jaſt with a few reſolute Souldiers flew and ,, 


drowned 1500. of the enemies. Guy of Flanders upon this reſolved to invade 
Holland, and firſt he defeats the Battavian Army 3 then takes in all the Towns 
of North-Hollan-/, except Harlem. The Duke of Brabant claimes title to South- 
Holland, which ſubmits to his Forces, except Dort ; this Town not onely held 
out againſt him, but at length, with incredible ſucceſs, drove him quite out of 
Holland. Guy retarnes into Zeland, beſiegeth again Zirizez, which ſtoutly re- 
ſiſted, though much oppreſſed by the enemy without, and famine within. A 
French Fleet is ſent to joyn with the Zelanders againſt the Flezzings z Four 
of the French Ships ſtuck upon the ſhelves, which the enemy intended to 
burn with ſome Gre-ſhipe z but the wind turning about, drove the fire 
upon the enemy 3 a great fight enſued, in which the Flandrians were 
defeated, and Guy carried priſoher into France : fo Zirizes and all Zelawd 
are now at liberty. Remeſſis the prime incendiary , who had fled to UV- 
tricht, not daring to truſt the Town, was making an eſcape by boat, 
which in the River by the weight of the paſſengers was ſunk, and fo 
they were all drowned. Harnonins hearing of the great ſucceſs of his ſon, fell 
ſick with ſudden joy, anddied. | 

After this Robert Earle of Flanders intended to renew the warre with 
Holland , but is reconciled by the mediation of friends. About this time 


it rained for ten moneths together, upon which followed a general Plague yo 


and Famine. 

William after this had ſome controverſie with Vtricht upon the death of 
Guy the Biſhop, who held ſome Lands belonging to Holland; he joyned him- 
ſelf afterward to Ludovic the Emperour, pain Frederick the Auſtrian, and 
then forces the rebellious Friflanders to pay tribute to Holland, At laſt this 
Earle died, and was buried in Yalenciens.

he had bred and loved beſt, he gave Savoy ; for confirmation of which, leſt his x9 
brothers afterward ſhould quarrel with him, he beſtowed on him S. Maxrice 
his King, and cauſed mony tobe ſtamped with hisname on it; he alſo by his 
laſt will ordered, that ifeither of the other two brothers ſhould repine at this 
diviſion as being unjuſt, he ſhould: forfeit his legacie. Betore his death, he 
cauſed proclamation tobe made through Savoy and Burgundy, that if he had 
done wrong to any man, or was indebted to him, he would make fatisfattion 
tothe full. He ed the richeſt furniture of his houſe upon the Abby of 

Altacomba,, where he would be buried with his Anceſtors, and increaſed the 
revenues thereot. : | 

To Philip ſucceeded Amadews 4. his brothers ſecond ſon. He had long war 4, 
with the Earl of Geneva, and Hu#2bert the Delphin of Vienna: the Genevan 
laboured to incenſe Thomas, under pretext of wrong done him by Awadexs his

Geneva builds a Caſtle near the Town , much offenſive to the Savoyern. He 
again on the other ſide builds a Caſtle to offend the Genevan,and ſo the peace is 
broken again. The Delphin alſo, who ſtill fided with the Genevan again(t Savoy, 
draws away ſome of the Savoyen Tenants from their allegiance , chiefly Atom- 
belizs Lord of Entrementinm. Hereupon Amadens befiegeth Ertremontinm, and 
takes it and n it the Lord, who falling on his knees begged pardon,and had it. 
Whilſt Amadens was employed mn beſieging Entremontinm , the Earle of 
Geneva by the help of a faQtion 1n the City, got poſlefſion of it , which did 
10 properly belong to the Biſhop of Geneva, not to the Earle; bur in a ſhort time 
the City declaring for the Savoyer, drove out the faftion, and the Earle was 
fainto flie : Many were laid in irons, and their houſes pulled down, whom 
Amadeus put to death as ſoon as he came, and took the Caſtle which held out 
againſt him , putting all within it to the ſword, except the women : ſhurtly 
after the Biſhop was baniſhed for plotting to bring inthe Earle of Geneva 
again, and his Caſtle pulled down : Not long atter the Earle of Geneve 
dieth, and ſo doth the Delphir, whoſe ſons conſpired to continue their fathers 
quarrel againſt the Savoye, who hereupon ſends his ſon Edward with a 
puiſlant Army againſt them; Edward obtains a glorious victory, and returns 
20 to his father with great joy : At length the Countrics being waited with long 
war, a peace is concluded, and the Savoyens daughter is married to 1/il/zarm 
Earle of Geneva; but this peace laſted not above two years; tor the Delphine 
ceiving that he could not perſwade the Genevanto break with his father 
m law, labours by treachery to get the Town and Abbey of Ambrunaya, for 
that purpoſe deals ſecretly with three wicked Monks of that Abbey, born in 
Delphiny, to _ the place, which they did, by letting in through a back- 
ate the Delphins forces; this being done, the three Monks ſcife on the Abbot 
4 the Church-porch betimes in the morning as he was going to Maſle, and 
hanged him from a high window, becauſe he was alwayes averſc from their 
o wicked courſes ; the Savoyen hearing of this wicked act, ſends a conſiderable 
Army thither,who ſuddenly feiſed on Ambrunaya, puts all tothe ſword that 
were for the Delphin, and ſends the three Monks to the Eccleſiaſtick Magi- 
ſtrateto be puniſhed. The Delphin upon this, takes by treachery from the 
$4voyen the Caſtle Mirebelſum, which heſtrongly garriſons, and returns to 
Delphiny , when he heard that the Savoyer was upon his march with a great 
Army, who ſits down before the ſtrong Town of St. German in the Delphinat; 
bur perceiving the place was well provided of all things ro endure a long 
ſiege, he uſeth this ſtratagem : Heriſeth with his Army pretending to beſiege 
Languienum ; when thoſe of St. German ſeeing the danger Langienum was in, 
40 ſent out their chief proviſionsand forces to relieve it : Upon this, the Savoyere 
returns with his Army to S. German, which he takes with eaſe, being deſtitute 
of their aid, which could not get in to them, yet the Townſ-men tought till 
they were almoſt all ſlain 3 the Caſtle alſo at laſt yeelded : then Amadens be- 
h and taketh the Town Amberievurm. The loſs of theſe two places fo 
grieved the Delphin , that ſhortly after he fell fick and died. About which 
time was the war between Philip of France and the Flemings; Philip to make 
himſelf ſo much the ſtronger, got the Savoyer and Delphin to refign both 
their Armies to him, which they did; and after a long war peace is concluded, 
Amadews made his ſon Edward General of the Savoy forces. 
50 This Amadews for his good ſervice at Rhodes was honoured with the title 
of Great, and a ſilver Croile (the Arms of the Knights of S. John of Jeruſalem) 
was added to his Arms. He inſtituted a Colledge for fix little children in the 
res > Cluny, who were to pray for the Earles of Savoy; becauſe the 
Earle and his wife both dreamed at one time, that they faw fix little children 
Pray to God to ſend. the Earl and his Counteſs iſſue which hitherto they 


wanted ; This Colledge was called the Holy Covent. At laſt, Amazlens, as he

+ hn Edward the ninth, Earle of Savoy, received the Ring, and ſucceeded to, his 
farher z he was a good Prince and Souldier, but ſo waſteful in his expences, 
that he was forced to raiſe heavy Taxes from his people 5 he picked a quarrel 
with Foncignins who married his ſiſter Mary, and without any caule at, all, 
made war upon him, in which his Army was defeated, and had almoſt been 
taken priſoner himſelf, but that he was reſcued by the Lord of Extremontings, 
whole life he had ſaved heretofore, when he was taken by his father Anudeus, 
This ſame Edward interceded for his life the ſecond time, where being Am- 19 
ba{ladour for the Delphin at Paris , he killed in the Kings own preſence the 
governour of his Palace, for which he had ſuttered, if Edward, being then pre- 

1329. {ent,had not begged his pardon, This Edward died with grief at.Paris, for 

the ill ſucceſs he had in his former war, and is buried in Altacomba, 

Amadews the fifth , brother to Fdward __ at Avenion with Pope Jobs 22, 
is called home againſt his will , and inveſted in the Earldome bythe Kings 
Edwards daughter, by the Salique law, ts put by; but her husband the Duke of 
Eritan would not faffer her togive up her right till ſhe received a great ſumme 
of money for it. The Delphin growing inſolent for the victory he got a while 
ago over Edward , began now. with fire and {word to waſtethe borders of 29 
Savoy. Hereupon Amadens, though otherwiſe a peaceable Prince, is forced to 
take Arms in his-ſubje&ts right, having firſt made a keague with the Earl of 
Geneva z, he therefore fir{t (ets upon the Caſtle 44992:4hanfuns, which he took 
with great reſolution and courage, for he was the firſt that ſcaled the wa 
and leapt down thence upon a Plain, keeping off the Enemy till his forces 
came to his aſſiſtance : after this he built and took in other Caſtles. The 
Delphinto requite 4madeus, beliegeth the Caſtle Perreeria in Savoy z but as he 
was coming -t00 near to view the works, is killed with an arrow; whereupon 
the Caſtle was the more fiercely aſſaulted, and at laſt ſurrendered, upon con- 
dition that they ſhould havetheir livesz but the Articles were preſently bro- 3? 
ken by the beſiegers, who put all the belieged todeath, for the loſe of 
their Commander, having noregard of ſexe or age : the Caſtle alſo is totally 
demoliſhed. But when Humbert the Delphins brother ſucceeded, Philip Yaloiſe 
makes a firm peace between $8avey and the Delphinat : So Amadens gives 
himſclf totally to building, repairing, and enriching of Religious houſes; he 
gathered together all his Anceſters bones which had beer buried abroad, and 
laid them up in the Chappel of Altacomba. Ar laſt he died, having left a young 

1342. ſor Amadewsnine years old. 

Amadeus 6. {ucceeded,furnamed the Green, becauſe he and his Court did wear 
uſually green cloaths. Upon the death of Robert King of Sicily,the Principality zo 
of Piedmont fell to this Amadens, and to James Prince of Morea, Roberts Neece 
being rejected by the Saliquelaw. The firſt att Amadens did, was thereſtoring 
of the Biſhop of Sed» to his place, being wrongfully thruſt ont by the 
giddy multitude. After this, new quarrels arife between him and -the-Delphir, 
becauſe Hugh of Geneva had got the Baronry of Geiſinw , which was given 
Hugard Lord thereof to Amadews the fifth of Savoy. Amadens the ſixth fends to 
Hugh that he ſhould come and-do his homage for that Baronry: this he refuſed, 
ſayings, that he was bound to. do his homage to the Delpbix, not. to him, 

Whereupon the Savoyer takes the Caſtle of Florimontum by ſtorm,and ſhortly 
after the ſtrong Town Geiſium. Hugh of Geneva to requite this, takes ſome 50

After this he bought the Baronry of Yaulxinm , and 
made war upon the Prince of Morea, for killing the Earls meſlenger ſent to 
ſummon the Prince : He took divers Forts and Caſtles from this Prince, which 
afterward he reſtored, being reconciled to him, having loit Baumexs and 
Chalantixs, his two chief friends in this war. 
to This Earle inſtitured the order of the Anunciade, in memory of the An- 
nunciation of our Lady : He ordained fourteen of the prime Nobibiry to be 
of this Colledge, on each of whom he beſtowed a golden Collar, with the 
Virgins efbgies hanging at itz within the links of the Collar, are engraven 
theſe four letters, F. F. R. T. which wasthe Motto of Amadexs the Great, 
who took Rhodes; for the — is, Fortitudo ejus Rhodum tenntit, The 
annual ſolemnity is held on our La By in the Caſtle of S. Peter in Turin : 
this cxample was followed by Lewis the eleventh of France, who inſtituted 
the order of S. Michael; Philip the governour of Burgundy, author of the order 
of the Golden-Fleecez and Edward the third of Ereland, who ordaincd the 
20 order of the Garter. This Earl erected a Monaſtery of Carth«ſ#2ns to pray tor the 
ſafety of this order of the Annunciation., Atter this,the Earl goeth againſt the 
Marqueſs of Saluzzes,who had conſpired with theArchbiſhop of 4ſ:/ar againſt 
him, whom having beſieged, he forced him to come into his Pavilion in an 
humble way, with a napkin bound about hisneck , and publikely to beg par- 
don, and to take again the oath of Allegiance. Afterward peace being con- 
cluded in France, the Engliſh ſouldiers going to help the Marqueſs of Monts- 
ferrat —_ the Vicount of Mil/ar, were forced to march through Piemont; 
at which the Earl being offended takes up Arms againſt them : the Engliſh 
upon this take many ot his Forts, and _ the Earl in Lanſa; but upon 
» the payment of tw thouſand and four hundred pounds, the Engliſh are con- 
tent to leave off the ſiege, to reſtore the Forts and priſoners, and to march 
peaceably through the Country. After this he raiſeth a great Army,and fo did 
Lewis Duke of Burbon againſt Peter K. of Caſtile, who to _m his whore Mary, 
had ſtifled his own wife Blanca ſiſter to the Duke of Burbor, and tothe wife of 
ws : but hearing that Peter was killed by Henry his baſtard brother, they 
alter their reſolution from invading Caſtle, and intend to fet _ the Defpot 
of Bulgaria, who under pretence of friendſhip had impriſoned John Paleologus 
Emperour of Conſtantinople; he tranſports his men to Cal/zpolis, which Amu- 
rathes had invaded : the Barbarians reſiſted his landing a while, but at laſt 
40 were forced togive way. As ſoon as the Chriſtian Army was landed , th 
had divers skirmiſhes with the Txrks and Bulgarians, whom Amadens defeated, 
and took in divers of their Forts; afterwards he beſiegeth Yarna,which cauſed 
the Bulgarian to ſet the Emperor at liberty , who with Amadens were received 
into Bizartinm with great joy : But the Savoyer difhiking divers of the Greek, 
Ceremonies in their Divine-ſcrvice, urgeth the Emperour to unite the Greek 
Church with the Latine, to which he condeſcended ; and to let the Earle fee 
| he was reall, he ſends to Pera, where Amadeus was, the ſons of his chief 
Nobility as hoſtages, and withall the Imperial Diadem, and ſhortly 
after he goeth himſelf to Rome for that purpoſe; but being denied by 
50 the Pope a few Gallies againſt Amurathes the Turk, he returnes home 
m_ any thing done in the union, which might then have been eaſily 
ected. . 
Whilſt Amadens was abſent in Conſtantinople, Barnabas Viſcount of 
Millan, with his brother Galeacizs invade Piemont, to whom joyned the 
Marque% of Saln/ſza, and Philip ſon of James, Prince of Moreas Earl Amadens 
hearing of this, was forced to leave off 7" the union of the Greeks and

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WY Enemy retreats back to Lombardy ; but the Saluſsian, and Philip of Morea ſtay- 
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ing too long behinde, were cut off by the Savoyer. After this, the Marqueſs of 
Montsferrat with the Savoyen help, overthrew the Viſcounts Army, which had 
taken ſome Towns from the Marqueſs, and belieged 4fta; upon this defeat, | 
the ſiege is raiſed. After this, Amadews is employed by Charles the fourth, 
Emperour, Pope Gregory the eleventh, and Joan Quecn of Naples, all 
whoſe lands were invaded by Barnabo of Millan, and his brother Galeacins : 
againſt theſe the Earle marcheth, takes Coma, and reſtores it to the Queen; 
then takes divers Towns from the Enemy, and forceth Galearins to make his 16 
ace, which was granted conditionally he ſhould not help his brother, and 
fo all the forces joyn together againſt Barmabo, who upon this haſteneth to 
Millan, fearing the Enemy would beltege it, which indeed the Savoyen in- 
tended, had - > Popes forces come in time, which were now upon their 
march , but could not joyn with Amadexs, becauſe Barnabo had opened the 
{luces, and drowned all the paſſages; yet afterward Amadens made a ſhift, and 
got with great diftculty to the Popes Army: at Bononia. Theſe together 
plundered the Countries of Placentia and Parma, and were preparing tofit 
down before Placentia; but Amadens tell fuddenly tick, ſo that he was forced to 
be carried in a Litter to Adrina; and upon this the Army diſſolved, Afﬀeer- ,, 
ward Amadeys being recovered, and now in the Kingdome of Naples with 
an Army againſt Pope Urban the f1xth, in defence of Lewis of Andes , fell 
ſuddenly ſick again, with the Duke of Andes, and a multitude of ſouldiers 
and horſes that had drunk of a water which the Enemy had poyſoned, all 
theſe died : Amaders his body is carned tof 4ltacomba. It is reported that 
Barnabo had poyſoned, before this expedition, all the bread and wine in the 
Town of Vicomercat, whither he knew Amadexs was to come with his 
forces; but the treachery being found out by ſome that fell fick upon the 
cating and' drinking of that poyſoned ſtuffe, they were all cured by 
St. Maxrice his ring, djpt in vinegar; though this is not likely , yet not im- 30 
ſible. 
*" Ana the ſeventh, fon tothe former, having received the ring, ſucceeds: 
he was now three and twenty years of ae, and had already given good teſti- 
mony of his valour in his fatherstime, by taking in ſome Towns and Forts 
upon the River Araris; his dominions were enlarged by the Ifle of Teratfor, 
which was given to his father by the Venetians and Gennojs, between whom 
he made peace, after they had quarrelled long for this Iſland, as we have ſaid; 
the City Coma allo was beſtowed upon the ſame Amadews the father , by 
legacy Som the Queen of Naples. This young Earle made war,with good ſuc- 
ceſs, upon ther Marqueſs of Montsferrat, for cauſing ſome of the Savozen 4 
ſubjects to rebel. He took Sedun with their Forts, and made them receive 
again their Biſhop, Fdward the Prince of Morea's ſon , whom they had thruſt 
out : he defeared the Marqueſs of Saluzes forces which had invaded his 
Country; the Seigniority of Nice choſe him for their Prince, and ſodid ſome 
other Princes thereabout. But after Amadeys was returned home, one day as 
he was hunting the Bore, he fell from his horſe, and ſorely wounded his 
thigh, which a Montebank out of Africa, who then waited on the Duke of 
Burbon, andertook to cure, but it's thought he poyſoned him, for ſo the Earl 
as he was dying confeſſed : the Phyſitian is apprehended and impriſoned, 
who having cleared himſelf, is baniſhed out of Savoy, France , Burgundy and 0 
Germany, into England. The Earl is buried in Altacomba.

their baniſhment under Philip the Fairz the Jews are apprehended and 
impriſoned, who that they might not fall into the Chriſtians: hands did 
hang one another in the priſon; the laſt man being left alone thought to 
eſcape by a rope, but the rope brake, and he was found maimed, but the 
m_ day was hanged. The King about this time died without iflue

Charles the Fair,Philips brother ſucceeded : He falls preſently to execution of 
Juſtice, being omitted by reaſon of the t mortality,and the ſhort livesof the 
late Kings. He cauſed one Jordain, a kinſman of Pope John, to be hanged for 
murthet. Lewis Count of Nevers is impriſoned for his preſumptuous behayi- 
our toward the King. One Hugh occaſioneth great troubles in France, for 
building a Fort in Guzez without the Kings leave , pretending it was Engliſb 
ground 3 At laſt, it was after much debate demoliſhed by Charles Valoiſe, who 
with an Army defeated Hugh, and his Exgl:ſþ forces. This Charles was he who 
cauſed Engmerranum his {pecial friend to be hanged:for which fat afterward he 
grew ſodiſcontented, that he fell fick, and died ; but before his death, he pro- 19 
cured of the King leave to take down the corps from the Gibbet , and tobury 
it magnificently.. In the mean while, Charles the Fair having reigned ſeven 
years, died, and left his wife great with childe : King kdward of England, fon 
to. Philip the Fairs daughter , fiſter to the laſt King, claimed titleto the Re- 
geney, as being next of kinz but the Frenchtold him that he was too young to 
govern ſuch a Kingdome , and that he had need to have a governour himſelf 
Philip ſon to Charles of Valoiſe told him plainly, that France was not to be go- 
verned by women, and that it was unreaſonable for a daugher of France mar- 
ried in Frzgland to claim that right, which was denied to her that was married 
to the Purgundian , which was alwaies accounted French 5 much was debated ,. 
toand fro abont this buſineſs : In the interim, the Queen Dowager brought 
tobed of a daughter; upon which, Philip of Valoiſe is declared King, and con- 
{ecrated at Khewes, and erowned at $, Dennis , thence he rides in great ſtate to 
Parir, Where he is received bythe Nobility, City, Clergy and Univerſity, in 
great pomp z and a match 1s made-between this new Kings youngeſt ſon 

Philip, Duke cf Orleans, with Blanch the former Kings daughter lately

Philip being ſetled, reſolves to make wars upon Flanders, for not paying the 
million of Crowns agreed upon ; Earle Lews ſent his colleCtors to raiſe the 
tnoney, but they were {Jighted , and he forced to flye, becauſe of a fire that x 
happened at Txrxey whilſt he was there , the people ſuppoſing that he had ſet 
the Town on fire. The French King raiſeth an Army and befiegeth Caſe!, 
upon the borders where he Flemings had put a Garriſon 3 but he could not 
either take the Town, or draw the belieged to fight , wherefore he falls with 
fire and ſword upon the Country all about, hoping to draw the beſieged 
out of their ſtrong hold, but could not : At length the Souldiers returning 
with great booties to their Tents, began to make merry, and be careleſs; the 
Flemings (eeing this, ifJue fo ſudden]y out of the Town upon the Camp, that 
they had almoſt ſurpriſed the King z but the alarm being made, and the King 
on horſe-back, the French fall turiouſly on the Flemings, routs them, and kills 40 
Eighteen thouſand: ſo Caſſel is taken, ſackt and burned, and Count Lewis is re- 
ſetled i his Country , where the authors of the rebellion are put to deaths 
Will:am Cannte one of the chiefeſt , was fled to the Duke of Brabant, but he 
was forced to deliver him up to the King, who cauled his head to be cut off at 
Paris. In the Kings abſence the Clergy incroached much upon the ſecular 
Courts, of which complaint was made to the King; but he favouring the 
Clergy was content to let them goon in their judicatures. Shortly after there 
met at A-viens four Kings, to wit, of France, of England, of Bohemia, andof 
Majorca : King Edward came to do homage for the Dutchie of Guien. The 
French King prepares for his expedition into the Holy-Land, therefore goeth 50 
to Avenion to conſult with the Pope about it, and withall makes his ſon Jobr, 
now fourteen years old , Duke of Normandy and Regent of France. Then he 
fends ro the King of Ergland to joyn with him in this holy expedition, but he 
found that he was otherwaties bent,and intended to invade Fraxce, wherefore 
the expedition into Paleſtine is laid aſide. 

Robert Earl of Artojs,who had been ſo hot for the Saliquelaw,in the right of 
King 
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10 one of his daughters, and drawes in all his ancient Confedera 


King Philip againſt the Engliſh Ambaſſadours, is now quite chan 
together for the Exgliſh Title z whereupon to ſecure himſelf from Philips in- 
dignation, conveys his chiet wealth to Burdeanx, then in the Engliſh poſleſii- 
on, and repairs himfelt to King Edward in England, who had already made 
war upon David King of Scotland, whereby the French King is ingaged in ho- 
nour to afliſt his friend and alliez and now open atts of boli are commit= 
ted by the French and Engliſh on each other both by Sea and d; in the 
interim king Philzp to ſtrengthen himſelf the more, beftowes his daughter up- 
on the young Duke of Brabant, who was aimed at by William of Henaxlt, for 
, testo Joyne 
with him in this war; for this purpoſe he reconciles the Savoyans and Del- 
phinatsz there is alſo alliance made by marriage between Fraxce and Bohentia; 
and for fear leſt the Flemings ſhould fide with the Enghſh , the Pope con- 
firmes a ſolemn league between the French and Flemings, thele {wearing fide- 
lity to France, which they promite to keep, or to forfeit a million of Crownes ; 
peace alſo is made between Arragon and Navar, both kings engaging them- 


ged, and al- 


ſelves to ſtand for Frances but Lewis of Bavare the Emperour takes part with 
king Edward againſt the French, becauſe hethought the French king kept 
off the Pope from abſolving him William of Henault alſo was againſt the 
20 French, becauſe he intercepted the Duke of Brabant, with whom he meant 


to marry his daughter z the Duke of Guelders, the Marqueſs of Juliers, and 
Piſhop of Colen were alſo enemies to France; but the Earl of Flaxders (tood 
firm to the French, he beheaded Le Conrtiffen a French Lord at Gannt, for 
keeping correſpondency with the Engliſh, upon which the Commons fell to 
mutiny, and killed ſome of the Earls Officers, and the Earl himſelf, pretend- 
ing he was going to hunt, fled to France ; the Engliſh in the mean time take 
ſome Townes from the French; theſe invade England, and plunder and burn 
Southampton : Cambray is ſummoned to ſurrender to king Edward, as Vicar or 
Lieutenant of the Empire, alledging that the oy belonged to the Empire, 
20 not to France, but the French Garriſon within refuſed to obey. 

The French Army confiſted of four Kings, to wit, of France, Scotland, 
Bohemia, and Navar of fix Dukes, among which were the Duke of Britany and 
Lorain, fix and twenty Earls, four thouſand _ or Cavaliers,in all 100000 
Souldiers ; the Fngliſh and German Camp conſiſted of 60000. which by the 
advice of Robert of Artois was raiſed from the fiege of Cambray, becauſe he 
thought ſuch a gallant Army would do better ſervice in the Field, then to lie 
idle a whole Summer before ſo ſtrong a place, The Count of Henaxlt, upon 
the borders of France, took his leave of King Edward, ſhewing that he waited 
on him ſo long as he was within the limits of the Empire, being the Emperors 
40 Lieutenant, but he would not enter into France to make war againſt his Un- 
cle : The two Armies being within two leagues of each other, prepare to 
fight 3 the Challenge is ſent by an Herald from the Engliſh,and entertained 
the French but king Philip 1s adviſed by Robert king of Sicily, and his wiſe 
Councel, not to fight with the Engliſh, and hazard Fraxceupon the fortune of 
a Battel;z the Dutch being weary of the French — began to think of re- 
turning home; King Edward gave them leave, and retires to Flanders with 
his Army, purpoſely to draw the Flemrings from the French to his fide, which 
they were unwilling todo, becauſe of their engagement and promiſe; U 


this King Edward takes the title of France upon him, and weares the Lillies in 


«0 his Colours, by this telling the Fleming, that they did not violate their oath 
in ſubmitting to him, being both King of Frapce and Exgland, and fo got the 
F lemings to fide with him, for which they are excommunicated by the Po 

After this, King Edward went over to England to raiſe money, having left his 
Queen at Gawnt ready tolye in; in his abſence, King Philip by his Neece the 


Empreſs, got the Emperour Lewis of Bavaria to renounce the Ergliſh, and to - 


take away from Edward the Lieutenantſhip of the Empire, becauſe he had ey 
pai 
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An.Chriſti paid the ſumme he promiſed to the Emperour; in the mean while the French 
WY and Flemings made daily excurlions upon each others borders; the Earle of 
Salisbury before Liſle is taken priſoner, and carried to Paris,” two hundred of 
his men being cut off by the French, who took rhe Towns of Eſcandure and 
Thin. 
"PEO The French ſent a Fleet of 389 faile to lic before the Sluce in Flanders, which 
2+ now ſided with the Engliſh : King Edward encounters this Fleet with another 
of fewer Ships, but taller and better manned ; a terrible skirmiſh enſues of fix 
hours, in which were killed 30000 on both ſides ; at laſt the Engliſh got the 
victory, King Edward received a hurt 1n the anckle, which was ſhortly after 1, 
cured; then having recruits from England and Germany, with the help of 
upper Flanders, = A" Tournay, and Robert of Artois with 30000 men 
{its down before Saint Omer, in which the Duke of Burgundy was with a ſtrong 
Garriſon, who allied out upon the befjegers ; Count Artois drew the Duke 
as far as he could from the Town, hoping to have ſurprized him, but the 
Duke fell with ſuch fury on the Flemrings, that he made them retreat difor- 
derly, having kill:d 3000 on the place; the Count retreats to. the Camp 
before Tournay; many fallies were made out of the Town , but at laſt they 
were put to that ſtraight, that the French Army under King Philip was forced 
to encamp within three leagues of the Engliſh; in the night time Philip re- 20 
lieves the Town with 2000 horſe, which made King Edward out of hope 
to gain that place; therefore upon the intreaty of the Counteſs of Hemaulr , 
his wives mother, and ſiſter to king Philip, he makes a Truce with the French 
for three years; the Flemings are ablolyed oy the Pope; the priſoners ſet 
free on both ſides; the Scotch King 1s carried home in French ſhips; the King 
of Bohemia ſtayes in France; the Duke of Brittain dieth by the way home- 
ward : the King of Navar raiſeth an Army againſt the Sarazens. 

It fell out well for Spain, that this peace was made; otherwiſe the three 
African Kings who had joyned their Forces with the Sarazen King of 
Grenada, and had defeated the Spaniards divers times both by Sea and Land, 39 
were like totally to have ſubdued the Countrey, but that the two Alp honſws 
Kings of Caſtile and Portugal, with the French and Navar Forces in a great bat- 
tel totally defeated the Barbarians, ſeiſed upon all their rich plunder, and car- 
ricd the African Banners in _ to the Pope at Avenion, where 
they were hung up in the chicf Church. About this time Count FEvrenx king 
of Navar died 3 and immediately began the war of Britany, upon the death of 
Duke John,whodied, as is ſaid, going home from Toxrnayz he had married his 
onely daughter before to Charles ſon of the Count De Blois, and of Margaret 
biter ro Phrlip the French king ; but Duke Johns third brother Connt de Mont- 
fort laid Title to the Dutchy of Brittany, and for that cauſe ſciſed upon Nantes, 40 
Breſt, Rhemes, Venues, and the treaſure of Limoges, Charles de Blois in right of 
his crooked wife, clauned the Dutchy, both ap eat to the Peers of France and 
Parliament of Paris, who declare the Right to be in Charls : At which, John 
de Montfort in a diſcontent goeth into England, and entertaines a league with 
king Edward; but when he was returned into Brittany, he is accuſed for do- 
ing homage to king Edward for that Dutchy, this he denied; yet when the 
king had commanded him to ſtay in Par, he ſtole away thence by night, 
which ſoexaſperated the king, that preſently he ſent his ſonne, Prince John 
Duke of Normandy with an Army to ſettle Charles de Blois in his poſlel- 
ſion of Brittany , who laid fiege to Nantes, and took it upon compoſition, 5 
and in it John de Montfort , who is ſent to Paris, and impriſoned in the 
Lonvere, 

Clanda , the maſculine wife of Mentfort, took up Armes in her husbands 
quarrel, ſends to Fngland for aide , ſeiſeth upon Hembont whilſt Charles 15 
belicging Rhemes, which being ſurrendred he brings his Army to Hewbort, 

where as he was aflaulting the wall, Clauda flips out with a party at a gat 
an 
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 zofledto Broy, and from thence to Amtiens. 


and enters the enemies camp, which ſhe plunders and ſets on fire; but upon 
the comming of the Engliſh ſupplies, Charles raiſeth the liege. Pope Clement 
the ſixth being newly elected, procures a truce of two years between Charles 
and Montfort. Clauda upon this goeth over to Exgland, where a Match is pro- 

ſed between her young fon and the kings daughter : then ſhe procures a 

cet from Fngland, under the condudt of Robert of AFtois : the Engliſh being 
landed, ſeiſe upon Verness the French with an army befiege itz but as Robert 
was ſtriving to raiſe the ſiege, he reoffived a hurt, of which he ſhortly afterward 
died, at which king Edward was much grieved, and with an army paſſeth him- 
10 ſelf into Britany, where having taken ſome townes, upon the Popes defire a 
truce for three yeares 1s concluded between France and England; wherefore 
Montfort is ſet free, and ſhortly atter died. 

King Philip in the interim cauſed a {trict ſearch tobe made for ſuch as fa- 
voured the Eagliſh in the former war; divers of the Nobility of Normandy 
and Britany are ſent to Paris and beheaded, Jeoffry de Harcourt eſcapes into 
England. About this time, one James de ArtenelaF leming, at Gaznt, made a 
ſpeech againſt the French in favour of the Engliſh, and adyiſeth the people 
to drive out their Farl for favouring the French , and to chooſe a new one, 
or to admit of him whom king Edward ſhould ſend. Upon this the Flemrings 
20 were ſo enraged, that they tore him in peeces and flung his carkafle to the 
dogs. King Edward in the mean time with a thouſand fail arrives in Normandy, 
takes divers towns, burieth honorably the heads of Perſ/ and Bacchon , which 
were ſet up at Carentan, for their fidelity to him. Then he went to Caen, 
where he fought with Raoul the Conſtable of France, and the Citizens, whom 
he beat into the town, and the Engliſh centred pel-mel with them, about five 
hundred Frgl:ſh were killed out of windowes and from the houſe-tops ; the 
Conſtable having ſaved himſelf a while in the tower, yieldeth to king Edward, 
who commands Jeoffry to ſet the town on fire, becaule of their obſtinacie; but 
he deſired the town might be ſpared, becauſe he had divers friends and kind- 
20 redin it, which was aflented to by the king. In the mean while a Herald is 
| ſent from king Philip to king Edward, to appoint a day and place for a bat- 
tel; king Fdward ſent word, that he would fight neer Parjs, in the view of 
that great city , which rhe French believing fitted themſclves there for the 
battel 5 but the Frgliſh having deluded the French, encamp themſclves neer 
Creſcy in Pontey, by a great wood; in this battel the Engliſh were victorious, 
in whichgwere killed thirty thouſand men 3 Count de Blozs, and de Sancerre, 
with the Earl of Flanders, and king of Bohemiz with all his forces were ſlain, 
beſides twelve hundred Chevaliers, .all of antient tamilies; the King himſelf 
had bis horſe ſhot under him,and being mounted again by Count de Beaumont, 

Jeaffry de Harcourt hearing that his 
brother was killed, fell off from the Englith, came to king Philip with a ro 
about his neck, and caſt himſelf at his feet craving mercy for his rebellion, for 
which the king pardoned him. 

King Edward finding Calice a fit port for his paſlage into England, fate down 
before 1t with his Army, and having — it eleven moneths, at laſt took it 
upon compoſition: fixe of the chiet Burghers weredemanded by the king to 
be pat todeath, who willingly offered themſelves, whoſe courage when the 
king perceived, he pardoned them all. The French king during the fiege came 
with an Army hoping to raiſe it, and therefore preſented battel, but the Eng+ 
o liſh would not leave their trenches, whereupon the French retreated. Charles 
de Blos and his two ſonnes were priſoners in England 5 but he was ſet 
freeupon the earneſt requeſt of his couſin-german the Queen of England. 
The fame year died king Philip of France, who left two ſons, jobn his ſucceflor, 
and Philip Duke of Orleans, Then a Truce was made with England for two 
yearsz which time R«on/Conſtable of France, who was taken at Caen, initl- 
ated this young Kings reign with his blood, for he loſt his head, being —_ 
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An.Chirſti. of Treaſon, the Delphin having loſt his ſon in this war, and being about to 
WYD-> ſell his Signiory to the Pope, the French ſo prevailed, that it ſhould be an- 
nexed to France, conditionally the kings eldeſt ſon might be ſtiled the Del- 
hin. Charles d' Eſpagne 1s made Conſtable, whom Charles king of Navar fo 
had that he cauſed him to be murthered in the night time; and withall, 
ave out that he was forced todo it in his own defence, and that the Conſta- 
ble intended to murther him : Upon this King Charles is ſummoned to anſwer 
in perſon to his accuſers, which he refuſedFo doz but at laſt upon better advice 
he came to Paris, his fact was pleaded before the French King,and being found 
guilty he is ſeiſed upon by James brother to the Duke of. Burbon,who was made j, 
Conſtable of France after the death of 4' Eſpagre,and delivered to the Officers, 
who were to carry him to priſon; but by the interceſſion of three Queens, to 
wit, of Jane widow to Charles the Fair, this King of Navars Aunt, Blanch the 
Kings mother-in-law, and Jaxethe King of Navars wife, and the French kings 
daughter, he was pardoned z but yet he took this accuſation for an affront, 
and therefore carried a grudge ever after to his father-in-law, who when he 
was raiſing ſome Taxes on his Subjects, to ſuppreſs the Engliſh, who out of 
Bonrdeanx and Calice did plunder the Countries, this King Charles did 
what he could to hinder the Taxes, which notwithſtanding were rai- 
ſed, though with ſome difficulty and oppoſition, chiefly of Arras, which was 20 
quickly quieted. 

King Edward underſtanding that an Army of 30000 French was raiſing, re- 
turnes to England; in the interim King John makes his eldeſt ſon the Delphin 
Duke of Normandy, whom he ſends thither to take poſlefſion, where he is met 
at Rowen by the chief Nobility of that Countrey, and by the king of Navar, as 
being Cornt D' Forexx 5, King John hearing of Navars being there,makes haſte 
to Rowen, ſeifſeth upon him and Johr de Harcourt, who was of Charles his coun- 
ſe], for which his head was there preſently cut off, and King Charles ſent pri- 
ſoner to Paris : Upon this the Townes of Evrexx and Harcourt ſtood out a- 


gainft kin Jenn, and all Normandy ready to mutiny. King Edward being ad- 3? 


vertiſcd of this opportunity, ſends the Earl of Gloxceſter thither with a great 
Army , with whom joyned Philip, brother to Navarre, and Geoffrey 
Harcourt Uncle to John who was beheaded,theſe fall xo raking and plundering 
of Townes, but the comming of the French king made them retreat; in the 
mean while Fdward Prince of Wales went out of Burdeaux with 20c0 horle, 
and 8cco Fngliſh Archers, beſides the chief men and Garriſons of Gaſcoigny, 
theſe overrun the Conntries of Foi&ox and Berry, killing all the French that 
made oppoſition 3 which K. John underſtanding, left a flying Army in Norman- 
dy, and marcheth towards Prince Edward, who having done his work, which 
was to draw K. john out of Normandy,retreats to Gaſcoigny ; where having met 45 
with the Popes Legat, whocame to make peace, and finding the conditions 
unreaſonable, intrenched himſelf within two leagues of PoiGiers, a place b 
reaſon of large Ditches and Vineyards very diſadvantageous for the Frenc 
Horſe,in which their ſtrength conſiſted ; theſe might have ſtarved the Engliſh, 
had they been patient, but they would needs fall upon them in their trenches, 
3co of their prime men were choſen to begin the battel, which were defeated 
by the Fagliſh Archers; the French Army was divided into three battalions, 
the firſt under the Conſtable, the ſecond was conduRted by the Delphin, and 
the third by the king himſelf, all theſe three were defeated one after another, 
the king and his ſon Philip taken priſoners, and with them 1500 Gentlemen, 5? 
50CO were ſlain on the place; great debate aroſe amcng the Souldiers for 
their priſoners, ſo that divers Gentlemen were killed, for the Souldiers would 
rather kill their priſoners then part with them to others; Poi@iers received 
ſome of the French that fled, but fearing that the Engliſh would enter pell- 
mell with them, ſhut their Gates; the king is honourably reccived into the 
Princes Tent, and feaſted ; thence he was carried to Burdeexx, but the Ga/- 
co1gnh 
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coigns wapld not ſuffer the King to be carried into England, till they 
peaſed by rich gifts and promiſes. 

K. John is recerved in England with great magnificence; in the mean while 
the D. of Normandy aflembles the chiet men of France at Paris, out of which 
fifry Deputies are choſen to advife how the King ſhould be ſer free : there it 
was propoſed, that the King of-Navar ſhould be {et at liberty ; that fix of the 
Clergy, fix of the Nobility, and fix of the third eſtate ſhould govern the young 
Delphinz but he diſliking this way, diſſolved the Aſſembly. The Pariſians 
murmure for raiſing the value of money. The king of Navar being let out of 
© Priſon by ſome of his own faction, ſtrives to raiſe new troubles in France, ſhew- 
ing that he had more right to the Crown then the k. of England, which made 
k. Edward backward in —_ the Navarrois. David k. of Scotland, who had 
been taken priſoner, was ranſomed for 10000 Crowns. The French king was 
content to pay his ranſome, but not to part with the right of his Crown. The 
Delphin went about from Town to Town, raifing all the money he could for 
his chers ranſome. Languidoc and the —_— were very forward,even the 
women to part with their rings and jewels? but the Pariſſans were hindred by 
the k. of Nzvar, who1n all things oppoſed himſelf to the Delphin, who was in 
danger of his life whilſt he was there, having ſome of his ſervants killed in his 

/ ak; The k. of Navar raiſed great Forces in Normandy, and ſent for 10500 
Navarrojs, which took divers ſmall Towns; the Peſants alſo began to mutiny 
and totake up Armes againſt the Gentry,which made the Delphin leave Pars, 
and having raiſed an Army of Gentlemen, defeated the Peſants; then he 
brings 30000 men neer to Paris to curb their Factions; the Provoſt-Marſhal 
who {tood for Navar, being demanded the _ of the City-Gates by ſome of 
the Delphins friends, is preſently ſlain for refuſing, and the Gates are ed 
for the Delphin, who cauſed two chief men of the Faction to be hanged, and 
then prepares to ſuppreſs the k. of Nevar. 

The T ruce between France and England being ended, king Edward paſſeth 
30 over to Cabice, and from thence to Khemes, a hundred thouſand Crowns fre 
ſent him to forbear ſpoiling and plundring the Countrey 3 thence he march- 
eth to Paris, and offers battel tothe Delphin,who will not hazard his ſtrength, 
therefore king, _—_— burns and ſpoils all about Paris, intending to ruine all, 
or to biing Fraffe in ſubjection 3 but when he underſtood the difhculty of this 
work by the Duke of Glonceſter, and being alſo affrighted with Thunder and 
Lightning, which killed ſome of his men, he deſiſted trom his enterpriſe, defi- 
ring pardon from God for what he had already done; ſonow a final peace is 
thought upon, which was concluded on theſe Articles, That k. Edward and 
his ſon ſhould quit the right they claimed over Arjox, Tourain, Mayne, and 
40 Normandy, and that the French ſhould render Guien to them, and that they 

ſhould pay three millions of Crowns to the Engliſh, and ſo the Armies to be 
diſbande on both ſides; which being performed, king Johr: returns to France 
after four years captivity, where having ſaluted the Pope, he binds himſelf by 
a vow to make an Expedition ”_ the Infidels, but firſt he means to ſettle 
his kingdome, and having occation togo into Exg/and about ſome weighty 
Affairs, he died at London, and was buried at S. Dennis. 

Charles the fifth ſon to king John ſucceeded : he made his chief abode at 
Paris, committing the managing of the warto his brothers, and other Liecute- 
nants; he defeated the king of Navar,by Bertrand du Gueſcop a valiant Com- 
50 mander. King Peter of Luſignan came Com the Eaſt into France, ſolliciting

The Baſtard is brought back by Ber- 
trand du Gueſquin, and crowned, having chaſed away king Peter. The Prince 
of Wales reſtores Peter to his kingdome. In the interim the king of Navar is 
ſurpriſed, as he was _— the way to the Engliſh Army through the Spaniſh 
countrey, and brought prifonertorhe king of Arragon. The Engliſhdefeated , 
Gueſquin, and took him priſoner, then drove out Hemry, and replaced Peter in 
his kingdome. Navar having given his ſon for Hoſtage, is ſet free, and o is 
Gueſquin for a ranſome. Henry being furniſhed with another Army from 
France, returnes into Caſtile, where finding Peter forſaken by the Engliſh for 
want of their pay, he defeats and kills him, and then made himſelt king by 
conſent of the whole kingdome. | 
The Prince of Wales being netefſitated, impoſeth heavier Taxes on Guien 
then the French uſed to do, whereupon they complain to the French king 
and Parliament at Paris, who would not ſeem to countenance their complaint 
till their Hoſtages were returned from Exgland; then did king Charles upon 1, 
reiterated complaints ſend a ſummons to the Prince at Brdeaux, and open war 
is denounced againſt king Exward ; hereupon divers Townes revolt from the 
Engliſh « king Edward to defend Gnien, ſends over an Army to Brrdeaux, who 
took the Dutcheſs of Burb9n, the French Queens Mother, with divers other 
Dames, priſoners, and let rhem not go without great ranſomes; another Eng- 
liſh Army lands at Calice, burning and waſting all before them they took and 
burnt Limoges for revolting to the French; bur at this time the Fngliſhh Army 
hadno great ſucceſs at Land, and leſsat Sea, for their Fleet of five and thirty 
faile was overthrown by the French and Caſtilian Navy neer Rochel. $. Severe 
is taken by Gueſquin. PoiFou and SainFonge are given to the Duke de Berry. 
Rochel js (urrendred to the French, and a part of the Engliſh Army under Ca- 
pral de Bus is defeated. The D.of Britany,k. Edwards ſon-1n-law, ſtrives to draw 
the Britains to the Engliſh (ide, but 1s reſiſted by ſome great Lords,which made 
the D. retire to England, having left Robert Canol an Engliſhman Governour 
of Britany,vhom the French beliege in the Caſtle of Breſt, and his couſin Hugh 
in Dervat; theſe both accorded to ſurrender their Forts,if they had not ſuccors 
from England within two moneths, and ſo Hoſtages are given; in this mean 
time ſupplies come from England, which would not land, though invited by 
the French, but ſtayed on ſhip-board till the two months were expired,8 then 
Canol received the Engliſh Army into Breffs the Fench threaten to kill their 
hoſtages;Cans! replies,that then he would kil all ther rexch priſoners in Britany, 
The Engliſh Embatiadors complain to the Pope, of the wrongs done them 
by the French, in breaking the peace, and — their Oaths; the French 
defend themſclves, clearing both King Charles and his father from perjury ; 
the Pope would not take notice of their differences, but was content to hear- 
ken to the French touching the affairs of Flanders; for king Edward deſirous 
to marry one of his ſons to the Earle of Flanders onely daughter, ſent to the 
Pope for a diſpenſation , which wasdenyed, becauſe it would cauſe per- 
cop warre between France and England ; for Flanders had thitherto 
a dependant of France; fo this Match being broken , Philip le Hardy 50 
Duke of Burgrndy married the Lady, whom if the French King had marrt- 
ed, the addition of Flanders would have been a great ſtrength to France. 
After this the King of Navar made his peace with France, who ſhortly after by 
ſome aſlafinates (who were pur to death for this villany) intended to have 
poiſoned the French King, Navars wife dieth about this time, and he is decla-

k.Charles remembying the inſolencies that were acted in Paris during his mino. WW

them round about Calice,ſo that he hem'd them in from making excurſions.For 


maintenance of the war,ſubſidics are laid upon falt and winezallZritany except 
10 Breſt is now underthe French : hereupon Ambaſladors are ſent from Freland 
to the German Princes,complaining of the wrongs done by France; the French 
Ambaſſadors on the other ſide defend themſelves,and complain of the wrongs 
they ſuſtained from the Engliſh, chiefly that they exacted more for the ranſom 


of k.Jobn then theFgyptians did for S.Lewis,and withall they defire theGerman 


Princes to renew their alliance with France, which was urged alſo by Charles 
the Emperour, Uncle to the French king, and by Wence/laws his ſon; who to 
make an agreement between the two kingdomes went themſelves into France, 
where they were magnificently received 1n all places where they came,chiefly 
at Paris, where great 19Y and pomp was ſhewed, and all priſon doors lct open ; 
20 but theſe joyes and the Treaty of peace were crofled by the Queens death and 
one of her daughters. 

After this, the Emperors, French and Enghiſh Embaſladors, with the Arch- 
biſh.of Kavenns the P Tv met at Gawnt,to adviſe about the fame peace; 
but this meeting was alſo diſſolved by the ſchiſme of the Church,which laſted 
320 yearsz for Pope Gregory who removed his ſeat from Avenien to Rome, being 
dead, great debate aroſe between the Italian and French Cardinals about the 
election of his ſucceſlor, as we have already ſhewed, Urbaz the 6. being choſen 
by the one,and Clement by the other, who held his refidence at Averior. About 
this time D. 7homas, uncle to k. Richardof England, went over to Calice with 
30 8000 Engliſh, who from thence paſſed into Brittany to aſſiſt the Duke in Flan- 
ders. The Gantois complain againſt their Earl fot raifing new Taxes upon their 
Merchandiſcs, for infringing their liberties, and too much favouring of Bruges 
who cut a channel for the river Lzs to flow through their Lands : this occaſi- 
oned a war; for the Gantois taking Armes and white Caps, were met with by 
the Earl and his Army, who upon their Petition promiſed to rake off their 
Taxes, and to maintain their ancient pnviledges; and fo they laid down 
their, Armes and white Capsz 5? ta Leon their Captain diflwaded them 
from laying down their Caps,the badges of their liberty, whereupon they took 
up their Armes and Caps again, and killed the Earls Governour of Gaxnt: this 
40 was done by the meaner ſort, but the richer and wiſer choſe 12. men whom 
they ſent to the Earl at Bruges, who faling at his feet beſeech him totake pity ch 
therTown,like to be ruined by factious people-John Leon hearing of this, and 
that his caſe was deſperate, if heſhould beſeiſed on by the Earl,affemblerh his 
-white-Caps.together,and falls upon the Earls Palace full of wealth in the Sub- 
urbs of Gaxzt, which they pillage and ſet on fire ; the Earl highly diſpleaſed at 
this, xeſolves to raiſe an Army, and for that cauſe goeth to Terremond : Leon in 
his abſence marcheth with his white-caps to Bruges, to whom the faint-hearr- 
ed Townſ{-men ſurrender themſclves, and opened their Gates; thence he 
marcheth to Dar, where ke is received, and ſhortly after, as its thought, was 
50-PAloned : north ding the death of their Captain, the White-taps la- 

ing to draw all the Flemings to their fide, went and beſieged pre, where 
the Earle had ſome, Companies of Foot, and Troops of Horſe, which deten- 
dedthe Town a whle, at laſt were forced by the Townſ-men to yield, bur 
Andenard held out againſt them, D. Philip of Burgundy fearing his own loſs in 
| theſe troubles ofElawde s, if his father-in-law ſhould be worſted by his peo- 
ple, goeth to bis brother the French K. of win he obtains leave to mediate a

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peace between the Eatle and his people, for this caufe he goeth to Tournay, 
whence he ſends to the id a to lay down Arms, and then he would 
procure them a general pardon and act of oblivion, conditionally they would 
rebuild the Earles Palace at Gannt; fo Arms were laid down on both Ges and 
the Earle received with great joy into Gann. . 

In the mean while, 0/zver, Coulin-german to Roger governour of Gaunt, 
who was killed, in revenge of his brothers death, took forty veſſels of pro. 
viſions going for Gaunt, which cauſed a war between the Gentry and com- 
mons of Flanders; the like commotion was beginring in France, Gr thoſe of 
Montpellier killed the Kings receivers and colle&ors of Subſidies, and were 
taking up Arms, but the Duke of Anjox quickly ſupprefled them, and hanged " 
up the chief mutiners,and laid a great fine upon the Town : then was Duke de 
Berry , the Kings brother removed from the government of Langvedec, and 
Count de Foix ( to pleaſe the people) put in his place. This year died King 
Charles, having left three children, Charles , Lewis, and Catherine; Duke dc 
Anjon is made ProteQor, the young King being as yet but thirteen years old; 
the Dukes of Burgzandy and Bxrbox are made Tutors to the children,

marcheth toward Bruges; they that remained were reſolved, that if theſe five 
thouſand were cut off, they would bum themſelves and City, rather then 
yeeld to ſlavery : the Earl at Brxges underſtanding of Artenels marching

againſt him. After this he pillaged Hypre, and ſeiſed on the Earls treaſure, and 
divers Towns yeelded to him ; its thought that now he had above a hundred 
thouſand men in Arms , ſo that the Earl was forced to implore help from the 
French King, and acknowledgeth himſelf to be his vaſlal; the French were not 
unwilling to aſſiſt tim (though he had hitherto befriended the Engliſh) be- 
cauſe the Flemings made excurtions upon the French borders; order therefore 
20 is given for taking out the ſacred Standard, called rhe Auriflamme : this was 
offed filke interwoven with flames, it was of old ſent from Heaven to King 
Clonis , tobe carried in the wars againſt Infidels : this Standard was not to 
be uſed but in great neceſlity, and tobe carried by ſome holy Knight, but 
afterward it was brought out upon all occafions, and therefore at laſt in a 
battel againſt the Flemings,it was loſt, none knowing what became of it. This 
Standazd being received by the King with great devotion from the Abbot, he 
gave it to one Peter Villiers to be carried; then having placed the reliques of 
the Martyrson the Altar, hebegins his march with a gallant Army through 
Artozs. 
20, The Flemings hearing of the French mareh, brake down pos all their

were alſo found ſome Letters written from the mutiners of Paris to the 
White-Caps, which baſtened the Kings retarn thither; by the way he ſtopped 

at 
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the Flemings being hardly prefled, were forced to break down this alſo; in the 


burned Conrtray , becauſe they found in their great Church the golden Spurs - 
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at St. Dennis, to give thanks to God and the Martyrs for his victory, and then 
reſtored the Arriflanme to the Abbot z thence he marched through Paris with 
his Army, without taking notice of the Provoſt and Sheriffs that mer him; 
having at laſt ſung Te Dexm, in Noſtre Dawe, he cauſed the Townſmen to aſ- 
ſemble in one place, whom he environeth with his Army; then did the 
Chancellor upbraid them with their rebellions, and the King threatned to cut 
them all off, but his Uncles being there begged their pardons the Towne(- 
men on their knees cried for mercy , which they obtained , onely a fine was 
put upon them , and three hundred of the chief incendiafies were beheaded; 
the chains of the ſtreets were carried into the Loure, and the King ordered 1; 
that henceforth they ſhould have no more Provoſt nor Sheriffs : but. five 
years after, their priviledges were reſtored, with a Provoſt and Sheriffs. 

Shortly after this, the Gartois and Engliſh, who held tor Pope Urban, enter 

into a league againſt France , and Pope Clement : Urban had granted to the 
King of England the tithes of the benefices within his kingdome, towards 
this war; eight hundred Engliſh horſe, and ten thouſand foot are tranſported 
into Flanders, who made war with divers parts of Flanders, and yet pretended 
they came to aſſiſt the Gartois 5 complaint is made againſt them , bu nO re- 
dreſles : having taken Boxrburg and Gravelin, they (it down before Hypre; but 
hearing the French Army was comming, ſet the Suburbs on fire, and went 29 
their way towards Caſſel, but could not ſtay to beliege 1t, becauſe the Con- 
ſtable of France was drawing towards them with his Army, who purſues 
them to Graveliz, and thence to Bourbourg, where they are befieged, and 
forced to ſurrender, having leave to depart wich heke Cents Ar which 
time Lewis Earl of Flanders died at St. Omer, and is buried in Liſtes his daughter 
Margaret, wite to Philip le Hardy Duke of Burgundy, 1s his ſole heir, by which 
means Philip is now Lord of all Flanders, except Gant, which would not yet 
ſubmit. Shortly after Dam is ſurpriſed by one Arteman a Captain of the 
Gantois,whilſt <a governour was gone to the Court. About Limoſen alſo and 
PoiJouthere was a great inſurrecton of malecontents under one Peter Bruiers 27 
their Captain ;z theſe did much miſchief till the Duke de Berry ſuppreſiced them 
in a batte], and hanged the chief incendiaries. 

The French King having an intention a long time to invade Fngland , pre- 
pared a great Fleet at the Sluce, which Arteman the Gantois Captain reſolved 
toburn, but the plot was diſcovered, divers of the plotters were impriſoned 
and e{caped, {-me were hanged. Then the > Jos belieged Dama whole 
month ; at laſt Ariexmzar within not ableto hold out longer, got away with his 
forces in the night, the next moming the French enter, and _ plunde- 
red the Town, utterly de!iroy it; then they fall upon Zealand with a Fleet, 
which they pillage for aiding Gaunt, fo that they were forced to beg pardon 40 
and peace from the Duke of Burgundy , which was granted them. From the 

| $luce, where the French had built a Caſtle to guard the harbor, the King ſends 
John de Vienne his Admiral with fixty great ſhips, to help the king of Scots 
againſt the Engliſh ; this Fleet, with the Scots forces, burnt and ſpoiled many 
places in England; but upon a falling out between the French and Scots, the 
Admiral returned home, and told the King that he durſt not ſtay long in Scot- 
land , becauſe the people banded againſt him, and that England was in a good 
condition to be conquered,becauſe the D. of Lancaſter,ſon in law to Peter k. of 
Caſtile(who was killed by his baſtard brother Henry) was gone into Spain with 
the beſt ſouldiers,to ſettle his wife in Caſtzle:for,ſaith he,The Engliſh can eaſily gc 

be Ro” ar home, but hardly abroad : upon this the French king, wit 

the Duke of Burgundy, prepare twelve hundred fail to invade Eng/:nd; but 


Duke de Berry the kings other uncle was againſt this expedition,and difſwaded 
the king from venturing his perſon, wealth, and Nobility, upon uncertain 
ſucceſs, beſides that the Engliſh were all in Arms to reſiſt his landing; up 
this the voyage 15-put off, and the great Fleet diſperſed without aCtion. 


The 
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__Thenext year Lewis Duke Tourain the Kings brether,married with Yalentine An.Chriſti. 
daughter to John Galeacizs Duke of 1a; and (hortly afterthe King went w wh po 
to Pope Clement at 4venion,where Lewis of Anjon(ton to that Lewis who died nd. 
in Italy) is crowned K. of Sicily and Jeruſalem, purpoſely to crofle Pope Urban, 
and King Ladiſ/axs ſon to king Qharles of Naples, Languedoc complains to the 
King againſt Duke de Berry's exattions, thetefore Count de Foix is made their 
governor,who married the King of Navars fiſter,whom he lighted, becauſe her 
brother owed him a great ſum of money, which either he would not; or could 
not pay, therefore ſent her with her ſon to him back again, becauſe ſhe took it 

10 il] that her husband ſhould prefer his baſtard fon to his legitimate ſon by het; 
when ſhe came to Navar, and had acquainted her brother of her husbands 
bad conditions, he gives her ſon a bag of powder, which he wiſhed him to be- 
ftow on his father,and that he would mix it with wine, for it would procure his 
love to-his wite again : the young man ſimply carried the powder to his 
father, who finding it to be poyſon, cauſed him to be put to death in a priſon. 
This King of Navar was alſoextreamly hated of his-people whorh he impo- 
veriſhed with continual exations; hereupon he is one night burned in his 
bed, ſomeſay by accident, ſome ſay purpoſely ; for being feeble with age and 
letchery, his body was anointed with certain unguents, and wrapt in a ones 

20 cloth d - . in Aqua vite , which preſently took fire by a candle that was in the 
hand of one of his ſervants then by his bed, and ſo he was burnt, and within 
two dayes died : Count Armignac alſo died about this time as he was on his 
journey from 7taly, with an Army of French ſent to help the Florentines , 
who were like to be: ſuppreſſed by the Millanois. ws 

After the two Kings of France and England had made peace, and diſ- 
banded thetr Armiesz many French ſouldiers who could not live but by the 
{word, aſſembled together, and made to themſelves Commanders, then iti 
companies diſperſed themſelves into divers Countries; forcing the Inhabi- 
tants by paying contributioris to buy their peace of them. Count Armrigiac 
$0 having raiſed a great ſum of money, procures fifteen thouſand horſe and ten 
thouſand foot of the Bandito's to accompany him into Piemort againſt the 
Millanois : James Verme the Duke of Mil/ans General, ſhut himſelf up in 4lex- 
andria, not finding, it time yet to fight this freſh enemy; who perceiving he 
would not fight, Falls to plundering , and ſo being laden with ſtore of wealth 
were marching away ſecurely : Yerme being advertiſed of this, chargeth them 
in the Rear unexpettedly, kills fix thouſand, and puts the reſt to flight ; Ar- 
mignac 18 taken priſoner , and died preſently after of his wounds; fo France 
was quieted by the defeat of theſe w_—_ ſouldiers, yet ſome of them return- 
ing made new troubles, till they were all ſurpriſed and hanged, and che Caſtle 

40 of Vantadour in Limoſin ( which they had taken) ſurrendered. About this 

time the Genuojs being much moleſted by the African Pirats,which they could 
not of themſelves ſuppreſſe , except they would negle& their trading with 
forreign Nations, wherein the greatneſle of their City conſiſted ſends Am- 
baſſadors to the French king for aid againſt theſe Barbarians,alleadging many 
reaſons for their aſſiſtance, as the vicinity of Lignria to Frante, the greatneſle 
and wealth, and ancient glory of the French in ſfubduing the enemies of Chriſt, 
and the danger thatChriſtendome 13 in by the greatneſle of the Barbarian and 
that the Ports, ſhips and wealth of -Gerza was at the French ſervice; beſides, 
that the paſſage from France to Afric was ſhort: | 
50» Themotion was hearkned — the French Gentry, the Duke of Burboz is 
choſen General; Exgland is invited to joyn with the French in this honourable 
enterpriſe, which is willingly afſented to by the Engliſh Gentry ; great com- 
panies paſſe over to France, who being joyned together march over the Alpes; 
at Gena they finde a gallant Fleet of Ships and Gallies ready and well a 
pointed, among which were divers Venetian veſſels which they had ſent 
thither for this expedition, joyning their forces againſt the common enemy, 
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LY ready, they ſet fail for Afric : when they came within ſight of 7#njs, the =, 
City of Barbary, they ſee the Barbariansin battel array , whoſtroveto keep 
the Chriſtians from landin % but the Engliſh Archers made the Barbarians give 
way, ſo that our Army landed : the Barbarous king ſent ſome of his forces 
into the City , the reſtentrenched themſelves, who refuſed to fight, though 
often invited, ſome light skirmiſhes there were between us and the Namidian 
horſe; but when we could not draw the King to fight, though we burned and 
ruined all the houſes thereabout, at laſt we reſolve to lay a {trait fiege to the 
Town,which ſtoutly held out, notwithſtanding the King durſt not adventure 1, 
to relieve it ,, but kept himſelf cloſe in his Camp. The Commander of the 
Towne perceiving his own danger deſired a parly, which would not be 
granted, except he came out himſelt; this he would not yeeldto, fearing he 
might be kept asa priſoner z yet ſome Genuois who ſpoke the African tongue, 
are ſent to parly with the Town-governour , who wondred that the French 
and Frgliſh ſhould come to vex Afric which had never done them hurt; it was 
anſwered, that the hurt Afric had done to Genwa, and thelfles of Italy, was 
done to them, being all Chriſtians and of the ſame faith. Ar laſt they come to 
an accommodation, the King ſends to the Chriſtian Army.his Ambaſladours, 

— where it isagreed that the Africans ſhall not henceforth offer to moleſt any of 2; 

the Chriſtian Territories, that they ſhould ſet at liberty all Chriſtian priſoners, 
and pay ten thouſand Ducats; and ſothe Chriſtian Fleet returneth to Genus, 
and each man thenceto his own home. 

France is now quiet, but in Britazy begin new troubles : for the two ſons of 
John Montfort being ranſomed by the Conſtable of France a Britain, and the 
eldeſt of the two married to his daughter, gave occaſion to the Duke to 
ſuſpe& that the Conſtable aimed at the Dutchy for his ſon in law ; therefore 
one day invited the Conſtable to a feaſt , and after dinner pretending to ſhew 
him a new houſe that he had built, detained him there asa priſoner, at which 
the king was highly diſpleaſed ; the Duke excuſed himſelf, that he did this to 2 
be revenged oe afironts done him by the Conſtable,being a Britain born : 
this anſwer did not content the king but the Duke of Burgundy mediated for 
this Duke of Britany, who let the Conſtable go, after he had parted with a 
great ſumme for his ranſome], and divers of his lands. After this, Peter Craon 
the kings favourite, is baniſhed the Court, upon ſome diſcontent taken 
againſt him by the kings brother the Nuke of Orleans. Craon ſuſpeting the 
Conſtable, that this affront he received by his procuring, watched him one 
night as he came late from the kings lodgings, fell upon him, and ſo wounded 
him that he left him for dead, yet afterward recovered, The king was ſo 
enraged at this Craon , that he cauſed his goodly houſe at Paristo be pull'd 50 
down, and turned to a Church-yard; and ſuſpeting that the Duke of Bri- 
tany had animated Craon, he raiſeth an Army againſt himz the Duke ſent to 
excuſe and clear himſelf, but could not _ : therefore the 25. of 
July , in theextream heat of the year, he takes horſe and marcheth before 

is Army witha thin cap on his head; his Phyſitians and Peers diſſwade 
him from going in ſuch dangerous weather, but in vaine : he was ſcarce 
gone a mile from the City Mans, the Metropolis of Maine, when he was 
raken with ſuch a phrenſfie, that he killed two of thoſe that were next him, 
and hurt divers others, laying about him, till he fainted and fell from his 
horte, andis carried back to Mans, where he at laſt was cured, but not totally : $0 
the Duke of Britany with his wife and children, and chiefeſt goods, had taken 
ſhipping at St. Malo for England, byt underſtanding of this accident, returns 
home again. | 

About this time the people began to murmure againſt the Conſtable,that he 
could not have gathered together ſo much wealth as he had, without robbin 
them:wherefore he toſtop their mouths, reconciles himſelf to the —_ ſoa 
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p, 
former wrongs are orgoe and forgiven. The King being terurned to Par#, the a 
government of France by general aſſent of thePeers is conferred upon the kings 
uncles,though the D. of Orleans the Kings brother laboured nuts 1tzbut he 
was too young for that employment. Many Playes and Masks wete performed 
at Court to drive away the kings tnelancholy; ri one of the Masks ; the king 
with five others diſguiſed themſelves in the ſhape of Lrons, their linnen covers 
were pitched,that the threds which reſembled the hairs of wilde beaſts might 
ſtick the faſter; as theſe were dancing the round , and ſinging nuptial fongs in 
honour of a preat favourite lately married, the Duke of 0rl. ans ſtood fo near 
to with his torch , that a ſpark fell on the king which ſet all on fires every one 
running to ſave the king, left the others toi for themſelves, twoof which 
were butned preſently, and died with hortible sktitches, two others died: the 
next day : the fifth was ſaved by water and wine flung upon himzthe Dutcheſs 
of Berry inſtantly ſtayed the fire on the king by the Jong train of her gown 
awhich ſheflapt upon it; the Duke of Orleans excuſed himfelf, that what he 
did, was againſt his will : but this accident increaſed the kings diſcaſe, for 
whoſe recovery many vows and prayers are made to God. 
Clement the Antipope being dead, Ambaſladours are fent from the 
kings uncles to the Cardinals of Avenion , todeſire that no Pope.ſhould be 
20 Choſen till the (chiſme were firſt remedied ; they all ſwore, that if he at Roxre 
would lay down his Pontificat , he ſhould do the like at Avenion, that was tb 
be choſen : Pierre de la Lune a Caſtilian is choſen ,to whom qe kings uncles .re- 
pair, beſceching him to make a peace in the Church , and that he woufd fub- 
mit himſelf to a general Council ; he anſwered, that he would nor leave the 
helm of Chriſts ſhip, ſo long as he lived, and ſo the Princes returned without 
effecting any thing, which much diſcontented the king ; but the Pope, to 
pleaſe him, authorizeth him to raiſe a tenth from the Clergy , this made, him 
more odiousz whereupon command is given:;that no Bulls ſhall be received 
from him , and that no Clergy man ſhould acknowledge him, and withal an 
30 Army is ſent to beſiege him; whereupon he removes from Averion,and returns 
home to $pair, having the Euchariſt carried all the way before him; that none 
might hurt him. 
Great debate aroſe about the kingdome of Arragon, between divers Princes 
deſcended from king Peter by differentbran ches : Duke de 4njox laid claim to 
it in right of his wite Jobant, the daughter of John eldeſt fon toking Peters 
all parties were contented to ſubmit themſelves to the arbitration of ſome 
holy and learned men, theſe adjudged the kingdome to Ferdinand youngeſt 
ſon to the king of — and Leonar daughter to Peter king of Arragon, whoſe 
eldeſt ſon was dead, having left one ſon named John of Caſble The kings of 
England and France meet near Calis; where a match is concluded between the 
daughter of France, and the king, of Englands ſon. WG 
After the Chriſtians were d at Nicapolis by the Twrk,young Sigiſmmmnd 
king of Hungary, who had eſcaped, returned into his Country : he it was for 
whoſe cauſe king Charles of Naples was murthered by one Nicon at the. com- 
mand of the old Queen, both which were ſhortly after put to death by Charles 
his friends, This $:giſzund returning, found that in his abſence the people had 
been much wronged by theNobility,wherefore he cut off the heads of two and 
thirty of his chief Lords: ſome think this execution was done before the battel 
of Nicopolin;but he was ſo hated for this,and ſhghted for his overthrow at N, c2- 
50 Polis, that two of the chief Lords of Hungary conſpired againſt him,and took 
im priſoner,committing him.to the cuſtody of Nicons two ſons, hoping they. 
Would keep him ſure : then they (ent to Ladiſlawsking of Na les to accept of 
the Crown, but he remembring the diſaſter of his father Charles made no haſte 


thithers in the interim the widow of Nicon intreats her two ſons to ſet freethe 
king, leſt Lediſiazs obtaining the Crown might revenge his farhers death on 
them; ſo $igiſnmund is fer tree ; who inſtancly cuts off the heads of Er 
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two Lords who apprehended him. About this time Werceſlavs the Em- 
perour being depoſed, 3Kobert his fucceſlour made war with the Duke of 
Mil/an,: by whom he was defeated and driven back to Germany : two years 
after the Duke of Millan died. 

During the French kings indiſpoſition, there aroſe a great debate between 
the Dukes of Orleans and Bargundy about the government of France : ſhortl 
after, Philip le Hardy Duke of Burgundy died; but the feud between theſe 
two houſes grew hotter, ſo that Paris was much diſturbed with the two 
factions,which came to that height, that one night the Duke of Orleans as he 
went late from the Queens lodgings, was murthered 1n the ſtreets, by ſome ;,, 
that fled immediately into the Duke of Burgundies houſe; the Duke him- 
ſelf fled to Arras, and from thence into his own Country, where he found an 
Army ready, which he conducted againſt the Ligeois , who would not receive 


their Biſhop. 
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CHAP. XI. 


The Hiſtory of England, interwoven with ſome paſſages of France and Scot- 
land, from the year 1301. till 1350. 29 


makes a third expedition into Scotland, where he did nothing but be- 

ſiege Sterling three moneths , which in the end was ſurrendred upon 
compoſition; but the King kept not his promiſe : The Scots complain tothe 
Pope of King Edwards uſurpation over them, being hitherto a free Kingdomes 
the Pope writes to the King to forbear medling any way with Scotland, as be- 
longing to the Church : The King deſires his Holineſs not to trouble him- 
1clf in this matter, alleadging that Scot{and appertained to the Crown of Eng- 
land, Then being furniſhed with men and money, he makes a fourth journey 3? 
to Scotland, where he had fealty again ſworn to himz then returns home, and 
removes the Exchequer from York. Sr. Nicholas Segrave being accuſed by 
Sr. John Cromwel for treaſon , offers to juſtifie himſelf in a duel , which the 
King denied him 3 whereupon he leaves the Kings camp , and goeth beyond 
ſea to fight his enemy , for this he 1s adjudged guilty of death , but by the in- 
terceſſion of the Peers is pardoned : then the King makes inquiſttion for in- 
truders on other mens lands ( this writ was call — for batteries, 
raviſhers, murtherers, &c. He terrifies divers of the Nobility for their former 
inſolencies, and got great ſummes of them : He got the Pope to unty the Co-'* 
venants made between him and his ſubjets,after he had ſent him ſome golden 4? 
veſſels for his Chamber. But when he heard that Bruce was king of Scotland, 
he was ſtartled, and begins to comply again with his people : Pembrook, 
Clive and Percy are ſent with an Army to relieve his Wardens of Scotland; 
he follows after with another Army : three hundred ſons of Earls, Barons and 
Knights, aſſemble to wait upon the Prince in this expedition, all whom he 
girds with a Military belt, as the King did likewiſe the Prince, whom then 
he Knighted : then the King made a folemne vow to be revenged on Bruce 
for the death of Cumin. 

The thirticth penny of the Clergy and Laity, and the twentieth of all _ 
Merchants being granted, the King makes his laſt expedition jnto Scotland; 50 
before whoſe arrival , Bruce was defeated by the frauds and family of Cumin, 
aſſiſted by the Engliſh forces that were ſent before : Bruce eſcapes, his brother 
and ſome Lords are found out and executed; the wife of Kobert Brace is ſent 
priſoner to London : the Counteſs of Buchan is put into a wodden Cage, and 
hung out upon the walls of Barwick. The King calls a Parliament at Carliſc, 
in which he yeelds to the Pope the firſt fruits of all Churches within his 
Dominions, 


A Peace being made between France and England, _ Edward the firſt 
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 Dominions, and the Pope granted the King all the Tenths of thoſe Churches 4».Chrift, 


for two years. In the mean while-Kmg Bruce recovers new Ferces, affailes the 
Ear] of Pembroke, and defeats him; then three dayes after chaſes the Farle of 
Glouceſter into the Caſtle of Ayer,where he befiegerh him; bur the ſiege is raiſed 
by King Edwards forces, whoat laſt, having ſhed ſo much blood, dieth of a 
oody-flux, upon the fands of Scotland by Burrough, by which we may ſee, 
that the Kingdomes of this world are built upon ſandy foundations; he reign- 
ed four and thirty years ſeven monerths, his age was fry erghr : his fuccellor 


was Edward the fecond, on whom was conferred the Earldome of Cornwall,

Earldome young King Edward beſtowed on Pierce m—_ whom he recal- 
led from his banyhment, notwithſtanding his father had forbid him, being 
he had —_—_— his youth, and cauſed this young Princeto commit divers 
_ , for which Prince Edward had been a white impriſoned by his Fa- 
encr, 

King Edward the ſecond preſently upon his entring into his Government, 
diſpleaſed his people by recalling Gaveſtoxe, and beſtowing on him not onely 
Cornwel, but alfo the Biſhop of Cheſters goods, who had been his Fathers Treas» 
ſurer; him he arreſts, 7 ge and wes all his eſtate upon this Gave- 

d complained againſt the Princes riots to his Fa- 


ther; then makes anew Treaſurer, and removes all his Fathers Officers with- 
out conſent of his Conncel; he calls a Parliament at Northampton, in which a 
fifteenth of the a 9g 0g a twenticth of the Laity are granted him. After 
his fathers Funerals, he is married to 7/abel, Philip the Fair's Daughter; the 
Nuptials are performed at Bu/oign: with great ſolemnity ; in the ſecond year 
of his reign he is crowned, which was like to have been hindred by the Lord 
becauſe he ſuffered himſelf'to be totally ruled by Gaveſtone, who corrupt 
both him and his Court with all manner of exceſs and debauchery ; bur he 
promiſed the Lords, that he would perform their defires the next Parliamenr. 
Shortly after his Coronation, all the Knights-Templars in Englandare arreſted 
and impriſoned. Gaveſtone 1s proſecuted by the Lords, whom he {lights and 
nicknames. A Parliament is called, Magna Charts confirmed, ill Counſellors 
and ſtrangers are removed, the Kings power reſtrained, and Gaveſtone bani- 
ſhed into Ireland. Theſe Articles are ratified, and Excommunication denoun- 
ced againſt ſuch as ſhould contradict them, Y the Archbithop of Canterbury, 
lately recalled from his baniſhment 3 but the King ſhortly after calls home his 
minion Gaveſtone, whom he marrieth to his Neece, filter to Gilbert de Clare 
Earle of Glonceſter, and daughter to John de Acres, and beſtowes on him the 
Jewels of the Crown, which he ſold to ſtrangers, and conveyed away mucti 
treaſure, 
The Barons threaten the King with a war, unleſs he put away his minion; 


who therefore is baniſhed again, and threatned with death, if ever hereafter 


he be found within the Kingdome ;z he ſhelters himſelf a while in Flanders, 
but finding no fecurity there, nor elſewhere, returnes to the King, who joy- 
fully receives him the Lords upon this combine againſt him, an Army 1s 
raided, the King is beſought to defiver up Gaveſtonez, but he conveyes him to 
New-Cſile, where underſtanding of the Barons Army, they both remove by 
Sea to Scarborough Caſtle, where the King leaves him guarded, and goeth him- 
ſelf to Warwickſbirez, Scarborough is belieged, Gaveſtone 1s taken, whom the 
Lords ( notwithſtanding the King ſollicited for his life ) condemned him to 
the block, and beheaded. After this the Lords threaten the King, that unleſs 
he would ratifie the laſt Articles, they would force him : The Prelates, with 
the Earl of Glonceſter, and two Cardinals ſent from the Pope; labour ro recon- 
cilethe King and Lords; the Cardinals are checked for intermedling with 
buline(s concerned them not; yer the Lords yield to deliver upto the king 


the Treaſures and Jewels which they took from Gaveſtone, ſo that he would 
grafit 
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' An.Chirſti. grant their Petitions. About this time Queen 1/abel at Windſor is delivered of 
<GYYD- a fonnamed Edward; a Parliament ſhortly after is called, in which the King 
complaines againſt the Lords, and they againſt him 3 art laſt they are perſwa- 
ded to crave pardon of the king, which they obtained, and their Articles are 

confirmed, 

In this mean while king Bruce growes ſtrong in Scotland, which he had-al- 
moſt totally regained, and with an Army invades England; king Edward raj- 
ſeth an Army of one hundred thouſand againſt him : Neer Sterling upon 
the River Bannock, Bruce with thirty thouſand horſe and foot encoun- 
tred king Edward; the Scots had digged trenches which they pitched full of 
ſharp ſtakes, and covered them over with hurdles and turte, by which the En- 
gliſþ horſe were confounded, and their whole Army utterly defeated; here 
were killed divers Lords and Earls of Ergland,ſeven hundred knights,Efquires 
and Gentlemen, of common Souldiers ten thouſand,. many prime men taken 
priſoners, but the king :ſcaped back to Tork, who deſired to be revenged on 
the Scots, but could not; the Enghfþ borderers run all away, Jeaving their 
countrey to the mercy of the enemy. This war was accompanied with Fa- 
.mine, Dearth, and Peſtilence, ſo that a Parliament is called at Londox to abate 
the price of Vitals; the Dearth notwithſtanding laſted three years,by reaſon 
of exceſſive raines,and a murrain among the Cattel, both the King and Lords ,, 
were pinched in their diet. About this time the Earle of Laxcaſters wife is 
taken out of his houſe at Carford inDorſetſhireby a deformed Dwarff,claiming 
her for his wife, and by her the Earldomes of Lincoln and Salisbury; it's 
thought the King was an aQtor herein, for which the King was taxed, even by 
a woman diſguiſed on horſ{-back, who rode into Weſtminſter-Hall, when the 
king was at dinner there on J h:tſanday, and delivered him a Letter, wherein 
his evil courſes were reproved 3 ſhe confeſſed ſhe was hired fo to do by a 
knight, who likewiſe juſtified his fact. | 

Not only did Robert Bruce overthrow the king twice, and obtain the Crown 

of Scotland, but he ſends over his brother alſo with an Army into Ireland, a 3 
great part whereof he conquered, and made himſelf king,which he held three 
ears.K.Fdward it ſeems intended to have had the Earl of Lancaſter murthered 
bo the Scots, as appeared by a Letter ſent from him to the Scots k. which was 
intercepted, and the meſlenger executed. The Scots plunder as far as Tork: 
Hereupon a Parliament is called at Lodo, money and men are raiſed, but the 
Engliſh Army mutined and came. to nothing z Barwick is ſurrendred to the 
Scots; k.Edward beleaguers it ; but the Scots to raiſe the ſiege, enter with new 
Forces upon Frgland, and had almoſt ſurpriſed the Queen neer Tork; the Earl 
of Lancaſter withdrawes himſelf from the fiege of Barwick, becauſe the king 

promiſed the Towne to Hugh Spencer his minion 3 this Spencer with his fa- 40 
ther fo exaſperated the Lords, that they took up Armes againſt the king, and 
forced him to baniſh them both. Ten thouſand Ergliſþ are defeated again by 
the Scots, who killed 3000 of them; wherefore K. Edward concludes a Truce 
with them for two years, and returns with diſhonour home. The Queen is 
denied lodging in the Caſtle of Leeds, belonging to the Lord Badleſmoreas ſhe 
was going towards Canterbury, whereupon the King beliegeth and takes it, 
kangs up the Keeper, Badleſmores wite and children are ſent to the Tower,and 
all his eſtate ſeiſed on; then the king raiſeth an Army againſt the Barons , 
whereof divers ſubmitted themſelves to him, chiefly the two Roger Mor- 

timers; The Lords that held out are diſcomfited by the kings Forces; the 50 
Earl of Lancaſter with many other Lords are taken and executed. Preſently 
upon this the King marcheth with a my Army into Scotland, whence he 
was-forced for want to return without blowes; the Scots purſue him,and had 
almoſt taken him, as they did his treaſure with the Earl of Richmond ; ſo ha- 
ving waſted all as far as the walls of Tork, return richly laden into Scotland. 
Sir Andrew Harkley, who for taking Lancaſter priſoner at Borough-Brigs, Was 
made 
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made Earle of Carlile;, upon ſuſpition for combining with the Scots, is drawn, 
hanged, ant! quartered for treaſon, at London. 

And now the king and his Clergy fall aſfunder about the Biſhop of Hereford, 
whom he arreſted and accuſed of high-treaſon for aiding the rebellious Lords; 
he refuſed to anſwer without leave of the Arch-biſhopof Canterbury; his'fel- 
[7 «dum } whe took him from the Par, and delivered him to Canterbary ; 
afterward being taken and convented, the Bifhops with their Croſſes eretted 
took him away again froin the'place of judgement,and'excommunicarionde- 
nounced againſt thoſe that ſhould lay hands on him ; but the king finding 

xo him guilty, ſeiſerh on his eſtate. In this mean while the French king ſeifer 
on all the king of Erglands Territories there, for omitting to come over when 
he was ſummoned, to do his homage : The Spencers held it unſafe for hitn'to 
o_ in perſon, his kingdome being ſodiſtempered ; therefore the Queen; 
to the French k.is ſent, who negoriates ſo with her brother,that all quar- 
rels ſhould end, if king Fdward would give to his fon Edward the Dutchy of 
Aqnitane and Earldome of Poxther, and ſend him over to do homage, which 
was aſlented to; fo the Prince is ſent over with the Biſhop of Exeter, who pers 
ceiving ſhortly after his arrival ſome plors between the Queen, the Prince 
and Roger Mortimer lately eſcaped out of the Tower of Londox, acquaints the 
20 king therewith 3 he upon this ſends preſently for them; but they neglefting 
to come, are proclaimed enemies to the king, and order taken at'all the P; 
that they ſhall not be ſuffered toland ; The Queen, apon ſuſÞition that her 
brother would betray her to the Spencers, who had bribed his Counſeliors 
thereto, withdraws to the Earl of Henaxlt and Holand, whoſe daughter Philap 
ſhe contradts with her ſon the Prince ; by the Earls means ſhe 1s tranſported 
over into Ergland, lands at Harwich, with the Prince, the Earle'of Kevt the 
kings brother, Pembroke, Mortinrer, John the the Earl of Henaxtts brother, and 
2500 Flemingsz ſhe is received by divers of the diſconterited Lords, and by 
the Biſhops of Hereford and Lincoln. ir 
2» Theking upon this craved aide of London, but found none; Death is pros 
claimed to thoſe that aſſiſted the Queen all her adherents are commanded td 
be deſtroyed,except the Queen, Prince, and Earle of Kent ; a thouſand pounds 
proffered for Mortimers head. So leaving the City , he depdris towards the 
weſt, where he is ſlighted, without hope of any aide 3 the Queen marcheth 
with her increaſing Army to 0:xfordz the Biſhop of Hereford preached, and cons 
cluded from his Text, 2 King. 24: My head aketh, that the aking and fick head 
of a kingdom was to be taken off. The Queen proffers 2000 d for young 
Spencers head, and proclaims, that the Souldiers ſhould not take from the ſub- 
' Jje&any thing without ready money, otherwiſe to be puniſhed with the loſs 
40 of a finger, hand, or head, if the value of the thing taken came to three pence; 
' fix pence,ortwelve pence. The king m—_ P aide;and being perſecuted by 
the Queen, upon ſuſpition that he would haFe murthered her, ſecures old 
Hugh Spencer in the Caſtle of Briſtol, and commits himſelf to the Sea, lands in 
Wales, and is hid in the Abbey of Neth : the Qyeen is met at Glowreſter with 
aide from the North, then wins the Caſtle of m_ Hugh Spencer Eatle of 
Wincheſter, is taken, drawn, hanged in his Coat-Atmouir, headed and quar- 
tered; at Hereford ſhe proclaimes, that if the king would return and rule the 
State as he ſhould, he ſhould be reſtored toall again; but he came not; where- 
} forethe Prince is made Guardian of the kingdotne; hath fealty {wor to him 5 
| 50 anew Chancellor and Treaſurer are choſen. | | 
The king is at laſt found, and by Henry Earl of Lancaſter, brother to the late 
Thomas, is conveyed to the Caſtle of Kenelworth; the younget Spencer now 
Farle of Gloxceſter, is drawn and hanged on a Gallows fifty foot high, and had 
the like execution which his father had ; the Earl of Arzndel, with two Ba- 
rons, and others that adhered tothe king, were executed at Hereford; Baldock, 
the Chancellor, being a Prieſt, was pined to death in Newgate. The ———

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An.Chriſti force the Maior, who held for the king,to take their part; all priſoners are let

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out; the Tower is taken, and John Weſton the Conſtable put to death; the 
Biſhop of Exeter, the kings Treaſurer, is murthered : the Queen returning 
with the Prince to Londoy, call a Parliament, in which the King is depoſed,as 
unfit to govern, Prince Edward's elected ; Canterbury preacheth on this Text 
Vox populi vox Dei; the Queen ſeems diſcontented at this cleion ; the Prince 
to comfort her, ſwore he would not accept of the Crown without his fathers 
conſent 5 wherefore three Biſhops, two Earls, two Abbots, and four Barons 
three Knights of each Shire, and Burgeſles of every City and Borough are ſent 
to the impriſoned King to require the renunciation of his Crown, which he 16 
aſſented to, having excuſed his miſgovernment, and thanked them for ele&-' 7 
ing his ſon. After this he is removed to the Caſtle of Corff, where he was mur- 
thered by his Keepers, who through a horn, which they put in his fundament, 
pierced his guts with a burning ſpit, having reigned nineteen years 2nd about 
eight moneths : After his depoſing he was the Founder of 0r14l Colledge and 

S. Mary Hall in Oxford; he had two ſons,P. Edward, and John of Eli ham Farl of 
Cornwal, who died young in Scotland; his daughter Joan married to .David 
Prince of Scotland, and Elianor tothe Duke of Geld?rs : Some write that he 
was carried up and down from one Caſtle to another, that his friends might 
not find him, and all plots diſappointed, and that he was mutthered in Bark- 20 
ley Caſtles but I will not ſtrive about circumſtances, 

King Edward the third being but fourteen years old when he began his reign 
was thought unfit as yet to manage the kingdome;. therefore five Biſhops 
and ſeven Lords are choſen to govern the kingdome ; but the Queen and Ko- 
ger Lord Mortimer ruled all. The ſtrangers that came over with the Queen un- 
der the Earl of Henaults brother,are ſent to joyn with the Engliſh Army at Tork 
againſt Scotland, but a quarrel aroſe between the Engliſh and the ſtrangers, ſo 
that nothing was effected, and the Scots Army returned. The next year the 
Marriage with Philippa of Henault 1s ſolemnized, and a Parliament held at Nor- 
thampton,inwhich a diſkonourable peace 1s concluded with Scotland,and their x 
homagereleaſed ; Jane the Kings ſiſter is marred to David ſon to Robert Bruce 
Sr Roger Mortimer is made Earl of March,the Inſtrument or Charter of the Scots 
fealty is reſtored. : In the Parliament held ſhortly after at PR Fdmund 
Earl of Kent this young Kings Uncle, for intending to reſtore the King his bro- 
ther, is condemned ; he four hours on the Scaffold for want of an Exccu- 
tioner, at laſt one was found, 

The next year a Parliament is held at Nottingham, in which the Queen 
loſeth her great Joynture, being three parts of the kings Revenues, and is put 
toa penſion of a thouſand pounds per annum. Mortimer is accuſed for procu- 
ring the late kings death,for receiving a bribe of 20009 pounds from the Scots 40 
by which the Army eſcaped at Stazhop-Park 5 for making a diſhonourable 
peace with Scotland, for being too familiar with the Queen, and for the death 
of the kings Uncle ; for theſe he is condemned,drawn, and hanged at Tybwrne, 
where his body hung two dayes as a ſpectacle. After this, king Fd4ward being 
fummoned by Philip Valojs now k. of France, goeth over to do his homage fot 
the Dutchy of G#ienz by this he acknowledged the right of his Competitor 
for that kingdome, becauſe king Charles being dead without iflue mate, the 
Crown by the Salique Law fell to Philip Yalors the Coulin-german, and not 
to king Edward,;though neerer,and the Nephew of the ſaid king Charles, as we 
have already | —_— in the Hiſtory of France. King Edward then did his ho- 50 
mage,by preſenting himſelfin perſon in the great Church of Amienc,in a crim- 
fon Velvet Gown embroidered with Leopards, having his Crown on his 
head, a ſword by his fide, and golden ſpurs on his heels ; king Philip ſate in 
his Chair of eſtate in a violer-coloured Velvet Gown embroidered with gol- 
den Lillies, his Crown on his head, and Scepter in his hand, in the midſt of his 
Peers; king Edward by command of the Chamberlain of France puts off his 
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crown, {word and ſpurs , then kneeling on a crimfon velvet cuſhion before 


king Ph1l;p, promiſeth to be loyal as Duke of Guyen and Peer of France,to King 
Philips the Chamberlain pronouncing the words of homage before, and put- 
ing his hands togerher between the French kings hands z then king Edward 
riſeth,and kifſcth the French king(as the Lord of the Fee)in the mouth. 

After this, k Edward returns to Englaxd, and aids Edward Baliol fon to Jobs, 
who 32 years before had uſurped the ctown, and was depoſed. This Edward 
Baliol, whilſt the young k.David Bruce was in France, got himſelfto be crown= 
cd king at Scone, having firſt defeated the Bruceans, by the help of thoſe Scots 


10 that were for Balzol; yet this new King is driven out of Scotland by the Bru- 


ceans. King Edward comes with a great Army , and after three moneths ſiege 
takes Berwick, and defeats the Scots army at Halidown-bill, who came to raiſe 
the ſiege z here were flain 7 Earls, goo Knights and Baronets, 4co Eſquires, 
and 32000 common ſouldiers, (the Scotiſh writers mention but 14c092.) The 
Lord Seaton, who was governour of Berwick, conditions with king Edward, 
that if reſcue came not b ſuch a day, he would render him up the Town, in 
aſſurance of which he delivers him two of his ſons; but when king Edward 
ſaw the Scots forces come before the day , he ſummons Seaton to render the 
Town preſently, or elſe he ſhould ſee his rwo ſons executed : The Lord being 


20 doubtful what to doe, is encouraged by his wite rather to loſe their two ſons, 


then his faith to his Prince, charity to his Country, and dignity of his Family. 
And ſo the two young Gentlemen were hanged. 

K. Baliol being ſetled in Scotland, at Newcaſtle doth homage to the king of 
Fugland, for which the Nobility of Scotland are Shes and threaten to 
drive him out : So that k.EaFard was forced to raiſe vaſt ſums of mony upon 
the Englith to maintain the Scotiſh war,and three years together goeth thither 
in perſon with new Armies , A —_— to ſubdue Scotland before he at- 
tempted France. A Parliament is held at Lo#dox, wherein the Flemings are 
invited hither ro make their Cloth, becauſe no Wooll was to be tranſported 
beyond ſeas; this was to draw the Flemings to fide with him againſt the 


French : It was alſo enafted, that none ſhould wear other then Engliſh cloth, 
except the King, Queen,and their children : Tenths, Fifteenths, the Churches 
treaſure for the Holy war, Subſidies of wools, and the goods of Lombards, Clu- 


neaques, and Ciſtercians, are given to the king towards this expedition into 


Frances the Emperour and divers German Princes fide with him. Then the 
King with his Queen and Children go over to Flanders, thence enter France 
the two Armies look upon each other, nothing was acted, only a Hare ſtarted 
before the head of the French army,which occalioned a new knighthood,call'd 


knights of the Hare: other particulars we have mentioned in the French ſtory; 

K.Edward after a years abſence returns into Exgland, leaving the Queen in 
Brabant : Helands about midnight at the Torver,which he found unguarded. 
He calls a Parliament,and receives great ſubſidies of Clergy & Laity, and harh 
loans of many wealthy men:For his mighty ſubfidies,divers pardons are grant- 


ed, and the great Charter confirmed. The Engliſh are worſted at Liſe, but the 
French fleet is beat at ſea. Toxrnay is beſieged by the Engliſh;A challenge is ſent 
by k.Edward to k.Philip,but rejefted. After Tournay is befieged 3 months, by the 
mediation of Philippa's mother (a Nun) truce is concluded tor one year, So Q. 
Philippa after 3 years abſence returns to England with the king : ſhe had twa 
ſons 1n Flanders ;, Lionel D.of Clarence, and John(born at Gannt )D.of Lajcaſter. 
50 The king complains that he was forced to raiſe the _— from Tournay, for 


want of mony, for which he accuſeth Joh Stratford Archbiſhop of Canterburyz 


he by his letters (for he durſt not come to the king in perſon) cleares himſelf, - 
and accuſeth the king of ryrannie and oppreſſion, chictly of the Clergy, divers 


of whom he had impriſon'd:the king is forc'd ro collogue with his Parliament 
tor more ſupplies of monies,$:confirms divers grants,which when his turn was 


ſerved, he reyoked. Shortly afterthis, Joh of Montfort being in —— 
M m wit 
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An.Chriſti, with Charles de Blois about the Dutchy of Britany, craves aid of king Edward, 
WY as we have ſhewed before. Many bickerings there were berween the French 
and Engliſh in Briteny, till a Truce of three years was conluded. 

K. Edward after this drives k.David out of Scotland into the I{lands. William 
MontacuteEarl of Salisbury conquers the Hle of Mar,whom k.Fdward (tiled king 
thereof. A Society ofthe knights of the Round-table,in imitation of k. Arthur 
is deſigned, and.a chamber of 200 foot round erected at Wixdſor tor the fame: 
then began the Order of the Garter at Windſor, occalioned Dy the garter of the 
Counteſs of Saljsbury, taken up by the king in dancing with her, the number 
of the knights are 26 beſides the king; theſe helda yearly feaſt at Windſor, 15 
where the ſame kingEdward founded a Church,and gave to certain Prieſts and 
Prebends large ſtipends to ſerve there; he ordain'd alſo 13 aged decayed Gen« 
tlemen to be there maintained,to pray for the proſperity of the Knights. 

In a Parliament at Feſtminſter complaint is made againſt the collation of 
Benefices on ſtrangers, therefore a Letter is ſent to Pope Clement the 6. from 
the Lordsand Commons, ſeconded by the Kings Letters, by Sir John Shordich 
a civil Lawyer, defiring the Pope to recall all fuch collations and reſervations; 
all Patrons alfoare prohibited togrant ſuch collations under pain of impriſon- 
ment or death ; in this Parliament Archbiſhop $iratford upon ſubmiſſion is re- 
conciled to the King, and P.Edwardabout the age of 13.is cxeated P.of Wales, a ,, 
tenth is granted by the Clergy, and a fifteenth by the Laity, then general muſt- 
ers are taken through the whole kingdom; then k. Edward goeth over to Flan- 
ders, James Artewle is imployed by him to induce the Flemrings to revolt from 
their Earl, but he had his brains beaten out at Gaunt for his labour, and ſothe 
kings delign failed him. And now the wars break out again between France 
and England; K. Fdward left the Lords Piercy and Nevil Wardens of England, 
and takes with him the young Prince being aged 18 10% and an Army of 
4000 men at Armes, 10000 Archers,beſides Welſh and Iriſh ; he lands in Nor- 
mandy, and divides his men into three battails, one to march on his left hand 


alon == ſea-coaſt, the other on the right conducted by the two Marſhals,and x 


himſelf in the midſt with the main Army; the Earl of Huntington is Admiral 
of the Fleet, he firſt ſacks Caranton and burns it, having found the heads of Ba- 
con, Piercy, and others there maſlacred by K.Philip, then he takes Lo, Cain, and 
other Towns,then he goeth over the river Sore and defeats the French which 
were ſent to hinder his paſlage, being 1000 French horſe and 6coo foot z the 
Engliſh Army conſiſts of 30000. the Prince hath the Vantguard,whereig were 
8co men at Armes,2000 Archers and 1coo other; the fecond battel was com- 
mitted to the Earls of Arimdel and Northampton, the Lords Roſſe, Willoughby, 
S. Alban, Multon,and others, wherein were foo men at Armes,and 2000 Arch- 
ers.the third battail was led by the K. having 7co men at Armes and 2co0 Ar- 41 
chersz the French Army confitted of 60000, wherof there were above 3000 Ba- 
rons, Knights and Gentlemen, beſides 1000 more of the Earle of Savoys, the 
Vantguard he commits to his brother Cornt de Alanſon, the Rear to the Earle 
of $4009, the main battel he leads himſelf; Alanſor contrary to the k. of Bobe- 
ztia's advice would not ſuffer the Genoves Infantry (which conſiſted of 1500 
Croſs-Bows) ſhould make the firſt front, therefore by changing the ſeat of the 
Army he cauſed diſorder and diſcontent, befides a ſudden rain fell which dil- 
ſolved their ſtrimgs, and made their Bowes uſeleſs. 

King Fdward from a Windmill-hill perceiving the enemy diſordered, ſends 
to charge the Genoves, who preſently recoil; Alanſon with Savoy, Lorain, and 50 
the Delphia de Vienois, through the Genoves ruſh turioufly upon the Eng/:/ 
battel where thePrince waszthe French king ſeeing his brother like to be wor- 
fied by the Engliſh, makes up to diſ-ingage him 3 the fight grew hot and 
doubtful; King Edward is ſent for to come up with his aide, but refuſed, when 
he knew the Prince was alive,for he delired thar the honour of the day ſhould 


be his; theFrench Kings horſe being (lain, and he convey'd out of the held, 
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\ thereſt were diſheartned, and fo the F nelijh got the day, 3ccc> were f]aj 
which were 15co0 Earles, Batons, and Gentlemen other particulars we have 
touched in the French _y : the next morning King Edward ſerit out thiee 


hundred Lances, and two thouſand Archers, to diſcover what was become of 


the enemy, who found ſome Troops comming tothe Army, being ignorar 
of what had hapned; theſe are alfo defined The Enely þ F = I — 
aide Mont fort againſt Charles de Blois,prevailed;and took Charles priſoner with 
ſome Lords and Knights. That year alſo King David of Scotland is over- 
thrown by the Queen of Exgland and her forces; fifteen thouſand Scots were 
flain, the Earles of Fife, Menteth, Murrey, Sutherland, with the Lord Douglaſs 

the Arch-biſhop of Saint Andrews, and others are taken priſoners. Henry of 
Lancaſter with an Army of fix thouſand pillageth the countrey of PoiFor. 
King Edward beſiegeth Calice. The French King having puniſhed his Trea- 
ſurers and Collectors, raiſeth a great ſum of money, and with it an Army, but 

could not raiſe the itege from Calice, and ſo breaks up his Army and returnes 

to Paris 3 two Cardinals are ſent-to make peace, but could not : Calice is furs 

rendred, which continued with the £xg//btwo hundred and ten years after ; 
ſo a Truce being made for ſume moneths, King Edward returnes triamphing 

home. 

Theſe wars were accompanied with great plagues and famine, ſo that in a 
ſhort time half of the people died. King Fdward goeth over again to Calice, 
underſtanding it was like to be betrayed by the Governour for 200co crowns, 
Monſieur de Charney ſent the money before, and he comes after with ſome 
Forces, the money 1s received, and the King goeth out with his Forces to 
meet him; a ſharpencounter there was, the King was diſguiſed, and twice 
beaten down by one Ribowmont, whom afterward he took priſoner, and for his 
valour rewarded, and fer him free without ranſome. After this the King got 
the Caſtle of Gui/nesneer Calice tor a ſum of money , and ſhortly after the 


French King died. 
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CHAP. XIL 
A proſecution of the Engliſh ſtory from the year 1350. till 1399. 


He Spaniards had taken ſome F#gl;fþ Ships laden with wines in the Ri- 

ver Garonne, wherefore King Edward ſeiſed on ſome Spaziſh Ships laden 

wirh cloath, as they were pzfling from -laxders. The Monies here are 
abated in weight, and yet paſs according to the formet value; which cauſed 
40 much murmuring among the people.

A Patliament is held at Weſtmrinſter, ih which 
Weares, Mills, and other ſtoppages of Rivers hindting boats, are commanded 
to be be Jews all common Whores are mjoyfied to wear hoods ſtriped with 
divers colours, and the wrong ſides of their garments outward. Heriry Lord 
Derby is made Duke of Lunch er; Charles de Blois is (et free to procure his ran- 
ſome of 40000 Florens. The Pope Iabonrsto make peace between the two 
Kings, but could not, becauſe the French king wonld not part with the Ho- 
50 mage due for the Dutchy of Aquitain. The Prince of Wales fets forth with 
300 fail for Gaſcoign,with 1000 men at Arms,2000 Atchers,befides the Welch 
foot. Three moneths after K. Edward pafles ovef to Calice with another Army, 
Where he was met with 1000 German&Flemifh Mercinaries,his Army conſiſted 
of 3000 men at Arms; 2000 horſe-Archers beſides the foot 5 Londor tent 300 
men at Armes and 5co Archers: but this Army retumed without cftecting any 


thing, for the French king would not fight. 
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An.Chriſti. After this, King Fdward is invited over into France by the King of Navar, 
WY whom the French king had impriſoned, as we have ſhewed ; for this expedi- 
tion fifty ſhillings is granted to the king upon every ſack of Wool for ix 

years : but before he goeth to France, he marcheth with an Army to recover 

Berwick, which had been taken by the Scots whilſt he was laſt at Calzs;, he re- 

gains the Town, and Baliol reſigns his ſhare of Scotland to him : In the interim 

Prince Edward waſteth much of the French Territories, fo that the French 

king is forced to raiſe another Army, which encounters with the Engliſh near 

Poytiers, and is overthrown by them 3 the particulars we have ſet down in the 

French ſtory : the French king is brought over to England, and lodged in the 

Savoy : King David of Scotland is ranſomed : Paris rebels againſt the Dolphin, 

Lenfch him to releaſe the king of Navarz the Provoſt affaults the Dolphins 

houſe with three thouſand Artificers; he ruſheth into his chamber, and ſlew 

two Marſhals of France, and withall takes and puts on the Dolphins hat 

edged with gold on his own head, and ſets his own party-coltoured hat on the 

Dolphins head, and fo he goeth out, cauſing the two dead bodies to be trailed 

along the ſtreets for the people to gaze on : then he writes to the other 

Cities of France to joyn with him, and to take his livery as the Dolphin had 

done; but they refuſed : the Dolphin in the mean while eſcapes from Paris, 


raiſeth an Army, and quels the Parifans, Theſe troubles hindred the Kings 2; 


ranſome. 

King Edward having kept the French king four years/prifoner,, and finding 
that there was no haſte to ranſome him, and that he would not yeeld to do 
homage for the kingdome of France, reſolves totake poſſeffion by the ſwords 
Don he paſerh, over to Calis with a Fleet of eleven hundred fail 5 he di- 
vides his Army into three battalies, one he commits to the Prince, .another to 
the Duke of Lancaſter, the third he leads himfelf; he marcheth to Paris, and 
took divers T owns by the way ; the Dutchie of Burgoyne xedeems it ſelf from 
ſpoil for two hundred thouſand florins of gold : the Dolphin was now at 


Paris which he had maſtered , king Edward could not get him to fight, where- 3 


fore he returns to Britany , where having” refrefhed and increafed his Army 
returns to Paris,which he found ſo well fortified by the Dolphin that he could 
do no good on it : at laſt,being terrified with thunder,vows to make his peace 
I361. with France, which was done, and king Johx ranſomed : king Edward calls 
a Parliament, in which the accord is ratified by the Eſtates, The Priors aliens 
have their land reftored, which were held from them during theſe wars. Ane- 
ther great plague followed , in which with many other Noble-men, diedthe 
D.of Lancaſter a good Patriot,whoſe daughter and heir was married to. John of 
Gaunt, who therebyis made D.of Lancaſter : the Prince marries the Counteſs of 
Kent,daughter to Edmund brother to Ed. 2. Aquitain is beſtowed on the Prince, 45 
who with his wife and Court goeth over to live there ; his ſon Lionel Earl of 
Ulſter is ſent into. Ireland with fifteen hundred men, and is made Duke of 
Clarence; king Edward keeps the day of hisbirth,and fiftieth year of his age,as 
a Jubile,and pardons divers oftenceshe cauſeth the Cqg1mon- pleas which be- 
fore were in French to be turned into Engliſh; he makes many good Laws 
againſt gluttony , drunkenneſs, exceſs of apparrel; he makes Clergy-men 
his chief officers, becauſe he relied upon their Bodicy. 
He was viſited ſhortly after by pow the French king, who dicd here, as like- 
wiſe by the king of Scots and the king, of Cyprus. Prince Edward after his go- 


ing over to Burdeaux, afliſted Peter of Caſtile againſt his brother Hexry, whom 50 


the French aided ; he beat the French, eſtabliſhed Peter in his Throne, and re- 
turned victorious to Burdeauxs, but not long after Peter is overthrown and 
killed by his brother, ſothe Prince is deceived of the great rewards promiſed 
by Peter; hence the ſouldiers murmure for want of their pay, to pacific whom 
the Prince is forced to raiſe taxes on the Country of 4quitainz complaint 1s 


 madeto Charles the fifth the French king, who ſuinmens the Prince to appear 
betore 
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before him at Paris, contrary to the Articles of agreement between the two 4r.Chriſt?. 
Kings, the Prince refufeth trocome, hereupon moſt of his Country revolt to w WO 


? the French, ſothat what king Edward with much blood and treaſure had been 

4 petting in two years,is loſt in one. After this,the French king ſends a Navy to 

trouble the coaſt of Emgland : king Fdwerd ſends John of Gaunt with an Army 

unto Calis, which marched without any great oppoſition to Eurdeaux to the 

Prince his brother, waſting the Country as he went : another Engliſh Army is 

ſent unto St. Omers under Sir Robert Knowles , depopulating all in his way till 

he came to Paris; hetook ſome Towns in the Earldome of Anjox,, which 

I© again revolted to the French upon a defeat given to the Engliſ by king 
Charles, 

King Edward upon this diforder, calls a Parliament, in which the Tem 
rality grants him a Subſidie of fifteen thouſand pounds, bur refuſed by the 
Clergy , wherefore the king in anger removes them from their places of truſt 
and profit : the Prince being ſickly returns home to England,with his wife and 
fon Kichard, born at Burdeaux, and refigns the Dutchy of Aquitaiz to his 
father; the Duke of Lancaſter being left behinde, and having buried his wife 
two years before in the _ ſickneſs, in which alſo Queen Philippa died, he 
marrieth Conſtance, eldeſt daughter to Peter King of Caftile, by whom 

20 hee had the empty Title of King of Caſtile and Leon, but their daughter 
Katherine afterward. became Queen of Caftile and Leon, being married 
to Henry 3. who was in poflefiion : her pom were kings of Spain. 
Fanmnd Earl of Cambridge married 1Jabel king Peters youngeſt daughter 3 
Lionel Duke of Clarence marrieth the Duke of Allan; daughter, and thortly 
after died : the other two returned to Freland with their wives. Aochel is be- 
fieged by fea and land; the Earl of Pembrook is ſent with forty ſhips well 
manned and monied, but he is defeated there by the Spaniſh Armado, and 
taken priſoner; King Fdwaerd fent forth an Army to recover theſe lofles, but 
was beat back by contrary wmdsz nine hundred thouſand marks ſpent in this 

30 expedition. Shortly after this the Duke of Lancaſter loſt his Army among the 
mountains of France, before he came to Burdeanx : the next year he returns, 
— effefted nothing , bur lot all the Towns of Gaſcoigne, except Burdeaux 
and Bayon. 

King Edward being ſupplied with a new Subſidie, defires to end rhe quarrel 
with France by Treaty; two years are ſpent about this at Fruges, but nothing 
done; for the French demand Calis , and great ſums of money , which could 
not be granted : In the mean time the Staple is removed from Cal:s , becauſe 
of the danger of Merchants goods. Another Parliament is called at /#eſt. 
minſter; the King calls for money , the people for redreſs of abuſes in his offi- 

40 cers, and that the Duke of Lancaſter, Lord Latimer the Chamberlain, Al:ce 
Pierce the Kings Concubine, and ſome others might be removed from Courts 
to which the King aſſented. Another Jubilee 1s kept im this Parliament, being 
the fiftierh year of the Kingsreign 3 another general pardon is granted, onely 
William Wicham Biſhop of Wincheſter is excepted by procurement of the 
Dake of Lancaſter 5 but this Jubilee 18 turned to ſorrow by the death of 
the Prince, upon which the excluded parties return to Court, the Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons la Mare is committed to perpetual impriſonment 
at Nottingham at the ſuit of Alice Fierce, who now took upon her tofit and 
intermedle m the Courts of Juſtices the Duke of Lancaſter now manageth 

$0 ll : but to prevent miſchief, Richard of Burdeaux im Parliament is created 
Farle of Cheſter and Cornwall, and then Prince of Wales, leſt John of Lancaſter 
ſhould fapplant him ; the Earl of March 1s commanded by Lan caſter over to 
guard Calis, which he refuſeth, therefore h1s Office of Marſhal is given ro Sir 
Henry Piercy. Prince Richard is fet m the Kings feat in Parliament by Ler- 
caſter, who demands of rhe people more Subſidies ; which is denied till /z 


Mare the Speaker be cnlarged : then the Duke . demands aid _ the 
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An.Chriſti, Biſhops, that is alſo refuſed till the Biſhop of #incheſter be reſtored, 
WYTDYY Artthis time Joby Wickliffe, _ deprived juſtly of his Rencfice in Oxford 
by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, did begin to inveigh againſt the pride and 
wealth of the Clergy and Monks, which hath at moſt times been a pleaſant 
doftrine to covetous mindes; he got preſently ſtore of: diſciples , # ome 
called Lo//ards , profeſiing poverty , going bare-footed , ms meanly appa- 
relled; he taught, that in times of neceſſity Lay-men might ſeiſe on the 
Churches and Monks revenues. Theſe opinions he preached boldly , being 
ſupported by Lancaſter and Piercy; wherefore he is cited to anſwer in Pals be- 
fore the Biſhops : at the day appointed he is accompanied by Lancaſter and the 1; 
Lord Marſhal,who animated bean againſt the Biſhops; ſome harſh language fell 
out between the Biſhop of Londox &Piercy,becauſe he commanded #i«kliffe to 
fit down before his Ordinary; Lancaſter took the Marſhals part, who threatned 
to pull down the pride of the Biſhops, and to pull Loxdox out of the Church 
by the hair of his head; this ſo exaſperated the Londoners, that they vowed 
rather to loſe their lives, then ſuffer their Biſhop to be thus uſed; the more in- 
cenſed they were againſt the Duke, becauſe he threatned totake away the 
Maior of Lodons power. The next morning the Citizens aſſemble, and be- 
ing animated by the Lord Fitzwater ( whom at firſt they ſuſpected to be their 
enemy) take Arms, aflail the Marſhals Inne, broke open the gates, and ſet a 29 
priſoner at liberty, but found not the Marſhal, who with the Duke dined that 
day at the Savoy, which by the multitude is aflailed z the Duke and Piercy 
eſcape by a boat, and complain to the Princeſs, who then was at Hermnington 
near Lambeth, with the young Prince : a Prieſt for ſpeaking againſt Peter la 
Mare was wounded to death ; the people thipking he had been the Marſhal 
diſguiſed ; the Biſhop of London was fain to go himſelf and appeaſe the 
ople, who upon his exhortation, and being the time of Lent , forbare to 
aſſault rhe Dukes houſe, whoſe arms with the Marſhals they hung up reverſed 
in ſign of treaſon : they alſo were perſwaded by the Princeſs to make their 
peace with the Duke, which they aflented to, if he would have permitted the 33 
Biſhop of Wrncheſter, and {: Mare to come to their anſwer. They ſent alſoto 
the ſick King, exculing this tumult, and that it was raiſed upon information 
that the Londoners ſhould loſe their liberties, which the King aſſures them was 
never in his thoughts, but rather to enlarge them, 

The Parliament conſidering the Kings wants, grants him a Subſidie, which 
was to be commitred to certain Earls and Barons to ſee it iflued z every one 
above the age of 14. years was to pay four pence, only Almeſmen excepted; 
cvery beneficed Parſon was to pay 12. pence, and other religious perſons four 
pence the head. The Maior and Alderinen are brought to the King at Sheye, 
and commanded to crave pardon of the Duke for their offences; they again 40 
excuſe their innocency, and promiſe to bring in the malefafrors who 
ſhould make ſatisfaction, but for all this they were put out of their places, 
and others put in their room : in the interim, the Kings Concubine 
and other his attendants, perceiving him dying, ſnatcht what they could, 
even the rings from his fingers, and pack away, leaving him alone with 
a poor Prieſt, who willed him to ask mercy for his offences, and to remember 
Is Savicur, which he did, and ſo died at Sheze near Richmond the (ixty fourth 
yearof his age, having reigned fifty years and four months. He Cunded 
Faſt-minſteran Abbey near the Tower, a Nunnery at Detford, Kings-hall in 
Cantbridge, an Hoſpital ar Calice, St. Stevens Chappel at Weſtminſter, with the 59 
endowment of three hundred pound per annum tothat Church, beſides his 
augmenting of Windſor Chappel, with proviſion for the Church-men and 
por Knights; He enlarged alſo Windſor Caſtle, and that of @xecnborough, with 
the Fortifhcations of Calice:his wife built Queens Colledge in 0xford,who bare

Kichard 2. (on tothe black Prince fucceeded, being eleven years old. In the 
firſt year of his reign, King Charles of France alliſted by the Spaniard, ranfackt 
and burned Ulymonth, Dartmouth, Portſmonth, Rye, and other Maritine Towns; 
but they were driven to their ſhips by the Earls of Cambridee, Buckingham and 
Saliebury. Alexander Rampey in the night with forty other Scots, ſcaled the 


10 walls of Berwick Caſtle, and took it, intending alſoto ſurpriſe the Town, but 


were prevented by the Towneſmen , who hewed away the ſtayes of Draw- 
bridge, which fell into the ditch, and ſothe Scots were impriſoned; the Fetiſh

houfes, and force the Gentry either to flye or joyn with themz they beheaded 
S* John Cavendiſh chiet Juſtice of the Kings-bench, and Johr of Cambridge 


zo thePrior:cauſing theCovent to ſurrender up theirCharters granted tothem by 


Canutus their Founder. They require of the king being then in the Tower, to 
come and ſpeak with them, who went as far as Graveſend with his chief 
Lords;but fearing the unrulineſs of that mad rout', ventured no further , but 
returned to the Tower : the next day they cameto London, andif the gates 
had not been opened tothem, they threatned to burn Sythwark , ſo they are 
let in, feaſted, and rich gifts preſented to them to pacikie their fury ; they 
rifled and burned the Savoy, bob of Gannts houſe, killed all his officers, 
robbed the Innes of Court, burned their Law-books, and facrilegiouſly rifled 
the Churches; they robbed all ſtrangers about Loxdox, and open all the pri- 


40 ſons. Wat Tyler cauſed the head of his old Maſtet, a grave Citizen,to be ſtruck 


off, for ſome correCtion he received of him for his offences when he ſerved 
him, his head was born before Wat upon a Lance : they to be fixty 
thouſand in number, and affrighted the king, as they lay at ES. Katherines near 
the Tower. 
Thenext morning the king goeth toMile-end Green to ſpeak with theRebelsz 
in the interun # at Tylar enters the Tower with forty more , robs the kings 
mother and broke her head , and beheaded Simz0r Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
becauſe upon the beginning of this commotion he had impriſoned John Wall. 
Art Mile-end Green they defire the King, that they and their poſterity might be 
made Free-men, which the king granted, and gave them his Banners for their 
ſafe condutt, and withall pardons them; this promiſe the king performs by in- 
ſtraments in writing; but Wat Tyler,with twenty thouſand,refolves firſt to ran- 
ſack and burn Loxdor, and fo they come to Smithfield, the king repairs thither 
promiling them pardon and liberty s Tyler demands the kings ſword from the 
Eſquirethat bare it 3 the Eſquire told him, that the kings ſword ſhould not be 


given toa knave; whereupon Tyler {wore to have his head off before he did 
cat 
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eat and drink : John Hadley Maior of London then with the King, drew his 
{word and cut Tyler in the head, and felled him to the ground 3 upon this, the 
reſt reſolve to be revenged for thetr Captains death : the Londoners to ſave 
themſelves and the King, ſent him an Army of eight thouſand men; before 
they gave the charge, the King deſires the Rebels toijubmit, or elfeto re- 
deliver his Banners, pardons and manumiſhions, which being in ſcorn redelji- 
vered, the king in their view cauſed them to be cancelled and torn , which ſo 
diſcouraged the rout, that they ran all away, the chief of which were by their 
companions delivered to juſtice afterward , who with fifteen hundred more 
were put to cruel deaths. 

Afﬀeer this, the king married Anne ſiſter to Wenceſlaws the Emperour ; then 
calls a Parliament, in which his two uncles, Edna of Langley is made Duke 
of York, and Thomas of Woodſtock Duke of Gloceſter ; Henry of Bullingbrook 
ſon to John of Gaunt, is made Earl of Derby; Edward Plantagenet ſon to Ed- 
mund of Langley, is created Earl of Rutland, At this time the king was miſled 
by his favourites, De [a Pos the Chancellour, whom he made Duke of Suffolk, 
and De Vere Earl of Oxford, and Marqueſs of Dublin, whom he would have 
made Duke of Ireland, if his Lords had conſented thereunto : he cauſed his 
couſin Sir Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, ſon to the daughter of Lioxel Duke 
of Clarence, to be proclaimed heir apparent to the Crown, but he was after- 2 
ward ſlain in Ireland by the Rebels. The king now {lights his Nobility and 
their counſc], and intended to {urp1iſe the Duke of Gloceſter, with the Earls of 
Warwick and Arundel at a banquet, but was prevented by the Maior of London; 
and afterward in Parliament, they were ſo ſtrongly guarded,that he could not 
ſeiſe on them : De la Pool demands four fifteens tor the king, which is denied 
by the Parliament, who declare, that as the king once a year may call a Parlia- 
ment, ſo the Members thereof may break up and depart, if the king abſent 
himſelf for forty dayes together; they demand alſo [a Poolto priſon for his 
wicked counſels, and require an account of the kings revenues how they 
were waſted; the king requires fifty of their choiſeſt men to be ſent him to x 
conſult with, which is refuſed, ſhewing that publike affairs muſt be handled 
publikely in Parliament : the kingat this was ſo incenſed, that he ſwore he 
would rather ſubject himſelf to France then to his own ſubjects; the two 
Lords which were ſent to him, namely , the Duke of Gloceſter, and Thomas 
Arundel Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ſo qualified the king, that he returns to his 
Parliament , and then was, De 1a Pool condemned, fined and impriſoned for 
couſening the King , to whom all his lands are given, and twenty thouſand 
marks beſides, his Chancellorſhip taken from him, and beſtowed upon Can- 
terbury; thirteen Commiſſioners are appointed to examine the Kings officers 
concerning their behaviour, this the King ſwears to allow: all that ſhould per- 4 
ſwade the King to the contrary, ſhould be executed as Traitors : ſoa Sublidic 
of one half fifteen is granted. | 

The Parliament being ended, La Pool, and De Vere Duke of Ireland, with di- 
vers others are releaſed by the King; and at Notingham the Kings uncle Thomas 
of Woodſtock, and Thomas Arundel Archbiſhop, are pronounced by the kings 
Jucges guilty of High-treaſon : the Nobility petition the king that he would 
ratiftie his former oath , and thruſt his evil Counſellours from him , which he 
refuſed todo : hereupon the Lords raiſea ſtrong Army, which theſe evil 
Counſcllours perceiving, perſwade the king to ſurrender Calice to the French, 
whereby he ſhall reconcile himſelf to France, and ſhall maſter his Lords, who g 
otherwaics will maſter him; but the king would not hearken unto this coun- 
ſe], yet endeavours to curb his Lords, by commanding the Major of London 
to raiſe him a ſpeedy Army of fifty thouſand men z; but the wiſer Londo- 
ners would not yeeld that th ſhould rake Arms againſt the kings faithful 
Lords, who adviſed him tonothing but what tended to his and his kingdomes 


happineſs : hereupon the king relents, and ſends to his Lords, ay" 
them 
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them that he would call a Parliament, in which his favourites ſhould be 4».Chriſti 
brought to anſwer to their accuſers, and to be puniſhed, if guilty : upon this 54 
the Lords disband their Army, which the King perceiving, cauſed Robert de * 3* ©* 
Pere to raiſe five thouſand men for his own . oa this made the Barons 
jealous, therefore they renew their ſtrength , and ſo encompaſled the Duke, 
that he was forced to ſwim his horſe over the Thames, and fo eſcaped into 
France, where five years after he was ſlain by a wilde Boar in hunting, whoſe 
dead body was by the kings command embalmed and brought over, his Fu- 
nerals were ſolemnized with all magnificence fit for a Prince. The Lords cxe- 
x0 cuted ſome of his chief ſervants, and diſperſed the reſt of his guard, when he 
was gone over the Thames; then they condudted their Army to Lon:/on, where 
they were bountifully entertained. Shortly after the Lords are admitted to 
confer with the King, a Parliament 1s ſummoned ; the kings wicked Conn- 
ſellours and Judges are condemned of High-treaſon , John Earl of $alisbury 
and Sir Nicholas Brembre loit their heads, 7reſ6liax the chief Juſtice was hanged 
at Turns the other Judges were ſpared upon the Queens importunity , ha 
baniſhed. 
The truce between England and France being near an end, the French Ad- 
miral is ſent into Scotland with a thouſand of the French Gentry and Nobi- 
20 lity, and two thouſand Arms; theſe were ſlighted by the Country people who 
loved not wars, but were entertained by the Scots Army, which conſiſted of 
thirty thouſand, theſe march into England waſting all- before them ; but hear- 
ing hee the King was marching towards them with ſixty thouſand Archers, 


and eight thouſand men at Arms, they went over the mountains into Wales 
uſing there all kinde of hoſtility, as king Richard uſcd the like in Scotland, ha- 
ving ſacked and burned ſome of their chief Towns. When the Scots Army 
returned home, the Country people were mad at the French for comming 
thither, knowing that France had engaged Scotland in theſe wars to ſerve their 
own turns,and not for the good of Scotland; whereupon they ſtrip the French 


of their horſcs , arms and money, and fo ſent them home; the Admiral and 
ſome other honourable Perſonages they kept as pawns, till fatisfattion 
was made for their loſſes in this war. The F ack king ſent the mon 
_ _=_ demanded, and fo the Admiral, Barons, and Gentry ate dit- 
miſſed. | 
- TheFrench =_ retending to conquer Fngland, rigs out twelve hundred 
ſhips with a formi Uble Army 3 king Rzchard prepares to welcome him with a 
hundred thouſand fighting men. TheFrench Army is accurſed by their own 
Country-men for their plunderings as they marched; and: when they. came 
to the Low-countries, for want of food they ſold their arms, horſes and 
40 cloaths, for their numbers were ſo great, and the Duke of Berry the kings 
uncle,who liked not this expedition, was fo {low in comming, and the French 
were grown ſo odious for their outrages in thoſe Countries, that this great 
Army diflolved and came tonothing, 

After this the Scots invade England, king Richard prepares togo againſt 
themz but by the mediation of forreign Princes, a truce for three years is con- 
cluded between England, Scotlandand France , and afterward enlarged to four 

ears more ; and now king Richard having made peace with his neigbours, 
ſends John of Gaunt his uncle with an Army into Spain, to demand the king- 
dome of Caſtile in right of his wife Conſtance eldeſt daughter to king Peter; mn 
x0 this expedition the Duke of Lancaſter carried himſelt ſo bravely , that the 
king of Spain married the Dukes eldeſt daughter by his faid wite, and gave 
him eight waggons laden with gold, and a yearly penſion of ten thouſand 
marks; and then the Duke married his youngeſt daughter to the king of Por- 
tugal, who had aided him in theſe wars, and then returned home with wealth 
and honour. In this interim the king and Popequarrelled, and then it was in 

| Parliament enactcd, that the Popes authority thould here ceaſe, and no more 
Nn appeals 
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petual impriſonment,and forfeiture of lands and goods. Shortly after Queen 
Anne died, and two years after this the king marricd to 1/abel daughter of 
Charles 6. of France, which cauſed a peace of thirty years; the two kings met 
between Calice and Arde, and then did the king ſurrender Breſt to the Duke of 
Britain, a place which had coſt much Engliſh blood. Thomas of Woodjtock re- 
proves the King for this, and ſo procures his anger , which ſet the King upon 
lotting his death , whoalſo intends to deſtroy his Baronsz for he was made 
[ar-s, that ifhe did ſo, he ſhould be made Emperour : upon this, Gloreſter, 
Arundel and Warwick are apprehended, and then he calls a Pailiament, in 1; 
which John Buſh Speaker in the lower Houſe,in a flattering ſpeech impeacheth 
the Lords, and chiefly Thomas Archbiſhop of Canterbury of Treaſon, who was 
counſelled by the King to abſent himſelt, with an oath and promiſe that he 
ſhould receive no prejudice, yet for want of his preſence toanſwer for him- 
ſelf, is condemned and baniſhed; Arundel is beheaded; Warwick upon his fub- 
miſſion and repentance is confined to the Ifle of Wght,where he died in great 
want and miſery ; the Duke of Gloceſter 15 ſent to Calice, though unſentenced, 
where by the Kings diretion, Mowbray Earl of Nottingham cauſed him to be 
ſmothered between two Feather-beds,for which ſervice he was made a Duke, 
Authority is granted by the Parliament ro eight perſons finally ro determine ,, 
all cauſes as were not ended there, who being named by the King, decreed ſuch 
things as were hurtful tothe kingdome; and becauſe the Kings guard were 
Cheſhire men, to pleaſe them, he would be called Prince of Cheſhire - he made 
Henry of Bullinbrook, John of Gaunts ſon and heir, Duke of Hartford, his couſin 
Ed.Plantagenet Duke of Aubemarle, and Thomas Mowbray Marthal of England, 
with divers others, on whom he beſtowed the lands belonging to his uncle 
Thomas of Woodſtock, and to the . two deceaſed Earls of Arundel and of 
Warwick; he granted alſo pardon to all except fifteen whom he would not 
rr nth to keep his Nobility in fear, leſt any of them might be one of the 
fteen, 0 
Bullinbrook Duke of Hart ford being grieved at the Kings miſ-government, ; 
acquainted Mowbray Duke of Norfolk therewith, purpoſely that he might in- 
form the King; with this he treacherouſly miſ-informs the King, as if Bulin- 
brook aimed todiſhonour the King , which was not his intention; wherefore 
Hartford is ſent for , and confeſieth to the king what he ſaid , but denied the 
untrue ſuggeſtions which were added, and to clear himſelf challengeth the 
Duke of Norfolk toa duel, which was accepted, the king did not ſuffer them 
to fight , but exiled the Duke of Hartford for ſix years, and baniſhed Norfolk 
forever; Hartford is honourably received in France by king Charles 6, on 
whom for his excellent parts, he would have beſtowed his uncles daughter 4 
the Duke of Berry in marriage, had not king Kchard hindred it. Not long 
after this, Duke Hartford: father John of Gaunt died , whoſe lands and move- 
ables the king ſciſed on, and beſtowed them on his ſycophants; for which un- 
Juſt dealing, his uncle the Duke of Tork , and the Duke of Axbemar le his 
couſin forſook the Court. Shortly after the king farmeth out his kingdome 
to his favourites, raiſeth an Army and faileth into ireland, which he ſubdued. 
In his abſence, Hartford, with Thowas Archbiſhop of Canterbury, returns into 
Englandto make claim to his Dutchy of Lancaſter; at his landing, both Lords 
and Commons flock to him in ſuch numbers, that he had quickly a great 
Army,which he leads to Londor,where he 1s feaſted,thence he marcheth Welt- 5;

K. Richard being returned, and-perceiving the Dukes ſtrength,and that Scrope 


. Farl of Wiltſhire, with Buſb and Green his three evil Counſellours had loſt their 


heads, deſpairingro do any good by force, comes to his coultn, and proffers to 
ſurrender his kingdome to him , which the Duke ſeemingly refuſes, deliring 


onely his own patrimony , and reformation of publike abuſes; ſo be cauſes

The hiſtory of Scotland from the year 1306. till the year 1377- 


Obert Bruce having made his peace with the Pbpe for killing C#»:# in 
Roc Church, got himſelfto be crowned at Scone, bur he had hard be- 
ginnings3 for he was twice defeated by the Cu##s, affiſtelt by ghe 
Fngliſþ, ſo that he was forced to hide himſelf divers motiths rogether"in the 
mountains and Iſlands, havmgonely one friend to accompany him z mthe x, 
mean while his brothers and friends were ſearched after and betraicd, moſt of 
them were put to death , his wife was apprehended by the Earl of Kyſſe, and 
ſent into England + but when all his enetnies thought he had been dead, 
he ſaddenly appears with a conſiderable ſtrength, and rakes in Carick his own 
Caſtle, now poſſeſſed by the Exgliſh, whom he puts all toQeath ; from thence 
he goeth to EFmrerneſſe, and takes that Caſtlealſo : The report of this made 
great commotions.n Scotland, ſorhat multitudes being diſcontented with the 
Fneliſh government; flocked tohim , and now he hath a confidetable Army, 
with which he marcheth Northward, and demoliſheth_ all the Caſtles there, 
that they might not be any moreſhelters for his enemies, and that he might not 20 
weaken his' Arty by purting gartiſons thete. John Cimin Earl of Bachan 
hearing of Brulee his ſucceſle, raiftth an Army of $cofs and Engliſh, and 
marcheth towards Bruce ; but finding bow reſolute the Brucears were, and 
that he could not*confide in his own Army , becaufe many favoured Brace

- Shortly afterking EHward dieth,and king Bruce falls deſperately ſick, where- 
npon Crmin raifeth n Army, hoping that ether Bruce was dead, or unable to 
ht,” and therefore a fit time to ſet npon his forces; bunt he knowing how 
needful the prefence of a Commander was ih an Army, cauſeth himſet to be 39 
ſet 65 horſeback, irhough unable to fit but as he wasupheld by rwo of his ſer- 
vants; this fight fo encouraged his ſouldiers, rhat they fought def) perately,and 
defeared Crmins Army near Fnrerary. Shortly after Brace recovered his 
health;and led his Army into Argile, which'heplundered, and drove Alexan- 
derLord: thereof inty Ergland,: where he died in great want. Gal/oway alſo is 
ſubdued by King Roberts brother Edward Bruce, The report of Bruce his 
victories drew King Edward 2.of England with his Army into Scotland, which 
was increaſed by the Scots that adhered t6 E»gland, bit this great preparation 
came to nothing; for the Erglifh for want of proviſion were Ence! to retreat, 
King Robert having removed all the com and catrel thereabouts to places of 49 
ſatety. The next year Bruce having regained the Forts which the Eng/iſ held 
m Scotland, he invades England with an Army , and returned without- op 
ſition Jaden with fporl; after this Perth is taken, and the walls demoliſhed by 
King Roberts Roſebnrgh,Ediuburgh-Caſtle,and other ſtrong holds, with the Ile of 
Marareſurrendred, The Ergl;fhthat were in Sterling Caſtle, being belieged 
by Edward Bruce, capitulared to furrender within a year, if no ſupply came 
from Exgland in that time, which was afſented to by Edward , for which King 
Robert was angry , yet yeelded to the conditions thathe might not diſhearten 
his brother. Inthe mean time King Edward of England provides an Army of 
one hundred thouſand men, conſiſting of Engliſh, Scots, French, Flemings, 50 
and Hoſlanders : The Scots Army under Bruce was thirty thouſand, theſe pitch 
their campnear the Exglifh by Bannocbarn , two miles from Sterling; before 
the batte] the Ergliſh ſend eight hundred horſe towards Sterling , which were 
encountred and defeated by five hundred Scots horſe under James Donglaſſe :

About this time John: Montetb, who for betra Wallis was made- Gover- 
nour of Dwnbritton Caſtle by the Engliſh, intended by furrendring that Caſtle 
to King Robert, to have ſurpriſed him, for he kid had agreat' many Engliſh in 
alow wihe>cellax, who ſhould have ſuddenly feifed on the King at dinner,and 
tranſpotted him to Fng/ard in a ſhip which they had ready for that purpoſe; 
20 the plot was diſcovered to the King by a Lock-{miths; at the' day EY 
the Caſtle is ſurrendred, and by Adonteth the King is invited to dinner, who 
defired firſt to ſee whar ſtore of wine was in theCellar; after ſome tergiverſa- 
tions uſed by Aſonteth, the cellar-door is broken open, and the Engliſh Souldi- 
ers brought out, who hav ng confeſſed the plot, were put todeath, and Mon- 
teth impriſoned, but his life ſpared, becauſe he was allied ts ſome great men, 
whom tht King at that rife would not offend. The next Spring Barwick is 
taken by the Scots, having been twenty years in the Engliſh: pofleſſion t then 
a Parliament is called at.4yer,in which the Kingdom is confirmed upon Robert; 
and becaufe-he had but one daughter, to avoid more controverſies about the 
20 title to the Kin dome, it was decreed that Edward the Kings brother, after his

About this time, one Harton an Engliſh Gentleman, for commending king 
Robert Bruce, was hurt by one Spencer, whom the next'day he killed; and with 
that fled into Scotland, where he was rewarded by king Robert with large Ter- 
ritories, and made a Peer of the land, from him came the family of the Hamil- 
tons, King Edward of England being murthered, and king Robert growing 
old, a Parliament is called, in which King Roberts young ſon is confirmed his 
ſucceſlor, to whom Robert Start the kings Nephew by his ſiſter was to ſuc- 40 
ceed, if his own ſon ſhould die without iflue ; and to avoid all fature quarrels

forced toflic over to France 3 he acquaints Balio! of the diſtractions in Scot- 
land, of the weakneſs of the King, and the ſickneſs of his Protector Randulph, 
of the aide which he ſhould have from King Edward, and of many friends he 
ſhould find in Scotland; upon theſe periwalions, Baliol obtains a Fleet of ſhips 19 
and fix thouſand men from King Edward : As Baliol was landing his men at 
Kingborn, Alexander Seaton a Nobleman of thoſe parts,with ſome Forces oppo- 
ſeth him. but Seaton was killed with a great part of his Forces; Baliol havin 
refreſhed his Souldiers, which now were increaſed toten thouſand, marchet 
towards Perth, and fits down neer the river, the Scots Army was divided into 
two bodies on each fide of the river; Balol fearing to be incloſed, reſolves to 
fight with one of thoſe bodies a part, and firſt on the Viceroy which was far- 
theſt off, and ſeemed moſt ſecure; one Andrew 2urrey in the night guided 
Baliel over the river where it was fordable, who falling unexpectedly on the 
Viceroy's Army, routed them, though at firlt ſome reſiſtance was made, yet 20 
the diſorder in the Scots Camp was ſo great, that inſtead of oppoſing the Ene- 
my, they fell foul among themſelves, three thouſand Scots were (lain, the reſt 
fled to Perth, but ſhortly after yield the Town to the Fngliſh, which Dumbar 
with the other Army reſolved to befiege, but upon better advice they retreat; 
Baliol upon this good ſucceſs, and finding multitudes of Scots to flock to him, 
reſolves to declare himſelf King, to whom divers Lords whom he had taken 
pt iſoners, were forced to ſwear tealty. | 

Baliol finding himſelf ſufficiently ſtrong,goeth to Scoxe,where he is crowned.

{on, Viceroy, who preſently raiſeth an Army, and befiegeth Perth, which after 
three moneths f1ege they took ; the Earl of Fife, who held the town for Baliol, 
is ſent to priſon with his wite and children z AMrrey of Tilibardin, for guiding 
Balol over the river, 1s executed ; the walls of Perthare demoliſhed z. a thou- 
ſand horſc are ſent into Anandel ( where Baliol was ſecure) by the Viceroy, 
theſe {c)] ſuddenly on his forces in the night, ſothat he was forced to flie away 
hali cloathed upon a horſe without bridle or ſaddle, divers of whoſe friends 
weie llleds Alexander Bruce, King Davids kinſman, who had taken part 
with 3:l:ol, was taken, but pardoned : the Brucians knowing that Baliol ated 
all for and by the King of England, fortific Barwick,, where they put Alexander 40 
Seaton Governours an Embaſladour is ſent into France, to ſee the young king, 
and to require aide; but the the Brucians are twice defeated by the Baliolans; 
king Fdward ſends Forces to aide Baliol, who otherwiſe could not ſubſiſt a- 
yainſt the other faction, not regarding his affinity with Brxce, nor the peace 
that was made, nor the oath which he took; and to make ſhew of a juſt war,he 
demands Barwick, which Bruce had by right of Arms gained from the Frgl:ſh; 
king Eaward beſiegeth the Town by Sea and Land, Doxglas brings an Army to 
raiſe the liege, he was adviſed to go with his Army into England; but he to be 
revenged on king Fdward for hanging up Seatons two ſons, would needs fight 
upon unequal ground and tearms, and fo loſt the day; in that conflict ten 50 
thouſand Scots were ſlain, the Engliſh alſo loſt many, beſides their Fleet, which 
was fired by the Scots. 

After this, Baliol had divers bickerings with the Brucians, ſometimes pre- 
vailing, ſometimes yielding; inthe interim anew Army from Exgland enters 
Scotland, both by Sea and Land; in the Forth, the Engliſh Admiral, with moſt 
of tlic other ſhips, were battered-againſt the Rocks with ſtormes; the Land- 
army 
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army marcheth as far as Glaſco, where an Engliſh Parliament 1s called, there A#.Chrift;; 


David Cumin Farl of Athol is made Governour of Scotland, and King Edward 


carried with him Balicl into Exgland, for he durſt not confide in him. Cumin 
ſeiſcth upon all the Lands of the Strarts, and having the Southern parts at his 
devotion, he marcherh Northward, where the Counties of Buchan and 7rr- 
rey ſubmit to him. All Patents went under the ſtile of Edward. and Balol;, but 
whilſt Cxmiz was fo far North, Robert Strart who had hid himſelf in Duwmbrit- 
ton began to appear, and having raiſed four hundred of the Cambels in Argnuile 
went ro take in ſome of the next Forts, which they did with good ſucceſs; 
10 upon this ſome of the neighbour. Counties began to ſide with him, ſo that his 
Army increaſed like a ſnow-ball, befides John R andulph Earl of Murrey was 
returned from France with aſſurance of aide from thence ; ſo now having ta- 
ken courage, they make two Viceroy's, to wit, this Robert Stxart, and Joh 
Rurdulphs he with a conliderable Army marched Northward, at whoſe ap- 

proach David Cumin being forſaken by divers of his Souldiers fled to Lochaber, 
where he was beſieged, and forced to yield, and withall to ſwear fealty to king 

Bruce, and truſting to his promiſes left him there as his Lieutenant, then being 

returned to Lothien, he with the other Viceroy calls a Parliament, in which 

wy great emulation between Cxmin and Doxgl/as lately returned from Exg- 

20 land. - 
Shortly after King Edward with Baliol invades Scotland by Sea and Land; a 
Fleet of a hundred and fixty faile enters the Forth; King Edward by land mar- 
cheth towards Perth; in the mean time Robert, one of the Viceroyes falls ſick, 
ſothe whole burthen lay upon Randslph, who with a part of his Forces en- 
counters the Gelderlanders neer Edenburgh, and defeated them, for they came 
to aſſiſt the Engliſh, but he uſed them kindly for Philip Yalois his ſake; but as 
he was conveying of them, he was intercepted by the Engliſh Faction, and 
brought to King Edward then beſieging Perth, which being ſurrendred, King 
Edward returns to England, having had ſome loſs by ſtormes in his Fleet. Da- 
30 vid Cumin 1s by him left Viceroy, for he carried Baliol with him. Cumin who 
had found favour before, ſhews none now, but perſecutes the Brucians with 
all cruelty ; yet a party took head againſt him, under the Earl of March, Mur- 
rey and Dovglas, who never would yield to Baliolz theſe with conſiderable 
Forces defeat the Crminiansz upon this Victory Andrew Murrey is made Vice- 
roy, for Stuart was ſick, and Randulph a priſoner. New ſupplies are ſent of 
Englith, to relieve Cxmins wite , who was beſieged by the Brucians ; they 
march as far as Elgin in Murrey, burn Aberder, take divers Forts, and relieve 
Cumins Lady ; they enjoyn the fix next Monaſteries to rebuild the walls of 
Perth. No fooner were the Engliſh gone home, but Andrew Murrey with new 

#5 ſupplies regaines all the Forts and Caſtles beyond Forth, except Perth and the 
Caſtle of Cupre, then enters Exgland, and returns with great booties : the Gar- 
riſon of Cpre, for want of proviſion, was forced to be gone, who returning 
homeward through Lothian over the ſands, were all drowned upon the com- 

ming in of the tide. 

The next year, Dumbar-Caſtle is beſieged by the Earles of Arundel 
and Salisbury fix moneths together, and at laſt were faine to leave it, 
having loſt many men before it by fallies ; after it was relieved by Alexander 
R a»ſey in the dark of the night. 

Murrey having beaten out the Engliſh from moſt parts of Scotland in 
50 two yeares and a half, died, whom Stzart ſucceeded as Viceroy , who by 

the help of Doxg/as got divers Victories over the Engliſh and their parties 
In Scotland. 
Perth is beſieged above four months by the Scots, at laſt the Earl of Roſe

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An.Chriſti rendred by the Engliſh, and Edenburgh-Caſtle is taken by Douglas. Fraſer and 


twelve more, being diſguiſed in ſea-mens apparel, as if they had come 
lately from an Englith Ship then in the Forth with wine and other proviſion 
were let in, who preſently killed the Porter, took away the keyes, opened the 
Gates, and let in ſome companies who lay in ambuſh; after a great skirmiſh, 
the Engliſh were forced to yield : In the mean while Alexander Ramſey enters 
Northumberland with an Army, which plunders the Country, and returns with 
great booty z he is purſued by Engliſh Forces, which he detears by drawing 
them intoan ambuſh, where he had hid great {tore of foot, and ſo brings home 
his plunder; then he takes in Roxburg; after this, he with Randuiphand Dor | 
glas drive the Engliſh out of all their Holds in Scotland, leaving them nothing 
but Barwick, This year returns King David Bruce with his Queen, after nine 
years abſence. King Edward having made peace with France tor three years, 
preparcs-2ll the ſtrength he can to invade Scotland; he had then in his Arm 
6000 hurſe, and 4cc00 foot, beſides a great Fleet, which was ſo ſhattered wit 
ſtormes, that it did him little ſervice. 

Upon King Davids return, Scotland is divided into, factions, cauſed by rhe 
murther of Alexander Ramſey, whom Douglas treacherout!y killed; becauſc he 
had got from him the government of Tewzot : This much troubled King Da- 
vid, who made ſcarch tor Doxgl/as, and found himybut by the mediation of Ro- 2; 
bert Sinart, and-others, he was pardoned and made Governour of Roxburg 
and Teviot, for ſuch then was the power of Dovgl#, that the King dur(t do no 
otherwiſe. -Difterences being thus com avid c:nrary tothe advice of 
his Lords raifeth an Army againſt Exgland, into which he made three ſeveral 
excurſions, and returned with great ſpoilesz At laſt a peace. for two years is 
concluded with England, conditionally that King Philip of France would rati- 


fic it, without whom King David could make no peace, nor King Philip with 


England, without the Scots; but the French being defeated by the Engliſh,ſtir 
up King David againſt Fngland, who invades and ſpoiles all as far as Durhazz, 


in an.unſeaſonable'time, his own Countrey being diſtracted by civil broils be- 3? 


tween the Earl of Roſe and the Lord of the I{lands; the Engliith _ COme 


unexpettedly upon King David, a battel is fought, in which many of the $cot- 
Lords were taken or killed ; King David was taken priſoner by Copland, two 
of whoſe teeth he ftrook out with his fiſt after he had loſt his weapons; upon 
this Victory divers of the South Countries of Scotland yielded to the Engliſh, 
the.rc{t bcing employed in civil broiles againſt each 6. ons but the 'Engliſh 
ſhortly after loſt theſe Countries again. King John of France ſends money into 
Scotland to raiſe Souldiers, deliring alſo that the $-0ts would make no peace 
with England, they receive the money, a few Souldiers areraiſed which make 
excurſions upon Englandithey take alſo Barwickand burn it; the Engliſh enter 40 
Louthien with fire and ſword; Baliol again ſwears fealty to king Edward. 

The Engliſh being again driven out of Scotland, king Davidis ranſomed, 
who upon his return diſ-inherits Robert $txart, his elder ſiſters ſon, and makes 
Alexanderthe Earl of Sutherlands ſon,and his Nephew by the younger ſiſter,his 
heirz but he dying ſhortly after, king David is reconciled to $1nart; after this 
Scotland is much attjited with great inundations of water, and the Plague; 
king Duvid wanting iflue, tn a Parliament propoſed, that for the good of both 
kingdomes, the king of England or his ſon ſhould ſucceed tothe Crown of 
Scotland ; this motion wa' ſo diſliked, that it was preſently huſhed : In the 
mean while the High-landers continue m arms amongſt themſelves, whom 50 
when the king could not reconcile, he increaſeth their quarrels,to the end they 
might deſtroy each other, and ſo the kingdom ſhould be quiet ; At laſt the 


king dicth in Edenburgh-Caſtle, the nine and forty year of his life, and the

' Ing Robert Stuart fucceedeth to his uncle David Bruce : his Coronation 
Ik was oppoled by #3{{iamEatrt Donglaſſe,who claimed the Crown in right 


of Baliol, and the Cxmins, of whom he was deſcended; but his daim 
to was ſo diſtaſted by the Lords , that he was glad to give off and ſubmit to Km 
Robert, and to confirm his allegiance; the King marrieth his daughter to Ear 
Williams fon. This year,the fourteen years peace between the two kingdomes 
1s broken by the Op , whoart a Fairkilled a friend of George Dumbar; he 
berg denied fatisfaction, the next day with ſome forces he plunders the Fair, 
barns the Town and killsmany mit : the Englifh 'to be revenged, fall with 
fireand ſword upon the lands of Sir John Gordon, who in requital invades 
England, fights with John Liburn , whom he takes priſoner with many other, 
and carrieth them with great booties to Scotland. Henry Pierce Earl of Nor- 
thumberland raifeth ſeven thouſand men, and with them marcheth to Duzce int

from England:the Country people thereabout in the night-time upon the hills 
madeſuch a noiſe with therr Tattles, which they uſein driving away the Deer 
from their Corn,that the Fngl7ſb horſe being affrighted,broke their halters,and 
Tan awayztheFngliſalſo fearing more danger then there was;took their flight, 
andleft rheir baggage behinde them 3 the ſame day Gordon by ambuſh took 
Thomas Muſgrave governour of Berwick, with ſome of his Troops which 
were going to joyn with Piercy. 
Shortly after this Ambaſladours arrive from France, to renew the old 
League with King Robert,and to perſwade him to mvade Ergland:In the mean 
30 While Alexander Ramſey takes Berwick Caſtle, and afterward ſurrendred it. 
James Earl Donglaſſe invades England with twenty thoufand horſe and foor, 
and returns with great booties : the Englth in requital enter Scotland with 
fifteen thouſand under Talbot , who as they were returning through a narrow 
valley with their ſpoil, in the night time were ſet _ ve bundred 
Scots 3 the Fnghſh thinking the number of Scots had fir greater, fled 
diforderly , many im the flight were Jain , many more drowned in the River, 
rwo hundred and forty taken.

The three years Truce being ended, Douglaſſe Lord of Galloway, with the 
Earl of March, beſiege fome Engliſh Forts and takes them : Lancaſter is ſent 
agaifiſt Scotland with great forces both by ſea and land, who for the kinde 
uſage he had received a few years before at Edinburgh, would not fuffer the 
fouldiersto uſe any violence; the Sea-forces in the Iſle Armons burned town 
a Monaſtery ; the like crnelty rhey uſed in ſome other places, till the Scots 
forces fell upon them, and having killed ſome, and taken others, drove the 
reſt on/ſhip-board , forty of which were drowned as they held by a cable 
which was cut. Scarce was Laxcafter returtied hoine; when Douglaſſe falls up- 
« on the Engliſh forts, and regains then : A peace in the mean while 1s made be- 
tween France and Englantl, in which Scotland was alſo included; but before the

Newcaſtle then having returned with great boorics, and many piiſoners, they 
cauſe a peace to be proclaimed, : ! 
About the end of the peace, the French Admiral with two thou ſand {oul- 

diers, and pay for ſix months, comes into Scotland ; he brought alſo tour hun- 
dred compleat Arms for ſo many Gentlemen 3 theſe with the Scots aid invade 
Northimberland , overthrow. three Caſtles, but by reaſon of the great 
rainsand floods, were fain to return with their booty : King Richard of Eng- 
land, in revenge of this wrong , enters Scotland with fixty thouſand foot, and 
cight thouſand horſe , beſides with a great Fleet by ſea, theſe with fire and 
ſword waſte the Country of Lothian. The Scots unwilling to encounter {o 
great an Army, -refolve to draw King Richard out of Scotland by invading 
England, theretore they enter Cumberland, ſpoiling all the Country thece- 
about :- King Richard would have purſued the Scots Army, but could not 
byreaſon of the rocky and mountainous waies between them,and the difficulty 
to finde the Scots Army , therefore he retutns home the ſame way he came; 
and the Scots alſo retire out of England, who with the French reſolve to take 
the Town and Caſtle of Korburgh ; but becauſe the French would have 29 
had the Town to themſelves if it had been taken , which the Scots would not 

ecld too, they gave off their intended lege the French ſouldiers being ſent 
tt , and the Admiral retained as a priſoner till ſatisfaction were made for 
the wrongs they had done to the Country people of Scotland. Willian 
Dowglafſe fon to Archibald Lord of Galloway, fails over to Ireland with an Army 
torequite the wrongs he had ſuffered by the Iriſh, who had made excurſions 
into Gal/oway. 

: Dowglaſſe having landed his forces near Kerlinford, fo affrighted the Town, 
that they ſent to- azticle with him : Doxglaſſe accepts of a 1 reaty; inthe in- 
terim.the Town ſendsto Dwndalk toraid, five hundred horſe are procured, 35 
with theſe andtheir own forces they march out againſt Doxg/a/e, hoping to 
ſubdue his Army, and to ſciſe on his ſhips; but they were ſubdued themſelves, 
their Town ſacked and burned, fifteen ſhips then in the harbour are taken and 
laden with booty, ſo Dowglaſſe returns victorious to Galloway, having plunde- 
red the I{le of Max by the way. At his return, when he underſtood that his 
father was marched upon an expedition intoFzeland,he follows him:the Scots 
being willing to be revenged on the Engliſh for the ſpoil done on Lothian the 
former year by King &#ichard, delire King Robert that an Army might be ſent: 
he being now aged and willing to be quiet , would not yeeld to any invaſion 
of England, therefore the Lords repair to the Earl of Fife he Kings ſecond ſon, 40 
(tor the eldeſt Job» was lamed by a horſe, and unfit for action) theſe reſolve to 
raiſe an Army without the knowledge of either King; but they could not 
carry the matter-ſo cloſe from King Achard, who by Spies was advertiſed of 
the Scots proceedings, and therefore wills-the Northern Countries to be in 
readineſs : the Scots Army conliſted of thirty thouſand; the Engliſh ſent a Spie 
diſguiſed in a Scors habit, todiſcover the Armies intention ; he having found 
outall, and returning to his horſe which he had tied toa tree, inifled him 
Leing ſtoln,ſothat he was fain to feot it,which cauſed.ſuſpition, therefore he is 
purſued and brought back and forced to reveal the whole Engliſh plot , which 
made the Scots alter their reſolutions. 50 

Two Armies being raiſed, the bigger marcheth by the way of Carliſle 
under the Farls of tif? , Jernia , Mar and Sutherland, and Donglaſſe Lord of 
Galloway; the other enters Northumberland under the Earls of Murrey and 
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March, this lefler Army waſtes the Biſhoprick of Durham; Henry and Ralph 


Pierciesthe old Earl of Northumberlands two ſons, are ſent with ſome forces 
to fecure Newcaſtle; thither the Scots march, ſome light $kirmiſhes for two

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daics rogether they had with the Frei + At laſt James Donroliſe and An.Chriſti- 


Henry Prc#cy tought. a duel in fight of both the Armiess Piercy 15-beat 
off from his horſe, and his ſpear raken by Dozglaye, which he carried 
away with bim-:- the Scots were marching away with thar booties, with 
an intent to-joyn with the bigger Army ; but becauie Piercy bragged, thar 
Douelaſſe thould not carry his Lance to Scotland, therefore he reſolves to 
{tay two or three dayes to ſee what Piercy would do, who was very eager 
to purſue the Scots to recover his Lance, 'but was adviſed not to'dolo tor 
fear of Ambuſhes, for they could not think that ſo ſmall an Army would 
1c have ventured upon Newcaſtle, but that they had greater forces 'at hand ; 
yet finding there was no ambuſh', Piercy With ten thouſand horſe and fobt 
purſues the Scots, which were fcarce halt ſo many a cruel fight enſveth, 
which continued till it was dark, the dayes being then at longeſt ; {6 having 
reſted a While, and the morning appearing, the conflict is renewed, in 
which Dozelaſſe is ſlain , but his death concealed ; art laſt both the Prercies 
being wounded and taken priſoners, the Engliſh are diſheartned ahd flie, 
of whom - one thouſand and eight hundred are flaine, and a thouſind 

wounded, and one thouſand and forty taken priſoners ; of the. Scots 

one hundred are flaine, arid-rwo hundred taken. And now the Bifhop of 
20. Durban with his forces-were come , they: ſhauld have joyned with Piercy, 

but :he would not ſtay for them, ſo earneſt he was'to regaine his Lance; 

The Biſhop, underſtanding that -Prercres Army was defeated; was in a 


doubt what 'to do : At laſt 'being encouraged by the Country, which ' 


made up his Army ten thouſand, hee purſues the $-ors, hoping to 
finde them careleſle upon their former ſuccetle, or elſe wearied with 
fighting. | 

The Earl 1arrey, who now had the charge of the Army, Dozgls/e being 
dead , underſtanding that the Biſhops Army was comming upon his forces, 
calls a Councel of war concerning the priſoners; ſome would have had them 
20 put to death, being dangerous to keep ſo many, but this was held cruelty, 
therefore an oath is taken of them that they ſhould not ſtir during thetime of 
the fight ; then they put themſelves in battel-array , each one is commanded 
to ſound a horn, which by the eccho of the neighbouring hills madea hideous 
noiſe, ſo that the F2gli/h ſuppoſed the Scots to be more numerous then they 
were; thisnoiſe, and the ſ1ght of ſo many dead bodies before them kilted in 
the former conflict, the unskilfulnefs of the Commanders,” and rawneſs of 
the ſouldiers, ſo diſheartned the Engliſh, that they retreated : Upon this the 
Scots return homeward, Kalph Piercy not being able to travel by reaſon of his 
wounds, got leave with fix hundred of the other ' priſoners to return home 
40 upon their parol , the poorer priſoners were let go without ranſome; Henry 

Prercy With four -hundred more are carried into Scotland, and ſhortly after 
ranſomed. The other Army which was in Cumberland, was not fo glad 
for this victory, as ſad for the death of Doxglaſſe, a man highly honoured 
and beloved for his valour, and ſo much the more becauſe he was killed in the 
prime of years. And ſo much of this battel fought at 0tterburr , not far from 
Newcaſtle, 

Upon the return of the Scots, King Robert by reaſon of his age finding 
himſelf lighted by his Lords, and unfit for aftion, calls a Parliament, in 
which Robert his younger ſonne is declared Lieutenant and Governour of 
50 Scotland, Not long after this King Robert died, the (eventie fourth year of his 

life, and nineteenth of his reign; upon whoſe death 4lexarider Earl of Buchan, 
to revenge himſelf of the Bilhop of 2rrey,who had angred him, ſers the- Ca- 
thedral Church of Elgin on fire. To King Robert ſucceeded his fon Johr,who by 
an A of Parliament had his name changed to Kohert, either becauſe the two 
Tohns of England and France were unfortunate Princes, or elſe becauſe the 
two firſt Roberts of Scotland were brave men; there were ewo Families 


of 
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dn.chriſti of the Highlanders, whoſe feud was fo great, that they could never be re- 
conciled, till it was agreed that thirty of either family ſhould fight hand to 


hand in-the Kings preſence, which was done- accordingly in open field by 
1396. Perth, whither multitudes came to ſee that horrid butchering ſpectacle ; they 
were all killed except one of the one party , andeleyer of the other, who 
were all grievoutly wounded; and fo the fierceſt of theſe tamilies being lain, 
thereſt remained quiet for many years after. /Twoyearsafterthis, the title of 
Duke came into. Scotland , the firſt that was ſo called was David king'Roherts 
ſon, being eighteen years old, whom the-king in Parliament ſtiled "Duke of 
R otheſai, and his brother. Robert Duke of Albaine : "This title-of "Duke was ro 
proffered to Earl Doxglaſſe, but he refuſed it.” Not Jong after ,- George Dunbar 
Earl of 44arch had betrothed his daughter to:'Davidking Roberts ſon; and hatl 
already paid a great part of the portion; At this ArehibililEarli'Dowgla//e being 
| othaden , complained to the: Parliament that thekinghad-beſtowed his ſon 
. without their conſent , and withall proffers his daughter with'a greater por- 
-tion, which js acgepted : Upon this Dumbar with his/family-removes ingreat 
diſcontent inta Eng/and, joynes/ hunſelf with Paerey, raiſes forces ,: and invades 
Davglaſſe his lands : hereupon Dumber is proclaimet Traitor , and/hiseftare 
cateza Herauld is ſent to king Herry of ' Englend to tlemand Dwwiber, antl 
to complain that the peace. was broken;kingHenry having given no ſatisfa&tten-,, 
tothe Herauld, beſides, becauſe Piercy and Dambar with two thouſand'hotfe” 


and foot had. entred-Scotland, '(but were driven out again with'the loffe of 
1400. theirbooty.by Doxglaſſe) open warsare proclaimed againſt Englavreel.

= N the time of Wenceſians fell out the year of Jubilee, which 

2 ſhould have been a year of reſt and gladneſs, but proved 

the beginning of that miſerable rent in Chriſtendome, 

which 1s not yet made up ; John Huſſe, or Gooſe(for ſothe 
word ſignifies) having read Wick/iffs books ſent him from 

England, began to preach openly in the Univerſity of 

Prague againit Jubilees and Indulgences , _ Purga- 

tory, hmage-worſhip, Tranſubſtantiation,and other points 
held by the Church; this new Doctrine of his made ſuch a diſtraftion m the 
Univerſity, that moſt of the Schollers went away thence to Frford and Lipſsr, 
where out of the ruines of Prague ſprung up theſe two Univerſicies. About 
a hundred years after out of this Gooſe's egg was hatched that Goſling, which 
did more hurt to new Kome, then the Goole of the Capitol did good to old 

oO Rome, 

; Huſſe being driven by the Biſhop from Prague, retires to the Village where 
he was born, and preacheth there openly the ſame doctrine; complaint is 
made againſt him to Wenceſlaws, but he neither could nor did any thing againſt 
him, for he was ſhortly after depoſed by the EleQors of Mentz, Colen, Trevers, 
and the Pal/grave. Jodocus Barbatus Marqueſs of Brandeburg, is named Empe- 
rour by Colen and Mentz, which eleftion was approved by Wenceſ/aws his Cou- 
fin-german z but he was never crowned, for within fix moneths of his eletion 
hedied; then was Frederick of Brunſwicknamed by the EleCtors, but as he was 
coming, to be crowned,the Biſhop of Ments ſerupon him inthe way and mur- 

$0 thered him 3 at length Rupert of Bavaria Elector Palatine 1s made Ceſar, and 
crowned at Colen by the Biſhop, for Aix which tavoured Wenceſlaws,would not 
open their Gatesz but them and other Towns which held with Wenceſlavs; 
ſhortly after Rupert brought under ; this Aupert was deſcended from Ludovic 
the Fourth. | 

The Pope upon the F lorentines requeſt, who were moleſted by John Galeas 
of Millan, gave way to Kupert to require from the Prieſts of Gerzany theit 
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of an Army againſt Galeacizs , whoſe wealth and power was 
Pie both to the, Pope. and the other Italian Princes; but 
Rupert was reſiſted by the Biſhop of Millan, who alſo made Leopold of Anſtris 
and the Biſhop of Coler his enemies : Trevers likewiſe made refiſtance, yet he 
raiſed an Army, being promiſed by the Florentines two hundred thouſand 
Florens: as ſoon as his forces had rouched the Territorics of Galeacizs , he 
marcheth thence into the Country of Brixia, but was beaten back into 1rent 
by the Dukes Army 3 thence he came to Padra upon the defire of the YVere- 
tians, where he was met "7 the Florentine Ambaſladours with ſome forces and 
money to renew the war; but not finding the forces and money an{werable to 10 
his expettation , ani that neither the Pope nor Yenetians would openly affiſt 
him, he returns into Germany : Whereupoh Galeacizs ſends his forces againſt 
Bononia, afliſted by the Florentines, he obtains the victory and the City with- 
all, which had been the occaſion of fifty years war 5 Bentrvolxs the tyrant of 
that City was ſlain. He beſiegeth Francis Gonzagaat Mantua, and torceth him 
to yeeld the Town, being almoſt drowned by letting in the Rivers ro and 
Atheſss ; he took from Sralrger, Verona and Vincentha, and mw after Paduz 
from Cararizs whom at firſt he aſſiſted againſt Sraliger. After he had taken in 
Bononia, he croſſed the Apinines with his viftorious Army, and ſtruck a great 
terrour at Florence, but a violentMeaver ſtopt the career of his victories, 25 
whereof he died in this expedition, having left behinde him Johannes Maria, 
and Philip, who were the laſt Dukes of 1a of that race of Yiconnts, and one 
daughter Yalentina married to Lewis Prince of Orleans, fon to Charles 5, of 
France. 

After the death of Galeacizs, the Guelphs and Gibel/ins at Millan fell again 
to deſtroy each other with fire and ſword ; the Cities lately taken by Galea- 
cis, fell off from his ſons, and the juriſdiCtion of Millan, to their ſeveral go- 
vernours; Brixiato Pandulphys,Papia to Facinius Canis,Cremonato Benzones,&C. 
Among the reſt Bovonia fell off to the Pope, ſo did 4{/zſinum and Peruſta Cities 
of Umbria. The Florentines with their money purchaſed Pie from Gabriel 30 
the Baſtard-ſon of John Galeacizs. Sena having killed Corregizs their Go- 
vernour, reaſſumed their liberty, which was accompanied with many bloody 
ſeditions. The Yenetians upon thele changes, promored their Territories as 
far as Forum, July and Iſtria, ſothey grew great by the ruines of the Scaligers 
and Carrariis for Novellus Carrarixs the ſon of Francis, having recovered Padua 
by the Yenctian aſiſtance, forgetting his benetaCtors, ſtirs up William Scaliger 
to recover Verona, which when W:ll;iam had obtained, Carrarizs poyſoneth 
him, and then murdereth his two ſons, that without oppoſition he might 
cnjoy the Empire of Verona; and not content with this, he aflaicd ro take in 
Vincentia, which hating, his tyranny, caſt her ſelf upon the YVenetiars patrocine; 40 40 
they being glad of this occaſion, make open war againſt Carrarizs , whoſe 
forces they ſubdue, and drive him within the walls of Padza, where being 
ſtraitly belieged , he with his two ſons were forced to yeeld to the Venetians, 
who cauſed them all there to be ſtrangled , hisother two ſons eſcaped, but 
died ſhortly after in Hetruria : Upon this the Venetians obtain Verona, Vincentia, 

Colonia, Feltrium, Bellunum and Padua, And thus was the greatneſs of 1i!lar 

which had (wallowed up almoſt all 7taly on this fide of Latiux, torn in PECCCS. 

Johannes Maria became a molt bloody Tyrant, takin delight to fling to | 
hungry Maſtifts condemned perſons, or ſuch as he _ z theſe dogs he uſed | 
to feed with mens fleſh, and then to keep them hungry that they might prove 50 $0!

Picenums; he beheaded Fundulivs the governour of Crex:572, who being upon

the Emperour, and Pope john 23. when he entertained them with a banquet

Rupert the Emperour ſeeing but little good to be done in 7taly, returns, as 
we ſaid, to Germany, permitting the Italians to decide their own quarrels, who 
were then diſtratted into Italian and French factions by means of the Anti- 
pes. Ladiſiaws King of Naples, feeming to favour the tation of Gregory 12: 
came ſuddenly upon Rome, being then in great diſtrattions, and took ir, with 
10 ſome other Towns belonging to the Church; he threatned alſo the Florentines; 
but Lewis of Anjou being invited by the ay letters, comes and joyns his. 
Forces with thoſe of Florence and Seva, upon hope to obtain the Kinzdome of 
Naples; ſo he recovers the City for Alexander 5. and drives out Ladi/laxs, who 
not long after, with greater forces returns and takes Rowe ; having ſupprefied 
the Pontificans and French Auxiliaries; he killed many of the Citizens, over- 
threw the walls, took the Caſtle of S. Angelo, with divers Towns belonging 
tothe Church, and kept them till his dying day, notwithſtanding that he 
was anathematized by Pope Alexander; he left by will the Kingdome to his 
ice raw who as is ſaid, repudiated her husband James Burbor Earle of 
20 Marchia, and adopted Alphonſus King of Arragon, thinking thereby to make 
her party ſtrong againſt the Pope, and thoſe of 4njors 4lphon/is having 
ſlighted her , was rejected by her, who ſenit for Lewis of Anjou's eldeſt ſon; 
after whoſe death ſhe ſurrogated his brother Keratws, whence aroſe bloody 141 2, 
wars between the houſes of Arragon and Arjon; the Popes fiding ſometimes 
with the one; ſometimes with the other. In the interim Axpert having 
reigned ten years died, and was buried at Hezdelberg; he was married twice, 
iS, | left divers children behinde him. In his time ſhined a terrible Comet 
which preſaged the wars of Bohenria taiſed by Huſſe , the troubles of 1taly by 
means of the Antipopes, and the defeat of the Chriſtian Armies by the 
30 Turks. He built a Church and Colledge at Heidelberg: | 
To pert {uccegded S7giſmmnd the fon of Charles 4. whom Ludovic King 
of Hungary had adopted for his ſon, intending to make him heir to the 
Crown, and husband to his daughter; but Lxdovic being dead, and Sigr/mund 
as yeta childe, the Queen-mother governed the Kingdome ; the Nobility 
diſliking her governmenr , ſend for Charles King of Naples, ſon to Andrew 
King L»dovicks brother, who being received with general applauſe, was 
by the Queen-widow poyſoned , and the Italians driven out of Hrgary; but 
his death was revenged by John governour of Croatia , wh& put to death the 
murtherers, and having dragged the young Queen with her mother by the 
40 hair upon the ground, cauſed the oJd Queen to be drowned, and her daughter 
he impriſoned; whom ſhortly after, fearing an inſurrection, he ſer at liberty : 
Sigi/mund upon this comes out of Bobemria with a great Army, invades Hungary 
without oppoſition,and being now 20. years of age, is crowned and martied to 
the young Queen. After this he repairs to Croatia, befiegeth the governour 
whom he took and beheaded, with 32: more that fided with him in his rebel 
lion againſt the young Queen : the Hungarians repining at this ſeverity itn- 
priſoned him , committing the charge of him to one of the widows of thoſe 
whom he had beheaded ;. but upon great promifes made to her; ſhe diſmiſſed 
him, who having agaio obtained the Kingdome , which he ſecured with gar- 
50 Tiſons in all places, he put to death Steven Veivodas the chief aurhor of his jm- 
prifonment, by which he quieted the reſt. | | 
Concerning Sigiſmunds bad ſucceſſe againſt ,Bajazet the Turk ; we 
have already ſpoken, whoſe fortune. was no better in a ſecond Battetl 
againſt Celebar Bajazets ſohne, who had got over the Helleſpont, and 
had faln upon Bulgaria and Macedonia. Sigiſmund encountred with

Benedif 13. Gregory 12. and John 23. whoſe reſidence was at Bonortia, 
Gregories at Areminum, and Benedi&s at Avenion. Sigiſmmnd finding that 
a Synod was fitter then Armes to compole theſe diſtractions, procured. by 
the conſent of the Chriſtian Princes, a Synod to be called at Conſtarice, 
where were preſent all the Princes or their Legats, even from Byzartinm 
and Trapeznud.

Marqueſie of My/»i« for his charges and: good ſervice in-the Bokeniian 
warres : hecreced out of the ruines of the Univerſity of Pregue, that of 
Lipſra. ' 
one Sync being diſſolved, $Sigiſmwnd intended: to make warre againſt 
the Turk, and: to repaire his honour loſt in the two former battels , bur he 
was taken off from this defigne by the commotions of Boheme, therefore 26 
having made Aſoravia ſure to him, and Sileffa, he put to death the ſedi 
tious Citizens of Uratiſiavia the Metropolis of that Country for invadmg 
the Government , and flinging downe the Senators from an high . Tower. 
The Bohemian warre was > Lav on by the violence of the Hwſſzts, who 
were enraged for Huſſe's death; therefore they perſecuted with all _—_y 
the Prieſts and Monks, ſome of which they baniſhed, others they murthered, 
having pulled downe and burned the Religious houſes, and broken to 
ces the Images and Starues in their Churches. Divers battels were 
fought, but the Hwſſrts under the command of Ziſca obtained the viftorys 
the Emperour enters Fohemia with his forces to ſuppreſle theſe tumults; 39 
avd having taken Pragze, was crowned and anointed King of Bohemia; 
then he falls upon the Bohemian forces, but was repulſed and beaten by 
them, and compelled to retreat into /oravia for a new leavy ; In the mean 
time Pope Martin 5. by the Cardinal of Wincheſter, had ſtirred np alt 
Germany againſt Bohem:a; three Armies were raiſed, one of Saxons by their

afterward was called Lewis the 11. to raiſe the Synod with a great Army; , 
theſe committed great inſolencies in Alſatis, but in their journey to Baſil 
were worſted by the Switzers, who aHoloſt their lives there. This tumult 
drove away from Faſil the Princes Legatsz the Greeks were perſwaded in 
this aſſembly at Florence to aſſent to the Procefſion of the Holy Ghoſt, 
to celebrate the Euchariſt in unleavened bread , roacknowledge Purgatory, 
and the Popes power, which was fo diſplealing to the Greek Churches; 
upon the return of the Emperour and Patriarch, that they denied Chriſtian 
burial to all ſuch as ſhould aflent to theſe Articles : In the mean while 
the Synod of Baſil depoſerh _— Engenins , and ſubſtitutes in his place 
Amadens Duke of Savoy who ſtiled himſelf Felix 5. whence ſprung up a 5g 
new ſchiſme, which was ended by the death of Frgenizs, and the voluntary 
a(t of Felix, who ſurrendred again the Pontificat.

Duke of Pomerania, he was a great hater of the Nobility , whom he much 

weakned in forreign wars both by ſea and land z his government was op- 
poſed by Fngilbert Prince of Darcarlia whom the Danes flew, and by Charles 
ſon of Cametus governour of the Kingdome, who drove Ericus into Denmark, 
where finding no help or ſecurity, ſtrives to make his peace with his own ſub- 
jects , and toreturn home, they upon his ſubmiſſion were contented to re- 
ceive him again; but as he was returning home, he ſeiſeth upon Gothland, 
intending to exerciſe Pyracie there upon all the Northern ſhips; but being 49 
beſet round by Charles Canutus, and fearing the Daniſh forces, ſurrenders 
himſelf ro his people, amongſt whom afterward he reigned peaceably fourteen 
years from his Coronatjon : To him ſucceeded Chriſtopher Palatin, Duke of 
Favarianephew to Fricus by his ſiſter 3 he had wars with England, but re- 
turning victoriouſly home fell upon $8abec without any fſucceſſe; he loſt 
his Fleet by fhipwrack upon the coaſt of Suecia, as he was ſtriving to ſur- 
priſe the Vandalic Cities : In his time the Kmgdome was ruined wich plague 
and famine. Atlaſt having loſt in the ſea all his wealth dieth in Dexmark 
childleſs. 

Swethland being governed fome years without a King, at length by 50 
the conſent of the Peers who wes wp to be —_ an lon - A 
Forretgners elected Charles Canutus for their King : He ſubdueth Nor- 
way , and layeth heavy Fines upon the Danes for making war againſt him 
the people being irritated by the tyranny of their Governours, and animated 
by the Archbiſhop of Upſalen, a rebellion is raiſed, which to ſuppreſs, Charles 
removesto Gedanum, where he expetted aide from Poland; in the interim the

TÞ Swethland (as we have ſaid ) to Margaret ſucceeded her nephew Fricus 
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cople cbtrudes the Kingdome upon Chriſtrern King of Denmark and crownes Ai.Chriſti: 
lim. Catil/us Biſhop of Lincopen, and the Archbiſhops Nephew having raiſed w WO

day of his Coronation are treacheroully by him murthered at a feaſt, having 
cauſed firſt the Town gates of Stockholm to be ſhut, that none might eſcape, a- 
bout 94 were maſlacred, whoſe bodies were left utburied three dayes on the 
ground,to the horror of the ſpeCtatorszthe budy of Stexo but lately buniedby 


20 the command of this new Tyrant is digged up, and burned with the reſt 5 at

length he plundrced the widows and ſons of the murthered Nobility 5 but hea- 
ring that thirty thouſand of the people were up in arms againſt him, he ſtole 
out of Stocholpr, and through woods and by-ways eſcaped to Dermark, the 
ſame moneth that he was crowned ; neither was he quiet at home, for havin 
embrewed his hands in the blood of his own people, was extreamly hated, fo 
that Frederick his Uncle, Prince of Holſtatia, with the Lxbikers, raiſed an Arm 
againſt him ; whereupon being terrified in conſcience he flies into Zeland with 
J/abel his wife, Ceſars ſiſter, and his children, the third year after the maſſacre 
of Stockholm. | 
In the mean time Guſtavrs the ſon of Ericus who had eſcaped out of the 
hands of the Dare, under pretence of negotiating for Chriſtina the widow of 
Steno, marrieth with Steno's daughter, and by the conſent of the Peers, and 
wealth of the Labikers, enters upon the polleſiion of the vacant kingdoine z 
after this he aboliſheth the old religion, and embraceth the dodrine of the 
Anguſtine confeſſion ; at laſt having governed the kingdome prudently eight 
and thirty years, he departs this life, leaving, for his ſuecefior Ericus whom he 
begot of his wife Katha#ine the Duke of Saxons daughter; after he was 
crowned at Stockholnr, he made wars upon the Dazes and Lubikers, by which 
he encurred the hatred of his friends and neighbours ; his brother Ph» Duke 
of Finland, was much difpleaſed with his conditions; he having tnarried Ka- 
tharine a widow, and fiſter to Sigiſmmnd King of Poland, lent him great ſum 
of money, for which he received in mortgage from the King divers Caſtles and 
Garriſon towns in Livonia4 Ericus being fuſpitious, thought his brother had 
entred into league with the Polonian and Dare againſt him, therefore makes 
war upon him, and having apprehended him with his wife and whole family 
at 4bo a Town in Finland, cauſeth hini-to be brought to Holxzia, where being 
pub- 
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An.Chriſti, publikely condemned, was impriſoned, and molt of his chict friends pat to 
WwYW death; after four years impriſonment he was fer tree; about a year after he 


ſciſeth on his brother Friczs, deveſts him of his kingdome, and commits him 
to perpetual impriſonment : hereupon Johns made king of Swethland by ge. 
neral conſent ; "6 had war with the Daze and Mrſcovite which laſted many 
yearsz hedied and teft one ſon, Sigiſmund, who was elected king of Poland; 
John was of his fathers religion, conſonant to the Argyſtine contaiion, but he 
ſuffered his ſon —_— to be inſtructed privately by his mother Katherine 
in the Catholick faith, yet would not ſuffer any other protefiion but Lutheran- 
iſme publikely in his own kingdom therefore he left his brother Charles Duke 
of Finlid, a rigid Lutheran, as an hoſtage with his people, that no innovation 
ſhould be 1n their Religion, and withall in his ſons abſence appointed him ex- 
ecutor of his will, and titular King of Swerthland. 

In Denmark, Margaret, as is already ſaid, being dead, Fricss reigned alone, 


he was the Duke of Poxrerania's ſon, and great grandchild of. Waldemar; he 


learned his cruelty and perfidiouſneſs of Margaret; by whom he was educated. 
In his time the Alemans made irruptions into Dexrmark, but to their loſs, for 
they were defeated and repulſed by the Queen and Nobility, whoſe overthrow 
hd wars, Fricus that hated the Peers, did chiefly aime at; he being ſlight- 
ed for his perfidiouſneſs and injuſtice, 1s expelled out of both his Kingdoms 
into Gothland,an Iland fit for his ſatety,and for exerciſing of pyracic ; during 
his abode here, he much infeſted the Swediſh ſhips, but was  Canonar tothe 
Danes, to whom he left all Gothland to be poſleſied and kept for him in his ab- 
ſence ; for not finding himſelf ſecure enough in that Ifland, he returns to Po- 
merania. This Ericus is infamous in the Hiſtories of Swethland and Denmark, for 
his adulteries, perjuries,plundrings,treacheries, injuſtice,and ſeven and twenty 
ſeveral rreaſons; when he fled to Gothland, he carried with him the whole trea- 
fares of his kingdome, and Cecil his Concubine, who was the chief cauſe both 
of his wickedneſs and miſeries. To him ſucceeded Chriſtopher Duke of Bava- 
ria, 
King Fricxs; he was much offended with the inſolencies of the Hans-towns, 
which were grown ſo wealthy and ſtrong, that they ſighted their neighbour 
Princes, chiefly Lxrbec which the Dazes had built, and was hitherto ſubject to 
the Daniſh Kings, but now by treachery and cunning had ſhaken off their 
yoke,and aimed at the government of their Governours; therefore to reduce 
them to their former obedience, he raiferh out of all parts of his kingdome 
great ſums of money, which ſodi{pleaſed the Northern Juitlanders that they 
rebelled, but were quickly ſuppreſled by the King, and grievouſlly tined : his 
wife was Dorothy daughter to John Marqueſs of Brandeburgs he died child- 
leſs, the ſeventh year of his reign in the Caſtle of Helſingor; he was a Prince 
well beloved of hs Danes, but hated of the Swedes, over whom notwithſtand- 
ing he reigned till his dying day. 

To him ſucceeded Chriſtianus the firſt, ſon of Theodoricus Earl of Adenbure, 
he was elected by the adviſe of Ado!/phns Duke of Holſatia his kinſman ; he 
married Dorothy the widow of Chriſtopher his predeceſſor, of whom he begot 
a daughter, Margaret by name, (who was afterward married to the King of 
Scotland) and two ſons, fehn and Frederick; in his time the Swedes fell off to- 
tally from the Covenant of the three Kingdomes; having choſen and crowned 
a King of their own, to wit, Charles ſon of Canntus, and Lord Marſhal of that 
Kingdome, but he at laſt was expulſed for his tyranny and perfidiouſneſs, and 
Chriſtianus was by them accepted as their king, to whom they were not long 
ſubject, for divers of the Swedes rebelled againſt him, and called home again 
Charles from Garnt, where he had lived in exile ſeven years; this Chriſtianus 
was a Clement and bountiful Prince, whoſe government had been without 
blood, if his ſimplicity had not been abuſed by ſome ſycophants, to the great 
prejudice of Swethland, for John Archbiſhop of Vpſalia, by the malice of ſome

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the great Grandchild alſo of Waldemar, he was choſen by the conſent of 25 
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lived 1n great miſery, and yet it was by his means that the King obtained this 
Kingdome, for this Archbiſhop was the main man that oppoſed the tyranny, 

rfidjouſneſs and cruelty of King Charles, that ſtood molt for the peoples h- 

rty, but King Chriſtienvs having found our the knavery of theſe mil-infor- 
mers, ſends the Archbiſhop home again to Sweder with much honour, and re= 
ſtores him to his former powerand dignity z in requital of which fayours, he 
remained faithful ever after to Chriſtians, forgetting the injury of his: capti- 

0 vity : this King having redeemed Holſatia with a great ſam of money, ral{ed 
by way of taxes from his ſubjects; Swethland alſo being ſubdued by his Arms, 
and Gothland regained, having married his ſon Johr,and vilited Rowe for Reli- 
gions ſakes at laſt after three and thirty years reign he died, and was buried: 
at Roſchild in a Chappel which he had built and richly endowed,on the South 
fide of the Cathedral Church of Saint Lucizs the Martyr; this place he had 
inriched with divers ornaments and Reliques from Rove. 

To him ſucceeded his ſon John the firſt ; he married Chriſtine daughter of 
Erneſtus Duke of My/nia, who bare him two fons Chriſtzernmus and Frederick, 
and one daughter, Elrzabeth, who was married to Joachim Marqueſs of Bran 

ao deburg s, ray! rhe almoſt reigned two and thirty years over Denmark; in the 
beginning of his reign, ſome of the {ww Peers ſtirred him up againſt the 
Clergy, but when he perceived that it was out of malice and covetoulneſs 
theſe profane men defired the overthrow of the Church, which is (ll expo+ 
ſed tothe hatred of the Laity, he took all Eccletialtick perſons into his pro- 
tetion ever afterz but what theſe covetous wretches could not effect by this 
King againft the Church, they afterward did performs by Chriſtiern and 
Frederick, the firſt. John intended war againſt Stewo Strra Goyernour 
of Swede, which his mother Dorothy kept off whilſt ſhe lived, buc after her 
death he fought and ſubdued the Swedes, yer ſcarce injoyed be that king 

50 three years, for Steno and Suanto rebelled, to the hurt of both kingdomes. 
Queen Chriſtina was beſieged and taken in the Caſtle of Holxre ; he was unfor- 
tunate in the batte] of Ditmzarſe which he loft, but Had-better ſuccefs by Sea 
againſt the Lzbekers, who were alwayes enemies to the kingdom of Denmurks 
he died of the Plague in the town of 0burg, and was buried av0ttorrias he was 
a Prince both prudent and —_— much lamented after his death eyen by 
thoſe thar hated him in his life, foreſeeing the tyrannical government of. his 
ſon Chriſtiern the ſecond, whom the Hiſtories call. worfe then. any Phalaris, 
Nero, or Scylla, for having found a peaceable and plentiful kingdom, he left ir 
moſt calamitous, by his ſacriledge, 1mpieries, craclrieg, and perfidiouſneſs,ſpa- 

40 ring neither eccleſtaſtick nor ſecular perſons; burraging on the dead as well as 
on the living, for which his Nobility were fo offended, that by the helpjof his 
Uncle and'Lubekers, they drove him out of his kingdome; the g. yeare of his 
reignz ten years he lived an exiled man in Germany z, afterward returning with 
an Army into his countrey, hoping to recover his: kingdome; was taken. pri- 
foner, and'\detained in captivity till his death, which befelt him at Callenburg 
having lived 77 years and ſome moneths, he wasburied at 0ttor7a neer his fa- 
ther; his Concubine waythe cauſe of all rhe miſeries rhat fel on him and his 
kin e; he married 'with 7/2be/daughter to Philip King of Spain and Arch- 
Duke of Axftriz, who lived ten years, and was buried at Gaunt, a moſt chaſte 
and religious Lady, who bare him three ſons, two of which died in their in- 
fancy, the third departed in the Hungarian warre under his Uncle Charles 

5 the fifth, Emperour, the ſame day that his father was taken priſoner ;, ſhe 
bare him alſo two Daughters, Dorothy married to Frederick Count Palatine,and 
Chriſtina the wife of Francis Sfortia Duke of 14illar, and after him of Francis 
Duke of Loraine. 
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_ falſe informers (by whom often-times Princes are abuſed ) was ap rehen- AnChriſtt, 
ded by Chriſtianus, and highly wronged, being ſent into Denmark, where he: | 
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| qt BY Frederick the firſt ſucceeds King of Denmark and Norway ; by his fathers laſt 
will he was made Duke of Sleſvic, Holſatia, Stormaria, Wagria, and Ditmarſ- 
chia; but being a child of nine years, his brother the king divides theſe Coun- 
tries with him ; when he came to mans eſtate, he demanded of his brother the 
Legacies his father Jett him, and complained for detaining his Dominions 
from him, but receiving an unpleaſing anſwer, he was contented to fit quiet ſo 
long as his brother lived, whom he aided alfo in his wars againſt the Ditmar- 
ſbians; at laſt entring into a confederacie with the Daniſh Nobility, arives 
him out of his kingdome for his tyranny, and undertakes the Government of 
D-nmarkand Norway; Hafnia ſurrendred to him, whither calling the Nobili- 19 
ty together, he held a Parliament, in which Chriſtiern for his xronay and trea- 
chery is depoſed, and Frederick elected, who preſently confirmed the privi- 
ledges of the Nobility as ſoon as he was crowned ; he commanded that the 
Lutheran dotrine ſhould be publikely taught in the Churches; he died at 
Gottorp, and was buried at Sleſwig in the Quicr of the Cathedral Church,where 
he was honoured with a Monument of Alabaſter ; he lived fix and fifty years 
and reigned ten; he had two wives, the firſt was Anna daughter to John Eleftor 
and Marqueſs of Brandeburg, who lived fourteen years with him, he had by 
her Chriſtian the third, king of Denmark, and Dorothy 1. the wife of Albert 
Duke of Boruſſia, his other daughter was Sophia wite to Bugiſlaws the Tenth; 
Duke of Stetrn in Pomerania ; ſhe had three fons, John, Adolphas, and Frederick, 
and three daughters, Fl;zabeth mother to Sophia, who was wite to Frederick 
the ſecond, King of Denmark , Annathat died of the Plague, and Dorothy the 
ſecond. 

Chrifbianws the third ſucceeded; he firſt of all took care to ſettle the Chur- 
ches of his kingdom, committing the charge of a general vilitation of Eccleſli- 
aſtick perſons to Widenſcius Doctor in Divinity, whom he ſent for out of Mag- 
deburg, and to Hermannws Taſtius Paſtor of Flenſburg, with whom were joyn- 
ed ſome of the Nobility; he was crowned by John Bugenhagius of Pomerania, 
and reigned fourand twenty years in great moderation and prudence; at laſt 
the ſix and fiftieth year of his age he died; his Son honoured him with a mag- 
nificent Monument of Alabaſter and Marble at Roſchild, whither his bod 
was tranſported with great ſolemnity his wife Dorethy the Duke of Lower 
Saxony s Daughter lieth buried by him, ſhe died twelve years after her hus- 
band, ſhe bare to him Frederickthe ſecond King of Denmark, Anna wife to Au- 
guſtus Elector of Saxony and Marqueſs of Myſnia, Magnus Duke of x ang. 
Dorothy wife to William Duke of Brunſwick, and John the younger Duke of 
Holſatia. 

nr OS ſecond ſacceeded ; he had wars 7 years together with Ericus 
the 14. King of Swethland, till the year 1570. at length by the mediation of 40 
ſome Princes, peace is concluded between him and Joh» brother to Fricus 14. 
all the reſt of his reign he lived peaceably; at laſt he fell ſick of a lin ring dif- 
eaſe, 0Fob. 3.and died the 4. of April tollowing, having firſt received the Sa- 
crament, and prepared himſelf with conteſhon of his faith and prayer z he 
rcigned 29 years, and lived 54. he died in S$it/and in his Princely houſe of An- 
derſchow;, he was much bewailed by the whole wingrnny , chiefly by the 
Church and Schools, for he was a great freind to Schollers; by his wife Sophia 
he had Flizabeth, Anna, Chriſtianns, Ulricus, Auguſta, Hedewiges, and John ; his 
Succeflor was Chriſtianus the Fourth, of whom we will fpeak hereafter,

for a good ſouldier, a juſt Prince, and a munificent benefactor to the poore; 

his firſt wife was ary daughter to Charles the ſeventh of France, by whom 
he had no children ; but of his ſecond wife Margaret, the Prince of Eurgundies 
daughter, he begot Jacoba his onely daughter and heir: He had ſome diffe- 
rence with Arkeli#s a Lord of that Country, who had ſeiſed upon the City 
Worchom, or Gorcum, The Biſhop of Utricht aſliſted the Earl againſt this A4r- 
kelizs, from whom he took ſome towns3 Gaſpera was burned to aſhes, and the 
ſame fortune was like to fall upon Gorc#xe, 1t the Duke of Gelder, and John 
of Bavaria eleted Prince of Liege had not mediated a Peace between them: 
There were alſo great troubles between this Job» the Bavarian and the Citi- 
20 zens of Liege, who deſpiling the government of this Prince,elefted another; 
but Earl Vilram by the aide of John of Burgundy his kinſman, Antony of Bra- 
bant, and Theodoricws of Nammwrs , overthrew theſe rebellious Citizens in a 
bloody battel, and withall aboliſhed all the priviledges of that City, impo- 
ſing a heavy Tribute on it : This #i//zam alſo had ſome __ with Renald 
Duke of Gelder, but they were at laſt compoſed by the addition of Arkelizs his 
dominions to Williams. After he had ſettled all at home, he made a Journey 
to Hannonia, and ſhortly after dyed. 

To him ſucceeded his onely — whoſe whole life was nothing 
elſe but a wreſtling with bad fortune : for her firſt husband the Dolphin of 
20 France, John by naine, ſon to Charles the ſixth, ſhortly after her haſty marriage 


T* Holland, Earl Albert being dead, his ſon William ſucceeded , commended 
IO 


with him,died of py—_ 3 ſhe was then about ſixteen years old, in the prune 


of her youth, when ſhe gave her conſent to _ with John of Brabant, 
though ſhe was retarded from that by Religion and propinquity of blood; 
et Pope Martin the (ifth gave her a diſpenſation, which was revoked again 
by the authority of Sigi/mund the Emperour. This being unknown to Jacoba, 
ſhe conſaummates the matrimony at the Hag#e : In the interim, John of Bavaria 
aiming at higher matters —_— his Epiſcopal ſeat to the Pope, and mar- 
rieth with the widow of Ant ony Duke of Brabant; befides , Sigiſmund the 
Emperour confers upon John of Bavaria the Arms of Holland, to whom that 
4© Earldome ſeemed to appertain, he being the next heir male, to whom the fe- 
male ſex was to give place : Upon this, he enters Holand with an Army, not- 
withſtanding theGrandees reliſted his clajm,affirming that the woman was ca- 
pable by their antient Jaws of the government of that Earledome : But Johns 
of Burgundy made peace between them upon theſe terms; that what the Bu- 
varian did poſleſſe, he ſhould enjoy by the right of Fee : yer the next year, the 
war was renewed by the City of Leyden , which lided with Hacoba ; bur the 
inhabitants being pinched with a ſtrait ſiege, were forced to yeeld, and ſub- 
mit their necks to a new Lord. 7ohy of Brabant was forced, though without 
his wives knowledge,to deliver up the whole government of the Country to 
$50 the Bavarian z hereupon aroſe divers jealouſies and quarrels between the mar- 
ried couple, ſo that ſhe grew careleſle, out of indignation, both of her husband 
and of the government beſides, the f{iniltrous waies uſed in making up of this 
match ſtuck in her ſtomack,and ſo uſing this for a pretence;ſhe marrieth the D: 
of Gloceſter, without the Popes diſpenſation ; this —__ her former hus- 
band,(o that he having undertaken the government of Hol/and upon the death 
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An.Chriſti- of John of Bavaria, goeth into Harnonia, and being afliſted by the Forces of 

WY philip Duke of Burgundy, overthrew in ſeveral skirmiſhes the Army of Jacoba, 
whom he took priſoner and delivered her to the Burgundian, rill the Popes 
opinion or judgement was known concerning this match ; but ſhe eſcaped to 
Hol/and in a mans habit, where ſhe was joytully received by thoſe Cities of the 
Hoecks that ſided with her, but many other Townes adhered to Philip the Bur- 
gundian : Hence foHowed a cruel war, the Duke of Glouceſter aſſiſted Jacob, 
but Philip at laſt got the better 3 After this the Popes ſentence followed, ma- 
king her divorce from her former husband unlawful , with a command that 
ſhe ſhould commit her ſelf to the cuſtody of Amadews the Duke of Savoy, till 10 
things were peaceably compoſed. Hwnfred of Glouceſter having repudiated his 
wife, marrieth with another : After this Jacob laid (tege to Harlem, which ſhe 
was forced to raiſe again, and hight with Philip of Zargundy, whom at laſt in a 
long battel ſhe overcame, and drove him into Leyder. In the mean while as 
ſhe was making greater ev of Brabant, from whom ſhe had di- 
vorced her ſclf, died, which now = er in great hopes of obtaining Hol/and 
again 3 but theſe hopes were quickly blaſted by her overthrow ſhe received 
neer Wiringa in a battel againſt Phil;p, with whom ſhe Articles, that he ſhould 
be Protector of Hol/and, but the dominion ſhould remain in her, belides, ſhe 
ſhould never marry without the conſent of Philip; and withall, if ſhe died 20 
childleſs, he ſhould be her ſole Heir : ſo the Countrey enjoyed peace a 
while, which afterward broke out into new diſcords; for Jacoba being of a li- 
bidmous nature,fell in love with Francon Borſalizs, which when Philip undcr- 
ſtood, ſuddenly he ſeifeth on him, and ſends him priſoner to RKupelmond, with 
command that he ſhould have his head cut off; but the Governour of the 
Caſtle being loath to meddle with the blood of ſo great a man, gave out that 
Berſalizs was beheaded ; Philip repenting of his raſh ſentence, when he heard 


of this, was much grieved,and ny for he delighted not in blood 3 but when 


he heard that Borſali#s was alive, he rejoyced exceedingly, and withall, ratifi- 
ed the marriage between him and Jacoba, on theſe conditions, that ſhe ſhould 32 
totally reſign her righr, that Bor/a/izs ſhould lay claim to the Earldome of 
Oſterband:, it they had children, they ſhould enjoy their ancient Dominions, 
it they had none, that then all theſe Countries ſhould devolve to the Heirs 
of Philzp the Burgundians and ſo ſhe dying childle(s,the Houſe of Burgundy be- 
came Lords of Hannonia, Holand, Zeland, and Weit-Frieſ/and; and thus Philip 
became a moſt potent Prince, his firſt Marriage with Mchaelia the daughter of 
Charles the ſixth of France was ſterile, and ſo was his ſecond Matrimony: but by 
the third match with El;zabeth of Portugal he had three ſons, one of whom, 
Martin by name (the reſt being dead) ſucceeded him. Philip after this had 
lorg wars with the French, art Jaſt a peace is concluded upon this condition, 49 
that Philip ſhould endeavour to recover amongſt other territories the Earle- 
dome of Giſen,but frem this he was kindred by the Engliſh out of Calice, which 
was then under them. At this time, the tumults of Gaunt and Bruges filled the 
whole Country with diſorders : One day as Philip was paſſing through Bruges,, 
the Citizens fell upon his Company, killed the chiefeſt of his Nobilicy, and if 
he hadnot broken open the gates, he had been murthered there himſelf, ſo 
that hemarrowly eſcaped. This high indignity he could not digeſt, till he had 
behheged the rown fo cloſely, that it was pinched both with poverty and hun- 
ger, for want of trading and proviſion : whereupon the town is adbnd, 
cighteen of the chicf plotters were put to death, and the reſt forced to redeem 50 
theirlives, and the Princes favour with a great ſum of money : after this 
he ſupprefleth the Gartojs, and other faftions thereabout > made his 
natural ſonne David Biſhop of Utricht, though the Citizens withſtood him 3 
he alſo aſſiſted by his power Lewis to the Crown of France, at which 
time the ſolemnity and ceremonies of the golden Fleece were performed 
ar 
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ae the Hay; this Order wis firſt inſticated at the Nuptials of Philip and A4r.Chriſts.

In the mean time thoſe of Liege offered divers wronps'to the Fatls heredi= * 


tary countries, and drofe Lewis Burbon out of his Biſhoprick. The Earls ſon 
Charles, firnamed Belzcons, ot Hardy, was ſent with an Atmy to ſuppreſs them, 
which he did, but they _ again, ——_—_ the City Dinan- 
tu, a famous place then, isinade the —_ the Souldiers fury, who kil- 
ted many. of them, with the ſword , and drowned multitudes in the oſe; 
they. overthrow the Towers and Walls of the City; and burned down the 
10 houſes with fire, fo at laſt the Citizens of Liege were forced by this exemplary 
puniſhment. to ſubmir, and beg the Princes favour. After theſe wars, this 
good Earl died __ and fickneſs at Prugis the 73 year of his age, to 
whom ſucceeded Charles Mortin',;. called the Bellicons 3 he was three tiines 
married, firſt with Katherive daughter to Charles the ſeventh, King of France ; 
ſecondly, with Eliz.abe b of Burbon, by whont he had Mary the Heir of his Do- 
minions thirdly, with Afargaret daughter to the Duke of Tork, and ſiſter to 
Edward the 4. King of England; he fought.divers battels with good ſucceſs 
he ſuppreſled Liege, as we faid 3 he began'a war with Lewis the eleventh; 
King of France, which was upon agreemienr 'ſ{uppreſied ; he had forme Sea- 
20 fights with the Duke of Warwick, againft whom he aided King Edward,when 
he was driven out of his Kingdome 1nto Holland ,, he had wars alſo with A4r- 
nold Duke of Geldre,, who had ſold Geldre and 'Zutphania to Charles'4/ all this 
Countrey he added to his Dominion, and teceived it in fee from the Empe- 
rour 3 but Ce/er afterward gave aide to the Earls enemies at Coler and Nowe- 
ſiunr,a Town belonging to Colen, and there was like to be gteat trouble, if the 
Popes. Legat had not taken up the quarrel : he had lohg wars alfo with the 
French,and was twice defeated by Reinold of Lorain the French General. After 
Nancy was taken by the French, Charles layes ſiege to it 3/ a-long and bloody 
battel was fought ; at laſt the Earl being betrayed by Campobaſſus an Italian 
zo was drowned with his horſe im aLakethe 43 year of his agez he was a wiſe 
man, a juſt Prince, and a good Souldierz he ſet up a high Court of Juſtice ar 
Mechlin, and in the great Hall at the Hagze he uſed toadminiſter Juſtice him 
ſelf, ſometimes every week ; he beheaded the Preſident of Zeland whothad 
ut to death an innocent man, that he might abuſe his wife; this Preſident 
Lavkia had his deſire of the woman, ſent her the dead body of her husband, 
which the Earl underftanding, ſent tothe woman the dead body of this Prefi- 
dent or Governour, and made her heirto all his goods » This Earl was too 
greedy of glory and dominion. | | 
Tohim ſucceeded his onely daughter Mary, the laſt of the houſe 6f Bu#- 
go gwndy, from which the night of thote Countries were tranſlated ro the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and foto Spain; her tuition John of Clive undertook; till ſhe was 
married to Maximilian ſon to Frederick the third, Emperour, which was the 
originall of the Houſe of Auſtria's greatneſs. Lewis the French King ſonght 
her for his ſon, but was rejected, for which he was highly incenfed, 'T he 
troubles aroſe again between the Heecks who took Leyden,& the Cabillaris who 
ſeiſed upon Dort. The Princeſs in hunting was flung from her horſe, with 
which fall ſhe broke a rib, and died of an Impoſthume, ſhe was buried at 
Bruges,to the great grief of her husband, to whom ſhe bare Philip of Auſtria, 
Francis who died an infant, and Margaret. Philip the ſecond, Heir of thefe Do- 
50 Minions, being ſcarce as yet four yours old, had Maximilian his father for his 
Governour, by whoſe prudence the faftionsof the Hoecks and Cabillarrs were 
quicted, the rebellion of the Geldrians ſuppreſſed, the Townes of Rnremnnd 


and Yexlos having ſubmitted ; he extinguiſhed alſo the differences with . 


Francc,by betrothing his daughter Margaret to the Dolphin, who was deluded 
by him, affeCting rather the D. of Britanies onely daughter, whom he married, 
Maximilian had alſo wars withGaunt and Brugis,whoſe ſtout ſtomack he at laſt 
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An.Chri(ti. ſuppreſied z but after he was called to the Empire, he left the care of 
AY Belginm to his ſon Philip, now almoſt ſixteen years of agez he by Johanna 
1506. daughter to Ferdinand King of Spair —_ Charles the fifth, Ferdinand King of 

Hungary and Bohemia, and ſome daughters afterward married to the chief 
Princes of Exrope, and by the death of John of Caſtile he became Heir of di- 
vers Kingdomesz, he was a vertuous and peaceable Prince at length being 
full of wealth and happineſs, died at Burgis a City of Granado, not without 
ſuſpition of poiſon 5 his heart, as he defired, was buried at Jernſalem : To him 
ſucceeded Charles the 5. ſcarce {ix-years old, whoſe Aunt Margaret in the mean 
while governed the Netherlands; but after Charles attained the years of pu- 10 
berty, the whole countrey of Felgizm ſolemnly acknowledged him for their 
Lord, After this, at Valedol:d rhe chief City of old Caſtile, ſometime the relt- 
dence of the kings of -Spair, with great magnificence, Charles takes poſleſſion 
of bis fathers kingdomes. | 

Charles , by the.death of Maximilian Emperour, his Grandfather, 1s cho- 
ſen by the general ſuffrage of the Eleftors, Emperour of the Komanes ; who 
was no ſooner gone into Germany, but the Spaniards rebelled, by meanes of 
the inſolent Government of #:l/:am Croijus Chierins, whom Charles had left 
as Viceroy of Spa#n; the Nobility envied the government of a ſtranger. Peter 
Gironins, being aided by the Peers, under colour of vindicating the liberty of 20 
Spaine, goeth to Valledolid, where he ſeiſeth upon Joan Mother of Charles, and 
carried her away as his priſoner; but ſuddenly an Army of 1zeperial:ſts bein 
levied; they regained the Queen, fet her at liberty, and put to death the chi 
rebels; Charle: finding how requifite his preſence was, to —_— the fire 
of inteſtine {edzrions, makes a journey to Spazy, where he ſtayed cight yearsz 
but whilit his preſence quicted Spaire, his abſence occaſioned troubles in the 
Nenerlands , tailed by the Geldrians, and Zutphanians, who being at laſt 
ſubdued, were forced to ſubmit to the pleaſure of the Conquerour, which 
W2s,, thaz Gelderland and Zutphania being eſcheated to the Emperour, th 
ſhou'g be held in fee from him « this Zutphas is a town in Gelderland,and hath 32 
been an ancient Ezrldome, and is ſeated on the River Tſe. Groyning alſo 
a Towne ut Weſt-Frie/land, which had been wreſted from the Duke of Sx- 
any ly the Earle of Faſt-Frieſ/and, and ſold to Charles Dnke of Gelders, was 

urrendred” to Charles the Emperour z to whom alſo Henry of Bavaria, 

the laſt Biſhop of Vtricht, being expelled by the Citizens thereof and Duke 
of Gelders, reſigned his juriſdiftion 3 the firſt temporal Lord of it was 
Charles, who built a fair ſtrong Caſtle here; yet finde in Bel/-Foreſt upon 
Guicciardin, that William Enckewort Cardinal, and Biſhop of Tortona in Spain, 
took poſleſiion of this Biſhoprick by a Deputy , he himſelf remaining then at 
Rome, whole Succeſſour was George of Egmont fon to John the firſt t of 4© 
Egmont ; he ruled this Biſhoprick five and twenty years, whoſe Succeſſor 
Frederick of 1autenburg was Biſhop of the place twenty yeares, after whom 
ſucceeded none but Titular Biſhopsz Epiſcopacy with the Roman Religion 


being both driven our at the ſame time,not without great tumults, and almoſt 
the overthrow of that City.

N $2v0j, Amadess the 8. ſucceeded to his father Amadexs the 7. There was 
t ſtrife who ſhould have the tuition of the childe; for Bona Biturick 
is mother, Box Borbo#ia his grandmother, Lewis of Savoy Prince of Mo= 


10 7ea(who had married his ſiſter) the Earl of Geneva, ahd Philip Duke of Bur= 
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ly , did all claim an intereſt in this childs tuition, and government of his 
rldome : this gave occafion of great differences, which were not ended till 
Amadeus himſelf being now of age, and having married Mary of Burguidy 
(according tothe deſire of bbth parents whilſt they lived) undertook the go- 
yernment: He was a Prince of great hopes, and on whoſe prudence and power 
hisneighbours did much relie. 7taly at this time was grievouſly afflicted with 
plagues,ſudden deaths, Civil wars, and ſchiſmmes in the Church, all which were 
portended by a direful Cottier, and other fearful meteors. For mitigating of 
Gads wrath, and removing of theſe nor ents, ſupplication and pt Ons 
were made through all Towns and Villages, multitudes of people going 
about in white garments, and ſuch as did not weat this colour and go about 
with them, were counted prophane; this garment was of white linnen, which 
covered them all over head and foot : All ages, ſexes and conditions of people, 
from the meaneſt ſort to the Princes, undertook this Penance freely, chiefly 
the Clergy of all degrees, ſothat for three whole motiths there wasno other 
publike exerciſe pertorined ; neither during that time, were there any quar- 
rels or Law-ſuits. | | 
This Amadens beſtowed upon the Celeſtine Order all that building called the 
Savoy at Lions, which heretofore had belonged to the Knights Templers, but 
after their abolition to the Knights of S. John of Jeruſalem, which buildings 
theſe Knights had beſtowed upun Amaders 4. for his good ſervice in reco- 


vering the Iſle of Rhodes to the Chriſtians : The ſame Amaderns 8, gave order 


to his ſon Lewis to build a Cha ppel in that place, and to increaſe the revenew 
of thoſe few Monks which he had invited thither, having as yet no tnore but 
ſeventy five crowns per annumallowed them, which was performed by Lewis 
accordingly, who alſ{o enlarged the bounds of the Monaſtery ; this was in ho- 
nour of Peter Celeſtin not long before canonized. About this time John Biſhop 
of Liege was expelled his Biſhopprick by the Inhabitants , and purſued alſo in 
a hoſtile manner : this wrong W:i{iam Earle of Henanlt did highly reſent (for 
this John was his brother ) and preſently implores aid from the Duke of Bur- 
gundy who had married their ſiſter, againſt the Liegersz the Burgundian aſlents, 
and withall invitesto the confederacie Amadeus, who had married his fiſter ; 
theſe raiſed a-great Army , a cruel battel is fought, in which Pierweiſins the 
chief author of the Biſhops expulſion, and his ſon, who aſſumed the title of 
Biſhop of Liege, with eight and twenty thouſand Liegers were ſlain , and John 
the Bavarian reſtored again-to his Biſhopprick : Yirins General of the Savoyan 
forces, with the Gentry of Savoy that were with him, behaved theinſclves ſo 
gallantly in this conflict, that the Burgundian invited three hundred of them 
allowing large ſtipends to be of his Life-guard, ſetting Yirivs over them as 
Captain ; but not long after, ſome differences falling out between Amadens 
and Lewis Duke of Burbon about the Principality of Dumbar, which the 
Savoyan claimed as a part of his dominon, Y:rizs boldly by a Herauld de- 
nounces war againſt Lewis of Burbo# , at which the Duke wondred that a pri- 
vate man durſt be ſo bold, therefore he ſuſpected that Amradeirs had autho- 
rized him todo (o, and the rather, becauſe Yirixs had ſcifed upon ſome Caſtles 
in the Country of Dumbar : Some think that he was encouraged by Jets 
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An.Chriſti. Duke of Eurbon ; however it was, the Burbonian with an Army before Yirins 


was aware, regained all the Caſtles which he had taken, and withall threatens 
to proclaim war againſt the Savoyan, if Virius be not delivered up to him : the 
Savoyan who difclaimed altogether this raſhneſs and boldneſs of /7rmms, de- 
livers him up to the Bnrbonian, conditionally that he ſhould be uſed as a pri- 
ſoner of war, and diſmiſſed again after he had received fatisfaCtion from him 
for the loſles ſuſtained 3 this was agreed upon, and the- difference about the 
right of homage which the Savoyan demanded of the Burbonian, was com> 

ſed by the Duke of Berry; but this accord was not long-lived, for Charles 6, 
R___ France being offended with the Dukes of Orleans and Eurbon upon 15 
ſuſpicions and jealoulies, invites John Duke of Burgundy, and. Amadens to fall 
upon the lands of Orleans and Burbor with fire and-{word, which was done ac- 
cordingly : Amadexs employes Virizs, giving him the charge of five-hundred 
Curiſers, Fierbourgins is ſent by the Burgundian, theſe make, havock of all 
whither they went : Berry , Burbon and Orleans being highly incenſed at theſe 
wrongs, enter into a __ both againſt the Burgundian, whoſe greatneſs they 
bated , and the rather becauſe his power was greater with the French King 
then al! the other Princes; and likewiſe againſt the Savoyan, who had mar- 
ried the Burgundians ſiſter. What miſeries and deſolation fell upon France by 
this confederacie, may be ſeenat large in the FrenchHiſtories, Sos 

This Amaceus waited upon Sigi/ſmmdthe Emperour, as the ſecond Farle 
of the Empire, when he went to France about a Synod for removing of the 
Papal (chilme: the Emperours Ambaſladours could do no good, therefore he 
was fain to go himſelf, _y attended upon(according to the ancient cuſtome 
when the Emperour travels out of the Imperial bounds ) by the Princes 
Eleftors, four Dukes, four Lantgraves, four Marqueſles, and four Earles of 
the Empire : Amadews 1n his journey fell fick ; ſome think truly, ſome think 
fainedly, as being unwilling to meet or converle with Orleans, the Burgundi- 
ans great enemy , and ſo returns home, where underſtanding that Genua was 
much diſtracted with inteſtine broils, he ſends one thither under colour of 0 
ſome other buſineſs totry ſome of the Citizens under-hand, if the Emperour 
by their help might obtain the City, which would be to him of great conſe- 


; quence for entring into 1taly apo all occaſions : this meſſenger not carrying

his baſineſs cloſe enough was diſcovered, and by Barnibas Guanon the new 
elected governour of Genua ( George. Adurinus the ancient governour havin 

freely laid down his office in theſe — is apprehended and ney weeks 
of treaſon; but before the expiration of one year, this Barnabas was b 

1homas Ffegoſuxs thruſt out of his othice, and baniſhed from Gerna, Thou 4 
this plot of Amadeus ſucceeded not, yet his good will was ſeen to the 
Emperour $ig/ſmmmnd, which he rewarded by making him of an Earle a 
Duke; and becauſe he doubted leſt Geneva and Lanſavna. would unite 
themſelves with the confederated Switzers, as the Citics of the YValteliz had 
done, two years after he obtains of the Emperour full and ſole dominiori 
over theſe Citics, which grant was approved by Pope Martin, After this 
Amadeus made PCAacc between Charles the 7. of France ; and Philip the Good 
Duke of Burgundy, whoſe ora ma was killed by the fation of 0rleans, and 
procured that all who had a hand in that murther ſhould be expelled France. 
After this Phil:p D. of Milan made war upon Savoy, and ſeiſed upon Novaria 
and Verſell;, becauſe 4m1adews had made a league with the Venetians the D. of 
Millans enzmies, ſo that the Army which the Mi/anvis had raiſed againſt the 50 
Venetians and Florent ines, was emploied againſt the Savoyansbut Amadens to 
be revenged, raiſeth a great Army , andby the aſſiſtance of the Burgundian, 
enters Lombardy with fire and ſword, ſpoiling all the Territorics of M:i//an:but 


_ Sigi/mund the Emperour , who was now preparing to go for 1taly to receive 


the Imperial Crown, obtains free paſſage through the Duke of Aſians 


Country, and withall procures a peace between Philip and 4madens, in which 
Novaris 
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Novaria and Vercell; are reſtored by the Duke of Millan, who took to wife An.Chriſti, 
Mary daughter of 4madens. In the mean while the French King had loſt a WY 
great part of his Country, in his wars with England and Burgundy. The Prince 
of Orange intending to invade the Delphinat, ſends to Savoy for help, which 
was promiſed on this condition , that the Savoyan if he obtained the viftory 
ſhould have that part of the Delphinat in which Gratianopolis was ſeated, and 
Vienna: but the event of this war proved otherwaies then they expected; for 
ſcarce had Orange entred the Delphinat, when Gavcourtizs the Goyernour of 
that Country under the French King ſet upon him, and overthrew his Army, 
ſothat he was forced to ſave himſelf by flight, a great many Gentlemen were , , , + 
taken priſoners, and above three hundred (Jain. After this a great battel was rw 
fought between Kenatur of 4njou, and Anthony the Loranger Earle of Yaude- 
mentium:; this was of the French faction, the other of the Burgundianz 
the Savoyan aſliſted Anthony, who got the victory, and took Renatus pri- 
ſoner. 

Now Amadeus being ſixty five years old, and growing weary of the world, 
reputing with himſelt the hazard, vanity, and uncertainty of humane affairs, 
reſolves to change his courſe of lite, and to perſwade ſome of thoſe Knights 
on whom he had alwayes molt relied, to do the like ; but firſt he picks out 

» two of them , whom he took aſide into a private place, and acquainted them 
[That he alwayes truly loved them, ſo that he ſtill rcjoyced in their company 
and preſence when he was1n all his glory ; and now deſirous tolivea private 
and retired life from the tumults of the world , he was in good hope wy 
would not forſake him, promiſing that he would never forget their kindneſle 
in this, and that for diet and cloathing they ſhould do no worſe then he.] 
Thele two Gentlemen wondring much at this reſolution of the Duke, { gave 
himhumble thanks tor his good opinion of them, and his affeftion to then; 
but withall they withed him to conſider, that God had inlarged his Dormi- 
nions and Titles alſo, that now he was at peace with all his neighbours, that 

30 he had dutiful and obedient ſubjects, and a fair iſſue of children, and thatno- 
thing was wanting to make him truly happy therefore humbly defired that 
he would not preter a private life tothe welfare of his people committed to 
his charge, whom he ought to rule and keep in peace,to advance the good,and 

iſh the bad, to chuſe out ſuch men as might adminiſter juſtice without 
partiality,that this was the high way to eternal.bappineſs; This they thought 
good , out of theirduty , to put him in mindeot, yet no wayes willing to 
croſle his wy, Tothis the Duke replied, | That they wete miſtaken in 
placing true happineſs in outward ſplendor and dominion; for (faithhe) 
There 15no felicity but where is liberty, which is onely tobe found in the 

40 private life, being ſecluded from the tumults and diſquietweſs, cares and 
fears, the unſeparable companions of greatneſs; for a private man enjoyes 
more happineſs in a = , then a Prince dothiin a year; forthe one can travel 
up and down the world ſecurely, and fatisfie'/his eyes and minde with thoſe 
delights, which the other cannot without much fear and danger both to his 
own perſon and ſubjectss for how many Princes have been taken travelling 
out of their own dominions, impriſoned, and ſhametully murthered, even to 
the hazarding of their people, who by tbis means have been expoſed as a prey 
to their enemies ; beſides, Princes ears are (till abuſed by flattering Paraſites, 
ſothat they ſeldome hear the truth, and are made believe they are adorned 
with moſt vertues, and blefſed with greater happineſs then all other men, 
which is moſt falſe,and meer mockery : Again, private men are for the moſt 
part Jonger-lived and healthier then Princes, asbeing contented with more 
imple fare, having betterſtomacks by reaſon of exerciſe, and thefreſh air 
which they ſtill enjoys whereas we are cloyed with variety of diſhes, ſauces, 
and drinks, ſo that many times we loath our meat, and are oppreſled with fur- 
teitting and drunkenneſs, and thoſe bad effects which enſue trom thence. _ 
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An.Chriſti. if you will look upon the actions of Princes , whatſoever good ſucceſſe 
WWD» they have in wars and government, 1s aſcribed to fortune , or to their 
Counſellours, or the courage of their ſouJdiers; but it any thing falls out 
amiſle, ifa battel or City be loſt, thefault is preſently imputed tothe Prince, 
as being either careleſs, or treacherous, or timorous : I will ſay nothing of the 
continual jealouſies and ſuſpitions of Princes; in time of war they are (till 
fearful leſt their counſels may be betraied , or their perſons delivered up to the 
enemy, in time of peace they are afraid of inſurrections; they are alſoſtill 
moleſted with the unbridled deſire of domination , preferring that to all 
rights of affinity and conſanguinity: it is alſo madneſs to count them happy be- ,,, 
cauſe they poſleſs much, for the greater their poſleſhons are, the greater are 
their nekuniens , and the more they have, the more they covet; whereas 
rivate men are content with little, and their defires are comprehended with- 
in a narrow circumference. I will not deny, but there is ſome happineſs in 
thoſe Princes that can by their milde and juſt government procure the good 
will of their ſubjects, bh this holds not long, for they are forced often- 
times to puniſh Delinquents, and to impoſe heavy taxes and payments 
on their ſubje&s, by which =_ forfeit the "love and good opinion my 
ſhould have of their people, and ſo they live ſtill in fears and jealouſies,thoug 
they have about them ſtrong guards; therefore if you duely confider the con- 20 
dition of Princes, you will inde much more felicity in rejecting then ac- 
cepting of a Crown, which is ſtuft with fo wa cares and fears, that if you 
ſhould finde it on the rs you would (care ſtoop to take it up. Theſe are 
the reaſons (my friends ) why I deſire to withdraw my ſelf out of the tem- 
ous ſea of publike employments, into the ſafe and quiet harbour of a 
rivate life, hoping to injoy more happineſs then heretofore, and the rather 
if Ican have the fruition of your ſociety: I will therefore commit the burthen 
of government to my ſon Lewis, yet reſerving to my ſelf the chiefeſt power 
and command. ] 

The two Knights hoping that the Duke would not continue long in this 30 
reſolution , but that it was a ſudden conceit , which upon more ſerious 
thoughts he would change, aflented to his deſires, profeſiing they would never 
forſake, but follow him whitherſoever he went, humbly thanking him for 
counting them worthy of ſo great honour as to impart to them his reſoluti- 
ons, and to chuſe them as his companions, Upon this , the Duke about mid- 
nightaccompanied onely with theſe two, nd a few more of his domeſticks, 
removes to Kipalliym , where about a mile from the Town ſtood a large and 
pleaſant building upon the bank of the lake Lauſanna, which Amadews in his 
younger years had built there for pleaſure z there ſtood alſo a Monaſtery de- 
dicated to S. Marxrice, whom Amadexs his anceſtours highly honoured as 40 
their titular Saint : Hither the Duke having entred, puts on the fame Mona- 
ſtical habit whichthe Monks of that place wore; the garment was long, of an 
aſh-colour, which was girt with a rich girdle, over this a cloak with a golden 
croſs on it; the garment had a long hood, which when the Monks let fall on 
theirſhouldiers, they wore on their heads red hats like Cardinals ; they uſed 
alſoto bear in their hand a writhed and knobbed ſtaffe : Aneas $ylviss, 
aiterward Pope Pizs the 2. ſaw this Duke in this habit, attended upon by ten 
Knights in the ſame habit, and of the ſame order. But this ſudden departure 
and reſolution of the Duke did much amaze his Nobility , being no wayes aC- 
quainted with his counſels in this all his ſubjetts alſo were much troubked 59 
that he ſhould forſake his glory and dominions to imbrace ſuch a life, who 
{cnt toacquaint him how unplcaſing this aft of his was to his people of all 
ſorts, and how unbeſceming his own greatneſs and wiſdome; but he returns 
anſwer , That by this departure he had neither diminiſhed his greatneſs nor

| The Councel of Baſil (a Town in Helvetia upon the Rhine) being called 
firſt by Pope Martin, then by Pope Fngenize, for ſetling the controverſies 
of Huſſe , as wehave already faid; after the controverted points were de- 30 
termined by Jalian the Cardinal, Pope Exgenins his Apoſtolical Legat, a 
reformation of the Hierarchie was urged : Philip Duke of Millan a great 
enemy to Fugenius , ſtirred __ Princes and Cardinals againſt him, ac- 
cufing him ot divers crimes; being cited, he refuſeth to come , but ſends his 
Legats, whereupon the Cardipals, with the reſt of the Synod, depoſe Engeniws, 
and ſubſtitute in His place this Amadeus, who for his (ies and picty was 
now grown famous; Exgerius in vain gocth about to diſſolve the Synod, and 
calls another at Ferraria, which becauſe of the plague was tranſlated tg 
Florence. Amadens, now called telix the 5. is ſent ot his ſon in law the 
Duke of Millan, and the Fathery of the, Synod to acquaint him with hig 40 
cleftion; he modeſtly delired to be excuſed, in regard he was unfit for ſo great 
a burthen and honour, having now 'renounced the world , and being bred 32 
ſouldier, he was altogethet 1gnoxant of Eccleliaſtekgftairs ; that office is 
fitteſt for one (faith he) who hath ſpent his whole time in Church matters, 
otherwile it may PI as unfortunate as it did to Peter Moravins, an. 1294, 
who though a proteſied Anachortite of the CeleſtineOrder, yet accepted of 
the Pontificat, being altogether ignorant what belonged tothat high iwploy- 
ment, and ſo having fat fix months, was depoſed, and ended his life in priſon ; 
proſperity 15 more dangerous then adverſity; this is oftentimes maſtered, that 
15 harder to be oyercome : Thus he excuſed himſelk; bur at laſt by the impor- 59 
tunity of the Legats ſent by Duke Philip of Millan, and the earneſt intreaty 
of his other friends , and chiefly his ſons,, who thought this di ity Ccon- 
ferred on the father for his worth, redounded to the childrens honour 
he ſubmitted * himſelf to the pleaſure of the Synod : ſo,the ec eftion 
_ ratified, he is honoured by the Pontificial habits which the Legats 
cloathed him with. Shortly after hee takes his Journey for Baſil,

being 
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being accompanied with all his Nobility ; when he came, all the Cardinals, 4n.C briſt;, 


Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, with the reſt of the Clergy, Lawyers, and all 
that were there in the City flock in great multitudes to meet him , fo that 
many were killed in the prefle; he recciveth his ſacred Orders by degrees and 
intervals of timez then —_ by the accuſtomed ceremonies made Exſhop, he 
js brought between two Cardinal Deacons to a Theatre erected over againſt 


the Town-hall ; after he was ſet down, the Cardinal on his left hand takes off 


his Epiſcopal Mitre, and the other Cardinal on his right hand ſets upon his 
head the Pontihicial; the reſt of the Cardinals and Clergy in their Eccleſiaſtick 
habits ſtood round about him, the multitude in the interim with joyful 
ſhouts and acclamations wiſhing all happineſs to the new Pope; then the two 
Cardinals that crowned him publi the Popes indulgences, the one in 
Latine, the other in the vulgar tongue; thence he is conveyed to the Black- 
friars Monaſtery,after this manner : Firſt, the Cardinals domeſtick ſervants 
and officers went on horſeback , after them went the Popes ſervants, among 
which his Chamberlains carried each one a red bag like a ſhepherds pouch : 
after theſe went the Cardinals kindred , whom twelve grooms of the horſe 
followed, every one holding his red banner, bearing in thein the Popes 
Arms : after theſe the City Magiſtrates followed , with one of the Textonic 
0 Knights —_ a banner with a black croſle ina (ilver field upon it,which are 
the Arms of that Order : after him went a Nobleman of Savoy carrying a 
banner, in which were the Pontifical and Savoyan Arms conjoyncd : atter 
him rode one who carried a banner, and in it the Arms of the Knights of 
Jeruſalem : the horſes of theſe Standard-bearers were in rich trapings, and 
themſelves in compleat Armour ( except their heads) covered with copes or 
rich robes of filk, on which were imbroidered their Arms : after theſe twelve 
milk-white horſes richly traped with filk and gold were led,then four Gentle- 
men with Targets, every one carrying a red hat on a ſpear, theſe were fol- 
lowed by the Popes Chamberlains, after whom went the Princes Ambatlla- 
20 dours, and Roman Nobility , whom the Apoltolical Sub-deacon carrying the 
croſle followed , he was uſhered by two Apparitors with their Maces; then 
went twelve of the Popes intimate friends in ſcarlet, each one bearing a white 
Taper, two others bore before the Hoſt two filver candleſticks or lamps, with 
the hights burning, the Hoſt it ſelf was carried on a white horſe under a 
Canopy , encompaſſed with rich Tapeſtry of 61k and gold, with the Popes 
Arms on them : afterthe Hoſt came the Sacriſt, and after him the Scribes or 
Secretaries of the Synod , among whom was Aineas Sylvixs, afterward Pope : 
after theſe followed the Advocates of the Conliſtory,the linging men, &c. and 
afrerthem two Sub-deacons, a Greek and a Latinez then rode the Arch- 
40 biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, &c. next to them the Cardinals, and laſt of all, the 
Pope on a white horſe richly adomed with gold and ſcarlet, eight Noblemen 
carrying a Canopy over him, with a numerous guard of Gentlemen in Arms : 
after theſe the Marſhal flings money among the people to keep them off trom 
prefling on the Popes guard. As ſoon as the Pope had centred the Black-friars 
Church, he bleſſed the people, and preſented his foot to be kiſled by the Car- 
dinals and Nobility : after this he entertains them all with a moſt ſumptuous 
feaſt in the Epiſcopal palace of Baſ!z then having named: whoſhould be the 
Officers and Miniſters of his Court, he createth ſome eminent and learned 
men Cardinals, among the reſt was Panormitan the great Doctor of the De- 
crees, who was imployed by Pope Exgenixs to plead for his right in the Coun- 
50 cel of Baſil, but when he came thither he eta againſt him he afterward 
was fain to lay down his Cardinalſhip,and live obſcurely at home. | 
Amadeus by accepting of the Pontificate, gave occaſion to a new ſchiſme; 
which is reckoned the 27. The French, Switzers, Millanois, Neapolitan, and 


thoſe of Piemont ſided with Felix and the Savoyans; but the Venetians favored ' 


Fugenixs, being born there, ſo did the Florentines and Thuſcians; Hence enſued 
R r*2 along 
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a long war between Fugenizs , the King of Spain, and the Duke of Millan, 
Philip Duke of Burgundy adhered to Fugenizs, though he was the fon of Felix 
his wife, Frederick, the Emperor firſt held with Fel:x, but afterward he ſided 
with Fugenize, who was now become a new man, and by his clemency and 
bounty had got moſt mens affe&tions from Fel;x. Upon this the Italian Princes 
center intoa confederacie, with whom joyned alſo the Duke of Milan, that he 
might not ſeem to be ſingular. About this time, Balthaſar Offida Governor of 
Bononia, for his crueltics and injuſtice is apprehended by Francis Sfortia, 
(author of the confederacie between the Yen:trans and Florentines) and ſewed 
within a Bears skin raw as yet and bloody, ſo that he had no uſe of hands or 1c 
feer, whereby he was but wry by the ſtench and vermine which that raw 
skin begot,and ſo dycd miſerably. Philip Duke of Burgundy not only got moſt 
of the —_ to fall off from Felix, but likewiſe perſwaded Charles the 
French king to do the ſame : hereupon Charles ſends Ambaſladors to Rome, 
Baſil and Savoy, to mediate for an accord between the two Popes; in the mean 
time Fwgenixs fals ſick and dieth, the 15. year of his Pontificate, and the 60. of 
his age, to whom ſucceeded Nicolaus the fifth. Lewis the ſonne of Felix the 
Pope, labours much with the French king to ſtand for Pope Nicholas , that fo 
peace may be eſtabliſhed in Chriſtendome; for he was forry that the blame 
of this ſchiſme ſhould be laid on his father,who deſerved it not,being 2s all his 20 
IR ever were, a {tout champion of the Roman faith. Charls upon this 
ends his Ambaſladors to Lions, withing, Lewis of Savoy to do the like, and to 
procure ſome Legats from Faſ/, that meeting rogether they may conſult how 
peace might be ſetled in Chriſtendome. | 
Thenext July after, there arrived at Lions, beſides the Kings Ambaſſadors, 
the Archbiſhop of Trevers, and Legats from Colen and Saxony; Pope Felix ſent 
Lewis Alleman the Cardinal : theſe conſulted till November; at laſt it was a- 
greed, they ſhould give Felix a meeting at Geneve; thither when they came, 
they met with other Legats ſent from France, England, Sicily, and other parts. 
Felix, who againſt his will accepted of the pontificate by the perſwaſion of 35 
Panormitan the Abbot,and ſome Cardinals who were unwilling to be depoſed, 
doth refolve willingly to deveſt himſelf of it 3 therefore openly in the Synod 
of Lauſanna ( for that of Baſel was diſflolved by the Dolphin ) Felix aiming 
more at the general good, then his own honour and emolument, renounceth 
the papacic, transferring all his right he had to it upon Pope Nichols which 
fact was highly commended and admired by-the Synod, as may be ſeen by the 
teſtimony they gave him, and which they left upon record to all poſterity, the 
ſumme of which was this : Having bleſſed him, and wiſhed him all happineſs, 
they commend him for his piety, modeſty , love of peace, and liberality to- 
wards the Church, who in hich a time of diſtraftion would rather ſuffer him- 4c 
{elf then ſhe ſhould ſuffer, who by his humility hath advanced her peace and 
dignity 3 therefore they thought good to nominate and create him Biſhop of 
Sabinia, Cardinal of the Church of Koxze, perpetual Vicar and Apoſtolical 
Legat over Savoy, Piemont, Montsferrat, Saluſſes, Aſten, the province of Lions, 
Auſpurgh, Lanſanna, Baſil, Strasburgh, Conſtance, and ſome other neighbouring 
citics and diocefics, and withall to appoint him in the Church of God the 
ſecond place after the Pope, whowas to riſe whenſoever Felix came into his 
preſcnce, and to preſent hismouth (not hisfoot)to be kiſſed : And becauſe 
he preferred peace tothe greateſt honour on earth, they decree therefore that 
he ſhall wear the Pontifical habits and arms, except the Fiſhers ring,the Crofle 50 
on his Sandals, the Canopy, and the geſtation of Corpws Chr:jti muſt be 
left for the Pope; beſides , whenſoever he pafſeth beyond the borders of his 
own Legatihip, he may uſe the Arms and power of a Legate; they exempt 
him alſo from his perſonal appearance in the Court of Rome, or at a General 
Councel. Theſe honours and priviledges the Synod thought him worthy of, 
tor h1s excellent parts, and chicfly for removing the (chiſme and cauſing peace 
, b

CHAP. V. 
10 A proſecution of the Savoyan Hiſtory, front the yeare 1452. till th: 
yeare 1503, 


O Amadews facceeded his ſon Lewis, a great follower of his fathers yer- 
tues. He performed exemplary juſtice upon Folomrerixs the Chancellor 
of $4voy, a wicked and covetous man, who had made himſelf extream 
rich by oppreſſion , who for his own ends and gain kept Felix longer in the 
Pontificate then he was willing, for had it not been for this wretch he had re- 
ſigned it long before. Lewis commands him to be apprehended, who being 
convicted of high crimes, is condemned to be drowned in the Jake with a 
t ſtone at his neck, tothe great content of the Nobility , to whom he had 
a main enemy. About this time, Philip Maria Duke of Millan died : He 
had beheaded his former wife, to marry with ary the fiſter of this Lewis. But 
the people being weary of tyrannie, which they had ſuffered under him and 
his predeceſſors, reſolve now to aflert their liberty; therefore they chooſe a 
Government of twelve men in their 9 tg the caſtle, and tear Philips 
laſt will in peeces z and withal they fend to Frederick 3.Emperor a Cup of gold 
of great price, with promiſe to ſend him everyyear ſuch another,that he would 
not ſuffer any to bear rule over them hereafter. The Yenetians upon this took 
occaſion with a great Army to ſciſe upon Placentia, Cremona, and other cities 
20 belonging to the Dutchy of Millan. Francis $fortia, Philips ſon in law, after 
their example fals upon ſome other places in the ſame Dutchy ; which Lewis 
of Savoy perceiving, he ſciſeth upon /alentia a city neer to hith,and ſome other 
places. About this time alſo a war was raiſed by Charles 7. of France, againſt 
this Lewis of Savoy and Phil;p Duke of Burgundy, becauſe Lewis had betrothed 
his daughter Carola without his knowledge to the Dolphin his ſonne, and 
becauſe Philip had received and entertained the Dolphin when he fled out 
of France; and withall the King ſends him this meſſage, Thet in entertaining 
his ſonne, he cheriſhed a Foxe in his boſome, which would hereafter devoure his 
Chickens , which proved a true propheſie. The Dolphin bemg impatient of 
40 delayes, deals with the Burgundian to ſend to Savoy, that he might at laſt 
enjoy his wife, being now kept off from her full five yeares. When the Am- 
dor came to Savoy, Duke Lewis thought his meſſage very juſt and rea- 
ſonable, therefore ſends his Daughter with a great train to the Dolphin at Na- 
murs, where ſhe was preſently married to him. 

The French king was much troubled at this match ; therefore the Army 
Which he had abens.. Kc for taking in ſome Towns of Picardy, atd ſome places 
from the Burgundian , he turns againſt the Savoyan; the rather, becauſe he 
could do no good againſt the Burgundian, who had foreſeen and prevented 
the French plots : beſides, the King pretended that the Dutchy of Millar 
$0 belonged to the French crown, therefore by a Herald demands from the Sa- 
voyan Yalentia and other towns Which he had taken theres he alſo accuſed 
the Savoyan for making incurſions upon France, and ſome write that the Sa- 
voyan Nobility under: hand ſtirred up the French __ Lewis, becauſe he 
uſed them roughly for adviſing his father to retain his right tothe Papacie : 
but at laſt the controverſie was taken up by the Popes Legate at Lions, who 
was ſent to make peace between France and England, Gi 
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Lewjs the ſecond- ſon of this Duke Lewis, married with Carola the onely 


WWW daughter of 1obr King of Cyprus, by whom he obtaincd that Kingdome : but 
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Tames the baſtard brother of Carola, bcing aſſiſted by the Sultan of Aeypt, thruſt - 
Lewis out of his kingdome, and overthrew his army , which Duke Lewis and 
the Knights of Rhodes had ſent thither 3 and fo this wicked baſtard obtained 
the kingdome. Queen Carola fled to Rowe, where ſhe was entertained by Pope 
Tixs the ſecond , who ſaid, that juſtly her husband had loſt that kingdome, 
whoſe father Duke Lewjs had been ſo averſe, and ſlow in ſending aide againſt 
the Twrks and Sarazens. Amadeus the eldeſt ſon of this Duke Lewzs,reſembling 
much his father and grandfathers qualities, delighting more in peace then 10 
wars, in a retired and monaſtick lite then in publique employments,was {}1gh- 
ted by the people , whoſe eyes and hopes were fixed upon the youngeſt ſonne 
Philip, a youth of a comely preſence and ſtature, and of an aCtive heroick 
ſpirit : Duke Lewis the father underſtanding how his peoples afteftions were 
et upon Philip , began tobe jealous of him , the rather becauſe he himſelf was 
__ infirm and unweildy, his ſon young active and luſty ; therefore he un- 
ertakes a journey toLewzs the eleventh of France his ſon in law,with his eldcſt 
ſon Amadews , and being highly incenſed complains grievouſly of his youngeſt 
ſon: King Lewis wiſhed his father in law not to trouble himſelf he would take 
a courſe to ſecure his ſon Philip, to whom preſently the King ſends a young 29 
Noble-man, and one ofhis ſcrvants, upon pretence of imparting to him ſome 
matter of weight from the King , who was delirous to ſpeak himſelf with him. 
Philip ſuſpeCting no hurt, gocth preſcutly to the King, by whom ( againſt his 
promiſe) he is detained , and ſentto the Caſtle of Lotheſga, where he was kept 
as a priſoner two years togerher,to the great grief of the $avoyanNobility,who 
loved him and hated the father : About the end of theſe rwo years Duke 
Lewjs died at Lions, whether he came to ſpeak with the French King, the twen- 
ty tixth year of his government ; for he took not the ſtile of Duke till his ta- 
ther was created Pope : His heart was buried in the Church of the Celeſtines, 
which there he built by the command of his father z his budy was tranſported 3? 
to Geneva, where he licth entombed with his wife 4una. 

His ſon Amadexs the ninth, and third Duke of Savoy ſucceeded, a prince 
in goodncfſlc and integrity nothing, infteriour to his Father and Grandfather, 
but of an infirm body, and oftentimes {ubjeCt to the falling-ſickneſle : He de- 
lighted no way in war, but having ſettled all at home, he went tothe French 
king with his Siſter Boz, who was fled to him, being driven out of Millar b 
the tyrauny of the Sfortir, The king entertained him courteouſly , and wit 
ſo much reſpect, that his ſubjects of Savoy obſerving ſo great a king did thus 
honour him, were content to live quictly and obedicntly under him ; he was 
ſo open-handed to the poore, and fed ſo many every day, that his Nobility 4® 
complained of his prodigality, to whom he anſwered, that the prayers of the 
poore were the chict wals and bulwarks of his dominions : thoſe poore men 
he uſed to call his fellow-ſouldiers, & to feed and cloath them ſometimes with 
his own hand, to confer with them, and to fit among them. One day a certain 
Ambaſladour asking him where his Hounds were, he cauſed all his poore 
men to be brought into a great Hall filled with tables and good meat, to which 
when they were ſct down, he brings in the Ambaſladour , and told him, that 
theſe were his hounds with which he hunted after heaven, and that to feed 
theſe poore people was food to him more excellent then any Manna. He had 
a long and tedious ſicknes which he bore patiently , comforting and confirm- 50 

ing thole Noble-men that came every day to comfort him, ſhewing them that 
God was never {o neer to us as in affliftions, which were the fafe(t rzmedics 
againſt our ſpirituall diſeaſes; at length, after a long conflict with death, he 

delivered up his charitable foule to God. 
To him ſucceeded Phjlbert his Son,the firſt of that name,and fourth Duke of 
$1003 3 he was but four years old when his father dyed : His mother Jolards 
a wiſe 
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a wiſe Matron, and Siſter to Lew# the eleventh the French King, vindertook

and fideg altogether with her, brother of #rained : This: being obſerved by 
Charles, wholoſt another batte}gþout three wacks after the former, and cons 
10 fidermg with himſelf how much. he wabnow weakned, and what prejudice 
it would be to him, if Jolendg Gould make 3he'French King Protettor of $4- 
v0j; by the advice of the Bi bft-Geneva, and of his brother the Earl of &ho- 
wontinmhe feizeth upon Jolanda, and commands her tobe brought with al her 
family into Burgundy, where ſhe was ___ as a priſoner; But: when Charſls 
thought he had been ſyre- of: Philbert and his, mother,, he found that their 
keepers had deluded him by conveying the Childe to Camerinum , a place out 
of langer , whither the Biſhop of Gezeva came , a wayering ant covetons 
man, who upon the incitemengsof a Kajght of Rhodes, imployed by the 
French King to work «dw. \er Bithop, forſakes the Burgiotdian, and withall 
20 deliversup.tothe King both the Childe Philþert, and his lirtle brother Charles, 
with the Caſtles of Camerinuwand Montweliangthen (ciſerh on the place where 
' Jolanda's T xeaſure and Wardrobe were, which he referves for himſelf: This 
highly diſcontented the Burgunrdian, conligdering what. lofle he had ſuſtained 
in the war which he undertook for the Earl of Khomontiamn brother to this 
Biſhop, : which warar laſt coſt him his life at Nagy , by the treachery of one

ſends divers of his Nobility to meet her, and he himſelf with all his train at the 
town gates receives and ſalutes her merrily by the title of Lady of Burgundy. 
After ſame complements, he brings her to her lodging, giving order that ſhe 
ſhould be uſed with all reſpect and accommodgions :. yet for all this, they 
were jealous of each other, and the longed to be out of his claws z but a league 
at laſt was made berween them, and confirmed by Oath ; ſo after eight dayes 
entertainment, he diſmifſeth her with her children. After this he deſires his 
Siſter to-permit her ſon Phvlbert to be inſtructed in the Delphinat by Luifs 4

the r affeftion to France: To this the mother aflented; but when

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Uncle, who by finiſtrous ends endeavoured to get him into his cuſtody 3 but 
Galeacius by a plot ſeized upon this turbulent Bilhop at Vercelljs, and ſent him 
priſoner to Turin; ſothe Childe eſcaped this danger , which the year after he 
could nvt avoid :- for having made a journey to ſee Charlzs the'cighth of 
France, his Uncles ſon at Lion, he fell ſuddenly fick; not without ſuſpition of 
Poyſon given him by ſome of the Biſho friends ,' and ſodied the fourteenth 
year of his age, and the tenth of his Principality, : tothe great grief of his 
peoples for he was a young Prince of great hopes, and-of a fweet diſpolition, 
A blaſing Star about that time preſaged this fatality. _ -! | 

To Philbert facceeded: his er Charles the firſt, the fifth Duke of 10 
Savoy, a young Prince no lefle' eminent ins yertues 4d naturall endow- 
ments:then any of his predeceffors; but in the flower of his age and fottunes, 
having ſcarce been Duke ſeven years, ' he was taken away by- untimely 
death : It: was ſufpetted that” Lewis Marqueſle of Saluſſes had” ſecret- 
ly cauſed. him to be poyſoned , betauſe he had got a great victory over 
him -for the Marqueſle refuſed to doe the homage due from him according 
to the cuſtome of his predeceflors to the Dukes of Savoy, therefore Duke 
Charles made war-vpon him, overthrew his Army , and confiſcated his 
whole eſtate as a Rebel; but three years after ( Charles being'now dead ) be 
recovers by the Duke of Mil/ans means his eſtate again. This young Prince 2? 
alſo ſubdued the Gabiens, a people inhabiting the Alpes of Lzgnria : he left 
behinde him one ſon called Charles the ſecond, of Johannes Carolws, being yet 
ſcarce one year old; his mother Blanca, becauſe of the Dukes infancy, retain- 
e& the government of Savoy, to the greae content of the people; for ſhe 
was a vigilant, milde, and juſt Princeſſe, whoſe chief care was to breed her 
ſonne in vyertue and piety, therefore ſuffered none to converſe with him 
in his minority, but ſuch as were eminently pious and prudent, knowing 
how dangerous it isfor young Princes, being yet but tender plants, apt to 
receive any impreſſion , to be ill ſeaſoned; and how prone they are by na- 
ture to.drink in the poyſon ef evill counſell. About this time Charles the 39 
eighth of France undertook his Expedition into Apnlia, againſt the king- 
dome of Naples; as he was paſſing through/Savoy, Blazca in her beſt equipage 
met him, and preſented him with a goodly Horſe, which did him great ſer- 
vice in'that war, and carried him out of many dangers; ſhe beſtowed alſo 
upon him towards his charges great ſummes of gold and filyer. The year 
for Duke Charles died, the ſeventh year of his Dukedome. 

To him ſucceeded Phzlip Earl of Brea, and governour of the Delphinat un- 
der King Charles; this was a wiſe man, whoſe counſell Blanca alwayes fol- 
lowed. He wasthe ſon of Lew, and grandchilde to Amadews the eighth Duke 
of Savoy; being now aged , he accepts the government of the Dutchy z he 4® 
had been alwayes a great warriour and a wiſe counſellour, and very inward 
with the French King, who made him knight of the order of Saint Michael, 
and great Steward of France : having governed this Dutchy one year and fix 
months, he died at Camerinum, and left for his ſucceſfor his ſon Philbert the 
ſecond, f1rnamed the Faire ; he was bred in the Court of King Lewis of France, 
with his ſon Charles the eighth, for Lewis had married his Aunt Carola: he 
waited on-King Charles in the Neapolitan war; he ruled his people with 
great moderation and wiſdome ; he affiſted King Lewis the twelfth in the 
wars of Millan with two hundred Couriflers, whileſt as yet he was but young. 
When Philip Arch-Duke of Auſtria returned out of Spaix, and was come to 50 
Liens, where peace is concluded between the French and Spainards , between 
Exjar andthe Arch-Duke, and their confederates, He went to vifit Margaret 
bis Siſter, wife to this Philbert, by them both he was entertained ſumptuouſly 
as he was returning to the Netherlands. At laſt this Philbert died, the twenty 
ffth year of his ag*, about the ſixth year of his government : this year where- 
in he died was fatal to multitudes of people , by reafon of the great infeion 
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of the aire: this was a rich prince, for beſides the dominions and revenues of 


his Predeceſlors, he added a yearly revenue of twelve thouſand Ducats, paid 
him by the Mi[/anois : His vertuous wife Margaret erected a Chappel after his 
death, in which ſhe entomb'd him. His ſuccetſor was Charles the third , bro- 
ther to Philbert by the father, but not by the mother, which was the occaſicn of 
great wars afterward. ' 
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The Helvetian Hiſtory, from the beginning till the year 1481. 
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ſhewed by the overthrow they gave to L. Caſſz#s the Conſul; they inten- 

ded to have forſaken their country,and to ſeat themſelves el{where; but 
Ceſar then being Proconſul of France, puts a ſtop to their proccedings,by hew- 
ing down the Bridge of Geneva,and railingaFort between the Lake and Mount 
Jura; firſt, by intreaties, then by their ſtrength, they ſtrove to, move Ceſar for 
a paſſage; but when they ſaw they were ſtill defeated by the Komans, they 
caſt themſelves atC#ſars feet, who upon delivery of Pledges,commanded them 
toreturn home, and rebuild their demoliſhed Cities, which they did,and lived 
afterward in obedience,and within their own borders, till the comming of the 
Sarazens into Italy; then their aid was deſired by the Pope(as we have already 
ſaid) which was aflented to, conditionally they might freely enjoy their laws 
andanticnt cuſtomes : To this the Pope willingly condeſcended, and withall 
ſent them a red Banner with the Crucitix on it, in token of their valour and 
good ſervice againſt the Sarazens. After this they lived _ at home, im- 
ploying themſelves in Husbandry, untill ſuch time as their Nobility began to 
tyrannize over them; then being conſcious of their antient valour and conti- 
nued liberty,made reſiſtance. About the year 1300.the Counts of Auſprree(at- 


T Switzers in the Romans time were a warlike people, which they 


upon the Savi with thoſe of Uro, Zarich and VUnderwald, entred into confede- 
racy : the Nobility, to ſuppreſle in time this increaſing power, raiſe all the 
forces they can, but with il} ſuccefſez Leopold Duke of Auſtria was defeated by 
them, and ſonot long after was Charles Duke of Burgundy : T hus for their va- 
Jour they were courted by divers Princes,chiefly by the French, for whom they 
did good ſervice againſt the Spaniard, both in Italy and France; lince Lewis 11. 
they have been penſioners to that Crown, receiving yearly thence forty thou- 
ſand Florens, twenty thouſand to the Cities, and twenty thoufand to particu- 
lar _ Theſe Cantos are now ſo divided, that eight of them are of the 
Catholick Faith, and in peafion with the King of Spain, the other five are of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and ſerve the French King z who when he demandeth 
any forces,they call a Diet at the kings charges,who alſo defraieth the ſouldiers 
wages, Albertws of Auſtria had many bickerings with the Switzers, after they 
had Catitonized themſelves, and was preparing, a great army againſt them, 
but being murthered by ſome aflaſſinates, and his children bufie m revenging 


50 his death , there wasnothing aGted againſt the Switzers. Henry the feventh 


of Lutrelbarg who ſucceeded, confirmedthe priviledges of the three Cantons, 
Who were ſo vigilant to prevent the plots of Albert»s his ſons, that they could 
do them no hurt. Theſe three had firſt made a league for ren years, but upon a 
great victory ovet their enemies, they made a perpetual league, with which 


they acquaintedLewis the Emperour by their Agents,and with their late victo- 
ry : Upon this, in a Diet at Norinberg, the Princes of Auſtria are condemned of 
treaſon,& their whole eſtate had they in thefe Helvetian Cantons are conhiſcated 


SC ro 


terward Dukes) had placed a debauched Gent'eman in one of their Caſtles of 13 00: 
Urania in Valſtreet, who having done divers infolencies, and ravithed a young 
Lady, was by her two brothers ſlain. The Count offering todoe juſtice on the 
murtherers,was reſiſted by the people, who overthrew three of his Caſtles in 
one day, and flew divers of his Officers. The Yalderwaldians by this example 
were animated to the like outrage, complaining alſo of their Nobility : Here- 
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An.Chriſti. tothe Emperour, and the Canton liberties confirmed, and then they ſwear 
WY homageto him ; who ſent John Albergizs to be their governour : he promiſed 


to defend them from the power & claim of Auſtria , and that they ſhould have 
their own Courts of Judicature in their own Country,both in civil and crimi- 
nal cauſes. The Auſtrians baving received fo great an overthrow by the Swit- 
zers, and finding the Emperour railing war againſt them, they were forced to 
make a Truce with theſe Cantons , whom ſhortly after the Pope and Biſhop of 
Conſtance excommunicatedz and Frederick of Auſtria,who named himſelf Em- 
perour, proſcribed them : but by command from Ludovickthe Emperour, they 
were abſolved by the Arch-biſhop of Mentz. The Pope having excommuni- 19 
cated Ludovick, the Switzers make a league with thoſe Cities of the Empire 
which ſtood for Ludovick againſt Frederick of _ z and upon this, Lxcerne 
an ancientCity upon the river Kt a,cntered into league with the three Canton, 
which highly diſpleaſed the Auſtrians, under whoſe juriſdiction hitherto this 
City hates : In it were drvers Citizens that favoured the Auſtrians, theſe 
had plotted tolet in the Auſtrian horſe by night, but the vigilancy ofthe other 
party diſcovered and prevented the plot : divers skirmiſhes the Lucernans had 
after this with the Auſtrians, in which theſe were ſtill worſted 5 who ſeeing 
they could doe no good with open hoſtility, fall to perſwade the Townſmen 
to break off their league with the three Cartons, ſhewing there was more help 25 
to be had from a Prince ſo potent and neer, then could be expected from theſe 
towns. But when this way they could doe no good , they reſolve to murther 
the chief abettors of the Carton League: a ſolemn Oath is taken by the plotters, 
and they wore a badge of red upon their ſleeves to be known by; the maſlacre 
was to be ated the 29 of June, but was diſcovered by Boy that very night it 
ſhould have been put in execution; for being aſſembled in the dark ; the Boy 
paſſing by, over-heard their diſcourſe, and that they were to kill the Watch, 
and open the Gates toan Army of Horſe,that came to aſfiſt them : the Boy ac- 

uaints ſome Butchers with this, who were making merry together ; they in- 
* cn the Magiſtrates, who fudenly with a ſtrong guard ſeiſe upon the plotters: 25 
a meſlenger 1s ſent to the three Cartons for aid , who diſpatch 3oo ſouldiers 
for Lucerna, to guard the City ; the plotters are brought totheir rryal, but be- 
cauſe divers men of quality were among them, the three towns interceded for 
them, who ſolemnly ſware, never to ſtir againſt the Helvetian League : It was 
alſo ordered,no clandeſtin conventicles or private oaths ſhould be hereafter in 
that City. About this time,the Auſtrians were reconciled to Frederick the Em- 
perour, to whom they complain againſt the confederate Cartons; theſe excuſe 
their revolt, as being thereto neceſſitated : at laſt, Ceſar orders that the Cities 
of Tigurum, Berne, and Baſil, ſhould make peace between them; who by their 


+ Legatsmadea Truce of thirty moneths, which after this was renewed : fome 40 


hoſtilities were acted during this time, but no open war, till Tigurum confede- 
rated with theſe Cartons, and ſhortly after Bern,with ſome other towns. 
Tigurum at firſt adhered to Frederick of Auſtria,again(t Ludovick of Bavaria, 
but after fell offto Lxdovick, when the other had reſigned the Empire for a 
great ſum of mony,for payment of whichTigurum with three other towns were 
pawned by Ludovick, The Tigurans to free themſelves, promiſe to be no leſle 
faithfull to the Bavarian, then they were to the Auſtrian : this ſo offended the 
Auſtrians and the Pope, that the town was excommunicated,and continued fo 
18 years together, the Prieſts having forſaken it , with the Monks, onely the 
Franciſcans went out at one gate, and entred at the other : In the mean while, 50 
they take and demoliſh ſome Caſtles that annoyed them ; and the year after 
they alter their form of government, chooſing 12 chiefmen , and 12 inferiour 
Magiſtrates under them,to rule their City,which occaſioned much trouble ; for 
the Commons diſliked their government, and accuſed them of oppreſſion and 
briberies; wherefore ſome of them being guilty, fled out o the City; 
others lazd down their offices; rheſe were fined and baniſhed for ſome 
time , and Magiſtrates choſen out of each Tribe. And becauſe the town 
Raperſvils 
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Raperſvila who had a harbour for all Tig#rin fugitives, who there being bu 
twenty miles diſtant, did much annoy the Magiltrates of Tigurnme, therefore 
they raiſe an Army and lay ſiege to Kaperſvila , which they were forced to 
rail again, becauſe their proviſion failed , and hearing that the Earl of Habeſ- 

wrga on Patron of the fugitives was gone to Grinovinm a Caltle at the 
xead of the Tigurin lake, they haſtened thither under the conduct of Earle 
Toggiws ;, in the firſt encounter the Tigarins were worlted , and Toggizs taken 
mer: but after they had better manned and fitted their ſhips, they fell 
again upon the enemy, and gave them a great defeat, in which Earle Habe/- 
purg was (lain, with divers Gentlemen; in revenge of whoſe death, Toggizs at 
Raperſvil 15 cut in peeces : thenext i a peace was concludeded between 
the Tigurins and the enemy, that the baniſhed Citizens ſhould pay ſix hundred 
marks of ſilver, and ſhould continue in exile five years; bur this peace held 
not long, for the baniſhed performed not the Articles, therefore by the Em- 
rours leave, their houſes and eſtates are confiſcate; the year after, by che me- 
diation of Agnes Queen of Hungary, daughter of Albert 1. of Auſtria , the 
peace is renewed , but ſoon after broken , becauſe divers of the Nobility of 
Germany dilliking the Tigurin popular government , affiſted and encouraged 
the baniſhed Citizens, therefore the Tignrins to make themſelves the ſtronger 
z» made a league with the Citizens of Conſtantia and S. Gall, as likewiſe with 
the Biſhop and City of Baſfl, they made alſo divers Knights of the Rhodes 
free of their City, to indeer the Nobility more to them , becauſe moſt of that 
Order were Gentlemen ; this much diſheartned the exiles who defpair- 
ing now to recover the City by ſtrength, plot with Earle Habeſpurg ( his 
fon whom the Tigzrins flew not long betore) and ſome other of the Nobility, 
and with thoſe of their own faction within the Town, and ſuch as were diſ- 
contented, and delighted in innovation , to ſurpriſe ſuddenly the Conſul and 
his adherents im the night, and foto ſeiſe on the City, but the plot was diſco- 
vered the ſame night it ſhould have been adted, by a ſervant which acquainted 
the Conſul ; whereupon Foy the great Bell of the City 1s rung out, a 
lign alwayes of danger, the people ran preſently to Arms, great execution is 
made, partly with weapons, partly with ſtones and bricks upon the houſes,the 
Butchers with their axes did good ſervice, in memory of which a brazen Lion 
as a badge of their valour is beſtowed on them; this they uſed afterward in 
theiranual ſolemnity ro carry about the ſtrects. 

The Inhabitants of the lefler Town upon the left ſide of the River,fought 
ſtoutly againſt the enemy upon the bridge , which they had prepoſletled by 
means of a Fiſher-man who diſcovered the plot to them ; this Fiſher-man 
carried ſome of the plotters in his boat , and having overheard a whiſpering 
40 that they meant to kill him leſt he ſhould betray them, overturned the boar 
and ſo left them in the River, he got on ſhore and alarmsthe people; the 
enemies after a hot diſpute were worſted, fifteen of them were lain, 37. taken, 
among whom was Earle Habeſpurg, the reſt by means of the darkneſs eſcaped, 
the dead bodies were kicked and trod upon three dayes together; the day 
after, ſeventeen of the prime plotters were broken on the wheel , ſome be- 
headed, the Earl was impriſoned, and his Army without the Town in fear 
and confuſion ran home. Shortly after the Conſul Branizs with an Army be- 
hegeth Kaperſoil, the neſt and harbour of the plotters, the Town on the third 
day yeelded, ſome of the plotters in it were killed, ſome eſcaped; the Town(- 
50 men ſwear the ſame fealty to Tigurum,which they uſed to give to their Ear] : 
after this they fall upon Marchia the Earls Country with hire and (word, ſo 
that the Inhabitants were forced to ſwear fealty to the Tigurinsz but when 
they heard that Albert of Auſtria was railing forces to aid the Habeſpurgians,and 
ro keepthicir Rendevourz at Raperſvil, they burn the Town to the grounds 
Some Towns of Alſatia made league with Frederick of Auſtria againſt the 


11g4rms, who had taken an hundred and ſeventy Townſmen of that Country 
Sf > priſoners, 
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An.Chriſti. riſoners, the Alſatians to recover their priſoners raiſed an Army by the 


elp of thejr neighbours, the Tigurins wiſely declined this war, being already 
exhauſted , and therefore reſtored the priſoners : After this the Tigurins ſend 
a petition to Charles the 4. Emperour, complaining of the wrongs done them 
by Earl Habeſpurg and his confederates, exculing their own actions, ſhewing 
their innocency, and deſiring his afÞbſtance for the maintenance of their liber- 
ty, being willing to ſubmit ro his Imperial commands, if ſo be the Auſtrian 
would be quietz the Emperour anſwers that he would endeavour to pacific 
the Auſtrian, and their other enemies, but could not force them, being their 
power was greater then his, therefore wiſhes them to uſe ſome moderate , , 
tranſaction with their enemies; upon this the Tigurins ſend Legats with pre- 
ſentsto Albert of Auſtria, who at firſt gave them good words, but at the 
ſecond meeting was rough with them, being incenſed by the Nobility, accu- 
ſing them for deſtroying both the old and new Raperſvil, for watting Marchia 
which belonged tohim as ſupreme Lord, theretore wiſhes them to reſtore 


/ what they had taken, to rebuild what they had demoliſhed, and to make pe- 


1351, 


cuniary ſatisfaction for what they had waſted, and ſo he would pardon them 
the Legats replied, that their City had fuffered much wrong * theſe places in 
harbouring and aiding the fugitives and rebels,therefore they humbly beſeech 
him, that he would not urge them to ſuch inconveniences; the Prince in 26 
anger told them,that if the Trgurins did not make reparation for theſe wrongs 
willingly,they ſhould be forced to do it. 

The Tignrins underſtanding by their Legats the Princes reſolution ; of his 
forces now raiſing, of their great danger and weakneſs, and that there was no 
hope of help from Ceſar ; they reſolve to enter into a confederacy with the 
Helvetian Towns, ſeeing they all had the ſame common enemy the Auſtrian z 
and Tigurum , by reaſon of the Lake lay fo fit for commerce with thoſe 
Towns; upon this Legats are ſent whoare kindly entertained,'and the league 
ratifed , in which the firſt place in all publike actions 1s given to Tignrurr, 
(though it was the fifth that entered jintothe Helvetian league) becauſe of the 30 
dignity of that City : The report of this new league, haſteneth on the 4#- 
ſtrian to beſiege the Town , tearing leſt by their example more Towns would 
combine againſt him,therefore with an Army of 2000. horſe, and 200co. foor, 
he fits down before the City , which the four confederate Towns had ſuffict- 
ently manned and filled with proviſions after ſome light velitations, they came 
to a parly by the mediation of ſome friends, in which it was agreed they both 
ſhould refer their cauſe to the Queen of Hungary, this wasnot liked by the 
four confederate Towns, becauſe the Queen was the wy ar hſter ; yer the 
Tigwins confiding in her integrity, perfwaded the four Towns to aflent, 
which was done, and pledges given by the City 5 with the Queen are joyned 40 
two Aſſcfiors or Judges, theſe gave ſentence in behalf of the Auftrienwithing 
the Trgurins to give him farisfaCtion for his loſles, rhey alſo laid fines upon the 
other confederate Towns for revolting from 4uſtria : this ſemtence was rati- 
fied by Queen Agnes, the Switzers promiſe to ſtand to the verdift, though it 
was unjuſt; but the Duke not content with this, demands John of Habeſpurg 
of the Tigyrins without ranſome, which was denied by them, wherefore 
againſt his promiſe he impriſons the Tzgurin hoſtages, and renews the war. 

' The Switzers finding no hope of peace, reſolve with joynt forces to ſciſc 
upon Glaronaa Town and valley of twelve miles in length,cncompaſſed with 
the Alpes except in one place, which after this expedition was fortified with 59 
a wall and trench : the people here being weary of the Auſtrian government, 
fabmit themſelves without reſiſtance to the confederare Towns, and fwear to 
be firm in their league with them ; mean while the Trgurins ſend an Army a- 
gainſt Bada a garriſon of the Auſtrians, which had done them much hurt, they 
fireche Suburbs, and plunder the Country thereabout; but as they were Ie- 
turning with the booty, they were encountred by 4000, Anſtriaus , whom 

they 
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they overthrew,being themſelves not above 1300.{trong,they flew 700.0f the 
enemy. The next year the Auſtrian in hope to recover Glarona, 15 defeated 
by the Inhabitants, the like ſucceſs he had in $S*itia; divers places on both 
ſides are ſpoiled : about this rime alſothe City of Txginm made league with 
the Switzers : this Town ſtands between the 77garins and Suitians,, and uſed 
todo them much hurt; atlaſt being weary of the Auſtrian govetnment;after 
fifteen dayes ſiege ſurrendered, conditionally ſwearing that if the Anſtrian 
within ſo many dayes ſhould fend relief, they might return again to his obe- 
dience, theretore they ſend to the Duke for help, but the Legats found him 
10 inore careful in providing food for his hawks, then aid for his people ; there- 
fore having obtained his good will to ſurrender the Town to the Switzers, 
they madeleague with them : preſently upon this Tignrmm is belieged again 
by the A»ſtriar 5 but a month after by the Marqueſs of Brandeburgs means 4 
peace 15 made on theſe Articles, That John of Habeſprurg now three years a 
rifoner ſhould be releaſed without ranſome, and that the Anſtriar ſhould 
rm diſmiftc the impriſoned hbſtagesz that Glarona and Twginm ſhould be re- 
leaſed from their oath, and return tothe obedience of Auſtria, in other things 
the Switzers league ſhould ſtand : Habeſprrgivs is releaſed without ranſome; 
but ſo were not the hoſtages, who were forced to pay 1600. crowns; Raperſvil 
20 is fortified with a garrifon which invaded the Tigarin Teritories, and killed 
fifry of their mens this bred a new war, T»gn is again taken by the Switzers, 
and Bery (ides with them. 

Bern built by Berchtold Duke of Zermgia, who meeting with a Bear in that 
place, called it Berz in Dutch; this City he beſtowed upon the Empire, which 
Frederick the 2.Emperour endowed with divers priviledges; afterward it be= 
ing oppreſſed by Earl Kybrrgims , it took the Earl of Savoy for its protettor 5 
he reſtored to this City her former liberty for the good ſervice the Bernats had 
done the Savoyer againſt the Burgrndian : Aﬀter this they had divers wars 
with Godofrid and Kodolph of Habeſpurg, with the Turks, Auſtrians, and others 

20 Of their neigbours, they beat the Vnderwalds in a batte] : afterward they both 
madea league with the confederate Towns of Switzerland, upon which Ti- 
gurny7 18 the third time beſieged by Charles the 4. Emperour, and Albert of 
Auſtria : the Tigmrins petition Charles that he would not perſecute them 
being an Imperial City , deſiring nothing but the confervation of their 
liberttes, and willing to yeeld to ws reaſonable demands 5 Charles upon this 
deals with the Auſtrian for an accord, which being by him refuſed , the tiege 
was-rajſed without doing any thing, and five years after peace was concluded 
between the Anſtriar and Tigurins, on theſe Articles : 1. That reſtitution be 
made on both des, 2. That none of the 4uſtrian ſubjefts be made free of 

10 Trqyrxm.. 3. That none meddle with the Fee-lands of others. 4. That the 
Trgnyrns hereafter make no leagues with the Anſtrian ſubjects. 5. That the 
Switzers injoy their own confederacies. Some controverhes after this.aroſe 
abont Twgium whether that was the Auſtrians, or included within the 8 witzers 
confederacie 2 Charles his dpinion was, that Txginm was not in the confede- 
xacie, the $#iti were of the contrary minde; the matter was long debated, at 
laſts Truce of a 21. years was made, during which time, Twgum and Glarons 
tenjamed mthe Helvetian league, yer they yeelded ſubjection and fealty to 
the A»ſtr:a, who-placed governours over them yearly; this Truce was con- 
tinued for more-years after : Albert being dead, his ſon Leopold who hated the 

50 Switzers, and durſtnot himdelfmake war, ſet the Engliſh of Angles upon them; 
theſe waſted beth the Auſtrian and Helvetian Territories, but were at lepgth 
beaten and driven home : After this Eart Kyburgizs tnade war upon Beras, 
bur being wortted, was glad to wake his peace with hin. Some years after 
the Arftrran tell out with the Lavernats, and hanged thetr Eegats which they 
ſent for reparation of. wrongs done by the Governours;' upon. this they de- 
tire the help of the co rare Towns. who joyning thetr forces, ſciſe 

upon 
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An.Chriſti. upon Rottenburg belonging tothe Auſtrian , and demoliſh the walls and forts 
WYTW thereof: 


The Azſtrian Governours willing to fiſh in troubled waters, forced the 
confederare Switzers to riſe again in Atms, for great maſſacres and outrages 
committed upon ſome neighbouring Towns and Caſtles of the Contederates; 
a great battel is fought, in which Duke Leopold fon to Albert is ſlain, and with 
him 676. of his Gentry ; the Helvetians elated with this victory, fall upon the 
enemies Forts and Caſtles, divers of which they demoliſh , and take ſome of 
their Towns; upon this a Truce is made for one year, which being ended, the 
Auſtrian with 8000, men falls upon the Helvetian Territories with fire and 19 
ſword, but were by the Confederates again defeated , who flew 2000. of the 
enemy.,beſides 500. that were drowned in the River, the bridge over which 
they were flying being broke down with their weightzafter this nght the Con- 
federates took divers Towns and Forts from the Auſtrian : at laſt a Truce of 
ſeven years was concluded, which was afterwards continued for twenty years, 
and at laſt a peace of fifty years was agreed upon. The Abbot of S. Ga// made 

wars upon Abbatiſcel/a, a Town under hisjuriſdition, now one of the con- 
federate Towns of Switzerland : the controverſies between the Abbot and 
the Town, were often debated, but at laſt tried by the ſword; the Abbot was 
overthrown ; upon this the A»ſtrian takes his part, but ſtill the Town pre- 29 
vailed, and made a league with the $S»itii, who took in divers Towns and 
Forts; at length the Abbot was fain to ſue for peace, and leave the Townl\- 
men to enjoy their liberty. Seven years after this war., the Auſtrians and 
Helvetians renew their 01d quarrels, and withall the wars: for trederick of 
Auſtria having conveyed Pope John 22. from the Councel of Cenſtance , he 
was proſoribed by the Emperour, and excommunicated by the Councel : 
hereupon the Confederates are by the Emperour and Councel abſolved from 
their cath , and willed to break off the fifty years peace. YVerbigenunr, Bada, 
and fome other places of Auſtria were taken by the Switzers, 
In the year 1422. the Sw-1zers ſent an Army over the Alpes to recover the 33 
Town Lepontinuz taken from them by the Duke of Millan; ſothey did 
in the year 1425. and the year after, but could not recover the Town, 
yet they waſted the vallies belonging to the Duke. In the year 1436. a grie- 
vous'Civil war by the A»ſtrians procurement aroſe among the Switzers, firſt 
berween Tigurun and $#/1iun; this was aſſiſted by the Confederates : but in 
. the ycar 1444. that memorable battel was fought near Baſel between the 
French under the Dolphin, afterward Lewis the 11. and the Switzers, who 
beat the French that came to raiſe the Councel of Baſ#l, as we have ſaid : 
afterthis a peace is made. Not Jong after, the Auſtrian war followed againſt 
Duke $1gi/-2und, whom Pope Ps excommunicated, and ſtirred up the 49 
Switzers againſt him; but after many skirmiſhes, by the means of Ludovic of 
Bavaria, a peace is concluded, and lix years after the Duke of Milan makes 
peace with the Switzersz two years after this, the Auſtrian war is renewed, 
and eight years after began the Eurgundian war, which continued three years, 
' andended with the death of the Duke : this war was cauſed by the Auſtrian 
fer $1gijmnnd Duke of Auſtria, being forced by bad ſucceſs to make diſho- 
nourable peace with the Helzetians, morgageth the lands' which he had 
near them, to Charles Duke of Furgundy , a proud and potent Prince in thoſe 
dayes, 40 agg that occaſion of quarrels mighr be given between him and 
the Switzers, who ſcent tor a renovation of friendſhi , and the old league be- 50 
tween the Lurgundian and Switzers ; but Hagenbachus governour under the 
Brrrguncian of thoſe morgaged Provinces, hindered the Helvetian Legats from 
having acceſs to the Duke, beſides many affronts were put by hin and others 
of the Nobility upon the Helvetians ; the people under his government, being 
wearied with oppreſſion, petition S1giſmund of Auſtria their ancient Lord, to 
redeem his lands again , which was obtained calily from the Duke, being of a 
gentle 
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e had of theſe lands , beſides that Hagezbachizs did (till more and more 
oppreſle his people, divers wrongs were done by the Eurgundiazs to the 
Sw1itZLers, 

In the mean time Lewis 11. of France, who hated the Burgxidian, under- 
hand ſtirs them up againſt him, and furniſheth them with mony 3 to this end 
he makes a league with them, and by his means alſo $5giſmmnd is reconciled to 
the Switzers ; Renatws Duke of Lorain, the Cities of Sirasburgh and Baſpl, with 
their Biſhops, enter into a league with them, and ſo doe many other Towns. 
10 Mean while Hagenbachiws is taken priſoner, and beheaded; The Auftriar 
having paid the mony he borrowed , recovers again his lands. In the interim 
Charles makes war upon the Biſhop of Coler,claiming a title to that Biſhoprick; 
againſt him Frederick the Emperor raiſeth an army,and commands theswitzers 
to hold the Burgundiar play at home but no ſooner had they entred Bxrgundy 
and defeated the Burgundians , but the Auſtrian makes peace with the Burgun- 
dian, out of which the Helvetians were excepted. Upon this, Charles turns all 
his forces againſt the Confederatess in the firſt battel the Duke was beaten, 
whoa little before had againſt his promiſe hanged the ſouldiers in the gariſon 
of Gramſon, who upon quarter had ſurrendred to him : In a ſecond barrel the 
20 Duke was again defeated, having loſt 260600 men : In the third conflict at 
Nancy in Lorazn, which was then beſieged by the Burgandian, ( againſt whom 
Renatus D.of Lorain was afliſted by the Helvetians) Charles was killed in the 
flight, and ſo by his death the war ended. The next year after this Burgundian 
war, the Duke of 2il/an and the Helvetians fell at odds, about ſome wrongs 
done by his ſubjects to the inhabitants of the Valley of Lepontium; in this bat- 
tel the Millanois were defeated, but the next yearby means of the French king 
were reconciled to the Switzers, with whom the tame year Pope Sixt#s made 
a league, and granted them large indu}gences and priviledges. About three 

cars after this, Tigurnm, Bern, Lucerna,F riburgh,and Salodorum made a private 
30 league among themſelves, becauſe in the laſt Burgundian war they thought 

they were partially dealt with by their fellows, who took an equal ſhare in 
the booty, bur were not at half the charges and trouble that theſe forenamed 
Towns were: At this league the other Towns were offended,ſhewing that the 
Lucernates and their fellowes had not power to make a league without the 
general conſent of all the confederates : The matter after much debate is re- 
ferred to Nicholas Underwald an Eremite of great eſteem among them, who 
diſannulled the new league,and perſwaded them in a free Aſſembly or Parlia- 
ment to end the controverſie, and withal that Friburgh and Salodor ſhould be 
received among the Canton towns; and ſoby this means there are how ten 
40 confederate towns of Switzerland,and ſo this monwealth of ten Cantons 
continued for twenty years, till Baſe! & Scaphuſinmr, and after theſe Abbatiſcel/a 
were added 3 The former eight, called the old Cantons, had continned before 
this addition of Frzbwrgh and Salodor, 125 years, ſothat all that time the Swit« 
z2r5 commonwealth conſiſted of eight Canton-towns only.

A proſecution of the Helvetian Hiſtory , till the yeare 1521. 


Riburg was built by Berchtold 4. Duke of Zeringium, ſome few years be. 
Er Bern : after his death, Bern fell to the Empire, and Fribwrg to the 
Earls of Kyburg, by whom afterward this Town was fold to Ralph the 
Emperor, and ſince it hath continued under the houſe of A»ſtria almoſt two 
hundred years : yet in the year 1403. being oppreſſed by the Auſtrian Nobi- 
lity, they made a perpetual-league with Bern, but yet continued under the x0 
Auſtrian dominion : for though the Helvetian Cantons made a league among 
themſelves for one anothers a1d and ſupportation againſt their enernies, yet 
they did not abridge or abrogate the juſt and old rights of their ancient Lords: 
this league of Friburg with Bern laſted 45 years; but afterward in the wars be- 
tween Savoy and Friburg, the Bernats adhered to the Savoyans, with whom 
they had been a long time in league ; but a year after the war began, the Fri- 
burgers being worſted, were reconciled g0 Savoy, by the mediation of the 
French, Burgundian,and Helvetians. The next pope after this peace was made, 
the Auſtrian comes to Friburg, to ſee if he could perſwade them to make war 
upon Bernz which when he could not do, but perceived that they began to 20 
incline to the Helvetian league, and fearing he ſhould not longeretain them 
in his obedience, he ſends thither the High-Steward of his houſe to acquaint 
them that he was to be there ſhortly himſelk; therefore all the gold and tilver- 
Plate,with rich Hangings and other Ornaments, were borrowed of the Townſ- 
men, to adorn the State-houſe where the Prince was to be entertained : All 
this wealth privately the Steward conveyed out of the town, and on the day 
named for the Princes coming, he with his. attendants and chiefeſt of the town 
went out on horſeback to meer hims, the Prince came not, buwſent ſome 
horſe-men, who having met the Steward and histrain, a ſtop was made, and a 
ſpeech by him to the Townſmen , ſhewing, That ſince their affettions were 3® 
more inclined to the Bernan and Helyetian league then to their antient Lord, 
he thought good toreap ſome benefit by themz And ſo he departed to the 
Prince with his plunder. Upon this the Friburgers made a league with Bern, 
and the Switzers; therefore theſe in the Burgundian war ſent a garriſon of a 
thouſand men to guard Friburg. After which, Salodor entred into a confede- 
racie with the Cantons. 
Salodor, an antient City, as appears by the Roman monuments in it, was up- 
On the incurſions of the Huns and Francons into France demoliſhed; but when 
the French grew great, this Town was rebuilt, and placed under the Biſhop of 
Geneva; Under the German Emperors, this hath alwayes been one of the 40 
Imperial cities. When Lxdovick the Bavarian, and Frederick the Auſtrian were 
in competition for the Empire, Salodor adhered to the Barbarian , whereupon 
they were excommunicate by the Pope, and beſieged by the Auſtrian; in that 
war the Bernats ſent them a garriſon of four hundred ſouldiers : they had 
war alſo with Earl Kyburgins, and were by him defeated : at laſt in the year 
1351. they madea perpetual league with Bern ; there the Auſtrian war being 
ended, in which Leopold was flain, they were reconciled to the Auſtrians. 
Laſtly, after the Burgunian war, they were with the F riburgers admitted into 
the Helverian leaguezafter which the Helvetian Army was overthrown by the 
Millanols upon the Alpes; thenext year after they aided Sigiſzmnd Duke of 50 
AruZtria againſt the Venetians ; after this they ſerved the French King in his 
wars againſt the Duke of Britany, andin 7taly againſt the Neapolitans and 
the NR Ital w_ Princes: 
About three years after this,a Civil war aroſe among the Switzers by means 
of the Abbot of S. Ga/, who had begun toerett a ho at which the 
ſubjects of the Abbot were offended, as fearing that the reliques of S, Gal/#s 


would 
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would be removed fromthe place where they had continued fo long, 


crafted to Roſacum where the new Covent was begun 3 therefore ſuddenly 
having conſpired together, they fall upon the new building, and overthrow 
itz at this the Abbot being incenſed, deſires the aid of the four Towns which 
were in league with him, with whom ſome other Towns alfo joyned ; but this 
war ended without blood, for the Abbatiſcellans made peace with the Switzers; 
after this the City of S. Gall being beſieged ; they alſo made their peace with 
the Helvetians, a fine was laid upon the Abbots ſubjects, and fo they were re-= 
ceived into favour. The laſt A#ſtriar or Suevic war 7 monroe by Frederick, 
the Emperour, but purſued by his ſon Maximilian after his fathers death 1 
Frederick, had cauſed a great league to be made among the Princes, Cities;and 
many of the chiet Novility, purpoſely to overthrow the Helvetian liberty; 
he was the head of this league himſelf : Lewis 12: of France, claimin 
title to the Dutchy of Millan, did earneſtly defire tobe in league with the 
Switzers , which they willingly imbraced. All means of accord teing tried, 
but tono purpoſe, a battel 1s fought near Conſtantia, in which the Switzers 
were worlted , but the fight being renewed the ſame. day'they beat their 
enemies, and ſo they did afterward in eight ſeveral battels; the Auſtrians 

zo being broken with ſo many' defeats, at length by the mediation of 
Lewis Sfortia Duke of Milan, a peace is made, in which the Helvetian 
liberty, and poſlefſion of their places taken from the Auſtrian is confirmed. 
This was the laſt' great war which they made againſt forreign Princes in de= 
fence of their liberty , except that they made againſt James Medices Lord of 
Muſſanm. 

As ſoon as the peace was made, Galcacizs Viſcount of Mil/ar raiſed five 
thouſand Switzers againſt the Magiſtrates will, who told them they were 
bound by league to a1d the French, but by the help of theſe Switzers Duke 
Lewis recovered Millan; = afterward the Switzers not being able toreliſt the 

20 great forces of the French before Novaria a Town of no ſtrength, they made 
their peace and went home; Dake Lewis thought toeſcape in the habit of an 
Helvetian common ſouldier, but he was diſcovered, taken, and carried away 

1ſoner into France : the ſame year Ulricus, Duke of Wirtenberg, makes a 
foams of twelve years with the Switzers : Maximilian alſo the Emperour 
makes an hereditary peace, or renews rather that which was made betore by 
his father Duke $7ig7/-mnd, with the four Cantons of Tigurum , Bern, Urania, 
and Uzderwald, The next year after, Baſel and Scaphuſa weretaken into the 
Helvetian confederacie, both theſe Cities are upowv the Khene;, Baſs! is the 
biggeſt of all the confederate Towns, and very ancient, for we read of it in 

40 Ammianus Marcellinus ; 1t was honoured with divers priviledges by the 
German Emperours , alſo with a Biſhoprick and Univerlity ; it firſt was in 
league with Tigzr, Bern, and the three firſt Cartons, in the German troubles 
when Ludovic the Bavarian was excommunicated by the Pope 1327. then 
afterward with the Tigurins particularly, 1347. When the Engliſh plundered 
Alſatia under Leopold of Auſtria, and were preparing to beliege Baſil , the Can- 
tons ſent a ſtrong garriſon to detend it, ſo that the Engliſh were fain to leave off 
their enterpriſe, and the rather becauſe Charles 4.4 was marching with his 
Army againſt them. In the Auſtrian war , which Katherine of Burgundy the 
wife of Leopold made againſt them, they received aid from Bern and $alodor, 

$0 4#.1409.(in the Councel of Baſs/)with ſixteen hundred men they defeated the 
whole French Army ; they afhited alſo the Switzers againſt Charles of Bur- 
gundy; but in the war berween Maximilian and the Switzers, Baſsſtood neuter, 
in which City at laſt peace was concluded between the Emperor and Switzers 
by the mediation of Lewis Maria Duke of Mantua; in fine, being hated and 
wronged by the Auſtrian, and the Nobility, they made a perpetual league 
with the Switzers, anno 1501. Scaphuſa fo called from Scapha s boat, 
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becauſe the boats that come from the lake of Conſtance along the Rhene, do 
unload here, by reaſon of the great precipice of the River t@m high rocks; 
the Town receiveth by this means great cuſtomes : at firſt the Abbor effthat 
place was the chief governour , afterward obraining divers priviledges Yrom 
the Emperours, they ſhook oft the Abbots power, but it was ſold afterward 

Lewis of Bavaria tothe Avſtrian, under whom it remained e1ghty five years, 
till the Councel of Conſtance, where Frederick of Auſtria tor conveying away 

pe John 22. was proſcribed by Sigi/mund the Emperour, and his eltate con- 
Recd , and ſothis Town was added to the Empire : afterward Frederick 3, 
of the Auſtrian family , being Emperour, beſtowed it upon Duke Sigiſmmumd 
of df who ſent his Legats to take the oath of Allegiance to the Auſtrian 
which they refuſed, except they might retain their priviledges3 this w ould 
not be granted 3 whereupon they madea league with the Switzers, an. 1454. 
which they conſtantly obſerved after, wherefore they were divers times al- 
ſaulted and moleſted by the Anſtriar, and at laſt proſcribed for afhiſting the 
Helvetians againſt Sigi/mmnd of Auſtria, by the command of Pope Pixs, but 
they wereafterward releaſed from this profcription at the Anſtrians charges : 
About the year 1479. the league between the Switzers and Scaphuſea was re- 
newed for 25. years, in which the Urii and Underwaldins were comprehen- 
ded : Ar laſt having affiſted the Helvetians both in the Burgundian and Suevian 
war, a league between them and the 11.Cantons is concluded for ever,an.1501. 

After the Switzers had madea league with France, they aflifted Charles 8. 
and Lewis in the Neapolitan wars, which proved unfortunate to Helvetia;, for in 
the firſt war they loſt their health, being infected with the Neapolitan diſeaſe 
or French pox, and in the ſecond they loſt their lives by the ſword of the 
enemy, Who in two great battels overthrew them. Ar. 1507. they aſſiſted the 
French againſt the Lignrians, and refuſed to aid the Emperour Maximilian 
againſt the French. Ar. 1509. they aided the French in the confederacy they 
made with Spain, Pope Julixs and the Emperor,againſt the YVenetians. The next 
year after, Pope Julivs 2.made a league with the Switzers,who ſent him 6000, 
men into 7taly againſt the Duke of terraria, who had ſeifed on ſome Church- 
lands, but indeed hisaim was to drive the French out of Millan, which the 
Switzers perceiving forſook the Pope, and returned home without their pay : 
next year 1511.A perpetual league is made between theSwrtzers,and the houles 
of Auſtria and Burgundy; the Frenchupon the expiration of their league de- 
ſired torenew it again with the Switzers, who were vnwilling becauſe they 
feared the Popes anger, for the French then were his enemies ; beſides, the 
French had refuſed to continue the Switzers pay , after the league was ex- 
pired 3 they drowned alſo the Switens Poſt with his letters, and fo1d In open 
Market the Cartons Badge, which the Poſts uſe to wear. 

The French having beaten Pope Julius at Ravenna, the Switzers ſend into 
Italy for his aid twenty thouſand men, who joyning with the Yenetians (then 
reconciled to the Pope)took Cremona and Ticinum, and drove the Frenchquite 
out of Mil/an , ſo that they had nothing left them but the Caſtle; upon this, 
Pope Jlizs honours the Switzer: with the title of [ Defenders of the Church: 
Then ſent to them Banners adorned with certain Images, with a ſword an 
Cap of maintenance, the Enfigns of liberty : Maximilian Sfortia by them 
being teſtored to his fathers dominion, makes a league with them , and with- 
all beſtows on them Lugano, Locarne, Mendriſe, and the valley of Madie; he 
gave alſo to the Confederate Rhetz or Grijons the Val-Telin, or Volturenc. 
Charles alſo Duke of Savoy, whoſe Anceſtors had made a private league with 
ſome of the Cantons, makes now a new league fur five and twenty years, with 
the twelve Cantons : The French alſo deſired their amity, which was refuſed, 
becauſe _y kept ſtill the Caſtle of 24:/ar, and were found to corrupt ſome of 
them with bribes; wherefore the French Legats are commanded to depart out 
of their Territories ; Hence the war is renewed, the French behege Sfortia 1n 

Novaria 
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Novaria with a great Army, in which Town were four thouſand Switzers, and 

eight thouſand more were ſent to them 3 theſe obtained a great victory over 

the Faench, whom they drove out of 7taly; in this battel fourteen hundred 

Switzers were loſt : after this victory Maximilian Emperour falling off from 

the French Covenant, raiſed an Army of ſixteen thouſand Switzers, with 

whom as many more voluntaries joyned, theſe were conducted into Bur- 
gundy againſt the French, to them Ceſar added ſome Regiments of horſe under 
the Prince of Wirtenberge; theſe belteged Divio or Dijon, the capital City of 

Burgundy, Trimonil the Governour not being able to hold out, made his peace 
o with the Switzers on theſe conditions, that the King ſhould quit his claim to 

the Dutchy of Man, and ſhould at certain times ay them fix hundred 

thouſand crowns; for performance of this four Noblemen are given for 

Hoſtages, yet the King would not ratifie this agreement, becauſe he would 

not part with his claim to Milan; whereupon the Switzers reſolve to put the 

res N to death, if the King did not the ſooner confirm the agreement, and 

withall intended the next winter to invade France; the King upon this ſends 

Legats to conclude a perpetual peace with the Switzers, but the Kings con- 

ditions were ſo unreaſonable that nothing was done, ſave onely that he gained 

time,and hindred the invaſion of France : in theſe meetings Abbatiſcella or 
49 Ayp-nzel was added as the thirteenth Cantor. 

Abbatiſcella 1s the name of the Country, and chief Town thereof ; the 
Country is ſeated above the Town of S. Gall , among high mountains upon 
the frontiers of the Griſoxs, it hath eight principal Towns or Pariſhes, the 
chief 1s Abbatiſcella, that is the Abbots Cel or Chamber; for the Abbots of 
S. Gall, Lords of this Country,made their chief reſidence in this Town : theſe 
of Appenzeh made themſelves free firſt by the ſword, then by their money to 
the Abbot z they had ſeven years war with Cxzo Abbot of S. Gall, who was 
aided by the Inhabitants about the lake Acroninm or of Conſtance, as alſo by 
Frederick Duke of Auſtria, the Biſhop of Conſtance, the Earl of Wirtenberg, 
with divers others of the Nobility : theſe were defeated by Appenzel, which 
at laſt the Inhabitants of S. Gall athſted againſt the Abbot; they took five 
Towns, and above {1xty Caſtles, ſome of which they demoliſhed ; in this war 
the Abbatiſcel/ans joyned league with the Helvetians : at laſt Rupert the Em- 
perour made peace between the Abbatiſcillans and their enemies, at Conſtance, 
an. 1408, after which they became a Commonwealth, the form whereof 
they retain till this day; before this every Town had their peculiar Enſign,and 
Aflembly or Parliament , now they have but one Enſign , and one Afſlembly 
for all. Three years after this peace,the Abbot of S. Gall began totrouble the 
Appenzellians with new proceſs, whereupon they make a league with fix of 
40 the Cartons ; therefore upon complaint made by the Abbot, they are pro- 

ſcribed by the Emperour , and excommunicated by the Pope, for which they 

cared nor, being naturally tenced with mountains,and having little commerce 
with ſtrangers; the Prictts that refuſed to do their office, in obedience to the 

Popes command, were ſome baniſhed , and ſome put to death by them. The 

Abbot complains again tothe Imperial Electors, who wrote letters to the 

German Princes,and Helvetian Cantons,toftorce the Appenzellians to their duty: 

theSmitzers utterly refuſed to make war upon their confederates,but they me- 

diated for a peace,which was concluded the fourth year of their excommuni- 
cation, after the Earl of Toggetbwrg had defeated them in two ſeveral battels : 
50 this peace held not long, for the Gentry that were their neighbours about the 
lake 4cronium, or of Conſtance, intended to invade the Abbatiſcell;ans with 
their Cavalry, but they could do no good this way, forthe Abbatiſcellians 
{ciſed upon Rineck, and the Ry Regiſce, an.1445. the Lords of theſe 


places got them again to be proſcribed, but gaining nothing by this, they ſold

them their rights for ſix thouſand Crowns : after this az. 1452. they made 2

their admiſſion into this rank , confederate with the old Cantons ; and this 
priviledge the Cantons have above their confederates, that they can give 
their advice and ſuffrages in all publike aflemblies, they govern with equal 
authority thoſe that are under them, and are equal ſharers in all bcoties got 
in the wars. 

Francis of Valojs ſon-in-law to Lewis 12. of France, having ſucceeded to that 
crown, reſolves to proſecute the war againſt Mil/ar, begun by Lew. Againſt 
him Maximilian the Emperor, Ferdinand King of Spain,$Sfortia Duke of Milan, , 
with the Switzers, enter into a league, to whom was joyned Pope Leo 10, 
The Switzers Army conſiſted of ,30000 foot; the French unwilling to en- 
counter with them, labour to draw them to a peace, which was eaſily obtain- 
cd, becauſe they doubted the confederate Princes were not ſincere to them, 
ſeeing they received not their promiſed pay, beſides the Emperor ſent not the 
horſe to guard the foot, as ke was bound todoe, he ſuffered alſo divers of the 
German foot to ſerve the French king; the Popes and Spaniſh armies would 
not paſſe over Po, nor joyn themſelves with the Switzers ; therefore being 
deſtitute of help and pay, they made peace with the Freach , upon which 
twelve thouſand went home, the reſt prepared to follow the next day : but 2, 
Sfortia diſliked the conditions of peace, therefore with the Switzers that were 
of his guard and ſome others he tals upon the French about the evening, and 
withall the Switzers ſend to call back their fellows that were marching home- 
ward, ſhewing them in what danger they were; upon this they return, a 
cruel encounter erſues, in which divers of the French Nobility loſt their lives; 
at the firſt the Swi47ers had the better, but in the next encounter were defeat- 
ed, and ſo retreated to Mz//ar, where they left for the Duke a garriſon of 1500 


- In thecaſtle, and then return home. Upon this defeat of the Switzers, the 
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French ſciſe upon the Dutchy of Mi{/an, which the Emperor ſought by force 
to recover the year following, but could not. In the interim,the French make 39 
peace with the Switzers for ever, which was confirmed, ax. 1521. All the 
Cantons joyned in this league, except the Tigurins, who could never be in- 
duced to ve to it : for Matthew Cardinal of Sedun or Sion had diverted 
their minds from the French : Zxinglizs alſo their Preacher told them, how 
baſe it was for them to be mercenary ſouldiers, and for pay to ſhed innocent 
blood ; how far this was againſt the mind of Chriſt, and the pradtiſe of their 
anceſtors,and that this mercenary way was an expoſing of their liberty to ſale; 
beſides, that this new league abridged them of their power, for not they, but 
the King was to chooſe his officers, and theſe to raiſe the ſouldijers at their 
pleaſure z again,this league was in divers things deſtruCtive of former leagues 40 
moreover they had no reaſon to affiſt the French with ſouldiers, having re- 
tuſcd to aſſiſt Maximilian the Emperor ; and for any benefit which by this 
Icague would accrue the State, they could find none, only ſome private per- 
ſos might be enriched by the French penſions, the love of which, and the 
wickednceſe which attends upon a military life, might occaſion much miſchief 
in their country, as cffeminateneſs, covetouſnels, difluluteneſs, neglett of huſ- 
bandry & good arts, idleneſs, luxury, drunkenneſs, whoredoms, blaſphemies, 
which are the fruits of wars, and weeds that grow in military camps; it was 
urged alſo, that the French afliſtance could do them little good, that the re- 
tying upon pay and penſions was a diſtruſting of Gods providence, and that 50 
moſt of the former leagues they had made with foraign Princes did turn to 
their prejudice, loſic of their men, and inteſtine diſcords. For theſe and other 
reaſons the Trgarin- could not be drawn into this league : But the other con- 
federates Were of a contrary mind, afhrming, that all war is not condemned in 
Scripturc, for divers holy men have been ſouldiers, and have afliſted their 
friends ; that the Helvetian ſouldicry is not mercenary , ſeeing they are to

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ſervebut one King,and that by covenant ; if the Kingenjoin an unlawful war. 4 chriſt 
it was in the Magiſtrates power to deny him aids if the cauſe was doubrtul,the — 


common ſouldier was not to enquire into it; belides,the Switzers Country is 
ulous and barren, and obnoxious to many enemies haters of their liberty, 
therefore they ſtand in need of forreign _l———_ and affiſtants ; neither 
was it a rejection of divine providence to make uſe of ſecundary meahs; their 
youth alſo by this employment ſhould be trained up in military diſcipline, ſo 
needful for defence of the Country and though ſome forreign leagues have 
not proved ſucceſſeful,yet their leagues with Lewis 11. Charles 8. and Lewis 12; 
IO of France, have been racretiens to them. Upon theſe reaſons the Cartons 


grounded their perpetual peace with France.

Confederates and Allies of Switzerland : And 1. of the Abbot of 

S.Gall. Gallas was a Gentleman of Scotland, diſciple to Columbanws the 

20 Abbot, with whom he travelled into France, and thence into Germany ;, he 
preached the Goſpel, and converted many from Idolatry, at a place called 
Tuggen near the head of the Lake of Zwrich, and then at Bregernts at the head of 
the Lake of Conſtance, and in other places of Switzerland (1xteen years; being 
invited to the Piſhoprick of Conſtance, he refuſed it, recommending one of 
his diſciples to it, and ſo he retired himſelf to an Hermitical life, az, 630. on 
the mountains above the Lake of Conſtance, where now is the Town and Co- 
vent of $. Gal/; there with ſome of his diſciples, he built a Cell , and in holy 
meditations ſpent his dayes;there did his diſh ples remain, whoſe piety was re- 
warded with rich gifts from the French Kings, and Dukes of Aleman or 
20 Suanbe : at laſt the | oor increaſing in number and wealth, S. Gals Cell 
is turned into a Monaſtery, eighty years after his death. Ppinxs the ſon of 
Charles Martel made Othomar a Priclt, the firſt Abbot of S. Gall, who with his 
brethren began to profeſle the rule of S. Beredi@.T he wealth and power of this 
Monaſtery did ſo increaſe, that the Abbot thereot was reckoned among the 
Princes, and was of old under the protection of the Emperors, whoout of the 
Gentry of $#anbe or Aleman uſed to ſend governours of that Abbey; but after- 
ward being, neglected in the troubles between the Popes and Emperors, and 
uarrels ariſing between the Abbot and Appenzel, to which the Town of 

. Gall was joyned, and ſome of the Abbots own vallals,and therefore ſtood in 

zo need of ſome powerful protector, Caſpar Landenberg the 52. Abbot delired to 
be joyned in league with the fourHelvetian Cantons of Tigurum OrZurich, Luctrn 
Suits,andGlaris or Glarona,whom they choſe for their protectors and defenders 
their liberties, rights, cuſtomes, and poſſeſſions : This power alfo is given to 
theſe Cantons, that all places in that ſeigniory belonging to the Abbot, ſhall 
give free acceſle tothe Cantons when they pleaſe, and that in all controverſies 
the Abbot ſhall ſtand to their verdit : Abbot Ubricxs, Landenbergs ſucceflour, 
ordered that each of the four Cantors in their order, ſhould ſend one of their 
Councel to ſtay with the Abbot two years, and to be Captain of all his Coun- 
try,and to be preſent at all pleadings, and that the half of all mulcts and fines 

50 ſhould belong to the Switzers, likewiſe that all the Abbots ſubjects ſhould 
aſſiſt the Cartons in their wars; this league was renewed by Ulricus,when the 
Townſmen of S. Gall and Appenzel had pulled down the begun Aonaſtery 
of Koſac, who by the Cantons were ſuppreſſed, and reduced tothe Abbots 
obedience, this league continues yet 3 and though the Abbot and Cantons be 
of different Religions , yet they ſend according to their league a Captain to 


govern his ſubjects in civil affairs, and to maintainthe Abbies rights, T4

WWW the Emperors her protettors, though the Abbots ſubjects, withr whom ſome- 
times the Townſmen uſe to quarrel about their privileges and liberties, which 
they were forced for ſums of money to redeem of the Abbot. Afterward the 
town of $.Gal/, in imitation of Abbot Landenberg, united themſelves in lea 
to ſix Cantons, namely Zurich, Bern, Lucerne, Suitz, Tugium Or Zug, and Glaris. 
This league was made perpetual and confirmed by oath, a.1454. They had 
made leagues before this time with ſome of theſe Cantons,which was only for 
ſome years. 

The Ahetior Griſons are antient : for before Chriſt,the T#ſcans being driven 10 
from their homes by the Garls under the condu&t of their Captain Ahetus, 
they poſleſled the Alpes, and from his name they called themſelves Rhetians; 
in the Romans time there were two Countries called Rhetia, the firſt and 
ſecond; and not onely the Alpes, but a great part of Sevia or Swaube and Ba- 
varia were called Rhetiaz the firſt and old Ahetia containing the ſprings of 
Rhene, a great part of the Alpes, with the neighbouring vaNeys on both ſides, 
is called now Griſons, and of old Can : there are three leagues of the Griſons, 
the firſt is called the High-league, and it contains nineteen Commonalries, ten 
of which are loſt; the | —_ 1s called the League or Covenant of Gods houſe, 

becauſe of the Biſhop of Cxria or Coire who is comprehended within it, this 2® 
ccntains nineteen Commonalties, two of which ſpeak Dxtch, the reſt broken 
Nalians the third is called the League of the ten Jurifdiftions, becauſe of the 
ten Commonalties in itz theſe people have divers times made leagues with 
their neighbour Switzersz the two former have made a perpetual league 
with ſeven of the Cartons; the third entertains conſtant friendſhip , though 
not a ſolemn league with them : the upper League or Griſox, entred into 
a confederacie with the ſeven old Cartons tor ever; the next year after, the 
1497. leagueof Gods houſe joyned themſelves to the ſame Cartons; theſe had long 
controverſies with thoſe of the County of Tyrol, by whom they were much 

wronged, and finding no redreſs, though the Emperour Maximilian had ap- 3? 
pointed firſt the Biſhop of Conſtance, then the Biſhop of Auspurg to arbitrate 
the buſineſs, yet nothing was done, but were till put off with delayes till the 
Auſtrians had put themſelves in Arms with intent to invade the Griſons un» 
expectedly; whereupon they ſend Legats to Tiguruxz where the Switzers were 
then aſlembled, to have a perpetual league confirmed between them , which 
was gladly entertained by the Cartons and ratified : the next year after this 

149% followed the Sneviar war, in which the Griſons ſtoutly defended their borders 
againſt the Arftrians , whom they oftentimes defeated. by the Switzers help; 
at laſt having gor the better, both the Switzers and Griſoxs made their peace 
with Maxintilian ; ever after the Griſons helped the Switzers in their wars in * 
Italy, when John James of Medices, afterward Marqueſs of Marignar, had ta- 
ken the Caſtle of uſe upon the lake Larins or Core , and Clavenne from the 
Griſons; the Switzers ſent them aid, by which the enemy was driven out of 
their Territories : at this day the Griſoxs as well as the Cantons are in league 
with the French, and ſerve him in his wars, but they have their Commanders 
and Regiments apart from thoſe of the Switzers. 

The Yaleſeans are three diſtinCt people, incloſed with high mountains, and 
1habiting the valley between the ſprings of here and lake Leman; theſe were 
called anciently Yiber or Juberi, Seduni, and Veragri; the two former are now 
called the high YValeſians,& are divided into ſeven Dijoceſes:the Veragri or lower 50

At triburga league is concluded be- 
tween Adrian Biſhop of Sion, and ſeven Dioceſles of the YValetians, with ſeven 
Cantons, to wit Lxcerne,Uri, Snits,Vnderwald, Zug, Friburg , and Salodor or 84+ 
terre, to defend the Roman Religion againſt all oppoſers. 
Rotvid is ſeated beyond Dannbe in Germany , on the left fide of the river 
10 Niere: It is an Imperial Chamber or place of judicature,whither the nejighbour- 
ring countrier make their appeals; which if any contumaciouſly do reſiſt, they 
are habletrthe Imperial Ban or proſcription. The firſt league theſe of Kotwr! 
made with the Switzers, was for fifteen years, under Frederick the third Empe- 
rour, 4##, 1463. which atterward they renewed upon occaſions : at laſt, the 
league is made perpetual with all the Cantons, ar. 1519. Now becauſe Kot- _ 
vil 15 ſeated far from the borders of Helvetia, fo that an Army cannot be con- ts 
ducted to them ; they are tied not to make any war, but upon urgent neceſitty, 
and that not without the Switzers conſent, without whom they are tomake 


no league. 

20 Anlhouſe aCity in the County of Ferrat of Tequana,is thought to be the ſame 
that Arzabrmew of old; it was anciently an Imperial City , yet governed by 
the Biſhop of Srrasburg; but in the wars between RKatph of Habſpurg and the Bl 
ſhop of Strasburg, Mnlhbouſe was taken from the Biſhop, and his Caſtle m the 

City demoliſhed ; fince which time it hath been one of the Cities of the Em- 
pire : Their firſt league they made with the Switzers, was in the year 1464. 
for this City being infeſted by the Nobility , to befreed of their tyranny,they 
make a league of fifteen years with Freiburg, Bern, and Salodor; and by the me- 
diation of Bery, the other ſeven Helvetian Cantons receive them into prote- 
con. This ſo incenſed the Gentry thereabouts,that they took up arms againſt 

40 this City; but the Cantons ſo aided them with garriſons within, and forces a- 
broad, and fo {traitly belieged Waldſhout a town of Auſtria, that the Gentry 

were glad to make their peace, Then in year 1506. the Mulhoufians were 
united to Baſz/; nine years after they made a league with the whole thirteen 
Cantons. 

* Bienna ſtands pleaſantly , upon a Lake full ofFiſh, and beſet with Vines, 
and 1s under the Bithop of Bafils juriſdiftion, but enjoys her own priviledges. 
In the year 1303. this City made league with Berr, S$trasburg, Baffl, Friburg, 
and Solxerre,to fupprefle the highway-robbers which infeſted all that conntry; 
three yearsafter, they made a particular confederacy with Bern; their third 

zo teague was made amr. 1532. and fifteen years after they renewed it, when John: 

of Viana Biſhop of Baſel, a man of an unquiet ſpirit,made war upon his neigh- 
bours, and being offended at this Union of Bienna with Bery , falls ſuddenly 
upon the Town, and imprifoneth the Bernois that were authors of this ſociety; 
but the Bernois in revenge, fall upon the Biſhps Caſtle m the Town, and freed 
therrCirizens : then they made war upon the Biſhop and his confederates the 
$alodoriens, waſting, many places of his biſhoprick. 

Genevathe laſt City of the Alobroges , of which Ceſar ſpeaks, lieth neer the 
Switzers upon Lake Leman, at the head of Rhon; it hath been fubjeft often 
timesto Fire; in the time of Heliogabalus it was burnt down : Awrelian re- 

$0 paired it, and endowed it with divers priviledges, and calted it by his name 
Aurelan ;, it was waſted by the barbarous Nations that made 1rruption mto 
France : About two hundred & ſeventy years ago, it was twice burned. The Bi- 

ſhoprick had great immunities, and ſo had the Ciry ; yet they Kept good cor- 
refpondency with the Biſhop: The Earls of Geneva were great enemies to her 
liberty , who notwithſtanding were the Biſhops Vaſſals, and held their Earl- 
dome from him in Fee : She was alſo often troubled by the Earls of Savoy Go 
that 
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An.Chriſti. that an. 1420. Amadeus Duke of Savoy ſtrove to obtain of Pope Martin the 
WWW right of ſuperiority Over Geneva by way of exchange 3 but John who was then 


* Biſhop, agreed with the Citizens tor himſelf and ſucceflors, that the liberties 
of Geneva thould never be exchanged or alienated; if any ſhould endeavour 
an exchange, that he be accounted a traitour. Afterward, when the Emperour 
Maximilian had made Philbert Duke of Savoy and his ſon in law, Lieutenant of 
the Empire in thoſe parts , he and his brother Charls endeavoured upon this 
title, to ſubje&t Geneva to them, pretending that the priviledges of Lieute- 
nantſhip were'granted to the Princes of Savoy by Charls the fourth 3, who not- 
withſtanding had taken away from Amadews their Earl, all power over Geneva: 19 
Theſe troubles made the City enter into league with Berz, and Friburg, which 
was renewed and made more firm an. 1536. at which time, the Duke of Sa- 
v0y and Biſhop of Geneva raiſed war againſt the Town, for changing their Re- 
ligion. There hath been oftentimes intentions to confederate Geneva with the 
Cantons, which hath not yet been effected. . 

Neocomum or Neufchaſtc} is in the Country of Avanches, on the Lake bearing 
the towns name. In the war between Lewis the twelfth of France and the Swzt- 
Zers, Bern in behalf of all the Cantons ſeiſed upon the rown and the whole 
County, placing a governout there, which the other Cantonsdid-in order , 
except thoſe of Zwrich; at laſt Joar Hoochbergia Duke Loxngovils widow , upon 29 
certain conditions procured the County to be reſtored to her ( for it belonged 
anciently to the Earls of Hoochberg ) which was done in the your 1529. before 
this time it was annexcd to the Cantons of Bern, Lucerne, Friburg, and Solienrre, 
on certain articles, which upon this rendition were confirmed. At this day the 
Lords of this County are by a peculiar league allied to Ber. 

Beſides thele ud Towns, there be others belonging to the Helvetiar 
common-wealth , which may be called ſtipendiary , becauſe they ſerve the 
Switzers in their wars upon their own charges; theſe have their own laws and 
Magiſtrates, but the ſoveraignty remains in the Cantons, whoſe publique E- 
dicts they are bound toobey ; theſe towns anciently belonged to the Auſtrian, 3? 
but the Sw/4zers in their wars with Axſtria obtained them, upon certain con- 
ditions, that they ſhould enjoy under the Cantons the ſame priviledges they 
had underrthe Auſtrian; theſe arc five in number, namely Bada, Bremgartan, 
Frauvenfeld, Mellingen, and Raperſvil. 

Bada on the river Limag is ſo called from the hot baths there, it is therefore 
named 1hermopolis, this town is mentioned in Cor. Tacit#s, it had anciently 
two caſtles, the one upon a high rock, demoliſhed by the Switzers, the other 1s 
garriſoned by them; it had alſo Earls of old , who are now extin&, to whom 
{ſucceeded the Lords of Habſpurg, who joyned this and other things to the 
Houſe of Auſtria; at laſt,it fell from them to the Switzers,in the council of Con- 4® 
ſtance , becauſe Frederickof Auſtria maintained Pope John 22. againſt the Em- 
perour and:Council ;' therefore he is excommunicate, and proſcribed. Sigiſ- 
zmnd the Emperour with the Prince of Bavaria made war againſt him : the 
Sw7tzers are commanded to war againſt him alſo, notwithſtanding the fifty 
years peace they had lately made. with him, becauſe he was excommunicate 
and an enemy to the Church and ſtatez ifthey refuſe to break the peace, they 
ſhould be, excommunicated alſo with the Auſtrian : the breach of this peace 
was alſo warranted by the Princes Legats at the council, and the Juriſconſults, 
becauſc the Emperours ſubjects, in all their ations, muſt except cither expreſ- 
ly or tacitly the Emperours Majeſty and Rights. The copy of this Decree was 50 
ſcnt them, and withall isſhewed them,that whatever they have pawned to the 
Auſtrian heretofore, doth now belong to the Empire, and that the Emperour 
will make no peace with the Auſtrian,except he confirm the Helwetian peace:to 
this war at laſt they afſented; but withall they deſired pay, becauſe they were 
poor 3 the Emperour told them his money was ſhort, but he would beſtow on 
them whatever goods of the Auſtrians they poſlefled, or ſhould obtain in this 


war 
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war till they had their pay 3 he exhorts alſo Zxrichto take arms, promiſing 
them that Auſtrian Country beyond Mount 4lbizs in perpetuall Fee : Upon 
this the Tigurins in the year 1415. beliege Mellinga , and the third day take 
it : thence they went to Brengarten, where the Cantons of Snits and Zug 
joyned with them, to whom this Town alſo ſurrendred it ſelf, under the 
roteftion of the Empire; divers other Towns the Switzers took from the 
Auſtrian. Then the Tigurins by the help of the other Cantons, except Ber, 
beſiege Bada the ſtrongeſt place belonging to the Auſtrian , and which had 
often done them much hurt by excurſions : after three weeks ſiege , the 
10 Town ſurrenders'; the Caſtle held out ſome time after, trill all neceflaries 
began to fail them : at laſt, they capitulate to ſurrender if the Auſtrian do 
not relieve them at ſuch atimez mean while , the Auſtrian makes his peace 
with the Emperour, and command is ſent to the Switzers to disband their 
Army, but they would not give off the ſiege of this Caſtle till they rook 
and burned it, uſe of the tnuch miſchicfe they had heretofore ſuffered 
by itz the Gentry ſtormed art this, but could not now tell how to help it, 
ow the Emperour intending for Spair, to bring from thence Peter de Lana 
otherwayes BenediF the ninth, to be Pope; and his treaſure bein exhauſted 
both on the Council and on his wars, he ingaged Beds with ſome other 
20 Towns and Lands to them belonging, for a ſumme of mony to Zurich; like- 
wiſe to Bern he pawned the Country of Ergow , which they at this day doe 
ſolely poſlefie. Thenext year after, Zurich made the Cantons of Lacerne,Suits, 
Underwald, Ze, and Glaris, ſharers of this Pawn or Mortgage : but thoſe of 
Uri at firſt refuſed to ſhare, thinking ita breach of the peace; but being bet- 
ter informed of the lawfulneſle thereof, grounded on the Emperours and 
Councils authority, were content to pay their money and ſhare with the reſt, 
and ſo did Ber alſo. | 
Bremgarten one of the mortgaged towns, is ſeated on the river Aſſe, two 
German miles below Lxcerns 1t was firſt under the Empire, ther it caine to the 
30 Habſpnrgs, from them to the Anſtrian Princes, who derive their beginning from 
them. Mel/ingen another of theſe pawned Towns on the ſame river, cone Ger- 
man mile below Bremgarten, it belonged to the Earls of Habſparg; theſe rwo 
Towns with Bada were taken by the Switzers for the Emperour : Now they 
are under the eight Cantons, who ſuffer them to retain their ancient privi- 
ledges. Raperſvil ſtands on the Lake of Zxrich or Tigurum: it firſt belonged to 
the Earls of Raperſvil, then to the Habſpurgsz, it fell to the Switzers ani. 1458, 
Here were two faCtions, the one Auſtrian, the other Helvetian; of theſe Duke 
Sigiſmund carried away ſome priſoners to 0enipont or Inſpruc , which made the 
other joyn with the Switzers;z but the priſoners were reſtored by the Switzers 
© threatnings and intercefiion : After, the Switzers war againſt m—_ ; thoſe 
of Uri, Suits, Underwald, and Glaris, obtained leave to march with their Army 
through Raperſvil; who when they came, ſeiſed on the Town; which by rea- 
ſon of the Helvetian prevailing fattion there, ſwore Allegiance to thoſe foure 
Cantons, under whom they are yet, and enjoy their ancient priviledges 
which they had under the A«ſtriav. Two years after the taking of Raperſvil, 
the ſeven Cantons ſeiſed on Frawenfield, the chiet City of Twrgea or Turgow, 
in their war againſt $igi/mmund of Auſtria; to this war the Cantons were inci- 
ted by Pope Pi#s or Aneas Sifvizs , who excommunicated Sigiſmmmnd for im- 
priſoning Cardinal C»ſar, Biſhop of Brixia or Breſſe. Vitodurum or Winterdur,is 
50 a town in Kyburg belonging to the Canton of Zurich, it was then under the 4- 
ftrians this town ſuſpetting that the Tigurins would ſurpriſe them, ſhut their 
Gates on the Fare-day of S. Gal againſt rhe Country people, and would not 
open them upon any intreaties of the Govemour of Zwrich : Hereupon Zxrich 
forbids all commerce with this Town , and the Asſtrian ſtrengthens it with a 
garriſon : The Tigurins with the other Cantons beliege Vitodurum:; foat laſt 


the Switzers obtain, an. 1460. the Country of Turgow with the Towns of 
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An.Cbriſti. Dieſſenhow on the Rhine, and Frawenfield : this war alſo of the Cantons with 
WY the Auſtrian was haſtned on by two brothers, Vig:[and Bernard Gradlers, who 
being oppreſled by Sigi/mmmnad, appealed tor juſtice to the Cantons. 

There are alſo under the Swztzers nine Bailiages or governments, to wit, 
the County of Bade, the free Provinces, Twrgow, Sarunetes or Sargaris, Khegnſci 
or the Valley of Khin, Lugano, Locarne, Menariſe, and the Valley of Made ; 
the laſt four are beyond the Alpes in 1taly, and ſpeak Italian, the reſt ſpeak 
Dutch. Bada is ſubjeft ro the Cantons of Zurich, Lucern, Uri, Suits, Underwald, 
Zug, Glaris, and Bern; theſe are allo Lords of Turgow, except Bern: the ju- 
dicature of criminal cauſes was taken from Frederick of Auſcria 1n the 19 
Council of Conſtance, and pawned by Sigiſmmmnd the Emperour to the City of 
Conftance;, but ann. 1490. Maximilian Emperour beſtowed it on the Switzers; 
the free Provinces are theſe Caſtles and Villages upon the letr ide of the river 
Anſs, above and beneath Bregmarten; theſe are called free Provinces , becauſe 
the three Villages of Megenberg, Richenfer, and Ergow or Villa Verbigena had 
their ſeveral juriſdictions and officers, as diſtinCt provinces, but now are made 
one. This part anciently was called the County of Rore, it is now under the 
Cantons, namely Zurich,Lucerne, Uri, Suits, Underwald, Zug, and Glaris ; it was 
taken by Lucern in the war between the Helvetian and Frederick of Auſtria; but 
the other Cantons claimed an equal ſhare in the government with Lxcerna, 25 
according to their ancient agreement , that all ſhould be common, whatſo- 
ever was taken in that war :the matter was referred to Berr, whoſe verdict was 
forthe equal ſharing of the juriſdiftion by the other Cantons : The Count 
is ſmal,therefore the governour who comes hither ſome timed in the year bach 
his reſidence in the Abbey of Muren. Sarnuetes or Sargans , focalled from the 
river Sara hard by them; this Town and Country belonged anciently to the 
Earls of Werdenberg, then to the Auſtrian; who ſold it to the Earls of Tog, from 
whom the Earls of Sargans or Werdenberg redeemed it : At laſt, ann. 1483. 
George of Werdenberg ſold it tothe ſeven ancient Cantons, who ſend thither go- 
vernours by turn , under whom the Town enjoys its old priviledges. Rhegn- 30 
ſci on the Rhene, are a part of the Griſons , they that dwell on the right fide of 
the Rhene, are under the Auſtrian; but the inhabitants on the left ſide belong 
tothe Switzers. Frederick Togg took all this Country from the Auſtrian by the 
Emperours command, at the Council of Conſtance. Afterward this country 
was diyers times pawned and ſold ,. till at laſt the Cantons of Zwrich,Lucerne, 
Suits,Glaris, Uri, Underwald, Zag, having aided the Abbot of S. Gall againſt 4- 
penzel, obtained for their pay this country : afterward they admit the Abba- 
tiſcc}lans the ancient Lords thereof to a ſhare in the government, ſo that now 
it 1s under eight Cantons. 

Beyond the Alpes,the Cantons have four Bailiages or Governments in Italy; 40 
the firſt 1s Lugano, upon the Lake; the ſecond is Locarne , where was a ſtrong 
Caſtle, not inferiour to that of 11{/ains the third is Mendriſi z, and the four is 
the Valley of Madiaz Maximilian Sfortia Duke of Mil/ain beſtowed theſe upon 
the Cantons, for their ſervice in beating the French out of Italy, by the com- 
mand of Pope Julizz : he beſtowed alſo on the Griſons the YVal-Telin : but three 
years after, when Francis the French King had defeated the Switzers at Marig- 
141, and driven the Duke out of Mi//ain, he confirmed this gift, and ſo bave 
the ſucceeding Dukes of Mz/aiz done : All, the Cantons ſend Governours 
thither, except Appenzel, becauſe this wasnot then one of the Cantons, when 
the Switzers obtained this gift. Bilitoninm is under the three Cantons of Uri, 
Suits, and Underwald: this town belonged to the Earls of M/airk, till the 
Duke of Mi//ain took it by force 3 but being retaken by the Earl , he ſold ir to 
Uri and Vnderwald ; from whom the Duke recovered it by treachery : Since 
which time the Switzers. have had many battels for regaining this hace, the 
poſſcftion of which at laſt they obtained, almoſt eighty years after they had 
Iuftits For whileſt the French and Millainois were in continuall wars , 2 

Townl- 
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Townſmen for quietnefle ſake ſurrender themſelves to the Cantons of Ur;, 
from whom the French have often attempred to recover it , but in vain, it is 
now divided into three governments under the three Cantons. 

The 8witzers have made divers leagues with their neighbours: with Mz{ain 
ann. 1466. between Galeacizs and Blanca Maria his wife,and the eight Cantons; 
then between Galeacixs Maria $fortia, and thoſe of Uri about the Valley of Le- 
pontia or Liviner : the Duke grants to Uri the civil juriſdiction of that Valfey; 
who were for this to pay the Duke a yearly tribute, four Hawks and a crole 
Bow. Ferdinand Gonzaga ann. 1552. governonr of Mi//aiz, in the name of 

to Charls the fifth Emperour, renews the league with the Switzers , which was to 
continue four years : after the death of Charls the fifth , this league hath not 
been renewed by the Kings of Spain, now Lords of M-llain, with the Helvetian,

though amity is carefully entertained between them ; yet Philip the ſecond of - 


$pain made a confederacy with the (ix Catholick Cantons,to wit, L«-ern, Ura« 
nia, Suits, Silvanie, Zug, and Friburg, for maintenance of the old Faith; this 
was confirmed at Millain, an. 1538. the Catholicks of Appenzel were admit- 
ted into the ſame ſociety, am. 1597. 
Sigiſmeund of Auſtria made a perpetfial league with the SwitZers, which was 
confirmed by the Emperours Maximilian, Charles the fifth, and Ferdinard, 
20 This Sigiſmund was the fon of Frederick, who carried away Pope John from 
the council of Conſtance : he had many battles with the Switzers, by whom 
being often beat,he labours to draw aid from King Lewis of France; but he who 
had felt the Switzers valour at the council of Baſ#/, would not meddle in the 
buſines : then he implores the Burgundian, to whom he mortgageth ſome 
countries neer Helvetia, that he might purpoſely quarrel with the Switzerss 
but the Burgundian governour was ſo tyrannical , that Sigiſmnnd was glad 
upon the earneſt entreaty of his oppreſſed ſubjects to redeem again the mort- 
age, and to makea league, that -was to be renewed every ten years with the 
witzer againſt the Burgundian , whoſe power was too great for either of 
o them apart, Ann. 1474. not onely Sigiſmund of Auſtria, butalſo Rexatws of Lore 
rain, with the Biſhops of Strasburg, Baſel, and divers cities, entred into confe- 
deracy with Helvetia againſt the Burgundian : but after he was ſlain, Sigi/mrund 
being childleſle, reſignes his principality to Maximilian the Emperour , refers 
ving onely to himſelf an annual penſion ; this Emperour renews the Auſtriar 
league with Helvetia,arn. 1511. ith which was comprehended the houſe of Bur- 
gundy, and his Nephew Charles now under his tuition, with the twelve Can- 
tons, Apperzel, the Abbot and Town of'S. Gall. Maximilian alſo promiteth for 
his Nephew Cherles, that he will yearly pay to each Canton two hundred 
crowns as a preſent in Zzrich; tothe Abbot and Town of S.Gal/,and to Appen- 
40 zel, to each of them 100. crowns, till Chaxls be of years that he can manage his 
Dominions himſelf, who was alſo to confirm this League, which he did, an: 
1543. ſofaras concerned the houſe of Burgundy, for Auitria was then under 
the government of his brother Ferdinand. 
he Dukes of Savoy did anciently entertain amity with Bern, Friburg, and 
Solwerrez and Charls Guher to Philbert made a league of twenty five years with 
all the Cantong, arr. 1512. during which, the Duke was to pay =_ to each 
Canton at Bern wo hundred crowns : about the end of this league, Duke Charls 
loſt the greateſt part of his Dutchie to King Francis of France tn this war Fern 
in defence of their confederats of Geneva,ſciſed upon ſome part of the Dutchy: 
50 the renewing of this league was interrupted by the wars of Charls 5. now pro- 
teftor of Savoy, againſt the French in Piemont; but afterward Philbert fon to 
Duke Charles being reſtored to his Dominions by the French, made a perpe- 
tual league with ſix Cantons of Lucern Suits, Uri, Underwald, Zug, and Solnerre, 
and after this, the other Canton joyned in this confederacy. | 
Ofthe French kings, Lewis 11. was the firſt that made a league with, and 


paid to the Switzers an annual penſion : this was after he had tried their _ 
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An.Chriſti. lour at Baſil, where he loſt 6000 men by 1600 Switzers, In hatredalſo of the 
WY Burgundian, by whom he had been lately beaten, he makes this league for ten 


1622, 


years, promiling to each Canton a ſtipend of 7cco Franks. Charles 8. fonne 
ro this Lewis, renzwed the league 4n.1483. and imployed the Switzers in his 
war againſt the Duke of Britany , whom he overcame, and alſo1n the Nea- 
olitan war. Lewis 12. his ſucceſlor made a league of twelve years with them, 
tht by their help he might again recover :/an. This war being ended, 
Lewis refyſeth to pay any more the Swrtzers penſion, wheretore they in anger 
make a league with Pope Julrws 2.4n.1510. by this means Sfortza is repoiictied 
of Millan, and the French beat out. Francis Yalois ſon-in-law to Lewss ſuc- 10 
ceeded, who beat the Switzers, and carried the Duke of 7/a# priloner into 
France; but ſhortly after he made a ſtable league with the Cantons, conl1der- 
ing how conducible their amity was to France, and promiſeth to pay yeaily 
to each Canton 2000 franks, and as much to the Valeſians; to the Grijons as 
much as Lewis 12. paid them, and 2coo franks over and above; to the Abbot 
of 8.Gall and to his ſubjefts, and to thoſe of Toggenburg,, 600 franks; to the 
City of $8.Gall, 400. to Mulhouſe, 400. to thoſe of the County of Gruer, 600, 
and it is agreed, that the places heret#fore under the protection of 141llan 
ſhall enjoy now under France their ancient privileges : many other articles 
were concluded between them, and ratified at Friburg, in the yeare 1516, 20 
It was further agreed five years after, That the French king might at his 
pleaſure, when he was threatned with war, raiſe ſix thouſand Switzers at 
leaſt, and not above ſixteen thouſand without the Magiſtrates permiſhon ; 
theſe levies the Cantons muſt not hinder or call back, except they be 
in danger themſelves of invaſion 3 but the French king is not to imploy 
the Switzers in any fea-ſervice, but on the land onely ; if the Switzers be 
invaded, the French king is to furniſh them on his own charges with two 
hundred men compleatly armed , or elſe two thouſand crowns every three 
moneths, beſides twelve peeces of ordnance, and a thouſand franks yearly 
to each Canton during this league, which was to continue three yeares after 30 
the death of King Francis : his ſon Henry who ſucceeded made a new Jeague 
with the Switzers, on the ſame articles which were agreed upon by his fa- 
ther; this continued five yeares after his death; in this the Switzers were 
not to aid the French in recovering their loſt dominions in 7raly, but were to 
help him m regaining the town and province of Bolor in Picardy - this league 
was made at Salodor, an.1549. in which all the Cantons were included except 
the Tigurins and Bernois, Laſtly, Charles 9. ſonne to King Herry, renewed the 
former league; ſo did Henry 4. who promiſed to pay the Switzers for their 
arrears due tothem, a million of gold. The fixe Catholike Cantons are al- 
lowed to continue their league with Millan and Savoy. 40 
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CHAP. I x. 
The Swediſh Hiſtory , from the year 1590: till the year t&31; 


Igiſmnnd ſon to John 1s declared King of Swethland, an.1590. He returns 


Ofon his kingdom of Poland, and is crowned at Upſaliaking of Swethland. 
Francis Malaſpina Bilhop of Urbin and the Popes Legar ,' was earneſt tv 
inaugurate the King after the Pontifician manner, hoping thereby-to reduce 
the Roman religion into that kingdome;z but he was oppoſed by the Parlia- 
10 ment, chiefly by Adam Andracan Archbiſhop of Upſalia, who told the Legart, 
that it was againſt the cuſtome and lawes of that kingdom, for any except the 
Archbiſhop of Upſalia to ſet the Crown on the Kings head, beſides (faith he) 
the King muſt ſwear to maintain the Auguſtine Confeſſion exhibited to Charls 

5. ſixty tour years ago, and noother Religion in that kingdom but that which 
was eſtabliſhed by Guftavws and John 3. the Kings late predeceflors ; in the 
Parliament of Vpſalia. The _ percerving that all the Aſſembly ſided with 
Adam, he was content to receive his inauguration from him z his Coronation- 
oath was given him by the Chancellor of Swethland, by which he promiſeth to 
maintain juſtice and truth , to ſuppreſle vice, to govern the kingdome with 
a0 P.Charles and the Swediſh parliament, to admit no ſtrangers into his counſels 
or chief offices of his kingdom; that he will lay no taxes on his people except 
he be thereto neceſſitated by wars, or the marriages of his children, or repa- 
ration of decayed caſtles ; that he will maintain the priviledges of the Nobi- 
lity, Clergy and people, and their peace and welfare. Then in the Parliament 
ſome lawes were cnacted for governing of the kingdom in the Kings abſence, 
who the next June after returned to Poland. But within few years after, in the 
Parliament held at Stockholm he was depoſed by the States of Swethland; and 
the next year 1600. 1n the Parliament at Lincopher, he with his children and 
poſterity are totally excluded from the kingdom of Sweden, becauſe contrary 
2c to the will and admonition of his Grandfather he fell off from the Proteſtant 
to the Roman religion, and invaded Swede his native foile with an army of 
ſtrangers, to the great danger of undoing his Uncle Charles, the Nobility, 
Clergy,and whole Kingdome, which is grieved for that his Majeſty hath in 


this violated his promiſes and Coronation-oath , for which cauſe they were . 


forced to renounce all fealty and allegiance to him : yer in regard of their 
love to him, they are content that his ſon ſhall ſit upon his throne; if ſo be his 
Majeſty will reſolve within fix moneths to ſend him hither to be inſtructed in 
the Proteſtant faith, under D.Charles his Majeſties uncle, and the other Peers 
of Swethland:, but if the King refuſe to perform this within the prefixed rime, 
40 they muſt diſinherit him and his poſterity ; therefore they beſeech his Ma- 
jelty not to {[1ght the humble petition of his Kingdom, nor welfare of his 
erity. 
"The lx moneths prefixed for the Kings reſolution being paſt, and no an- 
ſwer from him, a Parliament is called, in which Duke Charles is defired to un+ 
dertake the kingdom, which he refuſed, till the other fix moneths were ecx- 
pired, in which the young Prince was to be ſent to be initructed in the new 
religion and laws of the kingdome, that when he ſhould attain the full age of 
24 years, he might be crowned,and not before. In the mean' time they deſire 
Duke Charls to manage the State-affairs during the Princes minority, whether 
$0 he come ornot; and withall they are refolved,if D.Charls die before this time; 
to chooſe three eminent men to govern the State, and to breed the young 
Princes in the Proteſtant faith; it is alſoenadted, that if Sigr1ſmmnads fon ſuc- 
ceeds to the crown , he ſhall provide an honorable maintenance for his Uncle 
Duke Johr, in his Dutchy of 0ſtrogoth, and that he ſhall permit D.Guſtav#s 
Adolphus ſon to D. Charles to inherit without moleſtation his fathers Duke- 


dome in as ample manner as his father poſleſled it 3 it is hkewiſe ordered, = 
[1 
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An.Chriſti. if the King ſuffers himſelf to be dethroned, that Duke Charles ſhall ſucceed; 

WY andif hedic before any of the young Princes be fit for government , he ſhall 
be governour whom Duke Charles ſhall name in his laſt will and teſtament ; 
but if he negle& toname any , then the State will chuſe two or three faithful 
governours , till the young Princes deſcended of Prince Johx, or of Duke 
Guſtauns Ado[phus ſhall be of years, it being in the power of the State to chuſe 
which of them they ſhall think fitteſt for government. In the mean while, 
becauſe King Sigiſmund had fallified his oath , departed twice out of the 
Kingdome without leave, ſent Armies of aliens againſt his native Country, 
and hath refuſed to give any anſwer to their petition, therefore they dif- 19 
inherit him and his poſterity ; they alſo order that Prince Joh# ſhall have for 
his maintenance the Dutchy in 0throgoth, which once was poſleſled by Duke 
Magnus, except ſuch Territories as belong to Duke Charles by patent, inſtead 
of which Dake Joh» ſhall have other lands of the ſame value, ſo that Duke 
Jebr ſhall content himſelf with theſe, expetting nothing elſe in this King- 
dome, except what he can claim by right of inheritance : It isalſo ordered 
that the Duke ſhall entertain none that goeth about to ſow diſcord between 
the Regal and Ducal families, bur ſuch only as ſtudy the peace and welfare of 
both families ſo nearly linked in blood; withall they humbly beſeech Duke 
Charles for the preſent to accept of the Crown , as being moſt worthy thereof 29 
by reaſon of his many good offices he hath done to this has, eſpec1all 
in promoting the Proteſtant faith againſt all oppoſition , to the hazard of his 
life and eſtate; and this they make known by their Legats to foreign Princes, 
that Duke Charles uſed not any {'niſtrous means to attain this Crown, but was 
again and again urged and prefſled by the joynt importunity of Peers and 
people to accept the ſame , and therefive they reſolve to admit of none other 
for their King, but Duke Charles, to whom they ſwear allegiance, and reſolve 
to give him all the rights and honours belonging to the Crown of Swede, 
though he ſhould refuſe the ceremony of Coronation : They alſo enact, 
that after the death of Duke Charles, his ſonne Guſtavus Adolphus ſhall 37 
ſucceed tothe Crown, and after him his lawful heirs male ſucceſſively ; but 
if Duke Charles his heirs male ſhould fail, then Duke John and his heirs 
ſhall ſucceed ſo long as that line ſhall remain 5 which job and his ſucceſlours 

. ſhall ſwear never to make any Icague or union with King Sigiſmund , or 

his heirs, tending to their obtaining any foot again in the government of 
this Kingdome : John alſo muſt take heed that he never go about to pro- 
mote Papacie, except he with his-whole progeny will loſe their intereſt for 
ever in this .Kingdome : They alſo adviſe Duke Charles, that during his 
ſonnes minority, he would nominate a faithful and prudent Governour 
and Tutor, who after his death might wiſely adminiſter the Kingdome, till 4* 
his ſonne attain the age of tour and twenty, and that this-governour ſhall be a 
Swede, and noalien. 

After the States had ſworn fealty and allegiance to Duke Charles the ſon of 
Guſtavus Duke of Suderman, Nericia, and Wermeland; he undertook the go- 
vernment of the Kingdome, but without the name ortitle of King, and fo 
continued till the year 1607. when by the joynt conſent of the States, he was 
crowned King of Sweden, to whom, and to his ſon Guſtavus after him, and to 
his ſncceſſours the inheritance of the Crown is-confirmed by a ſolemn oath of 
Parliament. He had before this taken from the Polonian a great part of Livo- 7 
4/4. Upon his ſecond ſon Duke Charles Philip they confer his fathers Dutchy 50 $01 
of Suderman, Nericia and Wermeland , with other ſpiritual and ſecular juril- 
dictions poſlefſed by Duke Charles his father, before he attained the Crown 3 
Duke John ſhall inherit the Dutchy of Duke Magnxs : If Duke Guſtavus 
Adolphus dye without iſſue male, then his brother Duke Charles Philip, and 
the males of his body lawfully begotten, ſhall ſucceed to the Crown 3 if theſe 
fail, then Duke Johz and his heirs male ſhall inherit the Kingdome; in _ 
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of theſe, he ſhall ſucceed that is next to them in blood: : but if the whole 4n.chrifs. 

Guſtavian maſculine race fail , then the females ſball poſlefle the Crown in as wv Wm. 

ample manner as the males, and itſhall be lawful for them to chuſe their own 

husbands, ſo that they arenot Papilts, nor enemies tothe State;nor ſtrangers, 

but of ſome Noble family of Sweden, or ſome German Prince deſcended trom 

Guſtavus, of the Auguſtan faith z if the Queen ſhall do otherwiſe,ſhe muſt look 

to be dethroned : they promiſe alſo to provide honourable maintenarice for 

the other Royal or Ducal daughters, who muſt not marry without conſent of 

Parliament; neither mult any of the Kings or Dukes ſons rake to themſelves 
© WIVES of another Religion, or marry of their own head, without acquainting 
the States, and 1f any ſhall per{wade or counſel them to do otherwiſe, or 
to change his Religion, he ſhall be guilty of High-treaſon 3 and whoſcever 
refuſes to imbrace the Angxſtan confetſion , ſhall torteit his eſtate to the next 
of blood, and ſhall be baniſhed the Kingdome : Ir is alſo enacted, that none of 
the Blood-royal of Sweden ſhall inherit this Crown, if he accepts of any for- 
reign Kingdome, except he make his perpetual reſidence in the Kingdome of 
Sweden; (ecing Sigi/mmnds accepting of the Kingdome of Poland, cn reliding 
out of this his native Kingdome, hath occafioned ſo much miſchief, as hath 
almoſt ruined it. 

The Kingdome being eſtabliſhed in King Charles and his heirs, he reigned 1 6 x 1. 
four years, in which time he had war with the Dares; in this he fell into a 
diſeaſe which killed him, the 61. year of his life; he left behinde him two ſons, 
Guſtavus Adolphus, and Carols Philippms,with one daughter; he had wars with 
the Polonian in Livonia, where he was defeated : He had better ſucceſs before 
he was King, when he killed rwo thouſand of Sigiſmmnds Army, ſeifed on his 
camp and money, and cauſed him to deliver up the Chancellour , and other 
incendiaries to puniſhment : nor was he ſucceſſetul in his wars againſt the 
Danes, for Chriſtianus 9. of Denmark, having ſent a Herauld to Charles for 
reſtoring of the Daniſh ſhips he took , was ſlighted , and noanſwer at all re- 
turned 5 whereupon the Daxe befiegeth Calmaria a ſtrong Town in Swethland, 
and at laſt takes it by ſtorm, in which men women and children were put to 
the ſword by the inraged fouldier; though the Town was taken, yet the 
Caſtle held out. In the interim the Swedes took Chriſtianopolis from the Danes 
by a ſtratagem : for this Town had ſent letters to the King for ſome Auxili- 
aries; theſe letters being intercepted by the Swede, a garriſon is ſent with 
Daniſh colours lately taken ; ſo the Town is ſurpriſed, burnt, and moſt of the 
Inhabitants ſlain ; the Dare takes divers ſhips from the Swede, and beats him 
again out of Calzraria, after he had retaken it : upon this the governour of 
the Caſtle ſurrenders that alſo to the Dane, where were a hundred and eight 
braſle Guns,and ſix war-ſhips, with all their furniture; divers other Caſtles alſo 
ſurrendred to the Dare, which ſo incenſed Charles, that he ſends a challenge 
to Chriſtianws fora duel, which was rejefted and laughed at by the Dane, 
wherefore _ Charles with grief and age fell fick and died the next monethz 
about the end of that year moſt of the Swediſh ſhips were taken by the 
Danes at Elsburg, the other Key as it were of Sweden , and five months after 
the Caſtle 1s ſurrendred, 

To Charles facceeded his ſon Guſtavus Adolphus, he was crowned at four 
and twenty you of age 3 three years after he married with Mary Eleonor ſiſter 
to George William Elettor of Brandenburg, ſhe bare him a daughter Chriſtiana by 

50name, who died the ſame year ſhe was born in; then ſhe bare him another 
daughter called alſo Chriſtiana, who now reigns, ſhe was declared heir rothe 

Crown in the Dter at Stockholm; for Duke Charles Philip hereditary Prince of 1 6 27: 

Swethland, and Duke of Sudermarn, died childlefſe in Livonia. The Danes ha- | 

ving taken Calmaria and Flrhure, the two chief Forts of Swedex upon the 

Baltic, and Heſperian ſea, divers cruel battels being alſo fought , and the 

plague raging among them , a peace is concluded, in which the Swede _ to 
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the Dane towards the charges of this war 12 Tuns of gold, till which be paid 
Elsburg ſhall be left in pawn. G»ſtavns after divers hor diſputes with his uncle 
of Poland,whom many times he foiled,at laſt made an honourable Truce for (ix 
yearsz he took in Newburg and Strasburg, being aided by Leather-guns, inven- 
ted then by one Flias Tripzs; the Polander recovered again Newbarg, who laid 
ſicge alſoto Strarburg , but was beaten oft by Oxenſtern the Chancellor; from 
Meva he wasdriven back by the King of Swede, notwithſtanding the. Polan- 
der was aſſiſted by the Imperial forces, therefore he was forced to make peace 
with Guſtavss, abs reſtored to him Stransburg, Dirſavia, and Fraeberg, but re- 
tained what he took in Livonia and Boruſſza, ſome Towns were ſequeltred 
intothe hands of Brandenburg; the two Kings promiſe mutual aſliſtance to 
cach other againſt any third party that ſhall make war upon ctther of 


them. 
Guſtavus _ angry that the Emperour Ferdinand 2. had ſent aid to the 


Polander again net Boruſſia, and had rejected his Ambaſladours at the 
Treaty of Lubec 3 he complains by his Legat to General Walſtein, of the Army 
ſent againſt him under Ar»heine : Walſtein anſwers the _ ſcornfully,thac be- 
cauſe Ceſar had ſo many Armies, he was forced for want of other employment 


to ſend this to his friend the King of Polandagainſt the Swede; beſides Guſtavus ,, 


was earneſtly invited by the baniſhed Princes of Germany, and chiefly by the 
Proteſtants who daily complained of the wrongs they ſuffered, to come to 
their aſſiſtance; he wasalſo jealous of ſome plots intended againſt his King- 
dome, when Duke Albert of Fridland, in the Emperours right, arrogated to 
himſelf the title of High-admiral of the Ocean and Baltick ſeas, which title 
never any Emperour had before uſurped; the pyracies alſo exerciſed upon the 
Swediſh ſhips did much afflit and grieve him, rherefore he complains to the 
Imperial Ele&ors ( who in right of the Empire were to take notice of the 
differences between Princes)but when he faw no redrefle, nor hopes of peace, 
he ſends abroad his Declarations, that all might take notice how he was ne- 
ceſſitated to take Arms; therefore having prepared a Navy, he enters the 
Ifle of Rrgia on Midſummer-day,where as ſoon as he came on ſhore,he fell on 
his knees, giving thanks to God for ſo happy a beginning of his expedition, 
praying for a happy ſuccefle in his counſels and actions ; and then preſently he 
falls upon Wolgaſt, which he took, having driven thence the Imperialiſts; they 
who were in Caminum and Julinum , ſet fire on their Towns, and went their 
way; then he makes Stetinum the other Metropolis of Pomerania to fide with 
him, ſhewing that he meant not to withdraw Pomerania from the Empire, or 
to bring it under the Scepter of Sweden , but rather to defend it againſt un- 
juſt violence and tyranny; upon this Duke Bogi/ſ/as enters into a league 
with him : this Country at that time was in a woful condition, being worſe 
uſed by the ſouldiers that quartered amongſt them, then by an open enemy. 
Stargand was (ciſed upon by the Swedes in the night , who drove thence the 
Czſarians. Paſevalcum being exhauſted with contributions, and robbed of all 
her prime men, receives gladly two oy of Swediſh hotſe or Dragoons; 
upon this Gotzius ſends thither ſuch a multitude of Imperial ſouldiers, that 
the unarmed and fearful Town was not able to reſiſt, and ſo the Swedes ſaved 
themſelves by flight, the Townſmen were maſlacred, the women abuſed,their 
wealth plundered, and the Town with the Churches, notwithſtanding the 


intreaties of the Clergy , were conſumed to aſhes; this was in!September : the 50 


uly before, Pecunum received the ſame meaſure from the Imperialiſts, though 
1twas not tainted with rebellion. 
About this time a Diet is called at Katisbonez the Proteſtant Eleftors of 
Saxony and Brandenburg refuſe to be there in perſon, but ſend their Ambaſla- 
dours; the Popes Legats were there, by whom the league is renewed; and it is 


ordered that a great Army ſhall be raiſed to force the Princes to make 
| reſtitution 
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reſtitution of the Church-goods; the Emperor by his Edit complaining of 4n.Chriſtie 
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the wrongs done him by the Swede, whom he never offended, in making an 
hoſtile invaſion upon Germany, threatneth proſcription of all choſe who thall 
any wayes a{lift him s he commands alſo that all ſhall be ready with men; 
money and proviſion againſt the Swedes : The King on the other (ide proteſts, 
that he delires nothing more then the peace of the Church,and that the Empes- 
ror would admit a Roy tothat purpoſe;but in the mean while he proſ{ecutes 
the war, for he takes in the Caſtle of Wolgaſten, and by that means got a'grear 
part of Pomcraniato lide with him; then he talls' upon divers other iplaces 
10 which made reſiſtance, as Tratſund, Barth, and the Caſtle of 'Damgart, which he 
took by ſtorm, and put the Garriſon to the {word ; upon this Ribbenitza ' 
Town in the Dutchy of Megapolis on the contines of Pomeranis, opened her 
gates to him : then the King by his Edict wiſheththe Adegapolitans to. forſuke 
the Fridlanders , and to receive again'their lawful Dukes Adolphus Predzrich , 
and John Albert, unjuſtly driven out; otherwayes he will proceed againſt them 
as Rebels with fire and ſword , this his demand being grounded on Juſtice, 
Conſanguinity and Religion : The ſame Edit he ſends to Roſter three 
miles oft, but there he was prevented by a thouſand Imperial: horſe ,1who de« 
{ ring leave to paſle through the City ſtaid there, and ſerſed on'it fot the Duke 
20 of Eridland, and furniſhed it with all kinde of provilion z-but Francis Charles 
Duke of Lavenberg, m—_ raiſed ſome forces about Albjs, took in Bouſenbure, 
Winſhem and other places tor the Swede; but the ſudden comming of Kemacrus 
Colonel of a thouſand Imperialiſts, made him retreat to Raceburg , where be- 
ing denied entrance into the Caſtle, is taken priſoner by Count Papperbeimt, 
who purſued him with ſome troops, -Colberg mean while, a Sea-port in Poxre- 
rania, is beſieged by the Swedes; Torquatws General of the Czfarian forces in 
thoſe parts did what he could to rai the ſiege , which continued all that bit- 
ter Winter till the end of February , during which time there was great exe- 
cution on both ſides, but at laſt the King took it by Guſtavus Horn, and put to 
30 flight the Imperialiſts : in the interim the Dioceſle of Magdeburg which Chri- 
ſtian William governour thereof had recovered, is again invaded by the Im- 
perialiſts, who with their multitudes over-ran many places thereabouts, and at 
length laid ſiege to Magdeburg Metropolis of Saxony; thither the King ſent 
1heodoricus Falkenberg to afhſt the governour; all the proviſion and. Arms 
that were in Alensleb lately taken, were tranſported to Magdeburg; but 
being beſieged by Papperhem, he is forced to give up the Town, who 
with his ſouldiers ſwear never to bear Arms thenceforth againſt the Em- 
ror. 
Theruine of this City was preſaged by the fall of one of the Towers of 
40 S. Katharines Church, and ſhortly after , Novezr.26. by the overthrow of the 
other Tower cauſed by a violent wind 3 about the fame time the Tower of 
S. Johns Church fell, and with its weight beat down the roof of the Churchz 
the ſame ruine betel the Churches of S. Ann, Gertrudis, and Sudenburg; the 
arched Gallery or Cloyſter from the Biſhops Palace to the Cathedral Church 
fell down at the ſame time; five Wind-mils, and {ix Water-mils were over- 
thrown by the winds, belides mu hurt donetodivers houſes: Thus God doth 
uſe to ſhew his ſword before he ſtrikes, that he may excite us to repentance, 
prepare us with patience, or make us inexcuſable if we flight his warnings. 
Germany at this time was in a fad condition, being torn in peeces by ſo 
50 many Armies. About the end of this year, the King of Swede had twelve 
thouſand horſe, and four and _— thoaſand foot, his Army then conſiſted of 
Germans, Swedes, Finlanders , betides three Troops of Laplanders who in the 
midſt of Winter came to him in skins, theſe were all Acchanis the Emperors 
Armics were far more numerous, but leſſer diſciplined, and more rapacious: 
George Eleftor of Brandeburg, being preſſed on the one de by the Emperor, 
XA. x on 
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who ſought to quarter with him; to ſave his Country from ruine, he com- 
mands his ſubjects to be in Arms, and to feiſe upon all high-way men, 
though in ſouldiers apparre]. On Chriſtmaſle-day the ſame year, the my 
takes by ſtorm Griffenhage of Pomerania, ſo that this Country is now cleare 
from the Imperialiſts, who were all killed or fled, and forced to leave their 
plunderings behinde them : the King upon this giveth ſolemne thanks to 
God at Stetin, and cauſeth his Army in their camp to dothe like, to whom . 
he preſcribed certain forms of prayer, all prailing God for this former years x9 
ſucceſle. 

About the beginning of the next year, Lewis 13. of France ſends Hercules 
de Charnace Ambaſſador, to take up the difference between the Kings of 
Poland and Swede, and to make a league of five years between France and 
Swethland, for detence of the Ocean and Baltick-ſcas, for reſtitution of the 
afflicted and baniſhed Princes of Germany, and for demoliſhing the Forts 
which have been built among the Griſons {ince the beginning of this German 
war; for this end the Swede ſhall maintain thirty thouſand foot, and (ix 
thouſanil horſe, towards the charges of which the French will pay him 
yearly forty thouſand Imperials; that levies of men ſhall be permitted in 29 
either Kingdoine, and that the Religion in Germany ſhall be exerciſed as 
hitherto it was by the Imperial Edifts; King Charles alſo of Britain ſends 
ſome Forces under the conduct of Marqueſle Hamilton into Pomerania. 
About this time the charge of the Imperial Army is taken from Albert 
Duke of Fridland, becauſe the Catholick Princes did ſuſpe&t him , and 1s 
conferred upon Count Tilly, who is made Generaliflimo of all, both Czſa- 
rian and confederate Armies; he preſently views the Armies, reforms the 
Military diſcipline now growp looſe, buyes up all kinde of proviſion, and 
furniſheth ſuch.places as he found weak with Men and Arms : the King 
ſends ſome Regiments to Guſtavus Horne for taking in of Landsberg , 3? 
hee marcheth himſelf with ſixteen thouſand to Demmin, and in his way 
takes upon ſurrender New-Brandenburg , with ſome Caſtles : Treptovia is for- 
ſaken bytte Imperialiſts : Malchin is ſurrendred to the Swedes. About the 
midit of February, Demmin 1s beſieged, ſeated in the confines of Merchlenberg; 
{o 1s Colberg in Pomerania, and Landsberg in Merchia, all three at the ſame 
time by the Kings Forces : Demmin not being able to hold out, is ſurrendred 
by the Governour with the Caſtle, where was good ſtore of ordnance 
and victuals; the Governour with the Garriſon is permitted to march 
whither they will. About the end of February, Colberg yeeldeth , the Go- 
vernour with nine companies of foot , a lix of horſe, have leave to 4® 
march away, but without their colours, to Lardsbergs in Colberg was great 
ſtore of Ammunition, but no victuals, ſo that the Garriſon was forced 
by famine toyeeld ; five dayes after the ſurrender, ſome Forces were com- 
ming with proviſion to relieve the Towne, theſe narrowly eſcaped from 
being taken by the Swedes : Landsberg held out the ſiege till the end of 
April. A ſtrange thing fell out at Roſtochs for one Varmeiera Townſman killed 
Hatzfield the Governour witha blow of an axe in the neck , afhrming he was 
induced thereto by an Angel; neither would he acknowledge any fault he had 
done in this, though he was tortured with divers torments to death. 

Count 7i/y, to retaliate theſe loſles, takes New-Brandeburg by ſtorm, 50 
and puts the Garriſon to the ſword; he takes Kniphws the Governour 
with his wife and daughters priſoners; in the very Church was the Conſul 
with the Townſmen murthered, nine Colours were taken , the Town expo- 
ſed to plunder , and then forſaken ; heloſt in this fiege and ſtorm about two 


thouſand of his men : thence Tilly returnes to Magdeburg, becauſe hee 
could 
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could not ſet upon the King being intrenched;in his march he loſt ſome of his An.Chriſt; 


men by the Swediſh horſe, which took Liebenwald and New-Brandeburg dif- 
armed by the Tillians;, the Magdeburgers in Tillys abſence had inade ſome cx- 
curſions , and furniſhed their City with Arms and Victuals; but when he re- 
turned about the end of March, they were quickly driven out of their works 
which they had made withoutthe Town , therefore finding they were not 
ſtrong enough to oppole Tilly's forces, they ſer fire on Snderbure , and 
the new City , which were their Suburbs; mean while the Swediſh King be- 
fiegeth Francofurt upon the river YViadrws whoſe Suburbs alſo the Garriſon 
10 burned down, but the King unexpectedly taketh the City by force upon 
Palmſunday, where he found much proviſion and wealth, two thouſand Im- 
perialiſts were here killed, and eight hundred taken priſoners, Scaumburg, 
Tieffenbach, and Monticeculas the chief Commanders, with the common ſoul- 
dicrs fled; the City was ſo miſerably plundered, that the enemy was 
ſorry to ſee it, who with much adv made the ſouldiers give off; ſeventeen 
dayes after, Landsberg is ſurrendred tothe King, five and twenty companies 
of foot, and twelve of horſe, went out with their colours flying + Sileſ#a is 
now laid open to the Swediſh fouldiery ; 0/d-Brandeburg about the end of 
Aprilis forſaken by the Til/zans, the Eleftor of Fra#deburg 1s ſummoned by the 
20 King to deliver up the two chief holds of his EleQorate Gu/trinuzs and 
Spandavia to the Swede, who promiſeth to reftore them as ſoon as he ſhall 
raiſe the ſiege from Magdeburg ; to this the Eleor would not aflent till he ſaw 
Berlinum beſieged, and then he was content to give up Spandavia, where the 
Garriſon took the oath of Allegiance to both Princes; the EleCtor of Saxony 
John George is defired by the King to let him have free paſſage through his 
Country, and to joyn his forces with him in raiſing the ſiege from Magdeburgz 
the Elector would yeeld to neith' demand, fearing to __ his Country the 
ſeat of warre, which hitherto had been quiet, nor did he think it either 
ſafe or watrantable to maintain ' the Magdeburgers againſt the Emperor, 
$0 though they complained of the wrongs offered them by Ceſar, notwithitand- 
ing they ſhewed all obedience to him; therefore now they were in hope to 
be affifted by their own Prince, and the Swediſh vidtorious Army , but their 
ſecurity deceived them, for whilſt the King was doubting whether he might 
ſafely relieve, the Magdeburgers or not , Count Pappenherr comes with more 
forces to the ſiege; if the Town had foreſeen this, they would have 
ſtrengthened their Garriſon with tnore men, for now they had not above 
two thouſand foot that were ſound, and two hundred and fifty horſe; 
yet they made divers ſallies out of the Town , even three in one day, to the 
olſe of the beſiegers : Tilly ſummons them to ſurtender, or elſe they ſhould 
40 look for no mercy; their anſwer was that they would ſubmit if ſo b= they 
could have liberty to fend to the Eleftors and confedetate Cities for their 
advice herein z mean while the Imperialiſts draw nearer with their works 
totheCity, and prepare to ſtorm; at the firſt the Townſmen and Garriſon 
ſtoutly beat them off, but their power failing them , they could make no 
uſe of their great Guns : the Czfarians on the tenth of May, the fatal'day of 
that City, perceiving the works towards the new Town, low ; ahd the watch 
aſleep, who did not think the enerty would have ſtormed fo great a Town, 
that day being already paſt ſeven of the clock, reſolve to fall firſt on there; 
then was the Biſhop with Falkenberg and the Senate in the Counce-houſe, 
50 conferring about ſending, of a Trumpeter to Tilly, who proffered to fave 
the Town , and procure their pardon, if they would deliver up their Biſhop 
and Miniſters to him, and receive thirty Roman Catholick Doctors, pay a 
hundred thouſand Dollers, and admit a garriſoti; but this was rejected, where- 
upon Papperherr with his forces falls upon that part of the works which was 
weakeſtz his word was Jus Maria, their mark orbadge, a white-ribban 
avout the arm; inthe ve y firſt encounter, Falkenbere who came to make 
AX 3 good 
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as prejudicial to the beſiegers , who thereby loſt their plunder, as to the 
Townſinen who loſt their habitations; for the fire was ſo violent by reaſon of 
the wind, that this great and ſtately City was in the ſpace of four and twent 
hours burnt down to the ground,in which fix Pariſh Churches were mated 
in the ſame fire, all the Churches, ſtreets and high-wayes were covered with 
dead bodies, in the Cathedral of S. Catherine were found three and fifty mur- 
thered, the Governour being wounded in his head and thigh is carried away 19 
priſoner, with moſt of the chief men and Miniſters; the barbarous ſouldier 
{paresneither ſex nor age, abuſing even young girles to death; yet the High- 
church, and the Monaſtery of S. Mary were ſaved from the fire, and ſo were 
139. houſes, but all the inhabitants were either ſlain or taken, thenumber of 
the ſlain is not certain, but it is reported that two and m_ thouſand were 
flung into the river Albjis which flows by the City; ſix hundred Townſmen 
were chained, though they were able to ranſome themſelves; ſome made an 
eſcape by a ſudden fire in the enemies camp, a great many being ſtript of all 
were forced to beg,, moſt of the Miniſters were preſerved and provided for 
by their Fellow-proteſtants 3 the deſtruction of this City ( which had now 2g 
ſtood, and been a Metropolitan about ſeven hundred years ſince 0tho the 
firſt, who fenced, adorned, and honoured it with this dignity ) was preſaged 
by a Throne ſer in Caſſropea, by ſounds in the air like the diſcharging 
of Ordnance, by ſtrange obſcurity in the air, by the fall of divers Towers, 
and by a monſtrous birth which was taken out of the .dead mother, 
the childs head was covered with a'peece of fleſh like a helmet which 
could be eaſily taken off, he was cloathed with a «kin like a ſouldiers 
roqant , with round kernels like bullets in it, he had alſo boots on his legs : 
God by this would let us ſee, that as the birth of this Monſter was the death of 
the mother, ſothat Town or Country which breeds armed ſouldiers within 


them, are at laſt deſtroyed by them. 39

burnt down the bridge of Deſ/ſavia, with the Fort joyning to it, to ,, 

hinder the Swedes paſlage that way , who were much perplexed for the 
eſtate of that City which they neglected to relieve, the King being buſie upon 
a Treaty with the two Electors of Saxony and Brandenburg, whoſe confede- 
racic he defired; a great part of his Army took up their quarters about Croſn4 
and Glogove in Sileſta : Guſtavus Horn was railing new forces in Marchia, there- 
fore Spandavia is _ demanded by the King, Cuſtrirum is delivered up to 
him 3 upon Marchia is laid a monthly taxe of thirty Dollers towards the 
charges of the war. In June news was brought to the King that Ghryphiswald 
which he meant totake in, was already ſubdued by the $wediſh horſe who 
were riding up and down the Country, about the Town, for fodder : Peruſ6#4 50 
thc governour, Knight of the Golden-flcece, hearing ſome Muſquets ſhot off, 
runs out to know what the matter was, and was ſu denly killed with a Muſ- 
quet bullet, not thinking he had been ſonear the enemy ; upon this the T own 
is preſently —_ by the Swedes', who ſend a ſummons to the Townſmen 
and Garriſon to ſurrender 3 the Souldiers within , though they had loſt their 
Captain, yet venture to ſally out upon the enemy , but are beat back again

great ſtore of military proviſion. Sonow the Imperialiſts are quite driven out 
of Pomerania. | 
This Country being now ſecured , the Swedes march into AMarchia, where 
they ſeiſe upon Werbena, a place fit for their encamping, and for all ſorts of 
roviſtion. The Imperialiſts under Gotzizs invade the Town Cotbxs in the 
dark which they take and plunder. 74's Army quarters at Mansfield, and 
plunders the neighbour country of Thuringia. The Eletftor of $axony cals a 
10 Diet at Lipſick, of both the Saxonies, Marchia Halfia,F ranconi,$ Suevia,where- 
in was propoſed, what was the beſt and next expedient for reſtoring peace into 
Germany : T here were preſent the Legats of the two Dukes of Megapolis, 4- 
dolphus Frederick, and John Albertus, whom Ceſar had driven out of thcir an- 
cient poſſeſſions 3 theſe raiſed an Army, and being afliſted by the Swedes, re- 
ſolve to retake their poflefſions again. Albert took in Severin, Adolphus Fredes. 
rickButzovinm a Biſhops ſeat being forſaken by the YVallenſtenians who as the 
were going to Koſtoch with their booty, were ſtript of all. The King himſelf 
did accompany the two Dukes his kintmen, in great ſtate to Guſtrevia, where 
he gave them poſlefſion of their ancient inheritance : thence he marcheth to 
20 Magdenberg, and by the way ſeiſeth on Tangermund ; then he pitches his Camp 
neer Werben, and gives charge to ſome Commanders to take in Haverberg , and 
reſolves to be revenged for the loſſe of Magdenberg, with all the ſtrength he 
haths in the mean time, Queen Maria Flenor artives at Wolgaſt with ſome 
oung ſouldiers out of Swethland ; Marqueſle Hambleton, and Alexander Leſly 
Ling eight hundred Scots and Engliſh into Pomerania. At Lipfeck it is ordered 
that the Imperial Army,which made but a prey of Germany, ſhould not be ad- 
mitted within any of their Towns, Caſtles, or Towersz and withall , they re- 
ſolve not to part with any of the Church-lands now in poſſeſſion of the Evan- 
gelical Princes, becauſe the Popeclaimed them not by way of juſtce and law, 
50 but by violence and the ſword ; beſides, it was a buſinefle to be decided in a 
full Diet of Princes, and not by the Emperour alone ; therefore, /Vi/l;iam Lant- 
ve of Haſſia raiſeth an forces for the defence of his borders : to hinder this 
levy, Tilly haſtneth to Erford, which he ſo affrighted, that the town preſently 
openeth the gates to him 3 then he draws neerer to the borders of Cattie to hin-

” "T illy perceiving there was no other my but with his whole Army to fall up- 
on the King, ſends a part of his Horſe before, he follows after with the body of 
his Army 3 Guſtavss having intelligence of his march, and not being able to 
encounter with ſo vaſt an Army, intends to weaken ſome part of it ; therefore 
he ſends Kheingraviws, with ſome other Cornets of Horſe, who fell upon and 
diſcomfited three Imperial regiments, and return with rich booty ; but Charls 
Ludovick the Palatine, who in this war ſerved under the King, was ſhot, tothe 
ſaid Kings great grief. Tily, to recover his loſſe, began to draw neer the Swe-

30 7 illy recedes with ſome loſſe. In Mansfield, Eggo Furſtenbergizs with his Italian 
forces joyns hitnſelfto Tilly : he compels Suevia, and Franconia, to renounce 
the League of Li ſc and to pay tribute to the Emperourc The Swediſh Kings 
army is increaſed by the addition of theſe forces under Horn and Tottus : He

therefore Je 16. they deliver up the Town tothe Swedes , who found in it 
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An.Chriſti proved fruitleſſe. Til/y to incourage his drooping ſouldiers,fals upcn the Duke 

WY WW of Saxony, whoſe aſſiſtance he demands, and requires alſoan abolition of the 
decrees of Lipſick; this being denied by the Duke, Ti//y fals upon Aeresburg,ſers 
Frebrug on fire, and plunders A/iſti4 tar and neer, to the undoing of the inha= 
bitants. The Ele@or accuſeth Tily for theſe wrongs; ſhewing how he had 
vidlated the Imperial Laws : he commemorates alfo his good ſervices to the 
Emperour, and manifeſt that he hath been faithfull to him hitherto in every 
thing that belonged to him as 'Emperor, who therefore ought not todo any 
thing contrary to juſtice and this oath, which if he doe, he ſhall not eſcape the 
hand ofa reyenging God;- but when the Duke ſaw that this way he could not 15 
prevaile, he makes a firm league with the King of Sweden, and Jets him enter 
his provinces3 he openeth the gates Witteberg for him about the beginning of 
September : The EleCtor of Brandeberg having his Country exhauſted with 
contributions and plunders, promiſeth to aid him with all the proviſion and 
money he can raiſe; in this interim Ti//yloſesno time,but encompaſſes Lipſeck 
waſting all the Country about it, and ſummons the City to open the gates to 
him; which returncd anſwer, they could not without the conſent of their 
Prince; whereupon Ti//y prepares to ſtorm, the Townfmen burn down their 
Suburbs, and make all things ready for defence : but the freſh example of 
Magdeburgs deſtrudtion,which was threatned to Lipſeck, ſo terrified them,that 25 
they yeelded; the publique Faith is given to preſerve Religion and the Com- 
mon wealth; new garriſons are put in the City and Caſtle, the EleQoral gar- 
riſon is diſcharged : But Fortune which hitherto fawned upon Til/y, begins 
now to frown, for the Saxor perceiving that he had loſt a great part of his ju- 
riſdiction, held it needfull for him to fight ; for he thought with himſelf that if 
Saxony, Thuringia, and Miſnia ſhould maintain three Armies all the Winter, 
they ſhould beundonez he knew his cauſe was juſt, and reſolves to rely on - 
Gods Providence. 

But the King thought it not ſafe to hazard upon one battel two eleforats, 
nor to venture the new and raw fouldiers of Saxony againſt the old and beaten 39 
Imperial Troops; therefore held it better to procraſtinate : yet at laſt, being 
overcome by the Dukes 1mportunity, prepares to fight, and fir(t —_ 
ſoletnnly called upon God in his prayer, he exhorts his Souldiers to piety an 
fortitude; his word was (God with us) his bage or mark, a green bough faſt- 
ned in their Helmets 3 he undertakes the leading of the right wing himſelf, 
the charge of lefr, he commit tothe Dukes neer Podelvitza a Village, fourec 
miles from Lipſick, is the place deſigned for the Battle; the Im rerialiſts took 
the advantage of the ground, ſun and wind, which the Sweds by degrees 
gained of them by wheeling about 3 the King mingled his Horſe and Mus- 
ketiers ſo, that they galled the Ceſarians and beat them off; The Swediſh left 40 
Wang, conſiſting moſt of the new levied forces of Saxony, began to give 
ground, and to put Tilly in hope of victory; but they were opportunely a1ded 
by Hors foot, which lay in ambuſh in a little wood, that upon the encourage- 
ment of Axruhcimthe fight is reneued, and the Ceſarian horſe pur to flight, ſo 
that ina ſhort time, the whole Army was rooted : the night comming on, and 
the ayre being obſcured with duſt, and the ſmoak of powder, made the king 
torbear purſuing of the enemy , fearing leaſt there might be ſome treachery or 
ambuſh, chenidies reſolves the next day to fight again 3 but when the morn- 
ing came, they found the enemy was totally defeated, by his Ordinance, bag, 
and baggage ſeft behinde, there were found about fifteen thouſand ſlain bo- 5- 
dy's3 Tilly himfelf was wounded, both Armies were almoſt equall in number, _ 
in all {xty thouſand ; the moſt of Tilly's force were old ſouldiers. This victo- 
ry was preſaged by a white-Dove that lighted upon one of the Saxon colours: 
ſome report that before the fight, water was turned into blood at Ha/and Mer- 
ſcburgs above one hundred Imperial Colours were taken; T illy ſhot with a 
Fuller, which onely bruiſed his skin, but could not peirce it, being made im- 

penitrablc 
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itrable, as the Chyrurgion thought, by diabolical art ; he eſcaped,not with- 4#.Chriſt, 
.—q—_— pain of his beet to 5-0 The King ſeifed pre ſen tly after this PIES 
upon divers towns, and the Duke upon Lipſck, who gave publique thanksto 
God for recovering ſo ſoon again his loſt territories : then it was agreed, that 
the King ſhould march into upper Germany, the Duke into Sileſra and Bo- 
emma. 

The King in his march takes in divers Towns and Caſtles, as Sueinfurt, Her= 
bipolis, forſaken by the Biſhop, with the Tower well furniſhed with all things 
the garriſon wereall killed for refiſting ſolong, but the women by the Kings 

10 Proclamation were preſerved both from death and abuſe : the Biſhop of Bam- 
berg out off tear, ſhakes of his catholique confederacy, and bindes himſelf by 
oath tothe King, and to keep off plundring pays a great ſumme of money 3 
divers other places alſo were taken by the Swedes and Haſſians, moſt towns of 
Francony {ware allegiance tothe King, who permitted to the ſubjetts liberty of 
Conſcience. In November alſo Hanovia is taken in forthe King by Chriſtopher 
Haubaldws.The Ceſarian forces of lowerSaxony are much dejetted upon the re- 
port of theLipſeck victory;Roſtoch is delivered up to the Megapolitanghere were 
tive hundred horſe, and fourteen foot companies, which made their peace, 
and marched away : YViſmaria held out a while, and made ſome fallies upon 

20 the Swedes; bur art laſt, on St. Thomas day, Gramminas the governour was 
forced to ſurrender, who marched out with three thouſand ſouldiers towards 
Gryphiſwald, divers of which ſwear allegiance tothe Swede. The Imperialiſts 
every where take their flight, ſuppoſing Ti/y had been dead of his wounds, of 
whom there was nonews along time; at length it is reported, that he was re- 
covered, and had raiſed a new Army. At Rottenberg another battel is fought; 
in which the Impernaliſts are again worſted ; hereupon divers other towns fab. 
mit to the Swedes even Frank fort, famous for its Mart, and the Emperours 
Inauguration, opemed her gates for the Swediſh Army to paſſe. Upon the u- 
niting of the Haſſzan force:,divers other places ſurrender,the Biſhops of Mentz 

30 and VVorms, with Anſbelmr, Caſt mire, retire to Colen. About the 7 of December 
the King ſends his army over the Rhere five hundred of the firlt that got over, 
ſet upon fourteen troops of Spaniſh horſe and chaſed them, which made the 
King thank God for the danger his men had eſcaped : Having paſſed the 
Rhene, he takes in Oppenhem; Stenie is forſook by the Spaniards, and YVVorms by 
the Lorrenois, Mentz after a fierce ſtorm for divers dayes is ſurrendred to the 
King, with the Tower and Fortifications, December 23. where he kept his 
Chriſtmaſle with great ſolemnity, and heard a Sermon in the Caſtle-Church : 
many other towns alſo ſhortly after the ſurrender of Metz, ſubmitted to the 
King, whoſe victorious Army over-run almoſt all Germany'from the Paltick 

40 Sea to Mertz in one year z in which alſo fell out a great Earthquake inthe 
kingdome of Naples,the eruption of Veſwvixsflinging great ſtones twenty miles 
off, and the ruine of the towers on the Jeſuits Church in Vienna by the wind, 
even in the Emperours preſence; 

The next year, Ambaſladours are ſent to the Swediſh king; from France, Fng- 
land, and Ragotzins the new Prince of Tranſelvania; the French Embaſite was 
for a truce between the Swede and Maximilian Duke of Bavaria, with the Ca- 
tholick confederats, which was granted ; for theſe made ſhew,as if they meant 
toſtandneutersz but Pope Urban was againſt this neutrality , therefore he 
raiſeth great ſums of money upon the Clergy of 1taly,which he ſeit torhe Em- 

50 perour, and makes a league between the Eleftor of Bevaria and the German 
relats: What the Engliſh Embaſſie was, we know not; but ſhortly after Frc- 
derick.the fifth,Palſgrave, was furniſhed with Gold out of England, and Soul- 
diers out of Holand for the recovering of his Patrimony ; for which end, he 
joyns himſelf with Guſtavws; Regotzins had diſcovered a plot intended againlt 
him by the Ceſarians , which made him fall off and to ſeek occalion of excur- 


lon upon Hwngary and Sileſia, if he could haye found any aide from - con-

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nts. In Fohemia, the Saxon Army under Arnhem takes Prague

and divers other Towns thereabout ; the Elector himſclt repaires thither and 


ſets up again the Proteſtant religion 3 the heads of thoſe which were ſet upon 
the bridge at Pragxe, he cauſed to be taken down, and decently buricd ; the 
baniſhed Boh:1ians return to their homes again , and great joy cveiy Where 
there was, but of ſhort continuance 3 for Albert VI allenſten Duke of tridland, 
whom the Emperour had laid afide upon the Petition of the confederate Ca- 
tholiques,is now made Generalifimo,and ſuddenly furniſhed with a great Ar- 
myz Jaco Gallas and Count Sultzen joyn their torces with him, waſte and 
plunder all the Country about Pragze , which cauſed great dearth and ſcarcity z5 
of Vidtuals : ſo ſudden a fear ſeiſed on Bohemia and ns. 94 both Countrics 
became a prey to the Imperialiits, who could not for the Snow doe any great 
hurt inM:ſ7#a:the cold winter could not refrigerate the ſouldiers courage; the 
Swediſh forces brak in upon Alſatia; the Ceſarians plunder the country about 
Strasburg, whom a party of Horſe from the City defeated and plundered; the 
fear of the conquerour over-ran the Dukedome of YVirtenberg , and the Mar- 

uiſat of Bada: the Imperialiſts are killed and chaſedevery where ; Frankin- 

al in the Lower Palatinate is beſieged , and ſundry other places are taken by 
the Swedes, 

In lower Saxony,the people riſe againſt the Romaniſts. John Frederick ſtorm- 20 
ing that he ſhould have the title of Archbiſhop of Brezze,and all the revenews 
of his Dioceſle to be taken from him by the Ceſarians , raiſcth ſome forces, fals 
upon Yerda and Burg which he took, and ſhortly after he Joſt, and again reco- 
vered them; ſo miſcrably were thoſe places tofled to and fro, like rennis- 
bals. Pappenhemalſo raiſcth new forces,and takes in divers places. The ruines 
of Magdeburg arc left to the Swedes, who place a garriſon there : many parts 
of Germany are laid waſte by the rapacious ſouldiers on both {ides,many towns 
taken and retaken ; A peace in the mean while is in agitatgon at Torgave, but 
to no purpoſe : the Duke of Saxonies daughters betrothed to Ehriſtianus 5, 
Prince of Denmark; her eldeſt fiſter was married to the Lantgrave of Heſſen ; 35 
and Aary the ſecond, to the Duke of Holſatia : Ulricus brother to this Chriiti- 
amis the ſecond, conducted a regiment to the affiſtance of the Electoral pro- 
vinces. Til/y 1s now again recruited, and marcheth towards Bavaria. Noriberg 
had received within their gates five troopes of Proteſtants, Viz alſo joyns 
with the Swede : at 4usburg Tilly 15 furniſhed with Ammunition, Vittuals and 
Money, by which he is made able to rage with fire and ſword upon Northga- 
_ ®ia,and the higher Palatinate. Horn takes Bamburg, the Biſhop eſcapes to Ba- 
aria, thither Til/y marcheth : whereupon Horn withdraws his forces in the 
night, but not without ſome loſle tothe Tz{/ians, and marcheth to Sueinfurts 
whither alſo the King comes with his whole Army, and is royaliy entertain- 40 
ted at Noriberg : His comming hither made Tilly remove back to the upper 
Palatinate, waſting all the Countryes and Towns through which he marched. 
The King goeth to the Danow, and taketh by ſtorm Donaverd; Tilly follows 
him at the heels, and takes theſtrong Tower Aaina on the river Lycus, over 
which the King makes a bridge : the Tillians took poſſeſſion of a wood hard 
by, whence they diſcharged rheir great Ordnance on the Swedes, to hinder 
their making of the bridge 3 but they were ſo intrenched, that they did more 
hurtthen received, for in letting play their Cannon againſt the wood, fo 
tore the Trees, that the boughs and ſplinters of them ſpoiled many of the ene- 
my 3 ſo that Ti//y received a hurt in the thigh,and Altrmger in the head; there- 50 
fore in the night, they flie to Newburg and 1ngoldſtad, having loſt one thou- 
ſand men. 

The King having finiſhed the bridge, and tranſported his Army,ſent a party 
to take poſicſhion of Newburg, forſaken by Maximilian of Favaria and Tilly. 
Then ſummons Azſpurg to open their gates, where were eighteen Companies 


of toor, and two of horſe, placed there by Ceſar and the Bavarian, to keep 
under 
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under the Proteſtants, whom they had diſarmed, and forced to leave off their 4n.Chri/!;, 
ublike exerciſes ; the Citizens delire the King to propoſe honourable tearms We 
tothe Garriſon , otherwayes it was not in their power to force them, nor to 
open their gates to him; tour dayes after, Articles being concluded be- 
tween the King and the Garriſon, they march away with bag and baggage, 
with their Arms and Colours flying : As ſoon as the King hadentred , he re- 
moves all the Pontihcian Magiltrates, and commits the government of the 
City tothe Proteſtants, having taken of them the oath of allegiance : from 
thence he marcheth towards 12gol/tad , where Tilly lay ſick, and by the way 

10 takes in ſome Towns : mean while the Dares and Swedes were like to break 
out into an open war, by reaſon of tome inſolencics committed by ſomes 
Swediſh fouldiers in Ho{ſatia, as well upon the Kings as the Dukes ſubjects; 
but the Swediſh Commanders making it appear, that rheſc wrongs were of- 
fered by ſome private ſouldiers without the knowledge of their Captains , Or 
of the King, the former league between theſe two Crowns was renewed by 
their Ambatladors. In lower Saxony, Tottzs the Kings Lieutenant there took in 
Fuxtehud, and intended to fall upon Stada, but that he was hindred by Puppen- 
hen, who with his flying Army over-runsall Saxony and Weſtphalia, with the 
Diocefle of Breme, waiting all with fire and (word, who having received ſome 

20 oppoſition and lofle by Tottxz, returns into higher Germany : Tottns is (ent jor 
by the King. Arnheize General of the Electoral Armics in; higher Germany, 
was almoſt intrapped by #allenſten,, under pretence of making peace ; 
for he had recovered Prague about the beginning of Aay;,,whence he dic 
miſled the garriſon with their ſwords by their ſides, being two.and twenty 
companies of foot, and two troops of horſe, they marched to Lentmerits, 
where the ſtrength of the Saxon Army lay; but if 4rnbeime had not. de- 
parted the ſooner thence, he had been encompatled by Duke Fridlands 
Army, therefore he eſcapes over the bridge of Lextweritz in thenight, and 


comes to Prrna, 
Whilſt theſe doings were at Albjs, there was much action upon the Danow 


between the Swediſh King, and the Elector of Bavaria, who having left Til/y 
at Ingolſtad, cunningly encompatleth Ratisbone ; he makes ſhew of multering 
one of the Garriſon troops without the gate ; but whilſt the,Citizens were 
going, to Church, that Garriſon ſeiſed on the gate, and ſuddenly nine troups 
of horſe enter the I own, who plundered the Townſmen of their bei goods 
and money : the Bavarian afterward made this his chicf ſcat; in the interim 
Count Tilly dieth at Ingolſtad of the wound he received at Lyc#s : the King 
begins to lay ſiege to Ingolſtad, but as he was viewing of the works, his white 
horſe was ſhot under him Chriſtopher Durlacenus , a Marqucile, was killed 
40 with a bullet, and one of the Kings chief Commanders was mortally 
wounded, wherefore the Swedes held it beſt togive oft their enterpriſe, ſo 
they march from thence to Monachinm, the Bavarians chiet feat , which with 
ſome other Towns ſubmitted to the Swede ; in Monachinn were tound a hun- 
dered and forty bratle Ordnance, and other great Guns, in one of which 
were hid thirty thouſand Crowns; the Country people were ſo inraged 
againſt the Swedes, that they cut oft the noſes and ears of divers {traglers, and 
killed many of them the Boors riſe in great numbers and kill divers garriſons, 
but they were quickly ſuppreſied by the fouldiers, and their chiet incendianes 
put todeath:but when the King underſtood that the Ktisbonians made divers 
0 excurſions, and had taken Werſſenbure, he leaves Bavaria, and returns to Do- 
naverd, into which he puts a ſtrong garriſon , the like he did in Ausburg and 
Rains, And now the Imperialiſts being ſtrong , all Germany 1s in a flame 5 0//z 
the Emperors Lieutenant rageth with fire and (word through A!/atia, ſome 
Towns he burns down to the groundzFpire 15 taken,and plundered : Oxenſters 
at Newſtad falls upon a party of the Czfarians, trom whom he took three 
colours and ſome part of their plunder; Duke Fridland having taken in Fgr:

ata. lenboo. prepares to unite his forces with the Bavariansz Pappenhent 
An.Chriſts i ES borders of Haſſ:a, threatens Thwringiaz Strasburg which 
now ſided with the Swede , ſends to King Guſtavws three troops of horſe, and 
ſix hundred Muſquetiers : the Bavarian having lett a garriſon in Ratisbone, 
marcheth with an hundred thirty four Comets of horſe, and eight and 
fifty companies of foot, which he joyned to the Waleſtine forces; this made 
the King, being now near Norjberg, to intrench, and to ſend for all his diſper- 
ſed forces; in the mean time Twpatelizs one of the Swediſh Colonels was in- 
tercepted by the Wal/aſten forces, who took him priſoner, and cut in peeces his 
whole Regiment, at which the King grieved exceedingly; at length in July, 
upon the F rawing near of both Armies, divers skirmiſhes and light encoun- 
ters were made, neither of the Commanders being willing to hazard the 
whole Army; Fridland endeavoured to keep off proviſion from the Swedes, 
but the Swediſh Auxiliaries who were comming to joyn with their main 
body intercepted the Czſarian provilions, 

About the end of J»lz , the Czfarians had laid up great ſtore of corn and 
other proviſion in Fre:ſtad, which when the King knew by a Captain whom 
he took priſoner, he ſends Typatelins lately diſmified by Waleſtine with ſome 
Dragoons thither, he breaking open the gates with petards, enters the town 
in shenight, burnt all the corn, and drove away the cattel; the King comming 
to aid Txpatelius with more forces, makes an ambuſh for the Cxfarians who 
were comming to revenge their loiles, out of which he ſuddenly fallies, and 

ut the enemy toflight, having killed divers. About the mid(t of Auguſt, the 
King of man's & was fifty thouſand ſtrong, , ſo that they dared the Cx1arians 
who were entrenched ; after the Armies had Gs three dayes together 
with their ordnance againſt cach other, the Walleſtenians began to march 
awayzthe King therefore 4»gr/t 24.talls upon the Imperialiſts,all that day they 
fought till the night parred them 3 of the Imperialiſts were ſlain a thouſand, 
of the Swedes ſeven hundred: Fridlands own horſe was ſhot under him : at laſt 
about the eight of September , Guſtavus for want of viduals was forced to riſe 
firſt and march away to Newſtad; at Noriberg were left three hundred horſe and 3? 
cight Regiments of foot : tridland being out of hope to recover Noriberg, 
{cts fire on the neighbouring villages, and marchcth to Forcheimr, whoſe rear 
was {et upon by the garriſon of Noriberg. 

Out of the Dioceſic of Trevers iſſueth a new Army,which 0a and Monticu- 
culus Joon to their own forces, with theſe they waſte and ſpoil all the Country 
about, but they were reliſted by Horme , who purſues them into upper Alſatia, 
where he took Zenfeld and other places; the Duke of 8axonies forces had 
been ſent away, ſome to $-leſta, others tothe Swediſh camp : hereupon Holkius 
one of the Czfarian commanders, with 8cco. reſolute men, falls with fire and 9 
[word upon Saxony, Miſnia and Nariſti, burning and plundring as far as 
Dreſda the Dukes ſeat ; he exacteth great ſums of money from the Town of 
Anneberg,and puts a garriſon in Zxiccavia;Walſtein divides his Army,and ſends 
the Batarian forces into Bavaria, Gallas with a party 1s ſent into Bohemia, and 
Franconia V alſtein retains to himſelf; Gallas ſubdues all the places he went 
through to the Emperor, and waſtes Noricum 3 Walſtein takes in Celumbac and 
Coburg, but the Caſtle held out for the Duke of Saxony: the King alſo divides 
his Army, a part whereof he ſends to attend the motions of Fridland : 
Reina was delivered upto the Bavarians by Mutſefall the Swediſh governour, 
wherefore by the Kings command he loſeth his head, and the Town is re- 50 
raken by the Swedes in Ofober; Bernhard of Vinaria falls ſuddenly on the 
Czſarian Croats, defeats them, and takes ten colours from ther . which 
made Fricland change his reſolution, who thonght to break in upon Thu- 
ringiaz the King cuts off the Pavarian Auxiliaries that were going to relieve 
T aulenn, which at length Kniphnſius took for the Swede : in Saxony, Gallas and 
Hol; walte all, who take in Freiberg forthe Emperor, the Citizens were forced 

to 
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to pay 100000. Dollers to keep off the ſouldiers from plundering: and the An.Chriſtis 
Eledor redeemed his Chappel and Tombs of his Anceſtors from {polling tor Ve 


cighty thouſand Dollers. Arnhem ſubdues the lower Alſatia tor the Swedes; 
Fridland doth the like in Saxony for the Emperor. Lipfic, OG@0b.22. is ſur 
rendred to Holk, the Inhabitants are diſarmed and pay to the Emperor 5coco. 
Dollers. Yoppelizs delivers up Pleiſſenburg to the Czſarians, for which after- 
ward he loſt his head. Many other Towns, to avoid preſent ruine, ſubmitted 
tothe Imperial yoke in Saxony; which Pappenherr allo threatens with fire and 
(word, being now returned from his truitletle expedition to Utricht; the King 
10 perceiving that his confederate Duke of Saxony was in danger to loſe all his 
Country, makes haſte toreheve it before the two Armics of Walſtein and Pap- 
enhem were conjoyned. 

The fatal battel was fought at Lutzen the 6. of November; after ſome lighe 
ﬆkirmiſhes , the next day as ſoon asthe Sunne had diſperſed the clouds, the 
King having called upon God, and refuling to eat any thing, leads out his 
Army , whichthe enemy encounters with great fury; the heat of the battel 
was about ten of the clocks the left wing of the Czlarian Army began to give 
ground, which the King obſerving, prefleth on them the more eagerly, and 

urſueth them ſo far in their flight, that he received divers wounds, of 
20 which he died immediately the eight and thirtieth year of his life, to 
the great grief of his Army, but to the encouragement of the Croats, 
who wheeling about the Kings victorious wing, fell upon the Swediſh 
carriage , but were beat back with lofle : Bernehard who had the charge 
of the left wing , behaved himſelt fo bravely, that he put the enemy to 
flight : and now the battel ſeemed to be at an end; but Pappenhem, to his 
owne ruine, makes haſte from Ha//, rallies again the diſordered and run- 
ning Cxſarian Troops, with whom he joyns his owne forces, and be- 
gins a more furious conflict in the darke, then that which was fought 
by day-light, in which he loſt his life honourably ; the*fight continued 
z0till eight of the clock, and then the Czfarians gave ground, retreatin 
to Lipſec, they left behinde them ſome part of their Ordnance -_ 
baggage; about nine thouſand of both ſides were killed, and two of the beſt 
ſouldiers of their time, King Gu/taves and Pappenhem:; the King prefaged his 
own death, and wiſhed his friznds not totruſt in him, whoſe breath was in 
his noſtrils, but rather in Chrif Jeſus, who promiſed he would be with his 
Church to the end of the world. | 

Duke Fridland the next day after the battel left Lipfc, and being 
highly diſpleaſed that ſome of his officers had forſaken- their colours, and 
JA bor their fellow-ſouldiers, he afterward at Prague condemned them to

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An.Chriſti. which had been the ſanctuary of the exiled Prelates, 15 now much moleſted 
WY by William of Naſſaw, and Henry Baudjs, who took divers Towns there; a cer- 
tain ſouldier being a priſoner in St. T'rbans Church, fers fire to ſome barrels 
of Gunpowder there, which was the death of 30o. perſons; the Duke of 
Limeburg having an Army of 16000. falls ſuddenly upon the Imperialiſts , of 
1633. which he takes 400. priſoners, the reſt being above a 1000. he puts to flight, 
whom the Swede and Saxons purſue, killing and plundering many of them; 
Anderac is beſieged by Count p_ , and his Czſarian forces, who were 
ſtoutly repulſed by Rantzovius the Holſtatian governour, who allied out three 
times upon them at laſt Baudjs comming with new ſupplies forced the Impe- ,, 
rialiſts to raiſe their ſiege after they had made breaches in the walls by their 
ordnance, and were ready to enter the Town : Hamelia 1s belieged by Lune- 
burg, but the Town had within it fix foot companies, and two troops. of 
horſe, with all fort of proviſions which made the fiege longer then was ex- 
ed ; William Landgrave of Haſſia defeats the Czxfarians that were com- 
ming to the relief of the Town, of theſe 7000. were killed, thereſt Jed, and 
Hamelia at length is taken. Horn this year did great ſervice for the Crown of 
Swede by taking in divers Towns in Germany , but in Alſatia the -Boors made 
another inſurrection , in which divers ſouldiers were killed and tortured by 
them, but Rheingravias _— 4000. of them, and hanged up 130.

of the Councel of war : the French renew their league with the Swediſh party.

formance of his Vow, and is magnificently entertained by the Duke in his 
10 houſe divers daics together, after many complements _ thanks given by 
the king to his Uncle, he returns to Lions; but theſe courteſies were atterward 


forgotten by king Francis, when he ſent againſt Savoy a great army, under Phi- 
lip Chabot Admiral of France, whoſtript the Duke of a great part of his Dut- 


chic, notwithſtanding he had the help of the Emperour Charls 5. the cauſe of 
this quarrel proceeded from the clatme which Frazcjs laid to the Dutchie of 


Savoy by his mother, the daughter of Margaret of Burbox , firſt wite to Philip, 
father of this Duke Charls; to his ſaid mother Francis alledged the Dutchy be- 


longed, and not to Charls, becauſe ſhe was the eldeſt; and upon the Articles of 


marriage between P4:l;p their tather,and the friends of Margaret,it was agreed, 
20 that without diflerence of ſex, the children of their bodies ſhould ſucceed. 
Whereupon, for ten years together, Ambaſladours were ſent to demand that 
Dutchy, which Fraxcis ſaid belonged to him in right of his mother, 1:otwith- 
ſtanding the woman was excluded by the Salique law amon g the Savoyens : 
at laſt, he defired ſo much of it as lay in Frazce, on this (ide of the river of Ko 
han, being given to his grandmother Margaret of Burboz, in right of her mar- 
riage: He demands alſo Freſ/a, and forty years arrears, amounting to 1800c0 
crowns with all the intereſt; beſides, ſome part of Piemont as belonging to 
Province : he complains likewiſe that Tawrinum and other towns beyond the 
Po, were annexed to the Dutchy of Savoy, during the heat of this war, and 
30 after the death of Aobert king of $:cily, Count of Province, and Prince of Pic- 
mont; beſides, he ſaith, that the county of Nice, and Haven of Ville Franc, did 
alwaies appertain tothe county of Province, but now by the treachery of the 
inhabitants, under the power of Savoy 3 that divers places alſo of the Marqui- 
ſat of Saluſjes were violently taken away from the Dolphin by the Savoyen : 
moreover, that the Duke had ſcornfully rejefted the badge of St. Michael, ſent 
to him by the French Ling, with the Captainſhip of 100 Courizers,and a penſi- 


on of twelve thouſand crowns:and laſtly,that in hatred ofthe French D. Charls . 


had aſſiſted the Sparnard and Burgundian, and had alwaies been i league with 
the Emperour Charls 5. and at that tune too when he was unfortunately taken 
40 priſoner by him, at the battel of Papia: For theſe reaſons,Savoy is made a prey 
tothe French, who ſeiſe upon the high countries thereof 3 to the Bernois who 
invade the low and fruitfulleſt parts; and to Charls the Emperour, who takes 
polleflion of the chief Cities. 

Others doe give theſe reaſons, why Francis was ſo offended with D. Charles. 
1. Becauſe he pawned his Plate to afliſt Charles of Zurboz, then a Rebel and 
enemy to the crown of France. 2. Becauſe he preferred the counſels of his 
wife, a Lufitanian, and ſiſter to Charles the fifths wife, before Francis his uncle.

; For theſe cauſes the Duke ſo incenſed the French king, that he ruj- 
ned his country. His policie had been better (ſay ſome) to have held in 
with France, both by reaſon of its vicinity, of its power, and alſo of the neer- 
neſſe of blood between the King and Duke, then to hearken fo much to the 
Emperor, andto be led away by him, who was too far off to do him either 
hurt or good. The $Switzers alſo, upon the requeſt of Gezeva, threaten war 16 
againſt Savoy, if the Duke offer to trouble that city, which was 1n league with 
them. Charles having ſent a crabbed anſwer to the Switzers, and perceiving 
what danger he was in, ſends privately to Charles the Emperor, being then at 
Panormumn after his viftory at 1xxis, for aid : but the matter was not carried 
ſo cloſely. as to conceale 1t from the French king, who was the more enraged 
againſt D.Charles, becauſe he demanded of the Emperor ſome places in 1taly, 
promiſing him in lieu thereof all that he poſleſſed in France behind the 4lp-, 
with the city of Geneva, ſo that he might have eaſie acceſle to the contederate 
countries. If this had ſucceeded, France had been undone, the Emperor having 
an entrance made for him : but the King a while took nonotice of this, till he 25 
had anſwer from the Savoyan to his demands, which were That he might 
have a free paſlage to Mil/an, This being denied, he claimed the Dutchy of 
Savoy as his due; and the rather , becauſe he could not truſt the Duke with 
ſuch places, as might let in his enemies upon him when he pleaſed. Mean 
while, becauſe the King ſuſpected he ſhould receive no good anſwer from the 
Duke, he makes ready a ſtrong army under Philip Chabotizs his Admiral ; he 
firſt ſeiſed on the tranſ-alpin towns, then having paſled-the-Alps he takes in 
ſome of the ſub-alpin places. But the French victories had a check given them 
by the 2:l/ancis, who ſtaid his progrefie, otherwiſe Yerce//iz and a great part 
of the ſubalpin territories had been brought under the French yoke; befides, 2, 
Philip was ſtopt by John Cardinal off Lorain,, whom the Emperor had ſent 
with propoſitions of peace, and therefore wiſhed Philip to go no further then 
the river Duria, and that heſhould not offer any act of hoſtility to hinder the 
peace, left he incur the Emperors diſpleaſure. Philip did as he was counſclled, 
thinking the Emperor thereby would be the more tractable,and that he would 
not att any thing diſhonorable to him : but a little while atter, the war broke 
out again, and in a ſhort time, by the vyalour of Count Fanw Panlinys, Francis 
obtained alnt all $:v0y. 

The French writers ſtrive to excuſe king Fraicis his invaſion of $avoy,and to 
blame the Duke ; but indeed, the kings reaſons were but ſpecious pretences, 40 
and the true reaſon was his unbridled defire of domination; otherwayes he 
would have preferred that neerneſſe of blood with the Duke to any title ; but 
indeed it ſeems he had none: for it's unlikely that either Duke Philip would 
have acted any thing againſt the Salique law, or that his people would have 
aſlented thereto, being carefully from the beginning obſerved by them ſo 
that with much adoe would they ſuffer at any time the mother, during the 
nonage of the Duke, to rule that Dutchie : neither can Duke Charls be blamed 
for entertaining a league with the Emperor, conſidering his power and great- 
nes, as alſo the many and long leagues between the Houſes o Burgundy and S4- 
voy , andrhat faithfull correſpondency between the Empire and Savoy ; be- 50 
ſides, Duke Charls thought there needed no other league with king Francis 
then that which nature had already made, to wit, conſanguinity. The loſle 
therefore of Savoy cannot be imputed to the Dukes want of policns any neg- 
ligence, bur rather to that all-ruling Providence which hath preſcribed cer- 
tain periods of time to all powers and principalities, which ar@o lefle ſubje&t 
to change and mortality then the men themſelyes of which they are com- 

poſed. 
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poſed. Andalthough King Francis was a good Prince, yet in this he was no 
good man, to invadeand challenge anothers right ; and much lefle could he 
be a good Chriſtian, who would make a league with that great Antichriſt, and 
call inthe Turk upon Chriſtendome, becauſe he could not otherwayes be re- 
venged on the Emperor; this was an att il|-beſeeming the moſt Chriſtian 


ing. 
Duke Charles made no reſiſtance to the French forces ; for indeed he could 
not, having exhauſted all his —_— on the Genevan wars for that City took 
occaſion to rebel upon this diſcord between France and Savoy, therefore 


10 the Duke did what he could to reduce them to obedience, which he could 


JO 


not becaaſe of Berne which took the Genevans part ;, beſides the Duke relied 


on the Emperors power and authority, thinking the French would kave ſub- 
mitted to what agreement he ſhould make : the Emperor indeed was much 
incenſed againſt the French, of whom he complained to the Pope in the 
aſſembly of the Cardinals, that Francis had invaded the Territories of a 
Prince joyned ſonearly to the Empire by affinity, and under the proteftion of 
the Empire, yea the Empires Lieutenant ; the hainouſnefle of which a& he 
aggravates, in that it was againſt the Kings own Uncle : having complained, he 


marcheth towards France with his Army , whence enſued a long war between 


20 the two great Monarchs of Chriſtendome, to the great deſtruction of 


Piemont ; the ſucceſle of this war was various; at laſt the French King having 
recruited his Army, and raiſed the _ from Taurinum and Pignerol, a truce 
for three moneths 1s concluded , and atter them for three moneths longer, 
which being expired, and all hopes of peace blaſted,the war is renewed. 
Charles the Emperor had called a Diet at Katisbone ( anciently Auguſta Ti- 

beria) for compoling the differences of Religion; in this the Duke of Savo 
complained of the wrongs done him by the French King without any mb 
the French Ambaſlador there, anſwers by a writing , which cauſed great de- 
bate and different opinions among the Princes,ſo that nothing was concluded, 


30 whereupon the war (as is ſaid) was renewed ; mean while the Turkiſh fleet of 


150. Gallies which the French king ſent tor, arrives into the harbour of Mar- 
files, under the conduCt of Hariaden Aenobarb a notorious Pyratz theſe having 
ſpent moſt part of the Summer in that harbour, upon the French kings deſire, 
Gr whom Solyman had ſent them, beliege Nicee a haven Town in Province 
both by ſea and land ; hither the Biſhop of Geneva being driven out,tranſlated 
his ſeat : this Town,after the great ordnance had battered down the walls and 
forts, fought _ againſt the Turks, whoſe ſtandard they took,the ſtandard- 
bearer being killed z but at laſt the Town is taken, plundered and burned, yet 
the Caſtle ſtanding on a high cliffe, keld out by the valour of Paul Simeon the 


{ governour thereof, and one of the Knights of Rhodes. Alphonſws Guſtavus 


hearing that the Town was beſieged, but not taken, ( he wasthe Emperors 
Lieutenant in 7taly, and Vice-roy of Mil/an) makes haſte to relieve it , with 
him were joyned D.Charls his forces, theſe ſeeing the Town deſtroyed,relieve 
the Caſtle with all neceſſaries for a long ſiege, commending the __—_ of $Si- 
meon and the ſouldiers that held out,and preſerved the Townſmen; Aenobarb 
now out of all hope to gain the Caſtle,returns to Aarfeles : Guaſtins mean while 
layeth ſiege to Montevic one of the chief ſub-alpin Cities, whoſe defection 
from the Empire had drawn many others after it ; atlaſt after along ſiege the 
Town yeelds, and ſhortly after 85. Caſtles ſubmitted to the Imperial yoke. 
Aenobarb ſends out of the Port of Tholon (of old Tarenta, which is towards 
Marſiles ) two paſſage-Barks to Solyman at Conſtantinople laden with captives; 
among which were divers boyes and handſome maids,theſe had been perpetual 
{laves tothe Turk and Devil, had not Garcias Toletanus the Vice-roy of Naples 
his ſon with ſome Gallies fallen upon the Turkiſh convoy, which he overcame, 
and ſo reſcued the two Barks; theſe he ſent home with a ſtrong convoy, and fo 
Solyman came ſhort of this booty,as alſo ofthe rich preſents which Aenobarb _ 
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appointed for him, all which were taken by Garcias : HA bour this time Laxen- 
burg which Charlcs D. of Orleans, and ſon to King Francis had taken two years 
before, was retaken by the Cxſarians, with divers other Towns, The French 
lay ſiege to Carig4 which Graſtts endeavoured to raiſe; a hor Skirmiſh laſted 
an hour, in which che Marqueſs was worlted, and hardly eſcaped with his life ; 
in this fight 9000. were flajn, and almoſt 2000. were taken the Town being 
tired out with continual duty and famine, at aſt furrenders. 'The fame year 
Ceſar calls a Diet at Spire, thither King Francis ſends his Ambaſladors with 
ſome inſtructions in Print, but they were nor permitted to enter; and withal! 
Francis is declared an enemy to the Empire, for invadingthe Duke of $4w»y's 15 
Country,and for calling in the Turks upon Chriftendome, who had taken from * 
the Savoyan the Town and haven of Niceaor Niſ/a, therefore they order that 
war be denounced againſt him, and that the Duke be reſtored to all his goods 
and eſtate; An act alſo paſled for 11x months pay towards the maintenance of 
of Ceſars Army, conſiſting of 24000. foot and 4000. horſe: All French ſoul- 
diers are banifhcd out of Gerzrany,and puniſhment threatned againſt thoſe that 
ſhall harbour or relieve any : Thus a great Army being raiſed , the Emperor 
invades France on the one (ide, and the Frrgliſh on the other; many Towns are 
taken, much blood ſhed, and a great fear at Pars, but an unexpected peace is 
concluded; yet ſome years after the war was renewed, ſome Towns are taker 20 
by the French in Piemont, but they are forced to forſake Yertel/z after they had 
taken it, upon the report of Ceſars Army that was marching thither : Arlaſ(t 
Duke Charles ended his troubles, which he bore with ſingular patience, by de- 
parting out of this turbulent lite into a more peaceable and calm , and: was 
buried at Verce//z. | 
ToDuke Charls ſucceeded his fon Frrannel Philbert : he'was bred from his 
childhood in the Court of Charles 5. Emperor, who loved him exceedingly 
for his eminent parts, and made him Captain of his Lite-guard, conſiſting of 
ACco. horſe : afterward when the Emperor Charls transterred all his _ 
domes and power upon his ſon Philip, the ſame Emanuel was by Philip made 30 
zovernour of the Low-countnes, in which office he ſo behaved himſelf for the 
time he was in it, which was four years, till he returned to his own dominion, 
that he left behinde him a good name; he bare his fathers loſſes ſo patiently, 
that God at laſt reſtored him to his 1nheritance : King Phil;p made him Gene- 
raliflumo of his whole forces, by whole valour he obtained that memorable 
vicory over the French atS, 272tin, and withall took the City it- ſelf, Two 
years after, peace being made between king Philip and king Henry of France, 
Emanuel was reſtored to his full cſtate, and withall married with Marerret 
Henries ſiſter; but the French retained a while irrtheir hands Twrin , Villanova, 
Aſten, Guierſe and Chivali , which at laſt he demands by his Legats from King 40 
Charls 9.of France, who ſucceeded his brother Francis; but the French loth to 
part with them, put oft the Dake with long delayes and excuſes, alleadging 
that Niceaand 71/zfranca, with their dependances, were anciently annexed to 
the County of Province,and ſubject alwaycs tothe Counts of Province, and that 
Queen Joan Neece to Robert king of Naples and Earl of Province, and after her 
Lewis the firſt Duke of Amdes whom ſhe had made her heir, did poſlefle theſe 
now when the houſes of 4»-:des and Arragon tell at variance for the kingdome 
of Naple:,the Savoyan upon this took occaſion to ſeiſe on Nicea and Villafranca, 
having no title torhem, and would never ſince that time be induced to part 
with them ; but the French kings have right to them by the laſt will of Charles 50 
Duke of A4zrdes, Earl of Province, and king of Naples, the laſt of that family :; 
This Charles bequeaths his whole eſtate to Lewis 11. of Fraxce, and to his ſon 
Charles, whom with all the ſucceeding kings of France he makes his heirs 5 
therctorc rhe Savoyan muſt part with theſe places to the French, before he can 
have policthon of the Towns which the king holds from him: fo likewiſe the 
Principality of P:c4zert did of old belong to Province, and was poſletied by 
the 
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tothem, becauſe John Galeacins Viſcount of 1/i//an gave it in Dowry with hig WW 
daughter Valentine, when ſhe married with Lewis D. of Orleans,great grand-fa- 
ther to K. Charls; this County Charls 5. Emperor injurioufly ſeiſed upon,and 
the Savoyen againſt all right hath hitherto enjoyed it; they ſhew alſo that 
there have been many debates between the French and $av0yen,about the Mar- 
uiſarof Saluſſes,that the Counties of Genevaand Foucigninm depend upon the 
Iphinat, and are held in fee of the French, therefore the $avoyen ought to do 
homage to K. Charls for them, as his anceſtors had done heretofore. Laſtly,the 
10 French Ambaſſadors ſhew, that whereas Philip of Savoy having married withr 
Margaret of Burbon, and that Ludovice mother to K. Francis was the daughter 
of this Margaret, and that it was agreed upon articles of marriage, that the 
children of Philip and Margaret ſhould have ſhares in their eſtate; that there- 

fore the French king had reaſon to lay claim to ſome parts of Savoy. 

Theſe and other reaſons were alledged why the French king might retain 
theſe controverted towns: yet for quietneſle ſake, becauſe France then had 
many enmies, both inteſtine and forraign, King Fr.ncis the ſecond brother to 
King Charls ſends to Burdiloun Governour of Piemont to deliver theſe towns to 
the Savoyen, conditionally that he will part withSaviVianum,and Pignerol with 

20 the adjacent Abbey Burdillonins ; upon this he cals together the chief Captains 
and Governours of thoſe places,acquainting them with the kings pleaſure, it 
was at laſt agreed, not to obey preſently the kings command, bur to ſtay for 
further order, ſeeing he was as yet under age, not fit to meddle with the af- 
faires of the kingdom , and that this was a matter of great concernment , chief- 
ly ſeeing it was agreed upon in the laſt meeting at Lions between the Kings 
and Dukes Ambaſſadors, that Nice with the tower and ſubjacent places 
ſhould be reſtored to the King, and that Foſſarnm with the adjacent places, as 
likewiſe the County of A»ſter, and whatſoever by right of inheritance belong- 
ed to Francis the f r{t's mother, likewiſe the Marquiſat of Sales, and all 


30 places appertaining thereto, which the Savoyen heretofore took _ inju- 


riouſly from the Earls of Province, whilelt they were imployed in the holy 
war; a!l theſe they held fit ſhould be reſtored to the King. As tor Turin, when 
the inhabitants ſaw themſelves forſaken by D. Charls,they of their own accord 
ſubmited to the French king Francis, petitioning earneſtly they might here- 
after be under the protection of France , which was aflented to by king Fran- 
cis : Upon theſe conſiderations , 'Burdillonns thought it fit to acquaint king 
Charls his mother, the king of Navar then Lieutenant over all France, the 
Princes of the Blood, the Conſtables, the Marſhals, and Chancellor, and the 
kings Counſellours with theſe paſſages, And humbly beſeecheth them that 
40 the kings Patent might be mended, and all their names added to it, that the 
blame may not lie on him, if hereafter any thing ſhould fall out amifle z with- 
all he deſires, that what ſhall be concluded by them concerning this buſinefſle, 
may be confirmed alſo by all the Parliaments of France, chiefly that of Paris : 
This was the ſum ofhis Petition , which to moſt of the kings Councel ſeemed 
unreaſonable, ſeeing the reſtitution of thofe controverted Places to the Savoy- 
en was agreed upon at the laſt meeting of the Spaniſh and French Ambaſla- 
dours at Lions : therefore the French king had ſent an expreſſe Mandate for 
their ceſtitution; and to this purpoſe, Margaret king Charls his Aunt was mar- 
ried to Fmrannel Philbert Duke of Savoy, by which marriage they have chil- 
50 dren to ipherit theſe lands. "Therefore the opinion of the Councel was, that 
reſtitution ſhould be preſently made to the Duke without any further delays; 
for this cauſe a new Order is ſent , which confirmed the former, ſhewing with- 
all that what was concluded by the Councel of State;alwayes attending on the 
king, was not to be ratified or queſtioned by any Parliament of France , ſee- 
ng by the cuſtom of that kingdom,the kings Councel is of greater dignity and 
authority then any French parliament. the 
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Theking to ſatisfic Burdillon, cauſed the king of Navar and the reſt of the 
Senators to put their Hands and Seals to the kings order, though without Pre- 
{ident or cultome 3 he is commanded theretore preſently to reſtore the contro- 
verted pam paioneny that the king be put in polleſtion by theDukeof the 
places, agreed on 1n the laſt conference at Lions,to wit, Savil/an, Petrouſie, Pyne- 
roll, and Ginol/;, but the two former were reſtored by Hemry 3. at Turin, where 
he was magnificently entertained by the D.Exzannel 1n his journy from Poland, 
when he was comming to receive the Crown of France, his brother Charls be- 
ing dead ; this he gave asa gift to his Aunt,the Dukes wite,and her ſon Charls. 
About ſix years after, Emanuel Philbert departed this life at 1urin, whoſe body 1 > 
was buried at Verce/es, in his fathers tomb. 

To him ſucceeded his ſon Charls 4. firnamed Emrannel, he was born the 61. 
year of this Century,and in the 80. year ſucceeded. In the 8 year of his govern- 
ment, he invades and takes the towns of Carmaniola and Saluſiunr, which were 
injurioutly detained by the French from himsfor in the conference at Lions the 
French King promiſed the Spainard,that the Savoyen ſhould have reſtitution of 
all places taken from him by the French in the laſt war between them, which 
laſted 23 years, except ſome towns,among which were theſe two now named; 
theſe the king would retain till Margaret ſhould bring forth children to her 
husband,and then would reſtore them: But he did not, though often ſollicited 26 
after the birth of D. Charls; Wherefore he takes them by force, being there- 
toanimated by Philip 2. of Spain his father in law 5, and finding a fit opportu- 
nity thereto by reaſon of the diſtraction of France, by their civil wars. 


CHAP. XIL 
The Hiſtory of Hungary fron the beginning till the year 1532. 


He Huns a people of Scythia, tranſported themſelves into this part of i 
| | Panonia, Which from them is called Hungary ; it was inhabited by the 

Goths, who by the Huns were driven out thence: Many of the 0ſtrogoths 
Joyned with the Hwns, and ſo made up one Nation : the Veſtrogoths went into 
Myſia and Thracia, by the conſent of Valence the Emperour , conditionally that 
they ſhould defend the borders of the Empire from the Huns ; but the cove- 
touſneſſe and negligence of the Roman Governours gave occaſion both to 
Goths and Huns to invade the Empire, ſo that after divers battels, the Romans 
were forced to let the Huns enjoy all Paronia quietly , where as ſoon as they 
were {ctled, they choſe them(clves a Kin artil. by name, who much mo- 40 
leſted the Romans : in his abſence he left his brother Pda to govern his king- 
dome, whom after his return from the wars of Myſea, Thrace, Macedon, and 11y- 
ricum, he cauſed to be ſtrangled, upon ſuſpicion tbat he affefted the kingdom. 
After this, he invadeth Germany and France, with a numerous Army, ſpoiling 
all before him with fire and ſword, but was met and overthrown by tim, 
in this battel 180000 Hans were (lain, Attila fled by night into his Camp, com- 
manding thoſe that were about him toburn him, ifthe enemy ſhould obtain 
the Camp, becauſt he would not fall into their hands alive : But when he 
ſaw the enemy was retreated, he fals furiouſly upon all the neighbouring coun- 
tries, ſparing neither ſex noragez then he-goeth to Sicambria, now called Bu- 59 
da, where he gave himſelf ih delights; but he could not be long without 
action : therefore aiming at the Empire of the world, he invades 7taly with a 
hugh Army, which ſtruck ſuch a terrour there,that after he had taken Aquileiz 
after three years ſiege, many out of all parts of 7taly fled tothe I{lands of the 4- 
ariatick ſea, where they built them a City, now the Queen of the Sea : many 
other Cities of 7taly ſubmittedto him z he abſtained from Rome upon the in- 
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treaty of Pope Leo. Being returned to Paronia, he died of an Apoplexie, and 
ſudden crruption of blood. After his death, his children ſtriving for his Do- 
minions, loſt all : ſothat the Goths ſeiſed upon Patonia, whole power after 
this grew ſo great, that they had got almoſt the whole Empire of 1taly. 0doa- 
cer the Gothiſh king made Augſtnlxs religne the Empire ſo that he, and eight 
Gothiſh kings that ſucceeded to him, enjoyed the Weſtern Empire with Pano- 
ia, whom the Lombards drove out of Panonia firſt, then out of Italy : Theſe 
being wholly addicted to 7taly, left Panoria to the remainder of the Huns, cons 
ditionally, that if their affairs ſhould not ſucceed in 1taly, they might be recei- 
10 ved again into Paxoriaz they under their King Albonivs eretted a kingdome 
in Italy. The Hwns make eruptions upon diyers parts of Germany, with greaz 
lofle to both Countries, | 

In this mean time, two hundred and ſixteen thouſand $cythians breake in 
upon Paronia through Muſcovia and Sarmatia, In Dacia, Alms deſcended of 
Attila, did reign : to him being {Jain ſucceeded Arpadius , who ſends tb Srates 
then Prince of Sarmatia, a horſe richly trapped, and a requeſt, that he would 
ſpare ſome of his waſte lands to his people, who wanted ground; $mates at firſt 
allented, but hearing of the rapacity and multitude of that people, refuſcd ; 
whereupon he raiſcth an Army : but the c—_ challenging that land as 
20 due to them, and bought by the horſe that was ſent, march our againſt States, 
whom they defeated and drove into the Darow,, where he was drowned. Ar- 

adins (erſeth on the Country, and divides it among his Captains : theſe bein 

{ctled, and the Stythian yoke caſt off, they call Cm Hungarians , an 
had divers wars with the Polonians, Bohemians,and Moravians, Charls the great 
being moleſted by the Hwgarians invades their Country, and by his fon Pipin 
drives them out of all the higher Hungary. .Gaba their King, at Bude, inthe 
midſt of his jollity and pleaſures 1s taken and impriſoned, where he killed him- 
ſelf.

When Charls was dead Lindentss a potent aud factious 
man, endeavoured to ſhake off the yoke, and to reſtore Hungary to its ancient 
liberty 5 therefore Lewis the Pious, to whom Hwzgary and the adjacent Coun- 
tries were bequeathed by his fathers Will, raiſeth an Army againſt him ; Lin- 
dentus marcheth with his forces, having waſted Carinthia, Daliati, and Bava- 
ria: but he was defeated and driven to the mountains by Lewis ; to whom at 
laſt he ſubmitted, and was pardoned. After this, the Hungarians were quict 
for ſome years; but they break out again, invade 7taly, and made Berengarins 
who came againſt them, to buy his peace. After them the Sarazers fall upon 
Italy, whom Albert Duke of Etruria defeated 3 but being (lighted for his good 
4 ſervice, he cals the H#ngarians again into Ttaly,which they miſerably afflicted; 
and made Berengarins tributary the ſecond time; thence they fell upon Ger- 
many , and having defeated the German forces, they plunder Bavaria and 
Franconia; the havock and waſte they made in Germany, broke the heart of 
Lewis the Emperour : Comradus his Rorehe became CRY to Hungaryz 
Henry his ſucceſſour denyed to pay this tribute, wherefore they lay waſte 
many parts of Germany, but at laſt they are overthrown, and their Cap- 
tain taken, whoſe life they would have redeemed, but could not. Then a 
peace of nine years is agreed on ;, but before theſe were expired, they demand 
their tnbute of the Emperour , who inſtead thereof ſent them 4 lime and 
50 mangie Dog : they to be revenged, ſend three hundred thouſand men, whoſe 

pos in Germany was unſpeakable; at length Herry defeats the, mone hund- 
red & fifty thouſand are ſlain, & fifty thouſand of them taken priſoners : thus 
Germany reſted a while; then they return into Zaly, and are quieted by a (ilver 
ſop from Berengarins 3, Toxis their K. not forgetful of their ovetthrow in Ger- 


many,& hearing that Henry was dead,reſolves to fall upon Saxony,but 0tho the 
Emperor kept them out thence: ſome years after, whenQtho was diſtracted 
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An.Chriſti. civil wats, Tox# invades Germany in divers places ; but when the Princes were 
LGW» reconciled, 0tho raiſeth a-great army, and overtakes the Hungarians laden with 
ſpoile neer Aſpurg, where a cruel battel is fought, and the Hungarian army 
quite routed, multitudes of them were drowned inthe river, ſome that had 
eſcaped were burned in the houfes where they hid themſelves; king Tox#is 
taken with four other Prmces, who all afterwards Joſt their heads. (+4 
The kings of Hungary, after they received the Chriſtian faith', were theſe : 
Gayſca, who was baptized by Adolbert Biſhop of Pragnes Steven his' fon Wiis 
baptized by the fame Btſhop ;. and afterward canonired; the Empetor Heni'y 
married his ſiſter to this Sfeven,arid fo all Hmngary became Chriſtian. This king 16 
Hved z holy lifez he built afair Church on rhe: bill Serigorr, and endowed it 
heerected alſo the Monaſtery of S. Martin, and another goodlyChurch, the! 
burying place of the Polonian kings, with divers other montimtnts of his pic- 
ty; he'was buried in his temple at Strigon. "To hith' ſucceeded his ſiſters ſon 
Peter, who for his tyranny is depoſed. His ſucceſſor was Abba,who having reign- 
edthree years, was depoſed for his ryranny , and Peter reſtored again; in his 
time Hungarybegan to fall off from Chriſtianity; he reigned hve years and 
ſix moneths. Andrew K.Stevens kinſman ſer up again the Chriſtian faith ; he 
had two ſons, Selomorand David; he cauſed Solomon to be crowned at five 
yearsold, which occaſioned a war berween Andrew and his brother Bel, in 20 
which Andrew is killed , and buried in the monaſtery of S. Amian, which he 
- built himſelf. Bel: his brothet ſucceeded, who had 3 ſons, Geieza, Ladiſlanr, 
and Lazpert#3 : He was the firſt therethat uſed (ilver-coyn, weights and mea- 
ſures, and ſet prices upon wares z he built a Monaſtery in Zewkzare, in which 
he was buried ; hedeftared Henry the Emperors forces, which were ſent to aid 
. his brother; hedied in 'the year 1065. , Solomon K. Andrews ſon ſucceeded, 
bur is driven' out 'of the kingdom by Geicze and Ladiſiaws the ſons of Belz, 
therefore he lived'an Eremitical life in 7ftria, where he died. Geicz4 Bela's 
+ Eldeft ſon ſucceetled; inthis time Hungary was viſited with a great famine. His 
ſacceflor was His brother Laiſiazs, called the Saint, for his innocencie ; he ad- ,, 


ded Dalmatia 8nd' Croatia to Hungary; he had muy wars with the Scythians ; 


* hediedchjldleſſe. Colomarmus Geicza'# fon ſucceeded 3 he was firſt a Biſhop, 
and while he was kirig a cruel tyrant, he put out the eyes both of his brother 
and his brothers ſon , his brother Ames afterward was by him murthered in 
the church; he had two ſons, Ladiſiars and Stever who ſucceeded to his fa- 
ther, being as yet young; he was called the Lightning by his ſubjedts, becauſe 
his aftions were ſudden and raſh; having no children, and weary of govern- 
ment, he betook himſelf to'a Monaſtery, where he died. 

Bela 2. called the blind, becauſe Colmannxs had blinded both him and his 
father Alzz#s, ſucceeded ; he was a good, though a blind King : he had four 40 
ſons : He overthrew and pur to flight Co/marnxs his baſtard , who had raiſed 

* forces againſt him: He died a».1141. and was buried at Alba regalis or Stulu- 
neiſſenburg , the place where the Hungarian kings are uſually crowned and 
buried. His ſon Geicza 2. ſucceeded : he ſupprefled the Saxons, Anſtrians,and 
Favarizns, who had invaded Hungary; he wasa pious Prince, and built divers 
Churches,leaving four ſons behind him he died az.1161.his eldeſt ſon Steven 3 
ſucceeded ; he had wars with the Venetians in Dalmatia, with Emanuel the 
Greek Emperor, and with Ladiſlazs and Steven his kinſmen , by whom at laſt 
he was expelled the kingdom; he died childleſſe, and is buried at Strigon. 
His throne was uſurped by Ladi//azs 2. ſon to blind Bela; he reigned 6 months, 50 
and after him his brother Laziſlazs 5 moneths ; him K. Steven 3. overthrew, 
they died both the ſame year. Bela 3. brother to Steven 3. ſucceeded, who 
cleared Hungary of Highway-men ; his ſucceſſor was Fmrericys the eldeſt of 
his two ſons, who died ſhortly after his father; he left one ſon, Lacdiſlans 2: 
who reigned but 6 moneths. Andrew 24 fon to Bela 3, ſucceeded : he made an 
expedition into the Holy-land, where for his good ſervice againſt the ow 
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of Babylon, he was honored with the ſirname of Jeruſalem : ' his wife Gertruds, An.Chriſts. 
of whom he had four ſons, was wounded mortally by the Palatine or Viceroy WW 


of Hungary, for ſolliciting the Palatines wife'to uncleannefle with her brother. 
Afﬀeer K: Andrews return from Jeruſalem, he married again; he beſtowed on 
the Nobility of Hungary divers priviledges. 'His fon Bel/x 4: ſucceeded ;. in his 


time 500600 Scythians waſte all #xſſza and Podolia;; thence they fall upon 
Hungary, where a battel was fought, and the'King with much ado eſcaped in 
x fervile habit , many prime men of Hrngary were ther f)ainz Great cruclties 
on all ſexes and ages were exerciſed for three years together by theſe Barbari- 
10 ans, who returning to Metis the Lake, mbrace Mahumetaniſme. King Belz 
by the aſſiſtance of the Knights of Khodes was reſtored to his kingdom 5 he was 
buried in the Gray-Friars at $trigox. To him ſucceeded Steven 5. his foniz he 
overcame Othocar ling of Bohemna, and the king of Bulgariaalſo, and made all 
Myſta tributary to hims he left a:ſon behind him Ladiflews, and Mary who 
married with Charles king of S$icity, by whom he had Charles Martel father of 
that Charles who afterward was king of Hungary. Steven was buricd in the lile 
Buda; hisforr Ladiſhaws 4. fucceeded ; in his time the Seythians again' invade 
Hungary, "waſting all with fire and ſword, and two years after returned home 
with great booty. 'This king was murthered by the Cann. ' Andrew 4. fuc- 
20 ceeded ; he was the-ſon of Steven Vertetzs, find grandchild of Andrew 2. father 
of this Stever; he ſubdued Arſtria, and died at Buda, where in'the Church of 
worm the Evangehſt he was buried. He being dead,the Pope dectares the fon 
of Charles Martel king of Hungary but the Hungarians choſe Wenceſlaws or La- 
diſlaus the king of Bohemia's fon for their King , whom afterward his father 
called home into Bohemia. Hwngary at this time was divided into three fati- 
ons; ſome were for Cherls, ſome for Wence//aws, and a third party for 0tho D. 
of Bavaria, who was crowned at Alba regalis, and reigned incl three years; 
but Ladiflaus Veyroda carried him away priſoner to Jazygum or Tranſlvania, 
and ſpoiled him of his kingdom. Charles Robert ſon of Charles Martel and Mary 
30 daughter of K. Stever 5. is crowned : He was a great ſouldier, and amplified 
the kingdom of Hwngary by addition of Bulgaria and divers other places ; he 
pans Te the ſiſter of ,” awr king of Poland, of whom he had Ludovic : He was 
in danper to be murthered by a Gentleman of his Court, on Faſter-day, who 
ran at him with his ſword ; but he was ſaved,and the Courtier executed, 
Caſimir king of Poland made a journey to viſit this king Charles his kinſman, 
and becanſe he was childleſſe, he names L»dovic (ſon to K.Charles who married 
his ſiſter) to the kingdom of Poland, ſo that this Ludovic became king of both 
kingdoms; He had two daughters only, to wit Mary who married with $1giſ- 
mund king, of Bohentia, who by her obtained the kingdom of Hungary, and Hed- 
46 wiga Queen of Poland, This Ludovic was a great warriour, he drove all the 


. Joewes out of Hiangarys he was buried at Alba Regalis, in the Chappel which he 


uilt. To Lxdovic ſucceeded his daughter Mary, who married with Sigiſmmumd 
king of Bohemia, and afterward Emperor ſhe with her mother Elizabeth go- 
verned the kingdom, becauſe Sigiſmmmd was as yet too young, and ſuffered 
herſelf to be totally ruled by ſome Peers of the Empires which being ill re- 
ſented by the Nobility of Hungary, they invite Charles king of Naples to the 
crown of Hungary : Not long after, this Charles was murthered by the two 
Queens, as he was at a conference with thems ſo the 7talians were driven out 
of Hungary, and the Queen recovers her kingdom. John governour of Croatia, 
50 to revenge k.Charles his death, ſeiſeth on the Queen when ſhe was in progreſs 
' with her mother and Peers; he cuts off the head of the Regicide, drags the 

Queen with her mother by their hair upon the ground, then drowns the mo- 
ther,and impriſons the Queen,and withal abuſes all her maids of honour; bur 
afterward out of fear he ſets the Queen at liberty, who having returned home 
1s met by her husband Sigr/mmnd with a great army out of Bohemia, he without 
oppoſition is crowned king of Hwngery, the 20, year of his age; then he makes 
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Av.Chriſti. an expedition into Croatia, where he beſets the governour, takes him,and cuts 
—

off his head. Charles 2. firnamed the Leſſe, King of Naples, fon to Andrew 
brother of King L«dovic,is choſen King ot Hungary,in oppoſition to Sigiſmmnd 
and Mary; but he was murthered at B»dain the Caſtle, at the inſtigation of 
Queen Eliſabeth by one _— Queen Mary dying childleſs, leaves the King- 
dome wholly to S$rgi/zznmnd which he enjoyeth,and marrieth with the Counteſs 
of Cilia, by whom he had one daughter Fliſabeth. Not Jong after this, the 
Turks invade Bulgaria, a Province of Hungary, a part whereof $igi/mmmnd re- 
covered, but not without much blood; in that cruel war there fell. 200c0. 
Chriſtians, and 60000. Turks,the Chriſtians were beaten,and the King eſcaped x9 
by flight : after this overthrow the Hungarians impriſoned king S1giſmmnd, 
who afterwards was reſtored to his liberty and kingdom: this king in a ſecond 
battel is beaten by the Turks, and the next year after is choſen Emperor; twice 
in his time the Boors of Hungary roſe up in Arms againſt him , and twice he 
ſuppreſled them. He reigned with his wite in Hungary 51. years, and died the 
71, year of his age. | 

Albert Arch-duke of Auſtria, by marrying King Sigiſmunds onely daughter, 
obtained both the Crown of Hungaria and Bohenria, and beſides 1s choſen Em- 
peror z he had twodaughters, Eliſabeth wife to Caſimir King of Poland, and 
Anna who married with William Duke of Saxony : The year after Sigiſmunds 20 
death, Amnrath the Turk invaded Hwngarys Albert intending to give him 
battel, pitched his camp b:yond Danubizs, where being taken with a looſneſs,

childe , who intended to marry with Uladiſ/aws the King of Polands brother 
and Duke of Litnanias mean while ſhe is delivered of a boy called Ladiſlans 
heir of Hungary, whereupon ſhe alters her minde concerning her intended 
marriage, and reſolves (now having an heir) not to marry the Duke , which 
bred great quarrels and troubles in Hungary; the childe is crowned the fourth 
month after his birth 5 notwithſtanding UVladiſiaus enters Hungary with an 
Army, and by ſome is ſaluted King, he beliegeth and taketh Strigom; the Queen 32 
with her childe flies into Atria to his ProteQor Frederick the Emperor, and 
carried with her the Crown of Hungary,which 23.years after king Matthias was 
fain toredeem with a ſum of money ; mean while Vladiſians is crowned with 
ſome of the reliques taken from the head of S. Stephen. The Turk took oc- 
calion by theſe jars to ſeiſe upon Raſcia :yfour years after,Uladiſiars is defeated 
in a great battel by Amurath, in which beſides the king, there were flain many 
Princes and Prelates,and 3coco. Chriſtians. At this time king Ladiſſaus Alberts 
ſon was five years old,then at Viewna.John Hunniades or Corvinus is made Vice- 
roy, and by Ladiſlaus tor his valour deputed Vayvod of Tranſilvania, for he 
had beaten Ammraths when the young king, being twelve years old , came to ? 
Hungary, he made the ſame John, for his good ſervice,Farl of Biſtria. After this 
you put again Mahumet to flight,took | —_ him a hundred great field-picces; 

ut he died the next year after,to the great loſſe of Hungary,which by the facti- 
ons of the Nobility was much afflicted. UlricusEarl of Cilia is killed by Ladiſlaus 
and Matthias,the two ſons of Hunniades;whereupon Ladiſians is beheaded,and 
Matthias who was King afterward,is impriſoned at Prague; King Ladiſlans after 
this beat the Sultan, and kills many thouſand Turks : In the nineteenth year 
of his age, at the very nuptial ſolemnities with A/agdalen the daughter of King 
Charles of France, he dicd, 

: Matihias Corvinus ſon to John Hunniades is ranſomed out of priſon by the 59 
Biſhop of Waraden for 600co Scrutati, and withall is eleted King of Hungary. 
Frederick 3. Emperor layeth claim tothe Kingdome, as being next heir to the 
defunct King : Matthias now was 17. years old,and capitulated with Frederick, 
that the houſe of Anſtria ſhould by his laſt will inherit the Crown of Hungary 
it he died childleſs; his firſt marriage was with the King of Boherria's daughter. 
This 2/atthias was fortunate in his wars againſt the Turk, which laſted two 

years 
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after he had redeemed the Crown, it was put apon his head with great ſolem- 


nity 42.1464. whilſt he again is imployed m his wars againſt the Turk,rthe Bo- 
hemians beliege Tyrnavia on the borders of Moravia, but were fain to raiſe the 
lege again. Thenext year after Matthias calls a Diet for aid againſt the Turk 
and Bohemian:then he marcherth to Poſonia,and ſubdues almoſt all/oravia and 
Sileſia.Not long after Caſimir ſon of CaſtmirK.of Poland,is invited into Hungary 
by ſome of the Prieſts;but when he was come to Nitria,there Mathias beſiegeth 
him 3 Caſemir perceiving his danger eſcapes by night and returns to Poland, a- 
gainſt him and the Bohemian Matthias makes war,which at laſt was compoſed 
10 In the year 1476. Beatrix the k. of Sicilies daughter is crowned at Alba regalis, 
the marriage 15 kept at Bxda; in the interim the Turk ſubdues Dalmatir, makes 
inrodes upon Hurgary,and carries away above 3occo. captives, he wiſtes alſo 
with fire and (word Dacia, by which name Malachia, Moldavia,Bulgaria, or the 
lower Myſ#a, Servia or the higher Miſfa, and Tranſplvania were meant of old : 
when the nuptial ſolemnities were expired, Matthias invades Auſtria, becauſe 
he was {lighted by Frederick the Emperor when he was a Suiter to his daughter 
Knnegund; here he takes in ſome Towns and Forts : the Czfarians are over- 
thrown at Haymburg by Matthias, which preſently after he befiegeth ; the Em- 
peror Frederick (ends 30co. horſe to raiſe the ſiege, a battel is fought, in which 
20 the Czſarians had the betterzStephen Bathor one of Matthias his Captains being 
carried away priſoner by two ſouldiers,watching an opportunity, pulls out the 
ſword which was hanging at one of his keepers ſide, with which he runs them 
both through.,and ſo eſcapes to his fellows: Haymburg on the confines oftiungary 
and Auſtria is furrendred to Matthias, and fois the Caſtle for a fum of money : 
after this he takes Prucka ſtrong Town on the river of Leythe; having taken in 
many Towns and Forts about Vienna, he forceth it at laſt by famine to ſurren- 
der; after 7,months ſiege he takes Newſ#ad. At laſt betaking himſelf to his reſt a 
while, and to be merry, upon Palmſunday at table after his mirth, he fell into 
ſuch a paſſion of anger, becauſe the figs which he called for were not ſochoiſe 
30 as he expected, that he fel] ſuddenly into an Apoplexy, tumbling and roaring 

like a beaſt on the ground Gaeckiefiond ſo died:He was buried at Alba regalis; 
he was both a good ſcholler, and a lover of ſchollers, with which he furniſhed 
his kingdome; heereCted a great Library, and took much delight in the com- 
pany of Kegi-Montanss. 

Ladiſlaus 2.who was K.of Bohemia,marrieth with Matthias his widow,and ſo 
becomesK.of Hungary. About theſe times Maximilian 1.recovers Vienna,Neuſtad 
and Pruck, with almoſt alf A»ſtria; then he takes Alba,with ſome other Towns 
and Caſtles, which afterward he reſtored to Ladiſlaus,whole former wife being 
dead, he marrieth a French Lady, of whom he had Lxdovic and Anna; it was 
40 agreed between Maximilian and him, that if the K. ſhould die childleſs, Maxi- 
milian and his poſterity ſhould ſucceſſively enjoy the Crowns of Hungary and 
Bohemia, After this a great ſedition was raiſed in Hangarysfor whillt the Ca1di- 
nal ofStrigon was preaching the Cros for railing of Forces againſt theTurk,the 
Ambaſſador of Ladiſ/axs at that time was making peace with Solyman : many 
had taken Arms againſt the Turk,which they would not lay down again, but 
elected for their King,Captain George Zeck,who had heretofore given ſome de- 
feats torheTurkztheſe like mad men run through Hargary,demoliſhing divers 
Forts and Monaſteries, murthering the Gentry with their wives and children, 
plundring their goods,and deflouring of virginsthey hale the Biſhop of Chong; 
50 with which death they threaten the Archbiſh.of Strigox and others;but ſhorrly 
after,this new K.George,with his Captains,were apprehended byCountJohn the 
Vayvod,who uſed them with deſerved ngor,he cauſeth a burning iron Crown 
to be ſet on his head, then two of his veins to be opened, the blood whereof he 
preſents to his brother L«ke to drink; beſides he cauſed 30.Boors w ho had been 
kept from food three daies, to fall upon their yet living king with their teeth, 
whoſe fleſh they tore and eat;but the king ſeemed to beno waies gy” - - 
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—-brifti.afraid.he only deſired his brother might be excuſed, being by him compelled to 
K—_— =_ war:at Nneah when all his hers nant torn,they bowelled him end having 
cut his body in pieces,they rot ſome parts,and boil the reſt, which they preſent 
to his ſouldiers tocat, who having filled themſelves were tortured to death 

1516. with Luke Zeck. King Ladiſians died at Bada,and was buried in Alba regal; 

To hm ſucceeded his fon Ludovic2, in the Kingdoms of Hungary and Bo- 
hemiaz in his time Solyman the Turk invadeth Hungary with 2 great Army, wa- 
ſting all before him the place that lay firſt open to his fury was the Arch-. 
biſhoprick of Colonza, therefore the King by the Popes aid makes Pau! 
Tomori ( now a Franciſcan, but heretofore a publike and ſtout Champion 
againſt the Turk ) Archbiſhop of thar place, for thoſe times required ſuch a 
man there. King Ludovic married with Mary, Maximilian the Emperors kin(- 
woman, who afterwards was govemeſs in Belginm : King Ludovicks liſter 
Anna was beſtowed on Ferdinand, who afterward was King of Hungary. King 
Ludovic underſtanding that the Turk was again comming upon Hungary with 
another Army, he meets him in perſon with ſtrong forces, being urged thereto 
by the Nobility, whoſe priviledge was, as they ſaid, not togo to war without 
the Kings own prefence; in this unhappy encounter there fell on the Chriſtian 
ſidenineteen thouſand , beſides divers Princes and Prelates, among which 
were the Archbiſhop of Strigon, Paul Tomori the Monk 3 the king having eſca- 24 
ped, fell with his horſe into a bog,where he died miſerably ; two months after 
his body in armour, with his horſe were found 3 he was carried and buried in 
Alba regalis:theTurk purſues his gg with fire & ſword till he came 
to Buda the Metropolis, which was quickly ſurrendred to him,the Queen with 


the chief of the City being fled to Vienna: the Caſtle held our, in which was a 
garriſon of © rman«c,who perceiving that theTurks went about to ſpring mines, 
articuleC they might depart with their baggage z this was aflented to, but 
promiſe 1... . ..ept, for all ofthem were cut in peeces by the Turks cimiters, 
onely the Captain eſcaped, becauſe the fouldiers againſt his will, had delivered 
up the Caſtle ro the enemy; into the woods were fled above 25 thouſand 25 


Chriſtians, beſides women and children , againſt whom the Turks diſcharged 
their great ordnance, and almoſt deſtroyed them all. After-the Turk had 
waſted higher Panonia, he returns unto Conſtantinople. After the death of 
Ludovic, john the Vayvod of Tranſel/vania is by ſome eletted king, againſt the 
will of the Palatine of Hungary, and the chief Prelates, who had called in Fer- 
dinand brother to Charles 5. Emperor, ſo that now there were two kings ele- 
(ted : the Vayvod ſent tothe French king for aid agairiſt king Ferdinand, of 
whoſe injuſtice he complained by his letters to the Emperor Charles and the 
Electors, proteſting that if he ſhould be forced to ſeek for aid elſewhere, that 
he was not to be blamed; wherefore when he ſaw no help, he {wore allegiance 40 
ro Solyman, defiring his proteftion,which he had long fince propoſed, if Ferdi- 
nands power ſhould be too great for him. 

Ferdinand Archduke of Auſtria and king of Bohemia is elected king of 
Hungary , he witha _ Army marcheth to Buda, which he taketh, with the 
greateſt part of the kingdome; after this he is crowned at Alba. Caſemir Mar- 
queſs of Brandebnurg his General, in this expedition dieth at Buda, where he is 
honourably interred. The Vayvod invites Solyman the Turk into Hungary, 
who takes by ſtorm the Town and Caſtle of Bada after eleven attemprs : 
John the Vayvod, whom the Turks call Erdeſbar , meets the Turk with rich 
preſents, and kiſleth his hand , by whom he is confirmed in the kingdome of 50 
Hungary , and receiveth from him Buda the royal ſeat, which he held till his 
death, an.1540. After this Solyman takes in divers Towns upon the Danow : 
the 26. of Septemb. he fate down before Vienna in Auſtria with 200000. Turks, 
for twenty dayes together he playeth upon the City with his ordnance, and 
oftentimes aflaulted it, but in vain; he loſt in that fiege above 8occo. at 
laſt being forced with cold , he raifeth his ſiege, and returns by Buds to 
Byzantium.

with all ſpeed to his own confines, About five years after, Fer 

raiſeth an vcher Army of eight thouſand Horſe ſixteen thouſand foot, 
under the condutt of Catrian , who perfidiouſly betrayed the Arty to 
the Turk. Not long after, this Traytor labours to perſwade Count N- 
cholas of Serinum , with whom he was intimate; to fide with the Turksz 
5 But Nicholas cauſed his headto be cut off, which he ſent to King Ferdt- 

»ayd as a preſent, for which, he was rewarded with all Catrians E- 
ſtate, 

Folm, the Yayvod of Tranſylvania, dyeth it Buda : he left behinde 
him a young ſon, in whoſe Non age, his Mother undertook the Govern- 
ment. Ferd;naxd lieth Siedge to Buds , which the Turks underſtanding, 
they muke-tiaſt thither with a great Army, under one of the Baſha's. Fer- 
dinand'; Fotces beat day and night againſt the'City with their Ordnance, 
but ronoend; for they were forced'to raiſe the*Seige , with great loſs. 
The:Turk eaters Buds, and Peſftha; the Government of both places he

Anno 15 82, During the peace, an Army of fixty thouſand Turks, un- 
der Sanzacus , broke in upon the higher Panonia , waſting with fire and 
{word all that lay in their way : but as they were returning home” with 
their ſpolſes and plunder, the Ceſarian Forces ſet upon them near A- 
gria , killed moſt of them, and recovered the Plunder. The news of 

20 this overthrow did highly move and incenſe the great Turk at ByJantium: 
but when he underſtood how the Turks withour any ground or provoca- 
tion began the quarrel, he was ſatisfied and appealed , and of his own ac- 
cord deſired a continuation of the peace, which was effe&ed between 
Rodolph the ſecond, Emperor, and Amurath the third, for eight years, be- 
ginning the firſt of Fanuary, {nn 1584. Yetthree years after the Turks 1597 | 
robbed fifteen Villages, and carried away many Chriſtians; but George Se-

Some few years after, Maithies,the Emperors brother, with a great Army \,,,, 

our of Germany, fell upon the truce-breaking Turks of Hungaria: Nowvigrad 

30 is furrendred to Mathias.Serin,takes divers caſtles. Tiefenbach, having (laugh» 
terd divers Turks, took Faſprin by aflault. Aathias fell upon Strigon, and 
took the old town , but whilſt he was beleaguering the new town , and 
hearing that Szna» the Turk wascoming , he riſeth-with his Army againſt 
the Germans will. 

This Sina, with one hundred thouſand Turks,and fixty thouſand Tar- 
tars, beſiegeth Faverywm. A terrible battle is fought, in which Sina loſt 
one hundred thouſand men, But Hardeckins, notwithſtanding he was pro- 
miſled by Mathias to be relieved within two days ,delivers up Faurin tothe 
Turk : For which fat, afterward he loſt his head. In this ſtrong town 

© were one hundred fifty great guns, ſix thouſand of the Garriſon were kil- 
led, three thouſand diſmifſed. The Iſland Comora, over againſt the town 
was ſtoutly defended by the Germans. Sinan being dead with griefe for his 
many loſles, Mahumet the Sultan prepares to invade Panentia with a great ar-= 1596 
my. Mean while the Chriſtians take Hatuexs, ufing there all manner of 
cruelty , which upon the coming of the Turk, they plunder and burn.But 
the Sultan revenged himſelte upon the Agrians, when he put all to rhe 
{word. Pappa is delivered up to the Turk by the Chriſtian Garriſon , for 
want of pay : which town, whilſt Swar:zemburg afterward beſieged, he is 
killed with a musket bullet. Rederws parſueth the Traytors, ſome of which 
50 he tortured and put to death. Philip Emanuel of Lorrain imployeth his ar- 
my againſt the Turks, from whom hetook by force Alba Regais, but the 
ſouldiers defaced and ranſacked the town, not ſparing the ancient Regal 
bones and Monuments of Hungary, The Turks ſtriving to regain the 
City, were beat back with great loſs, but the next year the Conqueror 
being dead, they retake the place. 
Aaa? George 
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An.Chrifti George Baſta , growing bold upon the Turks weakneſs, (for the Sultan 
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was yet a childe, and the Perſians had over-run his Dominions as far as B4- 
bylon) raiſeth an inteſtine War between Aungaria, and Dacia. He forceth 
the Proteſtants to hear Maſſe, Plundering thoſe that refuſed : but the 
Turks took courage, and withall, Pefa, being forſaken by the Chriſtians , 
out of fear : afterward they take Str/gonium, after it had been ten years 
under Rodolphus. Bethleem Gabor , having married the Widow of Moyſes , 
the Ciculian, was in hope to become maſter of Tranſylvania, but his hopes 
were blaſted by the — which Tampirius had over him. Sthephen Botſca- 
ts, a kinſeman of Battors, ſtood up for liberty of Conſcience, in defence of ;; 
the Proteſtants : acknowledgeing Ceſars right no otherways, then upon 
this liberty. But the inteſtin Wars cauſed ſuch ſterility and devaſtation, 
that for want of other food, parents did eat their children ; which was 
preſaged by a new ſtar, as Kepler obſerves. Mathias being eſtabliſhed in 
Hungaria, makes peace with the Turk, and enters Behemia vvith a great Ar- 
my, vyhere he is Proclaimed-King, and by the conſent of his brother the 
Emperor, is Crovvned. Forgatzias the Palatin of Hyngaris, marcheth in- 
to Dacia; Where he brings Claudiopelis, and other tewns 1nto the obedience 
of King Mathias : but ſhortly after he is beaten by Battorius, and hardly ef- 
caped with his life through the woods. Battorius in Tranſylvania,attempt- 20 
ing to take Cronſtad by (ſtorm, ſends Andrew Gietzius ro the great Twhk for 
aid , but Azdrew promiſethto the Sultan ſome Caſtles, if he would con- 
fer the Principality on him : order preſently upon this motion,s given to 
Mahumet Baſlai, that he ſhould turn out Battorive, and ſettle Gier7ime In his 
place : Which Battorius perceiving defires afliſtance from the Palatine of 
Hungaria, and Protection from King Mathias; at which the Twrk was offen- 
ded, and expoſtulated with Mathias, yet was notin capacity to make War 
againſt him, becauſe of the Arabian Rebellion, Gabriel Battoy , willing to 
retain Dacia, halted ſo long between the Emperor, and Twrk, that Bethleem 
Gabor rebels againſt him, and at laſt by the T#rks aid, utterly defeats him, 24 
who the year following was murthered by his own ſervants. Gabor alſo to 
keep what he had got, ſwears fealty both to Ceſar, and the Sultan. The 
Turks break the peace, and burn ſome towns in Hungaria. Gabor in Hunga- 
riaand Dacia , ſubjeCted Lippa, and ſome other places to the Turk; and 
would alſo have delivered up Waradinto the Sultan for a reward of his 
protection 3 about which, he and Humanoius fell at variance. Near Agria, 
theTwrks making excurſions ,are defeated by the Heiducci;but in Polonia they 
have better ſucceſs being aſſiſted by the T artars, whom the Coſſacks had pro- 
voked by their dayly plunderings. 

Mathias, King of Hungaria, and Bohemia, who was alſo Emperor, cauſed 40 
his Cofin Jerman, Ferdinand, to be declared King of Hungaria. Bethleem 


Gabor, the Turks Vaſlal, having by letters imparted his reſolutions to the 


Brhemians, and gaping after the Crown of Hungeria, enters that Kingdom 
with a great Army, and takes Caſſovis, Poſon, and other places , ſome by 
ſtorm, ſome by ſurrender : he aſſumes the title of Prince of Hangaria, and 
ſeizeth on the Crown , which was uſually kept at Poſon, and uſeth the Pa- 
pilts with all extremity. Not long after, he calls a Diet of his Faction (the 
Clergie, and chief Peers of the Kingdom, being abſent ; and divers Cities 
whole Legates were there proteſting againſt it) by which he is proclaim- 
ed King of Hungaria: then he makesan incurſion upon Auſtris, and ſends 50 
aid to the Palſegrave, Dampier, attempting to take Poſon, is killed. The 
Emperor ſends out his Declarations againſt Gabe, for invading the King- 
dome of Bohemia, for delivering to the Tak ſome Forts of that Kingdom , 
and for aſſuming the title of King. Notwithſtanding Gabor had poſition 
of the Crown, which he removed from Poſon, to a more ſecure place , ar 
retulet 
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refuſeth to be Crowned. And the rather becauſe Bucquoi was entered Han. An. Chriſlt 
garia with an Imperiall Army, with which many of the Princes and Cities WW 
zjoyned. and fell off from Gabor. Feſides that, Bucquei had taken Poſon, with 1621 
divers other towns. So that now Gabor was in danger of lofing Hangaris 
totally : but the untimely death of Bacquej put himin freſh hopes again , 
therefore he recovers ſome loſt places, befiegeth Poſow, but is repulſed 
with great loſs : atlaſt, he is reconciled to Ceſar, and is enjoyned to reſtore 
the Regall Crown, and to govern thole places now in his poſſeſlion,in Ce- 
ſars name, The next year after this, the Crown is reſtored to Ceſar, and 
10 Gaboy ſends an extraordinary Ambaſlador tothe Port, to acquaint the 
Twrk with the reaſons why he made peace with Ceſar, ſhewing he wazne- 
ceſlirated thereto by the deſc lation, famine, and ſickneſs of Hungaria , his 
ſouldicrs not being longer able to fubſiſt there: beſides, he feared a reyolt 
of his own people 1n Dacze, by the inſtigation of Ceſar, and the Polander. 
Laſtly , ſecing the S»/zan had concluded a ſudden Peace with the Poles, he 
was afraid the burthen of the War would be left upon him alone, bur 
withall he faith, that his Mafter meant not to keep the peace long , there- 
fore defires full power from the Su/:a9 that he, with the Baſhai of Buda, 
might when they ſaw cauſe invade the Empire or Poland. This mgption 
20 was ſleighted by the Su/tan, who nuw was unfit for a War abrode, and per- 
ceived that Gabor aimed holy at his own ends, Yet the next year an Army 
was granted by the Terk to Gabor, for ſubduing of Hungaria, to the wonder 
of thoſe who knew the Turks weakneſs at this time. Gabor being then at 
Caſſovia, receives the Turkiſh Forces, which he joyns with his own, but he 
wanted Artillery and other neceffaries : his chiet hope was 1n a generall 
revolt of Hezgaria, and afiiſtance from the United Princes of Germazy : 
but the States of Dacis, allembling at 4/ba Fulia ſhewed how unwilling 
they wear to break with the Emperor ; therefore they ſend to him, who 
at Yienna receiveth the Commiſſioners kindly, and ſends the Biſhop of Nz- 
20 tria to Dacia, where a new peace is concluded between Ceſar, and Trenſyi- 
vania. 
Bur not long after, Gabor with an Army of 6cooo, over-runns Hungaris, 
. atlaſt he makesa truce of ten monthes with the Imperialiſts. The next 
year, Ceſar raileth an Army of 50000. toinvade Hungaria, which made the 
Turk jealous, but Ceſars Ambaſlador aſſured him,that the Emperor intend- 
ed no hurt to the Porr, but onely to recover what Gabor had taken from 
him. Yet ſome ſupplies were ſent to Gabor by the Turk : mean while, the 
Prince fearing Caeſars greatneſs, makes an abſolute peace with him , dif- 
claimingall title to Hungaria, and conſenting that Ceſars Sonne ſhould be 
40 preſently choſen King thereof; that the Prince of Tranſylvanis, ſhould 
ſerve him in all his occaſions; that Gabor ſhould remain quietly, Prince of 
Dacia, Earl of the Cicali, and Lord of Caſſovia, which after his life ſhould 
return to the Crown of Hungaria., This Article much troubled the Sultan, 
Who deſired not that Dacia ſhould depend on the Empire. After this Ga- 
bor ſends to the Port for a confirmation of his Lady in the ſucceſſion to the 
Principality of Dacia, which the Turk put off, becauſe of his troubles with 
the Perſian. Yet fearing leaſt the Prince ſhould take a confirmation of the 
Emperor, the grant is diſpatched, 
The Prince joyns his Forces with the Baſhai of Buda. Walſtein endeayor- 
50 ed to keep them from joyning vvith Count Mansfiels,but could not : ſfoaf- 
ter divers skirmiſhes, the Imperialiſts are beaten, But ſhortly after , Ga- 
boy ſends to Ceſar, to excule his taking up Armes, becauſe ſome Articles 
were not obſerved. | 
Then he ſends to the Port, to excuſe his making of peace vvith Ceſar , 


becauſe the Baſhai of Buds was called avvay from him by the _ So 
ans

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An. Chrijtd Janus like, he looks both ways. Yet underhand he aids the confederate | 
—Y> Princes, and ſtirs up the Turk againſt Ceſar, fearing too much his great- 


fe. 
wo wo this cauſe , the Baſha of Buds is continued in his place, and order 


1627 given, that when occaſion ſerved he ſhould aid Gabor. Ceſar ſends a private 


Agent to the Port, complaining againſt G4bor, and that he was the chiefe 
diſturber of the peace : theſe Letters were intercepted by the Yiſer, and 
not ſuffered to come to the S#/ray, but ſent to the Baſhai of Buds, to ma- 
nage things as he thought good. The Twrt at laſt, upon Ceſars ſecond 
complaint, checks Gabor for his double dealing. Art laſt, after all his jug- 10 
gling tricks, death, which cannot be deluded ſeizeth on him.

The aff cires of Germany, Hungaria, Poland, Turky, Bohemia, Auſtria, 
Millan, Naples, Cyprus, and Boruſfliia , under Albert and Frederick, 
Emperors , from the year one thouſand four hundred thirty eight, till the year 
one thouſand four hunared eighty. 


PSUR Lbert, fon in Law to Sigiſmund,in the ſpace of a few months, 

> being but Duke of Auſtria, became Duke of Zacembarge, 

Marqueſs of Moravia, King of Hungarias, and Bohemia , and 

withall, Emperor of the Remans. He ſcarce fate two full 

A years in this dignity : for the ſecond year of his Empire, 

he was taken with a dyſenteric, by a ſurfer of Musk-millions, and dyed in 
Hwngaria, near Strigen. 

He was fain to fight for the Kingdom of Bohemia, For ſome of the Nos 
bility had called in the Polander, againſt whom, the Emperor imployed 4l- 
bers, Marquiſs of Brendenbwege, who defeated the Polander, and made him 30 
ſue for peace, and leave Bohemia : to which Kingdom, CMlbert had a two« 
fold Title ; one by his Wife Eli7abeth, of the Royall blood; the other, 
by vertue of a Covenant between the Auſtrians, and Bohemians ; That when 
in either Houſe the iſſue Male did fail, the other ſhould enjoy the Crown, 
The Hungarians were not content that their King ſhould meddle with the 
Empire, becauſe that whileſt Sig/ſownd was butie about the Imperial af- 
fairs, Hungaria was expoled to the fury of the Twks. The reaſon why 
Ptarſco, Chiet of rhe Huſs:es, called into. Bohemia,Caſimir, Brother to Lad!- 
flaus of Poland, was, for that Albert was much addicted to the Roman faith, 
and a bitter enemy to =_ : therefore he fortified all che Cities of the 45 
Hyſsits, and joyned the T haborits with the Polanders, but they were ( as we 
have faid) defeated, anddivers Huſsits carried away priſoners by Frede- 
rick, Ele&or of Saxeny. 

Ceſar having letr a Vice-roy in Bohtwia, falls upon Poland with Fire and 
Swurd: but his ſickneſs cauſed a peace. He left two daughters behinde 
him; Anza, who married Willem, Duke of Saxonie; and EliJabeth, wife of 
Caſimir, King of Poland: he had alſo a Poſt-humus ſon , Ladiſlaus, whom 
his Mother Crowned the 4. month of his age, which Crovvn ſhe had ſe- 
cretly conveyed, and hid for that purpoſe. 

But the Coronation ofthis young King, could not keep Hengaria from 50 
troubles ; For Amerath, vyho __ had deprived George Deſpot of Servia, 
(vvhoſe _— he married) both of his Principality, and tvvo ſonnes , 
vvhom he left at Saxderovis, vvhich toyyn the Turk crook, and the tyvo ſons 
he cauſed to be both emaſculated, and exoculated, pretending they vvere 
abour to raiſe nevy Forces for their Father : I ſay , this Amurath invades 

Houngaria, 
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Hungaria, with Fire and ſword :* the Hungarians to encreaſe their ſtrength, Ax. Chriftt 
propoſe a Treaty between their Queen and Zaziſlaus of Poland. The Q. VS 
willing ro.preferve the Crown entire for her ſon,refuſeth to marry, which 
occaſioned a great War; For divers of the Hungarian Peers ſided with 
Ladiſlaus, others with the Poſt-hamws King. | 
The Polander by the help of the Hungarian Peers, take, many places in

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An. Chriſti ſight of the Italian Fleet, which perfiduouſly ſufterd them to paſs, The 
FW ſhips that tranſported them, were theſe of Genus, The Terk with an 
incredible celerity , march towards —_— and be.ore Ladiſlavs knew 
of any thing, lying yet at Yarv«; They pitch their Camp cloſe by him:the 
Chriſtian Army was ſo ordered by Huniades, that one fide of it was defen. 
ded by a Lake, the other, by Waggons and Chariots, chained together 
like a Wall : the hilts behind them guarded the Rear : the fight continued 
three days and nights together with ſuch violence, that the fields run with 
bloud. The Victory was incliningto the Chriſtians, for the Turks __ 
to give ground, and to fly away diſorderedly : the Prelates too rafhly 10 
drew the reſt of the Army to purſue farther then was ſafe; for the Turk 
perceiving that now the Chriſtians la _ , Who before were in a man- 
ner encloſed with Fences, he cauſerh all his Archers tolet flie at them, by 
which theans they were preſently diſordered, and incloſed by the Turks 
Legions. 

The young King having got into the Turks Life-guard, had his Horſe 
ſhot under him, and he himſelf was ſlain, with many wounds. The Pre. 
latesin their flight fell into Bogges, and were drowned. Hwuniades , with 
much difficulty eſcaped, and that part of the Army that fled, dyed miſera- 
bly : ſome with cold and hunger in the Woods : ſome with toyl and 2 
watching , and man i— in Lakes and Pools, Fuliay, the Author 
of breaking the Oath, was found dead in the way,of many wounds : ſome 
think he was murthered of his own party. Hulades,the ſcourge of Turky, 
the defendor of Hungaris, and Bulwark of C hriſtendom, was preſerved 
God for more work : He after this defeated 2«hwmest, Amwrachs ſucceſlor 
at the ſiedge of Belgrade, where forty thouſand Tarks were lain 3 but ha- 
ving overwearied himſelf, vyith tyvodays fight, he fell ſick, who commen- 
in {the care of his Countrey to Chriſt, and exhorting his ſons to virtue,de- 
parted this life. 

| Ladiſlans, Albertas his Peſt-hume , vwvas educated by Frederick the Empe- 
ror , who would not ſuffer the Hungarians to enjoy him, though they had 
often Petitioned, till he was of years and underſtanding, fit for Govern- 
ment ; in which ke was altogether ruled by #lricss his kinſman, Earl of 
Cilia, which encreaſed the peoples ill opinion of the King, and their old 
hatred againſt /yjc#s, who a wakes envied Huniades for his valor and hap- .. 
pigeſs, and uſed all opportunities he could, to diſgrace and murther him : 
and being neither ſatisfied with his virtues, nor content with his death,he 
perſecutes his Children, Ladiflavs and Matthias, whom by falſe calumnies he 
thought to oppreſs. : 


Therefore one day Ladiſiavs coming to expoſtulate with the Earl, from 46 
words, they fell to blows : iricss, t agen the quarrel, and drew firſt, 
was kifled by Zadiſlavs, who cleared himſelt tothe King, and upon that re- 
ceived the publique faith, and a pardon, with a purple rment : yet af- 


terward upon new calumniations, the Kirig cauſeth the Brothers to 
be apprehended : He put Ladiſlass to death, cauſing his head to be cut off 
in that purple Garment he gavehim. Heyyas three titnes ſtruck by the 
Executioner, apd three times he lifts himſelf up, though his hands wete 
bound,calling upon God,and pleading his innocency,but the foutth ſtroke 
cut off his head. 

The King perceiving how he was hated of the people for this mutthet, 56 
and finding no ſecurity for his abode in Hungaria, gocth to Bohemia , whi- 
ther he carried with him Marthizs, the other ſon of Haniades, fearing leaſt 
the people might have in the Kings abſence tumultuouſly ſet him freezbe- 
ſides he could put him to death more ſafely in Bohemia; then in, Hangerie, 


where he was ſo well known, But before the King had ' pronounced 
ſentence 
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ſentence ot death againſt Matthias, as he was celebtating his Nuprials with Ap. Chriſts 
Marz art, King Chyrles the ſeveuths daughter of Thrace, at Prazuc, he was Wo 
poyloned, of which he died within few hours. - Bojebraciws, one of the 
greatelt men 1n that Kingdome, ſeized on the Crown : who: reſtored-up- 
on the deſire of the Hungarians, Matthias to his Liberty, and beſtowed his 
daughter on him, with many-rich gifts, by which he was fitted to receive 
the Crown of Hwungaria, which was ſer on his head by the general con- 
_ of the people , who had not forgot what his Father had done for 
them. | 
10 Bur though Matthias was thus Honourably dealt. wiih, by the Bohemian, 
yet he ſufterd himſelf to be perſwaded by the Pope, to take up Arms a- 
gain(t him, to the great prejudice of Chriſtianity: 

To Albert in tne Empire ſucceeded Frederick the third, of Auſtria, 
whole inaugurationwas accompanied with ſome Anſtrian troubles : for he 
had after the death of Albert, undertaken the trition of Ladiſlans King of * 
Hungaria, and Bohemia, and Arch-Duke of Auſtria. But Ulr.cus, Earl of 
Cilia, great Uncleto the Childe, challengeth the righre of Tuition : with 
him A/bert (ides : He was Fredericks Brother who demanded a ſhare of his 
Fathers inheritance; bur the two bsothers were reconciled by the Ger- 

20 man Princes, and /lricws is commanded to lay down his Arms, After this 
Frederick endeavors to compole the ſchiſm raiſed by Pope Ewgentur, in call- 
ing a Synod ar Florence, againſt that of Baſi/; but when the Dolphin brought 
his Armeniac Forces, (lo called from the Earl of Armyz1ia in Gaſcoin , who 
was their Leader) againſt Baſi/, he did not ſtir, becauſe he hated the Swit- 

3, Whom he ſuffers to be all cut off, being 1660. in number, by the 

French. Nor did ftirin that War which was between Albert the Marquils, 

+ and the Noribergers. In 8. battels, Albert had the better , in the 9. he was 
beaten, and then he made peace with the confederat Cities. 

Frederick having perſwaded Felix, to reſigne the Pontificat to Nicholas, 

10 and him to confirm the decrees of Baſil, he repairs to Rome for his Co- 
ronation, with A{bert his brother, and Ladiſlaus the young King. In his 
Journey he beſtowed many Dignities, and titles'of Honour upon the Itali- 
ans, by which he procured much love among them. He entertained his 
Spouſe, Lonora, King Edwards daughter of Portuga), at Cexe; thither ſhe 
came by ſea, and from thence he conveys her to Rome, where he was 
Crowned firſt King of the Lombards.(For Millan was fallen to Francis Sfortia 
upon thedeath of Philip Maria Viſecount, which ſucceſſion Frederick would 
notatlow.) Two days after, with his new Bride, He was Crowned Em- 
peror of-the Romans. Upon his return homeward, the Yenetians, and Fey- 

40 rariens did Royally entertain him : for which he made the Marquiſs of 
Ferraris, Duke; and with the Yenetians he made a league. Mean while, 
there were no {mall troubles at home by the plottings of Ci/ian, and the 
Auſtrians, who demande the young King Ladiſlaws to govern them : ſo that 

 hewas foreced , being ſuddainly beſet with an Army, to diſmiſſe Z4- 
dilate; in) 262 1031.8 (13? 

Frederick alſo had mich trouble with Albert his brother, and Sigiſmutd 
Exerch of Auſtria, about the Principality of rhat Countrey: for thele were 
Cofin a or-fons of two brothers, and claimed an equal right: but 
aftera long War, the Emperor atlaſt obtained all Au#ris, After” this he 

50 had troubles with Matthhias Haniades, about the Kingdom of Hungaria: this 
was like to break out into open-War, had not the differences been com- 
poſed bythe German Princes. For though ſome of the, Hungarian Peers 
deſired;Frederick ro be their King, Ladiſlaus being dead, yet the major part 
were for theit Countreyman Hwniades:, who yet could! not obtain the 


Crown, which was delivered to Frederick with the tuition of the child, by

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An. Chriſti Elizabah the Mother, till he had redeemed it for 80000 Crowns. Mean 
WY while, Pizs the ſecond, the Pope, who had been Secretary to Frederick the 
Emperor, had depoſed Iſebergius, Biſhop of Mints, for reliſtivg the Levies 
of Money in Germany,enjoyned by the Pope for the Turkiſh War: and be- 
cauſe he refuſed to take the Oath impoſed on him, which was, That he, 
nor his ſucceſſors ſhould not without the Popes leave aſſemble the Princes 
for eleftion of a new Emperor, or for any thing that concerned the ſtate 
of the Empire : this occaſioned matter for a new War. Frederick Count 
Palatin of the Rhene, and Ludovic of Bavarid, both hated by the Emperor , 
fide with the Biſhop againſt the Pope : bur Albers, Marquiſs of Brandeburg 9 
with divers other Princes,take part with Adolphus,the new elected Biſhop: 
who in a battel were defeated by the old Biſhops faction, which was lefle 
numerous then the other. : 

This War was ſcarſe ended, when a more dangerous arifieth berween 

- the Emperor, and Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungaria,about the Kingdom 
of Bohemia, which the Pope had beſtowed on Matthias again it Bojebracins, 
the Huſſies Patron. t 

But the Emperor would not aſſent to this grant ; whereupon 4at- 
thias is highly diſpleaſed, and the rather becauſe the Bohemians and Empe- 
ror , had choſen Ladiſlans, ſon to C aftmer, King of Poland , by Elizabeth , 20 
daughter to Albers of Auſtria, In this War Matthias had got almoſt all 
Auſtria from Frederick. But Albert, Duke of Saxony, recovered it all again 
tothe Empire , except Vienna, which Albert was loth ro meddle with , 
becauſe of the ſtrength and power of that City. 

In theſe troubles of Germany , Frederick, makes a journey to Rome,that 
he might perform his vow : but Pope Pizs was dead , and had for his ſuc- 
ceſior, Paul the ſecond, a man of an evil report. ' After this, Frederick had 
troubles with Charles Duke of Buy , that high ſpirited and turbulent 
Prince, who was much incenſed becauſe the Emperor would not confer 
on him, the Title, Crown, and dignity ofa King : nor would he conſent zo 
chat Charles ſhould be Lieutenant, or Vicar of the Empire. Upon this, 
Charles raiſeth an Army , with wich he beſiegeth Noveſinm, or Newſſ , a 
confederate City four miles below Coley. Frederick on the other fide Le- 
vieth 80000 men, among which were moſt of the Imperial Princes. The 
Duke of Saxony was Standerd bearer. But whilſt both armies were pre- 
paring to fight , Frederick and Charls having had privat conference by the 
mediation of the Belgic Princes, peace is proclaimed in both Armys; and 
it isagreed, That Charles his onely daughter , ſhould marry with Maxi- 
milian, the Emperors ſon , who was to enjoy all the Provinces belonging 
to Charles, if he ſhould dye without iſſue male. But out of this peace were zo 
excluded, Lewis, King of France, Sigiſmund Exarch of Auſtria, the Emperors 
Colin Jerman, Renets, Duke of Lorrain, and the Switzers, who had broke 
-- upon Burgundy by the inſtigation of King Zews, and had taken two 

OWNS. 

Charles then removing his Camp from Naiſſ, fell upon the Lorrainer , 
whom he drove out of moſt part of his countrey. Then he falls upon the 
Switzers, Lorrains Confederates, and takes from them the town and Caſtle 
of Grenſon; but at laſt his Army is totally routed by them, ſo that he hard- 
ly eſcaped himſelf. 

he next year he was overthrown again by the $witFers : and the yew 50 
after that, being the 3. Warre he had with the Helvetlans, he both loſt his 
Army and life by them. The P_—_ of Campebaſins, the Neapolitan 
who forſook him, was the cauſe of his overthrow, thus revenging himſe! 
for the cuff the Duke gave him on the ear heretofore. Theſe'troubles 
were accompanied by two Commets, the one apeared wor 

cfore 
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before the death ot Charles, and the other, in the ſame year hee An. Chriſti 
dyed. | SW 

The death of Charles bred a new War between Maximilian , and the 
French, Heclaimed the marriage of Mary, Charl-s his Daughter , accord- 
ingeo the Articles of pacification : and withall, the Proviuces belonging 
to her. 

The French on the contrary, aſſiſted by ſome Beleic Princes , whoſe 
Chief was Philip Raveſten, waſted Burgunay and Flanders , and changed the 
Dukes Provinces : but at Jaſt Maximilian prevailed, though often times 

10 in danger by his ſeditious Subjefts, chiefly at Brugs, where they had be= 
ſet him, In8. years ſpace he recovered all his Father in law's Countries; 
chicfly by the help of Albert, Duke of Saxony. Raveſten is driven into 
France , where he was made Admiral of a Fleet, which he loſt in a Sea- 
fight with the Turks near the Iſle of Zes6os. 

Frederick, after the death of Mathias, returns to Auſtria, where he ſup- 
preſſed the High-way-men. He was much troubled with a running Cane 
ker in the Foot, called by Phyfitians, Phagedens, and having overthrown 
his ſtomack with Musk- Millions, he fell into a looſeneſs that killed him 
the 78. year of his life, and of his Empire, the 54. He left onely two x7 493 

20 Children behinde him, Maximilian, who ſucceeded , and Cunigunds, that 
married with Albert of Bavaria. 

In Bobcmia, Boiebracius, againſt whom the Pope had incenſed Mathias of 
Hengaris, being dead, Ladiſlaws is made King, who makes War with the 
Hungarian for Morevis, and Silefia, which in Bared of the Bohemian Reli- 
gion , ſubmitred themſelves to the Hungarian. But the controverſie was 
taken up by the Princes, without effuſion of bloud : and it was agreed 
that a part of S:leſia, lying next to Bohemia, with both Laſatia's , ſhould be- 
long to Ladiſiaus , but Marthias ſhould poſlefle the reſt of Silefra, with Mo- 
rav1ia, condicionally, That if he died without an Heir Male, it ſhould re- 

20 turn to Ladiſlaus; 1t he had an Heir, That then it ſhould be free both to 
him, and to Lad7s/ass, either to leave, or buy theſe Provinces for 200000 
Crowns. 

In 1taly, the differences about the Principalities of Millan , made way 
for Francs Sfertia, a Mercenary Souldier, to invade it. For Philip being 
dead, in whom the ancient Raceof Viſcounts, from Matthew the great, 
failed ; ſothat none of that race was remaining, except Valentina, Philips 
filter, wh«m Fohn Galeatius the Father, had married to Lews of Orleans, 
ſon to Charles the fift of France; with whom he gave the Citie C4#4 for her 
portion, with this condition , That if her Brothers ſhould die childeleſs, 

40 her children ſhould be lawfull Heirs to the Principality of Inſubria. This 

ant was not Confirmed by the Emperor, but by the Pope. Duke Philip 

bad another Daughter , B/ance, named by his Concubin , whom he be- 

ſtows upon F-ancs Sfertia, and withall,Cremona for her portion : many laid 
claim to this Dukedom, | 

Frederick che Emperor by the Law of Feuds, which gives Title of Lands 
to the Lords, when there is no Heir, Ch ules of orleans, by the righ t of 
his mother Yalentina, to whoſe Heirs that Dutchie belonged by the will of 
Galeati45, Confirmed by the Pope; Alphonſus of Arragon, who leiled on Na- 
ples, laverh claim by the laſt will of Duke Philip, vvhonamed him Heir 

$0 for afliſting him againſt the Venetians,vvhen they threatened Millan. Fran- 
cs Sfortia in the right ot his Wife, the Baſtard of Pb;lip, and by his laſt Will 

challenges the D«4chie. Mean while,the Mi[anois aimed at liberty. Frederick, 
being troubled vvith Domeſtick broiles, ſleights his Title. Charles of 0r- 
leans (ends an Army into Italy , under the command of Reinaldus , but he 
vvas taken, and his Army overthrovvn by the Mi/llansis and ſo he __ that

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An.Chriſft; Principality. Alphonſus , finding it too far from him , and beſet with ſo 
WS many Competitors, lers fall his claim. Mean while , the Yenetians finding 


divers Cities of that Dutchie,unwilling to be under Mi//ap, begin to fiſh in 
theſe troubled Waters. 

Placentia and Lasden, freely ſubmit to Venice. Papia and Derthona, receive 
F. Sfortia. Navary, lying nextto Verceſſe, come under the Savoyen : but 
Sfortia being hired by the Millanois , took Placentia and Lawden from the Ve- 
netians, whom he overthrows in a great Battel: then they make peace 
with him, and affiſt him againſt the Mi{/anojs, and afterward they help the 
MZ[{anois againſt him, aiming at that Principality themſelves : but Sfortia 15 
deceived their hopes, tor by his Arms and Fame, he made all the Cities of 
that Principality tubimit to him, Then he called in BajaJert the Turk , a- 
gainſt the -Venetians : but at laſt, the French King apprehended him at No- 
varia, as he was raiſing of Forces out of Germany, Switſerland, and the Gri- 
ſons Countrey. Hecartied him into France, where he impriſoned him : he 
died miſerably, and was juſtly puniſhed for his parricid and ambition, the 
5.year of his impriſonment. 

Frances, alſo, Grand-childe of Fohn Galeacies, was brought into Fraxce, 
and there ſhut up within a Monaſtery, $o Lewis the 12. obtained the 
Principality of 1nſubria; and to corroborat his Title, he bribed ſome a. 20 
bout the Emperor Maximilian with gold,” to get his approbation , That 
Lewis with his poſtefity, and Succeflors, ſhould hold the Butchie of Millan 
in Fee of the Emperor. | 

Lew obtained to this purpoſe, the Emperors Patent , but with this 
clauſe , That he ſhould hold this Durchie in Fee, ſo it might not preju- 
dice anothers Title : upon this, Pope Fuliss ( that he might drive the 
French quite out of Italy, who had already overthrown the Ligarian, & Ve. 
netian power by land) joyns his Forces with the Venetians and Switzers,and 
reſtores Maximilian to his Fathers Principality. which he held til the com- 
ing of King Francis, who having taken Proſperus Columnus,at the foot of the 39 
Alpes,and beaten the Switzers near Milay,he takes the City,and by a ſtrift 
Siege, forces Maximilian to ſurrender , who by poyſon Joſt the uſeof 
his underſtanding. He was carried to France, where he dyed of Melancholy 
and a Fever. 

There now remains his Brother Francis, whom Charles the 5.Emperor, 
brought back ; having in two ſeveral battels defeated the French, and ta- 
ken King Francis priſoner, But after Charles had put Francis of Millan in 
poſleſſion of his principality, he diſpoſſeſſeth him again upon ſuſpition of 
Treaſon : Pope Clement, the Venerians, and the French alſo, upon this are 
made friends , for they thought it not ſafe, that Charles the Emperor 4o 
ſhould have too much footing in Italy : therefore they reſolve to main- 
tain Sfortias cauſe, but finding that Charles was too potent to be forced by 
Arms to this, they work upon him by intreaties to reſtore Sfertia to his 
principality , to which Charles aflented. $fortia is invited to Bonona, upon 
the publick faith , where he receives his Dutchit , and withall the Empe- 
ror betroths to him his Neece by his Siſter, to wit, the Daughter of Chri- 
ftiern, King of Denmark. By this double knot , Sfortia was tyed to the Enx. 
peror againſt the French : but the Duke dyed ſhortly after his marriage; 
then, when Ceſar having taken Twni, was returning to Naples, and from 
thence, in a triumphant manner to Rome: the Sfortian race being extinct 1n 50 
this Francis of Millay, King Francis demands from Ceſar, the principality 
of M:{an for him and his Heirs, being his right by inheritance, and Maxi- 
milians grant, This was denyed by Charles, except Francis would reſtore 
the D. of Savsy to his Lands which were violently taken from him by the 


French, moſt of which Lands were reſtored; but Ceſar in the mean time 
parts 
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parts not with his Hold of Milan, which he enjoyed whileſt he lived,and 4. Chriſti 
then transfers it upon his ſon Philip, OW 

Abour theſe times Apulia is in great trouble, by reaſon of the Wars be- 
tween Arragon and Anjou, which laſted twenty years, occaſioned ar firlt by 
the impudent lechery of Queen Foam, whom Pope Martin, and Lewis of 
Aniov, did purſue with all Hoſtility, Hereupon Fean implores the aid of 
Alphonſus, King of CArrag on, now in Corſica,: he upon her intreaties arives 
at Naples, with a Fleet of twenty fail, and beats the Forces of France, and 
thoſe of Sfortia, for which ſervice, ſhe adopts Alphonſus : he was the Son 

10 of Ferdinand, and Grand-childe of Fohn, King of Caſtile, Arragon,and Sicily. 
This Alphonſus being the wileſt, and learned(t Prince of his time could not 
endure the inſulence and impudence of Queen Foap, therefore he force- 
ably drives her out of Naples, who preſently repairs to the Pope, accuſing 
Alphonſus of his iogratitude, and impiety ; therefore ſhee cuts of her for- 
mer Adoption, and makes Lews of Azjcu her Heir, whence aroſe great 
Wars; in which ſometimes the Ay 4agonian,ſomtimes the Andegeven, was 
maſter of Naples, | 

Upon the death of Lews, his brother Rexatws undertook the War ; but 
he was ſo employed in the Wars of Britany, that he left the Neapolitay War 

20 to his ſon Fob», who for divers years, but with ill ſucceſs, had Wars with 
Ferdinand, the Baſtard ſon of Alphonſus, whom he made Heir of Naples by 
his laſt will. At length near Troy Fohn was quite defeated , having loſt 
both the Kingdom, and the I{Jand Aezaria, now Iſcla. Not long after, be- 
ing conveyed to France in a ſhip, he dyed of a Fever, his Father Renatws 
dyed ſhortly after, childeleſs ; his Heir was Charles Main, his brothers ſon, 
who being alſo childeleſs, made Lews the 11. of France, Charles the 8, Fa- 
ther, his Heir, who could never be perſwaded to recover his right of N4- 
ples by IR_$ that he would firſt quiet all at home, pull down 
the greatneſs of the Princes of the bloud, and leave the Kingdom to his 

30 ſon, free from trouble and fear. 

Alphonſus dyed at Naples the 65. year of hisage : he left the Kingdom of 1458 
Sicily and Arragon to his Brother Fohn, then King of Navar , for his Wife 
Blanca, againſt his Baftard ſon Ferdinand, King of Naples. Charles the 8. 
made War, but before any aQion, Ferdinand dyed, having left two ſons, __ 
rar his ſucceſlor, and Frederick, and a Grand. childe, Ferdinand of Al- 492 

honſus. 
: Fohn of Arragon, Brother to Alphonſus, the elder, left Sicily to his fon 
Ferdinand, of 2 {econd venter, and married him to the fiſter of Henry, King 
of Caſtile, by whom he had afterward, upon the death of Henry, and 

40 his ſon A/phonſus, the Kingdom of Caſtile, Henrys daughter being excluded, 
becauſe ſhe was born in Adultery, So Ferdinand is now King of Sicily, and 
of both Spains. Shortly after by his conquering Arms, he added the King- 
dom of Granado and Naples, all which he transferred upon Charles the 5. 
his Grand. child by his daughter. 

This is that Ferdinand who ſubdued and drove out the Moors, by the ad- 
vice of Conſalvss the great, after they had inhabited Spain almoſt 700. 
years, from the time that Miramolinus, King of the Moors, was called in a- 
gain(t Roderick, King of the Goths. For this Service, and for cauſing the 
Moors that remained in Spain, to imbrace the Chriſtian faith, he obtained 

50 the title of Carholick. The difſention of two Kings in Granads,on of which 
ſubmitted himſelf as Vaſſal to Ferdizard, the other fled into Mauritania , 
made this Conqueſt caſte to Ferdinand, who had both the afliſtance and 
councel of Couſalvss in obtaining this, and recovering the Kingdom of Na- 
ples from the French. Theſe great changes and troubles of Europe were ac- 


companied with 3. great Comets, which appeard in the ſpace of 1 _ 
ut 
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About the year 1454. the Borwſſians tell off from the Marian Knights, to 
Caſimir, King of Poland, who lome years before had much weakned the 
power of theſe knights by divers victories he had over them : the cauſe 
of their defeftion, was the Tyrannical Government of the Marians, occa- | 
fioned by their often Wars, [of which when people grow weary, they kick off their 
Governor 1. | ON 

The Borwſfizns joyn themſelves to the Polander,on theſe conditions, Thar 
they ſhall be equally capable of all Honours, Offices, and 1 ces in the 
Kingdom : they ſhall have the ſuffrages in Parliaments, and in elcction 
of the King ; That their Merchants ſhall traffick in Poland (ately; That all 10 
Cuſtomes and impoſts impoſed by the Marians, ſhall be aboliſhed ; That 
no ſtrangers be admitred to be Governors in their Towns or Cafftes : 
they ſhall enjoy their own goods, as heretofore, and ſhall be ruled by their 
own laws. But the Borwſſians cunningly to cut of all occaſiun,either 1n the 
Polonian to {et up, or in the Marian, to renew their Tyranny , diſcharge all 
their Garriſons, and deſtroy all their Forts, Caſtles, and Cittadels, before 
they made this union with Poland. T his defeCtion of the Boruſſsans , was 
the occaſion of 12. years War, between the Marians, and Polonians; at 
laſt a peace is conc}uded berwzen Caſimir of Polandand Lewis Erlings buſs 
Maſter of the Marian Family, on theſe Articles, That the Caſtles aud 26 
Towns of Marieburg, Stuma, and Chriſteburg , with ſome other places and 
Towns lying upon Pomerania, ſhould be delivered up tothe Polander , the 
Marians ſhould retain the reſt ſo long as they would be faithfull and ſub- 
je to Poland. 

This was the 250. year ſince firſt the Marians under Hermanuus Calcenſes, 
were called in by Conradus Maſovius,againft the rebelious Borwſſians,on this 
condition , That what they did ſubdue by force of Arms, ſhould be their 
own. Since that time then that they began to deſtroy the inhabitants, and 
their Idolatry, and to repleniſh the Countrey with Germans, it became 
a part of the Empire under Frederick, till now the Polander hath ob- 29 
tained it. 

About this time, Fohn, King of Cyprus, married his daughter Carolota, to 
Lewis of Savey, to whom he promiſed that Kingdom for her portion: atter 
King Fohns death, Fames, his Baſtard ſon ſeizeth on the Kingdom : ſhort- 
ly after , upon the invitation of the Cypri ns, Lews arrives, and Zam:s a- 
voyds the IfJand. But ſhortly after he returns withan Army out of Zgypr, 
and drives Lews, with his wite, and Rhodian forces, out of the Iſland : to 
make his Title the ſurer, he marrieth with Accatarina, daughter to Mark 
Cornelius the Venetian, tro which the Senate aſſented, and withall, adopted 
her for their daughter, that by her they might have the eaſier acceſs to that 40 
Kingdom. Not long after the marriage, Zames dyeth, and leaves his wife 
great with childe to the Senat ; this childe dyed alſo ſhorly after his birth, 
whereupon the mother returns home, and delivers the poſſeſſion of Cy- 

prus to the Senat. 

In the vear 1440. when Frederick began his Empire, the Art of Printing 
was found out at Mintz in Germany. In the year 1477. Eberhard, Earl of 
Wirteberg , whom afterwards Maximilian made Duke, erefted the Uni- 
verlity of Tubing.

ERT9 Aximilian was made Coleagu with his Father Frederick inthe Em: TY 
SYS pire by the Electoral ſutfrages. He was a wiſe Prince, a great An.Conf 
Scholar, and a good man.In his time the Univerlity of Wizteberg 1486 
was erected by Frederick of Saxony: and that of Franckfort on V1a- 
drus, by Toachim of Brandeburg. He had 8. years War With the Belgians , 
who had rebelled. Theſe at laſt he forced to ſubmit to the Imperia! yoak, 
by the Valor and councel of that brave Commander, Alher, Duke of Sax- 
ovy, Who having ſubdued Gelderland, falls upon Frifie, Which Maximilian by 
the conſent of the Imperial Princes, beſtowed on him, for a recompence 
of his valor and charges. Some part of this Countrey he ſubjugated , bur 
being prevented by death, he leaves an imperfect Victory to his Sons, who 
20 though they maſtered them a while, yec could not long retain Frieſland in 
ſubjection : for not long after, the Cities and Nobility conſpire together, 
and ſhake off the Saxon yoak. 
Inthe begining of theſe Belgick Wars, Maximilian found much difficul. 
ty for two years after his ele&ion : he was taken and kept a cloſe priſoner 
in Brugs, where he was diſcracefully uſed, and forced to look upon the 
tortures, and cruel deaths of his ſervants, till he was ſet at liberty by his 
Father, and the whole ſtrength of the Empire : after the death of cAtar- 
thias, Mexymilian makes War upon Hungaris, but at laſt is contented to give 
vo to the Election of Ladiſlaw, King of Bobemia, reſerving the right of luc. 
= to himſelf, and fucceſſors , if LZadiſlaws ſhould die without iſſue, 
ma 
After this, he makes War inTtaly, but with ill ſucceſs, ſo that he loſt 
all he poſſeſſed there. - Firſt, he Warred in Hetruria in defence of Piſa, a- 
gainſt the French and Florentins; being invited thither by the Pope, Lews 
Sferti, and the Yenatians.He was carried to that expedition in a Fleet of 
Genua, but finding that he could not take the Town and Port of Ziburnum, 
though he attempted it to the loſs of many of his men, he ſent away his 
Army to Lombardy, and he followed after, and ſo returned into Germany : 
Bur greater wars were kindled by Charls the 8.of France,a high ſpiritedand 
40 hot young prince, He hoped to gain all Italy by his right he had to Naples. 
Lews Sfortis had oportunely implored his aid againſt the ,Arragomans. 
Char les, to make all ſure at home, makes a League with two of his enemies, 
to-wit, with Maximilian,whom he had incenſed by repudiating his daughter 
Murgares,and by carrying away Any of Britany(his Spouſe)by Lews Sfortia, 
who betrothed Blance- Mary ( fiſter of Fobn Galacixs) to him, after he was 
defeated of his BritiÞ marriage: then he ingratiated Ferdinand of Spain,b 
reftoring'the rich Ciry of Perpennian, in the very entry of Spainzand thoſe 
lands which his Father 7ohy in the Celtiberian War had mortgaged for mo- 
ney'to Lewis the 11. 2th 
$0 * Ehurles then enters Italy with a formidable army, and ſets at li Pi- 
ſs, frooythe power of the Florentins z and theſe from the Medices , and Sens 
from/P andulphus Petrntins. He alſo brought his Army tntoRome, and cau- 
ſed the Pope enter into League with him,and to deliver up Gemes,the bro- 
ther of BadaXer: thence he marched with unexpected celerity to Naples , 
uponiwhoſe approach, Aipbonſus, with his ſon Ferdinand, and/ his Unckle 
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rederick, retreated ; ſo that he without grear difficulty obtained the king- 
dom, and entered Naples in Triumphthe firſt of Tanwary. 

The neighbouring Princes, aſtoniſhed at this unexpected ſucceſſe , en- 
ter into a league againſt the French : chiefly the Pope ; Max/milian Ceſar, 
the Senate of Yenice, Lewis Sfortia, with Ferdinand ot Spain; which made 
Cha les retreat; and perceiving that the way by which he was to'return, 
was ſhut up by the V enetians and Sfortia, (whom Lewes of Orleans 1n the 1n- 
terim had invaded, and ſcized on Newar;a ) he makes his patlage by the 
{word, and ſo having overthrown them in a bloudy batre], near the River 
Tarrns, he returns (afe into Fraxce, 10 

But Charles continued not long maſter of Naples, for Ferdinand , fon of 
Alphonſus, renews the War, being afliſted by Conſalv#s, whom Ferdinang of 
Spain had ſent with a ſtrong Fleet to defend Sicily : but inthe middelt of 
his victories, about ewo years after the ViCtory of Charles, he dyed of a Fe- 
ver, the right to that Kingdom being transferred upon his Unckle Frede 
rick. Againſt him a league is made between Lews Sfortia, Pope Alexander, 
Lewis the 12, of France, Ba to Charles of Orleans, fucceſior to Charles lately 
dead , Ferdinayd of Spain, the Venetians, and F'/orentines, on this condition, 
That Man ſhould be reſtored ro King Lews, who claimed it by right of 
inheritance; and Cremona to the Venetians : That Ceſar Borgia, Pope A- 20 
lexanders (on, ſhould be affiſted to deſtroy the Flaminian , Amnilian, and 
Umbrian Noblity , by which ſlaughter he aimed at the Principality of 
Ciſalpin Gallia, and that Ferdinand and Lews ſhould divide the Kingdom of 
Naples between them, Ferdinand preferred a Kingdom to Conlanguinity, 
in reſpect of which, he ſhould have afliſted Frederick... The hatred of. the 
Venetians againſt Sfortia, cauſed this League : for the Pope alittle before, 
with Sfortis, and Venice, were in league againſt France and Florence, in te- 
fence of Piſa : for which cauſe they drew in 24aximilian.the Emperar; but 
when ſucceſs failed them, and the Venetians aimed at the ſuperiority of Pj- 
ſa , Sfortia fell off, and oppoſed himſelf to the Venetiansz which. incenſed 35 
them, and made them enter into league with the Princes againſt him. 

Sfortia being now in a great ſtrait, and finding no help from Maximilian, 
whom the SwitZers and Griſons had made War upon, he moſt wickedly in- 
cited Bajaztt againſt Vexict, which was his ruin : For when he returned in- 
to Lombardy, having the afliſtance of the SwitZers Foot , and Burgundian 
Horſe, he was betrayed to Tramulius the French General , and - by _ him 
conveyed into Fraxceto perpetual impriſonment. ; His brother alſo, 4ſ- 
canins, the Cardinal, as he was flying to Placentia, was intercepted by the 
Venetians,, and delivered uptothe French; and fo Milan within one-year 
changed her Lords thrice, | - +140 
Frederick of Arragon, who was now inthe Kingdom of Naples, being ig- 
norant of the league between the two Kings of Spain, and France, and 
that they had parted this Kingdom between them, ſent to Confalvns for 
aid; but in vain, for he was ſuddenly ſurpriſed by the French, who. were 
come down into, Campania , ſothat he was forced with his wife and chit- 
dren to ger over into the Caftle of Aenaria for ſafety: - Naples being, ſur- 
rendered, he obtains leave.of Mamurcins and Obegnius, the French Gene- 
rals, torepair by ſea unto King Lewis of France, hoping to finde ſome fa- 
vor from him. This requeſt was quickly granted, for they knew. that he 
ſhould be there impriſoned. He left his young ſone Ferdinand at T gremtom, 
to keep it with a ſtrong Garriſon, who Sd both the town and 
_ tO Conſalvus, who ſent him into Spain to partake of his Fathers 
orrune. 

According to the agreement, the kingdome of Naples was divided be- 

tween the two Kings : the two Provences of Campaxia, or Terrd laberis, 
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Apriutia, or Precutina, tell to the French, with the City of Naples, the Re- An.Chriſti 
gall ſear of Campania. Theother two, namely Bruty, and Apulia, to the 
Spaniard. Bur afterwards, becauſe one kingdome could not ſatisfie two 
Kings, the French and Spaniard fell out about the diviſion, and fo the Spa- 
niard having quite expelled the French ,obtaind the who le kingdom.Ceſar 
Borgia, having nefariouſly murtherd the Italian Nobility,and poyloned his 
Father Alexander by a Cup, which he had prepared for the Cardinals, but 
by the miſtake of the Cup. bearer, was preſented tothe Pope , by com- 
mand from Ferdinand of Spain was apprehended, and there 1imprifoned 

10 3, years in the Caſtle of Medina, whence he eſcaped by ropes,out of a win- 
dow, and fled to Foby, King of Cantabria, in whole Wars, with Alarinus, 
he was ſhot with a musket bullet, and ſodyed. Upon the irruption of the 
French into Italy, Maximilian calls a Dyet of the Princes at Worms, for ma- 

king War againſt the Turks; but he could not effect any thing: ſhorly af- 

rer he makes War againſt the Helvetians, in which 200c0 men were conſu- 
med. Eight battels were foughs, in which Maximilian had the worſt, 
whoſe aim was to ſuppreſs the growing greatneſs of the Sw/rFers, to reco- 
ver the Territories taken from Auſtria by the SwitZers, and to reduce them 
to the obedience of the Empire, Atlaſt a pacification is made at Baſil. 

20 Then began the Bavarian War, occaſioned by Rupert the Palutin, ſonne ta 
Philip the Elector, who married Rypert to George, Duke of Bavaria's 
Daughter, with whom he obtained from —_— part of the Dutchy of Ba. 30+ 
varia for her portion. Ceſar would not ratifie this grant of Bavaria, be- 
cauſe it was againſt the Cuſtom of the Empire, and Laws of Fees, and pre- 
Judical to Albert, Duke of Bavaria; yet the Pope approved it. After the 
death of George, Maximilian would have a 3, part of the lands granted to 
be afligned oyer to Albert of Bavaria, another 3, to Rupert for his Wites 
portion, and the reſt to the Palatines Family4or the loſſes they had re- 
ceived from Lewis of Bavaria, Philip retuſed theſe conditions, therefore 

5O he takes up Arms : Maximilian proſcribes him,and raiſeth an Army which 
much noband the Palatine Family: Rupert was aſſiſted by the Bohemians, 
2000 of whom were ſlain. At laſt, the Palſgrave being worſted, Frederick, 
EleQorof Saxony, reconciles him to Ceſar, cauſing him at the Dyet of Co- 
len to make his ſubmiſſion to Maximilian, for which he incurred a while 
the Emperors diſpleaſure; in that he would mediate for ſuch an enemy of 
the Empire: yet Ceſar pardoned the Palatin,and gave to Ruperss ſons,a part 
of that controverted countrey. 

The Venetian War was undertaken by almoſt all the Kings of Chn- 
ſtendum, at the inſtigation of Pope 1ulius, who had lately driven out of ? 508 

40 Bonomia, Tohn Bentivolns, being now 70, years old. Their power began to 
be formidable to the other Princes : bur after they had puniſhed the Ve- 
netians ſufficiently, the ſame Tulins raiſeth another War in defence of them. 
Two years before this, Phy/ip the ſon of Maximilian, Prince of —_—_— 
is invited to Spain by the Nobility, to undertake the Kingdome of 1/a- 
bella his Mother in law : Ferdinand perceiving his peoples affetions more 
inclined to Phylip then to himſelf, in anger he failes to Naples: but Phy- 
lip being unacquainted with that hot climat, fed roo plentifully, and ſo fell 
into a fever and dyed the 28. year of his age. Heleft by his wite two ſons, 
Charles and Ferdinand, and four daughters. Before his death , a Commet 

9 was ſeen. 

4 When Ferdinand underſtoed his ſon in law was dead, having ſetled Na- 
ples, he returns into Spain, and by the way meets with the French King, 
with whom he conſults about the Venetian War, which the Princes were 
willingto undertake, that they might curb the growing eſtate of thar Ct- 
ty, which uſed to raiſe her ſelfe by the fall of others,and aimed at the Do- 
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As.Chriſt; minion ot all Italy. Therefore Maximilian Ceſar, Pope Julius, Lewis of 

WY France, Ferdinand of Spain, and Alphonſus of Ferraria, enterinto a Confe- 
deracy againſt them. Ceſar was willing to be revenged on Venice, for 
ſtopping his paſſage into Italy, when he was travelling to Rome for his In- 
auguration. He took from the Venetians by Ralph Prince of Anhalt, his 
General, Vincentia, Verona, and Padua, and deteated the Venetian Ar- 
my , whereof goco. were f]ain. But ſhortly after they poy{oned him at 
Verona, and ſo the Cities revolted to the Venetians again. Lew of France 
took from them , Cremona, with ſome other Cities : Alphonſus of Ferrara 
ſeized upon divers of their Territories : Pope ITulzvs took Ariminum,Ra- 1 
venna, and other Towns : and they were Fleeced alſo by Ferdinand. Thus 
being exhauſted of their mony by this War, and robbed of their Cities, 
and Territories, they humbly beg peace from Fulius , which he granted 
them, but could not perſwade the French and Germans, nor the Ferrarian 
tolay down Armes, which occaſioned anew War, in which the French 
take Bononia, from the Pope; whereupon he excommunicates Zews, the 
French King, and pretends to bring back Maximilian Sfortia unto his Fa- 
thers principality , whence he was unjultly expelled, The French'King 
on the other ſide, {leighting the Popes curſes, calls a Synod at Piſe, in 
which, after the example of the Synods of Conſtance and Baſill, he deſires 20 
the Popes aCtions may be queſtioned : to this the Florentines at firſt afſen- 
ted, but ſhortly after they recanted; whereby the Cardinals and French 
Garriſon by a popular tumult are expelled the City, ſo that they repair 
to Millan, 

The Pope was affiſted by the Yenetians, SwitZers, and Ferdinand of Spain, 
who expelled out of Camtabria, 1ohn, King of Navar, being of the French 
Faction. Behinde, France was invaded by King Henry of England. The 
French and German Army defeat the Yenetians near Athefis, then they march 
to Ravenna, where they totally rout the Popes army , of whoſe men there 


were ſlain {ixteen thouſand the reſt flung down their Armes and ſub» 24 
mitted. 
After this, the Emperor calls home his forces, and makes a league with 
Spain and England , which furniſhed the French with work at home : 
, wherefore the French _—_ is called out of 7taly, but as they were march- 


ing, they are ſet upon by the Switzers and Venetians upon the'Popes inſti- 
gation, and driven quite out of Lombardy. Jo the Pope recovers again Bo- 
nonia, and caſtsout the Beutivoli. Genwa aſſerts her own liberty : Max1- 
milian Sfortia 1s reſtored to the principality of Mzfan, and ſo are the Medices 
brought back into Flerexce, whom the French had driven out : and ſo end- 
eth the Confederacie againſt the Venetian, After this, Les 10. takes from 40 
Sfortia, Placencia, and Parma, extending the Churches Territories as far as 
Ps. , 

Lewis of France, and Ferdinand of Spain , ſecretly make a league , con- 
firming Cantabria upon the Spaniard, and Millan upon the French : but the 
French King dyeth notlong after, and the year enſuing, the Spaniſh fol- 
lowed : in whom ended the race of the CArragonian Kings , which had 
reigned from the Berengary Earls of Barcebona, 370 years, and 230 in Sici- 
ty. His death was portended by a Commer. To Ferdinand ſucceeded 
Charles the fift, his Grandchild by his daughter. To Lews ſucceeded, Fran- 
cs, Duke of Angouleſme, his ſon in law : he began his reign with the 1#als- 54 
an War, in which, breaking through the Alpes, he defeates the Switzers, 
fighting for Maximilian Sfortia at Millan : the battel laſted two days ; of 
25000 men, ſcarſe one halfe eſcaped, He takes from the Pope Parma and 
Placentia , reſtoring them to the ancient juriſdition of the Inſubriavs : rhe 
Caſtle of Milan is ſurrendered to him , and Maximilian conveyed into 

France. 
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France. _ this ſuccels, Fraxcs intends to invade the kingdome of An.Chrift 
Naples, had not Maximilian Ceſar called him out of [taly, by ſtirring up the —V— 
Switzers and Exgliſh againſt hm. The Venetian War begun by Maximi/t- 
an, was ended by Charles, in the league between him ad Francs, on theſe 
Articles, That Charles ſhould reftore the kingdom of Navaer to his ſon 
lobs, if the Arbitrators ſhould think fit, and withal! xo0oco crowns yearly 
to the French Kingout of the Kingdom of Naples, for confirming of his 
right to that Crown : alſo that Verona ſhould be reſtored to Venice upon 
the payment of 2000co crowns to Ceſar at two times. Maximilian being 

10 now old,confirmed theſe Articles,and the rather,becauſ he had no hope of 
aid from Switzer/and.But when Charles was eleated Emperor, which Francs 
aimed at, this league was broke, and great Wars fell out between Charls 
and Francs, in which the poll flion of _— and Milan was recovered 
by Charles. About chis time, Charles Duke of Gelderland, upon the inſti. 
gation and _ of the French, made Wars again(t the Brabantins, in ha- 
tred of the houle of Burgundy. | 

About theſe times in the Dioceſs of Spire, the people began tro mutiny 
for their liberties, after the example of the Switzers : but this ſparkle 
hid 25 years under the Cinders, brake out into a flame through all Ger- 

20 many. At Vienna there was a meeting between MaximilianCeſar, Ladiſlaws, 
King ot Hungaria and Bohemia, and Sigiſmund, King of Poland, who renew 
the old league, which they confirm by mutual marriages, That Mary,Neece 
to Maximilian, ſhould marry with Lewjs, the ſon of Ladiſlaws : Anna the 
daughter of L44iſlas ſhould chufe either of his Nephews for her Husband, 
with hope of ſucceſſion to the Kingdom of Hungaria, if Lewis ſhould dye 
without iſſue male: That after the death of Ladiſlaws, Maximilian and Sigiſ- 
mund (ſhould have the protection of the children and kingdom, but the 
Hungarian Nobility, after the death of Zadi/ſlavs, which followed ſhortly , 
neglected both theſe Guardians, and fell into Faftions about the Tuiti- 

30 on of the young King, ſcarſe yet ten years old; dividing his Revenews 
and power among them, which gave occaſion to the Turk ( Maximilian 
being dead, and the Polonian involved in a three-fold War, to wit, the 
Tartarian, the Ruſſian, and Boruſnacetu) to invade Hungaria, and take 
Belgrade, the chict ſtrength of that kingdom. Maximilian held 'his laſt 
Dyet at Auſpurg, in which a conſultation is had about the Turkiſh Warre; 
for Selymus having overthrown the Sultans kingdom, did threaten Chri- 
ſtendom. He recommended his Nephew Charles to the Princes to take 
care ot him after his death, which followed ſhortly after, having fallen in- 
toa Fever, and looſneſs the 59.year ofhis age, and the 32.o0f his Empire. 1519 

40 He had two wives, the firſt was Mary of Burgundy, by whom he had Phz- 
lip, who by marriage added the kingdoms of Spain, Sicily , and Naples 
to the Houle of Auftria : His other rwo ſons dyed young, his Daughter 
Margaret was betrothed to Charles the 8. of France , but by him repudia- 
ted, having taken by force Ann of Britany, the onely Heir of that Durchy, 
after ſhe was promiſed to Maximiliay. Then Margaret was betrothed to 
the Prince of Arragon, who dyed before the marriage ; at laſt ſhe marri- 
ed with that unfortunate Prince , Philbert of Savoy. Ceſars other wite 
was Blanca Maria, Daughter to Galleacius of Millan, and ſiſter of Fohn Ga- 
leas, by whom he had no iſſue. 

50 Some few years before Ceſars death, Sigiſmuna, King of Poland,and Con- 
ftantine, Duke of Roſs, or Roſſa, defeated the great Army of the Muſco- 
vits, having killed about 4ooco of the enemies near Boryſthenes. About 
this cime aroſe the quarrel between the Fraxciſcans, holding the Virgin 
Mary to be conceived without fin, and the Dominicans , who held the con- 
trary ; which troubled the world, till ſome Monks were burned for ſpeak- 
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An.Chriſti ing through hollow Images of the Virgin, and deluding the people. An, 
SW 1517. Martin Luther began to oppole the Popes indulgences : 100 years 
atter, the burning of Fohn Huſſe at the Councel of Conſtance, being encou- 
raged thereto by Frederick, Duke of Saxony, and ſeconded by Eraſmns, Me. 
lantthon, Bugenhagins, and others, His intention at firſt, was onely to ops 
poſe the abuſe of Pardons, but being exaſperated by Tecelins the Domini. 
can, who burned his papers, and ſtirred up other Monks to write inve. 
tives againſt him : he writes to Pope Leo, and Albert, Arch- biſhop of Mag- 
deburg, Primat of Germany, that he would ſubmit his Theſes to the 
Judgement and Cenſure of the Roman Church; and at the laſt Dyet of x5 
Maxtmilian, held at Ausburg, he promiſeth to Cardinal Cajetan that he 
would be filent, if his adverſaries wovld be quiet : bur they ſtil] incenſed 
his fiery ſpirit, with more oyle, ſo that now he proceeds further in oppo- 
ſing Image worſhip, Purgatory, Tranſubſtantiation, and other controvert- 
ed points. 

Afrer the death of Maximilian, the Turk having ſetled Syria and Egypt, 
prepares to invade Panonia : the French King having beat che Switzers , 
and poſſeſſed himſelf of Millan, aims at Naples, and ſtrives to tranſlate the 
Empire from Germany to France : Therefore he raiſeth an Army,makes 
way with Pope Les the tenth : deſires the Title of Emperor of Conlſtanti- 20 
nople, and promiſeth to make War againſt the Turk. For this purpoſe, 
the Venetians are invited to joyn with him : Ambaſladors are ſent into 
Germany to treat with the Electors for the Empire. The Arch- Biſhop 
of Mints ſends to acquaint the EleCtors that the Emperor was dead, and 
that they ſhould meet at Franckfort about his ſucceſſor, who all mer at the 
day appointed, and place, in the Church of S. Bartholemew, where the Pat- 
tent called the Golden bull, was read , the Decrees of which, the EleQors 
ſtanding at the Altar, ſwear to obſerve. After this, they go from the Al- 
rar tothe Chappe], where the Election uſeth to bez there the Arch-Bi- 
ſhop of Mints having prayed for direction from God , anda blefiing on 2, 
their proceedings, he makes a ſpeech to them, ſhewing the weight = ne- 
cellity of that buſineſs they were now about; of that concord which 
ought to be amongſt them : how diſſenting ſuffrages have heretofore 
cauſed much civil War : how much bloud had been ſhed about the {uc- 
ceſlion ot the Empe1or, till 0thothe 3, by the Popes approbation eſtabli- 
ſhed this EleQpral Colledge, by which theſe 500 years, the Imperial poſ- 
ſe{hon hath remained in this Nation : He alleadgeth many examples of 
milery and deſtruction in Germany, by diſagreeing EleGions ; and how 
needful at this time concord is, when Germany hath ſo many enemies, 
and the Turk is threatning Chriſtendom : when the eyes of all Nations yo 
are now fixed upon this EleCtion : When the Biſhop had ended his ſpeech, 
the EleCtors commended him for his wiſdom and eloquence, and promiſe 
to follow his directions. Mean While the Ambaſſadors of Charles, King of 
Spain, Arch-Duke of Auſtria and Burgundy, with ſome German Princes, 
come to Mints, recommending to the Elefors, the wiſdom, courage, mo- 
deration, and other virtues of this Prince; likewiſe his power and abili 
above othe Chriſtian Kings, which Maximilian perceiving, TT 
cd him to the Electors : this ſo wiſe a Prince, ſo loving to Germany would 
not have done had he known the contrary, But the French Legates at 
Confluence, with great promiſes, ſtrive toprocure the EleQors ſuffrages, 50 
ſhewing that they ſhould nor prejudice the Laws if they EleQed Francis 
for their Emperor, if they conſider the great union heretofore of the 
German and French Nation, under the Family of Pipin and Charles, almoſt 
100 years : how by their united ſtrength they ſuppreſſed the combards, 


Sarazens 1n Icaly and France:how needful their union is now to ſuppreſs 
the 
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the T urks greatneſs; how much Francs was affected tothe well-tare ot 4». Chriſt; 
Italy, whereof he had now a good part , which being uuited with France, WW 
and Germany, would maſter the Turk both by Land and Sea. Beſides thar, - 
no Prince in Chriſtendom was ſo fit to be Emperor as Frazci, both in re- 
ſpect of his power, as of his Militarie skil, valor, and happineſs, whereof | 
he hath given good experience in recovering of Inſubria, and that the ty 
Germans ſhould loſe nothing of their Liberties by this Election, but rather 
increaſe them by obtained offices and places of Command in France , pro- 
miſing that no French Garriſons ſhould be kept in Germany, but the natives 

10 of Germany onely, 

The Electors thanked the King for his good will to Germany, promiſing 
to wg in the Election according to their Laws, and Oath which they 
hadtaken. Not long before this, the French King had ſent Legates to the 
Switzers,ſhewing them how needfull it would be to the peace of Chriſten- 
dome, and deſtruction of the Turk,if Francis were choſen Emperor,that 
therefore they would be no hinderance to this Eleftion , which was ſo 
much defired by the Chriſtian Princes, and the Pope himſelf for ſuppreſ- 
ling of the Turk who was aiming at the total ſubverſion of Chriſtian laws, 
and religion : He promiſeth alſo that the SwitZers ſhall be great gainers by 

20 this Union. To this the Switzers anſwer , That they would not hinder 
or moleſt the liberty of the EleCtors in their choiſe, They fend Letters 
alſo tothe German | Areas ſhewing how the French were bulic to procure 
ſuffrages, and withall difſwade them from EleCting Francis, for that would 
cauſe much trouble in Germany, and that there was no need to chuſe ſtran- 
gers, having ſo many able men of their own Nation fit for that high im- 
ploymentr, T hey write alſo to Pope Leothe 10. That he would not per. 
{wade the EleQors to chuſe Francis, for that would cauſe great Wars be- 
tween France and Germany , to the great prejudice of 7taly. The Pope 
by his anſwer ſeems to be inclined rather to Charles, then Francis , though 

20 he nameth neither. 

Mean while the EleQors proceed to the Election, the Biſhop of Mznts 
ſpeaks firſt, ſhewing that it was againſt their Oath, the liberty, Honour, 
and ſafety of Germany to chuſe Francis being a ſtranger,& wohſe aim was to 
transferre the Empire into France, which could not be poſleſſed in Germany 
heretofore by Charles the Grofle, andthe 0tho's, without great Wars. If 
then Frances be choſen , the French will domineer in Germany, and will ſet 
it all on fireof Civil Wars: for he hath already denounced War againſt 
Charles, and hath broken the old league berween France and Burgundy 3 and 
threatened War againſt Naples ; beſides, the Auſtrians and Belgians have al- 

40 ready refuſed to be under the French yoak : and there is no more reaſon 
for France to demand the German Empire, becauſe they derive the Origt- 
nall of their Kings from the Germans, then they have to demand Troy 
from the Turk, becauſe they derive themſelves from Hefors fon. If Fran- 
<> (faith he) be choſen, then muſt the Eletors make war againſt Asſtria, 
ſo well deſerving of Germazy, and violate the Will of Maximilian. The 
will arm Francs, who is too ambitious of domination, with power to ratle 
War in the bowels of the Empire. As for his ſuppreffing of the Turks, in 
that he can do nothing, except firſt he ſuppreſs the Belgzans at home , and 
the Neopolitans in Italy. He concludes then Negatively, againſt the Electi- 

350 on of Francis : as for Charles he isdoubtfull, becauſe Spain 1s fo remote 
from Germany, which by reaſon of the Turks, or of civill diflentions, re- 
quires the Emperors preſence. Beſides, it is to be feared that Spain having 
once got the Empire, will not part with it again, nor will they ever ſuffer 
Germany to enjoy Millan , which they have conpuered by their bloud. 


Therefore he thinks it might be ſafer to chuſe one of their own — 
rinces 
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An. Chriſti Princes , if any one had power enough to buckle with Spain or France, 
VN but if theſe two Kingdoms fall out, Germany will be wronged for want of a 


potent Emperor : which was the cauſe that in Frederick the 3. time, the 
Burgundians marched without controle through a great part of Germany : 
Philip Maria domineered in Italy; and the Emperor himlelfe was beſet 
even in Asſtria, who was beholding to Behemia for his hberty : and laſtly 
he was driven out of Auſtria by the Hungarians ; beſides the late controver- 
fies in Religion are like to make great broiles in Germany, which cannot be 
ſuppreſſed without a generall Councel , and a prince more potent then a- 
ny of the German Peers, who muſt both aſſemble and defend the Coun: 16 
cel : and no ſmall power is required againſt the Turk ; therefore he con- 
cludes in the Affirmative, that in reſpe& of power, Charls is the fitteſt for 
the Empire ; and the rather becauſe he 1sa German prince , as Arch. 
Duke of Auſtria, and not a ſtranger : and beſides, a prince of excellent 
parts and temper for government, whereof he hath given ample teſtimo- 
ny in ſetling Spain, and compoſing the differences thereof : diſcended 
alſo of brave princes, if you look upon the virtues either of Philip his Fa- 
ther, or of Maximilian his Grand-Father : He is alſo of an age fit for Att. 
ion and Government; not achilde, nor an old decrepit man. AS for his 
remoteneſs from Germasy, he may be ſo [dealt with, (in reſpect of many 20 
urgent occaſions, and of his large principalities in Germany,and Belgium) ro 
ms his oftneſt reſidence there, ſeeing he will finde employment enough 
in driving the French out of 7taly,in keeping off theT urks from Asftria,and 
in ſetling Religion, 

Having finiſhed, the other Elecors defire the Biſhop of Trevers to 
ſpeak, being a man of learning, judgement, and experience, as one aCcu- 
ſtomed to publick employments both in Rowe and Germany , and well ac- 
quainted with the eſtate of France. He therefore having commended 
the Biſhop of Minrs for his wiſe ſpeech, ſheweth , That if his opinion be 
followed, the old propheſfie will be fulfilled, which was, That Maximili- 30 
an ſhould be the laſt German Emperor. But faith he, there ſhould be no 
need of a forreign prince, if the princes of Germany were not idle and la- 
fie, but would imitate the valor of their progenitors : Yet if there muſt 
be a forreign Emperor, he prefers Francis to Charles, becauſe Spain is far- 
ther off, which —_— ot once the Empire, will hardly part with it again, 
beſides,if Charls ſhould be elefted, becauſe of his principalities inGermany, 
then Francis may be choſen, who hath the Dutchy of Millan,and Kingdom of 
Arles, anciently belonging to the German Emperors, Again, the benefit 
that will redownd to all Europ, by the Union of France with Germany is 
very great; for ſo 7aly will be quieted, the pope ſatisfied, and the Turks 40 
ſuppreſſed : the French alſo, and German natures do ſympathiſe in 
love, manners and opinions; but Spain as it is more diſtant in place , ſoir 
is more different in qualities, and in reſpeCt of longinquity, leſs able to 
help Germany at a pinch, and to endure our cold > nn. : beſides, That 
Spain will have the glorie of all our Viftories, and make us their f{laves 3 
whereas the French will ſhare with us : if Francis be Emperor, Milan will 
be as well ours as theirs, and the Belgians will be leſs able to ſtir againſt 
him, and he will have the leſs cauſe to War againſt them, or co trouble 7- 
faly ſeeing Francs enjoyeth Milan quietly ; ſo that he will have no thing 
to hinder him from falling on the Turk. But if we chuſe the Spaniard , 5c 

troubles will ariſe in 1taly, and ſothe Turkiſh War will be hindred. The 
French will fall upon Naples, and if he prevail, will force the Pope to an- 
nihilate our Ele&ion, which will cauſe unſpeakable troubles, beſides, 
how hard it will beto get the Empire eut of the Spaniards hands having 


once hold of it, may be conjectured by the Carthaginians, who having 
once 
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once got footing in Szcity, could not in many years be driven out thence ' 
nor the Spaniards out of Naples, nor can as Turks yet be expelled Fa. — 
rope. 

If we compare theſe rw&Kings together, we will finde that Francis is 
the better Scholar, the wiſer man, and more ex erienced, becauſe more a- 
ped : 19 Charles there is but an inclination and diſpofition as yet,to prince- 
y and military arts ; but in Francis there 15a habit who hath with ſuch fe. 
lIicity managed his Wars in 1taly, as to overthrow the Switzers, and fubdue 
Millan : Therefore he concludes in the affirmative, for Francis ſhewing 

10 what inconveniences will ariſe to Germany, by the remoteneſs of Charles : 
but he prefers to both a Native Prince of Germany, who is ſuch in Habita- 
tion, Language, Manners and Original : ſucha man may be potent e- 
nough, ſaith he,if there be but worth and courage in him,and unity among 
us: for when one told Lews of France, That Maximilian was but;Conſul of 
Auſpurbg \ignitying his weakneſs, true, ſaith the King, but when he beats 
his Drum all France trembles ; intimatingthe Emperors power, which is 
formidable to the neighbouring Nations, for (faith he) inferior Princes, 
ſuch as Albert Duke of Saxony, Albert Marquiſs of Brandeburg , the 
Bavarian and others , have upon occaſion raiſed great Forces , why 

20 then ſhould we miſtruſt the Emperors power, or prefer a ſtranger to a 
Native. 

After he had ſpoken, the Electors fat filent a while , muling what was 
beſt to be done : art laſt Frederick, Duke of Saxoxy, delivered his opinion L 
T hat Francis by their law could not be choſen : that Charles was a German 
prince, and that they ſtood in need of a powerfull Emperor in thoſe tur. 
bulent times, and that Charles was in this reſpeCt to be preferred before 
all others : but yet that certain conditions for the liberty and ſafety of 
Germany, muſt be propoſed to him. To this the other EleQors aſlented. 
The Biſhop of Trevers told them, that he foreſaw the Fate of Germany,and 

20 change of the Empire, therefore wiſhed them ſeriouſly to confider , but 
withall for quietneſs ſake, he would joyn his ſuffrage with them, ſo that 
day was ſpent in debates. The next day they meet to conſult about the 
conditions to be propoſed to Charles his Ambaſſadors then at Mints, which 
being accepted, a day for the election is ſet inS. Bartholemews chappel:Mznts 
is firſt asked whom he thought fit ſhould be Emperor , anſwers Charles 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria; then he asks the reſt, they all anſwer the ſame. 
Theſe ſuffrages were indorſed and ſealed,and then publikely proclaimed: 
whereupon the Arch-Biſhop of Mints made a ſpeech tothe Nobility and 
people , thanking God for chuſing a Prince ſo eminent in Virtue , fo 

40 excellent in power, ſo ſweet in his own nature and diſpoſition, who being 
now of the ſame age with Alexander when he began his Empire, was fit 
for great Attions, and Heroick exploits. He thanked God alſo for the u- 
nanimous aſſent of the Ele&ors ; whereas heretofore their diſagreeing 
Elections have been the cauſe of much bloudſhed and Civil Wars 1n Gere 
many 3 therefore he wiſheth the peoplero be thankful, joyful, dutitful , 
and obedient to ſuch a Prince, who is noſtranger to them but of the Au- 
ſtrian Family, which for above 80. years had deſerved ſo well of Germa- 
ny, who hath given already teſtimonies of his princely Virtues,by ſetling 
and wniting the faftions and warlike ſpirits of Spain, which now was to be 

50 united to the German Empire, When the ſpeech was ended, all gave a 
ſhoot, and with joyful acclamations allowed the Eleftion, and prayed for 
the proſperity,of the Emperor. : 

The Embaſſadors of Charles are ſent for, and their advice is required 
about ſetling of the Empire in quierneſs from the French Fattions , till 
Charks ſhould be ready to come himſelf : upon this Caſimir , ae” =

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24 Brandeburs is appointed to place Garriſons where there was ſuſpition, and 
[mma to have = randy if «war ſhould require : ſome Electors - joyn. 
ed with him as his councellors : the Ambaſſadors are accompanied by the 
Ele&ors to Mintz, who returning to Franckford, ſend Frederick , Palatine 
of the Rhen, with ſome other Princes, as their Ambaſſadors to Charles, one 
of whom made ſuch haſt that he came to Barcinum, or Barellona from 
Franckford in nine days : He found the King in Bed, in the morning, whom 
he acquaints With the glad news of his Election, for which he 1srewarded 
with good ſtore of Gold : the Palatin is met with by the King almoſt 
three miles without the town, to whom he delivers his letters, in which 10 
the Princes expreſs their good will to, and great hopes they have of him, 
whom they humbly deſire to accept ofthe Empire,and to haſten his com- 
ing into Germany. 

Charles, by his Orator Mercurizws, anſwers the Ambaſſadors , That he 
was very joyfull for the good will of his Countrey towards him, and their 
gcod opinion in conceiving him onely worthy of that high employment, 
and honour, therefore promiſeth to return mutual love to his countrey, 
and perpetual good will to the Princes his Coſins. In the mean while, 
Charles was perplexed within himſelf, when he conſidered the great 
weight that lay on him it he accepted the Empire, to wit, Wars both with 20 
France and the Turks, and the offence he ſhould give Spain in forſaking 
them : on the other {1de, he thought it hard to refuſe what God, and the 
free Election of his Countrey had caſt upon him, rending ſo much to the 
honour of his Family . and well-fare of Chriſtendom : Therefore he 
wiſheth Frederick to acquaint the German Princes, that he would accept 
the Empire : then he calleth to God for wiſdom, with Se/omon to rule his 
people, Grace to imitate the virtues of Trajany and Theodoſius, two Spaniſh 
Princes called to be Emperors : then having writ his Letters to the Prin- 
ces, promiſes to att nothing without them, and to be with what ſpeed he 
can in Germany. He diſmiſleth the Palatine, after he had beſtowed rich 39 
gifts on him. | 

In the begining of the ſpring, Ceſar ſet ſail, and arrives in England, 
where he is Royally entertained by King Henry the 8. who nates 3 to 
wait on him at his Coronation : ſoa league is confirmed between them. 
Then he comes into Belgium, where he is received with joyful acclamati- 
ons, finding him now a man , who went from them a childe. He made 
ſome ſtay there to ſettle the Countrey , and to receive King Henry who 
came not, being hindred by the French , with whom he enters into a 
league. Atlaſt Charles comes to Aix, attended by the flower of the Buy- 
gunaian, and Belgian Nobility. He was met by the Electors, and reſt of jo 
the German Princes : by the Prieſts alſo, carrying the Monuments of 
Charles the great, The next day, being the 12 of 0Fober,he was crowned, 
though the plague was in the town. MZznts and Colen put on his Robe, and 
led him to the Altar, the Palatine carrying before him the Globe of the 
world ; Saxoxy, the Sword, and Brandeburg , the Scepter : Trevers Alte 
noynted him : Colon and Mints Crowns him. After he had ſworn at the 
Altar, then the Sword and Scepter were delivered to him : after this,the 
_ Feaſts prepared, in which Mjzts ſtandeth with the great Seal in his 
hand 3 Brandeburg with the Scepter ; the King of Behemia's Ambaſſador 
Is Cup-bearer ; and the Palatine, Sewer. Mean while,the Duke of Sax- 50 
ony diſtribures Hay in the Market place to the Horſes : awhole Ox, ſtuff- 
ed with all ſorts of Birds, is roſted, of which the firſt diſhis preſented to 
the new Crowned King of the Romans : after the Coronation , Ceſar , 
with the Princes go to Coley, to confer about the next Dyet, which was

Harles the fifth being Crowned (as is ſaid) in his firſt 
Dyet held at Wormes, proſcribes Lather to ingratiate 
himſelf with Pope Leo : bur Frederick the Elettor hid 
him at Wartberg till the troubles were paſt over, rai- 
ſed by Caroloſtadius for breaking doyvn the Images; 
then Leather returns to Viteberg:Mean while the Pope 
makes a League vvith Charles to drive the French 
out of Inſubria, and all Italy; vvhich vvas eafie tobe 

done,by reaſon the Syvitzers had fallen off from the Frenth for vvant of 

pay. Millanis reſtored by Ceſar to Francis *fortia, brother of Maximili- 
an; Parma and Placentia to the Pope, vvho ſhortly after dyed not vvithout 

- ſuſpition of poyſon given him by his Chamberlain, in vvhoſe place vvas 

ſet up Hadrian,Biſhop of Utrichr, ſometimes Ceſars School-maſter,but then 

Governor of Spain : He = way for a general Synod to ſuppreſs the dif- 

ferences in Religion, and to corre& the corruptions of the Clergie. He 

made a League between Charles Ceſar, Henry of England, Lewis of Hun- 
varia, and ſome of the Italian Princes, having excluded the French, from 
whom the Venetians fell off : in the interim, Adrian dyeth the ſecond 

9 year of his Pontificate. In his time the In uifirion begins to burn Luther- 
ans as Hereticks : two Monks were burnes at Bruxels, Luther rageth at 

Henry the 8. for writing againſt him, and aſſuming from the Pope the Title 

of Defendor of the Faith. Zuinglius, a Canon of Tigurum, cauſed the Se- 

nate of that City to caſt off the Roman Religion. King Francis of Frange 
taking occafion upon the Commotions of Spain, ſeiſeth almoſt all Never, 
and ſends a great Army againſt Millay : bur Ceſardrives the French again 
out of Italy, and ſends Charles of Bwurben into Province, who in vain at- 
tempted Maſſyles. Francis retakes Millay, being forſaken by Sfortia, but in 
the ſiege © _ is taken himſelf priſoner, having ſeperated his Army by 

4 the advice of Clements 7. who ſucceeded Adrian. Hereupon Clements fear- 

ing that Ceſar would be too grear in Italy, makes a League with the 

French & Venetians,to reſtore Sfortia.Ceſ@ ſets Francis again at liberty on 

ſuch conditions as he would not perform, and being angry with the Pope 

aboliſhes his power throughout all Spain. He takes the Caſtle of Millan, 
and the Columnii invade Rome, where they beſiege the _ io his Ca- 
ſile of 8. Angelo, and plunder his Palace of the Vatican. The Churches 
are ſpoiled,the prieſts abuſed, the rich men plundered, the Pope forced to 
eild upon Cezſars conditions, and the Cardinals Caps are openly fold. 
© hus was Clement puniſhed for breaking his League with the Empe- 

ror. | 
Mean while the Florentines turn out the Medices,and ſet themſelves free: 
Genus is forced to ſubmit tothe French power , which after this layeth 
hegeto Naples, but the fickneſs ſo ragedin his Army , that it conſumed

Nether was their French Fortune better 
WV in Inſubria, for they loſe Genus again with the Caſtle, and ace driven out of 
Savons,and Burben taken priſoner,ſo that the Confederates are now forced 
to think of Peace with Ceſar: but Germany is much troubled now with 
Controverſies of Religion : the Proteſtants are divided among them.

Hereticks : the Ruſticks and ſervants, under ſhew of Evangelical lib-r- 
ty, rebel againſt their Lords and Maſters : Zuther with all his preaching 
and writing, could not reclaim them, but they in great flocks drive out ' 
the Gentry, pull down their Caſtles, kill and butcher all that make refiſt. 10 
ance: Artlaſt by the confederat Swewians are overthrown near U'me, Fran- 
cone, and other place. About 50coo of them are lain, and their Ring. 
leader is roſted alive at a gentle fire : yet ſhortly after they fly out again 
by the inſtigation of one Thomas Munzerus, a mad Preacher, but are ut- 
terly defeated by Philip, the Landgrave : MunJerws preaching is ſpoiled 
by the loſs of his head. Another Rebellion againſt the Biſhop of Tre-

Mean while Zathey goeth on boldly in his Reformation. He ſets out 
the New Teſtament, and Pſalms in Dw:ch, and cauſeth Divine ſervice to 20 
be performed in the Vulgar tongue, whoſe labor in this is commended by 
Fohn Duke of Saxony, who ſuceeded his brother Frederick by George of 
Brandebarg, by Erneſtus and Francis of Luneburg, by thilep the Landgrave , 
Philip of Pomerania, and ſome others, Thele proteſted againſt the des. 
crees of Ratiſbon,and Spire,in prejudice to religion : hence came the name 
of Proteſtants. Albert, Maſter of the Tewtonick order, and Duke of Boruſ- 

4, marrieth with Dorothy, Daughter to Frederick, the firſt King of Denmark; 
then did the Rhodian es. ws obtain the Iſle of Ma/ta,and at the ſame time 
the ſweating lickneſs brake out in England. 

Charles preparing againſt the Turk, makes a League with the Pope at 39 
Barcellona, wherein it was agreed, That Ceſars Daughter Margaret, (hould 
marry with Alexender of Medices, and that he ma - reſtored to his anci- 
ent Dominion of Florence. The Venerians alſo joyn in this League, and. 
uo up the towns they had among the Samnites, in Picenum, and Apu- 

It is alſo agreed, That Francis paying 200000 Crowns, ſhould receive his 
Children again which were his Hoſtages. Then after Ceſar had beaten 
Solyman,he 1s Crowned at Boyonia with great ſtate by the Pope,to whom he 
{ſwore to deſtroy the Lutherans , who at Marpurg tryed to be reconciled to 
—_—— but could not. Shortly after in the Dyet at Auſpurg,they exhi 40 
bited the confeſſion of their faith .from the place called Avguſtava, which 
was openly read, but then reje&ed by Ceſar, The Lutheran Princes are 
enjoyned to reſtore all to the Church again, under pain of proſcription, 
and not to write or ſpeak againſt the Roman Dofrine. But Luther pub- 
liſheth a book, exhorting the Germans to reje& that impious Edict of the 
Dyet, and to _ the Roman Tenets, and to defend the Proteſtant 
Princes by the ſword. Ceſar, to retain the Empirein his Family, cauſed 
his Brother Ferdinand, at Colen to be proclaimed King of the Romans. The 
ſame year Florence, after a long ſiege is ſurrendered to Ceſar,and according 
to the Agreement between Ceſa and the Pope, Alexander of Medices, the 59

40 in the Perſian War. Barbaroſs is overthrown , the Moor reſtored ro his 
Kingdory, and the Caſtle Gulets built by Charles, which made the Chriſgt- 
ans Navigation the more ſecure. The Turk took Selewcia,but in his returg 
loſt the moſt part of his Army by Famin and Want. When Ceſar was re- 
turned from Afric, he ſeizerh on Mifan, (now void by the death of Sfer- 
tia) as being Lord ofthe Fee. The French King on the other fide 
claims it as his inheritance, and becauſe the Duke of Savey adhered tothe 
Emperor, he drives him out of a great part of. his Territories; which;fo 
moved Geſar, that he made a great complaint to the Pope at Rome againſt

He prepares then to make warr upon France and Cleve- 42 
land, for this purpoſe he reſtores to Coſmmns Medices his Caſtles for two hun- 
dred thouſand crowns : The French are afliſted by Chriſtian 3*. of Denmark, 
and Gu/tavns the Swede, for ſome wrong they had received from Charls , But 
Francis unwiſely divides his Army into 5. parts, and falls upon 5. ſeveral Im- 
periall Territortes , by which he weakned his power, and loſt quickly the pla- 
ces he took 3” Cleveland loſt ſo many of his Townes , that he was forced to 
fubmir ro Ceſar, and to content himſelf with the loſs of Gelderland : But the 
French take Laudreſs and Lixceburg , and affiſt the Twrk in the fiege of Nice , 
and defeat the —_— in Piemont ; wherefore Ceſar at Spire gives peace tO 
the Proteſtants till the next Dyet: Shortly after he recovers Luceburg , and 
takes divers Townes from the French, waſting all' his Countrey almoſt to 5? 
Paris , (o that Francis was glad to ſue for peace, and to reſtore Savoy. 

_ During the quietnefs which the Proteſtants had under Charls , rhey creCt in 
divers places Colledges,and Schools for learning; but' thoſe Halcyonian days

Mznts and Tre- 
vers fall off from Herman of Colen, and Frederick Palatine, who were lately 
turned Lutherians : Ceſar raiſeth an Army , Colen is proſcribed by the Pope, 
atruce is made with Solyman, leſt he ſhould hinder the warr intended againſt 
the Proteſtants : The Pope promiſeth to aſſiſt Ceſar with 12 thouſand Foot, 
50c Horſe, and good ſtore of gold. Charls declares that his raifing of For- 
ces was not againſt the Cities , but ſome Princes who obſtructed juſtice and

Proteſtang Army , afliſts Mau- 
rice the Saxons Cofin German , with Forces againſt the Elector , w:th whom 
before he had a quarrell : Herenpon, the Proteſtants are neceſſitated to tranſ- 
ferr their Army into Saxony , and to: leave a Garifon in S#evia: The Land- 
rave returns home with his Forces ,unwilling to fight againſt Maurice his 

30 fon in Law; Soit was eaſic for Ceſar to ſubdue the: Sweves and Noricks. Fre- 

derick Palatine, a friend but lately ro the Proteſtants, now reconciles him- 
ſelf tothe Emperor , ſo many others ſubmit to him : In. the mean while the 
Proteſtant doctrins of traditions, Apdchripha books, originall fin, juſtifica- 
tion by faith alone,and their opinions of the Sacraments are condemned in the 
Councell of Trept. 

The Saxon recovers what Mavrice had. taken from him, and withall ſurpri- 
ſeth divers of his Towns , he drawes to his {ide the Biſhopricks of Halberſtad 
and Magdeburg, Ceſar puts a mulct upon any and Strasburg , and receives 
them into favour, Bur Herman Biſhop of Coley , upon per{waſion of his 

40 friends , reſignes his Biſhoprick : His ſucceſſor 4dulphus preſently aboliſhed 

the begun reformation : Ceſar takes in divers Towns in Saxony , inthe inte- 
rim his great Enemy King Francs dies, a friend to the Proteſtants , not out 
of love to them , but of heal to Charls , therefore he uſed ſometimes un- 
derhand to furniſh them with money : Saxon being now deſtitute of the 
friendſhip of France, is expoſed to the Emperors fury , who with the Forces 
of his brother Ferdinand and Manrice , falls upon his Countrey ; the Duke 
had ſent moſt part of his Army into the Cities, therefore makes haſte to (hel- 
ter himſelf in Witreberg , but Ceſar foording over Albi, overtakes him, and 
forceth him to fight : In this conflict the Duke is wounded and taken , and by 
50 a Councell of Warr condemned to die , bur he redeems his life by refignati- 
on of his Electorſhip, and by ſurrendring Witteberg and Gotha ro Ceſar, his 
eſtate was confiſcate , and beſtowed upon Ferdinand and Maurice ; a yearly 
fion was allowed him. At Dracenburg , though the Proteſtants had che

the Counſell of Trent in many places ; but ſome jarrs ariſe between the Pope 
and Ceſar,for indeavouring to moderate the Counſell upon the Proteftants re- 
queſt , and for ſlighting the Papall dignity. Pope Paul being told by his 
Phyſitians , that the aire of Trent was not wholſome , transfers the Synod to 
Bononia, againſt which, Ceſar by his Ambaſſadors complains. 

Maurice , for his fidelity to Ceſar , is made FleRor of Saxony, he repairs 
the Univerſity of Witteburg ; in all other places of his Juriſdiction he cauſerh 
the Proteſtant Miniſters, to be either depoſed, baniſhed, or kille4 : The exam- 
ple of Francis Spier, who falling off from Proteſtaniſme , fell into diſpair at 
Padua , was the occaſion that divers were converted. Bucer, Fagius , and 
Martyr , paſſe over into England : Brentins, Muſculus, aud others, are ſtrange- 
ly preſerved. - The Captive Saxon , _— and the Palatine, favour the 
Proteſtants. Magdeburg, Brem, and ſome other places of Saxony, ſtand up- 
on their libertie-: Flaccus Illyricus leaves Witteburg , where he condemned 
Melanthons Faith , and goeth to Magdeburg ; which City Ceſar proſcribed, 
and commanded the Eletor Maurice to beſiege it. The Eletors are 
wrought apon to transfer the Title of King of the-Romans upon Philip, Ceſars 
ſon, by Mary of Portugall , bur they would not recede from their firſt At, 
The Magdebvurgers overthrow ſome Forces of theic enemies,among which were 
200 Gentlemen. Mean while Paul 3* dieth with grief z his ſon Peter Loiſius 
being ſlainbefore by Ferdinand Gori aga. After three months alteration,to Paul 
ſucceeded Fulins 3% whoſe name before was Fohannes Maria Montanus, he had 
been Preſident or Moderator of the Counſell. Henry 2* of France, ſonto 
Francs, ſtrives to ſtir up the German Princes againſt Charls, chicflly Mavrice, 
who was offended for the impriſonment of his Father in Law the Land- 
orave; Maurice combines with Mlbert of Brandeburg , and the Megapolitans 
with France; for the German liberty ,i he is leader of the Magdeburg Army , 
who having made his peace,leaves theMagdeburgers to Ceſars mercy,who lay- 
cth a heavy fine on them , leaving them to their Religion and Liberty. T 
Proteſtant Divines exhibit their Poſitions to the Counſell of Trent , but they 
were rejected. The'Ele&tor Maurice having often Petitioned Czſar for the 

Landgraves libertic , but ſtill in vain, makes war againſt Charls, (ciſeth upon 
Auſpurg ; and _ affrighted the Trent Fathers, with the report of his com- 
ing thither, they all fled. +.-Creſcentizs the Cardinall , Preſident of the 
Counſell, was affrighted in the night by a black ' dog. The French take 
ſome Townes of the Empire, and by Lorrazn break in upon CMIſatia , and ex- 
torts proviſion from Strazsburg.  Mavrice propounds a league with Ferdinand 
and the Bavarias. 

The French King underſtanding that the Ceſarians out of Belgium , were 
vo Champany, waſting all with fire and fivord , turns nſid c to Lucem- 

7. The Saxon having taken the M/pin Straits, kills and takes about 3000. 
of the Ceſarians, which ſo affrighted Charls and Ferdrnand , that by the light 
of their matches, they ſtole away from 0enipont to Viſlacum by night : Oenipont 
being taken, all goods belonging to Ceſo or the Spaniards , were plunder- 
ed, but the goods of Ferdinand and Germans , were not touched, A truceis 
made at laſt , and then peace.

Ceſar goeth againſt the French, bur loſeth moſt part of his Army 
by fickne(s, and his fortune began till to decline , he made war againſt Par- 
ma and Mirandula, _ aſſiſted by the Pope , where he loſt many men, but 
did no good. Sera fell off from Ceſar to the French , becauſe the Ceſarians

laid waſte, and at laſt ſubdued by Coſmus Medices , who by Fant: —_ Se- 
2a, and added it to his Principallitieby Ceſars permiſſion, Henry, by the 
Turks aſſiſtance ,took the Ifle of Corſica from the Germozis, and waſts with fire 
and ſword , Cart Territozies, who on the other fide deſtroycth ſome

Abour the beginning of the year 51 of this Century, the Pope dieth,, to 
whom ſucceeded Marce!us 2% he alſo the two and twentieth day of his Pon- 
tificate, is ſuddenly raken away by an Apoplexie , in whoſe place came 
Fohn Peter Caraffa,now calied Paul 4 a great Antilutherian and promoter of 
the Inquiſition, the confiuner of 150 thouſand Proteſtants in 30; years 
ſpace : he impoſed heavy tribuces on the Fewes , and cauſed them for diſtin- 
&ion ſake,to wear yellow caps , bel angry with Ceſar for oppoſing his E- 
lection , he raiſeth an Army againſt Naples, his own Countrey , but Charls 
being weary of the world , after the Example of Dvocleſian.. layeth down his 
imperiall dignitic, leaveth his hereditary Kingdoms to Philip his fon, and the 
Empire to Ferdinand his brother , then retires himſelf into the Monaſtery of 
S. Hieroms Order , dedicated to S. Lawrence by his ſon Philip, in memo- 
ry of the great Viftory he had over the Fench.at S. Quintins; this Covent 
is in the Eſcuriel near Madrid. Here Charls ſpent two years in devotion; and 
then died the 38 year, or as ſome ſay, the 4o of his Empire ; and the 54 
of his life , his death was preſaged by a Commet : Mean while the Po 
aſſiſted by the French , makes war againſt Philip, who in revenge , ſtrips os 
Pope of almoſt all Latium, wherefore he finding Philip too potent ro buckle 
with; now the French being defeated, and the moſt of their Nobility taken at 
S. 9wintins, and that OfFavius Ferneſius was in favour with Philip. from whom 
he had received Placentia , admits of peace which was accompanied with the 
innundation of Tibri, that did more hurt then the war. In Charls his time,

of 20 ycars Ferdinand Cortes , took multitudes of Towns, the chief where- 
of is Mexico, with many Provinces: The Country alſo of Pers is ſubjuga- 
ted by Varga and PiFarms, in which is the great City Cuſco : The Portugalls 
alſo take many places in the Eaſt Indies. Caſtrivs obtains a great Victory a- 
oainſt the King of Cambaia, and withall takes Dio, the rich and great City of 
that Country which became the chief Sear of the Portwgalls under King E- 
manuel, and King Fohn who looked more ſtrictly to the Government of that 
place then Charls did ro the Government of America, being intangled with 


the wars of Europ, which occaſioned the Spaniards to Tyrannize over the poor

fall, layeth waſte the Countrey of Derbat, and threatens the ruine of Livonza, 
which at laſt paid the gold , bur yet could not pacific the Tyrant, There- 
fore the Rivaliens deſired Chriſtian 3* of Denmark to be their proteCtor againſt 
the Rusſian by reaſon Eſtonic had anciently been ſubjet to Denmark ; bur he 
wilcly 6d, affirming he had more land then he could well govern, yer 
he helps them with money and arms , and the next year died : after he had 16 
cauſed the Bible to be tranſlated into Daniſh , and had ſet up preaching Mini- 
ſters in his Kingdome : This year alſo was fatall to Queen Mary of England, 
King Henry of France, the D. of Venice, and Pope Paul 4* whoſe Marble ſta- 
tuc the Romans contumeliouſly uſed , by cutting off his hands and head , they

After 4 months debate , Piwe 4* called before Fohn Angel of the houſe of 
Medices, 1s made Pope. At his Inauguration 18 men were killed, as they were 
ſcrambling for the money flung that day among the people,and abour 4o hurt, 
an ominous initiation to his Pontificate : he pardoned thoſe that abuſed his 30 
predeceffors , bur was very rigid againſt his friends and nephews. He put 
Cardinall Caraffa to death, and divers other prime men , upon ſuſpition of 
Licafon. He confirmed Ferdinand in the Empire , abſolves Charls 5** and 
his fon Philip from Pope Pauls criminations, Abdiſy Patriarch of the Ea- 
ſtern Chriſtians came to him , with a reſolution to imbrace the Rowan Faith, 
which he did,and was ſent back into Africa with rich preſents. He ordereth the 
general Counſell to fit again at Trent, and ſent his Legats to invite the Pro- 
reſtants thicker; but the Palſgrave and Saxon with ſome other Textonick 
Princes, meet at Nawmburg, and return this anſwer to Ferdinand Ceſar ; that 
they would willingly yeild to a nationall or generall Counſel if it were free, 45 
which they could not acknowledge this to be : And they tell the Popes Legars, 
that he had no power over Princes, nor authority to call a Syno1. When 
they came to Lubeck , they were rejeRted by the King of Denmark , becauſe 
the Pope had accounted him an Heretick ; But Philip King of Spain, and 
Francis 24 of France, - perſecute the Proteſtants; under whoſe ſucceſſor 
Charls g* they had ſome reſt, and withall a new name, for they are now called 
Hugonits,from oneHugo,in whoſe houſe they uſed to have their meetings. In the 
Counſell of Trent there is ſome debate between the Pope and Spaniſh Biſhops, 
who would ſcarce yeild that their dependance ſhould be from him. The 
Kings alſo of Spazy and Fraxce , did ſtrive there for precedencic , the one pre- 
ferring the Title of Catholick, the other of moſt Chriſtian : The matter be-5® 
ing referred to the Pope , he gives the precedencic to France. There was alſo

The Affairs of Portupall, Aﬀeick, Germany , the Netherlands , Spain , Po- 
20 land, Hungary, Tranſylvania, Bohemia , Ruſha , Venice, &c. wnder : 
Rodolphus 2* Emperor , from the year 1576. till 1612, 


RET Odolphus 2* ſucceeded to his Father Maximilian, bothin 
A bis Kingdome and Vertues. About the beginning of his 
þ time, Sebaſtian King of Portugall made an unluckie 
Fo) <xpcdition into Africe, * to reſtore Mahumed King of 
TA Mauritania, whilſt he warreth with Abdelmelech Uncle 
to the baniſhed Mahwmed, he loſt both his life and King- 
ES&> dome: In this barrell three Kings fell, and the Chriſtian 
x Army deteated. Abdelmelech inthe fight died ſuddenly of 'an Apoplexie, 
Mahumed was drowned inthe bogs , 'and Sebaſtian flain, Hameth the other 
Uncle of <Mahwned enjoyed the Fruit of the victory , with the Kingdome 
of Feſſe : Portugall fell ro Henry the Cardinall, an aged man; and Sebaſtians 
great Uncle, who died about a year after, on whoſe mm 6 Philip King of 
Spain , Henry's ſiſters ſon ſeiſed by the Duke'of Alba, Anthony being driven 
away, whom Lewis, Henry's brother begot in Fornication : Lisboy proclaimed 
him King , bur he was forced to flie, and as he was purſued , flung mo 
behind him , to hinder his purſuers :- He by the help of France and England, 
hoped to recover his loſt Kingdom , but could not, for he was beaten both 
4 by land and ſea; and with Portugal! he loſt alſo the Iſlands AFores: The 
Lowcountrey wars under Fohn of Auf and William of Naſſau , was porten- 
ded by a Commet : Fohn had d ed the Gantors with hopes of peace z but 
they being impatient of Tyrannie and mock'ry, reje* the Spaniards, ſend for 
French and Germans , and reſolve to make a Commonwealth of their” own z 
they invite into Belgium, Mathias brother to Ralph the 24 Emperor , ant! who 
afterward was Emperor himſelf , to be their Governor , hoping thereby ro 
finde the Emperor Ralphs more favourable towards them , till he came Willi- 
«n diſcharged his place , who took in Amſterdam, Mechlin, Deventry, and 0- 
ther Sconces , whilſt the Auſtrian was buſie in ſfubduing Brabant, ſhortly at- 
50 ter they ſend _—_ Caſimir the Palatine with an Army, and then fall upon 
0 robbing and cing of Churches , and invading v Clergies Revenues : 
but ſhortly after peace is proclaimed between the Catholicks and. Proteſtants 
throughout Belgium , with Liberty of Conſcience; but the people of He- 
nault and Artois, upon this were offended, and therefore called themſelves 
Malccontents , for they would admit no other Religon then the Roman. ins 
Eec 2 c 
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The Asſtriax being dead of a Feaver , his Nepheiv Alexander F arneſins, 
Duke of Parma and Placentia ſucceeded in the Government , whole begin- 
ing was accompanied with an Epidemicall diſeaſe in his Army , which by a 
looſneſs ſwept away 12 thouſand: He reduced Utrricht to the Spaniard, and la- 
boured what he could to foment the inteſtin diſcords among the Belgians in 
the mean while m_- ſends into Colex 3 Biſhops , and 2 Princes to treat with 
the States Ambaſſadors about a peace between the Spaniard and them , but 
to no purpoſe ; for Orange would not hearken to any peace withour the enjoy- 
ment of Liberty and Religion ; Wheretore he is proſcribed by the Spaniard, 
Mean while Francis Alanſon the French King's brother is invited into Belginm, 19 
who gaping long for that imployment, haſtneth thither, but whilſt Orange and 
he were together at Aztwerp , a deſperat young fellow {ct on by the Spaniard, 
ſhoots Orange with a bullet through the cheeks, ſo thar he hardly _ 
with his life. Alanſon having got ſupplies from Exglazd , promiſed much in 
defence of Belgium, but pertormed nothing , having more regard of his 
French, then of thoſe whoſe defence he undertook , and ſwore to z which ap- 
ared in Brabant and Flanders, where at Antwerp he received a notable de- 
hens by means of the French , his jugling was much more detected at New- 
port , Dunkirk, and other places , which give occaſion to Parma to recover 
Newport, and divers other Towns for the Spaniard. Hereupon the Go- 29 
vernment is taken from him by the States, and he returns into France with his 
French Forces ; but not long after , Orange and the States were neceſſitated 
to ſend for him again , who died before =, ah done any thing for the Com- 
monwealth ; 'tis thought he was poyſoned, becauſe they found he was ſorry 
for his former double dealing with the States. About a month after, the Prince 
of Orange is murthered by a By 2undzan, Balthaſar Gerard,who had been lately 
received into Orange his ſervice, , ſhot him with a musket at Delph, not with- 
out the knowledg (as 'tis thought) of Parma, the murtherer was cruelly put to. 
death : Shortly after this, Brugs, Gawnt., and all Flanders almoſt is reduced 
to the Spaniard. TR, 30 
InGermany the Proteſtant Princes and Cities , ſtrive by Conferences and 
Synods , to take up the controverſies among themſelves : Gebhard Biſhop of 
Colen , profeſſing himfelf of the Auguſtan confeflion , permitted freedom of 
the Goſpel to his people , and falls in love vvith Agnes Mansfield, vwyhom he 
intends to marriez but he is upon this depoſed by the Pope , and forſaken by 
moſt of his Dioceſſe, Erneſt of Bavaria being ſet up in his room : Gebhard in 
maintenance of his ri i, and Erneſt on the - bn , raiſed oppoſit Forces. 
They fight upon doubtfull terms diyers battels , in one Skirmiſh Erneſt loſt 
2000 old Soldiers, at length Gebhajd is worſted, and upon the aki Bon- 
27a, totally defeated of his Biſhoprick by Erneſtus. A nationall Synod of 46 
Proteſtants is deſired in Germany , but hindred by faRtious ſpirits, Steven 
Bator the new Polonias King makes war againſt Dantſick, for refuſing to ſwear 
Fealtic to him, till firſt he confirmed their Priviledges - after much Naughter 
on both fides , ar laſt by a friendly tranſaQion, their differences were compo- 
ſed : The Polandey to requite the Myſcovits waſting of Eivonia, falls with fire 
and {word upon his Territories, and takes from him many Towns; o that the 
Muſcovit is torced to renounce all he had taken in Livonia: The Swedes alſo 
take divers places in Livonia from the Muſcovit, which Batorias defired might 
be reſtored to the Polander, bur could not prevail z abour this time an Epide- 
micall infeion run through all Zwrop, accompanied with a colde , and 2 50 
cough, called the weathers maladie — ſheep are moſt troubled with it :

year Fohn __ the Rusfian Tyrant, having knockt his ſon on the head 
with his C gell, of which wound he died, and after 25 years war with L4- 
vonia , he dicd alſo, exhorting his ſon Theodor to live peaccably with his 
neighbours, 
Theſame year thePracopit Tartars,of theTurks confedrates becom theirſlaves, 
Pope Gregory the 17 about this time reformed the Calendar , by thruſting 10 
days out of the month of Offober : Ammurath the Turk, began to luſpect {ome 
10 _ upon compliance between the Pope and ByJantin Patriarch , therefore 
aniſheth the Patriarch , and takes away from the Chriſtians rwo of their 
Temples in Conſtantinople , for approving this reformation of the Calendar ; 
which cauſed ſome troubles at Auſpurg in Germany, and Riga in Livonia; di- 
vers Proteſtants , rather out of pride , then Judgement rejected it : This 
Gregory erected divers Colledges of Jeſuits , whoſe learning and holyne(s be- 
gan to be held in admiration : In Rome is inſtituted a Colledg or Seminary of 
all Nations , to propagate the Roman Faith. 3. Ambaſſadors of Fapon ſent 
by the Jeſuits, arrive at Rome, after 3 years travel, offering their ſervice to the 
Pope who having royally entertained them,dicd within the ſpace of two hours 
20 of a Squinzeez who all his time could not ſuppreſs the infolencies and robbe- 
ries committed daily by .-his Soldiers, and thoſe that had been proſcri- 
bed ; But Batorixs King of Poland, by putting to death ſome of his Nobi- 
lity, curbed the inſolencies of the great men in his Kingdome.''- So Frederick 
24 of Denmark brought the Roſtokers to ſubmit to Wiricus the Megapolitan; 
The Farneſian Family of the Dukes of Parma, grew famous by the happie 
ſucceſs of Alexander Governor of Bel/giwm, who after he had befieged Antwerp 
one whole year , .at laſt upon compoſition, took jt; 4 years were granted to 
the Proteſtants , to ſettle there, or to depart , whereof many went and ſethed 
in Hamburg. Mechlin and divers other Towns ſubmit to the Spaniard : A 
30 great ſtorm hung over Rigs, for reſiſting King Stevens edicts of Poland, 
who threatened it with fire and (word for oppoting the Roman Religion , and 
putting to death ſome of his Legars : About this time ſhowres of Locuſts fell 
in Thracia;, of geeſe and ducks in Croatia , on which many le did feed. 
Maximilian of Anſtria, Ceſar's brother, who by his Father was named 
King of Poland, marcheth to Cracovia with an Army ; but he was defeated 
and driven back towards Sileſia, where he was befieged and taken , and for- 
ced to redeem his freedom with the lofs of his Kingdom ; which S:giſmwnd 
obtiins in the right cf his Mother , being deſcended from the Kings of 
Poland. 

The year enſuing was fatall ro many Princes. Maximilian was thruſt out 
of Poland by Sigiſmund, Frederick the ſecond of Denmark died, Maurice 
ſon to William (murthered at Delph) and grand-child by the mother to Ma#- 
rice of Saxony is by the united States of Holland, made their Governor. The 
Spaniſh Armado confiſting of 125 great ſhips, 20000 Soldiers, 10000 marri- 
ners 2COO Ordnance is defeated : Henry 3* King of France is murthered by 
Fames Clements , a Dominican ; the P is moleſted by the Muſcovir, 
who took ſome Forts from him , and by the Tartarian, who! with fire and 
ſword invaded his borders z ſo that he was fain to buy his peace of the Tur- 
$ar with a great ſumme of Money. _—— 13% being dead, Felix: Mon- 
50 talt is made Pope, and cals himfelf Sixtws the 5%, a mean man of Parentage ; 
but a rich Pope, for he left 5 Millions behinde him , and yet in his Life-time 
very profuſe Obelisks, High-wayes. Churches, Pallaces, Aqueduds; up- 
on Hoſpitals alſo, and the Yatican Bibliothec ; He ſpent 38 Crowns 
in removing one Obclisk alone. He incurred the King of $pajne's difptcaſtre 
by denying to aide the Pariſians when they were beſieged by King #ewry - 
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through Auſ714, Moravie , and Bohenua, and a great ficcitic with heat, by 


which ſome rivers were dried up; hedied within 14 days of a burning fea- 
ver : To whom ſucceeded Mzichelas.  Sfondrat called Gregory 14" : he was 
born the 7** month , and therefore had a weak ſickly body, he dicd the 1c" 
month of his Pontificat, in his time the plague and famin fo raged in Italy . 
that in one year at Rome there died ſixty thouſand people : He ſpent upon the 
French War 500coo crowns ont of the publick treaſure , beſides gooco our 
of his privat Coffers. Grave Mavrice mean while ſeifeth upon Breda his na- 'C 
tive towne in Brabant,by a turf boat , within which lay hid many armed men. 
And ſhortly after he rakes divers other Towns. To. Gregory 14 ſucceeded 
ohn Antonius or Piemont , who aſſumed the name of Gregory g'*; he was of 
the Spaniſh Faction againſt France, and lived but rwo months in the Ponrifi- 
cate. To him ſucceeded Hippolytus Aldabrandinus or Clement 8" : Grave 
Mavrice attempterth to take the Sluice and Hrricht, but could not ; yet he takes 
Steinvick, and Covord, and divers other places upon the death of Parma. To 
whom ſucceeded Peter Erneſt of Mansfield , who ſent his ſon Charls into 
France; to aſliſt the Spaniſh tation there. Pp 
About this time S1giſamnd Bator the Tranſylvanian denies to pay the pro- 20 
miſed tribute to the Twrk, and ſo by the Jeſuirs perſwafion incurs th diſplea- 
ſure of a potent enemy, to the griet of his friends; ſome of which he kills for 
diſſwading him. The Deſpots of Walachia and Moldavia revolt to him : The 
Walachians fight the Turks and beat them, Strigon and Yicegrad are taken by 
the Chriſtians : LZippa alſo ſubmits to the 7 hfrantes, and in a battell Sina 
looſeth 10000 of his men. Bator being now allied to the Emperor , is ai- 
ded by him to take Tergoviſtia, rhe ſeat of the Princes of Walachia. After 
many defeats given to Sian, he chaſeth him beyond the river Agrias , where 
he died with age and grief. Albert Arch Duke of Auſtria, Czſars brother, 
of a Cardinall becomes husband to 1ſabella Clara Eugenia, Philips daughter, 3? 
and enters Belgium in great ſtate, Upon the death of Erneſtus he beſicgerh 
Callss, and takes it : x league is made between England, France and Holland, 
againſt Spain, and confirmed by a victory obrained by the Engliſh and Hol- 
land Fleet, againſt the Spaniard at CadiF, The Hollanders ſend a fleet to Ben- 
tam, a Town in Fava the leſs : And another to finde out the North-caſt paſ- 
ſage; tono _ , except to their own hurt, having loſt the moſt of their 
men with cold. In the mean time Albert takes Hulſt from the confederates, 
and they beat his Forces at Torvahwt , having taken 38 Colours of foor,” and 
two of horſe with their baggage and money : About this time died Philip 
the 24 of Spain, as they write of the lowſie diſeaſe : To whom ſucceeded i 
Philip z*, who martied Margaret daughter to Charls the Arch Dukes and 
then alſo died Theodor Prince of Ruſſis in whom ended the Baſilidan race. 
Borss FederovitJius the Queen of Ruſſia's brother 5 dealt ſo with the peopleg 
that they preferred him to the Nobility in competition for that Scepter,which 
by their favour he obtained; and after this odliened it by his ſuccesfull ex- 
pedition againſt the Tartars z but afterward his government proved: Tyranni- 
call: . Palfias and Barneſtein; Imperiall Commanders defeat the Tartars in 
Panonia, and befiege Favarin, but upon the coming of the Twrks, the ficge is 
raiſed.

About this time almoſt all Livonia is made ſubje& to Charls Suderman, cx- 
cept a few Towns on the borders of Muſcovia , which acknowledged ſtill the 
Polonian Scepter. Such devaſtation was every where in the fields , thatthirty 
thouſand people died with cold and famin, which perſwaded ſome of them to 
eat their on = ran Charls at laſt returns to Swede,and accepts of thar Scep. 
ter he had before refuſed. King Henry 4* of France makes a Law againſt 
Duels. The Savoyen attempted in the night time to ſurpriſe Geneva , two 
hundred Soldiers had already ſcal'd the walls , and killed the watch; but a 
boy witha Lanthorn raiſed the Town, who armed themſelves , and —__ 
dcd the Conſpirators, whom they put to death. Pope Clement diſpenceth 1, 
with Sigiſmund of Poland, for marying two ſiſters of the Auſtrian Family, 
and nctoades King Henry of France to call home again the baniſhed Jeſuites. 
Chriſtian 4* of Denmark, viſits in his own perſon the remoteſt parts of Nor- 
way, giving Order for ſetling of Miniſters in thoſe ignorant and remote cor- 
ners. Hamburg , the moſt flouriſhing City of the Saxons, doeth homage to 
him, as Duke of _— , With great ſolemnity and magnificence : He er- 
recteth a new Town from the foundation , which by his name he calls Chri- 
ſtianopolis , upon the borders of Swedlaynd. To which he added upon the 
ſame borders afterward , two ſtronger Fortifications ; to wit , Tychopols and 
Chriſtiana: In —____ there is great joy for the birth of Philip the 4*, heir 35 
to the Kingdoms of Spazn: Frieſiand is now made the ſcat of the war : Com- 
mand is given to Count Bucquoz, to raiſe Forces about the Rhene , which be- 
ing paſſed over by Spinola, divers Towns are taken for the Spaniard : Man- 
rice attempts Antwerp, and Spinola Berg upon Sows, but in vain : Bucquos alſo 
takes ſome places. Peace again is propoſed by the —_ but rejeted by 
the Hollanders, as not daring to truſt the Spaniard, The antient City of Aix, 
as alſo Marpurg of Heſſia , were much ſhaken and weakned upon the change of 
Religion, and admittance of Calviniſme. Br#nſwie was at firſt like to be

Arbitration : In Rome Pope Clement $* being dead , great comeſtationa- 
riſeth about the eleion of a new Pope z The French faQtion ſtood for Caſar 
Baronius the great Annaliſt ; but the Spaniard oppoſed him, becauſe he had no 
good opinion of his claim, and Title to Scicily : Some were for Belarmis the 
reat Catholick Champion , but he was withſtood by the Monteltan Faction: 5% 
t length Alexander Medices being 70 years old, is choſen z who calls him- 
ſelf Leo, buthe died the 25 day after; whoſe ſucceſſor was Camillss Burge- 
fx, afterward called Payl 5*. 
In Ruſfia great commotions were raiſed by one Demetrime , who gave Out 
he was the ſon of Fohannes Baſilides, who was thought to have been mw

| thered by Boris Fedrovitziue long agoe : He appearing on the Scene , gave 4». Chriſt; 
out that he was hid in Monaſteries, and educated by the Jeſuits , that he Wo 


might be the more inabled for Government : The King of Poland believed 
this had been the crue heir, th2refore aſſiſts him with an Army , and beſtowes 
his daughter on him. Shortly after he marcheth wich his Forces into Ruſſia, 
gets the Coſſacks to (ide with him. Many Towns and Caſtles fall off ro him, 
in hatred of FedrovitJius his Tyranny : In his firſt Incounter with Bor# he 
was worſted, but in the ſecond he gor the Victory, and withall rhe life of Bo- 
ris, who was flain and his children poyſoned. Demetrius with the great ac- 
10 clamations of the people, enters Moſqua, where he is Crowned , then he 
makes a league with the Polander, whoſe daughter he brings in grear ſtate 
trom Poland and married her : But the Raſſian Nobility ſtorming ar the Po- 
lonian inſolencies and pride, conſpire againſt them , and therather , becauſe 
they are perſwaded that this Demetrius is a counterfeit: The people alſo fi- 
ding wich the Peers, fall ro murthering of the Polonians, whereof 1200 were 
maſſacred , beſides 400 Ruſſians diſguiſed in Polonian habits. Demetrivs is 
wounded in many places of bis body, and diſeracefully uſed ; his Bride ſtript 
of all her wealth and ornaments, and fenc back to Polandin a poor habit. Ba- 
ſilius Fohanides, the chief man of the Conſpirators , is by the conſent of all 
20 the Peers, proclaimed Prince. And Demetrius his carcals drawn naked 


up and down by a rope tied to his privities. 

Art Venice ſome antient Laws were renewed ; among the reſt, that none 
ſhould ere Churches or Monaſteries, nor beſtow lands or houſes on 
the Clergy , withour the Senats approbarion ; they had alſo impriſoned ſome 
ſcandalous Prieſts, The Jeſuits acquaint Clavdivs Aquavias the Generall of 
their Order, with theſe proceedings. Pope Clement 8* being a moderate 
man, winks at the buſineſs ; Bur Paul 5* of a more violent ſpirit, Commands 
the Yenetians to 2brogate thoſe Laws,which they refufing to do, were excom- 
municated , and their whole Territories put under an interdi&t - Yet moſt of 
_ the Clergy took no notice of the Pope's anger, bur officiated as before. The 
*® Jeſuits offended at this, remove thence to other places, and write bitterly , 
(chiefly Bellarmin and Baronins) againſt the Yenetians. whoſe cauſe is maintai- 
ned by Francis Paulis Servita, and Fohannes Marſilius : Ar laſt they fell 
from words to blowesz , Armies are raiſed on both fides , the Spaniards aſſiſt 
the Pope, and the Hollanders the Yenztian z at length the controverſie is taken 
up by the French King : The Yenetians are injoyned to (et free the priſoners, 
and not to ſtretch the execution of their Lawes , further then their Anceſtors 
intent and meaning; So the Pope's curſe was revoked , and the Jeſuits ba- 
niſthed out of the Yenetian Territories, 

In Poland, Fohn Samoiſcius had thrown the Jeſuits out of his Colledge , 
49 after whoſe death they grew very great with the King, ſtopping his cars againſt 
the Proteſtants complaints, whoſe Church at Poſomiwm they burned;upon this, 
the Nobility calls a Parliament, and ſhortly after theſe Parliamentier s,or Ra- 
choſtans ( for ſo they were called) take up arms againſt the King ;- one thou- 
ſand of whoſe men they killed, and put the reſt to flight , and had nor moſt 
of the Parliaments Army fallen off to the King , they had been abſolutely 
victorious, Then arms being laid down on both ſides, the differences are 
referred to a free Parliament z meanwhile the people tumultuouſly thruſt the 
Jeſuits our of their Monaſtery of S* Briget at Gedanum, and at Thorun they 
50 take the great Church from them , and the Nobility urgeth their baniſhment : 
Words are alſo caſt abroad aboutelefion bf a new King ; but whilſt the 
Parliamentieres ( called in their language Rachoſtans) were too ſecure and con- 
fident , the Kings party falls ſuddenly upon them , kills many , diſheartens 
the reſt, and diſſolves the Parliament : Theſe troubles of Poland were for the 
Swedes advantage, who in the interim y 7 lt himſclt againſt fgjn_s

whoſe eſteem was daily leflencd in Swedland - Theſe troubles of Poland mo- 
ved Mathias the Arch Duke , ro ſettle with all ſpeed the commorions of Hun- 

aria, by aſſigning over Tranſylvania to Botſcadus , and giving Liberty of 
Conſcience : The Proſultan upon the defection of- Alepo, Damaſcus , and 
Tripolis, was willing to make peace with the Chriſtians , therefore it is reſol- 
= there ſhould be peace for 20 years, during which time , Achmet Sultan 
ſhould call Ceſar Father z and he Achmet his ſon : Thar likewiſe both Ceſars 
ſhould every third year entertain friendſhip, by ſaluting®cach other with pre- 
ſents : Booftades the chief promoter of this tranſa&tion, ſhortly after died. 
Ragotſcins is eleted , whole help the Rachokans of Poland required , bur he 10 
refiaſe , holding it unlawfull for them to riſe againſt their Prince: And to 
ſhew how little he regarded dominion , he laid down again his Principalitie, 
and traſmitted it to Gabriel Batorins; at which time the Perſian Ambaſſador 
at Prague, highly commending the power of his Maſter, and ſhewing how re- 
ſolved he was to overthrow the Ottoman Family, made Rudolph flow in entring 
into league with the Turk. - Mean while Mathias grew gracious with the Hun- 
garians, and makes my with the Nobility for his ele&tion. 

This ſame year was {cen a Commet over Germany, portending enſuing trou- 
bles there; for at Donaverd, a Town in Suevia upon the Danow , the Towns 
people contumeliouſly abuſed the Abbot , as he was carrying the Banner and 20 
Croſs in proceſſion : For which cauſe yr are proſcribed by Ceſar, and ſub- 
duced by Maximilian of Bavaria , _ they had proferred ſatisfaCtion to 
the Abbot. © This &ccafioned ſome differences among the Princes of the 
Empire ; the Proteſtants deſiring the Town to be reſtored again to its 
liberty, which the Catholicks would not hearken ro. Mean while, in Belgium 
the War continues, and divers Towns are taken and re-taken ; A military ſedi- 
tion is-raiſed in Alberts Army, which could nor bee appeaſed, till Dieſta was 
pawned to them for their pay, which "= received ſhortly after. Divers of 
the Mutincers were baniſhed, and ſome that ſtay'd behinde executed. The 
Hollanders prepare a Fleet tor the Weſt-Indies , 'which made the Spaniard and 39 : 
Archduke propoſe a peace , to which the united States were inclined, if they 
could have been ſecured of their Liberty z but that they may not be ſurpriſed 
with expeatiou of peace, a fleet is ſent to Cal7 under Hemskirk , which infe- 
ſted the _—_ Coaſt , and ſpoiled the Kings Navie, 2000 Spaniards were 
killed , and ſo was Hemskirk himſelf ; a truce then is reſolved upon , and the 
united Provinces declared to be free from all claim or title , either of the King 
or Archduke z but withall its required that the Weſt-Indies ſhall not be med- 
led with by the Hollander , or Zelander : This diſceptation held out ſome 
months, at laſt Fohn Nats a Franciſcan, is ſent to King Philip , but he ſtaid (0 
long , that the French and Daniſh Agents went away z and {o the peace came i? 4 
to nothing z yet at laſt a truce of 12 years was concluded , by the mediation 
of the French , Engliſh, and other Princes Ambaſſadors , in which libertic 
of commerce was left to the pleaſure of the Spaniard in his dominions with- 
out Europe, Yet he was not to debar the Hollanders that were imployed by 
Forraign Princes , in their commerce to the Indies, In Germany , Mathias 
Cefar's brother comes with an Army into Bohemia, ro diſappoint ( as it was 

ven out.) the Spaniſh intent , who had reſolved to ſertle Ferdinand the Arch- 

uke in Hungary, and the other Principalities of Auſtria, becauſe he was more 
addicted to .the -Pope then the reſt, The Bohemians promiſe to maintain Ce- 
ſar's Title with their arms, it he would after the example of Maximilian, 
rmit them to injoy their conſcience, this their Petition was deferred,there- 
ore Mathias was to receive Hungary and Auſtria, vyho preſently forbids the 
exerciſe of the Proteſtant Religion: The Bohemians take arms vvith in- 
tent to defend themſelyes, bur vvithall, they humbl petition that they m_ 
is 
the

have the ſame liberty in Religion which Hungary and Auſtria injoyed : TO 
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the Prince aſſented, and the Emperor by his Letters Pattents confirmed ; who Aw, C 
alſo committed to them the ordering of the Univerſitie of Prague, The not WY 


obſerving of this Grant, was the occaſion of future warts. 

Shortly after followed the troubles of Fuliers, for Fohannes Guliclmus dy- 
ing childleſs, The Eletor of Brandeburg, the Palatine of Newbure, and divers 
others laid claim to it in right of their marriages with the ſiſters of Fohn de- 
funct ; bur the Emperor pretending that it was in his power to decide the con- 
troverſie, ſends Leopolde of Anſtri , to rule Fuliers in his right, and inthe 
name of the Empire. Leopold's part is maintained by the Catholick Princes, 

10 but Brandeburg, and Newburg, by the Proteſtants : Hence were divers mee- 
tings of Catholicks and Proteſtants, a part; at Hala in Suevia the Prote- 
ſtants meet,at Herlipolis the Catholicks : hence confederacies with forraign 
Princes to the ruine of Germany. Brandeburg and the Palatine raiſe Forces, 
and take in moſt Towns of that Dtchie, except Fuliers, the City which Leo- 
pold held ; byr this alſo was taken by Grave Maurice, after two months fiege; 
at length both ſides lay down arms , who choole certain Judges at Colen 
to decide the controverſie , but to no purpoſe. 

About this time Gambalot the Satraps of Alepo being defeated by the 
Turks, and deſerted by his friends, obtains pardon from Achmet , upon pro- 
20 miſc that he would turn his Forces againſt the Perſsay ; who notwithſtanding 
continues his expeditions , and deſires the Pope's aid , b promifing him 
power over all the Chriſtians within his Dominions - Heſollicites Cſars af- 
fiſtance by ſhewing what advantage it will be for him to joyn with ſo potent 2 
friend as the Perſian , againſt the Twrk : For this cauſe the Pope injoynes the 
Rehgious houſes to maintain ſome profeſlers ,of the Hebrew and Arabick 
rongues,that he may imploy them among the Eaſtern Chriſtians. The Polander 
having compoſed his differences with the Rackoſians, prepares to be revenged, 
both on the Ruſſian and Swede, for the wrongs received from them ; and with 
proſperous {ucceſs he defeats rhe Sweds in Livomia,and the Ruſſians in Lituania. 
3- He beſicgeth alſo Smolenſcum, the Metropolis of Liruania, and after two years 
ſiege , takes it, where 200 thouſand <Muſcovits loſt their lives. Nowvograd 
ſubmits to $g5ſmund , and ſo doth the Cham of Tartar, Filna is Tad. by 
the AMuſcovits, 
In Holland Arminius being called from his Miniſteriall charge in Amſterdam, 
to be Divinity profeſſor in Leyden , conferred with Tunine by Letters , about 
the -point of Predeſtination, -and ſome other Articles , he was oppoſed by 
Gomarss the other Divinity profeſſor , who with Iunzi«s ſtood ſtifly to Calvin's 
doctrine : Divers diſputes and conferences were held about theſe points, ſo that 
Schollars, Magiſtrates, and inferior people fell out into factions,” Arminis's 
40 Diſciples were called Remonſtrantes; Calvin's Contraremonſtrantes. This con 
trove;ſie was like to have ruined theſe Provinces, fo violent was the conteſtati- 
on between them. Arminius mean while died, the 9* year of this laſt 
century. About whoſe ſucceſſor —_ , there was no {mia} trouble ; ſome 
ſtifly. maintaining him , others accuſing him as a Schiſmatick and Heretick in 
his opinions of the divine attributes, but at length King 14aves gothimto be 
removed from Leyden ; threatning to renounce all friendſhip and league with 
them , if he were not depoſed , So he was ſent to Gauda, and Arminianiſme 
by degrees ſuppreſſed, - This year 1612 , died Ceſar Rodolphus , in whoſe 
life-time Mathias his brother cunningly obtained Auſtria, and Hu , to 

50 which he'added Bohemia 2 few months before his death ; for Leopold oldi- 
diers who were raiſed for defence of Iuliers, confiſting of gooo foor, and 
horſe, invade Bohemia, Budviſe is taken by Stratagem , and the leſſer Prague 
by ſtorm, Mathias comming to aid the Bobemians , obtains that Kingdome 
from Ceſar., upon promiſe of ayment of a yearly penſion. Leopold's army 
fearing the power of Mathias, having received their pay, remove fom thence, 

Ffif2 Rodolphss 
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An.Chriſti Redolphus ied as the Civill wars of Germany were beginning to break out, 
—"Y — having reigned 35 years , he left behinde him a rich treaſure,, he was a good 
#rince , but roo much addicted to women, yet without Leg itimate children : 
His 3 brothers Mathias, Maximilian, and Albert, were alſo childleſs; There- 
tore his couſin German was his heir: So theeſtare of Maximilian is deyol- 
ved upon the children of his brother Charls , who by Mary of Bavaria had 5 
ſons, and 10 daughters, the eldeſt ſon Ferdinazd, after Matthias, obtained the 
Imperiall Crown. In Tranſylvania Batorins loſt the greateſt part of Yala- 
chia; bur he overthrew Thorgaſcius,who ſtrove to make King Matthias Maſter 
of Tranſylvania, but he was defeated by Batorins , and driven into the Io 
woods , there he lived in great miſery , till he went to Poland, where he ex- 
pected preferment, Sutſcius being ſent thence with an army againſt Muſcovza, 
which was overthrown by the Ruſſians , and withall the Polander loſt Smolen. 
cum : Batorins in hatred to the Turks, applies himſelf to the Auſtrians, ſo 
that Gabor by the Swltans aſſiſtance , makes way to invade that Principalitie. 
A conference between the Roman Catholicks and Proteſtants was held at Ra- 
tisbon, but to no purpoſe , for the one would have the Church, the other the 
Scripture, to be judge ; the one would have traditions with Scripture , the 0- 
ther Scripture alone , to be the rule of controverſies. About this time , the 
brothers of the Roſie Croſs , bragging much of their perteftion and know- 29 
ledge appeared awhile , and then vaniſhed. In Africa, Feſſe and Maroco be- 
ing worne out with mutuall wars, are both ſubdued by Mule Sidan King of 
Feſſe, who had been driven out of his Kingdome by his brothers. This 
mans Uncle Schequws,in recompence of the money and aid he had from Spain, 
delivers over tothe King of Spain , the ſtrong Fort CAlarachia on the CA fri- 
cax (kore , near Hercules his Pillars, Philip drives out of Spain the Moores, 
who had been ancient Inhabitants , upon pretence that they had invited the 
Africans, and Turks into Spain. Theſe being ſtript of all except a little Vi- 
aticum , are ſhipped at ſundry times ( for there were 900 thouſand of them) 


and expoſed on the African ſhore to hunger, cold, and the (word.

The affairs of Germany, Denmark, Swedland , Holland, Ruſha, Italy, Hun- 
Bay Bohemia, {Tranſylyania, Poland, Grifons , France, Switzers , &c. 
er Matthias and Ferdinand 24, Emperors; from the yeare 1612. till 1626. 


@ 4tthias (fuccceded to his brother Rodolphus in the Empire : : 

J He calls a Diet at Ratxboyr, at v hich were preſent all the F 
Proteſtant Princes, except the Elector of Saxony , who 
had loſt the poſſeſſion of Fuliers: And Lodowick of Haſ- 
fia,, who by his couſin German , Mawrice was ſtript of 
the Government of Marpurg ; therefore were both diſ- 
contented. Here the proteſtants complain, .that in Spire, 
Vienna , and other places of Judicature , the Judges 
wereall, or moſt of them Catholicks , and that therefore the protcſtants 
Were ſubject to all inconveniences, having no other Judges but their enemies. 
They defire then, there might be the ſame number of proteſtants as of Carho- 
lick Judges and votes ; but in this point nothing was concluded ; the prote- 

ſtants-departin anger, and nothing done bur onely a decree to raiſe arms in 
defence of Tranſylvania againſt the Twrk , | for com plaint was made to Ach- 
mat Sultan, againſt Batorius, for fiding with Ceſar , and indeavouring to deli- 
ver the -poſſeſhon of Dacia to him. 72 28 this the Twrk ſtrives to make 


Bethleem Gabor Fidwciarie Prince of Tranſylvania under him. Batorius ha _ 
V eaKkne 
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weakned himiclt by his crue!ty upon the Saxons in Dacia , putting to death An. Chriſti 
prom:{cuouſly every one that was but ſuſpe&ed of treachery , was for want © Wo 
of ſtrength deteated by Gabor, afſiſted with the Twrks Forces, and at laſt was 
killed at Yaradinum, by the treachery of his ſervants. Gabor ſatisfieth the 
Tark by giving him LZippa with ſome other Forts, and pacified Ceſar by (wear- 
ing fealty to him. Achmet had a great mind to pick a quarrel with the Pans- 
nians , but was hindred by the Arab:an (edition ; in which the Sultan loſt A- 
denum: the Governour alſo of Damaſcus was overthrown in a great battel,by 
the ſon of Emeris Saida, who derived his pedigree trom Godfred of Bullion. 
10 After Chriſtian of Denmark, had taken Calmaria and Elsburg, the Swedes 
two chief Forts, upon the Baltic and the Heſperian (ea, 4 great mortality by 
the plague enſued, which occaſioned a peace ; wherein was articled that the 
Swede ſhould relinquiſh his title of Lapponia, and ſhould pay 12 Tuns of gold 
ro the Dane, for his expences on the laſt war ; till the payment of which fum, 
Elsburg ſhould be left in pawn. | 
"The Hollanders at Conſtantinople , mike a League with the Turk for com- 
merce. Ar Aix and Colex,a ſedition is caited againſt the Catholicks; at Franuc- 1614 
fort , and Wormes againſt the Fews, Ar 4x the Proteſtants had been along 
time debarred the exerciſe of thcir religion, and puniſhed for the ſame, which 
20 the Townſmen thought was a great oppreſſion, therefore in a popular tumult 
they ſeize on the City, and turn out the Jeſwrs : but by the French Agents,and 
thoſe of Fuliers, a patcht peace is made up, to which the Catholick Senators 
would not aſlent, 
At Colen many who were forbid the exerciſe of their religion, remove to 
Mulheim ewo miles from the City , they of Colez fearing leſt that new Town 
of Mulheim ſhould out-run in wealth, inhabitants, and priviledges, their anci- 
ent City, they labour to hinder the building and increaſe thereof. Brandeburg 
and Newburg, are inhibited by Ceſar from the building of that place, and the 
inhabitants are threatned with deſtruction. Mean while, Wolfo angus Guliel- 
mus of Newburg, and Georgius Gulielmus Marqueſs, the Eleftors ſon, Princes 
*0 near of kin, fell out about the poſſeſſion of their mothers lands , and withall 
differed in religion : for Newbnurg having married Magdalen of Bavaria, be- * 
comes Catholick, the other a Calvaniſt, who by the aſſiſtance of Holland,for- 
ufies Fwlzers, as Newburg had done the ſame at Duſſeldorp. Ceſar proſcribes 
Atx tor turning our their ancicnt Senators , and the execution of this Edie is 
commairted to Albert Ceſars brother. Newburg puts Ceſars ſentence in execu- 
tion concerning Mwulherm , which he defrave ; the Eleftor of Brandeburg 
complains of theſe Edidts , as being againſt law ; in the interim, Spinola (et- 
zeth upon Azx, and reſtores the Senators ; the Proteſtants fly, they that re- 
mained, were puniſhed ; he overthrows the remainders of Mw{heimn, and brings 
4 under the ſubje&tion of Newbvrg, Yeſalia, upon the Rhen , and other Towns of 
the Principality of Fuliers. Maurice being called upon by Brandebure, takes 
in Emerec and ſome other places. Newburg upon the death of his Father Phi- 
lip Ludovick , (ets up the Roman Religion in his Dominions, and Brandeburg 
adyanceth Calviniſm in his Lands , that he might remove as much in opinion, 
as he was in affection from Newburg. Art Berlin the people mutiny for chan- 
ing Lutherani/m into Calvaniſm, which they hated. The Fews for their great 
extortion are driven out of Francfort, but brought back again in great pomp. 
At Wormes alſo ſome Fews are baniſhed : at Salzne in Thuringia, one Fiekiel 
50 Meth, gave himſelf out to be the great Michael, and Immortal Word of God z 
but by experience, he found himſelf to be mortal and miſerable. Smralcins 'a 
Socinian, denyerth Chriſts Divinity, which blaſphemy is entertzined in Sar- 
matia and Dacia, at this day. | 
About this time Ru(ſ54 is much infeſted by the Polander and Swedes , tridny 
Ruſſians did now ſerve the Polander in this war,in hope his ſonLaudifiane _ 
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and large promiſes, overthrew three ſeveral Armies of their Countrey-men. 
Nexda, Pleſcovia, and other Ruſſian Towns , are taken by the Polander and 
Swede. Moſqua is burned by the Polonians, the Ruſſians reſenting theſe loſſes, 
begin to lay afide all private grudges, and the Nobility choſe a Prince of their 
own rank, Michael Federovitins, who ſends Embaſſadors to Ceſar and the Pg- 
lander for peace; to which both aſſented. The death of Francis Duke of Mantua, 
cauſed a war in 7taly ;, for Cardinal Ferdinand G mag, the detunCts brother, 
puts alide his hat, thinks of marriage, and layet | 
Principality ; from him Charles Emanuel, of y ne , demands his daughters 
Dowry, who had been married to Francis: and withall the Marchionart of 
Montferrat the Mantnan, being aſſiſted by the vice Duke of Millan, who was 
a Spaniard, did claim Montferrat for himſelf ; and having raiſed an Army of 
Spaniards, oppoſcth the Savoyen , who. ſtoutly made reſiſtance, till a peace 
was made, and the Mantuay promiſed to pay the Dowry or portion to Mar- 
garet; the other differences were referred to arbitration. But when the Spa- 
niard propoſed hard conditions to the Savoyen, the war broke out more vio- 
lently then before , to the great effuſion of blond ; the French and Switers 


held with the Sawvoyen, the Italians and Spaniards , with the Mantuan, The 1g 


Vice Duke gains Yercelle for the Spaniard, when in the interim the Savoyen 
waſts many places in the Dutchy of Millan. Arlaſt, the eighteenth year of 
this Century, reſtitution was made on both fides , and a peace concluded in 
Germany. Henry of Fuliers, offended with Brunſwick ,»obtains 2 proſcrip- 
tion againſt that City, from Ralph the Emperor , the Dukes ſon Frederick had 
made peace with them, if they would have delivered him a key to open their 
city gate at his pleaſure z this being denyed , he befiegeth them. During 
which time, 12000 of the befiegers, and 3000 of the beſieged, were ſlain, 
Arlengrh about the fourth moneth after the ſiege began , a peace is made, in 


which it was agreed, that the City, as their Anceſtors had done, ſhould ſwear 30 


Allegeance to the Duke. - The proſcription ſhould be cancelled,the old com- 


- merce between the Duke and City ſhould be renued , and that future contro- 


verſics ſhall be decided by Law, not by the ſword. 

The Yenetians were infeſted both on ſea and land, by the Croats plundring 
oftentimes with {mall Boats, the Yenetian great Veſſels. Complaint is made 
to Ferdinand the Arch-Duke , againſt thelc Pirats , but nothing done, where- 
fore a cruel war enſued. In which Ceſar and the Spaniard ſtood for Ferdinand, 
the Hollander under Fohn of Naſſas, for Yenice , but they being unacquainted 
with the Italian way of aghting, returned diſhonourably home , without do- 
ing any thing. Mean while F 
is made King of Bohemia, by the conſent of his two brothers Albert and Maxi- 
milian, on this condition, that whilſt the Emperour lived, he ſhould not med- 
dle with the government. Hereupon he is crowned, nobly entertained by the 
Saxon, and fealty ſworn to him by the Moravians . Sileſians , and Luſatians. 
Afﬀer a bloudy war between him and Yerice, a peace is concluded ; and the 
mercenary Croats, thieves rather then ſoldiers, muſt avoid Sexga, in which 
Town Ferdinand was to place a Gariſon of Germans. The confederate Belgi- 
ans had now redeemed from the Engliſh Fliſſing and Briel, which were pawned 
to Queen EliF abeth, At Amſterdam and Delph great troubles about Armi- 
nianiſm. The Exciſe of Wine being 
enraged the people, that they brake in upon the State, or Councel-Houſe flung 
the Exciſe money up and down, and forced the Senate to take off that Exciſe. 
In this ſcuffle, the women there plaid the Amazons, and no wonder when one 
of them had bcen married ſucceſſively to twenty five husbands. 

The Arminiaxs finding their adverſaries too ſtrong, and that a Synod was

diminiſhed, and of Corn encreaſcd , ſo 56 
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called againſt them, were adviſed by Barnevilde , Grotizs and others, to raiſe An. Chriſti 
forces at Wtricht, Leyden and Harlem , for their defence, alledging that each —W 


Congregation had power to chooſe their own Paſtor : but Grave Mawrice 
ſoonet then was expected, came upon !{rricht , ſeizeth on the watch, difarms 
the Citizens, impr:ſons the conſpirators,and placeth there Calvinian miniſters; 
which much diſheartned the Remonſtrants. In this mean while, the Holland 
ſhips finde out another paſſage to the Moluccas beyond the Strait of Magellas : 
in two years ſpace they paſs the Line five times. In Ru{ſz4 before the peace was 
made, the Polonians out of Smolenſcum, made an irruption on the Ruſſrans, of 
ic whom they ſlew cight thouſand , and rook two ry Be priſoners. By the 
mediation of King Fames, a peace is concluded between the Ruſſran and Swede. 
It was agreed that GC adend ſome other Towns taken from the Ru(ſzar , 
ſhould be reſtored to Michael the Exarch, and that Guſtavus Adolphus King 
of Swede, ſhould retain five Towns : that nether of them ſhould afliſt the Po- 
lander with arms. In Livonia ſome Towns are taken by the Swede, but by 
the treachery of Furnesbec they are ſurpriſed by the Polander. 

The proteſtants in Germany celebrate a Jubilee this year 1617. being a full 
Century fince Luther began to oppoſe indulgences. At this the Roman Ca- 
tholicks did much ſtorm, and indeed this Evangelical Jubilee (as they call it) 
20 hath occaſioned much ſorrow in Germany ever fince: for then the Pope and 

Princes began to conſult about ſuppreſſing of Lutheraniſm ; the brand was (er 
on fire in Bohemia, which cauſed - 
ged by the fatal comer ſeen that year, by the fall of a hill among the Griſons, 
on the Town of Plura, which was ſuddenly overwhelmed, fo that neither the 
place, nor face of a Town, could there be any more ſeen, but a Lake where 
the Caſtle ſtood. This Earthquake fell out the 25 of Avgsſ#, that ſame year. 
The palace at Paris was ſet on fire by Lightning from Heaven , which conſu- 
med the ancient Monuments and Statues of the French Kings. About that 
time 1 being then at Sal#bury, in the Deanry, was called out into the Court 
20 to behold ( with multitudes of people, being then nine of the clock at night ) 
_ Moons or Meteors like Moons, within a bright cloud beſet with divers 
crolles. 

The Papiſts in Hungary and Bohemia, taking offence at ſome Churches late- 
ly crefted by the Proteſtants, ſhurs them up, or defaceth them. The Prote- 

ants complain to the Biſhop of Prague and Abbot of Brunenia, that this was 
againſt the Laws of Rodolphus and Matthias, it was anſwered that none had 
power to build Churches in their Territories, without their conſent, and that 
therefore the proteſtants were juſtly puniſhed. Then they appeal to Ceſar, 
who gave them no ſatisfaction : he being now gone from Yienna , to be neerer 
40 Ferdinands Coronation in Hungary, the proteſtant Princes call a Diet, to con- 
ſult about preſerving of theirae 10n: upon this , Ceſar is made believe that 
ſuch convenricles as they called them, were of dangerous conſequence , tend- 
ing to the Emperors overthrow, and that therefore under pain of his higheſt 
diſpleaſure, they ſhould be diſſolved. Ar this they were {o exaſperated, thar 
they flung their Scribe, and two more out of the Caſtle window, accuſing 
them as betrayers of their countries liberties, in appealing to Ceſar, yet their 
lives were ſaved» They ſet a guard of ſoldiers upon Sternberg, the Governor 
of the Caſtle and Kingdom ſecure Prague, and throw the Teſuits out of 
Bohemia, and preſently by their letters to Ceſar, and their publick declaratis 
5c ons, they juſtife what had done. Bur Ceſar condemns their ce- 
dings as ſeditious, exhorts ho Princes not to countenance them , and forbids 
levying of ſoldiers, promiſing that if the Bohemians would be quiet, he would 
not ſtir, otherwiſe he would raiſe ſuch an army as ſhould chaſtiſe their con- 
tumacy. With this the people were contented, promiſing to be peaceable , 
and defiring no force might be raiſed. Nor was Ceſar averſe to peace , bur 
ome 


wotul conflagration in Germany, preſa- 
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- the Townſmen to the 


ſome turbulent ſpirits who could place no ſecurity in peace, being guilty of the 
breach thercof, and fearful of Ceſ.rs —_ reſolve ro make war. Here- 


upon Ceſar by T ampir and Bucquoz, rai eth an army, Bohemia draws the Sile- 


ſians and Luſatians ro joyn with them ; they beſtege Buaviſe a Town wholly 
Ceſarian, and place a Gariſon in Crumavia. Tampir takes in Biſtricium, and 
being repulſed from Newhouſe, plunders the Suburbs, then rakes Pslgron : Count 
Bucquoi comes with a bigger army to Saſlavia, where a doubttull bartell is 
fought , many ſlain on both ſides ; the Palatin and Saxon Electors would tain 
have hid the ſparkles under the aſhes. But it was now too late, for the fire 


was broke out into a lame. Mansfield takes Pilſna for the Bonemians , Buc- 19 


quoi fights him, and comes to Budviſe , takes Crumavia: Tampir returning 
with great plunder to Vienna, is met by the enemy, and plundred of his plunder, 
Turren makes excurſions upon Auſtria, the proteſtants there being angry with 
Ceſar, for undertaking ſo raſh a war, without their knowledge. The Saxon 
EleQtor laboureth for a ceſſation, till peace be concluded : the Bohemians 
doubt of Ceſars fidelity in keeping the peace. Divers Commanders at Vienna 
undertake a new order of Militia againſt Hereticks. Ceſar proſcribes Aans- 
field, and in the mean while fals fick of a lingring diſeaſe , whereof he dicd 
the 62 year of his life, and the 57 of his Empire. The Griſons ſhortly after the 


Earthquake , fall into diviſions, proſcribing and killing all that were againſt 20 


their democracy, the exiles require forain aid , and make way for ſtrangers, 
to invade that countrey. The Venetzans found out the plot intended againſt 
them, and puniſhed the plotters. 

Ferdinand 2, ſucceeded in the Empire, he was grandchild to Ferdinand firſt 
by his ſon Charls. In his firſt Letters Patents he eſtabliſheth the priviledges of 
Bohemia, and the publick Officers of the kingdom, ſetting by Matthias , bur 
now thruſt out by the Peers. This was diſliked by the Bohemians , therefore 
they reſolve to ſtand upon their guard. The inhabitants whom Bucquo: affrigh- 
ted with divers irruptions, are commanded to be in arms. Turrex breaks in 


upon Moravia, and forceph them to fide with Bohemia. Wallenſtein goeth to 3® 


Hungary for aid from thence. Twrren having over-run Auſtria , faces Vienna, 
and takes the Suburbs, where he quartered ſome days as it were in the Kings 
preſence. But whilſt he is drawing the Hungarian, and Auſtrian proteſtants to 
confederate with him , Bucquors army increaſeth by new ſupplies from 1taly, 
Hungary, and Belgium : With theſe he fights Mansfield,and defeats him. Upon 
this divers Towns open their gates to him, who laden with ſpoil enters trium- 
phantly Budveiſa; this cauſed Twrren to haſten his return into Bohemia. Buc- 
quors army now conſiſting of 17c00, takes divers Towns upon ſurrender. 


Tampir is ſent againſt Moravia, Twrren being beaten back from Vienna , King ,3 


Ferdinand comes to Francfort , where the Ele&or of Mint; , calls a Diet for 
inſtalling of the Emperour. This troubled the Bohemians , that Ferdinand 
whom they went about to un-King, ſhould fit among the EleRtors as King of 
Bohemia : therefore they ſend Agents and Letters, to keep him off from vo- 
ting, whom they held to be no King. Bur their labour was in vain, for not 
only was he acknowledged one of the Electors, but alſo was choſen and con- 
ſecrated Emperor. The Bohemians on the contrary , kill the Tampirians in 


Moravia, and throw the — out of Sileſia, Moravia, and Hungary. Be- 
ſides, the very next day that Ferdinand was made Ceſar, they depoſe him at 


Prague, and in his place choſe Frederic the Palatin. When as the EleRors had 
Cited them to Ratwbon , for deciding of the differences z the Palatin though 
he was diſſwaded by the EleRors , yet unadviſedly accepts of the Bohemian 
Crown. Bucquoi _ inraged , —_—— Piſſeca, ſtorms it, and puts all 
word. Mansfield 1s proſcribed by the new Ceſar, who 
rageth up and down the Country, doing more hurt to innocent people , 


good to his new king Frederic that employed him, Gabriel Bethlem, or Bord: 
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© leem Gabor Pr.of Tranſylvania did moſt hurt to Ferdinand , Who conſpiring 4», Chriſti 
with che Bohemians, and gaping after the Kingdome of Hwngary,took Lafſovia, CYWNJ

Poſozium, and other places; he uſed the Cath olicks barbarouſly , and tranf. 
ferring the Crown of Hungary to himſelf, took upon him the title of Prince 
of Hungary : Afterwards meetings were held among the Correſpondents (for 
{0 they Vere called who ſided with the Palatin and Bohemia )at Norimberg, and 
of the Catholicks at Herbipolz , about the way of + m—_ , Their ſevetall 
intereſts and religions. Bxcquoi been pinched with want, and forſaken of 
che Hungarian robbers ,went afide into Auſtria, where the Proteſtants (epera- 
;0ting themſelves from the Papiſts, had an cie on the tortune of Bohemia. 

In Holland a Synod is called at Dort, at Which were preſent Divines out of 
Great Britain, SwitJerland , Palatinat, Haſſia, Geneva, Brem; and Embdenz 
In which theſe 5 controverted Articles were debated. 1, Whether Ele&ion 
and reprobation were abſolute, or had reſpect to faith and infidelitie. 24, If 
Chriſt died for all. 3*. If in God there are rwo contrary Wills, to wit, re- 
vealed and ſecret. 4, If effectuall Grace can be reſiſted. 5*. If the faith- 
Full can finally, and torally fall from Grace. The Remonſtrants refuſed to 
ſtand to their verdict , who were both Judges and Parties , exhibiting a con- 
feſhon of their Faith with a proteſtation, would not recant their opinion,there- 
20 fore they were condemned of error , divers of them impriſoned, and moſt 
baniſhed. Fohn Bernevild above 70 years of age ,' and who had been a 00d 
patriot, looſeth his head , for favouring the Arminian dottrin and plots, for 
violating the Belgick Laws z for acculing Maurice as if he aſpired Art the (ole 
dominion of Belgium. Ledenboroius one of the plotters killed himſelf : Groti- 
»s and Hogerbetins condemned to perpetuall impriſonment ; andtheir goods 
confiſcate ; but Grotis by his wife was conveyed out of priſon in a cheſt. Ce- 
ſar by his declarations doth nullifie the Palatins Coronation, ' becauſe it was 
not done. by them, who had the power to do it, nor was it done {| ſolso vacan- 
te] much leſs did it become the Palatin to take his Crown, whom he had ac+ 
3- konwledged to be lawfull King of Bohemia, and had with the other EleQors: 
choſen him Ceſar : He ſhewed alſo that the Auſtrians had an hereditary right 
over Bohemia, which the Bohemians in their printed books refured. But Fre- 
derick the new King by aboliſhing the Roman Faith inthe Caſtle of Prague, 
and the Lutheran in other places,procured on himſelt much hatred; the begin- 
ning of his reigne was ominous , for he ſent one S/avata'to take poſſefſion of 
the Town ms es with the Caſtle, which was blown up with gun-powder 
by SmirſitJza the wite of Baron Wartenburgius , there periſhed ſhee , and Sla- 
vata, with certain Judges, in all about one hundred perſons : Whilſt Frede- 
rick is buſie in making the Moravians, Cileſians, and Luſatians (wear Fealry to 
4him. AMaradas condutts from Ceſar new Forces into Bohemia , Bucquoi 
falls upon the Marsfieldians out of order, for want of pay in the night, and 
makes a great ſlaughter amongſt them. The Tranſylvanien makes truce with 
Ceſar for ſome months. Bucquot is forced by S Bohemians to retreat to 
Cremſa : The Coſſacks which were the Polonian Auxiliaries , ſpoyle all the Lu- 
theran Countries with fire and (word, multitudes of people are driven into 
the woods, where they are killed with cold and hunger, or the mercileſs ene- 
mie. Theſe alſo were ſometimes beaten by the Szleſrans and Moravians, Be- 
ror Felfius as he was purſuing thoſe Coſſacks, fell unwarily into Bucquo?'s 
quarters, where he loſt his life, with many of his Soldiers. * The Eleor's 
1" pittying the miſery of Germany labor (except Brandebvurg) to perſwade the Pa- 
larine to renounce his Title of Bohemia, otherwiſe they threaten to take arms 
againſt him, Frederick replics that the cognizance of the Bohemian cauſc 
Was not in a few Electors, nor In Ferdinand Archduke of Auſtria, bur in the 
Kingdome of Bohemia, or rather the whole Empire : Neither had he any 
quarrel with Ceſar, but with the Archduke ; therefore faith he , forraign

Fohn 
George Elector of Saxony, who had exhorted before Bohemia and the Palatin 
tro ſubmit to Ceſar z is by him imployed againſt the upper and lower LZnſatia, 
both of which he ſubjugates to the Emperor, which greatly advanced Czſar's 
cauſe. Ar the ſame time Sp/»ola with aa army our of Belgium, by the King 
of Spain's command invades the Palatinat. The Prince of Orange with a ſtrong 
army marcheth into Yeſalia, his brother Henry Frederick into the Palatinate. 


In Hungary, Gebor is proclaimed King by a Diet of his own FaCtion : Thence 20 


he falls upon'Auſtria, and ſends aid to Bohemia, he ſhoots Tampire dead, as he 
was attempting to take in Poſonium. Bavare having quieted Auſtria , joynes 
his whole Forgcs with Bucquorſ's ; many towns bn are taken, multitudes 
of the inhabitants ſlain , many of the countrey-people rake arms againſt their 
land-lords, waſting their Mannors, and plundring their houſes : the Bohemian 
arty conducted by the King , did ſomewhat retard the enemies: proceedings, 
ſome lighe velitations there were , bur the Soldiers were unruly for want of 
pay.,- whereas the Imperial army by reaſon of their great phunders , and the 
wealth of Maximilian the Bavarian, was duely payed : The Palatine then 


marcheth wich-all his Forces towards Prague,and encampeth bur m a tumultua- 30 


ry way on#hill not farr off, with a purpoſe to fight the Enemy , and to drive 
him ont of Prague; but moſt of his army put more confidence in their heels 
then hands, for whilſt they were intrenching themſelves, Count Tilly , with che 
Bavarian and Ceſarian army haſtneth towards them : preſently about 9000 
Hungarians laden With plunder, run away; in the very firſt incounter of the 
rv © armies , the Regiments of Twrrin and Hollach are cut off, which ſo dil- 
heartned the reſt, that they began to grow diſordred , and in a confuſed way 
being ſtruck with a panick terror , run towards the City. CAnhalden and 


Count Hollach , prevent the reſt, and being ſad newes to the King that the , 


day was loſt, and that his chicf ſafety conſiſted in his horſe-heels. He pro- 
Cures with much difficulty truce for 8 hours,cither to renounce his claim of Bo- 
hemia, or to fight again: He found it unſafe to pur all on the hazard of another 
incounter, therefore having put his wife , children, and beſt things in coach- 
es and waggons, he haſtneth into S;/efia : The Crown and Records of the 
Kingdom being left behinde. This victory fell ont the 8* of Nowember at- 
ter the Roman account 5 the Goſpell for which day is , Give to Ceſar the 
things that are Ceſars. The next day , the Imperialiſts enter Prague in a tri- 
umphant Way , ſo in a ſhort time Bohemia ſubmits to Ceſar : In this battell 
were killed of the Bohemians 8020. and 2c00, Ceſarians.

.. Inthebeginning of the next year Frederick the Palſgrave is proſcribed by 
Ceſar for accepting the'Crown of Bohemia, and fo are all rhoſe thar aided 
him. Tarren who could-riot perſwade the Moravians to conſtancie, - flicth to 
Rethleem Gabor,whoſe eleftion to theCrown of Hungary,Ceſar maketh nul-The 
Palztin of Segeberg ſueth for aid from the Dane and Saxon, butin vainz for 
Ceſar having declared he would maintain the peace and liberty: of Germany 3 
neither the Dare nor Saxon would ſtir, onely Chriſtzan of Brunſwick; - Biſhop 
of Halberſtad raiſeth an Army , which he! conducted into the Countrey of 
20 Mints, the Pallatin now was gon for Holland.

Divers Towns are left to Gabor, to be governed by him under Ceſar. He ob- 
tains alſo ſome places in Sileſia, and the title of a Prince of the Empire. Reli- 
gion is left 1n the ſame condition it was, when Ferdinand undertook the Govern- 
ment of that kingdom. In the interim Sileſia is much infeſted by Fegerndorff, 
who layeth heavy Taxes on them, and fights the Saxon with divers ſuccels, 
Twenty five Incendiaries are apprehended by the Saxon, and for Treaſon are 
condemned at Prague, Whileſt the Polonian is at war with the Turk, the 
Swedes take Riga in Livonia, and Mitovia, which afterward was re-taken by 1, 


' the Polander, and then a Truce was made. 


The twelve years peace between Spain and Holland, 1s this year 21, expired 
in April. The Arch-Diike by his Agent, wiſheth che Hollanders to return to 
the obedience of Spazn,they anſwer, that it was too late to expe obedience of 
them, whom Spain had confeſſed to be free States.

Whilſt the Griſons 
ſtrive to defend, the Yaltelin are beaten themſelves by the Spaniard; by which 
means Leopold of Auſtria on the one ſide, and the Duke of Feri on the 0- 
ther, took occaſion to plant the Roman faith there. The King of Moroceoin ,, 
Africa, about to take the Fort, built by the Spaniard neer Alarachia, is bea- 
ten off with rhe loſs of his army, by the Spazfb Fleet, which in the Straits of 
Cad; , took 32 Hollapdſhips. Ow of the Moluccs Iſlands the Spaniards and 
E»eglſh beat the Hollanaler, This year died Pope Paul 5*,of an exy,the 
69 year of his life, and of his Pontificart tÞz x6. To him ſucc Alexan- 
der Ludoviſius of Bowonia , who made the peace between Spain and Savoy , 
whom after a few days Coſmws Exarch of Hetraria, followed ; he left many 
children behind him, his eldeſt ſon Feydinand,yet a child, ſucceeded 5 he was 
imder the tuftion of his Grand-mother of Lorraen , his Mother of Auftria, 
and his Uncle the Cardinal, The laſt of March died King Philip 3* of Spein, 30 
the 43 year of his life, and of his reign 23. Philip the 4® , being 16 years of 
ape ſucceeded, who thruſt out of his Court ſach as had abufed his Pathers 
lenity ; ſome he imprifoned, and ſore he pur to death. 

In 94 bon died Albert the Arch-Duke, and in September following , Bel- 
larmine that famous Divine, being almoſt 80 years of age : he was (ſiſters ſon 
to Pope Martellius 2%, Gregory 15 made a Law that the Pope ſhould be cho- 
fen by the Cardinals dnly,withour any reſpect had to the Letters of Kings anil 
Princes. Brwnſwic did much miſchiefrhis year'in Weſtphalia , he took in ma- 
ny Towns «> ce the Roman'Catholicks , abuſed the Clergy, defaced 
Churches,and made mony of conſecrated Ornaments ; thence he goeth into 49 
Eufeld5a und Watteravia, 'and other places thereabour, ſpoiling all with firc 
and ſword, Mean while the Palarin returns into his own country diſguiſed. 
Mansfield and the Marquis of Baden, defear Tilly near Wiſſoch : but afterward 
thefame'Tilh did totally rout the'Manyfeldians , 'and took all their Artillery, 
Faggage and 'Mony. Shortly after , Mansfield rakes Ladenburg , and defeats 
the Leopoldjans, as _y were beſieging Hagenoa.

Limbaus with moſt of his Commanders ſurrender 
themſelves : From that time the Manſfieldzans tell off daily, their. Commander 
accompanied with a fevy, flies back to Holland, and Brunſwick to Saxony, This 
year died Gregory 15% of the Palfie at Rowe : His ſucceſlor was C ardinall Ma- 
phens Barberinus, vvho took the name of Urban 8*. Old Turren afliſted by 
the Turks, did much miſchicf in Moravia, ſo did Gabog,, till the Twrks fell of 


from him, and his German aid not appearing , he vvas forced to make peace , 


vvith the Emperor , vvho aftervvard took from the title of Princes of the 
Empire. The Twrks returning heavy vvith plunder , are killed every vvhere 
by the Ceſarians, and ſtript of their ſpoyles : T he next year peace is renevved 
beryveen Ceſar and Tranſylvania; ſoat laſt Fegerndorff is turned out of Szle- 
ſia, Turren out of Moravia, and Gabor out of Hungary. 

This year ſtrange things were ſeen in Germany, portending yet more trou- 
bles. For in divers Poles water was congealed into blood , drops of blood 
fell from the beams and rafters of ſome houſes, the bread ,” the tables, and 
books in ſome places ſweat blood : Armies fighting were ſeen and heard in 
the aire, and corn grew upon trees. Shortly after this the ſparkles of war 


begin to break out in Denmark and Saxony, Count Tilly places ſome Garri- 20 


ſons in Saxony,though Brunſwick was fled intoDenmark,and had disbanded the 
remainder of his Army : Theſe Garriſons ſo oppreſſed the Saxons with exaQti- 
ons, and want of proviſion , that they complain to the Daze , and he to the 
Emperor, that Saxony his neighbour Countrey was'much oppreſſed , though 
they were no enemes cither to Ceſar or Pavare: It was anſwered, . that thoſe 
forces in Saxony belonged tothe Bavarian,who could not with ſafety disband 
them, becauſe he feared the Saxon ſtrength; yer if there were.any vvithin the 
King's Territories ,' they ſhould be remoyed. This anſvver vvas ſent by the 
King to Tilly, vvho returns him this ſcoff, That his Soldiers had no vvings to 


flyc in the aire , therefore muſt have ſome ground and earth for their feet to 31 


ſtand upon. This highly incenſed the King , who was now- invited by the 
Kings of great Brittan, France, Swethland, and the Netherlands, to ſtand up in 
defence of Kingly right. The Hollanders ſend a great fleet this year into LA- 
merica, which ſeifing upon ſome Spaniſh Veſlels, take the Bay or port of All 
Saints, with the Town, - where they met with rich booties - Spinola about the 
end of Auguſt, firs down before Bazeda, Mavwritt takes the antient Town of 
Clive, with ſome other places ; he aimed alfo at'the Cirradell -of Antwerp, 
bur his Stratagem failed. Byreds having held out. fiege 9 months, in which 


time Fuſtin of Naſſau made many eruptions, - and Henry Frederick with a great , 


army ſtrove to raiſe the ſiege , but could not therefore the. Town was forced 
by fickneſs and famin, to yeild May 26. the Soldiers marched :our with their 
arms, and the Towneſmen had ther liberties granted, -butriorcheir Religion, 
after ſuch a day.

Th's War was eagerly perſued in the beginning by the French , and Sawvoyen , 
IC in which the Ligurians were ſometimes worſted : Preton and Albing4 are ſurren- 
dred, but the French were diverted by an inteſtin War at home , between the 
Papiſts and Hugonots , in vvhich Duke Sonl; : beat the King's mw at ſea, and 
ſhortly after is beaten himſelf, and driven into England. Rochel is beſieged 
both by Sea and Land : Pope Urban confirms the new Militia, which began the 
19* year of hisageat Yienna, and gives it the name of Saint Marie's _ 
tion, In _ Bohemia, Moravia, and elſewhere, the Proteſtant books 
are burned, their Church-ſervice diſturbed , and the profeſſors of Reformari- 
on baniſhed. In France , books were caſt abroad that the Hugonets inten- 
ded to kill the King , and to recover their Liberty. Marcus Antonixs de Do- 
2C mins, who had wrote againſt the Church of Rome , whilſt he was in England, 
is inticed over to Bruſſels by the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, upon great promiſes, 
but from thence he is ſent to Rome where he died ; ſome ſay he was ſtrangled 
in priſon, and in the beginning of December was burned. Shortly after the 
—_—_ his Fabilee, at which was preſent Mladiſlavus the Prince of

F erdinand the Emperor having made truce with the Turk for 12 years, 
ſends Tilly and Fridland with their Armies to invade the lower Saxony, al- 
though che King of Denmark had conducted an Army of 24 thouſand to Yiſs- 
ras without hurting any man ; bur declaring that his intent was onely to de- 
feud the Saxon Liberties. Till the 10* of Fuly there po no Atof hoſti- 

'O lity on cicher fide : The Tillians made the firſt breach by ſeifing upon a Forr 
of Saxony, builr near Huxaria. 10 Days after the King riding careleſly upon 
the Ra mpire, fell with his horſe into a cave 29 foot deep, where powder was 
kept, onely covered over with deal-b oards, where after two houres he was 
found alive,bur for three daies rogether he was accounted no better then adead 
man ; Wherefore the Enemy drawing near, the Dazes retreat towards the Di- 
oceſs of Yerdana: Mean while Tilly with all his Forces breaks in upon Bruw- 
ſwick, notwithſtanding the Saxons by their Agents deprecated the contrary : 
He placeth Garriſons in divers Towns, and makes havock of the Inhabitants 
of Brunſwick, who therefore take Arms in their own defence; The King alſo 

40 requires in Ceſar's name, that he would remove his Army out of Saxoxy, but 
in vain; for Tilly beftegeth Nremberg, which the King being wellnow recove- 
red detended fo (toutly, that Tilly was fainto give off the fiege with the loſs 
of 4000 of his men: Yet StolrFenavia revolted to him, by means of a certain 
Caprain who was bribed. 1nthe interim Manſfield gers recruits from England, 
which no w was fallen out with Span for not reſtoring the Palatinat. Theſe 
Forces ( but much diminiſhed by the way ) with ſome French and Flemins,

But Mays- 
field plundring ſome Villages of the Lubekers , vvas ſer upon by the Townf- 
men vvho allied out, killed divers of his Horſe, and ſtript him of his plunder, 
Fohn Erneſt of Vinaria, the Kings Lieutenant, takes in divers Towns. 

Leopold upon the death of his brother Charles in Spain , reſignes his Biſho- 
pricks of Strasburg , and Padua, and marries 'with Clandia of Medices, the 
Duke of Urbins Widow z the younger ſon of Sigiſmund , King of Poland, ;, 
obtains the Biſhoprick of Hratilavia, About this time died King Fawes in 
March, and Manrice Prince of Orange, the next April after, both of a Fea- 
ver,whoſe deaths was accompanied with a great plague and mortality through 
Great tritain, and many other places of Europe. . The King of Sweden falls 
upon Livonia ſuddenly, and rakes divers Towns from the Polander, who la- 
boured to recover Riga, with the loſs of 600 Citizens, by Twrren the yonger; 
the Swede alſo alarms Boruſſ;a in Fuly with a Fleet of cighty Sail. He takes 
in there divers Towns ; he injoins the Dantiſcans to put away the Polonian 
ſhips, and to pay him the Tribute due to the Polander, but this City reliſted 
him ſtoutly, and retarded his procecdings.

CHAP. XIX. 
A Continuation of the Hiſtory of Germany, Denmark, Swedland, Holland, 
Poland, Italy,8c. under Ferdinand 24, from the year 1626. till the endof 


HE flame of the Saxox war did this year break out into a great 
\ conflagration, The Ceſarian Army being too numerous to be 
encountred with , the Saxons ſtrive to keep off proviſions from 30 
” Bj them. The Mansfieldjans therefore the 15 of April affault a 
Fa 4 Fortof Fridlands upon the Albis, by which he had proviſions 
brought him by water. The attempt was deſperate and raſh ; 
for the Mansfield;ans were but 8000, vvhereas there was above 38000 Ceſa- 
rians, The Mansfieldian Horſe fainting , left the Foot to the mercy of the 
Enemy, vvho cut off the Holland Ausiliaries, which were about 4000, the 
reſt led, Thirty colours vvere taken, yet they write that of the Mansfieldians 
not many above 1500 were ſlain. In Haſſiathe Country people riſe in Arms 
againſt the ſoldiers, many whereof they killed and plundred. Brunſwick fals 
upon the Province of Grubenhag, in the abſence of George Lunebarge poſleſſor 48 
thereof, who vvas raiſing Forces for Ceſar, and fortificth divers places with 
Gariſons ; beſides, he beats in Haſſia George his new Levies. The Emperor 
by a Herauld proclaims at Magdeburg proſcription againſt all of the Roman 
Empire, that ſhall aſſiſt the Dane. T, ily rakes Munda the key of Brunonia, and 
puts all ro the ſword, except a few that hid themſelves in Vaults, or on the 
Houſe tops , who after the fury of the ſoldiers was paſt, ranſomed their 
lives for mony. This vyas in the end of May; and about the fixt of Func 
Prunſwick died, ſome think he was poiſoned : the 19 of Fuly his mother fol- 
lowed him, the Dare Gariſons, the Caſtle of Yords. Tilly delivers Haſſisto 
William the Land-grave, and marcheth to Gottings, vvhich was ſurrendred to 50 
him, though the Dare vyas coming with all his Forces to raiſe the ſiege. The 
two Armies meet ; the Kings firſt velitations were ſucceſsful, Tilly having loſt 
above fix hundred of his men, vvith ſome Colours. The King purſucs T' il- 
ties Reare, and had now at Lottera found a fit place for defence , / he was 


adviſed to hault, and not to follow the Enemy , who had got the w—_ and 
advan- 
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advantage of the ground, Bur hevyould go'bn,; with ateſblntion ro figlit the 


Enemy. The Avant Guard adyanceth ſo couragiouſly oparys Tillies Artille-

ry, purhimin ſome tear, till he'was ſtrerigthned with” George Lineburgs 
Auxiliaries; then falling with all his Forces wpon the Kings Foot, fogils 
them, ; thaethe Horſe pretendivg want of pay, wheeled about,and refu- 
ſed ro: fight, notwithſtanding 'they had rrecerved their pay not long be- 
fore. + The King did+ what he conl.l ro:tmake them fight, but in-Vam, 
for they ſhametully rid away, and-lefe rthe' Foot naked; whereof 'r208 
were {lain by the Enemy, - and 18co taken priſoners, *with 28 Colours. 
10 Mary prime men were flain, Zorrera forced to furrender; many aMo' of 
the Tillians were (lain: 'the King eſcaped narrowly from being rien ; 
this Barrel was fought Anguſt 1. Tiles Victory was greater theri his 
Booty, for he durſt abt venture too far in the purſuir, becauſe he feared 
Ambuſcadoes.

Mean while the Wars remove from the Griſons tothe French, who fall 
out among themſelves about matters of Religion, Berbarinws the Cardi- 
nal perſwades the French King to make Peace with Spain , and that the 
Yah.ln beleftin depoſito with the Pope, and that a Poſlage in the Griſong 

Straits, be opened for both Kings, But the Veneians and Saveyen were 
at enmity with the Genwow. The French and Engliſh fall out abour fend- 
ing away Queen Maries Prieſts, which hindred che pay promiled tothe 
King of Denmark; to wit, 140000 Joachims monethly from the Engliſh, ,. 
and r00 thouſand Crowns from the Frxcb; yet the King not willing to 
-be a meer ſpectator of the German miſery, gathered again 6000 Foot,and 
4000 Horſe, and ſuddenly aflaults Hoja, which he took, though he was 
ſhor through the arm with a Buller. Chriſtian 5. Prince of Denmark, haſt- 
neth proviſion.into Njembarg ; then the King goeth into Holſatis, where 
he calls a Diet at Redensb»rg, about continuing the War. RamJovim the 
Vice- Duke, promilſeth his beſt atliſtance. Chriſftianus Thamens,is ſent Em. 
baſlador into Be/giumand France, but is taken by the way, and ſet at 
liberty again by 1/«bells. He obtains from the confederate Belgians 
ſome Forces for the Daye. The King had exhauſted a great Treaſure, 
and borrowed large ſums of his people, in maintenance of this war, 2c 
which tended borh to the defence of Pennwk and Saxezy.

Marſia and Futi4 are expoſed to pillage,not only 
of the Enemy, but even of their own Country men , which made moſt of the 
Gentry take ſhipping , and remove farther wmto Denmark, or clſc ro Norway 3 | 
thinking it ſafer and more honorable to forſake their houſes and lands,then their [ 
Allegiance and conſcience. They only grieved atthis, that they were.conque- 
!0 red before they fought,and baniſhed before they took arms. The country there- 
abouts with the Dioceſs of Brem , ſubmir and deliver up their Colours to Tilly, 
whoſe victories are ſtopt upon the ſhoar of . Fionia : Strada which was ſt ly 
defended by Sir Charles Morgan, was for want of food delivered up to Tilly 
the 25 of Hpril. Niemburg by the Kings permiſſion is delivered up to the D. 
of Luneburt, The Ceſarians labour to perſwade the Hans Towns to joyn with 
Ceſar and the Spaniard,againſt Denmark; but ay knowing how powerful the 
K, of Denmark was by Sea, did wiſely decline fuch an union, yet ſhewed their 
readineſs to ſerve Ceſar againſt Denmark and Holſatia , by carying to them all 
kind of proviſion, and performing ſuch offices as they were injoined : . yet ſome 
4o Hans T owns; cither inveigled by promiſes, or affrighted wirh threatningsJub- 
mit their necks to the Imperial-yoak , ſuch were Roſtok, Wiſmaria, and all the 
Towns of Pomerania , except Stralſound, and Stetin, which with thoſe mighty 
cities of Saxony, Lubec Hamburg ,Brunſwitk, Magdeburg, and Brem, ra. 4 
ancient priviledges. Pomerania, Marchia, and Eaſt Friſland, with all the lowet 
Saxony, are ſubject to heavy - Taxes, and dominecring ſoldicrs. Hamburg was 
careful to give all content poſſible ro the Ceſarian Army. 
The King inthe. Month of Apr-l, recovers by a ſtrong Fleet Femaria,a rich

They were glad then to be caſed of ſuch cruel 
Maſters, but ſorry that the Saxons, Pomeranians, and Megapolitans, for whoſe 
defence they took Arms, did nor enjoy the ſame happineſs of Peace, for the 
Megapolitan Lands were taken from Adolphus , Freaerick, and Fohn Albert, 
ic brothers, and depoſited in the hands of Fridland at firſt, but now their in- 
heritance is taken away, as if thoſe brothers had been guilty of Treaſon, for 
joyning their Forces and Councel with the Daze againſt Ceſar : bur they 
made it appear, they entred into League vvith the Daze, for defence of Sax- 
on) only , and. withall that they ſhewed their obedience to Ceſar, by lea- 
ving the Dane , when by the Emperours Letters , they were called away. 
The Proteſtants vvere much troubled about Ceſars Edi, whereby he reſtores 
tothe Roman Catholicks all Lands yvithheld and taken from them, fince 
the tranſaction of Paſſavia, that is 75 years.

French ſhould have any footing in Italy: And by the Savoyen alſo, who had 
obrained almoſt all cAonsferrat. Upon this Nrvers ſupported by France, 
goeth on more coragiouſly : Mean while the Griſons ſubmitto the Auſtrians, 39 
ſlighting the SwirJers friendſhip, at which they wete offended ; bur afterwar 
pacified by the Griſons Agents, ſhewing that Ceſar ated nothing that was 
prejudicial to the ancient league. Merodzus was Generall of the Imperial for- 
ces; which went from the Griſons to Monsferrat , but the Plague conſumed 2 
third part of them, yet recruits came daily out of 6G , by which they 
ſubdued a great part of Mantua , and beſieged the City it fat 3 bur the Cit 
zens' ſtrengrhned by the Yenetian Auxiliaries , made a ſally upon the Ce- 
ſarians,ot whom they killed aboutzooo,ſo for that time the ficg was raiſed. But

Tranſylvania upon the death of "Gabor , ſeemes to be more inclined to the 
Sultan, thento Ceſar.

ed 2 ſolitary lite, with a few Prieſts in a Cave of Bithynia, where he gave 
himſcif ro Contemplation, cemmirting the care of his Nominicrs to 
Hali Baſſai. Bur, he was quickly called off trom his Contewplat.on by 
io Huniades and Scanderbexs , The one having raiſed a vaſt Army of 1+ 
garians, Bohemians, and Germans to reply the lots of Chr:ſtzans at 
Varna ; The other had ſubdued all Macedozia , and reſtored to Boſaa, 
Raſcia, and Illyrs, their Deſpots , and thrown out the Twrk's Garrifons , 
which Plunder 1/yricum and 1ſtria, to the affrighting of FYenice. George that 
perfideous Deſpot of Sera , forgertfull- of the help Hungary afforded him , 
betrays all the Counſells of Huniades to the Enemy , ſo that by this means 
he loſt two battels, yet was ſtrangely preſerved himſelf; for being taken by 
two Twrks, he killed one , and mace the other fly ; and when he was inter- 
rupted by the ſame George , he was reſtored by ' him to the Hungarians , 
T which occaſioned a new war between the Twrk and him; but Huniades to ſhiw 
his gratitude , came and affiſted him when he was almoſt deteated , and obtai- 
ned a fignall victory over the Turks. Afterward in Epirus, Amnrath received 
ſo many loſſes, that he fell melancholy and fick , then being removed trom 
the Camp to Adrianopolir , he became mad , and fo dicd, having reign- 
ed thirty two years, and lived ſeyenty five. He was the firſt of the Ottomans 145: 
that inſtituted the Pretorian Guard atter the example of the Macedonion Pha- 
lanx : This Militia as the Mamalzcks of Egypt , was mace up of Chriſtian 
children taken violently from their paxents, brought up in the Twrk#ſb difci- 
pline and ſuperſtition , and forced to renounce Chriſtianity , by receiving 
| 30 Circucmiſion ; theſe the Turks call Janizaries, they guard the S»/tans perfon : 
Ar firſt they were but 800 armed with arrows and ſpears , now they are al- 
moſt double that number, and their arms are muſquerts. | 
He left behind him three ſons, Mahumet, Turſin, and Calepin, Mahnmet be- 
ing ſpectator himſelf, made Moyſes Baſſai choak Twrſin ( being but 18 months 
old) in the water, when the child's mother cried out upon the barbarous Ty- 
rant, uttering many curſes againſt him, he to pleaſe this his ſtep-mother, 
delivers into her hand the author of this paricide bound , ſhe in,the preſence 
of the Tyrant, thruſt a knife into his heart, and ripping up his body, pulls 
out his liver , which ſhe flung to the doggs : Amurathes had committed Cate- 
zo pin his third ſon , to Hali Baſſai, a man of great eſteem with him : Mahu- 
met cauſed the childe delivered up to him by Hali, to be ſtrangled. Afterward 
Hali himſelf was ſtranged , being firſt tortured by Mahumer, upon pretence 
that he held adaiach with the Chriſtians , A indeed he was exceſhive- 
ly rich, which is crime enough to a covetous Prince, Some think thar this 
Calepin whom Mahumet killed , was ſuppoſititious , and not the fon of Amw- 
rath , who was conveyed to EyZantinm , and from thence where it was taken, 
to Venice , thence to Rome by the Order of Pope Calixtus , who cauſed him 
to be baptized, to take a Chriſtian name, and to be inſtructed in Chriſtian 
doctrin; afterward he went to Frederick the Emperor, who uſed him honora- 
50 bly : The reſt of his life he ſpent in Auſtria. | ing

ple of his Anceſtors , and continued in his barbarous cruelties z his mother 


p who was the Deſpot of Servia's daughter ; had inſtructed him in the Chriſti- 
0 an faith, but he adhered more to Mahwmetaniſme, at laſt turned plain Atheiſt, 
is (coffing at providence, and acknowledging no other deitic but good luck : He 
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'amdred thouſand crowns , or elſe preſently ſurrender , an 


was moſt addicted to Mihtaric yur and firſt of the Ottomans that made 
uſe of ſea-fights, and ſhips © 
command of the ſea ; his firſt and moſt terrible warlick exploit was that a. 
gainſt Conſtantinople , which after fifty four days ftege he took the 29 of 
May : Within the walls beſides the Townes-people, there were but fix thou- 
ſand Greek Soldiers , and three thouſand Yenetian and Genuan Auxiliaries , 
whereas Mahwmets army conſiſted of four hundred thouſand men . moſt of 
which were gathered out of the Chriſtian Territories , he aſſaulted the Ciry 
both by land and ſea, he made three ſeverall breaches in the walls , where 
the Turks gave furious aſſaults, bur were ſtoutly reſiſted by the Chriſtians , till 
they were overpowred with multitudes : The Twrk had breught out of the 
Aegean and Euxin (cas two hundred and fifty ſhips, ro block up the har. 
bour againſt theſe ſeaven ſhips of Gena , three of Crete , and ſomie of Chios 
were imployed : The Harbour alſo was chained againſt the Turkiſh Fleer 
which the Chriſtians ſet on fire and ſo ſpoyled , that it was uſeleſs a great 
while, till by main ſtrength the chain was burſt, and ſo the Twrks gor 
within the Harbour , and battered the walls on all ſides. . The Tyrant ſtood 
upon a hill hard by , exhorting his men to be couragious; and ſending fome 
Troops of his own Guard to ſlay ſuch as were faint-hearted , promiſing that 
he who did firſt venture upon the breaches , ſhould have command of the 
reateſt Province in Ewrope , and if the City be taken, the Soldiers ſhould 20 
fave the pillaging of it for three days : And withall he threatens death to 
any that did turn their backs : Aahwmet had provided great battering pie- 
ces of braſs, one whereof was ſo big , that it could not be drawn but by 
70 yoke of Oxen, and 2coo men : With theſe Ordnance he played againſt 
the walls forty days together z then having injoyned 2 faſt for three days , he 
bids them al be ready to live or die together : Conſtantin perceiving ſmall 
hopes of defending the City againſt ſo great a power , defires a parly , whuch 
was granted , and peace proffered, if he would pay pay tothe Turk one 
depart with their 
goods. Theſe conditions were diſliked ; therefore they fall to battering 3p 
again: Fuſtinian of Genua , who with three hundred ſtout men ſuſtained the 
firſt brunt} was ſorely wounded , ſo that he gave back, and with him the 
reſt alſo ; notwithſtanding Conſtantin earneſtly Iaboured to have him hold our, 
his wound not being mortall : Upon his going away, (by vvhich that Tower 
vyhere he ſtood vvas left naked , Conſtantin and thoſe about him beganto 
- The Twhks perceiving this ) ruſht furiouſly into thoſe places , the gates 
vvere ſo batricadoed vvith dead, bodies , and the , keyes purpoſly 
flung away , that feyv or none could eſcape : Paleologws vvas lain, or troad 
upon in the preſſe , ſtriving to get out at one gate, vyhere vvere found cight 
hundred dead bodies. Fſtinian eſcaped to Pera, and thence to Chios, 40 
vvhere he died of his vyvounds and gricf together : The ViRorious Turks 
rage like bloudy Wolves through the City . ſparing neither age nor ſex. 
The murthers , rapes , plunderings, and infolencies committed, both a- 
gainſt the living and dead , againſt the Piftures and Images of our Saviour, 
and his Saints , and other Monuments of Chriſtianitie , ate inexpreſſable. 
Above my thouſand. Gentle-women, Matrons, and virgins , vvere carried 
away for ſlaves. Iſidor the Cardinall vyho had been ſent thither by the 
Pope, toreconcile the Greeks to the Reman Church , vyhich he had cf- 
fected but too late , vvas taken and ſolde; yet diſguifing himſelf ſhortly ;, 
after made an eſcape. 
Pera over againſt ByJantium , vvhich the Lattins had in poſ- 
ſeſſion, is ſurrendred to the Twrks. Three days after, Mahimet enters 
the City , and pacifieth all Tumults : Hee made ſearch for ſome 


Prime men who had concealed themſeves, theſe he commanded to be cut in 
pieces, 
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ieces. Intheir feaſts, they abuſed divers matrons and virgins, and then bat- A. Chriffs 


arouſly murthered them : This end had that famous City wherein the Go- © V 


ſpel flouriſhed from the firſt, to the laſt Conſtantin , about cleven hundred 
and twenty years ; that light went out, being overwhelmed with Mahumetar 
darkneſs, which was preſaged by that lame from heaven , ſhining one night 0- 
ver the City, and the next vaniſhing away , as the Turks in their ſiege obſer- 
ved. Yet Mahumet invited the Chriſtians to dwell there, and to uſe their Re- 
ligion, for that cauſe he confirmed their Patriarch which they had choſen, by 
delivering to him the Paſtorall ſtaff openly : This he did that ſo greata City 
;0 might not lic deſolate for want of Inhabitants, 

Three years after , Mahumet (but not with the like ſucceſs) attempted Bel- 
grade, where after two days fight he received a wound under the left pap, and 
was Carried for dead our of the camp, which the Twrks loſt with all their bag- 
gage and Ordnances , beſides 40000 of their men {lain there; when he came 

to himſelf \ hewas ſo inraged at this loſs and diſerace , that he would have 
murthered himſef : After this he provides to invade the A _ Iſlands, but 
he was taken off by Yſſumcaſſanes of the Aſſimbeian Family of the Twrks, Lord 
of Cappadocia and CArmema , who having lately killed Demorus the Perſian 
King , and ſciſed on his Kingdome ; puft up with this ſucceſs , he ſends rich 

20 Perſian preſents , to ſhew the fruits of his Viſtory , to Mahumet , and by his 
Ambaſſadors » deſires that the T#rk would not meddle with TrapeJund and 
Cappadocia, which he had in marriage by his wife, Deſpina daughter of David 
Commenus. The Tyrant offended that an inferior Lord ſhould give him the 
Law , 'and envying his new obtained happineſs, provides an Army both by 
land and ſea againſt him: A part of his fleet he ſends before to Pontus , and 
Sywope towards TrapeXund, and follows himſelf by land ; he oyerruns a great 
part of Aſia with wonderfull celerity, and before he was dreatned of , pitch- 
eth his camp near Uſumcaſſanes : Two great battels are fought near Euphrates, 
Amurath Baſſai the Turks Generall, a Greek born , was here killed , and the 
:o Turks Forces much weakned , but the third barrel that Mahumet fought , was 
more ſucceſsfull, for in it the Perſizys, With the unacquainted noyſe of the 
Ordnance were diſperſed , and Uſumcaſſanes forced to flye, having loſt his ſon 
Zeinald who was ſhot there : Shortly after this Victory Mahumert ſubdues Sy- 
nope, and all I , then he beſiegerh both by Sea and Land , Trape- 
und the Royall City , and takes it, with the Kings Treaſure z King David 
himſelf, his ewo ſons, and Couſin German Calo Fohannes,whom he ſent before 

to ByZantinm , and there in his triumph cruelly murthered , and with them the 
whole race of theCommeni: Then having of theſeKingdomes made Provinces, he 
ſubdues Caramannss,and takes Cilicia From him,thence returned to ByJ antivm; 

40 by his fleet he rakes the Iflands of Lemnus and Lesbes, deſtroys the City Myti- 
lexe,and tranſplants the Iſlanders, Cataluſins Prince of Lesbos a Genwan, was 
by his command cruelly put to death : Then by his Land Forces , he invades 
Dracula, Prince of Walachia, by whom he was like to have been ſurpriſed 
and his Army , but that Mahumer Baſſai , who ſucceeded to Hali Baſſas in Of- 
fice and dignity, got off the Army, but with great loſs. Then having recrui- 
ted his Army, he falls upon the upper Myſia, and 1!hyricum , and drives Steeven 
King of par out of his Kingdome, and kills him : But this Kingdome was 
fhortly after recovered by Mathias Corwinus, with divers other places in Dal- 
matia and Croatia , poſſeſſed by the Turks. Before his Aſiatin expedition , 
50 I 50 be entred Peloponneſus, v here he took away the Principalitie of the Paleologi 
trom the two brothers, Thomas and Demetrius, being then at variance : Demee- 

trins complied with the Enemy , tro whom he marricd his daughter : Thomas 


; having loſt all, led to Rome, In the interim the Yenetians repair the wall Hex- 
: amilium , to keep their poſſeſſions in Peloponneſus from the Twrks incurſionsz 
which he perceiving , breaks in upon them with 80 thouſand men , watts all 
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the Countrey about defeats the Yenetians , takes in the whole Peleponneſe , and 


having flain 500 men,for they had lately recovered it with Lemnws. He takes 
alſo the Iſle Ewubeo from them, having made a bridge over Eurypus , then takes 
Chalis the 30 day after it was beſieged , the Yenetian Gallies not daring to 
oive aſſiſtance ,. who having the winde favourable , might have ſeiſed on, or 
demoliſhed the bridg ; the Tyrant being enraged at the loſs of 40oco of his 
army {lain this ſiege in divers $kirmiſhes , commanded that all in the Town 
above 20 years old, ſhould be put to the Sword. 

This "Tyrant not yet glutted enough with bloud, ſends Homarts and Malre- j > 
cins, 2 armies into Dalmatia, Homarts being a Genuan by his father, naturally 
hated the Yenetians. In this invaſion Novellus the Venetian General was lain : 
Stiria and Corinthia are not free from the Twrks fury. The truce being ended 
between Mahumet and Scanderbeg ;, he ſits down before Croza and Scoara, and 
after along ſiege, takes them both. Scodra was ſurrendred by the Yenetians, 
at which time Solyman Baſſa takes Capha the head City of Boſphorss,and a Co- 
lony of the Genwors in T awraca Chemſoneſus, he makes alſo the Pracopit Tar- 
tars (who had thence driven out the Goths) tributarys to Mahwmet : He cut off 
the heads of two Gothiſh Princes that were brothers z the reſt of that Nation 
afterward BaiaXet ſubdued. Scaxderbeg being driven out of his Countrey , 20 
went to /taly , where he took part with Ferdinand King of Naples againſt the 
French : Afﬀter this be dicd of a Feaver , as he was conſulting with the Yeneti- 
ans about renewing the war againſt the Turk , he died the 63" year of his life: 
On his death-bed he commended the care of his young ſon Fohn to the Se- 
nat of Venice. It's recorded of this Scanderbeg , that out of the vehemency | 
of his Spirit, ſtill when he was going to fight, his lips would cleave and burſt 
out with blood, he never turned his back, never was wounded , but once in 
the foot with an arrow : His army never conliſted of above 3000 foot, and 
6000 horſe z he killed with his own hand above 2000 men, his ſtrength was 
ſuch, that with one blow , he could cleave a manto the Navil. Machmet be- 32 
ing freed from the fear of Huniades and Scaxderbeg , having alſo ſubdued his 
neighbour Princes of Peloponneſus, Myſia and 1llyricum , raakes peace with the 
Venettans on theſe conditions z that they ſhould deliver up to him Scodra , Fe- 
narus a promontorie of Laconia, with Lemnus, and pay yearly $ thouſand 
crowns, for their trading in the black Sea, Afeer this be undertakes three ex- 
peditions at the ſame time, gaping at an univerſal Monarchy , to wit, againſt 
Rhodes by Meſithes Baſſai of - race of the Paleolegi , by Acomathes Baſsai, 
= Italy and Rome, he himſelf marched into Aſia. ge: 67 after many and 
bloody attempts ( but in vain ) upon Rhodes, returned with the loſs of 3<coo 49 
and diſgrace : Acomathes onely aftrighted 7taly , and made the people flye out 
of Rome. Mahumet himſelf at Nicomedia , fell into tormenting firs of the 
Colick, which in three days put an end both to his life and victories , the 53" 
year of his age, and of his reigne 31 : He ſubdued the two Royal Seats of 
ByXamtium and Trapeund 4 Kingdomes, Syria, Peloponneſus , Armenia, and 
Sclavonia, He took from the Chriſtians 2© Provinces, and two hundred 
Towns , he was a moſt cruel and bloody Tyrant ; For when he took Hydron- 
tum in Apulia, he cauſed the Arch-Biſhop of that place to be cut with a wo0- 
denſaw, and tortured many to death ; he was a notorious whore-monger, 
and Sodomit, it's thought he cauſed above twenty thouſand to be pur to death 
at times , beſides thoſe that were killed in the wars, at laſt he was poyſoned, 
who himſelf was the greateſt poyſon of mankinde, chiefly of Chriſtians and h 
Chriſtianity. The Turkiſh Gariſon in Hydruntum, underſtanding Mahumet 
was dead, delivered up the Town to Matthias Corvinus and the Italians that 
beſieged it, upon condition they might have their lives 3 though they knew 


Acomathis was returning with 25 thouſands Turks : The Greek Muſes which 
were 
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Italy, and other Weſtern Countries, _ tranſplanted thither by Chryſoloras, 
TrapeCuntins, GaFa, Argyropilus, Chalconayles, Laſearas, &c. | 
To Mahomet ſucceeded his fon BajaJet, who was when his Father died, at 
his charge in Cappadocia , being their Governour. His Brother Gees allo 
was then at 1conmm; the chick City of Lacaonia , that Province being under 
his command. The elder brother Muſtapha, who had been employed by his 
Father againſt Yſumcaſſanes, and had put to flight Foſeph the Perſian General, 
the great ſupporter of King Carmannus, was dead at Icontum, by intemperance 
10 and letchery. Some difference aroſe among the Baſſazes and Faniſares,abour 
the ſucceſſion, ſothar the quarrel broke our into blowes : ar laſt rhe Faniſares 
or Pretorians proclaimed B:jaJet Emperour , by means of the Beglerbeg of 
Grecia, and the Aga or Captain of the Pretorzans, Bajazets ſons in Law.Some 
of the prime Commanders of the Horſe ſer up Corchatus Bajaets ſon , by pla- 
cing him in the Throne, and delivering to him the Treaſures and Caſtles of 
the Empire. Achmet Baſſa, who lately took Hyaruntum, joined with thele. 
BajaXet rides poſt from Cappadocia, complaining with rears,of the wrong done 
him, by dcbarring him of his right, Bur he could not prevail till his young 
ſon of his own accord ſubmitted the Government to his Father. The Faniſares 
2C whom the Baſſats out of malice had ſtirred up, were pacified by large bribes. 

G emes alſo makes haſte our of Lycaonia, a ncer Province, bur being preven- 
red by BajaFet, is kept out of BiJantinm ; wherefore he makes War, being aſ- 
fiſted by Carmannw, and the Egyptian Sultan, againſt his brother z who over- 
threw him in three Battels : n. nn out of deſpaire, he fled to Rhodes, 
leaving at Carre his mother , and his ſon and daughter, that were Twins, 
whom BajaFet put todeath, The Knights of Rhodes ſent Gemes to Rome,upon 
the deſire of Pope Innocent 4. Lewis 11. of France,and Matth:as King of Hun- 
gary, in hope of ſome great Victory againſt BajaJer, He lodged de Vati- 
can, and was givenas an Hoſtage to Charles 8. of France, with Yalentin o_ 
as, the Popes ſon, by Alexander 6, when Charles marched our of Rome to the 

10 ſiege of Naples, Bur Gemes died by the way, being poiſoned by Pope Alex- 

ander, fearing leſt Charles in delivering him up to his brother, ſhould thereby 

obtain BajaJets fayour. CAchmet Baſſa, who had preſerved the Empire for 

BajaXet againſt his brother, was for his good ſcrvice ſtrangled by the ſame Ba- 

jaFet, pretending that he meant to advance Gemes to the Throne : bur indeed 

Achmet had great Treaſures, which cauſed his ruine, but to the good of Chri« 
ſtians, whoſe mortal Enemy he was. 

This a6. delighted more in Scholarſhip, then Arms, yet to maintain 
the power he had got, makes wat firſt agaiaſt the Chriſtians, and in the third 
year of his reign fubdued Walachia, Afterward transfers his War into Aſia, 

40 to puniſh the Sultan of Egypt, for aiding his brother Gemes with Victuals, Men, 
and Money, againſt him. For Carmannws of Cilicia was already ſubdued,and 
his Country made a Province, Ca:rhbeins ar this time was Sultan of Egypt, 
by birth a Circaſſian , and by condition a ſervant. From his childhood he 
was inſtructed in the Arts, and Manners of the Mamalucs , and by the Law of 
Mahomet was made free. Theſe Mamalucs were Chriſtians of the Muſcovite,or 
Roxalan profeſhon. Our of them the Sultans were choſen out of the Circaſſian 
flaves, who dwelt upon the F#x1p Sea, and were choſen after the extirpation of 
Saladins poſterity. Now , theſe Mamalucs are the children of Chriſtians, and 

59 50 muſt be baprized , and educared in Chriſtian Religion, which they are to a- 

bandon and forſwear , betore they can be Mamalucs. This Caithbeins was 
made Swltay for his Valour; the Egyptians ſtanding in need of ſuch a man, for 
{upprefſing the Arabian Thieves, and curbing the Perſians, who made divers 
Irruptions upon Comagene and Syria; and keeping the Turks from breaking 
out of Cilicza upon the Egyptian Territories. All theſe Wars he happy =: 
OQ 


| were baniſhed by theſe barbarous Scythians, found an habitation for them in A».ch 
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An,Chriſti dertook , for he ſubdued the 1.4 rabjans, and made them Tributaries. Then © 
—Y> in two battels drove back the Perſians beyond Euphrates , and maſtered the 
Turks twice in Cilicia by the help and councel of two 1talian Mamalncs, the 
two chicf Turkiſh Commanders, Meſithes Palezologis, and Cherſeogles, were 
taken. This was the ſon of Chetſechius, Prince of Il{yricym , who took away 
his ſons wife from him , which ſo exaſperated his ſon, that he renounced 
Chriſtianity, and betook himſelf ro BajaJer , whoſe daughter he married. 
In this Battel of Tharſis, ſcarce the third part of an hundred thouſand Turks 
eſcaped. BajaXet being _ of the Aſfran wars, returns back into Europe, 
where he takes Dyrrachium,and in the large fields of Libwrnis, in Croatia, o ver- 
threw the united Forces of 1yrium , Panonia , and Croatia. Then he made 
War againſt the YVenetians, for defending the cauſe of Fohn Caſtriot , Scandey- 
begs ſon, who had defeated the Gariſon ſoldiers of Bajaet in Croatia, and 
driven the Turks out of his Territories. Beſides, the Yenetians had prohibi- 
red BajaZets ſhips in his Syria» Expedition , to harbour in Cyprus, though he 
earneſtly intreated them. Alſo Lewis Sforſia, a great Enemy of the Yenetj- 
ans, egged him on. The beginnings of this war ſucceeded well to the Turk , 
for Schenderus Baſſa, by Land made excurſions as far 2s Tarviſium , and Dew- 
ches the Turks Admiral, by Sea, entred even to Fadrs in Dalmatia, and ca- 
ried thence a great multitude of captives. He was once in danger to have been 20 
taken by the Venetian Fleet, abour penny, among the Sporade Iles, bur 
Grimannus, the Venetian Admiral, either for want of courage,or skill , ſuffe- 
red him to eſcape to the Bay of Corinth,v here he rook the Town N aupattin, 
or Lepanto, within the Bay of Aetolia, having a little before taken fram them 
Dyrrachium in Epir#s. 

Two years after BajaZet with an hundred and fifty thouſand men, brake in 
upon — he divided his Army into three parts about Atethon.Aﬀer 
divers Skirmiſhes on both ſides, he gets within the Town , when unhappil 
the Townſmen ſpying three Yenetian Gallies, coming towards them wid 
Arms, Men, and Proviſion, forſook their ſtation, and went down to the 39 
ſhoar, to receive the Supplies ſent them. They were all taken priſoners, be- 
ing above a thouſand of them, and in the preſence of the Tyrant maſſacred, 
except ſome patricii, whoſe lives were begged by Cherſeogles, BajaJets ſon 
in Law. Some other places being affrighted at this cruelty, ycilded to the 
Tyrant, one of thoſe was Pilus, where Neſtor of old lived. BajaXet after 
this, returns as a Conquerour to ByTantium , but Spain and France reſolve 
toaid Yenice, Piſaurius the Venetian Admiral, by the advice and courage of 
Conſalvus the Spaniard, took Cephalonia, in the Tonian Sea, having a double 
Harbour, and a rich Soil. He took alſo by ſtorm Leucade, and Nericum, and 
put the whole Turkiſh Gariſonto the Sword. But the French Fleet at Lesbos, 40 
attempting Mitylene, had not the like ſucceſs, for the ſhips were ſo torn, ſcat- 
tered, and wrackt by a ſtorm, that much adoe they had to eſcape to Tarentwn, 
Atlaſt a Peace is concluded on theſe conditions, thatCephalonia ſhould c onti- 
nue in the Venetian juriſdiction, as it was before the Turkiſh Empire, Le- 
cas and Nericum ſhould be reſtored to the Turk. This Peace was the more 
eaſily obtained, becauſe in _ Iſmael the Sophi, deſcended from Uſumcaſſa- 
nes by the mother, had made himſelf King upon the death of Facuppus,the fon 
of Uſumcaſſanes , whom his libidinous wife perfidiouſly murthered. This 
change of the State came in with the change of Mahometan ſuperſtition, which 
by the wavering and credulous multitude, was greedily embraced. Thele 50 
new SeCtaries, with great ſucceſs, over-run Cappadocia, and Lycaonia , kills 
BajaFets two Nephews , Orchanes and Mahumet, two Baſſais, the Beglerbeg of 
Aſia, and Hali, and overthrows two Armics', before BajaJet knew of 
danger. Iſmael was the ſon of Harduellis, a Perſian Prince , and of Marths 
the daughter of Wſumcaſſanes, who was the fipſt ofthe Aſsimbean Turks, that 
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atter the murther of Ma/gonches , the Perſian King poſſeſſed himſelf of that Aw, Chrifti 
Kingdom. Hardvelerthe Father, would have the Mahumetran Law expoun- WO 


ded after the mind of Hali, that was Mahwmets Interpreter, and Companion; 
and not after the way of Homer, whom the other Turks followed. Hardueles 
by his acted holineſs and ftridtneſs of life, above all other men, drew admi- 
ration, and innunerable Diſciples after him , which eagerly maintained his 
Dictates, reje&ting the ancient Rites. MHſnmcaſſares being yer ſcarce warm in 
his Kingdom, began to ſuſpect thoſe great Meetings, and Aſſemblies of peo- 
ple , who many times under pretence of Religion, plor Innovaſion; when 
10 therefore he finds, that by force he could not fupprels Hardnelles, he makes 
him his ſon in Law, by matying him to his daughter, of which mariage 
came this ſon 1/mael : bur Facoppes Uſumcaſſanus his ſon, after his Fathers 
death, by ſome Aſſaſins murthered Harduells, and baniſhed or killed his fol- 
lowers, thinking this way to free himſelf of fear and danger. 7/-rael being 
yet a child, got out of his Uncles reach, into Hircanis; and one of the chict 
Diſciples Techelles, (called from his red Cap, or Turban Cuſelbas, which he 
wore for diſtinftions ſake) eſcaped over Euphrates unto the leſſer Armenzs. 
Theſe two overthrew the poſterity of Kſwmcaſsancs,and ſo buſted the Turks, 
that they could have no leiſure to proſecute their Vitories in Ewrope. Iſmael 
20 by maintaining his Fathers Do&rine, obtained no leſs love and admiration, 
then he; ſo that Facuppus being poiſoned by his wife, he reſolves to recover 
his Fathers patrimony, and his Mothers Dowry ; to this purpoſe , he arms 
his Followers, and procured Auxiliaries from Pyrchales, a Prince of glircania, 
to whom he had fled. So in 2 ſhort time he recovered his Fathers Eſtate, and 
daily increaſing in ſtrength, took by ſtorm Symachia,on the borders of Media. 
Then upon hopes of obtaining the Kingdom of Perſia , marcheth with his 
Army to Tawiſwm, or Tawra, a flouriſhing City of the Perſians in the 
greater Armenia, where Alvantes the ſon of Facuppus (who drove his bro- 
ther Miratchamus out of Armenia and Perſia) dwelt. He was hated by the 
30 Citizens, becauſe he murthered many of them for adhering to his brother- 
This Ciry upon the flight of Alvartes thence, yeilded without blowes to 1ſ- 
mael, with the Kings whole Treaſure, Then hearing that Alvantes had rai- 
ſcd an Army. he fights him. Alvantes loſt both his life and his Army. Upon 
the fame of this Victory, the neighbouring places and people ſubmit to his 
Law and Government. Thence he marcheth into Meſopotamia againſt Morat- 
chamss, the other brother, who had an Army at Babylon, but he tearing 1/ma- 
els power, and his own weakneſs , flies with his wife and children, and all 
the wealth he could conyay, into Arabia. Iſmael having with his conquering 
Army over-run a great part of the Eaſt , he marcheth out of Afyria into 
40 Media, where he takes in ſome Gariſons of Alvantes, and returns into Arme- 
ia. The Albanians, Iberians, and Scythians, beyond the Caſpian Sea, being 
Tributarics to the Perſian, had not you their Tributes in four years, nor had 
they ſent all this while any Embaſſador to congratulate the Sophies ViRtories, 
therefore he reduced them to their duty by force of Arms, 
In this mean while Techelles by Preaching and Prophecying , drew Cappa- 
aicia to join both in Arms and DoRtine with him ; and by the Perſian 
* help, he breaks in upon Zycaomnia, a rich and populous Country , where he 
overthrew Orchanes and Mahumet , BajaJets Nephews, then he marcheth 
through leſſer Aſia, where Corchutes, ag ſon, was With an Army, but 
50 refuſed to fight - then through Galatia, he breaks in upon Bithys#is, where 
' he met with Caragius Baſsa, Commander of the Aftatick Horſe , whom 
they call Belerbe;, him Techelles put to flight, and purſues him to Cauthia, 
a town in the midſt of Aſs minor, and = beleaguered him. Ar laſt he 
takes the town, and Caragivs alive in it, with his wife. From thence he 
intended to take in Prufis , the Mctropolis of Bithynia , but was _

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4».Chriſt* by Bajaters new Forces under Halt Baſſa, the Maceaonan t.unuch , whom 

mg EE eettadly meets , and ro keep him off trom fighting, took 
Caragius the Beglerbeg, whom he caried about in chains, and paled him 
in the High- way, that they might be atirighted at this ſad ſpectacle ; bur 
indeed Hali Baſſa was ſo inraged at this ſt1ght, that becauſe he could not 
overtake him with his whole Army,purtues him cagerly with e1ght thou. 
ſand Horſe, and fights him. In the firſt encounter, Techelley was worſted, 
but ſhortly after, he got the Victory, and killed Hal: Baſſa. To whom 
{ucceeded Fwunns Boſſa, of Epirus, whom Achmer, P ajaXcts {on , furniſhed 
with Forces. He at laſt drove Techelles out of Afra: T hus doe the Ene- _ 
mies of Chriſt deſtroy each other. Bajazet being much troubled with * 
the diſaſters of this War, with the Gout, and old Age, likewiſe with 
the great calamities of that time, cauſed by Earth-quakes, and the 
plague, began to conſult with his Baſſaes abuut his ſucceſſor, which oc. 
caſioned Civil Wars ; for Paja{et had three ſons alive, Achmet, Corchut, 
and Selymus, beſides divers grandchildren. Achmet was beloved of his 
Father, but the Baſſais and Fan/zaries inclined 1n their affections moſt ro 
Selymus, by their incitation and afliſtance of the Precopit T artar, (whoſe 
daughter Selymus had already maried againſt his Father BajaJets will) Se. 
lymus takes Arms moſt unnaturally againſt his Father, but was defeated, 
and by the Baſſas interceſlion, reconciled again to him : yer afterward 29 
in ſpight of his Father, he was proclaimed Emperour by the ſoldiers, 
who {wore Allegiance to him: He began his Government from Paricide; 
for having thrult his Father out of his Empire, poiſoned him by one H:- 
mana Few , the 66 year ofthis lite, and of his reign 32. he was a better 
Philoſopher then Soldier. 

Selymus began his Reign, not only from the murther of his Father,but 
of his two Brothers alſo, and their children. He ſtrangled Achmer and 
Corchut, his two Brothers, having firſt overthrown Achmet in a battel, 
and treacheroul]y ſeized upon Corchat, thinking no hurt, but following 
his privat ſtudy; onely when he heard that his life was ſought after, he 39 
endeavoured to eſcape into Rhodes. Mvuſtuphus Baſſa, by whoſe help Se, 
lymus had got the Empire, was for this his good ſervice, firſt ſtrangled, 
and then flung to the dogs ; his crime was, that his affeCtions ſeemed to 
incline more to Achmer, then to himſelf. Achmers two ſons, Amurath 
and Aladin, both fled; Amwrath to Iſmacl the Sophi, and Aladiv to Campſo 
Caurius the Egyptian Sultan; whence aroſe new Wars, which kept Sely- 
mus off from invading Chriſtendom, Amurath with a Perſian Army, 

| breaks in upon Cappadoca; Iſmael coming ſoftly after, and was like to have 
caried all this Country, the people came in ſo faſt to him, had not Cher- 

demus Baſſa, Governour of Aſia, ſuppreſled them with a great power, 40 
Whereupon Selymus palleth over into Aſia, where he fell upon = unt- 
ted Forces of Amwurath, the Turk, and {ſtavgle the Perſian Commanders, 
with whom alſo 1ſmael joins his Army. When he heard that Selymus 
was come,a bloudy battel is fought, in which 7/-el was ſhot in the ſhoul- 
ders, andſo was forced to withdraw himſelf out of the Army, whom 
the ſoldiers followed ; by which the Turk obtained the Victory, butto 
the loſs of thirty thouſand of his men, whereof many of them wore of 
great accompt with him ; the Perſian Army conſiſted but of thirty thou- 
ſand Horſe, whereas the Turks were an hundred and fifty thouſand 

Horſe and Foot, After this Victory, Selymus beliegeth Tawrifia, the Perſi- ju 
ans Regal Seat, which being by the Citizens ſurrendree, he waſted and 
plundred. Shortly after, he brings back his Army into Cappadecia, tear- 
ing that Iſmael was returning with a freſh Army of Iberian, and Alba- 
»/an Horſe men, who at this day are called Georgians and Mapgrellians, 
in 
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In Cappsdxta the Turk. rakes up his Winter-Quarters, at TrapeZuxd, and An. Chriſt; 
Amaſis. 'The next year underſtanding that 1/macl is troubled with inte- WW 


ſtine Wars, and that he was gone againſt the Hyrcanians,and Battrians,and 
ſome other places upon the Caſpian Sea 3. though he was willing ro weak- 
en the Perſian, yet he intends to aGt nothing in Armenia, till he have firſt 
droven King cx ladelvs out of that Country, for the wrongs he ſuffered 
by him in his former Expedition againſt Iſmael. The Kingdome of Ala- 
dolus bordered upon the Egyptian Sultan act Alepo , on Iſmael the Sephi by 
Armenis the leſs, on the Turks by 0r7phs, or Edrſſ«, famous for its Springs 
10 againſt Leprofies, and for the Tombe of Balewin, God[ry of Bullions 
Brother. Firſt, then Selymaus takes the T own Cyammaſſus, the Key of Ar- 
wmenia, on the farther Bank of Euphrates. After that, he ſubdues the Ga-- 
riſons that kept the narrow paſſages between the Hils, then he fights 
Aladelus, who being affrighted with the multitude of Muſqueteers, flies 
with his Forces into the next Woods. . CAladelys was betrayed by his 
neighbours, and a kinſman of his to Selymws, who cauſed him to bee 
drawn out of the Cave where he hid himſelf, and his head ro be chopped 
off, which he caried about upon along Pole, through Afia, in oftenta- 
' tion of his Vidtory; then tranſmits it to the Senate of Yenice. Aladolus 
20 his eldeſt ſon eſcaped to Egypt. Selymws divided his Kingdom into three 
Lieutenamiſhips. Then he returns into Ewrope, todefend the borders of 
his Dominions from the Himgarians, whom he quickly ſuppreſſed,in two 
incurſions he made upon'them. The fame of his Victories, and prepa- 
raticns he was making for ſubduing of Chriſtendom, cauſed Maximilian, 
Ceſar, Land:ſlaus of Hungary , and Sigiſmwrd of Polonia, to calla Diet for 
railing an Army through all their Dominions for the defence of Chriſti- 
anity, But the Turk ungerſtanding, that the Chriſtians meant only to 
ſtand upon their own defence, and not to invade, returns to his Army in 
Lycaonia, with a'reſolution to proſecute the Perfieaw Wars , and utterly to 
overthrow Iſmael, | 
30 The Egypiian Sultan being follicited by the daily prayers and tears of 
rhe exiled Princes,chiefly of A4ladin,the ſon of Achomat, and Aladols eldeſt 
ſon, had raiſed a great Army of Egyptians and Fews, and was now on his 
March neer the River 0rontes, ready to join with the Perſian. The Turk 
tends Embaſladors to defire either his amity, or at leaſt neutrality. At 
this time Compſon Gaurus was Su/tan by the Votes of the Mamalucks, after 
divers tumults and flaughters raiſed by Caithbei and his Arabian wife 
Dultibs, who would have had the Kingdom confirmed on their ſon, a- 
gainſt the Mamaluc Laws, which made the S»ltans EleQive, not Heredi- 
tary; this Law Caithbei abrogated, after whoſe death his ſon Mahamet 
 1nvaded the-Kingdom, whileſt two prime men Achbtrdin and Campſs, diſ- 
ated for it. The Mamalucs being offended that their Law and Privi- 
edge was thus infringed,cauſed Mahumet at a Feaſt to be murthered, Up- 
on this divers {laughters of the prime men enſued. -At Jaſt the Mame- 
lucs conferred the — on Campſon Gaurins, a man of great worth : He 
remembring the Victory he had oyer the Turks at Tarſ#s,anſwers threat. 
ningly to the Turks requeſt, that he would not lay down Arms, except 
Selymus would reſtore the ſon of Aladelus, to his Kingdom , and forbear 
tomeddle with any of Iſmaels Provinces; he alſo defires to be Arbitrator 
of the differences between him and the $ophi, this ſo exaſperated Selymus 
that he diverts his War from Perſia, and falls unexpeQedly upon Coma- 
gena, an Feyptian Province, and incamps- himſelf not farre from Alepe. 
Camyſon brings his Army from Damaſcur,, and encounters with the 
Turks ; but Cejerbeiws Governour of Alepo and Comagena, not only per- 
lidiouſ]y forſook, but alſo purſued Cy {o that the —_"

ding themſelves betrayed by Caierbejus ,, theſe Selymw periues , who under- 
ſtanding they were got to Damaſcus, takes in Hierapolis', and ſends Funus Bal-

upon the Twrk marcheth thither with all his army, to whom the |} are pre-

Selymns having obtained Syria ſo ſuddenly, reſolves to purſue the remainders 
of the Mamalucks , who having eſcaped to Memphis, had made Tomumbejus 
the Circaſſian Sultan there. in the place of Campſon, The Arcadian high-way 
robbers are ſuppreſſed by Sinan Paſſai , who opens a way to Ga4.T omnmbe)us 
had ſent Gatelies thither with an army, who were defeated by Selymns, all the 
Egyptian Colours were taken , the Governor of Alexandria, the Prartof of 
Memphis, one thouſand-horſe, and great numbers of Arabians were lain, Sinan 
Baſſi loſt 20co horſe ,, and many prime men. Bur the Arabians recruiting 
fell upon the Turks at GaF4, and killed many of them , till Selymvs brought 30 
his whole army into Fudea, where he joynes with Sinan Baſſai, and takes Ga7s 
ſurrender : Then h& marcheth within fix miles of Memphis, where he 
is encountred by Tomumbejus , whoſe Counlels were betrayed to the Twk by 
ſome Fugitives ; ſo that Selymws got the vidtorie, moſt of the Egyptian prime 
men being loſt : The choiceſt of their horſe affrighred with the Turkiſh Ca- 
nons, fled and got into the City, the ſtreets whereof thry Barracadoed 
with great pieces of timber ; this could nat keep our Selymwus , who 
breaks through all impediments, and ,in three days fight deſtroys in a man- 
ner the whole race of Mamalucks : Some that had eſcaped into a Church 
and —_— themſelves to the Twrks mercy, were all by his command 
Cut off, . 

Tomwmbejus beyond Nilws recruited his Forces, another battel is fought, 
and in it the Egyptians quite defeated , Tomumbejus was found lurking a+ 
mong reeds up to the middle in water', after the Twrk had a long time tortu- 
red im, to make him confeſs where his treaſures lay ; he ſet him on a 
poor Jade which carried him about the City ; then he cauſeth him to be 
ſtrangled, and hanged up on an iron hook in one of the Gates, for a ſpe- 
Racle to all paſfengers, of the one's Victory , and the other's miſerie : And 
thus ended the Kingdome of the Mamalxcks in Egypt , which from the extir- 
pation of Saladins Poſtcritic in Melechlala, had continued about two hun- 
dred forty three years. 

Egypt and Syria being ſubdued , Caierbejus for a reward of his 
Treacheric at Alepo, is made Governour of Zgypt;, and GaJelles, who 
upon the overthrow of the Mamalucks , ſubmirted to the T#rk , is ſet 0- 
ver Syris : Our of Memphis or Alcair, above 500 of the chiefe Fami- 
lies, beſides multirudes of Women and Children of the Mamalecks

make war upon the Chriſtians. He was a moſt barbarous Tyrant, who ſpa- WW 
' red neither Father , Brothers, nor any of his kindred, nor his chief Com- 
manders, that did him beſt ſervice z nor his own ſon-, whom he would have 
murthered with a poiſoned Coat, Which the morher ſuſpeCting, gave it not 
to- Solyman, bur to one of his Chamber, who by it was quickly killed.

CHAP. XXI. 


The Turkiſh Hiſtory wnder Solyman, Selymus, Amurarh z*, Mahumet 3*,Ach- 
mar, Muſtapha, Oſman and Amurath 4*, from the year 1520, till the end 
of 1636. 


2a Olyman the only ſon of Selymus, ſucceeded GaFeltes, Governour 1522 
BW of Syria, thinking himſelf now freed from his Oath by the 
death of Selymus, Tevoltcd, intending to make himſelf Ma- 
ſer of Sy#ia', for this cauſe he entertains all the remainders of 
the Mamalucs., and 'the inhabitants of that Country, which 
flockto him in great mimbers. He infinuates himſelf alſo in- 
to the :affeions of the great Maſter of the Rhodes , from whom he defired 
ſothe Artillery, Arms, and Gallies. He ſends alfo privately to Cajerbeius in 
Alcair, Governour of Beypt , 'exhorting him to joyn, and to revenge the 
blood 'of the Circafsians, and to re-eſtabliſh in the detzudtion of the Twarks, 
the old government by Sultans, But Cajerbeins conſidering the difficulty 
of this buſineſs, and that no credit was to be given to an old Enemy, kills 
the Agent, and makes the Turk acquainted with the plot. Wherenpon 'So- 
30 lyman ends Farites Baſſas, with an Army into» Syriz , which o affrigh- 
ted GaFelles, that though he had taken Tripoli, and other Gariſons from the 
Turk, yet he betakes himſelf into Damaſcus; hither Farates repairs, with all 
ſpeed. GaFelles reſolves to hazard all in one barrel, and either to get the vi- 
ory, or elſe rodie honourably : both Armies joyned, in this conflict ; both 
he and his Mamalucs were cut off by this victory ; Syria is recovered, and the 
fidelity df 'Cairbeiws is confirmed. 
The next year after this vitory, by the perſwaſion of the Fani\ aries, Soly- 
man reſolves to fall tpon Belgrad in Hungary, where wete ſet up many Tro- 
phies taken from the Turks ; Solyman ſends an Army to Sophia, a City in Ser- 
4o via, and he haſteneth after, ſo that he was come before the Hungarians knew 
any thing. Zndovick the young King, was totally ruled by others, ſo thar he 
was in effect bur a titular _ : Hence an Army could nor be ſuddenly raiſed; 
whereupon Solym4n took Belgrad without oppoſition z who after this vicory 
reſted a year , then he reſolves to try his fortune upon Rhodes, though he was 
diſlwaded by his friends who were not unmindful of the loffe, diſgrace , and 
repulſe Mahwmet received there, beſides the danger that might enſue to the 
Sultans own perſon by the Chriſtian Fleet. Notwithſtanding Solyman would 
in this be ruled by none, butby his own Genius + therefore about the end of 
Fune, he repairs thither with 400 ſhips, and 20000c Twks,with great Rore of 1522 
50 Braſſe Ordnance placed upon two His , which the Tiyks made themſelves, 
ſhoveling up Earth for the ſpace of two miles from the Ciry into a wonderfull 
height. So great was the multitude of workmen, thar in a ſhort time they came 
w the Towne-Dirches, working under ground for ſpringing of Mines. 
Villedam the great Maſter, a French man born, baked himſelfe 
Routly , playing continually upon the —_ with his great Ordnance, that 
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" tred Rhodes with thirty thouſand men ; there was not a word heard ſpoken -

the Ditches were filled with dead bodies , yet Solyman would got give over, 
though he had loſt above thirty thouſand of his men by the bloody Flux, Ar 
laſt rhe Towres and Walls being overthrown, the Turks ſcize upon the remote 
arts of the Town. Then with their Mortar pieces, they batter down the hoy- 
{es within the Ciry, to the tcrrour of the inhabitants. All this while the #þg. 
dians had no ſupply from Chriſtendom , though the Turk had received Re. 
cruits from Egypt and Natolia, for Cajerbeins ſent forty ſhips with all manner 
of Warlike proviſion. Mean while _— Hadrian arrived out of Spain into 
Italy, with ſome ſhips and Gallies , and about three thouſand Foot. Theſe 
he was adviſed to ſend to Rhodes, and joyn with the fifty Venetian Gallies rea- 15 
dy at Crete, bur he refuſed to ſend them : wherefore the Rhodrans having nei. 
ther help, nor hope, ſurrendred themſelves to the Turk}, conditionally they 
might enjoy their lives and goods, except the braſs Ordnance; which was 
granted, and carefully obſerved by Solyman, who would not ſufter the ſoldiers 
to touch any conſecrated thing belonging to Saint Fohns Church, when heen- 


mong them , bur as filent as Carthuſiay Monks, When Yilladaw took his 
leave of Solyman, he was diſmiſſed with all courtefie , ſo that Solywarn tuming 
abour to one of his Baſsats, ſaid , Ir grieves me (faith he) ro ſeethis unforty- 
nate old man driven from his habitation, and to depart ,bence with ſoſad a 20 
countenance. $o this Bulwark: of Chriſtendom, to the honour of Solymay, 
and diſhonour of Chrifkendom, was ſurrendred after ſix months ſiege. In 
Egypt Cajerbejus did , to whom ſucceeded L,Acomath Baſsa, whothought to 
have made himſelf Sultan, but his plot was detected , and he juſtly puniſhed 
with death, Habraim Baſsa, Solymans Favorite, is ſentto quiet Egypt, which 
he did with great wiſdom; wheretore he was ſhortly after called home to Con- 
by Solyman, and honoured with the T itle of Beglerbeg , or Lord 


f Lords. 

Afﬀeer this, Solymay proclaims war gp Hungary : King Ludowic raiſes 
an Army of twenty tour thouſand Horke and Foor, of raw and.unskilfull men, 30 
neither had he any ſupply from the Chriſtian Princes, except fromthe Pope, 
who on his own charges raiſed for him ſome German and Bohemian Foot. 
The Turkiſh Army confiſted of two hundred thouſand men, which made S9- 
lyman admire the Kings folly, that would with an handful of men oppoſe him- 

If ro ſuch a mighty Army ; but the unfortunate King was adviſed to fight 
by Paul Tomor, Arch-Biſhop of Collocen, who had heretofore in ſome light 
Skirmiſhes, bcat the Turk, but never encountred him before in any ſet Bat- 
tel. In the end, this unfortunate King, as we have ſaid already, was drowned 
in a Bog, not being able by reaſon of fi heavy Arms , to get out from under ,, 
his Horſe z the thouſand Horſe, his Life-guard in defending the Waggons and 
Baggage, were cut off, the Arch-Biſhop, with the other Biſhops lain, and 
the whole Army utterly defeated, fo that few eſcaped with their lives, notwith- 
ſtanding that the Turkiſh Ordnance did no hurt, for the Gunners being Chri- 
ſtians, ſhot purpoſcly over their heads, The Battel being fought, Solyman 
marcheth to Buda, where the | Caſtle was ſurrendred-to him, the Gariſon diſ- 
miſſed with like and goods. Two brazen Statues ſetup by Mathias, were 
caried thence to Conſtantinople as a Trophy of Solymans Victory, who ſtayed 
notlong after in Hungary, becauſe of the Winter, but returned home ; nor 
did he after this make any more War upon the Chriſtians, only he laid ſiegeto 
Vienna , which with lofle and diſhonour he.,was fain to raiſe again. He alſo 
beat the Spaniſh Fleet, and took from thera the Iſle Aennees , over againſt 
the African Syrtes , the Caſtle whereof was defended by the Duke of Medins, 
Viceroy of Sicily. Pialis Baſsa, defeated the Spaniſh Fleet, that beſicged Tri- 
poli, and forced the Caſtle to ſurrender, for want of water and viduals ; about 
18 thouſand Chriſtians were lain and caried away priſoners to a” * 
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1c Pavilion, who truſting to his own _— ,» came boldly. Solyman gave : 


ple, where at that time Busbequius Ferdinand Embaſlador \ was Reſident and An. Chriſti 
relieved many of them with neceſſarics. But as Solymwan was nappy in his Vi We 


ories abroad, ſo he was unfortunate in his affairs at home ; for he commitr- 
ted Paricide upon the falſe accuſation of Roſſa or Roxelana, his beloved wite, 
who hated Mnſtapha Solymans fon by another venture z this Muſtapha had 
done excellent ſervice for his Father againſt the m__ , and was generally 
well beloved for his excellent parts, eſpecially by the Faniaries , wherefore 
he was accuſed for affefing the Empire, w® his Fatherwas too apt to believe, 
therefore marcheth towards him with an Army : ſends for Muſlapha into his 


order to ſome Mures.that were ſtrong men, bur dumb,rto fall upon him, and 
ſtrangle him, which they did atlaſt not without much ſtrugling ; for Maſta- 
pha being young and ſtrong, made reliſtance a long time ; the cruel Father, 
Aurhour and Spectator of the execution, cauſed his body. to be laid before the 
Pavilion, forthe Fanizaries to behold, that they might ſee in what condition 
he: was now , whom they meant to make Emperor. Ar which fight they 
were much ſtruck with terror and ſorrow,but knew no way to help it. Solyman 
alſo was much afflicted by his other ſon , which he had of Roxolana, his name 
was B4jaFet, he partly hated, partly feared his elder brother Selymws, who 


d 20 was'to ſucceed in the Empire : Theſe two brothers had the command of two 
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o 
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Provinces, -which lay ineer together z this neighbourhood gave occaſion of 
quarrels , which coming-to'Solymans cars, with complaints of ſome who ha- 
ted BajaFet, that he intended to invade the Empire, to deſtroy bis brother 
Selywmus , that he might not be deſtroyed by him, when bee ſhould come ro 
reign, and that he meant alfoto depoſe his old Father. Preſently command 
is given.by Sohyman, that the two brothers ſhould be removed from their Pro- 
vinecs, and two other afſigned them, that mighr be of a greater diſtance, Se- 
lymus in- obedience to his'Father, accepted of his new Province, which Baj4- 
4et refuſed todo, and withal fet up a Falſe Muſt apha againſt his'Father, where- 
by he incurred his Fathers diſpleaſure, and danger of ſtrangling ; bnt by the 
intregty-of Roxellana , he was reconciled to his ſon, 'who ſending for him, 
checkt him ſeverely for his inſolency, both againſt him and his brother, wiſh- 
mg him notts uſe any finiſtrous means to obtain the Empire z; which if God 
had-appointedFor him, it ſhould be his in ſpight of all the world ; bur if God. 
had otherwiſe determined , all his labour in attaining to it, would be in vain : 
wrth this Stoical DoErme, did he work upon his ſon, awhile ; then after he 
had acknowledged' his fault, and begged pardon, a cup of liquour was pre- 
fented-to him which he was fearful co drink, thinking it Fad been poiſon z yet 
perceiving his mother looked cheerfully on him , did. drink thereof, and his 
Father pledged him inthe ſame cup. Bur dfterward this BajaKet flew out a- 
gan in rebellion, and was forced toflic-into Perſia for ſhelter, where he was 
apprehended and impriſoned ; -and at taſt upon the Turks intreaty, the Perſian 
having received'ſatisfaRtipn, for,the'hurt'he had ſuſtained by BajaXer,with a rich 
ent from Solyman, delivers him up to,Halſan,the Turks Agent, who caried 
imthence away by a Turkiſh Gariſon, and ſtrangled him. The ſame fate of 
the Father fell. upon/his four ſons alſo, who were all lain. This Solyman alſo 
having had gaod ſucce(s againſt Rhodes , attempts Malta with a Fleet of 205 
Sail ; but Toh Valet the gieat Maſter, ſo ſtoutly with his forces defended it, 
by the aſſiſtance of Garcs the Spaniſ Admiral,that the Turks after fix months 
ge, and theloſs of twenty three thouſand men , were forced with ſhame to 
rt, who wrackt their anger upon the Ifle Chios, which had been in he poſ- 
10n of Genw4,above 200 years;now it is brought ynder the Turkiſh yoke by 
Pialis Baſs4. And though Solymans body grew weak by age,being now almoſt 
tourſcore, yet his ambitious,thoughts were.not at allweakned , but even then 
being ſolicited by the Tranſylvanian , befiegeth Sigethum, a city in Hungay, 
with 
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As.Chrift® vvich 200 thouſand men, bur in the midit ot his vain hopes, death cuts 
LY WY him off, having reigned 47 years, he vvasa Prince temperate in his dier, 
comely in perlonage, carefull of his vvord, and generous in his a&tions ; 
his death vvas concealed by Mahumet Baſlai from the Soldiers , leaſt they 
ſhould be thereby diſheartned. About this time the T arzars beaking in 
upon Hungary , Kept LaJarus Suendius from — the beſieged Towne 
vvhich at laſt vvas taken , but not without the loſs of 300c0 Terk: in a 
ſally made by Nicholas Serinius ,» wvhoin that aftion was cut oft with his 
Garriſon. 
To Solyman ſucceeded his {onSthgeres 25, healſo ſends aid to the Tray. 
ſylvanian againſt Hungary; mean» while Swendizs takes divers Townes 
rom the Tartar, whom he beats quite out of Panonia, then takes ſome 
Townes from the Turk, andenlargeth the Territories of Ceſar Maximi- 
lian, with whom Selymes makes a peace for 8 years; about which time Cy. 
prus ſubmits to the Tokiſh yoke : For Selymus pretended that this Ifle was 
a member of the Kingdome of Egypr, whereot now he was ſupreme 
Lord z and that the Yenetians in that regard paid a yearly tribute into his 
Exchequer ; but now having falſified their faith to the Turks, they were 
bound to make reſtitution. The Yenet/ans though much troubled at the 
burning of their Arſexa/ lately, yet reſolve not to looſe thatnoble Iſland 
which had now been one hundred years in their poſleſſion-z therefore 29 
they enter into league with Pope Pius 5% and the King of Spain, who 
rigg out a ſtrong Fleet into the ſea; but the ambition and quarrels of the 
Commanders ſtaying at Crete, loſt all opportunity of doing good 3 for in 
this interim Cyprus is waſted by Muſtapha and Plalis the Twrkiſh Generals: 
Then the City N/coſia, after a months ſiege is taken. Famaguſta, called 
Salami of olde, having for eleven months ſtoutly ſuſtained all the Tue- 
kiſb aſſaults, at laſt yeilded upon honorable conditiogs, had they been as 
honorably obſerved by the barbarous infidel Mwufapha, who though he 
promiſed life, liberty and. = z yet moſt wickedly murthered thoſe 
whom by his Oath he ſhould have proteQed; he cauſed Amonines Brag adi 26 
mi his ears and noſe to be cut off, his body to be flead alive, and his. skin 
to be ſtuft with ſtraw , and hanged at the main yard of his Galley -: Of 
the Yenetians that were bound for Crete , he made Gally-ſlaves, the chief 
priſoners and [poiles are ſent to Selimus, bur a Cyprian Lady appointed for 
theSultans luſt,ſet fire by ſome barrels of wder on the twofhips,that 
neither ſhe, nor the other priſoners, nor boi es, were ever {cen or enjoy- 
ed by Selimus, This Iſland the Tarks bought at a dear rate,, for they loſt 
about 60000 men in this War beſides what they loſt the year after, in the 
battel of Zepanto, at the Iſlands called Echinade, fought by the Chriſtian 
Fleet, under the command of Dep Fohn of Au#ris, Charls the 5% baſtard. 46 
Sebaſtian Venerns, afterward Duke of Yenice, and M. Antonius Columns, 25 
thouſand Twks were then ſlain, and 4000 taken; x4 thouſand Chri- 
ſtian ſlaves were releaſed , the whole Tarkiſh Fleet of 250 Saile, 
was either torne or taken z onely Y/a7d with 3o Gallies eſcaped. And 
theyear enſuing the Turkiſh Armado appeared whole and intireg fo 
that a Twrk compared wittily the loſs of C to the loſs of an arm 
which could never grow again 3 but the loſs of Lepants to the ſhavin of 
ones haire , which will increaſe the thicker, Not long after the Luk 
take Goletum in Africa, from the Spaniard by Sjnan Baſlai , beſides the new 
Fort, 500 pieces of Ordnance, and rich booties, upon the report of which 5 
goodnewes at Conftaninople, Selymus died, having reigned 8 years, alit- 
tle before his death he took Moldavia by treaſon, killed the V ayvad and 
annexeth it to Walachia. 
To Selymns ſucceeded his fan Amwath 3% who began his reigne with 
the 
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the parricide of Mis 5 brothers, whom he cauſed to be murthered in his Ay. Chrifli 


own preſence : He intends to make War upon the Perſians ; over whom Wo 


reigned 1ſmeel the fon of Techmaſes, who'allo ſlew his brothers : He for 
his crueltie is poyſohed by his own ſiſter, and ſo Mibwmet Hodabandes ob- 
tained his farhers Kingdome. Againſt him Amarath was incented', be- 


cauſe he tomented and maintained the Aſſyrian againſt the Twks; Be- 


ſides, Amwreth had ſome Dreams animating him to raiſe arms againſt the 
Perſians as Hereticks. The Tartars and Georgians, or Iberian Chrittians crook 
part with the Parthian againſt the Twrk. Theſe 1berians aided by the Colchs, 
\ Armenians and Medes had divers and doubrtfull incounters with Muſtaphs 
chat cruel T»rkiſh Generall : The firſt year of this War 70 thouſand 
Twrks loſt their lives by the ſword, famin, and water, beſides the Europe- 
an Tartars, the Twks Auxiliaries were all cut off; wheretore Muſtapha 
is removed from his Gengralſhip , and Sine» Baſlaiis made chief Viiier 
or Counceller, whoſe ſucceſs in this War was no better then” Muſtapha's , 
who fearing publick puniſhment, put violent hands on himſelf , his e- 
ſtate by this, fell to the Sultan. S$ira5 Baſſangllo for his bad ſuccels 15 put 
out of his place and baniſhed ; neither was the lack of his ſucceſlor Fe- 
rates much better. About this time alſothe Prazcopit Tavtars ,, who in- 
habit T aur ica, Cher ſoneſus, of the Turks confederates are made their ſlaves, 
*© yvhich is rhe effet commonly of the Turks friendſhip. For becauſe Ma- 
himet the Tartar, vvould not upon Amurath's perſwaſton affift Prince of- 
man im his Wars, but went home pretending to ſuppreſs the Coſſacts, wa- 
ſting and robbing by the Zuxin ſea, therefore by 0ſman Baſlai, and Ilan 
the T artar5s brother , now let out of priſon, he deprives 24ahwmet both of 
this life and Kingdome, and cauſed both his ſons to be ſtrangled with 
their ' father z So Iſlay is made Fiduciary King of theſe Tartars. 
But this Mahawert had one fon vyho eſcaped, he raiſed an Army and re- 
rovered from 7/14 a good part of his fathers Kingdome : Amwrath in the 
_- Interim ſends Ofaen againſt the Parthians, who in his journey had many 
50 difaſtures, at laſt he eſcaped into Tawriſium, which he fenced , and 5 days 
afrer died of a Diſenterie , whilſt in the mean while Amurarh being ta- 
ken vvith a fit of the falling Sickneſs, to vvhich he vvas ſubje&t, hadal- 
moſt brained himſelf by the beating his head againſt the ſtones. In Car- 
nevla, Amwrath is beaten by the Chriſtians , therefore is forced to renevv 
the peace with Ceſar. The Turks alſo in a battel vvith the Parthians 
which laſted 3 days and 3 nights, loſt about 8o thouſand men,and Tawi/;- 
«m,onc'of the Parthian Regall Seats is recovered again by them: After this 
Victory , the Parthian King betakes himſelf to a privat life, and ſhortly 
 afterdied. Jbrahim the Xgyptian Baſſai, (ubdues the Maronits of Libanus, 
i” and the Twi of the Chriſtian profeſſion , Vvho vvere never till now 
brought under the 7»rks yoke ; but the Panonian Turks, whilſt they break 
in upon Croatia, are all cut off by the Chriſtians : Near Sifſeca 12 thou- 
fand 7Tarks vvere killed or drowned ; but the Grecian Prztor tobe reven- 


ged, came before Siſſzc« with a great Army and tookit - Divers other 


places are taken by them from the Chriſtians, and divers from them by 
the Chriſtians: Whilſt Matthias, Tiefeubachize and other Chriſtian Com- 
manders in Hangary make War againſt the truce breaking Turks under Se- 
rinius and Sinan, Amwath weakned with leachery and fits of the ſtone, 
was conveyed by death to Mahwmers Paradiſe, there to ſatiate himſelt 
50 with all kinde of carnall pleaſures z he reigned 21 years, in his time the 
Turk; break the league twice with the Hungarians , for which the Baſlai of 
Buds is (trangled , and Sinap his ſucceflor diſplaced. Poland alſo was by 
them invaded , with whom a peace is concluded. In a mutiny among rhe 
Janifaries at Conſtantinople 15 thouſand houſes are burned : Raſcia, Yale» 
Chis and Moldavia fall off from the Turk. = 
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To « Amarath 3* ſucceeded his ſon Mahwmes 3%, who was circumciſed by 
his father : He initiated his reigne with the murther of 18 of his brothers 
whom he ſtrangled. The Yalachians who bad reyolted, fought ſucceſ- 
fully againſt the Turks, Strigon and Yicegrade are taken by the Chriſtians : 
Feratus was ſtrangled for his wealth , and bad ſucceſs together. Lippais 
taken by the Tranſylvanian : Sinanin a ſharp conflidt is beaten, and loſerh 
10thouſand of his men; at laſt after many diſaſtures he is driven beyond 
the river Agrius, where he died with age and grief: Upon whoſe death, 
Mahumet the Sultan marcheth toward Hungary with a great army , where 
he takes Agria, and defeats Maximilian at Caſſovia, this great victory was 10 


| obtanied 200 years after that other at Nicopolis : After this be returns 


triumphing to Conſtantinople 3 this victory coſt hyn 50 thouſand Toarks. 
Maximilian loſt 20000 with 120 pieces of Ordnance and all the baggage. 
Omat Baſlai with 60 thouſand Twrks beſiegeth Zaradin, from whence he is 
beat off by. the C hriſtians with loſs; Mahamer being informed, that his 
Swltaneſſe did enquire of ſome Sooth- ſayers what ſhould be her ſons fate, 
firſt cauſed his ſon to be ſtrangled in her preſence , and then commanded 
her to be flung into theſea with fuchas were conſcious of her curiofitie; 
but the next year he paid dearly for this his crueltie ; for the Perſian took 
Tauriſium from him. The Knights of Malta deſtroyed NaupatFum and Pa: 29 
ire : 4 having cut off the Turks at Peftwnw , recovered Hatuans : 
The Sultan with his over-grown bellie , and gourie leggs ,. amongſt his 
concubins and Catamits was ſurpriſed by a peſtilentiall teaver, of which 
he died the 34 year of his age, having reigned 8 years : He had cauſed 
before he fell ſick, all the wines in Conſtantinople to be ſtavgd, except thole 
that belonged to the French, Engliſh, and Venice Ambaſladors, upon a ſedi- 
tion of the Janizaries. | 

To Mahumert ſucceeded his ſon Achmet being yet underage. Upon 
inteſtin Wars between the Hungarian and angie, raiſed by George 
Baſts ; Pefturs is regained by the Turks , and fo is Strigonium which had 30 


been 10 years in the poſſeſſion of __ Achmet made 20 years peace 


with Ceſar : Mathias having obtained Hungary, confirmed the peace. 
20000 Twrksare overthrown by the Perſians at Babylon; they have divers 
encounters, and yarious ſucceſs in the Medit#rranean ſea with the Florentine 
and Makteſſes ; Baterins being accuſed before the S#/ta», that he held cor- 
reſpondence with Czſar, and purpoſed to deliver up Datiato him; there- 
fore the Turk reſolves firſt to ſet up Andrew GretZins , then Bethleem Gabw 
as Fiduciarie Prince of Dacia; then he makes a truce for a time with the 
Parthian He alſo renewes the 20 years peace with Ceſar, that he might 48 
be without diſturbance, revenged on the Coſſacks , who having w 

the chief Cities of Maſcovia, and many places 1n T artary, they burned 24 
Turkiſh Gallies in the Black ſea : And being threatned by the Sultan, 
grew more inſolent; ſorhat they ovyer-run Thracis, plundring all, even al- 
moſt co the Walls of Byzantiumz they waſte allo Bithynia and Paphlagonis, 


- and deſtroy Trapezund, with it's Harbour , Gallies and Arſena!l; they 


burn Sinope of Pontus, and ſo laden with rich bootie, return to Sarmatioor 
Poland. ' Achmet ſends to the King of Poland to have reſtirution for theſe 
loſſes, whoſe anſwer vvas that he vvas ignorant of thoſe paſſages : But 
that the Turk could not revenge hinfell upon the Polander , vvyas,by rea- 
ſon of the Perſfjan, vvho prevaiked mightily in Aſia, for by the revolt of a 
Twk|þ Baſſai, be did waſte vvith fire and ſword the Sultan's Territories i* 
far and near; and had glmoſt driven the Georgian King out of his Domini- 
on, for adhering to the Sultan. 

In the {ixteenth year of this laſt century, the Turks had many diſa- 
{ters both by ſea and laad ; for in the Mediterraxian they vvere beaten by 
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the Perſians, where they loſt 4-000 by the plague and the {word : But being 
aſſiſted by the Tartars,: hey invade Podolia, and drove thence great booties. At- 
ter this Achmet died in the 14 year of his government : In his time there died 
of the plague in one year at Conſtantinople 200000, The Florentin put to flight 
and took 42 Twrkiſh Gallics z In one of which taken by them were - oo ſlaves. 
A Derviſiar is flain for throwing a ſtone at the Sultan : The Caſtle of Lango 
was taken by the Florentin : The Fews expelled Pera, Traffque granted to the 
Hollanders our of the Twrks ill will to Spain : 7 Twrkiſh Gallies taken by the 

io Viceroy of Sicily. The Baſſai of Side for fayouring the Florentin , is purſu- 
ed by Achmet, whereupon he flycth to Florence with 14” 00 weight of gold. 
Naſſ»ff Baſſai is executed for holding intelligence with the Perſian, Facaia, 
the ſuppoſed ſon of Mahumet 3*, joyned with the Aſeatick rebels, hoping there- 
by to recover his right : Achmet beſides his Circaſtan Sultaneſſe , maintained 
400 Concubins, he died the zo year of his age. 

Achmet dying , reſignes the Government to his brother Muſtapha , who 
had been ſhut up ina Cell to follow his devotions ; ſo being preferred to his 
brother Achmets ſons performes his Funerall Ceremonies , but he was en- 
vied for his auſterity , and held unfit for ſo great a burthen as the Govern- 

2c ment of that Monarchy , therefore after three months is ſent back ro his old 
Priſon : And Oſman being now twelve years of age, is made Sultan a 
youth of a fervent ſpirit, 

The Turks to be revenged on the Cosfacks , break in upon Podolia, where 
they defeat the Governor of that Countrey with three thouſand men. In 
Aſia they had a great battel with the Perſians, which was ſo bloody to 
both parties, that though the Perſian. had the better , yet was contented to 
ſue for peace, which was granted upon the payment of an yearly. Tribute 
of ſilk ſtuffs tothe Twrk; who now being ſecure of the Parthian, falls u 
on Yalachia and Moldavia, by the aiſiſtance of the Tartars , becauſe the 
Vayvod Gratian , had conſpired with the Polander againſt the Twrks , there- 

;0 fore Oſman endeavoured to deſtroy him ; for this caule he ſends Campagius as 
his Lieutenant. Two batrtels are fought, in the firſt the Polontan prevailed, 
and Campazins is killed ; In the ſecond the Turks have the better , and Gra- 
tian with his Auxiliaries cut of : Hereupon 0ſman turns the Poland Am- 
baſſador out of his Court, and denounceth open war againſt him , who 
at the ſame time was like to be murthered by a Villain. In Moldavia 
batrell is fought, whercin the Twrks defeat the Polander : But the next March 
Prince Ladiſlaws with fifty thouſand falls furiouſly upon the 8 arbarians , and 
utterly defeats them : Oſman being highly inraged atthis , brings an army 
of three hundred thouſand into Moldavia, but againſt the will of Fs friends. 

zo Ladiſlaus with fixty thouſand Polanders and Germans , defends the borders of 
his Kingdome , untill his Father $igi{-wnd ſhould bring the whole body of 
the Polon;an horſe : The two armies facing each other , 0ſman afſaulrs the 
Polander , and ſtrives to ſhut up the Coſſacks - So great was the ſlaughter on 
borh fides , that the Turk being out of hope to proceed any further , propo- 
(cth peace upon equall conditions , which the Polander gladly accepted of , 
all his proviſions being ſpent , ſo that he had ſcarce enough left for one day. 
Of the Polanders and Germans were {lain about 12 thouſand , befides many 
that died of the ſickneſs : Of the Twrks were killed about one hundred rhou- 

50 ſand, and as many more that died by other accidents. About two years 
after Oſman the Sultan being ſuſpefted that he would change the Militia and 
undertake a tedious pilgrimage t - Mahwmets Sepulchre, 1s forſaken by his 

bk Janizaries , and his Uncle Muſtapha reſtored to the Government, who fea- 

7 ring laſt he might be depoſed again as before, cauſed Oſman porn to be 
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ſtrangled z which done, he ſends to Ceſar an Embaſſador for coa ny - |

give place to Amurath 4. Oſmans brother being 16 years of age ; ſo'in the 
{ pace of 16 months, Twkie ſaw three Sultans, whoſe large bribes exhau- 
ſted the treaſury : For the Spachi and Janizaries eſteem rheir Emperors 
according to their bribes and donartives. 
The tumults of Terkie fell heavie upon the greateſt and wealthieſt men, 
whoſe baggs were emptied and eſtates plundered. ArJironims Ballai to 
puniſh the Janizaries inſolencies, in offering to put their Lord to death, 
raiſed a formidable army in Aſie , with which he threatned and affright- 
ed the Royall City : The Perſians laying hold on this opportunity, brake 19 
in upon the Turkiſh dominions, ſeiſeth on Babylon, layeth ſiege to Edeſſam 
of Meſopotamia. Arziron beliegeth Pruſia and Augeronia : A _-=_ army is 
ſent againſt the Parthian, which by him 1s much weakned and ſhaken, 
The Tartars to be revengedon the Coſſacks , for the wrongs done by them 
to the Hungarian Turks break in upon Pedolia : Their firſt expedition ſuc- 
ceeded wel;but in the ſecond they were drawn into an Ambulcado by the 
Polander, who killed multitudes of them. The Sultan underſtanding that 
Sias Abas the Parthian King , and husband of 800 Concubins was dead, 
reſolves to make a laſting & firm peace with the Parthians:therefore cau- 
ſed Arzironius to ſubmit, whom ke made Governor of Boſnia then he lets 
_—_ Girainat liberty from his priſon at Rhodes, and having defeated *? 
is competitor, makes him again King of Tartary. The French Ambal- 
ſador who was impriſoned by Muſtaphaupon the eſcape of Prince Coresky 
the Moldavien out of the Black Tower, was releaſed by Oſman. About 
which time the Turks take Maxfredonia in Sicily, and Yats in Hungary , not- 
withſtanding the peace; Prince Coresky is apprehended and ſtrangled in 
priſon : After two years of durance, he was a Loxd of Palayd, taken pri- 
ſoner in the aſt war, The Turks Gallies return from the Black Sea with 
170 poor Coſſacks in triumph : The great Defterdar or Treaſurer of Tur- 
ky is ſtrangled and flung out 1n his ſhirt into the ſtreets; for being too 
rich. The Sultan flatters the Tarter to enter Poland, but could not pre- * 
vail : The Georgians defeat the Perſians, and ſend many of their heads to 
the Port; wherefore preſently a league is made with thoſe Georgians : 
8000 Perſians defeated by the Turks neare Moſul, or Ninivie ; at the ſiege 
of Babylon were killed between 5 and 6000 Turks : Newes alſo comes 
tothe Port from Babylon, that the Perſians had beſieged the Viziers camp 
now 1n great diſtreſs for want of proviſion , which cauſed at Conftantins- 
ple great diſtempers ; the Janizaries alſo mutinie againſt Boſfangi Baſlai, 
for beating one of their order by the Sultans command , who could not 
be appeaſed by the Sultans intreatie, till the Baſſai was diſplaced. Ta- 
ztarian by the Turks inſtigation invades Podelia; but returning thence * 
with much bootie,is defeated, with loſs offhis army. The Coſſacks upon this 
prone 703Frigots to fall upon the Sultans armado, which cauſed great 
ear in Conſtantinople ; but by the mediation of the King of Grear Britains 
Ambaſſador, who had made a peace between the Polanders and Turks, 
the differences were taken off : Another mutiny this year is raiſed a» 
mong the Janizaries againſt the old Chimacham George Mebemert Baſlai, 
whom the Sultan (who would fain have prote&ed him) was forced to de- 
liver up totheir fury ; who firſt ſtrangled him, and then cut off his cares 
and noſe, carrying them abourtin Triumph; ſome other great Officers 5q 
alſo they execute in ſpite of the grand Seignior; nor were they yet paci- 
| hed , for thoſe Janizaries who had no hand in the death of theſe 
men, in a tumultuous way flock to the Seraghio petitioning with 
threatnings that the Sultan would do Juſtice on Segmas Baſſai, Lieute- 
nant totheir Ag.,and others who had bin authors of & laft murthers and 
mutinies3

10 King of Great Britgin 2lfo ſerids a Letter to the Great Twrk , concerning the 
Treaty of ©Mlgier 2nd Twnis, complaining alſo of divers wrongs done to his 
Subjects, and requiring Juſtice. To which the Tark by his Letter anſwers, 
that there fhall be nothing wanting in him rowards the maintaining of peace 
and union between themſelves and their Merchants , that ſatisfaction ſhall 
be made for wrongs done, and prevention uſed for the future : Overtures of 
peace are made by the Viceroy of Naples inthe King of Spaine's name with 
the Great Twrk , and promiſes to ſer- tree all Turkiſh flaves , to ſecure the Sul- 
tan's Subjects in the Med:terranian Sea , to ſerve Tarky with Eaſt-India Com- 
modities, by the Red Seca, and to procure the King of Poland to re- 
20 ſtrain the Coſſacks , from making excurſions into the Black Seaz bur this ne- 
gotiation came to nothing , being found fraudulent, and onely to affrighr 
Gabor , and to divert the Twrks Forces from aiding the enemies of the houſe of 
Auſtria. Art Babylon the Turks fled in the night, burned their Tents, and flung 
their Artillery in Euphrates ; the Perſian purſuing , killed multitudes of them. 
The next year Gemon in Arabia revolts fromthe Turk : A great fleet is ſent in- 
to the Ewxin Sea to ſhut inthe Coſſacks , 'in the interim fix Gallies of the D. 
of Tuſcany took a Gallion with ſomie leſſer Ships of the Caire flect with rich 
boot:e, which cauſed 12 Gallies to be recalled from the Black Sea, to purſue 
the T#ſcans; which they did; overtook them, and recovered their Ships with 
3c the bootie : A Perſian Ambaſſidor arrives at the Port with overtures of peace, 
and complaints are made againſt the Engliſh for ſome wrongs done by them 
to ſome Twrkjſh Ships in the Red and Perſian Seas ,, whereupon the King's 
Ambaſladors ſent Letters to the Emeliſh for reſtitution : Mean while the Per- 
ſians beliege Achiſea, take it, and kill 30co Janizaries. The newes of the 
King of Denmarks defeat , the Ceſarians haſtned both the Turk and Gabor , to 
make their peace with the Emperor , it Was articled that Gabor ſhould be true 
and fairhfull ro the Emperor , that he with his Army ſhall depart out of Ce- 
ſar's Territories, that reſtitution be made to Ceſar of places, goods, and per- 
ſons taken lately by the Prince z and that the Princes Subjets ſhall do ho- 
4© mage to the Emperor. In the peace between Ceſar and the Sultan , it was a- 
greed that the new Forts builr' on the confines of Croatia ſhould be demoliſh- 
ed, thatall complaints be laid aſide, no wrongs offered , ſatisfattion for lof- 
ſes made, and captives to be reſtored, and Merchants to have free trade. Ha- 
lil Baſlai , Generall of the Twrk's Forces in Aſia is raiſed from the ſiege of Ar- 
irwm, with the loſs of his rear Canon and Baggage, and with a mutiny in his 
rmy : This defcat was given by Abaſſa Baſſai ; the Sultan was much diſ- 
contented at this report z yet reſolves to proſecute the war, therefore ſends a 
new Generall, and cauſeth new Ordnance to be caſt in his own preſence , ho- 
ping now to bring Abaſſa Baſlai the revolted Twrk to obedience. Nor long 
50 after the Tarts Han is openly declared a rebell and enemy to theTurkiſh Empire: 
Sir Thomas Roe the Engliſh Ambaſſador at the Port is called home, after ſome 
conteſtations between him and the French Agent, abour the Jeſuits , which by

red to his place, they got him to be baniſhed and impriſoned, who afterward 
clearing himſclt, was re-eſtabliſhed; upon this the French Ambaſl::dor, got the 
ſtamp brought from England, for Printing of ſome Bookes of the Greek 
Faith,to be plundred : bur this being reſtored again by the Vez4er,upon com- 
plaint made by the Engliſh, the Jeſuits are ſeized on , and ſent away 1a ſhips, 
with all their books and goods. 


The new cre&tcd Vier Huſſeruph Baſſa, in the place of Halil Baſſa , paſſeth D 


over with his Army into Ara, where his ſucceſs was ſo bad before Bagdar, 
that he loſt the third part of his Army; whereupon a new Yi7ier, Hal Achmat 
Baſſa, is made : ſome conteſtation fell out this year berween the Engliſh 
and Twrks, at Sca, which procured ſome intercourſe of Letters, and Comple- 
ments berween the Terk and King Charles of Great Britain; and (o the diffe- 
rences were reconciled, The old Vigzer is diſplaced, and a Ceſſation of the 
War with Perſ6a for two vears, is C bliſhed. Halis Achmat Baſſa is made 
Vicer, to the diſcontent of the Faniaries who hated him, therefore one day 
they knockt him down from his Horſe with ſtones 3 and though the Sultan 


came in perſon and interceded for him, yet nothing would ſatisfic but his life 20 


which in the Sultans preſence, they barbarouſly rook away , by tcaring him 
in pieces. And the next morning they enter the Serag//o, and demand the 
Muffti, with ſome other of their Othcers of State , eo be delivered up to them, 
whoſe lives by the Sultans intreaty, were ſpared, but their places taken away. 
Theſe tumults were raiſed by the inſtigation of Heſref Baſſa,who was diſcon- 
tented for being depoſed : He was well beloved of the ſoldiers for his bounty, 
therefore Morteſa baſſa hath ſecret inſtruſtions given him by the Sultan to 
ſtrangle Huſreff, and to ſend his Head privately to the grand Seignour ; which 
was done accordingly , yet not fo ſecretly , but that the knowledge thereof 


came to the ſoldiers ears, who preſently aſſemble, and rudely enter the houſe 39 


of the YiIzer Regeb Baſſa , who ſhewing that he had no hand nor knowledge 
in the murther, 15 forced to go with them to the Sulta», and ro know of him 
who were the murtherers of Huſreff : they ſtay all the while in the outward 
Yard, hein the Evening returns and afſures them , that the Sw/tan would (a- 
tisfie them the next Morning, Then they gave out that the Switay had mur- 
thered his third Brother, bur when they were brought forth alive before them, 
they were for thatnight quicted. The next moming they aſſemble again, and 
demand the S»/tans Favorite to be delivered to them , which was done ; him 
preſcntly they tore in pieces, becauſe the Sulteps affetion was greacly towards 


him : then they fall into a new ſuſpition, that the Sultan had cauſed his three 4® 


brothers to be murthered, after he had preſented them to the ſoldiers ;, and up- 
on this they break into his Chamber , expoſtulating with him for the death 
of Haſref , and defiring the fight again of his three brothers, whom when 
they ſaw , they rejoyced , recommending them to his favour, and the care of 
his Ofhcers. The next Morning, the Aga of the Fan ' aries, who had hid 
himſelf, being found , was delivered by the Sultan to them, who tore himin 
pieces, and hanged up divers of his limbs in ſeyeral places of the Town. All 
ſtrangers during this ſtorm, lay cloſe within their own Houſes. The Dutch 


Ambaſſadors Houſe was aſſaulted, and ſo was the French, about ſome Twrkiſh 58 


ſhips raken and made Prizes, but the matter after ſome debate, is referred to 2 
Trial in Law. 
About this time Fleas Baſſa rebelled againſt the Sultan, and ſpoiled all 


the Country near Smyrna, ſo that the Conſul and Merchants were forced 


to Tranſport themſclves, and goods to Sie. This Rebellion was up. 
| preſled 
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preſſed by an army ſent thither from the Sultan. Regeb Baſfſai the Viſiter, As. Chriſti 


who was thought the firſt ater mtheſe troubles , is ſtrangled in the Seraglio , LC WO 


without any mutiny of the Soldiers, becauſe moſt of them were abroad upon 
ſervice. The year following was memorable for the fight berween two Ex- 
zliſh ſhips in the Bay of Caſſandra, and 30 Twks Gallies. 

In this fight the Exgliſb Ships took fire and were burned,divers were killed ; 
the two Maſters , Harrs and Wilde with 60 more, indeavouring to get to 
ſhore, were taken and put to the Oare, Of the Turks were lain 1700, the 
Caprain Baſſai hurt, and many Gallics made unſerviceable. King Charls-up- 
10 0n the carneſt deſire of the Engliſh Ambaſſadors, wrote tothe Sultan in be- 
half of the Caprives , and for puniſhing of the Captain” Baſſai , butto little 
purpoſe z tne King therefore to pacific the Twrk, ordered that no Engliſh ſhould 
trade in corn within the Levent : Mean while the two Captains died. A great 
fire this year hapned in ByZantinm , which conſumed ſome thouſands of hou- 
ſesz and the Perſian war is renewed : The great Vikter is ſent forth with a 

art of the Militia, who durft not encounter the Perſians, but withdrew 
fienſelf by the way of Aleppo , where he ſhewed his Juſtice upon a co 
Judge or Cadee , whom for his wealth and briberie he ſent in fetrers to be a 
ſlave in Cyprw ;, having firſt cut his haire , then he confiſcates his great eſtate 
:0 for the Sultans uſe : A great fear fell upon all the ſtrangers in ByX ative this 
year ; for their houſes were ſuddenly ſealed up : A Yenetian Merchant was 
carried up to the Turret on his houſe, and there hanged , a red Flag being pur 
out to let the Sultan know that execution was Cone : The 4 Ambaſſadors of 
Frante; England, Venice and Holland, were carried to the Arſcnall , and accu- 
ſed for _— new houſes with Chappels without the Sultan's leave z wheres 
fore the French Chappel is powndans 7 to be pulled down , which was done 
the next day : The Merchants are rnte= ane and are forced to pay 2c00 
dollars apiece for their ranſome : The Engliſh payment came to 200- © dol- 
lars, the 4 Ambaſladors are again convented , and defired to deliver up what 
37” arms they had in their houſes upon pain of death all other ſorts of people 
were exacted upon , bur ar laſt the Sultan perceiving his error , and danger he 
was brought in if this Tyrannicall a& ſhould be known abroad , promiſed 
to make reſtitution of other arms,though not of the ſame that were taken(this 
not conſiſting with his honor)and ſatisfaction for the monys ſeiſed on,excuſi 
his fa, 4s being done of want, urged to raiſe money for his neceflitie. Thele 
troubles at laſt were known to proceed from the French Ambaſladors debts, 
which they neglected to pay, though money was raiſed in Marſeles to that pur- 
poſe z this made the Creditors call to the Sultan for Juſtice. 

The Sultan fearino a new inſurrection of the Janizaries , cauſed the Muffts 

4b who had all this while protected himſelf under the great Twrk , from their 
ry , tobe put todeath, whereby they were quickly appeaſed. The Sultan 
prepares a great Army againſt Poland, for ſome outrages commurred by the 
Polacks and Coſſacks , this great army marched toddrianople, where they ſtaid 
40 days , till the meſſenger returned from Poland, whom the Sultan ſent with 
certain Articles of peace; which were hearkned to by the Polander, and fo the 
Army is disbanded. The French Ambaſſador for ſome miſdemeanors is 
ſent home by the Sultans command , with his Declaration that he' meant ro 
keep all fair correſpondency with the French King , and the other Princes, 
whoſe Ambaſſadors lay at Conſtantinople. The Captain Baſſai is preferred 
j0 and ſent Bailai to Buds : The Sultan reſolves with all the ſtrength he could 

make to weaken the Perſians greatneſs , therefore goeth in perſon with a nume- 
rous army z intending alſo by this to weaken his unruly Fan aries, and to 
keep them from mutinies by ſuch imployments : In this expedition he rook 
Reivan, a place of conſequence, then marching as far as Tawe, rageth with 
ire and {word without reſiſtance ; ſo having loft divers men with y = _ 
IC , 
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An.Chriſt ſickneſs, returns with more triumph then conqueſt. The Sultan was no ſoon- 
—Y erreturned, bur news came that the Perſian with a grent Army beſieged Rez. 


van, An Army is diſpatched to raiſe the fiege, but before they came, being 
hindred by their Byram, or lent,the Town is taken, and the Twrks in it put to 
the ſword, or whe The FaniFaries finding that the Sultan was not affet- 
cd tothem, by employing them againſt the Perſians , from whom little was 
to be had,but blows z and that by theſe mcans he ineant to weaken and wear 
them our, they reſolve ſoon to depoſe him , others to put him to death. The 
Szltan perceiving this, flings a ſop among them to keep them from biting or 
barking. He diſtributes large ſums, and ſo mitigates their anger, and pro- jg 
cures his own ſafety.

The Aﬀaires of France under Charls 6% Charls 7*, and Lewis 11, from the 
year 14074; till the year 1483, enterwoven with the Hiſtory of Burgundy, and 
. . other bordering places, 


EDTIPSY E have ſhewed how during the indiſpoſition of Charls the 29 
77 ſixt : The Duke of Burgundy cauſed the Duke of Orleans 
' to be murthered , and how he fled into his own Coun- 
trey\'of Flanders , where he found an Army ready,which 
2 heconducted againſt the Ligeox, becauſe they would 
WMA not receive the Biſhop , who being of a great houſe, and 
| p< nicar in kin to the Duke of Bavere,and brother to the Earl 
of Henault and Holland , would not receive any higher order , then of a Sub- 
deacon , abhorring the title of Prieſt , upon hopes of attaining ſome rich 
poſſeſſions , which ſo troubled the Ligeozs , that rather then they would ad- 
mit him , they gave battcl to the Duke of Burgundy , who killed 17 thou-®? 
ſand of their men upon the place , and utterly defeated them. Mean while 
the Duke of Orleans his widow makes her addrefles to the King for Juſtice on 
the Duke of Burgundy, for the murther of her husband the Kings brother : 
Burgundy hearing of this , repaires to Paris with a great train of armed =_ 
where he 'pleaded for the Juſtice of his a& in killing him , who endeav 
to kill the King , and had by witchcraft or poyſon brought him into this dif- 
temper , purpoſly that he might attain & Crown; The King though he 
diſliked the murther , yet pardons the murtherer becauſe of his greatneſs, 
which was ſo much the more in that the Dolphin had married his daughter; 
wherefore in a manner he governed both King and Kingdom. The young D.#? 
of Orleans fortifics Burges , which Burgundy attempts to take , but could not, 
a little while after, a peace is made between them and the Engliſh who came 
to aid Orleans, are diſmiſſed without their pay : They in anger caried with them 
the young Count of Angoleſme , Orleans his brother into England , where he 
was kept 32-years. Mean while Fraxce is full of troubles by reaſon of the 
King's weakneſs, the Duke of Burgwndze's greatneſs , the heavy taxes laid 0n 
the people , which the Duke promiſed to take off , and the Engliſh Forces in 
Normandy ,, who had already taken Caey , and Cherbourg , and were now 
before Rohan.; Burgundy having got one of the gates of Pars by the treache- 
ry of Fohn de Yilliers, to be opened to him , enters with a party of horſe, and 50 1 
ſciſeth on the King ; the Nolphin eſcaped , a great maſſacre is committed , 
for all thoſe who had not the Saint Andrews Croſs ( which was the badg of 
Burgndv) were murthered,, among which were Count Armignac Conſtablez 
and Henry de Marle Chanceller ; who there loſt their lives : This taking of 


Paris cauicd almoſt all the reſt of the Kingdome to fide with Burgundy. Ly

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Dolphinfinding the troubles of France could not end without the death of the 47. Chriſti 
Burgundian , made means to. have a Parley with him z which being granted, «Wu 
the Duke is preſently murthered by the Dolphin z whereupon Philip, Burgur- 
die's ſon, to be revenged for his Father's death , enters into league with the 
King of England , who at thattime had taken Rohan by Famin, after 7 
months ſiege, and withall delivers up to bum Parzs, Charters, Troy in Champa- 
wie, the King, Queen , and their yong daughter Catherin, then he cites the 
Dolphin to appear at Pars , there wn a tried tor this murther , but he nor ap- 1418 
pearing, nor any for him , is declared unworthy to ſucceed rothe Crown, ha- 
io ving treacherouſly murthered ſo great a Prince againſt his Oath , and under 
retence of friendſhip and union; beſides he married Princeſs Catherin by 
& Father the King's conſent to King Henry of England , and was. contented 
that if King Charles die, King Hepry thould ſucceed to the Crown of Fraxce , 
and his ſons by Katherzs after him. 

King Henry as Regent of France takes in ſome Towns, and leaves his bro- 1420 
ther the Duke of Clarence, to guide the kingdom, till he ſhould return from 
England, whither he was going ; the Duke upon this, marcheth out of Rover, 
with an Army, and fits down before Anziers, which he could neither induce 
rofight, nor to yeild. Ar laſt ſetting upon ſome Troops of French and 

20 Scats, who held with the Dolphin, is flain in the place by them, and many 
of his men taken priſoners, the reſt fled, and ſaved themſclves by carying the 
White Crofle, the Colours of France, till they came to Normandy. King . 
Henry upon the news of his brothers death, returns into France, where he 
ſhortly after died , and King Charles followed about fifty three days after. 
Katherin King Henries Widow, maried with Owen Tudar, a Welch Gentle. 
man. . In :this Charles his time ,_ the French reduced the Millanss that had 
rebelled, to obedience of the Dutcheſs his brothers wife; This King gave 
the Dutchy of Nemours to the King of Nevar. The Dolphin and Fohn his 
Brother died, and Charles the youngeſt ſuccedeth. This mad King reigned 

30 forty rwo.years. 

To'him ſicoceded Charles 7. at the age of 21. He contained himſelf ſome- 1422 
time within Berry ; wherefore in mockery, he was called by his adverſaries, 

King of Berry : yet he uſed the Title and Seal of France, though not as yet 
confecrated at Rhemes, Whileſt he was in his chief troubles with the Eng- 
Gb, amaideighteen years of age, born in a Village of Lorrain, where the 
uſed to keep Sheep, came to him, ſhewing him that ſhe was ſentby God to 
raiſe the fiege of Orleans : the King —_ at this, cauſed her to be exa- 
mined by his Clergy, who perceiving her conſtant and reſolute , perſwade the 

\ Knng to gtve her Arms, and ſome Troops of Horſe, which was done accor- 

40 dingly ; with theſc ſhe relieves the Town, raiſerh the Siege , Which had con-

Multitudes fall off from the Ereliſh to the Burgundian, whoſe anger 
was now pretty well ſatiated with blood and miſery. A Peace therefore is 1c 
now propounded at Artebates, or Aras, the French Gentry remonſtrating that 
the = no hand in the death of the Dukes Father, and that France had now 
fulbciently ſmarted for that murther. The Duke was Willing to hearken to 
Peace, bur the Engliſh in regard of their Title to France, could not be (arisfi- 
ed; ſo their Ambaſſadors went away without effecting any thing : it was 
then agreed between the King and Duke, that the King ſhould build a 
Church in the place where x 4 Dukes Father was killed, ſhould place Ca- 
nons in it, to do ſervice, and appoint ſufficient maintenance for them. Beſides 
the King beſtows on him and his heirs, the Cities of Maſcon, and S. Gengon, 
with all their priviledges and dependances ; The County of Auxewre to him 20 
and his ſon Philip onely, for which they were to ſwear fealty, and do Homage 
to the Crown of France, Upon the ſame conditions, he and his ſon ſhould 
have the Towns above the River of Somme; fo low was the French King 
brought, and ſo Potent a Prince was this Duke, that he was glad upon any 
tearms to disjoin him from the Engliſh , divers alſo of theſe places were in 
the Engliſh poſſeſhon, Upon the report of this agreement, the Pariſians un- 
der-hand, fend tothe French Commanders abroad, thar if they would pro- 
cure their pardon , the City ſhould be delivered up to them ; which being 
promiſed,and at the time appointed an Army ready atthe Gates, the chief Ci 
tizens crying aloud in the ſtreets, France, France, all the people preſently takes 3 4 
Arms : «he Engliſh _ amazed atthis, and fecing the French Army break- 
ing inal] the Gates, preſently fly for ſhelter to the Baſtile. The ſtreets are 
Chained, all the Engliſh, and their adherents, that could be found, men,wo- 
men,and children,were maſſacred. Theſe in the —_ cilded upon promiſe 
of life, and ſafe conduct to the next Towns held by the Engliſh, Burgundy 
beſiegeth Calice, but could doe no good, becauſe of the unrulineſs of his 
own ſoldiers, and ſome differences that fell out between him and his ſubjets 
at Bruges; wherefore he brings his Army ſtraight thither. He was let into 
the Town, and ſo many as they thought they could maſter ; the reſt were 41 
excluded : but the ſoldiers within, breaking open one of their Gates, got out 40 
again, and ſo kept the Town from all proviſion,that they were h_— to beg 
pardon of the Duke bare headed, and bare. footed , and withall to pay him 
a great ſum of money. In the interim, the French are now in caſe toſend 
Forces into /taly, for recovering of Naples, albeit the Engliſh as yet were 
not quite driven out of- France, 

Abour this time Lews 3%, whom Queen Fane of Naples adopted, died,and 
Fane her ſelf the year after. Ferdinand of Arragon, is adviſed by his friends 
to go for Naples; but they who ſtood for 4 »jos, counſel the Duke of Bar, 
Brother to the ſaid Lewis, 15 wiſhed to haſten thither , upon hopes he might 
prevail betore the reſt, becauſe Queen Fave had named his Brother heir to, I / 
the Crown. But he vas priſoner to the Burgwndian, who had raiſed his ran- ? 
ſome to a greater ſum then was at firſt demanded, becauſe now he was Duke 
of Anjou, and Earl of Province, by the death of his Brother Lews. Therc- 

Fore that he might take the ſpeedier order for his ranſome, is ſet at liberty up- 
on his Parol, which he was careful to perform. Bur his wife 1ſabel, a hm 
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of great courage,gocth into Provinte with her two ſons, raifeth men, and pro- 4».Chriſt; 
viderh Veſlels for het — Naples, from whence Alphonſus was — > 


repulſed by the contrary Faction to the Ifle of 1ſchia. © But recruring himlelt 
with more ſupplies , he befiegeth Cajer both by'Sex-and Land. The Genvuors 
who had grear: ſtore of wealth in that Town, and who ſtood for Arjun, de- 
fire help from Philip Duke of-Millan, under whoſe | — 001 oe they were. 
Philip fends help "by 'Land , the Genwors by Sea: -Alphonſus raiſeth all the 
ſtrength he can in Spain, Sicily, and Naples ; to wit, nineteen great ſhips,three 
Gallies, and one Gallion : rhe- Genwozs were {carce half ſo many , either in 
, , number, or greatneſs of Veſſels : the fight was ſharp, and doubtful ar firſt, bur 
ar length, ſome of the Genwa ſhips gereng the wind of the Enemy, fell fo furi- 
ouſly upon the .Arragon Admiral, ' where the King and his Brother, the King 
of Navarre were, with ſix hundred ſoldiers; that both the Kings were forced 
to yeild. So the fiege upon the'report of this defeat', is raiſed from Naples : 
the two Kings and three hundred Dons, ire led away priſoners*to-Millan, 
where they are moſt magnificently received, entertained , and diſmiffed with 
rich Preſents by the Duke, to whom King' Aiphonſus ſheweth reaſons why 
Millan ſhould rather hold with .Arragon then Anjor, becauſe at laſt France 
will become Maſterz of Millan, whoſe diſpofitions doe not fort fo well with 
20 the Millanors, as thoſe of Arragon do, as was obſerved by Fohn Galeas the 
laſt Duke of Millar. : | 
Mean while Iſabel Dutcheſs of 'Anjov, arrives at Cajet, and from thence 
at Naples , where ſhe- aſſembles 'all rhe chiet- of her Faction z but Burgundy 
would not releaſe Duke Rene her Husband, till he had delivered up Caſſel for 
his Ranſom. At which the Genw0rs ſto who were in good hope the two 
Captive Kings ſhould have paid the Dukes Ranſom, therefore were mad, that 
they ſhould obtain a victory to their great coſt and pains, and Duke Philip 
ſhould have the honour of it ; of whom they complain for diſmiſſing the 
priſoners without Ranſom, and forufing the Gennors (hitherto a free people, 
30 and who had gnade the remote Princes, and Kings of the Eaſt afraid of them) 
as ſlaves. Hereupon they revolt, and aflume their former liberty ; then with 
their Gallies they accompany Duke Rene to Naples, where they made him to 
be Crowned preſently. Which A& was approved and ratified by Pope Ex- 
genius , for which cauſe he was hated by the Duke of Millan, and Alphonſmus 
King of Arragon, who beſiegeth Naples again, and in it Duke Rene of Anjon; 
but the City was ſo ſtoutly defended, that CArragon was fain to raiſe the 
liege, having loſt his brother by a Canon Bullet from the walls. But before 
the ſiege was quite raiſed, a Runegado our of the Ciry thews Alphonſus 2 pal- 
lage through a common ſhoar or kennel; by this the Arragonians enter the 
40 City, Amon flies to the Caſtle - where having little hopes, makes his Compo- 
lition with Alphonſzs ; 'and fo returns by Florence , where he ſaluted the Pope 
into Fraxce.- There he finds his wc (ho Prince Charles in ſo great favour 
with the King, that the whole Kingdom was ruled by his Councel, which of- 
fended divers great men, who adviſed the young Dolphin ro take Arms againſt 
his Father z but this plot was quickly quaſhed, the Counſellors puniſhed, and 
the Dolphin Jnr ar who not long after cauſed the Erxgilſh to raiſe their 
hege from Deep, The Duke of Burgundy to take away all occaſion of future 
broils in France, reſolves to mnconctle Mankele to the Duke of Orleans, .now a 
priſoner in England twenty five years ; for this cauſe he imploys his wife, the 
50 daughter of Port#gal, who made means by her Ambaſſadors, to have'a par- 
ley with the King of England, on the borders of Flanders. An overture was 
made of Peace, but could not take effe& : Ar length ſhe obtains ſo much fa- 
Vour as to ſee the Diike of Orleans who was preſently ſent for to Calice. There 
ſhe wrought upon him to forget all'by-paſt injuries , and to marry with 3f 
daughter to x Duke of Cleve ,- and one of Burgundies fiſters : by whic

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An.Chriſti means Orleans recovered four hundred thouſand Crowns to pay for his Ran- 
—W ſom and a perpetual friendſhip is procured between theſe two families.

About this time Rene, Or Renatws of Anjow, returns from 1taly , whoſe 
daughter Margaret is maried to the King of England, and a three years Peace 
concluded between the two Nations. The County of Mas is reſtored again 
by the Engliſh to the French, and ſome other places : during which Truce,ſup- 

lies are ſentro the D, of M:{{an againſt the Yenetians,and the County of 4ſt is 
firſt promiſed, then rendred by the Duke to his ſiſters ſon the Duke of Orleans : 
and the ſame day Duke Philip of Millan died, of ſickneſs and grief ; the Duke 


of Orleans claimed the next ſucceſſion to Millan, by his defunct Uncle, Duke ; 


Philip. The Millanois aimed at their liberty ; Regnawld the French Comman- 
der - a6 before ſupplies cold be ſent him from France, beliegeth Boſto, but 
being beaten by the Millanois , was forc't to riſe and retreat to Aft, with loſs 
and diſgrace : but Francis Sforſa , who had maried Blaxch, Duke Philip of 
Millans daughter , and received with her the City and Principality of Cye- 
mona, who defeated the Yenetians, enemies to Millan, doth now fall off from 
Millan to the Yenetians , and taking opportunity by the divers FaRtions of the 
Citizens, beſiegeth the City , which for want of victuals yeilderh, and recei- 
veth Sfoſra for their Duke , before France could fend any Forces thither, for 


their Truce with England was now broke by the Engliſh, who took Tongeres, 20 


Upon this the French rook divers places from the Engliſh, and Rowen among 
the reſt, with the Duke of Sommerſet in it, who to have his liberty was forced 
to deliver up five French Towns, which were in his poſſefſionz and upon the 
ſurrender of Falaiſe to the French, Talbot is delivered out of priſon. A Bat- 
tel is fought between Bayeux and Carenton, in which the French beat the Eng- 
liſh, and by degrees got all Normandy again from them. Then the French 
King marcheth with his Forces into Gwjen,where he layeth ſiege to four Towns 
at onetime, Mean while Burdeavux ſends to capitulate with the King , and is 
ſurrendred on their own conditions, which occaſioned the other Towns to 


ſurrender alſo. And fo all Gw4enne terurns again ro the French, gxcept Bayon- 30 


me; which ar laſt upon the fight of a white Croſs in the Clouds, or a Metcor 
like a white Croſs, which is the Arms of France, as the red is of England,chey 
deliver up themſelves to the French, preferring the white Croſle to the red. 
Not long after , Bowrdeawx falls off again from the French , and ſends to 

Talbot, who coming with five thouſand Foot to the gates , was let in. Up- 
on this report the King ſends Prince Foun, the Duke of Burbons ſon , with an 
Army : A battel is fought, in which both Talbot and his ſon, loſt their lives, 
and Burdeaux withall, which the King by building two Caſtles, did fo bridle, 
that they could not afterward revolt to the Engliſh, who wereal 

the King , and ſuffered quietly to return home, having loſt all their holds in 
France, except Calice, and ſome places thereabouts. Preſently after this, the 
Dolphin upon ſome diſcontent , takes leave of his Father for four months, but 
intending to return no more again to the Court, whilſt his Father was alive, 
becauſe he more hearkned to his Favorites, then to him. 

About this time the Gartoss rebelled againſt their Duke , becauſe he ex- 

aced of them a new Gabel of Salt, and incroached on their liberties ; there- 
fore they cruelly kill their Governour, but they were defeated by the Duke in 
Aa battel, having loſt twenty thouſand of their men, and were at laſt content 
to pay a great ſum of mony , and to accept what Laws the Duke would im- 
poſe on them. In France, the King was forced notwithſtanding the wars 


were ended, to maintain in Gariſons five thouſand Foot, and fifteen hundred jo 


Horſe, to ſuppreſs the rambling ſoldiers, who went to and fro plundring the 
Country people. Ar this time King Alphonſus made war in 7» cany, upon

But this Expedition came art length to nothing , 
For upon the ſad news of the loſs of Conſtantinople , the Italian Princes made 
Peace among themſelves. Fohn Duke a AlanFon is declared by the King 
ouilty of High Treaſon, for ſoliciting the Engliſh to return into Fraxce, 
but afterward is pardoned : The Dolphin was now in ſtead of four months,ab- 
ſent four years from the Court, carying himſelf like a King in his own Coun- 
cotry, by making Laws, and receiving Ambaſladors, the King ſends an 
Army with command to bring him to the Court, the young Prince fearing 
the worſt, flyes to the Duke of Burgundy, who excuſes himt*If to the King 
that being lus Vaſſall, he could not refuſe to interrain his fonne, Peter'Fre- 
goſe Duke of Gepua, being croſled by the contrary Faction, and fearing the 
oreatneſſe of Alphonſws, King of CArragon, conveys himlclt and his eſtate 
into France, Mean while Alphonſies dieth , and leaves his Fathers. king- 
domes to his Brother Fohn, but Naples to tis Baſtard fon Ferdinand, but 
Pope Calixt#us would not yeild that a Baſtard ſhould be King of Naples. 
Ferdinand alledgeth that Pope Engenims on this condition crowned Alphon- 
20 [us, that Ferdinand might ſucceed him, which was confirmed by Pope. Ni- 
colans. | 

Pope Pius who ſucceeded Calixtms, to avoid further trouble ,- fearing leſt 
Sfor;a and Ferdinand , who were very intimate, ſhould joyn their Forces, 
and raile a new War in Italy, Crowns Ferdinand King of Naplgs, conditio- 
nally that this ſhould not prejudice thoſe that could ſhew ,Title to that 
Crown, 

Upon the report of this Coronation, Fohn ſon to Rene of Anjou, pro- 
Cures a great Fleet from Genwa and Province, to make War againſt Fey- 
dinand at Naples, complaining againſt the Pope for Crowning his Enemy. 
30 Not long after Fohx obtains a great Victory upon Ferdinand , (o that he 
was like to conquer Naples, had he not delayed: too long till Ferdinand had 
recruted himſelf, In the Interim the Genuozs revolt' from Duke Fohn, and 
the Frexch, who had nothing now left them bur the Caſtle with Sawvorre. 
Upon this King Rexe marcheth with a French Army againſt Gezua;, but 
being defeated , and two thouſand of his men cut in pieces , was fain to 
retire tO SaVornne, 

Upon report that the Turk had taken TrapeXund, that great and rich 
City in Pont, the people ſends to the Chriſtian Princes for aid againſt the 
Twrk, bewailing the miſerable condition of Chriſtendome. The Dolphin 
qo being in the Burgundians Countrey, reſolves to goe againſt the Twrks : His 
Father ſends firſt to have him come and ſpeak with him ; which hee ,retu- 
{ed to doe, wherefore the King ſends to the Pope, ro know which way 
he might difinherit this diſobedient ſon; the Pope commends the Dolphins 
real, and reproves the King ,; he alſo animates the French to ſtand by the 
Dolphin in this his noble intentions, ſhewing to them the valour and devo- 
tion of their Predeceſſors , in fubduing theſe barbarous Infidels : the Duke 
of Burgandy alſo proteſts to make a Voyage himſelf, or ro ſend an Army 
againſt the Turks, The Dolphin had then a ſon born to him, whom hee 
called Duke of Normandy : The King miſtruſting he had been poiſoned,re- 
? fuſed to touch any Victuals ; Ar laſt being importuned to ear by his friends,

w] o Charles ſucceeded his fon Lewis 11. who had been a long time our of 
France, he changeth all the Governours and Officers of rhe kingdom,and is 
made Umpire of a difference between the King of Caſtile, and Bland, 
daughter and heir to the King of Navarre, and wite to the King of Arra- 
gon. To obtain the Popes favour, he renouncerh the Pragmarical Sandtion, 
and labours to make the Duke of Millan his Vafſal ; he demands of the Dake ,, 
of Britany, that he forbear the title of [By the Grace 4 God Duke of Britany)] 
and that his ſubje&s acknowledge the French King tor their Soveratgn and 
Lord. War alſo is threatned, if the Duke ſhould refuſe : he being aſtoniſh- 
ed at this , defires of the King ſome time to aſſemble and confult with the 
States of his Dutchy, about fuch weighty manxers. Mean while he ſends 
his Agents diſguiſed in divers habits, to the King of England , and other Fo- 
rain Princes; he makes alſo a ſtrait alliance with Charles Count of Charoloj,, 
Duke Philips ſon of Burgwndy, to whom the King ſends Ambaſladors , accu- 
fing his ſon for allying himſelf with the Duke of Britany , a great friend to 
England z and withall they caſt divers foul aſperſions'upon him : the Duke 20 
ſuftered nor his ſon to ſpeak , fearing his xr , but ſpoke himſelf , excu- 
ſing his ſons aRtions , and accufing the Kings breach of promiſes. The 
next day the Count ſpoke for himfelt ; that though he had entertained amity 
with the Duke of Brit any, yet it was not to prejudice France, but to advance 
the publick good. Bur ſhortly after jt appeared , that the Princes were much 
diſcontented, among the reſt Charles Duke of Berry, the Kings brother,who 
had all confpired to reſtore the Gentry and Clergy of France , and generally 
the whole people, now groaning under heavy ons, to their ancient privi- 
ledges and freedom. Por this cauſe the Count of Charoloi enters Piccardy, 
with an Army, as Lieurenam General to the Duke of Berry ; he marcheth 3? 
towards Parts, and by Boats on the River Seine, ſcizeth upon the Bridge of 
Saint Cleve. The Duke of Burbon chaſeth away all the Kings Officers our 
of that Country , and ſcizeth on the Mony, that was raiſing for the King; 
who was nothing dejeted art all this, but raiferh what Forces he can, and en- 
counters with Count Charles at Mont Þ Hery , where a ſharp Skirmiſh is 
fought, to the loſs of above two thouſand ; the Count was wounded in the 
ſtomach and throat : it was given out that the King was ſlain, upon which the 
Count 4 Main fled, but that report was falſe ; for when the King uncovered 
= _ , and ſhewed himſelf. his ſoldiers took courage again, and fought : 
outly. 4 
After the Batrail was fought at Mont Þ Hery, the King returns to Corbeil, 
and from thence to Paris, where he ingratiates himſelf by fair words and pro- 
miſes, with the Citizens , for ſo Sforſa Duke of Millan , who had ſent hi 
ſome Auxiliaries of Horſe and Foot adviſed him. By his affability he got 
the good will of the Parifians , and then he goeth into Normandy to raiſc 
ſtrength there alſo. Mean time the Dukes, Counts, and Barons, had fate 
down in three ſeveral places before Paris, whether they ſent ſome Heraults to 
defire them to ſend ſome of their wiſeſt men , ro know the reaſons why this 
Army fate down there z and withall to deliberate about a way of Accom- 
modation. The City having met, and adviſed upon this, ſends rhe Biſhop 5® 
of Paris, with ſome other prime men; ro whom the united Princes ſhew, 
that rhe Kings inſolent Government, his changing of the Laws and Cuſtoms, 
his deſpifing of the Nobility , and opprefling of the people, moved them to 
take Arms, that things might be righted, which would be done the ſooner, if 


Paris the chief City , would by joyning with them , ſhew good exnmpee ro 
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others. Hereupou the Puriſians thought ir fit the City Gates ſhould be An, Chriſt 
opened tothe Princes, conditionally that their foldiers would doe no — Vo 


wrong, but pay for whas they. rake 3 and that the Kings confent may 
he nequirecin this matter. The King being advertifed of this, extream- 
by; was mraged, and repairs to Peres with fome Foot Forces, where hee 
reprovestheCityin general, and particularly the Biſhop, for offering to 
entertain a Pariey with bis Enemies : For this cauſe the King hated him 
ever after, and cauſed his Epitaph over his Tomb to be taken down, The 
Princes tathong of their intentiogs, and of the Cities 2ftiſtance, reſolve 
{& togive the King Batre, which he altogether dechned, not willing to 
bazardalt upon an nncertain Patte], as Sforſs adviſed him, but he mans, 
and fortifics all the Gates, Walls, and Towns of the City ; great hurr 
was done at Charentow, by the Ordnance; ſome Sallies and Skirmithes 
were permitted by the King, and Fortifications are raiſed on both ſides. 
Charclou makes a Bridge of Boats, for Tranſporting his Army , which 
preſently after fetzeth on ſome of the Suburbs,and drives away the Kings 
men from thence. Then a Truce for two days is agreed onthe King fends 
his Chancellor to know the Duke of Berries minde , whom nothing will 
content but the Dutchy of Nermandy z then the King defires a Parley 
20 with Charalow, whom he flatters, and makes believe, that he was forr 
his ChanceBour, whom he fent to his Father. had uſed any diſtaſtfu 
words, having no ſuch Commifhon. By this hegained more of Chars- 
laws, xhen he could doe by force. The Truceis from day to day renued 
fothat now there is intercourſe between the City , and: the Camp, and 
revolting on both fides, chiefly from the King, whoſe pretences were 
not {o {pecious,as thoſe of the Princes, which aimed at the publick good; 
therefore the King gives order to ſhoot all fuch as ſhould either come 
from, or goto the City without leave. A falſe report was brought to 
the Princes, that the next morning the King meanc to give them battel, 
: © which preſently alarumed them, fo that all night they ſtood in batre!l 
 Aray, for fear of ſurprifal, but this was only a falſe fire. It was alſo 
given out m Normandy, that the King and Princes had made a Peace; and 
that Berry the Kings brother, ſhould be Duke of Normandy, which gladed 
the Normans hearts, who longed to havea Duke. Mean while the Duke 
of Burben enters Rohan, and takes it in the name of the Duke of Boy. 
Upon this, the King defires another Parley with Count Charolow, vyhere- 
in he offers Normandy tothe Duke of Berry, ſarisfaQion to the other Prin- 
ces; the payment of his ſiſters mariage portion to the Duke of Burbor, 
and aſſiſtance to the Duke of Lorrain, for recoyering of Naples; ſo a 
40 ——_ is agreed upon, which the Princes vvillingly accept , becaufe of 
inter drawing on. $Sforſa's Forces underſtanding that the Peace was 
concluded, returns home, having done much hurt jo Burbons Country : 
thus the begun War ended, but not the private grudges. 

The Duke of Brjt4jy grew angry at this peace , by vvhich Eharolos ob- 
tained all the chief Towns on the River of Sewe, and the Kings brother, 
Normandy tor Berry ; vyhereas he who had been ar more charges in this 
War, then any other, except Charolois, had nothing advanced himſelf, 
either in his eſtate or honour ; therefore he with divers Lords, begin to 
look on the new Duke of Normandy, as a riſing Sun, and to expett ad- 
50 Vapcement by his means, The King who was cunning to ſow the ſeeds 

of diſcord among the Princes, cauſed a report to fly abroad, thar whilſt 
the Duke of Normandy was lodged upon S. Xatherins Hill nger Rohan, till 
the City was fitted for his receprion in State; the Britains meant to cary 
him away into their Countrey ,' whereupon the Rohaners hefore the 
day appointed for ſolemnity , brings in the Duke without any ſtare at

enterpriſe, in regard his father and other friends , had fo bad ſucceſs in 
it heretofore ; he intends therefore to recover the right his anceſtors 
pretended to the Kingdome of Aragon, having crofled the Pyrenians , he 
began to proſper well in Spaiz, till the Plague ſeiſed on his Camp, of 
which diſeaſe he died : The King preſently upon this calls back his Ar. 
my , and imploys it againſt the Duke of Byittary, whilſt Charolos 1s hin- 
dred by the Licgeoian war; for upon the death of his father Duke ?h;. 
l;p of Burgundy, who held the Liegeou in greatawe, _—_— a tribute on 
them, and took divers places from them, for refuſing to obey their 
young Biſhop. Lewis of Burbon, the Duke of Burgundies Nephew ,whom 20 
the Pope had confirmed in thatrich Biſhoprick upon the intreaty of his 
Uncle,and promiſe he made to raiſe an'army againſt the Terk ; w® young 
Biſhop could not in a long time be induced to take on him the Order of 
Prieſthood : I ſay, Duke Philip being dead, the Liegeors began to reaſſume 
their liberty ; therefore they turn the Bargundian Garifons out of their 
Towns, which ſo exaſperated Charls, that he enters their Countrey with 
fire and 1word, defeats them in a battell,takes Leige, and diſmantles it,and 
impoſeth on them heavier burthens and taxes then ever his Father 
did. 

In this mean time King Lews forceth his brother Charls and the Duke 39 
of Brittany to make their peace with him, promiſing his brother an year- 
ly penſion of 35 thouſand crowns, conditionally he quit his claim to the 
Dutchie of Normandy ; at which time the Duke of Bargundy, having 
quieted Liegeos, and Gantos, prepares to afſliſt his antient friends , Berry 

and Britanny. As he was on his march , newes came that they two were 
reconciled to the King , which he did not at firſt believe, ſuppoſing 
this newes had been given out by the King, to hinder his march, bur at 
laſt by Legats from the King and theſe rwo Princes, he was aflured of 
their reconciliation : The King deſires Burgwndy to meet him at Peronne, 
for finiſhing this laſt peace with all the Princes : They met according- 40 
ly, andas they were in treaty about the peacez newes came that the 
Liegeots had again taken arms : Moſt of the baniſhed men being retur- 
ned half ſtarved, and like ſavages in their overgrown haires : They 
firſt take Tongyes an antient City, where Lewisof Burboy their Biſhop, 
was with the Pope's Legat, who ſo aſlwaged the furie of the Soldiers, 
that little blood was ſhed. When Duke Charls underſtood that this re- 
beliion was raiſed by the French King's Ambaſſadors ; in e rage he accu- 
ſeth the King of his treachery and hypocrifie , and cauſerh the Gates of 
P-ronneto be (ſhut , and kept with a ſtrict Guard, that none might goe 50 
out or in, pretending that a Budget with Letters of conſequence was 
loſt: Sothe King was kept priſoner two days in great doubt, what would 
become of him; for he had both in his minde and cie,theTower cloſe by 
him, where Cbarlz the ſimple King of Fraxce was fain to renounce his 
right tothe Crown. The Duke ſat in Counſell two days to know won 
ſhou 
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ſhould be done tothe King > Some thought it fice ing that he thould de. 
clare himſelfan enemy to the Liegeos, and affiyj the Duke with an Army, 
others would not have him tobe releaſed at all , fearing he would re. 
venge this wrong; a third fort would have his brother ſent for , to have 
a confirmation of the Conditions in the peace of Conflans : The Duke 
was content to let the King goe free, it he would ſend his Ambaſladors 
to Liege for a peacez which the King ſwore todo, and promiſed alſo to 
give the Counties of Brie and Champaigneto his brother , which pleaſed 
the Duke well, becauſe theſe Counties joyning to his, would make 
him the ſtronger, to reſiſt future quarrels with the French King. 
10 The King accompanies ——_ the fiege of Zeige: The Citizens 
_ at firſt made ſome allies on t egers; but perceiving their preſent 
dangers, and (ſtrength of the enemies , ſend their young Biſhop to his 
Couſin , to mediate for them, with condition he ſhould return if he 
could not prevail ; but the Duke was ſoincenſed, that neither would he 
hearken to any _— , hor would permit the Biſhop to return, though 
he was tied by his Oath : Then the Pope's Legat intercedeth, deſiring 
the Duke to remember the Pope's goodneſs, who upon the earneſt re- 
queſt of his father , conferred this Biſhoprick on young Burbon 3 that 
therefore h2 would be pleaſed to beftow this City upon the Pope, and 
*© ſpare their lives : But this the Duke refuſed, accuſing the Legat for pre- 
trending to the Biſhoprick of Zeige : Soat length the City is mon, plun- 
dred, and burned, and all the inhabtrants that could be found, cut in pie- 
ces : Immediately after this , the King returns into his Kingdome, and 
deals ſo cunrning}y with his brother, by ſuch as had an interelt in him,thar 
he got him to refuſe Prie and Champaigne bordering apo Burgundy, and in 
lieu thereof, to accept of Gs/enne farther off. Not long after this, a ſon 
is born to King Lewis, Charls by name : The King willing to pick a quar- 
rell with Buyrgwdy, got fome diſcontented ons to Petition him a- 
gainſt the Duke's injuſtice and oppreſſions, thewing alſo that he had in- 
30 croached upon rhe King's Territories, and broken the peace : The 
King upon this , calls a Coanſell , where it is declared that the Duke had 
violared the peace z wherefore he is ſummoned to appear, which he 
took ſo hainouſly that he impriſoned the Meſſenger , c afterward ſent 
him home : In the intertm Am:n7 and Saint Quimrins return to the Kings 
obedience : Who ſhortly after began openly ro force other places, Here 
npon the Duke fends to his friends and allies for aid : The Duke of 
Guienne ſends him Letters privarly, that he would ſend him ſupplies, the 
King percetving how earneſt Bargundy was to recover Amiens, and S. 
Buimtins, (ends to him , that he ſhould have them again if ſo be he would 
© renounce alliance with the Dukes of Brittany and. Guicane , and not a(- 
fiſt them ſo long as ke had wars with them : To this the Duke conde- 
ſcended. The Kiog in the interim ſends under-hand to the Governoury 
, of theſe two places, to keep off the Duke with fair words, and not to 
farrender the Towns : Burgundy underſtanding that the King meant to 
cheat him , and that he had already begun to make war upon the Duke 
of Gwuienne, enters France with his Army, and firſt befiegeth Beawvas , 
but could not take it ;- therefore he marcheth towards Normandy, to joyn 
his Forces with Britteny againſt Rohan ; but on the way newes came that 
the Duke of Guicnne was dead : And the Duke of Brittany would not 
50 now joyn with Burgwndy. Secing now Guienme was fallen to the King by 
the death of his brother, the Duke of Burgundy was ſo mad with the 
King, that he gave out the King had poyſoned his brother 'by ſome of 
= ervants; and ſurely the hatred he * towards him, might cauſe ſu- 
pion, 
The Conſtable was the Duek's great enemy, and he was ſu _ to 
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blow the coles tor this flame, and to be.the chief fomenter of this war; 
for he entring into Burgundy,cauſed all places to be ſet on fire, whether he 
came : Ara meeting he gave the lyeto the Duke's Ambaſſadors; which 
procured him much hatred, The King and Duke being both willing 
to be rid of him,conſpire his death;but he was ſo potent and cunning, that 
he would truſt neither of them, but ſtood on his own guard; therefore 
he turns the Kings Gariſon out of Saint Quirtins , and puts 1n a Garifon 
of his own. When the King ſent to ſpeak with him, he refuſed to 
come without his Guard, - and aſſurance of ſafety ; therefore a bridg 
was ſer upover a river, and a bar like a lattice in the middle , that they 1; 
might have the ſight and ſpeech of eachother at laſt the bar was bro- 
ken down, and they after privat conference departed good friends, A. 
bout this time Purpignan oncof the French Towns revolts to the Arr 
gonianz but it was {urrendredagain upon certain conditions. Petey of 
Burbon , Governor of Gujenne, 18 taken priſoner by Count de Armignack, 
who not long after is put to death for inceſt with his liſter, and they were 
hanged who betrayed Burboy. | | 

The Duke of Nemours is condemned for Treaſon,and beheaded. Anne 
the King's eldeſt daughter, is married to Purbow, and Feane the younger 
who was crooked and deformed ,- to Lewis Duke .of Orleans , afterward 2c 
Lews 12. About this time the Orderof Saint Michael was inſtituted 
by King Lew 11 which he ſent to the Duke of Brittavy , but he refuled 
it, fearing to offend the King of England, and: Duke of Burgundy, his 
true friends : This the King took 11], that a Duke ſhould {corn to be 
his brother in that Order : This Duke of Burgundy helped to eſtabliſh 
King Edward of: Englandin his Throne, to make himſelt by this the 
ſtronger againſt King Lewis, . The Duke of Gelders, at this time 1s impri- 
ſoned by his own ſon , but ſet at liberty again by Charls of Burgundy, 
wherefore Gelders diſinherits his ſon , and makes Burgundy his heir : Who 
having obtained this rich Dutchie, ſendsa ſumme of money to Sigiſ- 
mund Duke of Auſtria , the Emperors brother, who mortgaged the 30 
Countie of Ferreſte for this money : Then he endeavonrs to obtain all 
the land lying between the Dutchie and Countie; for this cauſe 
propoſeth the marriage of his daughter to Maximilian the Emperor's ſon, 
and labours what he could to be Lieutenant of the Empire ; but the 
Emperor perceiving his ambition and covetouſneſs forſook him , at the 
meeting in Trevers without bidding him farewell : .Yet the Duke proſe- 
cutes his defigne. 

There was then great conteſtation about the Biſhoprick of Cole; he 
ſtrives to put 1n Robert his kiſman, who had been driven out by his adver- 
ſaries : This was not well reſented by the Emperor, that a ſtranger yo 
ſhould meddle with the affairs of Germany. Then having called a Diet, 
he ſendsaid to Nyz, at that time befieged by Burgundy : Inthe interim 
King Lews by his Ambaſſadors reconciles Auftria and the Switers , 1o St 
gimons by their help recovers his Countie of Ferrette without paying the 

umme borrowed. At the ſame time alſo Rhenatws, or Rhene, grandchild 
to Rhence, King of Sicily had obtained by right of ſucceſſion the Dutchie 
of Lorrain: He by the French King's inſtigation , . declares war againſt 
Burgundy, and pillaged a party of Luxemburg which belonged to him. 
The Burgundian is now full of troubles, for the French King takes divers 50 
of his Towns : Mean while the Conſtable of France loſt his wife , the 
King's filter, by which hebegan to be more in danger 'of the King 
then before, who for his ſiſters ſake winked at many things.. Where- 
fore to procure the Duke of Burgundie's favour , he defires the Duke to 


ſend him ſome Forces, to put within Saint 9wintins , which he promlr 
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{cth rocehver up to him; but he could not be to good as his word, though An.Chrifts 


Forces were ſent. | 
The King invites the Conſtable to make war upon Henev/r, which he 
refuſed ro do, becauſe he knew King Lews meant totake away his life ; 
the King upon this delices to ſpeak with him ; he returns anſwer, thatif 
the King would ſwear upon the Croſs of Saint Law. which is in the 
Church of Angers, todo him no harm by himſelf or any other, he would 
come. Now the Traditicn was, that whoſoever {wore on that Crofle, 
and perjured himſelf, ſhould die within a year after; the King would 
14 upon no tears ſweare, which increaſed the Conſtables jealoufie. Mean 
' while the King of Z»gland comes with an Army to Callis upon Burgundies 
invitation, who had now laid frege'to Nez a whole year, but at laſt he ri- 
ſeth upon the perſwaſions of the King of England, and the Popes Legat ; 
who procured that during the difference concerning the Biſhoprick of 
Colen, Nu; (ſhould remain depoſitat in the Popes hands,then Burgundy ſends 
his Army to quarter in Liyrain , purpolſly tovex Duke Rene. Burguzdy 
is invited again by the Conſtable to ſeiſe on Saint Quintinz ſome Engliſh 
to this purpoſe are ſent before , who being beaten off from the Town 
with great Ordnance,diſheartned Kimg Edward from any further attempr. 
In the mterim whilſt Burgundy was gone to Loyrain for his Army , to joyn 
20 with the Enghſh: a peace is propounded between France and England, 
which ſo much diſquiered the Duke of _ x", , that he ſends Letters 
tothe King of England full of pl , acculing his ingratitude towards 
him, whoof a poor baniſhed man had made him King. The French 
King mean while Courts the Conſtable with ſmooth Letters : One time 
the Conſtable ſent a meflenger to the King , who being called into the 
Kings Chamber , where ſome of Burgundes chief ſervants were hid be- 
hind the Hangings, told the King openly that the Conſtable had wroughr 
ſo with King Edward, and Duke Charls, thzt they were que parted, and 
- thatill language had been given by the Duke to the King: Atlaſt the 
peace between the two Kingdoms is confirmed, in which Pergandy is alſo 
mcluded. After King Edward was gone home, King Lews and Duke 
Charls plot togerher to be revenged on the Conftable for abuſing them 
both. He remonſtrates to the French King how carefull and faithfull 
he had always been to preſerve the Kings Towns : The King ſeemingly 
acknowledgeth it, and commends the Conſtable, telling his mefſen- 
ger that in his Counſels he wanted the Conſtables head-piece; which 
the King meant otherwiſe then the Meſſenger underſtood it : For the 
King meant to have his head. Therefore it is agreed between the King 
-and Duke, that the French ſhovld have his body , and the Burgundians 
his goods and Saint Ouiztin. Sothat the poor Conſtable is now for- 
40 _— by all his friends, and knowsnot whether to goe, nor whatto 
oC. | 
At laſt after long deliberation , he reſolves to caſt himſelf upon the 
Duke of Burgundy, as being eafier tobe appeaſed then the King , there- 
fore retires himſelf into Henanlt tothoſe that commanded there under 
the Dake, who was then before Nancy, hoping totake it , and tobe 
Maſter of all that Dutchie : Thither came ſome Meſſengers from the 
King, demanding according to agreements, the Conſtable ; the Duke 
who alſo underſtood that theKing had now an Army upon the borders of 
50 Campaigne, was in doubt what to do : To deliver the Conſtable was 
Treachery, toretain him, dangerous, and a means tolooſe his hopes of 
Nency , therefore ſends order, that on ſuch a day the Conftable d 
be delivered tothe French, hoping before that time, Navcy would be' ta- 
ken, and then he would __ his _—_— 3 but the day being _ 
nan tic 
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An.C hrifi the Conſtable is delivered up, and .carried away; and within three 
WO 


houres after , Newes came that Nancy was taken : The Conſtable who 
had delivered up Saint. 2uimin, and orher places to the Burgundiay, 
is Beheaded at Pars; Burt after this , the Dukes affaires never pro. 
ſpered. 
i Sigiſmuyd Duke of Auſtria, had by the help of the Switzers rera. 
ken Kerreth from Duke Cherls: Wherefore he denounceth Warre a. 
gatnſt them. T hey hymbly deſire peace, and wy all faithfull ſer. 
vice to the Duke, 1f he will entertain them ; They afliſted Sigiſmund, 
onely to recoyer his Right; they ſhew alſo the poverty of their 19 
Countrey, not worthie ro be Con uered; But he goeth on in his 
re{olutions., and would not be diſſlwaded from this Warre ; he raiſeth 
a formidable Army, hoping not onely to ſubjugate the SwitJers, but 
alſoto make himſelf great in /taly, becauſe Frederick, Prince of Taren. 
inw, lon to RP King of Naples, was come to marry his daugh. 
ter ;. beſides old Rene of 4njav, King of Sicily, had promiſed to quit 
his right in Sicily ta Duke Charles, and would alſo put into his hands 
the _—_— of Provence, having now no ſonnes of his owne. The 
Duke of Millas fearing the Burgundian greatneſs , ſends to confirm his 
League with France. k 20 

The King of Porzyzallngarly allied to Duke Charles, comes to France 
to pracyre a generall peage, The old King of Sigh allo comes to lee his 
Nephew King Lewis. Mean while the Duke of Burgundy takes Lavſan- 
ne trom the SwitZers 3 and ſhortly after Granſov , where he hanged 
fixe hundred and twelve Switzers , which ſo inraged the reſt of that Na- 
tion; that they raiſed a gFeat Army , fought and defeated the Duke, 
took all his Baggage and ammunition , regained Granſon , . unhanged 
and buried their Countrey men, and hanged as many Burgundians as 
they found in the Towne- 
| The Duke having recolleced his diſperſed Forces, and raiſed new, 39 
ſends to Flanders tor a ſupply of money , which was promiſed if the 
Dukes perſgp or Nogminions were in danger, but not on a Warre ſo re- 
mage and negdleſ : Notwithſtanding he returns with a new Army, and 

efiegeth Marat, Rene Duke of Lorrain then in France, is made Generall 
of. the Switzers., againſt Duke Charles gheir Common Enemy , having ob- 
tained money and men from King Lews; becauſe he was to paſs through 
the Burgundian Territories to the Switzers, A ſecond battel is fought, 
and .a fecond' overthrow given to the Duke, 2x days after the firſt. 
The Dukes high ſpirit could notbe broken with this misfortune, but 
ſwelled bigger, raging tobe twice beaten by ayoung unskilfull Prince, 49 
and a baſe beggarly people as he called them, whereas he had beaten fo 

reat Potentates heretofore, reſolves to have the third incounter with 
them. In the interim , by the Switzers help , Loyrain is reſtored again 
to his own Countrey with great joy : Duke Charles could nor bedil- 
ſ{waded b NE King of Portugal, nor his other Friends, from fighting 
again with the-S&mytzers, nor beleeye that King Lews had all this while 
contrary to the, peace aided Lorrain with men and money ,. obſtinate- 
ly gogth again, witha Freſh Army, and beſiegeth Nancy in the dead 
of: Winter , where he loſt both his Army and life. 

-The newes of vvhich vvas' ſo yveleome to the French Xing , 50 
that he gave the Meſſenger one bundred and fifty Marks of Silver,after 
his death, the Prince of 0ravge beeing of great Power and wealthie , 
putaiptorhe Fin s hand, both the Dutchie and Countie of Burgundy, 
or. the flower ot the Nobility was killed in the * laſt three Pa * 
In 0

ſo little reſiſtance could be feared: TheKing comes with an Army into Pic- 


cardie,and regains his Towns there,which the Duke had kept trom him. 


Mean while Mary the Duke's heir and onely: daughter , ſends Ambal. 
ſadors to the King , deſiring him to remove his Army from her borders, 
and ſhewing that by the Salique Law of France, ſhe could not be.exclu. 
ded from the Counties of Flanders, Artois, and the adjacent places, 
that he ought to protect and not injure a young Lady and Orphan, who 
would make a fitter match for his ſon the Dolphin, then the daughter of 
England can. Theſe Ambaſſadors having goods and lands in thoſe places 
10 which the King had taken, in favour of themſeves complyed in fome 
things with the King. i: 

Philip Crevecure Governor of Artois 1s ab{olved by King Lewis from his 
Oath of Allegeance ts Duke Charls; fo that he becomes now ſervant 
wholly tothe French, 'by his meahs the Xing recovers AXrras, and Boy- 
longue, The Xing ſends to Princeſs Mary His Barbar, one Olivcr, to per. 
{wade her privatly-to put her ſelf under: the-protection of France, 
from whence ſhe is both by the Father and /Mother : The Princefts was 
then at Gawrt, of whom the Towneſmen were ſo garefull, that they 
ſuffered none to ſpeak with her in privat ; wherefore the Barbar being 
20 luſpeRted , was commanded to depart thence , who preſently retired to 
Turnay, Where he carfied himſelffo cunningly, that he gosthirty of the 
ſtouteſt'there to aid him-upon all occaſions; whereforc he writes ſecretly 
to the Captains of the next Gariſons, that they fail not cobe at Turnay by 
break of day the next morning, which was done; ſo.one of the Gates 
was opened, they were let in, andthe Town taken! Upon this the 
Gamor allemble the States of Flayders, who appoint a-Counſell torgo. 
verning the Princeſs: Then they ſend Ambaſladors to Fraxce, to acquaint: 
the King , that the Priticeſs had condeſcended ro be ruled altogether by 
their Counſel]. The Xing willing to make diſſention between the. Flemins 
;0 and the Princeſs May's Countellers, aſſures the -Gamoi tbat-their 
Chancellor Hugonert , brought him-Letrers from their Lady quite. contra- 
ry to what they ſaid; wherefore when the Ambaſſadors were returned 
to Gawnt, the Chancellor Hugenet is accuſed of Treaſon, and of the loſs 
of Arras, and ſois beheaded. 

Shortly after this , the Gantox ſets at liberty the Duke of Gelders ſon, 
who had been impriſoned there by Duke Charls of Bargundy , him they 
imploy to regain Towrnay : But the King's Gariſon there ſallies out upon 
him,defears his Forces,and kills him on the place..,Arras hoping to be ai- 
ded by the Gamoy, rebelled againſt the King, but he ſhortly reduced them 
40 again,and ſends away the Inhabitants to another part of: the Kingdume, 
and planted French mtnthere;:About this time, Maximilian: the Enpe- 
rors ſon comes intoFlanders,and matcheth-with the Princefs Mary: A little 
before the Prince of Orange who had hitherto complied with the French 
upon hope to recover by the King, his: Grandfathers lands derainec 
from him by Duke Cherls ; and now perceiving he was deluded ;;Ta erty 
Forces, and fightsithe Governor, one thoutand men are (Jain on \bott 
tides : hereupon a great part. of, the Countrey reyolts from the/Kang, 
but Charls of Ambeis the new; Governour ſent by the King , recoyer#mn 
a ſhort time the Towns that bad rebelled, and burned'Dole 3 and now the 
50 King began to entertain the SwitFers, 6b00 whereof he kept in,pay'con+ 

tinually,- and put down the Archers inſtituted by Charks.p. Great trou- 
bles ariſe in M/{lay upon the death.of Duke Gabees , who! was wurthered 
ina Church : Heleft- one ſor-wvery young;; Robert of Saint Severi#; the 
Duke's next kinſman, laboursto perſwade the French. Xing to attempt 
Ttaly, but he was unwilling , becauſe the French contd never enjoy. any 
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thing they got there , norcould he everſend Forces to aid the Florentins 
his allies, but ſtill they were ſet upon by Pope. $ixtws , and Ferdinand 
King of Naples ; to intimidat the Pope, he calls a Gallican Synod at 
orleans , to adviſe about the reeſtabliſbing of the Pragmatick Sanction 
in'France , and aboliſhing the power of __ money thence to Rome 
for bulls ; but here was nothing concluded : The next year they meet 
again at Lions z mean while the Pope-revokes bjs-cenſures againſt the 
Florentins , abſolves and makes peace with them. The Kings Ambaſla. 
dor returning from Florence , goeth for Millan , where he receiveth in the 


Kings name the homage due to him from Bonne, the Dutcheſs in behalf of ;, 


her young ſon, for Genua, whereot he was then Lord, and which held 
of the Crown of France. 

At that time Province fell tothe French King by the death of ' Rexe King 
of Sicily. in whom the male kinde of the houſe of Amjou failed, where- 
fore Anjou and Main return tothe King and Province alſo,by the laſt will of 
Rene , of which young Rene Duke of LerrGin complained. {n the inte- 
rim Maximilian fights the French at Terevenne, defeats them, and be» 
comes Maſter of the place : King Lews not willing to hazard: any more 
upon uncertain battels , defires peace, which was gbtained by the death 
of Mary the Dutcheſs, Maximiliens wite, who left two young children, 


children, offer the French King, that if he would quit his allyance 
with England, young Princeſs Margaret now three years old , ſhould be 
conveyed into France to be betrothed to the Dolphin, with whom in 
marriage ſhould be given the Counties of Artois and Burgundy : To this 
the King aſſented. The peace is concluded, and the baniſhed Artoifiens 
returned again to Ara , which fince the baniſhment was new-named 
French Town : Not long after this , King Lewis beingfickly and 60 years 
old (an age which none of his prede fince Hugh Capicl the firft King 
of that race have exceeded) departeth this life, having ated the Fox 
rather then the Lion all his reign ; he was deſirous before his death to fee 
his fon Crowned , therefore ſends to Reims for the holy oyle , which ar. 
rived at Pleſſis in the Suburbs of Towres, as be was giving up the ghoſt.

Lewis Duke of Orleans, firſt Prince of the blood,to be Goyernour;but that mo- 4, Chriſti 
tion was rejected, becauſe he was too young, being twenty four years old onely, CL WyNy 


and under his mothers tuition : He thinking himſelf wronged by being re- 

jcted from the government, endeavoured to force it, therefore began to raiſe 

men at his own Town of Orleans, and to make that the ſeat of the War; which 

the Townlmen going, ſhut their Gates againſt him : ſo he was forced to 
c 


retire , and raiſe forces elſewhere, which when he had done, were preſent- 


| ly ſcattered by the Kings Proclamation : therefore this was called the too- 


Ih War. 
In Britany Peter Laudais the Dukes great Favorite, was extreamly hated, 


both for being ſuſpected of the Chancelors death , and for his greatneſs with 
the Duke ; theretore the Nobility of that Province conſpire againſt Laudarr, 
whom they thought to apprehend in the Dukes Bed-chamber , but he had e- 


ſcaped by a back door z a great commotion is in the Town, thinking the D. 
had been ſlain; bur it was appeaſed, by his preſence exhibited to the people. 


Things —_ quicted, theſc Noble men tha occaſioned this uproar , are ba- 
niſhed z A 


Laudais in greater favour then ever: So that an order is made 


for pullmg down the Houſes and Caſtles of all that had a hand in this conſpi- 


racy z ForctieRing of which, an Army is raiſed : The baniſhed Lords un- 


z0 derſtanding this, return to. BrYitany , and raiſe an Army of their faftion. But 


when the two Armies met, they berhought themſelves to be all of the ſame 
Country and Language , fling down their Arms in pity, and lovingly im- 
brace cach other, turning all their hatred againſt Laudais, whom they under- 
ſtood was in the Caſtle of Nartes; they reſolve then to pull him our of the 
Dukes Arms ; yet by general conſent they chooſe a new Chancelour, whom 
they ſcent to acquaint the Duke , that the peoples fury could not bee ſatisfied 
without the life of Lavdais , yet promiſing that he ſhould have a fair Triall 
according to Law, So he was _—_— impriſoned , and attached of 
many hamous crimes, for which he was condemned, and hanged, before the 


30 Duke knew his Trial was begun, who otherwiſe meant to have pardoned him; 


this exaſperated the Duke more then before : ſo he chooſerh a new Chancelor, 
About this time the Duke of Orleans comes into Britany, with a great Train, 
which-ſo much diſmaid the Lords, that they repaired to the French King; then 
went Out a report, that Orleans meant to repudiate his crooked wite,the Kings 
liſter, whom he was forced tomary, and reſolved to have for his wite, Anne 
the Duke of Brit4zs only daughter and heir. 

The exiled Lords ſtriving to live ſecurely in their own countrey, provoke 
the King to raiſe Arms againſt the Duke of Britany, promiſing their beſt ſer- 
vice and affiſtance, whi they did fo well , that ſuddenly entring Britany, 


40 they cauſed many Towns to yeild to the King , taking many priſoners , of 


whom they exacted great ranſoms. The Britains that were for the Duke, 
vag made a Body of fix hundred Horſe, and fixteen thouſand Foot, were 
marching againſt the Enemy, to relieve Plermel, then beficged , bur in their 
mazxch, one of the Army ftood up, and wiſhed them to conſider thar their 
Duke was. altogether ruled by the French, and yet they were marching againſt 
the French, and that therefore it were beſt every man ſhould rerurn to his 
own home, and live quietly. Upon this they all disbanded. Plermel is 
taken ; ſo is Yenwes, without blow. Nantes is beſieged forty fix days z from 
which they riſe, having done nothing, and with fire and ſword they rage 


50 over all the countrey, driving away all the cattle z ar which the Britain Lords 


murmure, ſaying, they were better return to their Duke, who had proffered 
pardon to them, and cnjoyment of their goods , thento be thus uſed by the 
Frexch. So then they began daily to fall off from the Kings army Divers 
Towns alſo revolt from the King, to the Duke ; ſome of which are re-ta- 
ken again by the French, This miſcrable condition of Br itany muſe 
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dition of Britany, and that the Duke never intended any War againſt France, 
but was contented rather to ſuffer his countrey to be over-run by the Kings 
army , then to make reſiſtance. They confeſs the Duke of Orleans, and 
Prince of Orange, had been in Britany, not to raiſe arms againſt the King, as 
was falſly given out, but to viſit and comfort, the Duke being much afflited 
for the untimely death of his eldeſt daughter, which they were bound to doe 
in reſpe&t of their near conſanguinity. They grant alſo,that the Brit azns took 


Arms to relieve Plermel, but when they underſtood it was the Kings Army 1; 


that beſieged the Town, they preſently disbanded : Beſides they ſay, that 
the Duke had reſtored to the exiled Lords, all their Lands again, therefore 
the Duke humbly deſired Peace; which the King granted z yet he put it off 
a while, till he ſaw what became of Toxgeres, which was beſieged by Engliſh 
Britains, the Town at laſt was ſurrendred upon Articles , that the Garriſon 
ſhould depart with their lives and goods. Then followed a Skirmiſh, be- 
tween the Frexch and Britains, in which one thouſand two hundred on both 
ſides were killed, the Duke of Orleans, and Prince of Orange are taken pri- 
ſoners. Ar laſt the Peace is concluded, upon this condition, that the French 


ſhall retain what Towns they had taken in Britany. -Shortly after , the Duke 29 


died, whoſe only daughter King Charles of France afterward maried, having 
firſt put away his former wife, Maximilians daughter, which was one Wrong, 
and the other was, that he would mary with Maximilian's Spouſe. 

About this time, Chriſtopher Columbus, a Sea-man of Genua , underſtood 
by a Shipwrackt Mariner, that in the Weſtern Sea there were ſome Lands ; 
wherefore he on the King of m—_ charges,undertakes a Voiage thither, where 
he diſcovers ſome Iflands. Mean while King Charles is now in hope to ob- 
tain Sicily, and Apulia, being heir by the laſt Will of Anjow, whoſe race was 
now extint, The baniſhed Neapolitans, Lewis Sfortia, and Pope Alexander, 


now angry with .{Iphonſws, incourage King Charles to make an Expedition 3% 


into 1taly, which he undertakes, with an Army of twenty thouſand Foot, 
and five thouſand Horſe, having no oppoſition; for Maximilians anger was 
pacihed for the loſſe of the daughter of Britany, by marying with Blanca 
Maria, ſiſter to Fohn Galeas, Duke of Millan. Ferdinand of Spain , was be- 
holding to the French for reſtoring Perpenian, the cities of Italy were not a- 
gainſt him , the Florentins help him with mony , Fohn Galeas Duke of Millan 
was now dead, and his Uncle Sfortia ſucceeded, who made no tefiſtance; wa 
Pope Alexander being reconciled to Alphonſus , entertains his ſon Ferdinand, 
with his whole Army at Rome : But underſtanding that all things ſucceeded 
well with Charles, and that he had gotten Viterbium , he diſmiſſeth the Nec 
politans, and receiveth Charles into the city ; having firſt for ſafety retired to 
the Caſtle of S. Anhelo,being guilry of his own crimes, which he redeems by 
large Bribes given, and promiſes made to King Charles, ro whom all the 
kingdom of Naples ſubmits, except the Caſtle, which held out a while. At- 
phonſus being hated by his people, reſignes the kingdome to his ſon Ferds- 
nand, and betakes himſelf ro a Monaſtic life : but the 1ralians could not brook 
long the French pride and rapacity ; therefore Alphonſws and the Pope, ſoli- 
Cite Ferdinand, the YVenetians, and Ceſar, to make a League in which, Lews 
Sfortia is included, for he was now angry with the French for the loſs of No- 
varia, taken from him by Lews Duke of Orleans. Charles hearing what pre- 
parations were againſt him, haſtneth out of 7taly, having exhauſted the king- 
dom of Naples , but before his departure , Ferdinand of Spain had fortified 
Rhegium in Calabria, 2nd ſhortly after the Arragonians, with ſome Sicilian 
Forces, recover all Ca/a/7:4, and Apulia, Charles his Army now conſiſt 


but of nine thouſa:ic., a part whereof he ſentto Sena, for a Gariſon, and ſome 
T ro0ps 
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An.Chriſti Duke ſend Embaſſadors to the King, being then eighteen years of age. They 
—V> found him at Angers, to whom Count Duxow remonſtrates the miſcrable con-

French loſt their lives by famine. Ar laſt the Town'is furtendred , apon'con- 


dition-the-beficged ſhould have their lives, and peace ſhould be-made with $for- 


10 144, andthe Fenetians. A Peacc indeed was made, but of no force; for 'Sfor- 


tiadidinot-according to the Articles fend aid into France , but rather'aſfiſted 
Ferdiaand, Nor would the Venetzans admit any orher conditions then'theſe, 
rowit, that'Charles ſhould make War againſt the Twrk, and leave the *King- 
dom of N aplesito Ferdinard, he paying anyearly Tribute. The French that 
wese left in 1taly, fell off to Ferdrnand., x4 whom they delivered up their 
ſtrong Holds ; fo that of twenty frve thouſand, few returned home, and thoſe 
very infirm... Ferdinand at the ſtege of Cajera, died of a Feaver , having loſt 


his fathernor long before, whoſe brother Frederick undertook the government 


of Napless, ſo that in two years Naples ſaw five Kings , to wit, Ferdrnind, 
Alphonſus, Ferdinand 2.' Charles of France, amd Frederick; many difiſters 
betcll che Houſe of Spuinina fhortitime. Ferdinand of Spain his ondy fon 
dicd, his-ſons wife, Maximilzans daughter, ts bronghtto bod of a dead child, 


his ſan in Law 4/phonſcs, che King of Pormeguls (on, is killed with a fall from 


his Horſe ; his daughter , who was maried ro Emannel , couſin German of 
Alphonſws row named, dicd in child-beds: fo the inheritance falls to Foan 

ho was maried to Phzlip. Nor did King, Chartes proſper with his unlawful 
mariage ; for be left never a'cid toinherithis'Crowm : He died ſuddenly of 
an Apoplexy. At Amboiſe his death was foretold by Savamarils, whom the 
Florentzns buaned, for being too free in reproving the vices of the Clergy. At 


30 this time Pope Alexander 6. fate in:Rome, who tyrannized over the Catdinals, 


v. hich had ſold him the {uffrages z' he made War upon therfars, and ſhotly 
after reccived them into favour, +400 

To Charles 8. ſucceeded his coufin Gerthan Lews t2. who laid claim not 
onely to Naples, but to Millan alf6, by his Grandmother, the daughter of 
Fohn Galeas ,, therefore he makes a League with the Pope, Yenetian, Florentin 
and Ferdinand King of Spain, againſt Lewis Sfortia of Millan, and Frederick 
of N ps, It was then agreed, that if Leww obtained Millan, Cremona ſhould 
be delivered to the Yenetians, and liar CeſariBor3ia, the Popes ſon, who by 
marying Carlotta, the French Kings Couſin, ' bad lald aſide his Cardinals Har, 


40 ſhould obtain Aemilia, Flaminia, Picenum , and Wmbria , to the ruine of the 
. right and ancient owners, and that the King of Spain and France , ſhould 


divide the Kingdome of Naples berween ther, Thus Charks , with a puil- 
{ant Army, drives Sfortia out of his Dukedarh : ſo Borgia by turning but, ot 
killing the Princes of Aemilia, and Herrwria, obtains a large 7 ferorn. in Italy; 
under whoſe tyranny many exectable oppreſfions and villanies were perpe- 
erated. This Pope Alexander beſtowes on Ferdinand of Spain, the Weſt,and 
on Fohy of Portugal, the Eaſt-Indits : to Fohn in Portugall , fucceeded F1m4- 
nuel, ſon to his Uncle Ferdinand. Americus Feſputins, 2 Florentin, diſcovered 
then the continent of America, fo called from him, for the uſe of Ferdinand 


50 of Spain. Sfortia with the Pope, and Yenetiens, deſires Ceſars help agaitiſt 


the m—, French, he upon promiſe of rttony , marcheth unto 7raly , but 
tor want of pay, ſpeedily retrams again, and makes peace with Kirg Lewis, 
who ny in great ſplendor, was called Duke of Lombardy, bit 
Aſcanins the Cardinal , Sfortia's brother , in ſhort time recovers what was 
loſt, by reaſon the Inſabrians could not endure the French infolencies. King 
Lewis 
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An. Chriſt: Lewis upon this raiſeth a new Army, among which were ſix thouſand Swir Jers | 
wV>- Ceſar counſeled Sfortia to uſe no Helvetians, but Sawvoyens in his Army,which 


v. holeſome advice was rejeted, and he thereby ruined ; for when the two Ar- 
mies met, the Sfortian SwitZers would not fight againſt the French Switzers, 
their Countrey men, but thook hands, and lcfc Sfortia tor a prey to the Frexch, 
who took him priſoner, as the Yenetians did his brorher the Cardinal, both 
theſe pined away in a French priſon. | 
Pope Alexander this year keeps his Jubilce, and ſers up again the Angel on 
his Caſtle at Rome, which the Thunder had beat down : the next year after, 
divers Croſles vere ſeen, ſome of a bloodic colour, upon the garments and 
skins of people, fore-runners of the troubles of Exrope, and of great ficknef- 
ſes, which ſhortly after followed, to the deſtrution of many thouſands, Di. 
vers Iſles in the Eaſt-Braſil , and Calecut in the Weſt are derefted, The $4- 
racens are expelled Spain, and Ferdinand is honoured by the Pope , with the 
tirle of Catholic. Lewis of France; and Ferdinand of Spain, ſend Forces 
againſt Frederick of Naples, whom they quickly defeated z but the two con- 
quering Kings could not accord long, they fell out about dividing, and boun- 
ding their ſhazes in Naples , till at laſt the Spaniards beat the French quite out 
of that Kingdom and City, having firſt overthrown them in a Barrel, and 
ſtarved the remainder in Cajeta. So the Spaniard obtains all, and for a Tris 2 
bute ſends every year thence a white Horſe to the Pope, who was not long af- 
ter poiſoned by a miſtake of the Cup-bearer , who preſented him that Cup, 
which he had provided for Adrian the Cardinal, ſome others. Borgias 
by cauſing himſelf to be ſowed within the belly of a Mule , lately unbowel- 
led, diſcuſſed the force of the :poiſon , but could not perfely recover his 
health. Alexander died the 11 year of his Pontificate. Borgia (cizeth upon 
all his Treaſure, and beſers the Yatican with twelve thouſand armed men, to 
force the Cardinals to vote for him. Preſently the people take Arms , Bor- 
gias being yer infirm, is caricd thence in a Litter, and Piccolominy is clefted, 
and named Piws 3. who dicd the thirtieth day afrer his Eleftion,as it is thought 
of poiſon. Borgias'is detained in the Caſtle of S. Angelo. Cardinal Fulian 30 
is cle&ted, vvho calls himſelf Fulins 2, a man fitter for Pauls ſword, then Pe- 
ters keys : He ſtrips Borgias of all his Towns, Caſtles, and Wealth; and at 
laſt gives him his liberty , who gging to Naples, was taken by Conſalvns, and 
ſent over to Spain, Thence having eſcaped priſon, he goeth to the King of 
Navarre, and is killed in the Cantabrian War. Fulins defiring to enlarge the 
Churches patrimony, thruſts Beutivolos out of Bononia, and conſpires againſt 
the Yenetians with Ceſar, Spain, France, Ferrara, and Mantua; bur afterward 
upon their humble ſubmiſſion , vvithout Ceſars gp. == and againſt the 
French Kings will, he departs from the League. and makes peace vvith the 
Venetians, and vvithall falls upon Alphonſus , Duke of Ferrara, for ſiding 40 
with the French. Ceſar and King Lews raging at the Popes inſolencic , by 
means of the Cardinals, call a Synod at Pzſz, whether he is cited to appear; 
and withall they take from him Boxonia, and Mirandula. He again to croſs 
theſe Cardinals , convocates a Synod at Rome, and excommunicates thoſe 
that refuſe to come; he ſtirs up alſo Ferdinand againſt Ceſar and the French,and 
calls him off from his African Viftories, who having impoſed a Tribute upon 
the Numidjans, tranſports his Army into Italy, where he took in ſome ſtrong 
Forts, with him Henry 8. of England, is perſwaded to join, being the Sp4- 
naras fon in law ; but Henry intends to recover his right in Gujen : on the 0- 5* 
ther fide the Spaniard thruſts =” of Navarre out of his kingdome, becauſc 
being in League with France, he denyed paſſage to the Spaniard , and his Ar- 
my. Pope Fwlix alſo calls the SwitZers into Italy, and makes Fohy Medices, 
baniſhed oi:x of Florence, his Legate z he cauſed a rumour to be ſpread , that 


Maxjmilian, and the Fenetians, were agreed purpoſely that the Brixians, iv 
| hate 
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hated the F rench, might deliver the Town to the Yenetians, which they did, 4An.Chriſti 
not without a great maſſacring of the French : But ſhortly after , the French «WY 


recover the Town again, kill the Venetian Gariſon , and make a facrifice of 
the Townſmen. King Lews finding his kingdome vexed on borh ſides by the 
Spaniſh and Engliſh, he reſolves to make 1taly the ſeat of the War ; therefore 
he beſicocth Ravenna ; the Pontificians and Spaniards Come tO raiſe the ſiege x 
a great barrel is fought on Eaſter day, which proved victorious to the Ceſari- 
ans and French, who ſlew nine thouſand of the Enemy, and loſt three thou- 
ſand of their own party. The Viceroy of Naples fled, Fohn cMedices is ta- 
10 ken, Foxius the French General, was killed, in whoſe Funeral eighteen Co- 
lours taken from the Spaniards, Vere caried , divers Towns ſubmit to rhe 
French, 

Not long after this, Pope Falis cauſcth the League between Ceſar and the 
French, to be broken. Maximilian ſides with Fulrws and F erdinand , he rai- 
ſeth an Army of SwitZers, who were incenſed againſt the French, for killing 
of their Agent ; by thcir means the French loſe Millan, which they had pol- 
ſeſſed thirteen years , and bring back Maximilian Sfortia, the ſon of Lewis, 
The French King is proſcribed by the Pope, who notwithſtanding returns to 
Millan with a freſh Army, which was utterly detcated by the SwtFers, and 
20 the French driven quite our of 1taly. The Fathers of the Councel of Pſa, fot 
fear of the SwitFers, remove to Lions : Mean while the Pope and his party 
ſeize upon divers Cities of 7taly, by the Helvetian help. But when Yenice re- 
fuſed to reſtore to Ceſar , Yerona and Yicentia , then the Pope makes a League 
with him againſt the Yenetians, and they with Lew# againſt the Pope and Spa- 
niard, But when Fulius (aw that the Spaniard and French were like to agree, 
he died for grief; to whom ſucceeded Fohp Medices, the Popes Legat , who 
had been baniſhed Florence, and taken priſoner in the late wars at Ravenna. 
He is now called Leo the tenth 3 ir was this Fu#lz#s who flung Peters keys into 
Tibris, and drew Pauls (word. Leo gave way that the ſtones which were hewn 
30 by day, for repairing Saint Peters Church, begun by Fulius, ſhould be cari- 
ed away inthe night for the greatPalace of the Meaices at Florence. He procured 
Lewis 12. to leave off all Reformation of rhe Church, and to ſubſcribe to 
the Councel of Lateras; he reconciled the Cardinals that fell off from Fuli- 
us ; he was much indebted to his fiſter, but paid her our of the indulgence 
mony. About this time Zewss makes Peace with England, repudiates his wife 
Anne of Britany, and marieth another, and ſhortly after died. 

To Lewis Scented by the Salic Law, Francis Yalois, his next kinſman 
and ſon in Law : He enters into League with England and Yexice, and obtains 
Millan, having firſt defeated the SwitFers : the Pope having loſt Parma and 
40 Placentia, = peace with Francis, and condeſcends to confirm by his Bul, 

whomſoever the King ſhould name in Fraxce, for Biſhop or Abbot. King 
Ferdinand the Catholick, being dead, and his heir Charles, Prince of Belgium; 
Maximilian knowing how needful the friendſhip of France was, gives off the 
Venetian war, and makes peace with Fraxcis, The Pope takes Urbin from 
Frazcis Feltrius, Cauſeth Petruccius the Cardinal for plotting againſt him, to 
be ſtrangled , andthoſe that kneyy the plot,to be depoſed : For compleating 
the Senate, he makes at one time thirty one Cardinals , by which means he 
enriched himſelf. Upon the falling off of the SwirFers from the French, Mil- 
lan was re-taken, and reſtored to Francis Sfortia, Maximilians brother. The 
30 Pope recovers Parma and Placextia,with joy of which, or rather with poiſon, 

he uddenly died ; ro whom ſucceeded Hadrian 6. of Utricht , Charls Ceſars 
Tutor z but the next year after his Election, he died. King Francis upon the 
commotions of Spain , regained almoſt all the kingdom of Navarre, and 
lends great Armies into Jtaly, for recovering of Millan, which he took,and 
's not long after taken himſelf. Having beſieged Papia , and ſeparated his 
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AnChriſtt Army, by the advice of Pope Clement 7. who ſucceeded Hadrian, the Pope 
—W>- for his covetouſneſs, is beſieged in his Caſtle at Rowe z his Palace in the Yatz. 
canis plundred ; Rome by the Duke of Burbon, for the Popes perfidiouſneſs 
ro Ceſar, is taken, and expoſed with all her vvecalth, Prieſts and Temples, tg 
,-» the fury of the ſoldiers. The Pope being famiſhed, yeilderh to vvhat condi- 
137 tions Ceſar pleaſed : Mean time the Florentins made themlelves tree, by caſt. 
ing out the Medices, Genua ſubmits to the French, who beſiege the Viceroy of 
Naples, being then in Naples , the Viceroy of Sicily is defeated by Aurja, 
but whilſt the French vvere in hope to take Naples, they vvere ſo vvaſted 

vvith ſickneſs, which ſwept away 200co of them, that they were forced tq 16 

be gone who vvere left; their General alſo Laytrecus died. 

To Pope Clemens ſucceeded Alexander Exrneſius , who rook the name of 
Paul 3. he excommunicated and proſcribed Henry 8. of England; calls the 
Councel of Trent, and urgeth Charles the Emperour to ſuppreſs the Lutherans 
in his Dominions. To Paul ſucceeded Fohn Maria Montanus , who called 
himſelf Fulins 3%. King Francis holds a Treaty at Cambrey , vvhere his ran- 
ſom is paid, and his hoſtages reſtored ; he inſtigateth the Turk againſt Charles 
the Emperour, and about the ſame time adyanceth Learning in Pars , by al- 
lowing and maintaining new Profeſſors in that Univerſity. He makes. vvar 
vvith the Sawvoyen, and loſeth his ſon the Dolphin , vuhom the Earl of Mon- 20 
recucullo poiſoned, for vyhich he was drayn in pieces vvith vvilde Horſes 
then he makes Truce vvith the Pope and Emperour for ten years. The Rot- 
chellers rebell againſt him, becauſe he placed a Garifon there ; then he invades 
Piemont,Luxenburg, and Row{sillon becauſe his Ambaſſadors vvere killed as 
they were going tha way, to make a League with the Turk. He takes many 
Towns in Piemont, having fought a great bartel there vvith the Imperialiſts,of 
whom fifteen thouſand were ſlain. He recovers Boller, and invades England, 
with which at laſt he made Peace, and then died, about three months after the 
death of Henry the 8. of England, whoſe differences were reconciled a little 
before, he reigned 33 years. 

To King Francis ({ucceeded his ſon Henry 2. by Katharin Medices : He falls 30 
upon the Imperial Territories, and takes divers Towns ; the Imperialiſts out 
of Belgium over-run and waſte Campania, the Pope for grief that the Catho- 
lick cauſe in England died with Queen Mary, falls ſuddenly fick, of which di- 
ſeaſe he died ; to whom ſucceeded Marcellus 2%, who the 22 day after his Ele- 
ion, died of an Apoplexy. Petrus Caraffa ſucceeded , and called himſelf 
Paul 4. About theſe times Ferdinand Corte; in twenty years ſpace, ſubdued 
all the parts of America about Mexico; Varga and PiZarws, all Pers, withthe 
City of Cuſco: ſo did rhe Portwgals take divers places in the Eaſt- Indies. 
Charles the Emperour being dead, the French renue the war with his ſon Philip; 
therefore a great Army is ſent under Francis Duke of Guiſe, into Campania and 49 
_— : at S, Quintin a cruel battel is fought, in which the French are uttcrly 
defeated, and moſt of their Nobility taken, upon which the Town preſently 
ſurrendred. Burdeanx rebels for the taxes laid on them , but the Conſtable 
forces them to ſubmit, and to bum their priviledges. Thefme Conſtable 
appeaſcth a rebellion in Gaſcony, raiſed upon the cuſtom of Salt, About this 
time died Henry of Navarre, vvhoſe ſon in Law Vendoſme, ſeizeth on a part of 
Navarre, Mean while Caſal is taken by the French, but arc bear at ſea by the 
Belgians, The French beſicge Doway, but in vain, and are defeated at Grave- 
ling : Ar laſt Piemont and Savoy being reſtored to the Duke, the Dolphin ma- 5® 
ried to the Queen of Scotland, and peace made with Spain, by the mariage of 
Elizabeth, King Henries daug hter to King Philip. Inthe Nuptial ſolemnities, 

ng Haw ata Tilt, is wounded in the right eye by Montgomery , of which he 
died in greattorture, God letting him feel ſome part of thoſe tortures, with 
which he tormented the Proteſtants : he died the Gy third year of hs age, 
and 
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and of his reign the thirtcenth : not long after died Pope Paul 4, who An.Chriſt: 
ſer up the Inquiſition at Rome, againſt the Lutherans, but after his death, "Wu 


the people in a tumulr, brake open the priſon door , and let our the pri- 
ſoners , burnt the houſe, and for three days together , abuſed the Popes 
Marble Statue, and all Monuments of the Caraffe in the City vvere de- 
faced. 

To Hepry 2*, ſucceeded his fon Francis 2%, who though he was young, 
yet was beginning to be as cruel againſt rhe Hugorets, as his father was, 
by burning Annas Burgiuns his body, after it had been hanged : Ar which, 
zothe Proteſtants were ſo incenſed , that they conſpire to ſcize on the King, 
then at Amboiſe , and to cary him away z but the plot was diſcovered and 
prevented, Lewis Burbon Prince of Conde, is ſuſpected ro have had .a hand 
in this plot, therefore is impriſoned : But whilſt at Orleans, the King and his 
Peers { wm aſſembled , were about to. bring him to his Trial , the King fell 
ſick and died, not having reigned tull two years; his mother is made Kegent. 
ToPope Pal 4. ſucceeded Fohn Angelus Medices, who took the name of 
Vius 4. King Philip of Spain, cauſeth 22 Gentlemen of great families, ro 
be burnt for their Religion : He giveth 30000 Duckats towards the Prin- 
ting of the Bible called Complatenſis. 

To Francs 2, ſucceeded his brother Charles g. under whom the Proteſtants 
enjoyed ſome quietneſs, till BeFz, Martyr, and Marlorat, had exaſperated thg 
Pontificians by their writings ; then Pens were turned into ne Francis 
of Guiſe ſtood up for the Papiſts, and Lews of Conde for the Hugonets. 
A barrel is fought, in which were flain on both fides about nine thouſand. 
- onde was taken priſoner,and Guiſe ſhortly after killed by a Piſtoll ſhot. _ Up- 
on this, thc Queen Regent gives way for the Proteſtant Nobility to exerciſc 
their Religion in their houſes, and the people in the ſuburbs. Pizs 4. died, 
to whom ſucceeded Michael Chiſſerius, called by the name of Pius 5. Conde 
a cpa the promiſe made him when he was taken, is ſhot to dearth. Shortly 

er at Monconture , another battel is fought , in which the Hugonets were 
defeated, but not ſubdued , for they bore Arms ſo long in Gaſcony, and took 
ſo many Towns, that at laſt*they forced a peace for themſelves. Mean 
while the King of Spain marieth the fourth time, with his ſiſters daughter. 
The Duke of Alba tyrannizeth tn Belgium , and turns out the Engliſh 
thence. The Netherlanders weary of oppreſſion , begin to vindicate their 
liberty. Pzzs 5. dieth, to whom ſucceeded Gregory 13. France having reſted 
2 while from Civil broils, falls ro Clandeſtin butcheries. Art Parts the 
Nuptials of Henry of Navarre, with Margaret the Kings ſiſter, are ſo- 
lemnized and beſprinkled with Proteſtant blood : The chicf Proteſtants 
40 are invited to the Wedding ; ſuddenly by command from King Charls the 

ninth, all the Proteſtants in Paris are maſſacred, without reſpe& of age or 
. ſex. Caſpar Caſtilios head is ſent as a preſent to the Pope, and letters 
from the King, who writes, that in few days he put to death above ſeventy 
thouſand : For this ſlaughter was not only in Paris, bur alfo in other 
Towns of France, This Maſſacre was committed on Saint Bartholomews 
day, betimes in the morning. The next year after, Henry King Charles his 
brother , beſiegeth Rochel, poſſeſſed by the proteſtants ; but being clefted 
King of Polazd, he leaves the Siege, ,and goeth into Poland; where having 
reigned 1x months, he is called home to poſſe(s the Crown of France by 
50 the death of his brother Charles , who reigned fourtcen years. Philip of 

Spain , underſtanding that his ſonne Charles was gricved for the cruelties 
exerciſed on the Netherlanders z puts him in priſon, where he loſt his life, 
upon ſuſpition that he intended Treaſon againſ? his father, 
 PopeGregory reformed the Calender , which occafioned ſome troubles 
m divers places; but in France, by Proclamation , it is commanded 
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4n.Chriſts generally to be received : Divers Colledges of Jeſuits arc erected under Pore 
—_— - ad in Rome for ſtrangers; he was ſuddenly taken with the Coley, 
which ſuffocated him in two howres. Henry of Navarre ſtrives to have a Na- 
tional Synod of Proteſtants,for ſertling of their differences , for this cauſe he 
ſends his Ambaſſadcr to the Princes, who gave him good words, but nothing 
could be done by reaſon of the troubles of thoſe times. The Cardinals of 
Burbon and Guiſe, with other Pontifician Ring-Jeaders, conſpire againſt Henry 
of Navarre, utterly to deſtroy him. A great Army therefore is raiſed ; Hey. 
procures for his aſſiſtance, out of Germany , 20 thouſand Foot , and five 
f Lov wer Horſe : but theſe were wholly overthrown by the Guiſftans,being firſt , 
forſaken by the Helvetians. The ſame year King Hepry 3", was ſo curbed by 
the Guiſian faftion, that his ſubjes began to fleight him ; wherefore to be 
rid of their power, he under ſhew of great friend ſhip and ſerious buſineſs, in- 
vites the Guiſian brothers to a Conference, whom he preſently cauſed to be 
lain, and the reſt of their confederacy to be impriſoned. Katherin Medices, 
the Kings mother, called by ſome the fourth fury of France, as being the fo- 
menter of ſeditions, died with grief. The Pariffans declare Charles Main 
brother to the Guiſes, Governour of Parts,and of the Ifle of France,leaving out 
the Kings name : but the Sorboniſts were againſt Main. He having raiſed an 
Army, declares he will maintain the Roman Religion, Los, Orleans, Ro- 20 
han, and other places, fide with him. King Henry was aſſiſted by the King of 
Navarres forces, and the Nobility , by which the Pontifician Army is detea- 
ted, and Pars (o ſtrictly beſieged, that they were like to ſtarve within. When 
inthe mean while Facob Clement , a Dominican , under pretence of ſpeaking 
with the King, run him in the belly with a poiſoned knife, whom the King 
killed mmediatly with the ſame knife. King Henry died of his wound with- 
in fourteen howres , having firſt named for his heir Henry of Navarre, to 
whom the Nobility ſwore Allegiance, conditionally , that he would permit 
Liberty of Conſcience , then he falls preſently ro weakning the Guiſran fa- 
&ion, and taking in of Towns. In the time of King Henry the third, the 30 
order of the Holy Ghoſt was inſtituted. The King of Navarre and Conde 
are by the Pope excommunicated : Conde at laſt is poiſoned, and Navarre ex+ 
cluded from fucceſſion. The Battel of Comrtrey is fought, in which Navarre 
was victor, and the Duke Foyenſe (lain. 

In Henry 4. King of Navarre, after ſeven Civil Wars, the Crown of 
France is transferred to the Houſe of Burbon, which Henry as yet could not 
quietly enjoy ; for De Main troubles him, till he was defeated at Arque. The 
Parliament of Rohan pronounce all thoſe Traitors , who fide with the King, 
The Popes quarrel with him for his Religion , to wit, Gregory 1 3. and his ſuc- 40 
ceſſor Felix Montaltws, or Sixtws 5. who from obſcurity, was clevated to this 
high dignity : yet he woud beat no charges in relicving Paris, when it was 
again befieged by the King , fearing to make Spain, (which now gaped for 
France) too great. Yet King Hevry out of pity to his people, permits Alex- 
ander F onus tO Cary in proviſions. Pope Szxtus having procured the Spa- 
niards diſpleaſure , for not affording his aſſiſtance to them , fell into a deep 
melancholy, and ſo died , having belive ſhewed great joy for the converfion 
of the Marqueſs of Badez to the Roman faith ; which Marqueſs , Fames by 
name, after died of a dyſſenteryyin the lower of his youth. Preſently 
Fobn Baptilfa Caſtanexs, is elefted, and called Urban 7. whoſe cleftion was 
accompanied with an Earthquake that ſhook Auſtria , Moravia, and Bohemia, 
with an extraordinary dry Summer, that the Rivers were like ſcalding water. ?” 
This Urban being taken with a feaver, died within thirtcen days, leaving the 
Chair to Nicholas Sfondratus, or Greg 14. he was born the feventh month 
after his conception, and died EC month after his eletion. About 


which time the plague and famin ſo raged in 1taly, that at Rome in one __ 
there 
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there died ſixty thouſand people : yer this Gregory ſpent on the Freneh wars, 
five hundred thouſand Crowns of the publick Treaſury , and forty thouſand 
out of his own coffers. King Hepry perceiving that F arneſiws would not fight, 
cauſed his Army to take up their Winter Quarters all about Paris. -Farneſins 
after four turious alſaults, takeg Corb;lium upon Sexe , which by the King is a- 
gain rctaken. The Spaniards are defeated by the Momorancies , and the Sa- 
voyer prepartions in Province , hindred by Digvier, The Germanes plunder 
Lorrains Country, and are now on the borders of France. Parma returns to 
the Netherlands, having enough tg do with Grave Manrice, The Popes Army 
i- under Sfondrat, the Popes Nephew, did no great matter; for Parma not be- 
ing able to come and join with them, they retreated, upon the report of Pope 
Gregories death z ro whom ſucceeded Fohannes Antonius of Piemont, called by 
the name of Innocent g. he fate but ewo months, and was of the Spaniſh fa- 
ction : to him ſucceeded Hippolitus Aldobrandinus, or Clement the 8. King 
Henry beliegeth Rohan, which atlaſt is relieved by the Duke of Parma. Dr 
vers Nirmithes and encounters there were, to the loſs of much blood. Parma 
leaving the greateſt part of his Army in Frazxce, returns to Belgium, and de- 
ludes the King by delays. Ar Jaſt as he was returning now the third time to 
drive the King from the fiege of Paris, he was taken in Artors, with ſudden and 
:0 ſharp tortures in his body, of which he died : Mavrice ſtrives to take the Sluce 
but could not ; yer he takes Steinvick , and ſome other Towns. King Henry 
ſers out a Remonſtrance, whereby he declares that he is noenemy ro the Ro- 
147 Religion , as the world thought, but that his intentions and indeavours 
/:rc 9 maintain and preſerve it in all places, where hitherto it hath continued, 
{vr tins cauſe the Rm of Twron condemns the Popes Bull, in excom- 
municating King Henry for herefic, and cauſcth it to be burnt by the Hang- 
man, as a {editious and impious Libel : The Popes Legat is alſo commanded 
tro appear before them, that he might be tried by Law, and receive due puniſh- 
ment for his temexity. 
£0 Thetyrexch being weary of their Ciyil wars, an aſſembly of the Guiſiar fas 
ction, or the holy Leaguers, is called, for elefting of a new King. Some were 
for 1ſabella,the Infanta of Spain; but that eleEion was againſt the Salic Law : 
others for Erneſtus the Arch-Duke , Governour of Belgium, F.arneſins the 
Duke of Parma being dead z which Erneſtus was alſo appointed Husband for 
the Infant: but this motion was generally reje&ted. - Others again, will have 
him to be King, whom the Spaniard ſhall nominate , and that he ſhall mary 
the Infauta. Henry fon to Gwiſe that was killed, is nominated King by ſome; 
Main ſeeing they could not agree abour the Election , procured three months 
Truce with Navarre, 10 gain ſo much time for ſettling the kingdom. This 
4 Truce was diſliked by the Popes Legar, Upon this the Nobilty perſwade 
the King to profeſs the Roman Faith, ſhewing it was againſt the Salic Law, 
that an Heretick ſhould be King of France, _ ainſt reaſon, that he ſhould 
be called the moſt Chriſtian King, who was the chief Patron of Hereſic, and 
an enemy to that Chriſtian profeffion which hath continued in Fraxce hitherto 
ſince the beginning of Chriſtianity. The King fearing all would forſake him, 
if he continued a Calviniſt, deſires a Conference with the Biſhops, and other 
Do&tors of the Church. Ar length after five hours diſcourſe , the King in 
white, with a ſhining Taper before him, gocth to S, Dennis Church , Where 
being asked by rhe Biſhop of Bitwrix, what his defire was ; an{wered,his de- 
56 50 fire was to be received into the boſom of the Carholick, Apoſtolick, Roman 
Church, and to live and die in that religion : So being led tothe Altar , he 
5 abſolyed , to the great indignation of the Popes Legat; and the Monks, 
ckeeming this reconcthation of no *alidity : but to the great joy, and con- 
tent of the people. The King ſends Lews GonFage, Ambaſſador to the Pope, 


who in all humility and ſubmiſſion, deſires the Popes BenediRion : mw an- 
wers,

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An.Chriſti [wers, that he ſhall never be perſwaded the Kings reconciliation to the 
—W> Church to be lincere, till an Angell from heaven come down, and tell it 
in his eare 3 but the Gziſians to pacifie Pope Clement , cauſe the Counſel! 
of Trent, purely, and without any condition to be proclaimed and obſer. 
ved,and ſtrengthen their own fide as well as they could; but ſome Monks 
ſuborne one Barreriwe to kill the King, who was prevented ar Melodunum, 
and put to death : The Truce drawing toan end, the Pope, Spaniard,and 
Mayne,are deviſing new plots. Mean while Meux, Orleans » Bowrees, and 
others fall off from the League to the King, who is inaugurate at Chartres

and delivers the Towne to the King with ſuch order and care, that there 
was no killing nor plundering ar all; The Garriſon is diſmiſſed without 
the leaſt affront offered them. Rowen followes the example of Paris, (o 
doth Peiftiers and many more Townes; but other places that refuſed, 
are forced by Arms to ſubmit. Henry of Guiſe reconciles himſelf to the 
King, who perceiving that the Spaniard did ſtill foment Factions in his 
Kingdome, upon the periwafions of Henry of Bullion , he ſends ſupply of 
men and 2rms to Grave Mau"ice againſt the Spaniards, Shortly after one 
Zohn Caſtel being perſwaded the King was yet an Heretick , and not true. 20 
ly abſolved , gets into the crowd at Pars wherethe King was, whom he 
{truck at with his knife , and beat out two of his teet , intending to 
have ſtabbed him in the throat : The fellow is preſently apprehended 
and examined, he confeſled his intention, and that he was bred in the Je- 
ſuits Colledg at Pars, but was ſorry he had not killed that Heretick 
King, whereupon heis condemned and tortured to death, The Jeſuits 
are baniſht France, and it's made Treaſon for any to ſend their children 
out of the Kingdome to be inſtructed by chem, The young mans father 
is baniſhed for 9 years, and his goods confiſcate, his houſeis levelled 
with the ground,and a Pyramide of Marble eretted with a golden C roſs, 39 
and the 4 Cardinall vertues on it, as a perpetuall monument of this bold 
fact. The Proteſtants Pattent is alſo renewed, whereby they are made 
capable of all honors and dignities equally with Catholicks. Erneſtus be- 
ing dead at Braſſe/s, Peter Guſmen undertakes the Government of Belgium, 
and regains Het, lately taken by Henry, He fights a great battel with 


Bullion, near Dorlay which he takes with divers other Townes.

this the King 1s entertained at Ziews with all ſolemnity, and at Rome by 
the interceſſion of Biſhop Perroxe, and many other Prelats whom he had

honored with the Title of [moſt Chriſtian ] Charles Mayne, Henry of Save,

A peace between France and Spaim is at laſt concluded. Mercurias with 
his Spaniſh Faction in Britazy ſubmits to King Henry , to whom King Phi- 
lip reltores Cali, Capel, and divers other places, and he to Philip the Prin- 
cipality of Cerolozons; and fo all old quarrels are compoſed. Savey hereaf- 50 
ter1is toremain free of it ſelf, but whereas the difterence about the do- 
minion of Saluſſes between France and Saws, was not yet decided, but left 
to the Popes arbitration 3 two years after the War is renewed, in which 
the Dake loſeth his C:/alpiz Juriſdiftion, his Fort of Saint Cathrrin which 
threatned Geneva, is demoliſhed, and divers other Towns furrendred to

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the French. A Divorce being made between the King and his Queen An.Chrift 
Margaret , ſiſter of Henry the ſecond, becauſe of their conſanguinity, ro L&wau 


which Divorce ſhe willingly aſſented, onely deſiring that in ſtead of the 
Kings Wite , ſhe might be called his Siſter : I ſay, this Divorce being 
made long ſince, the King is deſired to marie again for procreation. 
Therefore Mary the daughter of Francis Duke of Florence, 1s betrothed 
to him, by whom he had Zews, with other children. The King was by 
Peron.ne accuſed of divers fal{quotations in Philip Mornays Books, purpolely 
to diſgrace him and his profeſſion: The edict of Nants concerning the Pro- 


1c teſtants Priviledges, procured much hatred againſt the King, by the Pon- 


tificarsz therefore divers deſperat plots againſt him were contrived, and 
diſcovered, for which conceived and intended regicide Charls Ridicove 
of Gaunt, Peter Angere, and Nicholas Engliſh juſtly ſuffered death. At this 
time was ſeen in Pars, a Cornuted Monſter, ſome Virgins alſo in France 
and Germany, were known to endure hunger three years and more, a ſtrict 
Law is made againſt Duels, and death threatned to the challenger. To 
Clemens the 3 at Rome, ſucceeded Alexander Medices, called by the name of 
Leo, whodied 25 days after, his ſucceſſor was Les Camiltus,or Paul 5. Duke 
Fojewſe entreth the Order of Capuchins, after a while takes arms, and then 
returns to his Monaſtery. Cardinal 4/debrandin comes into France to make 


20 the Duke of Savoys peace, whom the French had ubdued for not reſto- 


rivg the Marquiſat of Salsſſes, according tothe Articles of peace at Yer- 
v:que. Marſhall Byron intendeth Treaſon againſt the King, is ſent for, and 
denieth all that Finexs his accuſer laid againſt him z but the proofs were 
ſo manifeſt, that he was condemned and privatly executed ; on the Scaf- 
fold he opened his breaſt , and ſhewed the wounds he had received in the 
Kings Cauſe, By Father Cottons means the Jeſuits are reſtored to certain 
laces. Count Avergne is impriſoned for new praQtiſes : After this the 
uke of Orleansis born to the King, and the year after was born the 
Kings third ſon, the Duke of Anjev, and two years after, Mary was born 


30 who married to King Charles of Great Britain. King Henry after he ha 


{etled his Dominions, and maintained them divers years in peace, ha- 
ving placed a great Army upon the confines of Germany , which cauſed 
divers ({uſpitions among the Catholick party, is at laſt murthered by Ra- 
villiac in his Coach, as heewas viewing the preparation that was making 
for his Queens reception, who was Crowned the day before : He was 
ſtabbed twice in the heart ; the murtherer being apprehended would 
confeſs nothing , neither for faire words nor tortures, nordid he ſhew 
any ſignes of ſorrow, affirming that he was ſet on by none but by inward 
motions, and the dictates of his conſcience, having put on this reſolution 
three yeareagoe : So he was put to death by exquiſit tortures of bur- 
ning pincers, and his body torne in ſunder by horſes : Io this Kings tune 
the making of (11k Stuffs was brought into France. The Jeſuits —_— 
was demoliſhed, and a fountain erected in its place. The Order of Car- 
melit Nuns is ſet up by Catherix of Longevil in the Suburbs of Saint Faced. 
A French Colonies tranſported into Canada in America. 

King Henry the fourth of France being dead, his Queen ts made Regent 
during her ſons Minority, who is publickly proclaimed heir to the Crown 
of France, and ſo the great Army is disbanded, which ſome thought had 
been intended for Cleve, , others for 1106, others for the Empire. The 


50 Queen Regent brought much obloqui and envy on her ſelf, by preferring 


Marquis Ancre her favourit; and of the Flerentin Familie , before all the 
Princes of France : It was ſaid he uſed inchantments , he held indeed the 
young King, the Queey, and the whole kingdome in ſubjeQtion : Hee 


exhauſted the Exchequer , made Laws, and unmgde them as he Runs 
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An.Chriſti Which cauſed Henry of Burbon, Prince of Conde, Henry of Ballon, Nivery, 
WW and others to forſake the Court in diſcontent, and to raiſe Tumults, 
The Decrees of the Counſell of Trex at laſt aredivulged, by the im POr- 
tunity of the /ta/tan and Pontifictall Partie z but the Parhament of Pay 
ordered that the writings of Mariana, Snare; , Belarmin and others con- 
cerning the Popes power of depoſing Kings,ſhould be I Cardi- 
nal Perone with theClergy,and moſt of the Nobility ſtand up in defence of 
the Counſels Authority z but King Fames by his writings declared he 
was of a contrary rs 4 Conde's and CAmcres Forces had a ſharp encoun. 
ter, but Ancre prevailed, which Viftory was at laſt his deſtrn@on , and 0 
Conde's captivity : For when Leneweville, Bullion, Mayne, and other Princes 
underſtood that Conde was detainedas a priſoner in Paris by Ancres means, 
they ſuddenly depart the Court, and are proſcribed by the King : The 
Parifians teing madded at this, fall preſently to plundring of Ancres trea. 
ſures, and ſpoyling his houſe, ſo that with much adoe were they pacifi. 
ed at laſt by the Xings Guard. The Princes publiſh a Remonſtance, to 
let the people know what corruptions were now maintained, both in 
Court and Kingdome, and that therefore they were neceſlitated totake 
armes to ſuppreſs theſe abuſes; they allo by their friends, privatly ac- 
quaint the King of the dangers that would fall on him and his Kingdome, 20 
x ſuch abuſes were tolerated, and Aneres treacherous aCtions countenan- 
ced; therefore they humbly beſeech him that he would nor hazard his 
own fortunes, and the welfare of a moſt floriſhing Kingdome for one 
mans ſake, Upon this, Orderis givento Yitr/us Captain of the Guard, 
to diſpatch Acre, who one ww "gg the proud and great Fayorit, as he 
was entring the Palace. At this, Arcre preſently began to draw upon 


the Captain, but before he could pull out his ſword , he is ſhor dead on 
the place with a Piſtoll : When his death was known in the City , the 
people —y rejoyced; and to ſhew their hatred on him (though 


now dead) they foundout his corps which wasprivatly buried , this they 30 
draw out of the grave, and having with all manner of diſgraces abu- 
ſed it, atlength they flung it in a great fire, and turned it into aſhes : His 
wife being condemned for witchcraft and other diabolicall arts, is han- 
ged , and her body burnd; thus by the juſt puniſhment of a few, the 
whole Kingdome 1s preſerved, the Kings angerappeaſed, the peopls fury 
ſati-fied, and the Princes willingly reduced to obedience : But the Queen 
in diſpleaſure, having laid down her Regency went to Blow; and Conde for 
hjs unruly tongue is ined in cuſtody. 
After theſe iad es, ſome joy follows in Frevce upon the marriage 
of Vittor Amadeus, the Duke of Saveys eldeſt ſon, Prince of Pleawons, with 40 
Chriſtina the Kings fiſter , the King was married already to the Infaw 
of Spain. The Queen-Mother being weaty of her abode in Blows, got 
Duke de Eſpernen to convey her thence to Angoleſme without the Xings 
knowledge , who took this ill, and as a \lighting of his Authority, there- 
fore he raiſeth an Army purpoſely to be revenged on E(j ; but be- 
ing at laſt pacified by divers meſſages from Eſpernon and _ Queen- Mo- 
ther to him,ſhe is permirted to ftay at Andes; and Cond: is ſet free A cer- 
tain 7taldan being found teaching of Atheiſme at Thelouſe, 1s by the Kings 
command apprehended, his tongue cut out, and he burnt alive. Mean 
while the French King is courted by Ambaſladors from the Emperor, 59 
and likewiſe from Frederick Count Palatin, now in conteſtation for Fohe- 
mis. King Lewis ſends Ambaſladors to Spaiv for opening the 7 altelin , 
which being the mouth of 1:4/y, was now ſtopped and ſhut up againſt the 
French and Switzers, divers conteſtations were held about this buſineſs, 
but ſtill interrupted, Ax this time de Lune the Kings Favorit, was in great 
power;

Gariſons, reſtores to the Catholicks their Churches, Honors, and Reve- 
nues, and ſo annexeth that Province which hitherto had enjoyed much 
freedome, to the Crown of Frarce, This put the Proteſtants to new 
ſhifrs and conſultations, divers meetings to this purpoſe were had ; a Sy- 
nod is called at Re#tchel, which contrary to the Kings ſtrict and perempto- 
ry command is held, to thegindoing afterward of that town, and the Pro. 
teſtant cauſe in France, for the King ſubdued che Town of Saint Fohn af-

Pope Pasl 5 died of an Apoplexie the 69 year of his age, and the 16 of 
his Pontificat : K. Zews,the pactfication being broke, beficgeth and taketh 
Montpelier with ſome other Proteſtant towns, at]aſt upon the light of fo 
much bloud ſhed , and ſo many ſlaughtered men , he comes tb a new a- 
greement, at which divers of the Pontifician ſide were offended. At 
Ronue Gregory 15. called before Alexander Lodoiſius , who ſucceeded Pope 
Pauls.died of a Palſie: To whom ſucceeded Cardinall Mazhews Berberin, he 
took the name of {rbax 8. In France things being ſomewhat quieted, King 
Lewis enters into league with the Yenetiansand Saveyens againit Spain, for

of Ree, lying over againſt Rotchel ;, at firſt he drove the French 1nto the 
Caſtle,but afterward out of careleſneſs he ſuffered his forces to be cut ct, 
and ſo returns home with loſs and diſhonor. Yendome the Kings baſtard 
brother is impriſoned. Digniers lata converted to the Church of Rome, 1s 
made Maſter of the horſe,Cardinal Richeliew being Admirall of France, is jg 
imployed againſt Rorchel. Conde rageth with fire 2nd ſword againſt their 
Proteſtant towns of Gaſcony, putting all ages and ſexes promiſcuoully to 
d-ath;but at laſt hath a defeat given him by Rehanzthe Rotchelers (toutly re- 
ſiſted the ſiege, ſo long as their hopes of Exglifþ aid , and their proviſions 
cotinued, but when both failed them, &famin began to prevail), their ſtout 
hearts were forced toyeild , for the harbour was ſo ſtopped and barrica- 
doed, that ſhips could not get in to relieve them, nor return the provili- 
ons which Buchinzham had borrowed from them , therefore they ſurren- 
der the Town , promiſe to pay the fine laid on them , and to maintain 
the Kings Garriſon there , tull they build him a Caſtle within the walls, 20 
on their own charges ; upon this tney obtain their lives, eſtates, and Re. 
ligion : In this fiege there died by famin and the ſword, 15 thouſand of 
the beſieged, the plague alſo raged in the Kings camp : Rohan and Son- 
lize are both comprized within theſe articles of Rotchel conditionall 
they reſtore what they yet withhold from the King 5 Montalben lo 
with ſome other places are included in the ſame peace,it within 3 months 
they lay down arms, and ſubmit to the Kingz upon this peace between 
the King and his Proteſtant ſubjeqs : a peace alſo is; concluded between 
England and France, by the death of Buckinghaw , who began and fomen- 
ted this war.

of Clarence, 1s elected and (Crowned King , his prede- 
ceſſor King Richard being depoſed as is already ſaid. 
W hich depoſition'is. condemned by Fob» Biſhop of Car- 
liſle, . in that firſt Parlizment aſſembled by King Henry 4. 
wherein he ſhows the King was' worſe uſed then ordinary 
bot e131 Malcfacors , becauſe they are not condemned (as the 
King was) before they have anſwetedto. the objected crimes. But the Bi- 
ſhop for this ſpeech was attached by the Earl Marſbal , and impriſoned in the 
Abby of S. Albons; then was the:Crown intailed to King Henry and his 
heirs; and forthwith Henry the Kings eldeſt ſon is made Prince of Wales, D. 
of Cornwall, and Earl of Cheſter. 'Aftcr the Parliament:-wis ended, the K. 
isinvited to.0xford, where ſolemn Juſts were to be holden, :by Ew. Plantagi- 
net Duke of Aumarle , Thomas Holland: Duke of ' Surry , Fohn Holland his 
30 brother Duke of Exeter, both half brothers to King Richard, Fohn Monta- 
gue Earl of 'Salisbury, Hugh Spencer Earl of Glouceſter, with others, who pre- 
tending a Triumph, intended the Kings deſtruction privately, by Indentures 
under their hands and ſeals.

King Herry to ſtrengthen himſelf with friends abroad, againſt his croubles 
at home, maried with Fave, Widow -of Fohn, Duke of Britany , and gave 
his cldeſt daughter Blanch m ,mariage- to William Duke of Bawary, ſon and 
heir apparent of Lodowick, Emperor ;\ then he matched Philip his youngeſt 
daughter to the King of Denmark. After this, Piercy of Northumberland, Picr- 
cy of Worceſter, and Henry Hotſpur, are required by the King to deliver up to 
tum their Scots priſoners. Thus they refuſe to do, as being againſt rhe Law 
of Arms, which cauſed ſome diſtaſte.:; ſo that diſcontent daily riſing , the 
Piercres defire the King to ranſom) Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, their 
impriſoned Coulin, hoping thereby to reſtore h1um ro his: Crown, this is de-* 
nyed by the King as dangerous to his own ſafety, giving out that he volunta- 
rily become Owens priſoner, to countenance the Welch rebellion ,” and treache- 
ries 2goinſt his Crown. Upon this, the Pzercies in anger paid his'ranſom,and 
ſet him free-on their own coſt, and withal made a League with Owen Glendor, 
todepoſe King Henry, with whom alſo joyned the Scots, the Earl of Stafford, 
and Scroop, Arch-Biſhop of York, the beheaded Earl of Salwbwries brother, 
with many others z then they publiſhed and ſent him theſe enſuing Articles : 
I. Thar againſt his Oath he took after his baniſhment, never to meddk with 
the King nor Crown, hath wickedly ſeized on the Crown, and made himſelf 
King. 2. That he had impriſoned King Richard, and cauſed him ro be mur- 
thered. 3, Thar he hath ever fince unjuſtly kept the Crown from Edmwnd 5* 
Mortimer, the true heir, as being of Clarence the elder brother to Fohy of Gant, 
father to the uſurping King. 4. That he had impoſed on the people divers 
necdleſs and heavy Taxes. 5. That againſt his Coronation Oath, he had 
procured Burgyſhips for the Parliament, of ſuch as would ſerve his _ 
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6. That he hath hitherto denyed to ranſom his Coulin, giving out tallly he An.Chrift; 


was become a voluntary priſoner, to colour the Welch Treaſon and Rebelli- , 
on. And ſo upon thele Articles, they defie the King , vow his deſtruction, 
and the Earl cAMortimers reſtitution. Hereupon Armies arc raiſed on both 
ſides z and near Shrewsbwry a battel is fought, in which a great part of the Scots 
who bravely aſſaulted the King, are cut off, Hotſpur, with ſome other prime 
Leaders, and many thouſands more are lain, Worceſter is taken pritoner, the 
reſt fled : On the Kings part were loſt one thouſand fix hundred z , of the c- 
nemies ſix thouſand , of which, thirty fix the King flew with his own hand.

The next day thanks are given to God : Worceſter is beheaded, and many ot

The King to proſecute his Victory , ſends his Army under the Prince of 
Wales, againſt the Rebels, bur they were fled : Glendor torſaken , and. at laſt 
famiſhed in the Woods, many of whoſe conſorts were taken, and executed, 
Piercy of Northamberland voluntarily ſubmits to the Kings mercy, proteſting 
his ignorance in that Treaſon , the King for that time gave him good words, 
with liberty to come and go, becauſe he had the Caſtle of Barwice, and {ome 
other ſtrong holds in his poſlefſion. After this, Lewis Duke of orleans,lends 
- achallenge to King Henry ; to whom he returns this anſwer , that his tormer 
26 actions could acquit him from the name of a coward ; that Kings ought not 

to expoſe themſelves ro danger, but when neceſlity required ; that the Duke 
was not his equal,8 that notwithſtanding he would at all times be ready to re- 
preſs the Dukes inſolencies, or raſh attempts on him or his people. The Duke 
hereupon ina raſh paſſion, beſicgeth the Town of Yergien in Guien, where ha- 
ving loſt many of his men after three months ſiege, was forced to riſc and dc- 
part with diſhonour. The Duke of Burgvin alſo, by the French Kings leave, 
raiſcth fix thouſand men at .Armes, one thouſand five hundred Crois-bows, 
and twelve thouſand foot men, for regaining of Callice. But the French King 
hearing what preparations are making in England, and conſidering the dith- 
26 cultie of this attempt, requires the Duke to deſiſt from his intended enter- 
prile. This he conceived to proceed from the Duke of Orleans, who was 
jealous of Bowrgoins valour. King Henry having eſcaped two dangers by re- 
bellions, is now like to fall into the third, plotted by Piercy of Northumber- 
lard, Scroop Arch-Biſhop of York, Mowbray Earl _—— and by the Lords 
Haſtings, Faulconbridge, Bardolph, and others. Bur the plot in the infancy ot 
it, was diſcovered , therefore the King comes unexpeRtedly into the North, 
with an Army, ſurpriſed the Lords , and ſtruck off their heads, bur Piercy 
and Bardolph fled. Pieycy afterwards returns from France into Scotland, where he 
is promiſed aid againſt the King; to prevent which,the Prince of Wales is ſent 
4© with an Army thither,where he rageth with fire and ſword, recovers the Caſtles 
of Barwick,and Anwick,and makes the Scors imbrace 2 peace. After this the K. 
croſſing the Thames from Kent, to Eſſex, under the conduR of the Lord of 
Camos,was like to be taken by French Pirats, The Lord was fuſpected and at- 
rached of Treaſon,but was cleared by his Peers;the Scots enter Northumberland 
with Piercy, and Bardolph, doing much miſchicf. King Henry upon this, levi- 
eda ſtrong Army, but Sir Ralph Rokesby then Sheriff of that County , had 
defeated the Scots already, and had ſmore off the rwo Lords heads, which he 
ſent tothe King for preſents. In the eleventh year of his Reign, a Parlia- 
ment 15 called,fome good Laws are ena&ted; the Kings three younger ſons arc 
made Thomas Duke of Clarence, Fohn Duke of Bedford, and Hs hry Duke 
of _”. Thereſt of this Kings life was peaceable z he en watres 
againſt t ce Turk, and was for that purpoſe providing ſhips, men, mony, and 
Other requifirs 3 but was hincred by an Apoplexy, which art laſt killed him,the 
torty lix year of his life, and 14 of his reign. On his death-bed he cauſed 1c 
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An.Chriſti Crown to be placed by him- on his pillow, fearing ſome other might take it 
—_— that had better right. The Prince thinking he had < 
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been dead, takes away the 
Crown ; whereat the £ing ſtarted up, asking who had taken away the Crown: 
The Prince an{wered, that it was he; then falling back into his bed,fighed and 
ſaid, My Son, My Son, God knows what right I had to this Crown, and how 
I have enjoyed it : tro whom the Prince replyed , good Farher comtort your 
ſelf ; the Crown you have, and if you dic, I will take it, and keep it with my 


* ſword, as you have done; and then the K:n,, died : In this Kings time Guzld- 


Hall in London was built. 


King Henry 5. ſucceeded, who of a wild and looſe young Prince, became jg, 


a wiſe and ſolid King, after he had put away his lewd conſorts. He begins his 
Reign with the honourable Tranſlation of king Richards body. from Lazglie, 
which with pomp he interred at Weſtminſter by Queen Anne his firſt wite. The 
next year he calls a Parliament at Leiceſter, where he is Peritioned to ſuppreſs 
the Religious houſes of the kin; dom, becauſe they were abuſed ; the Reve- 
nues of which houſes were proportioned to yeild to the king the annual rent of 
twenty thouſand pounds,and would alſo maintain fifteen Earls, fifteen hundred 
kni, hts, and above fix thouſand men atarms , beſides almſ-houles for the 
poor. But to divert this violeht ſtream , Chzchly Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury 
being ſolicited by the Abbots, diſcovers to the king his right and title to the 20 
Crown of France, ſhewing the Clergies willingneſs in furthering his regain- 
ing of it, by offering to him a vaſt ſum of mony : This ſpeech daſhed the 
Petition ; and now all mens defires are bent on France : t or this cauſe the 
Duke of Zxeter, the Kings Uncle , the Arch-Biſhop of Dublin, the Lord 
Grey , High Admirall of England, and the Biſhop of Norwich, attended 
with five Ge red Horſe, were ſent to Charles fixt of France, to demand that 
Crown, with the Dutchies of Aquitan, Normandy,and Anjou,with the Coun- 
ties of Poytos and Main; which if they may be delivered up peaccably, then 
King Henry will mary Katherin the French Kings daughter, and endow her 
with all the ſaid Dutcheſſe and Provinces z otherv iſe he would gain them by 30 
the ſword. The French King amazed at this meſſage , deſired ſome time to 
dcliberate, promiſing to ſend Ambaſſadors of his own to King Henry, whoſe 
youth the Dolphiz (0 {lighted, that he ſent him a Tun of Tennis Balls as a pre» 
ſent, fitter for him to play with, then the Conqueſt of France, King Henry 
was {0 incenſcd at this ſcoff, that he ſwore he would ere long toſs ſo many Iron 
Balls in France , that the ſtrongeſt Rackets there ſhould nor be able ro return 
them. The Dolphin hearing of the great preparations in England , ſends to 
King Hezry, that it he would live peaccably with France, and take to Wife his 
filter Katherin, then he ſhould have with her a large ſum of mony, with ſome ,, 
{mall Territories in that kingdom ; the French Ambaſſadors were honoura- 
bly uſed and entertained at the Kings Table, who at laſt depart with no other 
anſwer , but that King Henry will have his Provinces and Scigntories which 
he demands. With this he prepares for his march, having firſt fortified the 
borders from Scottiſh invaſions, and made his mother Queen Regent of Eng- 
land, in his abſence. Then he ſends Letters of defiance tothe French King ; 
but in the mean while Richard Earl of Cambridge, brother to the Duke of 
York, Henry Lord Scroop, and Sir Thomas Gray, upon great rewards promiſed 
them by the Dolphin, conſpired cither to kill king Heyry in his Tent, or ro de- 
liver him unto the French King ; but the Treaſon is diſcovered; the Traitors 
apprehended, arraigned, and executed the next day, 
The King being landed in Normandy, neer Harflew upon the Sein, beſieged 5® 
it thirty ſeven days ; which the Dolphin not being able to relieve , was ſurren- 
dred to Heprie, who ſacked it, and ranſomed the inhabitants, which mony, 
and goods,he beſtowed on his ſoldiers. Then having left his uncle Thomss 


Duke of Exeter, as Governour there, with thirty five Knights, and one o_ 
lan: 
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ſand five hundred ſoldiers, reſolves to gO tO Calice by Land, for the Winter 47. Chriſt 


coming ſooner then uſually, cauſed fluxes, feavers,and great mortality in his —V 


Army ; for there died above one thouſand five hundred men , beſides the Earl 
of Stafford, Biſhop of Norwich, and ſome other Lords; the Kings ſtrength 
then conſiſted only in ewo thouſand horſe, and thirteen thouſand Archers : 
yet the French durſt not adventure upon them, though the Dolphin who ma- 
naged this war, by reaſon of his fathers infirmity, had aſſembled above thir- 
ty thouſand men ; So that the Exglzſh burned and ſpoiled all in their way,with- 
out reſiſtance. The French(then at Rohan) being unwilling the Engliſh thould 
+ 1© paſs through France unfought with, adviſeth with his Councel what he ſhould 
do; after ſome debate, he was adviſed ro fight , who preſently ſends a defi- 
ance to king Henry , whoſe anſwer was, that his men were now ſick, and in 
want, yet ſtrong enongh to repel all violence, if he were interrupted in his 
march. A great Army of French being aſſembled, they intend to fight the 
Engliſh, who therefore place themſelves in good array near Agencourt ; the 
Conſtable of France accompanied with ten houſand horſe-men, beſides foot- 
men, pages, and other attendants, draw near to the Exgliſh Army , that nigh. 
was ſpent by the French in jollity, preſuming an abſolute victory the next day, 
becauſe of their multitudes, and the Engliſh paucity : ſo that before hand, they 
20 Caſt lots for their priſoners. The French Army is divided into three battali- 
acs, the firſt conſiſting of about 16200, was led by the Conſtable, the ſecond 
or middle being bigger then the other, is commanded by the Dukes of Barre, 
and of Alanſon : the third was Marſhalled by the Earl of Mark ,/ Damp, and 
others. King Herris Vaunt-guard conſiſting of Archers only , is condudted 
by the Duke of York. The main Barrel is commanded by the King himlſelt, 
in which vere his ſtrongeſt Bill men; with him were the Duke of Glouceſter, 
Earl Maſhal. Oxford and Suffolk : the rear-ward is direQted by Thomas Duke of 
Exeter, the Kings Uncle. And to keep off the French horſe from the Eng: 
liſh foot, they are all invironed with ſtakes headed with ſharp irons at bot 
2c ends, for the eaſier pitching of them in the 'ground. An Ambuſh alfo of 
Engliſh Archers is placed within a new-caſt hedge , which galled the Frexch 


horſe ; ſo thar their firſt batrail is overthrown, not ohly of the horſe , butof 


the foot alſo, who were wounded and troden to death by the difordercd horſe; 
many of them alſo were knockt down by the Engliſh Axes and Bils. Then 
the French main battail is aſſaulted by the Enel;ſh, who being coura: ioufly 
charged by the French horſe, retreated orderly, and quickly flipped behind 
their ſtakes, to train the French horſe upon them ; who ignorantly ruſhing for- 
ward, goared their horſes ſo, that the main battail was pur out of order, and 
vanquiſhed. In this encounter the King fought hand to hand with the Duke 
4© of Alanſon, whom he felled to the ground, whoſe life he would have ſaved, 
but the Guard unadviſedly flew him. The third batrail conſiſting of greateſt 
numbers, but worſt men, cowardly ran away, caſting down their arms, and 
many on their knees craving mercy; the King gave order they ſhould be re- 
ceived as priſoners ; but whilſt he was purſuinz the chaſe , 600 French horſe 
entred the Kings Camp, weakly guarded, riffling all that they could,and flew 
many of the Guarders , which cauſed a great out-cry : the King hearin2 1t, 
ſuppoſed a freſh Army had been come to fight him again ; whereupon Procla- 
mation is made that all ordinary priſoners ſhould be {lain , leſt they ſhould in- 
anger the Army in the new conflict, A pitifull laughter is made among 
5o them , which coſt the &. many ſighs and tears, when he underſtood that no 
freſh Army was come. 
Though the X. and his men were tired with that days ſervice , yet fearing 
the worſt, he puts his whole Army in Battalia ,* when preſently the Earls ot 
Narle and Fai#lconbridge, aſſailed him with fix hundred men , bur they were 


quickly overthrown and flain. Towards the Evening of this.day , the King 
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with his Army gave ſolemn thanks to God for his Victory, and then gave | 
leave to his ſoldiers to riffle thoſe they had ſlain. Which being done, he mar- 
cheth into Calice,. where he is received with great joy. In this bartail were 
ain the Conſtable and Admiral of France, the Duke of Alanſon, the Duke 
of Brabant, the Duke of Barre, with divers Earls, twenty five Lords, eight 
chouſand Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen, beſides multitudes of common 
ſoldiers ; the Duke of orleans, the Duke of Burbon, with divers Lords, ma- 
ny were taken priſoners. On the Engliſh fide were (lain the Duke of York, the 
Earl of S»ffolk, with ſix hundred others : So after the King had refreſhed him- 
ſelf and Army ſome time in Calice, he returns with much ſpoil and wealth in- | 6 
to England, and is received into London with much triumph. Not long after 
this battail, the Dolphin dicd ; the Earl of Arminack is made high Conſtable 
of France, and none pur in offices but ſtout men. At the ſame time Thomas 
Duke of Exeter, Governour of Harflew, iſſued out of the Town with three 
thouſand men, ſpoiling all the Country , till almoſt he came to Rohan, The 
new Conſtable with five hundred horſe, made the Duke retire , but orderly , 
the French were ſo hot in the purſuit, and came ſo near Harflew, that the reſt 
of the Engliſh within ifſued out, and being joined with the Dukes forces, pur 
the French to the flightfor two miles , taking divers priſoners, which they 
diſmiſſed , not without ranſom. The Emperour S:g5ſmnwnd came into Eng- 20 
land to mediate for peace, but could not : After great entertainment, King 
He:wry accompanies him to Calice, whether Henry of Burgoix upon hoſtages 
repaired. A Peace is concluded berween them concerning Flanders and Ar- 
eos only ; this peace made the French jealous of the Duke, as of a ſecret enc- 
my to France, Not long after _—_ is beſieged by the Conſtable, both 
on ſea and land: but this Fleet of five hundred Fresch ſhips, is defeated by the 
Evgliſh Fleet of two hundred (ail, under Fohn Duke of Bedford, King Henries 
brother : Many French were killed, and many ſent priſoners to England. Up- 
on this the Conſtable raiſeth his ſiege, and the Duke of Bedford new vidtual- 
led, manned, and fortified the Town, and fo returned to England. 

King Henry underſtanding that the French Peers were fallen out into divers 0 
factions, upon private grudges, he calls a Parliament, ſhewing his right to" 
France, his opportunity now to regain it, his good ſucceſs hitherto , the ma- 
ny wrongs done by the Frexch upon the Engliſh, and withall his want of mo- 
ny. Theſe motives were ſo inducing, that mony is preſently granted, and 
with chearfulneſs levied. Hereupon Fohn Earl of Huntington ſon to that D. 
of Exeter, beheaded under King Henry the 4. being ſent out to ſcowre the 
ſeas, fell upon nine Carricks of Genua, hired for the French Kings ſervice ; 
ſix of which he ſunk , the other three he took with great ſtore of mony and 
mony worth. King Henry ſhortly after landeth with his Army in Normandy, 


+ before the Caſtle of Tonque , which he took ; the report of this made the 49 
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Normans flye all to their ſtrong Towns, ſo that the Englsſh withour reſiſtance, 
march, and pitch before Cane, which after long and ſtout reſiſtance by the 
Normans, and many furious aſſaults by the Engliſh is taken, the Townſ{-men 
having flung down their arms, and ſubmitted ro mercy. The Arms being 
heaped together in the Market place , and kept with a guard of Engliſh, the 
King enters the Town, and in the great Church gives 7k thanks for his 
victory. Then he aſſembles the inhabitants at their Senate, where he cenſu- 
red the chief of thoſe who refuſed his mercy, ſome to death, ſome to ranſoms, 
which he divideth amongſt his ſoldiers. The Dolphin and Conſtable, finding 5* 
want of mony, hindred their ations 3 they take from the Queen Mother 2 
=_ maſs of mony , which ſhe had ſcraped together , which ſo exaſperated 
cr, that ſhe got Fohn Duke of Burgoin, their mortal enemy, to be protectour 
of the King during his infirmity, and Regent of France, Hercupon grudges 
and quarrels ariſe , the two factions of the Dolphin and Regent labouring to 
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20 offended at this boldneſfe, replyed, that he was not to be taug 
l 


undoe each other ; fo the publick good is neglected, and the Exgliſb anima- 
ted in the Conqueſts, eſpecially in endl 
aid from France,are willing to tub mit to the Exebſb; thetefore the King pro- 
claimsrhat all who would ycild and become his ſubje&s?, ſhauld enjoy their 
own, 'and receive his proteRtion :'* Whence m6ft of rhe #reateſt Towns there 
ycild themſelves into the hands of King Hemry, and his two brothers, Clarence 
and —_— All which the King ſtrongly fortifieth ; Engliſh officers :are 
placed alſo in Cane. | p- 

Whilſt the King: is thus imployed, he underſtands that Rohan is manned, 


i© and ftrongly fortified, and that the whole wealth of the Country is conveyed 


thither';; therefore he laycth fiege ro that City, and chains the River, having 
made 4 Bridge alſo over it, to keep off all rehef by water. The Earl of 'War- 
wick: with an hundred good ſhips enters the mouth of the River , and” cauſs 
eth the Town of Caodeback give them 2 quiet paſſage towards Rohan, pro- 
miſing to yeild it to King Heyry, if he rook Rohan, otherwiſe to let him return 
peaceably : ſo he goeth for Rohan. Ar this ſiege one thouſand fix hundred 4- 
riſh under the Lord of ' Kil/may repair to the Kmg, and arc entertained by him. 
The King art firſt aſſaulted the City, bur ro ſpare his men , - reſolves to ſtarve 
it, for there were at that time in it, above two hundred and ten thouſand 


>c ſouls : therefore he keeps in the Townfmen by his Archers, and a deep Ditch. 


This fiege continued above 5 months ; in which time , many were ftorced-to 
cat Dogs, Cars, and ſuch vermin; multitudes of the poorer fort were thruſt 
out of the gates, and ſo periſhed with famin. Ar laſt fore Commiſſioners 
are ſent to deſire a conference, which was granted ; ſo the next morning four 
Knights, four learned men, and four Burgeſfes, all cloathed in black, repaired 
to the King, and told him, that it fteod not with the honour of a brave Com- 
mander to ſubdue people by famin, bur by vaJoar ; that therefore if he would 
permit the fick, with the women and children, to paſs through his Army, and 
then aſſault their walls , he ſhould find men to buckle with! ' The King being 
neither when 
co aſfaulr their City, nor with what weapon, fire, ſword, and famin; being c- 
ual inftruments of deſtruction, and indifferently made nſe of by the beſt 
ommanders of all ages; therefore he tells them , that neither will he ſuffer 
their weak people to paſs through his Army , nor will he relieve them, as be 
hath done ſome tkvady being uncharitably thruſt out, and expoſed toll mis 
ſery. Laſtly,he tells m.rhar he who hath ventured through all their Coun- 
tries , and taken' their ſtrongeſt holds, dargs aſſault the Town, and rake: ir, 
when he thinks _ Thuy having ſpoken, he commanded they ſhould dine 
with his Chicf Officers of State.” r dinner, they repair to the' King a- 


40 ST humbly deſirin” a Truce for eight days, to reſalve upon the beſt courſe; 


ch was afſented to by the King. 

Durinz the cight days Cefſfarion from Arms, many conſultations were” had, 
burnothing done. © One day more is defired, and granted ; mean while the 
commons do mutiny in the Town, accuſing and threatning their Magiſtrates, 
and Commanders ; who fearing the worſt, made them all meet in the Market 
place, and demanded what they would have, they anſwer , « rendition of the 
City to King Henry. So after four days Truce more, the City is ſurrendred. 
Burgwndy fearing inſuing dangers , ſtrives to reconcile the two Kings, hoping 
thereby co avenge himſelf upon the Dolphin, and the Conſtable. Many par-

would have Katherjn the Kings daughter, with all the Seignories demanded,or 
elſe he would drive both his Maſter, and himſelf our of that kinzdom, The 
Duke replyed, that the thing was not ſoſoon done as ſpoken : Hercupon the 
Duke reconciles himſelf ro the Dolphin, at leaft in outward: ſhew ; which was.

never wrasd | But whilſt Burgundy ſought to recoritile himſelt more fully 
to the Dolphin, is treacheouſly murthered by the ſame Dolphins procurement. 
Art which, Philip Earl of Carolos is ſo grieved for his fathers death , that he 
1415 meant to put away his wife, the Dolphins ſiſter, but that he was diſſiyaded by 
his friends. Art length he ſtrives to make peace between the two Crowns, 
which atter much adoe, was concluded, and King Henry maricd to the Lady ,c 
Katherin,in whoſe right he is proclaimed Regent and heir apparent of Fraxce.

Theſe Articles were proclaimed inEngland and Fraxce,and ratified by oaths; 49 
then both kings accompanied with young king Fames of Scotland , the Duke 4 
of Burgundy, the Prince of Orange, ewenty one Earls, forty five Barons, be- 
ſides mulritudes of knights and others, make war in Burgos, taking in all pla- 

TR ces that had fided with the Dolphin. The murtherers of Fohn Duke of Bur- 
gwundy, are apprehended, (ent into Paris, where ſhortly after they were ſenten- 
ced. and executed. King Heyry is proclaimed Regent and heir apparent to 
the Crown of France, firſt at Pars, then at London. At Paris the two kings 
kept their Chriſtmaſs : Such was king Herries entertainment and bounty, that 
he wins the love of the French. The late murthered Duke of Burgoims Wi- 
dow, before both the kings at Paris, complains of the Dolphin, and fcven 0- 59 59 
thers, as murtherers of her Husband. All theſe are cired to appear , who 
failing, are proſcribed, that is, baniſhed , degraded, and diveſted of all their 
Eſtates. The Dolphin hearing this , goeth to Langwedoc, where he is aided 
wich men and mony, by Arminac, the Conſtable that was.  Aﬀeer this king

of Normandy ; for that Dutc hy then having left his brother Thomas Duke of An.Chrift; 
Clarence, General of France and Normandy, and Salwbwry the ſaid Dukes De- v8 


puty ; he with his wife go to Calzce, and foto Londen, where they are recei- 
ved with much joy : and ſhortly after, the Queen is Crowned at Weſtminſter. 
Mean while Alanſon the Delphins Lieutenant General, levied 2 great Army, a- 
o2mſt whom Clarence marchetly with his Normandy Gariſons , and pitched 
near Angicrs in Axjow, One Forguſa a Lumbard, to whom Duke Clarence 
truſted roo-much, betrayed him, by making him believe that the French Ar- 
my was ſmall, diſordered, and inconſiderable ; wherefore he marcherh with 


bot his horſe only, leaving his Archers behind, and falling into the Ambuſhments 


of his enemies unawares, was forced to fight npon great diſadvantages , ha- 
ving four for one aeainſt him z and art laſt after he had ſtoutly a long time de- 
fended himſelf, was torally overthrown. 
In this battel were flain of the French y above rooo two hundred , of the 
Enzliſh &he Duke of Clarence, the Eark of Tankerwile, and Kent , the Lord 
Roſs, and about two thouſand more. The Earls of Somerſet, Suffolk , and 
Perch, the Lord FitIwater, and many others are taken priſoners , Sir Thomas 
Beauford, Commander of the Archers, underſtanding that Clarence was be- 
rrayed, haſtned to. ſuccour him , but came too late, the barrel was fought : 
the French upon the news of Beawfords coming, were fled, with their priſoners 


:- and booty. So finding the dead bodies, he burics them, and ſends the corps 


of Duke Clarence inro Fygland, where it was buried at Canterbury, near his 
Father Fing Henry 4. The news of this defeat being come mrs England, the 
King grieved much for the loſs, chiefly of his brother. Then he ſends into 
Normandy, 2s ſucceflor to Clarence, the Earl of Mortazgn, brother to Somey- 
ſet, lately taken; and wirhall calls a Parliament, ſhewing how needful it was 
to fend' an Army againſt the Dolphin: For undertaking of which buſineſs, he 
wanted not-men, but mony. Whereupon the Temporalty gave him one fif- 
teen, and the Clergy two; and for zyoiding expence of time, the Biſhop of

Wincheſter, the Kings Uncle,disburſed rwenty thouſand pounds , which were 


-c Tepaid himvour of the fifteens. An Army of four thouſand men ar Arms,

with twenty four thouſand* Archers , js raiſed and fent to Calice , under Fohn 
Duke of Bedford, the Kings brother, whom the King in his own perſon fol- 
lowed. Who underſtanding that rhe Dolphin with ſeven thouſand men had 
beſieged Chartiers, hemarcherh directly; thither z in the way he was met by 
the Duke of Bargnpey, who brought four thouſand men to him. But the 
Dolphin diſtruſting His own ſt 4 Faiſcth His ſiege. Hereupon the King 
fends Barewndy into Piccardie, to ſup els S. Facques Harrourt , King Fames 
of Scotland in themean time”, beſſegetl,the Town of Direx , and by ſtorm 
rakes it, King Henrie purſues. the Do! in from Towrs to Porgys in Berrie, 
bur being-tmwilling to tire authis men in long parſuits, he returns over the ri- 
ver of Loire, taking in Towns and Caſtles by the way. Mean while news is 


broughtthat Queen KatHerin was delivercd'of a young Herr at Windſor, of 


whomthe Xing ſpake thus 5 ['T Henry, born at Mowmowth , ſhall remain 
a ſhort time, and'gain much ;, but Heprie born at Windſor, ſhall reign | 
and loſeall.] After this, the King takes by force the Town of Meux 
Brie ; hereupon the other Towns yeilded.

cauſed great troubles in the Kingdome, by maintaining Wickliffs opini- 
ons, which could not be ſuppreſſed till Sir Robert Aon, and divers others 
were condemned by the Clergy for Hereſie , by the laitic for Treaſon , 
and ſo were hanged, andthen burned gallows and all. 

King Henry the 6. at his Fathers death, was butg months old, the 
French King being dead, the people there began ro ſhake off the Zx- 
gliſhyoke, and to adhere onely to their new King Charles. The Lord 
Grandwvyle 1s (ent to Pont» Melance, which he ſurpriſed; but not long after, 
Montacute Earl of Salisbury regained it tothe Engliſh, The Parifians ſend 


to England for protection, which is promiſed. The league is renewed 20 


between the Regent, and the Dukes of Burgundy and Britany : The Re- 

nt marrieth Luxe Bargundys brother, bur the wavering Parifians , diffi- 
, = in the Engliſh protection, defire King Charls to recerve their City in- 
ro his hands; which the Regent underſtanding , comes upon them ſud- 
denly with his Army, ſeiſeth on the Citie, puts todeath many of the 
chief plotters of this revolt, and Maſters the Citizens with Engliſh Ga- 
riſons. In the mean time the Lord Wiliam Stewart Conſtable of Scotland, 
with a ſtrong Army beſtegestheTown of Cravant in Burgundy, which ſiege 
is raiſed by the Earl of Salisbwry , with the loſs of 21 hundred of his men, 


and 80co of his enemies. After this che Earl is made Vicegerent of 30 


France, Bry, and Champaigne , and Sir Fohn Faſtelfe Deputy of Normandy : 
The King of Scots is releaſed and at tne hes mm with _ 
the Kings Couſin German, and daughter to the deceaſe1 Earl of Somerſer. 
The ProteQtor ſends 10000 men with money to the Regent in France : 
Divers Towns are taken and retaken ;qthe Duke of Byitayy revolts to 
the French, and ſodid his brother Arthar Earl of Richmond, whom Hemy 
5 had made Earl of wy in Nor mandy, and Governor therez whereupon 
the Regent beliegeth the Town, which promiſed to yeild, if help came 


not from the French King at a certain day : Meſſengers are permitted to 46 


goe and acquaint the enemy of all things. Alanſen ſhortly after with 
16000 Frexch made ſhew to raiſe the fiege, but did nothing , then he fits 
down before Yernoyle , giving out that , had defeated the Regents Ar- 
my, which was falſe, yet by this falſhood he got the Town ; and by his 
retreat ſuffered the Regent to be Lord of Turie : Then the Regent gave 
battel] ro the French and Scors at Yernigle + the fight laſts three hours; 1n 
the end the Engliſh got the day, who loſt of their own men 23 hundred, 
of the French were ſlain 5000, of the Scots 2700, beſides 5 Earls, 2 Vi- 
counts, and 21 Barons : Alayſen with divers prime men taken priſoners, 
Verngyleis ſurrendred too, and fortified by the Regent, who thence go- 
eth to Rohan, where heis joyfully received, then he ſends 10000 men 


to cMyne under Salis bury, who won Maunts, and divers other Towns in 5® 


that Province. Richmond now Conſtable of Fravce with 40000 Scots, 

French, and Britans, beſiegeth Saint Fames in Berayon defended onely by 

600 Buerlhs but this handful ſallying ont furioufly on the enemy , and 
10 


ully Saint George, Salisbury, preſently defeated this great Ar- 
T oh my 
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my, ſuppoſing S«l{i5bury with his Forces had been got intothe Town ; An.Chriſti 
many of the ehemie were drowned, more flain, ſome taken priſoners, WW 


but moſt ran away, leaving behinde them 14 piece of Ordnance, 40 bar- 
rels of powder, with match, wine, and other provifions; The new 
Conſtable to redeem his loſt honor , burneth a few Villages in Azjov, ha- 
ving recolleQed his diſperſed Forces. 


But at home fell out a dangerous difference between the Protector - 


and his Uncle Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter , and Chancellor of England : 
For appeaſing of which, the Regent makes a journey into Exgland , 
10 where by order of Parliament, the differences are compoſed and en- 
ded; in honor whereof the King kept a ſolemn feaſt. In the interim 
the Earl of Warwick the Regents Lieutenant in France, takes many pla- 
ces in Mayne, and is threatned by the French Bravadoes, to no purpole , 
for having made ſhew to fight, they run away: Things being quieted at 
home, the Regent with his Uncle, the Biſhop of Wincheſter returns in- 
to France, and upon Burewndies intreaty he ſets Alanſon at liberty for 
the ranfome of 2eo thouſand crowns ; which money he might have had 
again if he would have ſworne allegiance to King Henry of England, which 
he would upon no terms conſent to. About this time the Biſhop of 
20 Wincheier was made a Cardinall at Calice, more for his wealth then for 
his learning, for he was a rich Prelat , but a poor Schollar. CAwranches 
an Engliſh Gariſon in Normandy is belieged by Ruftian Marſhall of Brita- 
ny; but the Engliſh ſallied and defeated the Army, and took the Mar- 
ſhall priſoner. Pemorſon is belieged by the Engliſh under Warwick and the * 
Lord Scales, who forraged the enemies Countrie there about ; and being 
encountred by ſome Frexch Lords, and 6000 other Soldiers, he defeats 
them, and takes ſome of theſe Lords, with one thouſand more priſo- 
ners : The Gariſon of Saint Suſa» ſurpriſeth the Caſtleot R amfort;which 


twenty thouſand French appointed to raiſe the liege of Poxtor ſon , regains 


20 from the Zngliſh , whgn in the mean while Pontorſon is taken by warwick, 
the City of Aouns is ſome of the Clergy and Magiltrates 
within , who inthe night murthered the Eng/iſh Guard that maintained 
the firſt watch, opened the Gates, and let in five hundred French men, 
whocommitted great ſlaughter there, the Earl of Suffolk, Governor of 
the Town, with moſt of the Zngliſh Soldiers enter the Caſtle, and held 
out a ſiege, tillthe Lord Talbot in the night with ſeaven hundred men, 
by the affiſtance of Syf#{k and the others in the Caſtle, regainedit; the 
Engliſh crying S. George Talbot ſo amazed the (leepie French in the dark, 
that many broke their necks over the walls, thirty Citizens, twenty 


qo Prieſts, and fifteen Friers who had betrayed the Citie , were tortured 
to death as Traitors. 


About this time died the Duke of Zxeer, the Kings Tutor, which 
charge was conferred on Warwick , and in his room was ſet up Thomes 
Montacute Earl of Salubury , who is ſent into France with five thouſand 
men, to which number as many more were added; with theſe he march- 
eth againſt Orleans, ſeated on the River of Loyre, it was ſtrongly forrifi- 
ed by the Baſtard and Biſhop of that place, a Bulwark was erected on the 
Bridge, out of which iſſued the Baſtard of 0r/eans, but was beaten back 
into the Town with the loſs of his men , and of the Fort : About two 
50 months after the Town was befieged , the Earl of Salisbnry looking into 

the Town out at a window of the Tower within the Bulwark, was unhbap- 
pi'y killed with a great ſhot , whoſe death was fatal] co the gngliſh , who 

gan now todecline in their victories. Suffolk is made Generall in that 
fiege, whom the Regent furniſheth with new ſupplies by Sir 1ohn Fal- 
folph; whoin his return towards the ſiege, is ſet upon by 9000 French , 


Qqq under 
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labreth , and Steward, now Conſtable of France, who with 


WY five thouſand five hundred of their men are ſlain, and eleven thouſand

taken priſoners. 


This was called by the. French the battel of herrings , becauſe the 
Engliſh chief proviftion then was ſuch Lenten Stuffe. Orleans being 
wearie of ſo long a fiege, and finding the French. aid failed them, ſent 
tothe Duke of Burgein, to take them into his proteCtion., ' to which 
he aflented if the Regent would ſo agree thereunto ; but he refuſed, 
thinking it a diſhonour for King Hezry to beat the Buſh, and another 


to catch the Hare: Wherefore the Duke's affeQtion to. the Engliſh jg 


began to grow colde. 

At laſt Ala»ſon in the night time (the Engliſh Watches being care. 
leſſe) conveyed many Regiments of men, and Proviſions are con- 
veyed into the Towne, ſo that ſhortly after they Sallied out, ſlew 
ſix hundred of our men, and tooke two Bulwarks, They aſlaulted 
alſo Talboat , in the Baſtile , who beat them back into the 
Towne with lofſe of their men. The next day Saffolke quitted the 
Siege ; and was himſelfe within few dayes after Belieged, and ta- 
ken Priſoner , with his Brother, and. many more, in the Towne of 


Iargzaux, by Alanſon , who kills all his Priſoners, except the former two. 26 


Alanſons Army conliſting of twenty three thouſand men, was in- 
creaſed by the comming of Arthur of Brittany, Count Y audewe , and 
many more, who fall upon Talbgt, Scales, and Rn; as they 
were conducting five thouſand men: to. Fortifie the Towne of Mews, 
theſe three are taken Priſoners after ſome Bloudie blowes, and twelve 
hundred of their Company ſlaine. The Report.of the French good 
Succeſle , made many Townes and Forts revolt to them : 'Hereu 
the French King with a great Army enters Chompaigne , takes Troys, the 
Chiefe City of that Province ; Challens and Rhewes revolt to Kin 
Charles; upon this he is preſently Crowned there; 1 the report of whole 


C oronation,cauſed many places to rebell,and ſubmft to the FrenchKings 30 


The Regent finding the French ſo fortunate in xecovering their 
Townes , meanes to trie them in a Pitch'd Battell , therefore Sum- 


. mons King Charles to a Fight, who accepts of the Challenge 3; but 


when ir came to the upſhot , he raiſed his Camp inthe night , and run 
away 3 the next morning the Regent purſues him, but could not 1n- 
duce him to fight; wherefore he returnes with his Army to Pai, 
where hearing of dayly revolts, marcheth. out againe with his Ar- 
my of ten thouſand men, hoping to make the French ( whoſe num. 
ber was more then double ) to ivgage,, but couldnot; about this time 


King Henry was Crowned. The Regent perceiving that the Townes of ,, 


France generally revolted , reſolves tomake Normandy ſure z+ therefore 
ke repatres thither , calls a Parliament , apd lets them know, the right 
King Henry had to that Dutchie, the miſerics they endured under the 
French, and their happineſs under the Engliſh Government , and 
withall promifeth them a further addition of immunities. Mean while 
King Cboles labours to win.the Duke of Burgucin by great prowiles, and 
ſhewes of priet, for the murthering of the Dukes fother, with which pal- 
lages the Duke acquaints the Regent ; the King perceiving be could not 


winthe Duke, ſets down before Pars with his whole Army, ſcales the 50 


walls, and thinks to take it by ſtorm, bur is beat back by the. Engliſh Gar- 
riſons there. King Henry underſtanding of the daily revolts im France, from 
him, comes ro Callice with a great Army, and by the way of Behav mar- 
cheth to P&-@, where he is anointed and crownedKing of France,receiving 
homage and fealtie from the nobility and Citizens. At length-a peace be- 
ing urged by Pope ZEugeniu:4.both Kipgs condeſcend to a truce for mo 
whic 
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which laſted but awhile, for ſhortly after King Hearys return into — An. Chrifi 
ukey —W 


Ann the Regents wife,and ſiſter to the Burgundian died, whereby the 
affections to the Regent grew cold daily; the truce lately concluded , 1s 
broken by the French, who by ſecret underminings poſleſt themſelves dai- 
ly of towns and caſtles; they ſecretly convey 200 ſoldiers into the caſtle 
of Rohan, hoping to ſurprize it, but the treaſon is detected, and the conſpi- 
rators driven into the dungeon, whence ſome are hanged, ſome tortured, 
ſome impriſoned, and a few ranſomed. Tohn Lord 7albet is nuw redeemed 
out of priſon, who brings from England 8c0 men,and joynes with the Re- 
10 gent,he challengeth the French co fight, but they refuſed. About this time 
the Peſants of Normandy rebel, who marching towards Cane, uſed much cru- 
eltie, but they are quickly ſuppreſſed by the Earl of Arandel , and the L. 
Willoughby, who flew above 1000 of them, and put their ringleaders to 
death by tortures. The E. of Arancel as he was beſieging Gerbory Caſtle, is 
ſhot with a Culvering,and being taken priſoner,ſhortly after dieth. The 
D.of 3arbon after 18 years impriſonment is ranſomed for 18000 poundz 
but died in Zonden the ſame day he intended for France : The Regent and 
D.of Burgein being exaſperated againſt each other by ſome tale-tellers, 
were again reconciled by their friends,and fo far as to meer at S.Omers for 
20 a conference, but whilſt they both ſtood upon pundtiliosof honor , the 
Regent daiming ſuperioritie as the ſon, brother and Uncle to Kings, the 
Burgundian as Lord of that way departed diſcontented ; and forth- 
with Barg»oin makes a league with the French King, the murtherer of his 
father; about this time S. Dexns was betraied to the French by the baſtard 
of Orleans , and ſhortly after recovered again by the Engliſh , who beat 
down the walles and towres thereof. Ponthos allo rebels, and thruſts the 
Engliſh gariſon out of the town; mean while the Regent dieth, and is ſo- 
lemnly buried in S, Maes Church at Rohan in a rich monument, at which 
the Norman Nobility ſtormed, who not long after intreated K.Lews 11.to 
{0 pluck it down,and caſt the Regents carcaſs into the open fields, which he 
refuſed todo, holding it baſeneſs in them to inſult over his dead body, 
whom they durſt not look on whilſt he was alive. After him the Duke of 
York 15 mode Regent, which place was aimed at by Somerſet the Kings cou- 
ſin. Pars revolts with divers other places, ufing the Engliſh cruelly and 
ſcornfully : The Normans alſo rebel and inſult over the Engliþh, till they 
were ſubdued again by Talbot and Scales, who flew 5000 of theſe rebels. 
The new Regent with 2oco ſoldiers lands at Harflew, and from thence 
comes to Rohan,but his proceedings were much hindred by the D. of Som- 
mer ſets privat grudgings; the D.ot Burgundy pretending a title to Callis, be- 
40 f1-geth it with 40000 men, by 3 aſſavits he attempred to win it, but is (till 
beat off with loſs, then he thought to ſubdue it by famin , but could not 
becauſe the Engliſh Navy was maſter at ſea; at laſt he tries to ſhut up the 
harbour, by ſinking 4 great hulks filled with maſlie ſtones mona with 
iron and lead,that they might not be beaten aſunder by the ſea but being 
they were not ſunk in the channel, at low water the ſhips lay dry, ſo that 
the Calliftans tore them aſunder for their own uſe; the Duke had built a 
ſtrong Baſtyle,and placed 40o men it , which annoyed the rown much); 
but it was aſſaulted and won by ſome troops of horſe out of the town, the 
Protector being landed with his forces, ſo affrighted the D. who lay now 
50 between the town and Engliſh army, that he removes in the night, lea» 
ving his ordnance,tents, armor,and proviſion to the Protetor, who ha. 
ving 25000 men in his army, falls upon Flanders and Arteis with fire and 
i{word,and then returns with rich booties to Calice, and from thence into 
England, being in much trouble about the Ssors invaſion with 30000 men 
under K.Fames 1. who beſieged the Caſtle of Ro;burg 3 which the Scars left 
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and retreated into their own country, . upon the coming of the Earl of 
Northumberland with his army. About this time Q. Catherin the Kings mo. 
ther died. The D.of Tork 1s diſcharged of his Regency in France , and the 
E of Warwick is put 10 his room , who after 7 times imbarking arrived in 
Normandy,and ſends Talbot, Faalconbridg , and fir Thomas Kyriel with 5ocg 
men to raiſe the ſiege from Crotoy , atore which Burgundy lay with 1co9 
men. The D.upon this flies into Alberyl, and from thence into Amiens;the 
Engliſh finding ihat he would not fight,enter Piccardy and Artos, {poiling 
all before them , and carrying away much bootie z Xyrjel ſurprezed the 


Dukes carriages and ordnance, T he E. of Mortayn, Somerſers {on , took the 10 


caſtle of S. Auyan in Mayn, where he {lew 30 Scets,and hanged al the French 
men there, for their revolting. The Engliſh begin to have ſome hopes ig 
regaining of Pars upon the rebellion of the Dolphin againſt his father, 
therfore a great army is prepared, but the Dolphin was reconciled again 
to the French K. and ſo the Engliſh hopes were ſtrangled in their birth, 
Tohn L. Clifford un a froſtic and {ſnowie night clothes himſelf and followers 
all in white, and ſo having paſled over the ditches of Poxthogs , they ſcale 
the walls,and take the town, 1n which they killed the moſt part of the 
men found there, ſome ranſomed themſevles; upon this the French King 


in perſon beſiegeth Pomthos,giving it many furious aſſaults, but to no pur. 26 


pole : mean while R:chard Beauchamp E.of YFVarwick and Regent of Fraxce 
died;ſo Richard D.of York 15 made Regent the 24cime, who with a great ar. 
my repairs to the fiege,daring the French K.into the field, which he refu- 
ſed;ſo leaving his Ordnance 1n the Baſtyl of S. Martin which he hadere. 
Cted,raiſed his ſiege in the night,and went to Poyſy, the Engliſh next mor- 
nivg ſeiſe themle]ves of the tents and proviſions left behinde; ſo havin 

fortified the town, the no_ with his army goeth towsrds Poyſy _ 
dares the French King;who finding it good {leeping in a whole skin, refu- 
ſed to fight; whereupon the Regent forſakes him,and marcheth to Rohan; 


when the French K, heard thet the Engliſh were ſo far off, he befiegeth 30 


Ponthoys the24time, aſſaulting it almoſt every hour,he loſt before it almoſt 
3000 men, and inthe end he won the town, where he ſlew 40 Engliſh. At 
lait both Kings being weary of war, deſire a parley, for which Cali was 
appointed, becauſeCharls oforleans who had bin a priſoner in England ever 
fiace the battel of Agencourt,was to be conveyed thither,the Ambaſladors 
could not agree,becauſe K. Henrys demands were thought unreaſonable. 
1.In demanding 300cco crowns for his ranſom, too great a ſum. 2.For re- 
quiring the polletiion of Aqaitan and Normandy, without acknowledement 
of homage to the crown of France, 3,For defiring al Townes and Forts in 


France to be delivered up roK. Henry, which the Engliſh had enjoyed with- 40 


in the laſtzoyears,ſo the parley is diſſolved;yet ſhortly after Philip of Bur- 
gundy paid the D.of 0rleans his ranſom. 'In the interim the Regent divides 
his torces into 4 troops, which In ſeveral places invade France and Norwax- 
dyzthe French on the other ſide being 6co00, fall upon Aquiten and Ga4an, 
taking in many towns and forts, which ſhortly after were retaken by the 
Engliſh:about this timediſlſention aroſe between the proteCor&his uncle 
the Cardinal of7Yincheſter,and the Archbiſhop of York, whom he accuſeth 
for doing publick things for their privat gain, the matter is referred to 
the counſell, but no redreſs was had, becauſe moſt of them were Clergy 


men; and to vex the Protector the more, they accuſed and convidted his ,g 


wife of witchcraft,and that ſhe had conſpired againſt theKings life, wher- 
fore ſhe is forced 3 times to do publick penance 1n London,-and then come 
mitted to perpetual impriſonment;divers of her aſſociates were executed. 

King Hezry made the L.Tatbot Earl of Shrewsbury,and ſent him into Nor- 
mandy with:o000 choice men. TheE.of Arminac to ſtrengthen his title of in- 
herirance to the Counteſs of Coming: lands,offers his daughter in mariage 
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to King Henry, with much money; und a {urrender of all the lands 1n An.Chriſt: 
Aqvitan belonging to bim; thisoffer was willingly heatktied unto; but (WO 
the French King preverited the mdtch', by naktog himſelf owner of the 
ſaid Earls dominions; So King Henry will think no more on that matchi- 
Aftermuch effauſion of 'blood , a-peace is made between the wwo King- 1443 
domes for eighteen months; in which timethe Earl of 'Suffolk without 
any Commiſtion or acquainting tis aſſociates; ſolicits a rharch berween 
King Henry and Margaret, Couſin-to the French King, and daughter to Rey- 
ner Duke vf! Anjou, andtitulary King of Sicily, "Naples and Feruſalem. He 
to demands no money, becauſe the Duke was poor, heallo conſents that 
King Henty (hall freely releaſe toherFather,' all his right'to:the Dutchie 
of A#jou;; aridCommrey of Mayne : Thismotion was well liked by the 
French Lords; and King Henry 3 but oppoſed by the Prote&or, becauſe 
the Duke yas poor, his bonor but «. far. 2. That the King was inga- 
ged to Mary, Arminazs daughter.- 3.x »t hisTofs would be great to part 
with his intereſt in i4#jou and Maynes bur thele reaſons were rejetted, 
the King:refolvestohave her , -and therefore 'beſtowes new honors on ' 
them whb were inelined to thismatch ; among others this Earl of Suffo!k 
is made Marquis, whom the King ſends richlyattended into France, to 
20 receive the young Queen from the Freach King !- and Reyner her Father ; 
within few days after her arrivall ſhe was married, and Crowned. The 
time of ithe truce is almoſt expired, ' great preparationsin France forre- 
newing"the War, King Henry to incounter thoſe preparations, callsa £443 
Parliament , -in which the Marquifs of S#f5/+ makes a ſpeech highly 
tending tohbis own commendations ,' in commemorating his former fer- 
vices, which he delires may be recorded 57 this was: confented to with 
great applauſe, andhe is made Duke of Suffi/E. 
Such was the condition of Fravce at this time , that within few years 
the whole Kingdome with _—_— and Normandy 151oſt to the Enghtſh ;, 
40 p_ bythe wiſe Counſels of the Duke of Orleans, who had he been 
-. kept apriſoner (till , it had been better for England, and partly by means 
of this unfortunate match between the King and Queen ,* whereby he 
loſt Arwinac, and other friends, nor did this Lady bring either money or 
pew friends to ſtrengthen his cauſe : Beſides ; the giving up of his' righe 
of Anjowand Mayne , loſt him both Normandy and Aqaitzy, The marther 
alſo of Glocefter his wile Counſelley; and theKings own milde and peace- 
able di(pofition, were main cauſe#of the l6fs of France; now the Queen 
being of a haughty and revengefull ſpirit ,” feorned that the King ſhould 
be altogether.ruled by G/ocefter the ProteQor, therefore ſhe being incou- 
qo fat ed by Buckingham, Suffolk, the Cardinal of Wincheſter , and the Arch- 
Biſhopof: Terk , -all enemies to the 'ProteRor, calls him in queſtion, 
for the treaſure ſpent inthe French Watt ;* then in Parliament they con- 
demn him to impriſonment, for high Treaſon; and the next day he was 
found dead; thus was that ow auke of Glocefter rewarded for his 
faichfull ſervice. Upon his death the Duke of*Tork begins ſecretly to 
fer on foot his Title to the Crown, the Duke of Soffolt Fils his Coffers 
with the peoples money. The Soiildiers are negletted; the Kings Coun- 
ſellers difabled, and the people diſcontented. The Truce with France 
is violated on the Engliſh fide, by taking the Town of Tongyers on the 
50 Frontiers of Normandy, belonging to the Duke of Brireny, without (ati(- 
faction given to the Duke, and on- the French fide, by taking Pont- Larch 
12 miles from Rohaw, where the Engliſh were cruelly (lain, and their 
goods rifled ; ſo within a few years after, the moſt Towns in Normandy , ,,2 
and Gwyan are delivered up to the French among the reſt, Harflew, and 
Rohan , by Sommerſet and Shrewsbsry : Theſe diſaſters went not alone, but 
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4n.Chriſti were accompanied wich a rebellion im Jreland , which dceew-thither the

who both ſuppreſled the Rebellion, 
and by his wiſdome, countefie and valour, obtained the love of the 
Nation. ; 

The Iriſþ expedition hindred the affajrs of Nermandyz yet Sir Thema 
Kyriel is ſent thither with 1400 men, wha regained ſome loſt places, and 
then joyned himſelf to Matthew Geugh and others, fo that now their ar» 
my conſiſts of 5coo who encountring with 70co of the enemies march- 
ipgto the fiegeof Cane were overthrawn, 4ooo of them being ſlain : 
Cane is cloſely beſieged, and aſſaulted by the Fxench , but ſe ſtoutly de- rg 
fended by the Engliſh, that many French mea loſt their lives there ; at 
laſt the Engliſh being tired out , and Somerſet rmportuned by his wife, 
and clamours of the meaner people, reſolves to ſurrender it , though he 
was much oppoſed in this by Sir Dqwd Hat, Captain of Cane, who af-

beard their Commander , but this rebellion was nipped in the bud, and 
the Ring leaders execyted. Upon this a Parliament is called ar Lejce- 49 
fter, where in the lower Houſe Juſtice is required to be done on Sffolk , 
whom the King to pleaſe the people exiled for 5 years, but as he was ſai- 
ling to France, he is taken, landed an Dover ſands , and his head chopt 
on a boats {ide : Thus was the blood of Hemphry Duke of Glacefer re- 
venged.

After this victory, Fack with his 
graceleſs roux , came to black Heath, thence to Londen, where they did 
much miſchief ; bur at length the Kings pardon is proclaimed to all, except 
to the Ring-leaders; ſo the fearful multuude lefr their Captains. Fack is 
proſcribed, and a thouſand Marks promiſed to him that ſhall bring him dead 
or alive, In the cnd he was found,and lain; as he fought deſperately for his 
life, his head is preſented ro the King, who paid the reward. | 
The Duke of York being advertiled by his friends, and ſuch as diſliked the 
preſent Goyernment, that a Parliament was at hand , left his Depuration in 
Ireland, and returas home , where he adyiſeth with Fohn Duke of Norfolk, 
and his other friends, how he might without uſurpation, or treaſon, ſet torth 
his Title to the Crown, After long debate, it was concluded, that the Duke 
of Tork ſhould raiſe an Army, under pretence of removing the Duke of S0- 
merſer from Court, for miſ-ruling the King and Queen, for o g the 
people, for occafioning the loſs of France, and for other treaſons. The 


20 Ki panes raiſcth alſo an Army , who underſtanding from the Duke of 


Terk, that he intended nothing againſt his perſon and ſtate , bur only the re- 
moval of Somerſet; the King ſent Sowerſer (for a ſhew) to the Tower. Here- 
upon Tork diſſolves his Army, and privately - to the King, where un- 
expectedly he meets with Somerſet, and is'acculed by him of treaſon, for rai- 
fing an Army to deſtroy the King z wherefore he is detained priſoner : bur be- 
cauſe the Kings Councel thoug br it unlikely that he aimed ar the Crown, ſee- 
ing be had diſmiffed his Army upon Sowerſets commitment, he is ſhortly af- 
ter releaſed. In the midſt of theſe troubles, the Lords of Acquitain offers 
ſecretly xo ſurrender that Dutchy again into the hands of King Henrie. Here-

The King fearing that theſe jars among his Nobles, would occaſion 26 
his cnemies abroad to — 2oainſt him and his kingdom, cauſed 
all his Lords to meet at London, The Lamcaftrian Faftion lodged in the Sub- 


urbs, the Yorkiſh within the walls , the Citizens fearing blows , remained 
Neutersz and to keep the Kings Peace , guarded the ſtreets night and day 
with armed men. Burt at length the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury , with other 
Clcrgy men, prevailed fo with their Rhetorick , that the King, Queen, and 
Lords, met, and friendly (at leaſt in (hew) intertained each other. This 
union is honoured with a Rcligious proceſſion through the City; in which 
the King wore the Crown, the Queen was-led by the Duke of York, the

joiced. But ſhortly after, upon a falling out between a ſervant of the Kings, 
and a Gentleman of Warwicks, in which the Kings ſervant v as wounded, 
Kings guard aſſaulted the Earl and his followers , as he was taking horſe ;

The Queen upon this, cauſerh the Lord Avdley to incounter him' on his wa 
with ten thouſand men, and to. bring him dead or alive ; ſhe alſo came at- 
ter with another Army. The two Lords fight deſperately on both ſides : at 
laſt, the Lord Audly with two thouſand four hundred of his men are ſlain, and 
Salisbury remained Maſter of the Field. | 
The Duke of York perceiving that his life was ſecretly aimed art, raiſeth an 
Arwy, and claims his Titie ro the Crown «in the open Field. Therefore he 
with Salisury , march into Wales , where Warwick repairs to them, with 
Trallop and Blunt ,- two expert Commanders in the French wars.

The Lords underſtanding their two chief Captains were revolted, and dif- A», Chriſt 
fiding in their cauſe, fled from their Army in the dark z the Duke into Wales; WY 


and thence into Ireland, the other two into Devonſhire , and from thence to 
Calice. The King glad at their flight, purſues them, bur roo late; he par- 
doneth the ordinary ſoldiers of the Torksſb Faction, bur their Caprains were 
executed, The Lords are proclaimed Traitors, their goods and lands con- 
fiſcated, the government of the North is committed to the Earl of Northum- 
berland, and to the Lord Clifford, Henry the young Duke of Somerſet , is 
made Commander of Calice, who going to cake poſleiſion, not thinking his 
to Enemies were there, was beat off by the great Guns from the Caſtle, The 
Queen hearing of this , prepares to ſend a new Fleet, which lay ready at 
Sandwich , but the Mariners, who favoured the Torksſb Fation, boarded theſe 
Ships, as they lay at anchor, and conveyed them with the Lord Rivers, ap- 
pointed Admiral of them, to Calice;, Warwick fails in them to Ireland, to 
confer with the Duke of York. In his return, the Duke of Exerer , Admiral 
of the Seas, intended to take him, but his Mariners , Favorers of the Tor- 
kiſh Faction, were cold in the purſuit : fo Warwick returned fafe to Calice, 
The King upon advice of his Parliament, attainterh all the Lords of the Tor- 
kiſb Faction, of high treaſon, and fills all che Sea Ports with Gariſons, for 
20 fear of Invaſion : But the Earls at Calice had ſecret notice of every _ done 
in the Kings Chamber ; they manned divers of the Kings ſhips, which Dys- 
hams had brought thicher, in which they arrived within the haven of Sand- 
wich, and took Sir Simon Mowntfort priſoner, Warden of the Cinque Ports, 
vanqu ſhed the Town, and caried away ſuch of the Kings Ships, as they 
found there. They arrive at Sandwich the ſecond time, and are affiſted by 
the Lord Cobham, with twenty five thouſand men, who march towards Lon- 
don, whither the Lord Scales 1s ſent to ſecure it for the King : bur the Lord 
Major would not ſuffer him to enter, ſhewing he had power ſutficient to keep 
the City for the King ; ſo Scales in anger, poſleiſerh the Tower, and annoics 
1» the Londoners, 

The King marcheth with Buckingham and Somerſer , and with many other 
Lords, and a ſtrong Army, againſt the Enemy : the two Armies met near 
Northampton ;, the King is tor Peace, the Queen for a Battail, who therefore 
incourageth the ſoldiers. The hght began, and laſted two houres very furi- 
ouſly : Ar laſt the King is overthrown, two thouſand of his men ſlain,among 
which were Buckingham , Shrewsbury, and many others. The Queen with 
Somerſet and the Prince, fled to Darham, hoping to raiſe a new Army, or 
elſe ro ſhelter themſelves in Scotland. The King 15 taken priſoner; and caried 
honourably ro London. The Tower is delivered to the Lords by the ſoldiers, 

40 againſt the will of the Lord Scales, who ſtriving to eſcape diſguiſed in a wher- 
ry,is taken and beheaded. The Duke of Tork hearing of this Victory, repairs 
to London,calls a Parliament in the Kings name, and ſate down in the Kings 
feat in the upper Houſe, where in an cloquent ſpeech, he diſcovered his title to 
the Crown, being heir to 4Anze daughter of Roger Mortimer , ſon and heir to 
Philip, the only daughter of Lionel Duke of Clarence, the third fon of E4- 
ward the third; and elder brother to Jus of Gant, who was Fatherto the U- 
{urper, King Herry the fourth. He related alſo the ſeveral calamities rhat fel! 
upon this kingdom, under that unlawful government. Laſtly, he requires no

The Lords and Commons after long de- 
liberation, enaRted, that King Henry ſhould continue King for his life, thar 
the Duke of York ſhould be proclaimed heir apparent of the Crown ; that he 

i ſhould be Protector both of King, and kingdom ; and that the preſent poſſeſ- 
fionof the Crown, ſhould be delivered to him , if ar any time King Henry, 


or his friends, ſhould attempt to infringe theſe Acts , now confirmed by

An,Chriſti The Duke of Tork, being now Protc@or, ſends to Scotland in the Kings 
— WW name, tothe Queen, Somerſer, Exeter, Devonſhire, Clifford, and Roſs, and 
the reſt of the Lords fled thither, to repair tothe Kings preſence ; but they 
inſtead of obeying this command, come to the Court with 2n _ of cigh- 
teen thouſand Engliſh and Scots, Hereupon the Duke of York, with his youn- 
er ſon, the Ear! of Rucland, and the Earl of Salwbury , leaving the King 
with the Duke of Norfolk, and Earl of Warwick, march with five thouſand 
men, and met the Queen at Wakefield, The Duke in expe&tation of his ecl- 
deſt ſon Edward, Earl of cMareh, with a great Army, would needs fight, 
which unfortunately he did, for there he was ſlain, and almoſt three thouſand 10 
of his men. Rutland being but twelve years old, kneeling, defired mercy, bur 
was cruelly ſtabbed by the Lord Clifford. Saltburies head, with divers others, 
are ſtruck off, and ſer upon the walls of York, in ſpight of the Torkiſh Facti- 
on. The young Duke of York after this, with three thouſand men , fights 
Pembroke, the Kings half brother, and ſome other Lords, with their compa- 
nies. In thefirſt incounter, Pembroke , and the Earl of Ormord fled, " 
thouſand of their friends are ſlain, Owen Tuthar Father in law to King Hepry, 
is taken priſoner, with many others, and put to death. Mean while the Q, 
Army beats the Duke of Norfolk, and reſcues King Henry from his power. 
But when the heard of young Yorks vitory, ſhe retreats Northward , and rai- *© 
ſeth ſixty thouſand men , and near Towtoy, is met by Tork, Warwick, and al- 
moſt forty nine thouſand men , a cruel batrail is fought, in which above thirty 
fix thouſand Eyeliſþ are (lain ; among which, were divers Earls ; and Lords, 
the two Dukes, Somerſet and Exeter fled, Dewvorſhire, with many others, ta- 
ken priſoners ; the King, Queen , Prince Edward , and others, are fled into 
Scotland, where they are friendly intertained by the young King ; in recom- 
pence of which fayour, Barwick is delivered to the king of Scots. The Duke 
of York being Victor , rode triumphantly into Terk, rook down the heads 
of his Father and Friends, and in the ſame place cauſes the heads of Devon- , 
ſhire, and ſome others, to be ſet up. King Henry (ends his Queen, with Prince ? 
Edward, to her Father Reymer, defiring him to procure aid from the French 
king : In the mean while he reſolves to ſtay in Scotland, in expettation of 
better fortunes. Theſe troubles were preſaged by a blazing ſtar, divers pro- 
digious births, and a monſtrous cock out of the ſea. A Porcland crowed 
three times, turning his head to the South, North, and Weſt. In king Hes- 
ries time Pauls ſteeple was fired with Lightning , and Leaden Hall in Londow 
built. Upon a League with Spain, our Sheep are tranſported thirher. The 
white and red Rofes began to be the badges of York and Lancaſter. Whit- 
tington Colledge, and Newgate are built, The Biſhop of Salwbury is pulled 49 
from the high Altar , as he was ſaying Maſs , and on the top of a Hill near 
Edington, is barbarouſly murthered by the Wilſhire men. Each one of his tc- 
nants carying away in triumph, a piece of his bloudy ſhirt. In this kings 
time alſo, France, Normandy , and Aquitain , are loſt , five main batrails 
fought between the two great FaRtions : 1. At Saint Albons, in which the 
Torkiſh prevailed. 2. On Bloar Heath, whercin the confederate Lords are 
Vidtors. 3. At Northampton, in which king Hexry is overthrown. 4. At 
YV akefield, wherein the king was victorious. 5. At Towtop, in which the new 
Duke of York prevailed.

Y Henry | tercy, and George Dumbar , meets him with a 
ſtrong Army ; a batrail is fou.;ht, the Scots are defeated, 
and Dzelas havin? loſt one* eye , is taken priſoner , with 
ſome other Lords. This batrail was fought at Hamildon in Northumberland ; 
Abour this time died Anpabella the Queen, and Trale Arch-Biſhop of S. An- 
drews, who kept Prince David, a laſcivious and unruly yourh, in ſome awe z 
but when they were dead, he flew into all kind of diforders , complaints came 
daily of him to the king his father, who defires his brocher the Duke of Al- 
. banza, Lord Protector, to keep a ſtrict hand over the young Prince : he wil- 
lin to extinguiſh his brothers race, makes Naevid a cloſe priſoner , purpoſing 
to ſtarve him; but he was relieved a while by a maid, the keepers daughter of 
the prifon, who through the window conveyed unto him thin Oaten Cakes, 
which the hid in a Linnen Cloth caſt oyer her head, ro keep her from the heat 
of the Sun, A' Country Nurſe alſo fametimes gave him ſuck our of her breaſts, 
which he received by a cane ; fo his life was prolonged a while : bur the kee- 
per upon ſuſpition, watched the priſon ſo narrowly, that he caught both theſe 
women, who were puniſhed , the cruel keeper execrating his own daughter, 
fuffered the young Prince at laſt to eat his own fleſh,for want of other food,and 
.» fo he died miſerably. No man durſt acquaint his Father with this fad and bar- 
barous ufage,nor with his death a long time, for fear of the Proreftor. Bur at 
laſt by ſecrer whiſperings, the king hears of it, ſends for his brothbr , and ac- 
cuſcth him, he layerh the fault upon others, and is ready to clear both himſelf 
and (crvants. Mean while he corrupts his accuſers , produceth ſome malefa- 
&ors our of priſon, but free from this crime, whom he cruelly puts to death. 
Yet the king could not but intertain the ſuſpition ſtill of his brothers treachery, 
but durſt not puniſh-him, becauſe of his greatnets : Mean while being much 
gricved for his fon David, takes care for his younger fon Fames , now unde 
the tuirion of the Arch-Biſhop of Saint Andrews, who with others of the 
ic kings friends,adviſe him to fend the Prince to Charles the ſixth King of France, 

{0 he ſhould be educated by him, and out of harms way. Upon this, he is 
ſent with Sizclar Earl of Orkney , his Governour, towards France ; but ſto 
at Flamburg, by reaſon of the wind,or his own ſickneſs , where he is detained 
by the Engleb, and ſent up to the King, who retains him as a priſoner,againſt 
the Law of Nations, and Articles of Peace, made lately for eight years. 

The king of England having received Letters from the Scots King, ſhew- 
ing the cauſes of his tons going to France, and withall defiring he may nor be 
detained in England, defires to be adviſed by his Councel , what he ſhould 
do inthis caſe; ſome were of opinion, that ſeeing this Prince was ſent awa 
to ſecure him from danger, and that there was now a peace with Scorland , the

hen news came of his captivity to king Robert his father, being then ar 
Supper, he fell ſuddenly ſo ill, that they could ſcarce keep life in hum ; fo grie- 
ved he was, that within three days he died, the 16 year of his Reign.

Having had ſuch good ſucceſs here, he attempts Morray land, which 
alſo ſubmitted to him z then having plundred Bogze, he threatens Aberdes, the 
Governour againſt this ſudden and unlooked for enemy, prepares an Army,but 
before he could be ready, the Earl of Marre,with moſt of the Gentry of thoſe 
parts, encounters him near the Village Harlaw, a bloudy bartail is fought, 
which continued till the night parted them : {o greft was the loſſe on both 
ſides, that neither party brag of the Victory. More Gentry were loſt in this 
inteſtin quarrel, then before at any crime againſt a Forain Enemy. About this 
time the Univerfity of Saint Andrews was creed. 

For ten years - a this, no memorable ation is recorded between the two 
kingdoms , cither becauſe of the Truce, and the Engliſh imployments in 
France, under Henry the fifth, or clſc becauſe the Governour of Scotland durſt 
not ſtir, fearing leſt the king of England ſhould ſend home the right heir to 
the kingdom Some inroads the Borderers made now and then upon each 0- 
ther, but not by publick Authority - The Dolphin of France being diſinheri- 
ted by his crazy-headed father, ſends to Scotland for aid , according tothe 
old League. A Parliament is ſummoned, and ſeven thouſand Voluntaries un- 
der Fohn Earl of Bachay arc ſent, who got the French a memorable victory 


againſt the Engliſh , for which , he is made High Conſtable of France , the 30 


higheſt office next to the King. Mean while, Roberes ProteRor of Scotland 
dicth, fifteen years after the death of king Robert the third. In his place is 
ſer up his ſon Mordacws, a man unfit for Government 3 which called the Earl 
of Buchan home from France, who ſhortly after was invited again by the Dol- 
phin into France, whither he haſteneth, with five thouſand Scots, and lands 
at Rotchel, King = of England carieth over with him into France, young 
King Fames of Scotland, ſely by his means to alienate the Scots from 
the French, which he ations do, for when the Scots King did preſs them 
to forſake the French, and joyn with their King ; they anſwered , that their 


King being now under another juriſdiction, had no power over them : where- 46 


forc King Henry having found in Meldin which he took, twenty Scots, he cau- 
ſed them to be hanged , pretending they fought againſt their King. Two 
years after, the Engliſh having got a victory at Yernol, Earl Buchan, with 0- 
ther Lords, and two thouſand Scots beſides, were there ſlain. And three 
years after this, the Scors had another overthrow , as they were conveying 
proviſions to Orleans, Scotland in the interim, is untowardly governed by 
Mordacws, and his three unruly ſons, who ſleighted their old father. Wat- 
ter che eldeſt, being in love with one of his fathers Falcons, begged him, but 
having received a denial, in anger wrung off his neck; to whom the old man

A Parliament, is called at Perth, Where it is unanimouſly concluded , that 
the King muſt be ſent for, all men being weary of the preſent Government. 


Ambaſſadors arc diſpatched into England, the Duke of Gloweſter being then 
Pro- 
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Duke'of Somerſets daughter is given to him in mariage z her portion ſhould 
be retained for half of the Kings Ranſom, for paiment of the other halt, 
ſome Hoſtages ſhould be left: So Fames returns home the eighteenth year of 
his Captivity, to the great joy of the people, who complained of their grie- 
yances ſuffered by Mordaos three ſons, and others, who to ſatisfie the people, 
were ſent to priſon till the next Parliament 

The King and Queen are Crowned about the twentieth of April, Mor- 

i- dac ſet the King in his Throne, a ceremony belonging to the Barls of Fife. A 
Parliament is held, and ſome good laws enacted tor ſuppreſſing of high-wa 
men, who were become very bold and numerous, according to the looſenels 
of the former times. Subſidies are alſo granted, for paiment of the moity 
of the Kings Ranſom, Which becauſe it was unpleafing to/ the people, ſome 

art thereof was remitted by the King. In this Parliament, Mordacus Duke 
of Albany, with his two ſons, Walter and Alexander, and divers others, are 
apprehended, and ſent to ſeveral priſons, the Dukes Caſtles are ſeized on for 
the King. James the Dukes youngeſt ſon, ſeeing the ruine of his Fathers 
Family, in revenge, raiſeth ſome Forces, and burns Dun-Britton; then having 

:© murthered the Kings Uncle, with thirty more, flies into Ireland, where ſhort- 
ly after he died. Divers prime perſons alſo fled with him. Shortly atter, a 
Parliament is held at Sterling , where. cMordac with his two ſons , and his 
wives father, are arraigned of High Treaſon, and beheaded. Not long af- 
ter this, Ambaſſadors come from France, to renue the old League, and ro 
make a match between Charles the ſevenths ſon, and King Fames his daugh- 
ter, being as yet children, 

The next year after, the King makes a Progreſle into the Northern parts, 
for ſuppreſſing ſome turbulent ſpirits there. Divers of the faftious Ring-lea- 
ders are apprehended, and put ro death. CMlexander Lord of the Iles, upon 

;0intreaty of friends, is pardoned, and conditionally that he will be quier, and 
ſubje& ro the Laws, is ſent home : Bur he was ſo '< from acknowledging the 
Kings favour, that he thought himſelf highly wronged for being impriſoned 
ſo long. Therefore he caifeth {ome Forces, and ſuddenly falls upon Inner- 
neſſe, which he firſt plunders, then ſers on fire, He beſieged the Caſtle, bur 
could not take it; therefore triſeth , upon the report of an Army ſent by the 
King againſt him, He was now ten thouſand ſtrong, but two of the Clans,to 
wit, Chatan and Chameron, upon the news of the Kings Forces coming, for- 
ſook him. Hereupon, miſtruſting the fidelity of the reſt, disbands his Forces 
and flies into the Iſlands, and thence intends for Ireland; but finding no (e- 
{© curity, except in the Kings wonted clemency , procures ſome potent friends 
to make his peace with him , to which the Kiag would not hearken , ill he 
come himſelf ; therefore he comes privately to Edinburgh, and in a white ſheet 
upon Eaſter day, caſts himſelf at the Kings feet, and ſubmirs to his mercy ; 

e Queen and Lords then preſent intercede for him : he is commanded to 
ſtay till Divine Service was ended. Mean while the King thinking it fit to 
yeild ſomewhat to the Queens requeſt, and yet not ſafe to ſend homie ſo potent 
and faQtious a man, without fome puniſhment, he ſends him to Tentallon Ca- 
ſtle, and his pragmatical mother to the Iſle Aemona : the Clan-Catans , and 
Clan-Chamerons, deſtroyed each other by their fewds. In the Ifles, Donald 

50 Baloc, to revenge his Couſin Alexanders wrongs, makes new ſtirs. Againſt 
him the Earls of Mar and Cathneſſe, raiſe ſome Forces, whom Donald ſuddenly 
overthrew. Alan Earl of Cathneſs,was killed : Alexander of Mar, fled with 2 
tew. Doyald upon this good ſucceſs, goeth with fire and ſword, through all 
Abria, or Lochaboy ;, but hearing the- Kings Army was coming, haſtneth to 


the Iſles, with rich booty z the chief of theſe Clans repair to the King , tO

tector of the young King, calls a Parliament; in which it was reſolved the 4. Chriſti 
Scots King ſhould be ſent home, and to indear him the more to England, the — WW 
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innocency, bur he will admit of no purgation, till they bring to 
puniſhment , the Ring-leaders of theſe Rebels. Upon this, they go hone, 
v here they apprehend many of them, whom they put to death, and three 
hundred they ſent in chains to the King, whom he commanded to be hanoed-: 
Donald himſelf could not be found. There w:re ſome other of theſe Clans left, 
who by their private quarrels, deſtroyed each other. Mack Donald, a nota- 
ble Rebel, for ſhooing a widow, whom he had robbed, with horſe ſhoos, was 
ſo ſhooed himſelf, and caried about the ſtreets in that manner, with twelve of 
his companions, and then hanged upon Gallov's near the high-way. Mach 
Donald the Iſlander, hid himſelf in Ireland , where his head was cur, off, and 
ſent ro the King for a preſent: and fo the kingdom was pretty well quic- 
ted. 

After this, the King ſends divers wiſe and fincere men about the kingdome, 
to hear complaints , and to look to weights and meaſures. Artthis time he 
had two Twins born to him, which occaſioned much joy, and the inlacgement 
of Duglas and Kennedy out of priſon, who had been ſent thither tor ſpeaking 
roo laviſhly againſt the preſent Government. He advanceth learning , and 
ſends for ſome skilful in all forts of Manufafture out of Flanders. He had 2 
mind alſo to reform the abuſes of the Clergy, but durſt not adventure, be- 


cauſe of rheir power and exempt juriſdiction : Yet he was blamed for the lux- 20 


ury and exceſs of his Courrtiers, in diet, and apparel , though he himſelf was 
very moderate, both in the one and the other. He was diſliked alſo for penu- 
riouſneſs, having a greater Revenue then his brother , by the addition of rhe 
Earls of Marr and Buchans patrimonies, who were dead. Whereas his Un- 
cle Robert, and this Reberts ſon, his Couſin German Mordacws, the laſt Go» 
vernours of Scotland, had been very bauntiful to the people,whoſe inheritance 
alſo fell to the King, againſt whom the Gentry grumbled ; alſo for keeping 
all the Wardſhips in his own hand , which ought to be givenas Rewards to 
well deſerving men. The King excuſed his parcimony,by ſhewing how poot 


his Revenues were by the profuſeneſs of the former Governours and Kings, 39 


and that he was forced to raiſe Taxes for defraying of publick charges. Mean 
while an Ambaſſador comes from France to bring away Margaret, who had 
been betrothed to Lewis, Charles the ſevenths ſon. This Ambaſke iis croſſed 
by another out of England, defiring an union of the two kingdoms, which 
is more natural, then with France, that neither ſpeaks the ſame language, nor 
is con! ned within the ſame Ifland. This union was then earneſtly Tebred, 
becauſe Burgundy was fallen off from England, and France was beginning to 
grow too ſtrong. Barwick, Roſsburg,and the other places, now controverted, 
are promiſed to the Scots, if they will aſſent to an offenſive and defenſive 
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League with Exgland. The matter is referred to a Parliament, wherein it 49 


was conceived , that Erxglands aim was to make the Scots forſake their old 
triends, to the end they ſhould be wholly ſubje& to the Engliſh. Therefore 
they reſolve to be conſtant to their old #3 oo This being denyed, the 
Ambaſſador threatneth war againſt Scotland, ſhewing there was already 2 
Fleet prepared to intercept the Lady and her company. ng 


theſe threats, the King ſends away his daughter, who eſcaped the Ergli 
Fleet, becauſe that was ingaged in purſuit of ſome Holland Veſlils, laden with 


wine from Rotchel, which they took for Prize, ( England and Bnrgwndy be- 
ing now enemies) but this Prize was re-taken by the Spaniard, The Scots 


ſhips arrive ſafely at Rotchel, from whence the young Lady is conveyed by 5o | 


the French Nobility, to Twron, Where ſhe is maried , to the content of both 
Nations. 

The King of Ezgland had now twice provoked the Scots ro make war; once 
by labouring to intercept the Scottiſh Lady ; and then by ſending Piercy with 


four thouſand men to plunder the borders of Scotland, who was mer by Dug-

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" las Earl of Angew, between whom was a hot Skirmiſh, and many killed on Az, chrifti 
both ſides, ſome ſay abour 20-, of the Exeliſh were taken 1505, K. Fames ow 


raiſeth a great Army, and befiegeth Rexburg; but when he was in hope of a 
ſurrender,the Q. comes poſt to him, & in a great fright aſſures him, thar a plot 
was intended againſt him, ſuddenly to take away his life : Upon this , he ri- 
ſeth from the ſiege, and disbands the Army, for which he was much blamed, 
in that he would be ſo uxorious, as at his wives report to diſmiſſe an Army 
raiſed with ſo much trouble and charge. The King in his return, retires him- 
ſelf into the Dominicans Covent at Perth, to try what he could learn there 
, of this plor. Mean while the Traitors (the chiet of which was Y/alter of 
Athol, the Kings uncle) haſten ro bring the Treaſon ro maturity, One of 
the Kings own ſervants makes way for the Traitors entrance into the Kings 
Chamber in the night, who preſently aſſault him 3 the Queen by interpoſing 
her ſelf to! keep off the'ſwords, received two wounds z bur being forcibly ca- 
ried away, and the King left to himſelf, he is murthered , having reccived 
ewenty eight wounds. The ſad news of the Kings death being ſpread a- 
broad, inquiry is made every where for the Traitors, who were all found our, 
and inlefle then forty days juſtly executed. Walter Earl of Athol , had his 
limbs disjointed the firſt day, þ the'Strapado, then he was ſet upon a Pil- 
lar, and there” Crowned: with a burning Crown of, Iron, to accompliſh whact 
zo the Witches had told him, to wit,r hathe ſhould be cxowned in a great Aſſem- 
bly of people : the next day he is dragged by a horſe through the ſtreets of E- 
dinburgh upon an Hurdle. The third day his bowels are taken our,and burned, 
he being yet alive ; his heart is pulled out, 'and his head cur off, and advan- 
ced upon'a Pole. Ar laſt his body is quartred, and fer up in four ſeveral pla- 
ces : Some others of the ſame wicked crew, arc tortured to death, with hot 
pincers z and others with other puniſhments. This King reigned thirteen 
years, and lived forty four : he was buried in the Charter Houſe of Perth; 
which he founded. | 
To Fames the 1. ſucceeded Fames the 24; and youngeſt, of the Twins, for 

:0 Alexander the other died.. This King is Crowned at Holy Roods in Edinburgh. 
During his minority, Alexander Leviſton is made Protector or Regent, Arch- 
bald Earl of ' Duglas, being angry that this honour was not conferred on him, 
ſuffers, or rather encouragerh the Ananders ander his juriſdiction , to ſpoil and 
plunder the Country. - Complaints are made againſt him, whichhe ſleighted, 
commanding ——_— not to obey the Kings Edidts, alledging he. had Re- 
gal powerhimſelt. Beſides there were private quarrels berween the Regent and 
Chaiicelor; croſſing each others power, to the great diſturbance of rhe peo- 
ple; which at laſt broke out into publick hatred, to pillaging, and burning of 
Houſes and Villages. The Q. being much troubled at this diſtemper, and wil- 
{C ling to gether young ſor our of the Chancelors cuſtody, who kept him with 

himſelf in 'Edinburgh Caſtle; cunningly infinuates her (elf ſo much into his 
good'opinion,as that ſhe got leave to lic in the ſame Caſtle with her (on,vhom 
at length ſhe conveyed away in her Trunk, where ſhe kept her Linen, to Lierh, 
and from thence in a ſhip to Srerlin,where the Regent refides, Thither the chict 
of his came tO ſee the King, and to conſult, how the-Kingdom: ſhould be 
freed from the Chancelors tyranny , who had abuſed his truſt, wronged the 
King, oppreſſed the people, and filled his own Coffers with the wealth of the 
kingdom, There the Queens wiſdom and care is highly commended, and its 
o agreed, that an Army be raiſed , and Edinburgh Caſtle beſieged, before the 

hancelour know any thing. Preſently the Regents, FaRion arm themſelves 

and beleaguer the Caſtle. The-Chancelor knowing his own danger, ſends to 
Duglas for aid, aſſuring him thar the Regent aimed at the ruine- of .them/borh . 
_ who hated them both<qually, anſwers him that bath the Chancelour 
and Regent were perfidious, and aimed ar'nothing but their own private good, 
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and thar therefore the Kingdom ſhould be happy if they were both dead. Up. 
on this anſwer, the Regent and Chancelour make Truce for wo days, and 
came to a parly, in which they made known to cach other, how dangerous it 
would be for « Li to jar, ſeeing Duglas defired the ruine of them both, aim- 
ino at the ſole rule of the kingdom, which he would cafily obtain, if cither he 
could ruine one or both of them. Thus they two agreed : The Chancelour 
delivers the keys of the Caſtle to the King, where he ſupped that night, and 
the next day confirms the one in his Chancelorſhip, the other in his Regency, 
But not long after, Duglas their mortal enemy died, whoſe ſon being fourteen 
years of age, by reaſon of his great wealth and power , and pufft up alſo 1g 
with flatterers, took more ſtate on him, then became a ſubject. His Court 
outvied the Kings z his Guard conſiſted of two thouſand horſe , he made 
Knights;and Councellors, and Officers of his State z then he ſends Ambaſſa- 
dors to the French King , mentioning the merits of his Progenitorstothe 
Crown of France, and fo he obtains the Title of Duke of Twron, or Tours. 
Which honour his Grand-father received from Charls 7. and his father till 
that time enjoyed it. So formidable was the power of Duglas, that the Re- 
oent and Chancelour committed the Queen and her husband Fames Stuart of 
Lorn to priſon, upon ſuſpition that they complyed with him. Nor were the 
ſer free , till they had cleared themſelyes, and promiſed not to meddle with 20 
publick buſineſs, without the Regents knowledge, . 

Whilſt the kingdom was thus diſtracted, the Iflanders land with great For- 
ces upon the main land,and with fire and fword,ſpoil all before: them , fparing 
neither ſex nor age. To theſe miſcries were added a great famin and peſtilence 
the cauſe of all theſe calamitics is aſcribed to the Regents tyrannical govern- 
ment, who ſleighting the Chancelor,ruled all by himſelf. Burt the Chancelour 
ſeeing how diſcontent the people were with the Viceroy, ſeizeth himſelf of E- 
dinburgh Caſtle, and then watched an opportunity, to get the King our of the 
_— cuſtody. One day the King was hunting in the Woods near Srerlin, 
with a ſmal company, the Regent 
cclor with ſome Troops of horſe hghong on the King, deſires him not to fear, 
they Were come to take him "_ rom his Imperious;Tutor,and to ſct him at 
liberty ; therefore (ſaich the Chancelour) Phy the King, and ſtrive now to 
rule both your ſelf, and your people, whoſe diſcaſe is ſuch as cannot be cured 
but by your own immediat hand. With this, he lcads the Kings Horſe by 
the bridle, to a place not far off, where. four thouſand horſe were ready to 
convey him to Edinbergh, where he is received with great 'acclamation. The 
Viceroy being much perplexcd,that he was thus overrcached -by the Chan- 
celor, and not knowing whom to truſt , reſolves to caſt himſelf upon the 


Chancelour : therefore with ſome of his retinue, rides to Ediwburgh , and 40 |

Having done what he 20 
could againſt Crichton, he trics what he can do againſt Leviton the Regent, 
whom he cauſeth with his ſon Fames, and divers athers, to be ſummoned to 
the Parliament at Edjzbargh, where they are accuſed of high crimes. The 
Regent, and the two Dwnaaſſes, are ſent to priſon in Daxbartos Caſtle, the reſt 
are beheaded. Fames the Regents ſon, on the Scaffold, complained much 
againſt the inconſtancy of Fortune, and vanity of worldly Honours ; ſhew- 
ing, that notwithſtanCing his Father had been Vice-Roy of Scotland, and 
had done ſo -much x 00d ſcrvice for the King and kingdome, yet all :5 forgot, 
the Kings pardon fleightcd, the intreaties of the Nobility for his life rejadted ; 
therefore witheth all men to beware of publick imployments,and honours, be- 39 * 


ing the deceitful ſmiles of flattering fortune : and having fo ſaid , laid down 
his neck on the block, to the great grict of the Spectators. 

i. In the midſt of theſe Civil broils, Crichton the Chancelour is ſent Ambaſ- 
fador into France, to renue the old League, and to pet a w fe for the King, 


About this time Cameron, Arch Biſhop of Glaſgow, for his crueltics and op- 
preſſion of his tenants, was called upon by a ſtrange voice to appear before 
Chriſts Tribunal ; being then aſleep , he awaketh in fear, and calls up his 
ſervants, who ſate down by him : He calls for a Book, and as he was begin- 
ning to read, the voice ſummons him _ , to the amazement of his ſer- 
vants z but when the voice called the third time , he gavea hideous groan, 49 
thruſt out his tongue and died. And now the Truce wit) England's expired : 
whereupon incurſions are made into each others Territorics, fire, and word, 


. raging on both fides, ſo that the Country for many miles is 12id waſte - 


therefore a new Truce for ſeven years is concluded ; betore the expiration of 
which, the Borcerers begin to ſpoil and rob each other, Complaints being 


madce'on both fides , Armies are raiſed; a batrail is fought, in which the 


Scots had the better 3 three thouſand of the Engliſh being flain, and of the 
Scots fix hundred only ; many were taken priſoners, and much booty is caried 
into Edinburgh. This batrail was fought ata place called Sarc. Upon the 
new3 of this overthrow at London, a new Army is appointed to be ſent a- 50 
anſt the Scots, tor re-gaining- of what was loſt : but this Expedition was 
lincred by the inteſtin commorions in Exgland; therefore Ambaſſadors are 
lent to Scotland, with Propoſitions of Peace : upon which, when they could 
not agree, a Truce is made for three years; and preſently after a Meſſenger is 


ſent trom the Chancelour out of Flanders, about the mariage of thc __ 
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Earls, and is Crowned at Holy Roods. 


After this , Earl Duglas undertakes a journy for Rome, being the year of 


Jubilee, accompanted with many Lords and Gentlemen; who in his abſence 
is complained of by his enemies to the King, who durſt not. ih his preſence, 
whiſper againſt him. He is accuſed of divers opprefſions. The King was 
not Villing to hear any complaints againſt him, being abſent; yer to ſtop the 
; Clamours of the people, he ſends ro the Eaxls Proctor, 'to appear, and to 
10 fake notice of the crimes objeted againſt his Lord. He refuſerh to come , 
wherefore he is impriſoned for contempt z but art laſt he ſubmits, and comes 
into the Court, who Petitioned, that the Trial be pur off, till the Earl come 
himſelf. Bur a ſentence paſt for ſatisfa<tion of his debts. To this pnrpoſe, 
Commiſhoners are appointed to take up his Revenues, who wegg {leighted 
by the Earls Tenants and Vaſlals, therefore the King ſends an | into 
Galloway to force them. The Earl hearing of theſe paſſages at Rome , was 
much perplexed ; he was alſo forſaken by divers of his followers : fo that he 
returns home with thin Attendaats. | 
Before he came to the King , he premiſes his brother Fames to ſound out 
0 how he was affected towards him , and finding he ſtood right in the Kings opi- 
nion, returns home ; and upon promiſe that he would ſuppreſſe the Annanders, 
who were notable Robbers, he is ſo highly advanced inthe Kings favour, that 
he confers on him the Title of Vice-Roy of Scotland; which afterward .he 
forfeited, by having ſecret correſpondency with the King of England. Crichton 
the Chancelor was again advanced, hich ſo angerd Dnglas, that he (et ſome 
of his tollowers in the high-way one night, as he was going home from Edzn- 
burgh,to murther him * but being a ſtout man, he eſcaped, by killing one, and 
wounding another, but he was wounded alſo himſeclt. Shortly afcer, being re- 
covered, he returns unexpectedly to Edinburgh, with 2 great Train of his friends 
;0 and ſcrvants, , and had almoſt ſurpriſed Dug/as, who nc eſcaped the dan- 
ger, to make his party the ſtronger , enters into league with the two richeſt 
Earls of that time; ro wit, of Roſſe, and Craford. So that now he began to 
fleight the King ; for one Sir Fohn Harris of Galloway complaining to Duglas 
of the wr s + had ſuffered by the Ananders , his Vaſſals, and finding no 
redreſle, fall himſelf upon them with ſome Forces, which he had raiſed, ho- 
ping to recover his loſſes. Bur he with his Train was ſurpriſed by the Earls 
Forces, and hanged, notwithſtanding the King by his Letters intreated his 
pardon. This made people give out, that Dagles aimed to be King him- 
ſelf; for when the King had interceded again for a chief man of the Maclel- 
zo lens, whom Duglas kept in priſon-for killing one of, his name, he ſleighred 
the Kings requeſt, &exccuted the Gentleman. The King being ſtirred up by rhe 
clamors ike people againſt Deg/as,fends for him,who becauſe of his guilty 
mind, refuſeth ro come, knowing that he had many enemies ar Court... Yer 
at laſt, upon the publick: faith , confirmed by hand and ſeal ; he adventures 
to come to Sterlin with 2 great Train , where he is kindly ufed by the King, 
who after Supper, calls him aſide, and reproves him for hisingratitude, and 
inſolencics ; yet promiſeth'ro. pardon all by-paſt offences, if he will break off 
the league with Roſſe and Craford, which could not conſiſt with the Kings 
ſafety or honour. Arrthis the Earl began to le, and-uſe tergiverſation, 
50 ſaying, he would adviſe with his friends, and that the King nceded not to be ſo 
haſty or prefling. Ar this he was ſo incenſed, that he told the Earl plainly, 
if you. will not (faith/ he): break off this contederacy, I will, and with that 
ſtabs him in the breaſt with his dagger. The Conrtiers hearing a noiſe, pre- 
{ently brake into'the room, each one giving the Earl a wound: Upon the re-

Ediouſneſle of the King and his Court , defires his brothers , friends, and 
followers, tO "wr tum. 4 Caſtle ; bur they wanted ſtrcngah enough for that 
enterpriſe, therefore they take the Kings Patent containing the Publick Faith, 
and ties it to a horſe tail, dragging it up and down the ſtreets, and uſing all 
opprobrious ſpeeches againſt the King and his Court. Then in the Market 
place the King and his adherents are denounced Perjurers , Truce-breakers, 
and enemies to all good men, by the ſound of five hundred horns : at laſt 
they plunder the Town, and fire it. Fo Ap * 
Within few days this inraged multitude falls to ſpoiling of all the Kings 
lands and tenants 4 they beſiege alſo Dalketh Caſtle, bur could not take it. 
the interim the King raiſeth an Army, but becauſe the Duglaſsians were too 
ſtrong for him, he reſolves to forbear action, till Alexander Gordon come with 
his Northern Forces the Earl of Craford to keep theſe from joining with the 
Kings Southern Forces, encounters with Gurdow at Brechin in Anguſe. A fierce 
Battail is fought, in which the Crafordians are defeated , many prime men 
on both ſides vere killed, .Gordon here loſt both his brothers , and was for- 
ced to return home with his victorious Army, to ſuppreſs the Earl of Marry, 
who was raging with fire and ſword in Hwntlies Country of Bogy, but the 26 
Gordons beat him not only thence, but alſo our of his own Country of Murry. 
Mean while a Parliament is called at Edinburgh, ro which Earl Duglas and the 
Lords that followed him, are ſummoned to appear , who refuſe to come. 
The Earl alſo cauſed a paper to be faſtned the next night on the' Church door, 
wherein he renounceth all Allegiance to the King, ſaying, that he will never 
truſt him, who murthered his Coufins at Edinburgh, and his brother ar Ster- 
lin, being allured thither upon the publick faith s for. this contumacy, this 
Earl Fames, with his brothers, and Beatrix, his deceaſed brothers wife, with 
the Earl of Crawford, are proclaimed Rebels. An Army is raiſed to purſue 
them z their houſes are plundred, ficlds waſted, barns fired , and their cattel 30 
driven away. Earl Fames in the mean time to keep the wealth once gotten, 
ſill in his Family, marieth with Beatrix, his defun& brothers wife, and deals 
with the Pope for a diſpenſation, which the rp. bc his Letters hindred. The 
three enſuing years are ſpent in deſtroying each other with fire and {word;wher- 
upon followed the famine and peſtilence. Some of the Earls wiſcſt friends, 
adviſe him to ſubmit to the King, rather then ſtand our ro the ruine of himſelf, 
family, and friends : bur he is reſolved never to truſt thoſe that had murthered 
=_ their faith, his Couſins, and brother Earl Craford being weary of 
wars, and of the injuſtice of the cauſe, reſolves in time to ſubmitto the 
Kings mercy, thereforgone day bare-footed , and barc-headed , he comes i? 
and caſts himſclf at the Kings feet , defiring pardon for what was paſt, and 
promiſcth his fidelity and loyalty for the future. The King upon this ſub- 
miſſion, and perſwaſion withall of Arch-Biſbop Kennedy, his wiſe Counce- 
lour, conſidering alſo that Crafords falling off from Duglas , would weaken 
that party,reccives him into his favor, which Crefordever after retained till his 
dying day. Dwglas perceiving his Forces to grow weaker daily , had little 
hope left him now, but inthe King of England, from whom he expected 
help; therefore ſends Hammilton to Londow, who reccives this anſwer from 
the King, that he would not make war Scotland, except the Earl will be- 
come a ſubje@t of England, and truſt the King with his perſon and cſtate : 
- This hopefailing him, and being weakned every day by the Kings Forces, $9 Þ

Earl FZames having loſt his brothers, forſaken by his Soldiers, lighted

20 doned her : The like did the wife of Donald; and the like favautſhe ob- 
taths.Piercy and the — invade Aarci4again, but are beat back 
vvithloſs by GungeDoogles E.ot .Angwſe;Denald being weary of lis wick- 
ed-courſes, ſends an humble Petition to the King by his friends, acknow- 
ledgivg his faults, and promifing all fidelitie and allegeance for thefu. 


ture, preſuming his Majeſtie would be no leſs gracious to him , then he 
had/been ro:Crawford and others : The King upon the importunity of his 
friends, and the aeceflity alſothar lay on/him thea , to ſettle his diſtra-

ſedan Army, and being now on his march, is met by an Engliſh Impoſter 
who had lived:long in-1zaly; he feignes himſelf to be the Popes Legat, 
ſent from his holineſs, to forbid himro make war upon England, for the 
was reſolved to make a-general;pzace in Chriſtendom ; this being 
believed, the King disbands bis Army, not knowing that this Impoſter 
40 wasſent by/King Hemry ,. till afterward;3 when he ſaw he was deluded, 
. heaſſembleth again hs Forces, and-marcheth {traight to Roxbuwrg Town, 
which he took and demoliſhed ; then he.ſfits down before the Caſtle, 
where an Ambaſhie from the-Engliſh Contederates aſſures him, that their 
King was deftated ,,and the-war endetl;; therefore having thanked him 
forhis good will towards them , defires himto raiſe his ſiege from Rox- 
berg; otherwiſe an Army will be ſent againſt him : To theſe the King

a= Pon the overthrow of King Henry 6. Edward Duke of 
York is proclaimed King, and Crowned: He __ 
his Reign with many goud Aﬀts, Repeals the laſt 
| Kings Statutes, concerning Treaſon, and puts the 
J. PS Earlof oxford with ſome other of King Henries Coun- 20 
Z2U cellours, to death, His two brothers George and Ri- 
SI Gp chard are made Dukes 5 the one of Clarence, the other 
ot Glewceſter ; divers other Lords alſo are created. The Duke of S9- 
wer ſet, Sir Ralph Pery, ſubmit themſelves to the Kiag, who pardons them 
but afterward they revolted; When the Qaeen had returned with new 
Forces from France, and in Scetirnd had raiſed an Army to invade Nor- 
thumberland,) King Edward ſends a Fleet intothe Northern ſeas, and an 
Army by land under the Lord- Momtacute 3 he follows after himſelf. with 
another. MAontacwte is incountred by the Lords Roſs, and Hargerford,and 
Piercy. The Lords fled, and Piercy was killed. Theſe being defeated, 
Montacute marcheth 'againſt the King and Queens Army, who before X. 20 
Edward came up with his Forces, diſordered and routed the Queens 
Army. Somerſet with divers other great priſoners are taken, and execus 
ted, King Henry with m_ more fled into Scorlend; an Anmy is ſentin- 
to Northumber/and, where divers Caftles were taken; in one of which, 
was Sir Ralph Grey, who was degraded by leaving off his ſpurs, renting 
his Coat of Arms, and: breaking his ſword over his head, and then 
beheaded. Momtacute for his nos ſervice, is made Earl of Northumber+ 
land; the Earldom of Pembroke is given from Twthay to the Lord Herbert. 
Bur ſhortly after, Northumberland upon ſubmiſſion, is reſtored to his poſ+ 
ſeſſions and honours ; and Momacute was contented with the title of Mars 40 
queſſe. Then the Xing rewards his Captains and Soldiers with the ene- 
mies lands, he new ſtamps the Coin, paſſeth a general pardon,and builds 
many Caſtles on the Sea Coaſt, to keep off Pirats, and on the main land, 
to ſuppreſs Theeves and Rebels. Mean while King Hexry diſguiſed, and 
coming for Lendey, is taken and impriſoned in the Tower, King Edward 
being deſired by his Councel to mary, ſends the Earl of Warwick Amn- 
baſſador into France, to procure the Lad Bona, daughter to Lews Duke 
of $avey, for his wife. In the interim, this young King being almoſt out 
the age of twenty four years, and impatient of long delays, falls in love gg 
with the Lady Elizabeth, the Widow of S. Fotn Gr:y, who vvas flainin 
the battel of S. .1ibens, as he vvas hghting for King Herry, and at lat 
marieth her; then he makes her Father the Lord Rivers , an Ear], and 
P High Conſtable of Z»gland. Her ſon, Sir Thomas Grey, is made Marqueſs 
1404 Dorſet; this match vvas the occafion of much miſchief, as will appear- 
Th 
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when time ſerved. The King fearing the power of this Earl, indeayoured (e= 
cretly to abridge him of his Auchority. Warwick gets leave to go to his Caſtle 
for his recreations ſake, where he hatcheth ſome plots againſt the K. About 
which time was born the Lady Eliabeth, afterward the wife of K. Henry 7. 
and mother to K. Henry $8. K. Edward to make: himſelf the ſtronger againſt 
Lewss the French K. who was offended with his mariage, taking it as a trump 
on him and his Q. ſiſter, makes peace with Scotland for 15 years ; and to in- 
10 gage the Kings of Arragon"and Caſtile, he ſent them as ſome think,many ſheep 
to the prejudice of this kingdom. This K. alſo marieth his fiſter ro Charles D. 
of Burgundy, as he had formerly maried two of his ſiſters ro the D. of Exe- 
ter, and Suffolk. Warwick aiming to reſtore K.Hepry, got his two brothers, the 
Arch-B. of York and Marq. of Montacute,to join with him; yet the Marq. was 
ſtill a ſecret friend to K. Edward. The D. of Clarence alſo being offended with 
his brother the X. joins with the Earl of Warwick,upon the Earls perſwaſtons, 
who complained of the K. for fleighting his own kindred, and preferring the 
kindred of his wife : the D. alſo maricth with the Earls daughter, being then 
at Calice; and a rebellion is made 1n Yorkſhire by the Arch-biſhop of York and 
of Montacute, cauſing the country people to believe that the yearly alms of Corn 
which they gave to the poor of S. Leonards Hoſpital, was converted by the Go- 
vernor and Prieſts thereof,to their own private benefit : Hence the Collectors 
of theſe alms were beaten by the Ruſticks, with whom divers good people fi- 
ded : at length they fly to arms, more then 15c00, who came and faced York; 
but in the night Mortacute (allied out upon thefe Rebels,killed many,and ſtruck 
off their Capt. head. The Rebels weary of the fiege,march to London,condu- 
cted by S. Tohn Conyers. Herbert Earl of Pembroke, and Humphry Lord Staf- 
ford, with gooo Welch men and others, march againſt theſe Northera Rebels, 
2-co Archers are utterly defeated by the Yorkſhire men. A diviſion allo fell 
,c Out between Pembroke and Stafford, fo that Stafford departs with his Archers 
from Pembroke,who being hereat troubled, but nor diſmaid ſet upon the Rebels 
the next day, and was like to prevail ; but one Clapham carying the Earl of 


oft, 2 Warwick, 2 Warwick, (o affrighted the Welch, ſuppoſing Warwick had bin 
coming with another Army, that they ran away, and were utterly routed, to 
the loſs of 5000 of their company. Sir Richard Herbert,and 8 more, are behea- 
ded at Banbury, by the rebels ; ſo was Earl Rivers, the Q, father,and S* Fohn 
his ſon, being apprehended at Grafton,without any legal proceeding. The Lo. 
Stafford is executed by the K. command , for Chving the Earl of Pembroke, 

zo Atlaſt,the K. marcherh on with his Army againſt the rebels, with whom were 
joined the D. of Clarence and Earl of Warwick. 

A Parly is propoſed for peace, and many meſſengers for that purpoſe ſent 
toand fro this made the K. ſecure, who in his bed was ſcized on by the Earl 
of Warwick,ruſhing with a good Guard into the Kings Camp,flew his watch- 
es,and took him, whom ſecretly he conveyed as a priſoner to the Arch-Biſhop 
of York his brother, who gave the K. ſo much liberty to hunt , that he made 
thift to eſcape to London : at which Warwick was much troubled,with Clarence 
and the confederates, who had upon the X. Captivity diſmiſſed their Army, 
bur they preſently raiſed another,and ſo did the King; all things now Were in a 

;o combuſtion injuſtice and violence ra:2ed every where. Art length by the medi- 
tion of ſome great and peaceable Lords, a parly was granted between the K.

 Thenewsof this haſty mariage highly diſpleaſed the Earl of Warwick, who 1,,Chr1{t4

—'W>+ handful of men,the confederates not being come yet with their army, fo that

their wives and friends before Calice, the Earls Deputy Fawcler beat them with 
his Ordnance from the Caſtle, not permitting any help or ſuccour to be affor- 
ded from the Town to the Dutcheſs, who was brought to bed on ſhipboard, 
The King was ſo glad of this, that he made the ſaid Deputy chicf Captain,and 
Furgoin gave him an annual penſion of 1005 Crowns ; yet the Deputy incou- 
raged the Earl to ask aid if Frances, and Calice ſhould be his, when time ſerved, 
Upon this the Earl puts to ſea,takes ſome of Burgandzes ſhips richly laden,then 26 
lands at Deep. Upon invitation, he repairs to the X. who uſed him and his com- 
pany graciouſly and bountifully,tor the hatred he bare to K. Edward, and the 
D. of Burgundy. Upon the report of this intertainment, Q.Margaret, and Pri. 
Fdward her ſon,with ſome othets,repair to the confederates, and conſult about 
reſtoring of K. Henry, they gave their ſolemn oaths to each other,to ſtand firm, 
and for the more ſtrength,the Earl of Warwick maried his 24 daughter to Pri. 
Edward, which made Clarence a ſecret | to Warwick, fearing that this 
match would be the undoing of the family of York , therefore he gave private 
intelligence to his brother K. Edward of all Warwicks proceedings. 

The Evzliſh Lords being furniſhed with all necefſaries from the French K. 30 
make ready for their voyage, but are met with by a Burguzdian Fleet in the 
mouth of the river Sexe, which the next evening a ſudden ſtorm drove into the 
ſea, drowned many,and diſperſed moſt of them. Warwick glad at this miſhap 
of the _—_— and underſtanding by Letters that he was howrely expe&ted 
in England, where he ſhould be ſuthciently backt, makes haſte, leaving the Q. 
and Prince behind,and ſo with great celerity lands at Dartmouth, The K. mean 
while truſting to the Burgundzan Fleet, which he did not know was ſpoiled, ne- 
glected his own Fleet, and gave himſelf to dalliance with Ladies. Warwick 
ſends out Proclamations,commanding all in K. Henries name, to aid him, and 
to oppoſe Edward the Ulurper ; and ſoin a ſhort time, his army mightily in- ** WM © 
creaſed,and marched towards London. K. Edward alſo levied a ſtrong army, 
bur underſtanding that the people every where afteted K.Henry and Warwick, 
his heart failed him,ſo that he miſttuſted his own army, wherefore he left his 
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|

army in the night,and with 800 of his beſt friends, poſts to Lincolnſhire,thence | 
to Hollaxd,reſolving to ſtay with the D. of Burgundy till times were better ; the s 
Kentiſh men hearing that k. Edward was fled, aſſembled tumultuouſly in great : 
numbers,and would by force have entred London Gates, but being reſiſted, they ( 
bre and riffle the ſuburbs, and murther much people, bur were at laſt ſuppreſſed 
and puniſhed by the Earl of Warwick,who preſently gocth to the Tower, ſets , 
K.Heyry at liberty, and condudets him triumphantly thence to Pavls , where 5k 
having performed his devotions,he keeps his Court in the Biſhops Palace;then 3® t 
he calls a Parliament, in which his chicf adherents are attainted of high trea- - 
ſon, and their eſtates confiſcated. The Dutchy of York is ſettled on the D. fc 
of Clarence, though the ſecond ſon; the Crown is intailed tro K. Hemry, his t 


heirs male, and for default of ſuch iſſue, to Clarexce and his heirs. The Q and 


her ſon Pr, Edward, offer divers times to come over by ſea, but are hindred by 
crols 
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furniſh K. Edward with ſhips and mony, fearing leſt Warwick would 'make a 
new war on him , yet underſtanding that K. Edward was invited by his friends 
into Ewgland, and that there were great hopes, he furniſheth him with 5c0- 9 
Florence of gold, and 18 tall ſhips, with 2000 land ſoldiers : He lands in Tork- 
ſoire, where he found cold welcome, the people being more 2ddifted to King 
Herry, Ycthe marcheth to Tork,where he wubliſheththar he made no claim to 
oe, but to his Dutchy, of which he was _— deprived, and ſhews 
z0that in this, they were in equity to aid him. = this, he rook his oath, that 
he would be a true ſubje& ro K. Hexry, therefore he was ler in,intertained, and 
monyed ; but before two days were ar an end, he plants a Gariſon there, and 
forceth the inhabitants co furniſh him with all things ncedful for an army; then 
he hires ſoldiers every where, and many Gentlemen came in to him. His old 
friend Montacute,who had a ſtrong army,gave him free paſſage to march. W ar- 
wick comes to the City of Warwick,with his forces, and writes to Clarence, tg 
haſten thirher with his Army,for he meant to give the K. batrel ; but Clarence 
made no. haſte,which bred ſuſpition in Warwick, that he meant to fail him in 
his need; therefore he goeth to Coventry with his army. K.Edward dares W ar- 
1owick into the field, who kept cloſe within the walls,to cry what Clarenc: would 
doe, 

' K.Edward went thence towards his brother Clarexce,who likewiſe refuſed to 
fight : Hereupon the D. of Glowceſter, brother to them borh, reconciled them 
and their armies : then the z brothers ſtrive to win YYarwick to their fide ,, bur 
he curſing the D. perfidiouſneſs, would not unite with them. Wherefore King 
Edward to increaſe his ſtrength, repairs to London, which excluded him a while. 
But when they conſidered his juſt title, his abilities for government, and his 
great army, whereas K. Henry was weaker every way,Chiefly in the gifts of the 
mind,they open their gates,lers him in,and ſalutes him X. then was K. Hewry 

10 ſeized upon again, and committed to the Tower. YYarwick thought to have 
ſurpriſed the K. in his march towards London,but was prevented, therefore he 
marcheth ro Barnet 10 miles from-Londow, purpoſing to venture all upon one 
bartel. K. Edw. army being furniſhed with | things needful, by the Londs- 
ners, marcheth alſo to Barnet. The right Wing ot W arwicks army was com- 
manded by his brother Moztacute,and Oxford. The left Wing by himſelf, 
and the D. of Exeter; the main bartail by the ND. of Somerſet. K.Edw. Vant- 
guard was led by the D. of Glouceſter, the main batrail by himſelf, & Clarence, 
in which was K. Henry, the Rereward was conducted by the Lord Haſtings: 
A cruel battail of 5 or 6 howres is fought , and it was not known a great 

zo while, who had the berter; at laſt W arwick perceiving that his men and friends 
could not hold our long againſt the Kings freſh Forces and Supplies , preſſed 
fo far among his enemies, killing multitudes of them, that at laſt he was killed 
himſelf, and ſo was Montacute. The death of theſe two was the overthrow of 
the whole army, who ran away, and left the Vitory for K. Edward, who that 
afternoon enters the city triumphantly with his riſoner K. Henry. In Pauls he 
offered up his ſtandard,with thanks xo God for his Viftory; in this barrail were 
ſlain almoſt ten thouſand men. 
The K.grieved much for the death of £Montacute, his true friend, both he 
and his brother YYarwick are brought to London, where in Pavls Church they 

50 lay open faced for 3 days,that the people might {ce they were truly dead; then 
they were both buried with their Anceſtors in one grave. Q. Margaret landed 
at YYaymonmth, with ſome Forces, before ſhe heard of K.Edwards Victorygthere- 
fore with her ſon the Prince,ſhe takes ſanctuary inthe Abby of Beawlies , whi- 
ther the D. of Somerſet Earl of Pembroke , Earl of Devonſhire , with divers 0- 
thers reſorted, reſolving to raiſe a new Army : the Q,_ and _— R—_— 
ces about Briſtol and Glowceſter, _— by joyn themſelves with P =

crols winds and ſtorms, which the people conſtrued as a judgement on her, 4, Chrifti 
for her cruelties in cauſing ſo much bloud ſhed. Bargundy was loth at firſt to WY 
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An.Chriſt Welch men ; but the X.prevented thoſe my ſcnt his brother the D., of 
Wo Gloncefter with an army,who overthrew the D. of Somerſets forces in one hour, 
of whom above(yoco were lain, among which, was the Earl of Devonſhire, 
with ſome other prime men. The Q, and Pr.are taken priſoners,with divers 0- 
thers, who the next day are beheaded, except the Q. the Pr. is murthered by 
Clarence,Glonceſter, Dorſet, and Haſtings. Not long after, Reyner (old Naples & 
Sicily,and with the mony of that ſale ranſomed his daughter Q, Margaret. K. 
Henry in the mean while was found dead in his Chamber in the Tower, being 
murthered by K. Edw. brother,the D. of Glouceſter. To aſſure the people he was 
dead,his body is expoſed to the public view one whole day in S.Pau{sChurch, Io 
his two brothers Clarence & Glouceſter for their perjuries & murthers, afterward 
imbrewed their hands in their own bloud. Two or 3 years afterK. Zdw.was ſet- 
tled his brother in law the D. of Burgundy, perſwades him to renue his wars 
with France, w® he did, becauſe of his title to that kingd. and for that the Fr. 
K. had affiſted Q. Margaret and Warwick, againſt K. Zdw. and for that the 
Fr. K. made war upon the D. of Burgundy. Now becauſe mony was wanting, 
a benevolence is demanded,and paid ,but grudgingly. One old widow,though a 
niggard,gave the K.20/1. for which he kifſed her,the being proud of this kiſle, 
oavethe K.20 7. more,ſhewing that 40 /. was little enough for a kings kiſs. 

The K. having at Dover 5co ſhips 2nd boats, 1500 Horſe men, and x 5060 29 
Archers landed at Calice ; but the D. of Burgundy failed him,who promiſed to 
meet the K. with 2000 Horſe, who atter he had tritfled away much time in the 
ſiege of Nuyce, ſent his forces to Berroys in Lorrain, to be revenged on Reyner, 
Q. Margarets father,for ſome ill language he gave him. Yet K. dw. marcheth 
by Bollez to Perone , where he had no proviſion of the D. for his Army;thence 
he goeth to S. 2wntins,but is beat back from thence,contrary to promiſe. Ar 
laſt a | —— with the French K. for 9 you theſe conditions:1 . 
That the Fr.K. pay to Edw. 75000 Crowns, and 50000 more for an annuall 
penſion. 2. Thar the Fr.K. within one year mary the K. of Englands daugh- 
ter to the Dolphin,allowing them for their maintenance yearly 50000 crowns 30 
and then ſhall deliver the quiet poſſeſſion of Guyan to them. 3. That the Lo. 
Howard and S.Fohn Cheny,ſhould ſtay with the Fr. K.as Hoſtages til the Exel. 
army be landed in England : The D.of Burgundy ſtorms at this peace, ſhewing 
it was a diſhonourable a& in X.Eaw. who replyed that it was more diſhonoura- 
ble in the D.to call him in,and then to fail him.So the D.went away in a chafe. 
The Fr. X. to confirm his amity with Exgland, ſends to the Engliſh Army 100 
Wagons of wine, and gave them leave for 3 or 4 days to folace themfelyes in 
Amiens,where they found good chear provided for them And becauſe they ca- 
ried themſelves civilly to the Townſmen, the Fr. X. ſends to the chief Com- 
manders,plate and mony. Shortly after, X. Edw. by gitts, intreaties, and pro- 
teſtations,that he would mary one of his daughters ro the yong Earl of Rich- 
»0na,got him to be delivered to his Ambaſſ. by the D.of Britany,whom pre- 
ſently they conveyed to S.Malos, but the D. being informed that a mariage was 
pretended, but his death was intended ,and fearing this delivery would be a per- 
petual ſtain to his Honor,ſends one Peter L 5 to S.Malos, where the young 
Earl was,expeCting a fair wind. This Peter by his cunning, gor the Earl into a 
Sanctuary,ſo was the ſheep delivered,and the woolf deluded of his mony. But 
the D.promilſcd faithfully to retain rhe Earl by him as his priſoner, w® in ſome 
ſort contented K, Edw. After this the D, of Clarence, K, Edw, brother, was 
condemned of Treaſon, againſt the X. life, and is impriſoned in the Tower. 
_- — aftcr,he was drowned in a But of cHalmfie, not without the kings 5©' 

nowledge. 

This X. the 5 laſt years of his life, grew extream wretched and covetous, ſo 
that with his cxaCtions, he loſt his peoples affeftions. In the 20 year of his 
reign,he ſends into France to have the mariage accompliſhed between the Dol- 
phin and his daughter. But X. Lewis deluded him with frivolous cxcules, ar 
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marieth him to Maximilians daughter, which Maximilian was the ſon of as, Chriſti 


Frederick the Emperor, againſt his oath and articles. Fames 3" K.of Scots delires wg

a match between his ſon and K.E4v.daughter,which was willingly affented to, 
and good ſums of mony_ disburſed aforchand, conditionally it ſhould be repaid 
if the match broke off. Bur the Scots K. after things were concluded, ſends an 
Army to invade England, which ſpoiled all before them with fire and fivord 
againſt whom Glouceſter is ſent with 2 10cc men,who took the town of Barwic, 
and beſieged the Caſtle, but could not rake it;thence he marcheth intoScotland, 
waſting all in his way,and forced K.Fames into Edinburgh Caſtle;theNobility 
10 deſire peace,and obtain it,on theſe conditions, that a full amends be made for 
the hurt done; 2. That K.Fames would reſtore his brother the D. of Albany, to 
his honors and poſſeſſions. 3. That the Caſtle of Barwick be delivered up; and 


4. That repaiment be made of K. Edw. mony lent to K.Fames. The 3 laſt con- 
ditions were aſſented to; K.Edw. being deluded by the Fr, K. about the mari- 
age of the Dolphin,and likewiſe the tribute of 50000 Crowns, which was to be 
paid him yearly during his life, was denied , reſolved to invade France with a 


Royal Army. But in the midſt of his preparations, he fell fick, as ſome think 


of a ſurfer, or as others of melancholy, and ſhortly after died the 23 year of 


his reign, 
10 To K.Eadw.4. ſucceeded his ſon Edw. 5. at 13 years of age. His uncle the 
D.of Glouceſter (a man as deformed in body,as crooked in conditions,who had 
murthered both K.Herry, and his ſon Pr. Edw. and his brother alſo the D. of 
Clarence) relolves with the D. of Buckingham, and Lord Haſtings , to remove 
from the yong K. all his mothers kindred,being mean people,and to undertake 
the charge of government themſelves. Therefore when he underſtood that the 
Q. with her brother the Earl Rivers,and her ſon the Lo. Grey, intended to con- 
duct with an army the yong K.out of YYales,towards London,there to be crow- 
ned. He wrote to the Q, adviſing her not to come up to London, in that 
ſture,for fear the people would grow! jealous , and raiſe Civil wars; therefore 
zo Wiſheth her to pur aſide that Train,and todisband her Army : he (wears with- 
all, that this his advice proceeded from his good will and love to her and hers. 
The Q. being too credulous, and thinking he had ſpoke as he meant, follows his 
advice; .which he alſo by his letters gave to the Earl Rivers,and the Lord Grey. 
Sorthe army is diſmiſſed, and the K. is accompanied by Rivers, Grey, and ſome 
other friendsro Northampton, and thence to Stony Stxatford, which lircle rown 
not being capable of the whole train,the Earl with his followers remained that 
night in Notthampron. But. Glowceſter,and Buckingham, with ſome reſolved at- 
tendants,bore Rivers company that ſame night ; butwirhal in che night time, 
the rwo'D.:{eized upon all the keys of the Inn,and cauſed all rhe ways between 
theſe two towns, to be rded,and none to paſs that way , thenthey fell upon 
the'Earl,who was ooabiene of them till now,and commus him to (ate cuſtody. 
The 2D; rode to Stony Stratford, and preſented their fervice to the K.which he 
acceptedhaving no ſuſpition of what was done; then they ſeize onthe Lo.Grey, 
the K. half brother,and ſome others, whom they ſent ro-Pomfret Caſtle,where 
without any judicial proccedings, they loſt their heads; they remoye alſo the 
K. menial ſcryants & officers,giving out that the Earl with the reſt of his con- 
federates, meant to deſtroy all the Lords of K, Edwards bloud, and to rule all 
themſelves. The Q. being then at Weſtminſter, hearing of thele tragical paſ- 
ſages, took ſanQtuary there,and repented ſhe had adviſed upon Glowceſgers cun- 
50 ning letters,to diſmiſs the army. The X.alſo grieved much, bur the 2 D. pro- 
teſted; they ated nothing but for his weal; and that they would be faithful ro 
him till their lives end; Then they brought him to Londow, where he is mer b 
the Majot and his brethren, in whoſe preſence Glouceſter demeaned himſelf fo 
fubmiſfively to the king, that they all, and moſt of rhe Nobility and Councel-

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An.Chriſti Gloxceſter having obrained his chicfeſt defire, labours next ro.get the young 
—SW- D. of York into his hands ; for that end, he complains to the K. Councel of 
the wrong the Q. did both to the K. in that ſhe would not permit him to en- 
joy the company of his only brother,and to the kingd. in detaining the ſaid D. 
in ſanctuary, asa malecfaRor in priſon; by which all Councellors 8& Officers 
of Stare, are ſcandalled. This motion ſo well pleaſed the Lords, thar preſently 
they employ the Cardinal Arch-B. of York, who was gracious with her to de- 
fire ſhe would ſend the yong D. to his brother the X. to ſolace him, for theſe 
reaſons : 1. Becauſe it was diſhonourable to the whole kingd. that a childe ſo 
near to the X.ſhould be kept in priſon; for what elſe is a ſanEtuary. 2. Becauſe ; > 
that place was only for ſuch as by their conſcience were accuſed of ſome crime, 
which an innocent child could not be guilty of. 3. Becauſe he wants diſcretion 
to demand ſuch a priviledge.Laſtly,they tell ber that any perfon may be taken 
out of ſanctuary, for his good and welfare ; and therefore if ſhe refuſed to ler 
him go, that he muſt be taken thence without her leave, and the rather becauſe 
it is ſuf petted ſhe meant to ſend him beyond ſeas. The queen alledged,that none 
was ſo fit to tutor ſo yong,tender,and fickly a child,as the mother,& that both 
their ſafeties conſiſted in bring ſeparated ; bur _— they meant to have 
him by force,after ſhe had wept,kiſſed, and embraced the child praying for his 
ſafery,ſhe delivers him to the Arch-B, from whom the ProteRor in the Starre- 26 
Chamber attending then the queens anſwer, took the child, kiſſed and hugged 
him, proteſting that from his ſoul,nothing in the world was ſo dear to him, cx- 
cept the king; whereas indeed he meant the deſtruftion of them both z then he 
brought him to the K. who was exceedingly joyed with his company - but

but the Lo. Haſtings, whom the Proteor had made Chamberlain, could not 
be wonto this wicked deſign; for one Catesby a Lawyer, and a Favorite of 
Hafingr owes employed by the Protector to ſound his inclination, which when 
he had eraftily done, he informs the tytant there was no poſſibility to win him: , 
Hereupon the Protector calls a Councel of the Lords at the Tower, under pre- 4 
tence of fitting all things for the K. Coronation, which he leaſt meaned. When 
the Lords were fir, the Protector at laſt came,and chearfully ſaluted rhem all: 
Chiefly D* Morton, B. of Ely,whom he hated, yet imploys him to procure ſom 
Strawberries out of his garden,which-were very ne 7 The Biſh. glad co plea- 
ſure him, baftneth home; the ProteRtor alſo preſently went and returns 
within an-hour, but with 2 difcomtented-countenance,and troubled minde. All 
wondred -at the ſudden change 4 ar laſt after ſomeſitence , he asketh what 
puniſhment he deſerved, that intended tomurther the K. uncle and Protector. 
Ar length Haſtings anſwered, that he deſerved the greateſt puniſhment imagina- 
ble. Then faith the ProteRor, that ſorcereſs rhe Q. and that ſtrumpet Shores 
wite, have conſpired againſt my life ;, of which that you imay be ſare; you ſhall 5®

SY > Father in Law to Richmond, came to him with 50:0 men, Sir George Talbot 
alſo,came with the power of the young Earl of Shrewsbwry, ( then in Ward) 
which conſiſted of 2000 men. All theſe had becn levied for King Richards 
ſervice, but were now revolted to a more lawful power. © King Richard grie- 
ved much at this revolt, yer raiſeth an Army of 20000 men, purpoling to 
venture all upon a battel. The D. of Norfolk could not be drawn away from 
K. Richard, but remained loyal till his death. The 22 of Auguſt, and third 
year of this Tyrants Reign, at Boſworth in Leiceſterſhire, the two armies mer, 
and fought for two howres ſpace. King Richard perceiving his men to fight 10 
coldly, and that many revolted , and many ſtood by as Neuters, he ruſheth 
furiouſly amongſt his enemies , and was ſtoutly encountred by Sir William 
Krandon , the Earls Standerd bearer, whom Richard flew. He alſo knockt 
down Sir Fohn Cheney, a ſtout man,and gets to the Earl, whom he fights,bur 
is at laſt killed by him,and ſo by the death of this Tyrant, the long quarrel en- 
ded. Richardloſt the Duke of — , and 10co more, The Earl loſt not 
above 100, King Richards carkais was found naked in the field, filthy with 
dirt,and gory bloud, which was caſt onan Horſes back, and caricd to Leiceſter 
like a Calf his head and hands hanging down on the one fide, and his 
on the other, and ſo was baſcly interred, as he had buried his two Nephews. 20 
The Crown was found among the ſpoils, and brought to Richmond, by the 
Lord Stanleyhis Father in Law. There in the field Henry is Crowned, with the 
acclamations of the 70s And then he gives ſolemn thanks to God ; and

20 the North take Arms againſt the King, who upon this news ſuddenly ſends 
againſt them his Uncle the Duke of Bedford with three thouſand men, whoſe 
breaſt-plares were made of tanned leather, for want of better Armour. But 
Lovel perceiving that the King would force hiin to fight before he was _—_ | 


and that a better ſtrength was comming with the King himſelf, his fear made 


him flie to Sir Thomas Broughton in the North ; the two Staffords took fan- 
ftuary in Culrbant Abbey near Oxford, andthe Rebels Army left to the Kings 
mercy, who'upon their ſubmiſſion pardoned them. The $Staffords ate taken 
out of the ſanftuary , which muſt not protect Treaſon'z Humfrey was put to 
death , the younger brother ſpared , becauſe he was inſtigated by his reſtleſs

Shortly after the quenching of this fire, breaks forth a riew flame blown by 
Simond a Prieſt, who knowing that Edw.Plartaginet Earl of Warwick, ſon and 
heir to George Duke of Clarence, brother to King Edward the fourth, had been 
kept by the two laſt Kings a priſoner in Tork-ſhrre evet from his infancie , and 
that King Hezr.had ſecretly removed him to theTower;this Prieſt(I ſay)got the 
tuition of a witty boy, one Lazebert, but of mean parents; him the Prieſt in- 
ſtructed in all manner of literature and court-ſhip, making him believe that 
he was the onely ſon and heir of the Duke of Clireuces the boy being now 
ſeventeen years old, (the true Plartaginets age) and made fit to aCt his part, is 

40 tranſported by the Prieſt into treland, who quickly works upon the fickle 
wilde-Iriſh,, to actept him for their King. Shortly after, the Nobility and 
Commons, and Gerardin the Chancellor are all drawn into this net. Gerardin 
concludes from his perſon, feature,geſture,ſpeech,and other Princely qualities 
in him, that he was the Duke of Clarence his heir, and therefore furniſherh 
him with money and other neceffaries, ſo did the other Lords of treland : he 
informs alſothe Lady Margaret King Edward the fourthis ſiſter, daughter to 
Charles Duke of Burgundy, and ſuppoſed Aunt to this counterfeit, of his being 
there, which ſhe knew to be falſe, yet entertained the conceit out of malice to 
Henry of the houſe of Lancaſter, ( ſhe being of the houſe of Tork) therefore 

9 ſhe gives out that the true Plantaginet was in Ireland, that the Iriſh had re- 
ceived him for their King, and that ſhe would furniſh him with arms , men 
and money: this report carries over into Flanders tothe Dutcheſs Dowager, 
her nephew the Earl of Lincoln, Francis Lord Lovel, with ſome other prime 
men, at whoſe comming the Dutcheſs cauſed to be levied two thouſand men 
m her Country under Martin Sward ; theſe fail for Ireland, and joyn with Sir 
1ho.G:rardin the Chancellor who had raified two thouſand Iriſh ready to _ 
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An.Chrifti, for England. Wiſe and vigilant King Henry cauſed the true Plantaginet to be 

WY brought fromthe Tower through the ſtreets, into Paxls Church there to be 
ſeen by the people. Then he prepares an Army to encounter Lamberts forces 
who werearrivednear to Lincolne; the two Armies couragiouſly joyn batte], 
but in lefle ſpace then an hour, the naked Iriſh are ſlain with their Cn 
ders, Lovel,Gerardine, Sward and Broughton, the reſt ſubmitted, and are pardo- 
ned, the Prieſt is ſent to perpetual impriſoment3 his perſonated Pupil is firſt 
made a skullian, and afterward the Kings chief Falkoner. Then the Queen is 
crowned; Archbiſhop Boxrchier dieth 5 Morton Biſhop of Ely ſucceeded in that 
See, and was alſo made Lord Chancellor, who ſhortly after received from 19 
Pope Alexander 6. the Cardinals Hat. 

The troubles between the French king, and the Duke of Britany did per- 
plex King Henry, for they both had been his friends, therefore was unwilling 
toſide with either , but rather to mediate a peace; the Duke being ruled by 
his French gueſts, the Duke of Orleans and his complices refuſed to hearken 
to thoſe conditions of peace which the French king propoſed. About this 
time the Lord Woodvile, Captain of the Ile of #ight, and the Queens Uncle, 
without the Kings knowledge failed into Britany with four hundred expert 
ſouldiers to aid the Duke , who was then ready to fight the French king near 
ro Tongiers. Fifteen hundred Britains were clad in coats with red crofles, as if 29 
they had been Ds but in the end the poor Britains are lain, with 
the Lord Woodvile, fo that the French got the day. Upon this King Henry is 
adviſed by his Parliament, rather to adhere to the Britairs, then tothe French, 
becauſe he had been more beholdingtothat Duke, then to King Charles ;, be- 
ſides if the French ſhould get Britany fron the Duke, they would prove bad 
neighbours to England.  Hereupon an Army of eight d men is ſent 
under the Lord Broeks; but as foon as they arrived, the Duke died;-and 
the war ended by the aftancing of the Lady 4znethe heir of Britany to King 
Charles. 

The Northern Ruſtitks of Tork and Durham, refuſing to pay the tax gran- 3? 
ted to the King for maintenance of the Britiſh war, ruſhed furioutly upon, 
and murthered Henry Earl of Northumberland, for diftraining the goods of 
ſuch as would not pay, and not reſting here, they grow to a great body , and 
force the Gentry of thoſe places totake their parts : Hereupon the King ſcnds 
an Army under Thomas Earle of Surrey, who was taken priſoner at Boſworth 
field, but isnow ſet free by King Herry, and received into his favour. The 
king had another Army comming after , which ſo affrighted the Rebels, that 
they all fled every man to his own home; but the king made ſtrit enquiry 
atter the - > (momma » who being apprehended, were executed, the meaner 
ſort were pardoned. 

King Charles having corrupted the Brittiſh Nobility, obtained the Lady 
Anne 5 his wife, and returned the Lady Margaret to her father Maximiliay 
king of the Romans, who ſcorning thus to be {lighted,reſolves to be revenged, 
therefore he deſires aid from king Henry , who by advice of his Parliament 
concluded to aſſiſt him, becauſe France by the addition of Brittain would be- 
come too great, A benevolence is demanded and granted by the Gentry, but 


grudgingly. A fleet of ſhips ood, nd to tranſport the Army under the 


Fe 


kings Uncle Jaſper Duke of Bedford, and John Earle of Oxford, but when the 
Army was ready to be imbarked, the king is informed that Maximilian had no 
military preparations at all , which vexed king Hemry, fearing leſt the people 50 
might account him a coward if he ſhould diſmiſſe the Army, or brand him 
with oppreſſion or covetouſneſs, for pretending a war to pick their pockets, 
therefore he adviſeth with his Parliament what were beſt to be done in this 
caicz they all reſolve, that he alone with his own Army ſhould war upon 
France in revenge of the wrongs lately offered to king Henry.

could exceed him 3 forſhe made him believe that under the name of Kichard 
D.of Tork ſecond ſon to King Edward the 4. her brother,ſhe meant to make him 
Kingzthen ſhe ſends him over into Ire/and,where he was received as their Lord 
and King : the French king alſo willing to divert the Engliſh Army intended 
againſt him, and to remove _ Henry,tends for this Perkin Warbecl, reſolving

fore wiſheth all «true hearted Ergliſh to ſtick by him, as rightful heir to the 
Crown.

The Scots 
taking opportunity by this to invade Frgland, raiſe an Army and enter Nor- 
thumberland, waſting, burning, and deſtroying all before them with much in- 
humanity and cruelry 5 and » they had left that Country deſolate, finding 
foEn oliſh aid comming to their new king,they return home with their booty, zo 
and let Perkin ſhift for himſelf. 
Upon the great deſolation of the Northern parts, king Henry raiſeth a puiſ- 
ſant army to be revenged on the Scots; for rhe maintaming of which war, a 
tax is granted : No ſooner was this Army on foot marching northward, bur it 
is ſuddenly recalled ; for the Comiſh-men refuſed to pay the Tax , and were 
in arms, pretending that the king and kingdome were abuſed by Archbi- 
ſhop Morton, and Sr. Reinold Bray, the kings two faithfulleſt Councellors; that 
theſe two polled-the people, to enrich themſelves. One Joſeph a Black-{mith, 
and Flamock a lawyer, were the two main men of this fatton ; theſe being in 
agreat body, prefle forward towards London; and by the way they make 40 
the Lord Andley their cheif Commander z the king gives them leave to march 
on, becauſe the farther they are from their own home, the leſle help they ſhall 
have; and the long march alfo will tire their ſouldiers. Now when they 
came into Kent, the help which they expected there, failed them 5 and not on- 
ly ſo, but were ready alſoto re(iſt and ſuppreſſe them. Wherefore the Corniſh- 
zen being no ways daunted, retired to Black-heathgintending ro try their for- 
tune. The king having divided his Army into three parts ; chargeth the Re- 
bels in the face with his own part, the other two on either fide ; the Corniſh re- 
ſiſt ſtoutly, ſothar the hight laſted ſome houres, in which the Lord D'awbeny 
was taken prifoner by them ,- but preſently let go again, hoping thereby to 50 Þ 
hnde favour z at laſt, the king won the field : . of his fide were loſtthree hun- 
dred, of the R.cbels above two thouſand , their chief Commanders were ta- 
ken priſoners: the ring-leaders of this rebellion were executed as traitours : 
their heads and quarters diſperſed in divers Towns and Caſtles, for the greater 
terrour of Rebels, | 
Whilcſt king Henry was bufie about the Comiſhmen, leſt the Scots _ 
maKe 
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make an invaſion, he requires Thomas Howard Earl of Surrey, with Richard Fox An.Chriſt;, 
Biſhop of Durham to withſtand, till he ſent more power to aide them. In the WWW 


interim, the Scots invade England again, and are met with an Army of twenty 
thouſand, which made them retreat; the Engliſh enter Scotland, and deſtroy 
divers Towns and Forts neer the borders without reliſtance ; in the night- 
time, the king of Scots diſmiſſeth his Army , who diſperſe themſelves into 
the woods and mountains : the Engliſh purſued a while, but were forced to 
give wa by reaſon of the ſtorms, and want of proviſion in that barren part of 
Scotlan 
About this time, an Ambaſſador arrives from Ferdinand king of Caſtile, to 


mediate a peace berween the two kings. A Truce for ſoine years is concluded, 
conditionally that Warbeck be baniſhed out of Scotland. The peace alſo bee 
tween France and England is ratified ; the Engliſh trade is alſo reſtored tothe 
Flemings upon the defire of Philip Arch-Dukg of Auſtria, and great joy was 
uſed in Antwerp upon the return of the Engliſh. And now king Henry had 

ce every where, except with Perkin, who being turned out of Scotland, ſails 
with one hundred and twenty ragged ſouldiers and four ſhips into Corawall; 
the diſcontented Corniſh flock to him, and aid him with three thouſand men; 
with theſe he marcheth towards Exeter; which becauſe they within would 


20 not yeeld upon hisentreaties, he befiegeth it round; and for want of Artil- 


to batter the wals, they cauſed them to be ſcaled in many places at once : 
bur ſtill he is repulſed with the lofle of many of his men in the Town-ditches 
and Trenches. Then they try to ſet the City-Gates on fire, but the townſmen 
made greater fires within, till with Banks and Bulwarks they ſecured thoſe 
places; then Perkzn fals to his ſcaling again, but to no purpoſe, whereat he 
was much diſheartned : Mean while, the King reſolves with his Army to raiſe 
the ſiege; but before he came, Courtney Earle of D-vonſhire with a good Army 
forceth the Rebels to give over the ſiege, who march away thence to Taunton, 
which they beliege : The king directs his march thither, upon the report of 


30 whoſe comming, Perkin flies away with fixty Horſe to Beauly Abbey , where 


they take ſanctuary; the reſidue of them were taken priſoners, and divers of 
them executed : but the meaner fort falling on their knees, begged for mercy, 
which the king granted them. 

Afﬀeer this, king Henry goeth to Exeter, where having thanked and commen= 
ded the inhabitants for their valour and loyalty , gave tothem his ſword from 
his fide , commanding that hereafter it ſhould be born before the Major 
publiquely, as formerly and for the like purpoſe king Edward the fourth had 
done. Then the king ſends ſome bands of ſouldiers to Feaxly to apprehend 
Perkin, who yeelded himſelf, and was brought to the king, by whom he is car- 


40 ried er to Londen; but eſcaped to the Abbot of bene , who procured 
t 


him the kings pardon : Then was he brought to W hite-hall,where his ignoble 
pedegree was written in a paper, and pind upon his back ; ſo being ſtocked 
there a whole day, and the next morning upon a high ſcaffold in Cheapſede, 
from thence he is committed a cloſe priſoner in the tower. But as he was pra- 
Qiſng to eſcape with young Warwick, who had been a priſoner from his 
infancy, he is condemned of high treaſon, and executed at Tyburn two dayes 
after : and the young Earl of Warwick, on the tower hill z for no other crime 
but for affeCting his hberty ; for which fat king Henry was much blamed. 
After theſe things, Arthur Prince of Wales being now fifteen years old , is 


5 betrothed by deputation to the Lady Catherine, daughter to Ferdinand king of 


Spaime, being ofthe age of eighteen years. The next year ſhe is joyfully re- 
ceived into Frgland, and married m Pauls Church. Not long after, king James 
the fourth of Scotland 18 aftied to the Lady Margaret, king Henrys eldeſt daugh- 
ter, and afterward married : by this match, king Herry aimed at the union of 
the two Crowns; and he knew that if his two ſons and their iſſue farted, the 
Scots king would be drawn into Ergland,as tothe richer and greater my" 
WAanc 
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An.Chriſti. which was better then if England ſhould wait upon a greater kingdome, and 
WY» be commanded by a Deputy. : , 
Prince Arthur about tive moneths after his marriage died, tothe great grief 
of all good men, and was buried in Wincheſter : his brother Henry Duke of 
Tork ſucceeded in the Principality of Wales, and was the next year after crea- 
ted Earl of Cheſter by the king. The Lady Margeret,king Henry's eldeſt daugh- 
ter, with a great train of Nobility and Gentry, is ſent into Scotland to kin 
ames, who meets her on the Borders , receives her from the Earls of Surrey 
and Northumberland, and is married to her in Edinburg. After this, the king 
to enrich himſelf and impoveriſh his people, takes ady ſtages of forfeitures = 
upon the penal Laws, the chief charge of which bulinefle 1s committed to Ex. 
pſon and Dudley, two corruptedLawyers, who by their Carch-poles miſerably 
polled and pull'd the people, fo thatno man was maſter of his own; this im- 
poveriſhing of the people was held a good way to keep them from re- 
belling. | 

Philip Arch Duke of A»ſ#ria going by Sea to take poſſeſſion of the King- 
dome of Caſtile, fallen to his wite Jane by the death of her mother, was driven 
by ſtorms with his Queen into Waymouth; Sir Thomas Trenchard entertains 
them uth at his houſe, and acquaints by poſts King Herry of the Arch-Dukes 
a Tivall : Theking preſently ſends to invite them to his Court, being then at 26 
Windſor; The Prince of Wales witha great train meets: them about five miles 
from 1! -ndſor, and within halt a mile, king Herry with his Nobility welcomes 
them, with all the joy and ſolemnity that could be conceived ; after ſome ſtay 
at V1 in or,the king condutts his Royall Guelts to London with all imaginable 
magnificencez where, after much mirth, the League is renewed ; and fo ha- 
ving parted with much love, Philip and his Queen embark themſelves for 

" Spain, Where they both died not long after. Within a while king Henry be- 
gan to grow weak and ſickly, and ſo Empſon and Dudly took more liberty to 
oppreſle the people then before. But as the kings tune grew ſhort, ſo he grew 
berterz for he remitted all dffences againſt bis penal laws, he enlarged pri- 
ſoners(" except traitours and murtherers) and paid the {mal debts of thoſe that 
were in Wards; he gave alſo money tothoſe that had been'wronged by theſe 
two wicked Cormorants; He repented heartily for the wrongs he had done, 
and lent money gratis to divers Merchants, Atlaſt he died, having lived two 

* and fifty years, and reigned three and twenty, and was buried in his Chappel 
which he had erected at VVejtminſter. 

Henry the eighth ſucceeded at the age of eighteen years z he married Ca- 
therine daughter to Ferdinand of Arragon , Prince Arthur his brothers wife, by 
diſpenſation trom Pope J=lis - In the beginning of his Reign, to pleaſe the 
people, he cauſeth the heads of Epſon and Dxdly to be chopt- off for their yo 
oppictions, and puniſhed inferiour offenders in that kinde with Stocks and 
Pi oves. His Waves father Ferdinand of Arragon, got king Henry to aid him 

.:{t the Afocrs, which he did; He helped alſo Pope Iulizs againſt the French 
aing, Who bad invaded the Churches Patrimony, and proclaims war againſt 
hi. :or deraining from him Gzyer and Normandy,and his other lands in France; 
For this his aſuſtance of the Pope, both againſt the French ſword, and Lathers 
pen, he obtained the title of Defender of the Faith. Ferdinand alſo his father 
in. law promiſeth to help king Herry againſt France, if he would land his men 
I0 b1/ca, from whence they might march to Guyen. King Herry according] 
{ends ten thouſand men under Grey Marqueſle of Dorſet, who being Janded 50 
in Eiſcaz did nogood at all; nor had they any aid from Ferdinand, whoſe in- 
tention was onely to ſurpriſe Navarre for his own uſe, which he did; for ha- 
ving raiſed an Army under Dake D' Alva, which he pretended to joyn with 
the Englith forces, he ſuddenly ruſheth upon Navarre, ſurpriſeth Pampalona, 
and ſciteth himſelf a great part of that kingdome : nor did Ferdinand at all 

a{l:ſt che Engliſh as he promiſed, but ſuffered them for foure monethsto periſh

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with want and fickne(s, fo that the Souldiers returne to England in diſ- 4n.Chriſts; 


content. 


Whilſt things were atted thus by the Spaniard, the Engliſh Admiral Sir 1512: 


Edward Howard takes divers French velilels, burns and ſpoils Britaxy in divers 
places; the Britains dated indeed the Admiral, and he came into' the field 
with two thoufand and fix hundred men againſt ten thouſand ; but when th 
perceived the Enghtſh courage, they ran away. King Henry upon this fads 
more aid to his Admiral both of ſhips and men ; with thefe he encounters the 
French fleet : the Regent of England, in which were ſeven hundred ſouldiers, 
t Carrick of Breſt wherem were nine hundred, both theſe ſhips 
being fait grapled together, were unfortunately burnt and drowned in the ſea, 
with all that were in them : the French king increaſeth his fleet ; and ſent it 
with all neceſfaries into the Haven of Breſt. King Henry alſo inlargeth his 
Fleet , with which the Erg/iþ Admiral reſolves to ſet upon the French at 
Breſt, but as he was entring in , the formoſt Ship was ſplitted upon a Rock, 
which made the reſt forbear to proceed. The Frenchmen upon this fortifie 
the Haven, an in the mouth thereof four and twenty old Flemiſh hulks, 
which were to be ſet on fire when the Engliſh Ships did draw neer them; they 
raiſed alſo divers Rampires and Bul warks for their great Ordnance. 


20 The Engliſh Admiral fearing the Haven was too ſhallow for his great Ships, 


entreth into the harbour with oared Barges, and manfully aſſailed the three 
great Gallies of Khodes, brought thither by a knight called —_—— but 
when the Engliſh Barges were gone, the French in great numbers ruſh into the 
hogs as 7 continual freſh ſupplies overmalter the Engliſh, the greater 
_ W f being ſlain, the Admiral with a Pike is born over-boord and 
drowned, the reſt are taken priſoners ; the Lord Thowss Howard, brother to 
the deceaſed Admiral, is put 1n his place. Talbot Earl of Shrewsbnry is ſent in- 
to France with eight thouſand men, and Somerſet Lord Herbert with ſix thou- 
ſand, theſe beſiege Tyrwin ; ſhortly after the king himſelf with eleven thou- 


3 ſand comes over and joyns himſelf with the two former bodies, having left 


the care of the South part of the kingdome to his Queen, and of the North to 
Howard Ear\ of Surrey, becauſe of the Scots : At Ty there were divers ſal 
lies of the Frezchupon the Engliſh, and many skirmiſhes, till the French king 
came witha great Army to raiſe the ſiege z after many bravado's and threats, 
the battels joyn with great min at laſt the French are beat, _ 
whereof are flain, many taken priſoners, the reſt fled, Tyrwyz is ſyrrendred, 
pillaged, and burnt down, onely the Biſhops Palace was preſerved with the 
Cathedral Church ; In this fiege Maximilian the Emperour ferved'under king,

"i After this, king Henry befiegeth Turnay, which after many ſharp affavults and 


$kirmiſhes, yielded to ſubmit and pay ten thouſand ponnd to king Henry. 
Wolſey the kings Almoner takes of them the Oath of allegiance,and Sir Edward 
Poymmngs is made Governour of the Town, and ſo the winter drawing on, king, 
returns home, mean while the Engliſh Adtniral vexeth the French both 
at ſea and land. The Scots, in the abſence of king Hexry, invade Fngland with 
- urge men under the command of the Lord Hunres king James his 
Chamberlain, theſe having done much miſchief with fire and (word, are ſud- 
denly aſſaulted by Sir Will;ane Bulmer and one thouſand Archers,who defeated 
them, and ſtript them of their booty, being too ſecure and confident. King 


jo James in revenge of this defeat, againſt the peace and articles of marriage, en-

King Heyry to reward the ſervice of thoſe who had fought for him again(t 


the French and Scots, confers on them divers honours. Thontas ' Howard Farte 
of Surrey is made Duke of Norfolke, and his ſor» the Admiral is made Earle 
Surrey. Brandon Vi{count Lyſſe»is (tiled Duke of Suffolke. Sormerſet Lord 
Herbert is created Earle of Worceſter. 'Stanly is made Lord Monteagle, and 
Thomas Wolſey is Biſhop of Lincoln. About the end of this year the encloſures 
near 1/ingtown are thrown down by the Londoners, as hindring their recrea« 
tions. The French under Prior-John land in Suſſex m thenight time, and 19 
burn a village there, bur he is bearen to his gallies, with the lofle of many of 
his men, and with a wound in his face ; to requitethis, Sir John Wallop from 
the Admiral lands in Normandy with eight hundred men, where he burns 
and ſpoils one and twenty viliages. After thisa peace isConcluded between 
France and England, upon a match between the French King Lewis the 12, and 
Mary King Hemries filter. Hereupon the Duke of Longuevit, and the other 
French priſoners taken at the battel of Tyrwin, are releaſed ; the Lady wihia 
great train is landed at Bul/oign, where the Dolphin with the French Nobility 
receives and brings her to Abuyzle, where ſhe is married, and ſhortly after 
crowned at Paris; but within twelve weeks after the marriage King Lewis 20 
dicth, and Queen Mary is brought again into. F-gland by the Duke of 
Suffolke, who with the kings conſent married her. Frazxcjs the firſt ſucceſlorto 
Lewis, renews the peace with England. | 
About theſe times, Thomas wolo born in Ipſwich of mean parents, became 
the moſt potent man m the Kingdome; Firſt be was the Kings Almoner, then 
Biſhop of Lincolme, then a Privy-counſellor , at laſt Archbiſhop and Cardinal 
of Torke; yet not content with all this, he gets the King to take the great Seat 
from Canterbury, and to give it him, whereby he became alſo the Chancellor 
of Eneland, ſo that now without him no matter of Church or State was man- 
aged. He demands accounts of all officers in the laſt wars, and thereby en- 30 
richeth himſelf, cither ſharing with them,or receiving great bribes from them; 
they that had nothing were puniſhed; He erecteth alſonew Courts of Judi- 
cature, by which he enriched his coffers : Such was his pride, that he would 
not ſuffer Cardinal Campeins the Popes Legat here for England to land, untill 
he had ſent back to Rowe for a new- Commiſhon, in which Wolſey is made 
Campeins his Collegate ; fo at laſt both the Legats repair to Greenwich , where 
the King was; before them were carried two lilver Crofles, two filver Pillars, 
two guilded Axes, and two embroidered Cuſhions; their meſflage is delivere 
in an Italian ſpeech tothe King, for his aid, with the other Chriſtian Princes 
againſt the Turks; to this the King required ſome time of conſideration : then 40 
did Woljey by his Legative authority without the king , erect a Court, in 
which he viſited all Biſhops and their Dioceſles, ——— himſelf by bribes, 
and ſequeſtring for his own uſe the probate of Wills; and ſuch was his pride, 
that before and after meat when he waſhed, he was attended on by Dukes 
and Farles. 
The King and Queen, the twelfth year of Herries Reign, reſolve to paſle 


- 


and Land; they came at laſt with all their train to Cal/ice.and the French King 
with his Queen and attendance to Arde. Cardinal Wolſey is ſent before with 
a Jarge Commiſhon to treat about a further peace with king #rancis; the Lords 
and Gentry that attended on Wolſey were cloathed with crimſon velvet, and 50 
wore Chains of gold, the yeomen and grooms were apparrelled in ſcarlet : 
when he came to Arde, the Frenchking royally entertained him, and having 
ſcen his large Commiſion , gave him the like under the great Seal of France : 
Then d1d both the Kings with their Queen and train meet in the valley of 


Anarea,where they teaſted and rejoyced ſome dayes together,and then friendly 


departed to their own homes; and becauſe there was like to be wars between 
the

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10 thing effected : Wolſey to ſhew his greatneſs, would needs go tothe Em perors 
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the Emperor and French, King Henry being in league with both, mediated for 4n.Chri/ti, 
peace, therefore Commiſſioners from theſe three Princes were to meet at W Wu 
Calice;, the Cardinal is employed by king Henry, with the Earle of Worceſter, * 5 21: 
and ſome others in this' Commiſſion z he wich his Colleagues ride proudly 

through London, where he is met by the Major and his brethren, and the 
Companies in their ſeveral Liveries thence he paſleth in Barges to Graveſend, 

and thence to Canterbury , where he is met by the Archbiſhop and his Clergy 

with a ſolemn proceſſion ; from thence he goeth to Dover, and ſo to Calicez 

where he meets the other Ambaſladors, a conference there was had ; but no- 


Court, carrying with him the great Seal of Exgland, which no Chancellor be- 


fore durſt do; he is accompanied with four hundred and lixty horſe, being in 
all places met and ſaluted by the Gentry. At Bruges he was met about a mile 
from the Town by the Emperor himſelf, who highly honoured him, both be- 
cauſe of his large Commiſhon, and of the broad Seal of England which was 
carried before him in great ſtate; but the want of the ſame in England hindred 
the paſſing of writs and patents. ; 
AtBruges,the cauſes of the war beweenC2ſar and France are diſputed at large: 
theCardinal makes a wy ſpeech commending the excellency of peace,which 
20 the Emperor liked well , but withall told the Cardinal, That God had not put 
the ſword in vain in the Magiſtrates hand, but that by it he was to mantain 
his hereditary rights againſt uſurpers,and regain by violence what by violence 
was derained, and therefore hedetanong of his Uncle king Herrjes help, 
ſeeing all Princes were bound to ſupport right,and ſupprefle wrong; he com- 
plains alſo of the wrongs done by the French to him,in repudiating his daugh- 
ter the Lady Margaret,in decaining from him his Towns and Caſtles in Picard, 
in getting treacherouſly from him his wife the Lady Jane the young Dut- 
cheſs of Brittany, in mantaining his rebellious ſubje& the Duke of Gelders 
againſt him, and Jaſtly his ſurpriſal of the kingdome of Naples from the 
30 houſe of Caſtile. The Cardinal could reply but little to what was ſaid, there- 
fare he took his leave, and returns for England, where he is welcomed and 
faſted by the king. 
| The proud Cardinal, under colour of the kings aid to Ceſar againſt France, 
grants forthCommiſſions winder the great Seal of England for every man to ſet 
down the true value of hiseſtate, and to pay four ſhillings in the pound; the 
ſame ſum is alſo demanded of the Clergy : this proceeding was moſt diſtaſte- 
ful to all men, as conſiſting neither with law, nor the muy hberty, nor with 
the welfare of thoſe whoſe credits exceeded their eſtates, beſides that the ſums 
demanded were not payable; notwithſtanding Wolſey would not (though ge- 
{ nerally petitioned ) mitigate this rigorz and though in Hampſhire Viſcount 
Lyſle wrote to the Cardinal the danget that was likely toenſue if there were 
no mitigarion, ſeeing the p_ were ready toriſe, yet he received tio ather 
anſwer, but that it ſhould coſt him his head, for offering to differ from his in- 
ſtruftions; but at laſt when he ſaw how heavy this burthen was to the people; 
new Commiſſions are ſent out to demand the ſixth part of each mans ſub- 
{tance z but the people inſtead of paying the money curſed the Cardinal : fo 
reat was the diſteimper every where, and dabger of inſurrection , that the 
Ling wis much grieved thereat, and cauſed theſe Commiſhons to be recalled, 
proteſting they were ſent abroad without his knowledge, and that he 
would require nothing of his people but by way of benevolence. 

The Cardinal perceiving how the king had laid all the blame upon him, to 
ingratiate himſelf with the people, he calls the Maior of London with his 
brethren before him, to whom he proteſted that he had kneeled to the king 
to perſwade him to revoke the Commiſiion, and to relie on his peoples bene- 
volence; to this purpoſe he directs his letters to ail the Shires, but this policie 
could not get the peoples good __— of him; then Commiſſions are _ 
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An.Chriſti, forthe benevolence , but they alſo didnot take with the people, ſome plea- 
WW ding poverty others, that demanding of benevolences was againſt their li- 
berty, and the ſtatute made in the firſt year of king Richard the third, 

About this time, the Cardinal procures a licence from the Pope to pull 
down ſome {mal religious houſes , for appropriating their lands and revenews 
totwo Colledges which he had erected, the one at 0Oxford,the other at 7pſwich: 

this uw a hint not long after toking Henry to demoliſh all ſuch houſes, Then 

this buſic-headed Butchers dog (as the people called him ) took upon himto 
reform the kings houſe 3 therefore he put out ſome of his menial ſervants, 
and puts worſe in their rooms : He beſtows on the king his Mannor of Hampton 15 
Court, for which he hath leave of the king to keep his court in his Palace at 
Rickmond.The French king,about this time, deſires in marriage the Lady Mary, 

* king Henry's onely daughter; bur this motion liked not our States-men, who 
forcſaw that if king Henry died without iflue male, France being the greater 
kingdome, would make this but an attendant upon that. The Cardinal alſg 
made a {cruple of the lawtulneſle of my marriage,and it was diſputed 
at Paris, whether Mary were legitimate,being king Henry's daughter by Cathe- 
rine his brother 4rthurs wife, This doubt the Cardinal firſt raiſed in diſplea- 
ſureto Ce/ar, becauſe he had not uſed his utmoſt power to make him Pope. 
Dr. Longland Biſhop of Lincoln and the kings confellor, told him that he had 20 
lived almoſt twenty years inceſtuouſly with his Queen , and that therefore be 
ſhould now leave her bed, and repent for this great fin. 

The King preſently upon this, imploys the Cardinal in an Embaſſie tothe 
French king, the ſubſtance Whereof was onely known to the king and him 


at his departure, the king takes his leave of him, as of a familiar friend : when 
he rode through London he was attended on by twelve hundred Horſe. At 
Calice and Bulloin he's received with great honour, and flattering Pageants are 
preſented to him at Bul/oin : as he rode towards Amiens, he 1s met by the Pro- 
voſt and chief Citizens, and within half a mile by the king himſelt, who in 
great ſtate conducted him to his lodging , on rhe gates whereof was written 3? 


in fair letters Cardinalis Pacificus : atter much entertainment and divers confe- 
rences, a Peace is concluded, and (caled with a ſeale of gold : of which after- 
ward the Cardinal bragged in the Star-chamber, and that he had made an 
everlaſting peace; but the people muttered, that France never kept peace 
long with England; and that a peace with Ceſar and the Flemings (which the 
Cardinal kept off ) had been better. 

Thenullity of the kings marriage being ſmothered a while, is revived a- 
gain; and the king upon this refrains her bed : YYolſey procures a Commil- 
fon from the Pope, to be directed to him, and his brother Campeixs ; that be- 
fore them as ſupream Judges the matter might be debated : the Commiſſion #? 
being granted, Wolſey acquaints the Queen therewith, who accuſeth him as 
being chief cauſe of theſe troubles, becauſe the Emperour her Nephew had 
not made him Pope, and becauſe the had gently told him of his tyranny, co- 
verouſneſle and leachery : The king permits the Queen to chooſe her own 
Councellours, who named four Doctoors, two of the law, to wit, Warban 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Weſt Biſhop of Ely; and two of divinity, namely, 
Fiſher Piſhop of Rocheſter, and Stand:ſh Bilbop of Aſaph : a ſtately Court 1s 

© erctted in the great Hall at Black-friars , where were placed two Chairs, and 
two great Cuſhions, covered with Cloth of gold; the pa took their places, 
Vs olfey the right hand : The King and Queen are cited ; He by his Proctor 50 | 
acknowledgeth the Legats power from the Pope, but the Queen appealed 
from them ro the Court at Kozre, which appeal was not allowed : the pro» 
ceedings of the C'1urt were ſo tedious, that the King with the Queen came in 
perſon , where he deſires a quick end, and withall proteſts how much he lo- 
ved the Queen ,; and what an excellent wife ſhe had been to him; but that 
now he was troubled in Conſcience to keep her company. 4

The king underſtanding thatthe Emperonr arid Pope were together at Bo- 
nonia, ſends an Ambaſſadour to to let themknow, that it was not out of 
any diſlike he had of his Queeti that he deſired a divorce, but becauſe the Pre» 
fident of Par# and many grave Divines conceive this marriage ualawfull; 10 
therefore he deſires, for {eafattion of his conſcience, that a ſentence 
may pafſe. The Emperor faid, he would be ſatisfied by the j of the 
Law m that poitit. The Pope promiſeth anend, when he came to Rowe z but 
he meant no fuch thing : for if he ſhould give ſentence againſt Pops Julie his 
diſpenſation , he would make all future difpentations of no validity; and if 
he ſhould give ſentence againſt the Queen, he would- make Ceſar his enemy. 
King Henry ſeeing nothing but delayes, imployes the chief Divines of England 
to travel into all Univerſtties to know their opinions about this match : theſe 
returning, brought twelve Inſtruments ſealed by ſo many Univerſities, all con- 
chading the Kimgs marriage unlawfull. Ar this time Wolſey gets leave to live 2® 
within his Dioceſle of Tork; one Cromwel a ſervant of his, left him, and got 
into the Kings ſervice and favour alſo. The King was content, that the Cardi- 
nals —_ at 0ford (called then Kings-Coledge, now Chriſh Church) ſhould 
be endowed with the Lands which were forftitcd 3 but he deſtroyed his Col- 
ledges at Tpſwich, as being needleſle. 

TheKing underftandmg that #olſey had got a Bull from Rowe to curſe him, 
if he did not reſtore him toall his goods and places, cauſeth a Proclamation 
to be publiſhed, That all Appeals, Proviſions and Inſtruments procured from 
Rome apainft the Kings power, within one-year next before that time, or to 
be procured hereafter, to be be void, and the procurers thereof to be puniſh- 39 
able. Mean while the Cardinal by his Letters animares the Pope and Clergy 
againſt che King, atid they on the other fide encourage him to conſtancie, pro- 
miling his reſtoration : Wolſey being puffed up upon this, makes great prepa- 
ration for his mftalment in the Archb1 ick of Terk, inviting the N 
Gentty thither, meaning to feaſt them magnificently ; he erected his ſeat in 
rhe Cathedral-church, in heighe and ſtate hke a Kings throne. The King un- 
derftood of all theſe proceedings, that they were done to affront him; there- 
tore to prevent his inſtalment, a Commiſſion is ſent to the Earl of Nortbumber- 
{and to arreſt him-and commit him to Sheffichd-caſtte; he ſtood upon the pri- 
viledge of a Roman Cardinal, and that he was exempted from the ſecular 4? 
power; yet he was ſeiſed on, and his goods alſo, hisOfficers were diſcharged, | 
and his Phyſitian ſent to the Tower, whither alſo the Cardinal was to be 
brought, but that he fell ſuddenly fick, upon the fight of the Captain of the 
Tower that came to apprehend him ; he took a ſtrong Purge, which in two 
nights killed him. | 


The Clergie being guilty of a Premmire, by maintaming the Cardinals 


_ Legantine power, paid to the King an hundred thouſand pounds, to prevent 


further miſchiefs and by a publike Inſtrument acknowledged him S»preme 
Head of the Charch of England, So Wolſey being gone, the King cauſeth the 
Opmion of the Univerſities to be read openly in his Parliament, and then to 50 
be ſeit to the Queen, who for all this will not relinquiſh her Appeale to Rome, 
whereupon the King gets her to be divorced, and the Archbiſhop to pro- 
nounce the marriage null ; and then he fals in love with the Lady Anne Buber, 
whom he made Marchioneſle of Pembrook, and afterward married her. |

ſon by the French Queen Mary his wite, is created Earle of Lincoln; Manzers 
Lord Roſſe is made Earle of Rutland, with divers others. 

Ambaſladors are ſent from the Queen Regent of France for concluding a 
peace, with the proffer of twenty hundred thouſand crowns for arrearages 


of the tribute,whereof fifty thouſand pounds ſterling ſhould be paid in hand, 20 


and ſecurity given for the reſt; they promiſe alſo'to'pay Queen Mary her 
dowry : upon thisa peace is made, and now the King by the means of Thomas 
Cromwel (whom of Wolſey's ſervant he had made a Baron and Counſcllor of 
State ) curbby degrees the Popes authority here, in making alaw that all 
ſhould incur a premunire, who'appealed to the Sce of Rome, and procured 
thence any proceſle or judgement whatſoever; the Clergy freely ſubmit them- 
ſelves to him in ſpiritual affairs, the Pope is utterly deprived of his -Amnumntes 
and firſt-fruits; the lawfulrieſs of hisanarriage with Queen Anne is eftabliſhed, 
and the unlawfalneſs of his former matchrwith Queen Katherine , the Crown 


is<ntailed on him and his iflue; ro this Act all ſwore except Sir Thomas More, 39 


who diſliking the Kings proceedings againſt Queen Katherine and the Pope, 
had delivered the _—_ Seal into the Kings hands; Dr. Fiſher alſo Biſhop 
of Rocheſter refuſed to ſwear , and both proteſted againſt the ſaid:A& of Par- 
liament, for which cauſe they both Joſt their-heads. The next year the Kings 
{upremacie is confirmed by Parliament. FP

Divers honours are likewiſe con- 
ferred : Viſcount Beauchamp is made Earl of Hartford, Fitz-William Earle of 
Southampton; and among the reſt, Sir 1howas Cromwel Counſellor of Eſtate, 
Knight of the Garter, Lord Privy-Scal, Lord Croxzwel, is made the Kings Vice- 
gerent in all Church-matters , and had the precedencie of the Archbiſhop of 


20 Canterbury; and to ſhew how officious he was, he deſtroyed Images and 
Shrines, the Begging Friars and Nuns. About this time, the Marquis of Exeter 
Henry Poole, with divers Gentlemen, for conſpiring with Cardinal Poole (now 
beyond the ſeas ) to reeſtabliſh the Popes authority, are executed, and (o are 
divers Abbots and others for denying the Kings ſapremacie. Shortly after this 
a Rebellion brake out in Ireland by 0-Neale, but is fupprefled by the Lord Grey 
Deputy. The Lord Crozwel/ is made Earle of Efjex, by whoſe advice the 


king quarrels with the Religious houſes, pretending their vices and idleneſle, 
but indeed aiming at their wealth and revenues, which amounted to more 
then two hundred thouſand pounds yearly ; all this wealth was given by the 

heſe lands with Noblemen for other 


lands. 
Cromwell having made havock of the Church, perſwades the King to marry 


the Lady Anne of Cleve, a good woman, but no wayes lovely, except in her 
flattering pictures; which made King Henry, after he had been married foure 


moneths, toſlight her. Hereupon the Clergy, to flatter the King, pronounce 
this marriage to be null, becauſe ſhe confetled the King could not afford her 
that benevolence due from a husband to a wife : The like ſentence is pub-

And now the Scots, who had been quiet a while, begin to ſtir again : there. 
fore king Henry ſends to king James 5. his Nephew, that he may do homage 
for Scotland, which was flatly refuſed ; then king Henry demands ſome teri. 
tories due to him on the Scots borders, for which he had old evidences to 
ſhew,theſe are rejetted by the Scots commiſſioners as fained : then king Heyry 
deſires to meet and confer with king James in friendly manner upon the bor- 
ders of either kingdome; for this cauſe king Henry gocth to Tork, where he 
underſtood king James would not meet him but by his Commiſhoners,where- 
upon king Henry leaves Commiſſtoners there, and returns home. But during 
this Treaty, a party of Scots invade the Weltern marches, { —_ and burn- 
ing all belies them ; complaint is made, and fatisfaction promiſed, but no- 
thing performed, neither had the Scots commiſſioners ſufficient authority 
from their king to conclude any thing but whar was difhonorable to king 
Henry : wr re. hs he is forced to ſend an Army of twenty thouſand into Scot- 
land under the Duke of Norfolk, who was accompanied with divers other 
Earls, Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, who march into Scoiland burning and 206 
ſpoiling without reſiſtance, and ſo return home Jaden with ſpoiles. Upon 
this the Scots king raiſeth fifteen thouſand men, who invade the wed ecaches 
ſpoiling the Engliſh ground, as the Engliſh army had done the Scotiſh before : 

poumyg - 

but Dacres, Muſgrave, and the Lord ## harton, with open forces, and a ſecret 
ambuſh defeated the Scots, being in mutiny among themſelves ; there were 
taken priſoners the Earls of Caſſels and Glencarn, the Lords Maxwel, Flenting, 
and others, with two hundred Gentlemen and _— hundred common ſoul- 
diers, with 24 peeces of ordnance, and four carts Jaden with ſpears; four and 
twenty of the chief priſoners are ſent to the Tower, and twodayes after dif- 
perſed and committed to the charge of divers Lords and Gentlemen. This 45 
overthrow ſo much vexcd king James, that he died with grief a few weeks 
after, leaving behind him one daughter Queen Mary, newly born. Upon his 
death, a'mot1on is made for a match between king Herrizs onely ſon, and this 
king James his onely daughter; the Scots priſoners promiſe their belt aſſiſt- 
ance for the furtherance thereof, for which cauſe king Henry ſet them all at 
liberty without ranſome, and beſides beſtowed on them divers rich gifts, 

Mean while the Engliſh and French Merchants ſpoile each other at ſea; 
complaints are made, but no redrefle; wherefore king Herry tranſports an 
Engliſh army into France, which being landed beliege the Town of Landerſey; 
upon this the French king comes with a ſtrong army, raiſeth the ſiege, relieves 40 
the town, and in the night-time (being not willing to fight) they {teale away 
intotheir own countries, and the Engliſh return home. 

The match between Prince Edward and the Infant-Qucen Mary of Scot- 
land, is concluded in their Parliament, and ratified by the ſeals and oaths of 
the Nobility; for that purpoſe the Queen ſhould have been ſent into England. 
But ſhortly after, the French king by cunning plots alienated the Scots from 
that match : ſo that king Henry 1s forced to make unwonted preparations a- 
gainſt both kingdoms; he firſt then ſends a mighty Army againſt Scotland by 
ſea in two hundred ſhips under Liſle the Admiral, and by land under the Earl 
of Hartford : The fleet having landed all.the men, they ſeiſe im the Firth 50 
on many ſhips; then they beliege Lieth, and being a while reſiſted by ſixe 
thouſand Scotiſh horſe, they took the Town and plundred it : thence they 
march towards F:/inburgh , where the Provoſt and chief Citizens met them, 
who delivered to the Earl of 19s 99 the City-keyes, conditionally he would 
preſerve 1t from fire, and ſuffer the ſouldiers to depart with their baggage out 

of the town : Hartford the Generall anſwers them, That their Nobility by 
fallifying 
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Ke _ with the French , whereat King 


_—_ their oath had drawn theſe Armies on rhem ; if the ſouldiers and 
inhabitants would come diſarmed into the field, and yeeld their lives and 
goods to him, he would doas he thought good, otherwayes they muſt expe& 
all extremity; the-Citizens upon this recurn diſcontented, with a reſolution to 
xeliſt, which they did,till the gates and walls were battered; the Engliſh enter 
the TowH,, a part whereof they burned, and plundered thereft : mean while 
four thouſand Engliſh horſe more are ſent byking Henry, great ſpoils and 
booties are carried away by fea into England: Holy-roods, Leith, Haddington, 
with divers other places thereabour are defaced. Then King Herry ſends two 
{ſtrong Armies into France, the one under the Duke of Norfolke, which beſieged 
the Town Mnttrel, but after much lofle of time, were fain in the end to leave 
itz The other under rhe the Duke of S»ffolke , who beſieged Bulloign; to this 
ſiege King Henry himſelf came, who ſo battered the walls, that the Town 
was fain to yeeld, conditionally the inhabitants may depart with bag and 
baggage, which was granted ; there came out fixty ſeven horſe, one thouſand 
five hundred fixty three foot , eight hundred Gunners, eighty ſeven hurt 
men, beſides multitudes of others, the whole number was four thouſand four 
hundred forty four ſouls. 

Whilſt King Herry is thus employed in France, Ceſar underhand makes a 
Herry was much troubled, therefore 
caving order for repairing the Town and Caſtle, he diſmifleth his Army, and 


returns into Fngland, where becauſe of his daily wars he demands a benevo- 


lence of all his ſubjects, which was granted,  onely Alderman Read refuſed, 
therefore was forced to ſerve the King in perſon againſt the Scots, by whom 
he was taken priſoner, and at laſt ranſomed after King Henry was gone, the 
Dolphin in a dark night ſuddeniy ſurpriſed Baſe-Bul/6zgr , but was fain to quit 
it again , being bear out by thoſe of the upper Town : ſhortly after Monhievur 
de Bees came with fifteen thouſand men to erect a Fort before the Town, bur 
Hartford, Liſhgand Gray put them to flight, and forced them to leave behinde 
their ordnance, tents, and other proviſions : The French king to be —_— 
IX 


5 ſends in afleet of two hundred ſhips, and ſeven and twenty gallies, with 11 ty

thouſand men, which caſt anchor before the Ile of W7rght; but as the Engh 
fleet paſſed out of the harbour of Portſmouth, the Mary-roſe one of the Kings 
beſt ſhips, with Sir George Carew, and above four hundred men in her, were all 
ſaddenly ſunk under water, by reaſon the ordnance were left untrigged, and 
the under port-holes open, ſo that when the ſhip turned the ordnance ran 
back to one ſide, and bare the port-holes under water, The French Admiral 
hearing of King Herries preparation, hoiſed anchors, and returns into France 
without ating any thing. Whilſt the King is abſent in Frazce, the Scots in- 
vade England, making havock of all before them : the Eatle of Hartford with 
twelve thouſand men , in requital , commits the like outrages upon the Scots 
territoriesz Liſle the High- Admiral lands within the haven of Treport , the 
Suburbs of which he burned, with ſome other places thereabouts. After all 
thisſtir, atlaſt a peace is concluded between Exgland and France, Bulloign is 
reſtored for eight hundred thouſand crowns : but the Duke of Norfolke, with 
his ſon the Earl of Surrey, after many brave ſervices done by them , are ſud- 
denly apprehended and ſent to the Tower, becauſe they bare in their Eſcuchen 
certain Arms which were pretended. onely to belong to the King and Prince, 
which Arms horwithſiending their Anceſtors had born time out of minde 
without controlment z for this ſole cauſe the Earle loſt his head, but the Duke 


50 his father eſcaped this fate by the Kings death. 


When the _ perceived that his ſickneſs was incutable, he cauſed the 
Gray-friars Church of London to be opened again after he had ſuppreſſed it; 
and to be made a Pariſh-Church, the reverues whereof he gaveto the City 
towards therelief of their poor, and withall gave five hundred marks yearly. 
of lands towards the maintenance of the Div ine-ſervice, and reparations - 
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An.Chriſti, the Church : he ordained his children to ſucceed each other, if iſſue failed ; 
WY he ordained a thouſand marks for the poor, and twelve pence a day for twelve 
poor Knights at Windſor, with a white-cloth Gown yearly, an embroidered 
Garter, with S. Grorge his Croſle, and a mantle of red-dloth to be worn there- 
on3 ſo having reigned (even and thirty years and ninemonths, he died in the 
ſix and fifticth year of his lifez he had fix wives, 1, Queen Kathtrine king 
Ferdanands daughter of Spain. 2. Queen- Anne the daughter of Sir Thomgs 
Bullen Earle of Wiltſhire. 3. Queen Jave Sir John Seywonrs daughter, 4. Queen 
Anne ſiſter tothe Duke of Cleve. 5. Katherime daughter to Edmund, and neece 
to 7bomas Heward his brother Duke of Norfolk, 6. Katherine daughter to Sir 10 
Thomas Parre of Kendal, and fiſter to William Parre Marqueſs of Northampton ; 
by his firſt wite he had two-ſons that died young, and Queen Mary; by his 
ſecond Queen Elizabeth by his third King Edward, and by Elizabeth Blunt he 
had a baſtard called Henry Fitz-roy, 'whom he made Earle of Nottinghax, 
Duke of Richmond and Sommerſer, Lord Warden of the Marches againſt Scot- 
land, and Lieutenant-General of the North of England. He was a Prince more 
eminent for his vices, then vertues, for he was counted ambitious in affeting 
the title of Spiritual ſupremacie ; covetous, in appropriating the revenews of 
r<ligious houſes to his own uſes, and extraordinary exactions fromthe people; 
he was alſo prodigal , in walting ſo great a treaſure as was left him ſo quickly ?? 
and needlecilely ; He was likewite cruel in condemning two Cardinals, in put- 
ting to death rewo. Queens, twelve Dukes, Marquefles, Earls, and Earls ſons, 18, 
Barons and Knights, ſeventy faven Abborg, Priors, Monks and Prieſts, and of 
the common fort huge multnudes; his luſt and wantonneſs, his wavering in 
Religion,his revengetul and tmporent diſpoſition, were too eminent m him.

a Parliament is called, and arguments alleadged on both ſides; the Queen 
pleadsthe right of a mother, the Lordsthe ancient cuſtomes of the King- 
dome. At lalt to prevent all ayimolities which were like to ariſe, it is ardered 
that two able men of each faftion ſhould be named to govern the. King and 4? 
Kingdome during the minority of King, Jatwes : of the Queens fide were 
choſen Grame and Boyee, who was then Chancellor ;' of the other party, Robert 
Earl of Orkney, and John Kennedy, to theſe were added two Biſhops, 'of Glaſco 
and Dxxkel; tothe Queen was permitted the tuition of her ſon,but ſhe was not 
to mcddle with the affairs of State; ſhe bad alſo leaye to educate her other 
children, to wit, the Duke of 4lbain, and the Earle of Marr, with the two 
young Ladics, Thingsat home being thus campoſed,the Engliſh Ambaſladors 
who came tomake peace, had audience, and a peace for fifteen years is con- 
ched , the next year the Kings mother died; Alexander the Kings brother 

, Feturning, from France 1s taken by the Engliſh, but releaſed again upon the 50 
SCULS CON. plaint of the breach of Peace, 

Scotland continued not long quiet; for Donald Lord of the Ifles, hearing 
the King was dead, cauſed himſelf tobe proclaimed king of the Iles, threat- 
ning, Ceathzo all that ſbould acknowledge any other King there: being invited 
by the Captain of Imerneſſe-Caſtle to a feaſt, bh ferſed on the Caſtle, and thruſt 
vur the gariiionz then having gathered an Agmy of malecontents and looſe 

perſons 
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ons, he falls upon Atho/, and feiſcth on the Earl and his wite, who had ys 
taken ſanctuary in S.Frigets Church; but Donald violates the Sanctuary, carries ws 
away the Earle, his wife,and many oth?rs,with all their wealth, which tor ſecu- 
rity was laid up there, and then ſets fire on the Church, and killed divers of the 
Prieſts for making reliſtance : but as he was returning home by water with his 
facrilegious booty , a ſudden ſtorm ſunk moſt of his veſlels, and he narrowly 
eſcaped with his life and after that time till his death continued mad ; thus 
God uſeth to reward facrilege, Many of his followers being touched jn 
conſcicence,went bare-footed, and in whue ſheets toS. Brigets Church,offering 
ic gifts for their attonement. Ar Court Robert Boyd a potent man, and great 

with the young King,to whoſe counſels he roo much hearkened, by his brother 
Alexander Boyd advilcth the King to ſhake off his governours , and to manage 
the kingdome himſelf: Kennedy a grave man,and one of the kings governours, 
for adviſing the king the contrary , and for offering to ſtop him from hunting 
at an wo 6 time, is abuſed by this Alexander, who with his bow which 
he had then in his hand broke Kennedy's head, this cauſed a great fewd be- 
tween theſe families, to the diſturbance of the whole kingdome : ſhortly 
after Kennedy died to the great grief of all good men, for in his life and do- 
&rine he was exemplary and powerful ; he had been a great benefactor tothe 

, Univerſity of St. A#drews : Patrick, Grameis in hisſtead elected Biſhop by the 
Canons, who repairs to Romee,for confirmation, which was a while hindred b 
the Archbiſbop «f Torke, claiming a power over the Scots Biſhopsz but at laſt 
it is decreed at Rome that Grame ſhould be Primate of Scotland, and the Popes 
Legat alſo for three years, that the Prieſts might be reformed, and Church- 
diſcipline eſtabliſhed , yet Grame durſt not return home ſolong as the Boyds 
continued in their greatneſs, which came to that height, that Robert Boyd 
the elder was made Viceroy by the king during his minority , his fon alſo 
Thomas is honoured” with the marriage of the kings eldeſt lifter, which 
brought much envy upon Boyd and his family , for the peogye began to repine 

q at his greatneſs, and to aſcribe all the diſtempers of the Kingdom to Boyds 
miſgovernment, theſe coals were blown by the Kennedies. 

Mean while Ambaſladors are ſent to Dexmark for a match between the 
young King and the Danes daughter, with inſtructions for removing the old 
controverlic between the two Kings about the Iſlands of 0rkzey and Shetland, 
the chief Ambaſſador was 4ndrew Stewart Chancellor of Scotland, who ſends 
word to King James that the match was concluded, and theſe Iſlands given 
to him for his wifes dowry, ſo that the Dane upon this parted with all his 
right : Thomas the ſon of Robert Boyd, and Earle of Arran, is ſent with a great 
train of Nobility and Gentry to bring home the new Queen; in the interim 

40 the Kennedies _ to work upon the kings affections, and to draw him from 
the Boyd, againſt whoſe inſolent government the _ did much complain; 
the tims was fit for their purpoſe, Thomas being abſent longer then was ex- 
pected, becauſe of the winter which makes the Northern (cas unnavigable, 
and the two elder Boyds by reaſon of infirmities, were not able to frequent the 
Court as they were wont; for this end a Parliament is called at Edinburg, to 
which the two Boyds Robert and Alexander are ſummoned ; Robert out of his 
guilt, and perceiving the kings minde was alienated, arid that his enemies 
were grown very powerful, fled into England; his brother Al-xandernot being 
able to flic, becauſe ſickly,appears;it was there objected that he and his brother 
had by their own private motion made the king coine to Edinburgh from 

30 Sterling againſt the will of his governours; he replied, that they had the kings 
pardon under the broad Seal, and deſired alſo-the Records might be ſearched, 
which was denied him, and ſo having received the ſentence of condemnation 
for abuſing the young kings authority , is beheaded ; Robert a few years aftet 
died with griet at Anwick in Fngland: his ſon Thomas though now employed 
upon publike ſcrvice,is before being heard proclaumed traitor, and his eſtare 
confiſcated, KxX 2 The 
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An.Chriſti» The next Spring the young Queen arrives with the Daniſh fleet. Thomas 

WAN I Boyd underſtanding by his wife who met him on the ſhore, the calamity that 

$47 0 had befallen his family, the alienation of the Kings minde, and the 
power of his adverſaries; though ſome of his friends would have had him re- 
pairto the King, from whom m this publike joy he might obtain pardon, yet 
durſt not venture; therefore ſails bak again into Dermarke , from thence he 
travels through Germany into France, and from thence he goeth to Charles 
Duke of Burgundy, whom he ſerved in his wars, and was highly honoured by 
him : the King ſends into Flanders to his ſiſter Boyds wite, ro come home, upon 
hopes that ſhe might ſo tar prevail with her brother as that he may again re- 10 
ceive her husband into favour; but when ſhe was come, the King endeavours 
to make a divorce, which was effeCted upon the not-appearing of her husband 
within ſixty dayes after his citation; ſo the marriage 1s diflolved,and the forced 
to marry to another hushand, James Hamilion,far inferiour in birth and wealth 
to the former, her children alſo are called home by the king; mean while he 
dieth with grief at Antwerp , and is honourably buried there by Duke Charles 
of burgunady:(o that family of the Poyds in a few years flouriſhed and faded:and 
they that overthrew it , were in hopes that things both in Court and Count 
would have mended, but it fell out otherwayes, for the king gave himſelf alto- 
gether to his pleaſures,and his Courtiers torapine and —— other 29 
abuſes there crept in one in chooſing of Biſhops, whereas hitherto they were 
eleted by the Prebends and Canons , the covetous and facrilegious Countiers 
never left, till t}.ey got the king toafſume that power to himſtlf, perſwading 
him that by theſe means his power would be Gt much the greater, not onely 
in puniſhing of vice, but alſo in rewarding of vertne and learningz whereas it 
came to paſle that now Church-dignities by the Courtiers were ordinarily 
ſold. 

' Gramothe Archbiſhop being now at Rom? , and hearing of the great abuſes 
crept intothe Church of $-9tland, refolyes to come home, and ſends before 
him the Popes Bull tor being Legat z which procured to him much envy, 3? 
chiefly by theſe who had made or might make benefit by the ſale of Church- 
pre ferments, fearing this gain would be pulled from them; therefore they 
copſpire together, aud complain tothe king, that by Grames power from the 
Pope, the priviledpes of the Church of Scotland were infringed, and that the 
king himſclt ſhould be brought into fubjeftion : Upon this,meſſengers are ſent 
to Grame, not to meddle with his function , untill the king had received fatis- 
faction about ſune complaints exhibited againſt him 5 who was therefore 
ſummoned by ſuch a Gay to appear in Edinburgh; who being come, and ha- 
ving produced his Patents fot the Arch-biſhoprick of St. Andrews , and Pri- 
macy of 5corlan 7, and for being the Popes Legate to reform the Church abu-#? 
ſcs,}11- adverſaries appeal to the Pope, during which time the king forbids him 
tomeddle withthe Arch-biſhoprick : mean while his enemies got one Seveſ?, 
whobad ſtucied Aſtrologic at Lovan,to be made Arch-deacon of St. Andrews, 
whom the Eiſhop would not admit ; hereupon he combimes with the Recor 
of the Univerlity to excommunicate the Arch-bifhop, which he ſlighting,was 
by the king inhibited from medling with any Church within his Dioceſle, and 
all his goods are confiſcated; belides, the Popes Auditors ſend out an Excom- 
munication againſt him, for non-payment of his Fees in the Court of Roxee, for 
his Pattentsor Puls : then they made him abjure his Biſhoprick, and impri- 
ſoned him in a Cloyſter within a remote Iſland or rock rather, called #mona; 50 
T hree years after, he is tranſlated ro Dumfermlin caſtle, and from thence to 
Lake Lowmond, where he dicd of grief: thus wasthat good man perſecuted 


tor his pious intentions. 


About this time, the Lord of the Ifles underſtanding of great preparations 
making againſt him both by ſea and land , comes humbly to the Court, ac- 
knowledgeth his faults, and is pardoned : Onely Roſe, Kintyr, and Knapdale

peace 1s renewed again with Ergland', which was like to break out into an 
open war 3 becauſe the Engliſh had ſeiſed on a great ſhip which was built by 
Kennedy, being driven in by ſtorms : King Edward gave order, that the value 
of the goods taken ſhould be eſtimated, and fatisfattion made. The king was 
much addicted to the ſtudy of Aſtrologie z therefore underſtanding by the 
Scots Merchants in Flanders, of one Andrew a Phyſitian and Mathemarician, 
who had foretold the Duke of Burg»ndies death , he ſends for him, and pre- 
fers him in his Court : by him he underſtood of his own danger, and how the 


19 Lion ſhould be killed by his own Whelps; wherefore he became very tyrani- 


cal,fuſpecting Rwy man that was neer him : He was jealous of his Lords alſo, 
and therefore conferred honours on mean men , which angered the Nobility. 
The kings younger brother John, for ſpeaking too freely againſt the corrup- 
tions of the Court, is impriſoned, condemned, and by the opening of a Vein is 
forced to bleed to deaths It was given out that he had conſulted with Witches 
againſt the King , and that it might appear the more probable,twelve Witches 
are condemncd and burned : The other brother Alexander upon ſuſpition 
alſo is impriſoned 1n Edinburgh Caſtle ; but he having feaſted his keepers and 
made them drunk, eſcaped with his man by his ſheets, which he faſtned to the 


29 bars of the Window; his man broke his leg inthe fall, ſo that his mafter was 


fain for a mile to carry him on his ſhoulders, ſo having a bark ready, and a fair 
winde, they ſet ſaile to Dumbar Caſtle, which he fortified, and from thence to 
France. 
Not long after this an Ambaſladour comes from king Edward of England to 
renew the peace, and to conclude a match between his daughter and king 
5 his fon, when they ſhould be both of years; but this correſpondency 
eld not long, for the borderers made divers incurſions upon each other ; Be- 
fides,Dowglaſ/e an old exile,and Alexander the kings brother, lat:ly being rerur- 
ned from Fraxce into England,blew the coals of ſedition : King Lewis alſo ſends 


+, into Scotland, to rouſe up their drooping ſpirits againſt the Engliſh, who under 


Gloceſter were preparing an Army : but the Scottiſh Nobility being more diſ- 
contended with the miſgovernment of their own king, then with the Engliſh 
preparations, aflemble, and are by Archbald Donglaſſe Earl of Angus animated 
firſt to reform the abuſes of the Court before they invade England; For he lets 
them ſee, how careletle the king was in his Government , how much addiCt- 
ed to Magick and unlawtull ſtudies; how the chief officers at Court were mean 
men, how the Nobility wasflighted, how the kings own brothers were uſed, 
the one being murthered, and the other baniſhed, and now by the Engliſh em- 
ployed in the head of an Army againſt them ; therefore he wiſheth them to, 


40 conſider how much more dangerous a domeſtick enemy was then a forreign, 


and what condition they now were in under ſuch governours, whoſe avarice 
(faith he) is neither fatished with our wealth, nor their cruelty with our 
blood : Upon this a great tumulr aroſe in the Aſſembly , and a reſolution to 
break in upon the king and his guard, but that motion was diſliked, for fear 
the kings perſon might be endangered, who hearing of an afſembly of Lords 
in the Church near the Court , ſends Cocherar one of his Court-officers to ſee 
what the matter was; as he was comming , Doxglaſſe apprehends him by his 
gold-chain which hung about his neck, and delivered him to be ſecured; mean 
while Doxglaſſe with ſome officers of his Army breaks into the kings bed- 


50 chamber, and there preſently apprehends all ſach ſervants that were there, or 


within the Court-walls, whom the ſouldiers ſuffered not to come to a 
triall , but preſently hanged them up in their horſe-bridles for want of 
ro 


Whilſt theſe things were thus ating, the Duke of Gloceſter enters Scotland 


_ withhis Army , and demands reſtitution of the portion-money which was 


dizburſed by the king of England upon hopes of the match,and the ns” 
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Engliſh ſhould have it,if they could take it. Mean while, 4rgile,with the Chan- 
cellor and two Biſhops, of St. Andrews and Dumblain, ſend to Alexander then 
in the Engliſh Camp to return home, and to enjoy his eſtate, which in the next 
Parliament ſhould E eſtabliſhed on him. This buſinefle he imparts to Gloce- 
er, who kindly difmifleth him, who _ returned home, a Parliament is 
called, in which he is made | ron of the kingdome; and becauſe the 
State of Scotland was then unſetled , it was held dangerous to make war with 
England: therefore they reſolve to deliver Barwick, after one and twenty 
years poſſeſſion, to the Engliſh. King Edward, SOIOS the Scots ſhould 
disinherit their kings Poſterity, with whom they were highly offended, ſends 
to Scotland to diſannul the match between the two young Princes; and to de- 
mand back the portion-money 3 which at a "y appointed, was repaid. 
Alexander, out of his affection to the king his brother, ſers him ar libe 
out of Edinburgh-Caſtle, and reſtores to him the government : But the king 
being more mindful of old injurjes,then of new courteſies, intends todifpatch 
his brother, being thereto animated by his enemies, who accuſed his popu- 
Jarity and atfetation of the kingdome : therefore by the advice of his friends, 
heflies into England, and delivers up Dumbar Caitle to king Edward. Where- 
upon he is condemned of treaſon, tor ſending underhand meſlengers thither, 
for going thither himſelf without leave, and for combining with the king 
of England againſt his native Country. YV/illiam Crichton alſo his chief Coun- 
ſellor and Abbettor is proſcribed, and his eſtate confiſcated : after this, Alex- 
ander and Douglaſſe with five hundred Engliſh horſe fals upon a party of Scots, 
who defeated them, and took Donglaſſe priſoner 3 Alexander eſcaped again, 
The Earle of Richmond having got the crown of England, makes a progrelle to 
Newcaſtle, whence he ſends Ambaſladours to Edizburgh to conclude a laſting 
peace, or truce for ſome years : King James returns anſwer,that the Scots being 
a warlike people, would not hearken to any long peace; yet he would pre- 
vaile ſo far, as to procure a Truce tor ſeyen years; which was accordingly 
cffe&ted, and ſo king Henry returns Southward. Not long after, the king loſt 
his Queen at home, and his brother in Fraxce,which two kept him in ſome aw; 
but now they being gone, he returned to his old wayes, in lighting the No- 
bility, in pillaging of the people, in filling places of truſt with new upſtarts: 
Among the reſt, was one john Kamſey, whom he made ſteward of his houſe; 
this man fearing the Nobility, which was beginning to raiſe arms, cauſcth a 
Proclamation to be made, thar none neer the Court ſhould bear arms, except 
Ramfey and his followers; which incenſed the Lords ſo much the more againſt 
him : Sie king in the interim ſtudieth by all means to ſuppreſle the Lords, 
T herefore one day he «peneth his minde to George Earl of Angus, telling him 
that he meant ſuddenly to ſciſe upon, and cut off the chief Lords and heads of 
this faction : the Earl difiwades him trom this, as being diſhonourable, to cut 
off ticacheroully ſo many great perſonages, being reconciled to the king,and 
having the klioue-fabh: but his better way were to arreſt them openly, 
one after another, that they may in open Court plead for themſelves. The 
king being ſati>fic-l with this advice, diſmifleth the Earl, who preſently ac- 
quaints the other Lords with the kings intention : Upon this, they take arms; 
the king finding his own danger, takes ſhipping, m——— over to Fife fide, 
where he raiſeth an army out of the Northern parts : The Lords ſeiſe upon 
the young Prince, whom they make the head of their army : the king, in the 
interim, {ends tothe French and Fngliſh kings for aide againſt his rebellious 
Lords, thewing the like danger may betal themſclves;He ſends alſo ro PopeFu- 
ceniws the eighth, that he by his Apoſtolical.authority would command them 
to cbcy their king 3 but the Lords who knew of all theſe meſſages, haſten to 
tight the king betore cither torreign aide or Ambaſladours ſhould come; the 
king 


. 
aſtle; It was anſwered, That the children were not fit for mar. 
—Dv riage , nor was the day of repayment of that money come; as for Barwick ,the 
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King contained himfelf in Edizburgh-Caſtle, 
come3 butupon the perſwafions of ſforae,he was content to remove thence to 
Sterling Caſtle hoping there to be more fecure and nearer his forces; but when 
he came thither, the governour being made by the adverſe faction, denied the 
King entrance, wherefore'not kn whither to flie, and being followed 
doſe by theenemy, he was forced to fight with ſuch forces as he then had, 
which being defeated, and the aw ng. wo borſeflain under him, fled into 
a water-mill near Sterling, hoping tram thence toeſcape by ſome ſhips that 
lay near the place, but he was purſued fo eagerly, that he = ſuch as fled with 
bim thither were {Jain 3; this death of the king was adjudged juſt in the next 
enſuing Parliament : he ded the eight and twentieth year of his reign, and of 


his age the five and thirthieth, 

To James the 3. ſucceeded his fon: James the 4. being fifteen years old; a 
Parliament is called,at which few were preſent except thoſe that had a hand 
in the kings death 3 the beſt of the kings ſhips held out againſt the new king, 
Edinburgk-Caſtle is furnmoned to ſurrender tothe young king which it did, 
and ſo likewiſe did Sterling-Caſtles many grumbled at the kings death, com» 

laining that things werenot thereby bettered, but worſted , forthe young 
Ling did not command, but was commanded by thoſe who had a hand ia his 


20 fathers death : mean while the Engliſh took occaſion by theſe inteſtine broiles

of Scotland to invade the kingdome 5 the young king labgurs to reconcile the 
Sea-men, leſt they might caute troubles in his abſence, therefore he wins with 
fair promiſes Andrew Wood an expert Sea-captain,, who had the command of 
two men of Warre, with which he ſurpriſeth five Engliſh ſhips before Duwbar 
and brings them all to Liethz mean while the adverſe tation cries out, that the 
kingdome was abuſed by a company of traitors, who had murthered one 
king , and kept the other as a priſoner 3 withall Alexander Lord Forbes , caict 
of that family , carried about the ſtreets of Aberdewe, and ſome other chief 
Towns, the kings bloody ſhirt, exhorting all good people totake Arms, and 
to revenge the kings death z Aatthew Stewart alſo Earl of Lenox endeavoured 
to raiſe what forces he could in the Southern parts : in the interim the Engliſh 
were mad that five of their beſt ſhips ſhould be thus ſurpriſed by two Scots- 
men of war, therefore they furniſh Stever Bul/with a fleet , promiſing a great 
reward if he could bring Ardrew Wood dead or alive Bull watcheth his oppor- 
tunity, and ſets upon Wood; fleet furiouſly, they fought ſo long till the night 
parted them 3 the next morning they fel! to it again with ſuch eagerneſs, that 
they perceived not the tide fail them , wherefore the Engliſh ſhips being of a 
greater bulk were forced to yceld, being ſtuck on the ſand; Bull with the other 
Engliſh Sea-captains are brought by Wood to the king, who reſtores both the 


z> Caprains and Ships to king Henry of England, who took this very kindly, and 


returns great thanks to king James. 

About rhis time a ſtrange monſter was born in Scotland, which beneath the 
navel was one body , but above twodiſtin& bodies, having different ſenſes, 
ſouls and wills; any hurt beneath the navel is equally felt by both bodies 
above, bur if any of the upper members were hurt,one of the bodies onely felt 
the pain : this monſter the King cauſed to be inſtructed in Muſick and divers 
languages; one of the bodies dicd ſome dayes before the other, which alſo 
ſhortly after pined and conſumed away,it lived eight and twenty years. A Par- 
liament 1s held in Edinburgh, there all differences are compoſed, an Act of ob- 


50 livion paſſed, and friendfhip between the great families confirmed by mutual 


marriages, fothat after great ſtorms follow halcionian dayes : and that the 

King may teſtifie tothe world , how his father was killed without his conſent 

and knowledge, he wore an iron chain inſtead of a girdle fo long as he lived, 

to which every year he added a linke or ring. About this time Warbeck the 

counterteit Duke of Tork comes into Scotland, infinuates himſelf into the 

Kings favour,obtains in marriage the Earle of Hantly's daughter,and an Army

which all Northumberland is waſted and ſpoiled, and great 

into Scotland; this wrong king Herry meant to repay, but 
that he was retarded by the Corniſh rebellion; after this the Scots invade Eng. 
land again, but are hindered from doing any great hurt wn the Biſhop of 
Durham,and the E. of Surrey whoenter Scotland,8 having burned ſome places, 
return home; In the interim an Ambaſlador comes intoErgland from Ferdinand 
and I1ſabel/a of Spain about the marriage of Katherine with Prince Arthur; the 
ſamealſo is ſent ito Scotland tonegoriate for a peace with England; the Am. 
baſlador with Biſhop Fox, could not draw the Scots Commiſſioners to deliver 
up Warbeckto King Henry, for King James did not think it could ſtand with his 10 
honour to expoſe to the enemy an humble ſuppliant who had caſt himſelf 
upon his protetion,who was of the Royal blood,and affianced to him, having 
paſſed his word and faith to the contrary, yea a truce for ſome months is 
made, that #arbeck might in that time ſhift for himſelt as King James adyiſed 
him to do. 

Warbeck being gone, a peace is concluded , which was like to break off a- 
gain, upon a quarrel, between ſome of the borderersz but upon complaint 
made by the Scots, ſatisfaCtion is promiſed by king Henry. The Biſhop of 
Durham is ſent into Scotland, who there adviſeth with king James about his 
marriage with king Henry's daughter , which three yeares after was conſum- 20 
mated, after which followed peace and plenty for divers years, the Court and 
Country began to abound with riot and luxury ; the King gave himſelf to 
building of ſtately houſes, monaſteries, and great ſhips, one whereof was ſaid 
ro exceed any that had been bui)r before : Francis the French king, and Henry 
the 8. of Fngland ſtrove to exceed this ſhip in greatneſſe, but both their ſhips 
proved unſerviceable. The king having exhauſted his coffers upon theſe 
needleſſe expences, is adviſed by Elphinſton Biſhop of Aberden, to make the 
Gentry compound for their Wardſhips, and ſuch alfo as had fold half of their 
lands without their Lords conſent. This and ſome other wayes propoſed be- 
ing diſtaſtefull to the Gentry, the King reſolves ( partly to leſſen his charges 3 
at home, and partly to make farisfaction for taking arms zgainft his father ) 
to make a journy into Syria: for this purpoſe a Fleet 15 mgde ready, a great 
many bind themſelves by vow to wait thither on the king,who had acquaint- 
ed the neighbouring Princes with his reſolution. 

Mean while a war was breaking out between France and England : For, 
Pope Julizs, Ferdinand of Spain, Maximilian the Emperor, the Venetians an 
Switzers, with the Fxgliſh, were entring intoa league againſt Frarce, the affairs 
of which had lately ſucceeded well 'in /taly. King James was not willing to 
ſide with either party, yet was carneſtly importuned by the French faftion, 
who to pick a quarrel with king Herry, ſends the Biſhop of Mrrey to demand 40 
a great ſum of money due to his Queen by.legacie from Prince Arthur. King 
Henry knowing this meſſage was a preparative for a breach, returns this an- 
ſwer, Tharnot only this debt, but whatſoever elſe is due to king Jazves, ſhall 
be truly ſatisfied : upon this he reſolves not to invade England, yet to help 
France, therefore ſends his fleet thither which he had larely built, of which 
James Hamilton Earl of Arran is made Admiral ; but he in ſtead of going into 
France, goeth into Ireland, and takes Knockfergus, which he burned, and fo 
returns home. 

In the mean time letters from France come to the king, complaining he was 
not ſo good as his word, and that the promiſed ſhips were not come; whereat 50 
the king was fo diſpleaſed, that he ſends Archibald Donglaſ/e Earle of Ang## to 
take Haxriltons Commiſſion from him, and to ſucceed in the Admiralty 3 but 
he underſtanding the Kings mind beforehand, hoiſed anchor and was gone to 
ſea, where his flect by ſtorms is tom and ſhattered, and the great ſhip 18 made 
unſ{erviceable and ef in Britany. Belides ſome private quarrels fell out among 


the borderers, about killing of Sir Kobert Car king James his favourite,by three 
Engliſk- 
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Engliſh borderers began to drive booties out of the Scots ground, where 4- 
lexander Hume Governour of the three Scotiſth Marches, with three thouſand 
horſe enters Ergland, and plunders the ſeven next villages before any help 
could come ; the booty was carried fafe into Scotland , but Alexander with 
ſome part of his forces ſtaid behind , and were ſet upon by three hundred 
Englith which lay in ambuſh, divers of the Scots were killed,and two hundred 
taken priſoners. In the mean time the King calls a Parliament,to adviſe about 
making war againſt England; the wiſer part were againſt it, but the French 
Ambailador and his faftion mainly for itz the King inclines to the French 
party, and ſo open war is proclaimed both by fea and land againſt England ; 
a Herald is ſent to King Henry then before Toxrnay, to denounce war againſt 
him, for the wrongs done by the Engliſh without ſatisfaction, as alſo for mo- 
leſting Lew#s the French king his ancient friend, and Charles Duke of Gelders 
his kinſman. King Herry returns anſwer , That he heard no more then what 
he expected from a King who kept coyenant neither with God nor wan ; 
His threatenings ſhould not make him give oft his enterpriſe, nor ſhould he 
care to loſe his triendſhip,who was ſo inconſtant in his affeftions. 

2) Mean while, whilſt the King was at Divine ſervice in his Chappel, an anci- 
ent man of a venerable aſpect, with long haire, a long garment, and a linnen- 
girdle, came bare-headed tothe king, and leaning on his chair told him, That 
it he proceeded in that war, he and his Army ſhould repent itz and with that 
vaniſhed away, nor could he ever after be found, though diligent ſearch was 
made for him. But the __ notwithſtanding marcheth on with his Army, 
and entring England takes divers Caſtles and overvhrowes them, Northumber- 
lazd is pillaged ; he was adviſed to befiege Barwick, which then might have 
been eaſi]y taken , but he lighted that opportunity. In the interim Heralds 
come from the Engliſh, to know of __ Jarr:s what day and place he would 

20 appoint for batte] : the King was adviſed by his friendsto return home with 
his Army, rather then to venture himſelf with ſo few ( for many of his forces 
had forſaken him ) againſt ſo numerous an Army of Engliſh , which was in- 
creaſed by {1x thouſand old ſouldiers ſent thither out of France; and if he will 
fight, he were beſt fight upon his own ground, where he will find more provi- 
ſion and advantages then in the enemies country. When the day appointed 
for the fight came, the Engliſh appeared not; wherefore the King is deſired 
again to retreat home, for the enemies policie was by delayes to increaſe their 
own Army, whilſt the Scots did daily diminiſh; and that it was no more 
ſhame for hn to retreat, then for the Engliſh to fail of the day appointed : 

49 but the King was ſo obſtinately bent on a batte], that he told his Lords,it there 
werean hundred thouſand Engliſh, he would fight them. This raſh anſwer 
did much diſpleaſe the Lords , chiefly Dowglaſſe Earl of Angus, who told him 
that he had done (ufficiently for the French king, to divert a great part of the 
Engliſh Army from Frazce kinkers and that it was unreaſonable,why to pleaſe 
the French Ambaſſador, he ſhould expoſe himſelf and his handfull of men to 
fix and twenty thouſand expert Engliſh ſouldiers : The king bid the old Earl 
go home, if he was afraid; who anſwered, That his former actions in defence 
of his Country ſhew how little afraid he was, but now being aged and weak 
he was content to take his eaſe, yet was willing to leave his two ſons behind 

50 as pledges of the love he bore his Country ; and fo departed. 

The Scots now are reſolved to fight , and b reakon of their paucity take 
the advantage of the ground; which the Fg ) perceiving , to draw them 
upon even ground, make ſhew as if they were reſolved by the way of Barwick, 
toenter Scotland, which the Scots fearing left their advantage, and fo rhe 
Armies encourtter : Alexander Gordon who commanded the Scots right-wing, 
deteated the Engliſb left-wing 3 but the Scots other wing,in which were ur” 
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Engliſh-men, and the taking of ſome Scots ſhips by the Engliſh, without A#.Cbriſti: 
making ſatisfaction, occaſioned a breach between the two kingdoms : The WW 
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An.Chriſti.and Argile, was utterly routed by the Engliſh; che body of the Scots Arm 
bor es, N- king was, fought ſtoutly, till night parted both Armies; —_ 


{laughter on borh lides; of the Scots were loſt above five thouſand, ofthe 
Engliſh about the ſame number, but theſe were of the meaner ſort, the moſt 
of the Scots that wereflain were Gentlemen , this battel was fought neer the 
hill Fluddon : what became of king James is uncertain; ſome think he was 
killed there, others, that he —_— and afterwards was murthered by the 
Humes: but whatever became of him, he was a brave Prince, had he not been 
too head-ſtrong , who for his zeale in the Chriſtian Religion was ſtiled by the 


Pope, Prote&or of the Faith.

him; the elder was two years old, whom the Parliament at Sterling de= 

clares Kings Hume 1s made governour of all that part of the kingdome 
on this ſide Forth, Gordon Earl of Huntley of all beyond. The Queen is Regent, 
for ſo King James had ordered it in his laſt Will, which he had made before he 
went to battell; This dignity ſhe was to enjoy fo long as ſhe continued un- 
married, which was not long, for within few moneths ſhe married with Archi- 
bald Donglaſſe Earl of Angis, a Youth endowed with all the parts of fortune 
and nature. A great part of the Nobility being ſlain, rhe Ceergy began to rule 
in Parliament. Stewart Archbiſhop of St. Andrews being killed at Fludor, three 
fell in competition for that place, one named Doxglaſſe,who was choſen by the 39 
Queen, being of her husbands family ; the other was Hepburn Abbot of St. Ar- 
drews, whom the Monks (as they were wont) elected for Archbiſhop; the 
third was Forman Pithop of Murry, en whom allo Lewis the eleventh of France 
beſtowed the Archbiſhoprick of Fitzrix; beſides, the Pope conferred on him 
the Archbiſhoprick of St. Andrews, with the two rich Abbies of Dupfermling 
and_4berbroth,and made him alſo Legatas alatere. Alexander Hume apon promiſe 
of the Abby of Coldingam to his youngeſt brother, cauſeth the Popes Bull for 
eleCting of Forman to be proclaimed inEdinburgh,which occaſioned much miſ- 
chicf, for Hepbxrn ſought by all means to be revenged on the Heme: for 
this. | 

The Queen perceiving the diftraCtions of Scotland, wrote to her brother of 

England, to forbear making war againſt her and her children , who were ſuffi- 
ciently troubled already with domeſtick broilsz who returns this anſwer, That 
he will not quarrel with the Scots, if they quarrel not with him. 'And now the 
Queen by her marriage having loſt the Regency, the kingdome is divided in- 
to two fattions : the Dowgla/jes would have the Queen continued , pretendin 
that would be a means to keep peace with England; but the Humes woul 
have another elected, becauſe the times were troubleſome ; The Queen had 
loſt her Regency,and it wasnot the cuſtome of Scotland to be ruled by womenz 
at laſt after much debate, Joh» Duke of Albany being then in France, is choſen 50 
by moſt ſaffrages, he was the ſon of Alexander brother to king James 3. Francis 
the Frenchking was glad of this eleCtion, for he knew it would be for his ad- 
vantage; therefore he furniſheth him with men athd money for his journey : 
In the interim, for want of one head, the kingdome is much vexed with high- 
way men. Forman fearing leſt Hepburn would crofſe him in his title tothe Arch- 


biſhoprick, remits all the profit he made of it, during the vacancy — 
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he refignes to him the Biſhoprick of Awvrry, and 
yearly penſion out of the Church-revenues. | | | 
The Duke of Albany upon his arrival into Scotland,jis declared Farl of March 
and Vice-roy during the kings minority: King Janes 4. his baſtard fon is made 
Farl of Aurry : Hepburn infinuates himſelf into the Viceroys affeftions , and 
diſcovers to him the humors, greatneſle, and fations of the Scots Nobility ; he 
acquaints him being aſtranger in Scotland, with the qualities of each family , 
chiefly of the Douglaſſes and Humes, which he hated; therefore wiſheth the 
Viceroy to ſend for French forces, to ſuppreſle in rime the growing factions of 
10 theſe great families. Haze perceiving which way the game was like to go, and 
that Hepburn had accuſed him to the —_ as if he had murthered king 
James; repairs tothe Queen, and makes her believe that the Viceroy inten- 
ded to murther the young king, that he being next in blood might transfer 
the Crown to himſelf : therefore how dangerous and unreaſonable it was, 
that a ſtranger, and the ſon of him who would have murthered his brother the 
king, and hath therefore lived (till ſince in exile, ſhould have the caſtody of 
the young King he wiſheth her therefore to flie into England with her fon, 
and caſt her ſe]t upon her brothers protection. This comming to the Regents 
ears, he preſently ſeiſeth on Sterling Caltle,where the Queen was,and removes 
her with the Doxglaſſes from the king, whoſe tuition he committed tothree 
of the Nobility, whom he moſt truſted, with a ſufficient guard. The Humes 
upon this flie into England, and ſo doth the Queen ſhortly after with her hus- 
band Doxglaſſe; whom king Henry ordered to ſtay in Northumberland, till his 
further pleaſure was known. The Regent troubled at their departure, ſends 
res 3 os toking Henry,to afſure him, that neither the Queen nor her fol- 
lowers had reaſon to leave their country,but their cauſclefle jealoufies ; he alſo 
deals ſo with the Doxglaſſes and Humes with large promiles, that he perſwaded 
them to return home : the Queen was fain to ſtay, becauſe of her great belly ; 
for ſhortly after, ſhe was delivered of a daughter Margaret : When ſhe was fit 
30 to travel, king Hezry ſends for her. | 
The Regent baniſheth the Earl of Angws his Uncle , with ſome other prime 
men; and ſummons Alexander Hume to appear in Parliament, which he refu- 
ſing todoe, is condemned, and his eſtate confiſcated : Upon this, he ſuffers or 
countenances the highway-men to doe much miſchief ; for ſuppreſſing of 
whom, and taking of Hae, ten thouſand horſe and foot are raiſed; but be- 
fore they come, he ſubmirs himſelf ro the Regent,who ſends him to Edinburgh, 
and confines him to the Earl of Arrans houſe his ſiſters husband 3 He per- 
{wades Arran to undertake the government hunſelf,being the filters ſon of king 
James 3. and fitter tobe Regent then a ſtranger, and a baniſhed man : Upon 
4 this, they go away the mo__ preſently takes Hamilton Caſtle upon furren- 
der; Hume deſtroys with fire and ſword a great part of the town of Dunbar : 
To thele,the any fans added John Stewart Earl of Lennox; thefe ſeiſe 
upon GlaſtowCaltle, which upon the comming of the n_ they forfook, 
and afterward all of them are pardoned and received intothe Regents favour, 
but not long after, upon new ſuſpitions, are condemned and beheaded; they 
were accuſed of the kings death, and of treachery in Floden battel; but Hep- 
burnthe Abbot was their cheif perſecutor , ever lince they croſſed him in the 
Biſhoprick of St. Andrews. Alexander had three other brothers , two of whom 
were baniſhed, and the third was murthred by James Hepburn. . 
50 - The December following, the Regent brings the king from Sterling to Edin- 
bareh, where having obtainedJeave of the Nobility, he takes ſhipping for 
France: The charge of the government lyeth upon the Earls of Huntley, 4n- 
gs, Arran, and Argite, with the two Arch-biſhops of St: Andrews and Glaſcow; 
The Quteh about a year after her departure, returns into Scotland, where 
new troubles ariſe upon the killing of the Governour of Dunbar by David 
Hume, whereupon the Vice-roy is ſent for : quarrels alſo arife between the

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An.Chriſti, Earl of Angus and the Kars. A Parliament 1s called at Edinburgh, where 
WY complaint is made againſt the greatnefle of Angws, who falling foule with 
152% the Hawiltons in the {treets of Edinburgh, a great ſlaughter was made, (othat 
about ſeventy two were killed 3 among the reſt, Arrans brother,and Eglentons 
ſon : The Hamiltons ® be revenged on the Donglaſſes , belieged one of their 
Caſtles, but to na,purpoſe. The next year, Douglaſſe with the two baniſhed 
Humes, enter Edinburgh, and take down the heads of Alexander and Wil- 
liam Humes , which had been ſet up all this while on an eminent place of the 
Ciry. So the whole five years of the Regents abſence, was filled with ſſaugh- 
ter and rapine : When he was come, he intended to weaken the power of the 15 
Donglaſſes;, theretore baniſheth the Earl of {Hngws into France, his Uncle the 
Biſhop of Dwrkellhe ſends tothe Pope, to be puniſhed by him , but by the 
way he died of the plague in London. 
The next year after the Regents return , a Parliament is held at Edinburgh, 
and an Army raiſed, which 1s ſent into Arnandel , with an intent to invade 
England : When they were come within three miles of England, Gordon Earl 
of Huntley di{lwaded the Nobility from entring , pretending it was unſafe to 
provoke a forreign enemy, when they had ſo many enemiesat home; but this 
was indeed to crofle the Regents deſign, who to pleaſe the French, intended to 
invade Exgland. The Regent to ſave his credit, had a party with Muſgrave 29 
and ſome other Engliſh, in which a Truce was agreed on : The Regent ſhort- 
ly after goeth over into France, where he ſtayed ſome moneths longer then he 
expected, becauſe the Engliſh fleet lay in wait for him : Therefore he ſends 
five hundred French ſouldiers before with a fleet, which falling upon the Eng- 
liſh neer the Ile of Mar beat them. In the interim, Howard Earl of Surry is ſent 
with an Army of ten thouſand mercinaries, beſides others,into Scotland, where 
having no refliſtance by reaſon of the Regents abſence, and the domeſtick di- 
ſtraCtions, they waſte Aſarcia and Teviot 5 upon his return , the Scots borderers 
plunder Northumberland, fo that Howard 1s forced to come back again z who 
with much loſle to his own party, took Jadburg. About which time, five hun- 3? 


dred Engliſh horſe being ſuddenly affrighted in the dark, broke their halters, 
and run away as if mad, atlaſtt —_— a prey tothe Scots; three dayes 


after the Engliſh Army disbanded. The Regent perceiving that the Engliſh 
fleet lay (till in wait for him, gave out that he would not remove from France 
till the next ſpring ; Whereupon the Engliſh fleet returned home; but as 
{oon as they were gone, the Regent claps three thouſand French foot beſides 
one hundred couriliers in fifty ſhips, and arrives ſafely in Scotland. 

King Herry of England at this time did much court the Scots for an Union, 
alledging divers reaſons why their union with Exgland would be more ad- 
vantagious then with France, in reſpect of vicinity , identity of language, 4 
foile, aire, conditions, countenances and babit of bodies : ſhewing alſo that 
the marriage of his daughter Mary with king Jazres, would make a perfet 
Union, and much increaſe the happineſſ of Scotland. Notwithſtanding all 
this, the French fattion being bribed, carried it againſt king Hewry ; for they 
alledged that this was not the firſt time the Engliſh deluded them under ſhews 
of friendſhip and union : Edward the firſt, againſt his oath, by which he was 
bound to end the controverſic between the two kings, Brxce and Ballio!, he in- 
creaſcd it, by making Bal7ol king 5 Edward the fourth alſo pretended to marry 
his daughter Cicil to king James the third*s ſon, but when it came to the upe 
ſhot, upon ſome diviſions 1n Scotland, he fell oft; therefore king Herryes aime 50 
was not to inrich, but to impoveriſh and enſ}ave Scotland, being deſtitute of 
all forreign aide: they deny alſo that greater benefit can accrue to Scotland 
by their union with gland, or more ſecurixy , then with France: Therefore 
they adviſe them not to exchange without a cauſe, their old truly friends, for 
new and ſhipery pretenders. The news alſo of the Regents being landed with 
forrezgn torces,confirmed the French, and cooled the Engliſh faction, 
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conftancie to the French,and the old league,and exhorting them to unity: then 
having refreſhed his Army, and united the Scots forces with the French, he 
marcheth into Ezgland with the French, bur the Scots would not follow, 
knowing this expedition was onely to gratific the French king; the Regent 


with his French beſieged Werk-Calthe, and battered down the outward wall ' 


+ with their ordnance, but they were beaten off _ z the Regent ſecing no 
good could be done by the French, and that the Scots would not-fight, hear- 
10 ing alſo of an Army of forty thoufand Englith comming againſt him, return- 
ing home, the ſnow having done much hurt both to his inen and horſe , which 
made the Engliſh alſo return withour action : the next Spring the Viceroy 
prepares again for France, deliring the Lords to keep the King at Sterling, and 
to make a peace with Exgland before his return; but m his abfence all growing 
out of order, the young King by divers of the Lords is conveyed to Edinburgh, 
where at Holy-Roods he undertook the government himſelf, and all took the 
oath of allegiance to him, moſt officers of State were changed for a while, he 
rode in ſtate to the Parliament; ſhortly after the Biſhops of S. Andrews and 
Aberdene for diſliking this change are unprifoned , whoto be revenged, curſe 
20 all within their juriſdiction wich be]l, book and candle, but all are reconciled 
again within a moneth ; Archibald Doxglaſſe who was baniſhed into France, 
returns home through England, and is kindly uſed by king Henry, purpoſely to 
croſle the Regent; Lenox and Argile who were out of publike employment, 
are glad of his comming; but the Queen whoſe affections were alienated from 
him, and Arran, which tworuled all, were much troubled at it , ſo was alſo 
Hamilton who feared his greatneſs, theſe with the King kept themſelves in 
Edinburgh-Caſtle; but the adverſe faction of Lords choſe Doxglaſſe, Lenox and 
Argile, protectors of the King and kingdome, theſe preſently ferſe upon Ster- 
ling, and thence without oppoſition enter Edinburgh, the Caſtle being unpro- 
20 vided then for a ſiege is yeelded upto them, out of which all are diſmilled ex- 
cept the king; theſe Trixmviri were to rule four months by turn , bur this 
overnment laſted not long, for under the Doxuglaſſes ſuch corruptions and 
Siſorders crept both into the Church and State, that the other two fell off,and 
the king grew weary. 

Whilft Dozglaſſe waited on the king into Teviot, there to ſuppreſle the 
Bandito's or high-way men, who having ſummoned the chief of cach family 
injoyned them to find out and apprehend theſe robbers, which they did ac- 
cordingly, and many of them were put to death : I ſay, at this time a plot was 
laid by Lenox and the other Stewarts to get away the king from the Dowglaſſes, 

40 which becauſe they could not effect by ſecret plots, they reſolved by open 
hoſtility to get him away, therefore on a fudden news are brought that the 
Stewarts were in Arms, the Dozglaſſes with their friends in a great tumule flie 
alſo to their Arms, a hot skirmith followed in which the Stewarts were wore 
ſted, the king all the while ſtood as a ſpeator : after this the Donglaſſes to 
ſtrengthen their faftion, procured the Hamiltows (who had been a great while 
kept from the Court) to enter intoleague with them 3 the Stewarts on the 
other ſide, got divers Lords and Biſhops tojoyn with them, and in the kings 
name to call a Parliament at Sterling, and to PA upon the Hamiltonian forces, 
before me joyned with the Douglaſſes; Lenox with his party being too haſty, 

50 fell upon the Hamiltonians having the advantage of the and ; by whom 
they are defeated, and Lenox to the kings great grief was (Jain; the Douglaſh- 
ans were haſting with their forces, and the king from Edinburgh; but the kin 
faining himfelf ro be ill-diſpofed , came fo flowly, that George Dowglaſſe ſul- 
petting he did this purpoſely roretard them from joyning with Hamultor,told

The work being done before the Douglaſſians came, inquiſition by them is 


made of thoſe prime men that took up arms againſt the king, among the reſt 
the Earl of Caſſels is ſummoned to appeare, his kinſman Kennedy appeared for 
him, ſhewing that the Earle fought not againſt , but for the king, and by hig 
command, and with that he P—_ the Kings letters. James Hamilton the 
Baſtard was ſo mad at Kennedy, that not long after he cauſed him to be mur. 
thered : Douglaſſe takes the murthered Earls fon into his protection , and be- 
ſtowes his daughter on him ; he alſo plunders Archbiſhop Betors Caſtle, for 10 
his —___C with Lenox. Beton, that he might not fall into Doxglaſſe his © 
hands, was glad to hide himſelf, and ſo was the Queen, who both feared and 
hated her husband. Shortly after,one of James Stewarts Grooms, being grieved 
for the death of his maſter, ſtabs Hamilton the Baſtard in f1xe ſeveral places of 
his body, in revenge of his maſters death : This fellow, though pinched all 
over with burning irons, ſhewed no manner of grief either in word or geſture. 
Not long after this, the King in the night-time, accompanied with a tew horſe, 
made an eſcape out of Falkland, and came to Sterling, where being now out of 
the power of the Douglaſſer,he ſends for the Lords, who counſel him to remove 
the Donglaſſzans from all government, and that neither they , rorany of their 20 
friends, kindred or ſervants come within twelve miles of the Court upon pain 
of death : this kept off the Earl and his brother George from comming; a Par- 
liament is called at Edinburgh , out of which the Douglafſian faftion removes, 
when they heard the King was coming with an Army : the Earle of Angws is 
ordered to be baniſhed —_— the Spey, his brother George and Archibald his 
uncle are to be impriſoned in Edinburgh=caſtle; but they refuſed to obey this 
Order, therefore they are ſummoned to appear in Parliament, in the interim 
the Chancellorſhip and Treafurerfhip are taken from them : but when the 
King was gone, they thought by the aid of their friends to take poſſeſſion of 
edieburgh and to hinder the meeting of the Parliament; but the City was fo 
well guarded, they could do no good ; upon this, Dowglaſſe goeth to his Caſtle 
of Tantal/on, tourteen miles fre m the town. 

In this Parliament the Doxglaſſes are proſcribed , and their eſtates confi(- 
cated; whereupon they flie out into open hoſtolity, and let looſe the reins.to 
all high-way-men, ſo that much miſchiet and robberies are committed, The 
king beſiegeth Tartal/on-caſtle,but could do no good on it : Argileis imployed 
by the king to ſuppreſle the Bandito's : the Dowglaſſes being forſaken by the 
Hamiltons, flie into Fng/and. King Henry of England preparing to make war 
againſt Charles the Emperor, ſends to make a peace with Scotland, and to have 
the Dorglaſſes reſtored : king James would not heare any thing of reſtoring 40 
Donuglaſje, and ſo the peace could not be concluded , only a truce is made for 
fiveyears; in the mean while Tantal/on-caſtle is delivered by Doxglaſſe to the 
king, The next year, the king makes James Earl of Murrey Viceroy, whom 
he ſends to the borders to meet the Earl of Northumberland, concerning the 
peace, and reparation for wrongs, but nothing was concluded : The king 
ſends the Earl Bothwell and ſome other Lords into Edinburgh-caſtte , upon in- 
formation given, that they were underhand raiſing war againſt England; then 
he goeth in perſon with eight thouſand men to ſuppreſle the rebellious bor- 
derers, whoſe Chief Maxwell with divers others he cauſed to be apprehended 
and hanged, at which the Engliſh were glad, for he had done them much 50 
miſchief: ſhortly after this, the king releaſeth the impriſoned Lords out of 
the Caſtle. 

About this time,one John Scet a mean man in Edinburgh, grew famous with 
Faſting ; for when he pleaſed, he could abſtain thirty, or forty, or fifty dayes 
together without meat or drink : Experiments of this he gave both to king

this point appeals tothe Pope, and then at Edinburgh was ſet up the Colledge 
of Juſtice : the king to pleaſe the Pope, makes ſtri& inquiſition againſt the 
Lutherans, in recompence of which, the Pope beſtows on him all the Tithes 


10 for three years. This year the Engliſh havingentred intoa league with France 


againſt Ceſar, are willing to pick 4 quarrel wth Scotland, thereforeupon ſome 
{mall pretences they invade the Scots borders, and did at firſt much harm, till 
they were beat out, and then they were contented by mediatioti of the 
French to imbrace a peace; D.wid Beton is ſent into France tb complain that 
theold league with Scotland was neglected; an Ambaſlador is ſent from France 


to compole the differences between the Scots and Engliſh 3 Ceſar ſends an 1 


Ambaſlador from Toledo by the way of Ireland into Scotland, to draw the Scots 
into a league with him againſt England and France, complaining of the 
wrongs done to his Aunt Katherine by King Henry; then a match js propoſed

King James inclined rather to the king of Dewmarks daughter by 1/abel 
ſiſter to Charles Ceſar. About this ſome time was required for delibe- 
ration. | 

Things being ſetled at home, the King reſolves to fail about Scotland, for 
reducing the 1{Janders to obedience fir{t he ſails ro the Orcades, which he 
fetleth, and puts garriſons both in the Kings and in the Biſhops Caſtles then 
he ſettles the other Iflands, and ſends away their chief diſturbers to Edinburgh 
and D#mbar-Caſtles; the Lutherans are ſevertly enquired after, and ſome 
burat : the Earl of Murry, and the Biſhop of Aberdene , are ſent into Fraxce 


o about a wife for the king, to whom king Henry of England ſends by one of his 


Biſhops a book containing the Articles of the Refortned Religion, which 
king James upon perſwaſton of his Clergy rejefted as heretical : then kin 

Henry (ends to defire king James to give him a meeting about ſetling of bot 

kingdomes in one, which was by marrying king Herries daughter , whereby 
king James after king Henries death ſhould be heire of both, in aſſurance of 
which, king Henry proffers to make him Duke of Torke, and his Deputy or 
Viceroy of England : king James intended to give king Herry a meeting, but 
was at laſt diſſwaded from it by the Hamiltons, who being next heirs to the 
Crown, would not have the king marry at all; by the Biſhops alſo,who pretcti- 


zo ded that king Hexry meant to have the Religion of Scotland altered; they al- 


50 but without the knowledge of his Lords ; the firſt time he ſet to ſea 


leadged the danger that might befall the king if he ſhould truſt his perſon ini 
England, whereas king James the firſt, Malcolme the firſt, and his brother W:/- 
liam kings of Scotland, were drawn into England upon great promiſes, and 
then forced to aſſent and aCt ſuch things as ſtood not with the honour and 
ſafety of their kingdome. 

With theſe reaſons, and with promiſes of great ſitns of money, king James 
his minde was changed, and fo king Henry wis angred, which occaſioned new 
quarrels. King James being impatient of czlibate, and finding that his Am- 
baſſadors in France trifled away their time, reſolves to go thither in _

fotced back by ſtorms, thenext time he landed in Deep, being accompanied 
with many of his Lords, who fuddenly comming to Paris before king Francis 
knew of his arrival, was moſt courteoufly entertained, and a match preſently

conſpiring with ſome others to poyſon the king her.husband thinking by a 
rope to eſcape out of Edinbargh-Caſtle, fel} and ſo bruiſed himſelf that he died 
preſently; the next year Mary of Guiſe 1s with great folemnity married at St. 
Andrews by the Archbiſhop to King James, Many Proteſtants that year ſuffe- 15 
red either dcath or baniſhment : George Buchanan eſcaped out of priſon : ' 
The Queen this year was brought to bed of a ſon, and the next year of an- 
other. King Henry ſends again to have King James give hun a meeting at Torke, 
which he refuſed upon the diflwaſtons of his Clergy. James Hamilton for 
treaſon is beheaded , and his limbs ſet up in four ſeveral places of Edinburgh; 
not long after, the King dreamed that this Hamiltons ghoſt appeared to him in 
a ghaſtly manner , brandiſhing his ſword againſt him , with which he cur off 
his right hand, and then hislefts the king being awakened, and thinking 
much of the meaning of this dream, news 15 brought him that both his 
ſons were dead about the ſame time, the one at St. Andrews, and the other at 20 
Sterling. 

Not long afterthis, the two kings quarrel, the borderers are waſted on 
both fides ; art laſt Armies are raiſed, the Scots Army mutined becauſe the 
king bad by his letters named one 0lzver $1nlar for their General, and ſoina 
confuſed manner were marching home, which the Engliſh perceiving, they 
ſet upon them with their whole Army , and routed them ; the news of rhts 
overthrow ſo vexed the king, that ſhortly after he fickned and died, having 
left one daughter heir to the Crown five dayes old , he was entombed in the 
Abbey-Church of Holz-Roods, near his firſt wife Magdalen. The loſle of the 
Army, and the kings ſudden-death, put the Scots into a great deal of anxiety; 3? 
theHamiltons were now in hope to obtain theCrown,at leaſt during the nonage 
of the childe Aary : the Scots priſoners at London are for two dayes ſhut upin 
the Tower , and from thence being brought in ſolemnity through the ſtreers 
to the king, were checked by the Chancellor for breaking the peace, and then 
WETE —— pe into ſome private houſes; but when news came that king James 

was dead, having left one daughter , the priſoners are ſent for to the Court 
and kindly uſed by the king, who having tried how they were inclined to a 
match between his ſon and their young Queen, he ſends them home into Scot- 
land, the two Donglaſſes return with them after fifteen years baniſhment : The 
Cardinal of St. 4»dr-ws got himſelf to be made Viceroy before they came, but #* 
as ſoon as they were come he was thruſt out, and James Hamilton Earl of Arras 4 
is named Viceroy. | 
The next March a Parliament was called , whither Sir Ralph Sadler is ſent 
Ambaſſador from king Henry to conclude a peace, and romakeup the match, 
his propoſal was much oppoſed by the Queen, Cardinal and Clergy ; the Car- 
dinal is confined, and great hopes appear of a full union, ſo that the Mer- 
chants begin again to traffique freely ; but the Cardinal (being ſet at m__ 
with his Clergy and the Queen, ſtrive what they can to hinder any union wit 
England, theretore they cauſe aftronts to be put upon the Engliſh Ambaſſador, 
and withall the hoſtages which were promiſed upon the ſetting of the Scots 50 
Lords free in Egland, were denied, for they feared this union would be pre- 50 
Judicial to France, and that it would bring in with it an alteration in Religion: 
Sir Ralph complains of the affronts, to whom the Regent promiſcth repara- 
tion, butſhews it wasnot in his power to deliver any hoſtages : the Earl 
Caſſils alone profeſſed openly, that he wauld return to England, and there re- 


main a perpetual priſoner, rather then his two brothers which were his 
hoſtages 
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| hoſtages ſhould ſuffer for him, and-ſo he went ſtreight to Loxdon 3, the Kin 


him alfo back again with ſome rich preſents. Mean while King Hemry ſtayes 
all the Scots ſhips that were within his harbours , threatning was and de- 


ſtruction againſt thoſe who had broke the peace, and violated the-Laws of 


Nations: but the Queen and Cardinals faction ſends to the French king, that 
he ſhould now ornever hinder the Seots union with Eng/and, and to that pur- 
poſe ſhould-ſend home Matthew Stewart Earl of Lenox, who was the Hamiltons 
great enemy,to fuppreſle them and their chaim which they laid tothe Crown. 
he being next heir by King James his laft Willz they promiſe alſo to twar 
\(obup . $4 
him to the widow Queen, and to make him heiro to Jees Hamilton lately 
dead,for the Regent was a baſtard ; belides the French king promiſed his at- 
fiſtance to Lenox,if he would go home. | . 
The young credulous Earle upon theſe great proffers and promiſes goeth 
for Scotland, where having ſaluted the Regent, he repairs to the Cardinal, to 
whom he ſhews the cauſes of this his journey 3 his friends to the number of 
four thouſand accompany him to the Queen : Hamilton to avoid blovd , pro- 
poſeth ſome Articles for peace, to wit, that the Queen ſhould be tranſported 
into Sterling , and that ſhe ſhould be educated by four of the Nobility which 
20 were of neither faction ; hereupon the was crowned at Sterling : the Regent 
finding himſelf roo weak for the other fattion, in the Gray-Friars at Sterling 
in the preſence of the Queen-mother, and chief Lords of the Court, recan- 
ted his opinion concerning the controverted points of Religion, and totally 
ſubmitred himſelf tothe Cardinal, who was Regent in effect, the other or ely 
in name; thus the Queen-mother and Cardinal having got the Regent tobe 
at their beck, ſtrive underhand to get Lenox out of the way, by writing to the 
French king, and deſiring him to call back Lenox again, for he had done what 
they deſired in diminithing the Regents power, butthey were afraid leſt his 
greatneſle may cauſe ſome taCtion; in the interim the Qyeen-mother bare him 
30 in hand that ſhe would marry him,and entertained him at Court with feafting, 
masking and dancing; the Earl of Fothwel whom King James the 5. bani 
is now returned , and wasa great ſervant alſotothe Queen-mother, which 
bred emulation in Lenox, yet he at laſt got Bothwel to forſake the Court; but 
when he perceived that the Queen and Cardinal did put him off with long 
delayes, and that they went about to delude him, he grew angry, and with in- 
tent of revenge went to Dumbritton, where he receiverth __ the French 
king a great ſumme of money which he was to employ by the advice of the 
Queen and Cardinal, but he diſtributed a great part of this money among his 
friends, and ſome he ſent to the Queen; the Cardinal finding that no ſhare 
zo thereof came to him, in anger complies with the Regent, and wiſheth him te 
ſend ſpeedily an Army to Glaſcow which might unawares {ciſe upon Lenox and 
the money alſo; but Lezox underſtanding ot this plot, raiſeth preſently ſeven 
thouſand Voluntiers, and with them he marcheth to Leith, and ſends to the 
Cardinal that he was come to prevent his journey to Glaſcow, and withall to 
fight his forces; the Cardinal puts him off from day today with promiſes of a 
tight, but when Lenox ſaw that he loſt time, that his Voluntiers were be- 
ginning to hold correſpondence with the Enemy, and that he was not pro-

Shortly after Lenox underſtanding that a plot was laid againſt him, here-

goeth to Dambritton, where he underſtands that the Doxgla/es and Hamiltons 
were reconciled, and that King Francis affection was alienated from him upon 
the calumnies of his enemies; in the interim the Earl of 4ngas, and Robert 
Maxwel came to Glaſcow, to take up the differences between the Regent and 
Lenox; mean while King Henry of England ſends his fleet which was intended 
for France, againſt Leith and Edinburgh, which had lighted his proffers, and

highly commending his reſolution, ſets both his brothers at hberty, and ſends WV Sy 
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three dayes till their Artillery was landed, with which they battered the walls 
of Edinburgh which they took and plundered , and having ſet fire on ſome 
houſes, they marched up and down that Country, waſting divers Gentlemeng 
houſes and villages; and ſo having done what ſpoil they could, return to their 
ſhips; Lenox in the mean time ſends a meſſenger with letters to King Francis 
clearing his own innocencie, and accuſing his enemies of falſe calumnies 
againſt him; but the King was fo prepoſlefied by the Queen-mother, and the 


GniſtanfaCtion , that he would not admit the meſlenger into his preſence; 0 


Lenox being much perplexed that he was thus abuſed by the Queen and Car- 
dinal, and {lighted by the French king, who had employed him on a deſperate 
ſervice, and then forſook him , underſtanding alſo that the Regent was come 
into Glaſcow with an A rey; and after ten dayes (iege had taken the Caſtle, re. 
ſolves now to comply with the King of England; and having received ſome 
encouragements thercto, intends firſt to be reven ged on the Hamiltons, there 
fore with eight hundred Townſmen of Glaſcow and others, he encounters 
the Hamilton forces which were far more numerous ; in the fhr{t encounter he 
beat off the enemy from their Ordnance, but freſh ſupplies comming to the

CHAP.XXX. 
A continuation of the Scottiſh Hiſtory under the two Regents , Hamilton and 
the Queen-mother, from 1544. till 1560. 


"THE Hamiltons being glad to be rid of ſo potent an enemy as Lenox, 

| call a Parliament, in which he and his friends are condemned, and their 
whole eſtates confiſcated ; whileſt Scotland 1s thus peſtred with home- 
bred feditions, the Engliſh invade it with an Army, to refiſt which,the Queen- 
mother with the Cardinal and Regent, raiſe between eight and nine thouſand 
men, but the Regent out of cowardiſe fled with a few to Dumbar, the Army 
upon his ſudden departure began to disband : Archibald Donglaſſe Earl of 
Angus, with ſome few of his friends, —_— back the Artillery to Dunbar, 
even in the ſight of the enemy, wherein heſtewed great reſolution and. bold- 


hefle; the Engliſh mean while waſtes all the Country tothe Forth, and ſo re-40 


turn home : 7 homas Howard the Duke of Nerforlk, with ſome others, beg from 
King Henry in recompence of their good ſervice in Scotland, all fuch lands 
there as cither they had, or ſhould ſubdue, ahd with all a ſufficient Army, till 
the work were done; this was aflented to, ſo they return with three thou- 
ſand mercinaries, beſides the borderers who were voluntaries, and warred on 
their own charges : the Earl of Angus whoſe eftate lay moſt about the borders 
repairs to the Regent, ſhewing him the danger the kingdome was in, and re- 
proved him for ſuffering himſelf to be Jed by the Cardinal and his Clergy, for 
which he had loſt the hearts of the Nobility 5 hereupon ſummons are ſent 
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An.Chriſti. affronted his Ambaſlador; ten thouſand men being landed they quickly ſeiſe” 
WWYY onthe Town, molt of the Merchants being gone elſewhere ; here they { ayed

abread toinvite the Lords to a meeting, that an Army mighr be raiſed , they 50 50 


two inthe interim with three hundred horſe ride towards the Enghſh quar- 
ters; ſome of the borderers joyn their forces with the Regent, to whom came 
a ſupply ot three hundred out of Fifi, and ſome more forces nnder Walter Scot; 
theſe encounter with theFrgl1ſþ who had both the ſun and wind againſt them, 
ſo that being blinded with the ſun now in the Weſt, and the gun-powder- 
lmoak, they were preſently diſranked and cenfounded , and ſo ſuddenly flung 
down

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down their arms and ran away; the Scots purſued with great eagerneſle and An.Chriſta 


made a great ſlaughter; ofthe $cot3 two onely were {Jain, of the Engliſh av» S"WI- 


bout two hundred, and a thouſand taken priſoners, eight hundred of which 
were Gentlemen. | 
About this time, the Gonrdons under George Earl of Huntly, or rather the R-- 
ginaldins by his _ fought a battel with the Fraſers; in which the 
whole family of the Fraſers were killed , ſo that it had been utrerly extinf, 
but that there were 80 of their wives left big with with childe ; all which were 
brought to bed of ſons, who lived till they all came to mens ettate. Five hun- 
dred horſe and three thouſand foot are ſent out of France into Scotland, to re- 
rard the Engliſh from invading France; an Ambaſſadvur alſo is ſent to enquire 
into crimes objected againſt Lenox, that he ſuppreſſed much of the French mc- 
ney, that he ſpoiled the publique cauſe by falling out with the Cardinal, and 
of his going into Ergland; he had alſo order to leavy an army in Scotland, 
whereupon fifteen thouſand make their rendezvous at Haddington , whence 
they march into Fngland, waſting for ſix miles together all with fire and 
ſword. So having ſpent ten dayes in plundering, they return laden with ſpoil. 
Mongomery the French Ambaſladour enquires and findes that the Cardinal had 
wrongfully accuſed Lenox, and forced him to fllic into Exgland; Then the Re- 


ao gent and Cardinal undertook a progrefle into Perth, Dundee, and other towns,

to puniſh and ſuppreſle the Proteſtants; they take away the Provoſtſhip of 
Perth from the Knvens, in whoſe family it had continued many years, and 
put one upon them , whom they would not admit, which cauſed great 
troubles and tumults in the town, fo that ſixty meh were ſlain, and many in 
the confuſed preſle of the people teliſting their new Provoſt and his forces, 
were trod to death. After this the Cardinal conveys the Regent to St. Andrews, 
where having ſumptuouſly entertained him for three weeks, he goeth to the 
National Synod then held at Ediriburg, where George Sephocard a Miniſter is 
accuſed of Heteſiez him they fetch away with a troop of hotſe from John Cock- 
burns houſe where he was entertained, then he was carried to St. Andrews, 
where he was condemned by the Cardinal and his Clergie to be burned as an 
Heretick , for the Regent refuſed to meddle with him : the Cardinal in great 
ſtate with divers church-men fate in his window over againſt the place ofExe- 
cution : George, as the rope was about his neck, and the fire ready to be kin- 
dled, told the Cardinal; thar ere long, for all his great ſtate, he ſhould be laid 
astow as he; ſo he was ſtrangled, and his body burned toaſhes : This ſeveri- 

procured much —_— and hatred from the people and Nobility on the 
Cardinal, who to make his party the ſtronger, marrieth hiseldeſt daughter to 
the Earl of Crafords ſon, 

Mean while, the Cardinal underſtanding that there was a great fleet from 
England comming to infeſt the coaſt of _ he ſends to all the Nobility and 
Gentry of that country to meet him on ach a day, to conſult about forrify- 
ing of that coaſt. About that time the Eafl of Rothus ſon , by the affiſtance of 
fifteen more that were of the plot, entted one day betimes ih the morning in- 
to the Cardinals Caſtle at Saint Andrews, the gate being opened to let in 
the work-men who were then repairing and fortifying of the place; theſe 
conſpirators break into his bed-Chamber , and with many wounds they 
ſtab him to death : then upon a tumult in the Town, his dead body is ex- 
poſed to publique view 1n the ſame place where he beheld the Miniſters 


50execution 3 the murtherers are ſummoned to Fdinburgh, who ſtand upon 


their own guard in the Caſtle, and refuſe to come; whereupon they are pro- 
{cribed : The Regent by the Queen and Clergies inſtigation takes arms , and 
Jayeth ſiege to the Caſtle almoſt 4 months, till the winter forced then to raiſe 
the ſiege and depart; but they in the Caſtle being rid of their enemies , waſte 
all the Country about with fire and ſword, ang gave themſelves to alt ti- 
centiouſneſſe, notwithſtanding John _ preached damnation to them. 
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An.Chriſti, The Engliſh again invade the borders, and new levies are raiſed to reſiſt them, 
WYM about which time a French fleet in which were 21 gallies arrived; the French 
and Scots joyn their forces, and ſuddenly beſiege the Cardinals caſtle, which 
they batter with their braſſe-ordnance from the towers of the two next 
Churches, ſothat at Jaſt the beſieged were forced to yield , being promiſed 
their lives; in this caſtle was found the Cardinals treaſure, with much provi- 
ſion, furniture and houſholdſtufte, befides much wealth hid there for ſecurity 

by the Citizens; the caſtle by command is pull'd down to the ground. 

About this time news came, that the King of F:gland was preparing both 
by ſea and land to invade Scotlard, and to force the Scots to make good their 19 
promiſe about the marriage of their young Queen with king Herries ſonne. 
The Regent raiſeth what torces he can to oppoſe the common enemy 3; ſome 
kirmiſhes there were, and divers both Engliſh and Scots killed : at laſt the 
Engliſh perceiving the Scots _ to increaſe daily, they ſend letters to the 
Regent and the Lords, deſiring them to conſider how unnatural this war was 
between Chriſtians and neighbours , how happily and quickly it might be 
compoſed, if they would ſtand to their promiſe and league about the match, 
which would be ſo advantagious to them 3 how impoſlible it was to find a huſ- 
band ſo fit for their Queen, as one born of ſo great a Prince, in the ſame Iſland, 
of the ſame language, ſoneer in blood, and of ſuch excellent endowments , 26 
beſides what unhappineſle will accrue in matching with a ſtranger : therefore 
ifthe Scots will conſent to this match, they ſhall have the education of their 
young Queen till ſhe be marriageable, and the Engliſh will forthwith return 
home with their Army , promiling to make ſatisfaction for any hurt done on 
the Scots (ide , conditionally they will not ſuffer their Queen to be cenveyed 
away to any other kingdom, nor ſuffer the French to marry her. Theſe letters 
the Regent by advice of his Counſellors ſuppreſſed , preſuming on an uncer- 
tain victory, and giving out that the Engliſh came purpoſely to carry away 
their Queen, and to enſlaye the Nation : upon this they reſolve to fight 3 Dow- 


glaſſeEarl of Angws leads the Van, Gordon Earl of Huntley the Rear, the Regent 39 | 
led the main body, the whole Army was about twenty thouſand : the Engliſh 
being ſcanted of provilions,were —_— but ſeeing the Scots Van follows 


ing them ſoeagerly, that they were a good way from the reſt of their Army, 
they face about, and in the firſt encounter are diſordered; but having again 
recollected themſclves, at laſt worſted the Scots Van, which the main body 
perceiving began to flie, which the Engliſh horſe perceiving from the higher 
ground, purſued,killed and took any of them; there fell of the Engliſh horſe 

in the firſt encounter about two hundred, of the Scots the number 15 not cer- 
tain, whoſe Rear retreated homeward in ſafety; all this while the Scots army 

a wot much harm by the Engliſh fleet, which plaied upon them with they 4® 
ordnance. 

This battel being fought, the Engliſh waſte all the Country for ſix miles to- 
gether, and take jn certain Caſtles: The Regent repairs to both rhe Queens 
at Sterling, being fad for this diſaſter z but the Queen-mother was not much 
{arry, though ſhe made ſhew, becauſe ſhe ajmed to diſplace the Regent , and 
to get the government into her own hand : The young Queen is ſecured in 
Dumbritton,whilelt the Lords conſult about ſetling of To kingdome. Ambal- 
ſadoursAare alſo ſent to Henry of France, for aide againſt the common enemy, 
with hopes that the oung Queen ſhall be conveyed over into Fraxce, and 
married ts the Dolphin 3 but the French aide came not ſo ſoon as was expeQ- 50 
cd : mean while the Engliſh 1nyade Gal/oway by the aſſiſtance of Lennox, to 
whom a great part of that Country ſubmitted 3 they waſte alſo the Country 
about Haddington : In the interim three thouſand German foot,two thouſand 
French,and one thouſand horle, are ſent from King Henry of France; to theſe 
the Regent with cight thouſand Scots. doe joyn, and beficege Haddington : A 
mccting is had of the Lords about tranſporting of the Queen 5 many were a

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the union with Ezglard , cheifly thoſe that delired a reformation of Religions AnCriſtt. 
but the Catholicks, and all ſuch as were bribed by the French, chiefly the Re- Wu 


gent, who was promiſed a yearly revenue of twelve thouſand Francks,- beſides 
a Captainſhip over a hundred Curiſters; all theſe being the major part , vo- 
ted the Queen ſhould be ſent into France : The fleet that waited for her at 
Lieth, failed about the coaſt and took her in at Dumbritton ;, who after a ſtor- 
my patlage arrived in Britany, from whence ſhe is conveycd to the Court. 
Whilſt the ſiege continues at Haddington, the Scots famih Haume-Caſtle 
with ſome other places from the Engliſh. or Stewart the Queens brother 
10 with ſome forces 1n Fife, fell upon twelve hundred Engliſh lately landed , awd 
drovethem back again totheir ſhips, with the loſle of fix hundred of them 
partly (lain, and =_ drowned, as they were haſtening totheir fleet 3 abour 
one hundred were taken priſoners. Then the Engliſh fleet reſolves to (iſe 
upon the town of Montroſe in the night ; but the governour of the Town per- 
ceiving by the lights in their = + where they were, placeth divers armed men 
in ambuſh, who tell upon eight hundred of them as they were landing , and 
drove them back into the Sea, ſo that ſcarce the third part of them eſcaped. 
The fiege at Haddington continues ſtill : 7homas Palmer with one thouſand 
foot and three hundred horſe from Barwick are ſent to relieve the belieged ; 
20 but they were almoſt all cut off by the Scots in ambuſh ; after theſe three hun- 
dred more are ſent with powder and ſhot to relieve the beſieged, for theſe 
the French lay in wait, but miſled them : Then news came that -@ great army 
was comming out of England to raiſe the fiege 3 whereupon the Scots army not 
willing to hazard all upon one battell, leavethe fiege, and ſend back the Ar- 
tillery to Fdenburgh; where the Provoſt was killed with his fon and others by 
the French, becauſe he reſiſted them as they wereentering the City, fearing 
leſt they ſhould fall to plundering after their accuſtomed manner. The French 
return again ſuddenly to Haddington , where they killed the watch betimes in 
the morning, but as they were breaking open the gate, the Engliſh are a+ 
240 waked, who diſcharging the murthering piece before the gate, did ſuch exc- 
cution upon the French, that they ran away ; but not long after, they made 
incurſions upon England, and did much hurt there. | | 
Not Jong after this, Deſſz#s the French General is called home, upon the Re- 
gents letters complaining of his inſolencies, and ſedition raiſed by him at 
Edenburgh : but by the way he retakes from the Engliſh Keth-Ifland, and puts 
moſt of them to the ſword. Termizs is ſent into Scotland with ſome more 
French ſapplies, who regain ſome Caſtles from the Engliſh 5 and upon the de+ 
rture of their Army into England, fits down before Haddington, which at 
aſt, the Engliſh garriſon for want of proviſions were forced ta.quit, having 
40 firſt ſet fire on ſome houſes. Mean while, news is brought and proclaimed in 
Scotland of a Peace between France and England; whereupon the French are 
ſhipped away. But in this ſubſequent three yeares of peace, many diſorders, 
info encies and oppreſſions were committed by the Regent, and his brother 
the Archbiſhop of S. Andrewes, who was altogether ruled by his Concubine 3 
for which their government grew odious to the people : whereupon' the 
Queen-mother makes a journey into France, for ſhe aimed at the government, 
which ſhe hoped to obtain by the French affiſtance : the French king willing 
to advance her without tumult, beſtowes great penſions and offices on: the 
Regent and his ſon,and on Hwrtly,whoſe ſon had married the Regents daugh- 
$0 ter, on others alſo that were of the Queens faftion , who were 1mployed to 
perſwade the Regent to reſign his power to the Queen-mother z the Biſhop 
of Roſſe an eloquent man did the Queen good ſervice in this bulines, for which 
the French king rewards him with an Abby. in France. The Queen-morther 
hoping now a way was made for her greatneſle, returns home through Eg- 
land, being accompanied with a French Ambaſſador, who by their favourites 
perſwade the Regent to reſign his Regencie, ſo full of troubles and care, ng 
which 
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An.Chriſti. which he could not keep long, by reaſon the young Queen was almoſt of age, 
WY WW and that the French king would recompence him ſuſhciently; the Regent was 
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prime men; whereupon three Peers, two Biſhops, one Prior or Abbot, and 


contented to reſign , conditionally that he might never be queſtioned for the 
late kings goods which he had uſed, not for any aCt he had done in his Re. 

ency, which was granted him , and withall the title of Duke of Caſtelleror, 
rich preſents, and a yparty penſion of twelve thouſand Franks; it was alfo 
yoted, that if the Queen died without iſſue, Hamilton ſhould be declared next 
heir to the Crown; theſe Articles were ſent to France, and there confirmed by 
the young Queen and her protectors, to wit, King Henry 2. of France, the 
Dake of G#i/e, and his brother Charles the Cardinal; but the Regent repenting 10 
of his forwardneſs in promiſing to reſign, began to uſe delayes, untill he ſaw 
all the Lords fall off from him tothe Queen-mother: then he religns,conditio- 
nally that the Articles be ratified in Parliament, which was done accordingly; 
the Scepter, Crown and Sword were delivered up ſolemnly by the Regent 
to the French Ambaſlador , whoreceived them in the name of the young 
Queer,and by her command delivered them to the Queen-mother,a thing not 
ſeenbetore in Scotland,that a woman ſhould govern that Kingdomez but it was 
ordered that the Caſtle of Edinburgh ſhould nor be committed to the French, 
leſt if the Queen ſhould die childleſle, they would make it the place of their

 TheKingdome being ſetled , Hntly is employed by the Queen-Regent to 
ſuppreſs the high-way-men, which he undertook, but performed not, where- 
fore he is impriſoned , and not releaſed untill he had reſigned his right to Mo- 
ravia, and his offices he enjoyed in the North, and then he was diſmiſled, and 
made a Privy-counſellor ; then the Queen-Regent makes a progreſs as far 
North as I-nerneſs , where ſhe cauſed divers delinquents to be executed, and 
ſent the Earle of Athol againſt the Rebels, who brought with him their chief 
Commander Muderac with his whole family tothe Queen, but ſhortly after 
he madean eſcape, and did more miſchief then before; ſome of Cardinal 
Betons murtherers are advanced by the Queen a new projet is ſer on foot by 30 
the French , for raiſing of monies to mantain an Army of mercinaries, that 
each man ſhould be rated according to his eſtate, but this was wholly diſliked 
and rejected, as being both dangerous and needleſs; it was thought * an Huntly 
was the aurhor of this project, purpoſely to bring the Queen-Regent in 
diſlike with the people. 

The French king ſends to the Regent of Scotland, that ſhe would accordin 

to the old league denounce war againſt England, becauſe Queen Mary aſl 

her husband King Philip againſt the French; but the Lords would nor conſent 
to any war againſt England at this time : then a plot was laid to build a Fort 
near Barwick, purpoſely to induce the Engliſh to quarrels, which fell out ac- 4® 
cordingly, ſo that quarrel aroſe, and war is denounced; but the Scots fall out 4 
with the French Ambaſlador 0ſe/ſ/ixs, for taking upon him to rule the King- 
dome; at which both heand the Queen-Regent were offended, but know not 
how to help it,except by haſtning the marriage between the young Queen and 
the Dolphin,by which means the power of the Lords would be curbed-: After 
divers excurſions, a =_ $kirmiſh there was between the Duke of Norfolk 
and Andrew Car, m which many were wounded and killed on both (ſides, and 
Car taken pniſoner : After this, a Parliament is held in Edizburgh, in which the 
French kings letters were read , deſiring the Scots to ſend away for con- 
ſummating of the marriage, and confirming of the old league, ſome of their 50 


two Provoſts were ſent away, twoſhips of that fleet were ſunk with ſtormy 
weather, the Earl of Rothuſe, and Reed Biſhop of Orkney ſaved themſelves in a 
Fiſher-boat;when all theCommiſſioners were come on ſhore they haſten to the 
Court; the Gziſes who had now the command of all France, uſe all the celerity 


they can to conſummate the marriage; there were five brothers of them, the 
eldeſt 
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eldeſt was General of the French forces in France; the ſecond of the Ligurian An.Chriſte, 
forces; the third of their Army in Scotland; the fourth commanded the Gallies Wow 
at Marſreles ; and the fifth who was Charles the Cardina], had the dilpoling of 


the whole treaſure of France : after the nuptial ſolemnities were finithed, the 
Chancellor of France defires the Scots Commiſlioners that the Queens 
husband might be ſolemnly inſtalled and created King of Scotland, and 
that it might be confirmed by Parliament, which motion was rejected by 
them as unreaſonable, and as no wayes contained within their Commiſſion : 
ſhortly after four of the prime Commiſſioners , with .divers of their at- 
16 tendants died ſuddenly, not without ſuſpition of poyſon _—_ the Queens 

brother recovered, but never perfectly , for he had {till after this an infirm 
ſtomach. 

About this time the borders are infeſted on both ſides with mutual incur- 
ſions , a fleet of Engliſh was ſent to infeſt the Scots coaſt , which arriving in 
Orkney, landed many men to plunder and burn the Biſhops ſeat, and Town of 
Orkney , but the ſhips were ſcattered and torn by ſtorms , and all that came on 
ſhore were cut in peeces by the Iflanders : great troubles fell out in St. 4ndrews 
about the burning of one M1lvins arevolted Prieſt, whoſe tombe was erected 
and taken down again divers times, till at laſt theſtones were quite carried 
20 away for other buildings : At Edinburgh on the feſtival day of S. #gidizs the 

Cities Patron, his ſtatue that ſhould have been carried about in Proceſſion, 

was ſtoln out of the Church, and another little one being made, and carried 
about ſolemnly,was thrown down and trampled _ by the rude multitude, 
and all the Proceſſion ornaments torn iff peeces, Shortly after, Paul Mefin a 


Miniſter, is ſammoned to appear at Edinburgh, which he refuſed, being backed 
and ſupported by Dundee; upon this divers prime men out of Fife and Angus, 
dif} eerfea themſelves through the kingdome , exhorting the people to ſhake 
off the old Religion, and to ſubſcribe to the Reformation , and withall they 
ſend tothe Queen Regent, that the Divine-ſervice might be uſed in the vulgar 
zo tongue, that the people might 'chuſe their own Miniſters, and have power to 


depoſe them; this motion was rejected by the Papal-Clergy with much indig- 
nation , but the Regent for quietnelſs ſake gave way that Divine-ſervice be 
ſaid in Scottiſh, conditionally that no Miniſter be ſuffered to preach at Leith 
and Edinburgh the Prieſts notwithſtanding ceaſed not to perſecute the Mini- 
ſters, and cauſed ſome old Canons to be printed and faſtened to the Church- 
doors, the copies of which , becauſe ſold up and down for farthings a peece, 
therefore the people called the Roman religion, The Farthing-faith, 

In the Parliament at Edinburgh the French Ambaſlador, with his faftion, 
labour hard to have the Crown of Scotland ſet upon the Dolphins head, which 
at laſt after much debate was aflented to; the Earl of Argile, with James the 
Queens brother, are appointed to convey the Crown into France, but they 
fearing this would prove an enflaving of Scotland to France, put off the 
journey with long delayes ; in the interim Queen Mary of England dieth, and 
Mary of Scotland chaimeth that Crown, therefore aſſumes the Title and Arms 
of Fngland, which her husband likewiſe did : the Queen Regent alſo organ 
to carry herſelf more imperiouſly then before, petitions were preferred to her 
in behalf of the Proteſtants, which ſhe rejected; whereupon — 
ſpeeches are given our of ſhaking off her government. The Town of Pert 
publickly receives the Proteſtant Religion, for which ſhe threatens Kaver the 
50 Provoſt then ſhe ſends to Haliburton Provoſt of Dundee, to apprehend Mefar, 
and ſend him to her, but he conveyes him away out of danger; ſhe commands 
that the next Eaſter ſhould be kept after the Roman manner, but this her 
command was generally (lighted; wheretore in a rage thee ſummons to 
Sterling all the Miniſters of Scotland, who at the day appointed came 
with multitudes of their own {ide to guard them, ſo that the Regent 


was afraid, and diſmifled them without acting any thing againſt _ 
ave 
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An.Chriſti, ſave only that ſhe proſcribed ſuch as had not appeared there, as contumacious.

| But after the Regent ha 


beat down the quires and chancels of Cathedrals, with the religious houſes, 
beginning firſt at Perth, where the mad multitude in a few dayes deftroy the 
the buildings of the Franciſcans, Dominicans, and Carthuſsans ; The like fury 
was ſeen in Crper of Fife, and afterward like a Gangrene it crept into other 
places. T his Fa highly incenſed the Regent, that being aſſiſted by the Earls of 
Argile and Athol, with the French, ſhe tuddenly raiſed an Army againſt Perth : 
The Lords of the Reformation with ſeyen thouſand repair thither to defend 


the Town; but by the mediation of friends, a peace is made without ſheding 19 


of blood, and the Regent uporfthe disbanding of her Army is permitted to 
enter and ſtay in the Town with her ordinary attendance during pleaſure, 
but the French are not permitted to come within three miles of the place : 

it been there three dayes, ſhe baniſheth divers of the 
Townſinen, and divers of them ſhe plunders, and thangeth all the officers of 
the Town; and then having left a garriſon of Scots there, ſhe goeth to Sterlin. 
This much incenſecd the people againſt her; wherefore they atlemble in great 
numbers, being countenanced by ſome Lords, and fell upon 8.A4ndrews and 
other Towns, ſpoiling all the Religious houſes, ſo that the Archbiſhop with 
his guard were forced to flie : whereu 
the French and Scots of her fide to be in arms at the ſounding of the trumpet; 
about three thouſand Scots and French repaire to her, but the number of her 
enemies was far greater; wherefore ſhe ſends to make peace with them,which 
they refuſe, becauſe ſhe did not uſe tFkeep promiſe with hereticks, and they 
knew alſo that ſhe laboured to gain time, whereby ſhe might have forraign 
aid; yet ſome hopes appeared, 1fſhe would diſmiſle her garriſon at Perth, and 
ſuffer the Town to enjoy her old liberties, which ſhe refuſed to do; where- 
fore the Proteſtant army from Cuper befiegeth Perth, which ſhortly after is

This was ſubſcribed by the Kings Council 
the Lords, the Biſhops, and Judges; onely Sir James Hales Juſtice of the Com- 
mon-Pleas would not ſubſcribe; ſhortly upon this the king died. He was a 
Prince, though young, yet of great hopes and parts; much enclined to mercy, 
ſothat he could hardly be induced to ſet his hand to the Warrant of Joan But- 
chers execution, a notable Heretick, till he was urged thereto by Cramer his 
God-father,and Archbiſhop of Canterbury; He was very zealous for the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, ſo that he could not be moved by Charls the Emperour, to 
give way that the Lady Mary ſhould have Mafle fajd in her houſe, but wept 
when he was urged to1t; and wrote a paſſionate letter to his fiſter, diſſwading 
her to continue 1n her Catholick reſolution. Upon a Sermon which Dr. Rid- 
ley preached before him, concerning wercy to be ſhewed by rich men to the poore, 
he was ſo touched in conſcience, that he conferred after dinner with the Do- 
cor of ſome way, whereby he might doe moſt good tothe poore; the Doftor

Margan that condemned her, fell mad eleven dayes after the Duke of Suffolk 
was executed on the Tower-hil, and about two moneths after his brother

Gardiner, now Lord Chancellor, fers forth highly the match with $paize, to

That afirm peace 
be concluded berwixt theſe Nations for ever. 

Belides theſe generals, the King articles, That he will beſtow no Exgliſþ pre. 
ferments on ſtrangers, T hat hisCourt ſhall be xeplenitbed with natives of the 
land; That he ſfball not violate any priviledges of England; That he fhall 
not carry the Queen out of her Kingdome without her confent , nor her 
children,but by the aſſent of the Lords; That af he die ifluelefle, the ſuccefiion 
ſhall come ro the nex heir; T hat he ſuffer ppt to be carried away the Jewels of 30 
the Crown, neither gyns, nor any furniture of warz And laſtly, That he 
ſhall not entangle Exgland with the wars of his father, andthe French King. 
T hings thus ordered , the marriage is ſolemnized at Wincheſter on S. Jemſes 
day, where Ceſars Ambaſladors pronounced, That their Maſter in conſidera- 
tion of this marrjage had given to his ſon Pbilip the Kingdomes of Naples and. 
Jeruſalem; whereupon their titles were there ſolemn] ———_— 3 then 
they went from the Church , having ewo ſwords carried betore'them. So diſ- 
contented were ſome Proteſtantsat this match,and adyancement of theRomar 
faith, that one Baurn preaching at Pawls-crofle , had a dagger thrown at him, 
wh ich cauſed the Croſle the next Sunday to be guarded by the Queens 49 
guard z The next. year Dr. Pendleton. had a gun ſhot at him; A maid: was 
taught to ſpeak ina wall, as if it had been an Angel, againſt the Queen, 
the Prince of Spaiz, and the Maſſes a Cat was hanged on a gallows in 
Cheap,: her head ſhorn , and wearing a veſture like a Cope, and. many other 
abuſes were offered ,; which made the Queen-and Biſhops ever after jealous of

cen Mary, to be better direted in matters of Religion, ſends for her 
kinſman Cardinal, Pog/, the fon of Margeret  Counteſle of Salisbury , the 
onely danghter of George Duke of Clarence, King Edward the 4. ſecond 
brother, he had been bred in 0xford, and made Dean of Fxeter by K. Henry, at 50 
Padua heſtudied ſeven years, where underſtanding the King had caſt off the 
Pope, retuſed to return into Exglaxd, wherefore he 1s laimed Traitor and 
his var bapoey from him, to recompence which loſle, the Pope made him a 
Cardinal; he did fallicite foreign Princes againſt King Henry, for which he not 
being able to be reyenged on Pool, wracks his anger on his mother, beingnow 
cighty years old, whom he cauſed to lofe her head; then he was made Legate 
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of Viterbion, and is appointed by Pope Paw! the third to be one of his Vice- An.Chriſth 
gerents in the Council of Trextz he was afterwards choſen Pope, but being ac- WWW 


cuſed by Cardinal Caraffa, as a favourer of Prote(tants, he cleared himſelf, 
and was choſen again; but he not being nimble enough to ſtrike the Iron 
while it was hot, the Cardinal de Morte, afterward jzlizs the third, ſteps bes 
tween him and the Papal-chaire , who cauſed Caraffa toask Poole forgiveneſle; 
then Pool: retires to Verona, where in the Monaſttry of Saint Bennet, of which 
order he was both Profeſſor and Patron, he refides a while. | 

Shortly after this, Queen Mary ſends for him into England, for ſhe had been 
bred 2 the Counteſle his mother, and he was alſo of the blood royal;' 
which put him in ſome hopes he might change his Hat tora Crown : But Ce- 
ſar miſtruſting his intent, kept him back,till the match was concluded between 
his ſon and Queen Mary. Caraffs being now Pope, ſends Friar Peto to dif- 
charge Poole of his Legative power, which much incenſed the Queen; ſo 
that the forbids Peto to enter the land, till the Pope and Poole were reconciled: 
The queen cauſed all the atts made by king Henry again(t Poole to be zepealed, 
and the houſe of Parliament upon their petition to him is abſolved, and re- 
ceived again into the boſome of the Church : All the ancient Ceremonies of 
the Church are reſtored again , and all Church-livings that had been afſumed 
0 cothe Crown; The queen affirming, that fbe preferred her ſouls happineſſe to 
ten kingdoms. 

Though queen Mary was pious and zealous in her Religion , yet many bar- 
barous cruelties were by her Officers exerciſed on Proteſtants, her power in 
this caſe being much abuſed; ſo that five Biſhops, one and twenty Divines, 
eight Gentlemen, eighty four Artificers, belides many others, even women 
and children, were cruelly put to death 3 many were forced to fly the land, 
amongſt whom was Catherine Dutcheſle of S»yfolk, who had married Richard 
Bartie Eſquire, theſe were perſecuted by Bilhop Gardiner, becauſe ſhe had per- 
ſecuted him and other Papiſts in king Edwards dayes; the was forced to go 
diſguiſed on ſhip-board , with her young daughter, her husband being gone 
away before : ſhe ſuffered much by ſtorms at ſea, and more by want, perſecu- 
tion, and cold on the land , in th.1e places of Belgium and Germany where ſhe 
travelled ; till ſhe was relieved with her husband and childe, by Peruſel a Mi- 
niſter in # 3eſel : After this, they endured much more hardſhip , till they goc 
into Poland, where they ſtaid till queen Maries death. 

Queen Mary being ſuppoſed to be with childe, cauſed Te Dewm to be ſung, 
and ſolemn prayers made for her ſafe delivery ; in hope of which, Mid-wives, 
Rockers, and all things elſe were provided. An act was made, that king Philip 
ſhould be Protector of her iſſue and realm z but yet king Philip had no great 
confidence that his queen was with childe, nor duſt he truſt the Engliſh, or 
think that they could be kind to ſtrangers; who were ſo cruel to their own 
Princes, for he found that the Lord Paget and ſome others had conſulted to 
Cut off the Lady Eh:zabeths head; therefore in compathon to her ; he never 
gave off, till he got the queen to ſet her at liberty ; ſoſhe is brought to Ham- 
pton Court, where after fourteen daies ſhe was admitted into the queens 
chamber; there falling on her knee, (he prayed for her, and declared her loy- 
alty to her Majeſty,which the queen queſtioned , and checked her for not aC- 
knowledging her offence but ſhe ſtill pleaded for her own innocency : ſeven 
daics after the Lady was diſcharged of Benefield her Jailour, her maids are fent 
50 tothe Tower; and Gardiner died ſhortly after. About this time, one Fether- 
ſtone a Millers ſon gave out, that he was king Edward 6. but being taken at El- 
tham in Kent ; he was brought to Hampton Cotirt ; where being found by his 
fimple anſwers little better then frantick, is ſent tothe Marſhallie ; and from 
thence with a paper-crown on his head to Weſtminſter, and from thence whip- 
ped to $mith-field, and then baniſhed into the North : but the next year fal- 
ling into the ſame madneſle, is apprehended, condemned of treaſon and hapg- 
ed at Tybarrt; Bbbb 2 The 
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An.Chriſti. Thetime of Queen aries deliverance being come, it was given out that 
WWW a Prince was born, which cauſed great joy and triumph , both in London and 
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Antwerp; but all this came to nothing, tor ſhe was never with childe : Here. 
upon King Philip,in anger, went over the Seas, pretending to vilit his father, 
and totake poſleſſion of Belgium , where he ſtaid one year and a half, to Queen 
Maries great grief; who met him on the way as he rerurned, and brought him 
with great pomp through Londor. -In his abſence, ſome plotted to rob the 
Queens Exchequer at Weſtminſter, to raiſe war in the land ; but the plot was 
diſcovered, and the plotters executed. One Clebecka School-maſter,read pub- 
liquely atraiterous Proclaimation againſt the Queen, perſwading the people 10 
to take arms. Thomas Stafford diſperſed {landerous books againſt the Queen, 
and by ſtealth took the Caſtle of $carborongh, incenſing the people againſt 
herz but he was ſuppreſied by Thomas Piercy Earl of Northumberland, and 
ſent to London, where he was beheaded. Abour this time, Charls Ceſar called 
his ſon Philip into Bruſſels, where he reſigns to him all his dominions , counſel- 
ling him«o entertain peace with the French, for the general good of Chriſten- 
domes ,a peace for five years was made, but held not long ; for the Pope be- 
ing then beſieged by Duke Alva at Rome, ſends tothe French foraide, who 
by the G#iſe made his way open into Komez but the French falling away for 
want of pay, the Pope renounced his amity with Frarce, and entertains it 20 
with Sp2ir. Queen Mary to ſhew her love both to the Pope and king Pbilip, 
fals out with France, pretending divers wrongs from thence ; ſo ſhe ſends a 
Defiance unto King Herry of France, and proclaims wars againſt him in Lon- 
don, contrary to her promiſe and articles. King Philip paſleth over to Flanders, 
after whom rhe Queen ſends one thouſand horſe, four thouſand foot, and two 
thouſand pioniers under the Earl of Petbroke as Generall, theſe joyned with 
king Phil:p, whileſt the Dukes of Savoy and Brunſwick, with ſome Lords, had 
invaded the French confines, and beſieged St. Qnintins; which Montmroranc 
Conſtable of France came with great forces to relieve; but he ſo miſcarried, 
that he was hurt,and taken priſoner with eight Knights of the order : Shortly 30 
after St. @»:mt is taken by king Philip and the Engliſh. 

Upon the taking of this town, the Engliſh grew ſecure, and negligent of 
Calice, ſo that the Duke of Gniſe with great celerity approached the Engliſh 
frontier , under colour to victual Boloigneand 4rd, he divided his Army in- 
to two parts; the one he ſends to Rizebark, whileſt the other battered two 
forts at once, which they wan in twelve houres ſpaces Ricebank is alſo aban- 
doned by the Engliſh, and left ro the Gniſe :- then the Duke batters the walls 
of Calice three dayes together, and made a great breach, He planted aifo 
fifteen double Cannons againſt the Caſtlez they within finding themſelves 
too weak, thought to blow up the French with Gun-powder, as they entred, #® 
but the train would take no fire, being wet with the drops of water that fell 
from the French-mens cloths, having waded through the ditch 5 fo that they 
got the Caſtle,with the death of Ager Marſhal of the Town, his ſon and heir, 
and eighty Engliſh more. The Lord Wentworth, Deputy of the Town, ſent to 
the Caſtle for a parly,which was granted,and theſe Atticles agreed on. 1. That 
the Town with the Artillery, Victuals, and Munition ſhould be yeelded freely 
to the French. 2. That the lives of the Inhabitants ſhall be ſaved. 3. That the 
onny with fifry others remain priſoners till they pay their ranſom. 

he Engliſh were ſhut up in two Churches, where they remain a whole day 

and night without meat or drink. The Duke commanded that all their plate, 50 
mony and jewels be laid on the altars,upon pain of death ; ſo the Town was 
voided of five hundred ordinary ſouldiers, of townſmen women and children 
four thouſand and two hundred , and all theſe ſtript of the wealth they had 
been long in gathering : In the ſpace of eight dayes was this Town loſt, which 
coſt king Fdward 3, eleven moneths ſiege, and had been poſlefled by the Eng- 
liſh two hundred and eleven years; fifty priſoners are ſent away into F _

The oath of 
Supremacie'is offered ro the Clergy : in place of Poole deceaſed, Porker is made 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury : the Monaſteries are again ſuppreſſed, and Images 
aboliſhed:then care is taken for refining the Coyiand for furniſhing the king- 
dotne with tmunition, armour, and powder. The French king, in favour of his 
fon the Dolphin,and Queen Mary of Scotland, cauſed their right tothe Crown 
of Fngland to be proclaimed at Paris, commanding England to be put among 
rheir Titles, and the Arms theregfto be impaled with Scotland and France, in 
theit Seals, Plate, and Tapiſtry : but afterward upon Articles of Accord be- 
tween E1rzland, Scotland and France, it was agreed,that the Arms and Titles of 
England aid Ireland ſhould fot thenceforth be uſed by the French king; nor

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under the command of Ambroſe Dudley Earl of Warwick, who is afliſted by 
ſome Scots forces from Deep : but New-haven, after eleven moneths polleſſion, 
was Joſt again by the Engliſh, for want of water, which the enemy had cut off, 
and by rcaſon of the Plague which raged there, and afterward in Exglard re- 
ceivipg infe&ion from thence.

her ſon. Then the King willed the Ambafladors to abſerit theniſetves a while;

have the ſame, beſides that they exjoyed it long before the Engliſh took it;

og {1nce they have loſt; the Engluh claim two hundred years poſicſhon,

Princes as among piivate men, the French can preſcribe a far longer time then 


20 the Engliſh : As for king Francis the 2. he did not therefore mtend to invade 
England, becauſe the Engliſh thought'ſo, for ſuſpitions and thoughts are no 


realities; but the Engl Queen did really javade France upon a fair pretence 
of keeping the Towns for the Kings uſe, but ſhe kept New-havirn as a pledpe 
for Calice, whereby ſhe hath loſt ber right to Calice: withall he ſhews, that God 
having divided England from France by the ſea, the Engliſh ſhould content 
themſelves within their own confines : therefore he wiſheth thern to enter-= 


tain peace with France, which will do them more good then the gaining of 


Calice, Tothis Sir Thowra5 anſwers, That the Engliſh made no thvalion uport 
France, but were invited thither by divers of the Nobility and others then ini 
20 dangerz nor when they were landed did they uſe any hoſtility, or take an hen 

or egge but what they paid for and if that aid had nbt come from £ng/end, 
much of Frence hed om ruined : As for the Queens keeping 6f Newhaven, 
ſhe had reaſon ſo todo, having been at fo great charge and colt { ſhe deſerved 
to have ſome reaſon offered her in her right to Calice. But{faith the Conſtable)

The chief 
heads of theſe Rebels finding their inability to refiſt ſo great a power as was

This execution made many deſperate, who in revenge of their friends put 
to death, gather head under Leonard Dacresz theſc neer to Naworth fought de- 
ſperatly with the Lord Hunſdon, who at laſt cauſed them to give back, and 
Dacres to flie into Scotland; where Northumberland is taken by the Regent,and 
ſent into Frgland, and bchcaded at Tork, declaring the Popes ſupremacy , the 
Queens hereſie, and the kingdomes miſery, being now in a ſchiſme. YVVeſtmer- 
land was ſhifted away into Flanders, where he died miſerably of ulcers. 

About this time, Nicholas Morton an Engliſh-man , wm 
Pics Quintws, procures at Rome a Bull againſt queen Elizabeth, whereby ſhe is 
declared an Heretick, an uſurper, and uncapable of the Crowns theretore all 
her ſubjefs are abſolved from their allegiance to her, and curſes denounced 
againſt ſuch as ſhould obey her : this Bull was hanged up at the Biſhop of Lon- 
dons gate , and had many patrons and abettors, who came to' untimely 
deaths; among Whom was Dr. Story a Civilian, who having efcaped out of 
priſon, got over into Antwerp, where being imployed by the Duke 4lva to 
ſearch all ſhips for Engliſh-bibles, was catcht by one Parker a Merchant, as he 
was ſearching his ſhip, and-carricd over into England, where he was executed

at Tyburn, One Sommervel intended to murther the queen, but was preven- 30 


ted, apprehended, impriſoned and condemned , but in the priſon he ſtrangited 
himlelfto death. One hundzed and twenty Jeſuits were apprehended, tifty 
three of which were baniſhed, the reſt execmed,, among whom was Fdamnd 
Campian: Robert. Parſons e{caped, In Cornwal,Cutbert Mayne difſwades the 
people from obeying the Queen ; In other places, Nelſon and divers others 
were imployed to the fame purpoſe ;' Thompſon brought holy-oyle to anoint 
the Prieſts, and Hemford a diſpenſation from the Pope : Hardock was imploy- 
ed to find out the fitteſt landing-place' for ſtrangers, and ro prepare aides at 
home : John Pain with fifty more were encouraged takill the queen by a vio- 
lent aſlault. , {0 

Francis Throgmorton was imployed by Mendozathe Spaniſh Ambaſſadour in 
L ondor, to collect the names of the Engliſh great-men who 1tood for the Ca- 
tholick cauſe ; to whom was joyned Charls Paget : abroad divers were ſet on 
work, to ſqllicite the king of Spain to invade Exg/and: The Duke of Guiſe un- 
dertook to be the leader, it Rome and-Spain would: bear the charges. Throg- 
morton delivers to Mendoza his chard of the Havens of Fngland, with a liſt of 
Catholick aidersz Armael in Suſſex was held the fitteſt place for landing : 


_ but Thrggmorton apon ſuſpition is apprehended, and his ſtudy ſearched, where 


were found the liſt of his Catholicks, the Havens for landing , with pedigrees

touching the Engliſh Crown, and ſome libels againſt the Queen ; but a casket 50 


with ſome other things unknown were ſecretly conveyed tothe Spaniſh Am- 
baſladours. This whole conſpiracy Throgmorton confeſleth,8 ſuffereth. Wilian 
Parry tor burglary was to diec,burt obtained pardon from Q.Flizabethsyct after- 
ward he went about to take away her life, by pretending that he would diſco- 
ver the names of divers who had plotted againſt her , but (till his heart failed 
him, when he came to ſpeak with her. At Jaſ his treaſon was diſcovered by

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\ one Mr. Nevil whom he thought to be ſure. on his fide, which Treafon he An.Chriſti. 


confelled himſelf, and by his letter to the Lords of the Councel ſeems to ab- 


hor it, and craves pardon for it ; but when he ſaw he wasto be executed ; be 
denied his former confeſſion. One Appletree (whether purpoſely or caſually 
wasnot known ) diſcharged a bullet, and ſhot the water-man mm the Barge 
where the Queen was, within fix foot of her ſeat; -butſhe pardoned the offen= 
der. Henry Percy Earl of Northumberland, being. of 1brogmortous conſpiracy, 
was fent to the Tower, where he murthereth- himſelf by diſcharging a dag 
with three bullets under his left pap. | 


There were beſides theſe, divers other Treaſons hatched by the Earl of , 


Arundel, Sir John Perot Deputy of Ireland, Babington, Tichburn, Ballard, and 
diyers others, ſome of theſe ſuffered at Tyburmn; Babirtgton, Charnock and Savage 
in Lincolns-Inne-helds. Cullen an Iriſh Fencer undertook the death of the 
Queen for thirty pounds, he ſuffered at Tyburr. Sanders wrote againſt the 
Queen, ſodid Creſwelunder thename of Philopater, and Parſons under the 
title of Doleman concerning titles of the Crown. Dr. Lopez the Portugal Phy- 
fitian for a rich jewel given him by a Spaniſb Counſellor, and a promiſe of fifty 
thouſand crowns,undertakes to poyſon the Queen by a pationz but the matter 
was not carried fo cloſe as was thought : Lopez was appointed to give the 


20 Queen phyfick, purpoſely totry him, the phyſick being brought , the Queen 


witheth him to miniſter to the Treaſurer Cecil who had more need of phyfick 
then ſhe 3 when he came to Cecil he is apprehended for a Traitor, the ingredt- 
ents of his potion are examined: by other DoCtors, and it was found poyſonz 
ſo he is arraigned, and with his two conforts hanged at Tyburn, * 

After theſe, Terk, Williams and others, were animared at Bruxels by Holt the 
Engliſh Jeſuiteto kill the Queen, but the plot was diſcovered and prevented, 
and the plotters hanged. The laſt that publikely attempted the Queens death 
was Squire, firſt a Scrivener, and then-a Purveyor in the Queens ſtable, he be- 
ing taken at ſea (as he was failing after Sir Francis Drake) by ſome Spawiards, is 
{et upon by Walepoolan Engliſh-man , to poyſon the pommiel of the Queens 
{faddle, which he did as ſoon as he came into England being exchanged for a 
Spaniſh priſoner ; but the _ had loſt its vertue, for it did no hurt neither 
to the Queen, nor to the Earl of Efex, as was intended ; but Walepoo! — 
nonews of his plot, ſuſpected Squire for a falſe brother, and fearing he woul 
reveal divers ſecrets, prevents him, by diſpatching one into Ergland to inform 
againſt Squire, this Informer at firſt was not credited, yet 8quire was examined, 
and ſome paſlages in his anſwer laid hold on, which made him be ſuf- 
pow and ſo upon advice of his friends he confefled ; and accordingly ſuf-

40 The thirteenth year of her Reign an A& was made that none ſhould name 


_ any particular perſon to be the Queens heir or-ſucceſſor : Thomas: Howard 


Duke of Norfolk, for favouring too much the Scots cauſe; is beheaded on the 
Tower-hill. This year was ſeen that ftrange Star or Comet in Caſ/zopeagit was 
obſerved to be higher then the Moon, and not much lefler then Yenwr. Queen 
Elizabeth ſends fitteen hundred men to aid the Regent of Scotland againſt the 
other faction; Fdinburgh-Caſtle is battered with thirty Canons, and at laſt for 
want of water is ſurrendred by compolition tothe -nfe of the young King: 
About this time the Royal-Exchange was built by Sir Thomas Greſham. Sir 
Martin Forbuſher made fail into the North-Eaſt-ſeas, further then any other 


50 had done; he attempted the next year thirty leagues further, and a third time 


he aflayed further. Sir Francis Drake with five ſhips, and a handred fixty four 
men paſt the line three and thirty degrees of latitude ; and in the fix and thir- 
ticth m_— enters the river Plate; with three of his ſhips he pafled the. ſtrait 
of Magel/n, leaving the other two as impediments tohim, the Marrigold was 
alſo loſt, Mr. Winters ſhip ſhaken oft by ſtorms recovered England, but the 
Pelican , whereof he was Admiral, held = her courſe upon the Welt of Anre- 
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rica; where he paſſed the line ro the latitude 47 but finding no paſlage by © 
reafan of end ice, returned Sourh-welt , and came to anchor BON 
and. thirty degrees from the line , where the King of that Connery pre- 
ſented unto him his Crown of feathers, admiring our men, and ſacrificing to 
them as to gods:this place he callsNova Atbiorrat his departure he erefts a Plate 
of brafle as a' monument, wherein was engraven the Queens name, and her 
picture, with her Arms ina of filver under the Plate; fromthence he 
came tothe Iles of Molucco , and thence to Java Major , and fo tothe Cape of 
Good-hope, and then he fell with the coaſt of Gu;»ea, whence crofling again 
the line , he came to the height of the Azores, and then to Fngland, having 19 
been abſent three years wanting twelve dayes; his ſhip was laid upin the 
Dock near Deptford,and the Captain Knighted. 

And now the Frgliſh begin to trade with the Muſcovites and Turks; the 
Sultzn:upon the requeſt of the Engliſh Amballador made peace with the 
Pohnder , which Sultan by his letzer to Queen Elizabeth tmciteth her to make 
war againſt Spain. Pope Gregory the 13. ſtirs up the King of Spain, having ob- 
tained Portzgal, to war againſt Exgland, in favourot the Iriſh Rebels, offering 
to acquit him of the fruits of the Archbiſhoprick of Toledo, long retained in 
his hands ; the Archbiſhop being ſuſpended, wherefore they two joyn in hope 
to conquer Ireland; thePope ſends hxyhundred men under the command of ?® 
Thomas Stukely; whom he ſtiled Marqueffe of Ireland; the Spaniard bears all 
the charge, with the addition of three hundred Spaniards, and ſends 
money to raiſe forir thouſand men more; theſe landed in the County of 
Kerry, raiſcd their Standart,and built a fort ; by theſe means Deſzrond hoped 
tobeKing of Feland. 

FheLord Grey Deputy of Ireland, with his forces fell upon theſe ſtrangers, 
and puts them to the ſword, a few being referved for ranſomes : the Fort had 
ſtore of, money, armour, ſhot, powder, and other provition ; all the 7riſh there 
as well-women as men died, and Deſmond driven into the woods, was in a 
cottag&wounded by a ſouldier, who at length cut off his head. The Earl of 30 
Eſſex 1s ſent over to reduce the wilde Iriſh m Vifter, which had been pretty 
quict-after the Queen had enacted, Thar no man fhould aſſume the name 
of 0+Neale till Twrlogh Leinigh, a brothers fon of Con-More grand-father of 
Shan-0-Neal, of whom we have ſpoken already. This Twrlogh diſquieted 
the Scots of the Iſlands, and flew Alexander Oge, theſlayer of = 0-Neal his 
ſon:in lawzHugh Baron of Duncannon eſcaped from him into Frgland,on whom 
the Queen beſtowed the command of a troop of horſe, and a thouſand marks 
per anzium, and for his good ſervice againſt De/wond he obtained the title of 
Earl of 7:r-0en 5 upon this old Txrlogh reſigns to him the government of 
Ulſter on certain conditions, chiefly , that they both ſhould joyn their forces 49 
to maintain the Kowar Religion. Mac-Guyre encouraged by Guarar: Primate of 
Irelani/ began fir{t to ſtir,but is discomfited by SirR:chard Fingham,and Guaran 
ſlain in the fh&)d, AMac-Guyreafter this flies out into open Rebellion, whom 
Tir-0e# purſucth and receiveth a wound in his thigh, which made him gra- 
cious at the Fng/rſþ Court : he procured Fitz-will;ams the i*eputy to be called 
home, m whoſe place Sir Walliams Ruſſel par whom he flatters with ſuch fine 
words , that alrhough the Marſhal charged him with many ſubordinartions of 
Mac-Gnyre, yet he was diſmiſled, to the great difcontent of the Queen, and 
diſquictneſs of rhe land. 

King Philip of Spain had before this been incenſed by Queen Fliz.abeth, for 59 
entertaining the fugitive Netherlanders his ſubjefts in her Kingdom, whom ſhe 
thought the could not in honour baniſh, having fled thither for the ſafety of 
their lives, and liberty of their conſciences : She alſo deſires that Weſtmerland, 
with others of her Rebels ſhould be baniſhed the Spaniſh dominions.. The

The Queen demands a Ceflation of arms, a preſent Truce, a diſmiſſhon of 
foraign ſouldicrs , a reſtitution of the monies Jent by her to the States, an 
enjoyment of their ancient Liberties, anda Toleration of Religion for rwo 
ears, anda Confirmation of the Articles of Gaxnt; ſo the promiſeth to de- 
iver up the Towns again. All theſe demands are rejected by the Spaniards. 20 
Meanwhile Pope Sixtws 5.ſends out his By to confirm the Excommunications 
of his rwo former Predeceſlors againſt the Queen; and Cardinal AZex fects out 
a bitter book , wherein he exhorts all to joyn with King Philip and Parm a- 
gainſt her : This book the Queen ſent to Parma, but he {lighted it off with a 
complement. In the interim it is given out, that King 7-:/:p had kept fifty 
thouſand men m Pay almoſt a whole year, by means of that Treaty : And at 
laſt the great Armado begins to appeare, in which were 72 Gallions and Galli- 
aſles, 47 Ships and Hulks, 1x Pinaces and Carvals, 2843 great Ordnance, 
3094 Sailers, 18658 Souldiers, 2083 Gally-fJaves, 220coo Bullets for great 
ſhot, 4200 Kintals of Powder, 200 Kintals of Match, 7cco Muskets and Cali- 30 
vers, beſides incredible ſtore of other proviſions, Bisket and Wine for fixe 
moneths, with Bacon, Cheeſe, Fleſh, Rice, &c. this Army coſt king Philip 
thirty thouſand Ducats every Jay. The Generall was the Duke of Medina, 
the Admiral Don Martinez; Don Martin Alorcon was Vicar-general for the 
Inquiſition, with wbom were an hundred Monks and Jeſuitesz Cardinal Aer 
is Superintendent of Church-marters, he tranſlates the Popes Bull into Eng- 
liſh and ſends i away ; In this Fleet were divers of the Nobility and Gentr 
of Spainand Portugal. The Duke of Parma allo prepared a great Navy, wit 
300 {mall Boats, and 70 flat-bottom'd, every one able to beare 3o horſes, with 
2 world of all ſort of furniture and provifion :. Neer Newport he had 3o com-49 
panies of tal:ans, 2 of Walloons, and 8 of Burgundians; at Dyxmew he had 80 
Companies of Netherlanders, &© of Spaniards, and 60 of High-Dutch, beſides 
7 of Engliſh: The Pope ſends forth his Cruſado, and promiſeth a million of 
cold , with a proviſo that he ſhould hold the Englith Crown as teudatory to 
the See of Rowe. 

To prevent this ſtorm, Charles Howard High- Admiral of Fxgland is ſent in- 
to the ſeas; the Lord Seyaer with the ſhips of Belginm kept betwixt Calice 
and Dover: The Queen being advertiſed by the French king, that this fleet 
was for England, cauſed all the Frained bands through the kingdome to be 
multered and in readinefle, the Earl of Leiceſter is made Lieutenant over 50 
them, 1ilbrry in Eſſex was the place for the Camp3 there were two and twenty 
thouland foot and ſixteen hundred horſe; the Queens guard conſiſted of two 
thouſand two hundred and fifty two bore, and of foot thirty four thouſand 
and fifty. But the great Spaniſh Navy bs ſo toſled with a ſtorm, that the Duke 
of Medina is driven back into the Grorme, and eight other of their ſhips diſper-

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and were ct upon by their own ſlaves, who freed themſelves by the ſlaughter 
of many Spaniards, Sir Francis Drake Vice-Admiral goeth weſtward, and 
joyneth his fleet with the reſt, which made up an hundred faile. 

The Admiral hearing in what diſtreſle the Spaniſh fleet was, did bear faile 
towards Spain; but the wind turning South, he returns homeward and An- 
chored his ficet in Plizronth havens the Spaniards put again to fea, and at laſt 
caſt anchor in the Channel of the Narrow-ſeas; ſome Pinaces are dif, patched. 
to Parma, to forward his charge for the kings ſervice : ſudden news is brought 
to the Admiral, that the Armado was come, which by reaſon of ficknefle, and 
10 the former ſtorm, was not expetted that year : Wherefore all hands are ſet on 
work to warp out the ſhips then in the harbour,and many of the men on ſhore; 
at length they got out to ſea, and having advantage of the wind, diſcharged 
their Cannon cn the Spaniards, and were anſwered in the ſame language ; the 
next day, the two fleets fought within musket-ſhot ; the Englith Admiral 
fell fiercely on the Vice-admiral of Spair 3 a Gallion in which were ſome Dons; 
was forely battered by the Engliſh , whoſe ſhips were lower and nimbler , 
whereas the Spaniſh high Veſſels were fitter for detence then offence : The 
next day Drake commands this Gallion to yeeld, Don Pedro at firſt refuſed, but 
underſtanding that it was Drake,who had him in chaſe,came on board his ſhip; 
20 Where after ſome complements, he is kindely uſed by Drake, and lodged in his 
own Cabbin; the reſt of that company were ſent to Plimouth, where they 
ſtaid eighteen moneths till their ranſome were paid 3 in that {hip were found 
tive and hfty Ducats in gold: that fame day 0quendo's great Gallion fell on tire, 
the upper part whereof, and molt of the perſons were conſumed, the Hulk was 
brought into Plimonth, 

Neer Portland a fierce encounter was bet ween the Engliſh and Spaniards; 
wherein a great Venetian ſhip with ſome ſmaller were ſurpriſed. The 24. day 
of July, a great fight was between four Galliaſſes and the Engliſh fleet,in which 

_— the Spaniards were galled with chain ſhot from our thips, yet they had 
20 the advantage becauſe our powder failed ; which being ſupplied, paces A is 
divided into four ſquadrons, under four Commanders; namely, the Admiral, 
Drake , Hawkins, and Forbifher. July 25. _=_ the Iſle of Wight, was a cruel en- 
counter, each diſcharging their whale-{ides. The 27 of July, the Spaniards an- 
chored in fight of Calice, intending for Dunkirk, there to joyn with the Duke 
of Parma, to whom Medina ſends to haſten his forces; but the Spaniſh ſhips 
were ſo planked with beams, that Bullets could not pierce them 5 wherefore 
cight Engliſh-ſhips are filled with powder , brimſ(rone, and other combuſtible 
matter, which July 28 about midnight were let drive with Wind and Tide a- 
mong the Spaniſh fleet ; this cauſed the Spaniards, being ſuddenly affrighted, 
to cut their cables, or elſe they had been all fired; in this confufed hafte,one of 
their Galliaſſes of Naples fell foule on another (hip, and loſt her rudder, and fo 
was aſſaulted by the Engliſh on a ſhelve in the ſhore of Calice; her General 
Moncados was (lain in the fight,and many more Speninncs meny leaped into the 
Sea and were drowned : In her were four hundred ſouldiers, and three hun- 
dred ſlaves, which were now freed from their fettersz and a booty found of 
fifry thouſand Ducats; the governour of Calice would not ſuffer the veſlel to be 
ſet on fire. : 

The 29 of July, over againſt Greveling, a ſore conflict continued that day , in 
which a Gallion of Biſca periſhed, wherein the Captains in madnefle killed 
50 cach others t Two great ſhips beſides preſently ſunk; Francis de Toledo, with 0- 
thers, committed themſelves to the Skiff, and arrived at 0/tend. The St. Philip 
a Gallion of Portugal, in which he was, with the ſouldiers in her,weretaken by 
the F[yſbingers, The St. Mathew, another Portugal Gallion was ſo ſhot, that her 
leaks could not be ſtopt, Don Diego Pinrentell;,retuling Medina's courte(ie, who 
would have ſaved him in a skiff, was afterward taken on the coaſt of Flanders 
by five men of war, and carried into Zealand; In the interim , Seymer with his

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An.Chriſt i ſquadron is ſent to joyn with the 35 ſhips of Ho/and, that lay on the coaſt of 
Www Flanders to keep in the Duke of Parma; but the Armado being weary of fight-

ing, ſpread their main-ſails and = to ſea, the Engliſh Admiral following leſt 
they ihould put into Scotland, but they bent their courſe toward Norway, ſo 
about the degree of latitude 57. our Admiral left them. 

The Spaniards confidering with themſelves, how they had loſt five thou- 
ſand of their men, that many maimed and ſick ſouldiers lay on their hands 
twelve of their greateſt ſhips were ſunk, loſt and taken, their tackling { poiled 
and anchors loſt, their victuals failing and freth-water ſpent, which made them 
fling their horſes and mules overboard, knowing alſo that Parma could not, 
and Scotland would not help them, by reaſon ot their correſpondencie with 
Fngland, they held it beſt to return into Span ſo ſailing between the orcades, 
about Caithnes and the coaſt of Ireland, kept weſtward in the main ocean, and 
returned at length into Spair, where the Duke is depoſed from all his autho- 
rity and confined to his houſe ; The reſidue of the ſhips, about forty in num- 
ber, were (o battered on the coaſt of Ireland, that divers of them periſhed, 
amongſt others 0quendo's great Galliafle and two great ſhips of Yenice, ſome 
were driven on the Engliſh, ſome on the French coaft,and were taken; fo that 
of 134 ſhips only 53 returned to 8paiz, of the whole fleet were miſling 81 veſ- 


ſels, and of 3occo ſouldiers 13500. above 2CCo priſoners were taken in 20 


England, Ireland, and Low-Conntries, 

All danger being paſt, the Camp at Tilbury is disbanded, and not long after 
Leiceſter died. The Queen on the 2. of September gives ſolemn thanks to God 
for this Victory in S. Paul, where on the lower battlements eleven Spaniſh 
Enſigns are hung up, the next day they were ſpread upon London-Bridge z 
the 19. day of November was appointed to be kept holy throughout the Land 3 
the Queen upon the Sunday following, being the 24. of November, went in 
{tate trom White-Hal/ to S.Pauls, where at the WElt-door ſhe fell down on her 
krees, giving ſolemn thanks to God, and exhorting the people to the ſame 


duty. The Zelenders on their Coyn ſtamped the memorial of this day and 3?

victory, ſo did the Hol/anders. 

It being reported that king Philip was preparing a new Fleet to recover his 
loſt honour, It was reſolved by the Lords and Commons of England, That an 
atteinpt be made upon Spain, and aid given to Don Antox70 the expulſed King 
of Portuzal, who was given out by king' Philip to bea baſtard; after he had 
driven him out of Portxgal, he proclaims eight hundred thouſand crowns to 
him that ſhould bring. him either dead or alive, yet he was kept diſguiſed 
cight monceths in Poriugal;, then he fled unto the Court of France, where he 
received aid from the Queen-mother, a competitor alſo for the Portugal- 


crown. A fleet is ſent to the Iſles of Terceres, which by the Spaniards is over- 4? 


thrown, eight of the talleſt French ſhips are loſt, and rwo thouſand men ſlain; 
divers Portugal Captains for this lofle were impriſoned as cowards.So Antonio 
having no more hopes of France, repaires into England, where he deſires the 
Queen to land him ſafe in his country 5 whereupon 1x of her ſhips,and twenty 
more of war, beſides others for tranſportation , accompanied Don Antonio 
from Plywomh, Sir Francis Drake was Admiral, Sir John Norris Generall for 
land-ſervice, with eleven thouſand ſouldiers, two thouſand and five hundred 
mariners: theſe landing in the Bay of Galicia neer the Groir,were Ehcountred 
by the encmy neer the Town, who forced them back to their gates. 

Norris the next day, forced the Gallies which plaied upon his troops, to 
abandon the road ; the Baſe-town is ſurpriſed, five hundred that fled thence 
to the rocks were (Jain; inthis Town was an incredible magazine of mony, 
victuals, and arms provided againſt England; the Engliſh by immoderate 
drinking of wine, cauſed a great infeCtion and mortality in the army; a great 
Gal!lion 1s ſet on fire by overcharging the great ordnance, this burned two 
dayeg together, {o that of fifty great pieces, f1xteen only were left; the higher

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Town: held out, being buile on-a rock; the Miners attempting to blow up the 
walls, overthrew a:partof-a tower, the other pan falling down unexpectedly, 
few Captain.Spdbrhamwinh thirty fouldiers; after this Nortzs with nive Re- 
giments meta Spaniſh Army comming againſt him,and a hot skirmiſh enſueth, 
1n.:which Sit Adwand Noryer, with ſour other Commanders are wounded, not- 
withſtanding: the whale Army of Spaniards was:routed in this ſervice, the 
Kings Standard is ta;:eaywhich:was diſplaied before the General; then return- 

ing'to the-Greine,the Fng/iſþ hred the baſe Town, and fo put again to-fea, the. 
Eazl of Efex meets with thefleer, and they all land in Portugal, under ſhot of 
10 the Caltle of Pexiche, theenemy fel preſently on.the Engliſh, but are beat ſo; 

that they take their heels and leave the Town undefended , which preſently 

yeeldeth, and-ſo doth the Caſtle upon ſummons, underſtanding that Dox Au- 

tonio was there, | 

Seven Companies of foot being left to guard the ſhips, the main Army 
marcheth oyer-land to Lisbox , and took a Caſtle by the way : many of 
the Engliſh lowtdiers were poyſoned. with drinking: of ſtanding waters, and 
eating of poyſoned honey lett purpoſely m the bouſes. The 25: of May our 
Army came to Lishor, whoſe Suburbs were abandoned and ſtore-houſes fired; 
the enemy in the nighe time: ( whilft the Eng/;ſo were at reſt, being wearied 
20 with [ix dayes march and my (allied. out, and killed Collonel Bret, with 

divers Captains and others; but the Earl of Eyexfel} on them unexpectedly 
and drove them to the City-gates : in the interun Coſcx is ſurpriſed, the-inha- 
bitants being fled ro the mountains, who underſtanding their King was 
come, TREINS their loyalty to. him, but the Caſtle held out for the 
Spaniard, | 

7 Ihe Duke of Breganuſa, Franciſco-de Toledo and others, promiſed to- aid. 

Antowzwo with three thouſand horie and other ſupplies , but could make no 
head, becauſe of the Spaniſh Commanders every where : Antonio hoping aid 
would came at laſt, defired the Ezgl;ſoto ſtay before Lirbon for nine dayes, 
20 which could not be granted, becauſe the Frglifþ were fickly and much weak- 
ned, nor was there any forwardne(s in the Portugals; Antoniodefires the Sub- 
urbs might nat be (poiled : Eſſex in a bravery run his ſpear and brake it againſt 
the gate of that City, challenging any Spaniard within to fight with him, but 
none appeared. The Caſtle of Caſcajs is rendred upon conditions. Sixty 
Spaniſh hulks laden with proviſion for Lisbox are taken. 

The Enghſb being at fea again, are overtaken: in a calm by nine gallies 
which fuok ſome of our ſtragling ſhips; Captain Ainſbew fought to the laſt 
after his ſhip was on fire; ſo continuing ſeventeen dayes on board, many dead 
fouldiers are caſt into the fea ; Then they came to #ige a Town, which with 
zo the Country for ſeven mites compalle they et on fire : Then Drake arrives 

| —_ Plimonth June 21. and Norris July the 2. after, 

The ſtate of Frazce at this time was much diftrafted and out of order; 
therefore a meeting at Bloys is appointed of the three Eſtates for eſtabli- 
ſhing peace and union : For the Clergy appeared a hundred thirty four 
Deputies , among whom were four Archbiſhops, one and twenty Biſhops; 
ws two Generals of Orders ; For the Nobility, a hundred and eighty 
Gentlemen For the Commons, a hundred ninety one Merchants and 
Lawyers : Totheſe King Henry the third made a ſpeech tending to union, 
which was proſecuted by the Chancellor, by: the Archbiſhop of Bowrges 
50 and by the Preſident for the third Eſtate; whereupon an oath of union is ta- 
ken, but the Leagures in the interim diſgrace all the Kings ations; and 
make his government odjous, purpoſely to ſet the Gxiſe in his Thropez who 
remporiſed with both. The Clergy excommunicates King Henry of Navur as 
an heretick, and deprived him of tlie government of Guienne, but King Hezry 
would have him tobe ſummoned, and again to be ſworn to the union. T0 


this it was anſwered, That he had been many times wrought upon to re- 
nounce 
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An.Chriſti, nounce his hereſie, tono purpoſe; he was excommuninate by the Pope , and 
WY therefore king Henry was bound to ſubſcribe thereto, otherwiſe Guiſe would 


diſſolve the aſſembly; and fo Henry of Navar is pronounced incapable of the 
crown of France. 

The king to be rid of the Gziſes, intended to deſtroy them both z notice was 
given to the Duke of this, but he would not believe it Rm—_ on his own 
greatneſle 3 but at laſt, he was killed by the kings guard, and fo was his bro- 
ther the Cardinal not long after ; which ſo incenſed the people, that they de- 
famed the King, defaced his furniture, brake his pictures, dragged his image 
through the ſtreets of Pari,and beat down his arms : «The Sorboniſts alſocon- 15 
cluded, that the people were free from their allegiance to him; whereas the 
Duke of Guiſe was highly commended and lamented. The Leaguers prevaile 
ſo againſt the Parliament, that all ſorts of inſolencies were permitted; beſides, 
one Clement a m_ vowed to kill the King, which he did at Parisz where 
he delivered the king a Letter, and with a knife wounded him in the belly, 
which the king drew forth, and ſtruck the Jacobin above the eye, whom allo 
the kings ſervants ſtabbed ro death : So Henry died of his wound. 

Upon this, Henry of Navar is proclaimed by the Army, and named by the 
laſt Herry of France his ſucceffor,in his laſt Will ; him Queen Flizaberh afiiſted 
againſt the leaguers with twenty thouſand pounds, with ſhips, Arms,and Pow- 20 
der, and with four thouſand ſouldiers at one time, and with three thouſand at 
another; and to reſiſt Parma who was entred France, ſhe ſends over Eſſex with 
four thouſand foot and two hundred horſe, theſe landing in Normandy, laid 
ſiege ro Rohan , where his brother Deverenx was ſlain': Henry finding the Lea- 
guers too ſtrong for him, and the Popes power ſogreat; at laſt renounced his 
religion; and embraced the Roman Faith 5 ſo he is abſolved and crowned. In 
Brittany the Spaniards are worſted, with the lofle of Captain _—_ and di- 
vers other Engliſh : The Leaguers by treaſons lay wait for his life, and croſs 
him what they can at Aozee; at laſt, war is proclaimed between France and 
Spain. 

"To Erneſtus in Belgium, ſucceeded Albert Arch-duke , who prepares againſt 
the French, and fals firſt upon Calice. Kichbank left unmanned, is ſeiſed on by 
him, and the town at length upon compoſition is ſurrendred : Queen Fliza- 
beth not willing the Spaniards ſhould poſleſke that Town , proffers aid tothe 
French a againſt him ; but he weakened by war, was more inclined to har- 
ken to conditions of peace ; whereat-the Queen was difpleaſed , and prepares 
another ſea expedition, with a Declaration, ſhewing the cauſes of preparing 
this fleet, to wit, for defence of her friends and fubjetts; All which 4he wilsto 
forbear helping of, or trading with the Spaniards : Then about 150 faile of 
Engliſh and Flemmins met at Plymonth, under the command of Charls Howard 4? 
Admiral, and the Earl of Fſex-: before they put to ſea, the Queen prayed ſo- 
lemnly for their good ſucceſſe : Ar fea, they met an Iriſh Bark from Cadiz 
ſhewing the ſtrength of the Town , and ſhipping in the Bay , to wit, twenty 
Gallies, ninety ſhips, five great Gallions, two Galliaſles, with divers other vel- 
els, all richly laden, and bound for divers places. 

On the twentieth of June the Engliſh attempt to land on theWelt ſide of Ca- 
diz,, but could nor ; the place was fo ſtrong , the next day the Spaniſh fleet 
prepares to fight : Lord Thomas Howard, with ſome Londoners, and a ſquadron 
of Belgick (hips began the 'skirmiſh 5 Eſſex and Charls Howard ſeconded them : 50 
Wink field aflailed the Gallies, which got paſſage at the bridge : The Spaniſh 
Admiral St. Philip is ſore battered, and ſet on fire, and ſo was the St. Thomss; 
that they might not come into the Engliſh hands, the reſt of the Spaniſh fleet 
ran themſelves on ground. Then Fſſex lands his men ; ſome Regiments are 
ſent to the Bridge to impeach all ſupplies from the main, Eſſex with the reſt 
rook towards Ca4rz, which at firſt plaid ſo ſore upon rhe Engliſh, that the 


formolt began to give back, till Fſſex caught his own Colours, and caſt them 
| avcr 
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over the wall into the Town, to engage his men :' a furious'#fſault is made,the An.Chriſt;, 


Colours regained, and the Town ſurpriſed, though with theTofle of many En- 
gliſh, among whom Sr. Johx Wink field was ſlain; ©. a. 

The Town and Caſtle' being furrendred , the fury of the ſouldiers is ſtaid 
by proclamation, great tefpect was ſhewed to' religious Perſons, women and 
children ; the Ladies were ſuffered to depart quietly with their Jewels; the 
Generals ſtanding by to ſce them ſafely ſhipped. The Biſhop of Cuſco is releaſed 
without ranſome, the ſpoile of the town 1s giverrtothe ſouldiers, one hundred 
and twenty thouſand Ducats are promiſed by the townſimen for their ranſom; 

10 the ſhips alſo that ran on ſhore offered two millions and a half of Ducats for 
their ranſom3 but the Duke of Medina Sidonia, Admiral of Spain, cauſed them 
all ro be fer on fire, yet the Matthew was ſaved, and ſo was the Andrew : thus 
was that rich fleet ſuddenly conſumed, the town- ranfacked and burned , and 
the whole I{]and waſted. 

The Engliſh having abandoned Cadiz, , ſet faile Weſtward towards Faro, a 
town in Algarvaz where the Earl landing his men,took what they found in the 
town forſaken by its inhabitants, and forraged the Country for three leagues 
about. Thence they put to ſea again, and landed fafely at Plymouth, Auguſt 7. 
The next year, the Earl of Eſſex 1s employed by the Queen , both as Admiral 

20 and General in another Voyage againſt the Spaniard, with (ix' thouſand men, 
beſides Mariners, in one hundred and twenty fhips, which July 9. ſet faile 
from Plymonth tor the Azores, but were driven back by ſtorm; they ſet faile a- 
gain Auguſt 17. and September 15. they arrived at thoſe Ifles, which ſubmitted 
preſently:they ſackt the town Yilla-Francs, took a Braſil-man, and three prizes, 
which they brought into Frgland, worth four hundred thouſand Dyeats. 

The trathque of Spaix failing by reaſon of theſe wars, the young king of 
Poland, Sigiſmmnd, ſent an Ambailadour to Queen Flizabeth,who had audience 
at Greenwich; He complains that the Poland Merchants are hindred intheir 
trade with Spe by ſea, which ſhould be open toall; therefore wiſheth ſome 

20 redreſle and reſtitution be made, or elſe his Maſter who is ſo neerly allied to 
the King of Spain and houle of Auſtria, would ſeek ſome means to right him- 
ſelf: tothis the Queen in latine anſwered, That his Maſter was too young and 
unexperienced in negotiating with Princes; and that his threatning ſpeech ſa- 
voured more of ignorance and arogance, then of judgement and good man- 
ners; Sheſhews him that it wasnot againſt the law of nature for her to inter- 
cept military helps from any to her enemy : ſo wiſhing him to wait for a fur- 
ther anſwer from her Counſel, ſhe riſeth in anger. 

Another Ambaſladour comes from Denmark, to intreat a peace between 
Spain and Fngland, and amity between England and Denmark, and a free 

40 Traffique between Spain and Denmark; whereas hitherto the Daniſh Mer- 
chants had ſuffered by the Engliſh 3 and laſtly, he delivers to her the 
Garter , which the former King deceaſed had worn : For the peace with 
Spain, ſhe told him, ſhe broke it not, nor would ſhe ſue for confirma- 
tion of it ; eſpecially by ſo young a King as the Dare was; as for peace 
with Denmark, (he was willing to continue itz but for atty wrongs done by 
her ſhips oh the Daniſh Merchants, ſhe knew not; if any ſhould appear, fatis- 
faction ſhould be-made. Shortly after this, the Engliſh Merchants are arreſted 
in the Sound, for which cauſe the Queen ſends thither an Ambaſladour, to 
whorn all ſatisfaCtion and content is given by the Dane. 

5&0 Mean while Tir-0e7, whom the Queen had made an Earl ; and pardoned 

twice, begins to ſtir again\t her ; and firſt he aflails the Fort of Black-water, by 
which the entry lay into his country, and gor it by ſurrender; Then he writes 
to Kildare; toſide with him s and to Sir John Norris appointed Lord General,to 
uſe him mildly , le!t he ſhould flie out into difloialty : In this mean time; his 
gvard confifted of one thouſand horſe, and fix thouſand two hundred and 
eighty foot of Ulſter , and two thouſand - _ hundred of Conanght 5 all which 
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AnChrifti. axe proclaimed trajtours ; The Queen willing zo be quiet, ſent Commiſſio- © 

SYN nexsto confer with the Earl, who complains of the wrongs done him by $ir 
Henry Bagnal Marſhal : then he petitions that be and his may be pardoned,aud 
reſtored to their tates; that they might freely exerciſe the old Religion; that 
no ſouldier or Sheriff ſhould meddle with the juriſdiction of his Earldame; 
that he may be reſtored to his pay, and Company of fifty horſe; that the ſpoi- 
Jerpof his Copnyry be puniſhed 5 and that Begza/ſhould pay him the thouſand 
pounds promiſed him in Dowry with his Glter, 757075 wife : Then the Com- 
Miſſioners propounded thele Artidest@ him, That he would lay down Arms 
and ſubeyt , reedifie the defaced Forts, admit the Queens Officers, reſtore the 10 
{poils, confelle how far they had deal with forreign Princes, and laſtly to dif- 
clayn all forreign aide. Tir-0en would not hearken to theſe demands ; there- 
fore Norris with the Deputics help, marcheth into rmegh; whereupon Tir- 
Oen forſakes Blak-water Fort, fires the Villages about, and plucks down Dug- 
cannon town, with part at hjs own houſe :. Norris (ets a garriſon in the Chyrch 
of Armagh,and proclauns 77-en traitour. 

Tir-0en tO gain time, preſents a feined fabgaiſſion , proſtrates Himſelf be- 
fore the Queens Picture, ungirds his ſword, and craves pardon 3 where in 
the interim hedeals with Spain for ajde, and meſlengers thence are ſent him 
with promiſes of men and arms : Hereupon he makes havock of the countrey, 20 
and then ſues for pardon agains and withall fends king Philips letters, and = 
cauſes of his own diſcontemt tothe Deputy : In the mean time, molt of Con- 
naught revolteth, and all V{/ter rebelleth,except ſeven Caſtles that kept for the 
Queen. Thomas Lord Burrough is ſent Deputy into Ireland, and Norris upon 
diſcontent dicth, The new Deputy makes forward to meet with the Rebels, 
who encountred him, byt they loole Blackwater Fort again; and whileſt they 
endeavoured to reſcue it, Kildgre interpoſerh, and diſcomfiteth them, but wi 
the loſle of ſome prime zney, and dear friends; for which he died of grief. 
T#-0en rallieth bis forces again, and in the Deputies abſence, beleagures it 
with all his ſtrength : The qd ber of this , haſkneth to xelcue 1t, but 30 
by the way he dieth. Then wasthe Earl of Ormond made Governour of Irc- 
land. Tir-0en again complains of the wrongs þe fuſtained , and oppreſſions of 
Irelewd under the Engliſh, by which his diſatfeGtion to the Engliſh Nation was 
known : Begnel 5 {ent to raiſe the liege at Blackwater with toyrteen compa- 
niess neer Armagh the enemy meets him, where in a bloody conflict Bagral 
is fJazn, and the Engliſh quite defeated :; here thirteen Captains were (lain,and 
fifteen hundred common ſogldiers were routed and cut off z hereupon the 
garriſon of Blackwazer is furrendred , and Tir-0en furniſhed with" all forts of 
proviſion and arms, 

Tir-0ex puft yp with this facceſſe, ſends four thouſand into 1ynſter, who 49 
proſecute the Engliſh there with fire and ſword, and after a moneth return 
richly Jaden : He ſends letters alſo tokjng Philip of Spain, promiſing to keep 
his allegiance to $p4iv, and enmity with Fng/and. In this fad condition of Ire- 
lans, the Earl of Eſſex is ſent over with ſixteen thouſand foot , and four thou- 
ſand horſe; being arrived thither,he fals ypon the Rebels of 1nſter, and cha- 
{eth them intothe wagds, with great Joſle both of men and time; thence he 
made into Leimſter, againſt the Rebels there, whom he vanquiſhed ; but Sir 
Conyers Clifford gavergour of Connaught 1s (lain,and his Stay, ted; where- 
upon the Lord General enters Ulſter ; Tir-0en delires a parly with him, which 
1s denied :. The next morning, the Ear] delizes a parly again, and is again refu- 50 
ſed; but upon his third petition, it is granted. He had conference with £/ex 
for an hours ſpace, then both returned to their Companies, and ſome choiſe 
men are appornted to confer with Tir-0ex , and Commiſſioners for a treaty of 

* peace, Butthe Queen was highly diſpleaſed, that ſo much blood and money 
had been jpent in vain , and ſo much time loſt without ſervice upon the Arch- 
rebel : Wherefore F//cx having reccived ſharp letters from her, who was alſo 

incenſed 
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accetlc to the Queen z but ſhortly after, is commanded-to his Chamber , and wWw3Is 


then committed to the cuſtody of the Lord-keeper. 

The news of this commitment gave occaſion ro Tir=0e# to flie out 2gtin; 
who gives out, that he would reſtore Ireland to her antient religion and hber- 
ty, and exp*1l all the Engliſh; he receives from Spain money, and arms; and 
from Rowe Indulgences, with a plume of Phenix feathers, for a trophic of his 
victories: After this, in the midit of winter, he goeth on- Pilgrimage'to the 
holy-crotle in Tipperary, whence he ſends Mac-Grire to ſpoile the Country; 

10 whom Sir # arham Saint Legar ran with a Lance through the body, and was b 
him run through himſelt : Hereupon Tir-0en returns trom Munfter. The Lord 
Mont joy at this times made Deputy of Ireland, who in May prepares to in- 
vade Ulſter, where he forced Tir-0en todraw back into his old corners; He 
kils the chicfeſt of the Rebels, he breaks through the Irith Palliſadoes : bears 
the enemy back, and plants a garriſon eight miles from Armagh, which he na- 
med Zoint Norris, in memory of Sir John Norris; at Carlingford he pave a 
total rout to the enemies. In the midſt of Winter he clears the Glinnesor Val- 
lies of Leimſter from Rebcls; he {ubdues divers other places, fortifies Armagh, 
and drives Tir-0en from Blackwater, 

20 Inthemean time, king Phil;pof Spain ſends Dor John de Aquila with two 
thouſand Spaniards and ſome Iriſh fugitives to help Tir-0en; theſe lnd'at 
Kinſale in Mounſter, where they publith their Commiſſion, and Queen Ez 
bett s Depoſition : The Deputy encamps neer Kinſale, and Sir Kithard Leviſon, 
with, two of the Queens ſhips incloſeth the Haven; bur hearing of two thou- 
ſand'Spaniards more at Bere-Haven, makes haſte thither, and finks fiveof their 
ſhipsz tothis new ſupply of Spaniards, the 1ebels repair, who made up fix 
thouſand foot and five hundred horſe : Theſe intended to have put the Spa- 
niards and eight hundred Iriſh into K/xſale, but they were prevented by the 
Deputies vigilancy, who followed the Rebels as they were retreating towards 

30a Bog, where their horſe vere routed by the Earl of Clanricard; the main 
battel was charged by the Deputy, who quickly put the Rebels to flight 5 
many of whom were {lain, with twelve hundred Spaniards, - and divers com- 
manders taken priſoners, Tir-0e flieth to his ſtarting-holes in Ulſter, and 0- 
donel driven ito Spain. 

The General being returned tothe ſiege of Kinſale, arid having mounted 
his Canons, is ſent to by D. Aquila for a parly,complaining of the Iriſh rudenes, 
perfidiouſneſle, and cowardife; and ſhewing that he defired peace not out of 
want either it) the town, or from Spaie: the Deputy willingly hearkened to 
a peace; and it was Articled, that D. Aqwila ſhould quit all places he had in 

40 Ireland, and (ſhould with his Spaniards depart; with arms, money, munition; 
and banners diſplaied ; that they ſhould have ſhips, and vituals for their mo- 
ney, that they ſhould beuſed as friends , if driven into ahy hatbours of Exg- 
tid or Ireland, that a ceſſation ſhould be from war, that their ſhips ſhould 
freely paſle without moleſtation from Engliſh ſhips; Many of Tir-0en's men 
were drowned in their flight by the Winter floods,and he himſelf ſhifted from 
one corner to another, 

The next Spring the Deputy marcheth from Dublin towards Ulſter ; where 
he forceth Tir-0er to ſet his own houſe at Duncannon on fire ; whoflies from 
place co place z then the Deputy waſtes all his Country, and takes in many 

50 places, (o that now the Rebels exclaim againſt T;#-0en, and reſolves to comme ini 
tothe Deputy z which cauſed this Arch-Rebel to beg pardon again of the 
Queen, who granted it; then he came in a poor array to the Deptity,and fell 
twice on his face before him, acknowledging the Queens govdnefle , and his 
own wickednefle in rebelling ſo often , hoping he ſhould finde her wonted 
clemency, and ſhe ſhould not faile of his true loyalty ; but when he began to 

excuſc himſelf in ſome things, the Lord —_—_ commanded him to be m" 
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iſti. and to depart the preſence, which he did, and had been ſent over into England,” 
WY D- had not the news of the Qyeens death hindred this defigne. 


The Earl of Eſſex was ever held in jealouſie, ſince his conference with Tiy- 
Oen; yet preſuming on his own merits and innocencie, carried himſelfe o 
ſtourly and ſtubbornly to the Queen, that the Lord Keeper by a Letter pry- 
dently adviſeth him to yield to the times, to ſubmit to the Queen, and not to 
live ſuch a diſcontented life as he did, whereby he wronged his friends, his 
bonour, his fortunes, his _— and his Soveraign, and withall encouraged 
the foraign enemy to rejoice and inſult ; He intreats him therefore to yield, 
if he be guilty, out of duty 3 if not guilty, out of policiez for in this he would 10 
ſhew both his honour, prudence, and piery, and withall his true valour in con- 
queripg himſ{clf. To this Letter the Earl anſwers, by laying the cauſe of all 
his diſcontents upon the Queens obduratenefle to him , who had deſerved {o 
well of her; He ſhewes, that willingly he doth not wrong either his friends, 
honour, fortunes, country , nor Soveraign by his retiredneſle, ſeeing he is 
forced thereto, and driven by the Queen to a private like, who hath diſabled 
bim from ſerving his country in any publike way, but hath made him capable 
to ſerve it by ſacrificing his lite and carkafle toit : He is indeed bound to her 
Majeſty 1n the duty of Allegiance,not of Attendance; in the firſt he will never 
fail, of the ſecond there is noneed : He yields to the time, for he ſaw the ſtorm 29 
coming, therefote put himſeit into the harbour; but he will never yield him- 
(clf to be guilty, or the impoſition laid on him juſt 5 however he we pa 
bear all, tor Princes may erre, and ſubjects may reccive wrong no power 
(hall ſhew more ſtrength and conſtancie in oppreſſing , then he will ſhew in 
ſuffering. | 

The | Jo notwithſtanding this Letter, which laid all the blame of his 
ſufferings on her , was contented he ſhould be removed to his own houſe 
then ſhe ſends ſome of herCouncellors to convent him about the manner of his 
treating with 477-0cz, and his leaving, of Ireland, contrary to the Queens com- 
mand : his anſwer was, That he had to do with bogs and woods, as well as 30 
with men, and forced to do things there, which he would not have done elſe- 
where, The Queen was contented with his anſwer and ſubmiſlion; yet he is 
{uſpended from the exerciſe of his office for a while, and ſhortly after be is ſet 
at liberty , the Queen hoping his ſureſt guard would be his own diſcretion : 
But his liberty , without his offices and wonted power at Court, could nor 
ſettle his diſcontents, which alſo were fomented by his followers; wherefore 
at Drzrg-houle they conſult and agree to bring the Earl by violent hand into 
the Queens preſence, and to remove thence his oppoſites : but the Queens 
jealouſies increaſed, by the continual locking af Lords, Knights and Captains 
to E//ex-houſe, by his refuſing to come before the Lords of the Councel when 49 
he was commanded ; therefore ſhe ſends the Lord Keeper, with fonte others 
of his friends, ta offer him juſtice for any griefs, and to difmiſle his aflemblies. 
Theſe being let in , but not their followers, the Earle complains his life was 
ſought after, and had been perfidiouſly dealt with : he was deſired to expreſie 
the particulars of his grievances, and he ſhould have juſtice and ſatisfaction ; 
and withall his Attendants are commanded to lay downarms and to depart : 
but the Earl ſhut up the four Councellors in his Bed-chamber under ſure cu- 
ſtady, and in a tumultuous manner made into Loder, his followers crying 
that Eſſex ſhould have been murthered by Cobham, Cecil, and Rawleigh; fo he 
paſt to Fanchurch-ftreet , where he entred the houſe of a ſuppoſed friend, one 59 
of the Sheriffs, but he abſcnted himſelf; mn the interim Eſſex is proclaimed 
Traitor; in Graciows-ſtreet he ſtood a while with a halbert' m his hand, and a 
napkin about his neck , but no body came to affiſt himz Then he paſleth to- 
waxds Ludgate, bat there he is relifted by fome Pike-men, and thruſt through 
the hat, foie of his company were hurt, and young Tracy flain ; Se returning 
thence to 2vecu-hivte, he took Boat and lands at his own houſe, which he forti- 
fied,

Upon the 19. of February, L hin and Southampton are arraigned ; and Eſſex 
the 25. of F-bruary is executed on the Green within the Tower, having firſt 
confeſled this great ſin of Rebellion, but that he never meant to wrong the 
Queen , deſiring all to think charitably of him, to hear the confeſſion of his 
faith , to forgive him, andro pray for him, ſo his head was cut off at three 
16 {trokes,tothe endangering of the Executioners life by the multitude: divers of 
his acce(laries died, ſome at Tihurn,ſome on the Torer-hill, the Earls death was 
much lamented both by the people, and the Queen her ſelf till her dying day: 
Soxt hampton was \mpriſoned in the Tower till he was releaſed by King james. 
At laſt Queen Flizabeth having ſetled her dorthinions in peace, died the 24. of 
March, the 69. year of her age, and of her Reign the 44. She was a Queen of 
ſuch eminent endowments,that to ſaylittle were to wrong her,and to ſay mtich 
were to flatter her, therefore let het own works praiſe her. She was happy in 
this, thatnever any Prince of this land had ſuch wiſe Counſtllors, ſuch po- 
litick Stariſts, ſuch reſolute and couragious ſouldiers.

The Hiſtory of Scotland under Queen Mary , from the year 1560. till the year 
1567. 


Hilſtan Army is preparing m Frgl:nd to affiſt the Scots Proteſtatts, 
Wi French plunder Diſert and Wimes, two Towns in rife then they 


march toward St, Anatews, and in the way they ſpie cight great ſhips 
20 afar off in the ſea , who being in hope that theſe were ſhips from France com- 
ming to aid them, diſcharge for joy their great Ordnance; but underſtanding 
by ſome ſmall barks that this was an Eng/iſh fleet comming to aid the Prote- 
ſtants, andthat a Land-army was upon the borders, their joy is turned into 
fear and grief, and they preſently diſperfe themſelves ſundry wayes, the richer 
fort of thoſe places ſend away their wealth into remoter Countries. The 
French phunder friends and foes , aftirming that the Scots Catholicks wett too 
ſparing in helping their friends, for which cauſe many of them fall off from 
the French faction, {o that all Fife rurns Proteſtants, the example of which was 
followed by divers other Countries in ſhaking off the French tyranny two 
410 40 ſhips in the interim with a thouſand foot, and ſome horſe are fent from France, 
the French were no ſooner landed , but the two ſhips are carried away by the 
Scots in the night : ſhortly after eight French ſhips more arrive with men, 
money and munition , but finding rhe Frith ſo full of Freg/if ops , they re- 
turn home again 3 another Enghfh fleet comes, ſo that now the Ifle of Keth is 
beſet round, and all commerce by ſea kept from Leith; mean time the gover- 
nours of Fife mect Huntly at Perth, where after three dayes conference , he 
with alt the Northern parts come in tothe Proteſtant party. 
The Lords of the Reformation hearing that the Eveliſh Army of ſix thou- 
| fand foot and twothouſand horſe were come , they goto meet them at Had- 
50 dington; the Regent with ſome few of her ſervants, tobe ont of danger, 
betakes her ſelf into Edinburgh-Caftlez Arerkin the governour, though he 
held the:Caftle for the Proteſtants, yet was content to admit the Regent, 
hoping thereby ſhe would be the eafier wrought upon, being now in his 
power; to this purpoſe the Proteſtant Lords ſend a letter to her, wherein th 
complain of the wrongs ſuſtained by her means infilling the Kingdome wit 
French, by whom-the peopleare much afflited, that they have often _ 
cr 
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her to diſmiſſe them, which becauſe ſhe will not conſent to, they have there. 
fore intreated the Queen of Fnglends aſſiſtance , not thereby to caſt off their 
allegiance to their own Sovereign , but to caſe their own necks from the 
ſtrangers yoke; therefore they beſeech her to diſmille the French forces, who 
ſhall have ſafe conduct by the Engliſh either by ſea or land; if the refulc 
this, they take God to witneſle, they are clear of the miſchiefs that will 


enſue. 
Upon the approach of the Frngliſh, thirteen hundred French came out of 


Leithto ſciſe themſelves of a hill not far off, there was sk1rmiſking for five 
hours for obtaining that place : at laſt the Scots horſe furiouſly breaking in 10 
upon the French Army drove them back into the Town , and had the Frgli/h 
horſe been in readineile, that French party had been all cut oft ; ſome parlics 
were held with the Regent about a peace, which took no efiect,, becauſe the 
Scots would conſent to nothing till the ſtrangers were ſent awayz and now the 
Fnglſh having ſhot cften againſt Leith tono purpoſe,draw neater tothe Town 
with their Ordnance, a part of which caſually fell on fe , and burned till the 
next day, ſo chat much of the French provilion was conſumed; then the Engl:ſþ 
ſet the water-mills near the Town on fie, which the French would have 
quenched, but could not : the beliegers aflayed to ſcale the walls, but were 
beat off with the lofſc of a hnndred and fixty of their men ; whereupon the 20 
ſiege riſeth, and the Frg/;ſþ torbear to attempt any more till they have further 
direftions from the Queen ; in the interim letters come from the Duke of 
Norfolk, wiſhing the Fng/:;fhto be couragions, and to continue the liege, pro- 
miling them aid enough , and his own preſence, if- need required, withall he 
ſends them his pavillion , and ſhortly after two thouſand Auxiliarics, fo the 
ſiege is renewed again, and divers skirmiſhes followed. 

In the mean time Queen Flizabeth ſends ſome Fngliſh Commiſhoners into 
Scotland to treat with the trench Commiſſioners for a peace; about which 
time the Queen-Regent dicd of grief inthe Caſtle of Edinburgh, a Lady of 
her own nature inclined to goodneſs and peace, but ſhe was over-ruled by the 30 
King and Queen of France, and they by the Gurſes ; the Commitlioners at firſt 
could not accord, becauſe the trench delired to carry home all their booty 
with them, which was denied ; wherefore they broke out again into open ho- 
ſtility , but the F--2c4 finding their proviſion almoſt ſpent , and no hopes of 
rare 5 the Engl:ſh alſo growing weary, and the Scots me Box wanting their 
pay, they all inclined to peace, which was concluded on theſe Articles, That 
the French ſhould be gone within twenty dayes, and ſome Fngl:ſh ſhips ſhould 
be provided for them : T hat Leithſhould be reſtored to the Scots, and the 
walls demoliſhed : That the fortifications erected by the trench about Dumbar 
be thrown down : That the Engl; ſhould withdraw their Armies out of #? 
Scotland : And that an Ad of oblivion paſſe. It was alſo agreed that ſixty 
French ſhould keep the poſiciiion of Kerth-Ifland and Dumbar-Caſtle, leſt the 
Queen ſhould-think that ſhe is quite deprived of all government. 

After the French were gone, Scotland was very quiet till Queen Mary came 
over, a Parliament is held in Fdinburgh , where the Proteſtant faith 1s cſta- 
bliſhed, and ſent to Queen ary for her approbation : Ambaſladors are alſo 
ſent intoFrelandto thank theQueen for her afſliſtance;and now about this time 
King Franchs dieth, at which the Scots were glad, hopingnow to be quite ficed 
from the French yoke. Joune the Queens brother haſtenerh into France to his 
ſiſter, who with ber uncles was retired in Lorrain from her mother in law,who 50 
now took upon her the government of the Kingdome : Queen Mary ſigniti- 
cth to her brother, that ſhe was willing to return into Scotland, and therefore 
appointed a day for that Hurpoſe, delirous rather to command as a Sovercign 
1a her own Country, then to live as a ſubject to a mother-in-law in a foreign 
Kingdome ; mean while ſhe ſends back her brother into Scotland , with her 


Letters-parents for calling of a Parliament, that the French Ambaſlador who 
was 
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was latcly ſent thither, 
old league renewed with France, and the aew broken with Fne/aud, the Prieſts 
reſtored again to ther places and revehews : Tothe firſt, ar was anſwered by 
the Lords;they never broke the league with Frener but the French have broke 
with them , by endeavouriog to iatringe their liberties : as for theleagpe with 
Englanc, they can 0 wayes break without extream ingratitude to their deli- 
verers5 as forthe Prieſts, they need none of their ſervice, being they know 
nouſe offuch, but arenow better ſupplied. 

In ths Parliament an Act was made tor demolihing of all Monafteries, and 
io Commintiions (ent abroad tor that purpoſe ; but the @ueens friends adviſed 
her, that at ber firſt comming into 8:9t1and, the ſhould not medle with matters 
of velighon, till ſhe had gor ſure tooting, and then the might ſhew her power ; 
her Undes animated her torceſtablith che Roman Fanh £ Chorls the Cardinal 
counſeled her to leave in his cuſtady her richeſt houſhold-ſtuffe, jewels, and 
robes, beeauſe of danger by ſea; but the told himn,that her life was more dear 
to her, then her jewels, if then the truſted the one tothe ſea, ſhe would not 
leave the ather behind : An Agent is ſent to Qyeen Fliz9beth to ſound her 
how ſhe was affetted, f queen Mary ſhould make her journey through Fng- 
lands, It was an{wered, that none thould be welcomer to her then queen 1Mery 
20 her kin(woman 3 With this an Eaglith fleet is ſent out, ſome thought jt was to 
Knerceptqueen Afary, it theſhould go home without viſiting queen E/izabethy 
but queen Mary notwithſtanding, by reaſon of a great milt,'got into Scotlund, 
upon the own of whole arrival, the Lordsand Gentry flock from all parts 
of the kingdome, ſome tor one end, ſome for another : Ar firſt it was agreed 
that the Religion ſhould ſtand as it was now eſtabliſhed in Scotland, onely the 
Bucen ſhould be permitted to have Maſic az Court for her ſeIfand family. 

Shortly after,as the Prie{ts were going intothe Queens Chappel,one ſoatche 
the Taper out of the hapds of one,which made a ſudden bubburb, but all was 
pacified again by James the Queens brother; the Earl of Kwntly, whoſe fami- 
30 ly hath been ever conſtant tothe Roman profeſſion, took this affront in very 
111 part, and cold the Queens Uncles ( who were then prefent ) that he would

of her own : To this ſhe anſwers, wondring that Pucen Mary and her Peers 
did npt rather ſend a confirmation of the league at Leith; this the Ambaſla- 
40 dour excyſed, that he was preſently ſent away upon the Queens landing, and 
that as yet ſhe hath had fcarce tzme toconferr with her Lords about the attans

might have audience; his demands were to have the Ar.Chrifte. 
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An.Chriſti ſatisfation be made for former wrongs; Iam not (faith ſhe ) deſtitute either of 
EY 'W force at home, or friends abroad, to maintain my own'right : the Ambaſſador 
anſwers, That their intent was only to ſhew their affettion to their Queen, and 
to avoid the ſhedding of much blood, and fetting the two kingdoms at odds, 
if any queſtion ſhould ariſe about the title of ſuccefſion : I diflike not their 
in tent (faith ſhe) but what needs all this, ſeeing I never went about toqueſtion 
hertitle? but however, Iam not willing whilſt I am alive to look upon my 
own winding-ſheet; nor dol think it prudence in me to declare her my ſuc- 
ceſtor, for that will breed many diſputations according to peoples affeftions ; 
belides, I am married to my kingdome, whilſt I live this marriage cannot be ,, 
di(lolved, when I am dead Jetthem ſucceed that have moſt right; again, my 
declaration in this point may occaſion rather ſome emulation between the 
two kingdoms, then confirm union; Princes ule to be lefle affefted to thoſe 
whom they know ſhall ſucceed them, then otherwiſe; ſo was Charles 7. of 
France to Lewis 11. and heto Charls 8, and lately Francis to Henry his ſucceſſor: 
again, I know the inconſtancie of this people, and how more do worſhip the 
Tiling then the ſetting ſum 3 my ſiſter Mary was not willing to hear that I ſhould 
ſucceed her; I know that many out of every diſcontent, and becauſe I do not 
ſatisfie their expectations, their covetous and ambitious thoughts will be apt 
to fall oft from me to my ſucceſlor , who the more he or ſhe ſhines in the peo- 2g 
ples affections, the dimmer will be my light, and the more ſtrengthen her 
title of ſucceſſion, the more I ſhall weaken my own ſecurity : but 1 will take 
time to think more ſeriouſly of this buſines, and ſhall —_ in this to 
gratihe your Queen, when ſhe ſhall confirm the League to which ſhe is bound, 
After divers other diſcourſes, Commiſſioners are appointed on both ſides 
to review the former League, and tobring it into theſe heads, to wit, That 
Queen Mary ſhould forbear theritles of England and Ireland, and likewiſe the 
Queen of Enelards 'Arms; on the other fide, That Queen Elizabeth (ſhould 
not either by her ſelfe or her poſterity go about to hinder the ſucceſſion of 
Scotland to the Crown of England. But whilſt theſe things were in agitation, 39 
the Queen commits the Provoſt and Magiſtrates of Edinburgh to the Caſtle, 
for ſetting forth a proclamation , That ali Papiſts muſt avoid the City by a 
certain day. The Miniſters of Edinburgh complain againſt the Queen in their 
Sermors, for celebrating Matle*with ſuch | rake upon All-Saints day, 


ſhewing that it was lawfull for the people to force the Prince to obſerve the 
Lawcs cltabliſhed,and to aboliſh Popery : but the Nobility were loth to heark- 
en to this doftrine. In the interim the Borderers fell to ſpoiling and PREY 


the ncighbouring countriesz againſt theſe James the Queens baſe-brother 1s 
ſent with ſome forces, who ſuddenly ſurpriſeth them, of whom he hanged 
eight and twenty , others upon hoſtages given he diſmifled. The Queen alſo 40 
made the people jealous of her, by ſecuring her ſelf with a ſtronger guard 
then her predeceſlors uſcd to have, which was occaſioned upon a report that 
the Earl of Aran ( whom ſhe did not affect for his religion, being a rigid Cal- 
vinift) intended to fſciſe on her perſon, and to carry her to his caſtle ſixteen 
miles off; ſhe angercd alſo the Prieſts, by exacting of them the third part of 
their revenues for maintenance of Preachers, and the reſt for her own ule, 
having waſted much of the Crown-revenues. To make herſelf more gracious 
with the people, the creates her brother Jazres Earl of Mur; but this honour 
being found to bclong anciently to the Arerkins, ſhe makes him in ſtead of 
Mar Karl of Murry, and procures him the Earl-Marſhals daughter for his wite 3:59 
but Hantly ſtorms at this, having been governour of theſe two Provinces a 
Freat while, and challenged Arry tor his inheritance; ſo that at this time he 
was the rickeſt and powerfulleſt Peer of the Kingdome , and all the Northern 
parts were at his beck , only Makintoſe a great man among the Highlanders 
refuſed to be ſubje& ro him; which ſo incenfed tHmntly, that he unawares 
{ciicd upon his perſon and impritoned him, and in his abſeuce his Gn 
cauſe

The ſame Hurtly was alſo highly incenſed againſt the Earl of A/urrey,whom 
he accuſed to the Queen that he aimed at the Crown, but his proofs were 
invalid. The Earl Bothwel at this time, baving laviſhly waſted his patrimony, 
knew not how to live but by fiſhing m troubled waters ; therefore to ſet the 
Kingdome in a Civill-war, he endeavours to make dillention between 2tzrrey 
and the Hamiltons ; ſo he ſtrives to perſwade Murrey that the Hamiltons aimed 
at his and the Queens deſtruCtion , and promiſeth affiſtance to cut them off. 


io Which ſaith he, will be a work acceptable to the Queen,tor ſoſhe ſhall be rid of 


near kinſmen pretending tothe Crown, beſides that Aran is her great enemy :

_— Bothwel, that he offered in vindication of the truth ro fight a duell 
with nm, 

Mean while Hzntly uſeth all the means he can to cut off Arey his compe- 
titor, divers wayes he attempted, but all failed; at lergth he procures ſome of 
his followers to fallupon him in the night-time as he was going home from 
the Queen, for he uſually ſtaid late with hers but A/rrey hearing of the plot, 
got ſome of them who lay in wait for him tobe apprehended in their Arms, 


20 Huntley excuſed the matter, that they meant to ride home in their Arms, and 


had no other intent, and fo the buſinefle was filenced; but the _ with 
Huntley and others,did altogether aim at Mwrries deſtruCtion, not onely out of 

rivate reſpects, but alſo becauſe he was a main ſupporter of the Proteſtants. 
The Queen is adviſed to bear Huntley in hand, that ſhe would marry with his 
ſon John, purpoſely to further his deligns in promoting the Catholick cauſe; 
for this end ſhe makes a progreſie intothe Northern parts : now ſhe hated 
both Huntley for his greatnelle,and Murrey for his religion;ſhe tells Huntley that 
ſhe could not with her honour be reconciled to his fon Joh» who raiſed a tu- 
mult lately in Edinburgh, till firſt he were impriſoned in Sterling-Caſtle a 


40 while, this ſhe intended, becauſe ſhe knew that during Johns abſence, ſhe could 


not be deſired to marry ; but Huntley was not willing his ſon ſhould be com- 
mitted to cuſtody, chiefly under Mar, Azrries uncle , who was governour of 
Sterling-Caſtle : but John Gordon Huntlies fon , who had eſcaped out of Edin- 
bureh-Caſtle, was now near Aberdex quartered with a thouſand horſe. 

About the ſame time Bothwel by a rope eſcaped out of Edrnburgh-Caſtle:the 
Queen intends to go further North, the murther was put off till ſhe came tg 
Strathbogie the Earls houſe ; but in the way when ſhe could not perſwade him 
to be content that his ſon ſhould be ſent a priſoner for a while, ſhe turned aſide 
and would not lie at his houſe, but went for 1nnerneſſe; when ſhe cane thither 


50 ſhe isnot ſuffered to enter the Caſtle which was kept by Hwntlies forces, where- 


fore ſhe is fain to lie in the Town, which ſhe commands to be ſtrongly 
guarded, and the ſhips which lay there to be ready to convey her away if any 
danger ſhould be z when the Clanchatans, Fraſers and Aonroes, with divers 
other families underſtood in what danger the Queen was, repaired all to her 
aid, and preſently lay ſiege to the Caſtle , which for want of neceſlaries yeel- 
ded, and divers of the garriſon were —_— from thence ſhe returns to _— 

cee en; 
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An.Chri ſti denc,where ſhe expreſſeth her indignation againſt Huntley : he perceiving there 
was no way to obtain his will over the Queen, but by the death of her brother, 
he intended to diſpatch him with all ſpeed 5 Murrey underſtanding in what 
danger he was raiſeth what forces he could and marcheth out againſt Huntley , 
a hot skirmiſh enſueth in which the Huntlyans are diſcomfited, 120. were ſlain, 
and 100. taken priſoners, among whom was Huntley himſelf with his two 
ſons John and Adam; the father being aged and corpulent, died as ſoon as 
he was taken, the reſt are brought to Aberden, where John was beheaded, or 
rather mangled by the unskilful Executioner to the great grief of the ſpeCta- 
tors, and of the Pueen her ſelf, for he was of a comely preſence, and in the 
Hower of his age; Adam is pardoned becauſe he was young : many Gordons 
wereeither fined or baniſhed, George Huntles eldeſt ſon fled to his father-in-law 
Hamilton , who came to the Sucen, now being returned from Aberden to 
Perth, to beg pardon for his ſon-in-law ; the @ucen gave good words till ſhe 
had got him out of Hamilton; hands, then ſhe ſends him to Dumbar-Caſtle; 
the next year he is ſent to Fdinburgh, where he is condemned of Treaſon, and 
remitted to Dumbar. 

Things being thus ſetled, Bothwel is ſummoned to returmto his priſon, which 
becauſe he refuſed, is proclaimed Traitor; Matthew Stuart Earl of Lenox, after 
two and twenty years baniſhment returns home, and is reſiored again 3 his ,, 
ſon Herry returns out of England : Mean while the Archbiſhop of St. Andrews 
for ſaying Maſle is impriſoned in Edinbwrgh-Caſtle. The Queen falls in love 
with young Lenox, being her Aunts ſon, and a comely youth, and equally 
allied ro Queen Elizabeth as her ſelf , who ſeemed to approve of this match, 
thinking it ſafer for her that Queen Mary take him for her husband then a 
foreign Prince; yet ſhe ſends Ambaſſadors to Queen Mary, deſiring her not to 
be too haſty in a matter of that conſequence; a Parliament is called at Sterling, 
ſome of the Lords were for the match, ſome againſt it, chicfly Start of 
Ochiltry, who ſaid he would never afſent to have a Popiſh King over them, and 
It was held fitter for the people to chuſe a husband for one, then that ore 29 
ſhould chuſe a King for them all : at laſt her ſide prevailed, and to make this 


young Lord Darly the fitter for ſo high a fortune as to m_ a Queen, and the 
E 


widow of ſo greata King , ſhe honoureth him with the titles of Duke of Ko- 
the/ay, and Farl of Roſſe. 

The Queen fearing leſt her Uncles the Griſes would hinder the marriage, 
makes what haſte ſhe can to finiſh it, being thereto alſo adviſed by David Kiz, 
whom of one of her Muſitians ſhe had made her Secretary for the French- 
tongue, and who ſowed the coals of diflention between her and AMurrey, 
whom he intended to murther , who alſo adviſed her to ſend for Bothwel out 
of France, George Gordon Earl of Sutherland out of Flanders ( who had been 40 
baniſhed far Treaſon ) and to releaſe George Gordon of Huntly out of priſon, 
which ſhe did,and reſtored them to their honours. Mwrrey was much incenſed 
at Bothwels return to advancement , ſo that he forſakes the Court, and ſueth 
Bothwel for the wrongs he had done him in ſeeking to murther him; but Both- 
wel preſuming on the Queens favour and his friends, {lighted his citation, and 
didnot appear : mean while the marriage between the Queen and Darly 1s 
haſtened by David Kiz for his own private ends, and alſo for promoting ens 
Roman Religion , whereof both Earl Matthew and his ſon Darly were ſtout 
aſlertors, and which the Gujſes were ſtriving to advance through all Chriſten- Y 
dome. 

The marriage is performed about the end of July, and the next day Darly 
is proclaimed King, to the great offence of divers Lords, and of the people, 
who grumbled they ſhould have a King impoſed on them without conſent of 
Parliament; divers Lords abſented themſelves , who are therefore baniſhed, 
and their enemies called to the Court ; the baniſhed Lords met at Paſſet , the 
King and Queen with a guard of four thouſand go to Glaſcow, Hamilton- 
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C.!' ce is ſummoned tobe delivered up to the Queen, which 1s denied :

The next year a Parliament is called at Edirbargh,for ſcqueſtring the eſtates 
of thoſe Lords who were baniſhed, fordegrading of them,and tearing of their 
Arms, which the Prince cannot do! there without conſent of the Parliament, 
In the interim the Queen is adviſed by David to raiſe an Army for luppreſling 
of her enemies; and becauſe ſhe could not truſt her own ſubjects, to {end for 
German ſouldiers, or Italians rather his country-men., who woult: be at his 
20 beck : thus divers (trangers are brought in by parcels and privattly;that there 
might be no ſuſpition. Divers difcontents and;jealouſfies are ſown between the 
King and- Queen ; by which' he became lefle gracious in her eycs, {o that his 
wer was Jcflened 4, and his outward eſtate and honour impaired : David. is 
lamed for being the cauſe of this; -wherefore the King by the advice of his 
friends conſpired his death, whichthe Queen underſtanding prevented, 'but 
the ſecond-conſpiracie was. carried' mote cloſely; for as' the Queen was one 
night at ſupper,the King with ſome armed men by the private ſtairs enters the 
room, pulls David from thence, and held the Queen in his arms, till in an out- 
ward hee the Favourite was ſtabbed to death by the Earl of Mortons ſer- 
30 vants, who were there waiting on their Lord purpoſely for this execution, . at 
which many were offended , becauſe the execution was not done publikely 
by the Hahg-man,as a fit ſpectacle for the people, , ©  _ yo 
Upon this murther, a great tumult aroſe in the Court : the Earls of Huntley, 
Athol and Bothwell, being at ſupper in the other fide of the Palace, as they were 
upon the noiſe going out of the chamber;are by a guard kept in : Patrick Ruvets 
a great actor in this tragedy, comes into the Queens chamber, and adviſeth her 
to be more carefull of her Nobility and Lawes, , without which ſhe ought not. 
to at any thing, and not to a too much oh ſtrangers, who are altogether 
for their own ends; and whic 
40 upon the fame of this murther, the Citizens take arms and come in great mul- 
titudes to the Court, to whom the King ſpoke out of a window, deſiring them 
to returt —_—_— home, that he and the Queen were ſafe, that nothing was 
ated but what he had- commanded, and which he would at another time ac- 
quaint them with : ſo they departed peaceably, except, a few that were left 
to watch, -The baniſhed Lords retirn, and are ready tq anſwer their accuſers, 
but none appeared againſt them. The Queen in the night-time eſcapes out 
at a back-door, where Seton with two hundred horſe was ready to receive her, 
who firſt conveyed her to bis own houſe, and thence to Duwbarz there having 
raiſed ſufficient ſtrength ; ſhe perſecutes all thoſe that had a hand, in the death 
30 of David, ſome with baniſhment, ſome with fines, and ſome yvith death ;. ſhe 
cauſeth Davids body to be transferred from, before the Church-door where 
he was buried, intothe next Kings tombe, which occaſioned great obloquies 
among the people. Not long. aftet ſhe. betakes her (elf to Edinburgh-Caſtle, 
where ſhe is brought to bed of a Son, called James the lixth. , -,. _ 
James Melvin is ſent to queen Elizabeth to fignifie the birth of this young

Not long after, the Earl of Bedford is ſent from Queen Elizabeth, being 
Godmother, with a Font of maſſie gold for a gift; and commanded that nej- 
ther he nor any of his followers, ſhould call the Lord Darly by the name of 
king : after the ceremony was finiſhed , Bedford dealt with queen Mary about 
compoſing the differences between her and her husband ; and ratifying the 
treaty at Edinburgh: this laſt ſhe refuſed. to doe, as being derogatory to her 
and her ſons right unto the crown of England; yer ſhepromiſeth to ſend Com- 

miffioners to queen Flizabethabout'this Treaty ; and that ſhe will forbear to 10 
uſe the Arms and Titles of England,whileſtqueen Elizabeth lived : But before 
theſe Commiſsioners were fent , about a'moneth or two after the Prince was 
Chriſtened , Parly the @ucens husband is in the dead of the night villanou(- 
ly ſtrangled in his bed, and caftiinto a'garden , ſo was his ſervant that atten- 
x brow him in his chamber,and then the houſes blown up with Gun-powder; 
arumor is ſpread that rhis was done by Morten, Marry, and their conftederats, 

who laid iv trom themſelves upon the 9neen. 

Bothwel being now reconciled to Marry,was the man who was employed to 
mutther the king, in-hope he might obtain the Queens marriage after : Atnryy 

oeth home fifteen houres before the nurther , ro avoid ſuſpition; afterward 20 
he with the conſpirators perſwades her to marry Bothwel, purpaſely to over- 
throw her. Lmox'the kings father accuſerhr'Bothwel of the regicide, who is 
commanded to bring in his accuſations before the-Parliament, within twenty 
dayes, which he dur{t nor doe; — many enemies in the City, and Both- 
well ſobackt with friends; ſo'Borhw#ll is acquitted, Morton maintaining his 


cauſe; and moſt of the Lordsunder their handsand ſeals gave their conſents to 
the matriage z Upon this he is created Duke of Orkney,and a fuſpition is raiſed 
that the Queen was conſenting to her 'hasbands death : wherefore the Con- 
ſpitators intend rokill Bothwel and depoſe the Queen ; furry to avoid all ſu(- 
pition goeth into France: Immediatly after, theſe men that perſwaded the mar- 30 


riage, raiſe arms againſt Bothwel, willing himſecretly to be gone, leſt being ta- 
ken, he diſcover the plotz and'withall, thatthey might lay hold of hisflight, 
as an argument to accuſe rhe Queen of killing the King ; but when they took 
her, they uſed her contumelioufly , putting an old cloak on her, they thraſt 
her in priſon at Lochlevyr, tmder the cuſtody of Murry's mother, king Javres the 
fifths Concubine, boaſting that ſhe was king Janes his lawfull wife 5 which in- 
ſoleticies were lightly reſented by queen Flz.ubeth : Therefore ſhe ſends Throg- 
morton into Scotlandto expoſtulate with rhe Conſpirators'for their inſolencies 
agaitiſt their Queen ; ſhe'defires her reſtauratior and juſtice on the Regicides, 
ws that the young king be'ſent rather 'into England then into France tor his 4* 
1Ecurity, - 

But fs much was queen Mary hated, that neither the Engliſh nor French 
Ambaſladours could have acceſſeto her; ſome would have her reſtored , and 
Bothwel divorced ;' others will have her baniſhed , othersagain defire ſhe may 
be publikely arraigned and impriſoned 5 but Knox and his fellow. Miniſters 
will have her deprived of life and kingdome, by a publike execution ; at laſt 
by — her with death, for tyranny; incontinency, and violation of the 
laws, they forced her to put her hand tothe Letters-pattents which ſhe never 
read , wherein ſhe refignes her realmto her ſon , now thirteen monethsold , 
makes Murry Regent, duting the'Kings minority , and if herefufed, then 5?

After this the Regent makes a journey into Aberden , Elgin and Innerneſſe, 
for ſetling of theſe places and the Northern Countries ; thence returning in- 
to Perth, he receives letters from the Queen of England which he imparts to 
the Nobility being ſummoned thitherz the contents of thele letters were, 

That either 2ycen Mary ſhould be reſtored to her former dignities, or elſe 
that ſhe may be colleague with her ſon in the government; or if neither of 
theſe could be obtained , that ſhe may live privately at home, and be made 
2c capable of ſuch honours as might not be derogatory tothe young Kings this 
laſt clauſe was aflented to, but they would not yeeld that the Kings power 
ſhould be any wayes impaired. Then were read Qyeen Mares letters, & nar 
ſhe deſires that if her marriage with Bothwel be unlawful , (he might be di- 
yorced : At.this the Conſpirators were offended, in that ſhe ſtiled her ſelf 
9ucen, and wrote tothem as ſubjetts; therefore they thought her letters not 
fit to be anſwered, ſhewing that her beſt way to diſlolve the marriage, were to 
\ ſendtothe Kivg of Denmaxk to do juſtice on Bothwel as the murtherer of her 
husband, and ſo he being d&Qd, ſhe might marry with whom ſhe pleaſed. Then 
an Agent is ſent to Queen EFzabeth , with the Regents anſwer to her tetters, 
20 with which ſhe was not ſatisfied, but defires further fati:faction;, ,upon this 
Petcarne 1s {ent to acquaint her, that for divers reaſons they could not admit 
Queen Mary into any ſhare of the government, fearing that ſhe who was fo 
unnatural to her husband, would not be too kinde to her ſon, having obtained 
her Crown and dignity from her. 

Mean while a plot is detected in England, that Queen Mary and Norfolk x 5 69: 
were ſuddenly to marry; and that they might obtain both Kingdomes without 
oppolition, &ucen Flizabeth and King James were to be murthered at one 
time; hereupon Norfolk is ſent to the Tower, and Queen Matt is appointed 
tobe ſent home to the Regent by fea; but this reſolution is altered : About 

40 the ſame time Metlandand Falfour Captain of Edinburgh-Caſtle,are convented 
before the Lords for holding correſpondencie with Guecn Mary, but both are 
pardoned, onely Metland is confined to a private houſe in Fdinburgh, whom 

| Kiready the Captain of that Caſtle got into his cuſtody; by feigning the Re- 
gents letters, as if he had written to Kzready to take Metl:nd into his cuſtody, 
at which the Lords were angry, the Regent ſends for Kircady,who refuſeth to 
come: hence it was conceived that he (ided with the Queen, who was now 
{aid to be comming with Norfolk out of Frgland; but it was otherwayes, for 
he is ſent tothe Tower, and ſhe is confined.: the Regent notwithſtanding 
his repulſe , gocth up next day into the Caſtle, and having conferred with 
5© Kiready, comes away thence well-pleaſed, and marcheth towards the borders 
to luppreſie the Rebels there, which hedid tothe great content of Queen 
Flizabeth, who, alſo thanked him for apprehending Northumberland, who 
tled thither out of Fxgland, whom the Regent impriſoned in Loch-Leviy. 

Qucen Maryes tation perceiving the Regents power to increale daily , by 
the c ;rreſpogdencie he held with Queen Fl:z4beth, and finding that no good

aroſe, Metland and other priſoners are let out of the Caſtle; great debating 
there was who ſhould be Regent, and by what power he ſhould be choſen, 
Car and Scot with ſome forces they had raifed , invade the borders of Fneland 
with fire and ſword : Queen Elizabeth ſends Kandolphto complain, and to de. 
fire the Lords to unite themſelves to chooſe a Regent, and to ſertle the King- 
dome, that juſtice may be done on thoſe who had invaded her borders ; but 10 
when no redrefle could be had, ſhe ſends an Army under the Earl of $»ſex to 
aſſiſt the Kings fide againſt the other faction who ſtood out for the 9veen; 
theſe underſtanding that'the Army was upon their march, write letters tothe 
9ucen of Fnglaxd to be conveyed by the Earl of Swſex, who is deſired by 
ueen Maries fide; not to march further till he ſhould receive the @ycens an- 
wer but he ſuſpeCting that theſe were delatory letters to gain time, and his 
charge being to make haſte, openeth them, wherein he findes nothing but 
brags and threatnings, therefore he marcheth on. 

When the queens faction heard that the Exgliſh Army was on the borders, 
they remove preſently from Edinburgh to Linmmuchum, where the Earls of 20 
Huntley, Aran and Argile call a Parliament; the Kings faCtion ſends to the queen 
of England to have her aſſiſtance in naming of a Regent, ſhewing they ſhould 
be ready to imbrace him whom ſhe will nominate; in the interim the Eglif 
Army fall with fire and {word upon the Cars and Scots Territories who had 
lately invaded England : Hame-Caſtle with much wealth in it, is ſurrendred 
to Suſſex, upon hope that he had been of Norfolks fattion. The Lord Scrape 
on the other ſide enters Anandel, and ſpoils un of the Johnſtons, who 


had alſo invaded England. The Haemiltons upgh the report of the Engliſh 


Army haſten to Glaſcow to pull down the 'ArcMiſhops Caſtle, fearing leſt 
Lenox returning from England (ſhould make it the ſeat of the war: they beliege 39 


the Caſtletonoend, for it held out ſolong, that upon the comming of the 
Engliſh Army to Edinburgh they riſe from the ſiege, and haſten away ; Huntley 
goeth home, Hamilton and-Argile into Argiles Country ; the Engl;ſh two dayes 
afrer come to Glaſcorr, and ſpoil all the lands belcnyging tothe Hamiltons, or 
thoſe who had a hand in the Regents death, or who had received any Eng!;/þ 
fugitives; = on fire the Hamiltons Palace, with the Town,and beat down 
a part of the Caſtle; ſo the Engl: retnrn to Berwick, and the S:ots who aided 
them to their homes. 

In the inteviin Petcarne returns from the Queen of Fngland, who wonders 
that afcer four moneths they ſhould now acquaint her with their buſineſle; ſhe 49 
tells them that the Ambeſiidons of Spain and France had importuned her to 
hear the complaints of Queen Mary, which ſhe had promiſed to do, if in the 
mean while queen A/ary wilkgive order that her fide will forbear all a&ts of 
hoſtility, and ſuffer things to remain as they were in the Regents time ; but 
ſhe will have no hand in chooſing them a new Regent, leſt ſhe ſhould ſeem to 
wrong queen Mary, her cauſe being not yet heard; but withall ſhe wiſheth 
them to forbear a while the naming of a new Regent : At this the Kings ſide 
was troubled, fearing leſt by this delay the Queens faftion would gather 
ſtrength, therefore they reſolve to chooſe an Inter-Rex, or Vice-Roy for 
a while, till Queen Flizabeths bufineſle at home be ſetled , who was troubled 50 
about the Popes Bull againſt her, in procuring of which (fo jt was given out) 
the queen of Scots had a hand : Then they name for their Viceroy Matthew 
Farl of Lenox the young Kings Grandfather; mean while Queen Fli2abeth 
writes that ſhe will not name any Regent for them, but ſhe thinks none fitter 
for that place then Lenox, as being neareft and deareſt to the young King ; ſo 
he 1s preſently of a Viceroy made Regent,

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He havingtaken his oath, gives order for raiſing of an Army to hinder the An.chriſt 


Parliament appointed by the Queens faftion , and withall ſuinmons a Parlia- W Wm 


ment mm the Kings name to be held in Fdinburgh: then he ſends tothe Gover- 
nour of Fdinburgh-Caſtle for ſome Braſle-guns and other warlike necellarics 
at firſt he promiſed, but afterward denied, ſhewing he was for peace,not war 
notwith(tanding the Regent with five thouſand goeth to Limnuch, where 
hearing of ſome forces of Brechin placed there by Huntley, who was raiſing an 
Army im the north, to hinder his deſign ſends a party to Brechin, at the news 
of whoſe approach 0gl-by and Balfour fled, leaving a garriſon, who maintained 
;, the Church-Tower and the Counteſle of Mars Caſtle a while againſt the Re- 
gents forces, but at length yielded, and thirty of them were hanged : Huntley 
tinding that ſupplies came not as he expected , removes farther north; the 
Regent returns him to Fdinburgh to the Parliament, where nothing was acted 
againſt the murtherers of the Regent, becauſe 2. Maries cauſe was not yet 
heard. In the interim the Queens fide follicite the Pope, Spain, and France, 
to ſend forces into Fngland for reſtoring of 2. Mary. Montgomery Earle of Fg- 
linton with ſome others ſubmit to the Regent, who had lately hurt himſcifb 
a fall from his horſe. An attempt is made upon Durbritton-Caſtle, which wit 
much dithculty at laſt they took by ſcaling-ladders; Fleming the Captain e- 
20 ſcaped into Argilez but Hamilton the Archbiſhop of S. Andrews, with ſome 0- 
ther prime men, and the French Agent who lay there as a Spy, are appre- 
hended, The Regent hearing that the Caſtle was taken, in great joy haſteneth 
thither, where he reſtores to Flemings wite her plate and houſhold-ſtuffe ; and 
wondring at the courage of the fouldiers who could venture to ſcale ſuch an 
inacceſhble Rock , commends them highly. The French Agent is accuſed 
for robbing ſome Merchants, wheretore he1s ſent to S. Andrews to anſwer to 
their ſuit, but he eſcaped from thence. There was alſo an Engliſh-man taken 
and ſent home, who afterward was found to have been ſent by the Norſolkrans 
purpoſely to-poyſon the young King. The Archbiſhop being found guilty 
20 both of the Kings death and Regents, was hanged at Sterliz; his chief accuſer 
was a Prieſt, to whom one John Hamilton a principal actor in the Kings death 
had confcſled the whole murther ſecretly, 

Morton being returned from his Enghſh embaſſte, gave an account thereof 
before the Lords at Ster/iz; How they had exhibited in writing to &.Flizabeth 
the reaſons that moved them to depoſe 9. Mary, alleadging divers precedents 
out of ancient and modern hiſtories, of the like depoſition of Princes by their 
people; but yet the Queen was not fully ſatisfied of the legality of this fact, 
therefore ſhe deſires there may be an expedient found out for compoſing the 
differences betwixt her and her ſubjects; it was anſwered by the Commiſſion- 
40 ers, that they had no commiſiion to treat about any expedient, nor could they 
conſent to the diminiſhing of their Kings power, nor if they did confenr, 
would the Scots Nobility allow itz upon this the Queen checkt them for 
being ſo (tiffe in their reſolutions, in not harkening to an accommodation,and 
withall ſhe defires them to conter again with her Commiſſioners, with whom 
they had conference the other day; tothis they condiſcended , but this con- 
ference took no effeft, wherefore the Queen wiſheth that in the next Scorith 
Parliament the matter may be diſcuſſed ; but ſhe would not permit the Scots 
todepart home, untill the Biſhop of Koſſe who was one of Queen Maries A- 
pents, had received anſwer from his Queen of theſe paſlages; at laſt her 
50 anſwer came, wherein ſhe complaines of the hard meaſure offered to her 
by her ſubjets 5 therefore Queen Elizabeth wiſheth them to ſhew their 
_> to their Prince, upon her true repentance; and fo ſhe diſmiſleth 
them, 

The Commiſhtoners having finiſhed their relation, a Parliament is appoint- 
ed to be held at Edinburgh; but becauſe the Queens party were maſters of the 
Town, they reſolve to fit in the ſuburbs; in the interim it 1s proclaimed at 
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The Second Part of the Book. VI. 


An.Chriſti Leith, that no proviſions or arms either by ſea or land be brought to Edinburgh 
WY upon pain of treaſon 3 the Herald was accompanied with about an hundred 


horſe and foot, on whom ſome Citizens fallied out as they were returning 
home neer the walls, but were beat in again. Whilſt the Parhament fate with- 
out the Town, they within call a Parliament of their own; the Caſtle in the 
mrcrim plaid with then Ordnance upon the Kings Parliament, but no hurt 
was done. W hen both the Aſlemblies were diſmifled,two hundred and twenty 
musketiers, and a hundred horſe, with two hield-peeces, are ſent out of Edin- 
burgh againſt Dalketh, where the Earl Mortons houſe was, who heating of this 
preſently arms two hundied foot and _y horſes askirmiſh followed, in _ 
which the Queens men were put to run , Which the City-garriſon perceiving 
ſends ovt prefer.tly treſh forces, who put Morions men to file, ſome were ſlain 
and taken on both ſides, ſome alſo of the Queens anos: were killed by a barrel 
of gunpowder accidentally having taken fire. Some bickering alſo there was 
between the two faftions about a company of Scots ſouldiers lately arrived 
out of Denmark; theſe intended all to ſerve the King, but fix and twenty of 
them were intercepted at Le/th by the Queens party,and carried to Edinburgh- 
Caſtle. 

When Drury the Engliſh Agent, who had been mediating for peace, to no 
purpoſe, was upon going, away , a skirmiſh fell out between the two fattions, 4, 
in which the Queens party was wv orſted by Mortous forces, who killed fifty of 
the enemy, and took a hundred ard fitty prifonersz almoſt there were daily 
s$kirmithes : the Regent kept Lervb to intercept all proviſions by ſea from the 
Edinburgers; land-provilions could not be cut off, being ſo many wayes to 
bring it : 'A French vellel lacen with arms, m which alſo good ſtore of mony 
is found, was taken; the mony paid the Jouldiers, and the arms were carricd 
ro Sterlin; ſhortly atter another Ficnch ſhip was taken with lerters from the 
French, promiſing ſpeedy at to the Queens party. T he Regent being gone to 
Sterlin, the Edinburgers with all cheir torces march out into the field, todraw 
the Kings party out of Lczth;, who ſallying out furioutly, drove their enemies 39 
back to Edinburgh, of whem they killed and took divers, 

After this, the Qucens paity with two hundred borſe and three hundred 
foot march out of Faimtirgh twwards Stirln, 'by the way they prefle all the 
horſes they found, then betiwres in the worning they enter the Fown without 
icl)ſtance, all being ſecure and-af'cep, they beſet the Lords ledgings with 
armed mon, Afortens houle they fct on tire, and himſelf having eſcaped the fie 
they tock priſorer, the Regent 1s alſo taken,the Earls of Glencarn and Felinton 
are ſecured : 4resk7n Captain of the Caſtle ſends ſome companies of mul- 
ketiers to ſeiſe upon his own houſe, not then quite finiſbed, which looked full 
upon the warket-place puiieficd by the enemy , who being fore galled by the 40 
muskericrs fied cenfuſccly to the gates, in the narxow ſtreets (making more 
haſte then good peed) many of them are trampled upon 5 the Regents lite 
was ſaved a while by David Spence, who to keep off the blows received them 
himſclt, and died the ſame day of his wounds, two of thoſe that killed him 
were put to death, the other priſoners in the flight eſcaped, and the Regent 
hin-{clt alſo died of his wounds that day. Three Regents are named till the 
next Parhament, to wit, Argile, James Douglaſſe Earle of Morton, and Areskin- 
Karle of Mar; He by all the ſuffrages 1s preferred tothe reſt, who reſolves 
to belicge Edinbureh, bas it was ſo ſtrengthened that he could do no good that 
way : after this for divers moncths there were many excurſions and skirmithes 50 
and divers (Jain on both (ides. 

About this time the North was much troubled by the falling out of two 
great familics, the Cor-05 and the Forbeſes ;, theſe were for the young King, 
but the Gordons for the Qucen : the quarrel grew to that height, that neer 
Aberaena great battel was tought, in which the Gordons had the upper hand; 
many other $kirmithes were between the two great factions, till Edinbareh 

was 
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was ſtrictly beſieged by the Regent ,, who pulled down all the Millsneer, and 

intercepted all the proviſion that came thither, and made garriſons of all the 

Noblemens houſes round about : Blarkneſſe 1s betrayed to Hamilton, by which 

means all navigation between Leith and Sterliz is hindred. Mean time the 

King of Spain ſends from the Low-Conntries ſeven great peeces of Ordnance 

with powder and arms to Hzntley Lieutenant of the North, for queen Maries 

uſe, who ſends the Lord Seaton to the Duke of 41a for his aid , and that he 

would forbid the Scotiſh rebels to traffick there ;- he anſwers, That he would 

aid her with mony, but he could not hinder the Scots from-trading, becauſe it 
10 was contrary to ” liberty of the Low-Conntries. 

The Biſhop of Roſe Agent for the Queen of Scots,is committed into cuſtody 
of the Piſhop of London, becauſe he had ſecretly kindled the Rebellion in the 
North : but being now delivered, deals with the French king, that he would 
uſe means with queen Flizabeth for delivering of queen Atury, which queen 
Elizabeth would nor affent to, as being dangerous to her ſelf and kingdome, 
ſceing y"_=_ Mary aſpired by all evil courſes ( ſaith ſhe) unto the kingdome of 
England; yet ſhe urgeth a confirmation of the Treaty of Edinbxrgh, which in 
part was afſented to, ſo far as concerned Y.EL.zabeths title, bat the Scots could 
not be induced to break their old league with. France, except England would 
20 allow them the ſame priviledges and benefits they have in France. The Pithop 
of Roſs is ſearched for letters ſent to him from the D. of Alba about &, Mary's 
deliverance, and is ſent away into the Iſle of Ely; ſome mony alſo which 
£.Mary ſent to her friendsin Scotland is intercepted. Roſſe,being found to have 
often conference with 9. Flizabeths encmies, is committed to the Tower,after 
it had been argued by the Lawyers, that an Ambaſſador loſeth his priviledge 
who raiſeth rebellion. The Regent Mar,having ruled 13 moneths,died. 

To him in the Regencie ſucceeded James Douglaſſe Earl of Morton, who e- 
nacted certain lawes againſt Papiſts and Hereticks : the cuſtody of the King 
is committed to Alexander Areskin, becauſe the Earl of Mar was under age, to 
30 whom by peculiar right doth belong the cuſtody of the king in his minority 
and it was ordered that none ſhould be admitted into the kings preſence but 
ſuch as were unarmed, that Papiſts and they vf the Queens (ide ſhould be ex- 
cluded, that an Earl might come in with two men, a Baron with one,and other 
men alone. Hamilton Duke of Chaſtelroy,and Huntley, are drawn by queen Eli- 
zabeths means to ſubmit to the king and his Regent, and to acknowledge the 
religion eſtabliſhed z ſhe ſends alſo Sir William Drury with forces into Scotland, 
to joyn with the Scots in reducing of Edinburgh-Caſtle, which was at laſt ſur- 
rendred the 33. day of the fiege, Kircady the governour is hanged. The Biſhop 
of Roſſe is baniſhed out of Fngland, who notwithſtanding leaves not to ſolli- 
4© cite foraign Princes in queen Marjes behalf, who all gave good words, but did 
rothing. King Herry 3. of France, and his mother, labour what they can to get 

oung king James into France, ſo did queen Mary, hoping thereby the Catho- 

ikes would be more mildly dealt with here. #@.Mary is blamed alſo for cori- 
triving a marriage between Charles uncle tothe Scots king, and El:2abeth Can- 
difh daughter to the Counteſle of, Shrew-bury. The Duke of Chaſtelroy,and the 
Earl of Arran, who were 9.Maries faithful friends, died this year. Don John 
of Auſtria intends to marry with the queen of Scots, therefore deals with the 
Pope about the expulſion of Q.Elizabeth,and follicites the king of Spain to in- 
vade Fngland, Morton the Regent 1s removed from his regencie, and the go- 
50 verninent is delivered to the king being now twelve years old, and to twelve 
Noblemen, 'of whom three every three moneths ſhould be preſent with the 
king to adviſe him, of theſe Morton was one; but he loth toleave his greatnes, 
drew all the power to himſelf, and kept in his hand the king within the caſtle 
of Sterlin, wherewith the other Lords were angry, who made the Earl of Athol 
their Captain,and raiſed an Army, whereupon Morton = and went home 


ſecretly, and Athol died incontinently, not without ſuſpition of poyſon.

Scotland to ſee his Couſin, who made him a Privy-Councellor, Lord Chamber. 
lain of Scotland, Captain of Pwnbrittor, Eartof Lenox, and after Duke, which 
procured ſome envy on the King asa favourer of the Gniſes and Roman reli. 
ion; therefore the Miniſters-and fome envious Lords raiſed one James Stuart 
of the family of 0chiltree, Captain ofthe Guard and Earl of Arrar, to affront 
him; bat the King in ſhort time reconciled them-: Then they accuſe him to 
queen Flizabeth, as one ſent by the Guiſes againſt the Proteſtants, to free the 10 
Queen, and to diflolve the amity between Frgland and Scotland but he cleer- 
cd all objeftions, and ſhewed himſelf a Proteſtant : It was alſo feared, that by 
Dwunbritton he would either Jet m the French, or tranſport the \King into 
France; and that he perſwaded the King toreſign to his Mother the Crown, 
and take it again by a lawtull reſignation : He Robert Bowes is (ent to 
chall:nge Lenox before the King and his Councel; but before his cauſe was 
heard or khown, he would have him removed from the Councel, which was 
denied as a thing not heard of z withall they deſire him to ſhew his Inſtructi- 
ons, which he denied,and fo being unheard was called home. 

Upon this, Alexander Hume is ſent to queen Elizabeth , who admitted him 20 
not, but ſends him to Burleigh, who complained that the Queens Amballador 
was ſlighted, and the Kings French coufm.,a Papiſt, and who perhaps aimed ar 
the Crown, was preferred to the Queen of England : fo Hume 1s (ent back, with 
a caveat tothe King to bewate of the French plots and faction. In the interim 
Morton is accuſed by Arran of treaſon, and impriſoned, though a great friend 
for Eneland: therefore Sir Thomas Randolph 1s ſent into Scotland to conſerve 
amity with Ezgland, to defend Morton from wrong, and to remove Lenox; 
He told both the King and his Councel, what queen Elizabeth had done in 
freeing Scotland from the French, mm deftnding their King and Religion,with- 
out cacig a foot of Scotrſh ground ; that now Lenox hath diverted the Kings 30 
mind from her to the French, flighteth the Miniſters, and puts out the Kings 
beſt officers. The King told him, that he acknowledgeth the Queens 2ood 
will,but that Lenox was wronged ; that in juſtice he muſt bring totrial a man 
accuſed of treaſon. Then Kandolph ſtrives to ſtir up Argile and ſome other 
Lords, to effe(t by arms what they could not do otherwayes , ſhewing that 
Engliſh forces were ready on the borders to joyn with them; but this took 
not effect with theſe Lords. Angus and Mardeviſed plots for Morton againſt 
Lenox: bit the King baniſheth 4g beyond the river of 8pey, and the Caſtle 
of Sterlin is taken from Mar. Randolph fearing danger to himſelf, got away 
ſecretly by lea30 Barwick; the Engliſh forces ate called/back from the borders; 49 
and Mortoy, is privy to the murther of the kings father, is beheaded 5 4ngu 
with others who ſtood in his defence;fed into Erelmad. 

William Raithen, lately made Earl of Gonry, with Mar, Lindſey and others, 
in the abſence of Lenox and Arrin, invite the king into the Caſtle of Kuthen, 
where they detain him — put away his beſt ſetvants, they impriſon 
Arran, and call back Angss, and ſend away Lexox into France they force the 
King to approve this his ſurpriſe,by his letters to queen Flizabeth;, the French 
King hearing of this, ſends two Ambaſladors to ſet the King free, and to con- 

firm the French faction : queen Mary'in the mean while in her letters ro queen 
Elizabeth bewaileth the hard condition and miſeries of her ſon-now detained 50 
as a priſoner by Rebels, who had been the cauſe of all her miſeries, and withall 
blameth queen El;zabeth for countenancing and ſupporting ſuch, ſhewing her 
needlaſſe jealoufies and fears, and how ſhe had perfwaded her to refigne her 
kingdome, and had denied her affiſtance when ſhe had eſcaped out of Loch= 
levin, when ſhe ſent back the Diamond which ſhe had received from queen 
Elizabeth as a pledge of her love, and how ſhe ſuffered her (when ſhe eſcaped

Theſe letters much trouble Queen Elizabeth, who ſends Beal a Clerk of the 
Councel to expoſtulate with her for her complaining letters; the Councel of 
Eneland was content ſheſhould: be delivered, conditionally, That ſhe practice 
nothing-againſt Queen. F{izabetb; That ſhe would diſallow as unjuſt what was 
done by king Francjs.her husbands. That ſheclaim no right to Erg/and.during, 
the life of Queen El1z4betb; Thatſhe procurethe king.and States of Scotland 
to confirm theſe, and give: hoſtages withallz bur the Scots of the Eng/:ſþ 
faction rejefted-theſe propoſals. About this time the Earl of Lenox died, the. 
Ambaſſadors depart unſatisfied, andthe kingeſcapeth from the government 
of the three Lords to the Caſtle of S. Andrews, and openly declares that this 
his ſurpriſal was traiterous, yetthebuſie-headed Miniſters In their Synod pro- 
nounced the ſame to be juſt , darting out Excommunications again(t the diſ- 
approvers thereof. ; 

Gowry with ſome others conſpire to take the King again, pretending his 
good, the ſecurity of Religion, and amity with England : but Gowry is appre- 
hended and impriſoned); his other conſpitators ſuddenly ſurpriſe Sterling, and 
as ſuddenly quitted{ it out of fear and want of ſupplies from England. Marr, 
Glames _ Angus fled unto queen, El124abeth for her help and mediation with 
the King; in the interim Gowry is arraigned before his Peers at Sterling, for im- 
priſoning the King and conſpiring againſt him , for intending to ſeiſe upon 
Perth and Sterling, for reſiſting the Kings authority at Dundee, who being 
found guilty was beheaded : queen Elizabeth makes ſhew of a treaty with 
queen Mary, if ſhe would mediate with her fon for the Scots fugitive Lords, 
and deted the plots of the Guj/es : for the firſt queen Mary was content to 
mediate, if theſe Lords would ſubmit and turn loyal; for the ſecond, ſhe re- 
faſed till ſhe were fully aflured of her liberty ; for the will not loſe certain 
friends for uncertain hopes, therefore ſhe deſires the ſame uſage from her 
which ſhe had from her fifter queen Mary when ſhe was her priſoner, or the 
King of Navarre from the French king; but this Treaty was put off, and came 
tonothing, upon diſcovery of ſome letters carried by Crithton the Jeſuite, im- 
porting the invaſion of Exglend by the Pope, Spaniards and Guiſes : then ſhe 
ſends Neves her Secretary with proffers of entertaining a ſtrict league of 
amity with queen Elizabeth, of renouncang all claim to Exg/and during het 
life, of ating nothing againſt her, orthe rebellious Scots, and their Religion, 
nor in ber fons marriage without the privity of queen Elizabeth.

An.Chriſti.Henry Percie E. of Northumberland being a priſoner in the Tower, and ſuſpetted 
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to have been a plotter againſt Queen El:z4beth, murthered himſelf; upon the 
diſcovery of Babbingtons treaſon , Queen Aaries cloſet 1s broken open whilſt 
ſhe was hunting abroad, and all her cabinets, desks and papers are ſent to the 
Court; all her money alſo was ſeized on, divers letters of ſtrangers were 
found, and about ſixty kinds of cyphers; divers letters alſo of Engliſh Lords 
offering their ſervice to her, which the Queen diflembled; Queen Maries two 
Secretaries were examined, and confeſſed that ſhe knew of 3abbingtons plot, 
wherefore Commiſſioners are ſent to Fodringhay-Caſtle to examine Queen 
Mary, and to pronounce ſentence of death, if found guilty : when they came 10 
they delivered her Queen Flizabeths letters , which ſhe read with great and 
Princely magnanimity , ſhewing ſhe was a Queen, and not ſubject to their 
Laws, nor was ſhe guilty of what ſhe was accuſed ; therefore retuſeth to ap- 
pear or anſwer as a criminal, or toadmit that law lately made againſt her, yet 
upon perſwaſions ſhe appears, divers accuſations were brought in againſt her, 
of which (though ſheſtoutly defended herſelf ) yet ſhe was found guilty, 
Shortly after the Parliament petitioneth that ſhe might be put to death, which 
Q. Elizabeth ſeemingly refuſed to conſent to,as being a dangerous preſident. |, 
Yer ſhortly after 5»ckburſt and Beal are ſent to Queen Mary to acquaint her 
with the ſentence given againſt her, and that therefore ſhe ſhould repent and 20 
prepare her (elf; upon this ſhe anſwered, Thar ſhe was exceedingly glad for 
being accounted an inſtrument of re-eſtabliſhing religion in this Iſlands fo 
ſhe deſires a Catholick prieſt, then ſhe writes a letter ro Queen Elizabeth, de- 
firing her body might be ſent into France there to be laid by her mother, and 
not into Scotland where violence hath been offered to the aſhes of her An- 
ceſtors , that ſoſhe may have reſt after death, who could neverenjoy any in 
her life. Secondly , ile deſires to die publikely that ſhe might witneſle her 
faith in Chriſt, and her obedience to the Church. Thirdly, that her ſervants 
might peaceably depart, and enjoy the legacies ſhe had beſtowed on them. 
King James being much afflicted about the ſentence of death againſt his 30 
mother, ſent divers Ambaſſadors to Queen Flizabeth, ſhewing how much he 
was bound both in honour and nature to intercede for a Queen , and his 
mother, how diſhonourable and dangerous it might be to Queen Elizabeth to 
{hed the blood of a Queen ſo near to her : but the Miniſters of Scotland, and 
the reſt of her cnemies were ſo earneſt and prevalent with queen Elizabeth, 
that the Kings letters could not prevail, nor the French kings Ambaſladors 
which he alſo ſent to this purpoſe; belides the Queen was affrighted daily 
with rumors of the Spaniſh fleet, of the Scots invaſion , of the Guiſes prepa- 
rations, of domeſtick rebellions, of plots to murther her, all to haſten the 
Scots queens death , therefore ſhe delivers to Daviſon her Secretary letters 42 
ſigned with her hand, that a mandate ſhould be made under the Great-ſeal for 
her execution, and to be in readinefle if need ſhould be. This mandate is pre- 
{ently conveyed to the Queens Counſellors by him, and diſpatched away to 
Shrewsbury, Kent, Derby and Cumberland,which four Earls came to her, willing 
her to prepare, for ſhe was todie the next day 3 ſhe with a ſetled minde an- 
{wered, That death was welcome to her, and that her ſoul was not worthy of 
crernal joy, whoſe body cannot endure the Executioners blow; ſhe deſired the 
ſpeech of her Confeſlor which was denied her, yet ſhe wrote to him that he 
would pray for her; that night ſhe ſupped, drunk to her ſervants incouraging 
them, ſhe read over her laft will, then went to bed, ſlept a while, and ſpent the 59 
re(t of that night in prayer. : 
Thenext day ſhe came in a Majeſtick manner to the Scaffold, carrying the 
Crucitix before her, where having profeſſed her conſtancie to the Roman reli- 
r10n, and taking leave of her friends and ſervants, laid down her neck on the 
block, repeating theſe words, Into thy hands, 0 Lord, I commend my ſpirit; and 


ſoat two blows her head was cut oft, her body was buried in Peterburgh- 
Church, 
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Church, and her magnificent funeral kept at Parjsat the charges of the Guiſes, An.Chrifti 
ſhe lived torty {ix years, and wasa captive cighteen : when Q. Elizabeth heard WYYYo 


of her death ſhe was ready to ſwound for griet,ſhe commands her Counſellors, 
to come no more into her preſence, and Daviſon to be brought into the Star- 
chamber ; then the writes a tetter to King James, ſhewing how without her 
knowledge his mother was put to death,and how grievous it is to hers withall 
ſhe allures him, none ſhall be more affeCtionated to him , nor ſo careful of 
him as her (elf z mean while Daviſon 1s ſharply reproved in the Star-chamber 
for his forwardneſle , and fined ten thouſand pounds, and impriſonment at 
16 the Queens pleaſure. 

The King was fo diſpleaſed at the death of his mother, that he would not 
ſuffer the Fngliſh Ambaſſador to come into Scotland, and would hardly hear 
him by another man, or receive his letters; he called home his own Ambaſla- 
dor out of Fngland , and threatnexyrevenge; the Kitates of Scotland proffer 
to ſpend their lives and eſtates in this quarrel 5 ſome perſwade him to require 
a Navy of the King of Dexmark, to whoſe daughter he began to be a Suitors 
ſome would have him joyn with $paix and France, and the Pope, and that he 
ſhould not truſt Proteſtants who had killed his mother, leſt they alſo kill che 
children ; ſome would rather have him ſtand as neuter, but others adviſed 
20 him to keep peace with England, and be conſtant to his Religion. Queen 
E1:2,cbeth perceiving the French tampering with King James to withdraw him 
from his religion and amity with Exeland, fendsro him, to let him ſee how 
dangerous it will prove to him and his Kingdome to fall out with Ercland at 
this time, how uncertain the aids of France and Spain will bez how he may by 
this loſe his claim to the Crown of Exzelard, and how ſhe will be a mother to 
himz withall ſhe ſends him the ſentence againſt Pavſon, andthe Judges of 
Englands opinion, ſhewing that the ſentence againſt his mother was no wayes 
prejudicial to his right of ſucceſſion, 

From this timetull the comming of King James into England, fell ont no 
30 matters of great concermment m Scotkid, except the driving of ſome $paniſb 
ſhips (after the Armado was defeated) upon the Ifands. of 0rkrey; the voyage 
of King Jazzes to bring home his new married Queen Arne from Denmark, 
the attemptthat Zothwel made upon the King and Queen in their chambers, 
from whence he was repulſed and forced to flye, ſome of whoſe Pagesand 
followers were apprehended and hanged, for which treaſonable attempt of 
his he is proclaimed Traitor, and becauſe he was harboured by the Eart of 
Aurrey, contrary to the proclamation, Huntley by command ſeiſeth on Murrey 
in his own houſe and kills him ; Bothwel in rhe interim efcapes into England, 
where he lurked a while, and fromthence returning is apprehended and con- 
40 fined , he endeavours to raife a rebellion, but ro no purpoſe. This year 
Prince Henry was born 3, divers conteſtations the King had with the Pregbyte- 
rian Miniſters about the Biſhops and Church-government, in whichrhe King 
was extreamly vexed, perſecuted and preached againft by them, whoſe power 
was at that time nolefle formidable then the Popes heretofore. About this 
time was fought that cruel battel of Avinian between Huntley and Areile, in 
which ſeven hundred of Argrles (ide were flam, and the reſt put to flightzrheſe 
ſtirs were rat{ed and fomented by ſome rigid Presbyterian Miniſters,as Robert 
Bruce Super-intendent of Edinimreb, Balquankel and others, becaufe the King 
kept correſpondency with Catholick Princes, and was not cruel enough 
50 againſt the Papiſts in Scotland; therefore they encourage Bothwel againſt the 
King,though he had been proclaimed Traitor, and furniſhed him with money 
which they had gathered for redeeming of fome Proteſtant $-0ts from the 
Turks; Bothwel with three hundred horſe ſurpriſeth Leith, the King deſires 
the aſſiſtance of the Fdinbargers againſt him, but they would not ſtir, being 
forbid by their Miniſters to help the King , ſo that he was forced to come up 
to the Church of $. Giles, and there publikly betore the people held up his 


hand 
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An.Chriſti hand and proteſted he would be an utter enemy to the Papilts; whereupon the © 
GYVYd- Citizens take Arms, whereby Bothwels hopes were fruſtrated , who curſed the 
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Miniſters for deluding him thus. 
Upon this the King was forced by the importunity of the Miniſters, to 
make Argile (who was their great Protector) Lieutenant of the North, a man 
unfit for that employment, as being of too haughty and cruel a diſpoſition, 
and beſides weak in horſe, though powerful enough in foot-forces; the Kin 
alſo was perſwaded to beſtow on him the Country of Lochaber which belon- 
ged to Huntley : Argile having received his Commiſſion , raiſcth an Army of 
twelve thouſand , with which he _ to proſecute Huntley, Arrol and 10 
Anews, three Catholick Earls,with fir&and ſword; they hearing of this prepa- 
ration, raiſealſo a thouſand horſe with a foot-army,l mean Huntley and Arrol, 
for Angws had un Army of his own to defend his Country, and could nor 
come in time to joyn with the other two, becauſe of the Rivers between, 
Argile placed two thouſand musketiers in his Van, againſt which Huntlies 
great Ordnance did fo play that they forced them to give back, and joyn with 
the main body where Argile was himſelf, which Arrol perceiving , wheels 
about with his horſe, and falls upon them in the Rear, and withall receiveth 
two wounds with forked arrows, one in the arm, another in the foot ; to he! p 
him, Huntley breaks in furiouſly with all his horſe upon the main body of 20 
Argiles Army , and puts them with Argile himſelf to flight; the fight con- 
tinued two hours; of Hyntlies ſide few were killed, but many wounded, and 
above two hundred horſeflain 5 of Argiles fide ſome ſay ſeven hundred, others 
five hundred. The next five years fell out no memorable accident,but Gowries 
Treaſon, and not long after the birth of Prince Charles.

CHAP. XXXV. 


The Hiſtory of England and Scotland together, from the comming in of King 30 
James. to be- fole Monarch of the whole Iſland, from the year 1602, till 


1625. 


James the very ſame day ( Secretary Cecil reading his Title and Queen 
=<ax Elizabeths W1ll) was proclaimed by ſound of Trumpet firſt at WW hite- 
ball , then in Cheap-ſide, King of England, Scotland, France and Ireland. Sir 
Robert Cary , the Lord Hunſdons younger ſon, poſted away unſent, to King 
James with the news of the Queens death, who afterward was made a Baron : 
A few dayes after, the Lords of the Councel ſend Sir Charles Percy and Mr. 49 
Thomas Sommerſet, and after them Sir Thonras Lake Clerk of the Signet, to ac- 
quaint the King of the peoples affeftions towards him, as likewiſe with the 
State of of the Kingdome. Fgerton Lord Chancellor, Buckhurſt Lord Trea- 
ſurer , Nottingham Lord Admiral , and Cecil chief Secretary are confirmed in 
their places: Thomas Howard the brother , and Henry Howard the ſon of Nor- 
folk who had ſuffered for the Kings mother, are advanced by him, though 
they were Catholicks, to let Pope Clement 8. ſee he was no ſuch enemy to Pa- 
pilts as ſome would have had him , and that his two Bulls ſent out againſt his 
iucceſhion to the Crown were needlefle. 
King James having ſctled Scotland, -on the fifth of April begins his journey 59 
tor England,and comes to Theobalds the third of May, where he was met by the 


Qi. Flizabet h being dead about ten a clock in the morning, King 


* Lordsof the late Queens Privy-councel, and entertained with an Oration by 


the Lord Keeper : Here divers Lords of Scotland are made Privy-counſcllors 
of Fngland. The ſeventh of May he rode towards Londox, where by the way 
near Totnam-High-croſſe, the Maior, Aldermen , and five hundred choice Ci- 
tizens all mounted with chains of gold, met him and attended him to the 
Charter- 
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 Charter-houſe, where came forth Proclamationsthe ſame day againſt Mono- 4.Chri(t; 
polies and Protections, and divers other abuſes. All the way the. King had www

travelled, priſoners tor ſmall oftences were ſer free, and he plentifully diſtribu- 
ted his fayours, chicfly the Order of Knighthcod. Divers Lords and Coun-- 
teſles are ſent to conduct the Queen, with Prince Henry now nine years old, 
and the Lady Elizabeth; the King meers them at Eaſtoz in Northamptonſhire 
Charles Duke of Albany came not, being weak and lickly , till thenext year: 
The king alſo makes divers Barons and Earls : Divers Abafladors arrive to 
congratulate his happy comming tothe Crown , namely from the Palſgrave, 
the Hollander, the Arch-duke, the Spaniard, the Venetian, the Florentine, and 
the French; tor entertaining of whem a Maſter of the Ceremonies is ordained: 
There were alſo made this year fourteen Serjcants at Law. Valentine Thomas 
for conſpiring againſt Queen Fl:/zaveth, was drawn, hanged and quartered. 
The Lord 1ontjoy returns out of Ireland, bringing with him Tir-vex whom 
the king pardoned, who ſends to his brother of Denmark the Earl of Rutland 
with the Garter,and to be god-father to his ſon Chriſrian#s. The Lord Spencer 
alſo is ſent with the Garter to the Duke of Wirtinbere. 

This year produced a plot againſt the King and Prince Hezry, by the Lord 
Cobham, Sir Walter Kawleigh, and divers others, upon ſome bran they 
knew not what ; they are apprehended in July, and arraigned in November at 
Wincheſter , becauſe of the tickneſle rhen at London, wherefore the Terme 
alſo was kept there. The Lord Grey 1s accuſed for railing two thouſand men 
to defend the Low-Countries, but indeed to ſeiſe upon the king and Prince : 
Cobham and Rawleigh met in S.Martins,and conſulted about raiſing ſedition,al- 
tering Religion,& ſerting up Lady Arabel/azit was proved that## atſon the Prieſt 
was deſigned to be Lord Chancellor,and others for other offices: Kawleigh was 


. to treat with Count Aremberg for money , and Cobham with the Spaniard and

Arch-duke for afliſting Arabe//a;theſe pleaded,the king not being yet crowned 
this could beno Treaſon, and that it was onely diſcourſe, and not matter of 
fact; but they were refuted and condemned, the Prieſts Watſon and Clerk, were 
executed, and Brook, beheaded; Cobham, Grey and Markham, at the point of 
their Execution were reprieved by the Kings warrant, and carried back to the 
Tower. After this the King kept the tealr of S.George at Windſor, where the 
Prince with fome others are inſtalled; the Earl of Southampton is reſtored ; 
divers other honours are conferred , and on S. Jarves day the King and Queen 
arecrowned and anointed at Weſt-rinfter by Archbiſhop Whitegift ; command 
is given for obſervation of Gowries conſpiracy. The King calls in all letters of 
Matt againſt the Spaniard, and concludes a peace with hin, which was con- 
firmed by mutual oaths ſolemnly taken *: the Spaniſh Ambaſſador held the 
Kings hands between his, and in like manner the Engliſh Ambaſſador at YValle- 
dolid held the King of Spains hands, when they took their oaths : Nottingham 
Lord Adiniral was Ambaſſador for England, and Yaleſco Conſtable of Caſtile 
for Spain : by Nottingham the king ſent theſe preſents to the Spaniard, fix 
horſes with ſaddles and ſaddle-cloaths embroidered; whereof three for the 
King and three for the Queen, two croſſe-bows with ſheaffes of arrows, four 
fowling-peeccs inlaid with plates of gold, and a couple of lyme-hounds. 
The Earl of Hartford is ſent Ambaſlador to Albert and 7/abell/z to take their 
oaths,who beſtowed on the Arch-dukes ſervants three thouſand pounds, fo the 
Arch-duke preſented him with i agar of nine hundred pounds value, and a 


50 ſuit of Arras worth three hundred pounds, and bare his charges all the time of 


his ſtay at Bruxels, - | | | 
After this, the kings ſecond ſor Charles Duke of Albany is created Duke of 


Tork, being, now four years old. Richard Haydock, a Phyſitian, pretending to * 


preach at night in his{leep, acknowledpeth his forgery tothe king who had 
detected it. One Donglaſſe a Scots-man, for counterfeiting the kings Privy- 
ſeal rodivers Princes in Germany, is ſent over by the Palſgrave , and in Smith-

through London , where divers Pageants were erected, Preſents given , and 
ſpeeches made. In the time of this Parliament was diſcovered the Gun- 

wder-plot, contrived by Catesby, Percie and others, who hired a cellar under 
the Parliament-houſe, laying in 1t twenty barrels of powder which they had 
under billets and faggots; their intent was to blow up the King and Prince, 
Nobles and Commons, to ſurpriſe the Duke of Tork, and to proclaim the 
Lady Flizabeth Queen ; but the plot was detected by a letter ſent to the 


Lord Monteagle, which his foot-man received from an unknown man, the 10 


letter was to defire him to forbear being at Parliament , becaule of a terrible 
blow that was to be given ; the letter was delivered to the Earl of Salisbury 
by Mow who could make no ſenſe of it; but the King when heread ir, 
apprehended preſently, that by the word ( blow) was intimated a blowing up 
with Gunpowder, therefore command is given to ſearch all the rooms about 
the Parliament-houſe , in the cellar under the faggots were found fix and 
thirty barrels of powders Fawks upon ſuſpition is apprehended, in whoſe 
—_—__ is found a peece of touch-wood, a tinder-box, and a watch, to try the 

ort and long burning, of the touch-wood : the plot being diſcovered, ſome 


fled to Worceſterſhire,where Catesby & Percie were lain by one ſhot of a musket, 20 


both the Wrights John and Chriſtopher are likewiſe lain, the reſt were publikly 
executed, except Treſham who died of the Strangury in the Tower, whither 
Northumberland upon ſuſpition 1s ſent; great joy there was for this delive- 
rance, ſo that the Spaniſh and Arch-dukes Adkbeliodon made bone-fires, and 
threw money amonglt the people. 

About this time the King receives as a preſent from the Spaniard fix Jennets 
of Andaluſia, with embroidered ſaddles, and ſaddle-cloth of Tiſſue, one of 
theſe Jennets was ſnow-white, whoſe main reached to the ground : the Queen 
of Spain alſo ſenttoour Queen Arne rich preſents of embroidery, amber- 


greece,a rich cap and girdle in a baſon of gold to congratulate the kings happy 30 


deliverance, in memory whereof the fifth of November is appointed to be kept 
holy , and the Lord Morteagleis rewarded with two hundred pounds a year 
for ever, and five hundred pounds beſides for his life. Shortly after a rumor 
was ſpread that the king was ſlain at 0kz7g,which cauſed great fears inLondor, 
till within two hours after news came that he was ſafe, to the great comfort of 
all; ſothat the Spaniſh Ambaſlador gave Sir Lewis Lewknor a chain of gold for 
bringing him the news. Henry Garxet Provincial of the Engliſh Jeſuits, ſuffe- 
red death, for concealing the Gunpowder-treaſon : Northumberland 1s fined 
to pay tothe King thirty thouſand pounds, to forfeit all his offices, and to 
be kept priſoner during the Kings pleaſure for miſpriſions of Treaſon, 

At Hamptou-Court an Aflembly of Divines is called by the King to confer 
about the Liturgy and Church-government ; the firſt ſitting was in the privy- 
chamber, where in the preſence of his Privy-councel , he ſhewed the co 
why he called theſe Divines, not that he thought there was any thing in the 
Church that required alteration , all thmgs being ſo well ſetled already, but 
like a wiſe Phyſitian to make ſearch into the ſuppoſed diſeaſes thereof, 
and to remove the occaſion of complaints, that the mouths of complainants 
may be ROpPer, and ſober mindes ſatisfied : He acknowledgeth Confirmation 
after Baptiſme , by Epiſcopal benediction and impoſition of hands, after the 


Church, and ſo the Biſhops made it appear to his Majeſty,that confirmation 
was no <f{ential part of Baptiſme : for Abſolution they ſhew it is uſed in the 
reformed Churches of Auſpurg, Saxony and Bobemtia, and that Chriſt gave 
power to his Miniſters to pronounce it : for pivate Baptiſme, they ſay, Thar it 
it isnot to. be adminiſtred by women and Laicks, but by lawful Miniſters 
onely : and as for Excommunication, they ſay, That the abuſes being re- 
moved,

' childe hath profeſſed his own faith, to be of great uſe and antiquity in the 59 
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moved, it ought toretain its vigor m the Church : and fofor that day the ACL- 
{embly of the Prelates was diſmiſled, 

The Munday after, the King calls into his privy-chamber the complaining 
Dottors, radling them, That he meant not to innovate the Church-govern- 
ment fofound and fo long, eſtabliſhed, but ro ſettle uniformity and unity, and 
to Tcmmove abules if there be any, therefore deſires them ro declare their grie- 
vances : hereupon Dr. Reynolds the foreman reduced all the matters in debate 
to theſe four heads : 1. For preſervation of true dottrine. 2. For placing of 
200% Paſtors. 3. For fincere Church-government. 4. For explanation of ſome 
clauſcs in the Service-book. All theſe points were exaftly handled and cleared 
by the Prelates, and fo moderated by rhe King with that judgement and learn- 
ing, that all who were preſent were raviſhed with admiration. The WedneC. 
day following, being the third dayes Conference , the King declares what for- 
merly had paſt, and ſhuts up all with a godly exhortation , perſwading all to 
onity,and diligence in their charge, ſhewing the duties both of ſuperiors and 
infertors, wiſhing them tobuild Gods Temple without the found of diſcord, 
and to ſhew their obedience and humility by a peaceable conformity, ſeeing 
the points m controverſie were matters of meer weakneſle. After this the 
King gives order for a new tranſlation of the Bible according to the originals, 
and then fends ſome learned and judicious Divines into Scotland to confer 
with the Divines there about an uniform government in both Churches : 
Then by Act of Parliament he provides for the Churches conſtant mainte- 
nance, that none of her revenues or lands be alienated. 

The king,toſhew how willing he was to unite the rwo kingdomes into one, 
cauſeth one name to be given toboth, and himſelf to be proclaimed king of 
Great-Britain he cauſeth another Proclamation to come forth for baniſhing of 
» Jeſvites and Prieſts, and a third for confirming the book of Common-prayer, 

as it was in the late Queens time. 

In the fourth year of the kings reign, the king of Denmark arrives in the 

Thames with eight ſhips, and anchored before Graveſend, thither the King with 
5? the Prince and Lords went in Barges to meet him, and conducted him to 

London, where he ſtayed till the 12. of Auguſt, having landed the 17. of July 
before; after whoſe Lrres arrived at London, Francis Prince of Vandemont 
the Duke of Lorrains third fon, accompanied with ſeven Earls, ten Barons, 
forty Gentlemen, and ſix{core common perſons, who were for fourteen dayes 
together entertained by the king at Hampton-Court. The next year in May, 
ſome malecontents in the Shires of Northampton, Leceiſter andWarwick in great 
companies began to throw down Incloſures, whoſe Ring-leader was one

> his ſide, where he faid he had ſufficient to defend them againſt all oppoſers, 
but when he was apprehended , there was nothing found there but a peece of 
green-cheeſez ſome Lords, with Cook the chief Juſtice, ſuppreſſed them by 
force of Arms, and puniſhed ſome of them by death, others by fines. In June 
following the King dined with Wats the Lord Maior, who after dinner pre- 
ſented him with a purſe full of gold ; and then the King was made free of the 
Company of Cloath-workers, to whom he promiſed a brace of Bucks yearly 
for ever, to be ſpent at the election of their Maſter. 
In Jl; following, the king dined at Merchant-Taylors-hall, where he was 
preſented with a purſe of ms a Roll ſhewed him wherein were regiſtred 
56 ſeven Kings, -one Queen, ſeventeen Princes and Dukes, two Dutchefles, one 
Archbiſhop, one and thirty Earls, ſixty fix Barons, ſeven Abbots, ſeven Priors, 
with many Knights free of that Company the king-being free of another 
Company, refuſed to be of theirs, but gave way that the Prince ſhould be free 
and that he would ſee the Garland put on his head, whereupon a purſe of gold 
15 preſented to the Prince,and he with divers Lords are made free. About this 
time ungratefal Tir=0en, with ſome other Iriſh Lords went away to follicite 
Gegg 2 foreign 
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This year Virginia 1s planted, George Jervis a Prieſt, and Thomas Garnet a 


Jeſuite are executed ; a pardon was offered to Garnet , if he would take the 


Oath of Allegiagce, which he refuſed. Divers Engliſh Pyrates turn Turks, 
The New-Fxchangeis erected, where a long old Stable ſtood before,by Salicbury 
the Treaſurer, and is named by the King ( who with the Queen and Prince 
came to ſee it) Britains-Burſe. Foraigners are prohibited to fiſh upon the 
Kings coaſts without leave. Now Allom is made in England,which heretofore 
was brought from other places; This year alſo Silk-worms were brought in- 
totnglynd. 

The King having received aid for gg Prince Herry, and he being 
now come tothe age of ſeventeen years, 1s made Prince of Wales. Garter King 
at Arms bore the Letters-Patents,Sſex the Purple-Velvet Robes, Huntington 
the Train, Cumberland the Sword, Rutland the Ring, Darby the Rod, and 
$hrewsbury the Cap and Coronetz Nottingham and Northampton ſupported 


the Prince, being in his Surcoat only' and bare-headed : Thus he was con- 


ductedto the King, and attended on by five and twenty Knights of the Bath; 
Salisbury read the Letters-patents, the Prince kneeling all the while before 
the King, and at the words accuſtomed the King ps on him the Robe,Sword, 
Cap and Coronet, the Rodand Ring, and then 
then he was allowed to keep Court by himfclf. 

The King to keep peace at home, in his ©wn perſon heard the differences 
between the Eccleſiaſtick and temporal Judges,argued touching ProteCtions ; 
he heajd alla the complaints of the Victuallers and other Officers of his Navy. 
Upon the news of king Henry 4. of Fraxce his death , king James by proclama- 
tion commands all Prieſts and Jcſuites to avoid the land, and all Recuſants to 
return hoine to their dwellings. The Eaſt-India Merchants are made a Cor- 
poration for ever, who built a ſhip of 1200 Tun, which at Bantham was loſt : 
the King alſo builds a ſhip of 1400 Tun, which he gave to the Prince, who 
called it by hjs dignity, 1he Prince. 

Abont this time Mr.Car,who had been one of che Kings twelve Pages, whom 
he diſmifled upon taking ſo many Footmen, was afterward made one of the 
Bed-chamber, upon breaking of his leg, as he lighted from his horſe in the 
kings preſence , whoever aftcr caſt an affection towards him ; he made him 
knight, then his Secretary, then Viſcount Rocheſter, and a Privy-councellor, 
afterward he made him Earl of Soxeerſet, and at laſt Lord Chamberlain. Theſe 
great Honours made {ome to envy, others to admire and flatter himz among 
the re{t the Countefle of £//ex the Earl of S»ffolks daughter , who ſo much fell 
in love with bim, that ſhe {lighted her own husband,and procured Mrs, Turner, 
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i{fled him onthe cheeks; ſo 4, 
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one Greſham, and Dr. Forman, by inchantments to diſable him, and to procure 40 


Cars love; places of meeting are appouinted at Hammerſmith,where much looſe 
behaviour was aſed bexween them, ſothat Sir Thomas Overbury, Cars favorite, 
was much difpleaſcd with itz and Prince Heyry hearing of his looſe kind of 
like with her, flighted h1m, which ſome thiok haltened the Princes death. 

The Lady Francis Howard complaining of her husbands frigidity , and that 
the was {tll a Majd, procures a Divazce, which was granted upon a ſearch 
made on her by twelve Matrons: then a marriage isthought on by Car and 
Howard, to which Overbary was er averfe ; upon this Rocheſter and the 
Counteſle meet, and conclude the death of 9werbury, who was a main obſtacle 
to their proceedings; for the facilitating whereof, # ade is removed from the 
Licutenautſhip of the Tower, and Elvis 1s preferred ; then the Counteſle con- 


ters with Mrs, Turzer, complaining of Overburies infolencie for defaming her 


Lame; hereupon they reſolve to poyſon him, by one Weſton an Apothecary 
ſometimes ſervant to Dr. Tarner. And becauſe Overbery was to 2 imployed as 
an Ambatlador into the Low-Countries to the Archduke, Rocheſter diſlwades 


him from that imployment, promiſing to take him off with credit z but w 
ſtea 
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ſtead of ſo doing, he incenſcth the king againſt him, ſhewing that Overbury An.Chriſts 


was become ſo infolent, thathe ſcored that employment to the Archduke 
as too mean tor hinrz therefore the _ having received a deniall from 
Overbury, ſends him to the Tower 3 Northampton and Rocheſter his two great 
enemies, command the Lieutenant to keep him cloſe priſoner, and Weſtor is 
preferred to wait on him in the Towers Greſham im the interim dies, and 
one Frankl1n 1s entertained in that buſineſle, a man fit romake poyſons. 
Shortly after , Efvis the Lieutenant was acquainted with the poyſoning of 
Overbury by Weſton , as he was — part of his ſupper in nh , and 
to 2 glaſle of blue water in the other : The next day Elvis is ſent for by North- 
: hampton, by whom he wasencouraped to perliſt, and a thouſand pounds pro» 
miſed him fora reward; he is alſo defired to fift out Cverburies minde, how he 


1s affected tothe match berween Kochefter and the Counteſſe; in the interim © 


more poyſons are ſent by the Countefde , which by #-ſcox are tempered with 
his broth and meat ; ſome ſoned Tarts and Jellies alſo are ſent by the 
Viſcount toSir Thowss Monſor,whole ſervant delivered them to Weſtongwhich 
brought the ſaid Sir Thowas to be ſuſpetted as having a hand in this at; by 
this means Overbury grew very lick , but by a cooling bath he received ſome 
eaſe : hereupon the Lieutenant is commanded by the Councel ( as he gave 
20 out )that no man might have liberty to ſpeak with him, 

Now the intended marriage comes t- light, much queſtioning and de- 
bate there is about it; the biſhops are divided, Canterbury and others againſt it, 
Wincheſter and Fly for it, at laſt a nullity 1s obtained, and order is ſent to Fjex 
to repay the portions of five thouſand d : when Overbury heard of the 
marriage,he grieved exceedingly both for the Earl of Sowmerſet, as for him- 
ſelf, — it would cauſe his death ; therefore he writes to the Earl to be 
releaſed , who returns him ſome Court holy-warer, and a white-powder to 
caſe his pain, which it did ſhortly after, for being given to him in a gliſter 

roved poyſon , which the next day with exceſſive pains inthe guts killed 
20 himz after his death, it was ſpread abroad he died of the pox by exceſle of 
laſciviouſneſle. 

This year gold is enhaunſed ; one L-gate an Arian is burned; and the Lant- 

ve of Heſſe commeth to vilit King Jawes. The next year the Lord Zaxchir is 
_— for cauſing one Turner to be murthered. The beds of Queen Mary of 
Scorland is removed from Peterborow to Weſtminſter , where a (tately tomb of 
marble is erefted over it. The Palſgrave Elector commeth into England, who 
with Grave-Maxrice are inveſted with the Garter. The year following was 
fatal to this Iſland by the death of Prince Henry, and the marriage of his (iſter 
the Lady Elizabeth to the Pal/grave. 

The nullity being obtained,the match is made, and honoured by the Kings 
preſence, and a Mask ; a few dayes after, the new married couple were feaſted 
with the Nobility of the Kingdame, ar Merchant-Taylors hall by the Lord 
Major and Aldermen. Rumors are {pread abroad of a 8paniſh fleet ; as if in- 
tended for England, and this ſuſpition increaſed by a Proclamation againſt 
Spaniſh money : the Scots in the Weſtern Hlands flic out into rebellion, ſodo 
the Wilde-Iriſh in Ireland, but were quickly ſupprefied. In the Iſlands of 
Orkney there was great commotions raifed by the Earl of Orkney then a priſo- 
ner in Edinburgh-Caſtle; who wrote letters to his Baſtard-ſon, and other of his 
friends there to take poſleflion of his houſes, whereof he accounted the Caſtle 
$0 of Kirkway one; whereupon the Counce lat Edinburgh ſend thither ſome ſhips 
of war, and land-forces out of Cathreſſe , who belicge the Caltkk both by ſea 
and land, which at laſt yeeldethto mercy z the Earls fon with the beſieged are 
hanged up cloſe by the Caſtle , which 1s demoliſhed, the Ordnance carried 
away,and not long after the Earl himfelf was beheaded at Edinburgh. 

The Earl of Northampton is publikly ſpoken againſt for countenancing and 
advancing the Roman Religion 3 a Bill is exhibited in the a * 
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An.Chriſtihim againſt ſuch as defamed him; but Canterbury maintains their cauſe, ſhew-

ing there were never in his time ſo many Prieſts in Exglandas now : My" Lord 
hereat being much troubled, went to Greenwich,made hiswill, then returned to 
his houſe at Londox, where he died. The Cloath-workers obtain at laſt that 
no more white-cloaths be carried over-the ſeas undied and undreſſed , the 
Dutch proclaim that none ſhall buy any ſuch cloaths fo drefſed and died : 
hereupon wools are prohibited to be tranſported out of the Kingdome ; yet 
at laſt it is ordered by the Counce], that a certain number of white-cloaths 
ſhall be tranſported. 

Sommerſet having loſt Northampton his great friend, and fearing the detetti- 
on of Overburies death, procures a general pardon of all treaſons, miſpriſions, 
murthers, fellonies, outrages whatſoever , which the King ſigned, but Chan- 
cellor Egerton refuſeth to let it paſſe the Seal, and acquaints the King of the 
danger might ariſe man : whereupon the King ſuſpeCting all was not well 
with Somerſet, withdraws his favour from him, and begins to caſt his affeCtion 
upon a youngGentleman lately come from France, Mr.George Villiers,on whom 
he beſtows a thouſand pounds, then Knights him, inveſts him with the 
Garter, makes him Maſter of the horſe, and afterward Earl, Marqueſle, 
and Duke of Buckingham. 

as 7 5 being tronbled in conſcience about Overburies death , ſendeth to 
France to have the Apothecary diſpatched who gave the Gliſter 3 he cauſeth 2® 
all places to be ſearched where he thought any letters were which concerned 
that miſchief; and by reaſon of his pride, covetouſneſle,and inſolent carriage, 
he is every day lefle in the Kings favour, and the peoples affeftions : At laſt 
upon petition of Cv:rburies man to my Lord Cook,and upon the information of 
Sir Ralph Winwoodtothe King Weſton,is examined, and after much adoe at laſt 
confeſles all, who with Twrzer, Franklin and Elvis are condemned and hanged; 
Sommerſet is committed to the Dean of Weſtminſter , he ſtood ſtill} upon 
his innocencie, and denied all, but his Counteſle confefled 3 whereupon his 
money, plate and jewels worth 200cc0 i, and his. lands to. 19coo lj, per 
anni, are {ciſed upon for the Kings uſe, who beſtowed divers of them upon 30 
the Prince. 

About this time Sir Walter Raleigh, after ten years impriſonment in the 
Tower, was fect at liberty : he hated Sommerſet exceedingly , becauſe he had 
begged and got his lands; the Counteſle of Shrewsbury allo. who was privy to 
the eſcape of the Lady Arabella, was releaſed out of the Tower. 

In the year 1614. the Fngl;ſh ſends a Plantation to the Barmmdes, as the Lon- 
doners had done the year before into Ireland. The King of Denmark this 
year came privately into England again. Hugh Middleton brought the water 
into London, and Suttons Hoſpital is founded, The next year atter, the Lady 
Arabella who married to Mr. William Seymour, now Marqueſle of Hartford, 4* 
dieth, which alſo was the fatal year of Sir 7homas Overbry. The tryal of 
Sommerſet and his Lady is put off, becauſe ſhe was with childez but after ſhe 
was delivered of a daughter , the Lord Chancellor is authoriſed to be High- 
Steward of Fngland tor the time being, to whom were joyned eight Judges 
for his aſſiſtants, a Seat-Royal is placed in the upperend of Weſtminſter-hall, 
the two priſoners are brought from the Tower; the Counteſle pleaded guilty, 
but Somerſet pleaded not guilty 5 yet being found guilty by his Judges, 1s 
condemned, and ſent back to the Tower, they were afterward both pardo- 
ned and releaſed out of the Tower. This ſame year the Archbiſhop of Spa- 
lito comes into England, and the Cautionary Towns are reſtored to the 59 
States. About two years before this, the Order of Knight-Baronets was 1nſti- 
tuted by King James , who were to maintain thirty foot-ſouldiers in Treland 
for three years,after the rate of eight pence a day, and to pay the wages of one 
whole year upon the paſſing of their Patent, then they muſt be Gentlemen 


of three deſcents, and ſhould be worth a thouſand pounds per annum , = 
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 numberto be inſtalled was not to exceed two hundred. An Amballador 4. Chrijtt 
came from the Rſſzar Emperor to King James, deliring his amity, and tome- WW 


diate for a peace between him and the King of Swethlan4, and preſents him 
with rich Furs : and not onely the Anſſia#, but the Pan alſo, admiring the 
wiſdome and happineſle of King James, ſome time before this, ſerit Sir Robert 
Sherley to delire his amity, and withall freely offers commerce to the Kings 
ſubjects through all the Perſan dominions : This Sir Robert was made an Earl 
of the Empite by Kodulphs Ceſar, then having ſerved the Perſean ten years, 
was made General of his Artillery, and married him to the Lady Tereſia, 
10 whoſe filter was one of th: Queens of Perſia; ſhe was brought to bed here of a 

ſon, whom the Queen and Prince Henry Chriſtened. About this time A/o0r- 
fields, before a ſtinking place, were made out into pleaſant walks ; Prince 
Charles 1s created Prince of Wales, which aftion was accompanied with much 
Joy, and the inſtalling of five and twenty Knights of the Bath. 

This yearthe King after fourteen years abſence returns into Scotland for 
ſetling both the Church and State there, whoſe preſence was ſo welcome, that 
every place and City whither he went did ſtrive to outſtrip one another in 
magnificent enrertainment : having ſetled all things, and confirmed the five 
Articles of Perth,after fix moneths abode there, he returns into Erelard; Sir 
20 Walter Rawleigh being now at liberty perſwades the King to afford him ſome 

ſhips for Guyana, where he thought was a Mine of gold, which would inrich 
him and the whole kingdome without any prejudice tothe Spaniard, but 
when he came thither no treaſure could be found ; wherefore that he might 
not return empty-handed, he falls upon S. Thome, a Town of the Spaniards, 
which he ſacked, pillaged and burned : Gundomore the Spaniſh Leiger com- 
plains : King James toavoid a breach between Spain and England, prefers 
the death of one man,already condemned, before the breach of publike peace, 
therefore he is newly arraigned and condemned to die, his head was cut off on 
a Scaffold in the Pallace-yard, 

Queen Anne, after ſhe had been married twenty years, died at Hampton- 
Court, whoſe death caſt the king into a dangerous fickneſle, of which he re- 
covered. Ina Parliament at Weſtminſter ( in which Chancellor Bacon for bri- 
bery was put from his place, and ſent to the Tower, into whoſe place Dr. 
William: Dean of Weſtminſter ſucceeded) Montpeſſon and Michel are for abuſes 
cenſured : Sir R:chard Weſton is ſent Ambaſſador to the Emperor to ſollicite 
the reſtoring of the Pal/grave to his own Country : Gundomore aſſures the king 
there was no readier way to recover the Pallatinate, then by making a match 
between Prince Charles and the Infanta of Spain, which might be eff=thed » il 
the Prince were (ent thicherz whereupon the king ſends him with Buckingham, 
40 Porter and Cottington by land; in the way at Paris, being diſguiſed, he ſaw the 
Court, and Princefle Mary, whom afterward he married ; Gundomore in the 
interim obtains cf ſome Ladies large ſummes of money for places with the 
Infanta when ſhe came : The Prince being arrived in Spazr, was received with 
as much love and magnificence as could be expected, foras the charge of his 
entertainment ſtood the King of Spain in nine and forty thouſand Ducars, yet 
he was ſo reſtrained from the Lady, that the eight' moneths time he 
ſtayed in Spair he ſaw her very ſeldome, and that at a diſtance, and never 
ſpake with her but twice, and that before company , and was limited alſo in 
his ſpeeches. 

This match was hindred- by the falling out of Buckingham and Count 
Olvares the King of Spains great favourite : much time alſo was' protracted 
upot pretence of difficulties to obtain the Popes diſpenſation; wherefore 
King James wearied with delayes ſends for the Prince home, who having 
taken his leave of the King of Spain, returns by ſea,and lands at Portſmouth, to 
the great joy of the people : the Articles of the marriage were ſoſtrit and 
large for exerciſe of the Catholick Religion, and none at all for reſtoring * 
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——_ the Palatinate, that King James broke off all treaty of the marriage, and figni- 
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fied ſo much to the Spanrard and other Princes; wherefore a conſultation is 
had for recovering it op Arms : tothis enda great contribution by way of 
benevolence was'collected for railing men. Then another match was thought 


on for the Prince ; for this cauſe the Earls of Carliſle and Holand are {ent into 
Franceto treat of a marriage with the. younger daughter of Herry 4. which 


was accompliſhed ſhortly after King Jemes his death. Abour this time the 
Archbiſhop of Spalato was burned at Rome for apoſtacic; he came into this 
Kingome petending Religion , as he ſhewed in his writings by maintaining 
Proteſtaniſme , _ was therefore made Dean of Windſor, and Maſter of the 1© 
$4v0y; but being fickle-headed,after he hail ſtayed here five years, he retracted 
all he had written or ſaid before, and therefore is commanded by the King to 
depart the Kingdome within three dayes, and ſo he returns to tome, where 
he inveighed as bitterly againſt the Proteſtants, as he did here againſt the 
Papiſts. | 7 

T his year was fatal by the fall of that great Cedar King J.mes, the wilcſt, 
fortunateſt, and moſt peaceable Prince that ever was in this lanc'z under whoſe 
two and twenty y”=_ government, this kingdome attained tothe height of 
peace, plenty and happineſle; in whoſe halcionian dayes, more works of piety 
were done then in any other Princes reign of the like continuance z ſuch were 
the reparations of Paxls begun then, the endowments of S. Johns Colledge.in ** 
Oxford by Dr. Laud the Archbiſhop, the Almſ-houſe at Croyden by Archbiſhop 
Abbot, and that in $»//ex by Robert Earl of Dorſet,that of Sutton in the Charter- 
houſe, Wilby Colledge in 0xfordby Mr Nicholas Wilby, Dulwich Almſ-houſe 
by Edward Allen the Player, the Hiſtory-Le@ture at Oxford by Mr. Cambden, 
three thouſand and fix hundred-pounds given to good uſes by Mr. Patyn 
Grocer of London, Camden-Hoſpital in Gloceſterſhire founded by Sir Baptiſt 
Hicks, five thouſand pounds given by Mr. Thomas Teaſdale for maintenance of 
ſeven Fellows and five Schollars in Ballzol Colledge, three fair Hoſpitals 
founded by Henry Earl of Northampton,one at Kyſing in Norfolk,a ſecond at Clun 
in Shropſhire, the third at Greenwich 1 Kent, 8000 li, given by William Jones of 39 
London for a Free-ſchool and Almi{-houſes in Wales,and a 100 /i.for ever yearly 
to a preacher in London,Not to ſpeak of Chelſey-Colledge,divers Churches and 
Chappels by private men, and other ſums of money left by charitable menz 
all which were the fruits of his peaceable government : and among the reſt, we 
may not omit the Plantations of Ireland, Virginia, Barmnd as, and New-England, 
in Virginia, the firſt Town that ever was built there bare his name; for though 
this was diſcovered in the Queens time, yet it was not planted rill the kings : 
thenext was the plantation of the Barmmdzas, and the laſt of New-Faeland, 
the patent whereof was granted by king Janes to Briſtol, Exeter, and Plimonth. 
In his time alſodivers Schools, Churches and Hoſpitals were erected in Scot- © 
land, and a Plantation by the Scots was thought on in the north part of 
Canada, which in king Charles his time was ſet on foot. This king James for 
his wiſdome was admired of foreign Princes, for learning by the Univer- 
ſities; for his wiſe, juſt, and peaceable government, by his Sbjodts. Proteſta- 
niſme had never a greater Champion, as may be ſeen by his books, by his care 
in cauſing Conferences to be held in Scotland about uniformity of Diſcipline, 
and unity of Doctrine ; about expelling Yorſtius out of Leyden, and ſending 
Divines to the Synod of Dort, and his Jearned moderating of the Conference 
at Hampton-Court; fo that he was Plato's Prince , a Philoſophical King, or a 
Kingly Philoſopher. Hedied the 27. of Adarch, the 59. year of his age, having 59 
reigned over all Great-Britain 22. years compleat. In his time fell out divers 
ſtrange accidents ; the great Plague, whering died in London above 38000. in 
one year, the great Froſ{t,great inundatione and fires,chiefly that of Dorcheſter, 
the falling of the room at Black-Friars, a Whale within cight miles of London, 


the Blazing-ſtar, the killing of a man by Archbiſhop Abber.

| DI ©-c, Who ſhortly after his Coronation was married to 
10 Henri-ta Maria, younger daughter of King Henry 4. of France, The Match 
was made upon thele conCitions : That the Popes diſpenſation ſhould be pro-. 
cured within the ſpace of three moneths before; That the free exercite of 
the Catholike Religion be permitted tothe Queen and her ſervants, and her 
Childrens that therefore ſhe ſhould be allowed her Chappe], and Yurial-place 
peculiar to heiſclt and family, with 28 Prieſts and a Biſhop choſen by the 
French king,, who ſhould be exemptcd from the Secular power; And that 
King C/.rles ſhould fweare never to withdraw from, or perſwade her to im- 
brace any other Religion. Her Portion was 80cccc Crowns; her Dowry 
12ccc lib. ſterling ; belides fo much Lands as ſhould maintain her and her 
2c Court, anſ{weral-le to her Greatneſle. , 
Not long attcr the marriage was conſummated, all amity with Spaiz is re- 
j3c&ed, and Commerce prohibited : a Fleet of 150 Sail, with 10cco Faot and 
ſome Horſe, are ſent againſt Spazr x they landed at Cadiz, but were beaten back 
into their {tips with lotle, by Ferdinand Gironixs ; the ſhips by ſtorms in their 
return were much ſhattered , many of the paſſengers died with ficknefle and 
cold, ſo that few returned home. This unlucky Expedition hindred the 
League that was made between Freland, Denmark, Swethland, Venice and 
Holland, againſt the Houſe of 4»/tria, 


30 Britain, becauſe he ſent back the French Prieſts into Fraxce, upon ſome diſtaſte 
taken againſt them for injoining an unſeemly Penance on the Queen; and\. 
becauſe he entertained Monſieur S$»bize, = armed him againſt the French 
King : and however King Charles was content to allow the Queen twelve 
Prieſts and one Piſhop, twelve Women, one Chaimberlain , one Secretary, 
one Phylitian, and three other Catholike ſervants; yet he could not be dif- 
ſwaded from detending S»bize, and the Proteſtant cauſe 5 which occaſioned a

40 but not long after it was loſt again, and the Engliſh driven to their ſhips, not 
without the lofle of many a brave man. Yet K.Charles being nothing diſmayed, 
prepares another Fleet againſt the next year, for relief of Kochel now belieged 
by the French King) but whilſt the Duke was ready to imbarque at Portſmouth 
where the Fleet lay, he was ſuddenly ſtabbed by one John Felton, which cauſed 
great diſcontent in the King, and a tumult in the Dukes lodgings: the French 
being, accuſed as aftors in this murther 3 but Felton confefling that he had kil- 
led the Duke, the tumult was appeaſed, and he apprehended, who confetled 
he could not be quict in mind till ke had acted that tragedy, being perſwaded 


that the Dake was no good Patriot, having exaſperated the King againſt the - 


>© former Parliament which was aſſembled for giving aid tothe King in defence 
of the Proicitane cauſe, which was then in great danger both in France and 
Germany, thc King of Denmark being brought very low by the Emperor. 
Notwithſtanding the | /ukes death, the Fleet was diſpatched to the relicte 
of Koch |, but could do no good, becauſe it came too late; forthe Town was 
bcgire with impregnable Barracadoes and Circumvallations both by fea and 
land, ſo that re 1#jecta it returned home, The next year a Parliament is called;

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1629, the next day, the King at Pawls-Cro//e gave thanks to God for the Queens ſafe

danger to be caſt away ; ſome of his ſervants were then drowned, and much 

of his Plate and houſhold-ſtuffe was loſt. He erected about the lame time a 
Biſhops See in Edinbargh, and ferled Mr.W:llian Forbes of Aberden Can eminent 
man tor learning) Biſhop there; bur he died ſhortly after, bcing vexed by the 
people of thar place, who could not endure ro be ſubject ro a Biſhop. The 
King having called a Parliament there, in which ſome things in favour of the 
Church were enacted, which pleaſed not divers of the Great ones therc ; 
whereupon the King returns abruptly into England, which was 11! relented by 
the Scots Lords, 

1634. Thencxt _ following, King Charles for maintenance of his Navy, raiſcd 
the Tax of Ship-mony, by which means the Sea-men were well paid, and for 20 
two years together the Kingdome was well guarded by the Royal Fleet. Bur 
this Tax was ſo uncqually laid by the Sheriffs and their Deputics, upon divers 
of the meaner ſort, that it cauſed great diſcontent : ( For I know a Miniſter, 
whoſe Benefice was ſcarce 100.1. per aun, forced to pay 15.1. tor his Tax the 
firſt year.)This Ship-mony was at laſt oppoſed and voted down in Parliament, 
Inthe year 1636. the King ſends again to theEmperor in behalf of the Pall- 
grave, in which Embaſhie much mony was ſpent to little purpoſe. In the year 
after, the Popes Nuntio's are recaved and entertained at the Queens Court. 
In Scotl::d fell our the great Tumult at Edinburgh, July 23. upon the reading 
ofthe New Service-book m $S.Giles Church, the Women beginning the fray 30 
by lnging their ſtools and Eibles at the Deans head, as he was reading; who 
hardly eſcaped, with the Biſhop, our of the Church with their lives : But the 
tamuk was appeaſcd by the Privy-Councellors then preſent, and the Biſhop 
conveyed away by the Lord #eems. So things remained quict till the next 
Spring, that new troubles aroſe. A Generall Aflembly, againſt the Kings 
command, is held at Glaſcow, m which the Biſhops are depoſed, excommuni- 

. cated,and abjureds the Arricles of Perth, Service-book, and Canons are re- 
jected by the Presbyterian Aflembly, who alſo impoſe an Oath and Covenant 
upon the people, the chick promoters whereof were three Miniſters, Hender- 
Jon, Dickſon, and Cant; who:comming to Aberden, received ſome ſtop by the 49 
learned Divines there, who would not condiſcend that the Covenant ſhould 
be propounded or recommended in their Pulpits to the People under their 
charge, till they were ſatisfied in theſe demands. 1. By what warrant or 
power they impoſed a Covenant on them , Teeing they were not authoriſed 
by the King nor his Councel, nor any eſtabliſhed Judicatory or National 
Synod. 2. Whether they ought ro-fobſcribe a Covenant of mutual defence 
by arms,ſceing ſuch Covenants are forbid by Parliament,an.1925, 3. Whether 
they ought to trare any danger of Innovation in Religion, ſccing the King 
hath prorcſted, declared and ſworn to the contrary, and hath removed all oc- 
caſions of tear, as the Seryice-book, Canons, and High-commiſſion. 4. W hat 50 
reaſon 15 there tor themto abjure'Epiſcopacie and rhe Articles of Per:þ,and to 
have an interpretation of the Negative Confeffion impoſed on them againſt 
their judgments. 5. Whether the abjuring of the lare inrroduced Rites, be not 
an afterit chat the former Ritesare unchangeable; whereas all Rites according 
ro times and occalions may be changed. 6, Whether the abjuring of Perth- 
Articles b-not a contradicting of the judgment of moſt modern Divines, who 

hold 
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bqld them in their own nature Jawfull 4 as alfo a condemning of the ancient 4x.ch 


Church, which prattifed them.. 7. Whether they can abjure theſe Rites 2s 
Popiſh, which according to the light of their conſcience and lincerity of their 
hearts,rhey have practiſed as Jawfull ſo many years; And whether they ought 
riot to have ſome time given them to conlider of fo weighty a buſineile. 
8. Whether the Kings perſon ought not to be defended, though he preſerve 
not the true Religion. 9. Whether this can be conſiſtent 3 To {wear to main- 
rain the Kings authority,and yet ſwear diſobedience to the Articles ceſtabliſhed 
by his authority. 10. Whether the abjuration of Perth-Articles be nor pre- 
10 judicial to the liberty of Voting in a National Alembly. 11. Whether the 

ſubſcription to the Profeſſion of Faith, regiſtred an.1567. in Parliament, be 
not ſufficient to ſhew the {incerity of their Profeſſion. 12. Whether the late 
practiſe of the Covenanters in contemning Authority, and Gods ſervice in 
his own houſe, on his own day, as to lay violent hands on the Prelates and 
Paſtors in time of Divine ſervice, whilſt they practiſe what the King and his 
Councel commanded : I ſay, whether theſe diſorders are tolerable, or is it fit 
that the Anticovenanters ſhould joyn with them. 13. How this Covenant can 
be ſubſcribed withcur ſcandal; firſt, of diflenting from other Reformed Chur- 
ches; ſecondly, of diſſenting from Antiquity z thirdly, of perjury, having 
20 ſworn obedience ro the Articles of Perth, and to the Ovlaary ar their admiff}- 
on tothe Miniſtery. 14. Whether theſe Covenanting Miniſters can with rea- 
ſon deſire the uſe of our Pulpits, to withdraw (ſay they) our Flocks from their 
obedience and allegiance, and that Doctrine which we in our conſcicnce think 
toberrue ? 

To thefe 9nere's the Covenanting Miniſters put in their Anſwers, but ſuch 
as were not ſatisfying to the Divines of Aberden, as may be ſeen in their Re- 
plies and Duplies. The Biſhops alſo proteſted and declared againſt the Aſ- 
ſembly at Glaſcow, as being alrogether unlawfull, becauſe it met without the 
Kings warrant ; becauſe it conſiſted of more Lay-men then Miniſters ;- becauſe 
30 mo! of theſe Miniſters were ſcandalous either in their lives or do&nne, or 
both z becauſe they were enemies and perſecutors of the Biſhops, to whom 
they owed Canonical obedience, and that it was unreaſonable they ſhould be 
both Judges and __— ; and becauſe they are ſuch Miniſters as have not 
ſworn tothe Articles of Religion, nor taken the oath of Allegiance, and uſurp 
more authority to themſelves: then can ſtand with the freedome of an Aſſem- 
bly; and as july might the Bulhops excepr againſt this Aſſembly, which hath 
already precondemned Epiſcopacie, as Athanaſs#s, Hoſiys of Corduba, and: 
Maximus Patriarch of Conſtantinople, did except againſt ſome partial and pre- 
Judicating Councels, or Luther, againſt the Councel of Trent, becauſe he was 
zo precondemned by Pope Leo. But theſe Reaſons of the Biſhops were lighted, 
and the Afſembly notwithſtanding proceeded, though the King ſends the 
Marquis Hazri/to# to diflolve 1t : For the Presbyterial tide prevails more and 
more; who made an Act againſt the Biſhops,and expelled them the kingdom; 
whereat the King was ſo angry, that he cauſed the Scots ſhips here to be ſeiſed, 
and their Trading with Exgland to be prohibited. TU 

Mcan while, the Queen-mother of France, King Henry the Fourths wid- 
dow, came to London, OfFob.31. whom the King received courteouſly, and 
enrertained royally. In November Proclamation is made againſt the Aflembl 
in Scotland, by the King: but it was ſofighted, that an Army is raiſed by the 
50 Presbyterian Scots againſt whom: the Biſhops contribute and raiſe amon 

the Clergie great ſums of mony, for maintaining of an Army againſt the Pref: 
byterians. The next year, about the 27. of March, the King begins his journy 
for Scotland, whom his Army followed under the condudt of the Earl of 4run- 
del, accompanied with molt of the Engliſh Nobility 3 the two Armies pitched 
their Tents in view of each other, but there was no reſolution or defire in 
cither tide to hight ; therefore a Peace was concluded the ſame year in June : 
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likely burned, which again incenſcd the Scots, fo that the next year they raiſed 
another Army 3 upon which the King ſummons a Parliament in April, for 
railing- of mony and new forces againſt the Scots; but finding his people a- 
verſe either to contrjþute men or mony, he diflolves the Parliament in May, 
which both diſcontented the Engliſh, and encouraged the Scots, on the 17, 
of Auguſt following, to enter England, and poſleile themſelves of Newcaſtle, 
Hereupon the King raiſeth new forces to reſiſt the Scots 3 but the new-raiſed 
Souldiers grew mutinous, killed divers of their Officers, and would neither 
march nor fight : Yet the Clergie defiſted not ro animate both the King and 
people againſt the Scots, and in their Convocation gave a great ſumme to 
maintain the war. The Lords are commanded to attend the King in this 
Northern expedition. | 

About the mid(t of 0Fober the former year, the Spaniſh Fleet, cloſe by the 
Engliſh ſhore, for want of powder and ammunition ( which they alleadged 
the King had promiſed them ) were defeated by the Hol/anders : There were 
in this Fleet 8000 Spaniards, which ſhould have been planted among the 
Wallons, and ſo many of them to be tranſported into Spaiz. About the ſame 
time alſo, a Bill is exhibited againſt the Londoners, tor ſome miſdemeanors 
committed by their Under-offticers about London-Derry ; wheretore in the 26 
Star-chamber the Londoners are fined, and their Plantation forteited to the 
King, whereupon the Citizens would not contribute or advance any ſums 
of mony towards this expedition againſt the Scots. When the King law he 
could raiſe no.mony,and that the common-ſouldiers would not engage; upon 
the earneſt intreaties of the Lords,he ſummons a Parliament at Wej:ma1njter,the 
3. of November. 

But before we conclude this Hiſtory, I will ſpeak a little more fully of theſe 
fatal begun troubles in Scotland. When the King underſtood what Forces 
were railing there, he ſends to Marquis Dowglaſſe , to the Earle of Nidſdale, to 
Traquair the Treaſurer, to Roxburgh and other Lords of his fide, to be ready 39 
with their Forces : but the Covenanters ſciſe upon all the arms and ammuni- 
on in Scotland, and ſend 1coco foot, with 4oco horſe, and 3o peeces of canon, 
againſt Aberdez, which held out tor the King, and whither he meant to ſend 
great forces. Of the Nobility that ſrood out tor the King, were about twenty 
Lords and Earls, of the Covenanters about eight and twenty. When the King 
was Come to Barwick, he underſtood that the Scots Army was divided into 
two bodies; one under Hime, of 2000. not far from Barwick « the other of 
50cc. under Johnſton neer Carliſ/ſe, To theſe the King ſends his Heralds with 
a Proclamation, commanding them not to come ueer the borders of England, 
for theh he will conſtrue it as an invaſion : They on the other ſide ſend him zo 
a Petition, deſiring their complaints may be heard, and grievances redreſſed. 
Upon this, Arundel with other Lords are named by the King to confer with 
the Scots Commiſſioners, and to know their grievances : They deſire that 
the King would by Parliament ratitie the Articles of Glaſcow. 2. Thar all 
Church-affairs in Scotland may be determined by their Generall Aſſemblies, 
and that all Civil matters may be decided by Parliament, which they deſire 
may be held every {ccond or third year. 3. That the King would withdraw 
both his Ships and Land-forces, and reſtore to the Scots their Ships again. 

4. That all the Incendiaries and ſeditions perſons who were fled into England, 
may be ſent home to be tryed and punithed, 5. That the King would confirm 50 
their Lawes, Religion, and Priviledges. 

The King was not well pleaſed with theſe particulars; therefore the Lord 
Lowden delires him, that he would but confirm their Religion and Libernes 
according to the Eccleljaſtical and Civil lawes of Scotland,and that ſhould con- 
tent them ; Upon this, the King declares, That he will confirm the Canons of 
inc Aliembly of Claſcow, concerning, the abolition of the Liturgie , High- 
Commithon, 
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Commiſſion, Book of Canons, with the five Articles of Perth; That the Mini- 
iters ſhall be bound to take no other Oath at their admiſſion, but whar is pre- 
{cribed in Parliament , and that the Biſhops ſhall ſtand to the cenſure of the 
General Allembly of Glaſcow; and that all things ſhall be determined by the 
Aſſembly and Parliament which ſhall be held in Ed:nburgh the next Auguſt, in 
which an Act of Oblivion ſhall paſſe, and at which he will be preſent himſelf; 
and withall he promileth to reſtore their ſhips and goods,and to recall his fleet, 
conditionally they will diſarm and disband their Armies, and diſlolve their 
tables and meetings, and that they will reſtore his Forts and Caſtles, with their 
io Ammunition, as ikewiſe the Crown,Scepter and Sword, with his other Royal 
ornaments; and belides, that they will ſuffer his good ſubjects to enjoy their 
lands and liberties, which have been detained from them ſince « & laſt 
Aſlembly. 

Theþeace being concluded, and the Armies disbanded, the King is received 
into Edingburgh with great ſolemnity, and his Caſtles are re{tored, on condi- 
tion that they ſhall not be victualled for above four and twenty hours at a 
time. But ſhortly after the King declared, that he would have the Biſhops ſit 
in the General Ailembly, which was denicd; and the Biſhops were excomuni- 
cated, and withal two hundred thouſand pounds is a to be raiſed up- 
20 on the Biſhops Jands andeſtaes, for ſatisfaction of the damages ſuſtained by 
the detention et the ſhips in England : the Parliament then ſitting, rather fa- 
voured the Atlembly then hindred it, or diſcountenanced their proceedings, 
wheretore the King would have adjourned rhe Parliament till June the next 
year, which could not be afſented tos but four Depuries are ſent to the King to 
compole all differences. In the interim, new forces are raiſed both in England 
and Jrelind, whillt the Scots Commiſſioners are kindly entertained at Court; 
but the Scots being jealous ( becauſe their Commiſſioners were ſo long de- 
tained in ſuſpence ) that the King meant to keep them as priſoners, when his 
Army was ready to march, they ſ{cized upon two Frgliſh Lords, whom they 
20 meant to detain till their Commithoners were returned, 

The Presbyterian Scots underſtanding that hoth the Armies of England 
and Jreland were ready to march, enter preſently intoa Covenant which they 
called National, and tax the tenth part of their eſtates toward maintenance 
ofthe war; ſixteen thouſand men are raiſed under the condutt of Areile, to 
guard the Sea-coaſt, and hinder the Irifh forces from landing : The like num-' 
ber is to be in readineſfle againſt the King aq_—_ his march. They would not 
ſufter Generall Kuver, governour then of Edinburgh-Caſtle, to repair a part of 
the wall that was failen down; nor would they ſuffer the Garriſon-ſouldiers to 
go out and in, but at their devotion; therefore they place a guard of five 
40 hundred men before the Caſtle gate, and raiſcd a Fort in the Town to keep the 
Caſtle in awe, and raiſed a Rampart to keep off the bullets that might be ſhot 
again{t the City. 

Mean while the Fngliſh Fleet puts to Sea z and the Land-forces of Fngland 
conſiſting of forty thouſand, are divided into three bodies, under Hamilton, 
Goring, and Northumberland. The Scots main body conliſted of thirty thou- 
ſand under General Leflyin Lothien, the reſt of their Army was employed to 
guard the borders and coaſts on all tides, to wit, {1x thouſand under the Lord 
Levijion near Kelſo; Lothien and Johnſon had the command of eight thouſand 
on the V/cltern marches; Kothes and Lindſey commanded fifteen thouſand in 
$0 Fife, Montroſe and the Earl Afarſhal eneamped near Aberden with twelve 
thouſand, beſides they had a garriſon of twothouſand within the City. Argile 
2nards the coalt on the Irith-ſeas with ftxteen thouſand. In the interim the 
Lord Low» one of the tour Scots Commiſſioners, is ſent tothe Tower, for 
having about him a copy ot the Scots Declaration which had been burned. 
This mcented the Scors fo much the more, complaining that the impriſoning 
of their Commiſſioner was againſt the Law of Nations; the King ſends Com- 
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An.Chriſti miſſijoners to examine him in the Tower,to whom he would not anſwer, being 
WYw- a ſubjet of Scotland, where he ought to be examined and tried by his Peers; 


Virgil. 
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and alſo told them,that what he was accuſed of was acted before the Pacifica- 
tion 1639. when an Act of oblivion paſſed. Hereupon he is enlarged and im- 
ployed by the King in a new Commitien into Scotland, to fettle the troubles 
there. 

Whilſt theſe things are afting , Edinburgh raiſeth two Batteries againſt the 
Caſtle, the great Ordnance play upon each other withour any great hurt ; at 
length the Governour is ſummoned to deliver up the Caſtle within fifteen 
dayes; which time being expired, and the Caſtle nor likely ro be ſurrendred 
the great Artillery from the batteries plaid ſo furiouſly on it, that a breach was 
made in the wall ; there were alſo two Mines ſprung which did great hurt, the 
Governours ſon loſt his arm by a canon-bullet; at laſt they come to a parley,the 
Governour deſires to acquaint the King with the ſtate of the Caltle before he 
deliver it up, which was granted by the City, and ſo followed a ceſſation from 
hoſtility. The Scots in the interim (whoſe mtention at firſt was onely to ſtand 
upon their own defence ) to keep their ſouldiers from idlenefle, enter England 
with thirty thouſand; fifteen thouſand march Into Cumberland, and the 
other fifteen thouſand, into Northumberland, with a Declaration that they 
come in as friends, not as enemies, for no other end but to have a ratification 46 
of the laſt years Treaty; they promiſe alfo to take nothing bur That they ſhall 

ay for. ; 
, The King being at Tork with fix thouſand horſe, and eighteen thouſand 


foot, underſtood that the Scots were marching towards Newcaſtle , therefore 


ſends fifteen hundred horſe, with a battalion of Infantry to diſpute the paſ- 
ſage over the Tinez a skirmith followed, in which four hundred of the Engliſh 
were {Jain , and two hundred Scots, whoſe Army being far greater then the 
other, cauſed them toretreat. Then the Scots for two hours lay ſiege to New- 
caſtle, which upon the firſt ſummons opened rheir gates. Then the Scots make 
themſclves maſters of Hartpool, and of two Caſtles on the Tine. Upon this the ,, 
King ſends to them to know their demands , and withall diflwades them from 
advancing any further with their Army 5 the Seots return a petition to the 
King , wherein they defirea free Parliament. for ending of all differences, and 
ſerling of a ſolid peace; the Fnglifb Lords being aflembled at York, defire like- 
wiſe of the King that he would call a Parliament,which at laſt was afſented to, 
and five and twenty thouſand pounds Sterling was afligned to the Scots 
towards the defraying of their charges; in the mean time the Caſtle of Edin- 
burgh is delivered up, and ſome Engliſh horſe, with five handred of their foor, 
(which were ſent from Barwick to Dunce, to carry away nine peeces of 
Ordnance left there by the Scots.) are defeated and {Jain by the Lord Had- zo 
dinoton, 

Hitherto we have ſeen King Charles in his glory : but now, | Nox atra caput 
triſti circumwvolat umbra] The bright day of his Reign is overcaſt with a dark 
and diſmal cloud. The morning of his day ſhined our clear, but it was ſhut up

The Temples of Veſta, Peace, and others are burned. Pertinax reigned not full three 
moneths, being ſlain by the Sou!diers, and Did. Fulianus not much above two moneths, 
being alſo killed by them ; then Niger in Syria, Albinus in Britain, Severus in Fanonia, 
(who rcigncd 17 years) are made Emperours : Severus defeats Niger, and befiegeth By- 
zantium three years; he hath many Vidories in the Eaſt, and makes Caracalla his ſon, 
Ceſar ;, hetakes Bizantium, kills Albinus, and ſends his head to Rome, where he put 29 
Senators todeath ; he makes Geta his other ſon, Czfar, and makes Caracalla his Col- 
league.

In the Church, Pope Marcelline having at the Synod at Sivveſſa in Campania publikely in 
a hair-cloth confeſſed his fault, is at laſt martyred, and his body after 36 dayes 
was interred by his ſucceſſor Marcel/us, who fate 5 years, and was ſtifled to death by 
the ftench of a flehy ſtable where he was incloſed; that table afterward was turned 
to a Church, and called by his name. To him ſucceeded Euſebins 2 years. Many 
Chriſtians are burnc in a houſe. at Nicomedia, by Valerizs. The tenth Perſecution is 
Ta iſcd, in which incredible numbers ſuffered in Egypt. S. Alban and others martyred 
in Britain. Conſtantine expelleth thoſe of his Court, who for rewards would facri- 
fice to IdoJs. At this time the Donatiſts had divers Conventicles at Carthage. The 
traditors or betrayers of the Bible, are condemned in a Synod at Cyrta in Africa. 
Biſhop Melerius an Antilapfarian ; he had many followers, who held divers Jewiſh 
ceremonies. Fifteen Cardinals were inſtituted by the Pope, to bury and bapriſc. 
Donatus the Prieſt of Carthage, held the true Church no where but with him and his 
followers; He sebaptized, and held the Perſons of the Trinity ſuperior to cach 


other. 
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Galerius Sing made Licinius Emperor in 1!yria, kills himſelf, being troubled with a 
loathſome diſeaſe in his privities. Conſtantine defeats three times Maxentins, who is 
drowned in Tyber, Conſtantine triumpheth , and marrieth his fiſter ro Licinius. Maxi- 
minus is defeated by the Perfiav, then by Licinivs,at laſt trangles himſelf. Conſtantine,by 
himiclf and his two ſons, gets many viRoriesz; He overcomes Licinius, who turns 
Apoſtate. The Britgins rebell, and deteat Traberus. 


In the Church , 4:7 Euſebius is martyred. His ſucceſſor Melchiades ſate three yeares, 
who aboliſhed alting _-_e Sundayes and Holy-dayes; he dyed a Marcyr.

In the Church, Formoſus is Pope 4 years : He is oppoſed by Sergias the Antipope, which 
made the 15. Schitme. Boniface 6. ſucceeds, who was expelled within a moneth for 
his lewd life. His ſucceffor was Steven 6. 3 years : He abuſed and mutilated the dead 
body of Formoſus, which he cauſed to be digged up; he is taken by Aldebert Marquis 
of Tuſcany, and ſtrangled in priſon. Romanus ſucceeded 3 moneths. 5 Synods held 
within this Decad. 
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In the Faſt, the Saracens invade Greece, and are defeated, and then defeat Himerius the Em- 
perors Genera!l. Conſtantine ſon to Leo is crowned Emperor. The Saracens defeat the 
Emperors Fleet. In the Weſt, Lews is beaten by the Hungarians , who waſte all Ger- 
many. The rebellious Friſlanders are ſubdued by Thyerry the Hollander; who in figne 
of {ubjefion enjoined them to make low-doors,that they might ſtoop as they entred. 
Berengarius in Italy is defeated by the Hungarians, and their departure is procured with 
mony. In Spain, Alphonſo defeats the Saracens, then entred a Monaſtery, which ſhortly 
after he forſook , then he was impriſoned and loſt his eyes. Ramirus of Spain invades 
Toledo, takes Madrid, and defeats the Moors. Roan in France with other places taken by 
Rollo D.of Normandy, who befiege Paris and beat the French» 


In the Church, Theodorus 2. fits 20 dayes: Fohn 9g. ſucceeded 4 years: He confirmed 
the Atts of Formoeſus, which canſed a ſedition, ſo that he fled from Ravenna. 
Benet 4. ſucceeded 2 years. The 16 Schiſm, in which Leo 5. after 4odayes, is im- 
priſoned by Chriſtopher, aided by the Marquis of Tuſcany, and after 75 moneths, is ſen: 
unto a Covent by Sergius 3. Theodora, the Marquiſes Concubine, ruleth in 
Rome, Sergius makes her daughter Maroſia his Concubine, of whom he begor 
Fobn the 1x or 12. This Decad produced 5 Councels. The Bohemians and Nor- 
mans converted to the Faith. Leo the Emperour takes a fourth wife, againſt the 
Cuſtome of the Greek Church, therefore he is Excommunicated by the Patriarch 
of Conſtantincple, whom tor this, Leo baniſhed. 
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| In theEaſt, to Leo ſucceedeth his ſon Conſtantixe 8. 50 years, who ruled with his mother 
Zoe. Conſtantinople beſieged by Simeon Prince of Bulgaria , who is hired to return home. 
He breaks the peace, and takes Adrianople. The Iralian Princes crave belp againſt the 
Saracens, who had invaded Calabria and Apulia. The Greeks beat the Bulgarians, and 
are beat by them. Zoe is ſent into a Monaſtery, and Romarais rules with the Empegor 
| hisfon-in-law. In the Weſt, the Emperor buycs his peace of the Hungarians: he dieth 
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of grief, and in him endeth the race of Charlemain in Germany. Conradus Dake of Frat- 
conia ſucceeds 7 years. Henricas Auceps aſpires. The Dukes of Suevia diſturb the peace. 
The Emperor is beaten by the Duke of Merſpurg. Rataghbone taken from the Emperor 
Amulpb Duke of Bavaria, and loſt again. Conradus tickneth , and cogumends Henry 
uke of Saxony to the Empire: This Henry reigned 17 years; He was firnamed the 
Falconer. In France, Wiſfiam Earl of Aquitain founded the Monaſtery of Clugny. Robert 
Earl of Paris rebels againſt the King tor his inſufficiencie, who is ſurprited and im- 
rifoned by Robert Farl of Vermendozs. In Spain, the Moors are beaten again, and the 
þ chels ſupprefled. The Navarrois are deteated by the Caſtilians. The Venctians ob- 
tain leave of the Emperor to coyn mony. The Hungarians invade Ttaly. 


In the Church, Anaſtaſius fate 2 years. Fobn 10. ſucceeded 16 years: Hefalls out with 
Albericus Marquis of Tuſcia , and is expelled the City; whereupon he calls in the 
Hungarians; who commic many outrages. Albericus is (lain by his people. One 
Councecl was held this Decad at Conſtans, inhibiting marriage in the 7. Degree.

In the Eaſt, Romanus crowns his wife and ſon, and ſubſcribes before the Emperor ; he is 
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In the Eaſt, the Ruſſians waſte the country about Conſtantinople : divers Greeks = by 


overcome by the Bulgarians,who take Hadrianople,burt are expelled by Romanus. The Sa- 
racens at Lemnos are defeated by the Emperors fleet. Romanus makes two of his ſons Cax- 
ſars,& another a Church-man.In theWeſt, Burchard D.of Sweve is forced to acknowledg 
Henry Emperor, who gets Lorrain from Charles of France, Arnulph is forced to obedi- 


ence. The Hungarians being defeated by the Emperor, make peace for nine years, after | 


which time they are expelled Germany. The Vandals ſubdued, and Brandeburgh taken 
by the Emperor ; multitudes ot Vandals killed neer the Baltic ſea. In France, Robert 
Earl of Paris is choſen King, whom Charles affifted by the Normans ſlew : then Raoul 
Duke of Burgundy is choſen , who leagueth with the Normans. Charles is releaſed, and 
again impri.oned, then dyeth. In Spain, the rebellions ot Cattle, Navar and Gallecia 
are ſupprefſed by Ordonius 3. who dycth in his expedition againſt theMoors. Elfred, an 
Englith Nobleman, who had confpircd to pur out King Athelſtans eyes, abjured him- 
ſelf at Rome, fell down and dyed ; days after. Athelſtan overcomes tht Welſh, and beats 
the Scots. Venice burnt by the Hungarians. Sifridche Dane having waſted Flanders, and 
raviſhed the Earls daughter, hanged himſelf. 


In the Charch Anaſtaſivs ſits , who conſecrated a Boy of 5 years o1d Biſhop of Rhemes. 
Raoul King of Burgundy is made King of Ttaly, to croſs Berengarius, who is expelled 
Italy, who therefore called in the Hungarians, that burn Papia. The Pope makes 
Hugh, Earl of Arles, King againſt Raoul, who returned to France. Guy, this Huph's 
brather, impriſonerh, and ſtrangleth the Pope, after he had killed his brother Peter. 
Leo 6. ſucceeds, whom Guy atter 5 moneths impriſoned ; he dyed, and Stephen $. ſuc- 
ceedcd two years. Marozia the ſtrumpet, was the death of theſe two Popes. 3 Coun- 
cels kept this Decad. Raoul King of Burgundy, beftows on the Emperour the Spear 
that wounded Chriſt, | 
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the Beneventines. In the W<t, the Hungarians being denyed their tribute of the Em- 
perour, ſpoil Germany, but are at laſt defeated and expelled. Miſnq made. a Marquiſat, 
and Guelders an Earldom : Henry dieth, to him ſucceeds Otho the firſt his ſou 42 years. 
The Palatine (or rebelling, is baniſhed, who being pardoned, conſpires with Henry the 
Emperours brother. In England, King Athelſtan drives the Britains out of Devonſhire 
into the remote parts of Cornwall ; he takes Weſtmerland and Cumberland from the Scots; 
to him was ſent out of France, Conſtantine the Great his ſword, in the hilt of which 
was one of the nails of theCroſs. In France, Lewis ſon to Charles returns out of Eng- 
land, and reigneth 1$ years. In Spain, Sancho King of Leon recovers his Kingdom, to 
whom Ferdinand of Caſtile ſelleth a horſe and a hawk, conditionally to-double the pay- 
ment everyday, after it ſhould become due : This Ferdinand is taken priſoner by the 
Navarrois, and releaſed; ſo was the King of Navar taken and releaſed : Ferdinand 
eſcapes out of _ by his wites means, who exchanged apparel wich him. Sancho 
makes Caſtile a 

ſome Biſhopricks were founded in Denmark, The Iftrians by ſurpriſing ſome 
Venetian Virgins , as they preſented themſelves after their cuſtome our 


ingdom, in fatisfatian for his horſe and hawke. About this timef 
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Lady Charch, (the memorial whereof is kept at Candlemaſſe) are forced to pay a yeurl v 
tribute to Venice.

he inviteth Schollars into Greece. In the Weſt, the Emperourand French King are re- 

conciled. Hertry the Emperours Brother obtains pardon for his Rebellion. Otho be- 
ing wounded in hunting, makes his ſon Ludolpbus his Colleague and ſucceffor , bur 
afterward changed his mind: He makes his Brother Henry, Duke of Bavaria; who ex- 
pelled thence the Hungarians. Otho defeates the Danes. In Ttaly, Hugh made a league 

with the Saracens : his people upon this revolt ; he flies into France , and becomes a 

Monk. The Saracens beaten out of Calabria by the Greeks. Otho invades Flanders,and 

is oppoſed by the Gauntois. Aquileia taken by Hetry the Emperours Brother. Sx.Wen- 

ceflaws is made King in Bobemia by the Emperour ; he refuſed the Title, not the Govern- 
ment : heis murthered by his brother in the Charch; and his wicked mother th: 
cauſe of this murther, was ſwallowed quick in the Earth. Otho beats the Danes, and 
waſtes their Country. In Spain, Zancho 1s poyſoned with an Apple by Gonſalvas the Re- 
bel, whom. he had pardoned. Ferdinand loſeth many places in Caſtile to the Moores, 
and dicth for griet. Ramire defeats the Moors in Leon. In France, the D. of Normandy 
is reconciled to the King , who takes Roban , and makes Robert Earl of Paris. Hugh Ma- 
jor of the Palace, takes the King in England. Analph of Ireland intrudes into Northum- 
berland, who is baniſhed by King Edmund, and Cumberland beftowed on the Scots. King 

Edmund is {lain treacherouſly at a fraſt. Aralph is recalled by the Northumbrians , and 

made King there. 


In the Church, Steven being dead of a wound received in a tumult , Martine the 3. fate 
3 years; to him ſucceeded Apapetus the 2. g years. In this Decad were called 5 


Councels, The Ruſſians perſecure the Chriſtians. Otho ſpreads Chriſtianity in Den- 
mark, Swethland and other northern parts. 
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In the Eaft, the Emperours Fleer is defeated by the Saracens at Candy. Bardus the Empe- 
rours General, taketh much from them. Komanus poyſoned his Father, who died nor 
in two years after, ſome ob thepoyſon being ſpile. In the Weſt, Otho forceth Boleſlaus 
the Bohemian to ſubmit: he adds Belpium and Burgzyndy to the Empire : divers rebell a- 
eainſt Otho, who at laſt ſubmit. The Biſhop of Saltzburg*s cyes are put out for calling the 
Bavarians into Bavaria, where they were all ſlain. - Otho ſubdueth the Vandals ; Otho 
by marrying Adelbeida becomsKing of Italy,which he leaves to Berenyarius except Verona 
and Aquileia, which he gave to Henry his brother. Berengarius playcs the tyrant, and 
wars with the Pope for the Dutchy of Spoletum. Piedro of Venice 1s baniſhed, and turns 
Pyrat againſt the Venetian ſhips, the report of which killed the Duke his father with 
grief :- he is notwithſtanding recalled by the State. The Church of Grada is made Me- 
tropolis of Yenia and Iſtria. Hareld the Dane holdeth of the Emperour , and receiveth 
the Faith. Five of the Hungarian Kings hanged in Bavaria. In Spain, Garzias of Caſtile, 
invad:th Leon: he purſueth his wife with her Adulterer, and kils them both in bed. 
The Moores mean while invade his Territories. In France, Lewis is killed by a fall 
from his horſe; His ſon Latherins ſucceeds 32 years: Hugh by his death, leaveth his 
Dutchy of Paris to Hugh Capet, who fs declared Duke of France and Earl of Poitou. The 
Northumbrians and Mercians revolt from Edwy king of England, tor his evil life, and 
{_tuphis brother Edgar againſt him : The King hereupon dieth for grief. Edgar reigned 


56 years; He rigs out a great Fleet to guard the Coaſts. Malcolme King of Scotland is 
murthered in Murrey.

name from Oftavian to Fobn. 3 Councels held this Decad. St. Matthews reliques 
._tranflated from Ethiopia to Salernum. Helena Qneen of Kufia is baptized at Conitan- 
; Rinople 3/ the ſends te Oths for Prieſts to convert hex Subjetts.

years: he beats the Saracens out of Cilicia : He is ſorry that his forces took Antioch; be- 
cauſe he was told , that if it were taken he ſhould miſcarry; he becomes covetous 
and odious; he kils Otho's Ambaſſadours, who by his own order came to create with 
him abour a match, berween young Othe, and his daughter Theophania : He is killed by 
Fobn Zimiſces, and his own Empreſfe. This Fobn ſucceeded 6 years he thruſts the Em- 
preſſe into a Monaſtery , and ſends Theophania to Otho : In the Weſt, Otho's aide is intrea- 
ted by the Pope againſt Berengarius, whom Otho defeats,and cauf+ th his ſon Otho to be 
crowned : He ſends the wife of Berengarius to him; he ſerleth Lombardy, and depoſeth 
the Pope for adhering to his enemy : He baniſheth Berews with his wite and children 
into Bavaria. Adelbert his enemy being defeated,the Pope is by him reſtored : then to re- 
venge the death of his Ambaſſadours , hecut off the Noſes of divers Calabrian and Apu- 
lian Grecks, and ſends them to Conftantinople.
